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PREFACE TO THE REVISED EDITION. 

—- 0 - 

THE following Translation of the New Testament is baaed upon the belief that every word 
of the original ia “ God-brcathcd,” as the Apostle Faul says in his Second Epistle to Timothy, 
chap. 3. 16. That language is, indeed, applicable, in the first place, only to the Writings of 
the “Old Testament,” in which Timothy had been instructed, but as the Apostle Peter, in 
his Second Epistle, chap. 3. 15, 16, expressly ranks the ** Epistles” of his beloved brother 
Paul along with “the other Scriptures,” as the “Gospels” and the “Acts” of the Apostles 
were undoubtedly written before the date of Peter's writing, by men to whom the Saviour 
promised and gave the Holy Spirit, to guide them to all truth, to teach them all things, and 
to remind them of all things tliat Jesus said and did, there can be no reasonable ground for 
denying the inspiration of the New Testament by any one who holds that of the Old, or who 
is willing to take the plain unsophisticated meaning of God’s Word regarding either. 

This inspiration extends only to the original text, as it came from the pens of the writers , 
not to any translations ever made by man, however aged, venerable, or good; and only in so 
far as any of these adhere to the original—neither adding to nor omitting from it one par¬ 
ticle—arc they of any real value , for, to the extent that they vary from the original, the 
tloctriDe of verbal inspiration is lost, so far as that version is concerned. 

If a translation gives a present tense when the original gives a past, or a past when it baa 
a present; a perfect for a future , or a future for a perfect; an a for a the, or a the for an a; an 
imperative for a subjunctive, or a subjunctive for an imperative; a verb for a noun, or a noun 
for a verb, it is clear that verbal inspiration is as much overlooked as if it had no existence. 
Tub Word op God is made void dy the traditions of men. 

A strictly Literal rendering inay not be so pleasant to the car as one where the apparent 
sense is chielly aimed at, yet it is not euphony but truth that ought to be sought, and where 
in such a version a s the one commonly in use in this country, there are scarcely two consecu¬ 
tive verses where there is not some departure from the original such as those indicated, and 
where these variations may be counted by tens of thousands , as admitted on all hands, it is 
difficult to see how verbal inspiration can be of the least practical use to those who depend 
upon that version alone. 

Modern scholarship is beginning to be alive to the inconsistency of thus gratuitously 
obscuring, and really changing, the meaning of the sacred writers by subjective notions of 
what they ought to have written, rather than what they did write, for if we admit that in a 
single ease it can be lawful to render a past teuse by a present, whero shall we end? who is to 
be judge? if we do so in one passage, to bring out what may appear to us might, could, 
would, or should, be the Scriptural meaning, we cannot deny the same privilege to others 
who may twist other passages in like manner. Tho alteration of an a for a the may appear 
a small matter not worth speakiug of, but an attentive comparison of the following Transla¬ 
tion with the common one will discover numerous passages where the entire force of the verse 
depends upon the insertion or nou-iusertion of the article. 

For example, in Mat. 2. 4, Herod is represented as enquiring “where Christ ' should be 
bora. But “Christ” is the surname of the man Jesus, who was quite unknown to Herod, 
who could not consequently ask for a person of whose existence he was ignorant. The true 
explanation is, that King James’ Translators omitted the definite article which, occurs 
in the original. The correct translation is, where “the Christ” should be born. Herod 
knew of Christ,” the Messiah, the long promised Saviour and King of the Jews, and his 
enquiry was, where He was to be born, whose kingdom was to be over all. The simple 
article clears up tbe whole. There are about two tliousand instances in the New Testament 
where these translators have thus omitted all notice of the definite article, not to say any¬ 
thing of the great number of passages where they have inserted it, though not in the original. 

The following translation need not, and ought not, to be considered, in any sense, as 
pomiug into competition with the Common Version, but as one to be used in connection with 
it, and as auxiliary to it; and not a few assurances have been received from clergymen and 
others that they thus use it, aud find it at once interesting and profitable. The chaDge of a 
single word, or collocation of words, is often found to throw an entirely new shade of meaning 
over the Scripture. This advantage is well known to all who have compared the various 
ancient versions, or even the English versions that successively formed what was popularly 
called “the authorized version,” i.e., Tyudale, Coverdale, Geneva, Bishops, &c. 

The Greek Text followed is that generally recoguized as the “ Received Text,” not because 
it is thought perfect, but because the department of Translation is quite distinct from that 
of Textual Criticism, aud few are qualified for both. If the original text be altered by a 
translator, (except he give his reasons for and against each emendation,) the reader is left in 
uncertainty whether the translation given is to be considered as that of the old or of the 
new reading. And, after all, the differences in sense to be found in the 100,000 various Greek 
readings are so trifling compared with those to be derived from an exact translation of the 
Received Text, that the writer willingly leaveB them to other hands; at the same time, it ia 
contemplated, in a future edition, to give, in an Appendix, all the various readings of the 
Greek MSS. that are capable of being expressed in English. 

With grateful thanks to the Father of Lights, this revised edition is presented to the 
friends of Divine Truth, with the hope that it may be a means, in the hands of the Divine 
Spirit, of quickening their faith, and encouraging their hearts, in the work of the Lord.

PREFACE TO THE FIRST EDITION 


TH IS WOR K, in its present form, is not to be considered as intended to come into competition 
with the ordinary use of the commonly received English Version of the Holy Scriptures, 
but simply as a strictly literal and idiomatic rendering of the Original Hebrew and Greek 
Texts. For about twenty years—fully half his life-time—the Translator has had a desire to 
execute such a work* ana has been engaged in Biblical pursuits tending to this end more or 
less exclusively: and now, at last, in the good providence of God, the desire has been accom¬ 
plished. How far he has been able to carry out the just principles of Biblical Translation, 
founded on a solid and i mm oveable foundation, time alone will tell, and for this he confi¬ 
dently waits. As these principles are to some extent new, and adhered to with a severity 
never hitherto attempted, and as the Translator has perfect confidence in their accuracy and 
simplicity, he proceeds at once to state them distinctly and broadly, that not merely the 
learned, but the wayfaring man need not err in appreciating their value. 

There are two modes of translation which may be adopted in rendering into our own langu¬ 
age the writings of an ancient author; the one is, to bring him before us in such a manner as 
that we may regard him as our oum ; the other, to transport ourselves, on the contrary, over 
to him , ailopting his situation, modes of speaking, thinking, acting,—peculiarities of aqe and 
race, air, gesture , voice. <kc. Each of these plans has its advantages, but the latter is incom¬ 
parably the better of the two, being suited—not for the ever-varying modes of thinking and 
acting of the men of the fifth, or the tenth, or the fifteenth, or some other century, but—for 
all ages alike. All attempts to make Moses or Paul act, or speak, or reason, as if they were 
Englishmen of the nineteenth century, must inevitably tend to change the translator into a 
paraphrast or a commentator, characters which, however useful, stand altogether apart from 
that of him, who, with a work before him in one language, seeks only to transfer it into 
another. 

In prosecuting the plan thus adopted, a literal translation was indispensable. No other 
kind of rendering could place the reader in the position contemplated, side by side with the 
writer—prepared to think as he does, to see as he sees, to reason, to feel, to weep, and to 
exult along with him. His very conception of time, even in the minor accidents of tne gram 
matical past, present, future, are to become pur own. If he speaks of an event, as now passing, 
we are not, on the logical ground of its having in reality already transpired, to translate his 
present as if it were a past; or if, on the other hand, his imagination pictures the future as 
if even at this moment present, we are not translators but expounders, and that of a tamt 
description, if we take the liberty to convert his time, and tense—the grammatical expression 
of his time—into our own. King James’ translators were almost entirely unacquainted with 
the two distinctive peculiarities of the Hebrew mode of thinking and speaking, admitted by 
the most profound Hebrew scholars in theory , though, from undue timidity, never carried 
out in practice, viz:— 

I. That the Hebrews were in the habit of using the past tense to express the certainty 
of an action taking place, even though the action might not really be performed for some 
time. And 

IL That the Hebrews, in referring to events which might be either past or future, were 
accustomed to act on the principle of transferring themselves mentally to the period and place 
of the events themselves, and were not content with coldly viewing them as those of a bygone 
dt still coming time ; hence the very frequent use of the present tense. 

These two great principles of the Hebrew language are substantially to he found in the 
works of Lee, Geseoius, Ewald, &c.; but the present writer has carried them out in transla¬ 
tion much beyond what any of these ever contemplated, on the simple ground that, if they 
are true, they ought to be gone through with. While they affect very considerably the out¬ 
ward form of the translation, it is a matter of thankfulness that they do not touch the truth 
of a single Scripture doctrine— not even one. 

Every effort nas been made to secure a comparative degree of uniformity in rendering the 
original words and phrases. Thus, for example, the Hebrew verb nathan, which is ren¬ 
dered by King James’ translators in sixty-seven different wayB (see in the subsequent page, 
entitled * Lax Renderings,’) has been restricted and reduced to ten. and so with many others. 
It is the Translator’s ever-growing conviction, that even this smaller number may he reduced 
still further. 

It has been no part of the Translator’s plan to attempt to form a New Hebrew or Greek 
Text—he has therefore somewhat rigidly adhered to the received ones. Where he has dif¬ 
fered, it is generally in reference to the punctuation and accentuation, the division of words 
and sentences, which, being merely traditional, are, of course, often imperfect. For an ex¬ 
planation and vindication of these differences, the reader is referred to the “Concise Com 
mentary,” which is designed to supplement the present volume. 

The Translator has often had occasion to regret the want of a marginal column to insert 
the various renderings of passages where he has been unable to satisfy his own mind—he haa, 
however, cast the chief of these into an appendix, under the title, “Additions and Correo 
fcions.” and still more elaborately in the supplementary volume.

Style of the Sacred Writers, and of this Translation. 


O NE of the first things that is likely to attract the attention of the Readers of this New 
Translation is its lively, picturesque, dramatic style, by which the inimitable beauty of the 
Original Text is more vividly brought out than by any previous Translation. It is true that 
the Revisers appointed by King James have occasionally imitated it, but only in a few familiar 
phrases and colloquialisms, chiefly in the Gospel Narrative, and without having any settled 
principles of translation to guide them on the point. The exact force of the Hebrew tenses has 
long been a vexed question with critics, but the time cannot be far distant when the general 
principles of the late learned Professor Samuel Lee of Cambridge, with some modification, will 
be generally adopted in substance, if not in theory. It would be entirely out of place here to 
enter into details on this important subject, but a very few remarks appear necessary, and may 
not be unacceptable to the student. 

I. It would appear that the Hebrew writers, when narrating or describing events which 
might be either past or future (such as the case of Moses in reference to the Creation or the 
Deluge , on the one hand, and to the Coming of the Messiah or the Calamities which were to 
befall Israel , on the other), uniformly wrote as if they were alive at the time of the occurrence of 
the events mentioned, and as eye-witnesses of what they are narrating. 

It would be needless to refer to special passages in elucidation or vindication of this 
principle essential to the proper understanding of the Sacred Text, as every page of this Trans¬ 
lation affords abundant examples. It is only what common country people do in this land at 
the present day, and what not a few of the most popular writers in England aim at and 
accomplish—placing themselves and their readers in the times and places of the circumstances 
related. 

This principle of translation has long been admitted by the best Biblical Expositors in 
reference to the Prophetic Delineation of Gospel times, but it is equally applicable and necessary 
to the historical narratives of Genesis, Ruth, etc. 

II. The Hebrew writers often express the certainty of a thing taking place by putting it in 
thej^cw/ tense, though the actual fulfilment may not take place for ages. This is easily under¬ 
stood and appreciated when the language is used by God, as when He says, in Gen. xv. 18, 
“Unto thy seed I have given this land;” and in xvii. 4, “I, lo, My covenant is with thee, and 
'/io« hast become a father of a multitude of nations.” 

The same tliiDg is found in Gen. xxiii. 11, where Ephron answers Ahraham: “ Nay, my lord, 
hear me ; the field I have given to thee, and the cave that is iD it; to thee I have given it; before 
the eyes of the sons of my people I have given it to thee ; bury thy dead.” And again in 
Abraham’s answer to Ephron : “Only—if thou wouldst hear me— I have given the money of the 
field ; accept from me, and I bury my dead there.” Again in 2 Kings v. 6, the King of Syria, 
writing to the King of Israel, says : “Lo, I have sent unto thee Naaman, my servant, and thou 
hast recovered him from his leprosy,”—considering the King of Israel as his servant, a mere 
expression of the master’s purpose is sufficient. In Judges viii. 19, Gideon says to Zebah and 
Zalmunnah, “If ye had kept them alive, l had not slain you.” So in Deut. xxxi. 18, “ For all 
the evils that they have done” —shall have done. 

It would be easy to multiply examples, but the above may suffice for the present. Some of 
these forms of expression are preceded by the conjunction “ and ” (waw, in Hebrew), and a very 
common opinion has been that the conjunction in these cases has a conversive power , and that the 
verb is not to be translated past (though so in grammatical form), but future. This is, of course, 
only an evasion of the supposed difficulty, not a solution , and requires to he supported by the 
equally untenable hypothesis that a (so-called ) future tense, when preceded by the same conjunc¬ 
tion waw (“and,”) often becomes a past. Notwithstanding these two converting hypotheses, 
there are numerous passages which have no conjunction before them, which can only be explained 
by the principle stated above. 

III. The Hebrew writers arc accustomed to express laws, commands, etc., in four ways: 

1j/. By the regular imperative form, e.g. t “ Speak unto the people.” 

2 nd. By the infinitive, “Every male of you is to be circumcised.” 

3 rd. By the (so-called) future, “ Let there he light;” “Thou shall do no murder;” 
“Six days is work done.” 

4th. By the past tense, “ Speak unto the sons of Israel, and thou hast said unto them.” 
There can he no good reason why these several peculiarities should not be exhibited in the 
translation of the Bible, or that they should be confounded, as they often are, in the Common 
Version. In common life among ourselves, these forms of expression are frequently used for 
imperatives, e.g. t “Go and do this,”—“This is to be done first,”—“You shall go,”—“You go 
and finish it.” There are few languages which afford such opportunities of a literal and idiomatic 
rendering of the Sacred Scriptures as the English tongue, and the present attempt will he found, 
it is believed, to exhihit this more than any other Translation. 

The three preceding particulars embrace all that appears necessary for the Reader to bear 
in mind in reference to the Style of the New Translation. In the Supplementary “Concise 
Critical Commentary,” which is now in the course of being issued, ahundant proofs and illustra¬ 
tions will be found adduced at length. 



THE BATTLE OF THE HEBREW TENSES. 


THE uncertain state of Hebrew criticism Lu reference to the Tenses is so fully exhibited in 
the following extracts from one of the latest, and in some respects one of the best, gram* 
metical Commentaries (by the Rev. J. A. Alexander, of Princeton. New Jetaey), on the Book 
of Isaiah, that the reader’s attention to them is specially requested. 

On Isa. 5. 13, Prof. A. remarks:—‘Luther, Gesenius, and Hendewerk take [the verb] as a 
future, which is not to be assumed without necessity. Most recent writers evade the diffi¬ 
culty by rendering it in the present tense. The only natural construction is the old one 
(Septuagint, Vulgate, Vitringa, Barnes), which gives the preterite its proper meaning, and 
either supposes the future to be here, often elsewhere , spoken of as already past,’ &c. 

[This principle, though admitted and maintained by Gesenius, Lee, &c., nas never been 
acted upon, to any extent, by any Translator till the present. It is the only principle, how¬ 
ever, that can carry us through every difficulty iu the Sacred Scriptures.] 

On chap. 5. 25, ‘ The future form given to the verbs by Clericus is altogether arbitrary'. 
MoBt of the later writers follow Luther in translating them as presents. But, if this verse is 
not descriptive of the past, as distinguished from the present and the future, the Hebrew 
language is incapable of making any such distinction.’ 

[Let this principle be carried out, as it ought to be, and nine-tenths of the common critical 
works on the Bible are rendered perfectly useless, and positively injurious.] 

On chap. 5. 26, ‘Here, as in v. 25, the older writers understand the verbs as future, but the 
later ones as present. The verbs iu the last clause have waw prefixed, but its conversive 
power commonly depends upon a future verb preceding, which is wanting here.* 

[And so it is in dozens of places where Prof. A. follows in the usual wake of critics.] 

On chap. 5. 27, ‘ The English Version follows Calvin in translating all the verbs as future. 
The Vulgate supplies the present in the first clause, and makes the others future. But as 
the whole is evidently one description, the translation should be uniform, and as the pre¬ 
terite and future forms are intermingled, both seem to be here used for the present, which is 
given by Luther, and most of the late writers.’ 

[Here, leaving all certainty and settled principles behind him, Prof. A. tells us how ho 
thinks the inspired writer ought to have written, not what he did write.] 

On chap. 8. 2, ‘The Vulgate takes the verb as a preterite, and Gesenius, Maurer, Knobel 
read accordingly with waw conversive. The Septuagint, Targum, and Peshito make it 
imperative, and Hitzig accordingly. Gesenius formerly preferred an indirect or subjunctivt 
construction, which is still retained by Henderson.’ [Here are four ancient versions and five 
modern critics at fives and sixes regarding what is as simple as can well be imagined!] 

On chap. 9, 7, ‘Another false antithesis is that between the verbs, referring one to past 
time, and the other to the future. This is adopted even by Ewald, but according to the usage 
of the language [rather of modern Hebrew grammar], Waw is conversive of the preterite only 
when preceded by a future, expressed or implied ' 

[By this very extraordinary rule the critic can never have any difficulty, for it is very easy 
to consider a verbal form implied when it suits his convenience ! Yet this egregious absurdity 
is very commonly adopted in all existing translations, including the Common English Ver¬ 
sion; e. g., Gen, 9. 1244, where the Hebrew Text has four verbs all in the past tense, yet the 
first is translated as a present (‘I do set’), and the remaining three as futures! The first 
verb is undoubtedly in the past, ‘ I have set,’ the other three as undoubtedly, seeing the Waw 
by which they are preceded cannot be conversive, except when preceded by a future or no 
imperative, neither of which occur in this place. The solution of the supposed difficulty is 
only to be fouud in the principle stated above by Prof. A., and which is the basis of the New 
Translation, and maintained by Gesenius and Lee, that the Hebrews were in the habit of 
using the past to denote the certainty of an event taking place.] 

On chap. 9. 19, 'Ewald refers the first clause to the past, and the second to the present. 
Umbreit the first to toe present, aud the second to the future. But the very intermingling 
of the past and the future forms shows that the whole was meant to be descriptive.’ 

[Would they not he descriptive had they been all past, or all present, or all future?] 

On chap. 10. 14, ‘The present form, which Hendewerk adopts throughout the verses, is 
equally grammatical ,’—[though the first verb is a perfect, and the second a perfect 1] 

On chap. 14. 2L ‘Kimchi explains [the verb] to be a preterite used for a future, and this 
construction is adopted in moBt versions, ancient and modern. It is, however, altogether 
arbitrary, and in violation of the only safe rule as to the use of the tenses, viz., that they 
Bhould have their proper and distinctive force, unless forbidden by the context or the nature 
of the subject, which is very far from being the case here, as we shall see below. Gesenius 
and De Wette evade the difficulty by rendering both the verbs as presents, a construction 
wliich is often admissible, and even necessary (!) in a descriptive context, but when used in¬ 
discriminately or inappropriately, tends both to weaken ana obscure the sense. Ewald aod 
Umbreit make the first verb present, and the second future, which is scarcely, if at all, less 
objectionable.’ 

The above extracts are surely sufficient to show that Hebrew criticism, as hitherto taught, 
is capable of being used to any purpose, or moulded to any form the Cntie may wish. ISuch 
a state of thingB surely cannot continue any longer, or be adopted by any one who regards 
simplicity more than ingenious guesses, truth more tha^i tradition. 



THE WAW CONVEflSIVE—IMPERFECT. 
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Common Version :—“ As for Me, behold, My covenant is with thee, and thou SHALT be a 
father of many nations; neither shall thy name any more be called Abram, but thy name 
shall be Abraham, for a father of many nations HAVE I made thee.” 

New Version:— u I—lo. My covenant is with thee, and thou HAST become a father of a 
multitude of nations, and thy name is no more called Abram, but thy name hath been Abra¬ 
ham, for a father of a multitude of nations HAVE I made thee.”--Gen. 17. 4, 5. 


It is the first aud the last of the verbs in the above verses to which the reader’s attention 
is specially requested, viz., those translated in the Common Version, “Thou shall be,” and 
“ I have made,” and in the New' Version, “Thou hast become,” and “I have made.” 

Both Versions agree in translating the last verb as a preterite, “ I have made;” as the form 
of the verb is admitted on all hands to be that of a preterite. 

The versions differ, however, in the translation of the first verb, the one rendering it by the 
future “shall,” the other by the preterite “hast.” 

The question at issue is: Which of the two is right? both cannot be right—one must be 
wrong. 

It is undoubtedly in the preterite form, precisely like the last verb in the sentence, admit¬ 
ted on all hands to be a preterite. "Why then should tliis not be translated as a preterite 
hkewise? 

If it be said, that tne sense requires it to be translated as a rurure, seeing it is not literally 
true that Abraham was a father of many nations at the moment that God addressed these 
words to him, then, on precisely the same principle , the last verb ought to be translated as a 
future, “I will make thee,”—not “I have made thee,” as both versions agree in doing—as it 
is not literally true, that, at the moment when God thus addressed him, He had made him a 
father of many nations. 

If no one will venture to translate the last verb as a future, why should the first be so 
rendered ? 

If it be said that the first verb has a conjunction before it, called Waw\ signifying “and,” 
and that the Hebrew Grammarians have laid it down as an idiom of the language, that, in 
certain circumstances, Waw before a preterite indicates that the preterite is to be reckoned 
as a future, the answer is: These circumstauces do not exist in the present case. 

The fundamental Rule laid down by all Hebrew Grammarians to regulate Waw Conversive 
is: that the first verb to be converted must be preceded by one of a different tense, e.g. t a 
preterite must be preceded by a future, and a future by a preterite. 

But, in the passage before us, there is, in the Hebrew, no verb at all preceding the one sup¬ 
posed to be converted, and consequently the Rule cannot operate. 

On no principle of Hebrew Grammar , as commonly taught y can the Conversive Principle 
come into operation in this passage, and it is only one out of hundreds of similar instances . 

The solution of the matter is found in the principle: That the Hebrews were in the habit 
of using the preterite form of the verb to denote a fixed determination that the things men¬ 
tioned shall and mistake place; this principle is common to all the Semitic languages; it ifl 
distinctly admitted by the best Hebrew Grammarians ; it is common to the New Testament

THE doctrine of “Waw Converaive,” according to the common Hebrew Grammars, is:— 

“The past tense, with the prefix ioaw , expresses future time when preceded by a verb In 
the/u*ure»or by an impey-atine. 1 ' And again :— 

“The future tense, with the prefix waw, and dagesh in the following letter, is used to 
express the pas*.” [See the Grammars of Hurwitz, Gesenius, &c.] 

The objections to (his doctrine may be summed up in four particulars 

I. It is insufficient to explain the many thousands of passages in the Hebrew Bible whore 
a past tense is preceded neither by a future nor by an imperative, yet where it is “ converted” 
in the Common English Bible, and with as much propriety as in any of those instances that 
are supposed to be indisputable: e.g. 

Ge. 9. 12, “This (for) the token of the covenant that I am making between Me and you . . 
my bow I have set in the cloud, and it hath become the token of the covenant . . . and it 
hath come to pass . , . and it hath been seen . . . and I have remembered . . . and the waters 
do no more,” &C. 

Ge. 17. 4, “ Lo, My covenant (is) with thee, and thou hast become the father of a multitude 
of nations.” . 

The true solution of the principle involved in these passages is: That the Hebrews were 
in the habit of expressing the certainty of an action taking place by putting it in the past tense 
(see particularly Ge. 23. 11, “/ have given ... I have given . . . I have given;” also in verae 
13, ,r 7 have given”), taking its fulfilment for granted. 

II. It leads to results rather startling, viz., that most, if not all, of the Hebrew particles 
are conversive! Grammarians have already been driven to admit, or rather assert, that az 
tlieu, and terem not yet, are convereive as well as waw.

This is only a smaD specimen of what might be adduced. It is not too much to say that the 
above twenty particles (including az, waw, and terem) might be doubled, if not tripled, in 
number. 

It requires us to admit that the form yigtol is essentially a future tense, while from 
the analogy of the Modern and Ancient Arabic, as well as from its use in the following 
passage*

None of these passages can with any propriety be regarded as expressive of future action; 
and there seems no rational way of solving the problem but by regarding the tense as is 
done above. 

IV. It is not found in any other language; and in particular, it is unknown in all the 
cognate Semitic dialects, viz., the Samaritan, Chaldee, Syriac, Arabic, and Ethiopic, and 
in all the voluminous uninspired literature of the JewB. Attempts have been made to find 
something like it in the use of the Arabic particle pha, but, as Professor Lee has well re¬ 
marked (in bis Hebrew Grammar and Lexicon), the same thing might be alleged of most 
other Arabic particles, such as la, no, lam, not, lamma , why, summa, then, &c., which no 
one has ever us yet thought of doing. 

The Arabs, in order to lessen the occasional ambiguity arising from the same form of the 
verb being used indifferently for the present and the future, sometimes prefix to it the particle 
sa (a contraction of soufa, at last, hereafter), which makes it strictly future, and sometimes 
the word ammal (an agent), which makes it strictly present

It is the first and the last of the verbs in the above verseB to which the reader’s attention 
is specially requested, viz., those translated in the Common Version, “Thou shall be,” and 
“ I have made,” and in the New Version, “ Thou hast become,” and “1 have made.” 

Both Versions agree in translating the last verb as a preterite, “ 1 have made;” as the form 
of the verb is admitted on all hands to be that of a preterite. 

The versions differ, however, in the translation of the first verb, the one rendering it by the 
future “shall,” the other by the preterite “hast.” 

The question at issue is: Which of the two is right? both cannot be right—one must be 
wrong. 

It is undoubtedly in the preterite form, precisely like the last verb in the sentence, admit¬ 
ted on all hands to be a preterite. Why then should tliis not be translated as a preterite 
Ukewise ? 

If it be said, that tne sense requires it to be translated as a ruture, seeing it is not literally 
true that Abraham xvas a father of many nations at the moment that God addressed these 
words to him, then, on precisely the 9ame principle, the last verb ought to be translated as a 
future, “I will make thee,”—not “I have made thee,” as both versions agree in doing—as it 
is not literally true, that, at the moment when God thus addressed him, He had made him a 
father of many nations. 

If no one will venture to translate the last verb as a future, why should the first be so 
rendered ? 

If it be said that the first verb has a conjunction before it, called Waw , signifying “and,” 
and that the Hebrew Grammarians have laid it down as an idiom of the language, that, in 
certain circumstances, Waw before a preterite indicates that the preterite is to be reckoned 
as a future, the answer is: These circumstances do not exist in the present case. 

The fundamental Ride laid down by all Hebrew Grammarians to regulate Waw Conversive 
is: that the lirst verb to be converted must be preceded by one of a different tense, e.g., a 
preterite must be preceded by a future, and a future by a preterite. 

But, in the passage before us, there is, in the Hebrew, no verb at all preceding the one sup¬ 
posed to be converted, and consequently the Rule cannot operate. 

On no principle of Hebrew Grammar , as commonly taught, can the Conversive Principle 
come into operation in this passage, and it is only one out of hundreds of similar instances. 

The solution of the matter is found in the principle: That the Hebrews were in the habit 
of using the preterite form of the verb to denote a fixed determination that the things men¬ 
tioned shall and mistake place; this principle is common to all the Semitic languages; it is 
distinctly admitted by the best Hebrew Grammarians; it is common to the New Testament 
Writers, and to the whole series of Greek and Latin Classics, (see Winer, Stuart, Kiihner, 
&o.) and it is the only one that meets all cases.

RABBINICAL WRITINGS. 

THE oldest writing in the Hebrew language, after the Old Testament, are the Talmud a, 
large portions of which we have examined to find some examples of Waw Couversive, but in 
vain: we have not found a single instance of a preterite converted into a future, or any thing 
that bears the slightest resemblance to it. 

With the same view we have read large portions of the best Rabbiuical Commentators, 
Kimchi, Jarchi, Aben-Ezra; the Jewish Prayer-books, the Hebrew translations of the New 
Testament, of the Pilgrim’s Progress, of Hr M‘Caul's Old Paths, and have looked over other 
Hebrew works too numerous to mention, and all with the same negative result How is it 
at all possible that the Hebrew language, as found in the Old Testament, can have a Waw 
Converaive, if it be wanting in all the oldest and most valued later Hebrew writings ? Can 
credulity go farther? 

The astounding fact is: that, out of the hundreds of languages which are, and have been, 
Bpoken on the earth, not one, cxeept the Hebrew, is supposed to have the Waw Couversive; 
while, out of the hundreds of volumes which have been published in the Hebrew language, 
not one, except the Old Testament, has the Waw Converaive) 


SAMARITAN. 

NICHOLLS writes :—“Some verbs include, under the perfect form, both a perfect and 
present tense, ... we sometimes fiud a future circumstance related in the perfect tense, as 
something that has actually taken place, the design of the writers in this case was to mark 
the future occurrence as something already evidently decreed and decided on, and therefore 
as it were accomplished: thus Ge, 15. 18, ‘To thy sons have I given the land.’ 

“The peculiar use of Waw, called Waw Couversive among the Hebrews, is unknown to the 
Samaritans, Chaldees, and Syrians. 

“The future tense, besides the force of a future, seems to have the force of a present; as 
tie. 37. 15, ‘What seekest thou?’ Ex. 5. 15, ‘Why do ye do so? 1 ”— OramTnar, p. 93, 94.

The present, which might be perhaps with propriety called aorist [?1 because it is applicable 
to the future, as well as to the present tense, is a form composed of the contingent and the 
auxiliary. 

“Whether this form, when it occurs, is intended for the present or the future, generally 
depends on the context. In order, however, to have no doubt when they speak of future 
things, they use the simple contingent form with additional particles, I have [am] to be hon¬ 
ourable ; time is for me [to come] that I am to be honourable.’ 

“The simple preterite of the indicative is used . . . for the present or immediate future, 

. . . ‘I am gone,’ i. e.. if you allow me I go now; or when a person is frequently called, and 
does not come, he at last answers, [I have come, I have come, i.e.] 1 1 come, I come.' 

“The present indicative is used for both the present and the future tenses. 

“The future time is generally expressed by the same forms which serve for the present, 
except the aoristic construction. In page GO of this work we pointed out a decidedly future 
form, besides which they make use of the contingent with al aod dohonal; but these two 
latter forms are not confined to the future; they are also used for the present tense.” 

MALTESE. 

GESENIUS urrites :—“ Ich folge der Anordnung der Grammatiker fur die arabische vulgar* 
sprache, in welcher bekantlich, wie in Maltese, das Fut. praesent ist.—P. 16. 


COPTIC. 

TATTAM writes :—“ Instances frequently occur, in which the present tense is used for the 
perfect, and also for the future. 

“ The future tense and future participles are sometimes used to express the present and 
perfect tenses.”— Grammar , p. 61-66.

ARABIC-ANCIENT. 

RICHARDSON writes :—“The preterite is used also in place of the future , and other 
tenses, which an attention to the construction only can render familiar. 

“The particle la , ‘not,’ rives to the preterite the signification of the present , ‘the fruit ol 

timidity does not gain [hath not gained], and doth not lose [hath not lost].Per- 

ccded by az t or aza, ‘when,’ it becomes the future of the subjunctive, * when you shall be 
[have been] among strange people, to whom you do not belong, then eat whatever is set 
before you, whether it be bad or good.’ 

“The future corresponds more frequently to our present than to any other tense, as may be 
remarked in almost every passage. ... It is frequently restrained to a future tense when the 
particle sa is prefixed . . . the negative lana , * not at all,’ together with the particles saufa , 
saf saw , say, give it likewise the future sense. When preceded by ma, ‘not,. it has for the 
most part a present signification. . . . lam and lama , ‘not yet,’ gives it, according to Erpenius, 
the sense of the preterite.” — Grammar , p. 81-89 

ARABIC-MODERN. 

FARTS EL-SHIDIAC writes :—“The form for the future of the verb is also applicable for 
the present. The modern Arabs, therefore, make it a real present by joining it to some other 
word. Thus howa yaktuba , signifies he writes , or he will write . But howa ammal yaktuba , 
has the single signification of he ifi'writing. 

“Although in the classical Arabic there are two particles, sa and saufa. employed to con¬ 
fine the verb to the future, they are very seldom used in ordinary books.’’ —Grammar, p. 38. 

SYRIAC-ANCIENT. 

HOFFMAN writes :—“ Praet. pro Fut. in sermonibus propheticis, asseveranonibus, ve\ in 
expectations interdum, Bed multo rarius, quam in Hebraicis libris usurpatur (Praet. prophet! 
cum ), ita ut viva loquentis imarinatione id, quod futurum est, tanquam praetentum aut 
certe praesens fingatur; e.g., Es.

STODDART writes :—** Present tense. This is sometimes used . . . as a future, ‘ we are 
going after a month;’ bo in Ge. 6. 17, where in the modern language we have the present 
tense, and in the ancient the active participle. 

“ Preterite tense.. —1) Used as a present: e.g., a man in distress says, '/ died, i.e., I am 
dead; I choked , i.e., I am choked, or I am drowned.’ A boy in recitation, if confused, will 
say. *it lost on me i.e., I have lost it. Ask a man how his business is to-day, and he may 
reply, * It remained [remains] just so.’ Persons coming to make a petition will tell us, ‘we 

S aured (i.e., we now place) our hope on you.’ Compare Ancient Syriac, (Hoff, g 129, 4, b. c.) 
ompare also Ps. 1. 1, in the Ancient and Modern. 

“4) As a future ; e.g., if you died to-morrow, you perished; if you believe, Christ just 
now (i.e., at this moment) received [will receive] you;^ this is no doubt an emphatic future. 
Compare Nordh. \ 966. 1, c. 

‘‘5) As a subjunctive present. . . . Many of the idioms mentioned above give force and 

vivacity to the language. We are thus allowed to speak of events and actions which are 
present or future, though definite, or future and contingent, as if they had actually trans¬ 
pired and were recorded in the past. On this account the preterite is often used in Hebrew 
in the language of prophecy. 

“ It is not strange that these different idioms lead to ambiguity, which no acquaintance 
with the language will fully remove ; e.g., [a certain given phrase] may be translated, 1 our 
sweet voices let us all raise ; or we do all raise or we will all raise.’ The perplexity thus 
caused, however, is as nothing compared with the puzzling expressions we often find in 
Hebrew.”— Grammar, p. 158-164

TURKISH. 

BARKER wtum:-"T he first tenae [*.«.. the present] has also a future signification; 
aidrm is used for ‘ I do’ and ‘ I will do’ equally. It ia therefore called aorist [?] by Mr Red- 
house." The present participle aider, ‘doing, has, Mr Barker says, a future sense also.— 
Grammar, p. 27, 28. 


PERSIAN. 

BLEECK writes: —"In narration, when, after a verb in the preterite, a second verb occurs, 
which in English would also be naturally in a past tense, the Persians employ the present 
(or aorist), as* ‘The young tiger saw that he has not the power of resisting.’ 

“Similarly, in recounting a conversation, the Persians always make use of a dramatic 
style, i.e.^they report the very words, as, Hattim told her that he would not eat— lit., Hattim 
said to her thus, I will not eat.”— Grammar , p. 79. 

SANSCRIT. 

WILLIAMS writes: —" Present tense. This tenae, besides its proper use, is frequently 
used for the future \ as, * whether shall [do] I go? when shall [do] I see thee?’ 

“ In narrative it is commonly used for the past tense; as, * he having touched the ground, 
touches his ears, and says.’ . . . The particle sma, when used with the present, gives it the 
force of & perfect."—Grammar, p. 198, 199. 

GUJARATI, 

CLARKSON writes: —“ Present [tenae expresses] in familiar conversation action as about 
to take place immediately, ‘I am sending [going to send] a servant with you; [also] action 
originating in past time, and not yet completed, where the English uses the perfect of the 
auxiliary, ‘How many days have you been fare you] studying Gujarati.’ 

“ It is used in narrative of past events, when writing seriatim. 

“ It expresses future action, which, on account of its certainty, is view'ed as present by the 
speaker, e.g., I go [shall go] this year to Bombay. 

“ The first future . . . is used . . . where the English useB the present, especially when 
preceded by jare, * when,’—when my brother comes, lit. oh all come.’ 1 —Grammar, p. 73, 74 

HINDUSTANI. 

Shakespear wmtes: —“ The past indefinite of a verb seems at times used in a present oi 
future sense. . . . The present , when celerity in the performance of any enterprise is em¬ 
phatically denoted, may be used in the sense of the future. . . The indefinite future or 
aorist may not only convey a present meaning, but it may even be construed with an auxiliary 
verb as a present participle even."— Grammar , p. 136. 

SIAMESE. 

LOW writes “ The present tenpe of this [indicative] mood is in its nature indefinite, . . 

L remain or I will rernaiu; you are not to go yonder, i.e., you will [shall?] not go. ... ‘ I shot 
a bird,' as it stands, might be also rendered, ‘ I Bhoot a bird.’— Grammar, p. 47. 

TELOOGOO. 

CAMPBELL un'ites :—" It is of much importance for the reader to understand that the 
two forms of the future tense are seldom used; the present or the aorist being co mm only 
substituted for them.”— Grammar, p. 99. 

MALAY. 

CRAWFORD writes: —"Time is often left to be inferred from the context, and, indeed, is 
expressed only when it is indispensable to the sense that it should be specified. 

" The tenses, when they must be specified, are formed by auxiliaries, which are either verbs 
or adverbs."— Grammar , p. 48. 

NEW ZEALAND. 

WILLIAMS writes: —“The present and perfect, when formed by ka, will generally ba 
distinguished by the sense.”—p. G3. 


YORUBA. 

GROWTHER writes :—"The present and imperfect tenses are both alike; as moh loh , 1 go, I 
went; aioa de, we return, we returned; o sung, he sleeps, he slept; ojoko, thou sittest, thou 
sattest. . . . The present tense, strictly speaking, is more frequently expressed by the sign 
of the particle ng, and [it] is then understood that the action is not yet past; as a'ng—koh 
iaiardah, we are writing a book."— Vocabulai'y , p. 16.

ENGLISH. 

PRIESTLEY -writes: —“A little reflection may, I think, suffice to convince auy person 
that we have no njore business with a future tense in our language than we have with the 
whole system of Latin moods and tenses; because we have no modification of our verbs to 
correspond to it; and if we had never heard of a future tense in some other language, we 
should no more have given a particular name to the combination of the verb with the 
auxiliary shall or will , than to those that are made with the auxiliaries do, have, can, must, 
or any other.”-— English Grammar. 

LATHAM —“Notwithstanding its name, the present tense, in English, does not 

express a strictly present action; it rather expresses an habitual one. He speaks well=—he is 
a good speaker. If a man means to say that he is m the act of speaking, he says, 1 am speak¬ 
ing . It has also, especially when combined with a subjunctive mood, a future power, I beat 
you {=1 will beat you) if you don’t leave off.”— English Language , p. 455. 

^LINDLEY MURRAY writes:—' “The present tense, preceded by the words when, before , 
after ; as soon as, &c., is sometimes [often?] used to point out the relative time of a. future 
action; as, 1 When he arrives he will hear the news;’ 'He will hear the news before he 
arrives;’ or, * J.s soon as he arrives,’ or, ‘At farthest, soon after he arrives; ’ 4 The more 
ihe improves, the more amiable she will be.’ 

“In animated historical narratives, this tense is sometimes Talways?] substituted for the 
imperfect tense; as, 'He enters the territory of the peaceful inhabitants, he fights and con¬ 
quers, takes an immense booty, which he divides among his soldiers, and returns home to 
enjoy an empty triumph.' 

“ The perfect tense, preceded by the words when, after , as soon as, &c., is often used to de* 
note the relative time of a future action; as, ‘ When I have finished my letter, I will attend 
to his request;’ 4 1 will attend to this business, as soon as I have finished my letter.’ 

“ It is to be observed, that in the subjunctive mood . . . the verb itself in th e present, and 
the auxiliary both of the present and past-imperfect tenses, often carry with them somewhat 
of a future sense; as, * If he come to-morrow, I may speak to him; if he should or would 
come to-morrow, I might, could, would, or should speak to him.’ 

“Observe also, that the auxiliaries should and would, in the imperfect tenses, are used U 
express the present and future as well as the past ; as, ' It is my desire, that he should, ot 
would, come now, or to-morrowas well as, * It was my desire, that he should or would 
come yesterday;’ so that, in this mood, theprecise time of the verb iB very much determined 
by the nature and drift of the sentence.”— Grammar, p. 116—119. 

PICKBOURN writes:— “The first of these English tenses, viz., I write, is an aorist [?], or 
indefinite of the present time. 

“Even those compound participles, which denote completed or finished actions, maybe 
applied to future . as well as past and present time. Thus: “Whenever that ambitious young 
pnnee comes to tne throne, being supported by a veteran army, and having got possession ol 
the treasures which will be [are] found in his father’s coffers, ne,” <fec.— English Verb, p. 111. 

MARSH iwrites :—“ It is a curious fact that the Romance languages, as well as the Romaic, 
at one period of their history, all rejected the ancient inflected futures, and formed new 
compound or auxiliary ones, employingfor that purpose the verbs will and shall, or have in 
the sense of duty or necessity, tnough French, Italian, Spanish and Portuguese, have now 
agglutinated the infinite and auxiliary into a simple future. 

‘Why is it that the Gothic languages have always possessed a. past tense, never a future? 
Why did the Romance dialects retain the Latin past forms, and reject the Latin future?” 

“If the expression of time is an inherent necessity of the verb, special forms for the future 
as well as the present and the past ought to be universal, but in most modern European 
languages, the future is a compound, the elements of which are a present auxiliary and an 
aorist infinitive, for in the phrases I shall go, he unit go, shall and will are in the present tense, 
and go is aoristic. 

“The Anglo-Saxon, with a single exception in the case of a substantive verb, had ab¬ 
solutely no mode of expressing the future oy any verbal form, simple or compound. The 
context alone determined the time, and in German, in the Scandinavian dialects, and in 
Eoglish, we still very commonly, as the Anglo-Saxons did. express the future by a present. 
Jch gehe morgen nacn London, I go, or I am going, to London to-morrow, are more frequently 
used by Germans and Englishmen, than ich toerde gehen, I shall or will go; and the adverbial 
nouns morgen and to morrow, not the verbs gehen and go, are the true time-words. 

“The use of the present for the past, too, especially in spirited narrative and in poetry, is 
not less familiar, and in both these cases the expression of time belongs to the grammatical 
period, not to the verb,”— Lectures, p. 204. 



SUMMARY OF THE NEW VIEW OF THE HEBREW VERB 


Fn)m these pages the scholar can scarcely fail to infer that;— 

L The form of the Hebrew verb yiqtol , denotes a real present, and uot a future: 

1) Because it is admitted by Ewald, Gesenius, Lee, Rodiger, and every other Hebrew 
Grammarian of name, that it is so in numberless places, and bocause there are thou¬ 
sands of instances where the Common English Version, and all other versions, ancient 
and modern, do rightly translate it as a present. 

2) Because there are numerous passages where it cannot possibly be a future; aud as it is 
impossible, in the very nature of things, for a real future to express present time, 
—whereas it is very common, in almost all languages, rhetorically to express futurity 
by a present—it must be a present, and not a future. 

3) Because in all the Cognate Semitic "Dialects it is regarded as a present. 

II. The form of the Hebrew verb qatal denotes a past (perfect or imperfect). It is also 

used idiomatically:— 

1) To express a gentle imperative; this is universally agreed by all Hebrew Grammarians 

to be the case when it is preceded by a regular imperative, e.g. y “ Speak and say,” lit.. 
Speak, and thou hast said; but this limitation of tueirs arises from imperfect acquaint¬ 
ance with the facts of the case, as there are many passages where there is no ira])er«- 

tive preceding, yet where the past tense is used to express a command, t. g. t Zeoli. 1. 

3, “ And thou hast said,” i.e. } “ Say thou.” This idiom is also admitted to oe common 
in all the Cognate Semitic Dialects. 

2) To express a Jixed determination that a certain thing must and Bhall be. This idiom 
is distinctly admitted by the above-mentioned Hebrew Grammarians, and is common, 
not only in the Cognate Semitic Dialects, but in the Greek New Testament , and also 
in the Greek and Latin Classics , as shown by Stuart, Winer, Macknight, Kiihner, 
aud others. 

III. The Waw Conversive is Unnecessary. It is based upon superficial data, for:— 

1) It supposes yiqtol to be au exclusively future form, which is not the case. 

2) It ignores the idiomatic use of the past tense to express a “fixed determination/ 
which is admitted by all Hebrew Grammarians. 

3) It casts the utmost uncertainty over the language, as, on the very same principles by 
which waw is supposed to be conversive, the particles once, behind , not , yea , when, 
how? also, lo , because , so, except , why? therefore , whence? what? and who? must be 
held to be conversive likewise—which no sane man will venture to maintain. 

41 It does not explain all the phenomena of tho case, for there are numberless passages 
“ where a past tense is preceded neither by a future nor by an imperative (as the rules 
of Waw Conversive imperatively require), yet, when it is converted in the Common 
English Version, and with as much propriety as in any of those instances which are 
supposed to be indisputable,” 

5) It is unparalleled among all the other languages of the world—ancient and modern, 
eastern and western. 

It is found in no other composition in the Hebrew Language; in all the most 
ancient, and valued, and voluminous Hebrew writings it is wanting ;—the Talmudim, 
the Perushim, the Midrasliim, have it not. If the Hebrew language ever had a Waw 
Conversive , is it at all likely that it should suddenly , totally , and unobservedly drop out 
of existence? 

The result of the whole is: That the Waw Conversive does not exist in the Hebrew Bible, and 
is Unnecessary, Imperfect, and Unexampled in any language. 

It bas only a traditional existence, being the too hasty generalization of some ancient gram¬ 
marians, who observed that the Septiiagint Translators had—with the freedom which 
characterizes their whole work both in style and sentiments deemed the Hebrew 
idioms too colloquial for the fastidious Greeks, and too simple for the dignity of literary 
composition; and as all succeeding translators, without an exception, were under tha 
spell of the sacred character of that Version, it is no wonder, though much to be re¬ 
gretted, that their example was followed. Of late years thero bas been a very Btrong 
tendency in translators and expositors to adhere more than ever to the exact form of the 
Hebrew and Greek Tenses, but the present Translation H the first and only one in which 
it is carried out systematically.

The English verb ‘ destroy' is, in the Com¬ 
mon Version, the representative of not less 
than forty-nine different Hebrew words (as 
may be seen in the ‘Englishman’s Hebrew 
Concordance, 1 p. 1510 of second edition);— 
the verb ‘ to set'oi forty , and ‘ to bring,* of 
thirty-nine , &c. It is evident, therefore, that 
the use of ‘ Cruden’s Concordance*’ and all 
others based on the Common Venion, can 
only mislead the mere English reader.

24 And God saith, * Lo, I have given to you 
every herb sowing seed, which is upon the 
face of all the earth, and every tree in which 
is the fruit of a tree sowing seed, to you it is 
for food; 90 and to every beast of the earth, 
and to every fowl of the heavens, and to every 
creeping thing ou the earth, in which is breath 
of life, every green herb is for food:’ and it is 
so. 

31 And God seeth all that He hath done, 
and lo, very good; and there is an evening, 
and there is a morning—day the sixth. 

•II. 1 And the heavens and the earth are 
completed, and all their host; 4 and God 
completetli by the seventh day His work 
which He hath made, and ceaseth by the 
seventh day from all His work which He hath 
made. 

3 Aud God blesseth the seventh day, and 
sanctifieth it, for in it lie hath ceased from 

I all His work which God had prepared for 
maki ng. 

4 THESE are births of the heavens and of 
the earth in their being prepared, in the day 
of Jehovah God’s making earth and heavens ;

7 And Jehovah God formeth the man- 
duet from the ground, and breatheth into his 
nostrils breath of life, and the mau becometh 
a living creature. 

9 Ana Jehovah God plantetli a garden iu 
Eden, at the east, aud He setteth there the 
man whom He hath formed ; ,J aud Jehovah 
God causeth to sprout from the grouud every 
tree desirable for apjiearance, aud good for 
food, and the tree of life in the midst of the 
garden, and the tree of knowledge of good aud 
evil. 

10 And a river is going out from Eden to 
water the garden, and from thence it is part¬ 
ed, and hath become four chief rivers; y the 
name of the one is Pison, it is that which is 
surrounding the whole land of the Havilah 
where the gold is, 19 and the gold of that land 
is good, there is the bdolach aud the shoham 
stone ; 13 and the name of the second river is 
Gibon, it is that which is surrounding the 
whole land of Cush ; 14 and the name of the 
third river is Hiddekel, it is that which is go¬ 
ing east of Asshur ; and the fourth river is 
Phrat. 

15 And Jehovah God taketh the man, and 
causeth him to rest in the garden of Edeu, to 
serve it, and to keep it. 

16 And Jehovah God layeth a charge on the 
man, saying, 1 Of every tree of the garden 
eating tnou dost eat; 17 and of the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil, thou dost not eat 
of it, for in the day of thine eating of it— 
dying thou dost die. 

13 And Jehovah God saith, ‘Not good for 
the man to be alone, I do make to him an 
helper—as his counterpart.’ 

19 And Jehovah God formeth from the 
ground every beast of the field, and every 
Fowl of the heavens, and bringeth in uutn 
the man, to see what he doth call it; and 
whatever the man calleth a living creature, 
that is its name. 20 And the man calleth 
names to all the cattle, and to fowl of the 
heavenaL and to every beast of the field; and 
to mau hath not been found an helper—as his 
counterpart. 

91 And Jehovah God causeth a deep sleep 
to fall upon the man, and he sleepeth, and He 
taketh one of his ribs, and closetn up flesh it) 
its stead. 

n And Jehovah God buildeth up the nb 
which He hath taken out of the man into a 
woman, and bringeth her in unto the man; 
23 and the man saitn, * This is the proper Btep! 
bone of my bone, and flesh of my flesh!' 
for this it is called Woman, for from a 
man hath this been taken ; u therefore doth a 
man leave his father and his mother, and hath 
cleaved unto his wife, and they have become 
one flesh. “And they are both of them 
naked, the man and his wife, and they are 
not ashamed of themselves. 

IIL l AND the serpent hath been subtile 
above every beast of the field which Jehovah 
2 


God hath made, aud lie saith unto the woman, 
‘Is it true that God bath said, Ye do not eat 
of every tree of the garden V 

- Ana the woman saith' unto the serpent, 
‘Of the fruit of the trees of the garden we do 
eat, 3 and of the fruit of the tree which is in 
the midst of the garden God bath said, Ye 
do not eat of it, nor touch it, lest ye die.* 

4 And the serpent saith unto tne woman, 
‘Dying, ye do not die, 6 for God dotli know 
that in the day of your eating of it—yom 
eyes have been opened, and ye nave been as 
God, knowing good and evil.’ 

8 And the woman sectli that the tree is 
good for food, and that it is pleasant to the 
eyes, and the tree is desirable to make one 
wise, and she taketh of its fruit and eatetli. 
and giveth also to her husband with her, arm 
he doth eat; 7 and the eyes of them both 
are opened, and they know that they are 
naked!, and they sew fig-leaves, and make to 
themselves girdles. 

8 And they hear the sound of Jehovah God 
walking up and down in the garden at the 
breeze of the day, and the man and his wife 
hide themselves from the face of Jehovah 
God in the midst of the trees of the garden. 

9 And Jehovah God calleth unto the man. 
and saith to him, ‘Where art thou?’ 10 non 
he saith, ‘Thy sound I have heard in the 

f arcleu, and I am afraid, for I am naked, and 
hide myself.’ 

"And He saith, ‘Who hath declared to 
thee that thou art naked ? of the tree of 
which I have commanded thee not to eat, 
hast thou eaten V 12 and the man saith, ‘The 
woman whom Thou didst place with me—she 
hath given to me of the tree—and I do eat.’ 

13 Arid Jehovah God saith to the woman, 

‘ What is this thou hast done?’ and the wo¬ 
man saith, ‘The serpent hath caused me to 
forget—and I do eat. 

14 And Jehovah God saith unto the serpent, 
4 Because thou hast done this, cursed art thou 
above all the cattle, and above every beast 
of the field: on thy belly dost thou go, and 
dust thou dost eat, all days of thy life; 15 and 
enmity I put between thee and the woman, 
and between thy Beed and her seed; lie doth 
bruise thee—the head, and thou dost bruise 
him—the heel.’ 

18 Unto the woman He said. ‘Multiplying 
1 multiply thy sorrow and thy conception, 
in sorrow dost thou bear chilaren, and to¬ 
ward thy husband is thy desire, and he doth 
rule over thee.* 

17 And to the man He said, ‘Because thou 
host hearkened to the voice of thy wife, aud 
dost eat of the tree concerning which I have 
charged thee, Baying, Thou dost not eat of it, 
cursed is the ground on thine account: in 
sorrow thou dost eat of it all davs of thy life, 
19 and thorn and bramble it dotb bring forth 
to thee, and thou hast eaten the herb of the 
held; 19 by the sweat of thy face thou dost 
eat bread till thy return unto the ground, for 
out of it hast thou been taken, for dust thou 
art. and unto dust thou turneat back.’ 

“And the man calleth his wife’s name Eve:

22 And Jehovah God saitli, ‘Lo, the man 
was as one of Us, as to the knowledge of 
ood and evil; and now, lest he send forth 
is hand, and have taken also of the tree of 
life, and eaten, and lived to the ace,'— 23 Je¬ 
hovah God sendeth him forth from the garden 
of Eden to serve the ground from which he 
hath been taken* 24 yea, he casteth out the 
man, and causetn to dwell at the east of the 
garden of Eden the cherubs and the flame of 
the sword which is turning itself round to 
guard the way of the tree of life. 

IV. 1 AND the man knew Eve his wife, and 
she conceiveth and beareth Cain, and saith, 
‘I have gotten a man by Jehovah;' a and 
she addetli to bear his brother, even Abel. 
And Abel is feeding a flock, and Cain hath 
been servant of the ground. 

3 And it cometh to pass at the end of days 
that Cain bringeth from the fruit of the 
ground a present to Jehovah ; 4 and Abel, 
he hath brought, he also, from the female 
firrtlings of his flock, even from their fat 
ones; and Jehovah looketh unto Abel and 
unto his present, 6 and unto Cain and unto 
his present He hath not looked; and it is 
very displeasing to Cain, and his countenance 
is fallen. 

6 And Jehovah saith unto Cain, 4 Why hast 
thou displeasure? and why hath thy counte¬ 
nance fallen? 7 Is there not, if thou dost 
well, acceptance? and if thou dost not well, 
at the opening a sin-offering is crouching, ana 
unto thee its desire, and thou rulest over it.’ 

0 And Cain saith unto Abel his brother, 

* Let us go into the field;' and it cometh to 
pass in their being in the field, that Cain 
riseth up against Abel his brother, and slay- 
eth him. 

3 And Jehovah saith unto Cain, ‘Where is 
Abel thy brother?' and he saith, ‘I have 
uot known; my brother’s keeper—I?’ 

10 And He saith, ‘What hast thou done? 
the voice of thy brother’s blood is crying 
uuto Me from the ground ; 11 and uow, 
cursed art thou from the grouud, which hath 
opened her mouth to receive the blood of thy 
brother from thy hand; 12 when thou tillest 
the ground, it doth not add to give its 
strength to thee—a wanderer, even a trem¬ 
bling one, thou art in the earth.’ 

13 And Cain Baith unto Jehovah, ‘Greater 
is my punishment than to be borne ; 14 lo, 
Thou hast driven me to-day from off the face 
of the ground, and from Thy face I am hid; 
and I have been a wanderer, even a trem¬ 
bling one, in the earth, and it hath been— 
every one finding me doth slay me.' 

15 And Jehovah saith to him, ‘Therefore 
— of any slayer of Cain sevenfold it is re¬ 
quired and Jehovah setteth to Cain a token 
that none finding him doth slay him. 

16 And Cain goeth out from before Jehovah, 
and dwelleth in the land, moving about east 
of Eden ; _ 17 and Cain knoweth his wife, and 
she conceiveth, and beareth Enoch; and he 
is building a city, and he calleth the name of 
the city, according to the name of his son— 
Enoch. 


10 And bora to Enoch is Irad; and I rad hath 
hegotten Mehujael; and Mchujael hath be¬ 
gotten Methusael; and Methusael hath be¬ 
gotten Lamech. 

19 And Lamech taketh to himself two wives, 
the name of the one Adah, and the name of 
the second Zillah. 

80 And Adah beareth Jabal, he hath been 
father of those inhabiting tents and purchased 
possessions; 21 and the name of his brother 
is Jubal, he hath been father of every one 
handling harp and organ. 

22 And Zillah she also bare Tubal-Cain, au 
instructor of every artificer in brass and iron; 
and a sister of Tubal-Cain is Naamah. 

23 And Lamech saith to his wives:— 

‘Adah and Zillah, hear my voice ; 

Wives of Lamech, give ear to my saying; 
For a man I have slain for my wound, 
Even a young man for my huit; 

84 For sevenfold is required for Cain, 

And for Lamech seventy and sevenfold.' 

25 And Adam again knoweth his wife, and 
she beareth a son, and calleth his name Seth, 

* for God hath appointed for me another seed 
instead of Abelfor Cain had slain him. 

26 And to Seth, to him also a son hath been 
born, and he calleth his name Enos • then q 
beginning was made of preaching in tne nama 
of Jehovah. 

V. 1 THIS is an account of the births of 
Adam; In the day of God’s preparing man, 
in the likeness of God He hath made him; 

2 a male and a female He hath prepared 
them, and He blesseth them, and calleth their 
name Man, in the day of their being prepared. 

3 And Adam liveth an hundred and thirty 
years, and begetteth a son in his likeness, 
according to his image, and calleth his name 
Seth. 4 And the days of Adam after his beget¬ 
ting Seth are eight hundred years, and he be¬ 
getteth sons and daughters. 5 And all the 
days of Adam which he lived are nine hun¬ 
dred and thirty years, and he dieth. 

9 And Seth liveth au hundred and five years, 
and begetteth Enos. 7 And Seth liveth after 
his begetting Enos eight hundred and seven 
years, and begetteth sons and daughters. 
® And all the days of Seth are nine hundred 
and twelve years, and he dieth. 

0 And Enos liveth ninety years, and beget¬ 
teth Cainan. 10 And Enos liveth after his 
begetting Cainan eight hundred and fifteen 
years, and begetteth sons and daughters. 
41 And all the days of Enos are nine hundred 
and five years, and he dieth. 

12 And Cainan liveth seventy years, and be¬ 
getteth Mahalaleel. 13 And Cainan liveth 
after his begetting Mahalaleel eight hundred 
and forty years, and begetteth sons and 
daughters. 14 And all the days of Cainan 
are nine hundred and ten years, and he 
dieth. 

13 And Mahalaleel liveth five and sixty 
years, and begetteth Jared. 10 And Mahala¬ 
leel liveth after his begetting Jared eight 
hundred and thirty years, and begetteth sons 
and daughters. 17 And all the days of Maha¬ 
laleel are eight hundred and ninety and five 
years, and he dieth. 

18 And Jared liveth an hundred and lixty 
3 
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and two years, and begetteth Enoch. 19 And 
Jared liveth after bis begetting Enoch eight 
hundred years, and begetteth sous and daugh¬ 
ters. 20 And al] the davs of Jared are nine 
hundred and sixty and two years, and he 
dieth. 

21 And Enoch liveth five and sixty years, 
and begetteth Methuselah. -And Enoch 
cvalkcth habitually with God after his be¬ 
getting Methuselah three hundred years, 
and begetteth sons and daughters. *And 
all the days of Enoch are three hundred 
and sixty and five years. 24 And Enoch 
walketh habitually with God, and he is not, 
for God hath taken him. 

25 And Methuselah liveth an hundred and 
eighty and seven years, and begetteth La¬ 
med!. 28 And Methuselah liveth after his 


begetting Lamech seven hundred and eighty 
ana two years, and begetteth sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 27 And all the days of Methuselah are 
nine hundred and sixty and nine years, and 
he dieth. 

28 And Lamech liveth an hundred and eighty 
and two years, and begetteth a son, 29 and call- 
eth his name Noah, saying, ‘This one doth 
comfort us concerning our work, and concern¬ 
ing the labour of our hands, because of the 
ground which Jelwvah hath cursed.’ 80 And 
Lamech liveth after his begetting Noah five 
hundred and ninety and five years, and be¬ 
getteth sons and daughters. 31 And all the 
days of Lamech are seven hundred and seventy 
and seven years, and he dieth. 

32 And Noah is a son of five hundred years, 
and Noah begetteth Shem, Ham, and Ja- 
pheth. 

VI. 1 AND it cometh to pass that mankind 
have begun to multiply on the face of the 
ground, and daughters have been born to 
them, 2 and sons of God see the daughters of 
men that they are fair, and they take to 
themselves women of all whom they have 
chosen. 

3 And Jehovah saith, 'My Spirit doth not 
strive in man—to the age; in their erring they 
are flesh: ’ and his days have been an hundred 
and twenty years. 

4 The fallen ones were in the earth in those 
days, and even afterwards when sons of God 
come in unto daughters of men, and they have 
borne to them—they are the heroes, who, 
from of old, are the men of name. 

6 And Jehovah seeth that abundant is the 
wickedness of man in the earth, and every 
imagination of the thoughts of his heart only 
evil all the day; 6 and Jehovah repenteth that 
He hath made man in the earth, and He 
grieveth Himself—unto His heart. 7 And Je¬ 
hovah Baith, ‘I wipe away man whom I have 
prepared from off the face of the ground, from 
man unto beast, unto creeping thing, and unto 
fowl of the heavens, for I have repented that 
1 have made them.* 8 And Noah found grace 
in the eyes of Jehovah. 

9 These are births of Noah: Noah is a righte¬ 
ous man; perfect he hath been among his 
generations; with God hath Noah walked 
habitually, 10 And Noah begetteth three sons, 
fihem. Ham, and Japheth. 

u And the earth is corrupt before God, and 


the earth is filled with violence. 13 And God 
seeth the earth, and lo. it hath been cor 
rupted, for all flesh hatn. corrupted its way 
on the earth. 13 And God said to Noah, 
‘An end of all flesh hath come before Me, 
for the earth hath been full of violence from 
their presence; and lo, I am destroying them 
with the earth. 

14 ‘Make for thyself an ark of gopher- 
wood ; rooms dost thou make with the ark, 
and thou hast covered it within and without 
with cypress ; 15 and this is that which thou 
dost with it: three hundred cubits is the 
length of the ark, fifty cubits its breadth, 
aud thirty cubits its height; lu a window 
dost thou make for the ark, and unto a cu¬ 
bit thou dost restrain it from above ; and 
the opening of the ark thou dost put in its 
side,—lower, second, and third stories dost 
thou make it. 

17 'And I, lo, I am brinmng in the deluge of 
waters on the earth to destroy all flesh, in 
which is a living spirit, from under the hea¬ 
vens ; all that is in the earth doth expire. 

10 ‘And I have established My covenant 
with thee, and thou hast come in unto the 
ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, and 
thy son’s wives with thee ; 19 and of all that 
liveth, of all flesh two of every sort thou 
dost bring in unto the ark, to keep alive with 
thee; male and female are they. 29 Of the 
fowl after its kind, and of the cattle after 
their kind, of every creeping thing of the 
ground after its kina, two of every sort they 
come in unto thee, to keep alive. 

214 And thou, take to thyself of all food 
that is eaten ; and thou hast gathered unto 
thyself, and it hath been to thee and to them 
for food.’ 23 And Noah doth according to all 
that God hath commanded him; so hath he 
done. 

VII. 1 AND Jehovah saith to Noah, ‘Come 
in, thou and all thy house, unto the ark, for 
thee I have seen righteous before Me in this 
generation ; 5 of all the clean beasts thou 
dost take to thee seven pairs, a male and its 
female; and of the beasts which are not 
clean two, a male and its female; 3 also, of 
fowl of the heavens seven pairs, a male and 
a female, to keep .alive seed on the face of 
all the earth; 4 for after other seven days I 
am sending rain on the earth forty days and 
forty nights, and have wiped away all the 
substance that I have made from ofl the face 
of the ground.’ 

5 And Noah doth according to all that 
Jehovah hath commanded him: 6 and Noah 
is a son of six hundred years, and the deluge 
of waters hath been upon the earth. 

7 And Noah goeth in, and his sons, and hia 
wife, and his sons’ wives with him, unto thf 
ark, from the presence of the waters of the 
deluge; 8 of the clean beasts and of the 
beasts that are not clean, and of the fowl, 
and of every thing that is creeping upon the 
ground, 9 two by two they have come in unto 
Noah, unto the ark, a male and a female, as 
God hath commanded Noah. 10 And it cometh 
to pass, after the seventh of the days, that 
waters of the deluge have been on the earth. 

u In the six hundredth year of the life of 
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Noah, iu the second month, in the seven¬ 
teenth day of the month, in this day have 
been broken up all fountains of the great 
deep, and the net-work of the heavens hath 
been opened, 12 and the shower is on the 
earth forty days and forty nights. 

13 In this self-same day went in Noah, and 
Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, sons of Noah, 
and Noah’s wife and the three wives of his 
sons with them, unto the ark; 14 they, and 
every living creature after its kind, and every 
beast after its kind, and eveiy creeping thing 
that is creeping on the earth after its kind, 
and every fowl after its kind, every bird— 
every wing. 13 And they come in unto Noah, 
unto the ark, two by two of all the flesh in 
which is a living spirit; 16 and they that are 
coming in, male and female of all flesh, have 
come in as God hath commanded him, and 
Jehovah doth close it for him. 

17 And the deluge is forty days on the 
earth, and the waters multiply, and lift up 
the ark, and it is raised up from off the 
earth; 18 and the waters are mighty, and 
multiply exceedingly upon the earth; and 
the ark goeth on the face of the waters. 

19 And the waters have been very very 
mighty on the earth, and covered are all the 
high mountains which are under the whole 
heavens ; 20 fifteen cubits upwards have the 
waters become mighty, and. the mountains 
are covered ' } 21 and expire doth all flesh 
that is moving on the earth, among fowl 
and among cattle, and among-beasts, ana 
among all the teeming things which are teem¬ 
ing on the earth, ana all mankind; 22 all in 
whose nostrils is breath of a living spirit 
—of all that is in the dry land—have died. 

23 And wiped away is all the substance that 
is on the face of the gTound, from man unto 
beast, unto creeping thing, and unto fowl of 
the heavens; vea they are wiped away from 
the earth, and only Noah is left, and those 
who are with him in the ark • 24 and the 
waters are mighty on the earth a hundred 
and fifty days. 

VIIL 1 ANT) God remembereth Noah, and 
every living thing, and all the cattle which 
are with him in the ark, and God causeth a 
wind to pass over the earth, and the waters 
subside, 2 and closed are the fountains of 
the deep and the net-work of the heavens, and 
restrained is the shower from the heavens. 

3 And turn back do the waters from off the 
earth, going on and returning; and the waters 
are lacking at the end of a hundred and fifty 
days. 

4 And the ark resteth, in the seventh month, 
in the seventeenth day of the month, on 
mountains of Ararat; 3 and the watershave 
been going and becoming lacking till the 
tenth month; in the tenth month, on the 
first of the month, appeared the heads of the 
mountains. 

8 And it cometh to pass, at the end of forty 
days, that Noah openetli the window of the 
ark which he made, 7 and he sendeth forth 
the raven, and it goeth out, going out and 
turning back till the drying of the waters 
from off the earth. 

8 And he sendeth forth the dove from 


him to see whether the waters have been 
lightened from off the face of the ground, 
8 and the dove hath not found rest for the 
sole of her foot, and she turneth back unto 
him, unto the ark, for waters are on the face 
of all the earth, and he putteth out his hand, 
and taketh her, and bringeth her in imto him, 
unto the ark. 

10 And he stayeth yet other seven days, and 
addeth to send forth the dove from the ark ; 
14 and the dove cometh in unto him at even- 
time, and lo, an olive leaf torn off in her 
mouth- and Noah knoweth that the waters 
have been lightened from off the earth. 
12 And he stayeth yet other seven days, and 
sendeth forth the dove, and it added not to 
turn back unto him any more. 

13 And it cometh to pass in the six hundredth 
and first year, in the first month, in the first 
of the month, the waters have been dried from 
off the earth; and Noah turneth aside the 
covering of the ark, and looketh t and lo, the 
face of the ground hath been dried. 14 And 
in the second month, in the seven and twenti¬ 
eth day of the month, the earth hath become 
dry. 

* 5 And God speaketh unto Noah, saying, 
* Go out from the ark, thou, and thy wife, 
and thy sons, and thy sons’ wives with thee• 
16 every living thing that is with thee, of all 
flesh, among fowl, and among cattle, and 
among every creeping thing which is creeping 
on the earth, bring out with thee; 17 and they 
have teemed in the earth, and been fruitful, 
and have multiplied on the earth.’ 

18 And Noah goeth out, and his sons, and 
his wife, and his sons’ wives with him; 18 every 
beast, every creeping thing, and every fowl; 
every creeping thing on the earth, after their 
families, have gone out from the ark. 

20 And Noah buildeth an altar to Jehovah, 
and taketh of every clean beast, and of every 
clean fowl, and causeth burnt-offerings to as¬ 
cend on the altar; 21 and Jehovah smclleth 
the sweet fragrance, and Jehovah saith unto 
His heart, T continue not to disesteem any 
mure the ground because of man, though the 
imagination of the heart of man is evil from 
his youth; and I continue not to smite any 
more all living, as I have done : 23 during all 
days of the earth, seed-time and harvest, and 
cold and heat, and summer and winter, and 
day and night, do not cease.’ 

IX. 3 AND God blesseth Noah, and his 
sons, and saith to them, * Be fruitful, and 
multiply, and fill the earth; 2 and your fear 
and your dread is on every beast of the earth, 
and on every fowl of the heavens, on all that 
ereepeth on the ground, and on all fishes of 
the sea—into your hand they have been given. 
3 Eveiy creeping thing that is alive, to you it 
is for food; as the green herb 1 have given to 
you the whole; 4 only flesh in its life—ita 
blood—ye do not eat. 

8 ‘And only your blood for your lives do I 
require; from the hand of every living thing 
I require it, and from the hand of man, from 
the hand of every man’s brother I require the 
life of man ; 8 whoso sheddeth man’s blood, 
by man is his blood shed: for in the image of 
God hath He made man. 7 And ye, be fruit- 
6 
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ful and multiply, teem in the earth, and mul¬ 
tiply in it.’ 

8 And God speaketh unto Noah, and unto 
liia sons with him, saying, 9 1 And X lo, I am 
establishing My covenant with you, and with 
your seed after you, 10 and with every living 
creature which is with you, among fowl, 
among cattle, and among every beast of the 
earth with you, from all who are going out of 
the ark—to every beast of the earth. u And 
I have established My covenant with you, 
and all flesh is not any more cut off by waters 
of a deluge, and there is not any more a de¬ 
luge to destroy the earth.' 

13 And God saith, ‘This is a token of the 
covenant which I am giving between Me and 
you, and every living creature that is with 

ou, to generations age-during* 13 My bow I 

ave given in the cloud, and it hath been for 
a token of a covenant between Me and the 
earth ; 14 and it hath come to pass (in My 
sending a cloud over the earth) that the bow 
hath been seen in the cloucL, 10 and I have re¬ 
membered My covenant which is between Me 
and you, and every living creature among all 
flesh, and the waters become no more a deluge 
to destroy all flesh : 16 and the bow hath been 
in the cloud, and I nave seen it—to remember 
the covenant age-during between God and 
every living creature among all flesh which is 
ot the earth.’ 

17 And God saith unto Noah, ‘This is a 
token of the covenant which I have establish¬ 
ed between Me and all flesh that is upon the 
earth.’ 

18 And the sons of Noah who are going out 
of the ark are Shem, and Ham, and Japheth; 
and Ham is father of Canaan. 19 These three 
are sons of Noah, and from these hath all the 
earth been overspread. 

90 And Noah remaineth a man of the ground, 
and planteth a vineyard, 21 and drinketh of 
the wine, and is drunken, and uncovereth 
himself in the midst of the tent. 23 And Ham, 
father of Canaan, seeth the nakedness of his 
father, and declareth to his two brethren 
without. 23 And Shem taketh—Japheth also 
—the garment, and they place on the shoul¬ 
der of them both, and jjo backward, and 
cover the nakedness of their father; and their 
faces are backward, and their father’s naked¬ 
ness they have not seen. 

24 And Noah awaketh from his wine, and 
knoweth that which his young son hath done 
to him, 25 and saith : 

* Cursed is Canaan, 

Servant of servants he is to his brethren.' 

50 And he saith: 

‘ Blessed of Jehovah my God is Shem, 

And Canaan is servant to him. 

17 God doth give beauty to Japheth, 

And he dwelleth in tents or Shem, 

And Canaan is servant to him.’ 

w And Noah liveth after the deluge three 
hundred and fifty years ; 29 and all the days 
of Noah are nine hundred and fifty years, and 
he dieth. 

X. 1 And these are births of the sons of 
Noah, Shem, Ham, and Japheth ; and born to 
them are sons after the deluge. 

* Sons of Japheth are Gomer, and Magog, 


and Madai, and Javan, and Tubal, and 
Meshech, and Tiros. ^ 3 And sons of Gomer 
are Ashkenaz, and Riphath, and Togarmah. 
4 And sons of Javan areElisliah, andTarshish, 
Kittim, and Dodanim. 6 By these have the 
isles of the nations been parted in their lands, 
each by his tongue, by their families, in their 
nations. 

fl And sons of Ham are Cush, and Mitzraim, 
and Phut, and Canaan. 7 And sons of Cush 
are Seba, and Havilah, and Sabtah, and 
Raamah, and Sabtecbah; and sons of Raamah 
are Sheba and Dedan. 

8 And Cush hath begotten Nimrod; 9 he 
hath begun to be a hero in the land; he hath 
been a hero in hunting before Jehovah ; there¬ 
fore it is said, * As Nimrod the hero in hunt¬ 
ing before Jehovah.’ 10 And the first part of 
his kingdom is Babel, and Erech, and Accad, 
and Calneh, in the land of Shinar ; 11 from 
that land he hath gone out to Asshur, and 
buildeth Nineveh, even the broad places of 
the city, and Calah, 13 and Resen, between 
Nineven and Calah; it w the great city. 

13 And Mitzraim hath begotten the Ludim, 
and the Anamim, and the Lehabim, and the 
Naphtuhim, 14 and the Pathrusim, and the 
Casluhim. (whence have come out Philistim,) 
and the Caphtorim. 

13 And Canaan hath begotten Sidon his 
first-born, and Heth, 10 and the Jebusite, and 
the Amorite, and the Girgashite, * 7 and th( 
Hivite, and the Arkite, and the Sinite, 18 and 
the Arvadite, and the Zemarite. and the 
Hamathite; and afterwards have the families 
of the Canaanite been scattered. 

19 And the border of the Canaanite is from 
Sidon, in thy coining towards Gerar, unto 
Gaza; in thy coming towards Sodom, and 
Gomorrah, and Admah, and Zeboim, unto 
Lasha. 20 These are sons of Ham, by their 
families, by their tongues, in their lands, in 
their nations. 

21 As to Shem, father of all sons of Eber, 
brother of Japheth the elder, he hath also 
begotten: 

“Sons of Shem are Elam, and Asshur, and 
Arphaxad, and Lud, and Aram. 23 And. eons 
of Aram are Uz, and Hul. and Gether, and 
Mash. 24 And Arphaxad hath begotten Sa- 
lah, and Salah hath begotten Eber. 23 And 
to Eber have two sons been born; the name 
of the one is Peleg (for in his days hath the 
earth been divided), and his brother’s name 
is Joktan. 26 And Joktan hath begotten AJ- 
modad, and Sheleph, and Hazarmaveth, and 
Jerah, 27 and Haaoram, and Uzal, and Dik- 
lah, 28 and Obal, and Abimael, and Sheba. 
29 and Ophir, and Havilah, and Jobab; all 
these are sons of Joktan ; 30 and their dwell¬ 
ing is from Mesha, in thy coming towards 
Sephar, a mount of the east. 31 These are 
sons of Shem, by their families, by their 
tongues, in their lands, by their nations. 

355 These are families of the sons of Noah, 
by their births, in their nations, and by these 
have the nations been parted in the earth 
after the deluge. 

XI. *AND the whole earth is of one pro¬ 
nunciation, and of the same words, 9 and it 
cometh to pass, in their journeying from the 
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east, that they find a valley in the land of 
Shinar, and dwell there ; 3 and they say each 
one to his neighbour, ‘ Give help, let us make 
bricks, and burn them thoroughly:’ and the 
brick is to them for stone, and the bitu¬ 
men hath been to them for mortar. 4 And 
they say, ‘Give help, let us build for our¬ 
selves a city and tower, and its head in the 
heavens, and make for ourselves a name, lest 
we be scattered over the face of all the 
earth.’ 

3 And Jehovah cometh down to see the city 
and the tower which the sons of men have 
builded ; 6 and Jehovah saith, ‘Lo, the people 
is one, and one pronunciation is to them all, 
and this it hath dreamed of doing ; and now, 
uothing is restrained from them of that which 
they have purposed to do. 7 Give help, let Us 
go down, and mingle there their pronuncia¬ 
tion, so that a man doth not understand the 
pronunciation of his companion.’ 

6 And Jehovah doth scatter them from 
theDce over the face of all the earth, and 
they cease to build the city; 9 therefore hath 
one called its name Babel, for there hath 
Jehovah mingled the pronunciation of all the 
earth, and from thence hath Jehovah scat¬ 
tered them over the face of all the earth. 

10 These are births of Shem: Shem is a son 
of an hundred years, and begetteth Ar¬ 
phaxad two years after the deluge. u And 
Shem liveth after his begetting Arphaxad 
five hundred years, and begetteth sons and 
daughters. 

12 And Arphaxad hath lived five and thirty 

f 'ears, and begetteth Salah. 13 And Arphaxad 
iveth after his begetting Salah four hun¬ 
dred and three years, and negetteth sons and 
daughters. 

14 And Salah hath lived thirty years, and 
begetteth Eber. 13 And Salah liveth after 
his begetting Eber four hundred and three 
years, aud begetteth sons and daughters. 

16 And Eber liveth four and thirty years, 
and begetteth Peleg. 17 And Eber liveth after 
his begetting Pele<* four hundred and thirty 
years, and begetteth sons and daughters. 

18 And Peleg liveth thirty years, and be¬ 
getteth Reu. 19 And Peleg liveth after his 
begetting Reu two hundred and nine years, 
and begetteth sons and daughters. 

20 And Reu liveth two and thirty years, 
and begetteth Serug. 21 And Reu liveth 
after his begetting Serug two hundred and 
seven years, and begetteth sons and daughters. 

22 And Serug liveth thirty years, and be¬ 
getteth Nahor. 23 And. Serug liveth after 
hiB begetting Nahor two hundred years, and 
begetteth sons and daughters. 

24 And Nahor liveth nine and twenty years, 
and begetteth Terah. 23 And Nahor liveth 
after his begetting Terah an hundred and 
nineteen years, and begetteth sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 

26 And Terah liveth seventy years, and be¬ 
getteth Abram, Nahor, and Haran. 

77 And these are births of Terah: Terah 
hath begotten Abram, Nahor, and Haran; 
and Haran hath begotten Lot; 28 and Haran 
dieth in the presence of Terah his father, in 
the land of his birth, in Ur of the Chaldees. 


29 And Abram and Nahor take to them¬ 
selves wives; the name of Abram's wife w 
Sarai, and the name of Nahor’s wife is Milcah, 
daughter of Haran, father of Milcah, ana 
father of Iscah. 30 And Sarai is barren—she 
hath no child. 

31 And Terah taketh Abram his son, and 
Lot, son of Haran, his son's son, and Sarai 
his daughter-in-law, wife of Abram his son, 
and they go out with them from Ur of the 
Chaldees, to go towards the land of Canaan; 
and they come unto Charan, and dwell there. 

33 And the days of Terah are two hundred 
aud five years, and Terah dieth in Charan. 

XII. 1 AND Jehovah saith imto Abram, 
‘ Go for thyself, from thy land, and from thy 
kindred, and from the house of thy father, 
imto the land which I shew thee. a And I 
make thee become a great nation, and bless 
thee, and make thy name great; and be 
thou a blessing. 3 And I bless those bless¬ 
ing thee, and him who is disesteeming thee I 
curse, and blessed in thee have been all fami¬ 
lies of the CTound.’ 

4 And Abram goeth on, as Jehovah hath 
spoken unto him, and Lot goeth with him, 
aud Abram is a son of five and seventy years 
in his going out from Charan. 5 And Abram 
taketh Sarai his wife, and Lot his brother’s 
son, and all their substance that they have 
gained, and the persons that they have ob¬ 
tained in Charan; and they go out to go to¬ 
wards the land of Canaan; and they come in 
to the land of Canaan. 6 And Abram passeth 
over into the land, unto the place Shechem, 
unto the oak of Moreh; and tlie Canaanite is 
then in the land. 

7 And Jehovah appeareth unto Abram, and 
saith, ‘To thy seed I give this land;’ and he 
buildeth there an altar to Jehovah, who hath 
appeared unto him. 8 And he removeth from 
thence towards a mountain at the east of 
Beth-El, and stretcheth out the tent (Betli-El 
at the west, and Hai at the east), and he 
buildeth there an altar to Jehovah, and 
preacheth in the name of Jehovah, 

9 And Abram journeyeth, going on and jour¬ 
neying towards the south, 

“•Arid there is a f ami ne in the land, and 
Abram goeth down towards Egypt to sojourn 
there, for the famine is grievous in the land; 

11 and it cometh to pass as he hath drawn 
near to enter Egypt, that he saith imto Sarai 
his wife, 4 Lo, I pray thee, I have known that 
thou art a woman of beautiful appearance; 

12 and it hath come to pass that the Egyp¬ 
tians see thee, and they have said, ‘This is 
his wife,’ and they have slain me, aud thee 
they keep alive: 13 say, I pray thee, thou art 
my sister, so that it is well with me because 
of thee, and my soul hath lived for thy 
sake. 1 

14 And it cometh to pass, at the entering of 
Abram into Egypt, that the Egyptians see the 
woman that Bhe is exceeding fair ; 13 and 
princes of Pharaoh see her, and praise her 
imto Pharaoh, and the woman is taken to 
Pharaoh’s house ; 16 and to Abram he hath 
done good because of her, and he hath sheep 
and oxen, and he-asses, and men-servants, 
and handmaids, and she-asses, and camels.

17 And Jehovah plaguetlk Pharaoh and hi9 
house—great plagues—for the matter of Sarai, 
Abram’s wife. “ And Pharaoh calleth for 
Abram, and saith, ‘Wlmt w this thou hast 
done to me? why hast thou not declared to 
me that she is thy wife? 19 Why hast thou 
said, She is my sister, and I take her to my¬ 
self for a wife ? and now, lo, thy wife, take 
and go.’ 20 And Pharaoh cliargeth men con¬ 
cerning him. and they send him away, and 
his wif§, and all that he hath. 

XIII. 1 AND Abram goeth up from Egypt 
(he and his wife, and all that ne hath, aud 
Lot with him) towards the south ; 2 and 
Abram is exceedingly wealthy in cattle, in 
silver, and in gold. 3 And he goeth on his 
journevings from the south, even unto Bethel, 
unto the place where his tent had been at the 
commencement, between Bethel and Hai— 
* unto the place of the altar which he made 
there at the first, and there doth Abram 
preach in the name of Jehovah. 

5 And also to Lot, who is going with Abram, 
there hath been sheep ana oxen and tents: 

6 and the land hath not suffered them to dwell 
together, for their substance hath been much, 
and they have not beeu able to dwell together; 

7 and there is a strife between those feeding 
Abram’s cattle and those feeding Lot's cattle; 
and the Canaanite and the Perizzite are then 
dwelling in the land. 

8 Amd Abram saith unto Lot, * Let there not, 
I pray thee, be strife between me and thee, 
and between my shepherds and thy shepherds, 
for we are men—brethren. 9 Is not all the 
land before thee? be parted, I pray thee, from 
me; if to the left, then I to the nght; and if 
to the right, then I to the left.’ 

10 And Lot lifteth up his eyes, and seeth the 
whole circuit of the Jordan that it is all a 
watered country (before Jehovah’s destroying 
Sodom and Gomorrah, as Jehovalis garden, as 
the land of Egypt,) in thy coming toward 
Zoar, 11 and Lot chooseth for himself the 
whole circuit of the Jordan; and Lot jour- 
neyeth from the east, and they are parted—a 
man from his companion; 12 Abram hath dwelt 
in the land of Canaan, and Lot hath dwelt in 
the cities of the circuit, and tenteth unto 
Sodom ; 13 and the men of Sodom are evil, 
and sinners before Jehovah exceedingly. 

14 And Jehovah said unto Abram, after 
Lot’s being parted from him, * Lift up, I pray 
thee, thine eyes, and look from the place 
where thou art , northward, and southward, 
and eastward, and westward; 16 for the whole 
of the land which thou are seeing, to thee I 
"ve it, and to thy seed—to the age. 10 And 

have set thy seed as dust of the earth, so 
that, if one is able to number the dust of the 
earth, even thy seed is numbered; 17 rise, go 
up and down through the land, to its length, 
and to its breadth, for to thee I give it.’ 

10 And Abram tenteth, and cometh, aud 
dwelleth among the oaks of Marare, which 
are in Hebron, and buildeth there an altar 
to Jehovah. 

XIV. 1 AND it cometh to pass in the days 
of Amraphel king of Shinar, Arioch king of 
Ellasar, Chedorlaomer king of Elam, and 
Tidal king of Goyim. 2 they have made war 


with Bera king of Sodom, and with Birsha 
king of Gomorrah, Shinab king of Admah, 
and Shemeber king of Zeboim, and the king 
of Bela, which is Zoar. 3 All these have been 
joined together unto the valley of Siddim, 
which is the Salt Sea; 4 twelve years they 
served Chedorlaomer, and the thirteenth year 
they rebelled. 

5 And in the fourteenth year came Che¬ 
dorlaomer, and the kings who are with him, 
and they smite the Rephaim in Ashteroth 
Karnaim, and the Zuzim in Ham, and the 
Emim in Shaveh Kiriathaim, c aud the Hor- 
ites in their mount Seir, unto El-Paran, which 
is by the wilderness • 7 and they turn back 
and come in unto En-Mishpat, which is 
Kadesh, and smite the whole field of the 
Amaleldte, and also the Amorite who is 
dwelling in Hazezon-Tamar. 

8 And the king of Sodom goeth out, and 
the king of Gomorrah, and the Icing of Ad¬ 
mah, and the king of Zeboim, and the king 
of Bela, which is Zoar; and they set the 
battle in array with them in the valley of 
Siddim. 9 with Chedorlaomer king of Elam, 
and Tidal king of Goyim, and Amraphel king 
of Shinar, and Arioch king of Ellasar; four 
kin^s with the five. 10 And the valley of 
Sidaim is full of bitumen-pits ; and the kings 
of Sodom and Gomorrah flee, and fall there, 
and those left have fled to the mountain. 

u And they take the whole substance of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and the whole of their 
food, and go away ; 12 and they, take Lot, 
Abram's brother’s son (seeing he is dwelling 
in Sodom), and his substance, and go away. 

13 And one who is escaping cometh and 
declareth to Abram the Hebrew, and he is 
dwelling among the oaks of Mamre the Amor¬ 
ite, brother of Eshcol, and brother of Aner, 
and they are Abram’s allies. 14 And Abram 
heareth that his brother hath been taken 
captive, and he draweth out his trained 
domestics, three hundred and eighteen, aud 
pursueth unto Dan. 

15 And he divideth himself against them by 
night, he and his servants, and smiteth them, 
and pursueth them unto Hobah, which is at 
the left of Damascus ; 10 and he bringeth 
back the whole of the Bubstance, and also 
Lot his brother and his substance hath he 
brdught back, and also the women and the 
people. 

17 Amd the king of Sodom goeth out to meet 
liimfafter his turning back from the smiting 
of Chedorlaomer, and of the kings who are 
with him), unto the valley of Shaveh, which 
is the kind’s valley. u And Melchizedek king 
of Salem hath brought out bread, aud wiue, 
and he is priest of God Most High; “and he 
blesseth him, and saith, ‘ Blessed is Abram to 
God Most High, possessing heaven and earth ; 
20 and blessed is God Most High, who hath 
delivered thine adversaries into thy hand;’ 
and he giveth to him a tenth of all. 

“ And the king of Sodom saith unto Abram, 
'Give to me the persons, and the substance 
take to thyself,' 22 and Abram saith unto the 
king of Sodom, 'I have lifted up my hand 
unto Jehovah, God Most High, possessing 
heaven and earth — 23 from a thread even unto 
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a shoe-latchet I take not of anythin" which 
thou hast, that thou say not, I—I have made 
Abram rich ; 24 save only that which the young 
men have eaten, and the portion of the men 
who have gone with me—Aner, Eshcol, and 
Mamre—they take their portion.’ 

XV. 1 AFTER these things, hath the word 
of Jehovah been unto Abram in a vision, say¬ 
ing, 1 Fear not, Abram, I am a shield to thee, 
thy reward is exceeding great.’ 2 And Ab¬ 
ram saitli, * Lord Jehovah, what dost Thou 
give to me, and I am going childless? and an 
acquired son in my house isDemmesek Eliezcr.’ 
3 And Abram saith, ‘Lo, to me Thou hast 
not given seed, and lo, a domestic doth heir 
me.’ 

4 And lo, the word of Jehovah is unto him, 
saying, ‘This one doth not heir thee* but he 
who cometh out from thy bowels, he doth 
heir thee ; ’ 0 and He bringeth him out with¬ 
out, and saith, 4 Look attentively, I pray 
thee, towards the heavens, and count the 
stars, if thou art able to count themand He 
saith to him, [Thus is thy seed.' 6 And he 
hath believed in Jehovah, and He reckoneth 
it to him—righteousness. 

7 And He saith unto him, 4 1 am Jehovah 
who brought thee out from Ur of the Chal¬ 
dees. to give to thee this land to possess it; ’ 

8 ana he saitli, 4 Lord Jehovah, whereby do I 
know that I possess it?’ 

0 And He saith unto him, 4 Take for Me a 
heifer of three years, and a ske-goat of three 
years, and a ram of three years, and a turtle¬ 
dove, and a young bird ; 1 *° and he taketh to 
him all these, and separateth them in the 
midst, and putteth each piece over against its 
fellow, but the bird he hath not divided; 
11 and the ravenous birds como down upon 
the carcaseB, and Abram causeth them to turn 
back. 

13 And the sun is about to go in, and deep 
sleep hath fallen upon Abram, and lo, a ter¬ 
ror of great darkness is falling upon him; 
13 and He saith to Abram, 4 Knowing—know 
that thy seed is a sojourner iu a land not 
theirs, and they have served them, ana they 
have afflicted them four hundred years, 14 and 
the nation also whom they serve 1 judge, and 
after this they go out with great substance ; 
| 6 and thou—thou comest in unto thy fathers 
in peace; thou art buried in a good old age; 
10 and the fourth generation doth turn back 
hither, for the iniquity of the Amorite is not 
yet complete.' 

17 And it cometh to pass—the sun hath 
gone in, and thick darkness hath been—and 
lo. a furnace of smoke, and a lamp of fire, 
which hath passed over between those pieces. 

18 In that day hath Jehovah made with 
Abram a covenant, saying, * To thy seed I' 
have given this land, from the river of Egypt 
unto the great river, the river Phrat, “ with 
the Kenite, and the Kenizzitc, and the Kad- 
monite, 20 and the Hittite, and the Perizzite. 
and the Rephaim, 21 and the Amorite, ana 
the Canaamte, and the Girgashite, and the 
Jebusite.’ 

XVI. 1 AND Sarai, Abram’s wife, hath not 
borne to him, and she hath an handmaid, an 
Egyptian, and her name is Hagar ; * and l 


Birth of IshmaeL 

Sarai saitli unto Abram, ‘Lo, I pray thee, 
Jehovah hath restrained me from bearing, go 
in, I prav thee, unto my handmaid ; perhaps 
I am ouilt up from her;. and Abram hearken- 
eth to the voice of Sarai. 

3 And Sarai, Abram’s wife, taketh Hagar 
the Egyptian, her handmaid, at the end of the 
tenth year of Abram’s dwelling in the land of 
Canaan, and givetli her to Abram her hus¬ 
band, to him for a wife, 4 and he goeth in 
unto Hagar, and she conceiveth, and she 
seeth that she hath conceived, and her mis¬ 
tress is lightly esteemed in her eves. 

8 And Sarai saith unto Abram, *Mv violence 
is for thee; I—I have given mine handmaid 
into thy bosom, and she seeth that she hath 
conceived, and I am lightly esteemed in her 
eyes ; Jehovah doth judge between me and 
thee.’ 6 And Abram saith unto Sarai, 4 Lo, 
thine handmaid is in thine hand, do to her 
that which is good in thine eyes;’ and Sarai 
afflicted her, and she fleeth from her pre- 
sence. 

7 And a messenger of Jehovah findeth her 
by the fountain of water in the wilderness, by 
the fountain in the way to Shur, 0 ana he 
saith, 4 Hagar, Sarai’s handmaid, whence 
hast thou .come, and whither dost thou go?’ 
and she saith, 4 From the presence of Sarai, 
my mistress, I am fleeing. 5 

0 And the messenger of Jehovah saith to 
her, 4 Turn back unto thy mistress, and 
humble thyself under her hands ; 5 10 and the 
messenger of Jehovah saith to her, 4 Multi¬ 
plying I multiply thy seed, aud it is not num¬ 
bered from multitude; ’ 11 and the messenger 
of Jehovah saith to her, 4 Behold thou art 
conceiving, and bearing a son, and hast called 
his name IahmaeL, for Jehovah hath hearken¬ 
ed unto thine affliction ; 12 and he is a wild-ass 
man, his hand against every one, and every 
one’s hand against him—and before the face 
of all his brethren he dwelleth.’ 

13 And she calleth the name of Jehovah who 
is speaking unto her, 4 Thou art t 0 God f mv 
beholder;’ for she said, ‘Even here have 1 
looked behind my beholder?’ 14 therefore 
hath one called the well, ‘The well of the 
Living One, my beholder;’ lo, between Ka- 
desh and Bered. 18 And Hagar beareth to 
Abram a son; and Abram calleth the name 
of his Bon, whom Hagar hath borne, Ishmael; 
16 and Abram is a eon of eighty and six years 
in Hagar’s bearing Ishmael to Abram. 

XVII. 1 AND Abram is a son of ninety and 
nine years, and Jehovah appeareth unto Ab¬ 
ram, and saith unto him, ‘lam God Almighty, 
walk habitually before Me, and be thou per¬ 
fect ; 2 and I give My covenant between Me 
and thee, and multiply thee very exceed¬ 
ingly.’ 

3 And Abram falleth upon his face, and God 
speaketh with him, saving, 4 ‘I—lo, My cove¬ 
nant is with thee, and thou hast become father 
of a multitude of nations ; 6 and thy name is 
no more called Abram, but thy name hath 
been Abraham, for father of a multitude of 
nations have I made thee ; 6 and I have made 
thee exceeding fruitful, and made thee be¬ 
come nations, and kings go out from thee. 

7 ‘And I have established My covenant be 
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tween Me and thee, and thy seed after thee, 
to their generations, for a covenant age-dur- 
ing, to become God to thee^ and to thy seed 
after thee : 8 and I have given to thee, and 
to thy seed after thee, the land of thy so- 
joummgs, the whole land of Canaan, for a 
jwssession age-during, and 1 have become their 

9 And God aaith unto Abraham, ‘And thou 
dost keep My covenant, thou and thy seed 
after thee, to their generations ; 10 this is 
My covenant which ye keep between Me and 
you, and thy seed after thee : Every male of 
you is to be circumcised ; 11 and ye have cir¬ 
cumcised the flesh of vour foreskin, and it 
hath become a token of a covenant oetween 
Me and you. 

13 ‘ And a son of eight days is circumcised by 
you • every male to your generations, born in 
the house, or bought with money from any 
eon of a stranger, who is not of thy seed ; 13 he 
is certainly circumcised who is born in thine 
house, or bought with thy money; and My 
covenant hath become in your flesh a cove¬ 
nant age-during* 14 and an uncircumcised 
one, a male, the flesh of whose foreskin is not 
circumcised., even that person hath been cut 
off from his people; My covenant he hath 
broken.’ 

1B And God saith unto Abraham, ‘ Sarai 
thy wife—thou dost not call her name Sarai, 
for Sarah is her name; 16 and I have bless¬ 
ed her, and have also given to thee a son from 
her; and I have blessed her, and she hath 
become nations—kings of peoples are from 
her.’ 

17 And Abraham falleth upon his face, and 
laugheth, and saith in his he-irt, ‘To the Bon 
of an hundred years is one born? or doth 
Sarah—daughter of ninety years—bear?’ 

18 And Abraham saith unto God. 4 0 that 
Ishmael may live before Thee 18 and God 
saith, ‘ Sarah thy wife is certainly bearing a 
son to thee, and thou hast called his name 
Isaac, and I have established My covenant 
with him, for a covenant age-during, to his 
seed after him, 50 As to Ishmael, I have heard 
thee; lo, I have blessed him, and made him 
fruitful, and multiplied him, very exceeding¬ 
ly; twelve princes doth he beget, and I have 
made him become a great nation ; 21 and My 
covenant I establish with Isaac, whom Sarah 
doth bear to thee at this apjjointed time in 
the next year;’ a aud He nnisheth speaking 
with him, and God goeth up from Abraham. 

23 And Abraham taketh ishmael his son, 
and all those born in his house, and all those 
bought with his money—every male among 
tile men of Abraham’s house^and circum- 
ciseth the flesh of their foreskin, in this self¬ 
same day, as God hath spoken with him. 

21 And Abraham is a son of ninety and nine 
years in the flesh of his foreskin being cir¬ 
cumcised ; 23 and Ishmael his son is a son of 
thirteen years in the flesh of his foreskin be¬ 
ing circumcised; M in this self-same day hath 
Abraham been circumcised, and Ishmael his 
son; 27 and all the men of his house—born in 
the house, and bought with money from the 
son of a stranger—have been circumcised with 
him- 


XVIII. 1 AND Jehovah appeareth unto 
him among the oaks of Mamre, and he is sit¬ 
ting at the opening of the tent, about the heat 
of the day* 3 and he lifteth up his eyes and 
looketh, and lo, three men standing by him, 
and he seeth, and runneth to meet them from 
the opening of the tent, and bowetli himself 
towards the earth. 

3 And he saith, Mv Lord, if, I pray thee, 1 
have found grace in tnine eyes, do not, I pray 
thee, pass on from thy servant; 4 let, I pray 
thee, a little water be aooepted. and wash your 
feet, and recline under the tree ; 3 and I 
bring a piece of bread, and support ye your 
heart; afterwards pass on, for therefore have 
ye passed over unto your servant; ’ and they 
say, * So mavwst thou do as thou has spoken.’ 

And Abraham hasteth towards the tent, 
unto Sarah, and saith, * Hasten three mea¬ 
sures of flour-meal, knead, and make cakes;' 
7 and Abraham ran unto the herd, and tak¬ 
eth a son of the herd, tender and good, and 
giveth unto the young man. and he hasteth 
to prepare it; 9 and lie taketh butter and 
milk, and the son of the herd which he hath 
prepared, and setteth before them; and he is 
standing by them under the tree, and they do 
eat. 

p And they say unto him. * Where is Sarah 
thy wife?’ and he saith, ^Lo—in the tent;’ 
10 and he saith, ‘ Returning I return unto 
thee, about the time of life, and lo, to Sarah 
thy wife a son.’ 

“ And Sarah is hearkening at the opening 
of the tent, which is behind him ; 12 ana 
Abraham and Sarah are aged, entering into 
days--the way of women hath ceased to be to 
Sarah ; 13 and Sarah laugheth in her heart, 
saying, ‘ After I have waxed old I have haa 
pleasure!—my lord also is old!’ 

14 And Jehovah saith unto Abraham, ‘Why 
is this? Sarah hath laughed, saying, Is it true 
really—I bear—and I am aged? Is any thin* 
too wonderful for Jehovah? at the appointed 
time I return unto thee, about the time of 
life, and Sarah hath a Bon.’ 

13 And Sarah denieth, saying, ‘I did not 
laugh;’ for she hath been afraid ; and Ho 
saith, 4 Nay, but thou didst laugh.’ 

lfl Andthemen rise from thence, and look 
on the face of Sodom, and Abraham is going 
with them to send them away ; 17 and Jeho¬ 
vah said, ‘Am I concealing from Abraham 
that which I am doing, 18 and Abraham cer¬ 
tainly becometh a nation great and mighty, 
and blessed in him have been all nations of 
the earth ? 10 for I have known him, that he 
commandeth his children, and his house after 
him (and they have kept the way of Jehovah), 
to do righteousness ana judgment, that Jeho¬ 
vah may bring on Abraham that which Ho 
hath spoken concerning him.’ 

20 And Jehovah saith, ‘The cry of Sodom 
and Gomorrah—because great; and their sin 
—because exceeding grievous: n I go down 
now, and see whether according to its cry 
which is coming unto Me they have done 
completely—and if not—I know;’ 22 and the 
men turn from thence, and go towards Sod¬ 
om ; and Abraham is yet standing before 
Jehovah. 
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®And Abraham draweth nigh and saith, 
‘Dost Thou also consume righteous with wick¬ 
ed? 24 peradventure there are fifty righteous 
in the midst of the city ; dost Thou also con¬ 
sume, and not bear with the place for the 
sake of the fifty—the righteous who are in its 
midst? 24 Far be it from Thee to do according 
to this thing, to put to death the righteous 
with the wicked; that it hath been—as the 
righteous so the wicked—far be it from Thee ; 
doth the Judge of all the earth not do justice V 
26 And Jehovah saith, 'If I find in Sodom 
fifty righteous in the midst of the city, then 
have I borne with all the place for their 
sake.' 

27 And Abraham answereth and saith, ‘ Lo, 
I pray thee, I have willed to speak unto the 
Lord, and I—dust and ashes ; 28 peradven¬ 
ture there are lacking five of the fifty righte¬ 
ous—dost Thou destroy for five the whole of 
the city ?’ and He saith, ‘ I destroy it not, if I 
find there forty and five.’ 

29 And he addeth again to speak unto Him 
and saith, 4 Perad venture there are found 
there forty ?’ and He saith, 4 1 do it not, be¬ 
cause of the forty.’ 

30 And he saith, 4 Let it not be, I pray thee, 
displeasing to the Lord, and I speak: perad- 
venture there are found there thirty?’ and 
He saith, ‘I do it not, if I find there thirty.’ 

31 And he saith, Lo I pray thee, I have 
willed to speak unto the Lora: peradventure 
there are found there twenty?’ and He saith, 
4 1 do not destroy th because of the twenty.’ 

32 And he saith, 4 Let it not be, I pray Thee, 
displeasing to the Lord, and I spealt only this 
time : peradventure there are found there 
ten?’ and He saith, 4 1 do not destroy it , be¬ 
cause of the ten.’ 

33 And Jehovah goeth on, when He hath 
finished speaking unto Abraham, and Abra¬ 
ham hath turned back to his place, 

XIX. 1 AND two of the messengers come 
towards Sodom at even, and Lot is sitting at 
the gate of Sodom, and Lot seeth, and riseth 
to meet them, and boweth himself—face to 
the earth, 2 and he saith, ‘Lo, I pray you, 
ray lords, turn aside, I pray you, unto the 
house of your servant, and lodge, and wash 
your feet—then ye have risen early and gone 
on your wav;’ and they say, ‘Nay, but in 
the broad place we do lodge.’ 

3 And he presseth on them greatly, and 
they turn aside unto him, and come in unto 
his house ; and he maketh for them a ban¬ 
quet, and hath baked unleavened things; 
and they do eat. 

4 Before they lie down, the men of the 
city— men of Sodom—have come round about 
igainst the house, from young even unto 
iged, all the people from the extremity; 
* and they call unto Lot and say to him, 
1 Where are the men who have come in unto 
thee to-night? bring them out unto us, and 
we know them.’ 

6 And Lot goeth o”* UL*o them, to the 
opening, and the dooi hath shut behind him, 
r and saith, 4 Do not, I pray you, my breth¬ 
ren, do evil; B lo. I pray you, I have two 
daughters, who have not 'known any one; 
let me, I pray you, bring them out unto you. 


and do to them as is good in your eyes; only 
to these men do not anything, for therefore 
have they come in wi thin the shadow of my 
roof.* 

9 And they say, 4 Come nigh hither ; ’ they 
say also, * This one hath come in to sojourn, 
and he certainly judgeth! now, we do evil to 
thee more than to them;’ and they press 
against. the man, against Lot greatly, and 
edme nigh to break the door. 

10 And the men put forth their hand, and 
bring in Lot unto them, into the house, and 
have shut the door; 11 and the men who, 
are at the opening of the house they have 
smitten with blindness, from small even 
unto great, and they weary themselves to 
find the opening. 

12 And tne men say unto Lot, 1 Whom hast 
thou here still? son-in-law, thy sons also, 
and thy daughters, and all whom thou hast 
in the city, bring out from this place ; 13 for 
we are destroying this place, for their cry 
hath been great before the face of Jehovah, 
and Jehovah doth send us to destroy it.’ 

14 And Lot goeth out, and speaketh unto 
his sons-in-law, those taking his daughters, 
and saith ; ‘Rise, go out from this place, for 
Jehovah is destroying the city and. he is as 
one mocking in the eyes of his sons-in-law. 

13 And when the dawn hath ascended, then 
the messengers press upon Lot, saying. Rise, 
take thy wife, and thy two daughters who 
are found present, lest thou be consumed in 
the iniquity of the city.’ 

16 And he lingereth, and the men lay hold 
on his hand, and on the hand of his wife, 
and on the hand of his two daughters, 
through the mercy of Jehovah unto him, 
and they bring him out, and cause him to 
rest without the city. 

17 And it cometh to pass when he hath 
brought them out without, that he 9aith, 
4 Escape for thy life ; look not expectingly 
behind thee, nor stand thou in all the cir¬ 
cuit; to the mountain escape, lest thou be 
consumed. 

18 And Lot saith unto them, 4 Not so, 1 pray 
thee, my lord ; 19 lo, 1 pray thee, thy servant 
hath found grace in thine eyes, and thou dost 
make great thy kindness which thou hast 
done with me by saving my life, and I am un¬ 
able to escape to the mountain, lest the evil 
cleave to me, and I have died ; 20 lo, I pray 
thee, this city is near to flee thither, and it is 
little ; let me escape, I pray thee, thither, (is 
it not little?) and my soul doth live.’ 

21 And he saith unto him, 4 Lo, I have ac¬ 
cepted thy face also for this thing, without 
overthrowing the city for which thou hast 
spoken ; 22 haste, escape thither, for I am 
not able to do anything till thine entering 
thither therefore hath die calleth the name 
of the city Zoar. 

a The sun hath gone out on the earth, and 
Lot hath entered into Zoar. 24 and Jehovah 
hath rained upon Sodom and upon Gomorrah 
brimstone ana fixe from Jehovah, from the 
heavens; 25 and He overthroweth these cities, 
and all the circuit, and all the inhabitants of 
the cities, and that which is shooting up from 
the ground. 26 And his wife looketh expect- 
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ingly from behind him, and. she is—a pillar of 
salt I 

r And Abraham riseth early in the morning, 
unto the place where he hath stood before the 
face of Jehovah; 28 and he looketh on the 
face of Sodom and Gomorrah, and on all the 
face of the land of the circuit, and seeth, and 
lo, the smoke of the land went up as smoke of 
the furnace. 

29 And it cometh to pass, in God’s destroying 
the cities of the circuit, that God remember- 
eth Abraham, and sendeth Lot out of the 
midst of the overthrow in the overthrowing 
of the cities in which Lot dwelt. 

30 And Lot goeth up out of Zoar, and dwell- 
etli in the mountain, and his two daughters 
with him, for he hath been afraid of dwelling 
in Zoar, and he dwelleth in a cave, he and his 
two daughters. 

31 And the first-born saith unto the younger, 

1 Our father is old, and a man there is not in 
the earth to come in unto us, as is the way of 
all the earth ; 32 come, we cause our father 
to drink wine, and lie with him, and preserve 
from our father—a seed. ’ 

33 And they cause their father to drink wine 
ou that night; and the first-born goeth in, 
and lieth with her father, and he hath not 
known in her lying down, or in her rising up. 

34 And it cometh to pass, on the morrow, 
that the first-born saith unto the younger, 

1 Lo, I have lain yesterday-night with my 
father: we cause him to drink wine also 
to-night, and go thou in, lie with him, and 
ve preserve from our father—a seed.’ 38 And 
they cause their father to drink wine on that 
night also, and the younger riseth and lieth 
with him, and he hath not known in her lying 
down, or in her rising up. 

30 And the two daughters of Lot conceive 
from their father, 37 and the first-born beareth 
a son, and calleth his name Moab; he is father 
of Moab unto this day ; 38 as to the younger, 
she also hath born a son, and calleth his name 
Ben-Ammi: he is father of the Beni-Ammou 
unto this day, 

XX 1 AND Abraham journeyeth from 
thence toward the land of the south, and 
dwelleth between Kadesh and Shur, and so- 
journeth in Gerar; 2 and Abraham saith con¬ 
cerning Sarah his wife, ‘She is my sister;’ 
and Abimelech king of Gerar sendeth and 
taketh Sarah. 

3 And God cometh in unto Abimelech in a 
dream of the night, and saith to him, ‘Lo, 
thou art a dead man, because of the woman 
whom thou hast taken—and she married to a 
husband.’ 

4 And Abimelech hath not drawn near un¬ 
to her, and lie saith, * LorcL also a righteous 
nation dost thou slay? 5 hath not he himself 
said to me, She is my sister! and she, even 
she herself, said. He is my brother; in the 
integrity of my heart, and in the innocency 
of iry hands, I have done this.’ 

6 And God saith unto him in the dream, 
‘Yea, I—I have known that in the integrity 
of thy heart thou hast done this, and I with¬ 
hold thee, even I, from sinning against Me; 
therefore I have not suffered thee to come 
against her ; 7 and now send back the man’s 
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wife, for he w inspired, and he doth pray for 
thee, and live thou; and if thou do not send 
back, know that dying thou dost die, thou, 
and all that thou hast.’ 

0 And Abimelech riseth early in the morn¬ 
ing, and calleth for all his servants, and 
speaketh all these words in their ears; and 
the men fear exceedingly ; and 9 Abimelech 
calleth for Abraham, and saith to him, 'What 
hast thou done to us? and what have 1 sinned 
against thee, that thou hast brought upon 
me, and upon my kingdom, a great sin? works 
which are not done thou hast done with 
me.’ 10 Abimelech also saith unto Abraham, 
‘What hast thou seen that thou hast done 
this thing?’ 

11 And Abraham saith, * Because I said, 
' Surely the fear of God is not in this place, 
and they have slain me for the Bake of my 
wife ; 19 and also, truly she is my sister, 
daughter of my father, only not daughter of 
my mother, and she becometh my wife ; 
13 and it cometh to pass, when God hath 
caused me to wander from my father’s house, 
that I say to her, This is thy kindness which 
thou dost with me: at every place whither 
we come, say of me, He is my brother.’ 

14 And Abimelech taketh sheep and oxen, 
and servants and handmaids, and giveth to 
Abraham, and sendeth back to him Sarah 
his wife; 18 and Abimelech saith, ‘Lo, my 
land is before thee, where it is good in thinf 
eyes, dwell; ’ 10 and to Sarah he hath said, 
‘Lo, I have given a thousand silverlings ta 
thy brother; lo, it is to thee a covering of 
eves, to all who are with theeand by all 
this she is reasoned with. 

17 And Abraham prayeth unto God, and 
God healeth Abimelech and his wife, and his 
handmaids, and they bear: 10 for Jehovah 
restraining had restrained eveiy womb of the 
house of Abimelech, because ot Sarah, Abra¬ 
ham’s wife. 

XXL J AND Jehovah hath looked after 
Sarah as He hath said, and Jehovah doth to 
Sarah as He hath spoken ; 2 and Sarah con- 
ceiveth, and beareth a son to Abraham, to 
his old age, at the appointed time that God 
hath spoken of with him ; 3 and Abraham 
calleth the name of his son who is born to 
him, whom Sarah hath born to him—Isaac; 
4 and Abraham circuinciseth Isaac his son, 
being a eon of eight days, as God hath com¬ 
manded him. 

8 And Abraham is a son of a hundred years 
in Isaac his son being born to him, 8 and Sarah 
saith, 4 God hath made laughter for me; every 
one who is hearing laugheth for me.' 7 She 
saith also, 'Who hath said to Abraham, 
Sarah hath suckled sons, that I have born 
a son for his old age?’ 

8 And the lad groweth, and is weaued, and 
Abraham maketh a great banquet in the day 
of Isaac's being weaned; B and Sarah seeth 
the son of Hagar the Egyptian, whom she 
hath borne to Abraham, mocking, 10 and shf- 
saith to Abraham, 4 Cast out this handmaid 
and her Bon; for the son of this handmaid 
hath no possession with my Bon—with 
Isaac.’ 

u And the thing is very wrong in the eyes 
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of Abraham, for his son’s sake ; 12 and God 
aaith unto Abraham, 4 Let it not be wrong in 
thine eyes because of the youth, and because 
of thy handmaid: all that Sarah saith unto 
thee—hearken to her voice, for in Isaac is a 
seed called to thee. 13 As to the son of the 
handmaid also, for a nation I set him, because 
he is thy seed.’ 

14 And Abraham riseth early in the morn¬ 
ing. and taketh bread, and a bottle of water, 
and giveth unto Hagar (placing it on her 
shoulder), also the lad, and sendeth her out; 
and she goeth on, and goetli astray in the 
wilderness of Beer-Sheba; 15 and the water is 
consumed from the bottle, and she placeth 
the lad under one of the shrubs. 

16 And she goeth and sitteth by herself over- 
against, afar off, about a bow-shot, for she 
said, 4 Let me not look on the death of the 
lad and she sitteth over-against, and lifteth 
up her voice, and weepeth. 

17 And God hearcth the voice of the youth; 
and the messenger of God calleth unto Hagar 
from the heavens, and saith to her, 4 What to 
thee, Hagar? fear not; for God hath hearkened 
unto the voice of the youth where he is.- 18 rise, 
lift up the youth, and lay hold on him with 
thy hand, for for a great nation I set him.’ 

« And God openeth her eyes, and she seeth 
a well of water, and she goeth and filleth the 
bottle with water, and causeth the youth to 
drink; 20 and God is with the youth, and he 
groweth, and dwelleth in the wilderness, and 
is an archer; 21 and he dwelleth in the wild¬ 
erness of Paran, and his mother taketh for 
him a wife from the land of Egypt. 

2:1 And it cometh to pass at that time that 
Abimelech speaketh—Phichol also, head of 
his host—unto Abraham, saying, 4 God is with 
thee in all that thou art doing; 23 and now, 
swear to me by God here: thou dost not 
lie to me, or to my continuator, or to my suc¬ 
cessor; according to the kindness which I 
have done with thee thou dost with me, and 
with the land in which thou hast sojourned.’ 
24 And Abraham saith, 1 1—I do swear.’ 

25 And Abraham reasoned with Abimelech 
concerning the matter of a well of water which 
Abimelecn’s servants have taken violently 
away, 26 and Abimelech saith, 4 1 have not 
known who hath done this thing, and even 
thou didst not declare to me, and I also, I 
have not heard save to-day.’ 

27 And Abraham taketh sheep and oxen, 
and giveth to Abimelech, and they make, both 
of them, a covenant; 88 and Abraham setteth 
seven lambs of the flock by themselves. 
29 And Abimelech saith unto Abraham, 4 What 
are they—these seven lambs which thou hast 
set by themselves?’ 30 And he saith, ‘For 
—the seven lambs thou dost accept from my 
hand, so that it becometh a witness for me 
that I have digged this well; ’ 31 therefore hath 
he called that place ‘Beer-Sheba,’ for there 
have both of them sworn. 

32 And they make a covenant in Beer-Sheba, 
and Abimelech riseth—Phichol also, head of 
his host—and they turn back unto the land 
of the Philistines ; 33 and A braham plantetb 
a tamarask in Beer-Sheba, and preacheth 
there in the name of Jehovah, God age-during; 


34 aud Abraham sojourueth in the land of the 
Philistines many days. 

XXI1. 1 AND it cometh to pass after these 
things that God hath tried Abraham, and 
saith unto him, ‘Abraham;’ and he saith, 
‘Here am I.* 2 And He saith, ‘Take, I pray 
thee, thy son, thine only one, whom thou Last 
loved, even Isaac, and go for thyself unto the 
land of Moriah, and cause him to ascend there 
for a burnt-offering on one of the mountains 
of which I speak unto thee.’ 

3 And Abraham riseth early in the morning, 
and saddleth his ass, and taketh two of his 
yoimg men with him, and Isaac his son, aud 
he cleaveth the wood of the burnt-offering, 
and riseth and goeth unto the place of which 
God hath spoken to him. 

4 On the third day—Abraham lifteth up his 
eyes, and seeth the place from afar; ^and 
Abraham saith unto his yoimg men, 4 Remain 
by yourselves here with the ass, and I and the 
youth go yonder and worship, and turn back 
unto you. 

b 'And Abraham taketh the wood of the 
burnt-offering, and placeth on Isaac his son, 
and he taketh in his hand the fire, and the 
knife; and they go on both of them together. 

7 And Isaac speaketh unto Abraham his 
father, and saith, ‘My father,’ and he saith, 

4 Here am I, my son.’ And he saith, 4 Lo, the 
fire and the wood, and where the lamb for a 
burnt-offei'in"?’ 8 and Abraham saith, ‘God 
doth provide for Himself the lamb for a burnt- 
offering, my eon; ’ and they go on both of them 
together. 

3 And they come in unto the place of which 
God hath spoken to him, and there Abraham 
buildeth the altar, and arrangetli the wood, 
and bindeth Isaac his son, and placeth him 
upon the altar above the wood; 40 and Abra¬ 
ham putteth forth his hand, aud taketh the 
knife—to slaughter his son, 

11 And the messenger of Jehovah calleth 
unto him from the heavens, and saith, 4 Abra¬ 
ham, Abraham;’ and he saith, ‘Here am I;’ 
V2 and He saith, 4 Put not forth thine hand 
unto the youth, nor do anything to him, for 
now I have known that thou art fearing God, 
and hast not withheld thy son, thine only one, 
from Me.’ 

13 And Abraham lifteth up his eyes, aud 
looketh, and lo, a ram behind, seized in a 
thicket by its horns; and Abraham goeth, and 
taketh the ram, and causeth it to ascend for 
a burnt-offering instead of his son; 14 and 
Abraham calleth the name of that place 4 Je¬ 
hovah-Jireh,’ because it is said this day in the 
mount, 4 Jehovah doth provide.’ 

10 And the messenger of Jehovah calleth 
unto Abraham a second time from the heavens, 
16 and saith, ‘By Myself I have sworn—the 
affirmation of Jehovah—that because thou 
hast done this thing, and hast not withheld 
thy son, thine only one— 17 that blessing I bless 
thee, and multiplying 1 multiply thy seed as 
stars of the heavens, and as sand which is on 
the sea-shore; and thy seed doth possess the 
gate of his enemies; 18 and blessed themselves 
in thy seed have all nations of the earth, 
because that thou hast hearkened to My 
voice.* 
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u And Abraham turneth back unto his 
young men, and they rise and go together 
unto Beer-Sheba; and Abraham awellcth in 
Beer-Sheba. 

* And it cometh to pass after these things 
that it is declared to Abraham, saying. 4 Lo, 
Milcah hath borne, even she, sons to Nahor 
thy brother: 41 Huz his first-born, and Buz his 
brother; and Kemuel father of Aram, 24 and 
Chesed, and Hazo, and Pildash, and Jidlaph, 
and Bethuel; 23 and Bethuel hath begotten 
Rebekah; 1 these eight hath Milcah borne to 
Nahor, Abraham’s brother ; 24 and his con¬ 
cubine, whose name is Reumah, she also hath 
borne Tebah, and Gaham, and Tahash, and 
Maachah. 

XXIII. J AND the life of Sarah is a hun¬ 
dred and twenty and seven years—years of 
the life of Sarah; 2 and Sarah dieth in Kir- 
jath-Arba, which is Hebron, in the land of 
Caanan, and Abraham goeth in to mourn for 
Sarah, and to bewail her. 

3 And Abraham riseth up from the presence 
of his dead, and speaketh unto the sons of 
Heth, saying, 4 ‘ A sojourner and a settler I 
am with you; give to me a possession of a 
burying-piace with you, and I bury my dead 
from before me.’ 

5 And the sons of Heth answer Abraham, 
Baying to him, 6 ‘ Hear us, my lord; a prince 
of God arUthou in our midst; in the choice of 
our burying-places bury thy dead: none of us 
his burying-place doth withhold from thee, 
from burying thy dead.’ 

7 And Abraham riseth and boweth himself 
to the people of the land, to the sons of Heth, 

8 and he speaketh with them, saying, 1 If it is 
our desire to bury my dead from before me, 
ear me, and meet for me with Ephron, son 
of Zoar- 9 and he giveth to me tne cave of 
Machpelah, which he hath, which is in the 
extremity of his field; for full money doth he 
give it to me, in your midst, for a possession 
of a burying-place.’ 

10 And Ephron is sitting in the midst of the 
sons of Heth, and Ephron the Hittite an- 
swereth Abraham in the ears of the sons of 
Heth, of all those entering the gate of his 
city, saying, 11 ‘Nay, my lord, hear me: the 
field I have given to thee, and the cave that 
is in it, to thee I have given it; before the 
eyes of the sons of my people I have given it 
to thee—bury thy dead. 

12 And Abraham boweth himself before the 
people of the land, 13 and speaketh unto 
Ephron in the ears of the people of the land, 
saying, ‘ Only—if thou wouldst hear me—I 
have given the money of the field—accept 
from me, and I bury my dead there. ’ 

14 And Ephron answereth Abraham, saying 
to him, 15 *My lord, hear me: the land—four 
hundred shekels of silver: between me and 
thee, what is it?—thy dead bury.’ 

10 And Abraham hearkeneth unto Ephron, 
and Abraham weigheth to Ephron the silver 
wliich he hath spoken of in the ears of the 
sons of Heth, four hundred silver shekels, 
passing with the merchant. 

17 And established are the field of Ephron, 
which w in Machpelah, which is before Mamre. . 
the field and the cave which is in it, and all 
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the trees wliich are in the field, which are in 
all its border round about, ia to Abraham by 
purchase, before the eyes of the sons of Hetli, 
among all entering the gate of his city. 

19 And after this hath Abraham buried 
Sarah his wife at the cave of the field of 
Machpelah before Mamre (which is Hebron), 
in the land of Canaan ; 20 and established are 
the field, and the cave which is in it, to Abra¬ 
ham for a possession of a burying-place, from 
the sons of Heth. 

XXIV. 1 AND Abraham is old, he hath 
entered into days, and Jehovah hath blessed 
Abraham in all things; 2 and Abraham saith 
unto his servant, the eldest of his house, who 
is ruling over all that he hath, * Put, I pray 
thee, thy hand under my thigh, 3 and I cause 
thee to swear by Jehovah, Goa of the heavens, 
and God of the earth, that thou dost not take 
a wife for my son from the daughters of the 
Canaanite, in the midst of whom I am dwell 
ing; 4 but unto my land and unto mv kindred 
dost thou go, and hast taken a wife for my 
son, for Isaac.’ 

6 And the servant saith unto him, 1 It may 
be the woman is not willing to come after me 
unto this land; do 1 at all cause thy son to 
turn back unto the land from whence thou 
earnest out?' 

0 And Abraham saith unto him, ‘Take 
heed to thvself, lest thou cause my son to 
turn back thither; 7 Jehovah, God of the hea¬ 
vens, who hath taken me from the house of 
my father, and from the land of my birth, 
and who hath spoken to me. and who hath 
sworn to me, saying, To tny seed I give 
this land, He doth send His messenger be¬ 
fore thee, and thou hast taken a wife for my 
son from thence ; B and if the woman he not 
willing to come after thee, then thou hast 
been acquitted from this mine oath : only 
my son thou dost not cause to turn back 
thither.’ 

9 And the servant putteth his hand under 
the thigh of Abraham his lord, and sweareth 
to him concerning this matter. 

10 And the servant taketh ten camels of 
the camels of his lord and goeth, also of all 
the goods of his lord in his hand, and he 
riseth, and goeth unto Aram-Naharaim. unto 
the city of Nahor ; 11 and he causetn the 
camels to kneel at the outside of the city, at 
the well of water, at even-time, at the time 
of the coming out of the women who draw 
water. 

13 And he saith, * Jehovah, God of my lord 
Abraham, cause to meet, I pray Thee, be¬ 
fore me this day—(and do kindness with my 
lord Abraham; 13 lo, I am standing by the 
fountain of water, and daughters of the men 
of the city are coming out to draw water; 
14 and it hath been, the young person unto 
whom I say, Incline, I pray thee, thy pit¬ 
cher, and I drink, aud she hath said, Drink, 
and I water also thy camels)—her Thou hast 
decided for Thv servant, for Isaac ; and by it 
I know that Thou hast done kindness with 
my lord.’. 

~ And it cometh to pass, before he hath 
finished speaking, that lo, Rebekah (who 
was born to Bethuel, son of Milcah, wife of 
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Nahor, brother of Abraham) is coming out, 
and her pitcher on her shoulder, l,: and the 
young person is of very good appearance, a 
virgin, and a man hath not known her; and 
she goeth down to the fountain, and filleth 
her pitcher, and cometh up. 

17 And the servant runneth to meet her, 
and saith, * Let me -swallow, I pray thee, a 
little water 3 from thy pitcher; ’ and she 
saith, ‘ Drink, my lord; ’ and she hasteth, 
and letteth down her pitcher upon her hand, 
and giveth him drink. 

19 And she finisheth giving him drink, and 
saith, * Also for thy camels I draw till they 
have finished drinking 20 and she hasteth, 
and emptieth her pitcher into the drinking- 
trough, and runneth again unto the well to 
draw, and draweth for all his camels. 

21 And the man, wondering at her, remain- 
eth silent, to know whether Jehovah hath 
made his way prosperous or not. 

22 And it cometh to pass when the camels 
have finished drinking, that the man taketh 
a golden ring (whose weight is a bekah), and 
two bracelets for her hands (whose weight is 
ten bekahs of gold), 23 and saith, ‘whose 
daughter art thou ? declare to me, I pray 
thee, is the house of thy father a place for us 
to lodge in?’ 

2-1 And she saith unto him, ‘I am daughter 
of Bethuel, son of Milcah, whom she hath 
borne to Nahor.’ 25 She saith also unto him, 
‘Both straw and provender are abundant 
with us, also a place to lodge in.’ 

2(i Ana the man boweth, and doth obeis- 
ince to Jehovah, 27 and saith, ‘Blessed is Je- 
novah, God of my lord Abraham, who hath 
not left off His kindness and His tfuth with 
ray lord;—I being in the way, Jehovah hath 
led me to the house of my lords brethren.’ 

28 And the young person runneth, and de- 
clareth to the house of her mother according 
to these words. 29 And Rebekah hath a 
brother, and his name is Laban, and Laban 
rnnnetli unto the man who is without, unto 
the fountain; 30 yea, it cometh to pass, when 
lie seeth the ring, and the bracelets on the 
hands of his sister, and when he heareth the 
words of Rebekah his sister, saying, ‘Thus 
hath the man spoken unto me,’ that he 
cometh in unto the man, and lo, he is stand¬ 
ing by the camels by the fountain. 31 And he 
saith, * Come in, 0 blessed one of Jehovah, 
why standest thou without, and I—I have 
prepared the house and place for the camels!’ 

32 And he bringeth in the man into the 
house, and looseth the camels, and giveth 
straw and provender for the camels, and 
water to wash his feet, and the feet of the 
men who are with him: 33 and setteth before 
him to eat; but he saith, ‘I do noteat till 
I have spoken my wordand he saith, 
‘Speak.’ 

** And he saith, ' I am Abraham’s servant; 
15 and Jehovah hath blessed my lord exceed¬ 
ingly, and he is great; and He giveth to him 
flock, and herd, and silver, and gold, and 
men-servants, and maid-servants, and camels, 
and asses; 36 and Sarah, my lord’s wife, bear- 
eth a son to my lord, after she hath been 
aged, and he giveth to him all that he hath. 


37 ‘And mv lord causeth me to swear, say¬ 
ing, Thou dost not take a wife to my son 
from the daughters of the Canaanite, in 
whose land I am dwelling. 38 If not—unto 
the house of my father thou dost go, and unto 
my family, and thou hast taken a wife for 
my son. 

39 ‘ And I say unto my lord, It may be the 
woman doth not come after me ; 40 and he 
saith unto me, Jehovah, before whom I have 
walked habitually, doth send His messenger 
with thee, and hath prospered tby way, and 
thou hast taken a wife for my son from my fa¬ 
mily, and from the house of my father; 41 then 
art tnou acquitted from my oath, when thou 
comest unto my family, and if they give not 
one to thee; then thou hast been acquitted 
from my oath. 

42 ‘And I come to-day unto the fountain, 
and I say, Jehovah, God of my lord Abra¬ 
ham, if Thou art, I pray Thee, making pros¬ 
perous my way iu which I am going— 43 (lo, 1 
am standing by the fountain of water), then 
the virgin who is coming out to draw, and I 
have said unto her, Let me drink, 1 pray 
thee, a little water from thy pitcher, 44 and 
she hath said unto me, Both drink thou, and 
also for thy camels I draw—she i9 the woman 
whom Jehovah hath decided for my lord’s 
son. 

46 ‘ Before I finish speaking unto my heart, 
then lo, Rebekah is coming out, and her 
pitcher on her shoulder, and she goeth down 
to the fountain, and draweth ; and l say 
unto her. Let me drink, I pray thee, 46 anti 
she hasteth aud letteth down her pitcher 
from off her, aud saith. Drink, and thy 
camels also I water; and I drink, and the 
camels also she hath watered. 

47 ‘And I ask her, and say, Whose daugh¬ 
ter art thou ? and she saith, Daughter of 
Bethuel, son of Nahor, whom Milcah hath 
borne to him. and I put the ring on her nose, 
and the bracelets on her hands, 48 and I bow, 
and do obeisance before Jehovah, and I bless 
Jehovah, God of my lord Abraham, who hath 
led me in the true way to receive the daugh¬ 
ter of my lord’s brother for his son. 

49 ‘And now, if ye are dealing kindly and 
truly with my lord, declare to me; aud if 
not, declare to me ; and I turn unto the right 
or unto the left.’ 

60 And Laban answereth—Bethuel also— 
and they say, ‘The thing hath gone out from 
Jehovah; we are not able to speak unto thee 
bad or good; 61 lo, Rebekah is before thee, 
take and go, and she is a wife to thy lord's 
son, as Jehovah hath spoken.’ 

62 And it cometh to pass, when the servant 
of Abraham hath heard their words, that he 
boweth him self towards the earth before Je¬ 
hovah; 63 and the servant taketh out vessels 
of silver, and vessels of gold, and garments, 
and giveth to Rebekah; precious things also 
he hath given to her brother and to her 
mother. 

34 And they eat and drink, he and the men 
who are with him, and lodge all night: and 
they rise in the morning, and he saith, ‘Send 
me to my lord;’ 65 and her brother saith—her 
mother also—‘Let the young person abid* 
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with us a week or ten days, afterwards doth 
she jjo.’ 

M And he saith unto them, ‘ Do not delay me. 
seeing Jehovah hath prospered my way; send 
me away, and I go to my lord 57 and they 
say, ‘Let us call for the young person, and 
ask at her mouth;’ 38 and they call for Re¬ 
bekah, and say unto her, 4 Dost thou go with 
this man?’ ana she saith, ‘I go.’ 

w And they send away Rebekah their sis¬ 
ter, and her nurse, and Abraham’s servant, 
and his men; 60 and they bless Rebekah, aud 
say to her, ‘Thou art our sister; become thou 
thousands of myriads, and thy seed doth pos¬ 
sess the gate of those hating it.’ 

61 And Rebekah and her young women 
arise, and ride on the camels, and go after 
the man ; and the servant taketh Rebekah 
and goeth. 

02 And Isaac hath come in from the entrance 
of the Well of the Living One, my Beholder; 
and he is dwelling in the land of the south, 
63 and Isaac goeth out to meditate in the 
field, at the turning of the evening, and he 
lifteth up his eyes, and looketh, and lo, 
camels are coming. 

04 And Rebekah lifteth up her eyes, and 
seeth Isaac, and alighteth from off the camel; 
63 and she saith unto the servant, ‘ Who is 
this man who is walking in the field to meet 
ns?’ and the servant saith, ‘ It is my lord ; ’ 
and she taketh the veil, and covereth her¬ 
self. 

“And the servant recounteth to Isaac all 
the things that he hath done, 07 and Isaac 
bringeth her in unto the tent of Sarah his 
mother, and he taketh Rebekah, and she 
becometh his wife, and he loveth her, and 
Isaac is comforted after the death of his 
mother. 

XXV. 1 AND Abraham addeth and taketh 
a wife, and her name is Keturah ; - and she 
bearetn to him Zimran, and Jokshan. and 
Medan, and Midian, and Ishbak, and Snuah. 

3 And Jokshan hath begotten Sheba and 
Dedan; and the sons of Dedan were As- 
shurim, and Let us him, and Leummim • 4 and 
the sons of Midian are Ephah, and Epher, 
and Hanoch, aud Abidah, aud Eldaah: all 
these are sons of Keturah. 

6 And Abraham giveth all that he hath to 
Isaac; fl and to the sons of the concubines 
whom Abraham hath, Abraham hath given 
gifts, and sendeth them away from Isaac his 
son (in his being yet alive) eastward, unto 
the east country. 

7 And these are the days of the years of the 
life of Abraham, which ne lived, a hundred 
and seventy ana five years; 8 and Abraham 
expireth, and dieth in a good old age, aged 
and satisfied, and is gathered unto his people. 

9 And Isaac and Ishmael his sons bury him 
at the cave of Machpelah, at the field of 
Ephron, son of Zoar the Hittite, which is 
before Mamre— 10 the field which Abraham 
bought from the sons of Heth—there hath 
Abraham been buried, and Sarah his wife. 

11 And it cometh to pass after the death 
of Abraham, that God blesseth Isaac his son ; 
and Isaac dwelleth by the Well of the Living 
One, my Beholder. 


12 And these are births of Ishmael, Abra¬ 
ham’s son, whom Hagar the Egyptian, Sarah’s 
handmaid, hath borne to Abraham; 13 and 
these are. the names of the sons of Ishmael, 
by their names, according to their births: 
first-born of Ishmael, Nebajoth ; and Kedar, 
and Adbeel, and Mibsam, 14 and Mishma, 
and Duraah, and Massa, * Hada^and Tema, 
Jetur, Naphish, and Kedemah: 16 these are 
sons of Ishmael, and these their names, by 
their villages, and bv their towers; twelve 
princes according to their peoples. 

17 And these are the years of the life of 
Ishmael, a hundred and. thirty and seven 
years; and he expireth, and aieth, and is 
gathered unto his people; 18 and they taber¬ 
nacle from Havilah unto Shur, which is 
before Egypt, in thy going towards Asshur; 
in the presence of all his brethren hath he 
fallen. 

13 And these are births of Isaac, Abra¬ 
ham’s son: Abraham hath begotten Isaac; 
20 and Isaac is a son of forty years in liis taking 
Rebekah, daughter of Bethuel the Aramcean, 
from Padan-Aram, sister of Laban the Aram¬ 
aean, to him for a wife. 

21 And Isaac maketh entreaty to Jehovah 
before his wife, for she is barren: and Je¬ 
hovah is entreated of him, and Rebekah his 
wife conceiveth, 22 and the children struggle 
together within her, and she saith, * If it is 
right—why am I thus?’ and she goetli to seek 
Jehovah. 

23 And Jehovah saith to her, ‘Two nations 
are in thy womb, and two peoples from thy 
bowels are parted; and the one people than 
the other people is stronger; and the elder 
doth serve the younger.’ 

24 And her days to bear are fiilfilded, and lo, 
twins are in her womb; 23 and the first cometh 
out all red as a hairy robe, and they call his 
name Esau; 26 and afterwards hath his bro¬ 
ther come out, and his hand is taking hold on 
Esau’s heel, and one calleth his name Jacob; 
and Isaac is a son of sixty years in her bear¬ 
ing them, 

27 Ana the youths grew, and Esau is a man 
acquainted with hunting, a man of the field; 
aua Jacob is a plain man, inhabiting tents; 
- 8 and Isaac loveth Esau, for his hunting is 
in his mouth; and Rebekah is loving Jacob. 

29 And Jacob boileth pottage, and Esau 
cometh in from the field, ana he is weary: 
30 and Esau saith unto Jacob, ‘Let me eat, I 
pray thee, some of this red red thing, for I am 
weary;’ therefore hath one called his name 
Edom [Red\\ 31 and Jacob saith, ‘Sell to-day 
thy birthright to me.’ 

32 And Esau saith, 4 Lo, l am going to die. 
and what is this to me—birthright?’ 33 ana ! 
Jacob saith, ‘Swear to me to-day:’ and he 
sweareth to him, and selleth his birthright to 
Jacob; 34 and Jacob hath given to Esau oread 
and pottage of lentilea, and he eateth, aud 
drink eth, and riseth, and goeth; and Esau de- 
spiseth the birthright. 

XXVI. 1 AND there is a famine in the 
land, besides the first famine which was in 
the days of Abraham, and Isaac goeth unto 
Abimelech king of the Philistines, to Gerar. 

2 And Jehovah appeareth unto him, and 
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saith, ‘ Go not down towards Egypt, taber¬ 
nacle in the land concerning which I speak 
unto thee, 3 sojourn in this land, and I am 
with thee, and bless thee, for to thee and to 
thy seed I give all these lands, and I have 
established the oath which I have sworn to 
A.braham thy father; 4 and I have multiplied 
thy seed as stars of the heavens, and I 
have given to thy seed all these lands: and 
blessed themselves in thy seed have all na¬ 
tions of the earth • 5 because that Abraham 
hath hearkened to My voice, and keepeth My 
charge, My commands, My statutes, and My 
laws.' 

6 And Isaac dwelleth in Gerar; 7 and men 
of the place ask him of his wife, and he saith, 
‘ She is my sister:’ for he hath been afraid to 
say, 4 My wife—lest the men of the place kill 
me for Rebekah, for she is of good appearance.’ 

8 And it cometh to pass, when the days 
have been prolonged tohim there, that Abimc- 
lech king of the Phili.-tines looketh through 
the window, and seeih, and lo, Isaac is play¬ 
ing with Rebekah his wife. 

"And Abimelech calleth for Isaac, and 
saith, ‘ Lo, she is surely thy wife; and how 
hast thou said, She is my sister?’ and Isaac 
saith unto him, * Because I said, Lest I die 
for her.’ 

10 And Abimelech saith, ‘ What is this thou 
hast done to us? as a little thing oue of the 
people had lain with thy wife, and thou hadst 
brought upon us guilt;’ “and Abimelech com- 
manaeth all the people, saying, ‘ He who 
cometh against tins man or against his wife, 
dying doth die.’ 

13 And Isaac soweth in that land, and find- 
eth in that year a hundred-fold, and Jehovah 
blesseth him ; 13 and the man is great, and 
goeth on, going on and becoming great, till 
that he hath been very great, 14 and he bath 
possession of a flock, and possession of a herd, 
and an abundant service- and the Philistiues 
envy him, 15 and all the wells which his 
father’s servants digged in the days of Abra¬ 
ham his father, the Philistines have stopped 
them, and fill them with dust. 

16 And Abimelech saith unto Isaac, * Go 
from us; for thou hast become much mightier 
than we;’ 17 and Isaac goeth from thence, and 
encampeth in the valley of Gerar, and dwell¬ 
eth there; w and Isaac turneth back, and 
diggeth the wells of water which they digged 
in the days of Abraham his father, which the 
Philistines do stop after the death of Abra¬ 
ham, and he calletn to them names according 
to the names which his father called them. 

ls And Isaac’s servants dig in the valley, 
and find there a well of living water, 20 ana 
shepherds of Gerar strive with shepherds of 
Isaac, saying, 4 The water is ours;’ and he 
calleth the name of the well 4 Strife,’ be¬ 
cause they have Btriven habitually with him; 
Sl and they dig another well, and they strive 
also for it, and he calleth its name 4 Hatred.’ 

52 And be removeth from thenee, and dig* 
geth, another well, and they have not striven 
for it, and he calleth its name Enlargements, 
and saith, ‘For—now hath Jehovah given 
enlargement to us, and we have been fruitful 
in the land.’ 


73 And he goeth up from thence to Beer- 
eheba, 24 and Jehovah appeareth unto him 
during that night, and saith, 4 1 am the God 
of Abraham thy father, fear not, for I am 
with the^. and bave blessed thee, and have 
multiplied thy seed, because of Abraham My 
servant; ’ 25 and he buildeth there an altar, 
and preacheth in the name of Jehovah, and 
stretcheth out there his tent, and there Isaac’s 
servants dig a well 

26 And Abimelech hath gone unto him from 
Gerar, and Ahuzzath his friend, and Phichol 
head of his host; 27 and Isaac saith unto them 
‘ Wherefore have ye come unto me. and yc have 
hated me, and ye send me away from you?’ 

And they say, 4 We have certainly seen 
that Jehovab hath been with thee, and we 
say, ‘ Let there be, we pray thee, a.n oath be¬ 
tween us, between us and thee, and let us 
make a covenant with thee; 25 do not evil 
with us, as we have not touched thee, and as 
we have only done good with thee, and send 
thee away in peace; thou art now blessed of 
Jehovah. 

30 And he maketh for them a banquet, and 
they eat and drink, 31 and rise early in the 
morning, and swear one to another, and Isaac 
sendeth them away, and they go from him in 
peace. 

32 And it comctli to pass during that day that 
Isaac’s servants come and declare to him con¬ 
cerning the circumstances of the well which 
they have digged, and say to him, 4 We have 
found water;’ 33 and he calleth it Shebah, 
[oath], therefore the name of the city is Beer- 
Sheba, [well of the oath], unto this day. 

34 Ana Esau is a son of forty years, and he 
taketh a wife, Judith, daughter of Beeri the 
Hittite, and Bashemath, daughter of Elon 
the Hittite, 36 and they are a bitterness of 
spirit to Isaac and to Rebekah. 

XXVII. 1 AND it cometh to pass that Isaac 
is aged, and hi3 eyes are too aim for seeing, 
and he calleth Esau his elder son, and saith 
unto him, 4 My son and he saith unto him, 

‘ Here am I.* 

1 And he saith, ‘ Lo, I pray thee, I have be¬ 
come aged, I have not known the day of my 
death; 3 and now, take up, I pray thee, thy 
instruments, thy quiver, and thy bow, and 
go out to the field, and hunt for me provision, 
*and make for me tasteful things, such as I 
have loved, and bring in to me, and I do eat, 
so that my boiU doth bless thee before I die.’ 

* And Rebekah is hearkening while Isaac is 
speaking unto Esau his son; and Esau goeth 
to the held to hunt provision—to bring in; 
°and Rebekah hath spoken unto Jacob ber 
son, .saying, 4 Lo, I have heard thy father 
speaking unto Esau _ thy brother, saying, 
7 Bring for me provision, and make for me 
tasteful things, and I do eat, and bless thee 
before Jehovah before my death. 

8 ‘And now, my son, hearken to my voice, 
to that which I am commanding thee: n Go, 
I pray thee, unto the flock, and take for me 
from thence two good kids of the goats, and 
I make them tasteful things for thy father, 
such as he hath loved; 10 and thou hast taken 
in to thy father, and he hath eaten, so that 
his bouI doth bless thee before his death. 
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11 And Jacob saitli unto Rebekah liis mother, 

* Lo, Esau iny brother is a hairy man. and I a 
smooth man, 13 it may be my father doth feci 
me. and I have been in his eyes as a deceiver, 
and have brought upon medisesteem, and not 
a blessing;’ 13 and his mother saitli to him, 

* On me thy disesteem, my son; only hearken 
to mv voice, and go, take for me.’ 

14 And he goetli, and taketh, and bringeth 
to his mother, and his mother maketh taste¬ 
ful things, such as his father hath loved; 
13 and Rebekah taketh the desirable gar¬ 
ments of Esau her elder son, which are with 
her in the house, and doth put on Jacob her 
younger son; 10 and the skins of the kids of 
the goats she hath put on his bauds, and on the 
smooth of his neck, 17 and she giveth the 
tasteful tliiDgs, and the bread which she hath 
made, into the hand of Jacob her son. 

18 And he cometh in unto his father, and 
saith, ‘My father;’ and he saitli, ‘Here am 
I; who art thou, my sou?' 19 And Jacob 
saith unto his fatlier, ‘I am Esau thy first¬ 
born; I have done as thou hast spoken unto 
me ; rise, I pray thee, sit, and eat of my pro¬ 
vision, so that thy soul doth bless me.’ 

20 And Isaac saith unto his son, ‘What is 
this thou hast hasted to find, my son?’ and 
he saitli, ‘ That which Jehovah thy God hath 
caused to come before me.’ 

21 And Isaac saith unto Jacob, ‘Come nmh, 
1 pray thee, and I feel thee, my son, whether 
thou art he, my son Esau, or not.’ 

22 And Jacob cometh nigh unto Isaac his 
father, and he feeleth him, aud saith, ‘The 
voice is the voice of Jacob, aud the hands 
hands of Esau.’ 23 And lie hath not dis¬ 
cerned him, for his hands have been hairy, as 
tbe hands of Esau his brother, and lie bless- 
eth him, 24 and saitli, ‘Thou art lie—my sou 
Esau?’ and he saitli, ‘I am.\ 

23 And he saith, 'bring nigh to me, and I 
do eat of my son’s provision, so that my soul 
doth bless thee;’ and he bringeth nigh to 
him, and lie eateth; and he bringeth to him 
wine, aud he drinketh. 

20 Aud Isaac his father saith to him, ‘Come 
nigh, I pray thee, aud kiss me. my son; ’ 
27 and he cometh nigh, and kissetn lnm, and 
he smelleth the fragrance of his garments, 
and blesseth him, and saith, ‘See, the fra¬ 
grance of my son is as the fragrance of a 
held which Jehovah hath blessed: 28 and God 
doth give to thee of the dew of neaven. and 
of the fatness of the earth, and abundance 
of corn and wine; 29 peoples serve thee, and 
nations bow themselves to thee, be thou 
mighty over thy brethren, and the sons of thy 
mother bow themselves to thee; those who 
curse thee are cursed, and those who bless 
thee are blessed.’ 

30 And it cometh to pass, as Isaac hath 
finished blessing Jacob, and Jacob is only 

1 ‘ust going out from the presence of Isaac 
lis father, that Esau his brother hath come 
in from his hunting; 31 and he also maketh 
tasteful things, ana bringeth to his father, 
and saith to his father, 1 Let my father arise, 
and eat of his son’s provision, so that thy 
soul doth bless me.’ 

32 And Isaac his father saith to him, 1 Who 
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art thou?’ and he saith, ‘I am thy eon, tliy 
first-born, Esau i\ 33 and Isaac trembleth a 
very great trembling, and saith, ‘ Who, now, 
w he who hath provided provision, and bring¬ 
eth in to me, and I eat of all before thou 
comest in, and J bless him?—yea, blessed 
is he.’ 

34 When Esau heareth the words of liis 
father, then lie crietli a very great and bitter 
cry, and saitli to bis father, ‘Bless me, me 
.also, O my father;’ 33 and lie saith, ‘Thy 
brother hath come with subtilty, and taketh 
thy blessing.' 

30 Aud he saith, ‘Is it because one called 
liis name Jacob that he doth take me by the 
heel these two times? my birtliright he lmtli 
taken; and lo, now, lie hath taken my bless¬ 
ing ; ’ lie saith also. ‘ Hast thou not kept back 
a blessing for me? 

37 And Isaac auswereth aud saith to Esau, 
' Lo, a mighty one have I set him over thee, 
aud all his brethren have 1 given to him for 
servants, and with corn and wine have I sus¬ 
tained him; aud for thee now, what shall I 
do, my son?’ 

88 And Esau saitli uuto his father, 'One 
blessing hast thou my father? bless me, me 
also, 0 my father;' and Esau lifteth up his 
voice, and weepeth. 

39 And Isaac his father answereth aud saitli 
unto him, 4 Lo, of the fatness of the earth is 
thy dwelling, and of the dew of the heavens 
from above; 40 and by thy sword dost thou 
live, and thy brother dost thou serve ; and it 
hath come to pass when thou ndest, that 
tliou hast broken liis yoke from off thy neck.’ 

41 And Esau hateth Jacob, because of the 
blessing with which his father blessed him, 
aud Esau saith in his heart, ‘The days of 
mourning for my father draw near, and I slay 
Jacob my brother.’ 

42 And the words of Esau her elder sou are 
declared to Rebekah, aud she seudeth and 
calleth for Jacob her younger son, and saith 
unto him, ‘ Lo, Esau thy brother is comfort¬ 
ing himself in regard to thee—to slay thee* 
43 and now, my son, hearken to my voice, and 
rise, flee for thyself unto Laban my brother, 
to Haran, 44 and tliou hast dwelt with him 
some days, till thy brother’s fury turn back, 
43 till thy brother’s anger turn back from thee, 
and he hath forgotten that which thou hast 
done to him, and I have sent and taken thee 
from thence; why am I bereaved even of you 
both the same day?’ 

46 And Rebekah saith uuto Isaac, 1 1 have 
been disgusted with my life because of the 
presence of tbe daughters of Heth; if Jacob 
take a wife of the daughters of Heth, like 
these—from the daughters of the land—why 
do I live?' 

XXVIII. 1 AND Isaac calleth uuto Jacob, 
aud blesseth him, aud commandeth him, and 
saith to him, ‘Thou dost not take a wife of 
the daughters of Caanan ; 2 rise, go to Padau- 
Ararn, to the house of Betlmel. thy mother's 
father, and take for thyself from thence a 
wife, of the daughters of Laban, thv mother’s 
brother* 3 and God Almighty doth bless thee, 
and make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, 
and thou hast become an assembly ofpeoplee; 
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Jacob at Padan-Aram . 


4 and He doth give to thee the blessing of 
Abraham, to thee and to thy seed with thee, 
to cause thee to possess the land of thy eo- 
joumings, which God gave to Abraham.’ 

6 And Isaac sendeth away Jacob, and he 
goeth to Padan-Aram, unto Laban, son of 
Bethuel the Aramaean, brother of Rebekah, 
mother of Jacob and Esau. 

6 And Esau seeth that Isaac hath blessed 
Jacob, and hath sent him to Padan-Aram 
to take to himdelf from thence a wife—in his 
blessing him that he layeth a charge upon 
him, saying, Thou dost not take a wife from 
the daughters of Canaan— 7 that Jacob heark- 
cneth unto his father and unto his mother, 
and goeth to Padan-Aram— 9 and Esau seeth 
that the daughters of Canaan are evil in the 
eyes of Isaac his father, 9 and Esau goeth 
imto Ishmael, and taketh Mahalatli, daugh¬ 
ter of Ishmael, Abraham’s son, sister of 
Nebajoth, unto his wives, to himself, for a 
wife. 

10 And Jacob goeth out from Beer-Sheba, 
and goeth toward Haran, 11 and he toucheth 
at a certain place, and lodgeth there, for the 
sun hath gone in, and he taketh of the stones 
of the place, and maketh them his pillows, 
and lietli down in that place. 

12 And he dreameth, and lo, a ladder set up 
on the earth, and its head is touching the 
heavens; and lo, messengers of God are go¬ 
ing up and coming down by it; 13 and lo, Je¬ 
hovah is standing upon it, and He saith, ‘ I 
am Jehovah, God of Abraham thy father, 
and God of Isaac; the land on which thou 
irt lying, to thee I give it, and to thy seed; 
M ana thy seed hath been as the dust of the 
/and, and thou hast broken forth westward, 
and eastward, and northward, and south¬ 
ward. and all families of the ground have 
been blessed in thee and in th} f seed. 

13 ‘ And lo, I am with thee, and have kept 
thee whithersoever thou goest, and have 
caused thee to turn back unto this ground ; 
for I leave thee not till that I have surely 
done that which I have spoken to thee.’ 

10 And Jacob awaketh out of his sleep, and 
saith, ‘ Surely Jehovah is in this place, and I 
knew not 17 and he feareth, and saith, ‘ How 
fearful is this place; this is nothing but a 
house of God, and this a gate of the heavens.’ 

18 And Jacob riseth early in the morning, 
uud taketh the stone which he hath made 
his pillows, and maketh it a standing pillar, 
and poureth oil upon its top, 10 and he call* 
etli the name of that place Bethel, [house of 
GodL and yet, Luz is the name of the city at 
the first. 

20 And Jacob vowetli a vow, saying, ‘See¬ 
ing God is with me, and hath kept me in 
this way which I am going, and hath given to 
me bread to eat, and a garment to put on— 
21 when I have tinned back in peace unto the 
house of my father, and Jehovah hath be¬ 
come my God, 22 then this stone which I 
have made a standing pillar is a house of 
God. and all that Thou dost give to me—tith¬ 
ing I tithe to Thee.’ 

XXIX. 1 ANH Jacob lifteth up his feet, 
and goeth towards the land of the sons of 
the east; * and he looketh, and lo, a well in 


the field, and lo, there three droves of a flock 
crouching by it, for from that well they 
water the droves, and the great stone is on 
the mouth of the well. 

3 (When thither have all the droves been 
gathered, and they have rolled the stone from 
off the mouth of the well, and have watered 
the flock, then they have turned back the 

j stone on the mouth of the well to its place.) 

4 And Jacob saith to them, ‘My brethren, 
from whence are ye?’ and they say, ‘We 
are from Haran.’ 5 And he saith to them, 
‘Have ye known Laban, son of Nahor?’ and 
they say, ‘We have known.’ 6 And he saith 
to them, ‘Hath he peace?* and they say, 
‘Peace; and lo, Rachel his daughter is com¬ 
ing with the flock.* 

7 And he saith, ‘Lo, the day is still great, 
it is not time for the cattle to be gathered; 
water ye the flock, ancl go, delight your¬ 
selves.’ 8 And they say, 'We are not able, 
till that all the droves be gathered together, 
and they have rolled away the stone from 
the mouth of the well, and we have watered 
the flock.’ 

D He is yet speaking with them, and Rachel 
hath come with the flock which her father 
hath, for she is shepherdess; 10 and it com- 
eth to pass when Jacob hath seen Rachel, 
daughter of Laban bis mother’s brother, and 
the flock of Laban his mother’s brother, that 
Jacob cometh nigh and rolleth the stone 
from off the mouth of the well, and watereth 
the flock of Laban his mother’s brother. 

11 And Jacob kisseth Rachel, and lifteth 
up his voice, and weepeth, 12 and Jacob de- 
clareth to Rachel that he is her father’s 
brother, and that he w Rebekah’s son, and 
she runneth and declareth to her father. 

13 And it cometh to pass, when Laban liear- 
eth the report of Jacoo his sister’s son, that 
he runneth to meet him, and embraceth him, 
and kisseth him, and bringeth him in unto 
his house ; and lie recounteth to Laban all 
these things, 14 and Laban saith to him, 
‘Only my bone and my flesh art thou ; ’ and 
he dwelleth with him a month of days. 

13 And Laban saith to Jacob, ‘Is it because 
thou art my brother that thou hast served 
me for nought? declare to me what is thy 
hire.’ 18 And Laban hath two daughters, the 
name of the elder is Leah, and the name of 
the younger Rachel, 17 and the eyes of Leah 
are tender, and Rachel hath been fair of 
form and fair of appearance. 

18 And Jacob loveth Rachel, and saith, ‘I 
serve thee seven years for Rachel thy younger 
daughter : * 19 and Laban saith, ‘ It is better 
for me to give her to thee than to give her 
to another man; dwell with me ;* 20 and Jacob 
serveth for Racbel seven years; and they are 
in his eyes as some days, because of his lov¬ 
ing her. 

sl And Jacob saith unto Laban, ‘Give up 
my wife, for my days have been fulfilled, ana 
I go in unto lier ; ’ 23 and Laban gathereth all 
the men of the place, and maketh a banquet. 
23 And it cometh to pass in the evening, that 
he taketh Leah, his daughter, and bringeth 
her in unto him, and he goeth in unto her; 
84 and Laban giveth to her Zilpah, his maid- 
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servant, to Leah his daughter, a maid-ser¬ 
vant. 

53 And it cometh to pass in the morning, 
that lo, it is Leah ; and he saith unto Laban, 
‘ What is this thou hast done to me ? for Ra¬ 
chel have I not served with thee ? and why 
hast thou deceived me?’ 

26 And Laban saith, 1 It is not done so in 
our place, to give the younger before the 
first-born ; ^fulfil the week of this one, and 
we give to thee also this one, for the service 
which thou dost serve with me yet seven 
other years.’ 

13 And Jacob doth so, and fulfilletli the 
week of this one, and he giveth to him Rachel 
Ids daughter, to him for a wife; 29 and Laban 
giveth to Rachel his daughter Bilhali his 
maid servant, for a maid-servant to her. 
30 And he goeth in also unto Rachel, and lie 
also loveth Rachel more than Leah; and he 
serveth with him yet seven other years. 

31 And Jehovah seeth that Leah wthe hated 
one, and He openeth her womb, and Rachel 
is barren; 32 and Leah conceiveth, and beareth 
a son, and calleth his name Reuben, for she 
said, ‘Because Jehovah hath looked on mine 
affliction; because now doth my husband love 
me.’ 

33 And she conceiveth again, and beareth 
a son, and saith, ‘Because Jehovah hath 
heard that I am the hated one, He also giv¬ 
eth to me even this one; 1 and she calleth his 
name Simeon. 

34 And she conceiveth again, and beareth 
a son,. and saith, ‘Now is the time, my hus¬ 
band is joined unto me, because I have born 
to him three sons,’ therefore hath one called 
his name Levi. 

33 And she conceiveth again, and beareth 
a son, and saitli this time, ‘I praise Jehovah ; ’ 
therefore hath she called his name Judah ; 
and she ceaseth from bearing. 

XXX. *AND Rachel seeth that she hath 
not borne to Jacob, and Rachel is envious of 
her sister, and saith unto Jacob, ‘Give me 
sons, and if there is none—I die.’ 2 And 
Jacob's anger bumeth against Rachel, and he 
saith, ‘Am I in stead of God who hath with¬ 
held from thee the fruit of the womb ?’ 

3 And she saith, * Lo, my handmaid Bilhah, 
go in unto her, and she doth bear on my 
knees, and I am built up, even I, from lier;* 
4 and she giveth to him Bilhah her maid-ser¬ 
vant for a wife, and Jacob goeth in unto her; 
8 and Bilhah conceiveth, and beareth to Jacob 
a son, 8 and Rachel saith, ‘God hath de¬ 
cided for me, and also hath hearkened to my 
voice, and giveth to me a eon;’ therefore bath 
she called his name Dan. 

7 And Bilhah, Raehel’e maid-servant, con¬ 
ceiveth again, and beareth a second son to 
Jacob, 8 and Rachel saith, ‘With wrestlings 
of God I have wrestled with my sister, yea, 
I have prevailed and she calleth his name 
Napthali. 

2 And Leah seeth that she hath ceased from 
bearing, and she taketh Zilpah her maid¬ 
servant, and giveth her to Jacob for a wife; 
10 and Zilpah, Leah’s maid-servant, beareth 
to Jacob a son, 11 and Leah saith, * A troop 
is comingand she calleth liis name Gad. 
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12 And Zilpah, Leah’s maid servant, beareth 
a second son to Jacob, ]3 and Leah saith, 
* Because of my happiness, for daughters have 
pronounced me happy;’ and-she calleth his 
name Asher. 

14 And Reuben goeth in the days of wheat- 
harvest, and findeth love-apples in the field, 
and bringeth them in unto L^ah, his mother, 
and Rachel saith unto Leah, ‘Give to me, I 
pray thee, of the love-apples of thy son.’ 

10 And she saith to her, ‘Is thy taking my 
husband a little thing, that thou hast taken 
also the love-apples of my son ?* and Rachel 
saith, ‘Therefore doth he lie with thee to¬ 
night, for thy son’s love-apples.’ 

™And Jacob cometh in from the field at 
evening; and Leah goetli to meet him, and 
saith, Mjnto me dost thou come iu, for hiring 
I have hired thee with my son’s love-apples;’ 
and lie lieth with her during that night. 

17 And God hearkeneth unto Leah, and she 
conceiveth, and beareth to Jacob a son, a fifth, 
18 and Leah saith, 1 God hath given my hire, 
because I have given my maid-servant to 
my husband;’ and she calleth hia name 
Issachar. 

19 And conceive again doth Leah, and she 
beareth a sixth son to Jacob, 20 and Leah 
saith, ‘ God hath endowed me—a good dowry; 
this timo doth my husband dwell with me, 
for I have borne to him six sons;* and she 
calleth his name Zebulun; 21 and afterwards 
hath she born a daughter, and calleth her 
name Dinah. 

22 And God remembereth Racliel, and God 
hearkeneth unto her, and openeth ner womb, 
23 and she conceiveth and beareth a eon, 
and saith, ‘God hath gathered up n?y re¬ 
proach;’ 34 and she calleth his name Joseph, 
saying, ‘Jehovah is adding to me another 
son.’ 

28 And it cometh to pass, when Rachel hath 
borne Joseph, that Jacob saith unto Labau, 
‘ Send me away, and I go unto my place, ana 
to my land; 26 give up my wives and mv 
children, for whom I have served thee, and 1 
go; for thou—thou hast known my service 
which I have served thee.’ 

27 And Laban saith unto him, ‘If, I pray 
thee, I have found grace in thine eyes—I 
have observed diligently that Jehovah doth 
bless me for thy sake.’ 20 He saith also, 1 De¬ 
fine thy hire to me, and I give.’ 

20 And he saith unto him, ‘Thou—thou 
hast known that which I have served thee 
in, and that which thy substance was with 
me; 30 for it is little which thou hast had 
at my appearance, and it breaketh forth into 
a multitude, and Jehovah blesseth thee at 
my coming; and now, when do I make, I 
also, for mine own house ?’ 

31 And he saith, * What do I give to thee ?’ 
And Jacob saith, ‘Thou dost not give me 
anything; if thou do for me this thing, I 
turn back ; I have delight; thy flock I watch; 
32 1 pass through all thy nock to-dav to turn 
aside from thence every Bheep speckled and 
spotted, and eveiw brown sheep among the 
lambs, and speckled and spotted among 
the goats—and it hath beeu my hire; 33 ana 
my righteousness hath answered for me in 
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the day to come, when it cometh in for my 
hire before thy face ;—every one which is 
not speckled and spotted amon" my goats, 
and brown among my lamb9—it is stolen 
with me/ 

34 And Laban saith, ‘ Lo, 0 that it were 
according to thy word;’ ^ and he turnetb aside 
during that day the ring-straked and the 
spotted he-goats, and all the speckled and 
tne < spotted she-goats, every one that hath 
white in it, and every brown one among the 
lambs, and he giveth into the hand of his 
sons, 36 and setteth a journey of three days 
between himself and Jacob ; and Jacob is 
feeding the rest of the flock of Laban. 

37 And Jacob taketh to himself a rod of 
fresh poplar, and of the hazel and chesnut, 
and doth peel in them white peelings, mak¬ 
ing bare the white that is on tne rods, 38 and 
setteth up the rods which he hath peeled 
in the gutters in the watering troughs (when 
the flock cometh in to drink), over-against 
the flock, that they may conceive in their 
coming in to drink : 30 and the flocks conceive 
at the rods, and the flock beareth ring- 
straked, speckled, and spotted ones. 

40 Ana the lambs hath Jacob parted, and 
he putteth the face of the flock towards the 
ring-straked, also all the brown in the flock 
of Laban, and he setteth his own droves by 
themselves, and hath not set them near 
Laban’s flock. 41 And it hath come to pass 
whenever the strong ones of the flock con¬ 
ceive, that Jacob set the rods before the eyes 
of the flock in the glitters, to cause them to 
conceive by the rods, 42 and when the flock 
is feeble, he doth not set them ; and the 
feeble ones have been Laban’s, and the strong 
ones Jacob’s. 

43 And the man increaseth very exceed¬ 
ingly, and hath many flocks, and maid-ser¬ 
vants, and men-servants, and camels, and 
asses. 

XXXI. 1 AND he heareth the words of 
Laban’s sons, saying, ‘Jacob hath taken all 
that our father hath; yea, from that which 
our father hath, he hath made all this 
honour;’ 2 and Jacob seeth the face of Laban, 
and lo, it iB not with him as heretofore. 

3 And Jehovah saith unto Jacob, ‘Turn 
back unto the land of thy fathers, and to 
thv kindred, and I am with thee.’ 

4 And Jacob sendeth and calleth for Rachel 
and for Leah to the field unto his flock ; 
B and saith to them, ‘ I am beholding your 
father’s face—that it is not towards me as 
heretofore, and the God of my father hath 
been with me, ®and ye—ye have known that 
with all my power I have served your father, 

7 and your father hath played upon me, 
and hath changed my hire ten times; and 
God hath not suffered him to do evil with 
me. 

8 ‘ If he say thus : The speckled are thy 
hire, then bare all the flock speckled ones; 
and if he say thus: The ring-straked are thy 
hire, then bare all the flock ring-straked; 

8 and God taketh away the substance of your 
father, and doth give to me. 

10 ‘And it cometh to pass at the time of 
the flock conceiving, that I lift up mine eyes 


and see in a dream, and lo, the he-goats, 
which are going up on the nock, are ring- 
straked, speckled, and grisled; 11 and the 
messenger of God saith unto me in the dream, 
Jacob, and I say. Here am L 

12 ‘And He saith. Lift up, J pray thee, thine 
eyes, and see — all the he-goats which are 
going up on the flock are ring-straked. 
speckled and grisled, for I have Been all 
that Laban is doing to thee ; 13 1 am the 
God of Bethel where thou hast anointed a 
standing pillar, where thou hast vowed a 
vow to me; now, arise, go out from this 
land, and turn back unto the land of thy 
birth.’ 

* 4 And Rachel answereth—Leah also—and 
saith to him, ‘ Have we yet a portion and in¬ 
heritance in the house of our father? 15 have 
we not been reckoned strangers to him ? for 
he hath sold us, and he also utterly consum- 
eth our money; 16 for all the wealth which 
God hath taken away from our father, it is 
ours, and our children’s; and now, all that 
God hath said unto thee—do.’ 

17 And Jacob riseth, and liftetli up liis 
sons and his wives on the camels, 18 and 
leadeth all his cattle, and all his substance 
which he hath acquired, the cattle of his 
getting, which he hath acquired in Padan- 
Aram, to go unto Isaac his father, to the land 
of Canaan. 

ia And Laban hath gone to shear his flock, 
and Rachel stealeth tne teraphim which her 
father hath; 20 and Jacob deceiveth the 
heart of Laban the AramaiaD, because he 
hath not declared to him that he is fleeing; 
21 and he fleeth, he and all that he hath, and 
riseth, and passeth over the River, and set¬ 
teth his face toward the mount of Gilead. 

22 And it is told to Laban on the third day 
that Jacob hath fled, 23 and he taketh his 
brethren with him, and pursueth after him 
a journey of seven days, and overtaketh him 
in the mount of Gilead. 

24 And God cometh in unto Laban the Ara- 
msean in a dream of the night, and saith to 
him, ‘Take heed to thyself lest thou speak 
with Jacob from good unto evil.' 25 And 
Laban overtaketh Jacob ; and Jacob hath 
fixed his tent in the mount; and Laban with 
his brethren have fixed theirs in the mount of 
Gilead. 

26 And Laban saith to Jacob, ‘What hast 
thou done that thou dost deceive my heart, 
and lead away my daughters as captives of 
the sword? 27 Why hast thou hidden thyself 
to flee, and deceivest me, and hast not de¬ 
clared to me, and I send thee away with joy 
and with songs, with tabret and with harp, 
28 and hast not suffered me to kiss my sons 
and. my daughters?—now thou hast acted 
foolishly in doing so ; 29 my hand is to God 
to do evil with you, but the God of your 
father yesternight hath spoken unto me, say¬ 
ing, Take heed to thyself from speaking with 
Jacob from good unto evil 

30 ‘And now, thou hast certainly gone, be¬ 
cause thou hast been very desirous for the 
house of thy father; why hast thou stolen 
my gods’’ 

31 And Jacob answereth and saith to I*a 
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ban, 'Because I was afraid, for I said, Lest 
thou take violently away thy daughters from 
me; "with whomsoever thou findest thy gods 
—he doth not live; before our brethren dis¬ 
tern for thysoli what w with me, and take to 
thyself:’ and Jacob hath not known that 
Rachel hath stolen them. 

53 And Laban goeth into the tent of Jacob, 
aud into the tent of Leah, and into the tent 
r»f the two hand-maidens, nnd hath not found; 
and he goeth out from the tent of Leah, and 
goeth into the tent of Rachel. 

34 And Rachel hath taken the teraphim, 
and putteth them in the furniture of the 
camel, and sitteth upon them; and Laban 
feeleth all the tent, and hath not found; 
35 and she saith unto her father, * Let it not be 
displeasing in the eves of my lord that I am 
not able to rise at thy presence, for the way 
of women is on me;’ and he searcheth, and 
hath not found the teraphim. 

36 And it is displeasing to Jacob, and he 
striveth with Laban ; and Jacob answereth 
and saith to Laban, * What is my transgres¬ 
sion? what my sin, that thou hast burned 
after me? 37 for thou hast felt all my vessels: 
what hast thou found of all the vessels of thy 
house? set here before my brethren, and thy 
brethren, and they decide between us both. 

38 ‘These twenty years I am with thee: thy 
ewes and thy she-goats have not miscarried, 
and the rams of thy flock I have not eaten; 
30 the torn I have not brought in unto thee— 
I, I repay it—from my hand thou dost seek 
it; I have been deceived by day, and I have 
been deceived by night; 40 1 have been thus : 
in the day consumed me hath drought, and 
frost by night, and wander doth my sleep from 
mine eyes. 

41 ‘This is to me twenty years in thy house: 
[ have served thee fourteen years for thy two 
daughters, and six years for thy flock; and 
thou changest my hire ten times; 42 unless 
the God of my father, the God of Abraham, 
and the Fear of Isaac, haul been for me, 
surely now empty thou liadst sent me away ; 
mine affliction and the labour of my hands 
hath God seen, and reproveth yesternight/ 

43 And Laban answereth and saith unto 
Jacob, ‘The daughters are my daughters, and 
the sons my sons, and the flock my flock, 
and all that thou art seeing is mine; and to 
my daughters—what do I to these to day, or 
to their sons whom they have born? 44 and 
now, come, let us make a covenant, I and 
thou, and it hath been for a witness between 
me and thee.’ 

43 And Jacob taketh a stone, and lifteth it 
up for a standing pillar; ‘♦'’and Jacob saith 
to his brethren, ‘Gather stoneB,' and they 
take stones, and. make a heap; and they eat 
there on the heap; 47 and Laban calleth it 
Jegar-Saliadutha; and Jacob hath called it 
Galeed. 

48 And Laban saith, ‘This heap is witness 
l>etween me and thee to-day;’ therefore hath 
he called its name Galeed; ^Mizpah also, 
for he said, ‘Jehovah doth watch between me 
and thee, for we are hidden one from an¬ 
other; M if tliou afflict my daughters, or take 
w ives beside my daughters—there is no man 
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with us—see, God is witness between me and 
thee.' 

61 A ad Laban saith to Jacob, * Lo, this heap, 
and lo, the standing pillar which I have cast 
between me and thee; M this heap w witness, 
and the standing pillar is witness, that I do 
not pass over this heap unto thee, and that 
thou dost not pass over this heap and this 
standing pillar unto me—for evil; M the God 
of Abraham and the God of Nahor. doth judge 
between us — the God of their father^ and 
Jacob sweareth by the Fear of his father Isaac. 

84 And Jacob sacrificeth a sacrifice in the 
mount, and calleth to his brethren to eat 
bread, and they eat bread, and lodge in the 
mount; M and Laban riseth early in the morn¬ 
ing. and kisseth his sons and Ins daughters, 
and blesseth them; and Laban goeth on, ana 
turneth back to his place. 

XXXJX X AND Jacob hath gone on his 
way, and messengers of God come upon 
him; a and Jacob saith, when he hath seen 
them, ‘This is the camp of God;’ and he call¬ 
eth the name of that place ‘Two Camps.’ 

3 And Jacob sendetn messengers before him 
unto Esau his brother, towards the land of 
Seir, the field of Edom, 4 and commandeth 
them, saying, ‘Thus do ye say to my lord, to 
Esau: Tnus said thy servant Jacob, With 
Laban I have sojourned, and I tarry until 
now; 6 and I have ox, and. ass, flock, and man¬ 
servant, and maid-servant, and I send to 
declare to my lord, to find grace in his 
eyes.’ 

0 And the messengers turn back unto Jacob, 
saying, ‘We catae in unto thy brother, unto 
ElsaiL, and he also is coming to meet thee, and 
four hundred men with him;’ 7 and Jacob 
feareth exceedingly, and is distressed, and he 
divideth the people who are with him, and the 
flock, and the herd, and the camels, into two 
camps, 8 and saith, ‘ If Esau come in unto the 
one camp, and have Bmitten it>—then the 
camp which is left hath been for an escape.’ 

9 And Jacob Baith, ‘God of my father Abra¬ 
ham, and God of my father Isaac, Jehovah 
who saith unto me, Turn back to thy land, 
and to thv kindred, and I do good with thee: 
10 1 have been unworthy of all the kind acts, 
and of all the truth which Thou hast done 
with thy servant—for, with my staff I passed 
over this Jordan, and now 1 have become two 

me, I pray Thee, from the hand 
of my brother, from the hand of Esau: for I 
am fearing him, less he come and have smit¬ 
ten me—mother beside sons ; 12 and Thou— 
Thou hast said, I certainly do good with 
thee, and have set thy seed as the sand of the 
sea, which is not numbered because of the 
multitude.' 

19 And he lodgeth there during that night, 
and taketh from that which is coming iuto his 
hand, a present for Esau his brother: l4 Bhe- 
goats two hundred, and lie-goats twenty, 
ewes two hundred, and rams twenty, 18 suck¬ 
ling camels and their young ones thirty, cows 
forty, and bullocks ten. she-asses twenty, 
aDd foals ten ; 18 and nc giveth into the 
hand of his servants, every drove by itself, 
and saith unto his servants, ‘ Pass over before 


camps. 
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me, and a space ye do put between drove 
and drove.’ 

17 And be coinmandeth tlie first, saying, 
‘ When Esau my brother meeteth tliee, and 
hath asked thee, saying, Whose art thou? 
and whither goest thou ? and whose are these 
before thee ? 48 then thou hast said, Thy ser¬ 
vant Jacob’s : it w a present sent to my lord, 
to Esau ; and lo, he also is behind us.’ 

19 And he commandeth also the second, also 
the third, also all who are going after the 
droves, saying, ‘ According to this manner do 
ye speak unto Esau in your finding him, 
50 and ye have said also, Lo, thy servant Jacob 
w behind us for he said, *1 pacify his face 
with the present which is going before me, 
and afterwards I see his face; it may be he 
lifteth up my face 21 and the present passeth 
over before his face, and he hath lodged dur¬ 
ing that night in the camp. 

22 And he riseth in that night, and taketh 
his two wives, and his two maid-servants, 
and his eleven children, and passeth over 
the passage of J abbok; 23 and he taketh 
them, ana causeth them to pass over the 
brook, and he causeth that which he hath to 
pass over. 

y And Jacob is leftalnne, and one wrestleth 
with him till the ascending of the dawu ; 
88 and he seeth that he is not able for him, 
and he cometh against the hollow of his thigh, 
and the hollow of Jacob’s thigh is disjointed 
in his wrestling with him; 20 and he saith, 

1 Send me away, for the dawn hath ascended: ’ 
and he saith, ‘1 scud thee not away, except 
thou hast blessed me.' 

27 And he saith unto him, ‘What is thy 
name?’ and lie saith, ‘Jacob.’ 28 And he saith, 

4 Thy name is no more called Jacob, but Israel: 
for thou hast been a prince with God ana 
with men, and dost prevail.’ 29 And Jacob 
asketh. and saith, ‘ Declare, I pray thee, thy 
name;' and he saith. ‘Why is this, tliou 
askest for My name?' and He blesseth him 
there. 

30 And Jacob calleth the name of the place 
Peniel: for 4 1 have Been God face unto face, 
and my life is delivered 31 and the sun riseth 
on him wheu he hath passed over Penuel, and 
he is halting on his thigh; 32 therefore the 
sons of Israel do not eat the sinew which 
shrank, which w on the hollow of the thigh, 
unto this day, because He came against the 
hollow of Jacob’s thigh, against the sinew 
which shrank. 

XXXIIL 1 AND Jacob lifteth up his eyes, 
and looketh, and lo, Esau is coming, and 
with him four hundred men; and he clivid- 
eth the children unto Leah, and unto Rachel, 
and unto the two maid-servants 7 2 and he 
setteth the maid-servants and their children 
first, and Leah and her children behind, and 
Rachel and Joseph last. 

3 And he him self passed over before them, 
and boweth himself to the earth seven times, 
until his drawing nigh unto his brother, 
4 and Esau runneth to meet him, and em- 
braceth him, and falleth on his neck, and 
kisseth him, and they weep; 5 and he lifteth 
up his eyes, and seeth the women and the 
children, and saith, 4 What are these to 


thee?’ And he saith, ‘The children with 
whom God hath favoured thy servant,’ 

"And the maid servants draw nigh, they 
and their children, and bow themselves ; 
7 and Leah also draweth nigh, and her chil¬ 
dren. and they bow themselves; and after¬ 
wards Joseph hath drawn nigh with Rachel, 
and they bow themselves. 

8 And he Baith, ‘What to thee w all this 
camp which I have met?’ and he saith, ‘To 
find grace in the eyes of my lord.' 9 And 
Esau saith, 4 1 have abundance, my brother, 
let it be to thyself that which thou hast.’ 

10 And Jacob saith, ‘Nay, I pray thee, if, I 
pray thee, I have found grace in tliine eyes, 
then thou hast received my present from my 
hand, because that I have seen thy face, as 
the seeing of the face of God, and thou art 
pleased with me; 11 receive, I pray thee, my 
blessing, which is brought to thee, because 
God hath favoured me, and because I have 
all things and he pressetli on him, and he 
receiveth, 12 and saith, ‘Let us journey and 
go on, and I go on before thee.’ 

13 And he saith unto him, ‘My lord It now- 
eth that the children are tender, aid th; 
suckling flock and the herd are with me; 
when they have beaten them one day, then 
hath all the flock died. 14 Let my lord, I 
pray thee, pass over before his servant, and 
I—I lead on gently, according to the fo- >t of 
the work which is before me and to the foot 
of the children, until that I come unt( my 
lord, to Seir.’ 

13 And Esau saith, ‘Let me, I pray ihee, 
place with thee some of the people who are 
with me and he said, 4 Why is this ? I find 
grace in the eyes of my lord.’ 

10 And turn back on that day cloth Esai on 
his way to Seir; 17 and Jacob hath journeyed 
to Succoth, and buildeth to himself a ho' ise, 
and for his cattle hath made booths, th ;re 
fore hath he called the name of the place 
Succoth. 

18 And Jacob cometli in to Slialem, a * ity 
of Shechem, which w in the land of Canaan, 
in his coming from Padan-Aram, and eu 
campeth before the city, 19 and lie buyutli 
the portion of the field where lie bath 
stretched out his tent, from the hand of 1 he 
sons of Hamor, father of Shechem, for a 
hundred kesitah; 20 and he setteth up there 
an altar, and proclaiineth at it God—tbe 
God of Israel. 

XXXIV. L AND Dinah, daughter of Leah, 
whom she hath borne to Jacob, goeth out 
to look on the daughters of the land, 3 and 
Shechem, son of Hamor the Hivite, a prince 
of. the land, seeth her, and taketh her, 
and lieth with her, and humbleth her; 8 and 
his soul cleaveth to Dinah,' daughter of Ja¬ 
cob, and be loveth the young person, and 
speaketh unto the heart of the young per 
son. 

4 And Shechem speaketh unto Hamor his 
father, _ saying, 4 Take for me this damsel 
for a wife/ 6 And Jacob hath heard that ho 
hath defiled Dinah his daughter, and his sons 
were with his cattle in the fiield, and Jacob 
kept silent till their coming. 

"And Hamor, father of Shechem, goeth 
23 
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Jacob at Bethel - 


out uuto Jacob to speak with him; 7 and 
the sous of Jacob came in from the field 
when they heard, and the men grieve them¬ 
selves. and it ur very displeasing to them, 
for folly he hath done against Israel, to lie 
with the daughter of Jacob—and so it is not 
done. 

B And Hamor speaketh with them, saying, 
4 Shechem, my son, his aotil hath cleaved to 
your daughter; give her, I pray you, to him 
for a wife. 9 and join ye in marriage with 
us; your daughters ye give to us, and our 
daughters ve take to yourselves, 10 and with 
us ye dwell, and the land is before you ; dwell 
ve and trade in it, and have possessions in 

it.' 

11 And Shechem saith unto her father, and 
nnto her brethren, 4 Let me find grace in 
vour eyes, and that which ye say unto me, 
t give ; 13 multiply on me exceedingly dowry 
and gift, and I give os ye say unto me, ana 
give to me the young person for a wife.’ 

13 And the sons of Jacob answer Shechem 
and Hamor his father deceitfully, and they 
speak (because he defiled Dinah their sister), 
“and say unto them, * We are not able to do 
this thing, to give our sister to one who hath 
a foreskin : for it iff a reproach to us, 

15 ' Only for this we consent to ymi; if ye be 
as we, to have every male of you circumcised, 
10 then we have given our daughters to you, 
and your daughters we take to ourselves, 
and we have dwelt with you, and have be* 
come one people; 17 and if ye hearken not 
unto us to be circumcised, then we have 
taken our daughter, and have gone,’ 

18 And their words are good in the eyes of 
Hamor. and in the eyes of Shechem, Hamer’s 
son ; 19 and the young man delayed not to 
do the thing, for he had delight in Jacob’s 
daughter, and lie is honourable above all the 
house of his father. 

20 And Hamor cometh—Shechem his son 
also—unto the gate of their city, and they 
speak unto the meu of their city, saying, 
“ 4 These men are peaceable with us; then let 
them dwell in the land, and trade in it; and 
the land, lo, iff wide before them; their daugh¬ 
ters let us take to ourselves for wives, and 
our daughters give to them. 

® 4 Only for this do the men consent to us, 
to dwell with us, to become one people, in 
every male of us being circumcised, as they 
are circumcised: 23 their cattle, and their 
substance, and all their beasts—are they not 
ours? only let us consent to them, and they 
dwell with us.’ 

24 And unto Hamor, and unto Shechem his 
eon, hearken do all those going out of the 
gate of hi9 city, and every male is circum¬ 
cised, all those going out of the gate of his 
eitv. 

26 And it cometh to pass, on the third day, 
in their being pained, that two of the sons 
of Jacob. Simeon and Levi, Dinah’s brethren, 
take each his sword, and come in against the 
city confidently, and slay every male; 26 and 
Hamor, and Shechem liis son, they have 
slain by the mouth of the sword, and they 
take Dinah out of Shechem’s house, and go 
out. 

24 


37 Jacob’s sons have come in upon the 
wounded, and they spoil the city, because 
they had defiled their sister; 28 their flock and 
their herd, and their asses, and that which is 
iu the city, and that which is in the field, have 
they taken; 89 and all their wealth, and all 
tlieir infants, and their wives they have taken 
captive, and they spoil also all that iff in the 
house. 

30 And Jacob saitli unto Simeon and unto 
Levi, 4 Ye have troubled me, by causing me 
to stink among the inhabitants of the land, 
among the Canaauite, and among the Periz- 
zite: and 1 am few in number, and they have 
been gathered against me, and have smitten 
me, and I have been destroyed, 1 and mv 
house.’ 81 And they say, ‘As a harlot doth 
he make our sister?’ 

30CXV. 1 AND God saith unto Jacob. 

4 Rise, go up to Bethel, and dwell there, and 
make there an altar to God, who appeared un¬ 
to thee in thy fleeing from the face of Esau 
thv brother.' 

2 And Jacob saith unto his household, and 
unto all who are with him, 4 Turn aside the 
gods of the stranger which are in your midst, 
and cleause yourselves, and change your gar¬ 
ments; 3 and we rise, and go up to Bethel, 
and I make there an altar to God, who is 
answering me in the day of my distress, and is 
with me in the way that I have gone.’ 

4 And they give unto Jacob all the gods of 
the stranger that are in their hand, and the 
rings that are in their ears, and Jacob hidetli 
them under the oak which is by Shechem; 

5 and they journey, and the terror of God is 
on the cities which are round about them, and 
they have not pursued after the sons of 
Jacob. 

8 And Jacob cometh in to Luz which ia in 
the land of Canaan (it is Bethel), he and all 
the people who are with him, 7 and he build- 
eth there an altar, and proclaimeth at the 
place the God of Bethel: for there hod God 
been revealed unto him, in his fleeing from 
the face of his brother. 

8 And Deborah, Rcbekah’s nurse, dieth, and 
she is buried at the lower part of Bethel, un¬ 
der the oak, and he call eth its name 4 Oak of 
weeping.’ 

9 And God appeareth unto Jacob again, in 
his coming from Padan-Aram, and hlesseth 
him; 10 and God saith to him, ‘Thy name ia 
Jacob: thy namo is no more called Jacob, bu t 
Israel is thy name;’ and He calleth his name 
Israel. 

11 And God saith to him, 4 1 am God Al¬ 
mighty; be fruitful and multiply, a nation 
and an assembly of nations is from thee, and 
kings from thy loins go out; 12 and the land 
which I have given to Abraham and to Isaac 
—to thee I give it. yea to thy seed after thee 
I give the land.’ 38 And Goa goeth up from 
him, in the place where He hath spoken with 
him 

14 And Jacob setteth up a standing pillar 
in the place where He hath Bpoken with him, 
a standing pillar of stone, and he poureth on 
it an oblation, and he poureth ou it oii; 
jr ’ and Jacob calleth the name of the place 
where God spake with him Bethel. 
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16 And they journey from Bethel, and there 
is yet a kibratn of land before entering Eph- 
ratha, and Rachel bearethj and is sharply 
pained in her bearing; 17 and it cometh to pass, 
i her being sharply pained in her bearing, 
that the midwife saith to her, * Fear not, for 
this also is a Bon for thee.’ 

ia And it cometh to pass in the going out of 
her soul (for she died), that she calleth his 
name Ben-Oni • and his father called him Ben¬ 
jamin; 19 and Rachel dieth, and is buried in 
the way to Ephratha, which is Bethlehem, 
ao and Jacob setteth up a standing pillar over 
her grave: which is the standing pillar of 
Rachel s grave unto this day. 

21 And Israel journeyeth, and stretcheth out 
his tent beyond the tower of Edar ; 22 and it 
cometh to pass in Israel’s dwelling in that 
land, that Reuben goeth, and lieth with Bil- 
hah his father’s concubine; and Israel hear- 
eth. 

a And the sons of Jacob are twelve. Sons 
of Leah: Jacob’s first-born Reuben, and 
Simeon, and Levi, and Judah, and Issachar. 
and Zebulun. 24 Sons of Rachel: Joseph ana 
Benjamin. 26 And sons of Bilhah, Rachel’s 
maid-servant: Dan and Naphtali. 20 And 
sons of Zilpah, Leah’s maid-servant: Gad and 
Asher. These are sons of Jacob, who have 
been bom to him in Padan-Aram. 

27 And Jacob cometh unto Isaac his father, 
at Mamre, the city of Arba (which is Heb¬ 
ron), where Abraham and Isaac have so¬ 
journed. And the days of Isaac are a hun¬ 
dred and eighty.years, * 9 and Isaac expireth, 
and dieth, and is gathered unto his people, 
aged and satisfied with days; and bury him 
do Esau and Jacob his sons. 

XXXVL. 1 AND these are births of Esau, 
who is Edom. 2 Esau hath taken his wives 
from the daughters of Canaan : Adah daugh¬ 
ter of Elon the Hittite, and Aholibamah 
daughter of Anab, daughter of Zibeon the 
Hivite,. 3 and Bashemath daughter of Ish- 
mael, sister of Nebajoth. 4 And Adah bear- 
eth to Esau, Elipliaz; and Bashemath hath 
born Reuel; 3 and Aholibamah hath born 
Jeush, and Jaalam, and Korah, These are 
eons of Esau, who were born to him in the 
land of Canaan. 

0 And Esau taketh his wives, and his sous, 
and his daughters, and all tbe persons of his 
house, and his cattle, and all his beasts, and 
all his substance which he hath acquired in 
the land of Canaan, and goeth into tlie coun¬ 
try from the face of Jacob his brother; 7 for 
their substance was more abundant than to 
dwell together, and the land of their sojourn- 
ings was not able to bear them because of 
their cattle ; 8 and Esau dwelleth in mount 
Seir: Esau iB Edom. 

9 And these are births of Esau, father of 
Edom, in mount Seir. 10 These are the names 
of the sons of Esau: Eliphaz son of Adah, 
wife of Esau; Reuel son of Bashemath, wife 
of Esau. 

u Amd the sons of Eliphaz are Temau 
Omar, Zepho, and Gatam, and Kenaz • 12 and 
Timqath hath been concubine to Eliphaz son 
of Esau, and she beareth to Eliphaz, Amalek; 
these are sons of Adah wife of Esau, 


13 And these are sons of Reuel: Nahath and 
Zerah, Shammah and Mizzah ; these were 
sons of Bashemath wife of Esau. 

14 And these have been the sons of Aholi¬ 
bamah daughter of Anah, daughter of ZibeoD, 
wife of Esau; and she beareth to Esau, Jeush 
and Jaalam and Korah. 

15 These are chiefs of the sons of Esau : sons 
of Eliphaz, first-born of Esau: chief Teman, 
chief Omar, chief Zepho, chief Kenaz, 16 chief 
Korah, chief Gatam, chief Amalek; these 
are chiefs of Eliphaz, in the land of Edom; 
these are sons of Adah. 

17 And these are eons of Reuel son of Esau: 
chief Nahath, chief Zerah, chief Shammah, 
chief Mizzah ■ these are chiefs of Reuel, in 
the land of Edom; these are sons of Bashe¬ 
math wife of Esau. 

18 And these are Bons of Aholibamah wife 
of Esau: chief Jeush, chief Jaalam, chief 
Korah; these are chiefs of Aholibamah 
daughter of Anah, wife of Esau. 

19 These are sons of Esau (who is Edom), 
and these their chiefs. 

20 These are sons of Seir the Horite, the in¬ 
habitants of the land: Lotan, and Shobal. 
and Zibeon, and Anah, 21 and Dishon, ana 
Ezer, and Dishan j these are chiefs of the 
Horites. sons of Seir, in the land of Edom. 

22 And the sons of Lotan are Hori and He- 
man • and a sister of Lotan is Timna. 

23 And these are sons of Shobal: Alvan and 
Manahath, and Ebal, Sheplio and Onam. 

24 And these are sons of Zibeon, both Ajah 
and Anah: it is Anah that hath found the 
Imim in the wilderness, in his feeding the 
asses of Zibeon his father. 

25 And these are sons of Anah: Dishon, and 
Aholibamah daughtor of Anah. 

20 And these are sons of Dishon : Hemtlan, 
and Eshban, and Ithran, and Clieran. 

27 These are sons of Ezer: Bilhan, and Zaa- 
vaD, and Akan. 

28 These are sons of Dishan : Uz and Aran. 

23 These are chiefs of the Horite : chief Lo¬ 
tan, chief Shobal, chief Zibeon chief Anah, 
30 chief Dishon, chief Ezer, chief Dishan: these 
are chiefs of the Horite in reference to their 
chiefs in the land of Seir. 

31 And these are the kings who have reigned 
in the land of Edom before the reigning of a 
king over the sons of Israel. 32 Ana Bela sou 
of Beor reigneth in Edom, and the name of his 
city is Dinhabah : 33 and Bela dieth, and reign 
in his stead doth Jobab son of Zerah from Boz- 
Tah ; 34 and Jobab dieth, and reign in his stead 
doth Husham from tlie land of the Temanite. 

35 And Husham dieth, and reign in his stead 
doth Hadad son of Bedad (who smiteth 
Midian in the field of Moab), and the name of 
his city is Avith; 36 and Hadad dieth, and 
reign in his stead doth Sami ah of Masrekah ; 
37 and Samlah dieth, and reign in bis stead 
doth Saul from Rehohoth of the River; 38 and 
Saul dieth, and reign in his stead doth Baal- 
hanan son of Achbor; 39 and Baal-hanan son 
of Achbor dieth, and reign in his stead doth 
Hadar, and the name of his city is Pau; and 
his wife's name is Mehetabel daughter of Mat- 
red, daughter of Me-zahab. 

40 And these are the names of tlie chief* 
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of Esau, according to their families, accord¬ 
ing to their places, by their names: chief 
Timnah, chief Alvah, chief Jetheth, 41 chief 
Aholibamali, chief Elah. chief Pinon, 43 chief 
Kenaa, chief Teman, chief Mibzar, 43 chief 
Mogdiel, chief Iram: these art chiefs of 
Edom, in reference to their dwellings, in the 
land of their possession; he is Esau father of 
Edom. 

XXXVII. 1 AND Jacob dwelleth in the 
land of his father’s so.jouraiugs—in the land 
of Canaan. 1 These are births of Jacob: 
Joseph, a son of seventeen years, hath been 
enjoying himself with his brethren among 
the nock, (and he is a youth,) with the sons of 
Bilhah, and with the sons of Zilpah, his 
father’s wives t and Joseph bringeth in an 
account of their evil unto their father. 

8 And Israel hath loved Joseph more than 
any of his sons, for he is a son of his old age, 
and hath made for him a long coat ; 4 and his 
brethren see that their father hath loved 
him more than any of his brethren, and they 
hate him, and have not been able to speak to 
him peaceably. 

5 And Joseph dreameth a dream, and de- 
clareth to his brethren, and they add still 
more to hate him. 6 And he saith unto them, 
‘Hear ye, I pray you, this dream which I 
have dreamed: 7 that, lo, we are binding 
bundles in the midst of the field, and lo, my 
bundle hath arisen, and hath also stood up. 
and lo, your bundles are round about, and 
bow themselves to my bundle.' 

6 And his brethren say to him, ‘Dost thou 
certainly reign over us? dost thou certainly 
rule over us ? ’ and they add still more to 
hate him, for his dreams, and for his words. 

9 And he dreameth yet another dream, and 
recounteth it to his brethren, and saith, * Lo, 
I have dreamed a dream again, and lo, the 
sun and the moon, and eleven stars, are bow¬ 
ing themselves to me.’ 

And he recounteth unto his father, and 
unto his brethren ; and his father pusheth 
against him, and saith to him, 4 What is this 
dream which thou hast dreamt? do we cer¬ 
tainly come — I, and thy mother, and thy 
brethren—to bow ourselves to thee, to the 
earth?' u and his brethren are zealous against 
him, and his father hath watched the matter. 

13 And "his brethren go to feed the flock of 
their father in Sheehem. 13 and Israel saith 
unto Joseph, 4 Are not thy brethren feeding 
in Sheehem? come, and I send thee unto 
them i and he saith to him, 4 Here am I; ’ 
14 and he saith to him. 4 Go, I pray thee, see 
the peace of thy brethren, and the peace of 
the nock, and bring me back word ; r and he 
sendeth him from the valley of Hebron, and 
he cometh to Sheehem. 

u And a man findeth him, and lo, he is 
wandering in the field, and the man asketh 
him, saying, ‘What seekest thou .?' ia andhe 
saith, 4 My brethren I am seeking, declare 
to me. I pray thee, where they arc feeding.?’ 
a And the man saith, 4 They have journeyed 
from this, for I have heard some saying, Let 
us go to Dothan,' and Joseph goeth after his 
brethren, and findeth them in Dothan. 

“And they see him from afar, even be- 
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fore he draweth near unto them, and they 
conspire against him to put him to death. 

19 And they say one unto another, 4 Lo, 
this man of the dreams cometh;* 30 and now, 
come, and we slay him, and cast him into 
one of the pits, and have said, An evil beast 
hath devoured him; and we see what his 
dreams are.’ 

31 And Reuben heareth, and delivereth him 
out of their hand, and saith, 1 Let us not 
smite the life;' a and Reuben saith unto 
them, 4 Shed no blood; cast him into this pit 
which is in the wilderness, and put not forth 
a hand upon him,'—in order to deliver him 
out of their hand, to bring him back unto his 
father. 

° And it cometh to pass, when Joseph 
hath come unto his brethren, that they strip 
Joseph of his coat, the long coat which is 
upon him, 54 and take him and cast him into 
the pit, and the pit is empty, there is no 
water in it. 

“And they sit down to eat bread, and 
they lift up their eyes, and look, and lo, a 
company of Ishmaelites coming from Gi¬ 
lead, and their camels bearing spices, and 
balm, and myrrh, going to take them dowu 
to Egypt. 

56 And Judah saith unto his brethren, 
‘What gain when we slay our brother, and 
have concealed his blood? ‘ 57 Come, and we 
sell him to the Ishmaelites, and our hands 
are not on him, for he is ou> brother—our 
flesh ;' and his brethren hearken. 

28 And Midianite merchantmen pass by 
and they draw out and bring up Joseph out 
of the pit, and sell Joseph to the Ishmaelites 
for twenty silverlings, and they bring Joseph 
into Egypt. 

59 And Reuben retumeth unto the pit,.and 
lo, Joseph is not in the pit, and he rendeth 
his garments, 30 and he retumeth unto his 
brethren, and saith, ‘The lad is not, and 1 
—whither am I going?’ 

31 And they take the coat of Joseph, and 
slaughter a kid of the goats, and dip the coat 
in the blood, 83 and send the long coat, and 
they bring it in unto their father, and say, 
‘This have we found: discern, we pray thee, 
whether it is thy son’s coat or not?' 33 And 
he discemeth it, and saith, ‘My son's coat! 
an evil beast hath devoured him; torn—torn 
isJoseph!’ 

34 And Jacob rendeth his raiment, and 
putteth sackcloth on his loins, and becom- 
eth a mourner for his son many days, “and 
all his son9 and all his daughters rise to 
comfort him, and he refuseth to comfort him¬ 
self, aad saith, ‘For—I go down mourning 
unto my son, to SheoV and his father weep- 
eth for him. 

“And the Medanites have sold him unto 



XXX V ILL 1 And it cometh to pass, nt 
that time, that Judah goeth down from his 
brethren, and turaeth aside unto a man, an 
Adullamite, whose name is Hirah ; "and Ju¬ 
dah Beeth there the daughter of a man, a 
Canaanite, whose name is Shuah, and taketb 
her, and goeth in unto her. 
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3 And she conceiveth, .and beareth a sod, 
and be calleth his name Er; 4 and she con¬ 
ceiveth again, and beareth a son. and calleth 
his name Onan; 3 and she addeth again, 
and beareth a son, and calleth his name 
Shelah; and he was in Chezib in her bear¬ 
ing him. 

“And Judah taketh a wife for Er, his first¬ 
born, and her name is Tamar; 7 and Er, 
Judah’s first-born, is evil in the eyes of Je¬ 
hovah, and Jehovah doth put him to death. 

8 And Judah saith to Onan, ‘Go in unto 
the wife of thy brother, and marry her, and 
raise up seed to thy brother;’ 9 and Onan 
knowetn that the seed is not reckoned his; 
and it hath come to pass, if he hath gone in 
unto his brother’s wife, that he hath de¬ 
stroyed i^to the earth, so as not to give 
seed to his brother; 10 and that which he 
hath done is evil in the eyes of Jehovah, and 
He putteth him also to death. 

n And Judah saith to Tamar his daughter- 
in-law, ‘Abide a widow at thy father’s house, 
till Shelah my son groweth upfor he said, 

‘ Lest he die—even he—like Jiis brethren ; ’ 
and Tamar goeth and dwelleth at her father’s 
house. 

12 And the days are multiplied, and the 
daughter of Shuah, Judah’s wife, dietli; and 
Judah is comforted, and goeth up unto his 
sheep-shearers, he and Hirah his friend the 
Adullamite, to Timnath. 

13 And it is declared to Tamar, saying, ‘Lo, 
thy husband’s father is going up to Timnath 
to shear his flock 14 and she turaeth aside 
the garments of her widowhood from off 
her, and covereth herself with a vail, and 
wrappeth herself up, and sitteth in the open¬ 
ing of Enayim, which is by the way to Tim- 
uath, for she hath seen that Shelah hath 

S own up, and she hath not been given to 
m for a wife. 

13 And Judah seeth her, and reckoncth 
her for a harlot, for she hath covered her face, 
10 and he turneth aside unto her by the way, 
and saith, ' Come, I pray thee, let me come 
in unto thee,’ (for he hath not known that 
she is his daughter-in-law); and she saith, 
4 What dost thou give to me, that thou 
mayest come in unto me?’ 17 and he saith, 
• I—I send a kid of the goats from the 
flock.' 

And she saith, ‘ Dost thou give a pledge 
till thou send it?' 18 and he saith, ‘Wliat is 
the pledge that I give to thee?’ and sue 
saith, ‘Thy seal, and thy ribbon, and thy 
Btaff which is in thy handand he givetu 
to her, and goeth in unto her, and she con¬ 
ceiveth to him ; “ and she riseth, and goeth, 
and turneth aside her vail from oft' her, 
and putteth on the garments of her widow¬ 
hood. 

20 And Judah sendeth the kid of the goats 
by the hand of his friend the Adullamite, 
to receive the pledge from the hand of the 
woman, and he hath not found her. 21 And 
he a9keth the men of her place, saying, 
‘Where is the separated one—she in Enayim, 
by the way?’ and they say, ‘There hath not 
been in this place a separated one.’ 

- 2 And he turneth back unto Judah, and 


saith, ‘ I have not found her; and the men of 
the place also have said, There hath not been 
in this place a separated one,’ 23 and Judah 
saith, ‘Let her take to herself, lest we be¬ 
come despised; lo, I sent this kid, and thou 
hast not found her.’ 

24 And it cometh to pass about three months 
after , that it is declared to Judah, saying, 
‘ Tamar thy daughter-in-law hath committed 
fornication; and also, lo, she hath conceived 
by fornication: 1 and Judah saith, ‘Bring 
her out—and she is burnt.’ 25 She is brought 
out, and she hath sent unto her husband’s 
father, saying, ‘To a man whose these arc, 
I am pregnant;’ and she saith, ‘Discern, I 
pray thee, whose are these—the seal, and the 
ribbons, and the staff'.' 

20 And Judah discerneth and saith, ‘She 
hath been more righteous than I, because 
that I did not give her to Shelah my son ; ’ 
and he hath not added to know her again. 

27 And it cometh to pass in the time of 
her bearing, that lo, twins are in her womb ; 

28 and it cometh to pass in her bearing, that 
one giveth out a hand, and the midwife 
taketh and bindeth on his hand a scarlet 
thread, saying, ‘This hath come out first.’ 

29 And it cometh to pass as he draweth back 
his hand, that lo, his brother hath come out, 
and she saith, ‘What! thou hast broken 
forth—on thee is the breach and he calleth 
his name Pharez; 30 and afterwards hath his 
brother come out, on whose hand is the scar¬ 
let thread, and he calleth his name Zarah. 

XXXIX. 1 AND Joseph hath been brought 
down to Egypt, and Potiphar, a eunuch 
of Pharaoh, head of the executioners, an 
Egyptian man, buyeth him out of the hand? 
of the Ishmaelites who have brought him 
thither. 

2 And Jehovah is with Joseph, and he is 
a prosperous man, and he is in the house 0 : 
his lord the Egyptian. 3 and his lord seeth 
that Jehovah is with him, and all that he 
is doing Jehovah is causing to prosper in his 
hand, 4 and Joseph findeth grace in his eyes 
and serveth him, and he appointeth him 
over his house, and all that he hath he hath 
given into his hand. 

5 And it cometh to pass from the time 
that he hath appointed him over his house, 
and over all that he hath, that Jehovah bless- 
eth the house of the Egyptian for Joseph’s 
sake, and the blessing of Jehovah is on all 
that he hath, in the house, and in the field : 
6 and he leaveth all that he hath in the hand 
of Joseph, and he hath not known anything 
that he hath, except the bread which he is 
eating. And Joseph is of a fair form, and of 
a fair appearance. 

7 And it cometh to pass after these things, 
that his lord’s wife lirteth up her eves unto 
Joseph, and saith, 1 Lie with me;' “and he 
refuseth, and saith unto his lord's wife, ‘ Lo, 
my lord hath not known what is with me in 
the house, and all that he hath he hath given 
into my hand; 9 none is greater in this house 
than !, and lie hath not withheld from me 
anything, except thee, because thou art hia 
wife; and how shall I do this great evil?— 
then have I sinned against God.’ 

27 
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Joseph's chastity tried. 


10 Anti it cometh to pass at her speaking un¬ 
to Joseph day by day, that he hath not heark¬ 
ened unto her, to lie near her, to be with her; 
u and it cometh to pass about this day, that 
he goeth into the house to do his work, and 
there is none of the men of the house there in 
the house, 11 and she catcketh him by his 
garment, saying, f Lie with meand he leav- 
eth hiB garment in her hand, and fleeth, and 
goeth without. 

u And it cometh to pass when she sceth 
that he hath left his garment in her hand, and 
fleeth without, 14 that she calleth for the men 
of her house, and speaketh to them, saying, 
'See, he hath brought in to us a man, a He¬ 
brew, to play with us; he hath come in unto 
me, to lie with me, and I call with a loud 
voice. 18 and it cometh to pass, when he hear- 
eth that I have lifted up my voice and call, 
that he leaveth his garment near me, ana 
fleeth, and goeth without.’ 

18 And she placeth his garment near her, 
until the coming in of his lord unto his house. 
17 And she speaketh unto him according to 
these words, saying, 4 The Hebrew servant 
whom thou hast brought unto us { hath come 
in unto me to play with me; 10 and it cometh to 

f iass, when I lift my voice and call, that he 
eaveth his garment near me, and fleeth with¬ 
out.’ 

19 And it cometh to pass when his lord hear- 
eth the words of his wife, which she hath 
spoken unto him, saying, ‘ According to these 
things hath thy servant done to me, that his 
anger buraeth; 20 and Joseph’s lord taketh 
him, and putteth him unto the round-house, a 
place where the king’s prisoners are bound; 
and he is there in the round-house. 

31 And Jehovah is with Joseph and stretch- 
eth out kindness unto him, ana putteth his 
grace in the eyes of the chief of the round¬ 
house; 23 and the chief of the round-house 
giveth into the hand of Joseph all the prisoners 
who are in the round-house, and of all that 
they are doing there, he hath been doer; 23 the 
chief of the round-house seeth not anything 
under his hand, because Jehovah is with him, 
and that which he is doing Jehovah is causing 
to prosper. 

XL. * AND it cometh to pass, after these 
things—the butler of the king oi Egypt and 
the baker have sinned against their lord, 
against the king of Egypt; 2 and Pharaoh is 
wroth against his two eunuchs, against the 
chief of the butlers, and against the chief of 
the bakers, 3 and giveth them in charge in the 
house of the chief of the executioners, unto 
the round-house, the place where Joseph is a 
prisoner, 4 and the chief of the executioners 
chargeth Joseph with them, and he eerveth 
them; and they are days in charge. 

8 And they aream a dream both of them, 
each his dream in one night, each according 
to the interpretation of his dream, the butler 
and the baker whom the king of Egypt hath, 
who are prisoners in the round-house. 

6 And Joseph cometh in unto them in the 
morning, and seeth them, and lo, they are 
morose; 7 and he asketh Pharaoh’s eunuchs 
who are with him in charge in the house of 
his lord, saying, ‘Wherefore are your faces 


sad to-day?’ 9 Aud they say unto him, ‘A 
dream we have dreamed, ana there is no in¬ 
terpreter of itand Joseph saith unto them, 
‘ Are not interpretations with God? recount, 
I pray you, to me.’ 

■ Ana the chief of the butlers recoimteth his 
dream to Joseph, and Baith to him, 4 In my 
dream, then lo. a vine is before me! 10 aDd in 
the vine are three brancheB, and it is as it 
were flourishing; gone up hath its blossom, 
its clusters have ripened grapes; 11 and Pha¬ 
raoh’s cup is in my hand, and I take the 
grapes and press them into the cup of Pharaoh, 
and I give the cup into the hand of Pharaoh.’ 

13 And Joseph saith to him, ‘This is its in¬ 
terpretation: the three branches are three 
days; 13 yet, within three days doth Pharaoh 
lift up thy head, and hath put thee back on 
thy station, and thou hast given the cup of 
Pharaoh into his hand, according to the for¬ 
mer custom when thou wast his butler. 

14 ‘ Surely if thou hast remembered me with 
thee, when it is well with thee, and hast done 
(I pray thee) kindness with me, and host 
made mention of me unto Pharaoh, then hast 
thou brought me out from this house, 18 for I 
wa3 really Btolen from the land of the He¬ 
brews ; and here also have I done nothing that 
they have put me in the pit.’ 

10 And the chief of the lbakers seeth that he 
hath interpreted good, and he saith unto 
Joseph, 4 1 also am in a dream, aod lo, three 
baskets of white bread are on my head, 17 and 
in the uppermost basket are of all kinds 
of Pharaoh’s food, work of a baker; aud 
the birds are eating them out of the basket, 
from off my head.’ 

19 And Joseph answereth and Baith, 4 This 
is its interpretation: the three baskets are 
three days: 19 yet, within three days doth 
Pharaoh lift up thy head from off thee, and 
hath hanged thee on a tree, and the birds 
have eaten thy flesh from off thee.’ 

20 And it cometh to pass, on the third day, 
Pharaoh’s birthday, that he maketh a banquet 
to all his servants, and lifteth up the head of 
the chief of the butlers, and the head of the 
chief of the bakers among his servants, 21 and 
he putteth back the chief of the butlers to his 
butlership, and he giveth the cup into the 
hand of Pharaoh ; 22 and the chief of the 
bakers he hath hanged, as Joseph hath inter- 

reted to them; 13 and the chief of the butlers 

ath not remembered Joseph, but forgetteth 
him. 

XLI. 1 AND it cometli to pass, at the end 
of two years of days that Pharaoh is dreaming, 
and lo, he is standing by the River, 2 and lo, 
from the River coming up are seven kine, of 
fair appearance, and fat in flesh, and they 
feed among the reeds; 3 and lo, seven other 
kine are coming up after them out of the 
River, of bad appearance, and lean in flesh, 
and they stand near the kine on the edge of 
the River, 4 and the kine of bad appearance 
and lean in flesh eat up the seven kine of 
fair appearance, and fab—and Pharaoh awak- 
eth. 

8 And he sleepeth, and dreameth a second 
time, and lo, Beven ears are coining up on 
one stalk, fat and good, 6 and lo, seven eare,

that his spirit is moved, and he sendeth and 
calleth all the scribes of Egypt, and all its 
wise men, and Pharaoh recounteth to them 
liis dream, and there is no interpreter of 
them to Pharaoh. 

9 And the chief of the butlers speaketh 
with Pharaoh, saying, ‘My sin I mention 
this day : 10 Pharaoh hath been wroth against 
Ins servants, and giveth me into charge in 
the house of the chief of the executioners, 
me and the chief of the bakers; 11 and we 
<lream a dream in one night, I and he, each 
according to the interpretation of his dream 
we have dreamed, 

12 And there is with us a youth, a Hebrew, 
servant to the chief of the executioners, and 
we recount to him, and he interpreteth to us 
our dreams, to each according to his dream hath 
he interpreted, 13 and it cometh to pass, as he 
bath interpreted to us so it hath been, me he 
put back on my station, and him he hanged.’ 

14 And Pharaoh sendeth and calleth Joseph, 
and they cause him to run out of the pit, 
and he shaveth, and changeth his garments, 
and cometh in unto Pharaoh. 

i:> A nd Pharaoh saitli unto Joseph, ‘A dream 
I have dreamed, and there is no interpreter 
of it, and I—I have heard concerning thee, 
saying, Thou understandest a dream to in¬ 
terpret it.’ 16 and Joseph answereth Pharaoh, 
saying, ‘Without me—God doth answer Pha¬ 
raoh with peace.’ 

17 And Pharaoh speaketh unto Joseph : 4 In 
iny dream, lo, I am standing by the edge of 
the River, 10 and lo, out of the River coming 
up are seven kine, fat in flesh, and of fair 
form, and they feed among the reeds ; ]3 and 
lo, seven other kine are coming up after them, 
thin, and of very bad form, and lean in flesh ; 
L have not seen like these in all the land of 
E<rypt for badness. 

29 \And the lean and the bad kine eat up the 
first seven fat kine, 21 and they come in unto 
their midst, and it hath not been known that 
they have come in unto their midst, and 
their appearance is bad as at the commence¬ 
ment ; and I awaka 

22 ‘And I soe in my dream, and lo, seven 
ears are coming up on one stalk, full and 
good; 23 and lo, seven ears, withered, thin, 
blasted with an east, wind, are springing up 
after them ; 21 and the thin ears swallow the 
seven good cars ; and I tell unto the scribes, 
and there is none declaring to me.’ 

25 And Joseph saith unto Pharaoh, ‘The 
dream of Pharaoh is one: that which God is 
doing he hath declared to Pharaoh; 20 the 
seven good kine are seven years, and the 
seveD good ears are seven years, the dream is 
one; 27 and the seven thin and bad kine which 
are coining up after them are seven years, 
and the seven empty ears, blasted with an 
east wind, arc seven years of famine; 28 this 
i> the thing which l have spoken unto Pha¬ 
raoh : That which God is doing, he hath 
shewn Pharaoh. 


29 ‘ Lo, seven years are coming of great 
abundance in all the land of Egypt, 30 and 
seven years of famine have arisen after them, 
and all the plenty is forgotten in the land of 
Egypt, and the famine hath finished the land, 
31 and the plenty is not known in the land 
because of that famine afterwards, for it is 
very grievous. 

32 4 And because of the repeating of the 
dream unto Pharaoh twice, surely the thing 
is established by God, and God is hastening 
to do it. 

33 ‘And now, let Pharaoh provide a man, 
intelligent and wise, and set him over the 
land of Egypt; 34 let Pharaoh make and ap¬ 
point overseers over the land and receive a 
fifth of the land of Egypt in the seven years 
of plenty, 35 and they gather all the food of 
these good years that are coming, and heap 
up corn under the hand of Pharaoh—food in 
the cities ; and they have kept it, 36 and the food 
hath been for a store for the land, for the 
seven years of famine which are in the land 
of Egypt; and the land is cut off by the 
famine/ 

37 And the thing is good in the eyes of 
Pharaoh, and in the eyes of all his servants, 
30 and Pharaoh saith unto his servants, ‘Do 
we find like this, a man in whom the spirit 
of God is f* 39 and Pharaoh saith unto Joseph, 
‘ After God’s causing thee to know all this, 
there is none intelligent and wise as thou ; 
40 thou—thou art over my house, and at thy 
mouth do all my people kiss; only in the 
throne I am greater than thou.’ 

41 And Pharaoh saith unto Joseph, ‘Sec, 
I have put thee over all the land of Egypt.’ 

42 Ana Pharaoh turneth aside his seal-ring 
from off bis hand, and putteth it on the 
hand of Joseph, and clotheth him with gar¬ 
ments of fine linen, and placeth a chain of 
gold on his neck, 43 and canseth him to ride 
in the second chariot which he hath, and 
they proclaim before him, ‘Bow the knee!’ 
ana—to put him over all the land of Egypt. 

44 And Pharaoh saith unto Joseph, ‘Tam 
Pliaraohj and without thee a man doth not 
lift up his hand and his foot in all the land 
of Egypt;’ 45 and Pharaoh calleth Joseph’s 
name Zaphnath-Paaneah, and he giveth to 
him Asenath daughter of Poti-Pherah, priest 
of Ou, for a wife, and Joseph goeth out over 
the land of Egypt. 

40 And Joseph is a sort of thirty years in 
his standing before Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
aud Joseph goeth out from the presence of 
Pharaoh, aud passeth over through all the 
land of Egypt; 47 and the land maketh in the. 
seven years of plenty by handfuls. 

48 And he gatheretn all the food of the seven 
years which have been in the land of Egypt, 
and putteth food in the cities ; the food of 
the field which is round about each city hath 
lie put in its midst; 49 and Joseph gathereth 
corn as sand of the sea, multiplying exceed¬ 
ingly, until that he hath ceased to number, 
for there is no number. 

60 And to Joseph were born two sons before 
the vear of famine cometh, whom Asenath 
daughter of Poti-Pherah, priest of On, hath 
borne to him, 61 and Joseph calleth the name 
20 
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of the first-born Manasseh: 'for, God hath 
made me to forget all my labour, and all the 
house of my father; * 03 and the name of the 
second he hath called Ephraim: 'for, God hath 
caused me to be fruitful in the land of mine 
affliction.’ 

83 And the seven years of plenty are com¬ 
pleted which have been in the land of Egypt, 
** and the seven years of famine begin to come, 
as Joseph said, and famine is in all the lands, 
but in all the land of Egypt hath been bread; 
w and all the land of Egypt is famished, and 
I he people erieth unto Pharaoh for bread, and 
Pharaoh saith to all the Egyptians, ‘Go unto 
Joseph ; that which he saith to you—do. 1 

86 And the famine has been over all the face 
of the land, and Joseph openeth all places 
which have com in them, and selleth to the 
Egyptians; and the famine is severe in the 
land of Egypt, 87 and all the earth hath come to 
Egypt, to buy, unto Joseph, for the famine was 
severe in all the earth. 

XLII. 1 AND Jacob seeth that there is corn 
in Egypt, and Jacob saith to his sons,' * Why 
do you look at each other?’ 3 he saith also, 
* Lo, I have heard that there is corn in Egypt, 
go down thither, and buy for ua from thence, 
and we live and do not die B and the ten bre¬ 
thren of Joseph go down to buy corn in Egypt, 
4 and Benjamin t Joseph’s brother, Jacob hath 
not sent with his brethren, for he said, ‘ Lest 
mischief meet him.’ 

8 And the sons of Israel come to buy in the 
midst of those coming, for the famine hath 
been iD the land of Canaan, 6 and Joseph is 
the ruler over the land, he who is selling to 
all the people of the land, and Joseph’s bre¬ 
thren come and bow themselves to him—face 
to the earth. 

7 And Joseph Beeth his brethren, and dis- 
cerueth them, and maketh himself strange 
unto them, and epeaketh with them sharp 
things, and saith unto them, ‘From whence 
have yc come ? ’ and they say, * From the land 
of Canaan—to buy food.’ 

8 And Joseph discerneth his brethren, but 
they have not discerned him, 0 and Joseph 
remembereth the dreams which he dreamed 
of them, and saith unto them, * Ye are Bpies : 
to see the nakedness of the land ye have come/ 
10 And they say unto him, * No. mv lord, but 
thy servants have come to buy food; 11 we are 
all of us sons of one man, we are right men; 
thy servants have not been spies;’ * a and he 
saith unto them, * No, but the nakedness of 
the land ye have come to see; ’ 13 and they say, 
‘Thy servants are twelve brethren; we are 
sons of one man in the land of Canaan, and lo. 
the young one is with our father to-aay, ana 
the one is not* 

14 And. Joseph saith unto them, ‘This is 
that which I have spoken unto you, saying, 
Ye are spies. 18 by this ye are proved: 
Pharaoh liveth 1 if ye go out from this—ex¬ 
cept by your young brother coming hither ; 
18 Bend one of you, and let him bang your 
brother, and ye, remain ye bound, ana let 
your words be proved, whether truth be with 
you: and if not—Pharaoh liveth! surely ye 
ire spies; ’ 17 and he removeth them unto 
charge three days. 

30 


18 And Joseph saith unto them on the third 
day, ‘This do and live; God I fear! “if ye 
are right men, let one of your brethren be 
bound in the house of your ward, and ye, go, 
carry in corn for the famine of your houses, 
50 and your young brother ye bring unto me, 
and your words are established, and ye die 
not;’ and they do so. 

31 And they say one unto another, ‘Verily 
we are guilty concerning our brother, be¬ 
cause we saw the distress of his soul, in his 
making supplication unto ub, and we did not 
hearken : therefore hath thiB distress come 
upon us.’ 33 And Reuben answereth them, 
saying, ‘ Spake I not unto you, saying, Sin 
not against the lad ? and ye hearkened not; 
and Ins blood also, lo, it is required.* 

23 And they have not known that Joseph 
understandeth, for the interpreter is between 
them; 24 and he tumeth round from them, 
and weepeth, and tumeth back unto them, 
and speaketh unto them, and taketh from 
them Simeon, and bindetn him before their 
eyes. 

28 And Joseph commandeth, and they fill 
their vessels with con^ also to put hack the 
money of each unto his sack, and to give to 
them provision for the way; and one doth 
to them so. 

“And they lift up their com upon their 
asses, and go from thence, 77 and the one 
openeth his sack to give provender to hie 
asB at a lodging-place, and he seeth hit 
money, and lo, it is in the mouth of his hag, 
38 and he saith unto his brethren, * My money 
hath been put back, and also, lo, in my bag:’ 
and their heart goeth out, and they tremble, 
one to another saying, ‘What is this God 
hath done to us ! ’ 

23 And they come in unto Jacob their 
father, to the land of Canaan, and they de¬ 
clare to him all the thingB meeting them, say¬ 
ing, 80 ‘The man, the lord of the land, hath 
spoken with us sharp things, and maketh us 
as spies of the land ; 31 and we say unto him, 
We arc right men, we have not been spies, 
32 we are twelve brethren, sons of our father, 
the one is not, and the young one is to-day 
with our father in the land of Canaan. 

83 ‘And the man, the lord of the land, saith 
unto ua, By this I know that ye are right 
men—one of your brethren leave with me, 
and for the famine of your houses take ye 
and go, 34 and bring your young brother un¬ 
to me, and I know that ye arc not spies, but 
ye arc right men ; your brother I give to you. 
and ye trade with the land.’ 

38 And it cometh to pass, they are empty¬ 
ing their sacks, and lo, the bundle of each 
man’s silver is in hia sack, and they see 
their bundles of Bilver, they and their fa¬ 
ther, and are afraid; 38 and Jacob their 
father saith unto them, 1 Me ye have be¬ 
reaved; Joseph is not, and Simeon is not, 
and Benjamin ye take—against me have been 
all these.’ 

37 And Reuben epeaketh unto his father, 
Haying, * My two bom thou dost put to death, 
if I bring him not in unto thee; give him 
iuto my hand, and I—I bring him hack unto 
thee;’ 98 and he saith, ‘My son doth not go 
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flown with you, # for his brother is dead, and 
he by himself ie left; when mischief hath 
met him in the way in which ye go, then ye 
have brought down my grey hairs in sorrow 
to sheol.’ 

XLIII. 1 AND the famine is severe in the 
land ; 2 and it cometh to pass, when they 
have finished eating the corn which they 
brought from Egypt, that their father saith 
unto them, ‘Turn back, buy for us a little 
food,’ 

3 And Judah speaketh unto him, saying, 
‘The man protesting protested to us, saying, 
Ye do not see my face without your brother 
being with you; 4 if thou art sending our 
brother with us, we go down, and buy for 
thee food, 0 and if thou art not sending—we 
do not go down, for the man said unto us, 
Ye do not see my face without your brother 
being with you.’ 

And Israel saith, * Why did ye evil to me, 
by declaring to the man that ye had yet a 
brother?’ 7 and they say, ‘The man asked 
diligently concerning us, and concerning' our 
kindred, saying. Is your father yet alive? 
have ye a brother? and we declare to liim 
according to the tenor of these things; do we 
certainly know that he will say, Bring down 
your brother ? ’ 

8 And Judah saith unto Israel his father. 
‘Send the youth with me, and we arise, ancl 
go, and live, and do not die, both we, and 
thou, and our infants. 9 1—I am surety/or 
him, from my hand thou dost require him ; if 
I have not brought him in unto thee, and set 
him before thee—then I have sinned agaiust 
thee all the days; ]0 for if we had not linger¬ 
ed, surely now we had returned these two 
times.’ 

11 And Israel their father saith uuto them, 
' If so, now. this do: take of the praised 
thing of the land in vour vessels, and take 
down to the man a present, a little balm, 
and a little honey, spices and myrrh, nuts 
and almonds; 12 and double money take in 
your baud, even the money which is brought 
back in the mouth of your bags, ye take back 
in your band, it may be it is an oversight. 

^‘And take your brother, and rise, turn 
back unto the man; 14 and God Almighty 
give to you mercies before the man, so that 
he hath sent to you your other brother and 
Benjamin ; and I, when I am bereaved—I am 
bereaved.’ 

15 And the men take this present, double 
money also they have taken in their hand, 
and BeujaTnin; and they rise, and go down 
to Ejrypt, and st-aud before Joseph; 16 and 
Joseph seeth Benjamin with them, and Baith 
to liim who is over his house, ‘ Bring the men 
into the house, and slaughter an animal, and 
make ready, for with me do the men eat at 
noon.’ 

17 And the man doth as Joseph hath said, 
and the man bringeth iu the men into the 
house of JoBepli, “ and the men are afraid 
because they have been brought into the 
house of Joseph, and they say, ‘ For the 
matter of the money which was put back 
in our bags at the commencement are we 
brought in—to roll himself upon us, and to 


throw himself on us, and to take us for ser¬ 
vants—our asses also.' 

19 And they come nigh unto the man who 
is over the house of Joseph, and apeak unto 
him at the opening of the house, 29 and say, 
*0, my lord, we really come down at the 
commencement to buy food ; 21 and it com¬ 
eth to pass, when we have come in unto the 
lodging-place, and open our bags, that lo, 
each one’s money is in the mouth of his 
bag, our money iu its weight, and we bring 
it back in our hand ; 22 and other money have 
we brought down in our hand to buy food ; 
we have not known who put our money in 
our bags.’ 

23 And he saith, ‘ Peace to you, fear not: 
vour God and the God of your father hath 
given to you hidden treasure in your bags, 
vour money came unto me ;' and lie bringeth 
out Simeon unto them. 24 And the man 
bringeth in the men into Joseph’s house, 
and giveth water, and they wash their feet; 
and ne giveth provender for tlieir asses, 
25 and they prepare the present until the 
coming of Joseph at noon, for they have 
heard that there they do eat bread. 

2C And Joseph cometh into the house, and 
they bring to him the present which is in 
their hand, into the house, and bow them¬ 
selves to him, to the earth; 27 and he ask- 
eth of them of peace, and saith, ‘ Is your 
father well? the aged man of whom ye have 
spoken, is he yet alive?’ 28 and they say, 
‘ Thy servant our father is well, he is yet 
alive ;’ and they bow, and^do obeisance. 

29 And he lifteth up his eyes, and eeeth 
Beniamin his brother, his mother’s son, ancl 
saith, ‘ Is this your young brother, of whom 
ye have spoken unto me ?’ and he saith, 

‘ God favour thee, my son.’ 

30 And Joseph hasteth, for his bowels have 
been moved for bis brother, and he seeketh 
to weep, and entereth the inner chamber, 
and weepeth there; 31 and he washeth his 
face, ana gocth out, and refraineth himself, 
and saith, ‘Place bread.’ 

32 And they place for him by himself, and 
for them by themselves, and for the Egyp¬ 
tians who are eating with liim by themselves: 
for the Egyptians are unable to eat bread 
with the Hebrews, for it is an abomination 
to the Egyptians. 

33 And they sit before him, the first-born 
according to his birthright, and the young 
one according to his youth, and the men 
wonder one at another; 34 and he lifteth up 
gifts from before him unto them, and the 
gift of Beujamin is five hands more than the 
gifts of all of them; and they drink, yea, they 
drink abundantly with him. 

XLIV. 1 AND he commaudeth him who is 
over his house, saying, ‘Fill the bags of the 
men unth food, as they are able to bear, and 
put the money of each in the mouth of his 
bag;. 2 and my cup, the silver cup, thou dost 
put in the mouth of the bag oi the young 
one, and his corn-money;’ and he doth ac¬ 
cording to the word of Joseph wliieh he hath 
spoken. 

3 The morning is bright, and the men have 
been sent away, they and their asses—“they 
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If it policy to detain them, 

have gone out of the city—they have not gone 
ar off—and Joseph hath said to him who is 
over his house, ‘ Kise, pursue after the inen; 
and thou hast overtaken them, and thou hast 
said unto them, Why have ye recompensed 
evil for pood? 6 Is not this that with 
which my lord drinketh? and he observeth 
diligently with it; ye have done evil in that 
which ye have done.’ 

6 And he overtaketh them, and speaketh 
unto them these words, 7 ana they say unto 
him, ‘ Why doth my lord speak according to 
these words? far be it from thy servants to 
do according to this word; 9 lo, the money 
which we found in the mouth of our bags 
we brought back unto thee from the land of 
Canaan, and how do we steal from the house 
nf thy lord silver or gold? 0 with whomsoever 
of thy servants it is Found, he hath died, and 
we also are to my lord for servants.’ 

10 And he saitn, ‘Now, also, according to 
vour words, so it is; he with whom it is found 
bccomcth my servaut, and ye are acquitted;' 

11 and they hasten and take down each his 
hag to the earth, and each openeth his ba^r; 

12 and lie scarcheth—at the eldest he hatn 
begun, and at the youngest he hath com¬ 
pleted—and the cup is found in the bag of 
Benjamin: 13 and they rend their garments, 
aud each Iadeth his ase, and they turn baeh 
to the citv. 

14 And Judah—his brethren also— cometh in 
unto the house of Joseph, and he is yet there, 
and they fall before him to the earth- 13 and 
Joseph saith to them, ‘ What is this deed 
that ye have done? have ye not known that a 
man like me doth diligently observe?’ 

10 And Judah saith, ‘What do we say to 
my lord? what do we speak? and what—do 
we justify ourselves? God hath found out 
the iniquity of thy servants; lo, we are ser¬ 
vants to my lord, both we, and he in whoso 
hand the cup hath been found;’ 17 and he saith, 
‘Far be it from me to do this; the man in 
whose hand the cup hath been found, lie be- 
cometh my servant; and ye, go ye up m peace 
unto your father.’ 

18 And Judah comcth uigh unto him, and 
saith, ‘ 0, my lord, let thy servaut speak, 1 
pray thee, a word in the ears of my lord, 
ana let not thine anger burn against thy 
servant—for thou art as Pharaoh. 10 My 
lord hath asked his servants, saying. Have 
ye a father or brother ? 20 and we say unto 
my lord, We have a father, an aged one, and 
a child of old a^e, a little one; ana his 
brother died, ana he is left aloue of his 
mother, and his father hath loved him. 

21 ‘And thou sayest unto thy servants. Bring 
him down unto me, and I set mine eye upon 
him ; -and we say unto my lord. The youth 
is not able to leave his father, when he hath 
left his father, then he hath died; 23 and thou 
sayest unto thy servants. If your young 
brother come not down with you, ye add not 
to see my face. 

24 ‘And it comctb to pass, that we have 
come up unto thy servant my father, that we 
declare to him the words of mv lord; 23 and 
our father saith, Turn back, buy for us a 
Little food, *and we say, We are not able 
32 
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to go down ; if our young brother is with 
us, then we have gone down ; for we are not 
able to see the man’s face, and our young 
brother not with us. 

27 * And thy servant mv father saith unto 
us. Ye—ye have known that two did my wife 
bare to me, M and the one goeth out from me, 
and I say, Surely he is torn—torn! and I 
have not seen him since ; 29 when yc have 
taken also this from my presence, and mis- 
cliief hath met him, then ye have brought 
down my grey hairs with evil to sheol. 

30 * And now, at my coming in unto thy 
servant my father } and the youth not with 
us (and Iub soul ib bound up in his soul), 
31 then it hath come to pass when he seetn 
that tlie youth is not, that he hath died, and 
thy servants have brought down the grey 
hairs of thy servant our father with sorrow to 
sheol; 3 - for thy servant obtained the youth 
by surety from my father, Baying, If I bring 
him not in unto thee — then I nave sinned 
against my father all the days. 

33 ‘ And now, let thy servant, I pray thee, 
abide instead of the youth a servant to my 
lord, and the youth goeth up with his brethren, 
34 for how do I go up unto my father, and the 
youth not with me? lest I look on the evil 
which doth find my father.’ 

XLV. 1 AND Joseph hath not been able to 
refrain himself before all those standing by 
him, and he calleth, ‘Put out every man From 
me and no man hath stood with him when 
Joseph maketh himself known unto his 
brethren . 2 and he giveth forth his voice in 
weeping, and the Egyptians hear, and the 
house of Pharaoh heareth. 

3 And Joseph saith unto his brethren, '] 
am Joseph, is my father yet alive?’ and his 
brethren have not been able to answer him, 
for they have been troubled at his presence. 

4 Ana Joseph saith uuto his brethren, 
‘Come nigh unto me, I pray you,* aud they 
come nigh; and he saith, ‘ I am Joseph, ^your 
brother, whom ye sold into Egypt* "and 
now, be not grieved, nor let it be displeasing 
in your eyes that ye sold me hither, for to 
preserve life hath God sent me before you. 

6 ‘Because these two years the famine is in 
the heart of the land, and yet are five years, 
in which there is neither ploughing nor har 
vest; 7 and God sendeth me before you. to 
place of you a remnant in the land, and to 
give life to you by a great escape ; 8 and now, 
ye—ye have not sent me hither, but God, 
and He doth set me for a father to Pharaoh, 
and for lord to all his house, and ruler over 
all the land of Egypt. 

0 ‘ Haste, and go up unto my father, then 
ye have said to him, Tims said Joseph thy 
son, God hath set me for lord to .all Egypt; 
come down unto me, stay not, 10 and thou 
hast dwelt in the land of Goshen, and been 
uear unto me, thou and thy sons, and thv 
son’s sons, and thy flock, and thy herd, and 
all that thou hast, 11 and I have nourished 
thee there—for yet are live years of famine— 
lest thou become poor, thou and thy house¬ 
hold, and all that thou h ast. 

12 ‘And lo, your eyes are seeing, and the 
eyes of my brother Benjamin, that it is my 
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mouth which is speaking unto you; 13 and 
ye have declared to my father all my honour 
in Egypt, and all that ye have seen, and ye 
have hasted, and have brought down my 
father hither.’ 

14 And he falleth on the neck of Benjamin 
bis brother, and weepeth, and Benjamun hath 
wept on his neck ; 45 and he kisseth all his 
brethren, and weepeth over them; and after¬ 
wards have his brethren spoken with him. 

16 And the sound hath been heard in the 
house of Pharaoh, saying, ‘Come have the 
brethren of Joseph;’ and it is good in the 
eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of his ser¬ 
vants, 17 and Pharaoh saith unto Joseph, 
‘Say unto thy brethren, This do ye: lade 
your beasts, and go, enter ye the land of Ca¬ 
naan, 10 and take your father, and your house¬ 
holds, and come unto me, and I give to you 
the good of the land of Egypt, and eat ye the 
fat of the land. 

19 ‘Yea, thou—thou hast been commanded : 
this do yc, take for yourselves out of the 
land of Egypt, waggons for your infants, and 
for your wives, and ye have brought your 
father, and come; 20 and your eye hath no 
pity on your vessels, for the good of all the 
laud of Egypt is yours.’ 

21 And the sons of Israel do so, and Joseph 
giveth waggons to them bv the command of 
Pharaoh, and he giveth to them provision for 
the wav ; 22 to all of them hath he given—to 
each changes of garments, and to Benjamin 
he hath given three hundred silverlingn, and 
rive changes of garments ; 23 and to his father 
he hath sent thus : ten asses bearing of 
the good things of Egypt, and ten she-asses 
bearing corn and bread, even food for his 
father for the way. 

24 And he sendeth his brethren away, and 
they go ; and he saith unto them, * Be not 
angry in the way.’ 

25 And they go up out of Egypt, and come 
in to the land of Canaan, unto Jacob their 
father, 26 and they declare to him, saying, 

4 Joseph is yet alive,’ and that he is ruler over 
all the laud of Egypt; and his heart ceaseth, 
for he hath not given credence to them. 

27 And they speak unto him all the words 
of Joseph, widen he hath spoken unto them, 
and he seeth the waggons which Joseph hath 
sent to bear him away, and live doth the 
spirit of Jacob their lather; 20 and Israel 
saith, ‘ Enough ! Joseph my son is yet alive ; 
I go and see him before I die.’ 

XLVL 1 AND Israel iourneyeth, and all 
that he hath, and cometli in to Beer-Sheba, 
and sacrificeth sacrifices to the God of his 
father Isaac ; 2 and God speaketh to Israel in 
visions of the night, and saith, ‘Jacob, Jacob;’ 
and he saith, ‘ Here am I.’ 

3 And He saith, 4 1 am God, God of thy 
father, be not afraid of going down to Egypt, 
for for a great nation I set thee there; * I—1 
go down with thee to Egypt, and I—I also 
certainly bring thee up, and Joseph doth put 
his hand on thine eyes.* 

3 And Jacob riseth from Bcer-Sheba, and the 
sons of Israel bear away Jacob their father, 
and their infants, and their wives, in the wag¬ 
gons which Pharaoh hath sent to bear him, * aucl 


they take their cattle, and their goods which 
they have acquired in the land of Canaan, and 
come into Egypt—Jacob, and all his seed with 
him, 7 his sons, and his sons’ sons with him, 
his daughters, and his sons’ daughters, yea, 
all his seed he brought with him into Egypt. 

8 Aud these are the names of the sons of 
Israel who are coming into Egypt: Jacob and 
his sons, Jacob’s first-born, Ecuben. °And 
sons of Reuben: Hanoch. and Phallu. and 
Hezron, and Carmi. 

10 And sons of Simeon: Jemuel, and Jamiii, 
and Ohad, and Jachin, and Zohar, and Shaul 
son of the Canaanitess. 

11 Aud sons of Levi: Gershon, Koliatli, and 
Merari. 

12 And sons of Judah: Er, and Qnan. and 
Slielah, and Pharez, aud Zarali, (and Er and 
Onan die in the land of Canaan.) And sons 
of Pharez are Hezron and Hamul. 

13 And sons of Issachar: Tola, aud Pliuvah, 
and Job, and Shimron. 

14 And sons of Zebulun: Scred, and Elou, 
and Jahleel. 

15 These are sons of Leah whom she bare to 
Jacob in Padan-Aram, and Dinah his daugh¬ 
ter ; all the persons of his sons and his 
daughters are thirty and three. 

18 And sons of Gad: Zipliion, and Haggi, 
Shtini, andEzbon, Eri, and Arodi, and Areli. 

17 And sons of Asher : Jimnah, and Ishuali, 
and Isui, and Beriah, and Serah their sister. 
And sons of Beriah: Heber and Malchiel. 

18 These are sons of Zilpah, whom Laban 
gave to Leah his. daughter, and she beareth 
these to Jacob—sixteen persons. 

19 Sons of Bachel, Jacob’s wife: Joseph and 
Benjamin. 20 And born to Joseph in the land 
of Egypt (whom Asenath daughter of Poti- 
Pherah, priest of On, hath borne to him) are 
Manaaseh and Ephraim. 

21 And sons of Benjamin: Belah, aDcl Bcchcr. 
and Ashbel, Gera, and Naaman, Ehi, and 
Rosh. Muppim, and Huppim, and Ard. 

22 These are sons of Rachel, who were bom 
to Jacob; all the persons are fourteen. 

28 And sons of Dan : Hushim. 

24 And sons of Nauhtali: Jahzeel, and Guui, 
and Jezer, and Shillem. 

28 These are sons of Billiali, whom Laban 
gave to Rachel his daughter; and she beareth 
these to Jacob—all the persons ore seven. 

26 All the persons who are coming to Jacob 
to Egypt, coming out of his thigh, apart from 
the wives of Jacob’s sons, all the persons are 
sixty and six. 27 And the sons of Joseph who 
have been born to him in Egypt are two per¬ 
sons. All the persons of the nouse of Jacob 
who are coming into Egypt are seventy. 

28 And Judah lie hath sent before him unto 
Joseph, to direct before him to Goshen, and 
they come into the land of Goshen; 29 and 
Joseph hamessetli his chariot, and goeth up 
to meet Israel his father, to Goshen, and 
appeareth unto him, and falleth on his neck, 
ana weepeth on his neck again : 30 and Israel 
saith unto Joseph, ‘ Let me aie this time, 
after my seeing tny face, for thou art yet alive. ’ 

31 And Joseph saith unto his brethren, and 
unto the house of his father, ‘ I go up, and 
declare to Pharaoh, and say unto him. My 
33 
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brethren, and the house of my father who are 
iu the laud of Canaan have come iu unto me ; 
M and the men are feeders of a flock, for they 
have been men of cattle ; and their flock, and 
their herd, and all that they have, they have 
brought.’ 

M 4 Aud it hath come to pass when Pharaoh 
calleth for you, and hath said, What are your 
works? 34 that ye have said, Thy servants 
have been men of cattle from our youth, even 
until now, both wc aud our fathers,—in order 
that ye may dwell in the land of Goshen, 
for the abomiuation of the Egyptians is every 
one feeding a flock.’ 

XLVII. 1 AND Joseph cometh, and declar- 
eth to Pharaoh, aud saith, ‘My father, and 
my brethren, aud their flock, aud their herd, 
aud all they have, have come from the land of 
Cauaan, and lo, they are in the laud ofGosheD.’ 

2 Aud out of his bretlireu he hath taken five 
men, and setteth them before Pharaoh; 3 aud 
Pharaoh saith unto his bretlireu, * What arc 
your works?’ aud they say uuto Pharaoh, 

* Thy servauts arc feeders of a flock, both we 
and our fathers; ’ 4 and they say unto Pharaoh, 
‘To sojourn in the land wc have come, for 
there is uo pasture for the flock which thy 
servauts have, for grievous is the famine m 
the laud of Capaau ; aud uow, let thy servauts, 
we pray thee, dwell in the land of Goshen.’ 

6 And Pharaoh speaketh unto Joseph, say¬ 
ing, 1 Thy father and thy brethren have come 
unto thee: 6 the land of Egypt is before thee • 
in the best of the laud cause thy father and 
thy brethren to dwell—they dwell in the land 
of Goshen, and if thon hast known, and there 
are among them men of ability, then thou 
hast set them heads over the cattle I have.’ 

7 And Joseph bringeth in Jacob his father, 
and causeth him to stand before Pharaoh; 
and Jacob blesseth Pharaoh. 8 And Pharaoh 
saith unto Jacob, 4 How many are the days of 
the years of thy life ? ’ 0 And Jacob saith unto 
Pharaoh, ‘ The days of the years of my so- 
iournings are an hnndred and thirty years; 
few and evil have been the days of tue years 
of my life, and they have not reached the 
days of the years of the life of my fathers, iu 
the days of their sojournings.’ 18 And Jacob 
blesseth Pharaoh, and goetli out from before 
Pharaoh. 

11 And Joseph settleth his father and his 
brethren, ana giveth to them a possession 
in the land of Egypt, in the best of the laud, 
in the land of Raineses, as Pharaoh com¬ 
manded; 13 and Joseph nourisheth his father, 
and his brethren, aud all the house of his 
father with bread, according to the mouth of 
the infants. 

13 And there is no bread in all the land, for 
the famine is very grievous, and the land of 
Egypt and the land of Canaan are feeblo be¬ 
cause of the famine; 14 and Joseph gatheretli 
all the silver that is found in the land of 
Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, for the 
corn that they are buying, and Joseph bring¬ 
eth the silver into the house of Pharaoh. 

16 And the silver is consumed out of the 
land of Egypt, and out of the land of Canaan, 
and all the Egyptians come in unto Joseph, 
saying, ‘Give to us bread—why do we die 
34 


before thee, though the money hath ceased?’ 
10 and Joseph saith, ‘Give your cattle; and 
I give to you for your cattle, if the money hath 
ceased.* 

17 Aud they brin^ in their cattle unto Joseph, 
and Joseph giveth to them bread, for the 
horses, aud for the cattlo of tho flock, and for 
the cattle of the herd, and for the asses; and 
ho tendeth them with bread, for all their 
cattle, duriug that year. 

18 And that year is finished, and they come 
in unto him on the second year, and say to 
him, ‘Wc do not hide from my lord, that 
since the money hath been finished, and pos¬ 
session of the cattle is unto my lord, there 
hath not been left before my lord save our 
bodies, and our ground; 19 why do we die 
before thine eyes, both we and our ground? 
buy us and our ground for bread, and we and 
our ground arc servants to Pharaoh • and give 
seed, and we live, and die not, .and the ground 
is not desolate.' 

30 And Joseph buyeth all the ground of 
Egypt for Pharaoh, for the Egyptians have 
sola each his field, for the famine hath been 
severe upon them, and the land becometh 
Pharaoh’s; 21 as to the people he hath removed 
them to cities from the one end of the border 
of Egypt even unto its other end. 

22 Only the grouud of the priests-lie hath 
not bought, for the priests have a portion from 
Pharaoh, aud they have eaten their portion 
which Pharaoh hath given to them, therefore 
they have not sold their ground. 

23 And Joseph saith unto the people, 4 Lo. 

I have bought you to-day and your ground 
for Pharaoh; lo. seed for you, and ye have 
sown the ground, 24 and it hath come to pass 
in the increases, that ye have given a fifth to 
Pharaoh, and four of the parts are for your¬ 
selves, for seed of the field, and for your food, 
and for those who are in your houses, and for 
food for your infants.’ 

25 And they say, ‘Thou hast revived us; wc 
find grace in the eyes of my lord, and have 
been servants to Pharaoh; ’ 28 and Joseph 
setteth it for a statute unto this day, con 
cerning the grouud of Egypt, tloat Pharaoh 
hath a fifth; only the ground of the priests 
alone hath not become Pharaoh’s. 

27 And Israel dwelletli in the land of Egypt, 
in the land of Goshen, aud they have pos¬ 
session in it, and are fruitful, aud multiply 
exceedingly; 28 and Jacob liveth in the land 
of Egypt seventeen years, and the days of 
Jacob, the years of his life, are an hundred 
and forty and seven years. 

29 And the days of Israel are near to die, 
and he calleth for his son, for Joseph, and 
saith to him, 4 If, I pray thee, I have found 
grace in thine eyes, put, I pray thee, thy 
baud under my thigh, and thou hast done 
with me kindness aud truth • bury me not, 1 
pray thee, in Egypt, 30 and I have lain with 
my fathers, ana thou hast borne me out of 
Egypt, and buried me in their burying-place.' 

And he saith, ‘I—I do according to thy 
word;' 81 and he saith, ‘Swear to me;’ ana 
he sweareth to him , and Israel boweth him¬ 
self on the head of the bed. 

XLVIIL l AND it cometh to pass, after 
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these things, that one saith to Joseph, ‘ Lo, 
thy father is sick;’ and he taketh his two 
eons with him, Manasseh and Ephraim. 
2 And one declareth to Jacob, and saith, 1 Lo, 
thy son Joseph is coming unto thee;’ and 
Israel doth strengthen himself, and sit upon 
the bed. 

3 And J*acob saith unto Joseph, ‘God Al¬ 
mighty hath appeared unto me, in Luz, in the 
land of Canaan, and blesseth me, 4 and saith 
unto me, Lo, I am making thee fruitful, and 
have multiplied thee, and given thee for an 
assembly of peoples, and given this land to 
thy seed after thee, a possession age-during. 

* ‘ And now, thy two sons, who are born to 
thee in the land of Egypt, before my coming 
unto thee to Egypt, mine they are; Ephraim 
and Manasseh, as Reuben and Simeon they 
are mine; G and thy family which thou hast 
begotten after them are tnine; by the name 
of their brethren they are called in their in¬ 
heritance. 

7 ‘And I—in my coming in from Padan- 
Aram Rachel hath died by me in the land of 
Canaan, in the way, while yet a kibrath of 
land to enter Ephrata, and I bury her there in 
the way of Ephrata, which is Bethlehem.’ 

0 And Israel seeth the sons of Joseph, and 
saith, ‘Who are these?’ 9 and Joseph saith 
unto his father, ‘They are my sons, whom 
God hath given to me in thisjnkice;’ and he 
saith, * Bring them, I pray thee, unto me, and 
I bless them.’ 

10 And the eyes of Israel have been heavy 
from age, he is unable to see; and he bring* 
eth them nigh unto him, and he kisseth 
them, and cleaveth to them; 11 aud Israel 
saith unto Joseph, ‘To see thy face I had 
not thought, and lo, God hath shewed me 
also thy seed.’ 

l j And Joseph bringeth them out from be¬ 
tween his knees, and bowebh himself on his 
face to the earth; 13 and Joseph taketh them 
both, Ephraim in his right hand towards 
Israel’s left, and Manasseh in his left towards 
Israel's right, and bringeth them nigh to him. 

14 Aud Israel putteth out his right hand, 
and placeth it upon the head of Ephraim, who 
is the younger, and his left hand upon the head 
of Manasseh: nehath guided his hands wisely, 
for Manasseh is the first-born. 

15 And he blesseth Joseph, and saith, ‘God, 
before whom my fathers Abraham and Isaac 
walked habitually: God who is feeding me 
from my being unto this day: 16 the Messenger 
who is redeeming me from all evil doth bless 
the youths, and my name iscalled upon them, 
and the name of my fathers Abraham and 
Isaac; and they iucrease into a multitude iu 
the midst of the land.’ 

17 And Joseph seeth that his father eetteth 
his right hand on the head of Ephraim, and it 
is wrong in His eyes, and he supporteth the 
hand of his father to turn it aside from ofF the 
head of Ephraim to the head of Manasseh'; 
18 and Joseph saith unto his father, ‘Not so, 
my father, for this is the first-born; set thy 
right hand on his head.’ 

19 Aud his father refuseth, and saith, ‘I have 
known, my Bon, I have known; he also be- 
cometh a people, and he also is great, and yet. 


his young brother is greater than he, aud his 
seed is the fulness of the nations; ’ 20 and he 
blesseth them in that day, saying, ‘By thee 
doth Israel bless, saying, God set thee as 
Ephraim and as Manasseh;’ and he setteth 
Ephraim before Manasseh. 

21 And Israel saith unto Joseph, ‘Lo, I am 
dying, and God hath been with you, and hath 
brought you back unto the land of your 
fathers; -*and I—I have given to thee one por¬ 
tion above thy brethren, which I have taken 
out of the hand of the Amorite by my sword 
and by my bow.' 

XLIX. 1 AND Jacob calleth unto his sons 
and saith, ‘Be gathered together, and I de¬ 
clare to you that which doth happen with you 
iu the latter end of the days. 

2 ‘ Be assembled, and hear, sons of Jacob, 
And hearken unto Israel your father. 

3 Reuben ! my first-born thou. 

My power, and beginning of my strength. 
The abundance of exaltation. 

And the abundance of strength ; 

4 Unstable as water, thou art not abundant; 
For thou hast gone up thy father's bed ; 
Then thou hast polluted: 

My couch he went up! 

5 Simeon and Levi are brethren ! 
Instruments of violence—their espousals! 

6 Into their secret, come not, 0 my soul! 
Unto their assembly be not united, 

0 mine honour; 

For in their anger they slew a man. 

And in their self-will eradicated a prince. 

7 Cursed is their anger, for it is tierce, 

And their wrath, for it is sharp ; 

I divide them iu Jacob, 

And I scatter them in Israel. 

8 Judah! thou—thy brethren nraise thee! 
Thy hand is on the neck of tnine enemies, 
Sons of thy father bow themselves to thee. 

9 A lion’s whelp is Judah, 

For prey, my son. thou hast gone up; 

He hath bent, he hath crouched as a lion, 
And as a lioness; who causeth him to arise? 

10 The sceptre turneth not aside from Judah, 
And a lawgiver from between his feet, 

Till his Seed come; 

And his is the obedience of peoples. 

11 Binding to the vine his ass. 

And to the choice vine the colt of his ass, 
He hath washed in wane his clothing, 

And in the blood of grapes his covering; 

12 Red are eyes with wine, 

And white are teeth with milk ! 

13 Zebulun at a haven of the seas doth dwell, 
And he is for a haven of ships; 

Aud his side is unto Zidou, 

14 Issacher is a strong ass, 

Crouching betweeu the two folds; 

15 And he seeth rest that it is good, 

And the land that it is pleasant, 

And he inelineth his shoulder to bear, 

And is to tribute a servant. 

10 Dan doth judge his people, 

As one of the tribes of Israel; 

17 Dau is a serpent by the way, 

An adder by the path, 

Which is biting the horse’s heels, 

Aud its rider falleth backward. 

18 For Thy Balvation 1 have waited, Jehovah 1 
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19 Gad! a troop assaultctb him. 

But he assaulteth last 
90 Out of Asher his bread is fat; 

And he giveth dainties of a king. 

51 Naphtab w a hind sent away. 

Who is giving beauteous young ones. 

” Joseph is a fruitful son ; 

A fruitful son by a fountain, 

Daughters step over the wall; 

71 Aud embitter him—yea, they bavc striven, 
Yea, hate him do archers; 

74 And his bow abideth in strength, 

And strengthened are the arms of Ids hands 
By the hands of the Mighty One of Jacob, 
iVTieuce is a shepherd, a son of Israel. 

71 By the God of thy father who helpeth thee, 
And the Mighty One who blessetn thee, 
Blessings of the heavens from above, 
Blessings of the deep lying under, 

Blessings of breasts and womb ;— 

M Thy father's blessings have been mighty 
Above the blessiugs of my progenitors, 

Unto the limit of the heights age-duriug 
They are for the head of Joseph, 

And for the crown of the one 
^ Separate from his brethren. 

77 Beniamin! a wolf teareth ; 

1 n the morning he eateth prey, 

And at evening he apportioneth spoil.’ 

20 All these are the twelve tribes of Israel, 
and this is that which their father hath spoken 
unto them, and he blesseth them ; each ac¬ 
cording tohis blessing he hath blessed them. 

79 And he commandeth them, and saith un¬ 
to them, * I am bein'; gathered unto my people; 
bury me by my fathers, at the cave which is 
in the field of Ephron the Hittite • 30 in the 
cave which is in the field of Machpelah, which 
is on the front of Mature, in the land of Ca¬ 
naan, which Abraham bought with the field 
from Ephron the Hittite for a possession of a 
burying-place; 31 (there they buried Abraham 
and Sarah his wife; there they buried Isaac 
aud Bebekah his wife,; and there I buried 
licah); 32 the purchase of the field and of the 
cave which is in it, is from Sons of Heth.’ 

3:1 Aud Jacob finisheth co mm anding his 
sons, and gathereth up his feet unto the bed, 
aud expireth, and is gathered unto his people. 

L. X AND Joseph falleth on his father’s 
face, and weepeth over him, and kisseth 
him ; 2 and Joseph commandeth his servants, 
the physicians, to embalm his father, and the 
physicians embalm Israel; 3 and they fulfil 
tor him forty days, for so they fulfil the days 
of the embalmed, and the Egyptians weep for 
him seventy days. 

4 And the days of his weeping pass away, 
aud Joseph speaketh unto the house of 
Pharaoh, saying, ‘If, I pray you, I have 
found grace m your eyes, speak, I pray you, 
in the ears of Pharaoh, saying, 6 My father 
caused me to swear, saying, Lo, I am dying: 
in my burying-place which I have prepared 
for myself in the land-of Canaan, there dost 
thou duty me; and now, let me go up, I pray 
thee, and bury my father, and return ;’ ®and 
Pharaoh saith. ‘Go up and bury thy father, 
as he caused thee to swear.’ 

7 And Joseph goeth up to bury his father, 
and go up with him do all the servants of 
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Pharaoh, elders of his house, and all tho 
elders of the land of Egypt, 8 and all the 
house of Joseph, and his brethren, and the 
house of his father; only their infants, and 
their flock, and their herd, have they left 
in the land of Goshen; 9 and there go up 
with him both chariot and horsemen, ano 
the camp is very great. 

• 10 Ana they come unto the threshing-floor 
of Atad, which is beyond the Jordan, and 
they lament there, a lamentation great and 
very grievous ; and he maketh for his father 
a mourning seven days, 11 and the inhabitant 
of the land, the Canaanite, see the mourning 
in the threshing-floor of Atad, and say, ‘A 
grievous mourning w this to the Egyptians; * 
therefore bath one called its name ‘The 
mourning of the Egyptians,* which w beyond 
the Jordan. 

u And his sons do to him so as he com 
manded them, 13 and his sons bear him away 
to the land of Canaan, and bury him in the 
cave of the field of Machpelah, which Abra¬ 
ham bought with the field for a possession of 
a burying-place, from Ephron the Hittite, on 
the front of Mamre. 

14 And Joseph tumeth back to Egypt, he 
and his brethren, and all who are going up 
with him to bury his father, after his Durying 
his father. 

18 And the brethren of Joseph see that 
their father is dead, and say, 1 Peradventure 
Joseph doth hate us, and doth certainly return 
to us all the evil which we did with him.’ 

18 And they give a charge for Joseph, saying, 

‘ Thy father commanded before his death, 
saying 17 Thus ye do say to Joseph, I pray 
thee, bear, I pray thee, with the transgres. 
sion of thy brethren, and their sin, for they 
have done thee evil; and now, bear, we pray 
thee, with the transgression of the servants 
of the God of thy father;’ and Joseph weep¬ 
eth in their speaking unto them; 

10 And his brethren also go and fall before 
him, and say, ‘Lo, we are to thee for servants. ’ 

15 And Joseph saith unto them, ‘Fear not, 
for am I in the place of God? 20 As for you. 
ye devised against me evil—God devised it 
for good, in order to do as at this day, to 
keep alive a numerous people; 21 and now, 
fear not: I do nourish you and your infants;’ 
and he comforteth them, and speaketh unto 
their heart. 

23 And Joseph dwelleth in Egypt, he and 
the house of his father, and Joseph liveth 
a hundred and ten years, 23 and Joseph look- 
eth on Ephraim’s sons of the third genera¬ 
tion; sons also of Machir, sou of Manassch, 
have been born on the knees of Joseph. 

24 And Joseph saith unto his brethren, ‘I 
am dying, and God doth certainly inspect 
you, and nath caused you to go up from this 
land, unto the land which He hath sworn to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob.’ 

35 And Joseph causeth the sons of Israel to 
swear, saying, * God doth certainly inspect 
you, and ye have brought tip my bones horn 
this place . 

28 And Joseph dieth, a son of an hundred 
and ten years, and they embalm him, and he 
is put into a coffin in Egypt. 
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CHAP. L 1 AND these are the names of the 
sons of Israel who are coming into Egypt 
with Jacob; a man and his household have 
they come: 2 Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and 
Judah, 3 Issachar, Zebulun, and Benjamin. 
4 Dan, and Naphtali, Gad, and Asher. 5 Aud 
all the persons coming out of the thigh of 
Jacob are seventy persons; as to Joseph, he 
was in Egypt. 

6 And Joseph dieth, and all his brethren, 
and all that generation; 7 and the sons of 
Israel have been fruitful, and they teem, and 
multiply, and are very very mighty, and the 
land is filled with them. 

0 And there riseth a new king over Egypt, 
who hath not known Joseph, 9 and lie saith 
unto his people, ‘Lo, the people of the sons 
of Israel is more numerous and mighty than 
we: 10 give help! let us act wisely concerning 
it, lest it multiply, and it hath come to pass, 
when war happenetli, that it hath been join¬ 
ed, even it, unto those hating us, and hath 
fought against us. and hath gone out up of the 
land.’ 

11 And they set over it princes of tribute, 
so as to afflict it with their burdens, and it 
buildetli store-cities for Pharaoh, Pithom and 
Raamses; 12 and as they afflict it, so it multi- 
plieth, and so it breaketh forth, and they arc 
vexed because of the sons of Israel; 15 and 
the Egyptians cause the sons of Israel to 
serve with rigour, 14 and make their lives 
bitter in hard service, in clay, and in brick, and 
in every kind of service in the field; all their 
service in which they have served is with 
rigour. 

* 5 And the king of Egypt speaketh to the 
mid wives, the Hebrewesses, (of whom the 
name of the one is Shiphrah, and the name 
of the second Puah), 1G and saitli, * When ye 
cause the Hebrew women to bear, and have 
looked on the children; if it is a son—then 
ye have put him to death; and if it is a daugh¬ 
ter—then she hath lived.’ 

17 And the midwives fear God, and have 
not dpne as the king of E"ypt hath spoken 
unto them, and keep the lads alive; and 
the king of Egypt calleth for the midwives, 
and saith to them, ‘Wherefore have ye 
done this thing, and keep the lads alive?’ 
19 And the midwives say unto Pharaoh, ‘ Be¬ 
cause the Hebrew women are not as the 
Egyptian women, for they are lively; before 
the midwife cometh in unto them—they have 
borne!’ 

:0 And God doth good to the midwives, and 
file people multiply, and are very mighty; 
21 ana it cometh to pass, because the midwives 
have feared God, that He maketh for them 
households; 32 and Pharaoh layetli a charge 
on aTl his people, saying, ‘Every son who is 
bom—into the River ye do cast him, and every 
daiighter ve do keep alive.’ 

It. \AND there goeth a man of the house 
of Levi, and he teketli the daughter of Levi. 


2 and the woman conceiveth, and beareth a 
son, and she seeth him that lie is fair, and 
she hideth him three mouths, 3 and she hath 
not been able any more to hide him, and she 
taketh for him an ark of rushes, and daubetli 
it with bitumen and with pitch, and putteth 
the lad in it, and putteth it in the weeds by 
the edge of the River; 4 and his sister station- 
eth herself afar off, to know what is done to 
him. 

6 And a daughter of Pharaoh cometh down 
to bathe at the River, and her damsels are 
walking by the side of the River, and she 
seeth the ark in the midst of the weeds, and 
sendeth her handmaid, and she taketh it, 
6 and openeth, and seeth him—the lad, anti 
lo, a child weeping! and she bathpity on 
him, and saith, *Tliis is one of the Hebrews’ 
children.’ 

7 And his sister saith unto the daughter of 
Pharaoh, ‘Do I go? when I have called for 
thee a suckling woman of the Hebrews, then 
she doth suckle the lad for tliee;’ 8 and the 
daughter of Pharaoh saith toiler, ‘Go;’ aud 
the virgin goeth, and calleth the mother 
of the lad, 9 and the daughter of Pharaoh 
aaith to her, * Take this lad away, and suckle 
him for me, and I—I give thy hire;’ ami 
the woman taketh the lad, aud suckletk 
him. 

10 And the lad groweth, and she bringeth 
him in to the daughter of Pharaoh, and he 
is to her for a son, and she calleth his name 
Moses, and saith, ‘ Because—from the water 
I have drawn him.’ 

11 And it cometh to pass, in those days, 
that Moses is grown, and he goeth out unto 
his brethren, and lookctli on their burdens, 
and seeth a man, an Egyptian, smiting a man, 
a Hebrew, one of his brethren, 12 and lie turn- 
cth hither and thither, aud seeth that there 
is no man, and smiteth the Egyptian, and 
liideth him in the sand. 

13 And he goeth out on the second day, and 
lo, two men, Hebrews, striving! and lie saitli 
to the wrong-doer, * Why dost thou smite tliv 
neighbour?’ 14 and he saith, ‘Who set thee 
for a head and a judge over us? to slay me 
art thou saying it, as thou hast slain the 
Egyptian?’ and Moses fearetk, and saith, 
* Surely the thin" hath been known.’ 

15 And Pharaoh hearetli of this thing, and 
seeketh to slay Moses, and Moses fleeth from 
the face of Pharaoh, and dwelleth in the land 
of Midian, and dwelleth by the well. 

10 And to a priest of Midian are seven 
daughters, aud they come and draw, and 
fill the troughs, to water the flock of their 
father, 17 ana the shepherds come and drive 
them away, and Moses ariseth, and savetli 
them, and watereth their flock. 

18 And they come into Reuel their father, 
and he saith, ‘Wherefore have ye hastened 
to come in to-day?’ 19 and they say, ‘A man, 
an Egyptian, hath delivered us out of the 
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hand of tlie shepherds, and also hath dili¬ 
gently drawn for us, and watereth the flock;’ 
* and he saith unto his daughters, * And 
where is he ? why ls this?—ye left the man! 
call for him, and lie doth eat bread.’ 

- 1 And Moses is willing to dwell with the 
man, and he givetli Zipporah his daughter 
to Moses, ’-^aud she beareth a son, and he 
calleth his name Gershom, for he said, ' A 
sojourner I have been in a strange land.' 

And it cometh to pass during these many 
days, that the king of Egypt dietli, aud the 
sons of Israel sigh because of the service, and 
cry, aud their cry goeth up unto God, be¬ 
cause of the service - 24 aud God heareth 
their groaning, and God remembereth His 
covenant with Abraham, with Isaac, and 
with Jacob • 25 and God seeth the sous of 
Israel, and God knoweth. 

III. 1 AND Moses hath been feeding the 
llock of Jethro his father-in-law, priest of 
Midian, and he leadeth the flock behind the 
wilderness, and cometh in unto the moimt of 
God, to Horeb; 2 and there appeareth uuto 
him a messenger of Jehovah in a flame of 
lire, out of the midst of the bush, and he 
seeth, and lo, the bush is burning with fire, 
aud the bush is not consumed. 

3 And Moses saith, 4 Let me turn aside, I 
pray thee, and I see this great appearance: 
wherefore is the bush not burned?’ 4 and 
Jehovah seeth that he hath turned aside to 
see, and God calleth unto him out of the 
midst of the bush, and saith, ‘ Moses, Moses;’ 
and he saith, 4 Here am I.' 

^Aud He saith, ‘Come not near hither: 
east thy shoes from off thy feet, for the place 
on which thou art standing is holy ground.’ 
t; He saith also, ‘I am the God of thy father, 
God of Abraham, God of Isaac, ana God or 
Jacob;’ aud Moses hideth his face, for he is 
afraid to look towards God. 

7 And Jehovah saith, 4 1 have certainly seen 
the affliction of My people who are in Egypt, 
aud their cry I have heard, because of its 
exactors, for I have known its pains ; 8 and 
1 go down to deliver it out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, aud to cause it to go up out of 
that land, uuto a land good and broad, uuto 
a land flowing with milk and houey—unto 
the place of the Canaanite, and the Hittite, 
and the Amorite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite. 

9 ‘And now, lo, the cry of the sons of Israel 
hath come in unto Me, and I have also seen 
the oppression with which the Egyptians are 
oppressing them, 10 and now, come, and I 
send thee unto Pharaoh, and bring thou out 
My people, the sons of Israel, out of Egypt.’ 

“And Moses saith unto God, ‘Who am 
I, that I go unto Pharaoh, and that I brin" 
out the sons of Israel from Egypt?’ 12 and 
He saith, * Because I am with thee, and this 
is to thee the sign that I have sent thee: in 
thy bringing out the people from Egypt—ye 
do serve God on this mount.’ 

13 And Moses saith unto God, 4 Lo, I am 
coming unto the sous of Israel, and have 
said to them, The God of your fathere hath 
Bent me unto you, and they have said to me, 
What is His uame? what do I say unto 
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them?’ 14 And God saith unto Moses, ' I AM 
THAT WHICH I AM;’ He saith also, 
‘Thus dost thou say to the sons of Israel, 
I AM hath sent me unto you.’ 

10 And God saith again unto Moses, ‘Thus 
dost thou say unto the sons of Israel, Je¬ 
hovah, God of your fathers, God of Abra¬ 
ham, God of Isaac, and God of Jacob, hath 
sent me unto you; this is My name—to the 
age, and this My memorial, to generation— 
generation. 

1G ‘Go, and thou hast gathered the elders of 
Israel, aud hast said unto them: Jehovah, 
God of your fathers, hath appeareth unto me, 
God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, saying:, 1 
have certainly inspected you, and that which 
is done to you in Egypt ; 17 and I say, I bring 
you up out of the affliction of Egypt, unto the 
land of the Canaauite, aud the Hittite, and 
the Amorite, and the Perizzite, audthe Hivite, 
and the Jehusite, unto a land flowing with 
milk and honey. 

19 ‘ And they have hearkened to thy voice, 
and thou hast entered, thou aud the elders of 
Israel, unto the king of Egypt, and ye havo 
said unto him, Jehovah, God of the Hebrews, 
hath met with us; and now, let us go, we pray 
thee, a journey of three days into the wil¬ 
derness, and we sacrifice to Jehovah our God. 

19 ‘ And I—I have known that the Icing of 
Egypt doth not permit you to go, unless by 
a strong hand, 20 and I have put forth My 
hand, and have smitten Egypt with all My 
wonders, which I do in its midst—and after¬ 
wards lie doth send you away. 

214 And I have giveu the grace of this peoplo 
in the eyes of the Egyptians, and it hath come 
to pass, when ye go, ye go not empty; 22 and 
cvci'y woman hath asked from her neigh¬ 
bour, and from her who is sojourning in her 
house, vessels of silver, and vessels of gold, 
and garments, and ye have put them on your 
sous and on your daughters, and have spoiled 
the Egyptians. 

IV. ] AND Moses answereth and saith, 
' And, if they do not give credence to me, nor 
hearken to my voice, and say, Jehovah hath 
not appeared unto thee?’ 

2 And Jehovah saith unto him, 4 What is 
this in thy hand?’ and he saith, ‘A rod;’ 
3 and He saith, 4 Cast it to the earth ;’ and he 
casteth it to the earth, and it becometh a ser¬ 
pent—and Moses fleeth from its presence. 

4 And Jehovah saith unto Moses. ‘Put forth 
thy hand, and lay hold on the tail of it;’ and he 
putteth forth his hand, and layeth hold on it, 
and it becometh a rod in his hand— 

® 4 —so that they believe that Jehovah, God 
of their fathers, hath appeared unto thee, 
God of Abraham, God of Isaac, and God oi 
Jacob.* 

6 And Jehovah saith to him again, 4 Put in, 
I pray thee, thy hand into thy bosom; ’ and he 

E utteth in his hand into his bosom, and he 
ringeth it out, and lo, his hand is leprous as 
snow; 7 and He saith, 4 Put back thy hand 
unto thy bosom;* and he putteth hack liia 
hand unto his bosom, and he bringeth it Out 
from his bosom, and lo, it hath tipued back aa 
his flesh— 

84 —and it hath come to pass, if they do aot 
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give credence to thee, and hearken not to the 
voice of the first sign, that they have given 
credence to the voice of the latter sign. 

9 * And it hath come to pass, if they do not 
give credence even to these two signs, nor 
hearken to thy voice, that thou hast taken of 
the waters of the River, and hast poured on 
the dry land, and the waters which thou 
takest from the River have been, yea, they 
have become—blood on the dry land.’ 

10 And Moses saith unto Jehovah, ‘O, my 
Lord, I am not a man of words, either yes* 
terday, or before, or since Thy speaking unto 
Thy servant, for I am slow of mouth, and 
slow of tongue.’ 

11 And Jehovah saith unto him, ‘Who ap¬ 
pointed a mouth for man ? or who appointeth 
the dumb, or deaf, or open, or blind? is it 
not I, Jehovah? 12 and now, go, and I—I am 
with thy mouth, and have directed thee that 
which thou speakest; 13 and he saith, ‘ 0, my 
Lord, send, I pray thee, by the hand Thou 
dost send.* 

u And the anger of Jehovah burneth against 
Moses, and He saith, ‘Is not Aaron the 
Levite thy brother? I have known that he 
speaketh well, and also, lo, he is coming out 
to meet thee ; when lie hath seen thee, then 
he hath rejoiced in his heart, 15 and thou 
liast spoken unto him, and hast set the words 
in his mouth, and I—I am with thy mouth, 
and with his mouth, and have directed you 
that which ye do ; 10 and he, he hath spoken 
for thee unto the people, aud it hath come to 
pass, lie—he is to thee for a mouth, and thou 
—thou art to him for God; 17 and this rod 
thou dost take in thy hand, with which thou 
doest the signs.’ 

18 Aud Mose9 goetli and tlirncth back unto 
Jethro his father-in-law, and saith to him, 

‘ Let me go, I pray thee, and I turn back unto 
my brethren who are in Egypt, and I see 
whether they are yet alive.’ And Jethro 
saith to Moses, ‘Go in peace.’ 

19 And Jehovah saith unto Moses in Mi- 
dian, ‘Go, turn back to Egypt, for all the 
meu have died who seek thy life;’ 20 and 
Moses taketli his wife, and nis sons, and 
causeth them to ride on the ass, and turnetli 
back to the land of Egypt, and Moses taketli 
the rod of God in his hand. 

21 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ In thy 
going to turn back to Egypt, see —all the 
wonders which I have put in thy hand—that 
thou hast done them before Pharaoh, and I 
—I strengthen his heart, and he doth not 
send the people away ; 22 and thou bast said 
unto Pharaon, Thus said Jehovah, My son, 
My first born is Israel, 23 and I say imto thee. 
Send away My son, and he doth serve Me; 
and—thou dost refuse to send him away—lo, 
I am slaying thy son, thy first-born.’ 

24 And it cometh to pass in the way, in a 
lodging place, that Jehovah meeteth him 
and seeketh to put him to death ; 25 and 
Zipporah taketh a Hint, and cutteth off the 
foreskin of lier son, and causeth it to touch 
his feet, and saith, * Surely a bridegroom of 
blood art thou to me;’ 23 and He desisteth 
from him: then she said, ‘A bridegroom oi 
blood,* in reference to the circumcision. 


27 And Jehovah saith uuto Aaron, ‘Go to 
meet Moses into the wilderness;’ and he 
goeth, and meeteth him in the mount of God, 
and kisseth him, 28 and Moses declareth to 
Aaron all the words of Jehovah with which 
He hath sent him, and all the signs with 
which He hath charged him. 

29 And Moses goeth—Aaron also—and they 
gather all the elders of the sons of Israel, 
30 and Aaron speaketh all the words which 
Jehovah hath spoken unto Moses, and doth 
the signs before the eyes of the people; 
31 and the people believe when they hear that 
Jehovah hath looked after the sons of IsraeL 
and that He hath seen their affliction; ana 
they bow and do obeisance. 

V. 1 .AND afterwards have Moses and 
Aaron entered, and they say unto Pharaoh, 
‘Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, Send My 
people away, and they keep a feast to Me in 
the wilderness;’ 2 and Pharaoh saith, ‘Who 
is Jehovah, that I hearken to His voice, to 
send Israel away? I have not known Je¬ 
hovah, and Israel also I do not send away.’ 

3 And they say, 4 The God of the Hebrews 
hath met with us, let us go, we pray thee, 
a journey of three days into the wilderness, 
and we sacrifice to Jehovah our God, lest 
He meet us with pestilence or witli sword.’ 

4 And the king of Egypt saith unto them, 
4 Why, Moses aud Aaron, do ye free the 
people from its works? go to your burdens.’ 
* Pharaoh also saith, 4 Lo, numerous now is 
the people of the land, and ye have caused 
them to cease from their burdens!’ 

c And Pharaoh commandcth, on that day, 
the exactors among the people and its author 
ities, saying, 7 ‘Ye do not add to give straw 
to the people for the making of the bricks, as 
heretofore—they go and have gathered straw 
for themselves ; 0 and the proper quantity of 
the bricks which they arc making heretofore 
ye do put on them, ye do not diminish from 
it, for they axe remiss, therefore they are 
crying, saying, Let us go, let us sacrifice to 
our God; 9 let the service be heavy on the 
men. and let them work at it, and not be 
dazzled by lying words.’ 

10 And the exactors of the people, and its 
authorities, go out, aud speak unto the people, 
saying, ‘Thus said Pharaoh, I do not give you 
straw, 11 ye—go ye, take for yourselves straw 
where ye fina it, for there is nothing of your 
service diminished.’ 

12 And the people is scattered over all the 
land of Egypt, to gather stubble for straw, 
13 and the exactors are making haste, saying, 
4 Complete your works, the matter of a day 
in its day, as when there is straw.* 

14 And the authorities of the sons of Israel, 
whom the exactors of Pharaoh have placed 
over them, are beaten, saying, ‘Wherefore 
have ye not completed your portion in mak¬ 
ing brick as heretofore, both yesterday and 
to-day V 

15 And the authorities of the sons of Israel 
come in and cry unto Pharaoh, saying, 4 Why 
dost thou thus to tliy servants ? 10 Straw is 
not given to thy servants, and they are say¬ 
ing to us, Make bricks, and lo, thy servant? 
are smitten—and thy people hath sinned. 
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17 And he saitli, 1 Remiss—ye are remiss, 
therefore ye are saying, liCt us go, let us sac¬ 
rifice to Jehovah ; 48 and now, go, serve ; and 
straw is not given to you, and the measure of 
bricks ye do give.’ 

19 And the authorities of the sons of Israel 
see them in affliction, saying, ‘Ye do not di¬ 
minish from your bricks; the matter of a day 
in its day.’ 

w And they meet Moses and Aarou standing 
to meet them, in their coming out from Pha¬ 
raoh, 21 and say unto them, ‘Jehovah look 
upon you, and judge. because ye have caused 
our fragrance to stink in the eyes of Pharaoh, 
and in the eyes of his servants—to give a sword 
into their hand to slay us. 1 

“ And Moses turueth back uuto Jehovah, 
and aaith, 4 Lord, why hast Thou done evil 
to this people? why w this?—Thou hast sent 
me ! 23 and since I have come unto Pharaoh, 
to speak in Thy name, he hath done evil to 
this people, and Thou hast not at all delivered 
Thy people.’ 

VI. 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Moses, 
‘Now dost thou see that which I do to Pha¬ 
raoh, for with a strong hand he doth send 
them away, yea, with a strong hand he doth 
cast them out of his land.’ 

2 And God speaketh unto Moses, and aaith 
onto him, ‘ I am Jehovah, 3 and I appear 
unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, 
as God Almighty ; as to My name Jehovah 
I have not been known to them ; 4 and also 1 
have established My covenant with them, to 
give to them the land of Canaan, the land 
of their sojournings, wherein they have so¬ 
journed ; 6 and also I have heard the groan¬ 
ing of the sons of Israel, whom the Egypt¬ 
ians are causing to serve, and I remember My 
covenant. 

G * Therefore say to the sons of Israel, I am 
Jehovah, aud I nave brought you out from 
under the burdens of the Egyptians, and 
have delivered you from their service, aud 
have redeemed you by a stretched-out arm, 
and by great judgments, 7 and have taken 
you to Me for a people, and I have been to you 
for God, and ye have known that I am Je¬ 
hovah your God. who is bringing you out 
from under the Durdens of the Egyptians: 
6 and 1 have brought you in unto the land 
which I have lifted up My hand to give it to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, and have 

g iven it to you — a possession; I am Jc- 
ovah.’ 

9 And Moses speaketh so unto the sous of 
fsrael, and they nearkened not uuto Moses, 
for anguish of snirit, and for harsh service. 

10 And Jehovah speaketh imto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 11 'Go in, speak unto Pharaoh king of 
-Egypt, and lie doth send the sons of Israel 
out of his land; 12 and Moses speaketh 
before Jehovah, saying, ‘Lo, the sons of 
Israel have not hearkened unto me, and how 
doth Pharaoh hear me, and l of uncircum- 
cised lips ? ’ 

13 Ana Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, and 
unto Aaron, and cliargeth them for the sons 
of Israel, and for Pharaoh king of Egypt, to 
bring out the sons of Israel from the land of 
Egypt 


14 These art heads of the house of their 
fathers: Sons of Reuben first-born of Israel 
are Hanoch, and Phallu, Hezron, and Conni: 
these art families of Reuben: • 

10 And sons of Simeon are JemuejL and 
Jamin, and Obad, and Jachin, and Zohar, 
and Shaul, son of the Canaanitess: these art 
families of Simeon. 

10 And these are the names of the sons of 
Levi, as to their births: Gershon, and Ko- 
lmth, and Merari: and the years of the life 
of Levi are a hundred aud thirty and seven 
years. 17 The sons of Gershon are Libni, and 
Shimi. as to their families. 18 And the sons 
of Konath are Amram, and lzhar, and Heb¬ 
ron, and Uzziel: and trie years of the life of 
Kohath are a hundred and thirty and three 
years. 18 And the eons of Mernn are Mahli 
and Mushi: these are families of Levi, as to 
their births. 

20 And Amram taketh Jochebed his aunt 
to himself for a wife, and she benreth to 
him Aaron and Moses: and the years of the 
life of Amram are a hundred ana thirty and 
seven years. 

21 And sons of lzhar are Korah, and Nep- 
heg, and Zichri. m And sons of Uzziel are 
Mishael, and Elzaphan, and Sithri. 

23 And Aaron taketh Elisheba daughter of 
Amimnadab. sister of Naashon, to himself 
ltr a wife, and she beareth to him Nadab, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

24 And Bons of Korah are Assir, and El- 
kanah, and Abiasaph: these are families of 
the Korhite. 

M And Eleazar, Aaron’s son, hath taken to 
him one of the daughters of Putiel for a wife 
to himself, and she beareth to him Phinehas: 
these are heads of the fathers of the Levites, 
as to their families. 

26 This is Aaron — and Moses — to whom 
Jehovah said, ‘Bring ye out the sons of 
Israel from the land of Egypt, by their 
hosts; ’ 27 these are they who are speaking unto 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, to bring out the 
sons of Israel from Egypt, this is Moses— 
and Aaron. 

28 And it cometh to pass in the day of Je¬ 
hovah’s speaking unto Moses in the land of 
Egypt, n that Jehovah Bpeaketh unto Moses, 
saying, ‘I am Jehovah, speak unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt all that I am speaking unto 
thee/ 80 And Moses saith before Jehovah, 
4 Lo, I am of uncirciuncised lips, and how 
doth Pharaoh hearken unto me? 1 

YIL 1 ANT) Jehovah saith unto Moses, 
‘See, I have given thee a god to Pharaoh, 
and Aaron thy brother is thy prophet; 2 thou 
—thou dost speak all that I command tliee, 
and Aaron thy brother doth speak unto 
Pharaoh, and he hath sent the sons of Israel 
out of his land. 

3 ‘And I harden the heart of Pharaoh, and 
have multiplied My signs and My wonders in 
the land of Egypt, 4 and Pharaoh doth not 
hearken, and 1 have put My hand on Egypt, 
and have brought out My hosts, My people, 
the sons of Israel, from the land of E^ypt 
by great judgments; “and the Egyptians 
have known that I am Jeliovali, in My 
stretching out My hand against Egypt; and 
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I have brought out the eons of Israel from 
their midst.’ 

6 And Moses doth—Aaron also—as Jehovah 
commanded them; bo have they done; 7 and 
Moses is a son of eighty years, and Aaron is 
a son of eighty and three years, in their speak¬ 
ing unto Pharaoh. 

®And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, saying, 9 1 When Pharaoh speak- 
eth unto you, saying Give for yourselves a 
wonder; then thou hast said unto Aarou, 
Take thy rod, and cast before Pharaoh—it be- 
conieth a monster.’ 

10 And Moses gocth in—Aaron also—unto 
Pharaoh, and they do so as Jehovah hath 
commanded; and Aaron casteth his rod be¬ 
fore Pharaoh, and before his servants, and it 
becometh a monster. 

11 And Pharaoh also calieth for wise men, 
and for sorcerers ; and the scribes of Egypt 
they also, with their flashings, do so 12 ana 
they cast down each his rod, and they become 
monsters and the rod of Aaron swalloweth 
their rods; 13 and the heart of Pharaoh is 
strong, and he hath not hearkened unto them, 
as Jehovah hath spoken. 

14 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘The 
heart of Pharaoh hath been hard, he hath re¬ 
fused to send the people away; 15 go unto 
Pharaoh in the morning, lo, he is going out to 
the water, and thou hast stood to meet him 
by the edge of the River, and the rod which 
was turned to a serpent tnou dost take in thy 
hand- 10 and thou hast said unto him: Je¬ 
hovah, God of the Hebrews, hath sent me un¬ 
to thee, saying, Send My people away, aud 
they serve Me in the wilderness; and lo, thou 
hast not hearkened hitherto. 

17 4 Thus said Jehovah: By this thou know- 
est that I am Jehovah ; lo, t am smiting with 
the. rod which is in my hand, on the waters 
which are in the River, and they have beeu 
turned to blood, 18 and the fish that are in the 
River die, and the River hath stank, and the 
Egyptians have been wearied of drinking 
waters from the River.’ 

19 And Jehovah Baith unto Moses, 4 Say 
unto Aaron, Take thy rod, and stretch out 
thy hand against the waters of Egypt, against 
their streams, against their rivers, and against 
their ponds, and against all their collections 
of waters; and they are blood—and there hath 
been blood in all the land of Egypt, both in 
vessels of wood, and in those of stone.’ 

20 And Moses and Aaron do so, as Jehovah 
hath commanded, and lie lifteth up his hand 
with the rod, and smiteth the waters which 
are in the River, before the eyes of Pharaoh, 
and before the eyes of his servauts, and all 
the waters which are in the River are turned 
to blood, 21 and the fish which is iu the River 
hath died, and the River stinketh, and the 
Egyptians have not been able to diiuk water 
from the River; and the blood is in all the 
land of Egypt. 

22 And the scribes of Egypt do so with their 
flashings, and the heart of Pharaoh is Btrong, 
and he hath not hearkened unto them, as Je¬ 
hovah hath spoken, 23 and Pharaoh turn eth 
and goeth in unto his house, and hath not set 
his heart even to this* 24 and all the Egyptians 


seek water round about the River to drink, 
for they have not been able to drink of the 
waters of the River. 

25 And seven days are completed after Je¬ 
hovah’s smiting the River, 

VIII. 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Moses, 
4 Go in unto Pharaoh: and thou hast said 
unto him, Thus said Jehovah, Bend My 
people away, and they serve Me; 2 and if thou 
art refusing to send away, lo, I am smiting 
all thy border with frogs; s and the River 
hath teemed with frogs, and they have gone 
up and gone into thy house, and into the inner- 
chamber of tby bed, and on thy couch, and in¬ 
to the house of thy servants, and among thy 
people, and into thine ovens, and into thy 
kneading-troughs ; 4 yea, on thee, and on thy 
people, and on all thy servants do the frogs go 
up/ 

5 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 4 Say unto 
Aaron, Stretch out thy hand, with thy rod. 
against the streams, against the rivers, and 
against the ponds, and cause the frogs to come 
up against the land of Egypt.’ 

6 And Aaron stretcheth out his hand against 
the waters of Egypt, and the frog cometh up, 
and covereth the land of Egypt ; 7 and the 
scribes do so with their flashings, and cause 
the frogs to come up against the laud of 
Egypt. 

® And Pharaoh calieth for Moses and for 
Aaron, and saith, 4 Make supplication unto 
Jehovah, that he turn aside the frogs from me, 
and from my people, and I send the people 
away, and they sacrifice to Jehovah.’ 

9 And Moses saith to Pharaoh, 4 Beautify 
thyself over me; when do I make supplication 
for thee, and for thv servants, and for thy 
people, to cutoff the frogs from thee and from 
thy houses—only in the River they do re¬ 
main ?’ 10 and he saith, ‘To-morrow.’ 

And he saith, 4 According to thy word it is, 
so that thou knowest that there is none like 
Jehovah our God, 11 and the frogs have turned 
aside from thee, and from thy houses, and 
from thy servants, and from thy people; only 
in the River they do remain.’ 

12 And Moses—Aaron also—goeth out from 
Pharaoh, aud Moses crieth unto Jehovah, 
concerning the matter of the frogs which He 
hath set on Pharaoh; 13 and Jehovah doth 
according to the word of Moses, and the frogs 
die out of the houses, out of the courts, and 
out of the fields, 14 and they heap them up to¬ 
gether, and the land stinketh. 

15 And Pharaoh seetli that there hath been a 
respite, and he hath hardened his heart, and 
hath not hearkened unto them, as Jehovah 
hath spoken. 

10 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 4 Say un¬ 
to Aaron, Stretch out thy rod, and smite the 
dust of the land, and it hath become gnats in 
all the land of Egypt.' 

17 And they do so, aud Aarou stretcheth out 
liia hand with his rod, and smiteth the dust 
of the land, and the gnats are on man and on 
beast; all the dust of the land hath been gnats 
iu all the land of Egypt. 

10 And the scribes do so with their flash¬ 
ings, to bring out the gnats, and they have not 
been able, and the gnats are on man and on 
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hand of the shepherds, and also hath dili¬ 
gently drawn for us, and watereth the dock ;* 
* and he saith unto his daughters, ‘ And 
where is he ? why is this?—ye left the man! 
call for him, and lie doth eat bread.* 

- l And Moses is willing to dwell with the 
man, and he givetli Zipporah his daughter 
to Moses, 23 aud she beareth a son, and he 
calleth his name Gershom, for he said, 'A 
sojourner I have been in a strange land.’ 

23 And it cometh to pass during these many 
days, that the king of Egypt dietli, and the 
sons of Israel sigh because of the service, and 
cry, and their cry goeth up unto God, be¬ 
cause of the service: 24 and God lieareth 
their groaning, and God remembereth His 
covenant with Abraham, with Isaac, and 
with Jacob • 23 and God seeth the sons of 
Israel, and God knoweth. 

III. 1 AND Moses hath been feeding the 
Hock of Jethro his father-in-law. priest of 
Midian, and he leadeth the flock behind the 
wilderness, and cometh in unto the mount of 
God, to Horeb; 2 and there appeareth unto 
him a messenger of Jehovah in a flame of 
lire, out of the midst of the bush, and he 
seeth. and lo, the bush is burning with fire, 
and tne bush is not consumed. 

3 And Moses saith, ‘ Let me turn aside, 1 
pray thee, and I see this great appearance: 
wherefore is the bush not burned?’ 4 ana 
Jehovah sectli that he hath turned aside to 
see, and God calleth unto him out of the 
midst of the bush, and saith, ‘Moses, Moses;’ 
and he saith, ‘Here am I.’ 

°And Re saitli, ‘Come not near hither: 
cast thy shoes from off thy feet, for the place 
<>u whicli thou art standing is holy ground.’ 
u He saitli also, ‘I am the God of thy father, 
God of Abraham, God of Isaac, ana God of 
Jacob;’ and Moses hideth his face, for he is 
afraid to look towards God. 

7 And Jehovah saith, ‘I have certainly seen 
the affliction of My people who arc in Egypt, 
and their cry I have heard, because of its 
exactors, for I have known its pains; 8 and 
I go down to deliver it out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and to cause it to go up out of 
that land, unto a land good and broad, unto 
a land flowing with milk and honey—unto 
the place of the Canaanite, and the Hittite, 
and the Amorite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite. 

9 ‘And now, lo, the cry of the sons of Israel 
hath come in unto Me, and I have also seen 
the oppression with which the Egyptians are 
oppressing them, 10 and now, come, and I 
send thee unto Pharaoh, and bring thou out 
My people, the sons of Israel, out of Egypt.’ 

“And Moses saith unto God, ‘Who am 
I, that I go unto Pharaoh, and that I brum 
out the sons of Israel from Egypt?’ 12 and 
He saith, ‘ Because I am with thee, and this 
is to thee the sign that I have sent thee: in 
thy bringing out the people from Egypt—ye 
do serve God on this mount.* 

“And Moses saitli unto God, ‘Lo, I am 
coming unto the sons of Israel, and have 
said to them. The God of your fathers hath 
Bent me unto you, and they have said to me, 
What is His Dame? what do I say unto 
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them?’ 14 Aud God saith unto Moses, * I AM 
THAT WHICH I AM;’ lie saith also, 
‘Thus dost thou say to the sons of Israel, 
I AM hath sent me unto you.’ ‘ 

18 And God saith again unto Moses, ‘Thus 
dost thou say unto the sons of Israel. Je¬ 
hovah, Gad of your fathers, God of Abra¬ 
ham, God of Isaac, and God of Jacob, hath 
sent me unto you; this is My name—to the 
age, and this My memorial, to generation— 
generation. 

16 ‘ Go, and thou hast gathered the elders of 
Israel, and hast said unto them: Jehovah, 
God of your fathers, hath appeareth unto me, 
God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, saying, 1 
have certainly inspected you, and that which 
is done to you in Egypt ; 17 and I say, I bring 
you up out of the affliction of Egypt, unto the 
land of the Canaanite, and the Hittite, and 
the Amorite, and the Perizzite, aud the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite, unto a land flowing with 
milk and honey. 

19 * And they have hearkened to thy voice, 
and thou hast entered, thou and the elders of 
Israel, unto the king of Egypt, and ye havo 
said unto him, Jehovah, God of the Hebrews, 
hath met with us; and now, let us go, we pray 
thee, a journey of three days into the wil¬ 
derness, and we sacrifice to Jehovah our God. 

19 * And I—I have known that the king of 
Egypt doth not permit you to go, unless by 
a strong hand, ^and I have put forth My 
hand, and have smitten Egypt with all My 
wonders, which I do in its midst—and after¬ 
wards he doth send you away. 

21 * And I have given the grace of this peoplo 
in the eyes of the Egyptians, and it hath como 
to pass, when ye go, ye go not empty; --and 
every woman hath asked from her neigh¬ 
bour, and from her who is sojourning in her 
house, vessels of silver, and vessels of gold, 
and garments, and ye have put them on your 
sons and on your daughters, and have spoiled 
the Egyptians. 

IV. 4 AND Moses answeretli and saitli, 
* And, if they do not give credence to me. nor 
hearken to my voice, and say, Jehovah hath 
not appeared unto thee?’ 

2 And Jehovah saith unto him, ‘What is 
this in thy hand?’ and he saith, ‘A rod;’ 
3 and He saith, 4 Cast it to the earth and lie 
casteth it to the earth, and it becometh a ser¬ 
pent—and Moses fleeth from its presence. 

4 And Jehovah saith unto Moses. ‘Put forth 
thy hand, and lay hold on the tail of it; ’ and he 
putteth forth his hand, and layeth hold on it, 
and it becometh a rod in his hand— 

0 ‘—so that they believe that Jehovah, God 
of their fathers, hath appeared unto thee, 
God of Abraham, God of Isaac, and God of 
Jacob.’ 

6 And Jehovah saith to him again, 4 Put in, 
I pray thee, thy hand into thy bosom; ’ and he 
putteth in his hand into his bosom, and he 
bringeth it out, and lo, his hand is leprous as 
snow; 7 and Ho saith, 4 Put back thy hand 
unto thy bosom;* and he putteth back kia 
hand unto his bosom, and he bringeth it out 
from his bosom, and lo, it hath turned back as 
his flesh— 

■ 4 —and it hath come to pass, if they do qot 
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give credence to thee, and hearken not to the 
voice of the first sign, that they have given 
credence to the voice of the latter sign. 

9 * And it hath come to pass, if they do not 
give credence even to these two signs, nor 
hearken to thy voice, that thou hast taken of 
the waters of the River, and hast poured on 
the dry land, and the waters which thou 
takest from the River have been, yea, they 
have become—blood on the dry land.’ 

10 And Moses saith unto Jehovah, ‘O, my 
Lord, I am not a man of words, either yes¬ 
terday, or before, or since Thy speaking unto 
Thy servant, for I am slow of mouth, and 
slow of tongue.’ 

11 And Jehovah saith unto him, ‘Who ap¬ 
pointed a mouth for man ? or who appointeth 
the dumb, or deaf, or open, or blind? is it 
not I, Jehovah? 12 and now, go, and I—I am 
with thy mouth, and have directed thee that 
which thou speakest; 13 and he saith, ‘ 0, my 
Lord, send, I pray thee, by the hand Thou 
dost send.’ 

14 And the anger of Jehovah burneth against 
Moses, aud He saith, ‘ Is not Aaron the 
Levite thy brother? I have known that he 
speaketh well, and also, lo, he is coming out 
to meet thee ; when he hath seen thee, then 
he hath rejoiced in his heart, 15 and thou 
hast spoken unto him, aud hast set the words 
in his mouth, and I—I am with thy mouth, 
and with his mouth, and have directed you 
that which ye do ; 1C and he, he hath spoken 
for thee unto the people, aud it hath come to 
pass, lie—he is to thee for a mouth, and thou 
—thou art to him for God; 17 and this rod 
thou dost take in thy hand, with which thou 
doest the signs.’ 

16 Aud Moses goeth and turnetli back unto 
Jethro his father-in-law, and saith to him, 

‘ Let me go, I pray thee, and I turn back unto 
my brethren who are in Egypt, and I see 
whether they are yet alive.’ And Jethro 
saith to Moses, ‘Go in peace.’ 

19 And Jehovah saitli unto Moses in Mi- 
than, ‘Go, turn back to Egypt, for all the 
men have died who seek thy life;’ 20 and 
Moses taketli his wife, and his sons, and 
causeth them to ride on the ass, and turneth 
back to the land of E^ypt, and Moses taketli 
the rod of God in hiB hand. 

21 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, * In thy 
going to turn back to Egypt, see—all the 
wonders which I have put in thy hand—that 
thou hast done them before Pharaoh, and I 
—I strengthen his heart, and he doth not 
send the people away ; 22 and thou hast said 
unto Pharaoh, Thus said Jehovah, My son, 
My first born is Israel, 23 and I say unto thee. 
Send away My son, and he doth serve Me; 
and—thou dost refuse to send him away—lo, 
I am slaying thy son, thy first-born.’ 

24 And it cometh to pass in the way, in a 
lodging place, that Jehovah meeteth him. 
and seeketh to put him to death ; 25 and 
Zipporali taketh a flint, and cutteth off the 
foreskin of her son, and causeth it to touch 
his feet, and saith, ‘ Surely a bridegroom of 
blood art thou to me*' 20 and He desisteth 
from him: then she said, ‘A bridegroom of 
blood,’ in reference to the circumcision. 


27 And Jehovah saith uuto Aaron, * Go to 
meet Moses into the wilderness;’ and he 
goeth, and meeteth him in the mount of God, 
and kisseth him, 28 and Moses declareth to 
Aaron all the words of Jehovah with which 
He hath sent him, and all the signs with 
which He hath charged him. 

29 And Moses goeth—Aaron also—and they 
gather all the elders of the sons of Israel, 

30 and Aaron speaketh all the words which 
Jehovah hath spoken unto Moses, and doth 
the signs before the eyes of the people; 

31 and the people believe when they hear that 
Jehovah hath looked after the sons of Israel, 
and that He hath seen their affliction ; and 
they bow and do obeisance. 

V. 1 AJSD afterwards have Moses and 
Aaron entered, and they say unto Pharaoh, 
4 Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, Send My 
people away, and they keep a feast to Me in 
the wilderness;’ 2 and Pharaoh saith, ‘Who 
is Jehovah, that I hearken to His voice, to 
send Israel away? I have not known Je¬ 
hovah, and Israel also I do not send away.’ 

3 And they say, ‘ The God of the Hebrews 
hath met with us, let us go, we pray thee, 
a journey of three days into the wilderness, 
and we sacrifice to Jehovah our God, lest 
He meet us with pestilence or with sword.’ 

4 And the king of Egypt saith unto them, 
4 Why, Moses and Aaron, do ye free the 
people from its works? go to your burdens.’ 
* Pharaoh also saith, ‘ Lo, numerous now is 
the people of the land, and ye have caused 
them to cease from their burdens!’ 

6 And Pharaoh commandcth, on that day, 
the exactors among the people and its author 
itiea, saying, 7 ‘Ye do not add to give straw 
to the people for the making of the bricks, as 
heretofore—they go and have gathered straw 
for themselves ; 8 and the proper quantity of 
the bricks which they arc maldng Heretofore 
ye do put on them, ye do not diminish from 
it, for they are remiss, therefore they are 
crying, Baying, Let us go, let us sacrifice to 
our God; 9 let the service be heavy on the 
men, and let them work at it, and not be 
dazzled by lying words.’ 

10 And the exactors of the people, and its 
authorities, go out, and speak unto the people, 
saying, ‘Thus said Pharaoh, I do not give you 
straw, 11 ye—go ye, take for yourselves straw 
where ye find it, for there is nothing of your 
service diminished.’ 

12 And the people is scattered over all the 
land of Egypt, to gather stubble for straw, 
13 and the exactors are making haste, sayiug, 
‘ Complete your works, the matter of a day 
in its day, as when there is straw.' 

14 And the authorities of the sons of Israel, 
whom the exaetors of Pharaoh have placed 
over them, are beaten, saying, ‘Wherefore 
have ye not completed your portion in mak¬ 
ing brick as heretofore, both yesterday and 
to-day ? ’ 

16 And the authorities of the sons of Israel 
come in and cry unto Pharaoh, saying, 4 Wh^ 
dost thou thus to thy servants ? 10 Straw is 
uot given to thy servants, and they are say¬ 
ing to us, Make bricks, and lo, thy servants 
are smitten—and thy peoole hath sinned.

Ood promises to deliver Israel, v. 17.—EXODUS.—vii. 5. Authority of Moses enlarged. 


17 And he saith, ‘ Remiss—ye are remiss, 
therefore ye are saving, 1 am us go, let us sac¬ 
rifice to Jehovah; 18 and now, go, serve; and 
straw is not giveu to you, and the measure of 
bricks ye do give.’ 

i* And the authorities of the sons of Israel 
Bee them in afflictiou, saying, ‘ Ye do not di¬ 
minish from your bricks; the matter of a day 
in its day.’ 

20 And they meet Moses and Aaron standing 
to meet them, in their coming out from Pha¬ 
raoh, 21 and say unto them, ‘Jehovah look 
upon you, aud judge, because ye have caused 
our fragrance to stiuk in the eyes of Pharaoh, 
and in the eyes of his servants—to give a sword 
into their hand to slay us.’ 

22 And Moses turneth back unto Jehovah, 
and saith, ‘ Lord, why hast Thou done evil 
to this people? why is this?—Thou hast sent 
me! 53 and since I nave come unto Pharaoh, 
to speak in Thy name, he hath done evil to 
this people, and Thou hast not at all delivered 
Thv people.’ 

VI. 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Moses, 
' Now dost thou see that which I do to Pha¬ 
raoh, for with a strong hand he doth Bend 
them away, yea, with a strong hand he doth 
cast them out of his land.’ 

2 And God speaketh unto Moses, and saith 
onto him, ‘lam Jehovah, 3 and I appear 
unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, 
as God Almighty; as to My name Jehovah, 
I have not been known to them.; 4 and also I 
have established My covenant with them, to 
give to them the land of Canaan, the land 
of their sojourniugs, wherein they have so¬ 
journed ; 8 and also I have heard the groan¬ 
ing of the sons of Israel, whom the Egypt¬ 
ians are causing to serve, and I remember My 
covenant. 

c ‘Therefore say to the sons of Israel, I am 
Jehovah, aud I liave brought you out from 
under the burdens of the Egyptians, and 
have delivered you from their service, aud 
have redeemed you by a stretched-out arm, 
and by great judgments, 7 and have taken 
you to Me for a people, and I have been to you 
for God, and ye have known that I am Je¬ 
hovah your God. who is bringing you out 
from under the Durdens of the Egyptians; 
8 and 1 liave brought you in unto the land 
whicli I have lifted up My hand to give it to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, and have 
given it to you — a possession; I am Je¬ 
hovah.’ 

9 And Moses speaketh so unto the sons of 
Israel, and they nearkened not unto Mo3eB, 
for anguish of spirit, and for harsh service. 

10 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 11 ‘Go in, speak unto Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and he doth send the sons of Israel 
out of his land; 12 and Moses Bpeaketh 
before Jehovak saying, ‘Lo, the Bona of 
Israel have not hearkened unto me, and how 
doth Pharaoh hear me, and I of uncircum¬ 
cised lips?’ 

13 Ana Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, and 
unto Aaron, and cliargeth them for the sons 
of Israel, and for Pharaoh king of E^ypt, to 
bring out the sons of Israel from theland of 
Egypt. 


14 These are heads of the house of their 
fathers: Sons of Reuben first-born of Israel 
are Hanoch, and Phallu, Hezron, and Canni: 
these are families of Reuben. 

18 And sons of Simeon are JemueL and 
Jamin, and Ohad, and Jochin, and Zohar, 
and ShauJL son of the Canaanitess: these are 
families of Simeon. 

16 And these are. the names of the sons of 
Levi, as to their births: Gershon, and Ko- 
hath, and Merari: and the years of the life 
of Levi are a hundred and thirty and seven 
years. 17 The sons of Gershon are Libni, and 
Shimi. as to their families. 10 And the sons 
of Konath are Amram. and lzhar, and Heb¬ 
ron, and Uzziel: and tne years of the life of 
Kohath are a hnndred and thirty and three 
years. 19 And the sons of Meran are Mahli 
and Mushi: these are families of Levi, aB to 
their births. 

20 And Amram taketh Jochebed his aunt 
to himself for a wife, and she beareth to 
him Aaron and Moses: and the years of the 
life of Amram are a hundred ana thirty and 
seven years. 

21 And sons of lzhar are Korah, and Nep- 
heg, and Zichri. ^And sons of Uzziel are 
Mishael, and Elzaphan, and Sithri, 

23 Ana Aaron taketh Elisheba daughter of 
Amminadab, Bister 1 of Naashon, to nimself 
itr a wife, and she beareth to him Nadab, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

24 And eons of Korah are Assir, and El- 
kanah, and Abiasapli: these are families of 
the Korhite. 

28 And Eleazar, Aaron’s son, hath taken to 
him one of the daughters of Putiel for a wife 
to himself, and she neareth to him Phinehas: 
these are heads of the fathers of the Levites, 
as to their families. 

20 This is Aaron —and Moses — to whom 
Jehovah said, ‘Bring ye out the sons of 
Israel from the land of Egypt, by their 
hosts; ’ 27 these are they who are speaking unto 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, to bring out the 
sons of Israel from Egypt, this is Moses— 
aud Aaron. 

28 And it cometh to pass in the day of Je¬ 
hovah’s speaking unto Moses in the land of 
Egypt, 29 that Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, * I am Jehovah, Bpeak unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt all that I am speaking imto 
thee.* 30 And Moses saith before Jehovah, 

‘ Lo, I am of uncircumcised lips, and how 
doth Pharaoh hearken unto me ?’ 

VIL 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Moses, 
‘See, I have given thee a god to Pharaoh, 
and Aaron thy brother is thy prophet; 2 thou 
—thou dost speak all that I command thee, 
and Aaron thy brother doth speak unto 
Pharaoh, and he hath sent the sons of Israel 
out of his land. 

3 ‘And I harden the heart of Pharaoh, and 
liave multiplied My Bigns and My wonders in 
the land of Egypt, 4 and Pharaoh doth not 
hearken, and 1 liave put My hand on Egypt, 
and have brought out My hosts. My people, 
the sons of Israel, from the land of Egypt 
by great judgments; 8 and the Egyptians 
have known that I am Jehovah, in My 
stretching out My hand against Egypt; and 
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I have brought out the sons of Israel from 
their midst.’ 

6 And Moses doth—Aaron also—as Jehovah 
commanded them; so have they done; 7 and 
Moses is a Bon of eighty years, and Aaron is 
a son of eighty and three years, in their speak¬ 
ing unto Pharaoh. 

“And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, Baying, 9 4 When Pharaoh speak- 
eth unto you, saying. Give for yourselves a 
wonder; then thou hast said unto Aaron, 
Take thy rod, and cast before Pharaoh—it be- 
cometh a monster.’ 

10 And Moses goeth in—Aaron also—unto 
Pharaoh, and they do so as Jehovah hath 
commanded; and Aaron casteth his rod be¬ 
fore Pharaoh, and before his servants, and it 
becometh a monster. 

11 And Pharaoh also calicth for wise men, 
and for sorcerers; and the scribes of Egypt, 
they also, with their flashings, do so, 15 and 
they cast down each his rod, and they become 
monsters, and the rod of Aaron swalloweth 
their rods ; u and the heart of Pharaoh is 
strong, and he hath not hearkened unto them, 
as Jehovah hath spoken. 

14 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘The 
heart of Pharaoh hath been hard, he hath re¬ 
fused to send the people away; 15 go unto 
Pharaoh in the morning, lo, he is going out to 
the water, and thou hast stood to meet him 
by the edge of the River, and the rod which 
was turned to a serpent thou dost take in thy 
han(L 10 and thou hast said unto him: Je¬ 
hovah, God of the Hebrews, hath sent me un¬ 
to thee, saying, Send My people away, and 
they serve Me in the wilderness ; and lo, thou 
hast not hearkened hitherto. 

17 4 Thus said Jehovah: By this thou know- 
est that I am Jehovah; lo, t am smiting with 
the rod which is in my hand, on the waters 
which are in the River, and they have been 
turned to blood, 18 and the fish that are in the 
River die, and the River hath stank, and the 
Egyptians have been wearied of drinking 
waters from the River.’ 

19 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 4 Say 
unto Aaron, Take thy rod, and stretch out 
thy hand against the waters of Egypt, against 
their streams, against their rivers, and against 
their ponds, and against all their collections 
of waters; and they are blood—and there hath 
been blood in all the land of Egypt, both in 
vessels of wood, and in those of stone.’ 

29 And Moses and Aaron do so, as Jehovah 
hath commanded, and he lifteth up his hand 
with the rod, and smiteth the waters which 
are in the River, before the eyes of Pharaoh, 
and before the eyes of liis servants, and all 
the waters which are in the River are turned 
to blood, 21 and the fish which is in the River 
hath died, and the River stinketh, aud the 
Egyptians have not been able to drink water 
from the River; and the blood is in all the 
land of Egypt. 

22 And the scribes of Egypt do so with their 
flashings, and the heart of Pharaoh is strong, 
and he liath not hearkened unto them, as Je¬ 
hovah hath spoken, 23 and Pharaoh turueth 
and goetli in imto his bouse, and hath not set 
lug heart even to this* 24 and all the Egyptians 


seek water round about the River to drink, 
for they have not been able to drink of the 
waters of the River. 

25 Amd seven days are completed after Je¬ 
hovah’s smiting the River, 

VIII. 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Moses, 
‘Go in unto Pharaoh: and thou hast said 
unto him, Thus said Jehovah, Send My 
people away, and they serve Me; 3 and if thou 
art refusing to send away, lo, I am smiting 
all thy border with frogs; 8 and the River 
hath teemed with frogs, and they have gone 
up and gone into thy house, and into the inner- 
chamber of thy bed, and on thy couch, and in¬ 
to the house of thy servants, and among thy 
people, and into thine ovens, and into thy 
kneading-troughs; 4 yea, on thee, and on thy 
people, and on all thy servants do the frogs go 
up/ 

5 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 4 Say unto 
Aaron, Stretch out thy hand, with thy rod. 
against the streams, against the rivers, ana 
against the ponds, and cause the frogs to come 
up against the land of Egypt.’ 

0 And Aaron stretcheth out his hand against 
the waters of Egypt, and the frog cometh up, 
and covereth the land of Egypt ; 7 and the 
scribes do so with their flashings, and cause 
the frogs to come up against the land of 

^ And Pharaoh calleth for Moses and for 
Aaron, and saith, 4 Make supplication unto 
Jehovah, that he turn aside the frogs from me, 
and from my people, and I send the people 
away, and they sacrifice to Jehovah.’ 

9 And Moses saith to Pharaoh, ‘Beautify 
thyself over me; when do I make supplication 
for thee, and for thy servants, and for thy 
people, to cutoff the frogs from thee and from 
thy houses—only in the River they do re¬ 
main ?’ 10 and he saith, ‘To-morrow.’ 

And he saith, 4 According to thy word it is , 
so that thou knowest that there is none like 
Jehovah our God, 11 and the frogs have turned 
aside from thee, and from thy houses, and 
from thy servants, and from thy people; only 
in the River they do remain.’ 

12 And Moses—Aaron also—goeth out from 
Pharaoh, aud Moses crieth unto Jehovah, 
concerning the matter of the frogs which He 
hath set on Pharaoh ; 13 and Jehovah doth 
according to the word of Moses, and the frogs 
die out of the houses, out of the courts, aud 
out of the fields, 14 and they heap them up to¬ 
gether, and the land stinketh. 

15 And Pharaoh seeth that there hath been a 
respite, and he hath hardened his heart, and 
hath not hearkened unto them, as Jehovah 
hath spoken. 

16 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 1 Say un¬ 
to Aaron, Stretch out thy rod, and smite the 
dust of the land, and it hath become gnats in 
all the land of Egypt. * 

17 And they do so, aud Aaron stretcheth out 
his hand with his rod, and smiteth the dust 
of the land, and the gnats are on man and on 
beast; all the dust of the land hath been gnats 
in all the land of Egypt. 

18 And the scribes do so with their flash¬ 
ings, to bring out the gnats, aud they have not 

I been able, and the gnats are on man and on 
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beast; “and the scribes say unto Pharaoh. 
‘It is the finger of God;* and the heart of 
Pharaoh is strong, and he hath not hearkened 
unto them, os Jehovah hath spoken. 

50 And Jehovah eaith unto Moses, 'Rise 
early in the morning, and station thyself be¬ 
fore Pharaoh, lo, he is going out to the 
waters, and thou hast said unto him, Thus 
said Jehovah, Send My people away, and 
they serve Me ; 21 for, if thou art not sending 
My people away, lo, I am sending against 
thee, and against thy servants, and against 
thy people, and against thv houses, the 
beetle, and the houses of the Egyptians have 
been full of the beetle, and also the ground 
on which they are, 

22 * And I have separated in that day the 
land of Goshen, in which My people are stay¬ 
ing, that the beetle is not there, so that thou 
knowest that I am Jehovah in the midst of 
the land, a and I have put a division between 
My people and thy people : to-morrow is this 
sign. 

24 And Jehovah doth so, aud the grievous 
beetle entereth the house of Pharaoh, and 
the house of his servants, and in all the 
land of Egypt the land, is corrupted from 
the presence of the beetle. 

25 And Pharaoh calleth imto Moses and to 
Aaron, and saith, ‘Go, sacrifice to your God 
iu the land;’ 26 and Moses saith. ‘Not right 
to do so, for the abomination of the Egyp¬ 
tians we do sacrifice to Jehovah our God; lo, 
we sacrifice the abomination of the Egyp¬ 
tians before their eyes—and they do not 
stone us! 27 A journey of three days we go 
into the wilderness, and have sacrificed to 
Jehovah our God, as He saith unto us.’ 

28 And Pharaoh saith, ‘I send you away, 
aud ye have sacrificed to Jehovah your God 
in the wilderness, only go not very far off; 
make ye supplication for me:’ 29 and Moses 
saith, * Lo, I am going out from thee, aud 
have made supplication unto Jehovah, and 
the beetle hath turned aside from Pharaoh, 
from liis servants, and from his people—to¬ 
morrow, onlv let not Pharaoh add to deceive 
—in not sending the people away to sacrifice 
to Jehovah.’ 

30 And Moses goeth out from Pharaoh, and 
maketh supplication unto Jehovah, 31 and 
Jehovah doth according to the word of Mo¬ 
ses, and turneth aside the beetle from Pha¬ 
raoh, from his servants, and from his people 
—there hath not been left one; 32 ana Pha¬ 
raoh hardeneth his heart also at this time, 
and hath not sent the people away. 

IX. 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Go 
in unto Pharaoh, and thou hast spoken unto 
him, Thus said Jehovah, God of the He¬ 
brews, Send My people away, and they serve 
me, 2 for, if thou art refusing to send 
away, and art still keeping hold upon them, 
Mo, the hand of Jehovah ia on thy cattle 
which are in the field, on horses, on asses, 
on camels, on herd, and on flock—a pesti¬ 
lence very grievous. 

4 ‘And Jehovah hath separated between the 
cattle of Israel and the cattle of Egypt, and 
there doth not die a thing of all the sons of 
Israel's ; 5 and Jehovah setteth an appoint- 
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ed time, saying, To-morrow doth Jehovah 
do this tiling in the land.' 

6 And Jehovah doth this thing on the mor¬ 
row, and all the cattle of Egypt die, and of 
the cattle of the sons of Israel not one hath 
died; 7 and Pharaoh sendeth, and lo, not 
even one of the cattle of Israel hath died, 
and the heart of Pharaoh is hard, and he 
hath not sent the people away. 

a And Jehovah saitli unto Moses and unto 
Aaron, ‘Take to you the fulness of your 
hands of soot of a furnace, and Moses hath 
sprinkled it towards the heavens, before the 
eyes of Pharaoh, 9 and it hath become small 
dust over all the land of Egypt, and it hath 
become on man and on cattle a boil breaking 
forth with blains, in all the land of Egypt.’ 

la And they take the soot of the furnace, 
and stand before Pharaoh, and Moses sprin- 
kleth it towards the heavens, and it is a boil 
with blains, breaking forth, on man and on 
beast; 11 and the scribes have not been able 
to stand before Moses, because of the boil, 
for the boil hath been on the scribes, and on 
all the Egyptians. 

12 And Jehovah strengtheneth the heart 
of Pharaoh, and he hath not hearkened unto 
them, as Jehovah hath spoken unto Moses. 

13 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Rise 
early in the morning, and station thyself 
before Pharaoh, and thou hast said unto 
him, Thus said Jehovah, God of the He¬ 
brews. Send Mv people away, and they serve 
Me, “for, at this time I am sending all My 
plagues unto thy heart, and on thy servants, 
and on thy people, so that thou knowest 
that there is none like Me in all the earth, 
15 for now I have put forth My hand, and 1 
smite thee, and thy people, with pestilence, 
and thou art hidden from the earth. 

16 * And yet for this I have caused thee to 
stand, so as to show thee My power, and for 
the sake of declaring My Name in all the 
earth ; 17 still thou art exalting thyself 

against My people—so as not to send them 
away; 18 lo, I am raining about this time to¬ 
morrow hail very grievous, such as hath 
not been in Egypt, even from the day of its 
being founded, even until now. 

19 ‘And. now, send, strengthen thy cattle 
and all tnat thou hast in the field; every 
man and beast which is found in the field, 
and is not gathered into the house—come 
down on them hath the hail, and they have 
died.* 

20 He who i9 feariEg the word of Jehovah 
among the servants of Pharaoh hath caused 
his servants and his cattle to flee unto the 
houses ; 21 and he who hath not set his heart 
unto the word of Jehovah leaveth his ser¬ 
vants and his cattle in the field. 

22 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Stretch 
forth thy hand towards the heavens, and 
there is hail in all the land of Egypt, on man. 
and on beast, and on every herb of the field 
in the land of Egypt.’ 

23 And Moses stretclieth out his rod to¬ 
wards the heavens, and Jehovah hath given 
voices and hail, and fire goeth towards the 
earthy and Jehovah raiueth hail on the land 
of Egypt, 24 and there is hail, and fire 
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catching itself in the midst of the hail, 
very grievous, such as hath not been in all 
the land of Egypt since it hath become a 
nation. 

25 And the hail smiteth in all the land of 
Egypt all that wr in the field, from man even 
unto beast, and every herb of the field hath 
the hail smitten, and every tree of the field 
it hath broken; 30 only in the land of Go¬ 
shen, where the sons of Israel are, there 
hath been no hail. 

27 And Pharaoh sendeth, and calleth for 
Moses and for Aaron, and saith unto them, 

4 I have sinned this time, Jehovah is the 
Righteous, and I and my people are the 
Wicked, 28 make ye supplication unto Jeho¬ 
vah, and plead that there be no voices of 
God and hail, and I send you away, ahd ye 
add not to remain.* 

20 And Moses saith unto him, 4 At my going 
out of the city, I spread my palms unto Je¬ 
hovah—the voices cease, and the hail is not 
any more, so that thou knowest that the 
earth is Jehovah’s; 30 but thou and thy ser¬ 
vants—I have known that ye are not yet 
afraid of the face of Jehovah God.’ 

31 And the flax and the barley have been 
smitten, for the barley is budding, and the 
Max forming flowers, 32 and the wheat and 
the rye have not been smitten, for they are 
late. 

33 And Moses goeth out from Pharaoh, 
from the city, and spreadeth his hands un¬ 
to Jehovah, and the voices and the hail 
cease, and rain hath not been poured out to 
the earth; 34 and Pharaoh secth that the 
rain hath ceased, and the hail and the 
voices, and he continueth to sin, and harden- 
eth his heart, he and his servants; 35 and the 
heart of Pharaoh is Btrong, and he hath not 
sent the sons of Israel away, as Jehovah 
hath spoken by the hand of Moses. 

X. 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Moses, *Go 
in unto Pharaoh, for I have declared hard his 
heart, and the heart of his servants, so that 
l set these My signs in their midst, 2 and so 
that thou recountest iu the ears of thy son, 
and of thy son’s sou, that which I have done 
in Egypt, and My signs which I have set 
among them, and ye have known that I am 
Jehovah. ’ 

3 And Moses cometh in—Aaron also—unto 
Pharaoh, and they say unto him, ‘Thus said 
Jehovah, God of the Hebrews. Until when 
hast thou refused to be humbled at My pres 
ence ? send My people away, and they Berve 
Me, 4 for if thou art refusing to send My 
people away, lo, I am bringing in to-morrow 
the locust into thy border, 6 and it hath 
covered the eye of the land and none is 
able to see the land, and it hath eaten the 
remnant of that which is escaped, which is 
left to you from the hail, and it hath eaten 
every tree which is springing for you out of 
the field : 0 and they have filled thy houses, 
and the houses of all thy servants, and the 
houses of all the Egyptians, which neither 
thy fathers nor thy father’s fathers have 
seen, since the day of their being on the 
ground unto this day,’—and he turned aud 
goeth out from Pharaoh 


7 And the servants of Pharaoh say unto 
him, * Until when doth this one become a 
snare to us? send the men away, and they 
serve Jehovah their God ; knowest thou not 
yet that Egypt hath perished?’ 

8 And Moses is brought back—Aaron also 
—unto Pharaoh, and he saith unto them. 
‘Go, serve Jehovah your God;—who and 
who are those going?’ 9 And Moses saith. 
‘With our young ones, and with our aged 
ones, we go, a with our sons, and with our 
daughters, with our flock, and our herd, we 
go, for we have a festival to Jehovah 

10 And he saith unto them, ‘ Be it so, Je¬ 
hovah be with you when I send you and 
your infants away; see—for evil is before 
your faces; 11 not so! go now, ve who are 
men t and serve Jehovah, for that ye are 
seeking;’ and one casteth them out from the 
presence of Pharaoh. 

12 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Stretch 
out thy hand against the land of Egypt for 
the locust, and it goeth up against the land 
of Egypt, and doth cat every herb of the 
land—all that the hail hath left.’ 

13 And Moses stretcheth out his rod against 
the land of Egypt, and Jehovah hath led 
an east wind over the land all that day, and 
all the night; the morning hath been, and 
the east wind hath lifted up the locust. 

14 And the locust goeth up against all the 
land of Egypt, and resteth in all the border 
of Egypt—very grievous: before it there 
hath not been such a locust as it, and after 
it there is none such ; lfl and it covereth the 
eye of all the land, and the land is darkened: 
and it eateth every herb of the land, and all 
the fruit of the trees which the hail hath 
left, and there hath not been left any green 
thing in the trees, or in the herb of the field, 
in all the land of Egypt.’ 

16 And Pharaoh hasteth to call for Moses 
and for Aaron, and saith, ‘I have sinned 
against Jehovah your God, and against you, 
17 and now, bear with, I pray you, my sin, 
only this time, and make ye supplication to 
Jehovah your God, that He turn aside from 
off me only this death.’ 

18 And lie goeth out from Pharaoh, and 
maketh supplication unto Jehovah, 19 and 
Jehovah turneth a very strong sea wind, 
and it lifteth up the locust, and bloweth it 
iuto the Red Sea—there hath not been left 
one locust in all the border of Egypt; 20 and 
Jehovah strengthened the heart of Pha¬ 
raoh, and he hath not sent the sons of Israel 
away. 

21 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 1 Stretch 
out thy hand towards the heavens, and 
there is darkness over the land of Egypt, and 
the darkness is felt.’ 

“And Moses stretched out a his hand to¬ 
wards the heavens, and there is darkness— 
thick darkness in all the laud of Egypt three 
days; 23 they have not seen one another, and 
none hath risen from his place three days ; 
aud to all the sons of Israel there hath been 
light in their dwellings.’ 

24 And Pharaoh calleth unto Mose9 and 
saith, 4 Go ye, serve Jehovah, only your 
flock and your herd are stayed, your infanta 
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also go with you ; ’ 23 and Moses saith, ‘Thou 
also dost give in our hand sacrifices and 
burnt-offerings, and we have prepared for 
Jehovah our God ; w and also our cattle doth 
po with us, there is not left a hoof, for from 
it we do take to serve Jehovah our God ; and 
we—we know not how we do serve Jehovah 
till our going thither.’ 

27 And Jehovah strengthenefeh the heart 
of Pharaoh, and he hath not been willing 
to send them away; 28 and Pharaoh saith 
to him, * Go from me, take heed to thyself, 
add not to see my face, for in the day thou 
seest mv face thou diest;' 29 and Moses saith, 
1 Rightly bast thou spoken, 1 add not any 
more to see thy face.’ 

XT. 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Moses, 

1 One plague more I do bring in on Pharaoh, 
and on Egypt, afterwards lie doth send you 
away from this; when he is sending you 
away, he surely casteth you out altogether 
from this place; 2 speak, 1 pray thee, in the 
ears of the people, and they ask—each man 
from his neighbour, and each woman from 
her neighbour, vessels of silver, and vessels 
>f gold.’ 

3 And Jehovah giveth the grace of the 
people in the eyes of the E^qitians ; also 
the man Moses is very gTeat in the land of 
Egvpt, in the eyes of the servants of Pharaoh, 
and in the eyes of the people. 

4 And Moses saitli, ‘Thus said Jehovah, 
About midnight I am going out into the 
riidst of Egypt, 0 and every first-born in the 
[and of Egypt hath died, from the first-born 
nf Pharaoh who is sitting on his throne, 
unto the first-born of the maid-servant who 
is behind the mill-stones, and all the first¬ 
born of beasts ; 6 and there hath been a great 
cry in all the land of Egypt, such as there 
hath not been, and such as there is not again. 

7 ‘And against all the sons of Israel a dog 
sharpeneth not its tongue, from man even 
unto beast, so that ye know that Jehovah 
rloth make a separation between the Egypt¬ 
ians and Israel ; 0 and all these tliy servants 
have come down unto me, and bowed them¬ 
selves to me, saying, Go out, thou and all 
the people who are at thy feet; and after¬ 
wards I do go out;’—and ho goeth out from 
Pharaoh in the heat of anger. 

9 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, * Pharaoh 
doth not hearken unto you, so as to multiply 
My wonders in the land of Egypt;’ 10 ana 
Moses and Aaron have done all these won¬ 
ders before Pharaoh, and Jehovah strength- 
eneth Pharaoh’s heart, and he hath not sent 
the sons of Israel out of his land. 

XII. 1 AND Jehovah apeaketh unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, in the land of Egypt, say¬ 
ing, 2 ‘This month is to you the chief of 
months—it is the first to you of the months 
of the year ; 3 speak ye unto all the company 
of Israel, saying, In the tenth of this month 
—they take to them each man a lamb for the 
house of the fathers, a lamb for a house. 

4 ‘ (And if the household be too few for a 
lamb, then hath he takeD, he and his neigh¬ 
bour who is near unto his house, for the 
number of persons, each according to his 
eating ye do count for the lamb,) 3 a lamb, a 
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perfect one, a male, a son of a year, let be to 
you ; from the sheep or from the goats ye do 
take it. 

0 ‘ And it hath become a fcharge to you. 
until the fourteenth day of this month, and 
the whole assembly of tne company of Israel 
have slaughtered it between the evenings; 
7 and they have taken of the blood, and 
have put on the two side-posts, and on the 
lintel over the houses in which they eat it. 

9 ‘And they have eaten the flesh in this 
night, roast with fire; with unleavened things 
and bitters they do eat it; 0 ye do not eat of 
it raw, or boiled at all in water, but roast 
with fire, its head with its legs, and with 
its inwards; 10 and ye do not leave of it till 
morning, and that which is remaining of it 
till morning with fire ye do burn. 

11 'And thus ye do eat it: your loins girded, 
your sandals on your feet, and your staff in 
your hand, and ye have eaten it in haste: 
it is Jehovah’s possover, 12 and I have passed 
oyer through the land of Egypt during this 
flight, and have smitten every first-born in 
the land of Egypt, from man even unto 
beast, and on jul the gods of Egypt I do 
judgments; I am Jehovah. 

13 'And the blood hath become a sign for 
you on the houses where ye are, and I have 
seen the blood, and have passed over you, 
and a plague is not on you for destruction in 
My smiting in the land of Egypt. 

14 ‘And this day hath become to you a me¬ 
morial, and yo have kept it a feast to Jehovah 
to your generationsa statute age-during? 
ye keep it a feast. 10 Seven days ye eat un 
leavened things; only—in the first day yc 
cause leaven to cease out of your houses; for 
any one eating anything fermented from the 
first day till the seventh day, even that 
person hath been cut off from Israel. 
p 18 * And in the first day is a holy convoca¬ 
tion, and in the seventh day ye have a holy 
convocation; any work is not done in them, 
only that which is eaten by any person—it 
alone is done by you, 17 and ye have observed 
the unleavened things, for in this self-same 
day I have brought out your hosts from the 
land of Egypt, and ye have observed this day 
to your generations—a statute age-during. 

19 ‘ In the firet month , in the fourteenth day 
of the month, in the evening, ye do eat un¬ 
leavened things until the one and twentieth 
day of the month, at evening; 19 seven days 
leaven is not found in your houses, for any 
one eating anything fermented—that person 
hath been cut off from the company of Israel, 
among the sojourners or among the natives of 
the land ; 20 anything fermented ye do not eat. 
in all your dwellings ye do eat unleavened 
things/ 

21 And MoBes calleth for all the elders of 
fsraeL and Baith unto them, ' Draw out and 
take for yourselves from the flock, for your 
families, and slaughter the passover-sacnfice; 
22 and ye have taken a hunch of hyssop, and 
have dipped it in the blood which is in the 
basin, and have struck it on the lintel t and on 
the two side-posts, from the blood which is in 
the basin, ana ye, ye go not out each from the 
opening of bis bouse till morning.

23 4 And Jcliovah hath passed on to smite 
the Egyptians, and hath seen the blood on the 
lintel, and on the two side-posts, and Jehovah 
hath passed over the opening, and doth not 
permit the destruction to come into your 
houses to smite. 

34 * And ye have observed this thing, for a 
statute to' thee, and to thy sons—unto the 
age ; 23 and it hath been, when ye come in un¬ 
to the land which Jehovah giveth to you, as 
He hath spoken, that ye have kept this ser¬ 
vice; 26 and it hath come to pass when your 
eons say unto you, What is this service ye 
have? that ye have said, A sacrifice of pass- 
over it is to Jehovah, who passed over the 
houses of the sons of Israel in Egypt, in His 
smitiug the Egyptians, and our houses He de¬ 
livered.’ 

20 And the people bow and do obeisance, 
and the sons of Israel go and do as Jehovah 
commanded Moses and Aaron; so have they 
done. 

And it cometh to pass, at midnight, that 
Jehovah hath smitten every first-born in the 
land of Egypt, from the first-born of Pharaoh 
who is sitting on his throne, unto the first¬ 
born of the captive who is in the prison-house, 
and every first-born of beasts. 

30 And Pharaoh riseth by night, he and all 
nis servants, and all the Egyptians, and there 
is a great cry in Egypt, for there is not a house 
where there is not one dead, 31 and he calleth 
for Moses and for Aaron by night, and saith, 

1 Rise, go out from the midst of my people, 
both ye and the sons of Israel, and go, serve 
Jehovah according to your word; 32 both vour 
flock and your herd take ye, as yehave spoken, 
and go; tnen ye have blessed also me.’ 

33 And the Egyptians are urgent on the 

f )eople, hasting to send them away out of the 
and, for they said, * We are all dead • ’ 34 and 
the people taketh up its dough before it is 
fermented, their kneading-troughs are bound 
up in their garments on their shoulder. 

35 And the sons of Israel have done accord¬ 
ing to the word of Moses, and they ask from 
the Egyptians vessels of silver and vessels of 
gold, and garments; 33 and Jehovah hath 
given the grace of the people in the eyes of 
the Egyptians, and they cause them to ask, 
and they spoil the Egyptians. 

37 And tne eons of Israel iouraev from Ra- 
mesee to Succoth, about six hundred thousand 
men on foot, apart from infants : 38 and a great 
rabble also hatn gone up with them, and flock 
and herd—very much cattle, 

39 And they bake with the dough which 
they have brought out from Egypt unleavened 
cakes, for it hath not fermented; for they 
have been cast out of Egypt, and have not 
been able to delay, and also provision they 
have not made for themselves. 

40 And the dwelling of the sons of Israel 
which they have dwelt in Egypt is four hun¬ 
dred and thirty years; "and it cometh to 
pass, at the end of four hundred and thirty 
years—vea, it cometh to pass in this self-same 
day—all the hosts of Jehovah have gone out 
from the land of Egypt. 42 A night of watch¬ 
ings it is to Jehovan, to bring them out from 
the land of Egypt; it is this night to Jehovah 


The first-born sanctified 

of watchings to all the sons of Israel to their 
generations. 

43 And Jehovah saith unto Moses and Aaron, 

* This is a statute of the passover; Any son 
of a stranger doth not eat of it; 44 and any 
man’s servant, the purchase of money, when 
thou hast circumcised him—then he doth eat 
of it; 43 a Bettler or hired servant doth not eat 
of it; 46 in one house it is eaten, thou dost not 
carry out of the house any of the flesh with¬ 
out, and a bone ye do not break of it; 47 all 
the company of Israel do keep it. 

49 4 And when a sojourner sojourneth with 
thee, and hath made a passover to Jehovah, 
every male of his is to be circumcised, and 
then be doth come near to keep it, and he 
hath been as a native of the land, but any 
uncircumcised one doth not eat of it; 49 one 
law is to a native, and to a sojourner who is 
sojourning in your midst.’ 

30 And all the sons of Israel do as Jehovah 
commanded Moses and Aaron; so have they 
done. 01 And it cometh to pass in this self¬ 
same day, Jehovah hath brought out the sons 
of Israel from the land of Egypt, by their 
hosts. 

XIIL ^AJSTD Jehovah speaketh unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 ‘Sanctify to Me every first¬ 
born, opening any womb among the sons of 
Israel, among man and among beast; it is 
Mine.* 

3 And Moses saith unto the people, 4 Re 
member this day in which ye have gone out 
from Egypt, from the house of servants, for 
by strength of hand hath Jehovah brought 
yon out from this, and any thing fermented 
is not eaten; 4 To-day ye are going out, in 
the month of Abib. 

3 ‘And it hath been, when Jehovah bring- 
eth thee in unto the laud of the Canaanite. 
and of the Hittite, and of the Amorite. ana 
of the Hivite, and of the Jebusite, which He 
hath sworn to thy fathers to give to thee, a 
land flowing with milk and honey, that thou 
hast done this service in this month. 

6 4 Seven days thou dost eat unleavened 
things, and in the seventh day is a feast to 
Jehovah; 7 unleavened things are eaten the 
seven days, and any thing fermented is not 
seen with thee * yea, leaven is not seen with 
thee in all thy border. 

8 ‘And thou hast declared to tby son in 
that day, saying, *Jt is because of what 
Jehovah did to me, in my going out from 
Egypt, 3 and it hath been to thee^ for a 
sign on thy hand, and for a memorial be¬ 
tween thine eyes, so that the law of Jehovah 
is in thy mouth, for by a strong hand hath 
Jehovah brought thee out from Egypt; 10 and 
thou hast kept this statute at its appointed 
season from days to days. 

11 ‘And it hath been, when Jehovah bring- 
eth thee in unto the land of the Canaanite, 
as He hath sworn to thee and to thy fathers, 
and hath given it to thee, 12 that thou hast 
caused every one opening a womb to pass 
over to Jehovah, ana every firstling—the in¬ 
crease of beasts which thou hast: the males 
are Jehovah’s. 

13 ‘And every firstling of an ass thou dost 
ranBom with a lamb, and if thou dost not 
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ransom ii, then thon hast beheaded it: and 
every first-born of man among thy sonB thou 
dost ransom. 

14 * And it hath been, when thy son ask- 
eth thee hereafter, saying, What is this? that 
thou hast said unto him. By strength of 
hand hath Jehovah brought us out from 
Egypt from a house of servants: 18 yea, it 
cometn to pass, when Pharaoh hath been 
pained to send U9 away, that Jehovah doth 
slay every first-born in the land of Egypt, 
from the first-born of man even unto the 
first-born of beast; therefore I am sacrificing 
to Jehovah all opening a womb who are 
males, and every first-born of my sons I 
ransom; 16 and it hath been for a token on 
thy hand, and for frontlets between thine 
eyes, for by strength of hand hath Jehovah 
brought ns out of Egypt.’ 

17 And it cometh to pass in Pharaoh’s send¬ 
ing the people away, that God hath not led 
them the way of the land of the Philistines, 
for it is near: for God said, ‘Lest the people 
repent in their seeing war, and have turned 
back towards Egypt;’ 18 and God turneth 
round the people the way of the wilderness 
of the Red Sea, and by fifties have the sons 
of Israel gone up from the land of Egypt. 

19 And Moses taketh the bones of Joseph 
with him, for he certainly caused the sons 
of Israel to swear, sayiug, ‘God doth cer¬ 
tainly inspect you, and ye have brought up 
my bones from this with you.’ 

®And they journey from Succoth, and en¬ 
camp in Etham at the extremity of the wil- 
derness l 31 and Jehovah is going before them 
by day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead them in 
the way, and by night in a pillar of fire, to 
give light to them, to go by day and by 
night; "He removeth not the pillar of the 
cloud by day, and the pillar of the fire by 
night,/rom before the people. 

XIV. *AND Jehovah speaketh unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 'Sneak unto the sons of Israel, 
ana they turn back and encamp before Pi- 
Hahiroth, between Migdol and the sea, before 
BaaJ-Zepnon; over-against it ye do encamp 
by the sea, 3 and Pharaoh hath said of the 
sons of Israel, They are entangled in the 
land, the wilderness hath shut upon them; 
4 and I have strengthened the heart of Pha¬ 
raoh. and he hath pursued after them, and I 
am honoured on Pharaoh, and on all his 
force, and the Egyptians have known that I 
am Jehovah and they do so. 

“And it is declared to the king of Egypt 
that the people hath lied, and the heart of 
Pharaoh and of his servants is turned against 
the people, and they say, * What is this we 
nave done? that we have sent Israel away 
from our service.’ 

•And he harnesseth his chariot, and his 
lpeople he hath taken with him, 7 and he tak¬ 
eth six hundred chosen chariots, even all the 
chariots of Egypt, and captains over them 
all: 8 and Jehovah strengthened the heart 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and he pursuetli 
after the sons of Israel, and the sons of Is¬ 
rael are going out with a high hand, 9 and 
the Egyptians pursue after them, and all 
the chariot horses of Pharaoh and his horse- 
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men, and his force, overtake them, en¬ 
camping by the sea, by Pi-Hahiroth, before 
BaatZephon. 

10 Ana Pharaoh hath drawn near, and the 
sons of Israel lift up their eyes, and lo, the 
Egyptians are journeying after them, and 
they fear exceedingly, and the sons of Israel 
cry unto Jehovah. 

•“ And they Bay unto Moses, ‘Because there 
are no graves in Egypt, hast thon taken us 
away to die in a wilderness? what is this 
thon hast done to ns—to bring us out from 
Egypt? 18 Is not this the word which we 
spake nnto thee in Egypt, Baying, Cease from 
us, and we serve the Egyptians; for better 
for us to serve the Egyptians than to die in a 
wilderness?’ 

13 And Moses saith unto the people, ‘Fear 
not, station yourselves, and see the salvation 
of Jehovah, which He doth for you to-day; 
for, as ye have seen the Egyptians to-day, 
ye add no more to see them — to the age; 
14 Jehovah doth fight for you, and ye keep 
silent.’ 

18 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘What? 
thou criest unto me—speak unto the sons of 
Israel, and they journey; 19 and thou, lift up 
thy rod, and stretch out thy hand towards 
the sea, and cleave it, and tne sons of Israel 
go into the midst of the sea on dry land. 

17 ‘And I—lo, I am strengthening the heart 
of the Egyptians, and they go in after them, 
and I am honoured on Pharaoh, and on all 
his force, on his chariots, and on his horse¬ 
men ; 10 and the Egyptians have known that 
I am Jehovah, in My being honoured on Pha¬ 
raoh, on his chariots, and on his horsemen.’ 

19 And the messenger of God, who is going 
before the camp of Israel, jonrneyeth and 
goeth at their rear; and the pillar of the 
cloud jonrneyeth from their front, and Btand- 
eth at their rear, 20 and cometh in between 
the camp of the Egyptians and 'the camp of 
Israel, and the cloua and the darkness arc, 
and he enlighteneth the night, and the one 
hath not drawn near unto the other all the 
night. 

51 And Moses stretchetli out his hand to¬ 
wards the sea, and Jehovah causeth the sea 
to go on by a strong east wind all the night, 
and maketh the sea become dry ground, and 
the waters are cleaved, 22 and the sons of 
Israel go into the midst of the sea, on dry 
land, and the waters are to them a wall, on 
their right and on their left. 

73 And the Egyptians pursue, and go in after 
them (all the horses of Pharaoh, his chariots, 
and hiB horsemen) unto the midst of the sea, 
24 and it cometh to pass, in the morning 
watch, that Jehovah looketh unto the camp 
of the Egyptians through the pillar of fire 
and of the cloud, and troubled the camp of 
the Egyptians, 58 and turneth aside the wheels 
of their chariots, and they lead them with 
difficulty, and the Egyptians say, * Let us 
flee from the face of Israel, for Jehovah is 
fighting for them against the Egyptians.' 

M And Jehovah saith unto Moses, * Stretch 
out thy hand toward the sea, and the waters 
turn back on the Egyptians, on their chariots, 
and en their horsemen.’

27 And Moses stretcheth out his hand to- [ 15 Then have chiefs of Edom been troubled : 


wards the sea. and the sea turneth back, at 
the turning of the moruiug, to its perennial 
flow, and the Egyptians are fleeing at its com¬ 
ing, and Jehovah shaketh off the Egyptians in 
the midst of the sea, 20 and the waters turn 
back, and cover the chariots and the horse¬ 
men. even all the force of Pharaoh, who arc 
coming in after them into the sea—there hath 
not been left of them even one. 

20 And the sons of Israel have gone on dry 
land in the midst of the sea, and the waters 
are to them a wall, on their right and on their 
left; 30 and Jehovah saveth Israel in that day 
out of the hand of the Egyptians, and Israel 
seeth the Egyptians dead on the sea-shore, 
31 and Israel seeth the great hand with which 
Jehovah hath wrought against the Egyptians, 
and the people fear Jehovah, and remain sted- 
fast in Jehovah, and in Moses His servant. 

XV. 3 THEN singeth Moses and the sons 
of Israel this song to Jehovah, aDd they speak, 
Baying:—

7 And in the abundance of Thine excellency 
Thou throwest down Thy withstanders 
Thou sendest forth Thy wrath— 

It consumeth them as stubble. 

8 And by the spirit of Thine auger 
Have waters been heaped together; 

Stood as a heap have flowings; 

Congealed have been depths 

In the heart of a sea. 

9 The enemy said, I pursue, I oveitakc ; 

I apportion spoil; 

Filled is my soul with them ; 

I draw out my sword; 

My hand destroyeth them:— 

10 Thou hast blown with Thy wind 
The sea hath covered them ; 

They sank as lead in mighty waters. 

11 Who like Thee among the gods, 0 Jehovah? 
Who is like Thee—honourable in holiness— 
Fearful in praises—doing wonders? 

13 Thou hast stretched out Thy right hand- 
Earth swalloweth them! 
rj Thou hast led forth in Thy kindness 
The people whom Thou hast redeemed. 
Thou hast led on in Thy strength 
Unto thy holy habitation. 

4 Peoples have heard, they are troubled; 

Pain hath seized inhabitants of Philistia 


Mighty ones of Moab— 

Trembling doth seize them! 

Melted have all inhabitants of Canaan I 

16 Fall on them doth terror and dread; 

By the greatness of Thine arm 
They are still as a stone, 

Till Thy people pass over, 0 Jehovah ; 

Till the people pass over 
Whom Thou hast purchased. 

17 Thou dost bring them in, 

And dost plant them 

In a mountain of Thine inheritance 
A fixed place for Thy dwelling 
Thou hast made. 0 Jehovah ; 

A sanctuary, 0 Lord, 

Thy hands have established; 

10 Jehovah reigueth—to the age, and for ever!’ 

19 For the horse of Pharaoh hath gone in 
with his chariots and with his horsemen into 
the sea, and Jehovah turneth back on them 
the waters of the sea, and the sons of Israel 
have gone on dry land in the midst of the 
sea. 

20 And Miriam the inspired one, sister of 
Aaron, taketh the timbrel in her hand, aod 
all the women go out after her, with timbrels 
and with choruses; 21 and Miriam answereth 
to them:— 

* Sing ye to Jehovah, 

For triumphing He hath triumphed ; 

The horse and its rider 
He hath thrown into the sea! ’ 

22 And Moses causeth Israel to journey 
from the Red Sea, and they go out unto the 
wilderness of Shur, and they go three days 
in the wilderness, and have not found water. 
23 and they come in to Marah, and have not 
been able to drink the waters of Marah, for 
they are bitter; therefore hath one called its 
name Marah. 

24 And the people murmur against Moses, 
saying, * What do we drink?’ 29 and he crietb 
unto Jehovah, and Jehovah sheweth him a 
tree, and he casteth unto the waters, and the 
waters become sweet. 

There He hath made for them a statute, 
and an ordinance, and there He hath tried 
them, - r ' and He saith, ‘If thou dost really 
hearken to the voice of Jehovah thy God, and 
dost that which is right in His eves, and hast 
hearkened to His commands, and kept all His 
statutes: none of the sickness which I laid 
on the Egyptians do I lay on thee, for I, Je¬ 
hovah, am healing thee. 

27 And they come to Elim, and there are 
twelve fountains of water, and seventy palm 
trees ; and they encamp there by the waters. 

XVI. *AND they journey from Elim, .and 
all the company of the sons of Israel come in 
unto the wilderness of Sin, which is between 
Elim and Sinai, on the fifteenth day of the 
second month of their going out from the land 
of Egypt. 

2 And all the company of the sons of Israel 
murmur against Moses and against Aaron in 
the wilderness; 3 and the sons of Israel say 
unto them, ‘Oh that we had died by the hand 
of Jehovah in the land of Egypt t in our sit¬ 
ting by the flesh-pot, in our eating bread to 
satiety —for ye have brought us out unto this 
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wilderness to put all this assembly to death 
with hunger.’ 

4 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, * Lo, I 
am raining to you bread from the heavens— 
and the people have gone out and gathered I 
the matter of a day in its day—so that I try 1 
them whether they walk in My law or not; 

8 and it hath been on the sixth day, that they 
have prepared that which they bring in, and 
it hath been double above that which they 
gather day by day.’ 

•And Moses saith—Aaron also—unto all 
the sons of Israel, ‘Evening—and ye have 
known that Jehovah hath brought you out 
from the land of Egypt; 7 and morning—and 
vc have seen the honour of Jehovah, in His 
hearing your murmurings against Jehovah, 
and what are we, that ye murmur against 
us?’ 

8 And Moses saith, ‘In Jehovah’s giving to 
you in the evening flesh to eat, aud bread 
in the morning to satiety—in Jehovah’s hear¬ 
ing your murmurings, which ye are murmur¬ 
ing against Him, and what are we? your 
murmurings are not against us, but against 
Jehovah.’ 

n And Moses saith unto Aaron, * Say unto 
all the company of the sons of Israel, Come 
ye near before Jehovah, for He hath heard 
your murmurings 10 and it cometh to pass, 
when Aaron is speaking unto all the com¬ 
pany of the son9 of Israel, that they turn 
towards the wilderness, and lo, the honour 
of Jehovah is seen in the cloud. 

11 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 13 ‘ I have heard the murmurings of the 
sons of Israel; speak unto them, saying. 
Between the evenings ye eat flesh, and in 
the morning ye are satisfied with bread, 
and ve have known that I am Jehovah your 
God.' 

13 And it cometh to pass in the evening, 
that the quail cometh up, and covereth the 
camp, and in the morning there hath been 
the lying of dew round about the camp, 

14 and the lying of the dew goeth up, and lo, 
on the face of the wilderness a thin, bare 
thing, thin as hoar-frost on the earth. 

13 And the sons of Israel see, and say one 
unto another, ‘ What is it? 1 for they have 
not known what it is ; and Moses saith unto 
them, 1 It is the bread which Jehovah hath 
given to you for food. 

16 ‘This is the thing which Jehovah hath 
commanded: Gather of it each according to 
his eating, an omer for a poll; the number 
of your persons, take ye each for those in his 
tent.’ 

17 And the sons of Israel do so, aud they 
gather, he who is gathering much, and he 
who is gathering little; 19 and they measure 
with an omer, and he who is gathering much 
hath nothing over, and he who is gathering 
little hath no lack, each according to his 
eating they have gathered. 

19 And Moses saith unto them, * Let no man 
leave of it till morning; ’ 20 and they have not 
hearkened unto Moses, and some of them 
do leave of it till moraing, and it bringeth 
up worms and stinketh ; ana Moses is wroth 
with them. n And they gather it morning by 


morning, each according to his eating ; when 
the sun hath been warm, then it hath melted. 

23 And it cometh to pass on the sixth day, 
they have gathered a second bread, two omers 
for one, and all the princes of the company 
come in, and declare to Moses. 

23 Ana he saith unto them, 1 It is that 
which Jehovah hath spoken of; a rest—a 
holy sabbath to Jehovah— is to-morrow; that 
which ye bake, bake; and that which ye 
boil, boil; and all- that is over, let rest for 
yourselves in charge till the moiming.’ “And 
they let it rest until the morning, as Moses 
hath commanded, and it hath not stank, and 
a worm hath not been in it. 

23 And Moses saith, ‘Eat it to-day, for to¬ 
day is a sabbath to Jehovah; to-day ye find 
it not in the field: 20 six days ye do gather it, 
and in the seventh day—the sabbath—in it 
there is none.’ 

27 And it cometh to pass on the seventh day, 
some of the people have gone out to gather, 
and have not found. 

28 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 'How 
long have ye refused to keep My commands, 
and my laws? 20 see. because Jehovah hath 
given to you the sabbath, therefore He is giv¬ 
ing to you on the sixth day bread of two days ; 
abide ye each in his place, no one cloth go out 
from his place on the seventh day.’ 

30 And the people rest on the seventh day, 
31 and the house of Israel call its name Manna, 
and it is as coriander seed, white; and its 
taste is as a cake -with honey. 

32 And Moses saith, ‘ This is the thing which 
Jehovah hath commanded: Fill the omer 
with it, for a charge for your generations, so 
that they see the bread which I have caused 
von to eat in the wilderness, in My bringing 
you out from the land of Egypt.’ 

33 And Moses saith unto Aaron. ‘ Take one 
pot, and put there the fulness of the omer of 
manna, and let it rest before Jehovah, for a 
charge for your generations;’ 34 as Jehovah 
hath given commandment unto Moses, so 
doth Aaron let it rest before the Testimony, 
for a charge. 

33 And tne sons of Israel have eaten the 
manna forty years, until their coming in unto 
the land to be inhabited; the manna they 
have eaten till their coming in unto tho ex¬ 
tremity of the land of Canaan. 3(5 And the 
omer is a tenth of the ephah. 

XVII. 1 AJND all the company of the sous 
of Israel journey from the wilderness of Sin, 
on their journeyings, by the command of Je¬ 
hovah, and encamp iu Rephidim, and there is 
no water for the people to drink; 2 and the 
people Btrive with Moses, and say, * Give us 
water, and we drink.’ 

And Moses saith to them, ‘ What?—ycBtrivo 
with me, what?—yc try Jehovah?’ 3 and the 
people thirst there for water, and the people 
murmur against Moses, and say, ‘ Why is 
this?—thou hast brought us up out of Egypt, 
to put us to death, also our bods ana our 
cattle, with thirst.* 4 And Moses crieth to Je¬ 
hovah, saying, ‘ What do I to this people? 
yet a little, and they have stoned me.’ 

8 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, * Paas over 
before the people, and take with thee of the

hast smitten the Hiver take in thy hand, and 
thou hast gone r 6 Lo,_ I am standing before 
thee there on the rock in Horeb, and thou hast 
smitten on the rock, and waters have come 
out from it, and the people have drunk.* 

And Moses doth so before the eyes of the 
elders of Israel, 7 and he calletli the name of 
the place Massah, and Meribah, because of 
the ^strife* of the sons of Israel, and because 
of their ‘trying* Jehovah, saying, ‘Is Jehovah 
in our midst or not?’ 

0 And Amalek cometh, and fighteth with 
Israel in Rephidim, 9 and Moses saith unto 
Joshua, 1 Choose for us men, and go out, fight 
with Arnalek : to-morrow I am standing on 
the top of the hill, and the rod of God in my 
hand ’ 

10 And Joshua doth as Moses hath said to 
him, to fight with Amalek, and Moses, 
Aaron, and Hur, have gone up to the top of 
the height; 11 and it hath come to pass, when 
Moses lifteth up his hand, that Israel hath 
been mighty, and when lie letteth his hands 
rest, that Amalek hath been mighty. 

12 And the hands of Moses are heavy, and 
they take a stone, and set it under him, and 
he eitteth on it: and Aaron and Hur have 
taken hold on his hands, on this side one, 
and on that one, and his hands are stedfast 
till the going in of the sun; 13 and Joshua 
weakeneth Amalek and his people by the 
mouth of the sword. 

14 And Jehovah^ saith unto Moses, ‘Write 
this, a memorial in a Book, and set it in the 
ears of Joshua, that I do utterly wipe away 
the remembrance of Amalek from under the 
heavens 15 and Moses buildeth an altar, and 
calletli its name Jehovah-Nissi, 10 and saith, 
‘Because a hand is on the throne of Jah, war 
is to Jehovah with Amalek from generation 
—generation.’ 

XVIII. 1 AND Jethro priest of Midian, 
father-in-law of Moses, heareth all that God 
hath done for Moses, and for Israel his 
people, that Jehovah hath brought out Israel 
from Egypt, 2 and Jethro, father-in-law of 
Moses, taketh Zipporah, wife of Moses, 
besides her presents, 3 and her two sons, of 
whom the name of the one is Gershom, for 
he said, 1 a sojourner I have been in a strange 
land:’ 4 and the name of the other is Eliezer, 
for, ‘the God of my father is for my help, 
and doth deliver me from the Bword of Pha¬ 
raoh.’ 

8 And Jethro, father-in-law of Moses, 
cometh, and his sons, and his wife, unto 
Moses, unto the wilderness where he is en¬ 
camping—the mount of God; 6 and he saith 
unto Moses, * I, thy father-in-law, Jethro, 
am coming unto thee, and thy wife, and her 
two sons with her.’ 

7 And Moses goeth out to meet his father- 
in-law and boweth himself, and kisseth him, 
and they ask one at another of welfare, 
and come into the tent; 0 and Moses re- 
counteth to his father-in-law all that Jehovah 
hath doue to Pharaoh, and to the Egyptians, 
on account of Israel, all the travail which 
hath found them in the way, and Jehovah 
doth deliver them. 


9 And Jethro rejoiceth for all the good 
which Jehovah hatn done to Israel, whom 
He hath delivered from the hand of the 
Egyptians; 10 and Jethro Baith, ‘Blessed is 
Jehovah, who hath delivered you from the 
hand of the Egyptians, and from the hand of 
Pharaoh—who hath delivered this people 
from under the liaud of the Egyptians ; 
11 now I have known that Jehovali is greater 
than all the gods, for in the thing they have 
acted proudly —He is above them! * 

12 And Jethro, father-in-law of Moses, tak¬ 
eth a burnt-offering and sacrifices for God; 
and Aaron cometh in, and all the elders of 
Israel, to eat bread with the father-in-law of 
Moses, before God 

u And it cometh to pass on the morrow, 
that Moses sitteth to judge the people, and 
the people stand before Moses, from the 
morning unto the evening; 14 and the father- 
in-law of Moses seeth all that he is doing to 
the people, and saith, ‘What is this thing 
which thou art doing to the people? where¬ 
fore art thou sitting by thyself, and all the 
people standing by thee from morning till 
evening ?’ 

19 And Moses saith to his father-in-law, 
4 Because the people come unto me to seek 
God; 19 when they have a matter, it hath 
come unto me, and I have judged between a 
man and his neighbour, and made known 
the statutes of God, and His laws.* 

17 And the father-in-law of Moses saith 
unto him, ‘The thing which thou art doing is 
not good; 18 thou dost surelv wear away, both 
thou, and this people whicli is with thee, for 
the thing is too heavy for thee, thou art not 
able to do it by thyself. 

19 ‘NoWj hearkeuto my voice, I counsel thee, 
and God is with thee: be thou for the people 
over-against God, and thou hast brought in 
the things unto God; 20 and thou hast warned 
them concerning the statutes and the laws, 
and hast made known to them the way in 
which they go, and the work which they (lo. 

21 ‘And thnu—thou dost provide out of all 
the people men of ability, fearing God, men 
of truth, hating dishonest gain, aud hast 

E laced these over them, heads of thousands. 

eads of hundreds, heads of fifties, and 
heads of tens ? 22 and they have judged tho 
people at all times; and it hath come to pass, 
every great matter they bring in unto thee, 
and every small matter they judge them¬ 
selves ; and lighten it from off thyself, aud 
they have borne with thee. 23 If thou dost 
this thing, and God hath commanded thee, 
then thou nast been able to stand, and all this 
people also goeth in unto its place in peace.* 

24 And Moses hearkeneth to the voice of 
his father-in-law, and doth all that he said, 
29 and Moses chooseth men of ability out of 
all Israel, aud maketb them chiefs over the 
eople, heads of thousands, heads of hun- 
reas, heads of fifties, and heads of tens. 
20 and they have judged the people at all 
rimes; the hard matter they bring in unto 
Moses, and every Bmall matter they judge 
themselves. 

27 And Moses sendeth his father-in-law 
away, and he goeth away unto his own land 
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The covenant of Sinai 

XIX. 1 IN the third mouth of the going 
out of the eons of Israel from the land of 
Epypt, in this day they have come into the 
wilderness of Sinai, 8 and they journey from 
Rephidim, and enter the wilderness of Sinai, 
and encamp in the wilderness; and Israel 
encampeth there before the mount. 

3 And Moses hath gone up unto God, and 
Jehovah calleth uuto him out of the mount, 
saying, ‘Thus dost thou say to the house of 
Jacob, and declare to the sons of Israel, 4 Ye 
—ye have seen that which I have done to the 
Egyptians, and I bear you on eagles* wings, 
and bring you in unto Myself. 

5 ‘ And now, if ye really hearken to My 
voice, then ye have kept My covenant, and 
been to Me a peculiar treasure more than all 
the peoples, for all the earth is Mine; 6 and 
ye—ye are to Me a kingdom of priests and a 
holy nation: these are the words which thou 
dost speak unto the sons of Israel.* 

7 And Moses cometh, and calleth for the 
elders of the people, and setteth before them 
all these words which Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded him ; 8 aud all the people answer to¬ 
gether and say, ‘All that Jehovah hath 
spokeu wo. do;’ and Moses returuetli the 
words of the people unto Jehovah. 

9 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Lo, 1 
am coming unto thee in the thickness of the 
cloud, so that the people hear in My speaking 
with thee, and also believe in thee to the age; ’ 
and Moses declaretk the words of the people 
unto Jehovah. 

10 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Go unto 
the people; and thou hast sanctified them 
to day and to-morrow, aud they have washed 
their garments, 11 and have been prepared for 
the third day; for on the third day doth Je¬ 
tt ovah come down before the eyes of all the 
people, on mount Sinai. 

12 ‘ And thou hast made a border for the 
people round about, saying, Take heed to 
yourselves, going up into the mount, or com¬ 
ing against its extremity; whoever is coming 
against the mount i3 certainly put to death ; 
13 a hand cometh not against him, for he is 
certainly stoned or shot tlirough, whether 
beast or man it liveth not; in the drawing 
out of the jubilee cornet they go up into the 
mount.’ 

14 And Moses cometh down from the mount 
unto the people, aud sauctifieth the people, 
and they wash their garments; 13 and he 
saith unto the people, * Be ye prepared for 
the third day, come not nigh unto a woman.’ 

16 And it cometh to pass, on the third day, 
while it is morning, that there are voices, and 
lightnings, and a heavy cloud, on the mount, 
and the sound of a trumpet very strong; 
and all the people who are in the camp do 
tremble. 

17 And Mose3 bringeth out the people to 
meet God from the camp, and they station 
themselves at the lower part of the mount, 
10 and mount Sinai is wholly a smoke from 
the presence of Jehovah, who hath come 
down on it in fire, and its smoke goeth up as 
smoke of the furnace, and the whole mount 
trembleth exceedingly; 19 and the sound of 
the trumpet is going nn, and very strong;

Moses speaketli, and God doth answer him 
with a voice. 

20 And Jehovah cometh down on mount 
Sinai, unto the top of the mount, and Jeho¬ 
vah calleth for Moses unto the top of the 
mount, and Moses goeth up. 

21 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Go down, 
protest to the people, lest they break through 
uuto Jehovah to see, and. many of them have 
fallen ; 22 and also the priests who are coming 
nigh unto Jehovah do sanctify themselves, lest 
Jehovah break forth on them.’ 

23 And Moses saith unto Jehovah, ‘ The 
people is unable to come up unto mount 
Sinai, for Thou—Thou hast protested to us, 
saying, Make a border for the mount, then 
thou hast sanctified it.’ 

24 And Jehovah saith uuto him, ‘Go, des¬ 
cend, then thou hast come up, thou, and 
Aaron with thee ; and the priests and the 
people do not break through, to come up 
unto Jehovah, lest He break forth upon 
them.’ “And Moses goeth down unto the 
people, and saith unto them:— 

XpC 1 ‘AND God speaketh all these words, 
saying, 2 1 am Jehovah thy God, who hath 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt, out 
of a house of servants. 

3 * Thou hast no other Gods before Me. 

4 ‘Thou dost not make to thyself a graven 
image, or any likeness which is in the hea¬ 
vens above, or which is in the earth beneath, 
or which is in the waters under the earth. 

5 Thou dost not bow thyself to them, nor 
serve them: for I, Jehovah thy God, am a 
zealous God, charging' iniquity of fathers 
on sons, on the third generation , and on 
the fourth, of those hating Me, 6 and,doing 
kindness to thousands, of those loving Me 
and keeping My commands. 

71 Thou dost not take up the name of Jehovah 
thy God for a vain thing, for Jehovah acquit- 
teth not him who taketh up His name for a 
vain thing. 

0 ‘ Remember the Sabbath-day to sanctify 
it; 9 six days thou dost labour, and hast done 
all thy work, 10 aud the seventh day is a Sab¬ 
bath to Jehovah thy God; thou dost not do 
any work, thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, 
thy man-servant, and thy handmaid, and thy 
cattle, and thy sojourner who is within thy 
gates,— 11 for six days hath Jehovah made 
the heavens and the earth, the sea, and all 
that is in them, and resteth in the seventh 
day; therefore hath Jehovah blessed the Sab¬ 
bath-day, and doth sanctify it. 

12 ‘Honour thy father and thy mother, so 
that thy days are prolonged on the ground 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee. 

13 ‘ Thou dost not murder. 

14 ‘ Thou dost not commit adultery. 

13 ‘ Thou dost not steal. 

18 ‘Thou dost not answer against tliy neigh¬ 
bour a false testimony. 

17 ‘Thou dost not desire the house of thy 
neighbour, thou dost not desire the wife of 
thy neighbour, or his man-servant, or his 
handmaid, or liis ox, or his ass, or anything 
which is tliy neighbour’s.’ 

18 And all the people are seeiug the voices, 
aud the flames, and the sound of the trum- 
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Various judicial laws.

pet, and the mount smoking ; and. the people 
see, and move, and stand afar oil*, 19 and say 
unto Moses, ‘Speak thou with us, and we 
hear, and let not God speak with us, lest we 
die.’ 

™ And Moses saith unto the people, ‘Fear 
not, for to try you-hath God come, and in 
order that His fear may be before your faces 
—that ye sin not.’ 21 And the people stand 
afar off, and Moses hath drawn nigh unto 
the thick darkness where God is. 

22 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Thus 
dost thou say unto the sons of Israel: Ye— 
ye have seen that from the heavens I have 
spoken with you ; 23 yc do not make with Me 
gods of silver, even gods of gold ye do not 
make to yourselves. 

24 ‘An altar of earth thou dost make for 
Me, and thou hast sacrificed on it thy burnt- 
offerings and thy peace-offerings, thy ilock 
and thy herd; in every place where t cause 
My name to be remembered I come in unto 
thee, and have blessed thee. 

25 ‘And if an altar of stones thou dost 
make to Me. thou dost not build them 
of liewn wont; when thy tool thou hast 
waved over it, then thou dost pollute it; 
2(5 neither dost thou go up by steps on Mine 
altar, that thy nakedness be not revealed 
upon it. 

XXL 1 ‘AND these are the judgments 
which thou dost set before them : 

2 ‘When thou buyest a Hebrew servant- 
six years he doth serve, and in the seventh he 
goeth out as a freeman for nought; 3 if by 
himself he cometh in, by himself lie goetn 
out; if he is owner of a wife, then his wife 
hath gone out with him ; 4 if his lord give to 
him a wife, and she hath borne to him sons 
or daughters—the wife and her children are 
her lord’s, aud he goeth out by himself. 

3 ‘And if the servant really say: I have 
loved my lord, my wife, and my sons—I do 
not go out free ; G then hath his lord brought 
him nigh unto God, and hath brought him 
nigh unto the door, or unto the side-post, and 
his lord hath bored his ear with an awl, 
and he hath served him—to the age. 

7 ‘And when a man selleth his daughter 
for a handmaid, she doth not go out accord¬ 
ing to the going out of the men-servants ; 
e if evil in the eyes of her lord, so that 
he hath not betrothed her, then he hath 
let her be ransomed; to a strange people he 
hath not power to sell her, in his dealing 
treacherously with her. 

9 ‘ And if to Ills son he betroth her, accord¬ 
ing to the right of daughters he doth to her. 

10 * If another woman he take for him, her 
food, her covering, and her habitation, he 
doth not withdraw ; 11 and if these three he 
do not to her, then she hath gone out for 
nought, without money. 

12 * He who smiteth a man so that he hath 
died, is certainly put to death ; 13 as to him 
who hath not laid wait, and God hath brought 
to his hand, I have even set for thee a place 
Whither he doth flee. 

14 ‘And when a man doth presume against 
his neighbour to Blay him with suhtilty, from 
Mine altar thou dost take him to die. 


13 ‘ And he who smiteth his father or his 
mother is certainly put to death. 

16 ‘ And he who stealeth a man, and hath 
sold him, and he hath been found in his hand, 
is certainly put to death. 

17 ‘ And he who is reviling his father or his 
mother is certainly put to death. 

18 ‘And when men contend, and a man 
hath smitten his neighbour with a stone, or 
with the fist, and he die not, but hath fallen 
on the bed; 19 if he rise, and hath gone up 
and down without on liis stall', then batli 
the siniter been acquitted; only his cessation 
he giveth, and he is thoroughly healed. 

20 ‘ And when a man smiteth his man-ser¬ 
vant or his handmaid, with a rod, and he 
hath died under his hand—lie is certainly 
avenged; 21 only if he remain a day, or two 
days, he is not avenged, for lie is his money. 

22 ^And when men strive, and have smitten 
a pregnant woman, and ner children have 
come out, and there is no mischief, lie is 
certainly fined, as the husband of the wo¬ 
man doth lay upon him, and he hath given 
through the judges; ^and if there is mis¬ 
chief, then thou hast given life for life, 24 eye 
for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot 
for foot, 25 burning for burning, wound for 
wound, stripe for stripe. 

2G ‘ And when a man smiteth the eye of his 
man-servant, or the eye of his handmaid, 
and hath destroyed it, as a freeman he doth 
send him away for his eye; 27 and if a tooth 
of his man-servant or a tooth of liis hand¬ 
maid he knock out, as a freeman he doth 
send him away for his tooth. 

28 * And when an ox doth gore man or wo¬ 
man, and they have died, the ox is certainly 
stoned, and his flesh is not eaten, and the 
owner of the ox is acquitted; 29 and if the 
ox is one accustomed to gore heretofore, and 
it hath been testified to its owner, and lie 
doth not watch it, and it hath put to death 
a man or woman, the ox is stoned, and its 
owuer also is put to death. 

30 ‘ If atnuement is laid upon liim, then 
he hath given the ransom of his life, accord¬ 
ing to all that is laid upon him; 31 whether it 
gore a son or gore a daughter, according to 
this iudgment it is done to him. 

32 r If the ox gore a man-servant or a hand¬ 
maid, thirty silver shekels he doth give to 
their lord, and the ox is stoned. 

33 ‘And when a man doth open a pit, oi 
when a man doth dig a pit, and doth noz 
cover it, and an ox or ass hath fallen thither. 
— 34 the owner of the pit doth repay, money 
he doth give back to its owner, and the dead 
is his. 

35 ‘ And when a man’s ox doth smite the 
ox of his neighbour, and it hath died, then 
they have sold the living ox, and halved its 
money, and also the dead one they do halve; 
36 or, it hath been known that the ox is one 
accustomed to gore heretofore, and its owner 
doth not watch it, he certainly repayeth ox 
for ox, and the dead is his. 

XXIL 1 ‘WHEN a man doth steal an ox 
or sheep, and hath slaughtered it or sold it, 
five of the herd he doth repay for the ox, 
and Four of the Hock for the sneep. 
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The sabbatical year . 


1 ‘ If in the breaking through, the thief 
ia found, and he hath been smitten, and 
hath died, there is no blood for him; s if 
the sun hath risen upon him, blood is for 
him, he doth certainly repay; if he have 
nothing, then he hath been sold for his 
theft; 4 if the theft is certainly found in his 
hand alive, whether ox, or ass, or sheep— 
double he repayeth. 

6 * When a man depastureth a field or vine¬ 
yard, and hath sent out his beast, aud it hath 
astured in the field of another, of the best of 
is field, and the best of his vineyard, he doth 
repay. 

b ‘\Vhen fire goeth forth, and hath found 
thorns, and a stack, or the standing corn, or 
the field, hath been consumed, he who causeth 
the burning doth certainly repay. 

7 ‘When a man doth give unto his neigh¬ 
bour silver, or vessels to keep, and it hath 
been stolen out of the man’s house ; if the 
thief is found, he repayeth double. 

8 ‘ If the thief is not found, then the master 
of the house hath been brought near unto 
God, whether he hath not put forth his hand 
against the work of his neighbour; 9 for every 
matter of transgression, for ox, for ass, for 
sheep, for raiment, for any lost thing of which 
it is said that it is his; unto God cometh the 
matter of them both; he whom God doth 
condemn, he repayeth double to his neigh¬ 
bour. 

10 * When a man doth give unto his neigh¬ 
bour an ass, or ox, or sheep, or any beast to 
keep, and it hath died, or hath been hurt, or 
taken captive, none seeing— 11 an oath of Je¬ 
hovah is netween them both, that he hath not 
put forth his hand against the work of his 
neighbour, and its owner hath accepted, and 
lie doth not repay; 12 butif it is certainly stolen 
from him, he doth repay to its owner; 13 if it 
is certainly torn, he bringeth it in—a witness; 
the torn thing he doth not repay. 

14 * And when a man doth ask anything from 
his neighbour, and it hath been hurt or hath 
died—its owner not being with it—he doth 
certainly repay; 15 if its owner is with it, he 
doth not repay,—if it is a hired thing, it hath 
come for its hire. 

18 * And when a man doth entice a virgin 
who is not betrothed, and hath lain with her, 
he doth certainly endow her to himself for a 
wife; 17 if her father utterly refuse to give her 
to him, money he doth weigh out according 
to the dowry of virgins. 

18 * A witch thou dost not keep alive. 

19 ‘ Whoever lieth with a beast is certainly 
put to death. 

* He who is sacrificing to a god, save to 
Jehovah alone, is devoted. 

21 ‘And a sojourner thou dost not oppress, 
nor crush him, for sojourners ye have been in 
the land of Egypt. 

” ‘ Any widow or orphan ye do not afflict; 
23 if thou dost really afflict him, surely if he 
at all cry unto Me, I certainly hear his cry; 
24 and Mane anger hath burned, and 1 have 
slain you by the sword, and your wives have 
been widows, and your sons orphans. 

ta ‘ If thou dost lend My poor people with 
thee money, thou art not to him as a usurer; 
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thou dost not lay on him usury; w if thou dost 
at all take in pledge the garment of thy neigh¬ 
bour, during the going in of the sun thou dost 
return it to him: 27 for it alone us his cover¬ 
ing, it w his garment for his skin; wherein 
doth he lie down? and it hath come to pass, 
when he doth cry unto Me, that I have heard, 
for I am gracious. 

28 ‘ God thou dost not revile, and a prince 
amon^ thy people thou dost not curse. 

29 * Thy fulness and thy liquids thou dost 
not delay; the first-born of thy sons thou dost 
give to Me; 30 so thou dost to thine ox, to thy 
sheep; seven days it is with its dam, on the 
eighth day thou dost give it to Me. 

31 * And ye are holy men to Me, and flesh 
torn in the field ye do not eat, to a dog ye do 

XXIII. 1 ‘THOU dost not lift up a vain 
report; thou dost not put thy hand with a 
wicked man to be a violent witness. 

2 ‘Thou art not after many to evil, nor 
dost tbou testify concerning a strife, to turn 
aside after many to cause others to turn 
aside; 3 aDd a poor man thou dost not honour 
in his strife. 

4 ‘ When thou meetest thine enemy’s ox op 
his ass going astray, thou dost certainly turn 
it back to mm; & when thou seest the ass of 
him who is hating thee crouching under its 
burden, then tbou bast ceased from leaving 
it to it—thou dost certainly leave it with him. 

6 ‘Thou dost not turn aside the judgment of 
thy needy one in his strife; 7 from a false mat¬ 
ter thou dost keep far off, and an innocent 
and righteous man thou dost not slay; for I 
do not justify a wicked man. 

8 ‘ And a bribe thou dost not take; fpr the 
bribe bindeth the open -eyed, and perverteth 
the words of the righteous. 

9 ‘And a soiourner thou dost not oppress, and 
ye—ye have known the soul of the sojourner, 
lor sojourners ye have been in the land of 
Egypt. 

19 ^ And six years thou dost sow thy land, 
and hast gathered its increase; 11 and the 
seventh thou dost release it, and hast left it, 
and the needy of thy people have eaten, and 
their leaving doth the beast of the field eat; 
so dost thou to thy vineyard—to thine olive- 
yard. 

12 ‘ Six days thou dost do thy work, and on 
the seventh day thou dost rest, so that thine 
ox and thine ass doth rest, and the son of 
thine handmaid and the sojourner is refreshed ; 
13 and in all that which I have said unto you 
ye do take heed; and the name of other gods 
ye do not mention; it is not heard on thy 
mouth. 

14 ‘Three times thou dost keep a feast to 
Me in a year; 15 the Feast of Unleavened 
things thou dost keep; seven days thou dost 
cat unleavened things, as I have commanded 
thee, at the time appointed in the month of 
Abib; for in it thou hast come forth out of 
Egypt, and ye do not appear in My presence 
empty; 16 and the Feast of Harvest, the first 
fruits of thy works which thou sowest in .the 
field; and the Feast of the In-Gathering, in 
the out-going of the year, in thy gathering thy 
works out of the field.

Moses on the mount. 


17 ‘Three times in a year do all thy males 
appear before the face of the Lord Jehovah. 

™‘Thou dost not sacrifice on a fermented 
thing the blood of My sacrifice, and the. fat 
of My festival doth not remain till morning; 
19 the beginning of the first-fruits of thy 
ground thou dost bring into the house of 
Jehovah thy God; thou dost not boil a kid in 
its mother’s milk. 

2 °‘Lo, I am sending a messenger before 
thee to keep thee in the way, and to bring 
thee in unto the place which I have prepared; 
21 be watchful because of his presence, and 
hearken to his voice, rebel not against him, 
for he beareth not with your transgression, 
for My name is in his heart; 22 for, if thou 
diligently hearken to his voice, and hast done 
all that which I speak, then I have been at 
enmity with thine enemies, and have dis¬ 
tressed those distressing thee. 

23 4 For My messenger goeth before thee, 
and hath brought thee in unto the Amorite, 
and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Canaanite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite, aud 
I have cut them off. 

24 * Thou dost not bow thyself to their gods, 
nor serve them, nor do according to their 
doings, but dost utterly devote tnem, and 
thoroughly break their standing pillars. 

25 ‘And ye have served Jehovah your God, 
and He hath blessed thy bread and thy 
water, and I have turned aside sickness from 
thine heart; 26 there is not a miscarrying and 
barren one in thv land; the number of thy 
jlavs I fulfil: 27 My terror I send before thee, 
and I have put to death all the people among 
whom thou comest, and I have given the 
neck of all thine enemies unto thee. 

28 4 And I have sent the hornet before thee, 
and it hath cast out the Hivite, the Canaan¬ 
ite, and the Hittite, from before thee ; 29 1 
cast them not out from before thee in one 
year, lest the land be a desolation, and the 
oeast of the field hath multiplied against 
thee; 30 little by little I cast them out from 
before thee, till thou art fruitful, and hast 
inherited the land. 

31 * And I have set thy border from the 
Red Sea, even unto the sea of the Philis¬ 
tines, and from the wilderness unto the 
River: for I give into your hand the inhabi¬ 
tants of the land, and thou hast cast them 
out from before bhee ; 32 thou dost not make 
a covenant with them, and with their gods ; 
33 they do not dwell in thy land, lest they 
cause thee to sin against Me when thoit 
servest their gods, when it becometh a snare 
to thee. ’ 

XXIV. 1 ANT) unto Moses He said, ' Come 
up unto Jehovah, thou, and Aaron, Nadab, 
and Abihu, and seventy of the elders of 
Israel, aud ye have bowed yourselves afar 
off:’ 2 and Moses hath drawn nigh by him¬ 
self unto Jehovah; and they draw not nigh, 
and the people go not up with him. 

3 And Moses cometh in, and recounteth to 
the people all the words of Jehovah, and all 
the judgments, and all the people answer— 
one voice, and say, ‘All the words which 
Jehovah hath spoken we do.’ 

4 And Moses writeth all the words of 


Jehovah, and riseth early in the morning, 
and buildeth an altar under the hill, ana 
twelve standing pillars for the t'welve tribes 
of Israel; 5 and he sendeth the youths of the 
sons of Israel, and they cause burnt-offerings 
to ascend, and sacrifice sacrifices of peace- 
offerings to Jehovah—calves. 

6 Ana Moses taketh half of the blood, and 

xitteth in basins, and half of the blood hath 

e sprinkled on the altar; 7 and he taketh 
the Book of the Covenant, and proclaimeth 
in the ears of the people, and they say, * All 
that which Jehovah hath spoken we do, and 
obey.’ 

8 And Moses taketh the blood, and sprink- 
leth on the people, and saith, 4 Lo, the blood 
of the covenant which Jehovah hath made 
with you, concerning all these things.’ 

9 And Moses goeth up, Aaron also, Nadab 
and Abihu, and seventy of the elders of 
Israel, 10 and they see the God of Israel, and 
under His feet is as the white work of the 
sapphire, and as the substance of the heavens 
for purifw; 11 and unto those of the sons of 
Israel who are near He hath not put forth 
His hand, and they see God, and eat and 
drink. 

12 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Come 
up unto Me to the mount, and be there, and 
I give to thee the tables of stone, and the 
law, and the command, which I have written 
to direct them. ’ 

13 And Moses riseth—Joshua his minister 
also—and Moses goeth up unto the mount 
of God ; 14 and unto the elders he hath said, 
4 Abide ye for us in this place , until that we 
turn back unto you, and lo, Aaron and Hur 
are with you — he who hath matters doth 
come nigh unto them.’ 

15 And Moses goeth up unto the mount, 
and the cloud eovereth the mount; 16 and 
the honour a of Jehovah doth tabernacle on 
mount Sinai, and the cloud eovereth it six 
days, and He calleth unto Moses on the 
seventh day from the midst of the cloud. 

17 Aud the appearance of the honour of 
Jehovah is as a consuming fire on the top of 
the mount, before the eyes of the sons of 
Israel; 10 and Moses goeth into the midst of 
the cloud, and goeth up unto the mount, and 
Moses is on the mount forty days and forty 
ui<jhts. 

XXV. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 2 4 Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
they take for Me a heave-offering; from every 
man whose heart impelleth him ye do take 
Mv heave-offering. 

^ 4 And this w the heave-offering which ye 
take from them; gold, aud silver, and brass,

gold round about. 

13 ‘ And thou hast cast for it four riugs of 
gold, and hast put them on its four feet, eveu 
two rings on its one side, and two rings on its 
second side; 1:1 and thou hast made staves of 
ehittim wood, and hast overlaid them with 
gold, 14 and hast brought the staves into the 
rings on the sides of the ark, to bear the ark 
by them, 15 in the rings of the ark are the 
staves, they are not turned aside from it; 
16 and thou hast put unto the ark the testi¬ 
mony which I give unto thee. 

17 ‘And thou hast made a merev-seat of pure 
gold, two cubits and a half its length, and a

4 ‘And thou hast made loops of blue upon 
the edge of the one curtain, at the eud in the 
joining; aud so thou makest in the edge of 
the outermost curtain, in the joining of the 
second. ’Fifty loops thou dost make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loop9 thou (lost make 
in the edge of the curtain which is in the join¬ 
ing of the second, causing the loops to take 
hold one unto another ; 6 and thou bast made 
fifty hooks of gold, and hast joined the cur¬ 
tains one to another by the hooks, and the 
tabernacle hath been one. 

7 ‘And thou hast made curtains of goats' 
hair, for a tent over the tabernacle; thou dost 
make eleven curtains: 8 the length of the one 
curtain is thirty by the cubit, and the breadth 
of the one curtain four by the cubit; one mea¬ 
sure is to the eleven curtains; 9 and thou hast 
joined the five curtains apart, and the six cur¬ 
tains apart, and hast doubled the six curtains 
over-against the front of the tent. 

10 ‘And thou hast made fifty loops on the 
edge of the one curtain, the outermost in the 
joining, and fifty loops on the edge of the cur¬ 
tain which is joining the second; 11 and thou 
hast made fifty hooks of brass, and liasf 
brought in the hooks into the loops, and hast 
joined the tent, and it hath been one. 

12 ‘And the superfluity in the curtains of 
the tent—the half of the curtain which is 
superfluous—hath spread over the hinder part 
of the tabernacle ; 13 and the cubit on this side, 
and the cubit on that, in the superfluity 
in the length of the curtains of the tent, is 
spread out over the side9 of the tabernacle, 
on this and on that, to cover it; 14 and 
thou hast made a covering for the tent, of 
rams’ skins made red, and a eovcring.of bad¬ 
gers’ skins above. 

1B ‘And thnu hast made the boards for the 
tabernacle, of shittim wood, standing up; 
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I 8 ten cubits is the length of the board, and 
a cubit aud a half the breadth of the one 
board; 17 two handles are to the one board, 
joined one unto another ; so thou dost make 
for all the boards of the tabernacle; 18 aud 
thou hast made the boards of the taber¬ 
nacle: twenty boards for the south side 
southward; 10 and forty sockets of silver 
thou dost make under the twenty boards, 
two sockets under the one board for its two 
handles, and two sockets under the other 
board for its two handles. 

50 ‘ And for the second side of the taber¬ 
nacle, for the north side, are twenty boards, 
- 1 and their forty sockets of silver, two sock¬ 
ets under the one board, and two sockets 
under another board. 22 And for the sides 
of the tabernacle westward, thou dost make 
six boards. 23 And two boards thou dost 
make for the corners of the tabernacle in the 
two sides. 24 And they are pairs beneath, 
and together they are pairs above its head 
unto the one ring; so is it for them both, they 
are for the two corners. 25 And they have 
been eight boards, and their sockets of silver 
are sixteen sockets, two sockets under the 
oue board, and two sockets under another 
board. 

26 ‘ And thou hast made bars of shittim 
wood: five for the boards of the one side of 
the tabernacle, 27 and five bars for the boards 
of the second side of the tabernacle, and five 
bars for the boards of the side of the taber¬ 
nacle at the two sides, westward ; 28 and one 
hath caused the middle bar in the midst of 
the boards to reach from end unto end • 28 and 
the boards thou dost overlay with gold, and 
their riugs thou dost make of gold places for 
bars, and hast overlaid their bars with 
gold; 30 and thou hast raised up the taber¬ 
nacle according to its fashion which thou 
hast been shewn in the mount. 

31 * And thou hast made a vail of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined linen, work 
of a designer ; he maketh it with' cherubs ; 
32 and thou hast put it on four pillars of 
shittim wood, overlaid with gold, their pegs 
are of gold, on four sockets of silver. 

33 ‘And thou hast put the vail under the 
hooks, and hast brought in thither within 
the vail the ark of the testimony; and the 
vail hath made a separation for you between 
the holy and the holy of holies. 

34 ‘And thou hast put the mercy-seat on 
the^ ark of the testimony, in the holy of 
holies. 

35 ‘And thou hast set the table at the out¬ 
side of the vail, and the candlestick over- 
against the table on the side of the taber¬ 
nacle southward, and the table thou dost put 
on the north side. 

36 4 And thou hast made a covering for the 
opening of the tent, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and twined linen, work of an em¬ 
broiderer ; 37 and thou hast made for the 
covering five pillars of shittim wood , and 
hast overlaid them with gold, their pegs arc 
of gold, and thou hast cast for them five 
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XXVII. i • AND thou hast made the altar 
of shittim wood, five cubits the length, aud 


five cubits the breadth—the altar is square 
—and three cubits its height. 2 And thou 
hast made its horns on its four corners, its 
horns are of the same, and thou hast over¬ 
laid it with brass. 3 And thou hast made 
its pots to remove its ashes, and its shovels, 
and its bowls, and its forks, and its fire- 

ans, even all its vessels thou dost make of 

rass. 

4 4 And thou hast made for it a grate of net¬ 
work of brass, aud hast made on the net 
four rings of brass on its four extremities, 
6 and hast put it under the compass of the 
altar beneath, and the net hath been unto 
the middle of the altar. 

6 4 And thou hast made staves for the altar, 
staves of shittim wood, and hast overlaid 
them with brass. 7 And the staves have been 
brought into the rings, and the staves have 
been on the two sides of the altar in bear¬ 
ing it. 8 Hollow with boards thou dost make 
it, as it hath been shewed thee in the mount, 
so do they make it. 

9 4 And thou hast made the court of the 
tabernacle: for the south side southward, 
hangings for the court of twined linen, a 
hundred by the cubit is the length for the 
one side, 10 and its twenty pillars and their 
twenty sockets arc of brass, the pegs of the 
pillars and their fillets are of silver; 11 and 
so for the north side in length, hangings of a 
hundred cubits in length, and its twenty 
pillars and their twenty sockets are of brass, 
the pegs of the pillars and their fillets are 
of silver. 

12 4 And for the breadth of the court at the 
west side are hangings of fifty cubits, their 
pillars ten, and their sockets ten. 13 And 
for the breadth of the court at the east side, 
eastward, are fifty cubits. 14 And the hang¬ 
ings at the side a?*e fifteen cubits, their pil¬ 
lars three, and their sockets three. 15 And 
at the second side are hangings fifteen 
cubits, their pillars three, and their sockets 
three. 

lfi 4 And for the "ate of the dourt a covering 
of twenty cubits, blue, and purple, and scar¬ 
let, and twined linen, work of an embroid¬ 
erer ; their pillars four, their sockets four. 
17 All the pillars of the court round about are 
filleted with silver, their pegs are silver, and 
their sockets brass. 

]04 The length of the court is a hundred 
by the cubit, and the breadth fifty by fifty, 
and the height five cubits, of twined linen, 
and their sockets are brass, in cvcn all the 
vessels of the tabernacle, in all its service, 
and all its pins, and all the pins of the court, 
are brass. 

20 4 And thou—thou dost command the sons 
of Israel, and they bring unto thee pure 
beaten olive oil for the light, to cause the 
lamp to go up continually; 21 in the tent of 
meeting, at the outside of the vail, which ia 
over the testimony, doth Aaron—his sons also 
—arrange it from evening till morning before 
Jehovah—a statute age-during to their gen¬ 
erations, from the sons of Israel 

XXVIII. 14 AND thou, bring thou near un¬ 
to thee Aaron thy brother, and his sons with 
him, from the midst of the sons of Israel, for 



Aaron appointed priest. xxvm. 2. —EXODUS.— xxviil 43. The Lights and Perfections, 


his being priest to Me, even Aaron, Nadab, 
and Abinu, Eleazar aud Ithamar, sons of 
Aaron; 3 and thou bast made holy garments 
for Aaron thy brother, for honour and for 
beauty; * and thou—thou dost speak unto all 
the wise of heart, whom I have tilled with a 
spirit of wisdom, and they have made the gar¬ 
ments of Aaron to sanctify him for his being 
priest to Me. 

4 ‘And these are the garments which they 
make: a breastplate, and an epliod, and an 
upper robe, and an embroidered coat a mitre, 
and a girdle; yea, they have made holy gar¬ 
ments for Aaron thy brother, and for his sons, 
for his being priest to Me. 

3 ‘ And they take the gold, and the blue, 
and the purple, and the scarlet, and the linen, 
6 and have made the ephod of gold, blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined linen t work 
of a designer; 7 it hath two shoulders joining 
at its two ends, and it is joined. 

0 * And the girdle of his ephod which is on 
him, according to its work, is of the same, of 
gold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, and twined 
linen. 

9 ‘And thou hast taken the two shoham 
stones, and hast opened on them the names 
of the sons of Israel; 10 six of their names on 
the one stone, and the names of the remaining 
six on the second stone, according to their 
births; 11 the work of an engraver in stone, 
openings of a signet, thou dost open the two 
Btones by the names of the sons of Israel; 
turned round, embroidered with gold, thou 
dost make them. 

12 * And thou hast set the two stones on the 
shoulders of the ephod—stones of memorial 
to the sous of Israel—and Aaron hath borne 
their names before Jehovah, on his two shoul¬ 
ders, for a memorial. 

13 ‘ And thou hast made embroidered things 
of gold, 14 and two chains of pure gold, 
wreathed work thou dost make tliem, work 
of thick bands, and thou hast put the thick 
chains on the embroidered things. 

13 ‘And thou hast made a breastplate of judg¬ 
ment, work of a designer; according to the 
work of the ephod thou dost make it ; of gold, 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and twined 
linen thou dost make it; 13 it is square, 
doubled* a span its length, and a span its 
breadth. 

17 * And thou hast set in it settings of stone, 
four rows of atone; a row of sardius, topaz, 
and carbuncle is the first row; 19 and the 
second row is emerald, sapphire, and diamond; 
13 and the third row is opal, agate, and ame¬ 
thyst ; 20 and the fourth row is beryl, and 
onyx, aud jasper ; embroidered with gold are 
they in their settings, 21 and the stones are 
according to the names of the sons of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, openings of 
a Bignet, each by his name are they for the 
twelve tribes. 

22 1 And thou hast made on the breastplate 
wreathed chains, work of thick bands, of 
ure gold; 53 and thou hast made on the 
reastplate two rings of gold, and hast put 
the two rings on the two ends of the breast¬ 
plate ; 84 and thou hast put the two thick 
Bands of gold on the two rings at the ends 
6b 


of the breastplate ; 23 and the two ends ot the 
two thick bauds thou dost put on the two em¬ 
broidered things, and thou hast put Meraonthe 
shoulders of the ephod over-a^ainst its face. 

26 * And thou hast made two rings of gold, 
and hast set them on the two ends of the 
breastplate, on its border, which is over- 
against the ephod within; 27 and thou hast 
made two rings of gold, and hast put them on 
the two shoulders of the ephod, beneath, over- 
against its front, over-against its joining, above 
the girdle of the ephoa, 28 and they bind the 
breastplate by its rings unto the rings of the 
ephod with a ribbon of blue, to be above the 
girdle of the ephod, and the breastplate is not 
loosed from the ephod. 

29 * And Aarou hath boruc the names of the 
sons of Israel in the breastplate of judgment, 
on his heart, in his going in unto the sanctuary, 
for a memorial before Jehovah continually. 

^ * And thou hast put unto the breastplate 
of judgment the Lights and the Perfections, 
ana they have been on the heart of Aaron, in 
his going in before Jehovah, and Aaron hath 
borne the judgment of the sons of Israel on 
his heart before Jehovah continually. 

31 ‘ And thou hast made the upper robe of 
the ephod completely of blue, 32 ana the open¬ 
ing for its head hath been in its midst, a Bor¬ 
der is to its opening round about, work of a 
weaver, as the opening of a habergeon there is 
to it; it is not rent. 

33 ‘ And thou hast made on its hem pome¬ 
granates of blue, and purple, and scarlet on 
its hem round about, and bells of gold iu 
their midst round about; 34 a bell of gold and 
a pomegranate, a bell of gold and a pome¬ 
granate are on the hems of the upper robe 
round about. 

35 ‘ And it hath been on Aaron to minister 
in, and its sound hath been heard in his com¬ 
ing in unto the sanctuary before Jehovah, and 
inliis going out, and he doth not die. 

36 ‘ And thou hast made a flower of pure 
gold, and hast opened on it—openings of a 
signet—* Holy to Jehovah 37 and thou hast 
put it on a blue ribbon, and it hath been on 
the mitre—over-against the front of the mitre 
it is; 38 and it hath been on the forehead of 
Aaron, and Aaron hath borne the iniquity of 
the holy things which the eons of Israel do 
hallow, even all their holy gifts; and it hath 
been on his forehead continually for a pleas¬ 
ing thing for them before Jehovah. 

_ 30 ‘And thou hast embroidered the coat of 
linen, and hast made a mitre of linen, and a 
girdle thou dost make—work of an embroid¬ 
erer. 

40 ‘And for the sons of Aaron thou dost 
make coats, and thou hast made for them 
girdles, yea, bonnets thou dost make for 
them, for honour and for beauty; 41 and 
thou hast clothed Aarou thy brother with 
them, and his sons with him, and hast an¬ 
ointed them, and hast consecrated their hand, 
and hast sanctified them, and they have been 
priests to Me. 

42 ‘ And make thou for them linen trousers 
to cover the naked flesh: they are from the 
loinB even unto the thighs; 43 and they have 
been on Aaron and on his sons, in their 
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oing in unto the tent of meeting, or in their 
rawing nigh unto the altar to minister in 
the sanctuary, and they do not bear iniquity 
nor have they died; a statute age-during to 
him, and to his seed after him. 

XXIX. 1 ‘AND this is the thing which 
thou dost to them, to hallow them, for being 
priests to Me: Take one bullock, a son of 
the herd, and two rams, perfect ones, 2 and 
bread unleavened, and cakes unleavened an¬ 
ointed with oil, of fine wheaten flour thou 
dost make them, 3 and thou hast put them 
on one basket, and hast brought them near 
in the basket, also the bullock and the two 
rams. 

4 ‘And Aaron and his sons thou dost bring 
near unto the opening of the tent of meet¬ 
ing, and hast bathed them with water; 5 ancl 
thou hast taken the garments, and hast 
clothed Aaron with the coat, and the upper 
robe of the ephod, and the ephod, and the 
breastplate, and hast girded him with the 
girdle of the ephod, 6 and hast set the mitre 
on his head, and hast put the holy crown on 
the mitre, 7 and hast taken the anointing oil, 
and hast poured it on his head, and hast 
anointed him. 

8 ‘And his sons thou dost bring near, and 
hast clothed them with coats, ® and hast 
girded them with a girdle (Aaron and his 
sons), and hast bound on them bonnets ; and 
the priesthood hath been theirs by a statute 
age-during, and thou hast consecrated the 
hand of Aaron, and the hand of his sons, 
10 and hast brought near the bullock before the 
tent of meeting, and Aaron hath laid—his sons 
also—their hands on the head of the bullock. 

11 'And thou hast slaughtered the bullock 
before Jehovah, at the opening of the tent of 
meeting, 12 and hast taken of the blood of 
the bullock, and hast put it on the horns of 
the altar with thy finger, and all the blood 
thou dost pour out at the foundation of the 
altar; 13 and thou hast taken all the fat 
which is covering the inwards, and the re¬ 
dundance on the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and the fat which is on them, and hast made 
perfume on the altar; 14 and the flesh of 
the bullock, and his skin, and his dung, thou 
dost bum with fire at the outside of the 
camp ; it is a sin-offering. 

13 ‘ And the one ram thou dost take, and 
Aaron and his sons have laid their hands on 
the head of the ram, 10 and thou hast slaugh¬ 
tered the ram, and hast taken its blood, and 
hast sprinkled it on the altar round about. 

17 and the ram thou dost cut into its pieces, and 
hast washed its inwards, and its legs, and 
hast put them on its pieces, and on its nead ; 

18 and thou hast made perfume with the 
whole ram on the altar. It is a burnt-offer¬ 
ing to Jehovah, a sweet fragrance; a fire- 
offering it is to Jehovah. 

19 ‘And thou hast taken the Becond ram, 
and Aaron hath laid—his sons also—their 
hands on the head of the ram, 20 and thou 
hast slaughtered the ram, and hast taken 
of its blood, and hast put on the tip of the 
right ear of Aaron, and on the tip of the 
right ear of his sons, and on the thumb of 
their right hand, and on tho great toe of 


their right foot, and hast sprinkled the blood 
on the altar round about; 21 and thou hast 
taken of the blood which is on the altar, 
and of the anointing oil, and hast sprinkled 
on Aaron, and on his garments, and on his 
sons, and on the garments of his sons with 
him, and he hath been hallowed, he, and his 
garments, and his sons, and the garments of 
Lis sons with him. 

22 ‘And thou hast taken from the ram the 
fat, and the fat tail, and the fat which is 
covering the inwards, and the redundance 
on the liver, and the two kidneys, and the 
fat which is on them, and the right leg, for 
it is a ram of consecration, 23 and one round 
cake of bread, and one cake of oiled bread, 
and one thin cake out of the basket of the 
unleavened things which is before Jehovah. 

24 ‘ And thou hast set the whole on the 
hands of Aaron, and on the hands of bis 
sons, and hast waved them—a wave-offering 
before Jehovah ; 25 and thou hast taken them 
out of their hand, aud hast made perfume 
on the altar beside the burnt-offenng, for 
sweet fragrance before Jehovah; afire-offer¬ 
ing it is to Jehovah. 

* ‘And thou bast taken the breast from 
the ram of the consecration which is for 
Aaron, and hast waved it—a wave-offering 
before Jehovah, and it hath become thy por¬ 
tion ; 27 and thou hast sanctified the breast 
of the wave-offering, and the leg of the heave- 
offering, which hath been waved, and which 
hath been lifted up from the ram of the 
consecration, of that which is for Aaron, aud 
of that whicn is for his sons; 28 and it hath 
been for Aaron and for his sons, by a statute 
age-during from the sous of Israel, for it is a 
heave-offering; and it is a heave-offering 
from the sons of Israel, from the sacrifices of 
their peace-offerings—their heave-offering to 
Jehovah. 

29 ‘ And the holy garments which are 
Aaron’s, are for his sons after him, to be 
anointed in them, and to consecrate in them 
their hand; 30 seven days doth the priest 
in his stead (of his sons) put them on, when 
he goeth in unto the tent of meeting, to minis¬ 
ter in the sanctuary, 

31 ‘ And the ram of the consecration thou 
dost take, and hast boiled its flesh in the 
holy place; 32 and Aaron hath eaten—his 
sons also—tho flesh of the ram, and the 
bread which is in the basket, at the opening 
of the tent of meeting • 33 and they have 
eaten those things by which there is atone¬ 
ment to consecrate their hand, to sanctify 
them ; and a stranger doth not eat—for they 
are holy; 34 and if there be left of the flesh 
of the consecration or of the bread till the 
morning, then thou hast burned that which 
is left with fire ; it is not eaten, for it is 
holy. 

33 ‘And thou hast done thus to Aaron and 
to his sons, according to all that I have com¬ 
manded thee; seven days thou dost conse¬ 
crate their hand ; 36 and a bullock, a sin-offering, 
thou dost prepare daily for the atonements, 
and thou hast atoned for the altar, in thy 
making atonement on it, and hast anointed 
it to sanctify it; 37 seven days thou dost make 
57 
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atonement for the altar, and hast sanctified it, 
and the altar hath been most holy ; all that 
is coming against the altar is holy. 

38 ‘And this is that which thou dost pre- 

are on the altar; two lambs, sons of a year, 

aily continually; 39 the one lamb thou dost 
prepare in the morning, and the second lamb 
thou dost prepare between the evenings; 
40 and a tenth deal of fine flour, mixed with 
beaten oil, a fourth part of a hiu, and a liba¬ 
tion, a fourth part of a hin, of wine, is for the 
one lamb. 

41 ‘And the second lamb thou dost prepare 
between the evenings; according to the pre¬ 
sent of the morning, and according to its liba¬ 
tion, thou dost prepare for it, for sweet 
fragrance, a fire-offering, to Jehovah:— 42 a 
continual burnt-offering for vour generations, 
at the opening of the tent of meeting, before 
Jehovah, whither I am met with you. to 
speak unto thee there, 43 and I have met there 
with the sons of Israel, and it hath been 
sanctified by My honoim. 

44 ‘ And I have sanctified the tent of meet¬ 
ing, and the altar, and Aaron and his sons I 
sanctify for being priests to Me, 46 and I have 
tabernacled in the midst of the sons of Israel, 
and have become their God, 46 and they have 
known that I am Jehovah their God, who 
hath brought them out of the land of Egypt, 
that I may tabernacle in their midst; I am 
Jehovah their God. 

XXX. 1 ‘AND thou hast made an altar for 
making perfume ; of shittim wood thou dost 
make it; 2 a cubit its length, and a cubit its 
breadtli, (it is square], ana two cubits its 
height; its horns are of the same. 

3 ° And thou hast overlaid it with pure gold, 
its top, and its sides round about, and its 
horns; and thou hast made to it a crown of 
gold round about; 4 and two rings of gold 
thou dost make to it under its crown • on its 
two ribs thou dost make them , on its two 
sides, and they have become places for staves, 
to bear it with them. 

5 ‘ And thou hast made the staves of shittim 
wood, and hast overlaid them with gold; 

and thou hast put it before the vail, which is 
by the ark of the testimony, before the mercy- 
seat which is over the testimony, whither I 
am met with thee. 

7 ' And Aaron hath made perfume on it, per¬ 
fume of Bpices, morning by morning: in his 
making the lamps right he doth perfume it, 
6 and in Aaron’s causing the lamps to go up 
between the evenings, he doth perfume it; a 
continual perfume before Jehovah to your 
generations. 

9 ‘Ye do not cause strange perfume to go up 
upon it, and burnt-offering, and present, and 
libation ye do not pour out on it; 30 and Aaron 
hath made atonement on its horns, once 
in a year, by the blood of the sin-offering of 
atonements; once in a year doth he make 
atonement for it, to your generations; it is 
most holy to Jehovah.’ 

11 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 12 * When thou takest up the sum of the 
sons of Israel for tneir numbers, then they 
have given each an atonement for his soul to 
Jehovah in their being numbered, and there 


is no plague among them in their being num¬ 
bered. 

13 4 This they do give, every one passing over 
unto those numbered, half 'a shekel, by the 
shekel of the sanctuary (the shekel is twenty 
gerahs) • half a shekel is the heave-offering to 
Jehovah; 14 every one passing over imto those 
numbered, from a son of twenty years and 
upwards, doth give the heave-offering of Je¬ 
hovah; 15 the rich doth not multiply, and the 
poor doth not diminish from the lialf-shekel, 
to give the heave-offering of Jehovah, to make 
atonement for your souls. 

16 ‘And thou hast taken the atonement- 
money from the sons of Israel, and hast given 
it for the service of the tent of meeting; and 
it hath been to the sons of Israel for a me¬ 
morial before Jehovah, to make atonement 
for your souls. ’ 

17 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 58 ‘ And thou hast made a laver of brass 
(and its base of brass), for washing; and thou 
hast put it between the tent of meeting and 
the altar, and hast put water there;. 10 and 
Aaron and his sons have washed at it their 
hands and their feet, 20 in their going in unto 
the tent of meeting they wash with water, and 
die not; or in their drawing nigh unto the 
altar to minister, to perfume a fire-ottering to 
Jehovah, 21 then they have washed their 
hands and their feet, and they die not, and it 
hath been to them a statute age-during, to 
him and to his seed to their generations.' 

22 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 23 ‘And thou, take to thyself principal 
spices, wild honey five hundred shekels ; and 
spice-cinnamon, tlie half of that, two hundred 
and fifty; aud spice-cane two hundred and 
fifty; 24 and cassia five hundred, by the shekel 
of the sanctuary, and olive oil a hin; 25 and 
thou hast made it a holy auointing oil, a 
compound mixture, work of a compounder; 
it is a holy anointing oil. 

26 ‘And thou hast anointed with it the 
tent of meeting, and the ark of the testi¬ 
mony, 27 and the table and all its vessels, 
and the candlestick and its vessels, and the 
altar of perfume, 28 and the altar of burnt- 
ottering and all its vessels, and the laver aud 
its base; 29 and thou hast sanctified them, 
and they have been most holy; all that is 
coming against them is holy ; 30 and Aaron 
and his sons thou dost anoint, and hast 
sanctified them for being priests to Me. 

314 And unto the sons of Israel thou dost 
speak, saying, A holy anointing oil is this 
to Me, to your generations ; 33 on flesh of 
man it is not poured, and with its proper 
proportion ye make none like it; it is holy ; 
it is holy to you ; 33 a man who compound¬ 
ed any like it, or who putteth of it on a 
stranger—hath even been Out off from his 
people.’ 

34 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Take 
to thee spices, stacte, and onycha, and gal- 
banum, spices and pure frankincense; they 
are part for part; 35 and thou hast made 
it a perfume, a compound, work of a com- 
ounder, Baited, pure, holy; 36 and thou hast 
eaten some of it small, and hast put of it 
before the testimony, in the tent of meeting, 
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whither I am met with thee; most holy it 
is to you. 

37 ‘ As to the perfume which thou makest, 
with its proper proportion ye do not make to 
yourselves, hoiy it is to thee to Jehovah; 
^*a man who maketli any like it—to be re¬ 
freshed by it—hath even been cut off from 
his people.’ 

XaaI. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, 2 ‘See, I have called by name 
Bezaleel, son of XJri, son of Hut, of the 
tribe of Judah, 3 and I fill him with the 
Spirit of God, in wisdom, and in understand¬ 
ing, and in knowledge, and in all work, 4 to 
devise devices to work in gold, and in silver, 
and in brass, 6 and in graving of stone for 
settings, and in graving of wood to work in 
all work. 

6 ‘ And I ? lo, I have given with him Aholiab, 
son of Alnsamaeh, of the tribe of Dan, and 
in the heart of every wise-hearted one I have 
given wisdom, and they have made all that 
which I have commanded thee. 

7 * The tent of meeting, and the ark of 
testimony, and the mercy-seat which is on 
it, and all the vessels of the tent, 0 and the 
table and its vessels, and the pure candle¬ 
stick and all its vessels, and the altar of the 
perfume, R and the altar of the burnt-offering 
and all its vessels, and the laver and its 
base, 10 and the coloured garments, and the 
holy garments for Aaron the priest, and the 
garments of his sons, for acting as priests in ; 
11 and the anoiuting oil, and the perfume of 
the spices for the sanctuary; according to all 
that I have commanded thee—they do.’ 

12 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 13 ‘And thou, speak unto the sons of 
Israel, saying, Oulv, My sabbaths ye do keep, 
for it is a sign between Me and you, to 
your generations, to know that I, Jehovah, 
am sanctifying you ; 14 and ye have kept 
the sabbath, for it is holy to you, he who 
is polluting it is certainly put to death—for 
any who doeth work iu it—that person hath 
even been cut off from the midst of his 
people. 

15 ‘Six days is work done, and in the 
seventh day is a sabbath of holy rest to 
Jehovah ; any who doeth work in the sab¬ 
bath-day is certainly put to death, 1R aud 
the sous of Israel have observed the sab¬ 
bath ; to keep the sabbath to their genera¬ 
tions is a covenant age-during, 17 between 
Me aud the sons of Israel it is a sign—to the 
age; for six days Jehovah made the heavens 
and the earth, and in the seventh day He 
hath ceased, and is refreshed.’ 

10 And He giveth uuto Moses, when He 
fiuishcth speaking with him in mount Sinai, 
two tables of the testimony, tables of stone, 
written by the finger of God. 

XXXII. 1 AN D the people see that Moses 
is delaying to come down from the mount, 
and the people assemble against AaroD, and 
say unto him, * Rise, make for us gods who 
go before us, for this Moses—the man who 
brought us up out of the land of Egypt— 
we have not known what hath happened to 
him.’ 

a And Aaron saith uuto them, ‘Break off 


the rings of gold which are in the ears of 
your wives, your sons, aud your daughters, 
and bring in unto me;’ 3 and all the people 
themselves break off the rings of gold which 
are in their ears, and bring in unto Aaron, 
4 and he receiveth from their hand, and doth 
fashion it with a graving tool, and doth make 
it (i molten calf, and they say, ‘These thy 
gods, O Israel, who brought thee up out of 
the land of Egypt. ’ 

5 And Aaron sectli, and buildeth an altar 
before it, and Aaron calleth, and saith, ‘A 
festival to Jehovah—to-morrow;’ 6 and they 
rise early on the morrow, and cause burnt- 
olferings to ascend, and bring nigh peace- 
offerings ; and the people sit down to eat and 
to drink, and rise up to play. 

7 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Go, 
descend, for thy people whom thou hast 
brought up out of the land of Egypt hath 
done corruptly, 8 they have turned aside 
hastily from the way til at I have commanded 
them; they have made for themselves a 
molten calf, and bow themselves to it, and 
sacrifice to it, and say, These thy gods, 0 
Israel, who brought thee up out of the land 
of Egypt.’ 

n And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘I have 
seen this people, and lo, it is a stiff-necked 
people; 10 and. now, let Me alone, and My 
anger doth burn against them, and I con¬ 
sume them, and I make thee become a great 
nation.’ 

11 And Moses appeaseth the face of Je¬ 
hovah his God, and saith, ‘ Why, 0 Jehovah, 
doth Thine auger burn against Thy people, 
whom Thou hast brought forth out of the 
laud of Egypt with great power and with a 
strong hand? 12 why do the Egyptians 
speak, saying, For evil He brought them 
out to slay them among mountains, and to 
consume them from off the face of the 
ground? turn back from the heat of Thine 
anger, and repent of the evil against Thy 
people. 

13 ‘Be mindful of Abraham, of Isaac, and 
of Israel, Thy servants, to whom Thou hast 
sworn by Thyself, aud unto whom Thou 
speakest: I multiply your seed as stars of 
the heavens, and all this land, as I have 
said, I give to your seed, and they have in¬ 
herited to the age;’ 14 and Jehovah repent- 
eth of the evil which He hath spoken of 
doing to His people. 

15 And Moses turncth, and goeth down 
from the mount, and the two tables of the 
testimony are in his hand, tables written on 
both their sides, on this and on that are 
they -written ; 16 and the tables are the work of 
God, and the writing is the writing of God, 
graven on the tables. 

17 And Joshua heareth the voice of the 
people in their shouting, and saith unto Mo¬ 
ses, * A noise, of battle in the eamp!’ | 9 and 
lie saith, * It is not the voice of the crjnng of 
might, nor is it the voice of the crying of 
weakness—a voice of singing I am hearing.’ 

10 And it eometh to pass, when he hath 
drawn near unto the camp, that he seeth 
the calf, and the dancing, and the anger of 
Moses burnetii, and he castcth out of his 
60 
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hands the tables, and breaketh them under 
the mount; 20 and he taketh the calf which 
they have made, and burneth it with fire, 
and grindeth until it is small, and scatter¬ 
ed ou the face of the waters, and causetk 
the sons of Israel to drink. 

21 And Moses saith unto Aaron, ‘ What 
hath this people done to thee, that thou 
hast brought in upon it a great sin?’ 22 and 
Aarou saith, * Let not the anger of my lord 
bum; thou—thou hast known the people 
that it is in evil; 23 and they say to me, 
Make for us gods, who go before us, for this 
Moses—the man who brought us up out of 
the land of Egypt—we have not known what 
hath happened to him ■ 24 and I say to them. 
Whoso hath gold, let them break it off, ana 
they give to me, and I cast it into the fire, and 
tins calf cometh out.' 

25 And Moses seeth the people that it w 
unbridled, for Aaron hath made it unbridled 
for contempt among its withstanders, 26 and 
Moses stanaeth in the gate of the camp, and 
saith, ‘Who is for Jehovah?—unto me!’ 
and all the sons of Levi are gathered unto 
him; 77 and he saith to them, ‘Thus said 
Jehovah, God of Israel, Put each his sword 
by his thigh, pass over and turn back from 
gate to jrate through the camp, and slay each 
his brother, and each his friend, and each his 
relation.’ 

28 And the sons of Levi do according to the 
word of Moses, and there fall of the people 
on that day about three thousand men, 29 and 
Moses saith, ‘Consecrate your hand to-day 
to Jehovah, for a man is against his son, 
and against his brother, so as to bring on you 
to-day a blessing.’ 

30 And it cometh to pass, on the morrow, 
that Moses saith unto the people, ‘Ye—ye 
have sinned a great sin, and now I go up 
unto Jehovah, if so be I atone for your 
sin.’ 

31 And Moses turneth back unto Jehovah, 
and saith, ‘ Oh this people hath sinned a great 
sin, that they make to themselves a god of 
gold; 32 and now, if Thou takest away their 
sin—and if not—blot me, I pray thee, out of 
Thv book which Thou hast written.’ 

33 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘ Whoso 
hath sinned against Me—I blot him out of 
My book; 34 and now, go, lead the people 
whithersoever I have spoken to thee of; lo. 
My messenger goeth before thee, and in the 
day of my charging—then I have charged 
upon them their sin 7 

35 And Jehovah plagueth the people, because 
they made the calt which Aaron made. 

XXXIIL *AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, ‘ Go, ascend from this place, thou and 
the people, whom thou hast brought up out 
of the land of Egypt, unto the land which 

1 have sworn to Abraham, to Isaac, and 
to Jacob, saying, To thy seed I give it,’ 

2 (and I have sent before thee a messenger, 
and have cast out the Canaanite, the Amoritc, 
and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite,) 3 unto a land flowing with 
milk and honey, for I do not go up in thy 
midst, for thou art a stiff-necked people—lest 
I consume thee in the way.’ 

60 


4 And the people hear this sad thing, and 
mourn * and none put his ornaments on him. 

6 Ana Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Say un¬ 
to the sons of Israel, Ye are a stiff-necked 
people; one moment—I come up into thy 
midst, and have consumed thee: and now, 
put down thine ornaments from off thee, and 1 
know what I do to thee 6 and the sons of Israel 
take off their ornaments at mount Horeb. 

7 And Moses taketh the ^ tent, and hath 
stretched it out at the outside of the camp, 
afar off from the camp, and hath called it, 

* Tent of Meeting; ’ ana it hath come to pass, 
every one seeking Jehovah goeth out unto 
the tent of meeting, which is at the outside of 
the camp. 

8 And it hath come to pass, at the going out 
of Moses unto the tent, all the people rise, 
and have stood, each at the opening of his 
tent, and have looked expectingly after Moses, 
until his going into the tent. 

0 And it hath come to pass, at the going in 
of Moses to the tent, the pillar of the cloud 
cometh down, and hath stood at the opening 
of the tent, and He hath spoken with Moses ; 
10 and all the people have seen the pillar of the 
cloud standing at the opening of tne tent, and 
all the people have nsen and bowed them¬ 
selves, each at the opening of his tent. 

11 And Jehovah hath spoken unto Moses 
face unto face, as a man speaketh unto his 
friend; and he hath turned back unto the 
camp, and his minister Joshua, son of Nun, a 
youtn, departeth not out of the tent. 

12 And Moses saith unto Jehovah, * See, 
Thou art saying unto me, Bring up this 
people, and Thou hast not caused me to kuow 
whom Thou dost send with me; and Thou 
hast said, I have known thee by name, and 
also thou hast foimd grace in Mine eyes. 

13 ‘ And now, if, I pray Thee, I have fouud 
grace in Thine eyes, cause me to know, I pray 
Thee, Thy wav, and I know Thee, so that I 
find grace in Thine eyes, and consider that 
this nation is Thy people*’ 14 and He saith, 

‘ Mv presence doth go, and I have given rest 
to thee.’ 

15 And he saith unto Him, ‘If Thy presence 
is not going—take us not up from this place; 
16 and in what is it known now, that I have 
found grace in Thine eyes—I and Thy people 
—is it not in Thy going with us? and wc have 
been distinguished—I and Thy people—from 
all the people who are on the face of tlic 
ground.’ 17 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 

* Even this thing which thou hast spoken I 
do: for thou hast foimd grace in Mine eyes, 
and I know thee by name/ 

10 And he saith, ‘Shew me, I pray Thee. 
Thine honour;* 19 and He saith, *T cause all 
Mv goodness to pass before thy face, and have 
called concerning the Name of Jehovah be¬ 
fore thee, and favoured him whom I favour, 
and loved him whom I love.’ 

20 He saith also, ‘Thou art unable to see 
My face, for man doth not see Me, and live;’ 
21 Jehovah also saith, ' Lo, a place is by Me, 
and thou hast stood on the rock, K and it hath 
come to pass, in the passing by of Mine hon¬ 
our, that I have set thee in a cleft of the rock, 
ana spread out My hands over thee, until My 
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passing by, 23 and I have turned aside My 
hands, and thou hast seen My back parts, and 
My face is not seen.’ 

XXXIV. 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Moses, 

* Hew for thyself two tables of stone like the 
first, and I have written on the tables the 
words which were on the first tables which 
thou hast broken; 2 and be prepared at morn¬ 
ing, and thou hast come up in the morning unto 
mount Sinai, and hast stood before Me there, 
on the top of the mount, 3 and no man cometh 
up with thee, and also no man is seen in all 
the mount, also the flock and the herd do not 
feed over-against that mount.’ 

4 And he heweth two tables of stone like 
the first, and Moses risetli early in the morn¬ 
ing, and goeth up unto mount Sinai, as Je¬ 
hovah commanded him, and he taketh in his 
hand two tables of stone. 

0 And Jehovah cometh down in a cloud, and 
atationeth Himself with him there, and call- 
eth in the Name of Jehovah, 6 and Jehovah 
passeth over before his face, and calleth: 
‘Jehovah, Jehovah God, merciful and graci¬ 
ous, slow to anger, and abundant in kindness 
and. truth, 7 keeping kindness for thousands, 
taking away iniquity, and transgression, and 
sin, and not entirely acquitting, charging ini¬ 
quity of fathers on children, and on children’s 
children, on a third generation , and on a 
fourth.’ 

8 And Moses hasteth, aud boweth to the 
earth, and doth obeisance, 0 and saith, 4 If, I 

g ray Thee, I have found grace in Thine eyes, 

> my Lord, let my Lord, I pray Thee, go in 
our midst (for it is a stiff-necked people), and 
thou hast forgiven our iniquity and our sin, 
aod hast inherited us.’ 

10 And He saith, ‘ Lo, I am making a cove¬ 
nant: before all thy people I do wonders, 
which have not been done in all the earth, or 
in any nation, and all the people in whose 
midst thou art have seen the work of Jehovah, 
for it is fearful that which I am doing with 
thee. 

u ‘ Observe for thyself that which I am com¬ 
manding thee to-day: lo, I am casting out from 
before thee the Amorite, and the Cauaanite, 
and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite; 12 take heed to thy¬ 
self, lest thou make a covenant with the inha¬ 
bitant of the land into which thou art going, 
lest it become a snare in thy midst; 13 for 
their altars ye break down, and their stand¬ 
ing pillars ye shiver, and its shrines ye cut 
down; 14 for ye do not bow yourselves to an¬ 
other god—for Jehovah, whose name is Zeal¬ 
ous, is a zealous God. 

18 ‘ Lest thou make a covenant with the in¬ 
habitant of the land, and they have gone a- 
whoring after their gods, and nave sacrificed 
to their gods, and one hath called to thee, and 
thou hast eaten of his sacrifice, 16 and thou 
hast taken of their daughters to thy sons, and 
their daughters have gone a-whoring after 
their gods, and have caused thy sons to go a- 
whoring after their gods ; 17 a molten god thou 
dost not make to thyself. 

18 ‘The feast of unleaveued things thou dost 
keep; seven days thou dost eat unleavened 
things, as I have commanded thee, at an ap¬ 


pointed time, the month of Abib: for in the 
month of Abib thou didst come out from Egypt. 

19 ‘ All opening a womb are Mine, and every 
firstling of thy cattle born a male, ox or sheep; 
20 aud the firstling of an ass thou dost ransom 
with a lamb; and if thou dost not ransom, 
then thou hast beheaded it; every first-born 
of thy sons thou dost ransom, and they do not 
appear before Me empty. 

* * Six days thou dost work, and on the 
seventh day thou dost rest; in ploughing-time 
and in harvest thou dost rest. 

22 * And a feast of weeks thou dost observe 
forthyself* first-fruits of wheat-harvest; and 
the feast of in-gathering, at the revolution of 
the year. 

23 ‘Three times in a year do all thv males 
appear before the Lord Jehovah, God of Is¬ 
rael; 24 for I dispossess nations from before 
thee, and have enlarged thy border, aud no 
man doth desire tby laud in thv going up to 
appear before Jehovah thy God three times in 
a year. 

23 ‘Thou dost not slaughter with a fermented 
thing the blood of Mv sacrifice ; aud tlie sacri¬ 
fice^ the feast of the passover doth not re¬ 
main till morning: 26 the first of the first-fruits 
of the land thou dost bring into tbc house of 
Jehovah thy God ; thou dost not boil a kid in 
its mother’s milk.’ 

27 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Write 
for thyself these words, for, according to the 
tenor of these words I have made with thee 
a covenant, and with Israel/ 

28 And he is there with Jehovah forty days 
and forty nights; bread he hath not eaten, 
and water he hath not drunk ; and he writetb 
on the tables the matters of the covenant— 
the ten matters. 

23 And it cometh to pass, when Moses i.s 
coming down from mount Sinai (and the two 
tables of the testimony are in the hand of 
Moses in his coming down from the mount), 
that Moses hath not known that the skin of 
his face hath shone in His speaking with him, 
30 and Aaron seeth—all the sons of Israel also 
—Moses, and lo, the skin of his face hath 
shone, and they are afraid of coming nigh 
unto him. 

31 And Moses calleth unto them, and Aaron 
and all the princes in the company return un¬ 
to him, and Moses speaketli unto them; 32 and 
afterwards have all the sons of Israel come 
nigh, and he chargetb them with all that 
Jehovah hath spoken with him in mount 
Sinai. 

33 And Moses finisheth speaking with them, 
and putteth on his face a vail; 34 and in the 
going in of Moses before Jehovah to speak 
with Him, he turneth aside the vail until his 
coming out; and he hath come out and bath 
spoken unto the sons of Israel that which 
he is co mm anded; 33 and the sons of Israel 
have seen the face of Moses that the skin of 
the face of Moses hath shone, and Moses hath 
put back the vail on his face until liia going 
in to speak with Him. 

XXXV. 1 AND Moses assembleth all the 
company of the sons of Israel, and saith unto 
them, ‘'These are the things which Jehovah 
hath commanded—to do them: a Six days is 
61 
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work done, and on the seventh day there ia 
to you a holy day, a sabbath of rest to Je¬ 
hovah ; any who doeth work in it ia put to 
death; 3 ye do not bum a fire in any of your 
dwellings on the sabbath-day.’ 

4 And Moaea speaketh unto all the company 
of the sons of Israel, saying, ‘This is the 
thing which Jehovah hath commanded, say¬ 
ing, 3 Take ye from among you a heave-offer¬ 
ing to Jehovah; every one whose heart is 
willing doth bring it,—the heave-offering of 
Jehovah,—gold, and silver, and brass, 0 and 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and linen, and 
goats’ hair, 7 and rams’ skins made red, and 
badgers’ skins, and shittim wood, B and oil for 
the light, and apices for the anointing oil, 
and for the spice perfume, 9 and shoham 
atones, and stones for settings, for an ephod, 
and for a breastplate. 

10 ‘ And all the wise-hearted among you 
come in, and make all that Jehovah hath 
commanded: 

11 ‘The tabernacle, its tent, and its cover¬ 
ing, its hooks, and its boards, its bars, its pil¬ 
lars, and its sockets, 

12 ‘ The ark and its staves, the mercy-seat, 
and the vail of the covering, 

13 ‘ The table' and its staves, and all its 
vessels, and the bread of the presence. 

14 ‘ And the candlestick for the li^nt, and 
its vessels, and its lamps, and the oil for the 
Mght, 

15 ‘ And the altar of perfume, and its staves, 
and the anointing oil, and the spice perfume, 
and the covering of the opening at tlie open¬ 
ing of the tabernacle. 

16 ‘The altarof burnt-offering andthebrazen 
grate which it hath, its staves, and all its 
vessels, the laver and its base, 

17 * The hangings of the court, its pillars, 
and their sockets, and the covering of the 
gate of the court, 

16 ‘ The pins of the tabernacle, and the pins 
of the court, and their cords, 

19 ‘ The coloured garments, to do service in 
the sanctuary, the noly garments for Aaron 
the priest, and the garments of his sons to act 
as priest in.’ 

® And all the company of the sons of Israel 
go out from the presence of Moses, 21 and they 
come in—every man whom his heart hath 
lifted up, and everyone whom his spirit hath 
made willing—they have brought in the heave- 
offering of Jehovah for the work of the tent of 
meeting, and for all its service, and for the 
holy garments. 

22 And they come in—the men with the wo¬ 
men—every willing-hearted one—they have 
brought in nose-ring, aud ear-ring, and seal¬ 
ring, and necklace, all golden goods, even 
every one who hath waved a wave-offering of 
gold to Jehovah. 

23 And every man with whom hath been 
found blue, and purple, and scarlet, and linen, 
and goats’ hair , and rams’ skins made red, 
and badgers’ skins, have brought them in* 
24 every one lifting up a heave-offering of 
silver and brass have brought in the heave¬ 
offering of Jehovah; and every one with 
whom hath been found shittim wood for any 
work of the service brought it in. 


28 And every wise-hearted woman hath spun 
with her hands, and they bring in yarn, the 
blue, and the purple, the scarlet, and the 
linen; 26 and all the women whose heart hath 
lifted them up in wisdom, have spun the 
goats’ fiair. 

27 And the princes have brought in the sho¬ 
ham stones, ahd the stones for settings, for the 
ephod, and for the breastplate, 28 and the 
spices, and the oil for the light, and for the 
anointing oil, and for the spice perfume; 
29 every man and woman (whom their heart 
hath made willing to bring in for all the work 
which Jehovah commanded to be done by the 
hand of Moses) of the sons of Israel brought 
in a willing-offering to Jehovah. 

30 And Moses saith unto the sons of Israel, 
4 See, Jehovah hath called by name Bezaleel, 
son of Uri, son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah. 
31 and He doth fill him with the Spirit of 
God, in wisdom, in understanding, aud in 
knowledge, and in all work, 32 even to devise 
devices to work in gold, and in silver, and in 
brass, 33 and in graving of stones for settings, 
and in graving of wood to work iu any work 
of design. 

34 4 And to direct He hath put in his heart, 
he and Aholiab, son of Ahisamach, of the 
tribe of Dan; 35 He hath filled them with 
wisdom of heart to do every work, of en- 

aver, and designer, and embroiderer (in 

ue, and in purple, iu scarlet, and in linen), 
and weaver, who do any work, and of de¬ 
signers of designs. 

AXXVI. ^ND Bezaleel, and Aholiab, 
and every wise-hearted man, in whom Jehovah 
hath given wisdom and understanding to 
know to do every work of the service of the 
sanctuary, have done according to all that 
Jehovah commanded. 

2 And Moses calleth unto Bezaleel, and 
unto Aholiab, and unto every wise-hearted 
man in whose heart Jehovah hath given wis¬ 
dom, every one whom his heart lifted up, to 
come near unto the work to do it. 

3 And they take from before Moses all the 
heave-offering which the sons of Israel have 
brought in for the work of the service of 
the sanctuary to do it; and still they have 
brought in unto him a willing-offering morn¬ 
ing by morning. 

4 And all the wise men, who are doing all 
the work of the sanctuary, come each, from 
his work which they are doing, 8 and speak 
unto Moses, saying, ‘The people are multi¬ 
plying to bring in more than sufficient for the 
service of the work which Jehovah com¬ 
manded to make.’ 

G And Moses commandeth, and they cause 
a voice to pass over through the camp, 
saying, ‘Let not man or woman make any 
more work for the heave-offering of the 
sanctuary;’ and the people are restrained 
from bringing, 7 and the work hath been suffi¬ 
cient for them, for all the work, to do it, and 
to leave. 

6 And all the wise-hearted ones among the 
doers of the work make the tabernacle; ten 
curtains of twined linen, and blue, and pur¬ 
ple, and scarlet, with cherubs, work of a de¬ 
signer he hath made them. 9 The length of 
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the one curtain is eight and twenty oy the cu¬ 
bit, and the braabth of the one curtain four by 
the cubit; one measure is to all the curtains. 

10 And he joineth the five curtains one unto 
another, and the other five curtains he hath 
joined one unto another; 11 and he maketh 
loops of blue on the edge of the one curtain, 
at the end, in the joining; so he hath made 
in the edge of the outmost curtain, in the 
joining of the second ; 12 fifty loops he hath 
made in the one curtain, and fifty loops hath 
he made in the end of the curtain which is in 
the joining of the second ; the loops are tak¬ 
ing hold one on another. 

13 And he maketh fifty hooks of gold, and 
joineth the curtains one unto another by the 
nooks, and the tabernacle is one. 

14 And he maketh curtains of goats’ hair 
for a tent over the tabernacle ; eleven cur¬ 
tains lie hath made them; 15 the length of 
the one curtain is thirty by the cubit, and 
the breadth of the one curtain is four cubits ; 
one measure is to the eleven curtains ; 16 and 
he joineth the five curtains apart, and the six 
curtains apart. 

17 And he maketh fifty loops on the outer 
edge of the curtain, in the joining; and fifty 
loops he hath made on the edge of the cur¬ 
tain which is joining the second; 19 and lie 
maketh fifty hooks of brass to join the teut 
—to be one ; 19 and he maketh a covering for 
the tent of rams’ skins made red, and a cov¬ 
ering of badgers’ skins above. 

20 And he maketh the boards for the taber¬ 
nacle of shittim wood, standing up; 21 ten 
cubits w the length of the one board, and a cubit 
and a half the breadth of the one board ; 
22 two handles are to the one board, joined 
one unto another; so he hath made for all 
the boards of the tabernacle. 

23 And he maketh the boards for the taber¬ 
nacle ; twenty boards for the south side 
southward; 24 and forty sockets of silver 
he hath made under the twenty boards, two 
sockets under the one board for its two 
handles, and two sockets under the other 
board for its two handles. 

25 And for the second Bide of the tabernacle, 
for the north Bide, he hath made twenty 
boards, 28 and their forty sockets of silver, 
two sockets under the one board, and two 
sockets under the other board; 27 and for 
the sides of the tabernacle, westward, hath 
he made six boards ; 25 and two boards hath 
he made for the corners of the tabernacle, 
in the two Bides; 28 and they have been 
twins below, and together they are twins at 
its head, at the one ring ; so he hath done to 
both of them at the two corners ; 30 and there 
have been eight boards ; and their sockets of 
Bilver are sixteen Bockets, two socL ets under 
the one board. 

31 And he maketh bars of shittim wood, 
five for the boards of the one Bide of the 
tabernacle, 32 and five bars for the boards of 
the eecond side of the tabernacle, and five 
bars for the boards of the tabernacle, for the 
sides westward ; 35 and he maketh the middle 
bar to enter into the midst of the boards from 
end to end ; 34 and the boards he hath over¬ 
laid with gold, and their rings he hath made 


of gold, places for bars, and he overlayeth the 
bars with gold. 

35 And he maketh the vail of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined linen, work 
of a designer he hath made it, with clienibs ; 
36 and he maketh for it four pillars of shittim 
wood , and overlayeth them with gold ; their 
pegs are of gold; and he casteth for them 
four sockets of silver. 

37 And he maketh a covering for the open¬ 
ing of the tent, of blue, and purple, and scar¬ 
let, and twined linen, work of an embroiderer, 
38 also its five pillars, and tlieir pegs ; and he 
overlaid their tops aud their fillets with gold, 
and their five sockets are brass. 

XXXVII. 1 AND Bezaleel maketh the ark 
of shittim wood, two cubits and a half its 
Length, and a cubit and a half its breadth, 
and a cubit and a half its height; 2 and he 
overlayeth it with pure gold within and with¬ 
out, and maketh for it a wreath of gold 
round about; 3 and he casteth for it four 
rings of gold, on its four feet, even two rings 
on its one side, and two rings on its second 
side; 4 and he maketh staves of shittim wood, 
and overlayeth them with gold, 5 and he 
bringeth in the staves into the rings, by tho 
sides of the ark, to bear the ark. 

6 And be maketh a mercy-scat of pure gold, 
two cubits and a half its length, and a cubit 
and a half its breadth ; 7 and he maketh two 
cherubs of gold, of beaten work he hath made 
them, at the two ends of the mercy-seat; 
0 one cherub at the end on this side , and one 
cherub at the end on that, out of the mercy- 
seat he hath made the cherubs, at its two 
ends; 9 and the cherubs are spreading out 
wings on high, covering over the mercy-seat 
with their wings, and their faces are one 
towards another; towards the mercy-seat 
have the faces of the cherubs been. 

10 And he maketh the table of shittim wood; 
two cubits its length, and a cubit its breadth, 
and a cubit and a half its height, 11 and over¬ 
layeth it with pure gold, and maketh for it a 
wreath of gold round about. 

12 And he maketh for it a border of a hand- 
breadth round about, and maketh a wreath 
of gold for it3 border round about; 13 and he 
casteth for it four rings of gold, and putteth 
the rings on the four comers which are to 
its four feet; 14 over-against the border have 
the rings been, places for staves to bear the 
table. 

13 And he maketh the staves of shittim wood, 
and overlayeth them with gold, to bear the 
table; 18 and he maketh the vessels which are 
upon the table, its dishes, and its bowls, and 
its cups, and the cups by which they pour out, 
of pure gold. 

17 And he maketh the candlestick of pure 
gold; of beaten work he hath made the candle¬ 
stick, its base, and its branch, its calyxes, its 
knops, and its flowers, have been of the same; 
18 and six branches are coming out of its sides, 
three branches of the candlestick out of its 
one Bide, and three branches of the candlestick 
out of its Becond side; 19 three calyxes, made 
like almonds, in the one branch, a knop and 
a flower; and three calyxes, made like al¬ 
monds, in another branch, a knop and a flow- 
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or; so to the six branches which are coming 
out of the candhetick. 

“And in the candlestick are four calyxes, 
made like almonds, its knops, and its flowers, 
21 and a knop under the two branches of the 
same, and a tnop under the two branches of 
the same, and a knop under the two branches 
of the same, are to the six branches which are 
coining out of it; "their knops and their 
branches have been of the same; all of it one 
beaten work of pure gold. 

23 And he maketh its seven lamps, and its 
snuffers, and its snuff-dishes, of pure gold; 
24 of a talent of pure gold he hath made it, 
and all its vessels. 

23 And he maketh the perfume-altar of shit- 
tim wood; a cubit its length, and a cubit its 
breadth (square), and two cubits its height; 
its horns have been of the same; 2G and lie 
overlayeth it with pure gold, its top and its 
sides round . about, and its horns ; and he 
maketh for.it a wreath of gold round about; 
27 and two rings of gold he hath made for it 
under its wreath, at its two corners, at its 
two sides, for places for staves to bear it with 
them. 

28 And he maketh the staves of ahittim 
wood, and overlayeth them with gold; 29 and 
lie maketh the holy anointing oil, and the 
pure spice-perfume—work of a compounder. 

XXXVTIL 1 AND he maketh the altar of 
burnt-offering of ahittim wood, five cubits its 
length, and five cubits its breadth (square), 
and three cubits its height; 2 and he maketh 
its horns on its four corners; its horns have 
been of the same; and he overlayeth it with 
brass; 3 and he maketh all the vessels of the 
altar, the pots, and the shovels, and the 
sprinkling-pans, the forks, and the fire-pans; 
all its vessels he hath matle of brass. 

4 And he maketh for the altar a brazen grate 
of net-work, under its border beneath, unto 
its midst; 8 and he casteth four rings for the 
four ends of the brazen grate—places for bars ; 
,! and he maketh the staves of shittim wood, 
and overlayeth them with brass; 7 and he 
bringeth in the staves into the rings on the 
sides of the altar, to bear it with them; hol¬ 
low with boards he made it. 

8 And he maketh the laver of brass, and its 
base of brass, with the looking-glasses of the 
women assembling, who have assembled at 
the opening of the tent of meeting, 

0 And he maketh the court; at the south 
side southward, the hangings of the court of 
twiued linen, a hundred by the cubit, 10 their 
pillars are twenty, ano their brazen sockets 
twenty, the pegs of the pillars and their fil¬ 
lets are silver; 11 and at the north side, a 
hundred by the cubit, their pillars are twenty, 
and their sockets of brass twenty; the pegs 
of the pillars and their fillets are silver; 12 and 
at the west side are hangings fifty by the 
cubit; their pillars are ten, and their sockets 
ten; the pegs of the pillars and their fillets 
are silver;^ 3 and at the east side eastward 
fifty cubits. 

14 The hangings on the side are fifteen cu¬ 
bits, their pillars three, and their sockets 
three; 13 and at the second aide at the gate of 
the court, on this and on that, are hangings, 


fifteen cubits, their pillars three, and theii 
sockets three; 18 all the hangings of the court 
round about are of twined linen, 17 and the 
sockets for the pillars of brass, the pegs of the 
fillars and their fillets of silver, and the over- 
aying of their tops of silver, and all the pil¬ 
lars of the court are filleted with silver. 

19 And the covering of the gate of the court 
is the work of an embroiderer, of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined linen; and 
twenty cubits is the length, and the height 
with the breadth five cubits, over-against the 
hangings of the court; 19 and their pillars are 
four, and their sockets of brass four, their 
pegs are of silver, and the overlaying of their 
tops and their fillets are of silver; and all 
the pins for the tabernacle, and for the court 
round about, are of brass. 

21 These are the numberings of the taber¬ 
nacle (the tabernacle of testimony), which 
hath been numbered by the command of Mo¬ 
ses, the service of the Levites, by the hand of 
Ithamar son of Aaron the priest. 

22 And Bezaleel son of Un, son of Hur, of the 
tribe of Judah, hath made all that Jehovah 
commanded Moses; 23 and with him is Aho- 
liab son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, 
an engraver, and designer, and embroiderer 
in blue, and in purple, and. in scarlet, and in 
linen. 

24 All the gold which is prepared for the 
work in all the work of the sanctuary (and it 
is the gold of the wave-offering) is twenty and 
nine talents, and seven hundred and thirty 
shekels, by the shekel of the sauctuarv. 

20 And the silver of those numbered of the 
company is a hundred talents, and a thou¬ 
sand and seven hundred and five and seventy 
shekels, by the Bhekel of the sanctuary; 28 a 
bekah for a poll (half a shekel, by the shekel 
of the sanctuary,) for every one who is pass¬ 
ing over unto those numbered, from a son of 
twenty years and upwards, for six hundred 
thousand, and three thousand, and five hun¬ 
dred and fifty. 

27 And a hundred talents of silver are to 
cast the sockets of the sanctuary, and the 
sockets of the vail; a hundred sockets for 
the hundred talents, a talent for a Bocket; 
28 and the thousand and seven hundred and 
five and seventy he hath made pegs for the 
pillars, and overlaid their tops, and filleted 
them. 

29 And the brass of the wave-offering is 
seventy talents, and two thousand and four 
hundred shekels' 90 and he maketh with it 
the sockets of tne opening of the tent of 
meeting, and the brazen altar, and the 
brazen grate which it hath, and all the 
vessels of the altar, 31 and the sockets of the 
court round about, and the sockets of the 
gate of the court, and all the pins of the 
tabernacle, and all the pins of the court 
round about. 

XXXIX. 1 AND of the blue, and the 
purple, and the scarlet, they made coloured 
garments, to minister in the sanctuary; and 
they make the holy garments which art 
for Aaron, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses, 

8 And he maketh the ephod, of gold, blue 
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and purple, and scarlet, and twined linen, 

5 and they expand the plates of gold, and have 
cut off wires to work in the midst of the blue, 
and in the midst of the purple, and in the 
midst of the scarlet, and in the midst of the 
linen—work of a designer; 4 shoulder-pieces 
they have made for it, joining; at its two 
ends it is joined. 

9 And the girdle of his ephod which is on it 
is of the same, according to its work, of gold 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and twined 
linen, as Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

9 And they prepare the shoham stones, set, 
embroidered with gold, opened with openings 
of a signet, by the names of the sons of 
Israel; 7 and he setteth them on the shoulders 
of the ephod — stones of memorial for the 
sons of Israel, aa Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

8 And he maketh the breastplate, work of 
a designer, like the work of the ephod, of 
gold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
twined linen; 9 it hath been square; double 
they have made the breastplate, a span its 
length, and a span its breadth, doubled 

10 And they fill in it four rows of stones ; a 
row of a sardius, a topaz, and a carbuncle 
is the one row; 11 and the second row an 
emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond; 12 and 
the third row an opal, an agate, and an 
amethyst; 13 and the fourth row a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper—set, embroidered with 
gold, in their settings. 

14 And the stones, according to the names 
of the sons of Israel, are twelve, according 
to their names, openings of a signet, each 
according to his name, for the twelve tribes. 

19 And they make on the breastplate 
wreathed chains, work of thick bands, of pure 
gold; 16 and they make two embroidered 
things of gold, and two rings of gold, and 
put the two rings on the two ends of the 
breastplate, 17 and they put the two thick 
bands of gold on the two rings on the ends 
of the breastplate; 18 and the two ends of 
the two thick bands they have put on the 
two embroidered things, and they put them 
on the shoulders of the ephod, over-against 
ita front. 

19 And they make two rings of gold, and 
set them on the two ends of the breastplate, 
on its border, which ia on the side of the 
ephod within ; 20 and they make two rings of 
gold, and put them on the two shoulders of 
the ephod below, over-against its front, over- 
against its joining, above the girdle of the 
ephod ; 21 and they bind the breastplate by 
its rings unto the rings of the ephod, with a 
ribbon of blue, to be above the girdle of the 
ephod, and the breastplate is not loosed from 
off the ephod, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

22 And he maketh the upper robe of the 
ephod, work of a weaver, completely of 
blue ; 23 and the opening of tne upper rone is 
in its midst, as the opening of a habergeon, a 
border is to its opening round about, it is not 
rent; 84 and they make on the hems of the 
upper robe pomegranates of blue, and purple, 
ana scarlet, twined. 

20 And they make bells of pure gold, and 


put the bells in the midst of the pomegran¬ 
ates, on the hems of the upper robe, round 
about, in the midst of the pomegranates ; 26 a 
bell and a pomegranate, a bell and a pome¬ 
granate, art on the hems of the upper robo, 
round about, to minister in, as Jehovah hath 
commanded Moses. 

27 And they make the coats of linen, work 
of a weaver, for Aaron and for his sons 
28 and the mitre of linen, and the beautiful 
bonnets of linen, and the linen trousers, of 
twined linen, 29 and the girdle of twined 
linen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
work of an embroiderer, as Jehovah hath 
commanded Moses. 

30 And they make the flower of the holy 
crown of pure gold, and write on it a writ¬ 
ing, openings of a signetj ‘Holy to Jehovah;’ 
31 and they put on it a nbbon of blue, to put 
it on the mitre above, as Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded Moses. 

32 And all the service of the tabernacle of 
the tent of meeting is completed; and the 
sons of Israel do according to all that Je¬ 
hovah hath commanded Moses; so they have 
done. 

33 And they bring in the tabernacle unto 
Moses, the tent, ana all its vessels, its hooks, 
its boards, its bars, and its pillars, and its 
sockets ; 34 and the covering of rams’ skins, 
which are made red, and the covering of 
badgers’ skins, and the vail of the covering; 
35 the ark of the testimony and its staves, 
and the mercy-seat; 39 the table, all its ves¬ 
sels, and the bread of the presence; 37 the 
pure candlestick, its lamps, the lamps of ar¬ 
rangement, and all its vessels, and the oil for 
the light. 

30 And the golden altar, and the anointing 
oil, and the spice-perfume, and the covering 
of the opening of the tent: 39 the brazen altar 
and the brazen grate which it hath, its staves, 
and all its vessels, the laver and its base. 

40 The hangings of the court, its pillars, and 
its sockets; ana the covering fur the gate of 
the court, its cords, and its pins* and all the 
vessels of the service of the tabernacle, for 
the tent of meeting; 41 the coloured clothes 
to minister in the sanctuary, the holy gar¬ 
ments for Aaron the priest, and the garments 
of his sons, to act as priest in. 

42 According to all that Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded Moses, so have the sons of Israel 
done all the service; 43 and Moses seeth all 
the work, and lo, they have done it as Je¬ 
hovah hath commanded; so they have done. 
And Moses doth bless them. 

XL. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh imto Moses, 
saying, 2 ‘On the first day of the month, in 
the first month, thou dost raise up the taber- 
nacleof the tent of meeting, 3 aud hast set there 
the ark of the testimony, and hast covered 
over the ark with the vail, 4 and hast brought 
in the table, and set its arrangement in order, 
and hast brought in the candlestick, and 
caused its lamps to go up. 

6 ‘ And thou hast put the golden altar for 

erfume before the ark of the testimony, and 

ast put the covering of the opening to the 
tabernacle, 9 and hast put the altar of the 
burnt-offering before the opening of the tabep* 
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o&cle of the teut of meeting, 7 and hast put 
the laver between the tent of meeting and the 
altar, and host put water there. 

8 4 And thou hast set the court round about, 
and hast placed the covering of the gate of 
the court, 8 and hast taken the anointing oil, 
and anointed the tabernacle, and all that is 
in it, and hallowed it, and all its vessels, and 
it hath been holy; 10 and thou hast anointed 
the altar of the burnt-offering, and all its 
vessels, and sanctified the altar, and the altar 
bath been most holy; “and thou hast anointed 
the laver and its base, and eanctiiied it. 

12 4 And thou hast brought near Aaron and 
his sons unto the opening of the teut of meet¬ 
ing, and hast bathed them with water; 13 and 
thou hast clothed Aaron with the holy gar¬ 
ments, and anointed him, and sanctified, him, 
and he hath acted as priest to Me. 

14 4 And his sous thou dost bring near t and 
hast clothed them with coats, 16 and anointed 
them as thou hast anointed their father, and 
they have acted as priests to Me, and their 
anointing hath been to be to them for a 
priesthood age-during, to their generations.* 

10 And Moses doth according to all that 
Jehovah hath commanded him; so he hath 
done. 

17 And it cometh to pass, in the first month, 
in the second year, in the first of the month- 
the tabernacle hath been raised up; 18 ana 
Moses raiseth un the tabernacle, and setteth 
its sockets, and placeth its boards, and placeth 
its bars, and raiseth its pillars, 13 and spread- 
eth the tent over the tabernacle, and putteth 
the covering of the tent upon it above, as Je¬ 
hovah hath commanded Moses. 

20 And he taketh and putteth the testi¬ 
mony unto the ark, and setteth the staves 
on the ark, and putteth the mercy-seat on 
the ark above; ™ and bringeth in the ark 
unto the tabernacle, and placeth the vail of 
the covering, and covereth over the ark of 
the testimony, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

n And he putteth the table iu the tent of 
meeting, on the side of the tabernacle north- 
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ward, at the outside of the vail, w and setteth 
in order upon it the arrangement of bread, 
before Jehovah, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

u And he putteth the candlestick in the 
tent of meeting, over-against the table, on 
the side of the tabernacle southward, “and 
causeth the lamps to go up before Jehovah, 
as Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

“And he setteth the golden altar in the 
tent of meeting, before the vail, 27 and mak- 
eth perfume on it—spice-perfume—as Jeho¬ 
vah hath commanded Moses. 

28 And he setteth the covering of the open¬ 
ing to the tabernacle. 23 and the altar of the 
burnt-offering he hatn set at the opening of 
the tabernacle of the tent of meeting, and 
causeth the burnt-offering to go up upon it. 
and the present, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 

30 And he putteth the laver between the 
tent of meeting and the altar, and putteth 
water there for washing, 31 and Moses and 
Aaron and his sons have washed their hands 
and their feet at the same; 32 in their going 
in unto the tent of meeting, and in their 
drawing near unto the altar, they wash, as 
Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

53 And he raiseth up the court round about 
the tabernacle, and about the altar, and 
placeth the covering of the gate of the court ; 
and Moses eompleteth the work. 

34 And the cloud covereth the tent of meet¬ 
ing, and the honour of Jehovah hath filled 
the tabernacle; 33 and Moses hath not been 
able to go in unto the tent of meeting, for 
the cloud hath tabernacled on it, and the 
honour of Jehovah hath filled the taber¬ 
nacle. 

38 And in the going up of the cloud from 
off the tabernacle the sons of Israel journey 
in all their journeys; 37 and if the cloud go 
not up then they journey not, until the day 
of its going up : ® for the cloud of Jehovah it 
on the tabernacle by day, and fire is in it by 
night, before the eyes of all the house of 
[srael in all their journeys. 
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CHAU. L 1 AND Jehovah calletli unto 
Moses, and speaketh unto him out of the tent 
of meeting, saying. a ‘ Speak unto the sons of 
Israel, ana thou hast said unto them. Any 
man of you when he doth bring near an offer¬ 
ing to Jehovah- out of the cattle—out of the 
herd, or out of the flock—ye do bring near 
your offering. 

3 ; If his offering is a burnt-offering out of 
the herd—a male, a perfect one, he doth bring 
near, unto the opening of the tent of meet¬ 
ing ne doth bring it near, at his pleasure, 
before Jehovah; 4 and he hath laid his hand 
on the head of the burnt-offering, and it hath 
been accepted for him to make atonement for 
him; 6 and he hath slaughtered the son of the 
herd before Jehovah; and sons of Aaron, the 
priests, have brought the blood uear, and 
sprinkled the blood on the altar round about, 
which is at the opening of the tent of meeting. 

6 ‘And he hath stripped the burnt-offering, 
and hath cut it into its pieces; 7 and the sons 
of Aaron the priest have put fire on the altar, 
and arranged^ wood on the fire; 0 and 6ons 
of Aaron, the priests, have arranged the 
pieces, with the head and the fat, ou the 
wood, which is on the fire, which is on the 
altar; 9 and its inwards and its legs he doth 
wash with water; and the priest hath made 
perfume with the whole ou the altar, a burnt- 
offering, a fire-offering of sweet fragrance to 
Jehovali. 

10 ‘And if his offering is out of the flock—out 
of the Bheep or out of the goats—for a burnt- 
offering, a male, a perfect one, he doth bring 
near, “and he hath slaughtered it by the 
side of the altar north ward, before Jehovah ; 
and sons of Aaron, the priests, have sprinkled 
its blood ou the altar round about; ® and he 
hath cut it into its pieces, and its head and 
its fat, and the priest hath arranged them on 
the wood, which is on the fire, which is on the 
altar; 13 and the inwards and the legs he doth 
wash with water, and the priest hath brought 
the whole near, and hath made perfume ou 
the altar; it is a burnt-offering, a fire-offering 
of sweet fragrance to Jehovah. 

14 * And if hiB offering is a burnt-offering out 
of the fowl to Jehovah, than he hath brought 
near his offering out of the turtle-doves or out 
of the young pigeons, 15 and the priest hath 
brought it near unto the altar, and hath 
wrung off its head, and hath made perfume 
on the altar, and its blood hath been wrung 
out by the side of the altar; 10 and he hath 
turned aside its crop with its feathers, and 
hath cast it near the altar, eastward, unto the 
place of ashes; 17 and he hath cleaved it with 
its wings (he doth not separate ft), and the 
priest hath made it a perfume on the altar, 
on the wood, which is on the fire; it is a burnt- 
offering, a fire-offering of sweet fragrance to 
Jenovan. 

II. 1 ‘ AND when a person bringeth near 
an offering, a present to Jehovah, of flour 


Is his offering, and he hath poured on it oil, 
and hath put on it frankincense; 2 and he 
hath brought it in unto the sons of AaroD, 
the priests, and he hath taken from thence 
the fulness of his hand of its flour and of its 
oil, besides all its frankincense, and the 
priest hath made perfume with its memorial 
on the altar, a fire-offering of sweet frag¬ 
rance to Jehovah; 3 and the remnaut of the 
resent is for Aaron and for his sons, most 
oly, of the fire-offerings of Jehovah. 

4 ‘And when thou bringest near an offer¬ 
ing, a present baked in an oven, it is of un 
leavened cakes of flour mixed with oil, oi 
thin unleavened cakes anointed with oil. 

8 ‘And if thine offering is a present made 
on the girdel, it is of flour, mixed with oil 
unleavened; 6 divide thou it into parts, ana 
thou hast poured on it oil; it is a present. 

7 ‘And if thine offering is a present jnadc 
on the frying-pan, of flour with oil it is made, 

8 and thou hast brought in the present which 
is made of these to Jehovah, and one hath 
brought it near unto the priest, and he hath 
brought it nigh unto the altar, 9 and the 
priest hath lifted up from the present its 
memorial, and hath made perfume on tho 
altar, a fire-offering of sweet fragrance to 
Jehovah; 10 and the remnant of the present, 
is for Aaron and for his sons, most holy, of 
the fire-offerings of Jehovah. 11 No. present 
which ye bring near to Jehovah is made 
fermented, for with any leaven or any honey 
ye perfume no fire-offering to Jehovah. 

12 ‘An offering of first-/ruite—ye briug them 
near to Jehovali, but on the altar they go 
not up, for sweet fragrance. 13 And every 
offering—thy present—with salt tliou dost 
season, and thou dost not let the salt of the 
covenant of thy God cease from thy present; 
with all thine offerings thou dost bring near 
salt. 

14 ‘And if thou bring near a present of 
first-ripe fruits to Jehovah,—of green ears, 
roasted with fire, beateu out com of a fruit¬ 
ful field thou dost bring near the present of 
thy first-ripe fruits, 15 and thou hast put ou 
it oil, and laid on it frankincense, it is a pre¬ 
sent; 10 and the priest hath made perfume 
with its memorial from its beaten out com, 
and from its oil, besides all its frankincense 
—a fire-offering to Jehovah. 

III. 1 ‘AND if his offering is a sacrifice 
of peace-offerings, if out of the herd he is 
bringing near, whether male or female, a 
perfect one he doth bring near before Je¬ 
hovah, 2 and he hath laid his hand on the 
head of his offering, and hath slaughtered 
it at the opening of the tent of meeting, and 
sons of Aaron, the priests, have sprinkled 
the blood on the altar round about. 

8 ‘And he hath brought near from the^ sacri¬ 
fice of the peace-offerings a fire-offering to 
Jehovah, the fat which is covering the in- 
wards, and all the fat which is on the in- 
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wards, *and the two kidneys, and the fat 
which is on them, which is on the flanks, 
and the redundance al>ove the liver, (beside 
the kidneys he doth turn it aside), 3 and sons 
of Aaron have made it a perfume on the 
altar, on the burnt-offering which is on the 
wood, which is on the fire—a fire-offering of 
sweet fragrance to Jehovah. 

6 4 And if his offering is out of the (lock for 
a sacrifice of peace-offerings to Jehovah, male 
or female, a perfect one he doth bring near; 

if a sheep he is bringing near for his offer¬ 
ing, then he hath brought it near before 
Jehovah B and hath laid his band on the 
head of his offering, and hath slaughtered it 
before the tent of meeting, and sons of Aaron 
have sprinkled its blood on the altar round 
about. 

91 And he hath brought near from the 
sacrifice of the peace-offerings a fire-offering 
to Jehovah, its fat, the whole fat tail (over- 
against the bone he doth turn it aside), and 
tne fat which is covering the inwards, and 
all the fat which is on the inwards, 10 and 
the two Iridneys, and the fat which ia on 
them, which ia on_the flanks, and the redun¬ 
dance above the liver, (beside the Iridneys he 
doth turn it aside), 11 and the priest hath 
made it a perfume on the altar—bread of a 
fire-offering to Jehovah. 

12 ‘And if his offering is a goat, then lie 
hath brought it near before Jehovah, 13 and 
hath laid nis hand on its head, and hath 
slaughtered it before the tent of meeting, 
and sous of Aaron have sprinkled its blood 
on the altar round about; 1J and he hath 
brought near from it his offering, a fire-offer¬ 
ing to Jehovah, the fat which is covering 
the inwards, and all the fat which is ou the 
inwards, 15 and the two kidneys, and the 
fat which is upon them, which is on the 
Hanks, and the redundance above the liver, 
(beside the Iridneys lie doth turn it aside), 
16 and the priest hath made them a perfume 
on the altar — bread of a fire-offenng, for 
sweet fragrance; all the fat ia Jehovah’s. 

17 ‘A statute age-duriug to your generations 
in all your dwellings: any fat or any blood 
ye do not eat.’ 

IV. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 2 4 Speak uuto the sons of Israel, 
saying, When a person doth sin through 
ignorance against any of the commands of 
Jehovah regarding things which are not to 
be done, ana hath done something against one 
of these— 

3 * If the priest who is auointed doth sin 
according to the guilt of the people, then he 
hath brought near for his sin winch he hath 
sinned a bullock, a son of the herd, a perfect 
one. to Jehovah, for a sin-offeriDg, 4 and he 
hath brought in the bullock unto the opening 
of the tent of meeting before Jehovah, and 
hath laid his hand on the head of the bul¬ 
lock, and hath slaughtered the bullock before 
Jehovah. 

0 4 And the priest who is anointed hath 
taken of the blood of the bullock, and hath 
brought it in unto the tent of meeting, 0 and 
the priest hath dipped his finger in the blood, 
and spr inkl ed of the blood seven times before 
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Jehovah, at the frout of the vail of the sanc¬ 
tuary ; T and the priest hath put of the blood 
ou the horns of the altar of spice-perfume 
before Jehovah, which is in'the teat of meet¬ 
ing, and all the blood of the bullock he doth 

t )Our out at the foundation of the altar of the 
nirnt-otfering, which is at the opening of the 
tent of meeting. 

■ 8 4 And all the fat of the bullock of the sin- 
offering he doth lift up from it, the fat which 
is covering over the inwards, and all the fat 
which is on the inwards, 9 and the two kid¬ 
neys, and the fat which is on them, which ti 
ou the flanks, and the redundance above the 
liver, (beside the kidneys he doth turn it 
aside), 10 as it is lifted up from the ox of the 
sacrifice of the peace-offerings; and the priest 
hath made them a perfume on the altar of 
the burnt-offering. 

114 And the skin of the bullock, and all its 
flesh, besides its headland besides its legs, 
and its inwards, aud its dung— 12 he hath 
even brought out the whole bullock unto the 
outside of the camp, unto a clean place, uutci 
the place of the pouring out of the ashes, 
and ne hath burnt it ou the wood with fire; 
beside the place of the pouriug out of the 
ashes it is burnt. 

13 ‘And if the whole company of Israel err 
ignorantly, and the tiling bath been hidden 
from the eyes of the assembly, and they have 
done something against one of all the com¬ 
mands of Jehovah concerning things which 
arc not to be done, and have been guilty; 
11 when the sin which they have sinned con 
cerning it hath been known, then have the 
assembly brought near a bullock, a son of the 
herd, for a sin-offering, and they have brought 
it in before the tent of meeting; 13 and the 
elders of the company have laid their hand 
on the head of the bullock, before Jehovah 
and one hath slaughtered the bullock before 
Jehovah. 

10 4 And the priest who is anointed liatl 
brought in of the blood of the bullock unto 
the tent of meeting, 17 and the priest hath 
dipped hia finger m the blood, and hath 
sprinkled seven times before Jehovah at the 
front of the vail, 10 andso77ie of the blood he 
doth put on the horns of the altar which is 
before Jehovah, which is in the tent of meet¬ 
ing; and all the blood he doth pour out at 
the foundation of the altar of the burnt- 
offering, which is at the opening of the tent 
of meeting; 13 and all its fat he doth lift up 
from it, and hath made perfume on the altar. 

20 ‘And he hath done to the bullock as he 
hath done to the bullock of the sin-offering, 
so he doth to it: and the priest hath made 
atonement for them, and it hath been for¬ 
given them; 21 and he hath brought out the 
bullock unto the outside of the camp, and 
hath burned it as he hath burned the first 
bullock ; it is a sin-offering of the assembly. 

22 1 When a prince doth sin, and hath done 
something against one of all the commands 
of Jehovah his God regarding things which 
are not to be done, through ignorance, and 
hath been guilty— 23 or his sin wherein he 
hath sinned hath been made known unto him 
then he hath brought in hia offering, a kid 
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of the goats, a male, a perfect one, 24 and he 
hath laid his hand on the head of the goat, 
and hath slaughtered it in the place where 
he doth slaughter the burnt-offering before 
Jehovah ; it is a sin-offering. 

25 4 And the priest Bath taken of the blood 
of the sin-offering with his finger, and hath 
put on the horns of the altar of the burnt- 
offering, and its blood he doth pour out at 
the foundation of the altar of the burnt-offer¬ 
ing, “and with all its fat he doth make 
perfiime on the altar, as the fat of the sacri¬ 
fice of the peace-offerings; and the priest 
hath made atonement for him because of his 
sin, and it hath been forgiven him. 

27 ‘And if any person of the people of the 
land sin through ignorance, by his doing 
something against one of the commands of 
Jehovah regarding things which are not to 
be done, and hath been guilty— 22 or his sin 
which he hath sinned hath been made known 
unto him, then he hath brought in his offer¬ 
ing, a kid of the goats, a perfect one, a fe¬ 
male, for his sin which he hath sinned, “and 
he hath laid his hand on the head of the sin- 
offering. and hath slaughtered the sin-offer¬ 
ing in the place of the burnt-offering. 

30 ‘And the priest hath taken of its blood 
with his finger, and hath put on the horns 
of the altar of the burnt-offering, and all its 
blood he doth pour out at the foundation of 
the altar, 31 and all its fat he doth turn aside, 
as the fat hath been turned aside from off' 
the sacrifice of the peace-offerings, and the 
priest hath made perfume on the altar, for 
sweet fragrance to Jehovah; and the priest 
hath made atonement for him, and it hath 
jeen forgiven him. 

32 * And if he bring in a sheep for his 
offering, for a sin-offering, a female, a per- 
feet one, he doth bring in, 33 and ne hath 
laid his hand on the head of the sin-offer¬ 
ing, and hath slaughtered it for a sin-offer¬ 
ing in the place where he slaughtereth the 
burnt-offering. 

34 ‘And the priest hath taken of the blood 
of the sin-offering with his finger, and hath 
put on the horns of the altar of the burnt- 
offering, and all its blood he poureth out at 
the foundation of the altar, 35 and all its fat 
he turneth aside, as the fat of the sheep is 
turned aside from the sacrifice of the peace- 
offerings, and the priest hath made them a 
perfume on the altar, according to the fire- 
offerings of Jehovah, and the priest hath 
made atonement for him, for his siu which 
he hath sinned, and it hath been forgiven 
him. 

V. 1 ‘AND when a person doth sin, and 
hath heard the voice of an oath, and he is 
witness, or hath seen, or hath known—if he 
declare not, then lie hath borne his ini¬ 
quity : 

3 ‘Or when a person cometh against any 
thing unclean, or against a carcase of an un¬ 
clean beast, or against a carcase of unclean 
cattle, or against a carcase of an unclean 
teeming creature, and it hath been hidden 
from him, and he unclean, and guilty; 

8 4 Or when he cometh against uncleanness 
of man, even any of his imc leanness whereby 


1 he is unclean, and it hath been hidden from 
him, and he hath known, and hath been 
I guilty 

4 ‘Or when a person sweareth, speaking 
| wrongfully with the lips to do evil, or to do 
good, even anything which nan speeketh 
| wrongfully with an oath, and it hath been 
I hid from him when he hath known then 
I he hath been guilty of one of these; 

6 4 And it hath been when he is guilty of 
one of these, that he hath confessed concern¬ 
ing that which he hath sinned, 6 and hath 
brought in his guilt-offering to Jehovah for 
his sin which he nath sinned, a female out of 
the flock, a lamb, or a kid of the goats, for a 
sin-offering, and the priest hath made atone¬ 
ment for him, because of his sin. 

7 ‘And if his hand reach not to the suffi¬ 
ciency of a lamb, then he hath brought in 
his guilt-offering—he who hath sinned—two 
turtle-doves or two young pigeons to Jeho¬ 
vah, one for a sin-offering, and one for a 
burnt-offering; 8 and he hath brought them 
in unto the priest, and hath brought near 
that which is for a sin-offering first, and 
hath wrung off its head from its neck, and 
doth not separate it, 8 and he hath sprinkled 
of the blood of the sin-offering on the aide of 
the altar, and that which is left of the blood 
is wrung out at the foundation of the altar; 
it is a sin-offering. 

10 4 And the second he maketh a burnt- 
offering, according to the ordinance, and the 
priest hath made atonement for him, because 
of his sin which he hath sinned, and it hath 
been forgiven him. 

11 4 Ana if his hand reach not to two turtle¬ 
doves. or to two young pigeons, then he hath 
brought in his offering—he who hath sinned 
— a tenth of an ephah of flour for a sin- 
offering ; he putteth no oil on it, nor doth he 
put on it frankincense, for it is a sin-offer¬ 
ing, 12 and he hath brought it in unto the 
pnest, and the priest hath taken a handful 
from it—the fulness of his hand—its memo¬ 
rial—and bath made perfume on the altar, 
according to the fire-offerings of Jehovah ; it 
is a sin-offering, 

13 ‘ And the priest hath made atonement 
for him, for his sin which he hath sinned 
against one of these, and it bath been for¬ 
given him, and the remnant hath been to the 
priest, like the present.’ 

14 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing. 15 4 When a person committcth a trespass, 
ana hath sinned through ignorance against 
the holy things of Jehovah, then he hath 
brought in his guilt-offering to Jehovah, a 
ram, a perfect one, out of the flock, at thy 
valuation in silver—shekels by the shekel of 

• the sanctuary—for a guilt-offering. 

16 * And that which he bath sinned against 
the holy thing he repayeth, and its tilth is 
adding to it, and hath given it to the priest, 
and tne priest maketh atonement for him 
with the ram of the guilt-offering, and it 
hath been forgiven him. 

17 4 And when any person sinneth, and hath 
done something against one of all the com¬ 
mands of Jehovah regarding things which 
are not to be done, and hath not known. 
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and he hath been guilty, and hath borne hig 
iniquity, 

18 ‘Then ho hath brought in a ram, a per¬ 
fect one. out of the flock, at thy valuation, 
for a guilt-offering, unto the priest; and the 
priest hath made atonement for him. for his 
ignorance in which ho hath erred and he hath 
not known, and it hath been forgiven him • 
19 it w a guilt-offering ; he hath been certainly 
guilty before Jehovah.’ 

VX 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 3 'When any person doth sin, and 
hath committed a trespass against Jehovah, 
and hath lied to his fellow concerning a de¬ 
posit, or concerning fellowship, or concerning 
violent robbery, or hath oppressed his fellow: 
3 or hath found a lost thmg, and hath lied 
concerning it, and hath sworn to a falsehood, 
concerning one of all these which man doth, 
sinning in them: 

4 ‘Then it hath been, when he sinneth, and 
hath been guilty, that he hath returned the 
plunder which ne hath taken violently away, 
or the thing which he hath got by oppres¬ 
sion, or the deposit which hath been depo¬ 
sited with him, or the lost thing which die 
hath found ; 9 or all that concerning which 
he aweareth falsely, he hath even repaid it 
in its principal, and its fifth he is adding to 
it; to him whose it is he giveth it in the day 
of his guilt-offering. 

0 * And his guilt-offering he bringeth in to 
Jehovah, a ram, a perfect one, out of the 
flock, at thy estimation, for a guilt-offering, 
unto the priest, 7 and tne priest hath made 
atonement for him before Jehovah, and it 
hath been forgiven him, concerning one 
thing of all that he doth, by being guilty 
therein.’ 

8 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ingj 8 ‘Command Aaron and hie eons, saying, 
This is a law of the burnt-offering (it is the 
burnt-offering, because of the burning on the 
altar all the night unto the morning, and 
the fire of the altar is burning on it,) *°that 
the priest hath put on his long robe of fine 
linen ? and his fine linen trousers he doth put 
on his flesh, and hath lifted up the ashes 
which the fire consumeth with the burnt- 
offering on the altar, and hath put them 
near the altar; 11 and he hath stripped off 
his garments, and hath put on other gar¬ 
ments, and hath brought out the ashes un¬ 
to the outside of the camp, unto a clean 
place. 

13 ‘And the fire on the altar is burning on 
it, it is not quenched, and the priest hath 
burned on it wood morning by morning, and 
hath arranged on it the burnt-offering, and 
hath made perfume on it with the fat of the 
peace-offerings ; 11 fire is continually burning 
on the altar, it is not quenched. 

14 * And this is a law of # the present: 
sons of Aaron have brought it near before 
Jehovah unto the front of the altar, 18 and 
one hath lifted up of it with his hand from 
the flour of the present, and from its oil, 
and all the frankincense which is on the 
present, and hath made perfume on the 
altar, sweet fragrance — its memorial to Je¬ 
hovah. 


:fl ‘And the remnant of it do Aaron and 
his sons eat; with unleavened things it is 
eaten, in the holy place, in the- court of the 
tent of meeting they do eat it. 17 It is not 
baken with any thing fermented, their portion 
I have given it, out of My fire-offerings ; it is 
most holy, like the Bin-offering, and like the 
guilt-offering. 18 Every male among the sons 
of Aaron doth eat it—a statute age-during 
to your generations, out of the fire'offerings 
of Jehovah: all that cometh against them 
is holy.’ - 

18 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moaes, say¬ 
ing, 20 4 This is an offering of Aaron and of 
his sons, which they bring near to Jehovah 
in the day of his being anointed; a tenth 
of the ephah of flour for a continual present, 
half of it in the morning, and half of it in the 
evening; 31 on a girdel with oil it is made— 
fried thou dost bring it in ; baked pieces of 
the present thou dost bring near, a sweet 
fragrance to Jehovah. 

'And the priest who is anointed in his 
stead, from among his sons, doth make it,— 
a statute age-dunngof Jehovah: it is com¬ 
pletely perfumed; ® and every present of a 
priest is a whole burnt-offenng; it is not 
eaten.’ 

34 And Jehovab speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 29 ' Speak unto Aaron and unto his sons, 
saying, This is a law of the Bin-offering: in 
the place where the burnt-offering is slaugh¬ 
tered is the sin-offering slaughtered before 
Jehovah ; it w most holy. 

30 ‘The priest who is making atonement 
with it doth eat it, in the holy place it is 
eaten, in the court of tho tent of meeting; 
27 all that cometh against its flesh is holy, 
and when any of its blood is sprinkled on 
the garment, that on which it is sprinkled 
thou dost wash in the holy place; 28 and an 
earthen vessel in which it is boiled is 
broken, and if in a brass vessel it is boiled, 
then it is scoured and rinsed with water. 

29 ‘Every male among the priests doth eat 
it—it is most holy; 30 and no sin-offering, any 
of whose blood is brought in unto the tent of 
meeting to make atonement in the sanctuary 
is eaten; with fire it is burnt. 

VIL 4 ‘AND this is a law of the guilt¬ 
offering: it w most holy; 3 in the place where 
they slaughter the burnt-offering they do 
slaughter the guilt-offering, and its blood 
one doth sprinkle on the altar round about, 

3 and all its fat he bringeth near out of it, 
the fat tail, and the fat which is covering 
the inwards, 4 and the two kidneys, and the 
fat which is on them, which is on the flanks, 
and the redundance above the liver (beside 
the kidneys he doth turn it aside); 6 and 
the priest bath made them a perfume on the 
altar, a fire-offering to Jehovab ; it is a guilt- 
offenng. 

6 * Every male among the priests doth eat it; 
in the holy place it is eaten—it is most holy; 

7 as is a sin-offering, so is a guilt-offering; one 
law w for them; the priest who maketh atone¬ 
ment by it—it is his. 

8 * And the priest who is bringing near any 
man’s burnt-offering, the skin of the burnt- 
offering which he hath brought near, it is the 
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riest’s, his own ; 9 and every present which is 
aked in an oven, and every one done in a 
frying-pan, and on a girdel, w the priest’s who 
is bringing it near; it is his; 10 ana every pre¬ 
sent, mixed with oil or dry, is for all the sons 
of Aaron—one as another. 

11 * And this is a law of the sacrifice of the 
peace-offerings which one bringeth near to Je¬ 
hovah : 15 if for a thank-offenng he bring it 
near, then he hath brought near with the 
sacrifice of thank-offering unleavened cakes 
mixed with oil, and thin unleavened cakes 
anointed with oil, and of fried flour cakes 
mixed with oil; 13 besides the cakes, fermented 
bread he doth bring near vrith his offering, 
besides the sacrifice of thank-offering of his 
peace-offerings; 14 and he hath brought near 
out of it one of the whole offering—a heave- 
offering to Jehovah; to the priest who is 
sprinkling the blood of the peace-offerings—it 
is his; 16 as to the flesh of the sacrifice of the 
thank-offering of his peace-offerings, in the 
day of his offering it is eaten; he doth not 
leave of it till morning. 

19 * And if the sacrifice of his offering is a 
vow or free-will offering, in the day of his 
bringing near his sacrifice it is eaten; and on 
the morrow also the remnant of it is eaten; 
17 and the remnant of the flesh of the sacrifice 
on the third day with fire is burnt; 19 and if 
any of the flesh of the sacrifice of his peace- 
offerings be really eaten on the third day, it 
"3 not pleasing; for him who is bringing it 
near it is not reckoned; it is an abominable 
tiling, and the person who is eating of it 
his iniquity doth bear. 

19 ‘ And riie flesh which cometh against any 
unclean thing is not eaten; with fire it is 
burnt; as to the flesh, every clean one doth 
eat of the flesh; 20 and the person who eateth 
of the flesh of the sacrifice of the peace-offer¬ 
ings which are Jehovah’s, and his uncleanness 
upon him, even that person hath been cut off 
from his people. 

21 * Ana when a person cometh against any 
thing unclean, of the uncleanness of man, or of 
the uncleanuess of beasts, or of any unclean 
teeming creature, and hath eaten of the flesh 
of the sacrifice of the peace-offerings which 
are Jehovah's, even that person hath beeD 
cut off from his people.’ 

22 And Jehovah speakctli unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 33 * Speak unto the sons of Israel, saying. 
Any fat of ox and sheep and goat ye do not 
eat; 34 and the fat of a carcase, and the fat of 
a torn thing is prepared for any work, but ye 
do certainly not eat it; 39 for whoever eateth 
the fat of the beast, of which one bringeth 
near a fire-offering to Jehovah, even the per¬ 
son who eateth hath been cut off from his 
people. 

29 * And any blood ye do not eat in all your 
dwellings, of fowl, or of beast; 27 any person 
who eateth any blood, even that person hath 
been cut off from his people.’ 

28 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 29 1 Speak unto the sons of Israel, saying, 
He who is bringing near the sacrifice of his 
peace-offerings to Jehovah doth bring in his 
offering to Jehovah from the sacrifice of his 
peace-offerings; 30 his own hands do bring in 


the fire-offerings of Jehovah, the fat beside the 
breast, it he doth bring with the breast, to 
wave it—a wave-offering before Jehovah. 

311 And the priest hath made perfume with 
the fat on the altar, and the breast hath been 
Aaron’s and his sons; 32 and the right leg ye 
do make a heave-offering to the priest of tne 
sacrifices of your peace-offerings ; 33 he of tho 
sons of Aaron who is bringing near the blood 
of the peace-offerings, ana the fat, his is the 
right leg for a portion. 

** * For the breast of the wave-offering, and 
the leg of the heave-offering, I have taken from 
the sons of Israel, from the sacrifices of their 
peace-offerings, and I give them to Aaron the 
priest, and to nis sons, by a statute age-dur- 
mg, from the sons of Israel.’ 

^ This is the anointing of Aaron, and the 
anointing of his sons out of the fire-offerings 
of Jehovah, in the day he hath brought them 
near to act as priest to Jehovah, 36 which Je¬ 
hovah hath commanded to give to them in the 
day of His anointing them, from the sons of 
Israel—a statute age-during to their genera¬ 
tions. 

37 This is the law for burnt-offering, for pre¬ 
sent, and for sin-offering, and for guilt-offer¬ 
ing, and for consecrations, and for a sacrifice 
of the peace-offerings, 38 which Jehovah hath 
commanded Moses in Mount Sinai, in the day 
of his commanding the sons of Israel to bring 
near their offerings to Jehovah, in the wilder¬ 
ness of Sinai. 

VHL 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 3 ‘ Take Aaron and his sons with him. 
and the garments, and the anointing oil, anti 
the bullock of the sin-offering, and the two 
rams, and the basket of unleavened things, 
3 and all the company assemble thou unto tlio 
opening of the tent of meeting.’ 

4 And Moses doth as Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded him, and the company is assembled 
unto the opening of the tent of meeting, 6 and 
Moses saitn unto the company, 1 This is the 
tiling which Jehovah hath commanded to do.’ 

fl And Moses bringeth near Aaron and his 
sons, and doth bathe them with water, 7 and 
doth put on him the coat, and doth gird him 
with the rirdle, and doth clothe him with tbe 
upper robe, and doth put on him the ephod, 
and doth gird him with the girdle of the 
ephod, and doth bind it to him with it, 8 and 
doth put on him the breastplate, and doth put 
unto the breastplate the Lights and the Per¬ 
fections, 9 and doth put the mitre on his 
head, and doth put on the mitre, over-against 
its front, the golden flower of the holy crown, 
as Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

10 And Moses taketh the anointing oil, and 
auointeth the tabernacle, and all that is in it, 
and sanctifieth them; 11 and he sprinkleth of 
it on the altar seven times, and anointeth the 
altar, and all its vessels, and the laver, and 
its base, to sanctify them ; 12 and he poureth 
of the anointing oil on the head of Aaron, 
and anointeth him to sanctify him. 

13 And Moses bringeth near the sons of 
Aaron, and doth clothe them with coats, and 
girdeth them with girdles, and bindetli for 
them turbans, as Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses. 
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14 And lie bringeth nigli tne bullock of the 
sin-offering, and Aaron layeth—his sons also 
—their hands on the head of the bullock of 
the Bin-offering, 15 and one slaughtered, and 
Moses taketh the blood, and putteth on the 
horns of the altar round about with his finger, 
and cleanseth the altar, and the blood he hath 
poured out at the foundation of the altar, and 
sanctifieth it, to make atonement upon it. 

18 And he taketh all the fat that won the 
inwards, and the redundance above the liver, 
and the two kidneys, and their fat, and Moses 
maketh perfume on the altar, 17 and the bul¬ 
lock, and its skin, and its flesh, and its dung, 
he hath burnt with fire, at the outside of the 
camp, as Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

18 And he bringeth near the ram of the 
burnt-offering, and Aaron and his sons lay 
their hands on the head of the ram, 19 and one 
slaughtereth, and Moses sprinkleth the blood 
on the altar round about; 20 and the ram he 
hath cut into its pieces, and Moses maketh 
perfume with the head, and the pieces, and 
the fat, 21 and the inwards and the legs he 
hath washed with water, and Moses maketh 
perfume with the whole ram on the altar; it 
w a burnt-offering, for sweet fragrance ; it is a 
fire-offering to Jehovah, as Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded Moses. 

"And he bringeth near the second ram, a 
ram of the consecrations, and Aaron and his 
sons lay their hands on the head of the ram, 

23 and one slaughtereth, and Moses taketh of 
its blood, and putteth on the tip of the right 
ear of Aaron, and on the thumb of his right 
hand, and on the great toe of his right foot; 

24 and he bringeth near the sons of Aaron, 
and Moses putteth of the blood on the tip of 
their right ear, and on the thumb of their 
right haud, and on the great toe of their right 
foot. 

And Moses sprinkleth the blood on the altar 
round about, and taketh the fat, and the 
fat tail, and all the fat that is on the inwards, 
and the redundance above the liver, and the 
two kidneys, and their fat, and the right leg; 
26 and out of the basket of unleavened things, 
which is before Jehovah, he hath.taken one 
unleavened cake, and one cake of oiled bread, 
and one thin cake, and putteth them on the 
fat, and on the right leg; 27 and putteth the 
whole on the hands of Aaron, and on the 
hands of his sons, and waveth them-- a wave¬ 
offering before Jehovah. 

28 And Moses taketh them from off their 
hands, and maketh perfume on the altar, ou 
the burnt-offering, they are consecrations for 
sweet fragrance: it is a fire-offering to Je¬ 
hovah ; 29 and Moses taketh the breast, and 
waveth it—a wave-offering before Jehovah; 
of the ram of the consecrations it hath been 
to Moses for a portion, a8 Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded Moses. 

30 And Moses taketh of the anointing oil. 
and of the blood which is on the altar, ana 
sprinkleth on Aaron, on his garments, and on 
his sons, and on the garments of his sons with 
him, and he sanctifieth Aaron, his garments, 
and his sons, and the garments of his sons 
with him. 

91 And Moses saith unto Aaron, and unto 
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his sons, * Boil ye the flesh at the opening ol 
the tent of meeting, and there ye do eat it and 
the bread which is in the basket of the conse¬ 
crations, as I have commanded, saying, Aaron 
and his sons do eat it. 

92 * And the remnant of the flesh and of the 
bread with fire ye burn; 33 and from the open¬ 
ing of the tent of meeting ye go not out seven 
days, till the day of the fulness, the days of 
your consecration — for seven days he doth 
consecrate your hand; 84 as he hath done on 
this day, Jehovah hath commanded to do, to 
make atonement for you; 85 and at the open¬ 
ing of the tent of meeting ye abide, by day 
and by night seven days, and ye have kept 
the charge of Jehovah, and die not, for so I 
have been commanded.’ 

30 And Aaron doth—his sons also—all the 
things which Jehovah hath commanded by the 
hand of Moses. 

IX. 1 AND it cometli to pass on the eighth 
day, Moses hath called for Aaron and for 
his sons, and for the elders of Israel. 2 and he 
saith unto Aaron, * Take to thyself a calf, a 
son of the herd, for a sin-offering, and a ram 
for a burnt-offering, perfect ones, and bring 
near before Jehovah. 

3 ‘ And unto the sons of Israel thou dost 
speak, saying, Take ye a kid of the goats for 
a sin-offering, and a calf, and a lamb, sons of 
a year, perfect ones, for a burnt-offering, 4 and 
a bullock and a ram for peace-offerings, to 
sacrifice before Jehovah, and a present mixed 
with oil; for to-day Jehovah hath appeared 
unto you.’ 

°And they take that which Moses hath 
commanded unto the front of the tent of meet¬ 
ing, and all the company draw near and stand 
before Jehovah; 6 and Moses saith, ‘This is the 
thing which Jehovah hath commanded ; do it, 
and the honour of Jehovah doth appear unto 
you.’ 

7 And Moses saith unto Aaron, * Draw near 
unto the altar, and make thy sin-offering, and 
thy burnt-offering, and make atonement for 
thyself, and for the people, and make the 
offering of the people, and make atonement 
for them, as Jehovah hath commanded.’ 

8 And Aaron draweth near unto the altar, 
and slaughtereth the calf of the sin-offering, 
which is tor himself ; 9 and the sons of Aaron 
bring the blood near unto him, and he dippeth 
his finger in the blood, and putteth it on the 
horns of the altar, and the blood he hath 
poured out at the foundation of the altar; 
r ° and the fat, and the kidneys, and the re¬ 
dundance of the liver, of the sin-offering, he 
hath made a perfume on the altar, as Jehovah 
hath commanded Moses ; 11 and the flesh and 
the skin he hath burnt with fire, at the out¬ 
side of the camp. 

13 And he slaughtereth the burnt-offering, 
and the sons of Aaron have presented unto 
him the blood, and he sprinkleth it on the 
altar round about; 13 ana the burnt-offering 
they have presented unto him, by its pieces, 
and the head, and he maketh perfume on the 
altar; 14 and he washeth the inwards and the 
legs, and maketh perfume for the burnt-offer¬ 
ing on the altar. 

And he bringeth near the offering of the 
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people, andtaketh the goacof the sin-offering 
which is for the people, ana slaughtered it, 
and maketh it a sinbffering, like the first: 
10 and he bringeth near the burnt-offering, and 
maketh it, according to the ordinance; ^ 7 and 
he bringeth near the present, and filleth his 
palm with it, and maketh perfume on the 
altar, apart from the burnt-offering of the 
morning. 

16 And he slaughtered the bullock and the 
ram, a sacrifice of the peace-offerings, which 
are for the people, and sons of Aaron pre¬ 
sent the blood unto him (and he sprinkleth it 
on the altar round about), 19 and the fat of the 
bullock, and of the ram, the fat tail, and the 
covering of the inwards , and the kidneys, and 
the redundance above the liver, 20 and they 
set the fat on the breasts, and he maketh per¬ 
fume with the fat on the altar; 21 and the 
breasts, and the right le" hath Aaron waved 
—a wave-offering before Jehovah, as He hath 
commanded Moses. 

22 And Aaron lifteth up his hand towards 
the people, and blesseth them, and cometh 
down from making the sin-offering, and the 
burnt-offering, and the peace-offerings. 

23 And Moses goeth in—Aaron also—unto 
the tent of meeting, and they come out, and 
bless the people, and the honour of Jehovah 
appcareth unto all the people; 24 and fire 
cometh out from before Jehovah, and con- 
sumeth on the altar the burnt-offering, and 
the fat; and all the people see, and cry aloud, 
and fall on their faces. 

X. 1 AJST> the sons of Aaron, Nadab and 
A.bihu, take each his censer, and put in them 
tire, and put on it perfume, and bring near 
before Jehovah strange fire, which He hath 
not commanded them; 2 and fire goeth out 
from before Jehovah, and consumeth them, 
and they die before Jehovah. 

3 And Moses saith unto Aaron, ‘It is that 
which Jehovah hath spoken, saying, By those 
drawing near to Me I am sanctified, and in 
the face of all the people I am honoured;’ 
and Aaron is silent. 

4 And Moses calleth unto Mishael and unto 
Elzaphan, Bons of Uzziel, uncle of Aaron, 
and saith unto them, 4 Come near, bear your 
brethren from the front of the sanctuary 
unto the outside of the camp 5 and they 
come near, and bear them in their coats 
unto the outside of the camp, as Moses hath 
spoken. 

6 And Moses saith unto Aaron, and to 
Eleazar, and to Ithamar his sons, * Your 
heads ye do not uncover, and your garments 
ye do not rend, that ye die not, and on all 
the company He be wroth ; as to your breth¬ 
ren, the whole house of Israel, they bewail 
the burning which Jehovah bath kindled ; 
7 and from the ope nin g of the tent of meet¬ 
ing ye do not go out, lest ye die, for the 
anointing oil of Jehovah is upon you;’ and 
they do according to the word of Moses. 

8 And Jehovah speaketh unto Aaron, say¬ 
ing, 9 ‘ Wine and strong drink thou dost not 
drink, thou, and thy sons with thee, in your 

S oing in unto the tent of meeting, and ye 
ie not—a statute age-during to your genera¬ 
tions * 10 so as to make a separation between 


the holy and the common, and between the 
unclean and the pure ; 11 and to teach the 
sons of Israel all the statutes which Jeho¬ 
vah hath spoken unto them by the hand of 
Moses.’ 

12 And Moses speaketh unto Aaron, and 
unto Eleazar, and unto Ithamar his sons, 
who are left, ‘Take ye the present that is 
left from the fire-offerings of Jehovah, and 
eat it unleavened near the altar, for it is 
most holy, 13 and ye have eaten it in the 
holy place, for it is thy portion, and the por¬ 
tion of thy Bons, from the fire-offerings of Je¬ 
hovah ; for so I have been commanded. 

14 ‘And the breast of the wave-offering, and 
the leg of the heave-offering, ye do eat in a 
clean place, thou, and thy sons, and thy 
daughters with thee; for thy portion and 
the portion of thy sons they have been 
given, out of the sacrifices of peace-offerings 
of the sons of Israel; 16 the leg of the heave- 
offering, and breast of the wave-offering, be¬ 
sides fire-offerings of the fat, they do bring 
in to wave a wave-offering before Jehovah, 
and it hath been to thee, and to thy Bons with 
thee, by a Btatute age-during, as Jehovah 
hath commanded.’ 

16 And the goat of the Bin-offering hath 
Moses diligently sought, and lo, it is burnt, 
and he is wroth against Eleazar, and against 
Ithama r, s ons of Aaron, who are left, say¬ 
ing, 17 * Wherefore have ye not eaten the sin- 
offering in the holy place, for it is most 
holy—and it He hath given to you to take 
away the iniquity of the company, to make 
atonement for them before Jehovah? 18 lo, 
its blood hath not been brought in unto the 
holy place within; eating ye do eat it in the 
holy place, as I have commanded.’ 

19 And Aaron speaketh unto Moses, ‘Lo, 
to-day they have brought near their sin- 
offering and their burnt-offering before Je¬ 
hovah ; and things like these meet me, yet 
I have eaten a sin-offering to-day; is it good 
in the eyes of Jehovah ?’ 20 And Moses hear- 
keneth, and it is good in his eyes. 

XI. * AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying unto them, 2 ‘Speak 
unto the sons of Israel, saying, This is the 
beast which ye do eat out of all the beasts 
which are on the earth: 3 any dividing a 
hoof, and cleaving the cleft of tbe hoofs, 
bringing up the cud, among the beasts, it ye 
do eat. 

4 * Only, this ye do not eat—of those bring¬ 
ing up the cud, and of those dividing the 
hoof—the camel, though it is bringing up the 
cud, yet the hoof not dividing—it is unclean 
to you; 6 and the rabbit, though it is bring¬ 
ing up the cud, yet the hoof it aivideth not— 
unclean it is to you; 6 and the hare, though 
it is bringing up the cud, yet the hoof hath 
not divided—unclean it is to you; 7 and the 
sow, though it is dividing the hoof, and cleav¬ 
ing the cleft of the hoof, yet the cud it bring- 
etn not up—unclean it is to you. 

8 ‘ Of their flesh ye do not eat, and against 
their carcase ye do net come—unclean they 
are to you. 

9 * This ye do eat of all which are in the 
waters; any one that hath fins and scales i n 
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the waters, in the seas, and in the brooks, 
them ye do eat; 10 and any one that hath not 
fins and scales in the seas, and in the brooks, 
of any teeming creature of the waters, and 
of any creature which liveth, which is in the 
waters — an abomination they are to you ; 
11 yea, an abomination they are to you; of 
their flesh ye do not eat, ana their carcase ye 
abominate. 

ia ‘ Any one that hath not fins and scales in 
the waters—an abomination it is to you. 

13 * And these ye do abominate of the fowl; 
they are not eaten, an abomination they are: 
the eagle, and the ossifrage, and the osprav, 
14 and the vulture, and the kite after its kind, 

18 every raven after its kind, 16 and the owl, 
and the night-hawk, and the cuckoo, and the 
hawk after its kind, 17 and the little owl. 
and the cormorant, and the great owL, 19 ana 
the swan, and the pelican, and the gier eagle, 

19 and the stork, the heron after its kind, 
and the lap-wing, and the bat. 

20 4 Every teeming creature which is flying, 
which ia going on four—an abomination it Is 
to you. 

“ 4 Only—this ye do eat of any teeming 
thing which is flying, which is going on four, 
which hath legs above its feet, to move with 
them on the earth ; 25 these of them ye do 
eat: the locust after its kind, and the bald 
locust after its kind, and the beetle after 
its kind, and the grasshopper after its kind ; 
23 and every teeming thing which is flying, 
which hath four feet—an abomination it is 
to you. 

24 1 And by these ye are made unclean, any 
one who is coming against their carcase is un¬ 
clean till the evening; ^and any one who is lift* 
mg up aught of their carcase doth wash his 
garments, and hath been unclean till the 
evening:— 39 even every beast which is divid¬ 
ing the hoof, and is not cloven-footed, and 
the cud is not bringing up-^unclean they are 
to you; any one who is coming against them is 
unclean. 

v ‘And any one going, on its paws, among all 
the beasts which are going on four—unclean 
they are to you; anyone who is coming against 
their carcase is unclean until the evening; 
29 and he who is lifting up their carcase doth 
wash his garments, and hath been unclean 
until the evening—unclean they are to you, 

29 4 And this w to you the unclean among 
the teeming things which are teeming on the 
earth: the weasel, and the mouse, and the 
tortoise after its kind, 30 and the ferret, and 
the chameleon, and the lizard, and the snail, 
and the mole j 31 these are the unclean to you 
among all which are teeming; any one who ia 
coming ag&inBt them in their death is unclean 
till the evening. 

334 And anything on which any one of them 
falleth, in their death, is unclean, of any 
vessel of wood or garment or skin or sack, 
any vessel in which work is done is brought 
into water, and hath been unclean till the 
evening, then it hath been clean; 33 and any 
earthen vessel, into the midst of which any 
one of them falleth, all that w in its midst is 
Unclean, and it ye do break. 

M 4 Of all the food which iB eaten, that on 
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which cometh such water, is unclean, and all 
drink which is drunk in any such vessel is 
unclean; 38 and anythin^ on which any of 
their carcase falleth is unclean (oven or doublo 
pots), it is broken down, unclean they are, 
yea, unclean they are to you. 

36 4 Only—a fountain or pit, a collection of 
water, is clean, but that which is coming 
against their carcase is unclean ; 37 and when 
any of their carcase falleth on any sown seed 
which is sown—it is clean; 88 and when water 
is put on the seed, and any of its carcase 
hath fallen on it—unclean it is to you. _ 

39 4 And when any of the beasts which are 
to you tor food dieth, he who is coming 
against its carcase is unclea'D till the evening; 
40 and he who is eating of its carcase doth 
wash his garments, ana hath been unclean 
till the evening; and he who is lifting up its 
carcaso doth wash his garments, and hath 
been unclean till the evening. 

41 ‘And every teeming thing which is teem¬ 
ing on the earth is an abomination, it is not 
eaten; 42 any thing going on the belly^ aud 
any going on four, unto every multiplier of 
feet, to every teeming thing which is teeming 
on the earth—ye do not eat them, for they 
are an abomination; ® ve do not make your¬ 
selves abominable with any teeming thing 
which is teeming, nor do ye make yourselves 
unclean with them, so that ye have been un¬ 
clean thereby. 

44 4 For I am Jehovah your God, and ye 
have sanctified yourselves, and ye have been 
holy, for I am holy; and ye do not defile 
your persons with any teeming thing which 
is creeping on the earth; 45 for I am Jehovah 
who am bringing you up out of the land of 
Egypt to become your God ; and ye have 
been holy, for I am holy. 

46 ‘This is a law of the beasts, and of the 
fowl, and of every living creature which is 
moving in the waters, and of every creature 
which is teeming on the earth, 47 to make 
separation between the unclean and the pure, 
and between the beast that is eaten, ana the 
beast that is not eaten.’ 

XIL 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 3 ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, say 
ing, A woman when she giveth seed, aud hath 
horn a male, then she hath been unclean 
seven days, according to the days of separa¬ 
tion for her sickness she is unclean; 3 and 
in the eighth day is the flesh of his foreskiu 
circumcised j 4 and thirty and three days 
she doth abide in the blood of her cleansing; 
against any holy thing she doth not come, 
and unto the sanctuary she doth not go in, 
till the fulness of the days of her cleansing. 

8 ‘And if a female she Dear, then ehe hath 
been unclean two weeks, as in her separa¬ 
tion ; and sixty and six days she doth abide 
for the blood of her cleansing. 

6 4 And in the fulness of the days of her 
cleansing for son or for daughter she doth 
bring in a lamb, a son of a year, for a burnt- 
offenng, and a young pigeon or a turtle-dove 
for a sin-offenng, unto the opening of the 
tent of meeting, unto the priest; 7 and he 
hath brought it near before Jehovah, and 
hath made atonement for hor, and she hath 
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been cleansed from the fountain of her blood; 
this is the law of her who is bearing, in re¬ 
gard to a male or to a female. 

8 ‘And if her hand find not the sufficiency 
of a sheep, then she hath taken two turtle¬ 
doves, or two young pigeons, one for a burnt- 
offering, and one For a sin-offering, and the 
priest hath made atonement for her, and Bhe 
nath been cleansed.’ 

XIII. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron saying. * * When a man hath 
in the skin of his flesh a rising, or scab, or 
bright spot, and it hath become in the skin 
of his flesh a leprous plague, then he hath 
been brought in unto Aaron the priest, or 
unto one of his sons the priests; 3 and the 
riest hath seen the plague in the skin of the 
esh, and the hair in the plague hath turned 
white, and the appearance of the plague is 
deeper than the skin of his flesh—it is a plague 
of leprosy, and the priest hath seen him, and 
hath pronounced him unclean. 

4 ‘ And if the bright spot is white in the skin 
of his flesh, and its appearance is not deeper 
than the skin, and its hair hath not turned 
white, then hath the priest shut up him who 
hath the plague seven days. 

8 ‘ And the priest hath seen him on the 
seventh day, and lo, the plague hath stood in 
bis eyes, the plague hath not spread in the 
ekin, and the priest hath shut him up a second 
seven days. 

fl 1 And the priest hath seen him on the 
second seventh day, and lo, the plague is be¬ 
come weak, and the plague hath not spread 
m the skin—and the priest hath pronounced 
him clean, it is a scab, and he hath washed 
his garments, and hath been clean. 

7 ‘ And if the scab spread greatly in the 
skin, after his being seen by the priest for his 
cleansing, then he hath been seen a second 
time by tne priest; 8 and the priest hath seen, 
and lo, the scab hath spread in the skin, and 
the priest hath pronounced him unclean; it is 
leprosy. 

® * When a plague of leprosy is in a man, 
then he hath been brought in unto the priest, 
10 and the priest hath seen, and lo, a white 
rising in the skin, and it hath turned, the hair 
white, and a quickening of raw flesh is in the 
rising,— 11 an old leprosy it is in the skin of 
his flesh, and the pnest hath pronounced him 
uuclean; he doth not shut him up, for he is 
unclean. 

12 ‘And if the leprosy break out greatly 
in the skin, and the leprosy hath covered all 
the skin of Aim who hath the plague, from his 
head even unto his feet, to all that appeareth 
to the eyes of the priest, 13 then hath the iciest 
seen, and lo, the leprosy hath covered all his 
flesh, and he hath pronounced him who hath 
the plague clean; it hath all turned white; 
he is clean. 

14 ‘And in the day of raw flesh being seen 
in him he is unclean ; 18 and the priest hath 
Been the raw flesh, and hath pronounced 
him unclean : the raw flesh is unclean, it is 
leprosy. 16 Or when the raw flesh turneth 
back, and hath been turned to white, then 
ne hath come in unto the priest, 17 and the 
priest hath seen him, and lo, the plague hath 


been turned to white, and the priest hath 
rouounced clean him who hath tne plague 
e is clean. 

10 ‘And when flesh hath in it, in its skin, 
an ulcer, and it hath been healed, 19 ana 
there hath been in the place of the ulcer a 
white rising, or a bright white spot, very 
red, then it hath been seen by tne priest, 
20 and the priest hath seen, and lo, its ap¬ 
pearance is lower than the skin, and its hair 
hath turned white, and the priest hath pro¬ 
nounced him unclean; it is a plague of lep¬ 
rosy—in an uleer it hath broken out. 

‘ And if the priest see it, and lo, there is 
no white hair in it, and it is not lower than 
the skin, and is become weak, then hath the 
priest shut him up seven days; 22 and if it 
spread greatly in the skin, then bath the 
priest pronounced him unclean, it is a plague; 
23 and if in its place the bright spot stay—it 
hath not spread—it is an inflammation of 
the ulcer; and the priest hath pronounced 
him clean. 

24 ‘ Or when flesh hath in its skin a fiery 
burning, and the quickening of the burn- 
in" the bright white spot, hath been very 
red or white, “and the priest hath seen it, 
and lo, the hair hath turned white in the 
bright spot, and its appearance is deeper 
than the Bkin; leprosy it is, in the burn¬ 
ing it hath broken out, and the priest hath 
pronounced him unclean; it is a plague of 
leprosy. 

“ ‘And if the priest see it, and lo, there is 
no white hair on the bright spot, and it is 
not lower than the skin, and it is become 
weak, then the priest hath shut him up 
seven days; 27 ana the priest hath seen him 
on the seventh day, if it spread greatly in tho 
skin, then the priest hath pronounced him 
unclean ; a plague of leprosy it is. 

28 ‘And if the bright spot stay in its place, 
it hath not spread in the skin, and is become 
weak ; a rising of the burning it w, and the 
priest hath pronounced him clean ; for it is 
inflammation of the burning. 

29 ‘And when a man (or a woman) hath in 
him a plague in the head or in the beard, 
30 then hath the priest seen the plague, and 
lo, its appearance is deeper than the skin, 
and in it a thin shining hair, and the priest 
hath pronounced him unclean ; it is a scall 
—it is a leprosy of the head or of the beard. 

31 ‘ And when the priest seeth the plague 
of the seal!, and lo, its appearance is not 
deeper than the skin, and there is no black 
hair in it, then hath the priest shut up 
him who hath the plague of the scall seven 
days. 

32 ‘And the priest hath seen the plague on 
the seventh day, and lo, the scall hath not 
spread, and a shining hair hath not been in 
it, and the appearance of the scall is not 
deeper than the skin, 83 then he hath shaved 
himself, but the scall he doth not shave: 
aud the priest hath shut up Atm who hath 
the scall a second seven days. 

34 And the priest hath seen the scall on the 
seventh day, and lo, the scall hath not spread 
in the skin, and its appearance is not deeper 
thau the skin, and the priest hath pronounced 
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him clean, and he hath washed his garments, 
and hath been clean. 

33 ‘And if the scall spread greatly in the 
skin after his cleansing, 36 and the pneathath 
seen him, and lo, the scall hath spread in the 
skin, the priest seeketh not for the shining 
hair, he is imelean ; 37 and if in his eyes the 
scall hath stayed, and black hair hath sprung 
up in it, the scall hath been healed—he w clean 
—and the priest hath pronounced him clean. 

33 ‘And when a man or woman hath in the 
skin of their flesh bright spots, white bright 
spots, 33 and the priest hath seen, and lo, in 
tne skin of their flesh white weak bright 
spots, it is a freckled spot broken out in the 
skin ; he w clean. 

40 ‘And when a man’s head is polished, he 
is bald, he is clean ^ 41 and if from the corner 
of his face his lieao is polished, he is bald of 
the forehead ; he is clean. 

43 * And when there is in the bald back of 
the head, or in the bald forehead, a very red 
white plague, it is a leprosy breaking out in 
the bald back of the Head, or in the bald 
forehead; 43 and the priest hath seen him, 
and lo, the rising of the very red white 
plague in the bald back of the head, or in 
the bald forehead, is as the appearance of 
leprosy, in the skin of the flesh, ^ he is a 
leprous man, he is unclean : the priest doth 
pronounce him utterly unclean; nis plague 
w in his head. 

45 ‘ As to the leper in whom is the plague, 
his garments are rent, and his head is un¬ 
covered, and he covereth over the upper lip, 
and ‘Unclean! unclean!’ he calleth ; 43 all 
the days that the plague is in him he is un¬ 
clean ; he is unclean, alone he doth, dwell, at 
the outside of the camp is his dwelling. 

47 ‘And when there is in any garment a 
plague of leprosy,—in a garment of wool, or 
m a garment of linen, 40 or in the warp, or in 
the woof, of linen or of wool, or iu a skiD, 
or in any work of skin, 49 and the plague hath 
been very green or very red in the garment, 
or in the skin, or in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any vessel of skin, it is a plague 
of leprosy, and it hath been shewn the 
priest. 

50 ‘Aud the priest hath seeu the plague, 
and hath shut up that which hath the plague, 
seven days; 01 and he hath seen the plague 
on the. seventh day, and the plague hath 
spread in the garment, or in the warp, or in 
tne woof, or in the skin, of all that is made 
of skin for work ; the plague is a fretting 
leprosy, it is unclean. 

32 1 And he hath burnt the garment, or the 
warp, or the woof, in wool or in linen, or 
any vessel of skin in which the plague is; 
for it is a fretting leprosy; with fire it is 
burnt. 

53 ‘ And if the priest see, and lo, the plague 
hath not spread in the garment, or in the 
warp, or in the woof, or in any vessel of 
skin, 54 then hath the priest commanded, 
and they have washed that in which the 
plague is, and he hath shut it up a second 
seven days. 55 And the priest hath seen that 
which hath the plague after it hath been 
washed, and lo, the plague hath not changed 


its aspect, and the plague hath not spread, 
—it is imelean ; with fire thou dost burn it; 
it is a fretting in its back-part pr in its front- 
part. 

36 ‘And if the priest hath Been, and lo, the 
plague is become weak after it hath been 
washed, then he hath rent it out of the gar¬ 
ment, or out of the skin, or out of the warp, 
or out of the woof; 37 and if it still be seen 
in the garment, or in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any vessel of skin, it ts a fretting; 
with fire thou dost burn it—that in which 
the plague is . 

68 And the garment, or the warp, or the 
woof, or any vessel of skin which thou dost 
wash when the plague hath turned aside 
from them, then it hath been washed a se¬ 
cond time, and hath been clean. 

69 * This is the law of a plague of leprosy 
in a garment of wool or of linen, or of the 
warp or of the woof, or of any vessel of skin, 
to pronounce it clean or to pronounce it 
unclean.’ 

XIV. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 3 * This is a law of the leper, in 
the day of his cleansing, that he hath been 
brought in unto the pnest, 3 and the priest 
hath gone out unto the outside of the camp, 
and the priest hath seen, and lo, the plague 
of leprosy hath ceased from the leper, 4 and 
the priest hath commanded, and he hath 
taken for him who is to be cleansed, two 
clean living birds, and cedar wood, and scar¬ 
let and hyssop. 

3 ‘And the priest hath commanded, and 
he hath slaughtered the one bird upon an 
earthen vessel, over running water ; e as to 
the living biro, be taketb it and the cedar 
wood, and the scarlet, and tne hyssop, and 
hath dipped them and the living bird in the 
blood of the slaughtered bird, over the run¬ 
ning water, 7 and he hath sprinkled on him 
who is to be cleansed from tne leprosy seven 
times, and hath pronounced him clean, and 
hath sent out the living bird on the face of 
the field. 

8 ‘ And he who is to be cleansed hath 
washed his garmeuts, and hath shaved all 
his hair, and hath bathed with water, and 
hath been clean, and afterwards he doth 
come in unto the camp, and hath dwelt at 
the outside of his tent seven days. 

9 ‘And it hath been, on the seventh day— 
he shaveth all his hair, his head, and his 
beard, and his eyebrows, even all his hair 
be doth shave, and he hath washed his gar¬ 
ments, and hath bathed his flesh with water, 
and hath been clean. 

10 4 And on the eighth day he taketh two 
lambs, perfect ones, and one ewe-lamb, daugh¬ 
ter of a year, a perfect one, and three tenth 
deals of flour for a present, mixed with oil, 
and one log of oil. 

11 ‘And the priest who is cleansing hath 
caused the man who is to be cleansed to 
stand with them before Jehovah, at the 
opening of the tent of meeting, 13 and the 

riest Hath taken the one he lamb, and hath 
rouglit it near for a guilt-offering, also the 
log of oil, and hath waved them—a wave- 
ottering before Jehovah. 
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13 ‘And he hath slaughtered the lamb in 
the place where he slaughtereth the sin-offer¬ 
ing and the burnt-offering, in the holy place ; 
for like the sin-offering the guilt-offering is 
to the priest; it is most holy. 

14 ‘ And the priest hath taken of the blood 
of the guilt-offering, and the priest hath put 
on the tip of the right ear of him who is 
to be cleansed, and on the thumb of his right 
hand, and on the great toe of his right foot; 
10 and the priest hath taken of the log of oil, 
and hath poured on the left palm of the 

riest, 16 and the priest hath dipped his right 
nger in the oil which is on his left palm, 
and hath sprinkled of the oil with his finger 
seven times before Jehovah. 

17 ‘ And of the residue of the oil which is 
on his palm, the priest putteth on the tip 
of the right ear of him who is to be cleansed, 
and on the thumb of his right hand, and on 
the great toe of his right foot, on the blood 
of the guilt-offering; 18 and tlie remnant of 
the oil which is on the palm of the priest, 
lie putteth on the head of him who is to be 
cleansed, and the priest hath made atone¬ 
ment for him before Jehovah. 

19 ‘And the priest hath made the sin-offer¬ 
ing, and hath made atonement for him who 
is to be cleansed from his unclean ness, and 
afterwards he doth slaughter the burnt-offer¬ 
ing ; 20 and the priest hath caused the burnt- 
offering to ascend, also the present, on the 
altar, and the priest hath made atonement 
for him, and he nath been clean. 

21 ‘And if he is poor, and his hand is not 
reaching these things , then he hath taken 
one lamb—a guilt-offering, for a wave-offer¬ 
ing, to make atonement for him, and one- 
tenth deal of flour mixed with oil for a pre¬ 
sent, and a log of oil, 22 and two turtle-doves, 
or two young pigeons, which his hand reach¬ 
eth to, and one hath been a sin-offering, 
and the one a burnt-offering; 23 and he hath 
brought them in on the eighth day for his 
cleansing unto the priest, unto the opening 
of the tent of meeting before Jehovah. 

24 ‘And the priest nath taken the lamb of 
the guilt-offering, and the log of oil, and the 
riest hath waved them—a wave-offering 
efore Jehovah ; 25 and he hath slaughtered 
the lamb of the guilt-offering, and the priest 
hath taken of the blood of the guilt-offering, 
and hath put on the tip of the right ear 
of him who is to be cleansed, and on the 
thumb of his right hand, and on the great 
toe of his right foot; 20 and the priest doth 
pour of the oil on the left palm of the priest; 
27 and the priest hath sprinkled with his right 
finger of the oil which is on his left palm, 
seven times before Jehovah. 

28 ‘ And the priest hath put of the oil 
which is on his palm, on the tip of the right 
ear of him who is to be cleansed, and on the 
thumb of his rihgt hand, and on the great 
toe of his right foot, on the place of the 
blood of the guilt-offering; 29 and the rem¬ 
nant of the oil which is on the palm of the 
priest he doth put on the head of him who is 
to be cleansed, to make atonement for him, 
before Jehovah. 

39 * And he hath made the one of the turtle¬ 


doves, or of the young pigeons (from that 
which his hand reacheth to, 31 eoen that 
which his hand reacheth to), the one a sin- 
offering, and the one a burnt-offering, besides 
the present, and the priest hath made atone¬ 
ment for him who is to be cleansed before 
Jehovah. 32 This is a law of him In whom 
is a plague of leprosy, whose hand reacheth 
not to his cleansing.’ 

33 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, and 
unto Aaron, saying, 34 ‘When ye come in 
unto the land of Canaan, which 1 am giving 
to you for a possession, and I have put a 
plague of leprosy in a house in the land of 
vour possession; 35 then hath he whose the 
house is come in and declared to the priest, 
saying, As a plague hath appeared to me in 
the house; 3G and the priest hath commanded, 
and they have prepared the house before 
the priest cometh in to see the plague (that 
all which w in the house be not unclean), 
and afterwards doth the priest come in to 
see the house ; 37 and he hath seen the plague, 
and lo, the plague is in the walls of the 
house, hollow strakes, very green or very 
red, and their appearance is lower than the 
wall, 38 and the priest hath gone out of the 
house unto the opening of the house, and 
hath shut up the house seven days. 

39 ‘And tne priest hath turned back on 
the seventh day, and hath seen, and lo, the 
plague hath spread in the walls of the house, 

40 and the priest hath commanded, and they 
have drawn out the stones in which the 
plague is, and have cast them unto the out¬ 
side of the city, unto an unclean place; 

41 and the house ne doth cause to be scraped 
within round about, and they have poured 
out the clay which they, have scraped off', 
at the outside of the city, at an unclean 
place; 42 and they have taken other stones, 
and brought them in unto the place of the 
stones, and other clay he taketh and hath 
daubed the house. 

43 ‘And if the plague return, and hath 
broken out in the house, after he hath drawn 
out the stones, and after the scraping of the 
house, .and after the daubing; 44 then hath 
the priest come in and seen, and lo, the 
plague hath spread in the house ; it is a fret¬ 
ting leprosy in the house; it is unclean. 

45 ‘And ne hath broken down the house, 
its stones, and its wood, and all the clay 
of the house, and he hath brought them 
forth unto the outside of the city, unto an 
unclean place. 

48 1 And he who is going in unto the house 
all the days he hath shut it up, is unclean 
till the evening; 47 and he who is lying in 
the house doth wash his garments; and he 
who is eating in the house doth wash his 
garments. 

48 ‘And if the priest certainly come in, 
and hath seen, and lo, the plague hath 
not spread in the house after the daubing or 
the house, then hath the priest pronounced 
the house clean, for the plague hath been 
healed. 

49 * Ajnd he hath taken for the cleansing of 
the house two birds, and cedar wood, and 
scarlet, and hyssop; 09 and he hath slaugh- 
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tered the one bird upon an earthen vessel, 
over running water; 61 and he hath taken 
the cedar wood, and the hyssop, and the 
scarlet, and the living bird, and hath dipped 
them in the blood of the slaughtered Dird. 
and in the running water, and hath sprinkled 
upon the house seven times. 

51 4 And he hath cleansed the house with 
the blood of the bird, and with the running 
water, and with the living bird, and with 
the cedar wood, and with the hyssop, and 
with the scarlet; u and he hath sent away 
the living bird unto the outside of the city 
unto the face of the held, and hath made 
atonement for the house, and it hath been 
clean. 

64 ‘This is the law for every plague of the 
leprosy and for a call, M and for leprosy 
of a garment, and of a house, M and for a 
rising, and for a scab, and for a bright spot. 
— 57 to direct in the day of being unclean, ana 
in the day of being clean ; this is the law of 
the leprosy.’ 

XV. 1 .AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, Baying, 3 4 Speak unto the 
sons of Israel, and ye have said unto them. 
When there is an issue out of the flesh of 
any man. for his issue he is unclean; 8 and 
this is his uncleanness in his issue—his 
flesh hath run with his issue, or hiB flesh 
hath Btopped from his issue ; it w his un- 
cleanneas. 

4 ‘All the bed on which he lieth who hath 
khe issue is unclean, and all the vessel on 
which he sitteth iB unclean; 6 and any one who 
cometh against his bed doth wash his gar¬ 
ments, and hath bathed with water, and 
been unclean till the evening. 

fl 4 And he who is sitting on the vessel 
on which he sitteth who hath the issue, 
doth, wash his garments, and hath bathed 
with water, and been unclean till the evening. 

7 4 And he who is coming against the flesh 
of him who hath the issue, doth wash his 
garments, and hath bathed with water, and 
nath been unclean till the evening. 

8 4 And when he who hath the issue spitteth 
on him who is clean, then he hath washed his 
garments, and hath bathed with water, and 
been unclean till the evening. 

9 4 And all the Baddle on which he rideth 
who hath the issue is unclean; 10 and any one 
who is coming against anything which is under 
him is unclean till the evening, and he who is 
bearing them doth wash his garments, and 
hath bathed with water, and been unclean 
till the evening. 

11 ‘And anyone against whom he cometh who 
hath the issue (and his hands hath not rinsed 
with water) hath even washed his garments, 
and bathed with water, and been unclean till 
the evening. 

3 4 And the earthen vessel which he who 
hath the issue cometh against is broken ; and 
every wooden vessel is nnsed with water. 

u ( And.when he who hath the issue is clean 
from his issue, then he hath numbered to him¬ 
self seven days for his cleansing, and hath 
washed his garments, and hath bathed his 
flesh with running water, and been clean. 

14 4 And on the eighth day he taketh to 
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himself two turtle-doves, or two young 
pigeons, and hath come in before Jehovah un¬ 
to the opening of the tent of meeting, and 
hath given them unto thfl priest; 15 and the 
priest hath made them, one a sin-offering, 
and the one a burnt-offering; and the priest 
hath made atonement for him before Jehovah, 
because of his issue. 

18 4 And when a man's seed of copulation 
goeth out from him, then he hath bathed with 
water all his flesh, and been unclean till tho 
evening. 

17 4 Amd any garment, or any skin on which 
there is seed of copulation, hath also been 
washed with water, and been unclean till the 
evening. 

18 ‘Aid a woman with whom a man lieth 
with seed of copulation, they also have bath¬ 
ed with water, and been unclean till the even¬ 
ing. 

13 4 And when a woman hath an issue— 
blood is her issue in her flesh—seven days she 
is in her separation, and any one who is com¬ 
ing against ner is unclean till the evening. 

“ ' And anything on which she lieth in her 
separation is unclean, and anything on which 
she sitteth is unclean ; 31 and any one who is 
coming against her bed doth wash his gar¬ 
ments, and hath bathed with water, and been 
unclean till the evening. 

4 And any one who is coming against any 
vessel on which she sitteth doth wash his gar¬ 
ments, and hath washed with water, and been 
unclean till the evening. 

23 4 And if it is on the bed, or on the vessel 
on which she is sitting, in his coming against 
it, he is unclean till the evening. 

84 4 And if a man really lie with her, and 
her separation is on him, then he hath been 
unclean seven days, and all the bed on which 
he lieth is unclean. 

38 4 And when a woman’s issue of blood 
floweth many days within the time of her 
separation, or when it floweth over her separa¬ 
tion—all the days of the issue of her unclean- 
ness are as the days of her separation; she is 
unclean. 

88 4 All the bed on which she lieth all the 
days of her issue is as the bed of her separa¬ 
tion to her, and all the vessel on which she 
sitteth is unclean as the uncleanness of her 
separation; 97 and any one who is coming 
against them is unclean, and hath washed his 
garments, and hath bathed with water, and 
been unclean till the evening, 

28 1 And if she hath been clean from her 
issue, then she hath numbered to herself 
Beven days, and afterwards she is clean; 
a and on the eighth day she taketh to her¬ 
self two turtle-doves, or two young pigeons, 
and hath brought them in unto the priest, 
unto the opening of the tent of meeting; 
80 and the priest hath made the one a sin-offer¬ 
ing, and the one a bumt-otfering, and the 
pnest hath made atonement for Tier before 
Jehovah, because of the issue of her unclean¬ 
ness. 

31 * And ye have separated the sons of Israel 
from their uncleanness, and they die not in 
their unclean ness, in their defiling Mjr taber¬ 
nacle which is in their midit. 
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** * This is the law of liim who hath an iasue, 
End of him whose seed of copulation goetli 
out from him, for uncleanneaa thereby, ® and 
of her who is sick in her separation, and of 
him who hath an issue, the issue of a male or 
of a female, and of a man who lieth with an 
unclean woman.’ 

XVI. 1 AND Jehovah Bpeaketh unto Moses, 
after the death of the two sons of Aaron, in 
their drawing near before Jehovah, and they 
die; 2 yea, Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Speak 
unto Aaron thy brother, and he cometh not 
in at all times unto the sanctuary within the 
vail, unto the front of the mercy-seat, which 
is upon the ark, and he dieth not, for in a 
cloud. I am seen upon the mercy-seat. 

3 ‘With this doth Aaron come in unto the 
sanctuary; with a bullock, a son of the herd, 
for a sin-offering, and a ram for a burnt-offer¬ 
ing; 4 a holy linen coat he putteth on, and 
linen trousers are on his flesh, and with a 
linen girdle he girdeth himself, and with a 
linen mitre he wrappeth himself up ; they arc 
holy garments; and he hath bathed with wa¬ 
ter his flesh, and hath put them on. 

6 ‘ And from the company of the sons of 
Israel he taketh two kids of the goats for a 
sin-offering, and one ram for a burnt-offering; 
6 and Aaron hath brought near the bullock of 
the sin-offering which is his own, and hath 
nade atonement for himself, and for his house; 
hud he hath taken the two goats, and hath 
caused them to stand before Jehovah, at the 
opening of the tent of meeting. 

8 ‘ And Aaron hath given lots over the two 
goats, one lot for Jehovah, and one lot for a 
goat of departure; 0 and Aaron hath brought 
near the goat on which the lot for Jehovah 
hath gone up, and hath made it a sin-offer- 
ing. 

10 * And the goat on which the lot for a goat 
of departure hath gone up is caused to stand 
living before Jehovah to make atonement by 
it, to send it away for a goat of departure into 
the wilderness. 

11 ‘ And Aaron hath brought near the bul¬ 
lock of the sin-offering which is his own, and 
hath made atonement for himself, and for his 
house, and hath slaughtered the bullock of 
the sin-offering which w his own, 12 and hath 
taken the fulness of the censer of burning 
coals of fire from off the altar, from before Je¬ 
hovah, and the fulness of his hands of thin 
spice-perfume, and hath brought it within 
the vail - 13 and he hath put the perfume on 
the fire before Jehovah, and the cloud of the 
perfume hath covered the mercy-seat which 
is on the testimony, and he dieth not. 

14 * And he hath taken of the blood of the 
bullock, and hath sprinkled with his finger 
on the front of the mercy-seat eastward ; even 
at the front of the mercy-seat he doth sprinkle 
seven times of the blood with hiB finger. 

_ 15 ‘ And he hath slaughtered the goat of the 
ain-offering which is tne people’s, and hath 
brought in its blood unto the inside of the vail, 
and hath done with its blood as he hath done 
with the blood of the bullock, and hath 
sprinkled it on the mercy-Beat, and at the 
front of the mercy-seat, 10 and he hath made 
atonement for the sanctuary because of the 


uncleanness of the sons of Israel, and because 
of their transgressions in all their sins; and 
so he doth for the tent of meeting which 
is tabernacling with them in the midst of their 
uncleannessee. 

17 * And no man is in the tent of meeting in 
his going in to make atonement in the sanctu¬ 
ary, till his coming out; and he hath made 
atonement for himself, and for his house, and 
for all the assembly of Israel. 

18 ‘And he hath gone out unto the altar 
which is before Jenovah, and hath made 
atonement for it; and he hath taken of the 
blood of the bullock, and of the blood of the 
goat, and hath put on the horns of the altar 
round about; 19 and he hath sprinkled on it 
of the blood with his finger seven times, and 
hath cleansed it, and hath hallowed it from 
the uncleannesses of the sons of Israel. 

20 ‘ And he hath ceased from making atone¬ 
ment for the sanctuary, and the tent of meet¬ 
ing, and the altar, ana hath brought near the 
living goat; 21 ana Aaron hath laid his two 
hands on the head of the living goat, and 
hath confessed over it all the iniquities of 
the sons of Israel, and all their transgressions 
in all their sins, and hath put them on the 
head of the goat, and hath sent it away by 
the hand of a fit man into the wilderness; 
^and the goat hath borne on him all their 
iniquities unto a land of separation. 

‘And he hath sent the goat away into the 
wilderness, 23 and Aaron hath come in unto 
the tent of meeting, and hath stripped off the 
linen garments which he had put on in his 
going m unto the sanctuary, ana hath placed 
them there; 34 and he hath bathed his flesh 
with water in the holy place, and hath put 
on his garments, and hath come out, and 
hath made his burnt-offering, and the burnt- 
offering of the people, and hath made atone¬ 
ment for himself and for the people; “and 
with the fat of the Bin-offering he doth make 
perfume on the altar. 

26 ‘And he who is Bending away the goat 
for a goat of departure doth wash his gar¬ 
ments, and hath bathed hiB flesh with water, 
and afterwards he cometh in unto the camp. 

27 4 And the bullock of the sin-offering, and 
the goat of the sin-offering, whose blood bath 
been brought in to make atonement in the 
sanctuary, doth one bring out unto the out¬ 
side of the camp, and they have burnt with 
fire their skins, and their flesh, and their 
dung; 28 and he who is burning them doth 
wash his garments, and hath bathed his flesh 
with water, and afterwards he cometh in 
unto the camp. 

29 ‘And it hath been to you for a statute 
age-during, in the seventh month, in the 
tenth of the month, ye humble yourselves, 
and do no work—the native, and the so¬ 
journer who is soiourning in your midst; 
30 for on this day he maketh atonement for 
ou, to cleanse you; from all your Bins before 
ehovah ye are clean; 81 it iff to you a sabbath 
of rest, and ye have humbled yourselves—a 
statute age-during. 

32 4 Ana the pnest whom be doth anoint, 
and whose hand he doth consecrate to act 
as priest instead of his father, hath made 
79 
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atonement, and liath put on the linen gar¬ 
ments, the holy garments; “and he hath 
made atonement for the holy sanctuary; and 
for the tent of meeting, even for the altar he 
doth make atonement; yea, for the priests, 
and for all the people of the assembly he 
maketh atonement. 

34 ‘And this hath been to you for a statute 
age-during, to make atonement for the sons 
of Israel, because of all their sins, once in a 
year*’ and he doth as Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded Moses. 

XVII. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, *‘Si>eak unto Aaron, and 
unto his sons, and unto all the sons of Israel; 
and thou hast said uuto them. This is the 
thing which Jehovah hath commanded, say¬ 
ing, 3 Any mau of the house of Israel who 
slaughtered ox, or lamb, or goat, in the 
camp, or who slaughtered at the outside 
of the camp, 4 and unto the opening of the 
tent of meeting hath not brought it in to 
bring near an offering to Jehovah before the 
tabernacle of Jehovah, blood is reckoned to 
that man—blood he hath shed—and that man 
hath been cut off from the midst of his 
people; 8 so that the sons of Israel do bring 
in tneir sacrifices which they are sacrificing 
on the face of the field, yea, they have 
brought them in to Jehovah, unto the open¬ 
ing of the tent of meeting, unto the pnest, 
and they have sacrificed sacrifices of jteace- 
offerings to Jehovah with them. 

6 ‘And the priest hath sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar of Jehovah, at the opening 
of the tent of meeting, and hath made per¬ 
fume with the fat for sweet fragrance to 
Jehovah; 7 and they sacrifice not any more 
their sacrifices to goats after whioh they are 
going a-whoring; a statute age-during is this 
to them, to their generations. 

8 ‘ And unto them thou sayest: Any man 
of the house of Israel, or of the sojourners, 
who sojourneth in your midst, who causeth 
burnt-offering or sacrifice to ascend, 0 and 
unto the opening of the tent of meeting 
doth not bnng it in to make it to Jehovah— 
that man hath been cut off from his people. 

10 ‘And any man of the house of Israel, or 
of the sojourners, who is sojourning in your 
midst, who eateth any blood, I have even set 
My face against the person who is eating the 
blood, ana have cut him off from the midst 
of his people; n for the life of the flesh is in 
the blood, and I have given it to you on the 
altar, to make atonement for your souls; for 
it is the blood which maketh atonement for 
the soul. 

u 4 Therefore I have said to the sons of 
Israel, No person among you doth eat blood, 
and the sojourner who is sojour nin g in your 
midst doth not eat blood: ^and any man of 
the sons of Israel, or of tne sojourners, who 
is sojourning in your midst, who hunteth 
venison, beast or fowl, which is eaten—hath 
even poured out its blood, and hath covered 
it with dust; 14 for it is the life of all flesh, 
its blood is for its life; and I aay to the sons 
of Israel^ Blood of any flesh ye do not eat, 
for the life of all flesh is its blood; any one 
eating it is cut off. 


18 * And any person who eateth a carcase 
or torn thing, among natives or among so¬ 
journers— hath both washed his garments, 
and hath bathed with water, and hath been 
unclean until the evening — then he hath 
been clean; 16 and if he wash not, and his 
flesh bathe not—then he hath borne his ini- 

qu Wm. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh uuto 
Moses, saying, 3 ‘Speak unto the sons ot 
Israel, and thou hast said unto them, I am 
Jehovah your God ; 8 according to the work 
of the land of Egypt in which ye have dwelt 

J r e do not, and according to the work of tlie 
and of Canaan whither 1 am bringing you 
in, ye do not, and in their statutes ye walk 
not. 

4 1 My judgments ye do, and My statutes 
ye keep, to walk in them; I am Jehovah 
your God ; 8 and yo have kept My statutes 
and My judgments which man doth and 
liveth in them; I am Jehovah. 

6 ‘None of you unto any relation of liis 
flesh doth draw near to uncover nakedness; 
I am Jehovah. 

7 ‘The nakedness of thy father and the 
nakedness of thy mother thou dost not un¬ 
cover, she is thy mother; thou dost not un¬ 
cover her nakedness. 

a * The nakedness of the wife of thv father 
thou dost not uncover; it is the nakedness of 
thy father. 

• ‘The nakedness of thy sister, daughter of 
thy father, or daughter of thy mother, born 
at home or born without; thou dost not 
uncover their nakedness. 

10 ‘The nakedness of thy sou’s daughter, 
or of thy daughter’s daughter: thou dost not 
uncover their nakedness; for theirs is thy 
nakedness. 

u * The nakedness of a daughter of thy 
father’s wife, begotten of thy father, she i» 
thy sister; thou dost not uncover her naked* 
ness. 

12 * The nakedness of a sister of thy father 
thou dost not uncover; she is a relation of 
thv father. 

13 ‘The nakedness of thv mother’s sister 
thou dost not uncover; for sne is thy mother’s 
relation. 

14 ‘The nakedness of thy father’s brother 
thou dost not uncover; unto his wife thou 
dost not draw near; Bhe is thine aunt. 

18 ‘The nakedness of thy daughter-in-law 
thou dost not uncover; she is thy son’s wife; 
thou dost not uncover her nakedness. 

18 ‘The nakedness of thy brother’s wife 
thou dost not uncover; it is thy brother’s 
nakedness. 

17 ‘The nakedness of a woman and her 
daughter thou dost not uncover; her son’s 
daughter, and her daughter’s daughter thou 
dost not take to uncover her nakedness ; they 
are her relations; it is wickedness. 

w ‘And a woman unto another thou dost 
not take, to be an adversary, to uncover her 
nakedness beside her, in her life. 

13 * And unto a woman in the separation of 
her uncleanness thou dost not draw near to 
uncover her nakedness. 

30 ‘And unto the wife of thy fellow thou 
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dost not give thy seed of copulation, for Tin- 
cleanness with her. 

21 ‘And of thy seed thou dost not give 
to pass over to the Molech ; nor dost thou 
pollute the name of thy God; I am Jeho¬ 
vah. 

22 4 And with a male thou dost not lie as one 
licth with a woman; abomination it is. 

23 ‘And with any beast thou dost not give 
thy copulation, for uncleanness with it; and 
a woman doth not stand before a beast to lie 
down with it; confusion it is. 

24 ‘Ye are not defiled with all these, for 
with all these have the nations been defiled 
which I am sending away from before you; 
23 and the land is defiled, and I charge its 
iniquity upon it, and the land vomiteth out 
its inhabitants : 26 and ye—ye have kept My 
statutes and My judgments, and do not any 
of all these abominations, the native and the 
sojourner who is sojourning in your midst, 
27 (for all these abominations have the men 
of the land done who are before you. and 
the land is defiled), 23 and the land doth not 
vomit you out in your defiling it, as it hath 
vomited out the nation which is before you; 
29 for any one who doth any of all these abomi¬ 
nations—even the persons who are doing so , 
have been cut off from the midst of their 
people; 90 and ye have kept My charge, so 
as not to do any of the abominable statutes 
which have been done before you, and ye do 
not defile yourselves with them ; I am Jeho¬ 
vah your God.’ 

XIX. 1 AND Jehovah speaketli unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 ‘Speak unto all the company 
of the sons of Israel, and thou hast said unto 
them, Ye are holy, for holy am I, Jehovah, 
your God. 

3 ‘Each his mother and his father ye do 
fear, and My sabbaths ye do keep; I am 
Jehovah your God. 

4 ‘Ye do nob turn unto the idols, and a 
molten god ye do not make to yourselves; 
I am Jehovah your God. 

6 ‘And when ye sacrifice a sacrifice of 
peace-offerings to Jehovah, at your pleasure 
ye do sacrifice it; 8 in the day of your sacri¬ 
ficing it is eaten, and on the morrow, and 
that which is left unto the third day with fire 
is ^ burnt, 7 and if it be realty eaten on the 
third day, it is an abomination, it is not 
pleasing, 0 and ho who is eating it his iniquity 
doth bear, for the holy thing of Jehovah 
he hath polluted, and that person hath been 
cut off from his people. 

9 'And in your reaping the harvest of your 
land ye do not completely reap the corner 
of thy field, and the gleaning of thy harvest 
thou dost uot gather, 10 and thy vineyard 
thou dost not glean, even the omitted part 
of thy vineyard thou dost not gather, to the 
poor and to the sojourner thou dost leave 
them ; I am Jehovah your God. 

11 ‘ Ye do not steal, nor feign, nor lie one 
against his fellow. 

12 ‘ And ye do not swear by My name to 
falsehood, or thou hast polluted the name of 
thy Gcd; I am Jehovah. 

* 3 'Thou dost not oppress thy neighbour, 
nor take plunder; the wages of the hire¬ 


ling doth not remain with thee till morn¬ 
ing. 

14 ‘Thou dost not revile the deaf ; and be¬ 
fore the blind thou dost not put a stumbling 
block • and thou hast been afraid of thy God; 
I am Jehovah. 

15 ‘Ye do not do perversity in judgment; 
thou dost not lift up the face of the poor, 
nor honour the face of the great; in right¬ 
eousness thou dost judge thy fellow. 

16 ‘Thou dost not go slandering among thy 
people; thou dost not stand against the blood 
of tny neighbour; I am Jehovah. 

17 ‘Thou dost not hate thy brother in thy 
heart; thou dost certainly reprove thy fellow, 
and not suffer sin on him. 

18 * Thou dost not take vengeance, nor 
watch the eons of thv people; ana thou hast 
had love to thy neighbour as thyself; I am 
Jehovah. 

19 ‘ My statutes ye do keep: thy cattle thou 
dost not cause to gender with diverse kinds ; 
thy field thou dost not sow with diverse 
kinds, and a garment of diverse kinds, shaat- 
nez, doth not go up uj>on thee. 

; u ‘And when a man lieth with a woman 
with seed of copulation, and she a maid-ser¬ 
vant, betrothed to a man, and not really ran¬ 
somed, or freedom hath not been given to her, 
an investigation there is ; they are not put to 
death, for she is not free. 

21 ‘And he hath brought in his guilt-offer¬ 
ing to Jehovah, unto the opening of the tent 
of meeting, a ram for a guilt-offering, 22 and 
the priest nath made atonement for him with 
the ram of the guilt-offering before Jehovah, 
for his sin which he hath sinned, and it hath 
been forgiven him because of his sin which he 
hath sinued. 

23 * And when ye come in unto the land, 
and have planted all kinds of trees for food, 
then ye have reckoned as imcircumcised its 
fruit, three years it is to you imcircumcised, 
it is not eaten, 24 and in the fourth year 
all its fruit is holy — praises for Jehovah. 
25 And in the fifth year ye do eat its frnit 
—to add to you its iucrease; I am Jehovah 
your God. 

2G 'Ye do not cat with the blood; ye do 
uot enchant, nor observe clouds. 

27 ‘Ye do not round the corner of your 
head, nor destroy the corner of thy beard. 

28 ‘ And a cutting for the soul ye do not 
put in your flesh ; and a writing, a cross¬ 
mark, ye do not put on you ; I am Je¬ 
hovah. 

29 ‘ Thou dost not pollute thy daughter to 
cause her to go a-whoring, that the land go 
uot a-whoring, and the land hath been full of 
wickedness. 

3U ‘My sabbaths ye do keep, and My sanc¬ 
tuary vc do reverence ; I am Jehovah. 
t 31 ‘Ye do not turn unto those having fami¬ 
liar spirits ; and unto wizards ye do not seek, 
for unclcanucss by them; I trm Jehovah 
your God. 

31 4 At the presence of grey hairs thou dost 
rise up, and thou hast honoured the presence 
of an old man, and hast been afraid of thy 
God : 1 am Jehovah. ^ 

33 ‘And when a sojouruer sojournetli with 
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thee in your land, thou dost not oppress him; 
34 as a native aiftouu you is the sojourner to 
you who is sojourning with you, and thou 
hast had love to him as to thyself, for so- 

1 'ourners ye have been in the land of Egypt; 
! am Jehovah your God. 

33 ‘Ye do not do perversity in judgment, 
in mete-yard, in weight, or in liquid mea¬ 
sure ; 36 righteous balances, righteous weights, 
a righteous ephah, and a righteous hin ye 
have; I am Jehovah your God, who hath 
brought you out from the laud of Egypt: 
57 and ye have observed all my statutes, ana 
all my judgments, and have done them; I 
am Jehovah.’ 

XX. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 3 * And unto the sons of Israel thou 
dost say, Any man of the sons of Israel, and 
of the sojourners who is sojourning in Israel, 
who giveth of his seed to the Molech, is 
certainly put to death ; the people of the 
land do stone him with stones: 3 and I—I set 
My face against. that man, ana have cut him 
oft from the midst of his people, for of his 
seed he hath given to the Molech, so as to 
defile My sanctuary, and to pollute My holy 
name. 


4 ‘And if the people of the land really 
hide their eyes from that man, in his giving 
of his seed to the Molech, so as not to put 
him to death, B then I have set. My race 
against that man, and against his family, 
and have cut him off, and all who are going 
a-whoring after him, even going a-whoring 
after the Molech, from the midst of their 
people. 

6 . And the person who turueth unto those 
having familiar spirits, and unto the wizards, 
to go a-whoring after them, I have even set 
My face against that person, and cut him off 
from the midst of his people. 

7 ‘ And ye have sanctified yourselves, and 
ye have been holy, for I am Jehovah your 
God; 8 and ye have kept My statutes and 
have done them; I am Jehovah, sanctifying 
you. 

B 'For any man who revileth Iris father and 
his mother is certainly put to death; his 
father and his mother he hath reviled: his 
blood is on him. 

10 * And a man who committeth adultery 
with a man’s wife—who committeth adultery 
with the wife of his neighbour—the adulterer 
and the adulteress are surely put to death. 

11 * And a man who lieth with his father’s 
wife—the nakedness of his father he hath un¬ 
covered—both of them are certainly put to 
death; their blood is on them. 

13 'And a man who lieth with his daughter- 
in-law—both of them are certainly put to 
death • confusion they have made; their blood 
is on them. 1 

13 * And a man who lieth with a male as one 
lieth with a woman; abomination both of 
them Lave done; they are certainly put to 
death; their blood is on them. 

14 ‘ And a man who taketh the woman and 
her mother—it is wickedness ; with fire they 
burn him and them, and there is no wicked¬ 
ness in your midst. 

15 ‘ And a man who giveth his lying with a 
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beast is certainly put to death, and the beast 
ye do slay. 

16 ‘ And a woman who draweth near unto 
any beast to lie with it—thofi hast even slain 
the woman and the beast; thoy are certainly 
put to death ; their blood is on them. 

17 4 And a man who taketh his sister, a 
daughter of his father or daughter of his 
mother, aud he hath seen her nakedness, and 
she seeth his nakedness: it is a shame; and 
they have been cut off before the eyes of the 
sons of their people; the nakedness of his 
sister he hath uncovered; his iniquity he 
beareth. 

10 ‘ And a man who lieth with a sick wo¬ 
man, and hath uncovered her nakedness, her 
fountain he hath made bare, and she hath un¬ 
covered the fountain of her blood,—even both 
of them have been cut oft’ from the midst of 
their people. 

18 4 And the nakednessof thy mother’s sister, 
and of thy father’s sister, thou dost not un¬ 
cover; because his relation he hath made 
bare; their iniquity they bear. 

20 ‘ And a man who lieth with his aunt, the 
nakedness of his uncle he hath uncovered; 
their sin they bear; childless they die. 

21 ‘And a man who taketh his brother’s 
wife—it is impurity; the nakedness of his 
brother he hath uncovered; childless they 
are. 

23 ‘And ye have kept all My statutes, and 
all My judgments, ana have done them, and 
the land vomiteth you not out whither 1 am 
bringing you in to dwell in it;. 23 and ye walk 
not in tne statutes of the nation which I am 
sending away from before you, for all these 
they have done, and I am wearied with them; 
24 and 1 say to you, Ye—ye do possess their 
ground, and I—I give it to you to possess it, 
a land flowing with milk and honey; I am 
Jehovah your God, who hath separated you 
from the peoples. 

25 ‘And ye have made separation between 
the pure beasts and the unclean, and betweeD 
the unclean fowl and the pure, and ye do not 
make yourselves abominable by beast or by 
fowl, or by anything which creepeth on the 
ground which t have separated to you for un¬ 
clean ; 55 and ye have been holy to Me; for 
holy am I, Jehovah; and I separate you from 
the peoples to become Mine. 

27 ‘And a man or woman—when there is in 
them a familiar spirit, or who are wizards— 
are certainly put to death; with stoues they 
stone them; their blood is on them.’ 

XXI. J AND Jehovah saith unto Moses. 
‘Speak unto the priests, sons of Aaron, and 
thou hast said unto them, For any person a 
priest, is not defiled among his people, 2 except 
for liis relation who w near unto him — for 
his mother, and for his father, and for his son, 
and for his daughter, and for his brother. 

3 and for his sister, the virgin, who is near un¬ 
to him, who hath not been to a man; jfor her 
he is defiled. 

4 4 A master priest doth not defile liimsclf 
among his people—to pollute himself; 5 they 
do not make baldness on their head, and the 
corner of their beard they do not shave, and 
in their flesh they do not make a cutting; 
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• they are holy to their God, and they pollute 
not the name of their God. for the fire-offer¬ 
ings of Jehovah, bread of their God, they are 
bringing near, and have been holy. 

7 ‘A woman, a harlot, or polluted, they do 
not take, and a woman cast out from her hus¬ 
band they do not take, for he is holy to hia 
God; 8 and thou hast sanctified him, for the 
bread of thy God he is bringing near; he is 
holy to thee; for holy am I, Jehovah, sancti¬ 
fying you. 

9 ‘ And a daughter of any priest when she 
polluteth herself by going a-whoring—her 
father she is polluting; with fire she is burnt. 

10 ‘ And the higlr priest of his brethren, on 
whose head is poured the anointing oil, and 
hath consecrated his hand to put on the gar¬ 
ments, his head doth pot uncover, nor rend 
liis garments, 11 nor beside any dead person doth 
he come; for his father and for his mother 
he doth not defile himself; 12 nor from the 
sanctuary doth he go out, nor doth he pollute 
the sanctuary of his God, for the separation 
of the anointing oil of his God is on him; I 
am J ehovah. 

13 ‘And he taketli a wife in her virginity; 

14 widow, or cast out, or polluted one—a har¬ 
lot—these he doth not take, but a virgin of 
his own people he doth take for a wife, 

15 and he doth not pollute his seed among his 
people; for I am Jenovah, sanctifying him.’ 

16 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 17 ‘Speak unto Aaron, saying, No man of 
thy seed to their generations in wliom there is 
blemish doth draw near to bring near the 
bread of his God, 18 for no man in whom is 
blemish doth draw near—a man blind, or 
lame or dwarfed, or enlarged, 19 or a man in 
whom there is a breach in the foot, or a 
breach in the hand, 20 or hump-backed, or a 
dwarf, or with a mixture in his eye, or a 
scurvy person, or scabbed, or brokeu-testicled. 

21 ‘ No man in whom is blemish (of the seed 
of Aaron the priest) doth come nigh to bring 
near the fire-offerings of Jehovah; blemish is 
:u him; the bread, of his God he doth not 
come nigh to bring near. 

22 * Bread of his God—of the most holy 
things, and of the bolv things—he doth eat; 
23 only, unto the vail lie doth not enter, and 
unto the altar he doth not draw nigh ; for 
blemish is in him; and he doth not pollute My 
sanctuaries; for I am Jehovah, sanctifying 
them.’ 

24 And Moses speaketh unto Aaron, and 
unto his sons, and unto all the sons of Israel. 

XXIL 1 A ND Jehovali speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, - ‘ Speak unto Aaron, and unto his 
sous, aiul they arc separated from the holy 
tilings of the sons of Israel, and they pollute 
not My holy name in what they are hallowing 
to Me ; I am Jehovah. 

3 ‘Say unto them, To your generations, any 
man who draweth near, out of all your seed, 
uuto the holy things which the sons of Israel 
do sanctify to Jehovah, and his uncleanness 
ou him—even that person hath been cut off 
from before Me; 1 am Jehovah. 

4 ‘Any man of tho seed of Aaron, and is 
leprous or hath an issue—of tlic holy things 
he doth not eat till that he is clean; and ho 


who is coming against any uncleanness of a 
person, or a man whose seed of copulation go- 
eth out from him, 5 or a man who cometh 
against any teeming thing which is unclean 
to him, or against a man who is unclean to 
him, even any of his uncleanness— 6 the per¬ 
son who cometh against it—hath even been 
unclean till the evening, and doth not eat of 
the holy things, but bath bathed his flesh with 
water, 7 and the sun hath gone in, and he 
hath been clean, and afterwards he doth cat 
of the holy things, for it is his food; 8 a car¬ 
case or torn thin g he doth not eat, for unclean¬ 
ness thereby; I am Jehovah. 

9 ‘ And they have kept My charge, and 
bear no sin for it, that they have died for it 
when they pollute it; I am Jehovah sancti- 
ing them. 

*° r And no stranger cloth cat of the holy 
thing; a settler of a priest and an hireling 
doth not eat of the holy thing; 11 and when 
a priest buyeth a person, the purchase of his 
money, he doth eat of it, also one born in his 
house; they do eat of his bread. 

12 ‘And a priest’s daughter, when she is 
a strange man’s,—she, of the heave-offering 
of the holy things doth not eat; 13 and a 
priest’s daughter, when she is a widow, or 
cast out, and hatn no seed, and hath turned 
back unto the house of her father, as in her 

outh, of her father’s bread she doth eat; 

lit no stranger doth eat of it. 

14 * And when a man doth eat of a holy 
thing through ignorance, then he hath added 
its fifth part to it, and hath given it to the 
priest, -with the noly thing; 15 and they do 
not pollute the holy things of the sons of 
Israel—that which they lift up to Jehovah, 
lc nor have caused them to bear the iniquity 
of the guilt-offering in their eating their 
holy things; for I am Jehovah, sanctifying 
them,’ 

17 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing 19 ‘Speak unto Aaron, and unto his sons, 
and unto all the sons of Israel, and thou 
hast said unto them. Any man of the house 
of Israel, or of the sojourners in Israel, who 
briugeth near his offering, of all his vows, or 
of all his willing offerings which they bring 
near to Jehovah for a burnt-offering; 19 at 
vour pleasure a perfect one, a male of the 
iicrd, of the sheep or of tlic goats; 20 nothing 
in winch is blemish do ye bring near, for it is 
not for a pleasing thing for you. 

21 ' And when a man bringeth near a sacri¬ 
fice of peace-offerings to Jehovah, to com¬ 
plete a vow, or for a willing-offering, of the 
nerd or of the flock, it is perfect for a pleas¬ 
ing thing: no blemish is in it; 22 blind, or 
broken, or maimed, or having a wen, or 
scurvy, or scabbed—ye do not briDg these 
near to Jehovah, ami a fire-offering ye do 
not make of them on the altar to Jehovah. 

23 ‘As to an ox or a sheep enlarged or 
dwarfed—a willing-offering ye do make it. 
but for a vow it is not pleasing. 24 As to a 
bruised, or beaten, or enlarged, or cut thing 
—ye do not bring it near to Jehovah; even 
in your land ye clo not do it. 25 And from 
the hand of a son of a stranger ye do not 
bring near tho bread of your God, of any 
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of these, for their corruption is in them ; 
blemish is in them; they are not pleasing 
for you.’ 

“And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
iug, 87 1 When ox or lamb or goat is born, 
and it hath been seven days under its dam, 
then from the eighth day and henceforth, 
it is pleasing for an offering, a fire-offering to 
Jehovah; “but an ox or sheep—it and its 
young one, ye do not slaughter in one day. 

* And when ye sacrifice a sacrifice of 
thanksgiving to Jehovah, at your pleasure 
vc do sacrifice, 30 on that day it is eaten, 
VC do not leave of it till morning; I am Je¬ 
hovah; 31 and ye have kept my commands, 
and have done them; I am Jehovah; 33 and 
ve do not pollute My holy name, and I have 
been hallowed in the midst of the sons of 
Israel ) I am Jehovah, sanctifying you, 33 who 
am bringing you up out of the land of Egypt, 
to become your God; I am Jehovah.’ 

XXIII. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, 8 ‘ Speak ( unto the sons of 
Israel, ancl thou hast said unto them, Ap¬ 
pointed seasons of Jehovah, which ye pro¬ 
claim, holy convocations, are these: they are 
My appointed .seasons: 3 six days is work 
done, and in the seventh day is a sabbath of 
rest, a holy convocation; ye do no work; it 
is a sabbath to Jehovah in all your dwellings. 

4 ‘These are appointed seasons of Jehovah, 
holy convocations, which ye proclaim in their 
appointed seasons: 3 in the first month, on 
the fourteenth of the month, between the 
evenings, is the passover to Jehovah; 6 and 
on the fifteenth day of this month is the 
feast of unleavened things to Jehovah; seven 
days unleavened things ye do eat; 7 on the 
first day ye have a holy convocation, ye do 
no servile work; B and ye have brought near 
a fire-offering to Jehovah seven days; in the 
seventh day is a holy convocation; ye do no 
servile work.' 

0 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 10 ‘ Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them, When ye come in 
unto the land which I am giving to you, aud 
have reaped its harvest, aud have brought in 
the sheaf, the beginning of your harvest unto 
the priest, 11 then he hath waved the sheaf 
before Jehovah for your acceptance; on the 
morrow of the sabbath doth the priest wave 
it. 

12 ‘And ye have prepared in the day of 
your waving the sheaf a lamb, a perfect one, 
a son of a year, for a burnt-offering to Je¬ 
hovah, 13 and its present two tenth deals of 
Hour mixed with oil, a fire-offering to Je¬ 
hovah, a sweet fragrance, and its drink-offer¬ 
ing, wine, a fourth of the hin. 

,4 * And bread and roasted corn and full ears 
ye do not eat until this self-same day, until 
your bringing in the offering of your God— 
a statute age-during to your generations, in 
all your dwellings. 

13 ‘And ye have numbered to you from the 
morrow of the sabbath, from the day of your 
bringing in the sheaf of the wave-offering: 
they are seven perfect Babbaths; 19 unto the 
morrow of the seventh sabbath ye do num¬ 
ber fifty days, and ye havo brought near a 


new present to Jehovah: 17 out of your dwell¬ 
ings ye briug in bread of a wave-offering, two 
loaves , of two tenth deals of flour they are, 
with yeast they are baken,.first-./ruite to Je¬ 
hovah. 

18 ‘ And ye have brought near, besides the 
bread, seven lambs, perfect ones, sons of a 
year, and one bullock, a son of the herd, and 
two rams; they are a burnt-offering to Je¬ 
hovah, with their present and their liba¬ 
tions, a tire-offering of sweet fragrance to 
Jehovah. 

10 ‘And ye have prepared one kid of tho 
goats for a Bin-offeringj and two lambs, sons 
of a year, for a sacrifice of peace-offerings, 
20 and the priest hath waved them, besides 
the bread of the lirst-/rai£9—a wave-offering 
before Jehovah, besides the two lambs; they 
are holy to Jehovah for the priest; 21 and ye 
have proclaimed on this self-same day: a holy 
convocation is to you, ye do do servile worlc 
—a statute age-during in all your dwellings, to 
your generations. 

22 ‘ And in your reaping the harvest of your 
land thou dost not complete the corner of thy 
field in thy reaping, and the gleaning of thy 
harvest thou dost not gather, to the poor and 
to the sojourner thou dost leave them; I Je¬ 
hovah am your God.’ 

23 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say- 
ing, 24 ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, saying, 
In the seventh month, on the first of the 
month, ye have a sabbath, a memorial of 
shouting, a holy convocation; 25 ye do no 
servile work, and ye have brought near a 
fire-offering to Jehovah.’ 

20 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 27 ‘0nly—on the tenth of this seveuth 
month is a day of atonements; ye have a 
holy convocation, and ye have humbled your¬ 
selves, and have brought near a fire-offering 
to Jehovah; “and ye do uo work in this 
self-same day, for it is a day of atonements, to 
make atonement for you, before Jehovah your 
God. 

“ ‘For any person who is not humbled in 
this self-same day hath even been cut off 
from his people; 30 aud any person who doth 
any work in this self-same day I have even 
destroyed that person from the midst of his 
people; 81 ye do uo work—a statute ago-dur- 
mff to your generations in all your dwellings. 
32 It is a sabbath of rest to you, and yo have 
humbled yourselves in the ninth of the month 
at even ; from evening till evening ye do keep 
your sabbath.’ 

33 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 34 ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, saying, 
In the fifteenth day of this seventh mouth is 
a feast of booths seven days to Jehovah; M on 
the first day is a holy convocation, ye do no 
servile work, 30 seven days ye brin^ near a 
fire-offering to Jehovah, on the eighth day ye 
have a holy convocation, and ye have brought 
near a tire-offering to Jehovah; it if a re¬ 
straint, ye do no servile work. 

37 ‘ These are appointed seasons of Jehovah, 
which ye proclaim holy convocations, to bring 
near a fire-offering to Jehovah, a burnt-offer¬ 
ing, and a present, a sacrifice, and libations, 
a thing of a day in itB day, 88 apart from the 
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sabbaths of Jehovah, and apart from your 
gifts, and apart from all your vows, and apart 
from all your willing-ollerings, which yc give 
to Jehovah. 

30 ‘ Only—in the fifteenth day of the seventh 
month, in your gathering the increase of the 
land, ye do keep the feast of Jehovah seven 
days; on the lirst day is a sabbath, and on 
the eighth day a sabbath; 40 and ye have ta¬ 
ken to yourselves on the first day the fruit 
of beautiful trees, branches of palms, and 
boughs of thick trees, and willows of a brook, 
and have rejoiced before Jehovah your Goa 
seven days. 

41 ‘Ana ye have kept it a feast to Jehovah, 
seven days in a year—a statute a^e-during to 

our generations; in the seventh month ye 
eep it a feast. 

42 * In booths ye dwell seven days; all who 
are natives in Israel dwell in booths, 43 so that 
your generations do know that in booths I 
caused the sons of Israel to dwell ; in my 
bringing them out of the land of Egypt; 1, 
Jehovah, am your God.' 

u And Moses speaketh concerning the ap¬ 
pointed seasons of Jehovah unto the sons of 
Israel. 

XXXV. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, 2 ‘ Command the sons of Israel, 
and they bring unto thee pure olive oil, bea¬ 
ten, for the lamp, to cause a light to go up 
continually; 3 at the outside of the vail of the 
testimony in the tent of meeting doth Aaron 
arrange it from evening till morning before 
Jehovah continually—a statute age-during to 
our generations; 4 by the pure candlestick 
e doth arrange the lights before Jehovah 
continually. 

6 ‘And thou hast taken flour, and hast 
baked twelve cakes with it, two tenth deals 
are in the one cake, 6 and thou hast set them 
two ranks (six in the rank) on the pure table 
before Jehovah, 7 and thou hast put on the 
rank pure frankincense, and it hath been to 
the bread for a memorial, a fire-dffering to 
Jehovah, 

0 * On each sabbath-day he arrangeth it be¬ 
fore Jehovah continually, from the sons of 
Israel—a covenant age-during; 9 and it hath 
been to Aaron, and to his sons, and they have 
eaten it in the holy place, for it is most holy 
to him, from the tire-offerings of Jehovah—a 
statute age-during.’ 

10 And a son of an Israelitish woman goetli 
out (and he is son of an Egyptian man), in 
the midst of the sons of Israel, and strive in 
the camp do the son of the Israelitish woman 
and a man of Israel, 11 and the son of the Is¬ 
raelitish woman execrateth the Name, and 
revileth; and they bring him in unto Moses; 
and his mother’s name is Shelomith daughter 
of Dibri, of the tribe of Dan; 12 and he caus- 
eth him to rest in charge—to explain to them 
by the mouth of Jehovah. 

u And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, sav¬ 
ing, 14 * Bring out the reviler unto the outside 
of the camp; and all those hearing have laid 
their hands on his head, and all the company 
have stoned him. 

15 • And unto the sons of Israel thou dost 
■peak, saying, When any man revileth his 


God—then he hath borne his sin ; 18 and he 
who is execrating the name of Jehovah is 
certainly put to death ; all the company do 
certainly cast stones at him; as a sojourner 
so a native, in his execrating the Name, is 
put to death. 

17 ‘And when a man smiteth any soul of 
man, he is certainly put to death. 

19 ‘And he who smiteth a beast repayeth 
it, body for body. 

19 * And when a man putteth a blemish in 
his fellow, as he hath done so it is done to 
him; 20 breach for breach, eye for eye, tooth 
for tooth; as lie. putteth a blemish in a man 
so it is done in him. 

21 * And he who smiteth a beast repayeth it, 
and he who smiteth the life of mau is put to 
death; 22 oue judgment is to you; as a so¬ 
journer so is a native; for I am Jehovah your 
God.’ 

23 And Moses speaketh unto the sons of 
Israel, and they bring out the reviler unto 
the outside of the camp, and stone him with 
stones; and the sons of Israel have done as 
Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

XXV. *AND Jehovah speaketh unto Mo¬ 
ses, in mount Sinai, saying, 2 * Speak unto 
the sons of Israel, and thou hast said unto 
them. When ye come in unto the land which 
I am giving to you, then hath the land kept a 
sabbath to Jehovah. 

3 ‘Six years thou dost sow thy field, and 
six years thou dost prune thy vineyard, and 
hast gathered its increase, 4 and in the seventh 
year a sabbath of rest is to the land, a sab¬ 
bath to Jehovah ; thy field thou dost uot 
sow, and thy vineyard thou cost not prune ; 
5 the spontaneous growth of thy harvest thou 
dost not reap, and the grapes of thy separated 
thing thou dost not gather, a year of rest 
it is to the land. 

u ‘ And the sabbath of the land hath been 
to you for food, to thee, and to thy man¬ 
servant, and to thy handmaid, and to thy 
hireling, and to thy settler, who are sojourning 
with thee- 7 and to thy cattle, and to the 
beast which is in thy land, is all thine increase 
for food. 

0 * And thou hast numbered to thee seven 
sabbaths of years, seven years seven times, 
and the days of the seven sabbaths of years 
have been to thee nine and forty years, 
9 and thou hast caused a trumpet of shout¬ 
ing to pass over in the seventh month, in 
the tenth of the month ; in the day of the 
atonements ye do cause a trumpet to pass 
over through all your laud; 10 and ye have 
hallowed the year, the fiftieth year; and yc 
have proclaimed liberty in the land to all 
its inhabitants; a jubilee it is to you; and 
ye have turned back each unto his posses¬ 
sion ; yea, each unto his family ye do turn 
back. 

11 ‘ A jubilee it is, the fiftieth year, a year 
it is to you; ye sow not, nor reap its spon¬ 
taneous growth, nor gather its separated 
things; i2 for a jubilee it is, holy it is to you ; 
out of the field ye eat its increase; 13 in the 
vear of this jubilee ye turn back each unto 
his possession. 

14 ‘And when thou sellest anything to thy 
85 
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fellow, or buyest from the naud of tby fel¬ 
low, ye do not oppress one another; 15 by 
the number of years after the jubilee thou 
dost buy from thy fellow; by the number of 
the years of increase he doth sell to thee; 
18 according to the multitude of the ‘years 
thou dost multiply its price, and according 
to the fewness of the years thou dost dimin¬ 
ish its price: for a number of increases lie 
is selling to thee; 17 and ye do not oppress one 
another, and thou hast been afraid of thy 
God; for I am Jehovah your God. 

18 ‘And ye have done My statutes, and My 
judgments ye keep, aud have done them, 
and ye have dwelt on the land confidently, 
13 and the - land hath given its fruit, and ye 
have eateu to satiety, aud have dwelt confi¬ 
dently on it. 

20 ‘And when ye say, What do we eat in 
the seventh year, lo, we do not sow, nor 
gather our increase ? 21 then I have com¬ 
manded My blessing on you in the sixth 
year, and it hath made the increase for three 
years; 22 aud ye have sown the eighth year, 
and have eaten of the old increase ; until the 
ninth year, until the coming in of its increase, 
ye do eat the old. 

23 ‘ And the land is not sold—to extinction, 
for the land is Mine, for sojourners and set¬ 
tlers are ye with Me; 24 and in all the land 
of your j)ossession a redemption ye do give 
to the land. 

25 ‘When thy brother becometh poorj and 
hath sold his possession, theu hath Ins re¬ 
deemer who is near unto him come, and he 
hath redeemed the sold thing of his brother; 
-‘‘and when a man hath no redeemer, and 
his own hand hath attained, and he hath 
found as sufficient for its redemption, 27 theu 
he hath reckoned the years of its sale, and 
hath given back that which is over to the 
man to whom he sold il, and he hath returned 
to his possession. 

28 ‘And if his hand hath not found suffi¬ 
ciency to give back to him, then hath his 
Bold thiu^ been in the hand of him who buy- 
eth it till the year of jubilee: and it hath 
gone out in the jubilee, and he hath returned 
to his possession. 

23 ‘And when a mau selleth a dwelling- 
house m a walled city, then hath his right 
of redemption been until the completion of 
a year from its selling: days—is his right 
of redemption ; 20 and if it is not redeemed 
until the fulness to him of a perfect year, 
then hath the house which is iu a walled 
city been established to extinction to the 
buyer of it, to his generations; it goeth not 
out in the jubilee; 31 and a house of the 
villages which have no wall round about, 
on the field of the country is reckoned; 
redemption is to it, and in the jubilee if 
goeth out. 

32 ‘As to cities of the Levites—houses of 
the cities of their possession—redemption 
a<m-during is to the Levites; 33 aa to him 
who redeemeth from the Levites, both the 
Bale of a house and the city of his possession 
have gone out in the jubilee, for tne houses 
of the cities of the Levites are their posses¬ 
sion in the midst of the sons of Israel. 
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34 And a field, a suburb of their cities, is 
not sold; for a jiossessiou nge-during it w to 
them. 

33 1 And when thy brother is become poor, 
and his hand hath failed with thee, then thou 
hast kept hold on him, sojourner and Bottler, 
and he hath lived with thee; M thou takest 
no usury from him, or increase; and thou 
hast been afraid of thy God; and thy brother 
hath lived with thee; 37 thy money thou giv- 
est not to him in usury, and for increase thou 
givest not thy food; 38 1 am Jehovah your 
God, who bath brought you out of the land 
of Egypt, to give to you the land of Canaan, 
to become your God. 

331 And when thy brother becometh poor 
with thee, and he hath been sold to thee, tlion 
dost not lay on him servile service; 40 as an 
hireling, as a settler, he is with tliee, till the 
year of the jubilee he doth serve with thee,— 
41 then he hath gone out from thee, he and 
his sons with him, and hath turned back on¬ 
to his family; even unto the possession of his 
fathers he doth turn back. 

42 ‘For they are My servants, whom 1 have 
brought out from the land of Egypt: they arc 
not sold with the sale of a servant; 43 thou 
rulest not over him with rigour, aud thou hose 
been afraid of thy God. 

44 ‘And thy man-servant and thy handmaid 
whom thou nast art of the nations who are 
round about you; of them ye buy man- 
servant and handmaid, 43 and also of the 
sons of the settlers who are sojourning with 
you, of them ye buy, and of their families 
who are with you, which they have begotten 
in your land, and they have been to you for a 
possession; 46 and ye have taken them for 
inheritance to your sons after you, to occupy 
for a possession; to the age ye lay service 
upon them, but upon your brethren, the sous 
of Israel, one with another, thou dost not 
rule over him with rigour. 

47 ‘And when the hand of a Bojourner or 
settler with thee attaineth riches , and thy 
brother with him hath become poor, and he 
hath been sold to a sojourner, a settler with 
thee, or to the root of the family of a so¬ 
journer, 48 after he hath been sold, there is a 
right of redemption to him; one of his breth¬ 
ren doth redeem him, 43 or his uncle, or a sou 
of his uncle, doth redeem him, or any of tho 
relations of his flesh, of his family, doth re¬ 
deem him, or—his own hand hath attained— 
then he hath been redeemed. 

50 ‘ And he hath reckoned with his buyer 
from the year of his being sold to him till the 

ear of jubilee, and the money of his sale hath 
een by the number of years; as the days of 
an hireling it ia with him. 

51 ‘ If yet many years, according to them he 
giveth back his redemption money, from the 
money of his purchase. 

02 4 And if few are left of the years till the 
ear of jubilee, then he hath reckoned with 
im, according to liis years he doth give back 
his redemption money ; 63 as au hireling, year 
by year, he is with him, and lie doth not rule 
lmn with rigour before thine eyes. 

64 4 Aud if he is not redeemed »u these years, 
theu he hath gone out in the year of jubilee, 
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he and liis sons witli hiro. 06 For to Me are 
the sons of Israel servants; My servants they 
are, whom I have brought out of the land of 
Egypt; I, Jehovah, am your God. 

XXVI. 1 * YE do not make to yourselves 
idols; and graven image or standing image ye 
do not set up to yourselves; and a stone of 
imagery ye do not putin your land, to bow your¬ 
selves to it; for lam Jehovah your God. 

2 * My sabbaths ye do keep, and My sanctu¬ 
ary ye do reverence ; I am Jehovah. 

* 4 If in My statutes ye walk, and My com¬ 
mands ye keep, and have done them, 4 then 
I have given your rains in their season, and 
the land hath given her produce, and the tree 
of the field doth give its fruit; 5 and reached 
to you hath the threshing, the gathering, and 
the gathering doth reach the sowing- time : 
and ye have eaten your bread to satiety, and 
have dwelt confidently in your land. 

6 * And I have given peace in the land, and 
ye have lain down, and there is none causing 
trembling; and I have caused evil beasts to 
cease out of the land, and the sword doth not 
pass over into your land. 

7 ‘And ye have pursued your enemies, and 
they have fallen before you by the sword; 
8 and five of you have pursued a hundred, 
and a hundred of you do pursue a myriad; 
and your enemies have fallen before you by 
the sword. 

8 4 And I have turned unto you, and have 
made you fruitful, and have multiplied you, 
and have established My covenant with you ; 
10 and ye have eaten old store , and the old be¬ 
cause of the new ye bring out. 

11 ‘And I have given My tabernacle iu your 
midst, and My soul doth not loathe you ; 
12 and I have walked habitually in your midst, 
and have become your God, aud ye—ye are 
become My people; 13 I am Jehovah your God, 
who have brought you out of the land of 
the Egyptians, from being their servants; and 
I break the bars of your yoke, and cause you 
to go erect. 

14 1 And if ye do not hearken to Me, and do 
not all these commands; 15 and if at My stat¬ 
utes ye kick, and if My judgments your soul 
loathe, so as not to do all My commands—to 
your breaking My covenant— 10 1 also do this 
to you, and I nave appointed over you trouble, 
the consumption, ana the burning fever, con¬ 
suming eves, and causing pain of soul; and 
your seed in vain ye have sowed, and your 
enemies have eaten it; 17 and I have set My 
face against you, and ye have been smitten 
before your enemies; and those hating you 
have ruled over you, and ye have fled, and 
there is none pursuing you. 

18 ‘ And if unto these ye hearken not to 
Me, — then I have added to chastise you 
seven times for vour sins; 19 and I have 
broken the pride of your strength, and have 
made your heavens as iron, and vour earth 
as brass; 20 and consumed hath been your 
strength in vain, and your land doth not give 
her produce, and the tree of the laud doth 
not give its fruit. 

21 r And if ye walk with Me in opposition, 
and are not willing to hearken to Me, then 
I have added to you a plague seven times. 


according to your sins, 22 and sent against you 
the beast of the lield, and it hath bereaved 
you; and I have cut off your cattle, and have 
made you few, and your ways have been 
desolate. 

23 ‘And if by these ye are not instructed 
by Me, and have walked with Me in opposi¬ 
tion, 24 then I have walked—I also—with you 
in opposition, and have smitten you, eveu I, 
seven times for your sins; 25 and I have 
brought in on you a sword, executing the 
vengeance of a covenant; and ye have been 
gathered unto your cities, aud I have seut 
pestilence into your midst, and ye have been 
given into the hand of an enemy. 

26 ‘ In My breaking to you the staff of 
bread, then ten women have baked your 
bread in one oven, and have given back your 
bread by weight; and ye have eateu, and are 
not satisfied. 

27 ‘ And if for this ye hearken not to Me, 
and have walked with Me in opposition, 
28 then I have walked with you in the fury of 
opposition, and have chastised you. even I, 
seven times for your sins. 

29 * And ye have eaten the llesh of your 
sons; even flesh of your daughters ye do eat. 
30 And I have destroyed your high places, 
and cut down your images, and have put 
your carcases on the carcases of your idols, 
and My soul hath loathed you; 31 and I have 
made your cities a waste, and have made 
desolate your sanctuaries, and I 9mell not at 
your sweet fragrances; 32 and I have made 
desolate the land, and your enemies, who 
are dwelling in it, have been astonished at it. 
33 And you l scatter among nations, and have 
drawn out after von a sword, and your land 
hath been a desolation, and your cities are a 
waste. 

34 ‘Then doth the land enjoy its sabbaths 
—all the days of the. desolation, and ye in 
the land of your enemies—then doth the land 
rest, and hath enjoyed its sabbaths ; 35 all 
the days of the desolation it resteth that 
which it hath not rested in your sabbaths in 
your dwelling on it. 

30 ‘And those who are left of you—I have 
also brought a faintness into their heart in 
the lands of their enemies, and the sound of 
a leaf driven away hath pursued them, and 
they have fled—flight from a sword — and 
they have fallen, and there is none pursuing. 
37 And they have stumbled one on another, 
as from the face of a sword, and there is 
none pursuing, and ye have no standing be¬ 
fore your enemies, 38 and ye have penshed 
among the nations, and the land of your 
enemies hath consumed you. 

39 4 And those who are left of you—they 
consume away in their iniquity, in the lands 
of your enemies; and also in the iniquities 
of their fathers, with them they consume 
away. 

49 4 And — they have confessed tlieir ini¬ 
quity, and the iniquity of their fathers, in 
their trespass which they have trespassed 
against Me, and also, that they have walked 
with Me, in opposition, 41 also I walk to them 
in opposition, and have brought them into 
the land of their enemies—or then their un« 
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xxvt. 42.—LEVITICUS.—xxvit. 34. 


circumcised heart is humbled, and then they 
accept the punishment of tlieir iniquity,— 
41 then I have remembered My covenant with 
Jacob, and also My covenant with Isaac, and 
also My covenant with Abraham I remem¬ 
ber, ana the land I remember. 

43 4 And—the land is left of them, aud doth 
enjoy its sabbaths, in the desolation without 
them, and they accept the punishment of 
their iniquity, because, even because, against 
My judgments they have kicked, and My 
statutes hath their soul loathed, 44 and also 
even this, in their being in the laud of their 
enemies, I have not rejected them, nor have 
I loathed them, to consume them, to break 
My covenant with them; for I am Jehovah 
their God;— 45 then I have remembered for 
them the covenant of the ancestors, whom I 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt before 
the eyes of the nations to become their God; 
I am Jehovah.’ 

40 These are the statutes, and the judg¬ 
ments, and the laws, which Jehovah hath 
given between Him and the sons of Israel, in 
mount Sinai by the baud of Moses. 

XXVH. * AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, 2 ‘ Speak unto the sons of Is¬ 
rael, and thou hast said unto them. When a 
man maketh a wonderful vow, by thy valua¬ 
tion the persous are Jehovah’s. 3 When thy 
valuation hath been of the male from a son of 
twenty years even unto a son of sixty years, 
then hath been thy valuation fifty shekels of 
silver by the shekel of the sanctuary. 4 And 
if it is a female—then hath thy valuation 
been thirty shekels; 0 and if from a son of five 
ears even unto a son of twenty years—then 
ath thy valuation been of the male twenty 
shekels, and for the female, ten shekels; fl and 
if from a sou of a month even unto a son of 
five years—then hath thy valuation been of 
the male five shekels of silver, and for the 
female thy valuation is three shekels of silver; 
7 and if from a son of sixty years and above— 
if a male, then hath thy valuation been fifteen 
shekels, and for a female, ten shekels. 

9 ‘ And if he is poorer than thy valuation, 
then he hath presented himself before the 
priest, and the priest hath valued him; ac¬ 
cording to that which the hand of him who is 
vowing doth reach doth the priest value him. 

3 * And if it is a beast of which they bring 
near an offering to Jehovah, all that one giv- 
eth of it to Jehovah is holy; 10 he doth not 
change it nor exchange it, a good for a bad, 
or a bad for a good; and if he really change 
beast for beast,—then it hath been—lb and its 
exchange is holy. 

11 4 And if it is any unclean beast of which 
they do not bring near an offering to Jehovah, 
then he hath presented the beast before the 
priest, 12 and the priest hath valued it; whe¬ 
ther good or bad, according to thy valuation, 
0 priest, so it is; 13 and if he really redeem 
it, then he hath added its fifth to thy valua¬ 
tion. 

14 * And when a man sanctifieth his house, 
SS 


and things sanctified. 

a holy thing to Jehovah, then hath the priest 
valued it, whether good or bud; as the priest 
doth value it so it standeth ; 16 and if he 
who is sanctifying doth redeem his house, 
then he hath added a fifth of the money of 
thy valuation to it, and it hath become his. 

16 1 And if of the field of his possession a 
man sanctify to Jehovah, then hath thy valu¬ 
ation been according to its Beed ; a homer of 
barley-seed at fifty shekels of silver j 17 if from 
the year of the jubilee he sanctify Ins field, ac¬ 
cording to thy valuation it Btandeth ; 19 aud if 
after tlie jubilee he sanctify his field, then 
hath the priest reckoned to him the money 
according to the years which are left, unto 
the year of the jubilee, and it hath been 
abated from thy valuation. 

13 ‘ And if he really redeem the field—he 
who is sanctifying it—then he hath added a 
fifth of the money of thy valuation toit, and 
it hath been established to him; 20 and if he 
do not redeem the field, or if he hath sold the 
field to another man, it is uot redeemed any 
more; 21 and the field hath beeu, in its going 
out in the jubilee, holy to Jehovah as a field 
which is devoted • to the priest is its pos¬ 
session. 

22 1 And if the field of his purchase (which 
is not of the fields of his possession) one sanc¬ 
tify to Jehovah— 23 then hath the priest reck¬ 
oned to him the amount of thy valuation 
unto the year of jubilee, and he hath given 
thy valuation in that day—a holy thing to 
Jenovah; 24 in the year of the jubilee the field 
returneth to him from whom he bought it, 
to him whose is the possession of the land. 
“And all tby valuation is by the shekel of 
the sanctuary: twenty gerahs is the shekel. 

20 * Only, a firstling which is Jehovah’s first¬ 
ling among beasts—no man doth sanctify it. 
whether ox or sheep ; it is Jehovah’s. 27 Ana 
if among the uuclean beasts, then he hath 
ransomed it at thy valuation, and he hath 
added its fifth to it; and if it is not redeemed, 
then it hath been sold at thy valuation. 

28 4 Only, no devoted thing which a man de- 
voteth to Jehovah, of all that he hath, of man, 
and beast, and of the field of his possession, 
is Bold or redeemed; every devoted thing is 
most holy to Jehovah. 

28 ‘ No devoted tiling, which is devoted of 
man, iB ransomed, it is Burely put to death. 
30 And all tithe of the land, of the seed of the 
land, of the fruit of the tree, is Jehovah’s— 
holy to Jehovah. 

31 4 And if a man really redeem any of his 
tithe, its fifth he addeth to it. 

32 4 And all the tithe of the herd and of the 
flock—all that passeth by under the rod—the 
tenth is holy to Jehovah; 39 he enquireth uot 
between good and bad, nor doth he change it; 
and if he really change it—then it hath been 
—it and its exchange is holy; it is not re¬ 
deemed.' 

34 These are the commands which Jehovah 
hath commanded Moses for the sons of Israel, 
in mount Sinai. 



NUMBERS. 


CHAP. I. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses in the wilderness of Sinai, in the tent 
of meeting, on the first of the second month, 
in the second year of their going out of the 
land of Egypt, saying: 

2 ‘Take ye up the Bum of all the company 
of the sons of Israel by their families, by the 
house of their fathers, in the number of names 
—every male by their polls ; 3 from a son of 
twenty years 'and upward, every one going 
out to the host in Israel, ye do number them 
by their hosts, thou and Aaron; 4 and with 
you there is a man for a tribe, each is a head 
to the house of his fathers. 

8 4 And these are the names of the men who 
stand with you: 

4 For Reuben—Elizur son of Shedeur. 

9 4 For Simeon—Shelumiel son of Zurishad- 
dai. 

7 4 For Judah—Nahshon son of Ammina- 
dab. 

8 4 For Issachar—Nathaneel son of Zuar. 

9 4 For Zebulun—Eliab son of Helou. 

10 4 For the Bons of Joseph—for Ephraim: 
Elishama son of Am m ihua: for Manasseh— 
Gamaliel son of Pedahzur. 

u ‘For Benjamin—Abidan son of Gideoni. 

12 ‘For Dan—Aiuezer sou or Ammishad 
dai. 

13 4 For Ashei^-Pagiel son of Ocran. 

14 4 For Gad—Eliasaph son of Deuel. 

13 4 For Naphtali—AJrira son of Ennn.’ 

* 6 These are those called of the company, 
rinces of the tribes of their fathers; they are 
eads of the thousands of Israel. 

17 And Moses taketh—Aaron also—these 
men, who were defined by name, 18 and all the 
company they assembled on the first of the 
second month, and they declare their births, 
by their families, by the house of their fathers, 
in the number of names from a son of twenty 
years and upward, by their polls, 19 as Je¬ 
hovah hath commanded Moses; and he num- 
bereth them in the wilderness of Sinai. 

20 And the sons of Reuben, Israel’s first¬ 
born—their births, by their families, by the 
house of theirfathers, in the number of names, 
by their polls,levery male from a son of twenty 
years and upward, every one going out to 
the host— 21 tneir numbered ones, for the tribe 
of Reuben, are six and forty thousand and 
five hundred. 

22 Of the sons of Simeon—their births, by 
their families, by the house of their fathers, 
its numbered ones in the number of names, 
by their polls, every male from a son of twenty 
ears and upward, every one going out to the 
ost— 23 their numbered ones, for tbe tribe of 
Simeon, are nine'and fifty thousand and three 
hundred. 

24 Of the sons of Gad—their births, by their 
families, by the house of their fathers, in the 
Dumber of names, from a son of twenty years 
and upward, every one going out to the host 
—‘” their numbered ones, for tbe tribe of Gad, 


are live and forty thousand and six hundred 
and fifty. 

20 Of the sons of Judah—their births, by 
their families, by the house of their fathers, 
in the number of names, from a son of twenty 
ears and upward, every one going out to the 
ost— 27 their numbered ones, for tbe tribe of 
Judah, are four and seventy thousand and 
six hundred. 

28 Of the sons of Issachar—their births, by 
their familes, by the house of their fathers, 
in the number of names, from a son of twenty 
ears and upward, every one going out to the 
ost— 29 their numbered ones, for the tribe of 
Issachar, are four and fifty thousand and four 
hundred. 

3 ®Of the sons of Zebulun—their births, by 
their families, by the house of their fathers, 
in the number of names, from a son of twenty 
ears and upward, every one going out to tbe 
ost— 31 their numbered ones, for the tribe of 
Zebulun, are seven and fifty thousand and 
four hundred. 

32 Of the sons of Joseph—of the sons of 
Ephraim—their births, by their families, by 
the house of their fathers, in the number of 
names, from a bod of twenty years and up¬ 
ward, everyone going out to the host— 33 their 
numbered oneB, for tne tribe of Ephraim, are 
forty thousand and five hundred. 

34 Of the sons of Manasseh—their births, by 
their families, by the house of their fathers, 
in the number of names, from a son of twenty 
ears and upward, every oue going out to tiie 
ost— 35 their numbered ones, for tlie tribe of 
Manasseh, are two and thirty thousand and 
t wo hundred. 

30 Of the sons of Beniamin—tlieir births, by 
their families, ^ by the house of their fathers, 
in the numbers names, from a son of twenty 
ears and upward, every one going out to tlie 
ost— 37 their numbered ones, for the tribe of 
Benjamin, are five and thirty thousand and 
four hundred. 

38 Of the sons of Dan—their births, by their 
families, by the house of their fathers, in the 
number of names, from a son of twenty years 
and upward, every one going out to the host 
— 39 their numbered ones, for the tribe of Dan, 
are two and sixty thousand and seven hun¬ 
dred. 

40 Of tlie sons of Asher—their births, by 
their, families, by the house of their fathers, 
in the number of names, from a son of twenty 
years and upward, every one going out to the 
host— 41 their numbered ones, for the tribe of 
Asher, are one and forty thousand and five 
hundred. 

42 O/the sons of Naphtali—their births, by 
their families, by tbe house of theirfathers, in 
the number of names, from a son of twenty 
years and upward, every one going out to the 
liost— 43 tlieir numbered ones, for the tribe of 
Naphtali, are three and fifty thousand and 
four hundred. 
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** These are those numbered, whom. Moses 
numbered—Aaron also, and the princes of 
Israel, twelve men—each for the house of his 
fathers, they have been. 40 And they are, all 
those numbered of the sons of Israel, by the 
house of their fathers, from a sou of twenty 

ears and upward, every one goiug out to the 

ost in Israel, 4(3 yea, all those numbered are 
six hundred thousand, and three thousand, 
and five hundred and fifty. 

47 And the Levites, for the tribe of their 
fathers, have not numbered themselves in 
their midst, 48 seeing Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, saying, 49 ‘ Only, the tribe of Levi tliou 
dost not number, and their sum thou dost not 
take up in the midst of the sons of Israel; 
60 and thou, appoint the Levites over the 
tabernacle of tne testimony, and over all its 
vessels, and over all that it hath ; they bear 
the tabernacle, and all its vessels, and they 
serve it; and round about the tabernacle 
they encamp. 

B1 1 And in the journeying of the tabernacle, 
the Levites take it down, and in the encamp¬ 
ing of the tabernacle, the Levites raise it up; 
and the stranger who is coming near is put to 
death.’ 

And the sons of Israel have encamped, 
each by his camp, and each by his standard, 
by their hosts; B3 and the Levites encamp 
round about the tabernacle of the testimony; 
and there is no wrath on the company of tne 
sous of Israel, and the Levites have kept the 
charge of the tabernacle of the testimony. 

54 And the sons of Israel do according to all 
that Jehovah hath commanded Moses; so 
they have done. 

II. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, 2 ‘ Each by his stan¬ 
dard, with ensigns of the house of their 
fathers, do the sons of Israel encamp; over- 
against round about the tent of meeting 
they encamp.’ 

3 And those encamping eastward towards 
the sun-rising, are of the standard of the camp 
of Judah, by their hosts; and the prince of 
the sons of Judah is Nahshon, son of Am- 
minadab; 4 and his host, aud their numbered 
ones are four and seventy thousand and six 
hundred. 

5 And* those encamping by him are of the 
tribe of Issachar ; ana the prince of the sous 
of Issachar is Nethaneel son of Zuar; fl aud 
his host, and its numbered ones, are four and 
fifty thousand and four hundred. 

7 The tribe of Zebulun; and the prince of 
the eons of Zebulun ts Eliab son or Helon; 

8 and his host, and its numbered ones, are 
seven and fifty thousand and four hundred ; 

9 all those numbered of the camp of Judah 
are a hundred thousand, and eighty thousand, 
and six thousand, and four hundred, by their 
hosts; they journey first. 

10 The standard of the camp of Reuben is 
southward by their hosts ; and the prince of 
the sons of Reuben is Elizur son of Shedeur; 
u and his host, and its numbered ones, are 
six and forty thousand and five nnnared. 

12 And those encamping by him are of the 
tribe of Simeon; and the prince of the sons of 
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Simeon w Shelumiel son of Zurishaddai; 
13 and his host, and their numbered ones, are 
nine and fifty thousand and three hundred. 

14 And the tribe of Gad; and the prince 
of the sons of Gad is Eliasaph son of Reuel; 
15 and his host, and their numbered ones, are 
live and forty thousand and six hundred and 
fifty. 10 All those numbered of the camp of 
Reuben are a hundred thousand, and one and 
fifty thousand, and four hundred and fifty, by 
their hosts; and they journey second. 

17 And the tent of meeting—the camp of 
the Levites—hath journeyed in the midst of 
the camps; as they encamp so they journey, 
each at his station by their standards. 

18 The standard of the camp of Ephraim, 
by their hosts, is westward; a\kd the prince 
of the sons of Ephraim is Elishama son of 
Ammilmd; 19 andhis host, andtheirnumbered 
ones, are forty thousand and five hundred. 

20 And by him i? the tribe of Manasseh; 
and the prince of the sons of Manasseh is 
Gamaliel son of Pedalizur; 21 and his host, 
and their numbered ones, are two and thirty 
thousand, and two hundred. 

22 And the tribe of Benjamin; and the 
prince of the sons of Benjamin is Abidan son 
of Gideoni; 23 and his host, and their num¬ 
bered ones, are five and thirty thousand and 
four hundred. 24 All those numbered of 
the enmp of Ephraim are a hundred thou¬ 
sand, and eight thousand, and a hundred, by 
their hosts ; and they journey third. 

The standard of the eamp of Dan U 
northward, by their hosts; ana the prince 
of the sons of Dan is Ahiezer son of Ammish- 
addai; ,JC and his host, and their numbered 
ones, are two and sixty thousand and seven 
hundred. 

27 And those encampiug by him are of the 
tribe of Asher ; and the prince of the sons of 
Asher is Pagiel son of Ocran ; 29 and his host, 
and their numbered ones, are one and forty 
thousand and five hundred. 

29 And the tribe of Naplitali; and the 

S rince of the sons of Naphtali is Aliira son of 
!nan; 30 and his host, and their numbered 
ones, are three and fifty thousand and four 
hundred. 31 All those numbered of the camp 
of Dan are a hundred thousand, and seven 
and fifty thousand, and six hundred; at the 
rear they journey, by their standards. 

3 - These are those numbered of the sons of 
Israel by the house of their fathers ; all those 
numbered of the camps bv their hosts are six 
hundred thousand, and three thousand, and 
five hundred and fifty. 

33 And the Levites have not numbered them¬ 
selves in the midst of the sons of Israel, as 
Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

34 And the sons of Israel do according to 
all that Jehovah hath commanded Moses; so 
they have encamped bv their standards, and 
so they have journeyed; each by his families, 
by the house of his fathers. 

III. 1 AND these are births of Aaron and 
Moses, in the day of Jehovah’s speaking 
with Moses in mount Sinai. 2 And these are 
the names of the sons of Aaron: the first¬ 
born Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, and Itha 
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mar ; 3 these are the names of the sons of 
Aaron, the anointed x>riests, whose hand he 
hath consecrated for acting as priest. 4 And 
Nad ah dieth—Abihu also—before Jehovah, 
in their bringing near strange fire before Je¬ 
hovah, in the wilderness of Sinai, and sons 
they had not; and Eleazar—Ithamar also— 
acteth as priest in the presence of Aaron 
their father. 

6 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 8 ‘ Bring near the tribe of Levi, and thou 
hast caused it to stand before Aaron the 
priest, and they have served him, 7 and kept 
his charge, and the charge of all the company 
before tne tent of meeting, tc do the service 
of the tabernacle; 6 and they have kept all 
the vessels of the tent of meeting, and the 
charge of the sons of Israel, to do the service 
of the tabernacle; 9 and thou hast given the 
Levites to Aaron and to his sons; they are 
surely given to him out of the sons of Israel. 

10 ‘And Aaron and his sons »thou dost 
appoint, and they have kept their priest¬ 
hood, and the stranger who cometh near is 
put to death.’ 

11 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 12 * And I, lo, I have taken the Levites 
from the midst of the sons of Israel instead 
■\f every first-born opening a womb among 
the sons of Israel, and the Levites have 
been Mine; 13 for Mine is every first-born, 
in the day of My smiting every first-born in 
the land of Egypt I have sanctified to My¬ 
self every first-born in Israel, from man unto 
beast; Mine they are; I am Jehovah.’ 

14 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses iu 
the 'wilderness of Smai, saying, 15 ‘Number 
the sons of Levi by the house of their fathers, 
by their fa mili es; every male from a son of a 
month and upward thou dost number them.’ 

16 And Moses miinbereth them according 
to the command of Jehovah, as he hath been 
commanded. 

17 And these are sons of Levi by their 
names: Gershon, and Kohath, and Merari. 

16 And these are the names of the sons of 
Gershon by their families: Libni and Shimei. 

19 And the sons of Kohath, by their families, 
are Amram and Izhar, Hebron and IJzziel. 

20 And the sons of Merari by their families 
are Mahli and Mushi; these are the families 
of the Levites, by the house of their fathers. 

21 Of Gershon is the family of the Libnite, 
and the family of the Shimite; these are 
the families of the Gershonite. 22 Their 
numbered ones, in number, every male 
from a son of a month and upward, their 
numbered ones are seven thousand and five 
hundred. 23 The families of the Gershonite, 
behind the tabernacle, do encamp westward. 
24 And the prince of a father’s house for the 
Gershonite ts Eliasaph son of LaeL 

23 And the charge of the sons of Gershon 
in the tent of meeting is the tabernaele, and 
the tent, its covering, and the vail at the 
opening of the tent of meeting, 2,5 and the 
hangings of the court, and the vail at the 
opening of the court, which is by the taber¬ 
nacle and by the altar round about, and its 
cords, to all its service. 

37 And of Kohath w the family of the Am- 


ramite, and the family of the Izharite, 
and the family of the Hebronite, and the 
family of the Uzzielite; these are families 
of the Kohathite. 28 In number, all the 
males, from a son of a month and upward, 
are eight thousand and six hundred, keep¬ 
ing the charge of the sanctuary. 29 The 
families of the sons of Kohath encamp by 
the side of the tabernacle southward. 30 And 
the prince of a father’s house for the fami¬ 
lies of the Kohathite is Elizaphan sou of 
Uzziel. 

31 Aud their charge is the ark, and the 
table, and the candlestick, and the altars, 
aud the vessels of the sanctuary with which 
they serve, and the vail, aud all its service. 
32 And to the prince of the princes of the 
Levites, Eleazar son of Aaron the priest, is 
the oversight of the keepers of the charge of 
the sanctuary. 

33 Of Merari is the family of the Mahlite, 
and the. family of the Mushite; these are 
the families of Merari. 34 And their num¬ 
bered ones, in number, all the males from 
a son of a month and upward, arc six thou¬ 
sand and two hundred. 35 Aud the prince 
of a father’s house for the families.of Merari 
is Zuriel son of Abihail; by the side of the 
tabernacle they encamp northward. 

3G And the oversight — the charge of the 
sons of Merari— is the hoards of the taber- 
uacle, and its bars, aud its pillars, and its 
sockets, and all its vessels, and all its ser¬ 
vice, 37 and the pillars of the court round 
about, aud their sockets, aud their pins, aud 
their cords. 

38 And those encamping before the taber¬ 
nacle eastward, before the tent of meeting, 
at the east, are Moses and Aaron, and his 
sons, keeping the charge of the sanctuary for 
the charge of the sons of Israel, and the 
stranger who cometh near is put to death. 

39 All those numbered of the Levites whom 
Moses numbered—Aaron also—by the com¬ 
mand of Jehovah, by their families, every 
male from a son of a month aud upward, are 
two and twenty thousand. 

40 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Num¬ 
ber every first-born male of the sons of Israel 
from a son of a month and upward, and take 
up the number of their names; 41 and thou 
hast taken the Levites for Me (I am Jehovah), 
instead of every first-born among the sons of 
Israel, and the eattle of the Levites instead 
of every firstling among the cattle of the sons 
of Israel.’ 

42 And Moses numbereth, as Jehovah hath 
commanded him, all the first-born among the 
sons of Israel. 43 And all the first-born— 
male—by the number of names, from a son of 
a month and upward, of their numbered ones, 
are two and twenty thousand two hundred 
and seventy and three. 

44 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 43 ‘Take the Levites instead of every 
first-born among the sons of Israel, aud the 
cattle of the Levites instead of their cattle; 
and the Levites have been Mine; I am Jeho¬ 
vah. 

48 ‘And from those ransomed of the two 
hundred and seventy and three (who are more 
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than the Levites) of tlie first-born of the sons 
of Israel, 47 thou hast even taken five shekels 
a-piece by the poll—by the shekel of the sanc¬ 
tuary thou takest; twenty gerahs the shekel 
is; 48 and thou hast given the money to 
Aaron, and to his sons, whereby those over 
and above are ransomed.’ 

43 And Moses taketh the ransom money 
from those over and above those ransomed 
by the Levites: 00 from the first-born of the 
sous of Israel lie hath taken the money, a 
thousand aud three hundred and sixty and 
five—by the shekel of the sanctuary ; ** and 
Moses giveth the money of those rausomed to 
Aaron, and to his sons, according to the com¬ 
mand of Jehovah, as Jehovah hath command¬ 
ed Moses. 

IV. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, 2 4 Take up the sum 
of the sons of Kohath from the midst of the 
sons of Levi, bv their families, by the house of 
their fathers; ® from a son of thirty years and 
upward, even till a son of fifty years, every 
one going in to the host, to do work in the 
tent of meeting. 

4 4 This is the service of the sons of Kohath 
in the tent of meeting, the holy of holies: 
5 that Aaron and his sons have come in, in the 
journeying of the camp, and have taken down 
the vail of the hanging, and have covered 
with it the ark of the testimony j a and have 
put on it a covering of badger slun, and have 
spread a garment completely of blue above, 
and have placed its staves. 

7 ‘And on the table of the presence they 
spread a garment of blue, and nave put on it 
the dishes, and the spoons, and the bowls, 
and the cups of the libation, and the bread 
of continuity is on it, 8 and they have spread 
over them a garment of scarlet, and have co¬ 
vered it with a covering of badger skin, and 
have placed its staves, 9 and have taken a 
garment of blue, and have covered the candle¬ 
stick of the lamp, and its lights, and its 
snuffers, and its snuff-dishes, and all its oil 
vessels wherewith they minister to it; 10 and 
they havfe put it and all its vessels unto a 
covering of badger skin, and have put it on 
the bar. 

n 4 An£ on the golden altar they spread a 
garment of blue, and have covered, it with a 
covering of badger skin, and have placed it9 
staves; 12 and have taken all the vessels of 
ministry wherewith they minister in the sanc¬ 
tuary, and have put them unto a garment of 
blue, and have covered them with a covering 
of badger skin, and have put them on the 
bar, u and have removed the ashes of the 
altar, and have spread over it a garment of 
purple; 14 and have put on it all its vessels 
wherewith they minister about it, the censers, 
the hooks, and the shovels, and the bowls, all 
the vessels of the altar, and have spread on 
it a covering of badger skin, and have placed 
its staves: 

15 4 And Aaron hath finished—his sons also 
—covering the sanctuary, and all the vessels 
of the sanctuary, in the iourncying of the 
camp, and afterwards do the sons of Kohath 
come in to bear it, and they do not come unto 
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the holy thing, that they have died; these 
things are the burden of the sons of Kohath 
in the tent of meeting. 

19 4 And the oversight of Eleazar, son of 
Aaron the priest, is tne oil of the lamp, and 
the spice-perfume, and the present of contin¬ 
uity, and the anointing oil, the oversight of 
all the tabernacle, and of all that is in it, in 
the sanctuary, and in its vessels.’ 

17 And Jehovah speaketli unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, saying, 18 4 Ye do not cut off 
the tribe of the families of the Kohathite 
from the midst of the Levites; 19 but this 
do to them, and they have lived, and do not 
(lie in their drawing nigh the holy of holies:— 
Aaron and his sons go in, and have set 
them, each man to his service, and unto his 
burden, 20 and they go not in to see when the 
hoiy thing is swallowed, that they have died.’ 

21 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 22 ‘Take up the sum of the sons of Ger- 
shon also by the house of their fathers, by 
their families ; 23 from a son of thirty years 
and upward, till a son of fifty years thou dost 
number them, every one who is going in to 
serve the host, to do the service in the teut of 
meeting.. 

24 * This is the service of the families of the 
Gershonite, to serve—and for burden, 23 and 
they have borne the curtains of the taber¬ 
nacle, and the tent of meeting, its covering, 
and the covering of the badger sfcw which is 
on it above, and the vail at the opening of the 
tent of meeting, 29 and the hangings of the 
court, and the vail at the opening of the gate 
of the court which is by the tabernacle, and 
by the altar round about, and their cords, 
and all the vessels of their service, and all 
that is made for them — and they have 
served. 

27 4 By the command of Aaron and his sons 
is all the service of the sons of the Gershonite 
in all their burden, and in all their service; 
and ye have laid a charge on them concerning 
the charge of all their burden. 28 This is the 
service of the families of the sons of the Ger¬ 
shonite in the tent of meeting; and their 
charge is under the hand of Ithamar son of 
Aaron the priest. 

29 ‘The sons of Merari, by their families, by 
the house of their fathers, thou dost number 
them; 30 from a son of thirty years and up¬ 
ward even unto a son of fifty years thou dost 
number them, every one who is going in to 
the host, to do the service of the tent of meet¬ 
ing. 

314 And this is the charge of their burden, 
of all their service in the tent of meeting; the 
boards of the tabernacle, and its bars, and its 
pillars, and its sockets, 32 and the pillars of 
the court round about, and their sockets, and 
their pins, and their cords, of all their vessels, 
and of all their service; and by name ye do 
number the vessels of the charge of their 
burden. 

33 4 This is the service of the families of the 
sons of Merari, for all their service, -in the 
tent of meeting, by the band of Ithamar son 
of Aaron the priest.’ 

34 And Moses nurabereth—Aaron also, and 
the princes of the company—the sons of tha 
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Kohathite, by their families, and by the 
house of their fathers, 33 from a son of thirty 
yeai-s and upward even imto a son of fifty 
years, every one who is going in to the host, 
for service in the tent of meeting, 30 and their 
numbered ones, by their families, are two 
thousand seven hundred and fifty. 37 These 
are those numbered of the families of the Ko¬ 
hathite, every one who is serving in the tent 
of meeting, whom Moses and Aaron number¬ 
ed, by the command of Jehovah, by the hand 
of Moses. 

30 And those numbered of the sons of Gcr- 
sliou, by their families, and by the house of 
their fathers, 89 from a son of thirty years aud 
upward even unto a son of fifty years, ^every 
one who is going in to the host, for service in 
the tent of meeting, 40 even their numbered 
ones, by their families, by the house of their 
fathers, are two thousand and six himdxed 
and thirty. 41 These are those numbered of 
the families of the sons of Gershon, every one 
who is serving in the tent of meeting, whom 
Moses and Aaron numbered by the command 
of Jehovah. 

42 And those numbered of the families of 
the sons of Merari, by their families, by the 
house of their fathers, 43 from a son of thirty 
years and upward even unto a son of fifty 
years, every oue who is going in to the host, 
for service in the tent of meeting, 44 even 
their numbered ones, by their families, are 
three thousand and two huudred. 45 These 
are those numbered of the families of the sons 
of Merari, whom Moses and Aaron num¬ 
bered, by the command of Jehovah, by the 
hand of Moses. 

46 All those numbered, whom Moses num¬ 
bered—Aaron also, and the princes of Israel 
—of the LeTites, by their families, aud by the 
house of their fathers, 47 from a son of thirty 
years and upward even unto a son of fifty 
years, every one who is going in to do the 
work of the service, even the service of bur¬ 
den in the tent of meeting, 48 even their 
numbered ones arc eight thousand and five 
hundred and eighty; 49 by the command of 
Jehovah hath one numbered them, by the 
hand, of Moses, each man by his service, and 
by his burden, with his numbered ones, as 
Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

V. 1 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 2 ' Command tne sons of Israel, and 
they send out of the camp every leper, and 
every one with an issue, aud every one de¬ 
filed by a body; 3 from male unto female yc 
do send out; uuto the outside of the camp 
yc do send them ; and they defile not their 
camps in the midst of which I do taber¬ 
nacle.’ 

4 And the sous of Israel do so, and they 
send them out unto the outside of the camp ; 
as Jcliovah hath spokeu unto Moses so have 
the sons of Israel done. 

5 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing; 6 ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, Man or 
woman, when they do any of the sins of 
man, by committing a trespass against Jeho¬ 
vah, and that person is guiltv, 7 and they 
have confessed their sin which they have 


done, then he hath restored his guilt in its 
principal, and its fifth is adding to it, and 
hath given it to him in reference to whom he 
hath been guilty. 

0 4 And if the man have no redeemer to re¬ 
store the guilt to, the guilt which is restored 
is Jehovah's, the priest’s, apart from the ram 
of the atonements, whereby he maketh atone¬ 
ment for him. 

9 4 And every heave-offering of all the holy 
things of the sons of Israel, which they bring 
ueartothe priest, becometh his; 10 and any 
man’s hallowed things become his; that 
which any man giveth to the priest becom¬ 
eth his.’ 

11 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 12 ‘ Speak uuto the sons of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them, When any man’s 
wife turneth aside, and hath committed 
against him a trespass, 13 and a man hath lain 
with her with the seed of copulation, and it 
hath been bid from the eyes of her husband, 
and concealed, and she bath been defiled, 
and there is no witness against her, and she 
hath not been caught, 14 and a spirit of jea¬ 
lousy hath passed over him, and he hath 
been jealous of bis wife, and she hath been 
defiled;—or, a spirit of jealousy bath passed 
over him, and he hath been jealous of bis 
wife, and she hath not been defiled— 

15 4 Then hath the man brought in his wife 
unto the priest, aud he hath brought in her 
offering for her, a tenth of the ephah of 
barley meal, lie doth not pour on it oil, nor 
doth he put on it frankincense, for it is a 
present of jealousy, a present of memorial, 
causing remembrance of iniquity. 

10 ‘And the priest hath brought her near, 
and hath caused her to stand before Jeho¬ 
vah, 17 and the priest hath taken holy water 
in an earthen vessel, and of the dust which is 
on the floor of the tabernacle doth the priest 
take, and hath put it into the water, ™ and 
the priest hath caused the woman to stand 
before Jehovah, and hath uncovered the 
woman's head, and hath given into her hands 
the present of the memorial, it is a present of 
jealousy, and in the hand of the priest are 
the bitter waters which cause the curse. 

19 4 And the priest hath caused her to swear, 
aud hath said unto the woman, If no man 
hath lain with thee, and if thou hast not 
turned aside to uncleanness under thy hus¬ 
band, be free from these bitter waters which 
cause the curse; 20 and thou, if thou hast 
turned aside under thy husband, and if thou 
hast been defiled, and any man doth give his 
copulation to thee besides tby husband— 
21 (then the priest hath caused the woman to 
swear with an oath of execration, and the 
priest hath said to the woman)—Jehovah 
doth give thee for an execration, and for a 
curse, in the midst of thy people, in Jeho¬ 
vah’s giving thy thigh to fall, and thy belly 
to swell, 82 and these waters which cause the 
curse have gone into thy bowels, to cause the 
belly to swell, and the thigh to fall; and the 
woman hath said 7 Amen, Amen. 

23 4 And the priest hath writteu these exe¬ 
crations in a book, and hath blotted them out 
with the bitter waters, 24 and hath caused 
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the woman to drink the bitter waters which 
cause the curses and the waters which cause 
the curso have entered into her for bitter 
things. 

25 \And the priest hath taken out of the hand 
of the woman the present of jealousy, and 
hath waved the present before Jehovah, and 
hath brought it near unto the altar; 28 and 
the priest hath taken a handful of the present, 
its memorial, and hath made perfume on the 
altar, and afterwards doth cause the woman 
to drink the water: 27 yea, he hath caused her 
to drink the water, and it hath come to pass, 
if she hath been deliled, and doth commit a 
trespass against her husband, that the waters 
which cause the curse have gone into her for 
bitter things, and her belly hath swelled, 
and her thigh hath fallen, aud the woman 
liath become an execration in the midst of 
her people. 

^Aud if the woman hath not been defiled, 
and is clean, then she hath been acquitted, 
and hath been sown with seed. 

551 ‘ This is the law of jealousies, when a wife 
turneth aside under her husband, and hath 
been defiled, 30 or when a spirit of jealousy 
passeth over a man, and he hath been jealous 
of his wife, then he hath caused the woman 
to stand before Jehovah, and the priest hath 
done to her all this law, 31 and the man hath 
been acquitted from iniquity, and that woman 
doth bear her iniquity.’ 

YI. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 2 ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them, When a man or 
woman doeth singularly, by vowing a vow of a 
Nazarite, to be separate to Jehovah; 3 from 
wine and strong dnnk he doth keep separate; 
vinegar of wane, aud vinegar of strong drink 
lie doth not drink, and any juice of gTanes 
he doth not drink, and grapes moist or dry 
he doth not eat; 4 all days of his.separation, 
of anything which is made of the wine-vine, 
from kernels even unto husk, he doth not oat. 

s * All days of the vow of his separation a 
razor doth uot pass over his head; till the 
fulness of the days which he doth separate 
to Jehovah he is holy; grown up hath the 
upper part of the hair of his head! 

8 ‘All days of his keeping separate to Je¬ 
hovah, near a dead person he doth not go; 
7 for his father, or for his mother, for his 
brother, or fbr his sister—he is not unclean 
for them at their death, for the separation of 
liis God is on his head; 5 all days of his separa¬ 
tion he is holy to Jehovah. 

!l ' And when the dead dieth beside him 
in an iustant, suddenly, and he hath defiled 
the head of his separation, then he hath 
shaved his head in the day of his cleansing; 
on the seventh day he doth shave it, J0 and 
on the eighth day he bringeth in two turtle¬ 
doves or two young pigeons unto the priest, 
unto the opening of the tent of meeting, 
11 and the priest hath prepared one for a sin- 
offering, and one for a burnt-offering, and 
hath made atonement for him, because of 
that which he hath sinned by the body, aud 
lie bath hallowed his head on that day; 
“and he hath separated to Jehovah the days 


of his separation, and ho hath brought in a 
lamb, a son of a year, for a guilt-offering, 
and the former days are JgtlJen, for hia se¬ 
paration hath been defiled. 

131 And thi 9 is the law of the Nazarite; in 
the day of the fulness of the days of his sepa¬ 
ration doth one bring him in unto the opening 
of the tent of meeting, 14 and he hath brought 
near his offering to Jehovah, one lie-lamb, a 
son of a year, a perfect one, for a burnt- 
offering, and one slie-lamb, a daughter of a 
year, a perfect one, for a sin-offering, and 
one ram, a perfect one, for peace-offerings, 
13 .and a basket of unleavened things of flour, 
cakes mixed with oil, and thin cakes of un¬ 
leavened things anointed with oil, and their 
present, and their libations. 

10 * And the priest hath brought them near 
before Jehovah, and hath made his sin-offer¬ 
ing and his burnt-offering ; 17 and the ram he 
maketh a sacrifice of peace-offerings to Jeho¬ 
vah, besides the basket of unleavened things; 
and the priest hath made its present and its 
libation. 

18 * Aud the Nazarite hath shaved (at the 
opening of the tent of meeting) the head of 
Ins sejiaration, and hath taken the hair of 
the head of his separation, and hath put it on 
the fire which is under the sacrifice of the 
peace-offerings. 

13 * And the priest hath taken the boiled 
shoulder from the ram, and one unleavened 
cake out of the basket, and one thin un¬ 
leavened cake, and hath put on the palms of 
the Nazarite after his shaving his separation ; 
20 and the priest hath waved them, a wave- 
ofTerin^ before Jehovah; it is holy to the 
priest, besides the breast of the wave-offering, 
and besides the leg of the lieave^offering; and 
afterwards doth the Nazarite drink wine. 

21 ‘This is the law of the Nazarite,^ who 
voweth his offering to Jehovah for his se¬ 
paration, apart from that which his hand 
attaineth; according to his vow which he 
voweth so he doth by the law of his sepa¬ 
ration.’ 

22 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 23 ‘Sneak unto Aaron, aud unto his sous, 
saying, Thus ye do bless the sons of Israel, 
saying to them, 

24 ‘Jehovah bless thee and keep thee ; 

55 ‘Jehovah cause His face to shino upon 
thee, and favour thee ; 

2,5 ‘Jehovah lift up His countcnauco upon 
thee, and appoint for thee—peace. 

27 * And they have put My name ui>on the 
sons of Israel, and I—I do bless them.’ 

YIT. 1 AND it coincth to pass on the day 
of Moses’ finishing setting up the tabernacle, 
that lie anointeth it, and sanctificth it, aud 
all its vessels, and the altar, aud all its ves¬ 
sels, and he anointeth them, and sanctificth 
them, 2 and the princes of Israel (heads of 
the house of their fathers, they arc princes of 
the tribes, they who are standing over those 
numbered) bring near. a yca, they bring their 
ofFcring before Jehovah, six waggons covered, 
and twelve oxen—a waggon for two of the 
princes, and an ox for one—and, they bring 
them near before the tabernacle. 
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4 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 5 4 Receive from them, and they have 
been to do the service of the tent of meeting, 
and thou hast given them unto the Levites, 
each according to his service.’ 

6 And Moses taketh the waggons and the 
oxen, and giveth them unto the Levites. 
7 The two of the waggons and the four of the 
oxen he bath given to the sons of Gershon, 
according to their service, 8 and the four of 
the waggons and the eight of the oxen he 
hath given to the sons of Merari, according to 
their service, by the hand of Ithamar son of 
Aaron the priest; 9 and to the sons of Koliath 
he hath not given, for the service of the sanc¬ 
tuary is on them: on the shoulder they hear. 

10 And the princes bring near the dedica¬ 
tion of the altar in the day of its being 
anointed ; yea, the princes bring near their 
offering before the altar. 

* l And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘One 
rince a day—one prince a day—do they 
ring near their offering for the dedication of 
the altar.’ 

13 And lie who is bringing near on the first 
day his offering is Nahshon son of Ammiua- 
dab, of the tribe of Judah. 13 And his offer¬ 
ing is one silver dish, its weight a hundred 
and thirty shekels; one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, by the shekel of the sanctuary; both 
of them full of flour mixed with oil, for a 

f >resent; )4 one golden spoon of ten shekels, 
ull of perfume; 15 one bullock, a son of the 
herd, oue ram, one lamb, a sou of a year, 
f *>r a burnt-ofTering; lfi one kid of the goats 
for a sin-offering ; 17 and for a sacrifice of the 
peace-offerings two oxen, five rams, five lic- 
goats, live lamhs, sous of a year; this is the 
offering of Nahshon son of Amminadab. 

10 On the second day hath Nethauecl son 
of Zuar, priuce of Issachar, brought near. 
13 He hath brought uear his offering, one 
silver dish, its weight a hundred and thirty 
shekels; one silver bowl of seventy shekels, 
by the shekel of the sanctuary, both of them 
full of flour mixed with oil, for a present; 
20 oue golden spoon of ten shekels , full of per¬ 
fume; 2: one bullock, a son of the herd, one 
ram, one lamb, a son of a year, for a burnt- 
offering; K one kid of the goats for a sin- 
offering ; 23 and for a sacrifice of the peace- 
offerings two oxen, five rams, live hc-goats, 
five Jambs, sons of a year; this is the offering 
of Ncthaueel son of Zuar. 

24 On the third day, the prince of the sons 
of Zebulun, Eliab son of Helon ;— 23 his offer¬ 
ing is one silver dish, its weight a hundred 
and thirty shekels; one silver bowl of seveuty 
shekels, by the shekel of the sanctuary, both 
of them full of flour mixed with oil, for a 
present; 20 one goldeu spoon of ten shekels, 
full of perfume ; 27 one bullock, a son of the 
herd, one ram, one lamb, a son of a year, for 
a burnt-offering; 28 one lud of the goats for a 
Bin-offering ; 23 and for a sacrifice of the peace- 
offerings two oxen, five rams, five he-goats, 
five Lambs, sons of a year; this is the offering 
of Eliab son of Helon. 

^°On the fourth day, Elizur, son of Shedcur, 
prince of the sons of Reuben 31 his offering 
is one silver dish, its weight a hundred and 


thirty shekels; one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, by the shekel of the sanctuary, both 
of them full of flour mixed with oil, for a 
present; 32 one golden spoon of ten shekels , 
full of perfume ; 33 one bullock, a son of the 
herd, one ram, one lamb, a son of a year, for 
a burnt-offering; 34 one kid of the goats for 
a sin-offering; 35 and for a sacrifice of the 
peace-offerings two oxen, five rams, five lie- 
goats, five Iambs, sons of a year; this is the 
offering of Elizur son of Sherleur. 

36 On the fifth day, the prince of the sods 
of Simeon t Shelumicl son of Zurishaddai;— 
37 his offering is one silver dish, its weight a 
hundred and thirty shekels; one silver bowl 
of seventy shekels, by the shekel of the sanc¬ 
tuary, both of them full of flour mixed with 
oil, for a present; 30 one golden spoon of ten 
shekels . full of perfume ; 30 one bullock, a son 
of the nerd, one ram, one lamb, a son of a 
year, for a burnt-offering; 40 one kid of the 
goats for a sin-offering ; 41 and for a sacrifice 
of the peace-offerings two oxen, five rams, 
five he-goats, five lambs, sons of a year ; this 
is the ottering of Shelumicl son of Zurish¬ 
addai. 

42 On the sixth day, the prince of the sons 
of Gad, Eliasaph sou of Deuel;— 43 his otter¬ 
ing is one silver dish, its weight a hundred 
and thirty shekels; one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, by the shekel of the sanctuary, 
both of them full of flour mixed with oil, 
for a present; 44 one golden spoon of ten 
shekels, full of perfume; 43 oue bullock, a son 
of the herd, one ram, one lamb, a son of a 
year, for a burnt-ottering; 48 one kid of the 
goats for a sin-offering; 47 and for a sacrifice 
of the peace-ofl'crings two oxen, five rams, 
five he-goats, live lambs, sons of a year; this 
is the offeriug of Eliasaph sou of Deuel. 

48 On the seventh day, the prince of the 
sons of Ephraim, Elishama son of Ammiliud; 
— 43 his offering is one silver dish, its weight 
a hundred and thirty shekels; one silver bowl 
of seventy shekels, by tlie shekel of the 
sanctuary, both of them full of flour mixed 
with oil, tor a present; 50 one golden sooon of 
ten shekels, full of perfume; 7,1 ODe bullock, a 
sou of the herd, one ram, one lamb, a son of a 
year, for a burnt-offering; r ’ 2 one kid oF the 
goats for a sin-offering; 53 and for a sacrifice 
of the pcacc-ofl’crings two oxen, live rams, 
live lie-goats, five lambs, sons of a year; this 
is the offering of Elishama son of Amimhud. 

54 On the eighth day, the prince of the 
sons of Manassch, Gamaliel son of Pedahzur; 
— 55 his offering is one silver dish, its weight 
a hundred and thirty shekels; one silver bowl 
of seventy shekels, by the shekel of the 
sanctuary, both of them full of flour mixed 
with oil, for a present; 5,; onc golden spoon 
of ten shekels, full of perfume; 57 one bul¬ 
lock, a son of the herd, one ram, one lamb, 
a son of a year, for a burnt-offering; S8 oue 
kid of the goats for a sin-offering; 59 and for 
a sacrifice of the peace-offerings two oxen, 
five rams, five lie-goats, five lambs, sons of a 
vear; this is the offering of Gamaliel son of 
Pedahzur. 

86 On the ninth day, the prince of the sons 
of Benjamin, Abidan son of Gideoni;— 61 bis 
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offering is one silver dish, its weight a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels: one silver bowl of 
seventy shekels, by the shekel of the sanctu¬ 
ary, both of them full of flour mixed with 
oil, for a present; 62 one golden spoon of ten 
shekels, full of perfume; ®one bullock, a son 
of the herd, one ram, one lamb, a son of a 
year, for a burnt-offering; 64 one kid of the 
goats for a sin-offering: 65 and for a sacrifice 
of the peace-offerings two oxen, five rams, 
five he-goats, five lambs, sons of a year; this 
m the offering of Abidan son of Gideoni. 

66 On the tenth day, the prince of the sons 
of Dan, Ahiezer son of Ammishaddai ; — 
h7 his offering is one silver dish, its weight a 
hundred and thirty shekels; one silver bowl 
of seventy shekels, by the shekel of the 
sanctuary, both of them full of flour mixed 
with oil, for a present; 68 one golden spoon 
of ten shekels, full of perfume; 69 one bul¬ 
lock, a son of the herd, one raim one lamb, a 
son of a year, for a burnt-offering; 70 one 
kid of tho goats for a sin-offering; 71 and for 
a sacrifice of the peace-offerings two oxen, 
five rams, five he-goats, five lambs, sons of a 
year; this is the offering of Ahiezer son of 
Ammishaddai. . 

7 -On the eleventh day, the prince of the 
sons of Asher, Pagiel^son of Ocran;— 73 his 
offering is one silver dish, its weight a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels; one silver bowl of 
seventy shekels, by the shekel of the sanc¬ 
tuary, both of them full of flour mixed with 
oil, for a present; 74 one golden spoon of ten 
shekels, full of perfume; 78 one bullock, a - son 
of the herd, one ram, one lamb, a son of a 
year, for a burnt-offering; 7,5 one kid of the 
gnats for a sin-offering; 77 and for a sacrifice 
of the peace-offerings two oxen, five rams, 
five he-goats, five lambs, sons of a year; this 
is the offering of Pagiel son of Ocran. 

70 On the twelfth day, the prince of the 
sons of Naphtali, Ahira son of Enan ;— 70 his 
offering is one silver dish, its weight a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels; one silver howl of 
seventy shekels, by the shekel of the sanc¬ 
tuary, both of them full of flour mixed with 
oil, for a present; 80 one golden spoon of ten 
shekels , full of perfume; 81 one bullock, a son 
of the herd, one ram, one lamb, a son of a 
year, for a burnt-offering; 87 one kid of the 
goats for a sin-offering; 83 and for a sacrifice 
of the peacerofferings two oxen, five rams, 
five hc-goats, five lambs, sons of a year; this 
is the offering of Ahira son of Enan. 

04 This is tlie dedication of the altar, in the 
day of its being anointed, by the princes of 
Israel; twelve silver dishes, twelve silver 
howls twelve golden spoons; 85 a hundred 
and thirty shekels each silver dish, and each 
bowl seventy; all the silver of the vessels is 
two thousand and four hundred shekels, by 
the shekel of the sanctuary. 3,5 Golden spoons 
are twelve, full of perfume; ten shekels each 
spoon, by the shekel of the sanctuary; all the 
gold of the spoons is a hundred and twenty 
shekels; 07 all the oxen for burnt-offering are 
twelve bullocks, rams twelve, lambs, sons of 
a vear twelve, and their present; and lads of 
the goats twelve, for sin-offering; 88 and all 
the oxen for the sacrifice of the peace-offerings 


are tweuty aud four bullocks, rams sixty, he- 
goats sixty, lambs, sons of a year, sixty; this is 
the dedication of the altar, in the day of its 
being anointed. 

89 And in the going in of Moses unto the 
tent of meeting to speak with Him—he doth 
even hear the voice speaking unto him from 
off the mercy-seat which is upon the ark of 
the testimony, from between the two cherubs; 
and He speaketh unto him. 

VIII. _ 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 2 ‘ Speak unto Aaron, and thou 
hast said unto him, In thy causing the lights 
to go up, over-against the face of the candle¬ 
stick do the seven lights give light.’ 

3 And Aaron doth so; over-against the face 
of the candlestick he hath caused its lights to 
go up, as Jehovah hath commanded Moses. 

4 And this is the work of the candlestick; 
beaten work of gold; unto its thigh, unto its 
flower it is beaten work; as the appearance 
which Jehovah shewed Moses, so ne hath 
made the candlestick. 

8 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 6 ‘Take the Levites from the midst of the 
sons of Israel, and thou hast cleansed them. 

7 ‘ And thus thou dost to them to cleanse 
them: sprinkle upon them waters of atone¬ 
ment, and they have caused a razor to pass 
over all their flesh, and have washed tneir 
garments, and cleansed themselves, a and 
have taken a bullock, a son of the herd, and 
its present, flour mixed with oil,—and a se¬ 
cond bullock a son of the herd thou dost take 
for a sin-offering. 9 and thou hast brought 
near the Levites before the tent of meeting, 
and thou hast assembled the whole company 
of the sons of Israel, 10 and thou hast brough* 
near the Levites before Jehovah, and th& 
sons of Israel have laid their hands on the 
Levites, 11 and Aaron hath waved the Levites 
—a wave-offering before Jehovah, from the 
sons of Israel, and they have been—for doing 
the service of Jehovah. 

12 ‘And the Levites lay their hands on the 
head of the bullocks, and make thou the one 
a sin-offering, and the one a burnt-offering 
to Jehovah, to atone for the Levites, 13 and 
thou hast caused the Levites to stand before 
Aaron, and before his sons, and hast waved 
them—a wave-offering to Jehovah; 14 and 
thou hast separated the Levites from the 
midst of the sons of Israel, and the Levites 
have become Mine; 15 and afterwards do the 
Levites come in to serve the tent of meeting, 
nnd thou hast cleansed them, and hast wavea 
them—a wave-offering. 

10 ‘ For they are certainly given to Me out 
of the midst of the sons of Israel, instead of 
him who openeth any womb—the first-born 
of all—from the sons of Israel I have taken 
them to Myself; 17 for Mine is every first¬ 
born among the sons of Israel, among man 
and among beast; in the day of my smiting 
every first-born iu the land of Egypt I sancti¬ 
fied them for Myself; 18 and I take the Le¬ 
vites instead of every first-born among the 
sons of Israel: 

19 ‘And I give the Levites gifts to Aaron 
and to hig sons, from the midst of the sons of 
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Israel, to do the service of the sons of Israel 
in the tent of meeting, and to mate atone¬ 
ment for the sons of Israel, and there is no 
plague among the sons of Israel in the sons of 
Israel’s drawing nigh unto the sanctuary.’ 

20 And Moses dotn—Aaron also, and all the 
company of the sons of Israel—to the Levites 
according to all that Jehovah hath command¬ 
ed Moses concerning the Levites; so have the 
sons of Israel done to them. 

21 And the Levites cleanse themselves, and 
wash their garments, and Aaron waveth them 

wave-offering before Jehovah, and Aaron 
maketh atonement for them to cleanse them, 
w and afterwards have the Levites gone in to 
do their service in the tent of meeting, before 
Aaron and before his sons • as Jehovah hath 
commanded Moses concerning the Levites, so 
they have done to them. 

23 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 24 ‘This is that which is the Levites’: from 
a son of five and twenty years and upward 
he doth go in to serve the host in the service 
of the tent of meeting, 25 and from a son of 
fifty years he doth return from the host of 
the service, and. doth not serve any more, 
2J and lie hath ministered with his brethren in 
the tent of meeting, to keep the charge, and 
doth not do service: thus thou dost to the 
Levites concerning tneir charge.’ 

IX. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
in the wilderness of Sinai, in the second year 
of their going out of the land of Egypt, in the 
first month, saying, 2 ‘Also, the sons of Israel 
prepare the passover in its appointed season; 
3 in the fourteenth day of this month between 
the evenings ye prepare it in its appointed 
season; according to all its statutes, and ac¬ 
cording to all its ordinances ye prepare it.’ 

4 And Moses speaketh unto the sons of 
Israel to prepare the passover, °and they pre- 
)are the passover in the first month , on the 
ourteentli day of the month, between the 
evenings, in tne wilderness of Sinai; accord¬ 
ing to all that Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses, so have the sons of Israel done. 

c And there are men who have been defiled 
by the body of a man, and they have not been 
able to prepare the passover on that day, and 
they come near before Moses, and before 
Aaron, on that day, 7 and those men say unto 
him, 4 We are deified by the body of a man; 
why are we withheld so as not to bring near 
the offering of Jehovah in its appointed sea¬ 
son, in the midst of the sons of Israel V 
8 And Moses saith unto them, 4 Stand ye, and 
I hear what Jehovah hath commanded con¬ 
cerning you.’ 

9 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 10 4 Speak unto the sons of Israel, saying, 
Though any man is unclean by a body or in 
a distant journey (of you or of your genera¬ 
tions), yet he hath prepared a passover to Je¬ 
hovah ; 11 in the second month, on the four¬ 
teenth day, between the evenings they pre¬ 
pare it; with unleavened and bitter things 
they eat it; 12 they do not leave of till morn¬ 
ing; and a bone they do not break in it: 
according to all the statute of the passover 
they prepare it 


13 4 And the man who is clean, and hath not 
been on a journey, and hath ceased to prepare 
the passover, even that person hath been cut 
off from his people; because the offering of 
Jehovah he hath not brought near, in its ap¬ 
pointed season, that man doth bear his sin. 

14 4 And when a sojourner sojourneth with 
you, then he hath prepared a passover to Je¬ 
hovah, according to the statute of the pass- 
over, and according to its ordinance, so lie 
doth ; one statute is to you. even to a sojour¬ 
ner, and to a native of the land.' 

15 And in the day of the raising up of the 
tabernacle hath the cloud covered the taber¬ 
nacle, even the tent of the testimony; and in 
the evening there is on the tabernacle as an 
appearance of fire till morning; 10 so it is con¬ 
tinually; the cloud covereth it, also the ap¬ 
pearance of fire by night. 

17 And according to the going up of the 
cloud from off the tent and afterwcaras do the 
sons of Israel journey; and in the place where 
the cloud doth tabernacle, there ao the sons 
of Israel encamp; 18 by the command of Je¬ 
hovah the sons of Israel journey, and by the 
command of Jehovah they encamp; all the 
days that the cloud doth tabernacle over the 
tabernacle they encamp. 

13 And in the cloud prolonging itself over 
the tabernacle many days, then have the sons 
of Israel kept the charge of Jehovah, and 
journey not, 20 and so when the cloud is a 
number of days over the tabernacle; by the 
command of Jehovah they encamp, and by 
the command of Jehovah they journey. 

21 And so when the cloud is from evening 
till morning, when the cloud hath gone up 
in the morning, then they have journeyed; 
whether by day or by nmht, when the cloud 
hath gone up, then they have journeyed. 

22 Whether two days, or a month, or days, 
in the cloud prolonging itself over the taber¬ 
nacle, to tabernacle over it, the sons of Israel 
encamp, and journey not; and in its being 
lifted up they journey; 23 by the command of 
Jehovah they encamp, and bv the command of 
Jehovah they journey; the charge of Jehovah 
they have kept, by the command of Jehovah 
in the hand of Moses. 

X. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
saying, 2 * Make to thee two trumpets of 
silver; beaten work thou dost make them, 
and they have been to thee for the convoca 
tionof the company, and for the journeying oi 
the camps; 3 and they have blown with them, 
and all the company have met together unto 
thee, unto the opening of the tent of meet¬ 
ing.. 

4 And if with one they blow, then have the 
princes, heads of the thousands of Israel, met 
together unto thee; 

8 ‘And ye have blown—a shout, and the 
camps winch are encamping eastward have 
journeyed. 

8 4 And ye have blown—a second shout, and 
the camps which are encamping southward 
have journeyed; a shout they blow for their 
journeys. 

7 4 And in the assembling of the assembly ye 
Mow, and do not shout; 8 and sons of Aaron. 
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the priests. Mow with the trumpets; and they 
have been to you for a statute age-during to 
your generations. 

9 * And when ye go into battle in your land 
against the adversary who is distressing you. 
then ye have shouted with the trumpets, and 
ye have been remembered before Jehovah your 
God, and ye have been saved from your 
enemies. 

10 ' And in the day of your gladness, and in 
your appointed seasons, and in the beginnings 
of your months, ye have blown also with the 
trumpets over your burnt-offerings, and over 
the sacrifices of your peace-offerings, and they 
have been to you for a memorial before your 
God; I, Jehovah, am your God.’ 

11 And it cometh to pass—in the second year, 
in the second month, in the twentieth of the 
month—the cloud hath gone up from off the 
tabernacle of the testimony, 13 and the sons 
of Israel journey in their journeyings from 
the wilderness of Sinai, and the cloud doth 
tabernacle in the wilderness of Paran ; 13 and 
they journey at first, by the command of Je¬ 
hovah, in the hand of Moses. 

14 And the standard of the camp of the sons 
of Judah journeyeth in the first place, by their 
hosts, and over its host is Nahshon son of 
Amminadab. 

13 And over the host of the tribe of the sons 
of Issachar is Nathaneel son of Zuar. 

10 And over the host of the tribe of the sons 
of Zebulun is Eliab son of Helon; 

17 And the tabernacle hath been taken 
down, and the sons of Gershon and the sons 
of Merari have journeyed, bearing the taber* 
nacle. 

1B And the standard of the camp of Reuben 
hath journeyed, by their hosts, and over its 
hoBt is Elizur son of Shedeur. 9 

19 And over the host of the tribe of the sons 
of Simeon is Shelumiel son of Zurishaddai 

30 And over the hoBt of the tribe of the sons 
of Gad is Eliasaph son of Deuel; 

51 And the Kohathites have journeyed, 
bearing the tabernacle, and the others have 
raised up the tabernacle until their coming in. 

23 And the standard of the camp of the 
ions of Ephraim hath journeyed, by their 
hosts, and over its host is Elishama son of 
Ammihud. 

23 And over the host of the tribe of the sons 
of Manasseh is Gamalial son of Pedahzur. 

84 And over the host of the tribe of the sons 
of Benjamin & Abidan eon of Gideoni. 

“ And the standard of the camp of the sons 
of Dan hath journeyed (rearward to all the 
camps), by their hosts, and over its host is 
Ahiezer son of Ammishaddai. 

26 And over the host of the tribe of the Bons 
of Asher is Pagiel son of Ocran. 

27 And over the host of the tribe of the sons 
of Naphtali is Ahira son of Enan. 

58 These are journeyings of the sons of Is¬ 
rael by their hosts—and they journey. 

29 And Moses saith to Hobab son of Ragnel 
the Midianite, father-in-law of Moses, * We 
are journeying unto the place of which Jeho¬ 
vah hath said, I give it to you; go with us, 
and we have done good to thee; for Jehovah 
hath spoken good concerning Israel* 


30 And lie saith unto him, ‘ I do not go: 
but unto my land and unto my kindred do I 
g°.’ 

31 And he Baith, ‘I pray thee, forsake us not, 
because thou hast known our encamping in 
the wilderness, and thou hast been to us for 
eyes; 32 and it hath come to pass when thou 
goest with us, veo, it hath come to pass—that 
good which Jehovah doth kindly with us—it 
we have done kindly to thee.’ 

33 And they journey from the mount of Je 
hovah a journey of three days; and the ark 
of the covenant of Jehovah is journeying be¬ 
fore them the journey of three days, to spy out 
for them a resting-place; 34 and the cloud of 
Jehovah is on them by day, in their journey¬ 
ing from the camp. 

33 And it cometh to pass in the journeying 
of the ark, that Moses Baith, 1 Rise, O Jeho¬ 
vah, and Thine enemies are scattered, and 
those hating Thee flee from Thy presence.’ 
30 And in its resting he saith, ‘Return, O Je¬ 
hovah, to the myriads, the thousands of Is¬ 
rael.’ 

XI. 1 AND the people is evil, as those sigh¬ 
ing habitually in the ears of Jehovah, and 
Jehovah heareth, and His anger burneth, and 
the fire of Jehovah burneth among them, and 
consumeth in the extremity of the camp. 

2 And the people cry unto Moses, and Mo¬ 
ses prayeth unto Jehovah, and tne fire is 
quenched; 3 and he calleth the name of that 
place Taberah, for the fire of Jehovah hath 
* burned’ among them. 

4 And the rabble who are in its midst have 
lusted greatly, and the eons of Israel also 
turn back and weep, and say, ‘Who doth 
give us flesh? 0 We have remembered the 
fish which we do eat in Egypt for nought, 
the cucumbers, and the melons, and the leeks, 
and the onions, and the garlick; fl and now 
our soul is dry, there is not adjrthing, save 
the manna, before our eyes.* 

7 And the manna is as coriander seed, and 
its aspect as the aspect of bdolach; 8 the 
people have turned aside and gathered it , 
and ground it with mill-stones, or beat it in a 
mortar, and boiled it in a pan, and made 
it cakes, and itd taste hath been as the taste 
of the moisture of oil. 9 And in the descend¬ 
ing of the dew on the camp by night, the 
manna descendeth upon it. 

10 And Moses heareth the people weeping 
by its families, each at the opening of his 
tent, and the anger of Jehovah Durneth 
exceedingly, and in the eyes of Moses it is 
evil. 

11 And Moses Baith unto Jehovah, ‘Why 
hast Thou done evil to Thy servant? and 
why have I not found grace in Thine eyes— 
to put the burden of all this people upon me? 
13 1—-have I conceived all this people? I—have 
I begotten it, that Thou sayestunto me, Carry 
it in thy bosom as the nursing father benreth 
the suckling, unto the ground which Thou 
hast sworn to its fathers? 13 Whence have I 
flesh to give to all this people? for they weep 
unto me, saying, Give to us flesh, and we 
eat. 14 1 am not able—I alone—to bear ali 
this people, for it is too heavy for me; 15 and 
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if thus Tliou art doing to me—slay me, I 
pray Thee; slay, if I have found grace in 
Thine eyes, and let me not look on mine 
affliction.* 

16 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Gather 
to Me seventy men of the elders of Israel, 
whom thou hast known that they are elders 
of the people, and its authorities; and thou 
hast taken them unto the tent of meeting, 
and they have stationed themselves there 
with thee, 17 and I have come down and 
spoken with thee there, and have kept back 
of the Spirit which is upon thee, and have 
put on them, and they have borne with thee 
some of the burden of the people, and thou 
dost not bear it thyself alone. 

18 ‘And unto the people thou dost say, 
Sanctify yourselves for to-morrow, and ye 
have eaten flesh (for ye have wept in the ears 
of Jehovah, saying. Who doth give us flesh? 
for we had good in Egypt) — and Jehovah 
hath given to you flesh, and ye have eaten, 
19 Ye do not eat one day, nor two days, nor 
five days, nor ten days, nor twenty days;— 
29 unto a month of days, till that it come out 
from your nostrils, and it hath become to you 
an abomination; because that ye have loatlied 
Jehovah, who is in your midst, and weep be¬ 
fore Him, saving, Why is this? — we nave 
come out of Egypt 1* 

21 And Moses saith, ‘Six hundred thousand 
footmen are the people in whose midst I am; 
and Thou, Thou hast said, Flesh I give to 
them, and they have eaten, a month of days! 
23 Is flock and herd slaughtered for them, that 
one hath found for them?—are all the fishes 
of the sea gathered for them—that one hath 
found for them?’ 

23 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 4 Is the 
hand of Jehovah become short? now thou 
dost see whether My word meeteth thee or 
not.’ 

24 And Moses goeth out, and speaketh unto 
the people the words of Jehovah, and ga- 
thereth seventy men of the elders of the 
people, and causeth them to stand round 
about the tent, 25 and Jehovah cometh down 
in the cloud, and speaketh unto him, and 
keepeth back of the Spirit which is on him, 
and putteth on the seventy men of the elders ; 
and it cometh to pass at the resting of the 
Spirit on them, that they prophesy, and do 
not cease. 

20 And two of the men are left in the camp, 
the name of the one is Eldad, and the name 
of the second Medad, and the Spirit resteth 
upon them, (and they are among those writ¬ 
ten, and have not gone out to the tent). and 
they prophesy in the camp; 27 and the young 
man runneth, and declareth to Moses, ana 
saith, ‘Eldad and Medad are prophesying in 
the camp.’ 

28 And Joshua son of Nun, minister of Moses, 
one of his young men, answereth and saith, 
‘My lord Moses, restrain them.’ 29 And Mo¬ 
ses saith to him, * Art thou zealous for me ? 
0 that all Jehovah’s people were prophets! 
that Jehovah would put His Spirit upon 
them! ’ 30 And Moses is gathered unto the 
camp, he and the elders of Israel. 

31 And a spirit hath journeyed from Jelio- 
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vali, and cutteth olf quails from the sea, aod 
leavetli by the camp, as a day’s journey 
here, and as a day’s journey there, round 
about the camp, and about two cubits, on 
the face of the land. 32 And the people rise 
all that day, and all the night, and all the 
day after, and gather the quails—he who 
hath least hath gathered ten homers — and 
they spread them out for themselves round 
about the camp. 

33 The flesh is yet between their teeth—it 
is not yet cut olf—and the anger of Jehovah 
hath burned among the people, and Jehovah 
smiteth among the people—a very great smit¬ 
ing ; 34 and one calleth the name of that place 
Kibroth-Hattaavah, for there they have 
buried the people who lust. 

^From Kibroth-Hattaavah have the people 
journeyed to Hazeroth, and they are in Haze- 
rotli. 

XII. 1 AND Miriam speaketh—Aaron also 
—against Moses concerning the circumstance 
of tne Cushite woman whom he had taken : 
for a Cushite woman he had taken ; - and they 
say, ‘ Only by Moses hath Jehovah spoken ? 
also by us bath he not spoken?’ and Jehovah 
heareth. 3 And the man Moses is very hum¬ 
ble, more than any of the men who are on 
the face of the ground. 

4 And Jehovah saith suddenly unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, and unto Miriam, ‘Come 
out ye three unto the tent of meeting;’ and 
they three come out. 

5 And Jehovah cometh down in the pillar 
of the cloud, and standeth at the openiug of 
the tent, and calleth Aaron and Miriam, and 
they come out both of them. 

9 And He saith, ‘Hear, I pray you, My 
words: If your prophet is of Jehovah — 
in an appearance unto him I make Myself 
known; in a dream I speak with him ; 7 not 
so My servant Moses; in all My house he 

stedfast; 8 mouth unto mouth I speak 
with him, and by an appearance, and not iu 
riddles ; and the form of Jehovah he behold- 
eth attentively; and wherefore have ye not 
been afraid to speak against My servant— 
against Moses ?’ 

9 And the anger of Jehovah burneth against 
them, and He goeth on, 10 and the cloud 
hath turned aside from off the tent, and lo, 
Miriam is leprous as snow; and Aaron turn- 
eth unto Miriam, and lo, leprous! 

11 And Aaron saith unto Moses, ‘0, my lord, 
I pray thee, lay not upon us sin in which we 
have been foolish, and in which we have 
sinned; 12 let her not, I pray thee, be as one 
dead, when in his coming out from the womb 
of his mother—the half of his flesh is con¬ 
sumed.’ 

13 And Moses crieth unto Jehovah, saying, 
4 0 God, I pray Thee, give, I pray Thee, lieal - 
ing to her.’ 

14 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 4 And 
her father had but spat in her face—is she 
not ashamed seven days? she is shut out 
seven days at the outside of the camp, and 
afterwards she is gathered.’ 

15 And Miriam is shut out at the outside of 
the camp seven days, and the people hath 
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not journeyed till Miriam is gathered; 18 and 
afterwards have the people journeyed from 
ilazeroth, and they encamp in the wilderness 
of Paran. 

XIII. *AND Jehovah speaketh unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 3 ‘ Send for thee men, and they 
spy the land of Canaan, which I am giving to 
tho sons of Israel; one man, one man for the 
tribe of his fathers ye do send, every one a 
prince among them.’ 

3 And Moses sendetli them from the wil¬ 
derness of Paran by the command of Jeho¬ 
vah ; all of them are men, heads of the sons 
of Israel they arc, 4 and these their names : 

For the tnbe of Reuben, Shammua son of 
Zaccur. 

I For the tribe of Simeon, Shapliat son of 
Hori. 

6 For the tribe of Judah, Caleb son of Je- 
phunneh. 

7 For the tribe of Issachar, Igal son of 
•Joseph. 

8 For the tribe of Ephraim, Oshea, son of 
Nun. 

y For the tribe of Benjamin, Palti son of 
llaphu. 

10 For the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel son of 
Sodi. 

II For the tribe of Joseph, (for the tribe of 
Manaaseh.) Gaddi son of Susi. 

13 For the tribe of Dan, Ammiel son of 
Gemalli. 

13 For the tribe of Asher, Sethur son of 
Michael. 

14 For the tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi son of 
Vopshi. 

18 For the tribe of Gad, Geuel son of 
Machi. 

10 These are the names of the men whom 
Moses hath sent to spy the land; and Moses 
calleth Hoshea son of Nujq, Jehoshua. 

17 And Moses sendeth them to spy the land 
of Canaan t and saith unto them, 1 Go ye up 
this wag into the south, and ye have gone 
up the mountain, 18 and have seen the land 
what it is, and the people which is dwelling 
on it. whether it is strong or feeble : whether 
it is few or many : 13 and what the land is in 
which it is dwelling, whether it is good or 
bad • and what are the cities in which it is 
dwelling, whether in camps or in fortresses ; 

30 And what the land is, whether it is fat or 
lean; whether there is wood in it or not: 
and ye have strengthened yourselves, and 
havo taken of the fruit of the land;’ and the 
days are days of the first-fruits of grapes. 

21 And they go up and spy the land, from 
the wilderness of Zin unto Rehob at the going 
in to Hamath; 82 and they go up by the south, 
and come in unto Hebron, ana there are 
Aliiman, Sheshai, and Talmai, children of 
Anak (and Hebron was built seven years 
before Zoan in Egypt), 23 and they come in j 
unto the brook of EshcoL, and cut down j 
thence a branch and one cluster of grapes, and ! 
they bear it on a staff by two, also some of 
the pomegranates, and of the figs. | 

24 That place hath one called Brook of Esh- 
col, because of the cluster which the sons of ‘ 
Israel cut from thence. j 
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28 And they turn back from spying the land 
at the end of forty days. 

20 And they go and come in unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, and unto all the company 
of the sons of Israel, unto the wilderness of 
Paran, to Kadesli; and they bring them and 
all the company back word, and shew them 
the fruit of the land. 27 And they recount 
to him, and say, ‘We came in unto the land 
whither thou hast sent us, and also it is flow¬ 
ing with milk and honey—and this is its 
fruit; 28 only, surely the people which is 
dwelling in the land is strong; and the cities 
are fenced, very great; and also children 
of Anak we have seen there. ‘-^Amalek is 
dwelling in the laud of the south, and the 
Hittite. and the Jebusite, and the Amorite 
is dwelling in the hill country, and the Ca- 
sea, and by the 

30 And Caleb stilleth the people concerning 
Moses, and saith, ‘ Let us certainly go up—and 
we have possessed it; for we are thoroughly 
able for it. * 

31 And the men who have gone up with him 
said, ‘We are not able to go up against 
the people, for it is stronger than we*’ 33 and 
they bring out an evil account of the land 
which they have spied unto the sons of Israel, 
saying, * The land into which we passed over 
to spy it, is a land eating up its inhabitants; 
and all the people whom we saw in its midst 
are men of stature; 33 and there we saw the 
Nephilim, sons of Anak, of the Nephilim; 
ana we are in onr own eyes as grasshoppers; 
and so we were in their eyes.’ 

XIV. J AND all the company lifteth uj 
and give forth their voice, and the people 
weep during that night; 2 and all the sons 
of Israel murmur against Moses, and against 
Aaron, and all the company say unto them, 
‘0 that we had died in the lahd of Egypt, 
or in this wilderness. 0 that we had died I 
3 and why is Jehovah bringing us in unto 
this land to fall by the sworn? our wives 
and our infants are become a prey; is it not 
good for us to turn back to Egypt?’ 4 And 
they say one unto another, ‘ Let us appoint a 
head, and turn back to Egypt.’ 

8 And Moses falleth—Aaron also—on their 
faces, before all the assembly of the company 
of the sons of Israel. 

0 And Joshua son of Nun, and Caleb son of 
Jephunneh, of those spying the land, have 
rent their garments, 7 and they speak unto 
all the company of the sons of Israel, saying, 
* The land into which we have passed over to 
spy it, is a very very good land; 8 if Jehovah 
hath delighted in us, then He hath brought 
us in unto this land, and hath given it to 
us, a land which is Mowing with milk and 
honey; 3 only, against Jehovah rebel not ye * 
and ye. fear not ye the people of the land, foi 
our bread they are; their defence hath turned 
aside from off them, and Jehovah is with us ; 
fear them not.’ 

10 And all the company say to stone them 
with stones, and the honour Of Jehovah hath 
appeared in the tent of meeting unto all the 
sons of Israel.

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u And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Until 
when doth this people despise Me ? and until 
when do they not believe in Me, for all the 
signs which I have done in its midst? 12 1 
smite it with pestilence, and dispossess it, 
and make thee become a nation greater and 
mightier than it.' 

13 And Moses saith unto Jehovah, ‘Then

15 * And Thou hast put to death this 
people as one man, and the nations who 
nave heard Thv fame have spoken, saying, 
lfl From Jehovah’s want of ability to bring in 
this people unto the land which He hath 
sworn to them—He doth slaughter them in 
the wilderness. 

17 ‘ A.nd now, let, I pray Thee, the power 
of my Lord be great, as Thou hast spoken, 
9aying: 18 Jehovah is slow to anger, and of 
great kindness; bearing away iniquity and 
transgression, and not entirely acquitting, 
charging iniquity of fathers on sons, on a 
third generation, and on a fourth ;— 19 forgive, 
i pray Thee, the iniquity of this people, ac- 
jording to the greatness of Thy kindness, and 
as Thou hast borne with this people from 
Egypt, even until now.’ 

® And Jehovah saith, *1 have forgiven, ac¬ 
cording to thy word ; 21 and yet, I live—and 
it is filled—the whole earth —with the honour 
of Jehovah; 23 for all the men who are seeing 
Myhonour, and My signs, which I have done 
in Egypt, and in the wilderness, and try Me 
these ten times, and have not hearkened to 
My voice— 23 they see not the land which I 
have sworn to tneir fathers, yea, none of 
those despising Me see it; 24 and My servant 
Caleb, because there hath been another spirit 
with mm. and he is fully after Me—I have 
brought him in unto the land whither he 
hath entered, and his seed doth possess it. 

25 ‘ And the Amalekite and tne Canaauitc 
are dwelling in the valley; to-morrow turu 
ye and journey for yourselves into the wilder¬ 
ness—tne way of the Red Sea.’ 

26 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, and 
unto Aaron, saying, 27 ‘Until when hath this 
evil company that which they are murmuring 
against Me? the murmurings of the son9 of 
Israel, which they are murmuring against Me, 
I have heard; 28 say unto them, I live—an 
affirmation of Jehovah—if, as ye have spokeu 
in Mine ears—so I do not to you; 29 in this 
wilderness do your carcases fall, even all your 
numbered ones, to all your number, from a 
son of twenty years and upward, who have 
murmured against Me ; 30 ye—ye come not in 
unto the land whieh 1 have lifted up My hand 
to cause you to tabernacle in it, except Caleb 
eon of Jephunneh, and Joshua son of Nun. 

31 ‘As to your infants—of whom ye have 
flaid, A spoil they arc become—I have even 


brought them in, and they have known the 
land which ye have kicked against; 32 as to 
you—your carcases do fall in this wilderness, 
53 and your sons are evil in the wilderness 
forty years, and have borne your whoredoms 
till your carcases are consumed in the wilder¬ 
ness; 34 by the number of the days in. which 
ye spied the land, forty days,—a day for a 
year, a day for a year—ye do bear your ini¬ 
quities, forty years, and ye have known my 
breaking off; "I am Jehovah, I have spoken; 
if I do not this to all this evil company who 
are meeting against me;—in this wilderness 
they are consumed, and there they die.’ 

36 And the meD whom Moses hath sent to 
spy the land, and they turn back aud cause 
all the company to murmur against him, by 
bringing out an evil account concerning the 
land, 37 even the men bringing out an evil 
account of the land die by the plague before 
Jehovah; 38 and Joshua son of Nun, and Caleb 
son of Jephunneh, have lived of those men 
who go to spy out the land. 

39 And Moses speaketh these words unto all 
the sons of Israel, and the people mourn ex¬ 
ceedingly, 40 and they rise early in the morn¬ 
ing, and go up unto the top of the mountain, 
saying ‘ Here we are , and we have come up 
unto the place which Jehovah hath spoken 
of, for we have sinned.* 

41 And Moses saith, ‘ Why is this ?—ye are 
transgressing the command of Jehovah, and 
it doth not prosper; 42 go not up, for Jehovah 
is not in your midst, and ye are not smitten 
before your enemies; 43 for the Amalekite and 
the Canaanite are there before you, and ye 
have fallen by the sword, because that ye 
have turned back from after Jehovah, and Je¬ 
hovah is not with you.’ 

44 And they presume to go up unto the top 
of the mountain, and the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah and Moses have not departed out 
of the midst of the camp. 

45 And the Amalekite and the Canaanite 
who are dwelling in that mountain come down 
and smite them, and beat them down—unto 
Hormah. 

i XV. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
sayin" 2 ‘ Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
thou nast said unto them, When ye come in 
unto the land of your dwellings, which I am 
giving to you, 3 then ye have prepared a fire- 
offering to Jehovah, a burnt-offeriDg, or a sac¬ 
rifice, at separating a vow or free-will-offer¬ 
ing, or in your appointed things, to make a 
sweet fragrance to Jehovah, out of the herd, 
or out of the flock. 

4 ‘And he who is bringing near his offering 
to Jehovah hath brought near a present of 
flour, a tenth deal, mixed with a fourth of 
| the nin of oil; 5 and wine for a libation, a 
] fourth of the hin thou dost prepare for the 
1 burnt-offering or for a sacrifice, for the one 
lamb; 6 or for a ram thou dost prepare a 
i present of flour, two-tenth deals, mixed with 
oil, a third of the bin; 7 and wine for a 
libatiou, a third part of the hin, thou dost 
bring near—a sweet fragrance to Jehovah. 

8 ‘ And when thou makest a son of the herd 
a burnt-offering or a sacrifice, at separating a 
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Laws concerning sacrifices. 

vow or peace-offerings to Jehovah 9 then he 
hath brought near for the son of the herd a 
present of flour, three-tenth deals ; mixed 
with oil, a half of the hin; 10 and wine thou 
bringest near for a libation, a half of the hin 
—a fire-offering of sweet fragrance to Jehovah; 
11 thus it is done for the one ox, or for the one 
ram, or for a lamb of the sheep or of the 
goats. 

12 ' According to the number that ye prepare, 
so ye do to each, according to their number; 
] 3 every native doth thus with these, at bring¬ 
ing near a fire-offering of sweet fragrance to 
Jehovah ; 14 and when a sojourner sojourneth 
with you, or whoso is in your midst to your 
generations, and he hath made a fire-offering 
of sweet fragrance to Jehovah, as ye do so 
he doth. 

10 ' One statute is for you of the congrega¬ 
tion and for the sojourner who is sojourning, 
a statute age-during to your generations: as 
ye are so is the sojourner before Jehovah; 
lB one law and one ordinance is to you and to 
the sojourner who is sojourning with you.’ 

17 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 18 ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them. In your coming in 
unto the land whither I am bringing you in, 
19 then it hath been, in your eating of the 
bread of the land, ye heave up a heave-offer- 
; ng to Jehovah; 20 the beginning of your 
dough a cake ye heave up—a heave-offering; 
as the heave-offering of a threshing-floor, 
so ye do heave it. 21 Of the beginning of 
your dough ye do give to Jehovah a heave¬ 
offering—to your generations. 

22 ‘And when ye err, and do not all these 
commands which Jehovah hath spoken unto 
Moses, 23 the whole that Jehovah hath charged 
upon you by the hand of Moses, from the 
day that Jehovah hath commanded, and 
henceforth, to your generations, 24 then it 
hath been, if from the eyes of the company 
it hath been done in ignorance, that all the 
company have prepared one bullock, a son of 
the nerd, for a du rut-offering, for sweet frag¬ 
rance to Jehovah, and its present, and its 
libation, according to the ordinance, and one 
kid of the goats for a sin-offering. 

25 ‘And the priest hath made atonement 
for all the company of the sons of Israel, 
and it hath been forgiven them, for it is 
ignorance, and they—they have brought in 
their offering, a fire-offering to Jehovah, 
even their sin-offering before Jehovah for their 
ignorance; 26 and it hath been forgiven to all 
the company of the sons of Israel, and to the 
sojourner who is sojourning in their midst; 
for to all the company it is done in ignorance. 

27 ‘And if one person sin in ignorance, then 
he hath brought near a she-goat, daughter of 
a year, for a sin-offering; 28 and the priest 
hath made atonement for the person who is 
erring, in his sinning in ignorance before Je¬ 
hovah. by making atonement for him, and it 
hath been forgiven him; 29 for the native 
among the sons of Israel, and for the so¬ 

journer who is sojourning in their midst — 
one law is to you, for him who is doing any¬ 
thing through ignorance 

80 * And the person who doth aught with a 
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high hand—of the native or of the sojourner 
—Jehovah he is reviling, and that person hath 
been cut off from the midst of Lis people; 
31 because the word of Jehovah he despised; 
and His command hath broken—that person 
is certainly cut off; his iniquity is on him.* 

32 And the sons of Israel are in the wilder¬ 
ness, and they find a man gathering wood on 
the sabbath-day. “ and those finding him 
gathering wood bring him near unto Moscb, 
and unto Aaron, and unto all the company, 
34 and they place him in ward, for it ts not 
explained wnat is to be done to him. 

“And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘The 
man is certainly put to death, all the com¬ 
pany stoning him with stones, at the outside 
of the camp.' 

39 And all the company bring him out unto 
the outside of the camp, and Btone him with 
stones, and he dieth, as Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded Moses. 

37 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 38 ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them, and they have 
made for themselves fringes on the skirts of 
their garments, to their generations, and 
they have put on the fringe of the skirt a 
ribbon of blue, 39 and it hath been to you for 
a fringe, and ye have seen it, and have re¬ 
membered all the commands of Jehovah, and 
have done them, and ye search not after 
your heart, and after your eyes, after which 
ye are going a-whoring; 40 so that ye remember 
and have done all Mv commands, and ye have 
been holy to your God: 41 1 am Jehovah your 
God, who hath brought you out from the 
land of Egypt to become your God; I, Je¬ 
hovah, am your God.’ 

XVI. 1 AND Korah, son of Izhar, son of 
Kohath, son of Levi, taketh both Dathan 
and Abiram sons of Eliab, and On son of Pe- 
Ieth, sons of Reuben, 2 and they rise up be¬ 
fore Moses, with men of the sons of Israel, 
two hundred and!fifty, princes of the company, 
called of the convention, men of name, 3 ana 
they are assembled against Moses and against 
Aaron, and say unto them, ‘Enough of you! 
for all the company—all of them are holy, 
and in their midst is Jehovah; and wherefore 
do ve lift yourselves up above the assembly 
of Jehovah?’ 

4 And Moses heareth, and falleth on his 
face, 6 and he speaketh unto Korah, and unto 
all his company, saying, * Morning!—and Je¬ 
hovah is knowing those who are his, and him 
who is holy, and hath brought near unto Him ; 
even him whom He doth fix on He bringeth 
ncai unto Him. 8 This do: take to your¬ 
selves censers, Koralu and all his company, 

7 and put in them fire, and put on them 

I icrfume, before Jehovah to-morrow, and it 
iath been, the man whom Jehovah chooseth. 
he is the holy one;—enough of you, sons of 
Levi.’ 

8 And Moses saith unto Korah, * Hear ye, I 
pray you, sons of Levi; 9 is it little ta you 
that the God of Israel hath separated you 
from the company of Israel to bring vou near 
unto Himself, to do the service of the taber¬ 
nacle of Jehovah, and to stand before the 
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company to serve them?— 10 yea, He doth 
bring thee near, and all thy brethren the sons 
of Levi with thee—and ye have sought also 
the priesthood! 11 Therefore, thou and all thy 
company who are met are against Jehovah; 
and Aaron, what is he, that ye murmur 
against him?’ 

12 And Moses sendeth to call for Dathan 
and for Abiram sons of Eliab, and they say, 
* We do not come up; 13 is it little that thou 
hast brought us up out of a land flowing with 
milk and honey to put us to death in a wil¬ 
derness that thou also certainly makest 
thyself prince over us? 14 Yea. unto a land 
flowing with milk and honey tnou hast not 
brought us in, nor dost thou give to us an in¬ 
heritance of field and vineyard; the eyes of 
these men dost thou pick out? we do not come 
up.’ 

18 And it is very displeasing to Moses, and 
he saith unto Jehovah, * Turn not Thou uoto 
their present; not one ass from them have 1 
taken, nor have I afflicted one of them.’ 

16 Arid Moses saith unto Korah, ‘ Thou and 
all thv company, be ye before Jehovah, tbou, 
and tnev, and Aaron, to-morrow; 17 and take 
ye each his censer, and ye have put on them 
perfume, and brought near before Jehovah, 
each his censer, two hundred and fifty cen- 
Bers; and thou and Aaron, each his censer.’ 

19 And they take each his censer, and put 
on them fire, and lay on them perfume, and 
they stand at the opening of the tent of meet¬ 
ing, with Moses and Aaron. 19 And Korah 
assembleth against them all the company 
unto the opening of the tent of meeting, and 
the honour of Jehovah is seen by all the com¬ 
pany. 

20 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, saying, 21 ‘ Be ye separated from 
the midst of this company, and I consume 
them in a moment;* 22 and they fall on their 
faces, and say, * God, God of the spirits of all 
flesh—the one man sinneth, and against all 
the company Thou art wroth! ’ 

23 Ana Jenovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 34 ‘Speak unto the coinuany, saying, Go 
ve up from round about the tabernacle of 
Koran, Dathan, and Abiram.’ 

25 And Moses riseth, and gocth unto Dathan 
and Abiram, and the elders of Israel go after 
him, 26 and lie speaketh unto the company, 
saying, ‘Turn aside, I pray you, from the 
tents of these wicked men, and come not 
against anything that they have, lest ye be 
consumed in all their sins.’ 

27 And they go up from the tabernacle of 
Korah, Dathan. and Abiram, from round 
about, and Dathan and Abiram have come 
out, standing at the opening of their tents, 
and their wives, and their sons, and their 
infants. 

M And Moses saith, 1 By this ye do know 
that Jehovah hath sent me to do all these 
works, that they are not from my own heart; 
2 “if according to the death of all men these 
die—or the charge of all men is charged upon 
them—Jehovah hath not sent me; 30 and if 
a strange tiling Jehovah do, and the ground 
bath opened her mouth and swallowed them, 
and all that they have, and they have gone 


down alive to Sheol—then ye have known 
that these men have despised Jehovah.’ 

31 And it cometh to pass at his finishing 
speaking all these words, that the ground 
which is under them cleaveth, 32 and tho 
earth openeth her mouth, and swalloweth 
them, and their houses, and all the men who 
are for Korah, and all the goods, 33 and they 
go down, they, and all that they have, alive 
to Sheol, and the earth closeth over them, 
and they perish from tbe midst of the assem¬ 
bly; 34 ana all Israel who are round about 
them have fled at their voice, for they said, 
* Lest the earth swallow us;’ ^ 5 and fire hath 
come out from Jehovah, and consumeth the 
two hundred and fifty men bringing near the 
perfume. 

86 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 37 ‘Sav unto Eleazar son of Aaron the 
pnest, and he lifteth up the censers from the 
midst of the burning, and the fire scatter 
thou yonder, for they have been hallowed, 
38 even the censers of these sinners against 
their own souls; and they have made them 
spread-out plates, a covering for the altar, for 
they have brought them near before Jehovah, 
and they are hallowed; and they are becomo 
a sign to the sons of Israel.* 

39 And Eleazar the priest taketh the bra¬ 
zen censers wnicb they who are burnt had 
brought near, and they spread them out, a 
covering for the altar— 40 a memorial to tho 
sons of Israel, so that a stranger who is not 
of the seed of Aaron doth not draw near to 
make a perfume before Jehovah, and i3 not 
as Koran, and as his company,—as Jebovah 
hath spoken by the hand of Moses to him. 

41 And all the company of the sons of Israel 
murmur, on the morrow, against Moses and 
against Aaron, saying. ‘Ye—ye have put to 
death the people of Jenovah.’ 

42 And it cometh to pass, in the company 
being assembled against M.oses and against 
Aaron, that they turn towards the tent of 
meeting, and lo, the cloud hath covered it. 
and the honour of Jehovah is seen ; 43 and 
Moses cometh—Aaron also—unto the front 
of the tent of meeting. 

44 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, "‘Get you up from the midst of this 
company, and I consume them in a moment 
and they fall on their faces, "and Moses 
saith unto Aaron, ‘ Take the censer, and put 
on it fire from off the altar, and place per¬ 
fume, and go, hasten unto the company, and 
make atonement for them, for the wrath hath 
gone out from the presence of Jehovah—the 
plague hath begun.’ 

47 And Aaron taketb as Moses hath spoken, 
and runneth unto the midst of the assem¬ 
bly, and lo, the plague hath begun among 
the people; and he giveth the perfume, ana 
rnaketh atonement for the people, 48 and 
standeth between the dead and the living, 
and the plague is restrained; 49 and those who 
die by the plague are fourteen thousand and 
seven hundred, apart from those who die for 
the matter of Korah; 80 and Aaron turneth 
back unto Moses, unto the opening of the tent 
of meeting, and the plague hath been re¬ 
strained. 
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XVII. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Mo¬ 
ses. savins. 2 1 Speak unto the sons of Israel, 
and take from tnem each a rod, for a father’s 
house, from all their princes, for the house of 
their fathers, twelve rods; the name of each 
thou dost write on his rod, 3 and Aaron’s 
name thou dost write on the tribe of Levi; 
for one rod is for the head of their fathers* 
house: 4 aud thou hast placed them in the 
tent of meeting, before the testimony, where 
I meet with you. 

5 ‘ And it hath come to pass, the man’s 
rod on whom I fix doth flourish, and I have 
caused to cease from off me the murmurings 
of the sons of Israel, which they are murmur¬ 
ing against you.’ 

8 And Moses speaketh unto the sons of 
Israel, and all their princes give unto him one 
rod for a prince, one rod for a prince, for their 
fathers’ house, twelve rods, and the rod of 
Aaron is in the midst of their rods; 7 aud 
Moses placeth the rods before Jehovah, in the 
tent of the testimony. 

8 And it cometh to pass, on tho morrow, 
that Moses goeth in unto the tent of the 
testimony, and lo, the rod of Aaron hath 
flourished for the house of Levi, and is bring¬ 
ing out flourishing. and doth blossom blos¬ 
soms, and doth produce almonds • 9 and Moses 
bringeth out all the rods from before Jehovah, 
unto all the Bons of Israel, and they look, and 
take each his rod. 

10 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Put 
back the rod of Aarou, before the testimony, 
for a charge, for a sign to the sons of rebel¬ 
lion, aud thou dost remove their murmurings 
from off me, aud they do not die; * 11 and 
Moses doth as Jehovah hath commanded 
him; so he hath done. 

12 And the sons of Israel speak unto Moses, 
saying, ‘ Lo, we have expired; we have per¬ 
ished,; we have all of us perished; 13 any 
who is at all drawing near unto the tabernacle 
of Jehovah dieth; have we not been consumed 
—to expire?’ 

XVtIL 1 AND Jehovah saith unto Aarou, 

‘ Thou, and tliy sons, and the house of thy 
father with thee, do bear the iniquity of the 
sanctuary ; aud thou, aud thy sons with thee, 
do bear the iniquity of your priesthood; 2 and 
also thy brethren, the tribe of Levi, the tribe 
of thy father, briug near with thee, and they 
aro joined unto thee, and serve thee, even 
thou and thy sons with thee, before the tent 
of the testimony. 

3 ‘ And they have kept thy charge, and the 
charge of all the tent; only, unto the vessels 
of the sanctuary and unto^ the altar they do 
not come near, aud they die not, either they 
or you; 4 and they have been joined unto thee, 
ana have kept the charge of the tent of meet¬ 
ing, for all the service of the tent; and a 
stranger doth not come near unto you; 5 aud 
ye have kept tlic charge of the sanctuary, 
and the charge of the altar, and there is no 
more wrath against the sons of Israel. 

6 ‘And I, lo, I have taken your brethren 
the Levites from the midst of the sons of 
Israel; to you a gift they are giveu by Je¬ 
hovah, to do the service of the tent of meet- 
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ing; 7 aud thou, aud thy sons with thee, do 
keep your priesthood, for everything of the 
altar, and within the vail, and ye have served; 
a service of gift I make your priesthood; 
and the stranger who is coming near is put 
to death.’ 

8 And Jehovah speaketh unto Aaron: 1 And 
I, lo, I have given to thee the charge of My 
heave-offerings, of all the hallowed things of 
the sous of Israel—to thee I have given them 
for the anointing, and to thy sons, by a sta¬ 
tute a^e-during. 9 This is thine of the most 
holy things, from the fire: all their offering, 
to all their present, and to all their sin-offer¬ 
ing, aud to all their guilt-offering, which 
they give back to Me, is most holy to thee, 
and. to thy sons; 10 iu the holy of holies thou 
dost eat it; every male doth eat it; holy it is 
to thee. 

11 * And this is thine: the heave-offering of 
their gift, to all the wave-offerings of the 
sons of Israel, to thee I have given them, 
and to thy sons, and to thy daughters with 
thee, by a statute age-during; every clean 
one in thy house doth eat it; 13 all the best of 
the oil, and all the best of the new wine, and 
wheat—their firsWnrite which they give to 
Jehovah—to thee I have given them. 

13 ‘The first-fruits of all that is in their 
land, which they bring in to Jehovah, are 
thine ; every clean one in thy house doth eat 
it; 14 every devoted thing in Israel is thine, 
16 every one opening a womb of all flesh which 
they bring near to Jehovah, among man and 
among beast, is thine; only, thou dost cer¬ 
tainly ransom the first-born of man, and the 
firstling of the unclean beast thou doBt ran¬ 
som. 

16 ‘And their ransomed ones from a son of 
a month, thou dost ransom with thy valua¬ 
tion, of silver, five shekels, by the shekel of 
the sanctuary, twenty geralis it is. 

17 * Ouly, the firstling of a cow, or the first¬ 
ling of a sheep, or the firstling of a goat, thou 
dost not ransom, holy they art: their blood 
thou dost sprinkle on the altar, and ’of their 
fat thou makest perfume, a nre-offeriug of 
sweet fragrance to Jehovah, 18 and their flesh 
is thine, as the breast of the wave-offering, 
and aB the right leg, it is thine; 19 all the 
heave-offerings of the holy things which the 
sons of Israel lift up to Jehovah I have 
given to thee and to thy sons, and to thy 
daughters with thee, by a statute age-during, 
a covenant of salt, age-during it is before 
Jehovah, to thee and to thy seed with thee.’ 

20 And Jehovah saith unto Aaron, ‘In 
their land thou dost not inherit, and a portion 
thou hast not in their midst: I am thy portion, 
and thine inheritance in the midst of the 
bods of Israel; 21 and to the sods of Levi, lo, 

I have given all the tenth in Israel for in¬ 
heritance in exchange for their service which 
they are serving—the service of the tent of 
meeting. 

23 ‘And the sons of Israel come no more 
near unto the teut of meeting, to bear sin, 
to die, 23 and the Levite3 have done the service 
of the tent of meeting, and they—they bear 
their iniquity ; a statute age-during to your 
geuorations, that iu the midst of tne eons of

Israel they have no inheritance; 24 but the 
tithe of the sons of Israel which they lift up 
to Jehovah, a heave-offering, I have given to 
the Levites for inheritance ; therefore I have 
said of them. In the midst of the sons of 
Israel they have no inheritance.’ 

25 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, sav¬ 
ing, 26 ‘And unto the Levites thou dost speak; 
and thou hast said unto them, When ye take 
from the sons of Israel the tithe which I have 
given to you from them, for your inheritance, 
then ye have lifted up from it the heave¬ 
offering of Jehovah, a tithe of the tithe: 
27 and your heave-offering hath been reckoned 
to you as corn from the threshing-floor, and 
as fulness from the wine-vat; 28 so ye do lift 
up—ye also—the heave-offering of Jehovah 
from all your tithes which ye receive from the 
sons of Israel; and ye have given from it the 
heave-offering of Jehovah to Aaron the priest; 
23 out of all your gifts ye do lift up the whole 
heave-offering of Jehovah ; out of all its fat, 
—its hallowed part—out of it. 

30 ‘ And thou hast said unto them, In your 
lifting up its fat out of it, then it hath been 
reckoned to the Levites, as increase of a 
threshing-floor, and as increase of a wine-vat; 
31 and ye have eaten it in every place, ye and 
your households, for it is your hire in exchange 
For your service in the tent of meeting; 32 ami 
ye bear no sin for it, in your lifting up its fat 
out of it, and the holy things of the sons of 
of Israel ye do not pollute, and ye die not.’ 

XIX. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, 2 ‘ This is a statute 
of the law which Jehovah hath commanded, 
saying, Speak unto the sons of Israel, and they 
bnn^ unto thee a red cow, a perfect one, in 
which there is no blemish, on which no yoke 
hath gone up; 3 and yc have given it unto 
Eleazar the priest, and he hath brought it out 
unto the outside of the camp, and hath slaugh¬ 
tered it before him. 

4 ‘And Eleazar the priest hath taken of its 
blood with his finger, and hath sprinkled 
over-against the front of the tent of meeting 
of her blood seven times; 5 and one hath burnt 
the cow before his eyes; her skin, and her 
flesh, and her blood, besides her dun^, he doth 
burn; 6 and the priest hath taken cedar wood, 
and hyssop, and scarlet, and hath cast unto 
the midst of the burning of the cow; 7 and the 
riest hath washed his garments, and hath 
athed his flesh with water, and afterwards 
doth come in unto the camp, and the priest 
is unclean till the evening; 8 and he who is 
burning it doth wash his garments with water, 
and hath bathed his flesh with water, and is 
unclean till the evening. 

9 ‘ And a clean man hath gathered the ashes 
of the cow, and hath placed at the out¬ 
side of the camp, in a clean place, and it hath 
become to the company of the sons of Israel a 
charge for waters of separation—it is a clean¬ 
sing ' 10 and he who is gathering the ashes of 
the heifer hath washed his garments, and is 
unclean till the evening; and it hath been to 
the sons of Israel, and to the sojourner who is 
sojourning in their midst, for a statute age- 
during. 


11 ‘ He who is coming against the dead body 
of any man—is unclean seven days; 12 he doth 
cleanse himself for it on the third day, and od 
the seventh day he is clean ; and if he cleanse 
not himself od the third day, then on the 
seventh day he is not clean. L Any one who 
is coming against the dead, against the body 
of man who dieth, and cleanseth not himself 
—the tabernacle of Jehovah he hath defiled, 
and that person hath been cut off from Israel, 
for water of separation is not sprinkled upon 
him; he is unclean; his uncleanness is still 
upon him. 

14 ‘This is the law, when a man dieth in a 
tent: every one who is coming in uuto the 
tent, and all that is in the tent, is unclean 
seven days; 15 and every open vessel which 
hath no covering of thread upon it is unclean. 

16 * And every one who cometh, on the face 
of the field, against the pierced of a sword, 
or against the dead, or against a bone of 
man, or against a grave, is unclean seven 
days; 17 and they have ~aken for the unclean 
person of the ashes of the burning of the 
cleansing , and he hath put upon it running 
water unto a vessel; 18 and a clean person 
bath taken hyssop, and hath dipped it in 
water, and hath sprinkled on the tent, and 
on all the vessels, and on the persons who 
have been there, and on him who is com¬ 
ing against a bone, or against one pierced, or 
against the dead, or against a grave. 

10 ‘And the clean hath sprinkled it on the 
unclean on the third day, and on the seventh 
day, and hath cleansed him on the seventh 
day, and he hath washed his garments, and 
hath bathed with water, and hath been clean 
in the evening. 

20 ‘And the man who is UDclean, and doth 
not cleanse himself, even that persoD hath 
been cut off from the midst of the assembly; 
for the aanetuary of Jehovah he hath defiled; 
water of separation is not sprinkled upon him; 
he is unelean. 

21 ‘And it hath been to them for a statute 
age-during, that he who is sprinkling the 
water of separation doth wash his garments, 
and he who is coming against the water of 
separation is unclean till the evening, 22 and 
all against which the unclean person cometh 
is unclean, and the person who is coming 
against it is unclean till the evening.’ 

XX. *AND the sons of Israel come in, 
—all the company—to the wilderness of ZiD, 
ill the first month, and the people abide 
in Kadesh, and Miriam dieth there, and is 
buried there. 

2 And there hath been no water for the 
company, and they are assembled against 
Moses, and against Aaron, 3 and the people 
strive with Moses, and speak, saying, ‘And 
oh that we had expired when out brethren 
expired before Jebovali! 4 and why have ye 
brought in the assembly of Jehovah unto 
this wilderness to die there, we and our 
beasts? 5 and why hast thou brought us up 
out of Egypt to bring us in unto this evil 
place? no place of seed, and fig, and vine, 
and pomegranate; and water there is none to 
drink. 
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Water miraculously supplied . xx. 6.—NUMBERS.—xxi. 15. 7 he brazen strpmL 


# And MoBea aud Aarou go in from the 
presence of the assembly unto the opening 
of the tent of meeting, and fall on their 
faces, and the honour of Jehovah is seen by 
them. 

7 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 8 ‘Take the roa, and assemble the com¬ 
pany, thou and Aaron thy brother; and ye 
lave spoken unto the rock before their eyes, 
and it hath given its water, and thou hast 
brought out to /them water from the rock, 
and hast watered the company, and their 
beasts.' 

fl And Moses taketh the rod from before 
Jehovah, as He hath commanded him, 10 and 
Moses and Aaron assemble the assembly 
unto the front of the rock, and he saith to 
them, 4 Hear, I pray you, 0 rebels, from this 
rock do we bring out to you water?’ 11 and 
Moses lifteth up his hand, and smiteth the 
rock with his rod twice; and much water 
cometh out, and the company drink, also 
their beasts. 

12 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, and unto 
Aaron, 4 Because ye have not believed in Me 
to sanctify Me before the eyes of the sons 
of Israel, therefore ye do not bring in this 
assembly unto the land which I have given 
to them.’ 

13 These are waters of Meribali, because 
the sons of Israel have 1 striven’ with Jehovah, 
and He is sanctified upon them. 

14 And Moses sendetn messengers from Ka- 
desh unto the king of Edom, ‘Thus said thv 
brother Israel, Thou—thou hast known all 
the travail which hath found us; u that our 
fathers go down to Egypt, and we dwell in 
Egypt many days, ana the Egyptians do evil 
to us and to our fathers; 10 and we cry unto 
Jehovah, and He heareth our voice, ana send- 
eth a messenger, and is bringing us out of 
Egypt; and lo. we are in Kadesh, a city in the 
extremity of tny border. 17 Let us pass over, 
we pray thee, through thy land; we pass not 
over through a field, or through a vineyard, 
nor do we drink waters of a well; the way 
of the king we go, we turn not aside—right or 
left—till that we pass over thy border.* 

19 And Edom Baith unto him, ‘Thou dost 
not pasB over through me, lest with sword I 
come out to meet thee.’ 

15 And the sons of Israel say unto him, 4 In 
the highway we go, and if of thy waters we 
drink —I and my cattle—then I have given 
their price; only {it is nothing) on my Feet 1 
pass over.' 

20 And he saith, ‘Thou dost not pass over:’ 
and Edom cometh out to meet him with much 
people, and with a strong hand; 51 and Edom 
refuseth to suffer Israel to pass over through 
his border, and Israel turneth aside from off 
him. 

72 And the sons of Israel, the whole com¬ 
pany, journey from Kadesh, and come in unto 
mount Hor, 23 and Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses and unto Aaron in mount Hor, on the 
border of the land of Edom, saying, 44 ‘ Aaron 
is gathered unto his people, for he doth not 
go in unto the land which I have given to the 
sons of Israel, because that ye provoked My 
mouth at the waters of Meribah. 
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25 'Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, and 
cause them to go up mount Hor, 20 and strip 
Aaron of his garments, and thou hast clothed 
with them Eleazar his son, and Aaron is ga¬ 
thered, and doth die there.’ 

27 And Moses doth as Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded, and they go up unto mount Hor 
before the eyes of all the company, 29 and 
Moses strippeth Aaron of his garments, and 
clotheth witn them Eleazar his son, and Aaron 
dieth there on the top of the mount; and 
Moses cometh down—Eleazar also—from the 
mount, 29 and all the company see that Aaron 
hath expired, and they bewail Aaron thirty 
days—all the house of Israel. 

XXI. 1 ANT) the (Janaanite—king Arad— 
dwelling in the south, heareth that Israel 
hath come the way of the Atharim, and he 
fighteth against Israel, and taketh some of 
them captive. 

2 And Israel voweth a vow to Jehovah, and 
saith, 4 If Thou dost certainly give this people 
into my hand, then I have devoted their 
cities; ’ 3 and Jehovah hearkeneth to the voice 
of Israel, and giveth up the Canaanite, and 
he devoteth them and their citieB, and calleth 
the uame of the place Hormah. 

4 And they journey from mount Hor, the 
way of the Red Sea, to compass the land of 
Edom, and the soul of the people is short in 
the way, B and the people speak against God, 
and against Moses, 4 Why hast thou brought 
us up out of Egypt to die in a wilderness? for 
there is no bread, and there is no water, and 
our soul hath been weary of this light bread.' 

0 And Jehovah sendeth among the people 
the burning serpents, and they bite ftie 
people, and much people of Israel die; 7 and 
the people come in unto Moses and say, ‘ We 
have sinned, for we have spoken against Je¬ 
hovah, and against thee; pray unto Jehovah, 
and He doth turn aside from us the serpent;’ 
and Moses prayeth in behalf of the people. 

9 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Make 
for thee a burning serpent, and set it on an 
ensign; and it hath been, every one who iB 
bitten and hath seen it—he hath lived. 

0 And Moses maketh a serpent of brass, 
and setteth it on the ensign, and it hath been, 
if the serpent hath bitten any man, and he 
hath looked expectingly unto the serpent of 
brass—he hath lived. 

10 And the boob of Israel journey, and en¬ 
camp in Oboth. 

11 And they journey from Oboth, and en¬ 
camp in ije-Abarim, in the wilderness that is 
on the front of Moab, at the rising of the sun. 

15 From thence they have journeyed, and 
encamp in the valley of Zarcd. 

18 From thence they have iourneyed, and 
encamp beyond Arnon, which is in the wil¬ 
derness which is coming out of the border of 
the Amorite, for Arnon is the border of Moab, 
between Moab and the Amorite; 14 therefore 
it is said in a book, ‘The wars of Jehovah,’-- 

‘ Waheb in Suphab. 

And the brooks of Arnon; 

15 And the spring of the brooltB, 

Which turned aside to the dwelling of Ar 

And hath leaned to the bordor of Moab.* 



Israel smileth the Amoriles. xxi. 16.—NUMBERS.—xxn. 20. Balak sendeth to Balaam. 


10 And from thence they journeyed to Beer: 
it is the well concerning which Jehovah saia 
to Moses, * Gather the people, and I give to 
them—water/ 

17 Then singeth Israel this song, concerning 
the well—they have answered to it: 

13 ‘A well—digged it have princes, 

Prepared it have nobles of the people, 
With the lawgiver, with their staves.’ 

And from the wilderness they journeyed 
to Mattanah, 19 and from Mattanah to Naha- 
liel, and from Nahaliel to Bamoth, 20 and 
from Bamoth in the valley which is in the 
field of Moab to the top of Pisgah, which 
hath looked on the front of the wilderness. 

21 And Israel sendeth messengers unto Si- 
hon king of the Amorite, saying, 22 * Let me 
pass through thy land, we do not turn aside 
into a field, or into a vineyard, we do not 
drink waters of a well; in the king’s way we 
go, till that we pass over thy border.’ 

23 And Sihon hath not suffered Israel to pass 
til rough his border, and Sihon gatkereth all 
his people, and cometh out to meet Israel 
into the wilderness, and cometh in to Jahaz, 
and fighteth against Israel. 

24 And Israel smiteth him by the mouth of 
the sword, and possesseth his land from Ar- 
non unto Jabbok—unto the sons of Ammon ; 
for the border of the sons of Ammon is 
strong. 

25 And Israel taketli all these cities, and 
Israel dwelleth in all the cities of the Amo- 
rite, in Heshbon, and in all its villages; 26 for 
Heshbon is a city of Sihon king of the Amo¬ 
rite, and he hath fought against the former 
king of Moab, and taketh all his land out of 
his hand, untoArnon; 27 therefore those using 
similes say— 

* Enter ye Heshbon, 

Let the city of Sihon be built and ready, 

26 For fire hath gone out from Heshbon, 

A flame from the city of Sihon, 

It hath consumed Ar of Moab, 

Owners of the high places of Arnon, 

29 Wo to thee, 0 Moab, 

Thou hast perished, 0 people of Chcmosh, 
He hath given his eons who escape— 

Also his daughters— 

into captivity, to a king of the Amorite— 
Sihon I 

10 And we shoot them, 

Perished hath Heshbou unto Dibon, 

And we make desolate unto Nophah, 
Which is unto Medeba, ’ 

31 And Israel dwelleth in the land of the 
Amorite, 32 and Moses sendeth to spy out 
Jaazer, and they capture its villages, aud 
dispossess the Amorite who is there, 33 and 
tiirn and go up the way of Bashan, and Og 
kiug of Basliau cometh out to meet them, he 
and all his people, to battle, at Edrei. 

34 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ’Fear 
him not, for into thy hand I have given him, 
and all his people, aud his laud, and thou 
hast done to lum as thou hast done to Si¬ 
hon king of the Amorite, who is dwelliug in 
Heshbon.’ 

35 And they smite him, and his sons, and I 
all his people, until he hath not left to him 
a remnant, and they possess his land. J 


XXII. 1 ANU the sons of Israel journey 
and encamp in the plains of Moab, beyona 
the Jordan, by Jericho. 

2 And Balak son of Zippor seeth all that 
Israel hath done to the Amorite, 3 and Moab 
is exceedingly afraid of the presence of the 

eople, for it is numerous; and Moab is vexed 

V the presence of the sons of Israel, 4 and 
Moab saith unto the elders of Midian, ‘ Now 
doth the assembly lick up all that is round 
about us, as the ox licketh up the green thing 
of the field.’ 

And Balak son of Zippor is king of Moab 
at that time, 6 and he sendeth messengers 
unto Balaam son of Beor, to Pethor, which 
is by the River of the land of the sons of his 
people, to call for him, saying, * Lo. a people 
hatn come out of Egypt- lo, it hatn covered 
the eye of the land, and it is abiding over- 
against me; 6 and now, come, I pray thee, 
curse for me this people, for it is mightier 
than I; it may be I prevail—we smite it— 
and I cast it out from the land; for I havfl 
known—that which thou blessest is blessed, 
and that which thou cursest is cursed.’ 

7 And the elders of Moab and the elders of 
Midian go, and divinations in their hand, 
and they come in unto Balaam, and speak 
unto him the words of Balak, 0 and he saith 
unto them, * Lodge here to-night, and I have 
brought you back word, as Jehovah speaketh 
unto me; ’ and the princes of Moab abide 
with Balaam. 

9 And God cometh in unto Balaam, and 
saith, ‘Who are these men with thee?’ 

10 And Balaam saith unto God, ‘Balak, 
son of Zippor, king of Moab, hath sent unto 
me: 11 Lo, the people that is coming out from 
Egypt and covereth the eye of the land,— 
now come, pierce it for me; it may be I am 
able to light against it, and have cast it out;’ 
12 and God saith unto Balaam, ‘Thou dost 
not go with them ; thou dost not curse the 
people; for it is blessed.’ 

13 And Balaam riseth in the morning, and 
saith unto the princes of Balak, ‘ Go unto 
your land, for Jehovah is refusing to suffer 
me to go with you;’ 14 and the princes of 
Moab rise, and come in unto Balak, and say, 
‘Balaam is refusing to come with us.’ 

15 And Balak addeth yet to send princes, 
more numerous and honoured than these, 

16 and they come in unto Balaam, and say to 
him, ‘ Thus said Balak son of Zippor, Be not, 
I pray thee, withheld from coming unto me, 

17 for very greatly I honour thee, and all that 
thou sayest unto me I do; and come, I pray 
thee, pierce for me this people.’ 

18 And Balaam answeretn and saith unto 
the servants of Balak, * If Balak doth give to 
me the fulness of his house of silver and gold, 
I am not able to pass over the command ol 
Jehovah my God, to do a little or a great 
thing; 19 aud, now, abide, I pray yon, in this 
place , you also, to-night; and I know what 
Jehovah is adding to speak with me.’ 

20 And God cometh in unto Balaam, by 
night, and saith to him, 1 If to call for thee 
the men have come, rise, go with them, and 
only the thing which 1 speak unto thee—it 
thou dost do.’ 
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21 And Balaam risctli in the morning, and 
saddleth hia ass, and goeth with the princes 
of Moab, " and the anger of God burneth be¬ 
cause he is going, and a messenger of Jehovah 
statioueth himself in the way for an adver¬ 
sary to him, and he is riding on his asa, and 
two of his servants are with him, 23 and the ass 
seeth the messenger of Jehovah standing in 
the way, and his drawn sword in his hand, 
and the ass turneth aside out of the way, ana 
goeth into a field, and Balaam smiteth the 
ass to turn it aside into the way. 

24 And the messenger of Jehovah staudetli 
in a narrow path of the vineyards—a wall on 
this side and a wall on that— 20 and the ass 
seeth the messenger of Jehovah, and is pressed 
unto the wall, and presseth Balaam’s foot un¬ 
to the wall, and he addeth to smite her; 36 and 
the messenger of Jehovah addeth to pass over, 
and standeth in a strait place where there is 
no way to turn aside—right or left — 77 aud the 
ass seeth the messenger of Jehovah, and 
croucheth under Balaam, and the auger of 
Balaam burneth, aud he smiteth the ass with 
a staff. 

28 And Jehovah opencth the mouth of the 
ass, and she saith to Balaam, ‘What have I 
doue to thee that thou hast smitten me these 
three times?’ 29 and Balaam saith to the ass, 

1 Because thou hast rolled thyself against me; 
nil that there were a sword in my hand, for 
now I had slain thee;’ 30 and the ass saith 
unto Balaam, * i^n not I thine ass, upon 
which thou hast ridden since I was thine unto 
this day? have I at all been accustomed to 
do to thee thus ?’ and he saith, ‘No.’ 

31 Aud Jehovah imcovereth the eyes of Ba¬ 
laam, and he seeeth the messenger of Jehovah 
standing in the way, and his drawn sword in 
his hand, and he boweth and doth obeisance, 
to his face: 32 and the messenger of Jehovah 
saith unto nim, * Wherefore hast thou smitten 
thine ass these three times? lo, I—I have 
come out for au adversary, for thy way hath 
been perverse before me, 33 and the ass seeth 
me, and turneth aside at my presence these 
three times; unless she had turned aside from 
my presence, surely now also, thee I had slain, 
and her kept alive.’ 

34 And Balaam saith unto the messenger of 
Jehovah, ‘I have sinned, for I did not know 
that thou art standing to meet me in the way; 
and now, if evil iu thiue eyes—I turn back by 
myself.’ 

35 Aud the messeuger of Jehovah saith uuto 
Balaam, ‘ Go with the men; and only the 
word which I speak unto thee—it thou dost 
speak aud Balaam goeth with the princes of 
Balak. 

3(5 And Balak heareth that Balaam hath 
come, and goeth out to meet him, unto a city 
of Moab, which is ou the border of Arnon, 
which is in the extremity of the border; 
37 aud Balak saith unto Balaam, * Did I not 
diligently sent unto thee to call for thee? why 
didst thou not come unto me? am I uot truly 
able to honour thee?’ 

38 And Balaam saith unto Balak, ‘Lo, I have 
come uuto thee; now—am I at all able to 
speak anything? the word which God eetteth 
in my mouth—it I do speak.’ 

108 


39 And Balaam goeth with Balak, and they 
come to Kirjath-Huzotk, 40 and Balak sacn- 
ficeth oxen and sheep, and sendeth to Balaam, 
aud to the princes wno ari With him’; 41 ana 
it cometh to pass in the morning, that Balak 
taketh Balaam, and causeth him to go up the 
high places of Baal, and he seeth from thenci 
the extremity of the people.

skeweth me—I have declared to theeand 
he goeth to a high place. 

4 And God cometh unto Balaam, and ha 
saith unto Him, ‘The seven altars I have 
arranged, and I offer a bullock and a ram ou 
the altar!:’ 5 and Jehovah putteth a word in 
the mouth of Balaam, and saith, ‘Turnback 
unto Balak, and thus thou dost speak.’ 

a And he turneth back unto him, and lo. 
he is standing by his burnt-offering, he and 
all the princes of Moab. 

7 And he taketh up his simile, and saith : 

‘ From Aram he (loth lead me 

Balak king of Moab; 

From mountains of the east; 

Come—curse for me Jacob, 

And come—be indignant with Israel. 

8 What—do I pierce ?— 

God hath not pierced! 

And what—am I indignant?— 

Jehovah hath not been indignant! 

For from the top of rocks I see it, 

And from heights I behold it:

10 Who hath counted the dust of Jacob,

11 And Balak saith unto Balaam, ‘What 
hast thou done to me? to pierce mine enemies 
I have taken thee—and lo, thou hast cer¬

—it do I not take heed to speak?' 

13 And Balak saith unto him, * Come, 1 pray 
thee, with me unto another place, whence 
thou dost see it, only its extremity thou dost 
see, aud all of it thou dost uot see, aud 
pierce it for me thence 14 and he taketh him 
to the field of Zophim, unto the top of Pis- 
gah, and buildeth seven altars, and offereth a 
bullock aud a ram on the altar.

S ierce it at all, nor bless it at all;’ 26 and 
Balaam answereth and saith unto Balak, 
‘Have I not spoken unto thee, saying, All 
that Jehovah speaketh—it I do V 
27 And Balak saith unto Balaam, ‘Come, I 
pray thee, I take thee unto another place ; it 
may be it is right in the eyes of God—to 
pierce it for me from thence.’ 

23 And Balak taketh Balaam to the top of 
Feor, which is looking on the front of the 
wilderness, 29 and Balaam saith unto Balak, 
‘ Build for me in this place seven altars, and 
make ready for me in this place seven bul¬ 
locks and seven rams ;’ 30 and Balak doth as 
Balaam said, and he offereth a bullock and a 
ram on an altar. 

XXIV. iAND Balaam seeth that it is good 
in the eyes of Jehovah to bless Israel, and 
he hath not gone as time by time to meet 
enchantments, and he settetn towards the 
wilderness his face; 2 and Balaam lifteth up 
his eyes, and seeth Israel tabernacling, by its 
tribes and the Spirit of God is upon him, 
3 and he taketh up his simile, and saith :

And with his arrows he smiteth, 

• He hath bent, he hath lain down as a lion, 
And as a lioness: who doth raise him up?

And he who is cursing thee is cursed.’ 

10 And the anger of Balak burn eth against 
Balaam, and he striketh his hands ; and Balak 
saith unto Balaam, ‘To pierce mine enemies 
I called thee, and lo, thou hast certainly 
blessed—these three rimes; 11 and now, flee 
for thyself unto thy place; I have said, I do 
greatly honour thee, and lo, Jehovah hath 
kept thee back from honour.’ 

u And Balaam saith unto Balak, ‘Dicl I 
not also unto thy messengers whom thou hast 
sent unto me, speak, saying, 13 If Balak doth 
give to me the fulness of tis house of silver 
and gold, I am not able to pass over the com¬ 
mand of Jehovah, to do good or evil of mine 
own heart—that which Jehovah speaketh— 
it I speak ? 14 and, now, lo, I am going to 
my people; come, I counsel thee conceminu 
that which this people doth to thy people, 
iu the latter end of the days.’ 

15 And he taketh up his simile, and saith:

And Seir hath been a possession, for its 
enemies, 

And Israel is doing valiantly; 

19 And one doth rule out of Jacob, 

And hath destroyed a remnant from At.’ 

20 And he seeth Amalek, and taketh up his 
simile, and saith: 

‘ A beginning of the Goyim is Amalek; 

And liis latter end—for ever he perisheth.’ 

21 And he Beeth the Kenite, and takctli up 
his simile, and saith: 

‘ Enduring w thy dwelling, 

And setting in a rock thy nest, 

22 But the Kenite is for a burning; 

Till when doth Asshur keep thee captive ?’ 
23 And he taketh up his simile, and saith: 
‘Alas! who doth live when God doth this? 
24 And—ships are from the side of Chittim, 
And they have humbled Assbur, 

And they have humbled Eber, 

And it also for ever is perishing.’ 

25 And Balaam riseth, and goeth, and turn- 
eth back to his place, and Balak also hath 
gone on his way. 

XXV. *AND Israel dwelleth in Shittim, 
and the people begin to go a-whoring unto 
daughters of Moab, 2 and they call for the 
people to the sacrifices of their gods, and 
the people eat, and bow themselves to their 
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coda, 3 and Israel is joined to Baal-l'eor, and 
tlie anger of Jehovah bumeth against Israel. 

* And Jehovah saith unto Moses, ‘Take all

son of Eleazar, son of Aaron, the priest, 
aeeth, and riseth from the midst of the com¬ 
pany, and taketh a javelin in his hand, 8 and 
goeth in after the man of Israel unto the 
hollow place, and pierceth them both, the 
man of Israel and the woman—unto her belly, 
and tbe plague is restrained from the sons of 
Israel; 9 and the dead by the plague are four 
and twenty thousand.

1S ‘Therefore say, Lo, I am giving to him 
My covenant of peace, u and it hath been to 
him and to his seed after him a covenant of 
a priesthood age-during, because that he hath 
been zealous for his God, and doth make 
atonement for the sons of Israel.’ 

14 And the name of the man of Israel who 
is smitten, who hath been smitten with the 
Midianitess, w Zimri son of Salu, prince of 
the house of a father of the Simeonite ; 19 and 
the name of the woman who is smitten, the 
Midianitess, is Cozbi daughter of Zur, head of 
a people—of the house of a father in Midian 

he. 

19 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 17 ‘Distress the Midianites, and ye have 
smitten them, 10 for they are adversaries to 
you with their frauds, with which they have 
acted fraudulently to you, concerning the 
matter of Peor, and concerning the matter of 
Cozbi, daughter of a prince of Median, their 
Bister, who is smitten m the day of the plague 
for the matter of Peor.' 

XXVL 1 AND it cometh to pass, after the 
plague, that Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, 
and unto Eleazar Bon of Aaron the priest,

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have no brethren, then ye have given his 
inheritance to his relation who is near unto 
him oE his family, and he hath possessed it;’ 
and it hath been to the sons of Israel for a 
statute of judgment, as Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded Moses.

37 their present, and their libations, for the 
bullock, for the ram, and for the lambs, 
in their number, according to the ordinance; 

38 and one goat, a sin-offering; apart from the 
continual burnt-offering, ana its present, and 
its libation. 

39 1 These ye prepare to Jehovah in your ap¬ 
pointed seasons, apart from your vows, and 
your free-will offerings, for your burnt-offer¬ 
ings, and for your presents, and for your lib¬ 
ations, aud for your peace-offerings.’ 

40 And Moses saith unto the sous of Israel 
according to all that Jehovah hath com 
manded Moses. 

XXX. 1 AND Moses speaketh unto tho 
heads of the tnbes of the sons of Israel, say¬ 
ing, ‘This is the thing which Jehovah hath 
commanded:

6 ‘And if she he at all to a husband, and 
her vows are on her, or a wrongful utterance 
on her lips, which she hath bound on her 
soul, 7 and her husband hath heard, and in 
the day of his hearing he hath kept silent

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at her, then have her vows been established, 
and her bonds which Bhe hath bound on her 
soul are established. 

8 'And if in the day of her husband’s hear¬ 
ing he disalloweth her, then he hath broken 
her vow which is on her, and the wrongful 
utterauce of her lips which she hath bound 
on her soul, and Jehovah is propitious to her. 

8 ‘As to the vow of a widow or cast-out 
woman, all that she hath bound on her soul 
is established on her. 

10 4 And if in the house of her husband she 
bath vowed, or hath bound a bond on her 
soul with an oath, 11 and her husband hath 
heard, and hath kept silent at her—he hath 
not djsallowed her—then have all her vows 
been established, and every bond which she 
hath bound on her soul is established. 

12 'And if her husband doth certainly break 
them in the day of his hearing, none of the 
out-going of her lips concerning her vows, or 
concerning the bond of her soul, is esta¬ 
blished—her husband hath broken them— 
and Jehovah is propitious to her. 

13 ‘Every vow and every oath—a bond to 
aumble a soul—her husband doth establish it, 
or her husband doth break it; 14 and if her 
husband certainly keep silent at her, from 
day unto day, then he hath established all 
her vows, or all her bonds which are upon 
her; he hath established them, for he hath 
kept silent at her in the day cf his hearing ; 
15 and if he doth at all break them after his 
hearing, then he hath borne her iniquity.’ 

lfl These are the statutes which Jehovah 
hath commanded Moses between a man and 
his wife, between a father and his daughter, 
in her youth, in the house of her father.

Eleazar the priest, and Joshua son of Nun, 
18 and one pnnee—one prinee—for a tribe ye 
do take to give the land by inheritance. 

19 ‘And these are the names of the men» 
of the tribe of Judah, Caleb sou of Jephun- 
neb ; 20 and of the tribe of the sons of Simeon, 
Sbemuel son of Aminihud ; 21 of the tribe of 
Benjamin, Elidad son of Chislon ; 22 and of 
the tribe of the sons of Dan, the prince Bukki 
son of Jogli; 23 of the sons of Joseph, of the 
tribe of the sons of Manasseh, the priDce 
Hanniel son of Ephod • 24 and of the tribe of 
the sons of Ephraim, tne prince Kemuel son 
of Shiphtan; and of the tribe of the sons of 
Zebulun, the prince Elizaphan son of Par- 
nach ; 26 and of the tribe of the sons of Issa- 
char, the prince Paltiel son of Azzan; 27 and 
of the tribe of the sons of Asher, the prince 
Ahihud son of Shelomi ; 29 and of the tribe of 
the sons of Naphtali, the prince Pedahel son 
of Ammih nrL 1 

29 These are those whom Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded to give the sons of Israel inheritance 
in the land of Canaan. 

XXXV. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto 
Moses, in the plains of Moab, by Jordan, 
near Jericho, saying, 2 4 Command tiie sons of 
Israel, and they have given to the Levites of 
the inheritance of their possession cities to 
inhabit: also a suburb for the cities round 
about them ye do give to the Levites. 3 And 
the cities have been to them to inhabit, aucl 
their suburbs are for their cattle, and for 
their goods, and for all their beasts. 

4 4 And the suburbs of the cities which ye 
give to the Levites are, from the wall of the 
city and without, a thousand cubits round 
about. 5 And ye have measured from the 
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outside of the city, the east quarter, two 
thousand by the cubit, and the south quarter, 
two thousand by the cubit, and the west 
quarter, two thousand by the cubit, and the 
north quarter, two thousand by the cubit; 
and the city is in the midst; this is to them 
the suburbs of the cities. 

6 * And the cities which ye give to the Le- 
vites are the six cities of refuge, which ye 
give for the fleeing thither of the man-slayer, 
and besides them ye give forty and two cities ; 
7 all the cities which ye give to the Levites 
are forty and eight cities, them and their 
suburbs. 8 A ud the cities which ye give are 
of the possession of the sons of Israel, from 
the mauy-ye multiply, and from the few ye 
diminish; each, according to his inheritance 
which they inherit, doth give of his cities to 
the Levites.’ 

9 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, say¬ 
ing, 10 ‘Speak unto the sons of Israel, and 
thou hast said unto them, When ye are pass¬ 
ing over the Jordan to the land of Canaan, 
11 and have prepared to yourselves cities— 
cities of refuge they are to you—then fled 
thither hath a man-slayer, smiting a person 
unawares, 12 and the cities have been to you 
for a refuge from the redeemer, and the man- 
slayer doth not die till his standing before 
the company for judgment. 

13 ‘ As to the cities which ye give—six are 
cities of refuge to you; 14 the three of the 
cities ye give beyond the Jordan, and the 
three of the cities ye give in the land of 
Canaan: cities of refuge they are. 15 To sons 
of Israel, and to a sojourner, and to a settler 
in their midst, are these six cities for a refuge, 
for the fleeing thither of any one smiting a 
person unawares. 

18 ‘And if with an instrument of iron he 
hath smitten him, and he dieth, he is a mur¬ 
derer : the murderer is certainly put to 
death. 

17 ‘And if with a stone in the hand, where¬ 
with he dieth, he hath smitten him, and he 
dieth, he is a murderer: the murderer is cer¬ 
tainly put to death. 

18 * Or with a wooden instrument in the 
hand, wherewith he dieth, he hath smitten 
him, and he dieth, he is a murderer: the 
murderer is certainly put to death. 

19 ‘ The redeemer of blood himself doth put 
the murderer to death; in his coming against 
him he doth put him to death. 

20 'And if in hatred he thrust him through, 
or hath cast anything at him by lying in 
wait, and he dieth; - l or in enmity he hath 
smitten him with his hand, and he dieth; 
the smiter is certainly put to death; he is a 
murderer; the redeemer of blood doth put 
the murderer to death in his coming against 
him. 

22 ‘And if, in an instant, without enmity, 
he hath thrust him through, or hath cast at 
him any instrument, without lying in wait; 
13 or with any stone wherewith he dieth, with¬ 
out seeing, and causeth it to fall upon him, 
and he dieth, and he is not his euemy, nor 
seeking his evil; 24 then have the company 
judged between the smiter and the redeemer 
of blood, by these judgments. 


!ft ‘And the company have delivered the 
man-slayer out of the hand of the redeemer 
of blood, and the company have caused him 
to turn back unto the city "of his refuge, 
whither he hath fled, and lie hath dwelt in 
it till the death of the chief priest, who hath 
been anointed with the holy oil. 

36 ‘And if the man-slayer at all go out from 
the border of the city of his refuge whither 
lie fleeth, 27 and the redeemer of Blood hath 
found him at the outside of the border of 
the city of his refuge, and the redeemer of 
blood hath slain the man-slayer, blood is not 
for him; - 8 for in the city of his refuge he 
doth dwell till the death of the chief priest; 
and after the death of the chief priest doth 
the man-slayer turn back unto the city of his 
possession. 

29 * And these things have been to you for a 
statute of judgment to your generations, in 
all your dwellings: 30 whoso smiteth a per¬ 
son, by the mouth of witnesses doth one slay 
the murderer; and one witness doth not tes¬ 
tify against a person—to die. 

31 ‘ And ye take no atonement for the life of 
a murderer who is condemned—to die, for he 
is certainly put to death; 32 and ye take uo 
atonement for him to flee unto the city of his 
refuge, to turn back to dwell in the land, 
until the death of the priest. 

33 ‘And ye profane not the land which ye 
are in, for blood profaneth the land; as to 
the land, it is not pardoned for blood which 
is shed in it except by the blood of him who 
sheddethit; 34 and ye defile not the land ir 
which ye are dwelling, in the midst of whicl 
I do tabernacle, for I Jehovah do tabemack 
in the midst of the sons of Israel.’ 

XXXVI. 1 AND the heads of the fathers 
of the families of the eons of Gilead, son of 
Machir, son of Manasseh, of the families of 
the sons of Joseph, come near, and speak be¬ 
fore Moses, and before the princes, heads of 
the fathers of the sons of Israel, a and say. 
Jehovah commanded my lord to give the land 
for inheritance by lot to the sons of Israel, 
and my lord hath been commanded by Je¬ 
hovah to give the inheritance of Zelophehad 
our brother to his daughters. 

3 ‘And—they have been to one of the 
sons of the other tribes of the Bons of Israel 
for wives, and their inheritance hath been 
withdrawn from the inheritance of our fa¬ 
thers, and hath been added to the inheritance 
of the tribe which is theirs, and from the lot 
of our inheritance it is withdrawn, 4 and if it 
is the jubilee of the sons of Israel, then hath 
their inheritance been added to the inherit¬ 
ance of the tribe which is theirs, and from 
the inheritance of the tribe of our fathers is 
their inheritance withdrawn.’ 

8 And Moses commandeth the sons of Israel, 
by the command of Jehovah, saying, ‘Rightly 
are the tribe of the sons of Joseph speaking; 

9 this is the thing which Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded concerning the daughters of Zelophe¬ 
had. saying, To those good in their eyes let 
them be for wives; only, to a family of the 
tribe of their fathers let them be for wives; 

7 and the inheritance of the eons of Israel doth 
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not turn round from tribe unto tribe; for each 
to the inheritance of the tribe of his fathers, 
do the sons of Israel cleave. 

8 ‘ And every daughter possessing an inheri¬ 
tance, of the tribes of the sons of Israel, is to 
one of the family of the tribe of her father for 
a wife, so that the sons of Israel possess each 
the inheritance of his fathers, °and the inheri¬ 
tance doth not turn round from one tribe to 
another tribe: for each to his inheritance do 
they cleave, tne tribes of the sons of Israel.’ 

10 As Jehovah hath commanded Moses, so 


have the daughters of Zelophehad done, 11 and 
Mahlah, Tirzah, and Hoglah, and Milcah, and 
Noah, daughters of Zelophehad, are to the 
sons of their fathers’ brethren for wives ; 12 to 
men of the families of the sons of Manasseh, 
son of Joseph, they have been for wives, and 
their inheritance is with the tribe of the 
family of their father. 

13 These are the commands and the judg¬ 
ments which Jehovah hath commanded, by the 
hand of Moses, concerning the sons of Israel, iu 
the plains of Moab, by Jordan, near Jericho. 


DEUTERONOMY. 


CHAP. 1. 1 THESE are the words which 
Moses hath spoken unto all Israel, beyond the 
Jordan, in the wilderness, in the plain over- 
against Suph, between Paran and Tophel, and 
Laban ana Hazeroth, and Di-Zahab; 2 eleven 
days' from Horeb, the way of mount Seir, un¬ 
to Kadesb-Barnea. 

3 And it cometh to pass in the fortieth year,' 
in the eleventh month, on the first of the 
month hath Moses spoken unto the sons of } 
Israel according to all that Jehovah hath com¬ 
manded him concerning them; 4 after his 
smiting Sihon king of the Amorite who is 
dwelling in Heshbon, and Og kingof Bashan 
who is dwelling in Ashtaroth in Edrei, 5 be¬ 
yond the Jordan, in the land of Moab, hath 
Moses begun to explain this law, saying: 

0 ‘Jehovah our God hath spoken unto us in 
Horeb, saying, Enough to you—of dwelling 
iu this mount; 7 turn ye and journey foryou, 
and enter the mount of the Amorite, and un¬ 
to all its neighbouring places, in the plain, in 
the hill-country, and in the low country, and 
in the Bouth, and in the haven of the sea, the 
land of the Canaanite, and of Lebanon, unto 
the great river, the river Plirat; 8 see, I have 
set before you the land* go in and possess the 
land which Jehovah hath sworn to your 
fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, 
to give to them, and to their seed after them. 

9 * And I speak unto you at that time, say¬ 
ing, I am not able by myself to bear you* 
10 Jehovah your God hath multiplied you, ana 
lo, ye are to-day as the stars of the heavens 
for multitude; -^Jehovah, God of your fathers, 
is adding to you, as ye are, a thousand 
times, and doth bless you as He hath spoken 
to you. 

“ ‘ How do 1 bear by myself your pressure, 
and your burden, and your strife? 13 Give for 

C urselves men, wise and intelligent, and 
own to your tribes, and I set them for your 
heads; 14 and ye answer me and say, Good 
is the thin^ which thou hast Bpoken—to do. 

13 ‘And I take the heads of your tribes, 
men, wise and known, and I appoint them 
heads over you, princes of thousands, and 
princes of hundreds, and princes of fifties, 
and princes of tens, and authorities, for your 
tribes. 

16 ‘ And I command your judges at that time, 
saying, Hearkening between your brethren— 


then ye have judged righteousness between a 
man, and his brother, and his sojourner ; 17 ye 
do not discern faces in judgment; as the little 
so the great ye do hear; ye are not afraid of 
the face of any, for the judgment is God’s, 
and the thing which is too hard for you, ye 
bring near unto me, and I have heard it; 
10 and I command you, at that time, all the 
things which ye do. 

19 ‘ And we journey from Horeb, and go 
through all that great and fearful wilderuess 
which ye have seen—the way of the Hill- 
country of the Amorite, as Jehovah our God 
hath commanded us, and we come in unto 
Kadesh-Barnea. 

20 ‘ And I say unto you, Ye have come iu 
unto the hill-country of the Amorite, which 
Jehovah our God is giving to us; 21 see, Je¬ 
hovah thy God hath set before thee the land; 
go up, possess, as Jehovah, God of thy fa¬ 
thers, hath spoken to thee; fear not, nor be 
affrighted. 

22 °And ye come near unto me, all of you, 
and say, Let us send men before us, and they 
search for us the land, and they bring us back 
word concerning the way in which we go up 
into it, audthe cities unto which we come in; 
23 and the thing is good in mine eyes, and I 
take of you twelve men, one man for a tribe. 

241 And they turn and go up to the hill- 
country, and come in unto the valley of Esh- 
col, and spy it, 25 and they take with their 
hand of the fruit of the land, and bring down 
unto us, and bring us back word, and say, 
Good is the land which Jehovah our God is 
giving to us. 

20 * And ye have not been willing to go up, 
and ye provoke the mouth of Jehovah your 
i God, 27 and murmur in your tents, and say. 
In Jehovah’s hating us He hath brought us 
out of the land of Egypt, to give us into the 
hand of the Amorite—to destroy us; 28 whither 
are we going up? our brethren have melted 
our heart, saying, A people greater and taller 
than we, cities great and fenced to heaven, and 
also sons of Anakim—we have Been there. 

23 ‘ And I say unto you, Be not terrified, nor 
be afraid of them; 30 Jehovah your God, who 
is going before you—He doth fight for you, 
according to all that He hath done with you 
in Egypt before your eyes, 31 and in the 
wilderness, where thou hast seen that Je* 
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hovah thy God hath borne thee as a man bear- 
eth his son, in all the way which ye have gone, 
till your coming in unto this place. 

33 ‘And in tins thing ve are not stedfast in 
Jehovah your God, 33 who is going before you 
iu the way to search out to you a place for 
youx encamping, in tire by night, to shew you 
in the way iu which ye go, and in a cloud by 
day. 

34 ‘And Jehovah heareth the voice of your 
words, aud is wroth, and sweareth, saying, 
53 Not one of these men of this evil generation 
doth see the good land which I have sworn to 
give to your fathers, 30 save Caleb son of 
Jcphunneh—he doth see it, and to him I give 
the land on which he hath trodden, and to his 
sons, because that lie hath boen fully after 
Jehovah. 

37 ‘Also with me hath Jehovah been angry 
for youx sake, saying, Also, thou dost not go 
in thither; 38 Joshua son of Nun, who is stand¬ 
ing before thee, he goeth in thither; him 
strengthen thou; for he dotli cause Israel to 
inherit. 

39 ‘And youx infants, of whom ye have said. 
For a prey they are, and your sons who have 
not known to-day good and evil, they go iD 
thither, and to them I give it, ana they 
possess it; 40 and ye, turn for yourselves, and 
lourney toward the wilderness, the way of 
the Red Sea. 

41 ‘ And ye answer and say unto me, We 
have sinned against Jehovah : we—we go up, 
and we have fought, according to all that 
which Jehovah oux God hath commanded us: 
and ye gird on each his weapons of war, and 
ye are ready to go up into the hill-country; 
43 and Jehovah saith unto me, Say to them, 
Ye do not go up, nor fight, for I am not iu 
your midst, ana ye are not smitten before 
your enemies. 

43 ‘And I speak unto you, and ye have not 
hearkened, and provoke the mouth of Je¬ 
hovah, and act proudly, and go up into the 
hill-country ; 44 and the Amorite who is dwell¬ 
ing in that hill-country eometh out to meet 
you, aud they pursue you as the bees do, and 
ou in Seir—unto Hormah. 
nd ye turn back and weep before Je¬ 
hovah, and Jehovah hath not hearkened to 
your voice, nor hath he given ear unto you; 
46 and dwell in Kadesh many days, accord¬ 
ing to the days which ye had dwelt. 

II. 1 ‘AND we turn, and journey into the 
wilderness, the way of the Red Sea, as Je¬ 
hovah hath spoken unto me, and we go round 
the mount of Seir many days. 

2 ‘ And Jehovah speaketh unto me, saying, 
8 Enough to you—is the going round of this 
mount; turn for yourselves northward. 

4 ‘And the people command thou, saying, 
Ye are passing over into the border of your 
brethren, sons of Esau, who are dwelling iu 
Seir, and they are afraid of you; and ye 
have been very watchful, 9 ye do not Btrive 
with them, for I do not give to you of tbeir 
laud even the treading of the sole of a foot ; 
for a possession to Esau I have given mount 
Seir. 

9 ‘Food ye buy from them with money, and 

120 


have cateu; and also water yc buy from them 
with money, and have drunk, 7 for Jehovah 
thy God hath blessed thee in-all the work of 
thy hands; He hath known thy walking in 
this great wilderness these forty years; Je¬ 
hovah thy God is with thee; thou bast not 
lacked anything. 

9 1 And we pass by from our brethren, sons 
of Esau, who are dwelling in Sein by the way 
of the plain, by Elath, and by Ezion-Gaber; 
and we turn, and pass over the way of the 
wilderness of Moab ; 9 and Jehovah saith unto 
me, Do not distress Moab, uor stir thyself up 
against them in battle, for I do not give to 
thee of their laud for a possession ; for to 
the sons of Lot 1 have given Ax for a pos¬ 
session.’ 

10 ‘The Emim formerly have dwelt in it, 
a people great, and numerous, and tall, as the 
Anakirn; 11 Rephaim they are reckoned, they 
also, as the Anakirn; aud the Moabites call 
them Emim. 12 And in Seir have the Horim 
dwelt formerly: and the sons of Esau dispos¬ 
sess them, and destroy them from before 
them, and dwell in their stead, as Israel hath 
done to the land of his possession, which Je¬ 
hovah hath given to them; 13 now, rise ye, 
and pass over for yourselves the brook Zered; 
and we pass over the brook Zered. 

14 ‘ And the days which we have walked from 
Kadesh-Barnea until that we have passed 
over the brook Zered, are thirty and eight 
years, till the consumption of all the genera¬ 
tion of the men of battle from the midst of 
the camp, as Jehovah hath sworn to them; 
10 and also the hand of Jehovah hath been 
against them, to destroy them from the midst 
of the camp, till they are consumed. 

16 ‘And it eometh to pass, when all the 
men of battle have finished dying from the 
midst of the people * 7 that Jehovah speaketh 
unto me. saying, 18 Thou art passing over to¬ 
day the border of Moab, even Ar, 19 and thou 
hast come near over-against the sons of Am¬ 
mon, thou dost not distress them, nor stir up 
thyself against them, for I do not give any of 
the land of the sons of Ammon to thee for a 
possession ; for to the sons of Lot I have given 
it for a possession. 

20 'A land of Rephaim it is reckoned, even 
it; Rephaim dwelt in it formerly, and the 
Ammonites call them Zamzummim; 21 a peo¬ 
ple great, and numerous, and tall, as the An- 
akim, and Jehovah destroyeth them before 
them, and they dispossess them, and dwell in 
tlieir stead, 22 as He hath done for the sons of 
Esau, who are dwelling in Seir, when He de¬ 
stroyed the Horim from before them, and 
they dispossess them, and dwell in their 
stead, unto this day. 

23 'As to the Avim who are dwelling in Ha- 
zerim unto Azzah, the Caphtorim—who are 
coming out from Caplitor—have destroyed 
them, and dwell in their stead. 

34 ‘ Rise ye, journey aud pass over the biook 
Arnon: see, I have given into thy hand Sihon 
king of Heslibon, the Amorite, and his land; 
begin to possess, and stir, up thyself against 
him in battle. 29 This day I begin to put thy 
dread and thy fear on the face of the peoples 
under the whole heavens, who hear thy fame,

and have trembled and been pained because 
of thee. 

26 ‘ And I send messengers from the wilder¬ 
ness of Kedemoth, unto Sihon king of Hesh¬ 
bon, — words of peace — saying, 27 Let me 
pass over through thy land; in the several 
ways I go; I turn not aside—right or left— 
28 food for money thou dost sell me, and I 
have eaten; and water for money thou dost 
give to me, and I have drunk; only, let me 
pass over on my feet,— 23 as the sons of Esau 
who are dwelling in Seir, and the Moabites 
who are dwelling in Ar, have done to me—till 
that I pass over the Jordan, unto the land 
which Jehovah our God is giving to us. 

30 ‘ And Sihon king of Heshbon hath not 
been willing to let us pass over by him, for 
Jehovah thy God hath hardened his spirit, 
and strengthened his heart, so as to give him 
into thy hand as at this day. 

31 1 And Jehovah saith unto me, See, I have 
begun to give before thee Sihon and his land; 
begin to possess—to possess his land. 

® ‘ Ana Sihon cometh out to meet us, he and 
all hia people, to battle to Jahaz; 33 and Je¬ 
hovah our God giveth him before us, and we 
smite him, and his sons, and all his people; 
34 and we capture all his cities at that time, 
and devote the whole city, men, and the wo¬ 
men, and the infants—we nave not left a rem¬ 
nant ; 35 only, the cattle we have spoiled for 
ourselves, and the spoil of the cities which we 
have captured. 

36 ‘ From Aroer, which is by the edge of 
the brook Araon, and the city which is by the 
brook, even unto Gilead there hath not been 
a city which w too high for us; the whole 
hath Jehovah our God given before us. 

37 ‘ Only, unto the land of the sons of Am¬ 
mon thou hast not drawn near, any part 
of the brook Jabbok^ and cities of the nill- 
country, and anything which Jehovah our 
God hath not commanded. 

1IL 1 ‘ AND we turn, and go up the way 
to Baahan, and Og king of Bashan cometli 
out to meet us, he and all liis people, to battle, 
to EdreL 

2 ‘ And Jehovah saith unto me, Fear him 
not, for into thy hand I have given him, and 
all his people, and his land, and thou hast 
done to him as thou hast done to Sihon king 
of the Amorito who is dwelling in Heshbon. 

3 ‘And Jehovah our God giveth into our 
hands also Og king of Bashan, and all his 
people, and we smite him till there hath not 
been left to him a remnant; 4 and we cap¬ 
ture all his cities at that time, there hath not 
been a city which we have not taken from 
them, sixty cities, all the region of Argob, 
the kingdom of Og in Bashan. 6 All these 
are cities fenced with high walls, two-leaved 
doors and bar, apart from cities of villages 
very many; 6 and we devote them, as we 
have done to Sihon king of Heshbon, devoting 
every city, men, the women, and the infants ; 
7 ana all tne cattle, and the spoil of the cities, 
we have spoiled for ourselves. 

8 * And we take, at that time, the land out of 
the hand of the two kings of th e Amiorite, which 
•s beyond the Jordan, from the brook Arnon 


unto mount Hcrmon; a (Sidouiaus call Her- 
mon, Sirion ; and the Amorites call it Senir.) 
10 all the cities of the plain, and all Gileaa, 
and all Bashan, unto Salchah and Edrei, 
cities of the kingdom of Og in Bashan, 11 for 
only Og king of Bashan had been left of the 
remnant of the Repliaim; lo, his bedstead is 
a bedstead of iron; is it not in Rabbath of 
the sons of Ammon? nine cubits its length, 
and four cubits its breadth, by the cubit of 
a man. 

12 ‘ And this land we have possessed, at 
that time; from Aroer, which is by the brook 
Arnon, and the half of mount Gilead, and its 
cities, I have given to the Reubenite, and to 
the Gadite; 13 and the rest of Gilead and all 
Bashan, the kingdom of Og, I have given to 
the half tribe of Manasseh; all the region of 
Argob, to all that Bashan, called the land ot 
Rephaim. 

:4 ‘Jair son of Manasseh hath taken all 
the region of Argob, unto the border of 
Geshun, and Maachathi, and calleth them 
by his own name, Bashan-Havoth-Jair, unto 
this day. 15 And to Machir I have given 
Gilead. 

18 ‘ And to- the Reubenite and to the 
Gadite I have given from Gilead even unto 
the brook Arnon, the middle of the valley 
and the border, even unto Jabbok the brook, 
the border of the sons of Ammon, 17 and the 
plain, and the Jordan, and the border, from 
Chinnereth even imto the sea of the plain, 
the salt sea^ under the springs of Pisgah, at 
the arm-rising. 

18 * And I command you, at that time, 
saying, Jehovah your God hath given to you 
this land to possess it; armed ye pass over 
before your brethren the sons of Israel, all the 
sons of might. 19 Only, your wives, and your 
infants, and your cattle—I have known that 
ye have much cattle—do dwell in your cities 
which I have given to you, 20 till that Je¬ 
hovah give rest to your Brethren like your¬ 
selves, and thpy also have possessed the land 
which Jehovah your God is giving to them 
beyond the Jordan, then ye have turned back 
each to his possession, which I have given to 
you. 

21 ‘And Jehoshua I have commanded at 
that time, saying, Thine eyes are seeing all 
that which Jehovah your God hath done to 
these two kings—so doth Jehovah to all tile 
kingdoms whither thou are passing over; 
22 fear them not, for Jehovah your God, He is 
fighting for you. 

23 * And 1 entreat for grace unto Jehovah, 
at that time, saying, 24 Lord Jehovah, Thou 
—Thou hast begun to shew Thy servant Thy 
greatness, and Thy strong hand; for who 
is a God in the heavens or in earth who doth 
according to Thy works, and according to 
Thy might? 25 Let me pass over, I pray 
Thee, and see the good land which is be¬ 
yond the Jordan, this good hill-country, and 
Lebanon. 

2,5 ‘And Jehovah sheweth himself wroth 
with me, for your sake, and hath not hear¬ 
kened unto me, and Jehovah saith unto me, 
Enough for tliec- add pot to speak unto Me 
any more about this thing: 27 go up to the toD 
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of Piflgak, and lift up thine eyes westward, 
and northward, and southward, and east¬ 
ward, and see with thine eyes—for thou dost 
not pass over this Jordan ; 28 and charge Jeho- 
shua, and strengthen him, and harden him. 
for he doth pass over before this people, and 
he doth cause them to inherit the laud which 
thou seest. 

B ‘ And we dwell in a valley over-agaiust 
Beth-Peor. 

IV. 1 ' AND now, Israel, hearken unto the 
statutes, and unto the judgments which I am 
teaching you to do, so that ye live, and have 
gone in, and possessed the land which Je¬ 
hovah God of your fathers is giving to you. 
2 Ye do not add to the word which I am com¬ 
manding you, nor diminish from it, to keep 
the commands of Jehovah your God which 
I am commanding you. 

3 ‘Your eyes are seeing that which Jehovah 
hath done in Baal-Peor, for every man who 
hath gone after Baal-Peor, Jehovah thy God 
hath destroyed him from thy midst; 4 and ye 
who are cleaving to Jehovah your God, are 
alive, all of you, to-day. 

0 ‘See, I have taught you statutes and judg¬ 
ments, as Jehovah my God hath commanded 
me—to do bo, in the midst of the land whither 
e are going in to possess it ; 6 and ye have 
ept and done them (for it is your wisdom 
and your understanding) before the eyes of 
the peoples who hear all these statutes, and 
they have said, Only, a people wise and under¬ 
standing is this great nation. 

7 ‘For which is the great nation that hath 
God near unto it, as Jehovah our God, in all 
we have called unto him? 8 and which is the 
great nation which hath righteous statutes and 
judgments according to all this law which 
I am setting before you to-dav? 

3 ‘ Only, take heed to thyself, and watch thy 
soul exceedingly, lest thou forget the things 
which thine eyes have seen, and lest they turn 
aside from thy heart, all days of thy life ; and 
thou hast made them known to thy sons, and 
to thy sons’ sons. 

10 ‘The day when thou hast stood before Je¬ 
hovah thy God in Horeb—iu Jehovah’s say¬ 
ing unto me, Assemble to Me the people, and 
I cause them to hear My words, so that they 
learn to fear Me all the days that they are 
alive on the ground, and their sons they teach; 
— 11 and ye draw near and stand under the 
mountain, and the mountain is burning with 
tire unto the heart of the heavens—darkness, 
cloud, yea, thick darkness: 

12 ‘And Jehovah speaketh unto you out of 
the midst of the fire ■ a voice of words ye are 
hearing and a similitude ye are not Beeing, 
only a voice; 13 and He declareth to you His 
covenant, which He hath commanded you to 
do, the Ten Matters, and He writeth them 
upon two tables of stone. 

14 ‘ And me hath Jehovah commanded at 
that time to teach you statutes and judgments, 
for your doing them in the land whither ye 
are passing over to possess it; 15 and ye have 
been very watchful of your souls, for ye have 
not seen any similitude iu the day of Je¬ 
hovah’s speaking unto you in Horeb out of the 


midst of the fire, 16 lest ye do corruptly, and 
have made to you a graven image, a simili¬ 
tude of any figure, a form of m^le or female— 
17 a form of any beast which is in the earth— 
a form of any winged bird which flieth in the 
heavens— 18 a form of any creeping thing on 
the ground—a form of any fish which is in the 
waters under the earth; 

19 ‘ And lest thou lift up thine eyes towards 
the heavens, and hast seen the sun, and the 
moon, and the stars, all the host of the 
heavens, and thou hast been forced, and 
hast bowed, thyself to them, and served them, 
which Jehovah thy God hath apportioned to 
all the peoples under the whole heavens. 

20 ‘ And you hath Jehovah taken, and He is 
bringing you out from the iron furnace, from 
• Egypt, to be to Him for a people—an inheri¬ 
tance. as at this day. 

21 ‘And Jehovah hath shewed himself wroth 
with me because of your words, and swear - 
eth to my not passing over the Jordan, and 
to my not going in unto the good land which 
Jehovah thy God is giving to thee—an inheri¬ 
tance; 22 for I am dying in this land; I am 
not passing over the Jordan, and ye are 

I iassing over, and have possessed this good 
and. 

23 ‘Take heed to yourselves, lest ye forget 
the covenant of Jehovah your God, which 
He hath made with you, and have made to 
yourselves a graven image, a similitude of 
anything concerning which Jehovah thy God 
hath charged thee: 24 for Jehovah thy God is 
a fire consuming—a zealous God. 

26 ‘ When thou begettest sons and sous’ 
sons, and ye have become old in the land, 
and have done corruptly, and have made a 
graven image, a similitude of anything, and 
have done the evil thing in the eyes of Je¬ 
hovah. to provoke Him to anger:— 20 1 have 
caused, to testify against you this day the 
heavens and the earth, that ye do perish ut¬ 
terly hastily from off the land whither ye are 
passing over the Jordan to possess it; ye do 
not ^prolong days upon it, but are utterly de¬ 
stroyed; 27 and Jehovah hath scattered you 
among the peoples, and ye have been left few 
in number among the nations, whither Je¬ 
hovah leadeth you, 20 and ye have served there 
gods, work of man’s hanas, wood and stone, 
which see not, nor hear, nor eat, nor smell. 

29 ' And—ye have sought from thence Je¬ 
hovah thy God, and hast found, when thou 
seekest Him with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, 39 in distress being to thee, and all 
these things have found thee, in the latter 
end of the days, and thou hast turned back 
unto Jehovah thy God, and hast hearkened 
to His voice; 31 for a merciful God is Jehovah 
thy God; He doth not fail tliee, nor destroy 
thee, nor forget the covenant of thy fathers, 
which He hath sworn to them. 

32 ‘For, ask, I pray thee, at the former 
dayB which have been before thee, from 
the day that God prepared man on the earth, 
and from the one end of the heavens 
even unto the other end of the heavens, 
whether there hath been as this great thing 
—or hath been heard like it? 33 Hath a people 
heard the voice of God speaking out of the 
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midst of the fire, as thou hast heard, thou— 
and doth live? 34 Or hath God tried to go in 
to take to Himself, a nation from the midst 
of a nation, by trials, by signs, and by won¬ 
ders, and by war, and by a strong hand, and 
by a stretched-out arm, and by great terrors— 
according to all that Jehovah your God hath 
done to you, in Egypt, before your eyes? 
35 Thou, thou hast been shewn to know 
that Jenovah He is God; there is none else 
besides Him. 

36 ‘From the heavens He hath caused thee 
to hear His voice, to instruct thee, and on 
earth He hath shewed thee His great fire, 
and His words thou hast heard out of the 
midst of the fire. 

37 * And because that He hath loved thy 
fathers, He doth also fix on their seed after 
them, and doth bring thee out, in His pre¬ 
sence, by His great power, from Egypt: 38 to 
dispossess nations greater and stronger than 
thou, from thy presence, to bring thee in to 
give to thee their land—au inheritance, as at 
this day. 

39 ‘And thou hast known to-day, and hast 
turned it back unto thy heart, that Jehovah 
He is God, in the heavens above, and on the 
earth beneath—there is none else; 40 and thou 
hast kept His statutes and His commands 
which I am commanding thee to-day, so that 
it is well to thee, and to thy sons after thee, 
and so that thou prolongest days on the 
ground which Jehovah thy God is giving to 
thee—all the days.’ 

41 Then MoseB separateth three cities be¬ 
yond the Jordan, towards the sun-rising, ^for 
the fleeing thither of the man-slayer, who 
slayeth his neighbour unknowingly, and he 
is not hating him heretofore, and he hath 
tied unto one of these cities, and he hath 
lived: “^Bezer, in the wilderness, in the land 
of the plain, of the Reubenite; and Ramotli, 
in Gilead, of the Gadite; and Golan, in 
Bashan. of the Manassahite. 

44 And this is the law which Moses hath set 
before the sons of Israel; 43 these are the testi¬ 
monies, and the statutes, and the judgments, 
which Moses hath spoken unto the sons of 
Israel, in their ooming out of Egypt, ^be¬ 
yond the Jordan, in the valley over-against 
Beth-Peor, in the land of Sihon, king of the 
Amorite, who is dwelling in Heshbon, whom 
Moses and the sons of Israel have smitten, in 
their coming out of Egypt, 47 and they possess 
his land, and the land of Og king of Bashan. 
two kings of the Amorite who are beyond 
the Jordan, towards the sun-rising; 48 from 
Aroer, which is by the edge of tne brook 
Arnon, even unto Mount Sion, which is Her- 
mon— 49 and all the plain beyond the Jordan 
eastward, even unto the sea of the plain, 
under the springs of Pisgah. 

V. 1 AND Moses calleth unto all Israel, 
and saith unto them, * Hear, Israel, the stat¬ 
utes and the judgments which I am speaking 
in your ears to-day, and ye have learned 
them and have observed to do them. -Je¬ 
hovah our God made with us a covenant in 
Horeb; 3 not with our fathers hath Jehovah 
made this covenant, but with us; we—these 


—here to-day—all of us alive. 4 Face to face 
hath Jehovah spoken with you, in the mount, 
out of the midst of the fire; 6 I am standing 
between Jehovah and you, at that time, to 
declare to you the word of Jehovah, for ye 
have been afraid from the presence of the 
tire, and ye have not gone up into the mount; 
saying: 

e ‘I Jehovah am thy God, who hath brought 
thee out from the laud of Egypt, from a house 
of servants. 

7 ‘Thou hast no other gods in My pres¬ 
ence. 

8 * Thou dost not make to thee a graven 
image, any similitude which is in the heavens 
above, and which is in the earth beneath, and 
which is in the waters under the earth ; 9 thou 
dost not bow thyself to them nor serve them, 
for I Jehovah thy God am a zealous God, 
charging iniquity of fathers on children, and 
ou a third generation , and on a fourth, to 
those hating Me; 10 and doing kindness to 
thousands, to those loving Me, and to those 
keeping My commands. 

11 ‘Thou dost not take up the Name of Je¬ 
hovah thy God for a vain thing, for Jehovah 
doth not acquit him who taketh up His Name 
for a vain thing. 

12 ‘ Observe the day of the sabbath—to sanc¬ 
tify it, as Jehovah thy God hath commanded 
thee; 13 six days thou dost labour, and hast 
done all thy work, 14 and the seventh day is 
a sabbath to Jehovah thy God; thou dost 
not do any work, thou, and thy son, and thy 
daughter, and thy man-servant, and thy hand¬ 
maid, and thine ox, and thine ass, and all 
thy cattle, and thy sojourner who is within 
thy gates; so that thy man-servant, and thy 
hana-maid doth rest like thyself ; 13 and thou 
hast remembered that a servant thou hast 
been in the land of Egypt, and Jehovah thy 
God is bringing thee out thence by a strong 
hand, and by a stretched-out arm; there¬ 
fore hath Jehovah thy God commanded thee 
to keep the day of the sabbath. 

16 1 Honour tny father and thy mother, as 
Jehovah thy God hath commanded thee, so 
that thy days are prolonged, and so that it is 
well with thee ? on the ground which Jehovah 
thy God is giving to thee. 

17 ‘Thou dost not murder. 

18 ‘ Thou dost not commit adultery. 

19 * Thou dost not steal. 

20 ‘ Thou dost not answer against thy neigh¬ 
bour—a false testimony. 

214 Thou dost not desire thy neighbour’s 
wife; nor dost thou covet thy neighbour’s 
house, his field, and his man-servant, and his 
hand-maid, his ox, and his ass, and anything 
which is tliy neighbour’s. 

•22 ‘These words hath Jehovah spoken unto 
all your assembly, in the mount out of the 
midst of the fire, of the cloud, and of the 
thick darkness—a great voice; and He hath 
not added, and He writeth them on two tables 
of stone, and giveth them unto me. 

23 1 And it cometh to pass as ye hear the 
voice out of the midst of the darkness, and 
of the mountain burning with fire, that ye 
come near unto me, all the heads of your 
tribes, and your ciders, 24 and Bay, Lo. Je- 
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hovali our Gotl hath shewed us His honour, 
and His greatness; and His voice we have 
heard out of the midst of the fire; this day wc 
have seen that God doth speak with man— 
and lie hath lived. 

23 ‘ And, now, why do we die? for consume 
us doth this great fire—if we add to hear the 
voice of Jehovah our God anymore—then we 
have died. - G For who of all flesh is he who 
hath heard the voice of the living God speak¬ 
ing out of the midst of the fire lihc us—and 
doth live? 27 Draw near thou, and Pear all 
that which Jehovah our God saith, and thou, 
thou dost speak unto us all that which Je¬ 
hovah our God speaketh unto thee, and we 
have hearkened, and done it. 

28 * And Jehovah heareth the voice of your 
words, in your speaking unto me, and Jehovah 
saith unto me, 1 have heard the voice of the 
words of this people which they have spoken 
unto thee; they have done well in all that 
they have spoken. 29 0 that their heart had 
keen thus to them, to fear Me, and to keep 
My commands all the days, that it may be 
well with them, and with their eons—to the 
age! 

30 * Go, say to them, Turn back for your¬ 
selves, to your tents ; 31 and thou here stand 
thou with Me, and let Me speak unto thee all 
the command, and the statutes, and the judg¬ 
ments which thou dost teach them, and they 
have done in the land which I am giving to 
them to possess it. 

32 ; And ye have observed to do as Jehovah 
your God hath commanded you, ye turn not 
aside—right or left; 33 in all the way wliicb 
Jehovah your God hath commanded you ye 
walk, so that ye live, and it is well with you, 
and ye have prolonged days in the land which 
ye possess, 

VI. 1 ‘AND this is the command, the sta- 

God hath commanded to teach you, to <?o in 
the land which ye are passing over thither to 
possess it, 2 so that thou dost fear Jehovah 
thy God, to keep all His etatutes and His com¬ 
mands, which I am commanding thee, thou, 
and thy son, and thy son’s son, all days of thy 
life, and so that thy days are prolonged. 

3 * And thou hast heard, 0 Israel, and ob¬ 
served to do, that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest multiply exceedingly, 
as Jehovah, God of thv fathers, hath spoken 
to thee, in the land flowing with milk and 
honey. 

4 4 Hear, 0 Israel, Jehovah our God is one 
Jehovah; 5 and thou hast loved Jehovah thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
souk and with all thy might, 6 and these words 
which I am commanding thee to-day have 
been on thine heart, 7 and thou hast repeated 
them to thy sons, and Bpoken of them in 
thy sitting in thine house, and in thy walking 
in the way, and in thy lying down, and in thy 
rising up, 8 and hast bound them for a sign 
upon thy hand, aud thoy have been for front- 
lets between thine eyes, 9 and thou hast writ¬ 
ten them on door-post* of thy house, and on 
thy gates. 

4 And it hath been, when Jehovah thy God 
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doth bring thee in unto the land which He 
hath sworn to thy fathers, to Abraham, to 
Isaac, and to Jacob, to give to thee—cities great 
and good, which thou hast not built, “and 
houses full of all good things which thou hast 
not filled, and wells digged which thou hast 
not digged, vine-yards and olive-yards which 
thou hast not planted, and thou hast eaten, 
and been satisfied; 

12 ‘Take heed to thyself lest thou forget 
Jehovah who hath brought thee out of the 
laud of Egypt, out of a house of servants; 
13 Jehovah thy God thou dost fear, and Him 
thou dost serve, and by His name thou dost 
swear; 14 ye do not go after other gods, of 
the gods of the peoples who are round about 
1 you : lfi for a zealous God is Jehovah thy God 
in thy midst-^lest the anger of Jehovah tby 
God burn against thee, and He hath destroyed 
thee from off the face of the ground. 

16 * Ye do not try Jehovah your God as ve 
tried in Massah; 17 ye do diligently keep the 
commands of Jehovah your God, and His 
testimonies, and His statutes which He hath 
commandea thee, u and thou hast done that 
which is right and good in the eyes of Je¬ 
hovah, so that it is well with thee, and thou 
hast gone in and possessed the good laud 
which Jehovah hath sworn to thy fathers, 
19 to drive away all thine enemies from thy 
presence, as Jehovah hath spoken. 

20 * When thy son asketh thee hereafter, 
saying, What are the testimonies, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, which Jehovah 
our God bath commanded you ? 21 then thou 
hast Baid to thy eon. Servants we have been 
to Pharaoh in Egypt, and Jehovah briugeth 
us out of Egypt by a high hand; 22 and Je¬ 
hovah givetn signs and wonders, great and 
sad, on Eprpt, on Pharaoh, aud on all his 
house, before our eyes; 23 and us He hath 
brought out thence, in order to bring us 
in, to give to us the land which He had sworn 
to our fathers. 

24 And Jehovah commandeth us to do all 
these statutes, to fear Jehovah our God, for 
good to ourselves all the days, to keep us 
alive, as at this day; 23 and righteousness it is 
for us, when we Observe to do all this com¬ 
mand before Jehovah our God, as He hath 
commanded us. 

VIL 1 ‘ WHEN Jehovah thy God doth 
bring thee in unto the land whither thou art 
going in to possess it, and He hath cast out 
many nations from thy presence, the Hittite, 
and the Girgashite, and the Amorite, and the 
Canaanite, and the Perizzite, aud the Hivite, 
aud the Jebusite, seven nations more nume¬ 
rous and mighty than thou, 2 and Jehovah 
thy God hath given them before thee, and 
thou hast smitten them—thou dost utterly 
devote them—thou dost not make with them 
a covenant, nor dost thou favour them. 

3 ‘And thou dost not join in marriage with 
them; thy daughter thou dost not give to his 
son, and his daughter thou dost not take to 
thy son, 4 for he doth turn aside thy son from 
after Me, and they have served other gods, 
aud the anger of Jehovah hath burned against 
you, and hath destroyed thee hastily. 
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0 ‘ But thus thou dost to them: their altars 
ye break down, and their standing pillars ye 
shiver, and their shrines ye cut down, and 
their graven images ye burn with fire; 6 for a 
holy people art thou to Jehovah thy God; ou 
the*. hatn Jehovah thy God fixed, to be to 
Him for a peculiar people, out of all the 
peoples who are on the face of the ground. 

7 ’Not because of your being more numer¬ 
ous than any of the peoples nath Jehovah 
delighted in you, and fixeth on you, for ye 
are the least of all the peoples, 9 but because 
of Jehovah’s loving you, and because of His 
keeping the oath wnich He hath sworn to 
your fathers, hath Jehovah brought you out 
ny a strong hand, and doth ransom you from 
a house of servants, from the hand of Pharaoh 
kin" of Egypt. 

0 * And tfiou hast known that Jehovah thy 
God He is God, the faithful God, keeping the 
covenant, and the kindness, to those loving 
Him, and to those keeping His commands— 
to a thousand generations, 10 and repaying to 
those hating Him, unto their face, to destroy 
them; He delayeth not to him who is hating 
Him—unto his face, He repayeth to h?m— 
11 aud thou hast kept the commandj and the 
statutes, and the judgments, which I am 
commanding thee to-day to do them. 

12 ‘ Aud it hath been, because ye hear these 
judgments, and have kept, and done them, 
that Jehovah thy God hath kept to thee the 
covenant and the kindness which He hath 
sworn to thy fathers, 13 and hath loved thee, 
and blessed thee, and multiplied thee, and 
hath blessed the fruit of thy womb, and the 
fruit of thy ground, thy corn, and thy new 
wine, and thine oil, the increase of thine 
oxen, and the wealth of thy flock, on the 
ground which He hath sworn to thy fathers 
to give to thee. 

I*‘Blessed art thou above all the peoples, 
there is not in thee a barren man or a barren 
woman—nor among your cattle; 15 and Je¬ 
hovah hath turned aside from thee every 
sickness, and none of the evil diseases of 
Egypt (which thou hastkuown) doth He put on 
thee, and He hath put them ou all hating thee. 

15 * And thou hast consumed all the peoples 
whom Jehovah thy God is giving to thee; 
thine eye hath no pity on them, and thou 
dost not serve their gods, for a snare it is to 
thee. 

17 * When thou sayest in thine heart, These 
nations are more numerous than I, how am I 
able to dispossess them? — 18 thou art not 
afraid of them; thou dost surely remember 
that which Jehovah thy God hath done to 
Pharaoh, and to all Egypt, iy the great trials 
which thine eyes have seen, and the signs, 
aud the wonders, and the strong hand, and 
the stretched-out arm, with which Jehovah 
thy God hath brought thee out; so doth Je¬ 
hovah thy God to all the peoples of whose 
presence thou art afraid. 

2< 1 ‘ And also the locust doth Jehovah thy 
God send among them, till the destruction of 
those who are left, and of those who are hid¬ 
den from thy presence; 21 thou art not terri¬ 
fied by their presence, for Jehovah thy God is 
in thy midst, a God rrreat and fearfuL 


22 ‘ And Jehovah thy God hath cast out 
these nations from thy presence little by little, 
(thou art not able to consume them hastily, 
lest the beast of the field multiply against 
thee), 23 and Jehovah thy God hath given them 
before thee, and destroyed them—a great de¬ 
struction—till their destruction; 24 and He 
hath given their kings into thy hand, and thou 
hast destroyed their name from under the 
heavens; no man doth station himself in thy 
presence till thou hast destroyed them. 

28 ‘The graven images of their gods ye do 
burn with fire: thou dost not desire the silver 
and gold on them, nor hast thou taken it to 
thyself, lest thou be snared by it, for the abo¬ 
mination of Jehovah thy God it is; 20 and 
thou dost not bring in an abomination unto 
thy house—or thou hast been devoted like it; 
—thou dost utterly detest it, and thou dost 
utterly abominate it; for it is devoted. 

VIII. 1 * ALL the command which I am 
commanding thee to-day ye observe to do, so 
that ye live, and have multiplied, and gone in, 
and possessed the land which Jehovah hath 
sworn to your fathers; 2 and thou hast remem¬ 
bered all the way which Jehovah thy God 
hath caused thee to go these forty years in the 
wilderness, in order to humble thee to try 
thee, to know that which is in thy heart, 
whether thou dost keep His commands or not. 

3 * And He doth humble thee, and cause 
thee to hunger, and doth cause thee to eat 
the manna (which thou hast not known, even 
thy fathers have not known), in order to cause 
thee to know that not by bread alone doth 
man live, but by every produce of the mouth 
of Jehovah man doth live. 

4 ‘Thy raiment hath not worn out from ofl 
thee, and thy foot hath Dot swelled these 
forty years, 5 and thou hast known, with thy 
heart, that as a man chastiseth his son 
Jehovah thy God is chastising thee. 6 and 
thou hast kept the commands of Jehovah 
thy God, to walk in His ways, aud to fear 
Him. 

7 * For Jehovah thy God is bringing thee 
in unto a good land, a land of brooks of 
waters, of fountains, and of depths coming 
out in valley and in mountain: 8 a land of 
wheat, and barley, and vine, and fig, and 
pomegranate; a land of oil olive and honey; 
y a land in which without scarcity thou dost 
eat bread, thou dost not lack anything in it; 
a land whose stones are iron, and out of its 
mountains thou dost dig brass; l0 and thou 
hast eaten, and been satisfied, and hast 
blessed Jehovah thy God, on the good land 
which he hath given to thee. 

11 * Take heed to thyself, lest thou forget 
Jehovah thy God so as not to keen His com¬ 
mands, and His judgments, and His statutes 
which I am commanding tliee to-day; 12 lest 
thou eat, and hast been satisfied, and good 
houses dost build, and hast inhabited; 13 and 
thy herd and thy flock be multiplied, and 
silver and gold be multiplied to thcc; and all 
that is thine be multiplied: 

14 * And thy heart hath been high, aud thou 
hast forgotten Jehovah thy God (who is bring¬ 
ing thee out of the land of Egypt, out of a 
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house of servants; 15 who is causing thee to 
go in the great :and the terrible wilderness 
—burning serpent, and scorpion, and thirst— 
where there is no water; who is bringing out 
to thee waters.from the flinty rock; 18 who is 
causing thee to eat manna in the wilderness, 
which thy fathers have not known, in order 
to humble thee, and in order to try thee, to 
do thee good in thy latter end), 17 and thou 
hast said in thy heart, My power, and the 
might of my hand, hath made for me this 
wealth: 

19 ‘ Aud thou hast remembered Jehovah thy 
God, for He it is who is giving to thee power 
to make wealth, iu order to establish His 
covenant which He hath swoni to thy fathers 
as at this day. 

191 And it hath been—if thou really forget 
Jehovah thy God, and hast goue after other 
gods, and served them, aud bowed thyself to 
them, I have testified against you to-day that 
ve do utterly perish; 20 as the nations whom 
Jehovah is destroying from your presence, so 
ye perish; because ye hearken not to the 
voice of Jehovah your God. 

IX. 11 HEAR, Israel, thou art passing over 
to day the Jordan, to go in to possess nations 
greater and mightier than thyself; cities great 
and fenced in the heavens ; 2 a people great and 
tall, sons of Anakim, whom thou—thou hast 
known, (and thou—thou hast heard: Who 
doth station himself before sons of Anak?) 
3 and thou hast known to-day, that Jehovah 
thy God w He who is passing over before thee 
—a fire consuming; lie doth destroy them, 
and He doth humble them before thee, and 
thou hast dispossessed them, and destroyed 
them hastily, as Jehovah hath spoken to 
thee. 

4 ‘ Thou dost not speak iu thy heart (in Je¬ 
hovah thy God’s driving them away from be¬ 
fore thee), sayiug, For my righteousness hath 
Jehovah Drought me in ito possess this land, 
seeing for the wickedness of these nations is 
Jehovah dispossessing them from thy pres¬ 
ence; s not for thy righteousness, and for the 
uprightness of thy heart, art thou going in to 
possess their land; but for the wickedness of 
these uations is Jehovah thy God dispossess¬ 
ing them from before thee; and in order to 
establish the word which Jehovah hath sworu 
to thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, aud to 
Jacob; fl aud thou # hast known, that not for 
thy righteousness is Jehovah thy God giviug 
to thee this good land to possess it, for a people 
stiff of neck thou art. 

7 * Remember — do not forget — that with 
which thou hast made Jehovah thy God 
wroth iu the wilderness; even from the day 
that thou hast come out of the laud of Egypt 
till your coming iu unto this place rebels ye 
have been with Jehovah; 8 evcu in Horeb 
ye have made Jehovah wroth, aud Jehovah 
sheweth Himself angry against you—to des¬ 
troy you. 

‘ In my going up mto the mount to receive 
the tables of stone (tables of the covenant 
which Jehovah hath made with you), and I 
abide in the mount forty days and forty 
nights; bread I have not eaten, and water I 


have not drunk; 10 aud Jehovah giveth unto 
me the two tables of stone written with the 
finger of God, and on them, according to all 
the words which Jehovah hath spoken with 
you in the mount, out of the midst of the fire, 
in the day of the assembly. 

11 ‘And it cometh to pass, at the end of 
forty days and forty nights, Jehovah hath 
given unto me the two tables of stoDe—tables 
of the covenant, 18 and Jehovah saith unto 
me, Rise, go down, hasten from this, for thy 
people hath done corruptly, whom thou hast 
Drought out of Ejjypt; they have turned aside 
hastily out of the way which I have com¬ 
manded them—they have made to themselves 
a molten thing! 

13 ‘And Jehovah apeaketh unto me, saying. 
I have seen this people, and lo, a people stifi 
of neck it is: 14 desist from Me, and I destroy 
them, aud blot out their name from under the 
heavens, and I make thee become a nation 
more mighty and numerous than it. 

19 ‘And I turn, and come down from the 
mount, and the mount is burning with fire 
and the two tables of the covenant on my two 
hands, 10 and I see, and lo, ye have sinned 
against Jehovah your God; ye have made to 
yourselves a molten calf; ye have turned a- 
side hastily out of the way which Jehovah 
hath commanded you. 

17 ‘And I lay hold on the two tables, and 
cast them out of my two hands, and break 
them before your eyes, 18 and I throw myself 
before Jehovah, as at first, forty days and 
forty nights; bread I have not eaten, and 
water I have not drunk, because of all your 
sins which ye have sinned, by doing the evil 
thing in the eyes of Jehovah, to make Him 
angry. 

19 ‘ For I have been afraid because of the 
anger and the fury with which Jehovah hath 
been wroth against you, to destroy you ; and 
Jehovah doth hearken unto me also at this 
time. 

20 ‘And with Aaron hath Jehovah shewed 
himself very angry, to destroy liim, and I 
pray also for Aaron at that time ; 21 aud your 
sin, which vc have made—the calf—I have 
taken, and 1 burn it with fire, and beat it, 

f inding well till that it is small as dust, and 
cast its dust unto the brook which is going 
down out of the mount. 

22 1 Aud in Taberah, and in Massah, and in 
Kibroth-Hattaavah, ye have been making 
Jehovah wroth: 2:1 anil iu Jehovah’s sending 
you from Kadesh-Baruea, saying. Go up, and 
possess the laud which I have "iveu to you, 
then yc provoke the mouth of Jehovah your 
God, ana have not given credence to Him, 
nor hearkened to His voice; 24 rebels ye have 
been with Jehovah from the day of my 
knowing you. 

29 'And I throw myself before Jehovah, 
the forty days and the forty nights, as I had 
thrown myself, for Jehovah hath said—to 
destroy you; 26 and I pray unto Jehovah, 
aud say, Lord ^ Jehovah, destroy not Thy 
people, and Thine inheritance, whom Thou 
hast ransomed in Thy greatness; whom Thou 
hast brought out of Egypt with a strong 
hand; 37 bo mindful of Thy servants, of Ab- 
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raham, of Isaac, and of Jacob, turn not unto 
the stiffness of this people, and unto its 
wickedness, and unto its sin ; 28 lest the land 
say from which Thou hast brought us out. 
Because of Jehovah’s want of ability to bring 
them in unto the land of which He hath 
spoken to them, aHd because of His hating 
them, He brought them out to put them 
to death in the wilderness' 20 and they are 
Thy people, and Thine inheritance, whom 
Thou hast brought out by Thy great power, 
and by Thy stretched-out aim! 

X. 1 ‘At that time hath Jehovah said unto 
me, Grave for thee two tables of stone, like 
the first, and come up unto Me. into the 
mount, and thou hast made for thee an ark 
of wood, 2 and I write on the tables the words 
which were on the first tables, which thou 
hast broken, and thou hast placed them in the 
ark; 3 and I make an ark of shittim wood, 
and grave two tables of stone like the first, 
and go up to the mount, and the two tables 
in my hand. 

4 * And He writeth on the tables, accord¬ 
ing to the first writing, the Ten Matters, 
which Jehovah hath spolten unto you in the 
mount, out of the midst of the fire, in the 
day of the assembly, and Jehovah giveth 
them unto me, 5 and I turn and come down 
from the mount, and put the tables in the ark 
which I had made, and they are there, as 
Jehovah commanded me. 

6 ‘ And the sons of Israel have journeyed 
from Beeroth of the sons of Jaakan to Mosera, 
there Aaron died, and he is buried there, 
and Eleazar his son doth act as priest in his 
stead ; 7 thence they journeyed to Gudgodah. 
and from Gudgodah to Jotbathali, a land 
of brooks of water. 

8 ‘At that time hath Jehovah separated 
the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah, to stand before Jeho¬ 
vah, to serve Him, and to bless in His name, 
unto this day, 9 therefore there hath not been 
to Levi a portion and inheritance with his 
brethren; Jehovah Himself is his inherit 
ance, as Jehovah thy God hath spoken to 
him. 

10 ‘And I—I have stood in the mount, as 
the former days, forty days and forty nights, 
aud Jehovah hearkeneth unto me also at 
that time; Jehovah hath not willed to des¬ 
troy thee. 

“ ‘ And Jehovah saith unto me, Rise, go 
to journey before the people, aud they go in 
and possess the land which I have sworn to 
their fathers to give to them. 

12 4 And now, Israel, what is Jehovah thy 
God asking from thee, except to fear Jehovah 
thy God, to walk in all His ways, and to love 
Him. and to serve Jehovah thy God with all 
thy neart, and with all thy soul, 13 to keep 
the commands of Jehovah, and His statutes 
which I am commanding thee to-day, for 
good to thee ? 

14 * Lo, to Jehovah thy God are the heavens 
aud the heavens of the heavens, the earth 
and all that is in it; :5 onlv iu thy fathers 
hath Jehovah delighted—to love them, and 
He doth fix on their seed after them—on you, 


out of all the peoples as at this day; 18 and 
ye have circumcised the foreskin of your 
heart, and your neck ye do not harden any 
more; 17 for Jehovah your God—He is Goa 
of the gods, and Lord of the lords ; God, the 
great, the mighty, and the fearful; who ac- 
ceiiteth not persons, nor taketh a bribe* 
18 He is doing the judgment of fatherless and 
widow, and loving the sojourner, to give to 
him bread and raiment. 

19 4 And ye have loved the sojourner, for 
soioumers ye were in the land of Egypt. 

20 4 Jehovah thy God thou dost fear, Him 
thou dost serve, and to Him thou dost cleave, 
and by His name thou dost swear. 21 He is 
thy praise, and He is thy God, who hath 
done with thee these great and fearful things 
which thine eyes have seen: 22 with seventy 
persons did thy fathers go down to Egypt, 
and now hath Jehovah thy God made thee 
as stars of the heavens for multitude. 

XI. 1 4 AND thou hast loved Jehovah tny 
God, and kept His charge, and His statutes, 
and His judgments, and His commands, all 
the days; 2 and ye have known to-day— 
for it is not your sons who have not known, 
and who have not seen the chastisement 
of Jehovah your God, His greatness, His 
strong hand, and His stretched-out arm, 
3 and His signs, and His doings, which He 
hath done in the midst of Egypt, to Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and to all his land ; 4 and that 
which He bath done to the force of Egypt, to 
its horses, and to its chariot, when He hath 
caused the waters of the Red Sea to flow 
against their faces in their pursuing after 
them, and Jehovah destrovetk them, unto 
this day ; 5 and that which He hath done to 
you in the wilderness, till your coming in 
unto this place; 6 aud that which He hath 
done to Dathan. and to Abiram, sous of 
Eliab, sons of Reuben, when the earth hath 
opened her mouth and swalloweth them, and 
tneir houses, and their tents, and all that 
Iiveth, which is at their feet, in the midst 
of all Israel: 

7 *—But it is your eyes which are seeing 
all the great work of Jehovah, which He hath 
done; 8 and ye have kept all the command 
which I am commanding thee to-day, so that 
ye are strong, and have gone iu, and pos¬ 
sessed the laud whither ye are passing over 
to possess it, 9 and so that ye prolong days on 
the gTound which Jehovah hath sworn to 
your fathers to give to them aud to their seed 
—a land flowing with milk and honey. 

10 * For the laud whither thou art going in 
to possess it, is not as the land of Egypt 
whence ye have come out, where thou sowest 
thy seed, aud hast watered with thy foot, as 
a garden of the green herb; 11 but the land 
whither ye are passing over to possess it. is a 
land of hills aud valleys; of the rain of the 
heavens it drinketh water; 12 a land which 
Jehovah thy God is searching; continually 
are the eyes of Jehovah thy Goa upon it, from 
the beginning of the year even unto the latter 
end of the year. 

13 4 Aud it hath been—if thou hearken dili¬ 
gently unto My commands which I am corn- 
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tnindiug you to-day, to love Jehovah your 
God, and to sen e Him with all your heart, 
ami with all your soul— 14 that I have given 
the rain of your laud in its season—sprink¬ 
ling aud gathered—and thou hast gathered 
thy corn, and thy new wine, and thine oil, 13 and 
t have given herbs iu thv field for thy cattle, 
ami thou hast eaten, and been satisfied. 

16 * Take heed to yourselves, lest your heart 
be enticed, aud ye have turned aside, and 
served other gods, aud bowed yourselves to 
them, 17 and the anger of Jehovah hath burn¬ 
ed against you, and He hath restrained the 
heavens, and there is no rain, and the ground 
doth not give her increase, and yc have per¬ 
ished hastily from off the good land which 
Jehovah is giving to you. 

18 * And ye have placed these my words on 
your heart, and on your sold, and have bound 
them for a sign on your baud, and they have 
been for frontlets between your eyes; 19 and 
ye have taught them to your sons, by speaking 
of them in thy sitting in thy house, and iu thy 
going in the way, and in thy lying down, and 
in thy rising up, 20 aud hast written them on 
the side-posts of thy house, aud on thy gates, 
21 so that your days are multiplied, ana the 
days of your sons, on the ground which Je¬ 
hovah hath sworn to your fathers to give to 
them, as the days of the heavens on the 
earth. 

22 ‘ For, if ve diligently keep all this com¬ 
mand which I am commanding you—to do it, 
to love Jehovah your God, to walk iu all His 
ways, and to cleave to Him, 23 then hath Je¬ 
hovah dispossessed all these nations from be¬ 
fore you, and ye have possessed nations, greater 
and mightier than you ; 24 every place on 
which the sole of your foot treadeth is yours; 
from the wilderness, and Lebanon, from the 
river, the river Phrat, even unto the farther 
sea is your border; 25 no man doth station 
himself in your presence; your dread and 
your fear doth Jehovah your God put ou the 
face of all the land on which ye tread, as He 
hath spoken to you. 

28 4 See, I am setting before you to-day a 
blessing and a reviling: 27 the blessing, when 
ye hearken unto the commands of Jehovah 
vour God, which 1 am commanding you to¬ 
day; 28 and the reviling, if ye do not hearken 
unto the commands of Jehovah your God, and 
have turned aside out of the way which I am 
commanding you to-day, to go after other 
gods which ye have not known. 

29 ‘And it hath been, when Jehovah thy 
God doth bring thee in unto the laud whither 
thou art going in to possess it, that thou hast 
given the blessing ou mount Gerizim, aud the 
reviling on mount Ebal; 30 are they not beyond 
the Jordan, behind the way of the going in 
of the sun, in the land of the Canaanite, who 
is dwelling in the plain over-against Gilgal, 
near the oaks of Moreh? 31 for ye are passing 
over the Jordan to go in to possess the land 
which Jehovah your God is giving to you; aud 
ye have liossessed it. and dwelt in it, 32 and 
observed to do all the statutes and the judg¬ 
ments which I am setting before you to-aay. 

XII. 1 ‘THESE are the si-utiilcs and the 
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judgments which ye observe to do iu the 
land which Jehovah, God of thy fathers, 
hath giveu to thee to possess it, all the days 
that ye are living oil the ground: 3 ye do 
utterly destroy all the places where the 
nations which ye are dispossessing served 
their gods, on the high mountains, and on the 
heights, and under every green tree; 3 and ye 
have broken down their altars, and shivered 
their standing pillars, and their shrines yo 
burn with fire, and graven images of their 
gods ye cut down, and have destroyed their 
name out of that place. 

4 ‘Ye do not do so to Jehovah your God: 
5 but unto the place which Jehovah your Goa 
doth choose out of all vour tribes to put Hii 
name there, to His tabernacle ye seek, and 
thou hast entered thither, “and hast brought 
in thither your burnt-offerings, and your 
sacrifices, and your tithes, and the heave- 
offering of your hand, and your vows, and 
your free-will offerings, and the firstlings of 
your herd and of your flock; 7 and ye have 
eaten there before Jehovah your God, aud 
have rejoiced in every putting forth of your 
haud, ye and your households, with which 
Jehovah thy God hath blessed thee. 

8 4 Ye do not do according to all that we 
are doing here to-day, each anything that is 
right in his own eyes, s for ye have not come 
iu hitherto unto the rest, aud unto the in¬ 
heritance, which Jehovah thy God is giving 
to thee; 10 and ye have passed over the Jor¬ 
dan, and have dwelt in the land which Je¬ 
hovah your God is causing you to inherit, 
aud He hath given rest to you from all your 
eueinies round about, and ye have dwelt con¬ 
fidently: 

u ‘And it bath been, the place on which 
Jehovah your God doth fix to cause His 
uarae to tabernacle there, thither ye bring iu 
all that which I am commanding you, your 
burnt-offerings, and your sacrifices, your 
tithes, and the heave-offering of vour hand, 
aud all the choice of your vows which yo 
vow to Jehovah; 12 aud ye have rejoiced 
before Jehovah your God, ye, and your sous, 
and your daughters, and your men-servants, 
aud your hand-maids, aud the Levite who m 
within your gates, for he hath no part aud 
inheritance with you. 

13 4 Take heed to thee, lest thou cause thy 
burnt-offermgs to ascend iu any place which 
thou seest, except iu the place which Je¬ 
hovah doth choose in one of thy tribes, there 
thou dost cause thy burut-offeriugs to ascend, 
and there thou dost do all that which I am 
commanding thee. 

13 ‘ Only, with all the desire of thy soul thou 
dost sacrifice, and hast eaten Mesh according 
to the blessing of Jehovah thy God which Ho 
hath given to thee, in all thy gates; the un¬ 
clean and the clean do cat it, us of the roe, 
and as of the hart. 

iU ‘Only, the blood ye do not eat—on the 
earth thou dost pour it as water; 17 thou art 
not able to eat within thy gates the tithe of 
thy corn, ami of thy new wine, and thine oil, 
and the firstlings of thy herd and of thy Hock, 
and any of thy vows which thou vowest, and 
thy free-will offerings, and heavc-oflering ol 
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thy hand; 19 but before Jehovah thy God thou 
dost eat it, in the place which Jehovah 
thy God doth fix on, thou, and thy son, and 
thy daughter, and thy man-servant, and thy 
hand-maid, and the Levite who is within thy 
gates, and thou hast rejoiced before Jehovah 
thy God in every putting forth of thy hand; 
19 take heed to thee lest thou forsake the 
Levite all thv days on thy ground. 

20 ‘When Jehovah thy God doth enlarge 
thy border, as He hath spoken to thee, and 
thou hast said, Let me eat flesh—for thy soul 
desireth to eat flesh—of all the desire of thy 
soul thou dost eat flesh. 

21 ‘ When the place is far from thee which 
Jehovah thy God doth choose to put His 
name there, then thou hast sacrificed of thy 
herd and of thy flock which Jehovah hatn 
given to thee, as I have commanded thee, and 
hast eaten within thy gates, of all the desire 
of thy soul; 22 only, as the roe and the hart 
is eaten, so dost thou eat it; the unclean and 
the clean doth alike eat it. 

23 ‘ Ouly, be sure not to eat the blood, for 
the blood is the life, and thou dost not eat 
the life with the flesh; 21 thou dost not eat it, 
on the earth thou dost pour it as water; 
M thou dost not eat it, in order that it may be 
well with thee, and with thy sons after thee, 
when thou dost that which is right in the eyes 
of Jehovah. 

2C * Only, thy holy things which thou hast, 
and thy vows, thou dost take up, and hast 
gone in unto the place which Jehovah doth 
choos' , 27 and thou hast made thy burnt- 
offerings—the flesh and the blood—ou the 
altar of Jehovah thy God; and the blood of 
thy sacrifices is poured out by the altar of 
Jehovah thy God, and the flesh thou dost eat. 

28 Observe, and thou hast obeyed all these 
words which I am commanding thee, in order 
that it may he well with thee and with thy 
sons after thee—to the a"e, when thou dost 
that which is good and right iu the eyes of 
Jehovah thy God. 

29 ‘ When Jehovah thy God doth cut off the 
nations—whither thou art going in to possess 
them—from thy presence, and thou hast pos¬ 
sessed them, and hast dwelt in their laud— 
30 take heed to thee, lest thou be snared after 
them, after their being destroyed out of thy 
presence, and lest thou enquire about their 
gods, saying. How do these nations serve their 
gods, and I do so—even I? 

31 ‘Thou dost not do so to Jehovah thy 
God j for every abomination of Jehovah which 
He is hating they have done to their gods, 
for even their sons and their daughters they 
burn with fire to their gods. 32 The whole 
thing which I am commanding you—it ye ob¬ 
serve to do; tliou dost not add unto it, nor 
diminish from it. 

XIII. 1 ' WHEN there ariseth in your midst 
a prophet, or a dreamer of a dream, and lie 
hath given uuto thee a sign or wonder, 2 and 
the sign and the wonder hath come which he 
hath spoken of unto thee, saying, Let us go 
after other gods (which thou hast not known), 
and serve them, 3 thou dost not hearken 
unto the words of that prophet, or unto that 


dreamer of the dream, for Jehovah your God is 
trying you, to know whether ye are loving 
Jehovah your God with all your heart, and 
with all your soul; 4 after Jehovah your God 
ye walk, and Him ye fear, and His commands 
ye keep, and to His voice ye hearken, and 
Him ve serve, and to Him ye cleave. 

6 ‘And that prophet, or that dreamer of 
the dream, is put to death, for he hath 
spoken apostacy against Jehovah your God 
(who is bringing you out of the land of Egypt, 
and hath ransomed you out of a house of 
servants), to drive you out of the way in 
which Jehovah thy God hath commanded 
thee to walk, and thou hast put away the 
evil thing from thy midst. 

G ‘ When thy brother—son of thv mother, 
or thy son, or thy daughter, or the wife of 
thy bosom, or thy friend who is as thine 
own soul—doth move thee, in secret, saying, 
Let us go and serve other gods — (which 
thou hast not knowD, thou and thy fathers. 
7 of the gods of the peoples who are round 
about you, who are near unto thee, or who 
are far off from thee, from the end of the 
earth even unto the end of the earth)— 8 thou 
dost not consent to him, nor hearken unto 
him, nor doth thine eye have pity on him, nor 
dost thou spare, nor (lost thou cover him over. 

9 ‘But thou dost surely kill him; thy hand 
is on him, in the first place, to put him to 
death, and the hand of all the people last; 
19 and thou hast stoned him with stones, and 
he hath died, for he hath sought to drive thee 
away from Jehovah thy God, who is bringing 
thee out of the land of Egypt, out of a hoit9e 
of servants; 11 and all Israel do hear and fear, 
aud add not to do like this evil thing in thy 
midst. 

12 ‘ When thou liearest, in one of thy cities 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee to 
dwell there, one saying, 13 Men, sons of worth¬ 
lessness, have gone out of thy midst, and 
they force away the inhabitants of their city, 
saying, Let us go and serve other gods, which 
ye have not known— 14 and thou hast enquired, 
aud searched, aud asked diligently, and lo, 
truth • the thing is established; this abomin¬ 
ation hath been done in thy midst: 

15 ‘Thou dost surely smite the inhabitants 
of that city by the mouth of the sword; de¬ 
voting it, and all that is in it, even its cattle, 
by the mouth of the sword • 16 and all its 
spoil tliou dost gather unto the midst of its 
broad place, and bast burned with fire the 
city and all its spoil completely, before Jeho¬ 
vah thy God, and it hath been a heap age* 
during, it is not built any more ; 17 aud there 
doth not cleave to thy hand any of the de¬ 
voted thin", so that Jehovah doth turn back 
from tbe fierceness of His anger, and hath 
given to thee mercies, and loved thee, and 
multiplied thee, as He hath sworn to thy 
Lathers, 18 when thou dost hearken to the voice 
of Jehovah thy God, to keep all his com¬ 
mands which I am commanding thee to-day 
to do that which /a right in the eyes of Je¬ 
hovah thy God. 

XIV. 1 * SONS ye are to Jehovah your God; 
ye do not cut yourselves, nor make baldness 
129

]>eoplc art thou to Jehovah thy God, and on 
thee hath Jehovah fixed to be to Him for a 
people, a peculiar treasure, out of all the 
peonies who are on the face of the ground. 

3 l Thou dost not eat any abominable thing; 
'this is the beast which ye do eat: ox, lamb 
of the Bhecp, or kid of the goats, “hart, and 
roe, and fallow deer, and wild goat, and 
pygarg, and wild ox, and chamois; 6 and every 
beast dividing the hoof, and cleaving the cleft 
into two hoofs, bringing up the cud, among 
the beasts—it ye do eat. 

7 1 Only, this ve do not eat, of those bring¬ 
ing up the cud, and of those dividing the 
cloven hoof: the camel, and the hare, and 
the rabbit, for they are bringing up the cud 
but the hoof have not divided; unclean they 
are to you; 0 and the sow, for it is dividing 
the hoof, and not bringing up the cud, unclean 
it w to you j of their flesh ye do not eat, and 
against their carcase ye do not come. 

s ‘This ve do eat of all that are in the 
waters; all that hath fins and scales ye do 
eat: 10 and anything which hath not fins and 
scales ye do not eat; unclean it is to you. 

u ‘Any clean bird ye do eat; 12 and these 
arc they of which ye do not eat: the eagle, 
and the ossifrage, and the ospray, u and the 
glede, and the kite, and the vulture after 
its kind, 14 and every raven after its kind; 
]i aud the owl, and the night-hawk, and the 
cuckoo, and the hawk after its kind; 10 the 
little owl, and the great owl, and the swan, 
17 and the pelican and the gier-eagle. and the 
cormorant, 10 and the stork, and the heron 
after its kind, and the lapwing, and the bat; 
JiJ and every teeming thing which is flying, 
uucleau it is to you; they are not eaten; 

any clean fowl ye do eat. 

21 r Ye do not eat of any carcase; to the 
sojourner who is within thy gates thou dost 
give it, and he hath eaten it; or sell it 
to a stranger: for a holy people thou art to 
Jehovah tny God; thou dost not boil a kid in 
its mother’s milk. 

22 4 Thou doBt certainly tithe all the increase 
of thy Beed which the field is bringing forth 
year hy year; 23 and thou hast eaten before 
Jehovah thy God, in the place where He doth 
choose to cause His name to tabernacle, the 
tithe of thy corn, of thy new wine, and of 
thine oil, and the firstlings of thy herd, and 
of thy flock, so that thou dost learn to fear 
Jehovah thy God all the days. 

24 ‘ And when the way is too much for 
thee, that thou art not able to carry it—when 
the place iB too far off from thee which 
Jehovah thy God doth choose to put His 
name there, when Jehovah thy God doth bless 
thee;— 23 then thou hast given it in money, and 
hast bound up the money in thy hand, and 
gone unto the place on which Jehovah thy 
God doth fix; 28 and thou hast given the 
money for any thing which thy soul desiretli, 
for oxen, and for sheep, and for wine, and for 
strong drink, and for any thing which thy 
soul asketh, and thou hast eaten there before 
Jehovah thy God, and thou hast rejoiced, 
thou and thy lioiiBe. 27 As to the Levite who 
is withiu thy gates, thou dost not forsake 
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him, for he hatli no portion and inheritance 
with thee. 

a ‘ At the end of three years thou dost bring 
out all the tithe of thine increase in that year, 
and hast placed it within thy gates; “ana 
come in hath the Levite (for he hath no part 
and inheritance with thee), and the sojourner, 
and the fatherless, ard tne widow, who are 
within thy gates, and they have eaten, and 
been satisfied^ so that Jehovah thy God doth 
bless thee in all the work of thy hand which 
thou dost. 

XV. 11 AT the end of seven years thou dost 
make a release, 2 and this is the matter of the 
release: Every owner of a loan is to release 
his hand which he doth lift up against hiB 
neighbour, he doth not exact of his neighbour 
ana of his brother, but hath proclaimed a 
release to Jehovah; 3 of the stranger thou 
mayest exact, and that which is thine with 
thy brother doth thy hand release; 4 only 
when there is no needy one with thee, for 
Jehovah doth greatly bless thee in the land 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee—an 
inheritance to possess it. 

0 * Only, if tnou dost diligently hearken to 
the voice of Jehovah thy God, to observe to 
do all this command which I am commanding 
thee to-day, °for Jehovah thy God hath bless¬ 
ed thee as He hath spoken to thee; and thou 
hast lent to many nations, and thou hast not 
borrowed; and thou hast ruled over many 
nations, and over thee they do not rule. 

7 ‘When there is with thee any needy one 
of one of thy brethren, in one of thy cities, in 
thy land which Jehovah thy God is giving to 
thee, thou dost not harden thy heart nor shut 
thy hand from thy needy brother ; ® for thou 
dost certainly open thy hand to him, and dost 
certainly lend him sufficient for his lack which 
he lacketh. 

9 ‘Take beed to thee lest there be a word 
in thy heart—worthless, saying, Near is the 
seventh year, the year of release; and thine 
eye ia evil against thy needy brother, and thou 
dost not give to him, and he hath called con¬ 
cerning thee unto Jehovah, and it hath been 
in thee sin; 10 thou dost certainly give to him, 
and thy heart is not sad in thy giving to him, 
for because of this thing doth Jehovah thy 
God bless thee in all thy works, and in every 
putting forth of thy hand; 11 because the needy 
one doth not cease out of the land, therefore 
I am commanding thee, saying. Thou dost cer¬ 
tainly open thy hand to thy brother, to thy 
poor, and to thy needy one, in thy land. 

n * When thy brother is sold to thee, a 
Hebrew or a Hebrewess, and he hath served 
thee six years—then in the seventh year tliou 
dost send him away free from thee. 13 And 
when thou dost Bend him away free from thee, 
thou dost not send him away empty; 14 thou 
dost certainly encircle him out of thy flock, 
and out of thy threshing-floor, and out of thy 
wine-vat; of that which Jehovah thy God hath 
blessed thee thou dost give to him, and thou 
hast remembered that a servant thou hast been 
in the land of Egypt, and Jehovah thy Qod 
doth ransom thee ; therefore I am command¬ 
ing thee this thing to-day. 
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10 * And it hath been, when he saith unto 
thee, I go not out from thee—because he hath 
loved thee, and thy house, because it is good 
for him with thee— 17 then thou hast taken 
the awl, and hast put it through his ear, and 
through the door, and he hath been to thee 
a servant age-during; and also to thy hand¬ 
maid thou dost do so. 

18 ‘It is not hard in thine eyes, in thy 
sending him away free from thee; for the 
double of the hire of an hireling he hath 
served thee six years, and Jehovah thy God 
hath blessed thee in all that thou dost. 

19 ‘ Every firstling that is born in thy herd 
and in thy flock—the male thou dost sanctify 
to Jehovah thy God; thou dost not work with 
the firstling o£ thine ox, nor shear the first¬ 
ling of thy flock ; 20 before Jehovah thy God 
thou dost eat it year by year, in the place 
which Jehovah doth choose, thou and thy 
bouse. 

21 ‘ And when there is in it a blemish, lame, 
or blind, any evil blemish, thou dost not sacri¬ 
fice it to Jehovah thy God; 22 within tliy 
gates thou dost eat it, the unclean and the 
clean alike, as the roe, and as the hart. 
23 Only, its blood thou dost not eat; on the 
earth tnou dost pour it as water. 

XVI. i‘OBSERVE the month of Abib- 
and thou hast made a passover to Jehovah 
thy GocL for in the month of Abib hath Je¬ 
hovah thy God brought thee out of Egypt by 
night; 5 and thou hast sacrificed a passover 
to Jehovah thy God, of the flock, and of the 
herd, in the place which Jehovah doth choose 
to cause His name to tabernacle there. 

3 ‘Thou dost not eat with it any fermented 
thing, seven days thou dost eat with it un¬ 
leavened things, bread of affliction; for iu 
baste thou hast come out of the land of Egypt; 
so til at thou dost remember the day of thy 
coming out of the laud of Egypt all days of 
thy life; 4 and there is not seen with thee 
leaven in all thy border seven days, and there 
doth not remain of the flesh which thou 
dost sacrifice at evening on the first day till 
morning. 

5 ‘Thou art not able to sacrifice the pass- 
over within any of thy gates which Jehovah 
thy God is giving to thee, 6 except at the place 
which Jehovah thy God doth choose to cause 
His name to tabernacle—there thou dost sa¬ 
crifice the passover in the evening,'at the go¬ 
ing in of the sun, the season of thy coming out 
of Egypt; 7 and thou hast cooked and eaten 
in the place on which Jehovah thy God doth 
fix, and hast turned in the morning, and 
gone to thv tents; 8 six days thou dost eat 
unleavened things, and on the seventh day 
is a restraint to Jehovah thy God; thou dost 
do no work. 

9 ‘ Seven weeks thou dost number to thee; 
from the beginning of the sickle among the 
standing corn thou dost begin to number 
seven weekB, 10 and thou hast made the 
feast of weeks to Jehovah thy God, a tribute 
of a free-will offering of thy hand, which thou 
dost give, as Jehovah thy God. doth bless 
thee. 11 And thou hast rejoiced before Jeho¬ 
vah thy God, thou, and thy son, and thy 


daughter, and tby man-servant, and thy 
hand-maid, aud the Levite who is within 
thy gates, and the sojourner, and the father¬ 
less, aud the widow, who are iu thy midst, 
in the place which Jehovah thy God doth 
choose to cause His name to tabernacle there, 
32 and thou hast remembered that a servant 
thou hast been in Egypt, and hast observed 
and done these statutes. 

13 ‘The feast of booths thou dost make 
for thee seven days, in thine in-gathering 
of thy threshing-floor, and of thy wine-vat; 

14 and thou hast rejoiced in thy feast, thou, 
and thy son. and thy daughter, and thy man¬ 
servant, ana thy hand-maid, and tlie Levite, 
and the sojourner, and the fatherless, and 
aud the widow, who ate within thy gates. 

15 Seven days thou dost feast before Jehovah 
thy God, in the place which Jehovah doth 
choose, for Jehovah thy God doth bless thee 
in all thine increase, and iu every work of 
thv hands, and thou hast been only rejoicing. 

4 Three times in a year doth every one of 
thy males appear before Jehovah thy God in 
the place which He doth choose—iu the feast 
of unleavened things, aud iu the feast of 
weeks, and in the feast of booths; and they 
do not appear before Jehovah empty; 17 each 
according to the gift of his liancL according 
to the blessing of Jehovah thy God, which 
He hath given to thee. 

18 ‘Judges and authorities thou dost make 
to thee within all thy gates which Je¬ 
hovah thy God is giving to thee, for thy 
tribes; and they have judged the people—a 
righteous judgment. 19 Thou dost not turn 
aside judgment; thou dost not discern faces, 
nor take a bribe, for the bribe blindeth the 
eyes of the wise, and per vert eth the words of 
tne righteous. 20 Righteousness — righteous¬ 
ness thou dost pursue, so that tbou livest, and 
hast possessed the land which Jehovah thy 
God is giving to thee. 

21 ‘ Thou dost not plant for thee a shrine of 
any trees near the altar of Jehovah thy God, 
which thou makest for thyself, “ana thou 
dost not raise up to thee any standing image 
which Jehovah thy God is hating. 

XVII. 1 ‘THOU dost not sacrifice to Je¬ 
hovah thy God ox or sheep in which there 
is a blemish—any evil thing; for it is the abo¬ 
mination of Jehovah thy God. 

2 ‘ When there is found in thy midst, in one 
of thy cities which Jehovah thy God is giving 
to thee, a man or a woman who doth the evil 
thing in the eyes of Jehovah thy God by 
transgressing His covenant, 3 and he doth go 
and serve other gods, and doth bow himself 
to them, and to the sun, or to the moon, or to 
any of the host of the heavens, which I have 
not commanded— 4 and it hath been declared 
to thee, and thou hast heard, and hast search¬ 
ed diligently, and lo, truth ; the thing is esta¬ 
blished; this abomination hath been done in 
Israel— 

9 ‘Then thou hast brought out that man, 
or that woman, who hath done this evil thing, 
unto thy gates—the mau or the woman—and 
thou hast stoued them with stones, and they 
have died. 6 By the mouth of two witnesses 
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or of three witnesses is lie who is dead put 
to death; he is not put to death by the mouth 
of one witness: 7 the hand of the witnesses is 
on him, in the first place, to nut him to death, 
and the hand of all the people last; and 
thou hast put way the evil thing out of thy 
midst. 

8 * When anything is too hard for thee for 
iudgment, between blood and blood, between 
plea and plea, and between stroke and stroke 
—matters of strife within thy gates—then 
thou hast risen, and gone up unto the place 
on which Jehovah thy God doth fix, & and 
hast come in unto the priests, the Levites, 
and unto the judge who is in those days, and 
hast inquired, and they have declared to thee 
the word of judgment, 10 and thou hast done 
according to the tenor of the word which 
they declare to thee [they of that place which 
Jehovah doth choose; and thou hast ob¬ 
served to do according to all that they direct 
thee. 

11 ‘ According to the tenor of the law which 
they direct thee, and according to the judg¬ 
ment which they say to thee tliou dost do; 
thou dost not turn aside from the word which 
they declare to thee, right or left. 12 And the 
man who acteth with presumption, so as not 
to hearken unto the priest (who is standing to 
serve there Jehovah thy God), or unto the 
judge, even that man hath. died, and thou 
hast put away the evil thing from Israel, 
J3 and all the people do hear and fear, and do 
not presume any more. 

14 ‘ When thou comest in unto the land 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee, 
and hast possessed it, and dwelt in it, and 
thou hast said, Let me set over me a king like 
all the nations whiclTare round about me,— 
13 thou dost certainly set over thee a king on 
whom Jehovah doth fix; from the midst of 
thy brethren thou dost set over thee a king; 
thou art not able to set over thee a stranger, 
who is not thy brother. 

10 ' Only, he doth not multiply to himself 
horses, nor cause the people to turn back to 
Egypt, so as to multiply horses, seeing Je¬ 
hovah hath said to you, Ye do not add to 
turn back in this way any more. 17 And he 
doth not multiply to himself wives, and his 
heart doth not turn aside, aud silver and 
gold he doth not multiply to himself—ex¬ 
ceedingly. 

18 ‘ And it hath been, when he sitteth on 
the throne of his kingdom, that he hath 
written for himself the copy of this law, 
on a book, from that before the priests the 
Levites, u and it hath been with him, and lie 
hath read in it all days of his life, so that lie 
doth learn to fear Jehovah his God, to keep 
all the words of this law, and these statutes, 
to do them; 20 so that his heart is not high 
above his brethren, and so as not to turn 
aside from the command, right or left, so that 
he prolongeth days over his kingdom, he and 
his sons, in the midst of Israel. 

XVUI. 1 ‘ THERE is not to the priests the 
Levites — all the tribe of Levi — a portion 
and inheritance with Israel; fire-offenngB of 
Jehovah, even His inheritance, they eat, “and 


he hath no inheritance in the midst of his 
brethren; Jehovah Himself is his inheri¬ 
tance, as He hath spoken to Him. 

3 ‘And this is the priest’s right from the 
people, from those sacrificing a sacrifice, 
whether ox or sheep, he hath even given to 
the priest the leg, and the two cheeks, aud 
the stomach; 4 the first of thy corn, of thy 
new wine, and of thine oil, and the first of 
the fleece of thy floclc, thou dost give to him; 
5 for on him hath Jehovah thy God fixed, out 
of all thy tribes, to stand to serve in the name 
of Jehovah, He and his sons continually. 

G * And when the Levite cometh from one 
of thy cities out of all Israel, where he hath 
sojourned, and hath come with all the desire 
of his soul unto the place which Jehovah 
doth choose, 7 then he hath ministered in the 
name of Jehovah his God, like all his brethren, 
the Levites, who are standing there before 
Jehovah, 8 nortion as portion they do eat, 
apart from his sold things, with the fathers. 

u ‘ When thou art coming in unto the land 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee, 
thou dost not learn to do according to the 
abominations of those nations: 10 there is 
not found in thee one causing his son and 
his daughter to pass over into fire, a user of 
divinations, an observer of clouds, and an 
enchanter, and a sorcerer, 11 and a charmer, 
and one asking at a familiar spirit, and a 
wizard, and one seeking unto the dead. 

12 ‘For the abomination of Jehovah is every 
one doing these, and because of these abom¬ 
inations is Jehovah thy God dispossessing 
them from thy presence. 13 Perfect thou art 
with Jehovah thy God, 14 for these natiom 
whom thou art possessing, unto observers o 
cloud9, and unto diviners, do hearken; and 
tliou—not so hath Jehovah tliy God suffered 
thee. 

15 * A prophet out of thy midst, out of thy 
brethren, like to me, doth Jehovah thy Goil 
raise up to thee—unto him ye hearken; 1G ac¬ 
cording to all that thou didst ask from Je¬ 
hovah thy God, in Horeb, in the day of the 
assembly, saying, Let me not add to near the 
voice of Jehovah my God, and this great fire 
let me not see any more, and I die not; 17 and 
Jehovah saith unto me, They have done well 
that they have spoken ; 18 a prophet I raise 
up to them, out of the midst of their brethren, 
like to thee; and I have given my words in 
his mouth, and he hath spoken unto them all 
that whicn I command him; 18 and it hath 
been—the man who doth not hearken unto 
My words which he doth speak in My name, 

I require it of him. 

20 ^Only, the prophet who presumeth to 
speak a word in My name—that which I 
have not commanded him to speak—aud who 
speaketh in the name of other gods — even 
that prophet hath died. 

21 ‘ And. when thou sayest in thy heart, 
How do we know the word which Jehovah 
hath not spoken?— 22 that which the prophet 
speaketh in the name of Jehovah, and. the 
thing is not, and cometh not—it is the word 
which Jehovah hath not spoken; in presump¬ 
tion hath the prophet spoken it;—thou art 
not afraid of him. 
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XLX. 1 ‘ WHEN Jehovah thv God doth 
cut off the nations, whose land Jehovah thy 
God is giving to thee, and thou hast succeeded 
them, and dwelt in their cities, and in their 
houses, 2 three cities thou dost separate for 
thee in the midst of thy land which Jehovah 
thy God is giving to thee to possess it. 3 Thou 
dost prepare for thee the way, and hast di¬ 
vided into three parts the border of thy land 
which Jehovah thy God doth cause thee to 
inherit, and it hath been for the fleeing 
thither of every man-slayer. 

4 ‘ And this is the matter of the man-slayer 
who lieeth thither, and hath lived: He who 
smiteth his neighbour unknowingly, and 
is not hating him heretofore,. 3 even he who 
cometh in with his neighbour into a forest to 
hew wood, and his hand hath driven with an 
ixe to cut the tree, and the iron hath slipped 
;rom the wood, and hath met his neighbour, 
and he hath died—he doth flee unto one of 
these cities, and hath lived, 0 lest the re¬ 
deemer of blood pursue after the man-slayer 
when his heart is hot, and hath overtaken 
him (because the way is great), and hath 
smitten him—the life 3 and he hath no sen¬ 
tence of death, for he is not hating him here¬ 
tofore ; 7 therefore I am commanding thee, say¬ 
ing, Three cities thou dost separate to thee. 

tt ‘And if Jehovah thy God doth enlarge 
thy border, as He hath sworn to thy fathers, 
and hath given to thee all the land which He 
hath spoken to give to thy fathers— 9 when 
thou keepest all tnis command to do it, which 
I am commanding thee to-day, to love Je¬ 
hovah thy God, and to walk in His ways all 
the days—then thou bast added to thee yet 
three cities to these three; 10 and innocent 
blood is not shed in the midst of thy land 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee—au 
inheritance, and there bath been upon thee 
blood. _ _ * 

11 ‘And when a mau is hating liis neigh¬ 
bour, and hath lain in wait for him, and 
risen against him, and smitten him—the life, 
and he hath died, aud he bath fled unto one 
of these cities, 12 then the elders of his city 
have sent and taken him from thence, and 
given him into the hand of the redeemer of 
blood, and lie hath died; 13 thine eye hath 
no pity on him, and thou hast put away the 
innocent blood from Israel, and it is well with 
thee. 

14 * Thou dost not remove a border of thy 
neighbour, which they of former times have 
made, in thine inheritance, which thou dost 
inherit in the land which Jehovah thy God is 
giving to thee to possess it. 

15 ‘ One witness doth not rise against a mail 
for any iniquity, and for any sin, in any sin 
which he smneth; by the mouth of two wit¬ 
nesses, or by the mouth of three witnesses, is 
a thing established. 

16 ‘ When a violent witness doth rise against 
a man, to testify against him apostaey, 17 then 
have both the men who have the strife stood 
before Jehovah, before the priests and the 
judges who are in those days, 18 and the 
judges have searched diligently, and lo, the 
witness is a false witness, a falsehood he hath 
testified against his brother: 


13 ‘ Then ye have done to him as he devised 
to do to his brother, and thou hast put away 
the evil thing out of thy midst, 20 and those 
who are left do hear and fear, and add not to 
do any more according to this evil thing in 
thy midst; 21 and thine eye doth not pity— 
life for life, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot. 

XX. 1 ‘WHEN thou goest out to battle 
against thine enemy, and hast seen horse and 
chariot —a peojjle more numerous than thou 
—thou art not afraid of them, for Jehovah 
thy God is with thee, who is bringing thee 
up out of the land of Egypt; 2 ana it hath 
been, in your drawiug near unto the battle, 
that the priest hath come nigh, and spoken 
unto the people, 3 and said unto them, Hear, 
Israel, ye are drawing near to-day to battle 
against your enemies, let not your hearts be 
tender, fear not, nor make haste, nor be terri¬ 
fied at their- presence, 4 for Jehovah your God 
is He who is going with you, to figlit for you 
with your enemies—to save you. 

6 ‘And the authorities have spokcu uuto 
the people, saying, Who is the man that hath 
built a new bouse, and hath not dedicated 
it?—let him go ana turn back to his house, 
lest he die in battle, and another man dedi¬ 
cate it. 

6 ‘Aud who is the man that hath plautcd a 
vineyard, and hath not made it common ?— 
let him go and turn back to his house, lest 
he die in battle, and another mau make it 
common. 

7 ‘And who is the man that betrothed 
a woman, aud hath not taken her?—let hi in 
go and turn back to his house, lest lie die in 
battle, aud another mau take her. 

8 ‘ Aud the authorities have added to speak 
unto the people, and said. Who is the man 
that is afraid and tender of heart?—let him 
go and turn back to bis house, and the heart 
of his brethren doth not melt like his heart; 
y and it hath come to pass as the authorities 
finish to speak unto the people, that they 
have appointed princes of the hosts at the 
head of the people. 

10 ‘When thou drawest near unto a city to 
fight against it, then thou hast called un¬ 
to it for Peace, 11 and it hath been, if Peace 
it answer thee, aud hath opened to thee, 
then it hath come to pass—all the people who 
are found in it are to thee for tributaries, and 
have served thee. 

12 ‘And if it doth not make peace with 
tliee, and hath made with thee war, then 
thou hast laid siege against it, 13 and Jeho¬ 
vah thy God hath given it into thy hand, 
and thou hast smitten every male of it by 
the mouth of the sword. * 4 Only, the wo¬ 
men, and the infants, and the cattle, and all 
that is in the city, all its spoil, thou dost seize 
.forthyself, and thou hast eaten the spoil of 
thine enemies which Jehovah thy Goa hath 
given to thee. 15 So thou dost do to all the 
cities which are very far off from thee, which 
are not of the cities of these nations. 

10 ‘Only, of the cities of these peoples 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee for 
an inheritance, thou dost not keep alive any 
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breathing; 17 for thou dost certainly dovoto 
the Hittite, and the Ainorite, the Canaanite, 
and the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Je- 
busite, as Jehovah thy God hath commanded 
thee, 18 so that they teach you not to do ac¬ 
cording to all their abominations which they 
have done to their gods, and ye have sinned 
against Jehovah your God. 

19 ' When thou layest siege unto a city 
many days, to fight against it, to capture it, 
thou dost not destroy its trees to force an 
axo against them, for of them thou dost eat, 
and them thou dost not cut down—for man’s 
is the tree of the field—to go in at thy pres¬ 
ence in the siege. 20 Only, the tree, which 
thou knowest that it is not a fruit-tree, 
it thou dost destroy, and hast cut down, 
and hast built a bulwark against the city 
which is making with thee war till thou hast 
subdued it. 

XXI. 1 ‘WHEN one is found slain on the 
ground which Jehovah thy God is giving to 
theo to possess it—fallen in a field—it is not 
known who hath smitten him, 2 then have 
thine elders and thy judges gone out and 
measured unto the cities which are round 
about the slain one, 3 and it hath been, the 
city which is near unto the slain one, even 
the elders of that city have taken a heifer of 
the herd, which hath not been wrought with, 
which hath not drawn in the yoke, ‘and the 
elders of that city havo brought down the 
heifer unto a hard valley, which is not tilled 
nor sown, and have beheaded there the heifer 
in the valley. 

4 ‘ And the priests, sons of Levi, have come 
nigh—for on them hath Jehovah thy God 
fixed to serve Him, and to bless in the name 
of Jehovah, and by their month is every 
strife, and every stroke— 9 and all the elders 
of that city, who are near unto the slain one, 
do wash their hands over the heifer which 
is beheaded in the valley, 7 and thoy have 
answered and said, Our hands have not shed 
this blood, and our eyes have not seen— 

8 receive atonement for Thy people Israel, 
whom Thou hast ransomed, O Jehovah, and 
suffer not innocent blood in the midst of 
Thy people Israel; and the blood hath been 
pardoned to them, “and thou dost put away 
the innocent blood out of thy midst, for 
thou dost that which is right in the eyes of 
Jehovah. 

10 ‘ When thou goest out to battle against 
thine enemies, and Jehovah thy God hath 
given them into thy hand, and thou hast 
taken captive its captivity, “and hast seen in 
the captivity a woman of fair form, and hast 
delighted in her, and hast taken to thee for 
a wife, 12 then thou hast brought her in unto 
the midst of thy household, and she hath 
shaved her head, and prepared her nails, 

13 and turned aside the raiment of her capti¬ 
vity from off her, and hath dwelt in tliy house, 
and bewailed her father and her mother a 
month of days, and afterwards thou dost go 
in unto her and hast married her, and she 
hath been to thee for a wife : 

14 4 And it hath been—if thou hast not de¬ 
lighted in her, that thou hast sent her away 
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at her desire, and thou dost not at all Bell her 
for money; thou dost not tyrannize over her, 
because that thou hast humbled her. 

15 4 When a man hath two wives, the one loved 
and the other hated, and they have borne to 
him sons (the loved one and the hated one), 
and the first-born son hath been to the hated 
oue; 16 then it hath been, in the day of his 
causing his sons to inherit that which he hath, 
he is not able to declare first-born the sou of the 
loved one, in theface of the Bon of the hated one 
—the first-born. 17 But the first-born, son of 
the hated one. lie doth acknowledge, to give 
to him a double portion of all that is found 
with him, for he is the beginning of his 
strength ; to him is the right of the first-born. 

is ‘ When a man hath a son apostatizing and 
rebellious—he is not hearkening to the voice 
of his father, and to the voice of his mother, 
and they have chastised him, and he doth not 
hearken unto them —™ then laid hold on him 
have his father and his mother, and they have 
brought him out unto the elders of his city, 
and unto the gate of his place, 20 and have 
said unto the elders of his city. Our son—this 
one—is apostatizing and rebellious ; he is not 
hearkening to our voice—a glutton a*d drunk¬ 
ard ; 21 and all the men of his city have stoned 
him with stones, and he hath died, and thou 
hast put away the evil out of thy midst, aud 
all Israel do near and fear. 

22 ‘ And when there is in a man a sin—a 
cause of death, and he hath been put to 
death, and thou hast hanged him on a tree, 
23 his corpse doth not remain on the tree, for 
thou dost certainly bury him in that day—for 
a thing lightly esteemed of God w the hanged 
one — ana thou dost not defile thy ground 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee—an 
inheritance. 

XXII. 1 4 THOU dost not see the ox of th> 
brother or his sheep driven away, and 
hast hidden thyself from them, thou dosf 
certainly turn them back to thy brother; 

2 and if thy brother is not near unto thee, 
and thou hast not known him, then thou hast 
removed it unto the midst of thy house, and 
it hath been with thee till thy Brother seek 
it, and thou hast given it back to him • 3 and 
so thou dost to his ass, aud so thou dost to 
his garment, and so thou dost to any lost 
thing of thy brother’s, which is lost by him, 
and thou hast found it; thou art not able to 
hide thyself. 

4 1 Thou dost not see the ass of thy brother, 
or his ox, falling in the way, and hast 
hid thyself from them; thou dost certainly 
raise them up with him. 

6 4 The habiliments of a man are not on a 
woman, nor doth a man put on the garment 
of a woman, for the abomination of Jehovah 
thy God is any one doing these. 

h 1 When a Bird's nest cometh Before thee 
in the way, in any tree, or on the earth, 
Brood or eggs, and the mother sitting on the 
brood or on the eggs, thou doBt not take the 
mother with the young ones; 7 thou dost cer¬ 
tainly send away the mother, and the young 
ones dost take to thyself, so that it is well 
with thee, aud thou hast prolonged days. 
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8 4 When thou buildest a new house, then 
thou hast made a parapet to thy roof, aud 
thou dost not put blood on thy house when 
one falleth from it. 

9 ‘ Thou dost not sow thy vineyard with 
divers things, lest the fulness of the seed 
which thou dost sow, and the increase of the 
vineyard, be separated. 

10 ‘Thou dost not plow with an ox and with 
au ass together. 

11 ‘Thou dost not put on a mixed cloth, 
wool and linen together. 

13 ‘Fringes thou dost make to thee on 
the four skirts of thy covering with which 
thou dost cover thyself. 

13 1 When a man taketh a wife, and hath 
gone in unto her, and hated her, 14 and laid 
against her actions of words, and brought 
out against her an evil name, and said, This 
woman I have taken, and I draw near unto 
her, and I have not found in her tokens of 
virginity: 

‘Then hath the father of the damsel— 
and her mother—taken and brought out the 
tokens of virginity of the damsel unto the 
elders of the city in the gate, 1(5 and the father 
of the damsel hath said unto the elders, My 
daughter I have given to this man for a wife, 
and he doth hate her j 17 and lo, he hath laid 
actions of words, saying, I have not found to 
thy daughter tokens of virginity—and these 
are the tokens of the virginity of my daugh¬ 
ter! and they have spread out the garment 
before the elders of the city. 

16 * And the elders of that city have taken 
the man, and chastise him, 19 and lined him a 
hundred silverlings, and given to the father of 
the damsel, because he hath brought out an 
evil name on a virgin of Israel, and she is to 
him for a wife, he is not able to send her away 
all his days. 

20 ‘And if this thing hath been truth—to¬ 
kens of virginity have not been found for the 
damsel— 21 then they have brought out the 
damsel unto the opening of her father’s house, 
and stoned her have the men of her city with 
stones, and she hath died, for she hath done 
folly in Israel, to go a-whoring in her father’s 
house; and thou hast put away the evil thing 
out of thy midst. 

72 4 When a man is found lying with a wo¬ 
man, married to a husband, then they have 
died even both of them, the mau who is lying 
with the woman, also the woman; and thou 
hast put away the evil thing out of Israel. 

23 ‘When there is a damsel, a virgin, be¬ 
trothed to a man, and a man hath found her 
in a city, and lain with her; 24 then ye have 
brought them both out unto the gate of that 
city, and stoned them with stones, and they 
have died:—the damsel, because that she 
hath not cried, being in a city; and the man, 
because that he hath humbled his neighbour’s 
wife; and thou hast put away the evil thing 
out of thy midst. 

* Ana if in a field the man find the damsel 
who is betrothed, and the man hath laid hold 
on her, and lain with her, then hath the man 
who hath lain with her died alone; 26 and to 
the damsel thou dost not do anything, the 
damsel hath no deadly sin; for as a man ris- 


eth against his neighbour and hath murdered 
him—the life, so is this tiling; 27 for in a field 
he found her, she hath cried—the damsel who 
is betrothed—and she hath no saviour. 

28 ‘ When a man findeth a damsel, a virgin 
who is not betrothed, and hath caught her, 
and lain with her, and they have been found, 
29 then hath the man who is lying with her 
given to the father of the damsel fifty silver- 
lings, and to him she is for a wife; because 
that he hath humbled her, he is not able to 
send her away all his days. 

30 4 A man doth not take his father’s wife, 
nor uncover his father’s skirt. 

XXIII. 1 ‘ ONE wounded, bruised, or cut 
in the member doth not enter into the assem¬ 
bly of Jehovah; 2 a bastard doth not enter into 
the assembly of Jehovah; even a tenth gene¬ 
ration of him doth not enter into the assem¬ 
bly of Jehovah. 

3 ‘An Ammonite and a Moabite doth not 
enter into the assembly of Jehovah; even a 
tenth generation of them doth not enter into 
the assembly of Jehovah—to the age; 4 be¬ 
cause that they have not come before yon 
with bread and with water in the way, in 
our coming out from Egypt, and because lie 
ath hired against thee Balaam son of Beor, 
of Pethor of Aram-Naharaim, to revile thee ; 
5 and Jehovah thy God hath not been willing 
to hearken unto Balaam, and Jehovah thy 
God doth turn for thee the reviling to a bless¬ 
ing, because Jehovah thy God hath loved 
thee; 6 thou dost not seek their peace and 
their good all thy days—to the age. 

7 1 Thou dost not abominate an Edomite, 
for thy brother he is; thou dost not abomi¬ 
nate an Egyptian, for a soioumer thou hast 
been in his land; 6 sous who are begotten of 
them, a third generation of them, doth enter 
into the assembly of Jehovah. 

°‘When a camp goeth out against tlune 
euemies, then thou hast kept from every evil 
thing. 

10 * When there is in thee a man who is not 
clean, from au accident at night—then he 
hath gone out uoto the outside of the camp- 
lie doth not come in unto tho midst of the 
camp— 11 and it hath been, at the turuing of 
the evening, he doth bathe with water, and at 
the going in of the sun he doth come in unto 
the midst of the camp. 

12 ‘And a station thou hast at the outside 
of the camp, and thou hast gone out thither 
without, 13 and a nail thou hast on thy staff, 
and it hath been, in thy sitting without, that 
thou ha9t digged with it, and turned back, 
and covered thy filth; 14 for Jehovah thy Gocl 
is walking up and down in the midst of thy 
camp, to deliver thee, and to givo tliine ene¬ 
mies before thee, .and thy camp hath been 
holy, and He doth not see in thee the naked¬ 
ness of anything, and hath turned back from 
after thee. 

15 4 Thou dost not shut up a servant unto 
liis lord, who is delivered unto thee from his 
lord; 16 with thee he doth dwell, in thy midst, 
in the place which he chooscth within one of 
thy gates, where it is pleasing to him; thou 
dost not oppress him. 
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17 4 There is not a whore among the daugh¬ 
ters of Israel, uor is there a whoremonger 
among the sous of Israel; 18 thou dost not 
bring a gift of a whore, or a price of a dog, 
into the house of Jehovah thv God, for any 
vow ; for the abomination of Jehovah thy 
God are even both of them. 

19 ‘ Thou dost not lend in usury to thy bro¬ 
ther; usury of money, usury of food, usury 
of anything which is lent on usury. 20 To a 
stranger thou mayest lend in usury, and to 
thy brother thou dost not lend in usury, so 
that Jehovah thy God doth bless thee in every 
putting forth of thy hand on the land whither 
thou goest in to possess it. 

31 4 When thou vowest a vow to Jehovah 
thy God, thou dost not delay to complete it; 
for Jehovah thy God doth certainly require 
it from thee, and it hath been in thee—sin. 

22 4 And wheu thou forbearest to vow. it is 
not in thee a sin. 23 The produce of thy lips 
thou dost keep, and hast done it., as thou 
hast vowed to Jehovah thy God; a free¬ 
will-offering, which thou hast spoken with 
thv mouth. 

4-1 ‘When thou comest in unto the vine¬ 
yard of thy neighbour, then thou hast eaten 
grapes, according to thv desire, thy suffici¬ 
ency; but into thy vessel thou dost not put 
any. 25 When thou comest in among the 
standing-corn of thy neighbour, then thou 
hast plucked the ears with thy hand, but a 
sickle thou dost not wave over the standing- 
corn of thy neighbour. 

XXIV. 1 4 WHEN a man doth take a wife, 
aud hath married her, and it hath been, 
if she doth not find grace in his eyes {for lie 
hath found in her nakedness of anything), 
aud lie hath written for her a writing of di¬ 
vorce, and given it into her hand, aud sent 
her out of his house. 2 and she hath gone out 
of his house, aud hath gone and been another 
man’s, 3 aud the latter man hath hated her, 
and written for her a writing of divorce, 
and given it into her hand, and sent her 
out of his house, or when the latter man 
dieth, who hath taken her to himself for 
a wife: 

4 ‘Her former husband who sent her away 
is not able to turn hack to take her to be to 
him for a wife, after that she hath become 
defiled; for au abomination it is before Je¬ 
hovah, and thou dost not cause the laud to 
sin which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee 
—an inheritance. 

5 4 When a man taketh a new wife, he doth 
not go out into the host, aud one doth not 
pass over unto him for anything; free he is 
at his own house one year, and hath rejoiced 
his wife whom he hath taken. 

8 ‘None doth take in pledge mill-stoucs, 
and rider, for life it is lie is taking in pledge. 

7 4 When a man is found stealing a person, 
of his brethren, of the sons of Israel, and 
hath tyrannized over him, aud sold him, then 
bath that thief died, aud thou hast put away 
the evil thiug out of thy midst. 

8 ‘Take heed, in the plague of leprosy, to 
watch greatly, and to do according to all that 
the priests, the Levites. teach you; as I have 
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commanded them ye observe to do: 9 remem¬ 
ber that which Jehovah thy God hath done 
to Miriam in the way, in your*coming out of 
Egypt. 

4 When thou liftest up on thy brother a 
debt of anything, thou dost not go in iwto his 
house to obtain his pledge; 11 at the outside 
thou dost stand, and the man on whom thou 
art lifting it up is bringing out unto thee the 
pledge at the outside. 

12 4 And if he is a poor maD, thou dost not 
lie down with his pledge; 13 thou dost cer¬ 
tainly give back to him the pledge at tho 
going in of the suu, and he hath lain dowD 
in his own raiment, and hath blessed thee; 
and to thee it is righteousness before Jehovah 
thy God. 

14 ‘Thou dost not oppress a hireling, poor 
and needy, of thy brethren or of thy sojourner 
who is in thy land within thy gates; 19 in 
liis day thou dost give his hire, and the sun 
doth not go in upon it, iov he is poor, and 
unto it he is lifting up his soul, and he doth 
not cry against thee unto Jehovah, and it 
hath been in thee—sin. 

18 4 Fathers are not put to death for sous, 
and sons are not put to death for fathers— 
each for his own sm, they are put to death. 

17 ‘Thou dost not turn aside the judgment 
of a fatherless sojourner, nor take in pledge 
the garment of a widow; 19 and thou hast 
remembered that a servant thou hast been iu 
Egypt, and Jehovah thy God doth ransom 
thee from thence ; therefore I am command¬ 
ing thee to do this thing. 

^ 9< When thou reapest thy harvest in thy 
field, and hast forgotten a sheaf in a field, 
thou dost not turn back to take it; to the 
sojourner, to the fatherless, and to the widow, 
it is; so that Jehovah thy God doth bless 
thee iu all the work of thy hands. 

S0, When thou beatest thine olive, thou 
dost not examine the branch behind thee; 
to the sojourner, to the fatherless, and to the 
widow, it is. 

214 When thou cuttest thy vineyard, thou 
dost not glean behind thee; to the sojourner, 
to the fatherless, and to the widow, it is; 
22 aud thou hast remembered that a servant 
thou hast been in the land of Egypt; there¬ 
fore I am commanding thee to do this thing. 

XXV. 14 WHEN there is a strife between 
men, and they have come nigh unto the judg¬ 
ment, and they have judged, and declared 
righteous the righteous, and declared wrong 
the wrong-doer, 2 then it hath come to pass, 
if the wrong-doer is to be smitten, that the 
judge hath caused him to fall down, and one 
hath smitten him in his presence, according 
to the sufficiency of liis wrong-doing, by num¬ 
ber; 3 forty times he doth smite him—he is 
not adding, lest, he is. adding to smite him 
.above these—many, stripes, aud thy brother 
is lightly esteemed iu thme eyes. 

4 ‘Thou dost not muzzle au ox in its thresh- 
ing, 

5 4 When brethren dwell together, and one 
of them hath died, and hath no sod, the wife 
of the dead is not without to a strange man ; 
her husband’s brother doth go in unto her. 
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doth perform the duty of her husband’s bro¬ 
ther: 6 and it hath been, the first-born which 
she beareth doth rise for the name of his 
dead brother, and his name is not wiped away 
out of Israel. 

7 ‘ And if the man doth not delight to take 
his brother’s wife, then hath his brother’s 
wife gone up to the gate, unto the elders, and 
said, My husband’s brother is refusing to 
raise up to his brother a name in Israel; he 
hath not been willing to perform the duty of 
my husband’s brother: 8 and the elders of Ids 
city have called for him, and spoken unto 
him, and he hath stood and said, I have no 
desire to take her ; 

9 ‘Then hath his brother’s wife drawn nigh 
unto him, before the eyes of the elders, and 
drawn his shoe from off his foot, and spat in 
his face, and answered and said, Thus it is 
done to the man who doth not build up the 
house of his brother; 10 and his Dame hath 
been called in Israel—The house of him whose 
shoe is drawn off. 

11 ‘When men strive together, one with 
another, and the wife of the one hath drawn 
near to deliver her husband out of the hand 
of his smiter, and hath put forth her hand, 
and laid hold on his secrets, 12 then thou hast 
cut off her hand, thine eye doth not spare. 

13 ‘Thou hast not in thy bag a stone and a 
Btone, a great and a small 14 Thou hast not 
in thy house an ephah and an ephah, a great 
and a small. 15 Thou hast a stone complete 
and just, thou hast an ephah complete and just, 
so that they prolong thy days on the ground 
which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee; 
16 for the abomination of Jehovah thy God is 
any one doing these things, any one doing ini¬ 
quity. 

17 x Remember that which Amalek hath done 
to thee in the way, in your going out from 
Egypt, 18 that ho hath met thee in the way, 
ana smiteth in all those feeble behind thee 
(and thou wearied and fatigued), and is not 
fearing God. u And it hath been, in Jehovah 
thy God’s giving rest to thee, from all thiue 
eDemies round about, in the land which Je¬ 
hovah thy God is giving to thee—an inherit¬ 
ance to possess it—thou dost blot out the re- 
memberance of Amalek from under the hea¬ 
vens thou dost not forget. 

XXVI. 1 ‘ AND it hath been, when thou 
comest in unto the land which Jehovah thy 
God is giving to thee—an inheritance, and 
thou hast possessed it, and dwelt in it, 2 that 
thou hast taken of the first of all the fruits of 
the ground which thou dost bring in out of 
thy land which Jehovah thy God is giving to 
thee, and hast put it in a basket, and gone 
unto the place which Jehovah thy God doth 
choose to cause His name to tabernacle there. 

3 ‘ And thou hast come in unto the priest 
who is in those days, and hast said unto him, 
I have declared to-day to Jehovah thy God, 
that I have come in unto the land which Je¬ 
hovah hath sworn to our fathers to give to us; 
4 and the priest hath taken the basket out of 
thy hand, and placed it before the altar of 
Jehovah tliy God. 


Jehovah thy God, A perishing Aramaean is 
my father! and he goeth down to Egypt, and 
sojourneth there with few men, and becometh 
there a nation, great, mighty ? and numerous; 
6 and the Egyptians do us evil, and afflict us,

10 ‘And now, lo, I have brought in the first 
of the fruits of the ground which thou hast 
givento me, 0Jehovah;—andthou hast placed 
it before Jehovah thy God, and bowed thy¬ 
self before Jehovah tliy God, 11 and rejoiced m 
all the good which Jehovah thy God hath 
given to thee, and to thy house, thou, and the 
Levite, and the sojourner who is in thy midst. 

12 ‘ When thou dost complete to tithe all 
the tithe of thine increase in the third year, 
the year of the tithe, then thou hast given to 
the Levite, to the sojourner, to the fatherless, 
and to the widow, and they have eaten with¬ 
in thy gates, and been satisfied, 13 and thou 
hast said before Jehovah thy God, I have 
put away the separated thing out of the house, 
and also have given it to the Levite, and to 
the sojourner, and to the orphan, and to the 
widow, according to all Thy command which 
Thou hast commanded me; I have not passed 
over from Thy commands, nor have I for¬ 
gotten. 14 1 have not eaten in mine affliction 
of it, nor have I put away of it for unclean- 
ness, nor have I given of it for the dead ; 1 
have hearkened to the voice of Jehovah my 
God ; I have done according to all that Thou 
hast commanded me: 15 look from Thy holy 
habitation, from the heavens, and bless Thy 
people Israel, aud the ground which Thou 
hast given to us, as Thou hast sworn to our 
fathers—a land flowing with milk and honey. 

16 ‘This day Jehovah thy God is command¬ 
ing thee to do these statutes and judgments; 
and thou hast hearkened and done them with 
all thv heart, and with all thy soul, 17 Jehovah 
thou bast caused to promise to-day to become 
thy God, and to walk in His ways, and to 
keep His statutes, and His commands, and 
His judgments, and to hearken to His voice. 

18 ‘And Jehovah hath caused thee to pro¬ 
mise to-day to become His people, a peculiar 
treasure, as He hath spoken to thee, and to 
keep all His commands; 19 so as to make tliec 
uppermost above all the nations whom He 
hath made for a praise, and for a name, and 
for beauty, and for thy being a holy people to 
Jehovah tliy God, as He hath spoken. 

XXVII. 14 AND Moses—the elders of Is¬

4 ‘And it hath been, in your passing over 
the Jordan, ye raise up these stones which I 
am commanding you to-day, in mount EbaL 
ami thou hast plaistered them with plaister, 
1 and built there an altar to Jehovah thy God, 
an altar of stones, thou dost not wave over 
them iron. 6 Of complete stones thou build- 
est the altar of Jehovah thy God, and hast 
caused to ascend on it burnt-offerings to Je¬ 
hovah thy God, 7 and sacrificed peace-offer¬ 
ings, and eaten there, and rejoiced before 
Jehovah thy God, 8 and written on the stones 
all the words of this law, well engraved.’ 

9 And Moses speaketh — the priests, the 
fjcvites, also—unto all Israel, saying, ‘Keep 
silent, and hear, 0 Israel, tins day thou hast 
become a people to Jehovah thy God: 10 and 
thou hast hearkened to the voice of Jehovah 
thy God, and done His commands, and His sta¬

11 And Moses commandeth the people on 
that day, saying, 12 ‘These do stand, to bless 
the people, on mount Gerizzim, in your pass¬ 
ing over the Jordan: Simeon, and Levi, and 
Judah, and Issachar, and Joseph, and Ben¬ 
jamin. 13 And these do stand, for the revil- 
lug, on mount Ebal: Reuben, Gad, and Asher, 
and Zebuluu, Dan, and Naphtali. 

* 4< And the Levites have answered and 
said unto every man of Israel—a loud voice: 

15 ‘ Cursed is the man who maketh a graven 
and molten image, the abomination of Je- 
nnvah, work of the hands of an artificer, 
and hath put it in a secret place,—and all the 
people have answered and said, Amen. 

16 ‘ Cursed is lie who is making light of his 
father and his mother, — and all the people 
have said, Amen.

19 ‘Cursed is lie who is causing the blind to 
err in the way,—and all the people have said,

20 * Cursed is he who is lying with liis fa¬ 
ther’s wife, for he hath uncovered his father’s 
skirt,—and all the people have said, Amen. 

21 ‘ Cursed is he wno is lying with any beast, 
—and all the people have said, Amen. 

22 ‘ Cursed is he who is lying with his Bister, 
daughter of his father, or daughter of his 
mother,—and all the people have eairl. Amen. 

23 ‘ Cursed is he who is lying with his 
mother-in-law.—and all the people have eaid. 
Amen. 

24 ‘ Cursed is he who is smiting his neigh¬ 
bour in secret,—and all the peojile have said, 
A men. 

‘ Cursed is he who is taking a bribe to 
smite a person, innocent blood,—and all the 
people have said. Amen. 

w ‘ Cursed is he who doth not establish the 
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words of this law, to do them,—and all the 
people have said, Amen. 

XXVIII. 1 ‘ AND it hath been, if thou dost 
hearken diligently to the voice of Jehovah 
thy God, to observe to do all His commands 
which I am commanding thee to-day, that 
Jehovah thy God hath made thee uppermost 
above all the nations of the earth, 2 and all 
these blessings have come upon thee, and 
overtaken thee, because thou dost hearken to 
the voice of Jehovah thy God : 

3 ‘ Blessed art thou in the city, and blessed 
art thou in the field. 

4 ‘ Blessed is the fruit of thy womb, and the 
fruit of thy ground, and the fruit of thy 
cattle, increase of thine oxen, and wealth of 
thv flock. 

* 1 Blessed w thy basket and thy kneading- 
trough. 

0 ‘Blessed art thou in thy coming in, aud 
blessed art thou in thy going out. 

7 ‘Jehovah giveth thine enemies, who arc 
rising up against thee—smitten beforo thy 
face; in one way they come out unto thee, 
and in seven ways they flee before thee. 

8 ‘ JehovaL commandeth with thee the bless¬ 
ing in thy store-houses, and in every putting 
forth of thy hand, and hath blessed tnee in tho 
land which Jehovah thy God is giving to thee. 

2 ‘Jehovah doth establish thee to Himself 
for a holy people, as He hath sworn to thee, 
when thou keepest the commands of Jehovah 
thy God, and hast walked in His ways: 10 and 
all the peoples of the land have seen that the 
name of Jehovah is called upon thee, and 
they have been afraid of thee. 

11 ‘And Jehovah hath made thee abundant 
in good, in the fruit of thy womb, and in the 
fruit or thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy 
ground, on the ground which Jehovah hath 
sworn to thy fathers to give to thee, 

12 * Jehovah doth open to thee his good trea¬ 
sure—the heavens—to give the rain of thy 
laud in its season, and to bless all the work 
of thy hand, and thou hast lent to many na¬ 
tions, arid thou—thou dost not borrow. 

13 ‘And Jehovah hath given thee for head, 
and not for tail; and thou hast been only 
above, and art not beneath, for thou dost hear¬ 
ken unto the commands of Jehovah thy God, 
which I am commanding thee to-day, to keep 
and to do, 14 aud thou dost not turn aside 
from all the words which I am commanding 
you to-day—right or left—to go after other 
gods, to serve them. 

15 1 And it hath been, if thou dost not hear- 
kou unto the voice of Jehovah thy God to 
observe to do all His commands, and His 
statutes, which I am commanding thee to¬ 
day, that all these revilings have come upon 
thcc, and overtaken thee: 

10 ‘Cursed art thou in the city, and cursed 
art thou in the field. 

17 ‘ Cursed is thy basket and thy kneading- 
trough. 

18 ‘Cursed is the fruit of thy body, and the 
fruit of thy land, increase of thine oxen, and 
wealth of thy flock. 

1!l ‘ Cursed art thou in thy coming in, and 
cursed art thou in thy going out. 
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20 ‘Jehovah doth send on thee the curse, 
the trouble, and the rebuke, in every putting 
forth of thy hand which thou dost, till thou 
art destroyed, and till thou perish hastily, 
because of the evil of thy doings by which 
thou hast forsaken Me. 

21 ‘Jehovah doth cause to cleave to thee 
the pestilence, till He consume thee from off 
the ground whither thou art going in to pos¬ 
sess it. 

22 ‘Jehovah doth smite thee with consump¬ 
tion, and with fever, and with inflammation, 
and with extreme burning, and with sword, 
and with blasting, and with mildew, and they 
have pursued thee till thou perish. 

23 ‘And thy heavens which are over thy 
head have been brass, and the earth which 
is under thee iron ; 24 Jehovah giveth the rain 
of thy land—dust and ashes ; from the hea¬ 
vens it cometh down on thee till thou art 
destroyed. 

35 ‘Jehovah giveth'thee smitten before thine 
enemies; in one way thou goest out unto 
them, and in seven ways dost flee before 
thorn, and thou hast been for a trembling to 
all kingdoms of the earth; 26 and thy car¬ 
case hath been for food to every fowl of the 
heavens, and to the beast of the earth, and 
there is none causing trembling. 

37 * Jehovah doth smite thee with the ulcer 
of Egypt, and with emerods, and with scurvy, 
and with itch, of which thou art not able to 
be healed. 

w ‘Jehovah doth smite thee with mad¬ 
ness, and with blindness, and with astonish¬ 
ment of heart; 29 and thou hast been crop- 
ling at noon, as the blind gropeth in dark¬ 
ness; and thou dost not cause thy ways to 
prosper; and thou hast been only oppressed 
and plundered all the days, and there is no 
saviour. 

30 ‘A woman thou dost betroth, and an¬ 
other man doth lie with her; a house thou 
dost build, and dost not dwell in it; a vine¬ 
yard thou dost plant, and dost not make it 
common; 31 thine ox is slaughtered before 
thine eyes, and thou dost not eat of it; thine 
ass is taken violently away from before thee, 
and it is not given back to thee; thy sheep 
are given to thine enemies, and there is no 
saviour for thee. 

33 ‘Thy sons and thy daughters are given 
to another people, aua thine eyes are look¬ 
ing and consuming for them all the day, 
and thy hand is not to God I 33 The fruit of 
thy ground, and all thy labour, eat up doth 
a people whom thou hast not known; and 
tliou hast been only oppressed and bruised 
all the days; 34 and thou hast been mad, be¬ 
cause of the sight of thine eyes which thou 
dost sec. 

35 ‘Jehovah doth smite thee with an evil 
ulcer, on the knees, and on the legs (of which 
tliou art not able to be healed), from the sole 
of thy foot even unto thy crown. 

w ‘Jehovah doth cause thee to go, and thy 
king whom thou raisest up over thee, unto a 
nation which tliou hast not known, tliou and 
thy fathers, and thou hast served there other 
gods, wood and stone; 37 and tliou hast been 
for an astonishment, for a simile, and for a 


byeword among all the peoples wliitlicr Jeho¬ 
vah doth lead thee. 

36 ‘ Much seed thou dost take out into the 
field, and little thou dost gather iu, for the 
locust doth consume it; 39 vineyards thou dost 
plant, and hast laboured, and wine thou dost 
not drink nor gather, for the worm doth con¬ 
sume it; 40 olives are to thee in all thy border, 
and oil thou dost not pour out, for thine olive 
doth fall off. 

41 * Sons and daughters thou dost beget, 
and they are not with thee, for they go into 
captivity; 49 all thy trees and the fruit of thy 
ground doth the locust possess; 43 the sojour¬ 
ner who is thv midst goeth up above tliec 
very high, ana thou goest down very low; 
44 he doth lend to thee, and thou dost not lend 
to him; he is for head, and thou art for tail. 

45 ‘ And come upon thee have all these 
curses, and they have pursued thee, and over¬ 
taken thee, till thou art destroyed, because 
thou hast not hearkened to the voice of Jeho¬ 
vah thy God, to keep His commands, and 
His statutes, which henath commanded thee ; 
46 and they have been on tbee for a sign and 
for a wonaer, also on thy seed—to the age. 

47 ‘Because that thou hast not served Je¬ 
hovah thy God with joy, and with gladness 
of heart, because of the abundance of all 
things— 48 thou hast served thine enemies, 
whom Jehovah sendeth against thee, iu hun¬ 
ger, and in thirst, and in nakedness, and in 
lack of all things; and he hath put a yoke of 
iron on thy neck, till He hath destroyed thee. 

40 ‘Jehovah doth lift up against thee a 
nation, from afar, from the end of the earth 
as the eagle it flieth: a nation whose tongue 
thou hast not heard, 60 a nation—lierce of 
countenance—which accepteth not the face 
of the aged, and the young doth not favour; 
Bl and it hath eaten the fruit of thy cattle, 
and the fruit of thy ground, till thou art de¬ 
stroyed ; which leaveth not to thee corn, new 
wine, and oil, increase of thine oxeD, and 
wealth of thy flock, till it hath destroyed thee. 

52 ‘ And it hath laid siege to thee in all thy 
gates, till thy walls come down, the high and 
the fenced ones in which thou art trusting, in 
all thy land; yea, it hath laid siege to thee 
in all thy gates, in all thy land, which Je¬ 
hovah thy God hath given to thee; 63 and 
thou hast eaten the fruit of thy body, flesh of 
thy sons and thy daughters (whom Jehovah 
thy God hath given to thee), in the siege, and 
in the straitness with which thine enemies do 
straiten tliee. 

54 * The man who is tender in thee, and who 
is very delicate—his eye is evil airainst his 
brother, and against the wife of his bosom, 
and against the remnant of his sons whom 
he leaveth, 65 against giving to one of them 
of the flesh of his sous whom he cateth, 
because he hath nothing left to him, in 
the siege, and in the straitness with which 
thine enemy doth straiten tlicc in all thy 
gates. 

58 * The tender woman in thee, and the 
delicate, who hath not tried the sole of her 
foot to place on the ground because of de¬ 
licateness and because of tenderness— her 
eye is evil against the husband of her bosom, 
ijy 
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and against her sou, aud against her daugh¬ 
ter, 57 and agaiust her seed which cometh 
out from between her feet, even against her 
sons whom she doth bear, for she doth eat 
them for the lacking of all things in secret, 
in the siege and in the straitness with which 
tliine enemy doth straiten thee within thy 
gates. 

63 * If thou dost not observe t<p do all the 
words of this law which are written in this 
book, to fear this honoured and fearful name— 
Jehovah thy God — 69 then hath Jehovah made 
wonderful thy strokes, and the strokes of thy 
seed—great strokes, and stedfast, and evil 
sicknesses, and stedfast. 

60 ‘And He hath brought back on thee all 
the diseases of Egypt, of the presence of which 
thou hast been afraidj and they have cleaved 
to thee ’ G1 also every sickness and every stroke 
which is not written in the book of this law ; 
Jehovah doth cause them to go up upon thee 
till thou art destroyed, 62 and ye^ have been 
left with few men, instead of which ye have 
been as stars of the heavens for multitude, be¬ 
cause thou hast not hearkened to the voice of 
Jehovah thy God. 

53 ‘ And it hath been, as Jehovah hath re¬ 
joiced over you to do you good, aud to multi¬ 
ply you, so doth Jehovah rejoice over you to 
destroy you, and to lay you waste; and ye 
have been pulled away from oft' the ground 
whither thou art going iu to possess it; 64 and 
Jehovah hath scattered thee among all the 
peoples, from the end of the earth even unto 
the end of the earth; and thou hast served 
there other gods which thou hast not known, 
thou aud thy fathers—wood and stone. 

85 ‘And among those nations thou dost not 
rest, yea, there is no resting-place for the 
sole of tliy foot, aud Jehovah nath given to 
thee there a trembling heart, and failing of 
eyes, and grief of soul; u6 aud thy life hath 
been hanging in suspense before thee, and 
thou hast been afraid by night aud by day, 
and dost not believe in thy life; 67 in the 
morniug thou sayest, 0 that it were evening! 
and in the evening thou sayest, 0 that it were 
morning! from the fear of thy heart, with 
which thou art afraid, and from the sight of 
thine eyes which thou secst. 

153 * And Jehovah hath brought thee back to 
Egypt with ships, by a way of which I said to 
thee, Thou dost not add any more to see it, 
and ye have sold yourselves there to thine 
enemies, for men-servants and for maid-scr- 
vauts, and there is no buyer.’ 

XXIX. 1 THESE arc the words of the 
covenant which Jehovah hath commanded 
Moses to make with the sous of Israel iu the 
land of Moab, apart from the covenant which 
He made with them in Iloreb. 

2 And Moses calleth unto all Israel, and 
saith unto them, ‘Ye—ye have seen all that 
which Jehovah hath done before your eyes in 
the land of Egypt, to Pharaoh, and to all his 
servants, and to all his land; 3 the great trials 
which thine eyes have seen, the signs, and 
those great wonders; 4 and Jehovah hath not 
given to you a heart to know, and eyes to 
see, aud ears to hear, till this day, 5 and I 


cause you to go forty years in a wilderness; 
your garments nave not been consumed from 
off you, and thy shoe hath not worn away 
from off thy foot; 6 bread ye Kkve not eaten, 
and wine and strong drink ye have not drunk, 
so that ye know that I am Jehovah vour God. 

7 4 And ye come in unto this place, and 
Sihon kiDg of Heshbon — also Og king of 
Bashan—doth come out to meet us, to battle, 
aud we smite them, 8 and take their land, 
and give it for an inheritance to the Reuben- 
ite, and to the Gadite, and to the half of the 
tribe of Manasseh; 9 and ye have kept the 
words of this covenant, aud done them, so 
that ye cause all that ye do to prosper. 

10 4 Ye are standing to-day, all of you, be¬ 
fore Jehovah vour God—your heads, your 
tribes, your elders, and your authorities— 
every man of Israel; 11 your infants, your 
wives, and thy sojourner who is in the midst 
of thy camps, from the hewer of thv wood 
unto the drawer of thy water — ia for thy 
passing over into the covenant of Jehovah 
thy God, and into His oath which Jehovah 
thy God is making with thee to-day; 13 iu 
order to establish thee to-day to Him for a 

eople, and He Himself is thv God, as Ho 

atn spoken to thee, and as He hath sworn to 
thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. 

4 And not with you alone am I making 
this covenant and this oath ; 10 but with him 
who is here with us, standing to-day before 
Jehovah our God, and with him who is not 
here with us to-day. 16 for ye have known 
how we dwelt in the land of Egypt, and how 
we passed by through the midst of the na¬ 
tions which ye have passed by; 17 and ye see 
their abominations, and their idols, wood and 
stone, silver and gold, which are with them, 
18 lest there be aunong you a man or woman, 
or family or tribe, whose heart is turning 
to-day from Jehovah our God, to go to serve 
the gods of those nations, lest there be in you 
a root fruitful of gall and worm-wood: 

19 4 And it hath been, in his hearing the 
words of this oath, and he hath blessed him¬ 
self in his heart, saying, I have peace, though 
in the stubbornness of my heart I go on, in 
order to eud the fulness with the thirst. 

Jehovah is not willing to be propitious to 
him, for then doth the anger of Jehovah 
smoke, also His zeal, against that man, ami 
lain down on him hath aJl the oath which is 
written in this book, and Jehovah hath 
blotted out his name from under the heavens, 
21 aud Jehovah hath separated him for evil, 
out of all the tribes of Israel, according to 
all the oaths of the coveuaut which is written 
in this book of the law. 

22 ‘And the latter generation of your sons 
who rise after you, and the stranger who 
cometh in from a land afar off, have said 
when they have seen the strokes of that land, 
and its sicknesses which Jehovah hath sent 
into it,— 23 (with brimstone and salt is the 
whole land burnt, it is not sown, nor doth it 
shoot up, nor doth there go up on it any herb, 
like the overthrow of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
Admah and Zeboim, which Jehovah over¬ 
turned in His anger, and in His fury,)— 54 yea, 
all the nations have said, Wherefore hath 
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Jehovah done thus to this land? what the 
heat of this great anger? 

25 ‘And tliey have said, Because that they 
have forsaken the covenant of Jehovah, God 
of their fathers, which He made with them 
in His bringing them out of the land of Egypt, 
20 and they go and serve other ^ods, and bow 
themselves to them—gods which they have 
not known, and which He hath not appor¬ 
tioned to them; 27 and the anger of JehtiVah 
burnetk against that land, to bring in on it 
all the reviling that is written in this book, 
28 and Jehovah doth pluck them from off their 
ground in anger, and in fury, and in great 
wrath, and doth cast them unto another land, 
as at this day. 

29 ‘The things hidden arc to Jehovah our 
God, and the things revealed are to us and to 
onr sons—to the age, to do all the words of 
this law. 

XXX. 1 * And it hath been, when all these 
things come upon thee, the blessing and the 
reviling, which I have set before thee, and 
thou hast brought them back unto thy heart, 
among all the nations whither Jehovah thy 
God hath driven thee away, 2 and hast turned 
back unto Jehovah thy God, and hearkened 
to His voice, according to all that X am com¬ 
manding thee to-day, thou and thy sons, with 
all thy neart, and*with all thy soul— 3 then 
hath Jehovah thy God turned back to thy 
captivity, and pitied thee, yea, He hath 
turned back ana gathered thee out of all the 
peoples whither Jehovah thy God hath scat¬ 
tered thee. 

4 ‘ If thine outcast is in the extremity of 
the heavens, thence doth Jehovah thy God 
gather thee, and thence He doth take thee; 
“and Jehovah thy God hath brought thee 
in unto the land which thy fathers have 
possessed, and thou hast inherited it, and 
He hath done thee good, and multiplied thee 
above thy fathers. 

y ‘And Jehovah thy God hath circumcised 
thv heart, and the heart of thy seed, to love 
Jehovah thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy sold, for the sake of thy life; 7 and 
Jehovah thy God hath put all this oath on 
thine enemies, and on those hating thee, who 
have pursued thee. 

6 ‘ And thou dost turn back, and hast 
hearkened to the voice of Jehovah, and hast 
done all His commands which X am command¬ 
ing thee to-day; 9 and Jehovah thy God hath 
made thee abundant in every work of thy 
hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in the 
fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy 
ground, for good: for Jehovah turneth back 
to rejoice over thee for good, as He rejoiced 
over thy fathers, 10 for thou dost hearken to 
the voice of Jehovah thy God, to keep His 
commands, and His statutes, which are written 
in the book of this law, for thou turnest back 
unto Jehovah thy God, with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul 

n ‘For this command which I am com¬ 
manding thee to-day, it is not too wonderful 
for thee, nor is it far off. 12 It is not in the 
heaven*,— saying. Who doth go up for us into 
the heavens, and doth take it for us, and 


doth cause us to hear it—that we may do it 
13 Aud it is not beyond the sea,—saying, Whfl 
doth pass over for us beyond the sea, and 
doth take it for us, and doth cause us to hear 
it—that we may do it? 14 For very near unto 
thee is the word, in tliy mouth, and in thy 
heart—to do it. 

15 * See, I have set before thee to-dav life 
and good, and death and evil, 16 in that I am 
commanding thee to-day to love Jehovau thy 
God, to walk in His ways, and to keep His 
commands, and His statutes, and His judg¬ 
ments; and thou hast lived and multiplied, 
and Jehovah thy God hath blessed thee m the 
land whither thou art goin® in to possess it. 

17 ‘And if thy heart doth turn, and thou 
dost not hearken, and hast been driven away, 
and hast bowed thyself to other gods, and 
served them, 19 1 have declared to you this 
day, that ye do certainly perish, ye do not 
prolong days on the ground which thou art 
passing over the Jordan to go in thither to 
possess it. 

19 4 1 have caused to testify against vou to¬ 
day the heavens and the earth • life and death 
I have set before thee, the blessing and the 
reviling; and thou hast fixed on life, so that 
thou dost live, thou aud thy seed, 20 to love 
Jehovah thy God, to hearken to His voice, 
and to cleave to Him (for He is thy life, and 
the length of thy days), to dwell on the ground 
which Jehovah hatn sworn to thy fathers, to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give to 
them.’ 

XXXL 1 AND Moses goeth and speaketh 
these words unto all Israel, 2 and he saith 
unto them, ‘ A son of a hundred and twenty 
years am I to-day; I am not able any more to 
go out and to come in, and Jehovah hath said 
unto me, Thou dost notpass over this Jordan, 

3 4 Jehovah thy God He is passing over be¬ 
fore thee, He doth destroy these nations from 
before thee, and thou hast possessed them; 
Joshua—he is passing over before thee as Je¬ 
hovah hath spoken, 4 and Jehovah hath done 
to them as he hath done to Sihon and to Og, 
kings of the Amorite, and to their land, whom 
He destroyed. 6 And Jehovah hath given 
them before your face, and ye have done to 
them according to all the command which 
I have commanded you; 6 be strong and 
courageous, fear not, nor be terrified because 
of them, for Jehovah thy God is He who 
is going with thee; He doth not fail thee nor 
forsake thee.’ 

7 And Moses calleth for Joshua, and saith 
unto him before the eyes of all Israel, ‘Be 
strong and courageous, for thou—thou dost 
go in with this people unto the land which 
Jehovah hath sworn to their fathers to give 
to them, and thou—thou dost cause them to 
inherit it; 8 and Jehovah is He who is going 
before thee, He himself is with thee; He doth 
not fail thee nor forsake thee; fear not, nor 
be affrighted.’ 

a And Moses writeth this law, and giveth 
it unto the priests (sons of I^evi, <those bearing 
the ark of the covenant of Jehovah), and unto 
all the elders of Israel, 10 and Moses com 
maudetli them, saying, 4 At the end of seven 
141 
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vears, in the appointed time, the vear of re¬ 
lease, in the feast of booths, 11 in the coming 
in of all Israel to see the face of Jehovah in 
the place which He chooseth, thou dost pro¬ 
claim this law before all Israel, in their ears. 

ia ‘ Assemble the people, the men, and the 
women, and the infants, and thy sojourner 
who is within thy gates, so that they hear, 
and so that they learn, and have feared Je¬ 
hovah your God, and observed to do all the 
words of this law; 13 and their sons, who 
have not known, do hear, and have learned 
to fear Jehovah your God all the days which 
ye are living on the ground whither ye are 
passing over the Jordan to possess it.’ 

14 And Jehovah saith unto Moses. ' Lo, thy 
days have drawn near to die; call Joshua, 
and station yourselves in the tent of meeting, 
and I charge him;’ and Moses goeth—Joshua 
also—and they station themselves in the teut 
of meeting, lj and Jehovah is seen iu the 
tent, in a pillar of a cloud; and the pillar of 
the cloud standeth at the opening of the tent. 

16 And Jehovah saith unto Moses, 4 Lo. 
thou art lying down, with thy fathers, aud 
this people hath risen, and gone a-vvhoring 
after the gods of the stranger of the land 
into the midst of which it hath entered, and 
forsaken Me, and broken My covenant which 
1 made with it; 17 and Mine anger hath 
burned against it in that day, and l have 
forsaken them, and hidden My face from 
them, and it hath been for consumption, and 
mauy evils aud distresses have found it, and 
it hath said in that day, Is it not because 
that my God is not in my midst—these evils 
have found me? 18 and I certainly hide My 
face in that day for all the evil which it hath 
done, for it hatn turned unto other gods. 

18 ‘And now, write for you this song, ami 
teach it the sons of Israel; put it in their 
mouths, so that this song is to Me for a 
witness against the sons of Israel, 80 and I 
bring them in unto the ground which I have 
sworn to their fathers—flowing with milk and 
houey, and they have eaten, and been satisfied, 
and Leeu fat, and have turned unto other 
gods, and they have served them, and des¬ 
pised Me, and broken My covenant. 

21 ‘ And it hath been, when many evils aud 
distresses do meet it, that this song hath 
testified to its face for a witness; for it is 
not forgotten out of the mouth of its seed, 
for I have known its imagining which it is 
doing to-day, before I bring them in unto the 
laud of which I have sworn.’ 

22 And Moses writeth this song on that day, 
aud doth teach it the sons of Israel, 23 and 
He commandeth Joshua son of Nun, and 
saith, ‘Be strong and courageous, for thou 
dost bring in the sons of Israel unto the land 
which I nave sworn to them, and I—I am 
with thee.’ 

24 And it cometh to pass, when Moses 
finisheth to write the words of this law on a 
book till their completion, 25 that Moses com¬ 
mandeth the Levites bearing the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah, saying, 26 ‘Take this 
Book of the Law, and thou hast set it on the 
side of the ark of the covenant of Jehovah 
your God, and it hath been there against 


thee for a witness; 57 for I—I have known 
thy rebellion, and thy stifi’ neck; lo, in my 
being yet alive with you to-day, rebellious ye 
have been with Jehovah, and also surely 
after my death. 

'^‘Assemble unto me all the elders of your 
tribes, and your authorities, and I speak in 
their ears these words, and cause to testify 
against them the heavens and the earth, 
29 for I have known that after my death ye do 
very corruptly, and have turned aside out of 
the way which I commanded you, and evil 
hath met you in the latter end of the days, 
because ye do the evil thing in the eyes of 
Jehovah, to make Him angry with the work 
of your hands. 1 

30 Aud Moses speaketh iu the ears of all 
the assembly of Israel the words of this song, 
till their completion:— 

XXXII. 14 GIVE ear, 0 heavens, and 1 
speak; [mouth! 

And tliou dost hear, 0 earth, sayings of my 

2 Drop as rain doth My doctrine; 

Flow as dew doth My sayings; 

As storms on the tender grass, 

And as showers on the herb, 

3 For the Name of Jehovah I proclaim, 
Ascribe ye greatness to our God! 

4 The Rock!—perfect is His work, 

For all His ways are just; 

God of stedfastness, and without iniquity: 
Righteous and upright wHe. 

5 It hath done corruptly to Him ; 

Their blemish is not His sons’, 

A generation perverse and crooked! 

8 To Jehovah do ye act thus,

48 And Jehovah speaketh unto Moses, in 
this self-same day, saying, 49 ‘Go up unto this 
mount Abarim, mount Nebo, whicn is in the 
land of Moab, which is on the front of Jericho, 
and see the land of CanaaD which I am giving 
to the sons of Israel for a possession j 50 and 
die in the mount whither thou art going up, 
and be gathered unto thy people, as Aaron 
thy brother hath died in the mount Hor, and 
is gathered unto his people: 

5 ‘ * Because ye trespassed against me in the 
midst of the sons of Israel at the waters of 
Meribath-Kadesh, the wilderness of Zin—be¬ 
cause ye sanctified Me not in the midst of the 
sons of Israel; 52 bnt over-against tliou seest 
the land, and thither thou dost not go in, 
unto the land which I am giving to the sons 
of Israel.’ 

XXXIII. 1 AND this is the blessing with 
which Moses the man of God blessed the sons 
of Israel before his death, 2 and he saith:— 
‘Jehovah from Sinai hath come,

4 And Jehovah saith unto him, ‘This is the 
land which I have sworn to Abraham, to 
Isaac, and to Jacob, saying, To thy seed 1 
give it; I have caused thee to sec with thine 
eyes, and thither thou dost not pass over.’ 

3 And Moses, servant of the Lord, dieth 
there, in the land of Moab, according to the 
command of Jehovah; c and He burieth him 
in a valley in the land of Moab, over-a^ainst 
Bcth-Peor, and no man hath known his oury- 
iug-plaee unto this day. 

7 And Moses w a son of a hundred and 
twenty years when he dieth; his eye hath not 
become dim, nor hath his moisture fled, 8 And 
the sons of Israel bewail Moses in the plains 
of Moab thirty days * and the days of weeping 
and mourning for Moses are completed.

JOSHUA. 


CHAP. I. 1 AND it comcth to pass .after the 
death of Moses, servant of Jehovah, that 
Jehovah speaketh unto Joshua son of Nun, 
minister of Moses, saying,. 2 * Moses my ser¬ 
vant is dead, and now, rise, pass over this 
Jordan, thou, and all this people, unto the 
land, which I am giving to them, to the sons 
of Israel. 

3 4 Every place on which the sole of your 
foot treaaeth, to you I have given it, as I 
have spoken unto Moses. 4 From this wilder¬ 
ness and Lebanon, and unto the great, river, 
the river Plirath, all the land of.tne Hittites, 
and unto the great Sea—the going in of the 
sun—is your border. 

5 4 No man doth .station himself before thee 
all days of thy life ; as I have been with 
Moses, I am with thee, I do not fail thee, nor 
forsake thee; 6 be strong and courageous, 
for thou—tliou dost cause this people to in¬ 
herit the land which I have sworn to their 
fathers to give to them. 

7 ‘Only, be strong and very courageous,, to 
observe to do according to all the law which 
Moses My servant commanded thee; thou 
dost not turn aside from it right or left, so 
that tliou dost act wisely in every place 
whither thou gocst; 8 the book of this law 
doth nob depart out of thy mouth, and thou 
hast meditated in it by day and by nmht, so 
that thou dost observe to do according to 
all that is written in it, for then thou dost 
cause thy way to prosper, and then thou 
dost act wisely. 

9 ‘Have not I commanded thee? be strong 
ind courageous ; be not terrified nor affright¬ 
ed, for with thee is Jehovah thy God in 
every place whither thou goest.’ 

10 And Joshua comraanaeth the authorities 
of the people, saying, il ‘Pass over into the 
midst of the camp, and command the people, 
saying, Prepare for yourselves provision, for 
withiu three days ye are passing over this 
Jordan, to go in to possess the land which 
Jehovah your God is giving to you to pos¬ 
sess it.’ 

12 And to the Rcubcnite, and to the Gaditc, 
ind to the half of the tribe of Manassch, 
lath Joshua, spoken, saying, 13 ‘Remember 
ihe word lvhich Moses, servant of Jehovah, 
commanded you, saying, Jehovah your God 
is giving rest to you, and He hath given to 
you this land; 14 your wives, your infants, 
and your substance, abide in the land which 
Moses hath given to you beyond the Jordan, 
and yc—ye pass over by fifties, before your 
brethren, all the mighty ones of valour, and 
have helped them, 18 till that Jehovah giveth 
rest to your brethren as to yourselves, and 
they have possessed, even they, the land 
which Jehovah your God is giving to them; 
then ye have turned back to the land of your 
possession, and have possessed it, which Mo¬ 
ses, servant of Jehovah, bath given to you be* 
fond the Jordan, at the sun-rising.’ 


18 And they answer Joshua, sayiDg, ‘All 
that thou bast commanded ua ive do; and 
unto every place whither thou dost send us. 
we go; 17 according to all that we hearkened 
unto Moses in, so we hearken unto thee; 
surely Jehovah thy God is with thee as He 
hath been with Moses. la Any man who 
doth provoke thy mouth, and doth not hear 
thy words, in all that thou dost command 
him, is put to death ; ouly, be strong and 
courageous.* 

II. 1 ANT) Joshua son of Nun sendeth 
from Shittim, two men, spies, silently, say 
ing, ‘Go, see the land—and Jericho;’ and 
they go and come into the. house of a woman, 
a harlot, and her name is Rahab, and they 
lie down there. 

2 And it is told to the king of Jericho, say 
ing, 4 Lo, men have come in hither to-night, 
from the sons of Israel, to search the land. 

3 And the king of. Jericho sendeth unto Ra 
hab, saying, * Bring out the men who are 
coming in unto thee, who have come into thy 
house, for to search the whole of the land 
they have come in. 

4 And the woman taketh the two men, and 
hideth them, and saiththus: ‘The men came 
in unto me, and 1 have not known whence 
they are; 3 and it cometh to pass—the gate 
is to be shut—in the dark, and the men have 
gone out; I have not known whither the 
men have gone; pursue ye, hasten after 
them, for yo overtake them ; ’ 0 and she hath 
caused them to go up on the roof, aud hideth 
them with the flax wood, which is arranged 
for her on the roof. 

7 And the men have pursued after them the 
way of the Jordan, by the fords, and the gate 
thev have shut afterwards, when the pursu¬ 
ers have gone out after them. 

0 And — before they lie down — she hath 
gone up unto them on the roof, 9 and she 
saith unto the men, 4 1 have known that Je¬ 
hovah hath given to you the land, and that 
your terror hath fallen upon us, aud that all 
the inhabitants of the land have melted at 
your presence. 

10 4 For we have heard how Jehovah dried up 
the waters of the Red Sea ab your presence, 
in your going out of Egypt, and that which 
ye nave done to the two kings of the Amorito 
who are beyond the Jordan ; to Sihon and to 
Og whom ye devoted. 11 And we hear, and 
melt doth our heart, and there hath not 
stood any more spirit in any man, from your 
presence, for Jehovah your God, He is God 
in the heavens above, and on the earth be¬ 
neath. 

12 4 And now, swear ye, I pray yon, to me 
by Jehovah—because 1 have done with you 
kindness—that ye have done, even yc, kind¬ 
ness with the house of my father, and have 
given to me a true token, 13 and have kept 
nlive my father, and my mother, and my

brothers, and my sisters, and all that they 
have, and have delivered our souls from 
death.’ 

14 And the men say to her, ‘Our soul for 
yours —to die; if ye declare not this our 
matter, theu it hath been, in Jehovah’s giv¬ 
ing to us this laud, that we have done With 
thee kindness and truth.’ 

15 And she causcth them to go down by a 
rope through the window, for her house is in 
the side of the wall, and in the wall she is 
dwelling; 16 atid she saith to them, ‘To the 
mountain go, Jest the pursuers come upon 
you; and ve have bccu hidden there three 
days till tlie turning back of the pursuers, 
and afterwards ye go on your way.* 

17 And the men say unto lierj * Wc arc ac¬ 
quitted of this thine oath which thou hast 
caused us to swear: l9 lo, we are coming into 
the land, this line of scarlet thread thou dost 
bind to the window by which thou hast 
caused us to go down, and thy father, and 
thy mother, and thy brethren, and all the 
house of thv father thou dost gather uuto 
thee, to the house; JH and it batli been, any 
one who goctli out from the doors of thy 
house without, his blood is on his head, and 
we are innocent; and any one who ia with 
thee in the house, his blood is on our head, 
if a hand is on him; 20 .aud if thou declare 
this our matter, theu we have been acquitted 
from thine oath which thou hast caused us to 
swear.’ 

21 Aud she saith, ‘According unto your 
words, so it is;' and she sendetli them away, 
and they go; and she biudeth the scarlet line 
to the window. 

22 And they go, .and come in to the moun¬ 
tain, and abide there three days until the 
pursuers have turned hack ; and the pursuers 
seek in all the way, and have not found. 

23 And the two men turn back, aud come 
down from the hill, and pass over, and come 
in unto Joshua sou of Nun, and recount to 
him all that hath come upon them j 24 and 
they say unto Joshua. ‘ Surely Jehovah hath 
given into our baud all the laud; and also, all 
the inhabitants of the land have melted at 
our presence. 1 

III. 1 AND Joshua risetli early in the 
morning, aud they journey from Shittim, 
aud come in uuto tlie Jordan, he and all the 
sons of Israel, aud they lodge there before 
they pass over. 

2 And it cometh to pass, at the end of three 
days, that the authorities pass over into the 
midst of the camp, 3 and command the people, 
saying, 1 When ye see the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah your God, and the priests, the 
Invites, bearing it, then ye journey from 
vour place, and have gone after it; 4 only, a 
distance is between you and it, about two 
thousaud cubits by measure; ye do not come 
near unto it, so that ye know the way in 
which yc go, for ye have not passed over in 
the way heretofore.’ 

5 And Joshua saith unto the people, ‘Sanc¬ 
tify yourselves, for to-morrow doth Jehovah 
do in your midst wonders.’ 

•And Joshua speaketh unto the priests, 
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saying, ‘Take up the ark of the covenaut, 
and pass over before the people;’ and they 
take up the ark of the coveuant, aud go be¬ 
fore the people. 

7 Aud Jehovah saitli unto Joshua, ‘ This 
day I begin to make tlice great in the eyes of 
all Israel, so that they know that as I was 
with Moses 1 am with thee; H and thou, tliou 
dost command the priests bearing the ark of 
the covenant, saying, When ye come unto the 
extremity of the waters of the Jordan — in 
the Jordan ve stand.’ 

9 A_nd Joshua saith uuto tlie sons of Israel, 
1 Come nigh hither, aud hear the words of 
Jehovah your God; 10 and-Joshua saith, ‘By 
this yc know that tlie living God is in your 
midst, aud He doth certainly dispossess from 
before you the Canaanite, and the Hittite, 
and the Hivite. aud the Perizzite. and the 
Girgashitc, and the Amorite. aua tlie Jc- 
bnsite: 11 lo, tlie ark of the covenant of the 
Lord of all the earth is passing over beforo 
you into Jordan; 12 aud now, take for you 
twelve men out of the tribes of. Israel, one 
man—one man for a tribe; 13 and it hath been, 
at the resting of the soles of the feet of the 
priests bearing the ark of Jehovah, Lord of 
all the earth, in the waters of the Jordan, 
the waters of the Jordan arc cut off—the 
waters which are coming down from above— 
and they stand—one heap.’. 

14 Ana it cometh to pass, in the journeying 
of the people from their tents to pass over 
the Jordau, and of the priests bearing the 
ark of the covenant before the people, 15 and 
at those bearing the ark coming in unto the 
Jordan, and the feet of the priests beariug 
the ark have been dipped iu the extremity of 
the waters (and the Jordan is full over all its 
banks all the days of harvest) — 1R that the 
waters stand ; those coming down from above 
have risen—one heap, very far above Adam 
the city, which is at the side of Zaretan; and 
those goin^ clown by the sea of the plain, tlie 
■Salt Sea. nave been completely cut off; and 
the people have passed through over-against 
Jericho ; 17 and the priests bearing the ark of 
the covenant of Jehovah stand on dry ground 
in the midst of the Jordan—established, and 
all Israel are passing over on dry ground till 
that all the nation hath completed to pass 
over the Jordau. 

IV. 1 AND it cometh to pass, when all the 
nation hath completed to pass over the Jor¬ 
dan, that Jehovah speaketli uuto Joshua, 
saying, 2 ‘Take for you out of the people 
twelve men, one man—one man out of a 
tribe; 3 aud commaud ye them, saying, Take 
up for you from this nfocc, from the midst of 
tlie Jordan, from tne established standing- 
place of the feet of the priests, twelve stones, 
and ye have removed them over with you, 
and placed them in the lodging-place in which 
ye lodge to-night.’ 

4 And Joshua calleth unto the twelve mec 
whom he prepared out of the sous of -Israel, 
one man—one man out of a tribe; • and 
Joshua saith to them, * Pass over before the 
ark of Jehovah your God unto the midst of 
the Jordan and lift w for you each, one stone

ou his shoulder, according to the number of 
the tribes of the sons of Israel, c so that this 
is a sign in your midst, when your children 
ask hereafter, saying. What are these stones 
to you? 7 that ye have said to them, Because 
the waters of the Jordan were cut off, at the 
presence of the ark.of the covenant of Jeho¬ 
vah ; iu its passing over into the Jordan were 
the waters of the Jordan cut off; and these 
stones have been for a memorial to the sons 
of Israel—to the age.' 

8 And the sons of Israel do so as Joshua 
commanded, and take up twelve stones out 
of the midst of the Jordan, as Jehovah hath 
spoken unto Joshua, according to the number 
ot the tribes of the sons of Israel, and remove 
them over with them unto the lodging-place, 
and place them there, ®even the twelve stoues 
hath Joshua raised up out of the midst of 
the Jordan, the place of the standing of the 
feet of the priests bearing the ark of the 
covenant, and. they are there unto this day. 

10 And the priests bearing the ark are stand- 
ing in the midst of the Jordan till the com¬ 
pletion of the whole thing which Jehovah 
commanded Joshua to speak unto the people, 
according to all that Moses commanded Jo¬ 
shua, and the people haste and pass over. 

11 And it cometh to pass when all the people 
have completed to pass over, that the ark of 
Jehovah passeth over, and the priests, in the 

S 'esence of the people; 12 ana the sons of 
euben, and the sons of Gad, and the half of 
tho tribe of Manasseh, pass over, by fifties, 
before the sons of Israel, as Moses had 
spoken unto them; 13 about forty thousand, 
armed ones of the host, passed over before 
Jehovah for battle, unto the plains of Jericho. 

14 On that day hath Jehovah made Joshua 
great in the eyes of all Israel, and they re¬ 
verence him, as they reverenced Moses, all 
days of*his life. 

15 And Jehovah apeaketh unto Joshua, say¬ 
ing, 18 ‘Command the priests bearing the ark 
of the testimony, and they come up out of 
the Jordan.’ 17 And Josnua commandeth 
the priests, saying, 4 Come ye up out of the 
Jordan.’ 

18 And it cometh to pass, in the coming up 
of the priests bearing the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah out of the midst of the Jordan— 
the soles of the feet of the priests have been 
drawn up into the dry ground — and the 
waters of the Jordan turn back to their place, 
and go as heretofore over all its banks. 

13 And the people have come up out of the 
Jordan on the tenth of the first month, and 
encamp in Gilgal, in the extremity east of 
Jericho; 20 and these twelve stones, which 
they have taken out of the Jordan, hath 
Joshua raised up in Gilgal. 

21 And he speaketh unto the sons of Israel, 
saying, ‘When your sons ask their fathers 
hereafter, saying. What ore these stones? 
22 then ye have caused your sons to know, 
saying, On dry land Israel passed over this 
Jordan ; 23 because Jehovah your God dried 
up the waters of the Jordan at your presence, 
till your passing over, as Jehovah your God 
did to the Red Sea which He dried up at 
our preset)Ct till our passing over; 24 so that 


all the people of the land do know the hand 
of Jehovah that it is strong, so that ye 
have reverenced Jehovah your God all tlic 
days.’ 

V. 1 AND it cometh to pass when all the 
kings of the Amorite which are beyond the 
Jordan, towards the sea, and all the kings of 
the Canaanite which are by the sea, hear how 
that Jehovah hath dried up the waters of the 
Jordan at the presence of the sons of Israel 
till their passing over, that their heart is 
melted, ana there hath not been in them any 
more spirit because of the presence of the sons 
of Israel. 

2 At that time said Jehovah unto Joshua, 
‘ Make for thee knives of flint, and turn baek, 
circumcise the sous of Israel a second time ; ’ 

3 aDd Joshua maketh for him knives of flint, 
and circumciseth the sons of Israel at the 
height of the foreskins. 

4 And this is the tliiug for which Joshua cir¬ 
cumciseth them; all the people who are com¬ 
ing out of Egypt, who arc males* all the men 
of war have died in the wilderness, iu the way, 
iu their coming out of Egypt, c for all the 
people who are coming out were circumcised, 
and all the people who are born in the wilder¬ 
ness, in the way, in their coming out from 
Egypt, they have not circumcised; 6 for forty 
years have the sons of Israel gone in the wil¬ 
derness, till all the nation of the men of war 
who are coming out of Egypt, who hearkened 
not to the voice of Jehovah, to whom Jehovah 
hath sworn not to show them the land which 
Jehovah sware to their fathers to give to us, 
a land flowing with milk and honey, are con¬ 
sumed; 7 and their sons He raised up in their 
stead- them hath Joshua circumcised, for 
they have been uncircumcised, for they have 
not circumcised them in the way. 

8 And it cometh to pass when all the nation 
have completed to be circumcised, that they 
abide in tneir places in the camp till their re¬ 
covering* 9 ana Jehovah saith unto Joshua, 

4 To-dav I have rolled the reproach of Egypt 
from on you;’ and one calleth the name of 
that place Gilgal unto this day. 

10 And the sons of Israel encamp in Gilgal, 
and make the passover on the fourteenth day 
of the month, at evening, in the plains of 
Jericho; 11 and they eat of the old corn of the 
land on the morrow of the passover, unleaven¬ 
ed things and roasted com, in this self-same 
day; 12 and the manna doth cease on the mor¬ 
row in their eating of the old corn of the land, 
and there hath been no more manna to the 
sons of Israel, and they eat of the increase of 
the land of Canaan in that year. 

13 And it cometh to pass in Joshua’s being 
by Jericho, that he lifteth up his eyes, and 
looketh, andlo, one standing over-against him, 
and his drawn sword in his hand, and Joshua 
goeth unto him, and saith to hijn, ‘ Art thou 
for us or for our adversaries ? ’ 14 And He saith, 
‘No, for I am Prince of Jehovah’s host; now 
I have come; 1 and Joshua falleth on his face 
to the earth, and doth obeisance, and saith to 
Him, 4 What is my Lord speaking unto His 
servant V 15 And the Princo of Jehovah’s host 
saith unto Joshua, ‘ Castoff thv shoe from off 
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Jericho destroyed. 


thy foot, for the place on which thou art 
standing is holy; 1 and Joshua doth so; 

VI. (* AND Jericho shutteth itself up, and 
is shut up, because of the presence of the 
sons of Israel—none going out, and none coin¬ 
ing in;) 

3 And Jehovah saith unto Joshua, / See, T 
have given into thy hand Jericho .and its king 
—mighty ones of valour, 3 and ye have com¬ 
passed the city—all the men of battle—going 
round the city once; thus thou dost six days; 
1 and seven priests do bear seven trumpets of 
the jubilee before the ark, and on the seventh 
ilay ye compass the city seven times, and the 
priests blow with the trumpets, 5 and it hath 
been, in the prolongation of the horn of the 
jubilee, in your heariug the voice of the trum¬ 
pet, all the people shout—a great shout, and 
the wall of the city hath fallen under it, and 
the people have gone up, each over-against 
him. 

And Joshua son of Nun calleth unto the 
priests, and saith unto them, * Bear yc the ark 
of the covenant, and seven priests do bear 
seven trumpets of the jubilee before the ark 
of Jehovah;' 7 and He said unto the people, 

‘ Pass over, and compass the city, and he who 
is armed doth pass over before the ark of Je¬ 
hovah.’ 

8 And it cometh to pass, when Joshua speak- 
eth unto the people, tnat the seven priests near¬ 
ing seven trumpets of the jubilee before Je¬ 
hovah have passed over and blown with the 
trumpets, ana the ark of the covenant of Je¬ 
hovah is goi ng after them; e and he who is armed 
is going before the priests blowing the trum¬ 
pets, and ho who is gathering up is going after 
the ark, going on and Mowing with the trum¬ 
pets ; 10 and the people hath Joshua command¬ 
ed, saying, ‘ Ye do not shout, nor cause your 
voice to be heard, nor doth there go out from 
your mouth a word, till the day of my saying 
unto you, Shout ye—then ye have shouted.’ 

11 And the ark of Jehovan doth compass the 
city, going round once, and they come into the 
camp, and lodge in the camp. 

13 Aud Joshua riseth early in the morning, 
and the priests bear the ark of Jehovah, 13 and 
seven priests bearing seven trumpets of the 
jubilee before the ark of Jehovah are walking, 
going on, and they have blown with the trum¬ 
pets—and he who is armed is going before 
them, and he who is gathering up is going be- 
liiud the ark of Jeliovah—going on and blow¬ 
ing with the trumpets. 

14 And they compass the city on the second 
day once, and turn back to the camp; thus 
they have done six days. 

16 And it cometh to pass, on the seventh 
day, that thev rise early, at the ascending of 
the dawn, and compass the city, according to 
this manuer, seven times; (only, on that day 
they have compassed the city seven times); 
18 and it cometh to pass, at the seventh time, 
the priests have blown with the trumpets, 
and Joshua saith unto the people, ‘ Shout yc, 
for Jehovah hath given to you the city; 17 and 
the city hath been devoted, it and all that m 
in it. to Jehovah; only Kaliah the harlot 
doth live, she and all who arc with her in the 
14S 


house, for she hid the messengers whom we 
sent; 18 and surely ye have kept from the de¬ 
voted thing, lest ye devote^ yourselves , and 
have taken from the devoted thing, and 
have made the camp of Israel become a de¬ 
voted thing, and have troubled it; 39 and all 
the silver and gold, and vessels of brass and 
iron, holy they are to Jehovah ; into the trea¬ 
sury of Jehovah they come.* 

20 And the people shout, and blow with the 
trumpets, and it cometh to pass when tho 
people hear the voice of the trumpet, that the 
people shout—a great shout, and the wall 
falleth under it, and the people goetli up into 
the city, each over-against him, and they cap¬ 
ture the city; 31 and they devote all that is in 
the city, from man even unto woman, from 
young even unto aged, even unto ox, and 
sheep, and as9, by the mouth of the sword. 

23 And to the two men who are spying the 
land Joshua said, ‘Go into the house of the 
woman, the harlot, and bring out thence the 
woman, and all whom she hath, aa ye have 
sworn to her.’ 23 And the young men, the 
suies, go in and bring out Rahab, and her fa¬ 
ther, and her mother, and her brethren, and 
all whom Bhe hath; yea, all her families they 
have brought out, and place them at the out¬ 
side of the camp of Israel. 

24 And the city they have burnt with fire, 
and all that is in it; only, the silver and. the 
gold, and the vessels of brass, and of iron, 
they have given to the treasury of the house 
of Jehovah; 25 and Rahab the harlot, and the 
house of her father, and all whom she hath, 
hath Joshua kept alive; and she dwelleth in 
the midst of Israel unto this day, for she hid 
the messengers whom Joshua sent to spy out 
Jericho. 

26 And Joshua adjureth them at that time, 
saying, ‘Cursed is the man before Jehovah 
who raiseth up and hath built this city, even 
Jericho; in his first-born he doth lay its foun¬ 
dation, and in his youngest he doth set up its 
doors;’ 27 and Jehovah is with Joshua, and 
his fame is in all the land. 

VII. 1 AND the sons of Israel commit a 
trespass in the devoted thing, and Achan, 
son of Carmi, son of Zabdi, son of Zerah, of 
the tribe of Judah, taketli of the devoted 
thing, and the anger of Jehovah burneth 
against the sons of Israel. 

3 And Joshua sendeth men from Jericho 
to Ai, which is near Beth-Avcn, on the cast 
of Bethel, and speaketh unto them, saying, 
‘Go up and spy the land;’ aud the men go 
up and spy Ai, 3 and they turn back unto 
Joshua, and say unto him, ‘ I^t not all the 
people go up; let about two thousand men, 
or about three thousand men, go up, and they 
smite Ai; cause not all the j^eople to labour 
thither; for they are few.' 

* And there go up of the people thither 
about three thousand men, and they flee 
before the men of Ai, 5 and the men of Ai 
smite of them about thirty and six men, and 
pursue them before the gate unto Shebarim, 
and they smite them in Morad; and the 
heart of the pcoplo is melted, ancl becomcth 
water. 
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The tin of A chan, 

°Aud Joshua rendeth his garments. andfall- 
eth on his face to the earth before the aik of 
Jehovah till the evening, heand theelders of Is¬ 
rael, audtheycausedusttogo up on their head. 

7 And Joshua saith. ‘An, Lord Jehovah, 
why hast Thou at all caused this people to 
ass over the Jordan, to give us into the 
and of the Amorite to destroy us?—and oh 
that we had been willing — and we dwell 
beyond the Jordan 1 8 Oh, Lord, what do 1 

say, after that Israel hath turned the neck 
before its enemies? °and the Canaanite and 
all the inhabitants of the land do hear, and 
have come round against us, and cut off our 
name out of the earth; and what dost Thou 
do for Thy great name ?’ 

10 And Jehovah saith unto Joshua, ‘Rise 
for thee, why is this?—thou art falling on 
thy face! “Israel hath sinned, and also 
they have transgressed My covenant which 
1 commanded them, aud also taken of the 
devoted thing, and also stolen, and also de¬ 
ceived, and also put it among their vessels, 
12 and the sons of Israel have not been able to 
stand before their enemies ; the neck they 
turn before their enemies, for they have be¬ 
come a devoted thing; I add not to be with 
you—if ye destroy not the devoted thing out 
of your midst. 

13 ‘Rise, sanctify the people, and thou 
bast said. Sanctify yourselves for to-morrow; 
for thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, A de¬ 
voted thing is in thy midst, 0 Israel, thou 
ixt not able to stand before thine enemies 
HU your turning aside of the devoted thing 
out of your midst; 14 and ye have been brought 
near in the morning by your tribes, and it 
hath been, the tribe which Jehovah doth 
capture doth draw near by families, and 
the family which Jehovah doth capture doth 
draw near by households, and the household 
which Jehovah doth capture doth draw near 
by men j 15 and it hath Been, he who is cap¬ 
tured with the devoted tiling is burnt with 
tire, he and all that he hath, because he hath 
transgressed the covenant of Jehovah, and 
because he hath done folly in Israel.' 

1U And Joshua riseth early in the morning, 
and bringeth Israel near by its tribes, and 
the tribe of Judah is captured; 17 and he 
bringeth near the family of Judah, and he 
captureth the family of the Zarhite; and he 
bringeth near tile family of the Zarhite by 
men, and Zabdi is captured ; 18 and he bring¬ 
eth near his household by men, and Adam¬ 
son of Carmi, son of Zabdi, son of Zerah, of 
the tribe of Judah—is captured. 

19 And Joshua saith unto Achan, ‘My son, 
put, I pray thee, honour oo Jehovah, God of 
Israel, and give to Him tliauks, and declare, I 
pray thee, to me, what thou hast done—hide 
Dot from me.’ 

20 And Achan answereth Joshua, and saith, 
‘Truly I have sinned against Jehovah, God 
of Israel, and thus and thus I have done: 
31 and 1 see among the spoil a goodly robe 
of Shinar, and two hundred shekels of silver, 
and one wedge of gold, whose weight is fifty 
Bhekels, and I desire them, and take them ; 
and lo, they are hid in the earth, in the midst 
of my teut, and the silver under it.’ 


The siege of A i. 

22 Aud Joshua sendeth messengers, and they 
run unto the tent, and lo, it is hidden in his 
tent, and the silver under it; 23 and they 
take them out of the midst of the tent, and 
bring them in unto Joshua, and unto all the 
sons of Israel, and pour them out before 
Jehovah. 

24 And Joshua taketh Acliau son of Zerah, 
and the silver, and the robe, and the wedge 
of gold, and his sons, and his daughters, aud 
his ox, and his ass, and his flock, and his 
tent, and all that lie hath, and all Israel 
with him, and they cause them to go up the 
valley of Achor. 

25 And Joshua saith, ‘What! thou hast 
troubled us !—Jehovah doth trouble thee this 
day ;' and all Israel cast stones at him, aud 
they burn them with fire, and they stone 
them with stones, 2c and they raise up over 
him a great heap of stones unto this day, 
and Jehovah turneth back from the heat of 
His anger, therefore hath one called the 
name of that place ‘Valley of Achor’ till 
this day. 

VIIL *AND Jehovah saith unto Joshua, 
‘Fear not, nor be affrighted, take with thee 
all the people of war, and rise, go up to Ai; 
see, I have given into thy hand the king of 
Ai, and his people, and his city, and his land, 
2 and thou hast done to Ai and to her king 
as thou hast done to Jericho and to her king; 
only, its spoil and its cattle ye spoil for your¬ 
selves; set for thee an ambush for the city at 
its rear.’ 

3 And Joshua riseth, and all the people of 
war, to go up to Ai, and Joshua chooseth 
thirty thousand men, mighty ones of valour, 
and sendeth them away by night, 4 aud com- 
mandeth them, saying, ‘ See, ye are liers in 
wait against the city, at the rear of the city, 
ye go not very far on from the city, and all of 
you have been prepared, 6 and I and all the 
people who arc with me draw near unto the 
city, and it hath come to pass when they come 
out to meet us as at the first, and we have fled 
before them, 6 and they have come out after 
us till we have drawn them out of the city, 
for they say, They are fleeing before us as at 
the first, and we have fled before them, 7 and 
ye rise from the ambush, and have occupied 
the city, and Jehovah your God hath given it 
into your hand; 8 and it hath been, when ye 
capture the city, ye burn the city with fire, 
according to the word of Jehovah ye do, sec, 
I have commanded you. ' 

9 And Joshua sendeth them away, and they 
go unto the ambush, and abide between Bethel 
and Ai, on the west of Ai; and Joshua lodgeth 
on that nmht in the midst of the people. 

10 And Joshua riseth early in the morning, 
and inspecteth the people, and goeth up, he 
and the elders of Israel, before the people to 
Ai; 11 and all the people of war who are with 
him have gone up, and draw nigh and come 
in over-against the city, and encamp on the 
north of Ai; and the valley is between him 
and Ai. 

12 And he taketh about five thousand men 
and setteth them an ambush between Bethel 
and Ai, on the west of the city: 13 and they 
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set the people, all the camp which w on 
the north of the city, and its rear on the west 
of the city, and Joshua goetli on that night 
into the midst of the valley. 

14 And it cometh to pass, when the king 
of Ai seeth it, that hasten, and rise early, and 
go out do the men of the city to meet Israel for 
battle, he and all his people, at the appointed 
season, at the front of the plain, and lie hath 
not known that an ambush is against him, on 
the rear of the city. 

10 And Joshua and all Israel seem stricken 
before them, and flee the way of the wilder¬ 
ness, 1C and all the people who are in the 
city are called to pursue after them, and they 
pursue after Joshua, and are drawn away out 
of the city, 17 and there hath not been left a 
man in Aa and Bethel who hath not gone out 
after Israel, and they leave the city open, and 
pursue after Israel. 

10 And Jehovah saith unto Joshua, ‘ Stretch 
out with the javelin which is in thy hand 
towards Ai, for into thy hand I give it;’ and 
Joshua stretcheth out with the javelin which 
is in his hand toward the city, 13 and the am¬ 
bush hath risen with haste, out of its place, 
and they run at the stretching out of his hand, 
and go into the city, and capture it, ana 
hasten, and burn the city with lire. 

20 And the men of Ai look behind them, 
and see, and lo, the smoke of the city hath 
gone up unto the heavens, and there hath not 
been in them power to dee hither and thi¬ 
ther—and the people who are fleeing to the 
wilderness have turned against the pur¬ 
suer,— 21 and Joshua and all Israel have seen 
that the ambush hath captured the city, and 
that the smoke of the city hath gone up and 
they turn back and smite the men of Ai; 
22 and these have come out from the city to 
meet them, and they are in the midst of Israel, 
some on this side, and some on that, and 
they smite them, till he hath not left to them 
a remnant and escaped one; 23 and the king 
of Ai they caught alive, and bring him near 
unto Joshua. 

24 And it cometh to pass, at Israel’s finish¬ 
ing’to slay all the inhabitants of Ai in the 
field, in the wilderness in which they pursued 
them (and they fall all of them by the mouth 
of the sword till their consumption), that all 
Israel turn back to Ai, and smite it by the 
mouth of the sword; 25 and all who fall dur¬ 
ing the day, of men and of women, are twelve 
thousand—all men of Ai. 

M And Joshua hath not brought back his 
hand which he stretched out with the javelin 
till that he hath devoted all the inhabitants of 
Ai; 27 only, the cattle and the spou of that 
city have Israel spoiled for themselves, ac¬ 
cording to the word of Jehovah which He 
commanded Joshua, 

20 And Joshua burneth Ai, and maketh it 
a heap age-during—a desolation unto this 
day; w and the king of Ai he hath hanged 
on the tree till even-time, and at the going 
in of the sun hath Joshua commanded, ana 
they take down his carcase from the tree, 
and cast it unto the opening of the gate of 
the city, and raise over it a great heap of 
stones till this day. 


80 Then doth Joshua build an altar to Je¬ 
hovah, God of Israel, in mount Ebal, 31 as 
Moses, servant of Jehovah,, commanded the 
sons of Israel, as it is written in the book of 
the law of Moses—an altar of whole stones, 
over which he hath not waved iron—and 
they cause to go up upon it burnt-offerings to 
Jehovah, and sacrifice peace-offerings; 32 and 
lie writetli there on the stones the copy of 
the law of Moses, which he hath written in 
the presence of the sons of Israel. 

3:1 And all Israel, and its elders, and autho¬ 
rities, and its judges, are standing on this 
side and on that of the ark, over-against the 
priests, the Levites, bearing the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah, as well the sojourner as 
the native, half of them over-against mount 
Geriziim and the half of them over-against 
mount Ebal, as Moses servant of Jehovah com¬ 
manded to bless the people of Israel at the first. 

34 And afterwards he hath proclaimed all 
the words of the law, the blessing and the re¬ 
viling, according to all that is written in the 
book of the law; 3& there hath not been a 
thing of all that Moses commanded which 
Joshua hath not proclaimed before all the 
assembly of Israel, and the women, and the 
infants, and the sojourner who is going in their 
midst. 

IX. 1 AND it cometh to pass, when all the 
kings who are beyond the Jordan, in the hill- 
country. and in the low-country, and in every 
haven of the gTeat sea, over-against Lebanon 
the Hittite, and the Amorite, the Canaanitt 
the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Jebusitf 
hear— 2 that they gather themselves together 
to fight with Joshua, and with Israel—one 
mouth. 

3 And the inhabitants of Gibeon have heanl 
that which Joshua hath done to Jericho and 
to Ai, 4 and they work, even they, with sub- 
tilty, and go, and feign to be ambassadors, 
and take old sacks for their asses, and wine- 
bottles, old, and rent, and bound up, * and 
saudals, old and patched, on their feet, and 
old garments upon them, and all the bread of 
their provision is dry—it was crumbs. 

6 And they gc unto Joshua, unto the camp 
at Gilgal, and say unto him, and unto the 
men of Israel, * From a land far off we have 
come, and now, make with us a covenant;’ 
7 and the men of Israel say unto the Ilivite. 
* It may be in our midst ye are dwelling, and 
how do we make with thee a covenant? ’ 0 and 
they say unto Jpshua, 1 Thy servants we are 
And Joshua saith unto them, ‘Who are ye? 
and whence come ye?’ 

9 And thev say unto him, * From a land 
very far off nave thy servants come, for the 
name of Jehovah thy God, for we have heard 
His fame, and all that He hath done in 
Egypt, 10 and all that He hath done to the 
two kings of the Amorite who are beyond the 
Jordan, to Sihon king of Heshbon, and to Og 
king of Bashao, who is in Ashtaroth. 

11 ‘ And our elders, and all the inhabitants 
of our land speak unto us, saying, Take in 
your hand provision for the way, and go to 
meet them, and ye have said unto them, Your 
servants we are , and now, make with us a 
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covenant; 12 this our bread—hot we provided 
ourselves with it out of our houses, on the 
day of our coming out to go unto you, and 
now, lo it is dry, and hath been crumbs; 
13 and tnese are the wine-bottles which we 
filled, new, and lo, they have rent; and these, 
our garments and our sandals, have become 
old, from the exceeding greatness of the 
way.’ 

14 And the men take of their provision^ and 
the mouth of Jehovah have not asked; 15 and 
Joshua maketh with them peace, and maketh 
with them a covenant, to keep them alive; 
and swear to them do the princes of the com¬ 
pany. 

16 And it cometh to pass, at the end of three 
days after that they nave made with them 
a covenant, that they hear that they are 
their neighbours—that in their midst they 
are dwelling. 17 And the sons of_ Israel jour¬ 
ney and come in unto their cities on the 
third day—and their cities are. Gibeon, and 
Chephiran, and Beeroth, and Kirjath-Jearim— 
18 and the sons of Israel have not smitten 
them, for sworn to them have the princes of 
the company by Jehovah God of Israel, and 
all the company murmur against the princes. 

19 Aud alt the princes say unto all the com- 
any. 4 We—we have sworn to them by Je- 
ovan, God of Israel; and now, we are not 
able to come against them; 20 this we do to 
them, and have kept them alive, and wrath 
is not upon us, because of the oath which we 
have sworn to them.’ 21 And the princes say 
uuto them, 1 They live, and are hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for all the com¬ 
pany, as the princes spake to them.’ 

22 And Joshua calleth for them, and speak- 
eth unto them, saying, ‘Why have ye deceiv¬ 
ed us, saying. We are very far from you, and 
ye in our midst dwelling? 23 and now, cursed 
are ye, and none of you is cut off from being 
a servant, even hewer9 of wood and drawers 
of water, for the house of my God.’ 

24 And they answer Joshua and sav, ‘Be¬ 
cause it was certainly declared to thy ser¬ 
vants, that Jehovah thy God commanded 
Moses His servant to give to you all the land, 
and to destroy all the inhabitants of tbe land 
from before you; and we fear greatly for our¬ 
selves because of you, and we do this thing; 
- 5 and now, lo, we arc in thy hand, as it is 
good, and as it is right in thine eyes to do to 
us—do.' 

26 And he doth to them so, and delivereth 
them from the hand of the sons of Israel, aud 
they have not slain them; 27 and Joshua mak¬ 
eth them on that day hewers of wood and 
drawers of water for the company, and for 
the altar of Jehovah, unto this day, at the 
place which He doth choose. 

X. 1 AND it cometh to pass, when Adoni- 
Zedek king of Jerusalem heareth that Josh¬ 
ua hath captured Ai, and doth devote it (as 
he had done to Jericho and to her king so he 
hath done to Ai and to her king), and that 
the inhabitants of Gibeon have made peace 
with Israel, and are in their midst,— 2 that 
they are greatly afraid, because Gibeon is a 
great city, as one of the royal cities, and be¬ 


cause lit is greater than Ai, and all its men 
—heroes. 

3 And Adoni-Zedek kin" of Jerusalem send- 
eth unto Hoham king of Hebron, and unto 
Piram king of Jarmuth, and unto Japhia king 
of Lachisb. and unto Debir lung of Eglon, 
saying, 4 4 Come up unto me, and help me, and 
we smite Gibeon, for it hath made peace with 
Joshua, and with the sons of Israel.’ 

B And five kings of the Amorite (the king 
of Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the king of 
Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, the king of 
Eglon) are gathered together, and go up, they 
and all their camps, and encamp against Gib¬ 
eon, and fight against it. 

G And the men of Gibeon send unto Joshua, 
unto the camp at Gil gal, saying, 4 Let not thy 
hand cease from thv servants; come up unto 
us with haste, aud give safety to us, and help 
us; for all the kings of the Amorite, dwell¬ 
ing in the hill-country, have been assembled 
against us.’ 

7 And Josbua goetb up from Gilgal, lie, and 
all the people of war with him, even all the 
mighty men of valour. 

8 And Jehovah saith unto Joshua, 4 Be not 
afraid of them, for into thy hand I have given 
them, there doth not stand a man of them in 
thy presence.’ 

9 And Joshua cometh in unto them sud¬ 
denly (all the night he hath gone up from 
Gilgal), 10 and Jehovah doth crush them be¬ 
fore Israel, and it smiteth them —a great 
smiting—at Gibeon, and pursueth them the 
way of the ascent of Beth-Horon, and smiteth 
them unto Azekah, and unto Makkedak. 

11 And it cometh to pass, in their fleeing 
from the face of Israel—they are in the des¬ 
cent of Beth-Horon — and Jehovah hath 
cast upon them great stones out of the hea¬ 
vens, unto Azekah, and they die; more are 
they who have died by the hail-stones than 
they whom the sons of Israel have slain by 
the sword. 

14 Then Bpeaketh Joshua to Jehovah in the 
day of Jehovah’s giving up the Amorites be¬ 
fore tbe sons of Israel, and he saith, before 
the eyes of Israel, ‘ Sun—in Gibeon staud still • 
and moon—in the valley of Ajalon;' 13 and 
the sun standeth still, and the moon hath 
stood—till the nation taketh vengeance on its 
enemies; is it not written on the Book of the 
Upright, ‘and the sun standeth in the midst 
of the heavens, and hath not hasted to go in 
—as a perfect day?’ 14 Aud there hath not 
been like that dajr before it or after it, for 
Jehovah’s hearkening to the voice of a man; 
for Jehovah is fighting for Israel. 

16 And Joshua turneth back, and all Israel 
with him, unto the camp at Gilgal. 16 Aud 
these five kings flee, and are hidden in a cave 
at Makkedah, 17 and it is declared to Joshua, 
saying, ‘ The five kings have been found 
hidden in a cave at Makkedah.’ 

18 And Joshua saith, ‘Boll great stones unto 
the mouth of the cave, aud appoint over it 
men to watch them; 19 aud ye, stand not, pur¬ 
sue after your enemies, and ye have smitten 
the hindmost of them; suffer them not to go 
in unto their cities, for Jehovah your God 
hath given them into your hand.’ 
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50 And it cometh to pass, when Joshua and 
the sous of Israel finish to smite them — a 
very great smiting, till they are consumed, 
and the remnant who have remained of them 
go in ipito the fenced cities, 21 that all the 
people turn back to the camp, unto Joshua, 
at Makkedah, in peace; none moved sharply 
his tongue against the sons of Israel. 

"And Joshua saith, ‘Open ye the mouth 
of the cave, and brimj out unto me these five 
kings from the cave : r 23 and they do so, and 
bring out unto him these five kin^s from the 
cave: the king of Jerusalem, the king of 
Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king of 
Lachish, the kin^ of Eglon. 

24 And it cometh to pass, when they bring 
out these kings unto Joshua, that Joshua 
calleth unto every man of Israel, and saith 
unto the captains of the men of war, who 
have gone with him, ‘Draw near, set your 
feet on the necks of these kings;’ and they 
draw’ near, and set their feet on their necks. 

23 And Joshua saith unto them, ‘ Fear not, 
nor be affrighted; be strong and courageous; 
for thus doth Jehovah do to all your enemies 
with whom ye are fighting;’ 2 “and Joshua 
smiteth them afterwards, and putteth tbem 
to death, and hangeth them on five trees; 
and they are hanging on the trees till the 
evening. 

^ And it cometh to pass, at the time of the 
going in of the sun, Joshua hath commanded, 
and they take them down from off the trees, 
and cast them unto the cave where they had 
been hid, and put great stones on the mouth 
of the cave till this very day. 

23 And Makkedah hath Joshua captured on 
that day, and he smiteth it by the mouth of 
the sword, and its king he hath devoted, 
them and every person who is in it—he hath 
not left a remnant’ and he doth to the king 
of Makkedah as he did to the king of Je¬ 
richo. 

29 And Joshua passeth over, and all Israel 
with him )< from Makkedah to Libnah, and 
fightetli with Libnah; 30 and Jehovah giveth 
also it into the hand of Israel, aud its king, 
and it smiteth it by the mouth of the sword, 
and every person who is in it—it left not in 
it a remnant; and it doth to its king as it 
did to the king of Jericho. 

31 And Joshua passeth over, and all Israel 
with him, from Libnah to Lachish, and en- 
campeth against it, and fightetli agaiust it; 
32 and Jehovah giveth Lachish into the hand 
of Israel, and it captureth it on the second 
day, and smiteth it by the mouth of the 
sword, and every person who is in it, accord¬ 
ing to all that it did to Libnah. 

“Then hath Horam king of Gezer come up 
to help Lachish, and Joshua smiteth him ana 
his people, till he hath not left to him a rem¬ 
nant. 

34 And Joshua passeth over, and all Israel 
with him, from Lachish to Eglou, and they 
encamp against it, and fight r gainst it, 35 and 
capture it on that day, and smite it by the 
mouth of the sword, and every person who is 
in it on that day he hath devoted, according 
to all that he did to Lachish. 

“ And Joshua gocth up, and all Israel with 
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him, from Eglon to Hebron, aud they fight 
against it 37 and capture it, aud smite it by 
the mouth of the sword, and its king t and all 
its cities, and every person who w in it—he 
hath not left a remnant—according to all that 
he did to Eglon—and doth devote it, and 
every person who is in it. 

33 And Joshua turneth back, aud all Israel 
with him, to Debir, and fightetli against it, 
39 and captureth it, and its lung, and all its 
cities, and they smite them by the mouth of 
the sword, and devote every person who is in 
it—he hath not left a remnant; as lie did to 
Hebron so he did to Debir, and to its king, 
and as be did to Libnah, and to its king. 

40 And Joshua smiteth all the land of the 
hill-country, and of the south, and of the low 
country, and of the springs, and all their 
kings—ne hath not left a remnant, and all 
that doth breathe he hath devoted, as Jeho¬ 
vah, God of Israel, commanded. 

41 And Joshua smiteth them from Kadesh- 
Baraea, even unto Gaza, and all the land of 
Goshen, even unto Gibeon; 42 and all these 
Icings and their land hath Joshua captured at 
one time, for Jehovah, God of Israel, is fight¬ 
ing for Israel. 43 And Joshua turneth back, 
and all Israel with him, unto the camp at 
GilgaL 

XI. 1 AND it cometh to pasB when Jab in 
king of Hazor heareth, that he sendeth unto 
Jobab king of Madon, and unto the king of 
Shimron, and unto the king of Achshaph, 

2 and unto the kings who are on the north in 
the hill-country, and in the plain south of 
Chinneroth, and in the low country, and in 
the elevations of Dor, on the west, 3 to the 
Canaanite on the east, and on the west, and 
the Amorite, and the Hittite, and the Periz- 
zite, and the Jebusite in the hill-country, 
and the Hivite under Hennon, in the land of 
Mizpeh— 4 and they go out, they and all 
their camps with them, a people numerous, 
as the sand which is on the sea-shore for 
multitude, and horse and charioteer very 
many ; 6 and all these kings are met together, 
and they come and encamp together at the 
waters of Merom, to fight with Israel. 

6 And Jehovah saith unto Joshua, ‘Be not 
afraid of their presence, for to-morrow about 
this time I am giving all of them wounded 
before Israel; their horses thou dost hough, 
and their chariots bum with fire.’ 

7 And Joshua cometh, and all the people of 
war with him, against them bv the waters of 
Merom suddenly, and they fall on them; 

8 and Jehovah giveth them into the hand of 
Israel, and they smite them and pursue them 
unto the great Zidon, and unto Misrephoth- 
Maim, and unto the valley of Mizpeh east¬ 
ward, and they smite them, till he nath not 
left to them a remnant; 9 and Joshua doth to 
them as Jehovah said to him; their horses 
he hath houghed, and their chariots burnt 
with fire. 

10 And Joshua turneth back at that time, 
and captureth Hazor, and its king he hath 
smitten by the sword; for Hazor formerly 
is head of all these kingdoms; 11 and they 
smite every person who is in it by the mouth 
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of tlie sword; he hath devoted—he hath not 
left any one breathing, and Hazor he hath 
burnt with fire ; 12 and all the cities of these 
kings, and all their kings, hath Joshua cap¬ 
tured, and he smiteth them by the mouth of 
the sword • he devoted them, as Moses, ser¬ 
vant of Jehovah, commanded. 

13 Only, all the cities which are standing by 
their hill, Israel hath not burned them, save 
Hazor only it hath Joshua burnt; 14 and all 
the spoil of these cities, and the cattle, have 
the sons of Israel spoiled for themselves ; 
only, every human being they have smitten 
by the mouth of the sword, till their des¬ 
troying them; they have not left any one 
breathing. 

lc As Jehovah commanded Moses His ser¬ 
vant, so did Moses command Joshua, and so 
hath Joshua done; he hath not turned aside a 
thing of all that Jehovah commanded Moses. 

ia And Joshua taketh all this land: the 
hill-country, and all the south, and all the 
land of Goshen, and the low country, and 
the plain, even the hill-country of Israel and 
its low lands, 17 from the mount of Salak, 
which is going up to Seir, and unto Baal- 
Gad, in the valley of Lebanon, under mount 
Hermon ; and all their kings he hath cap¬ 
tured, and he smiteth them, and putteth 
them to death. 

18 Many days hath Joshua made with all 
these kings war; 10 there hath not been a city 
which made peace with the sons of Israel 
gave the Hivite, inhabitants of Gibeon; the 
whole they have taken in battle ; 20 for from 
Jehovah it hath been to strengthen their 
heart, to meet in battle with Israel, in order 
to devote them, so that they have no grace, 
but in order to destroy them, as Jeliovali 
commanded Moses. 

21 And Joshua cometh at that time, and 
cutteth oflf the Anakim from the hill-country, 
from Hebron, from Debir, from Anab, even 
from all the hill-countiy of Judah', and from 
all the hill-country of Israel; with their 
cities hath Joshua devoted them. 22 There 
hath not been left Anakim in the land of the 
sons of Israel; only in Gaza, in Gath, and in 
Ashdod, were they left. 

23 And Joshua taketh the whole of the 
land, according to all that Jehovah hath 
spoken unto Moses, and Joshua giveth it for 
an inheritance to Israel according to their di¬ 
visions, by their tribes; and the land hath 
rest from war. 

XIL 1 AJND these are kings of the land 
whom the sons of Israel have smitten, and 
possess their land, beyond the Jordan, at the 
sun-rising, from the brook Am on unto mount 
Hermon, and all the plain eastward. 

2 Sihon, king of the Amorite, who is dwell¬ 
ing in Heshbon, ruling from Aroer which is 
on the border of the brook Arnon, and the 
middle of the brook, and half of Gilead, and 
unto Jabok the brook, the border of the Bene- 
A nun on ; 3 and the plain unto the sea of Chin- 
neroth eastward, and unto the sea of the 
plain (the salt sea) eastward, the way to Betli- 
Jeshimoth, and from the south under the 
oprings of Pisgah, 


4 And the border of Og king of Basban (of 
the remnant of the Repliaim), who is dwell- 
iu Ashtarotli and in Edrei, 6 and ruling iu 
mount Hermon. and in Salcali, and in all 
Bashan, unto tne border of the Geshurite, 
and the Maachathite, and the half of Gilead, 
the border of Sihon king of Heshbon. 0 Mo¬ 
ses, servant of Jehovah, and the sons of 
Israel have smitten them, and Moses, servant 
of Jehovah, giveth it—a possession to the Reu- 
benite, ana to the Gadite, and to the half of 
the tribe of Manosseh. 

7 And these are kings of the land whom 
Joshua and the sons of Israel have smitteD 
beyond the Jordan westward, from Baal-Gad, 
in the vallev of Lebanon, and unto the 
mount of HaJak, which is going up to Seir; 
and Joshua giveth it to the tribes of Israel—a 
possession according to their divisions; 8 in 
the hill-country, and in the low country, and 
in the plain, and in the springs, and in the 
wilderness, and in the Bouth; the Hittite, 
the Amorite, and the Canaanite, the Periz- 
zite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite : 

9 The king of Jericho, one ; 

The king of Ai, which is beside Bethel, one ; 

10 The king of Jerusalem, one; 

The king of Hebron, one; 

11 The king of Jarmuth, one; 

The king of Lachisk, one; 

12 The king of Eglon, one; 

The king of Gezer, one; 

13 The king of Debir, one; 

The king of Geder, one; 

14 The king of Hormah, one; 

The king of Arad, one; 

15 The king of Libnah, one; 

The king of Adullam, one; 

16 The king of Meklcedah, one; 

The king of Beth-El, one; 

17 The king of Tappuah, one; 

The king of Hepner, one; 

18 The king of Apnek, one; 

The king of Lasharon, one; 

19 The king of Madon, one; 

The king of Hazor, one; 

20 The king of Sbimron-Meron, one ; 

The king of Achshaph, one; 

21 The king of Taanach, one; 

The king of Megiddo, one ; 

22 The king of Keaesh, one; 

The king of Jokneam of Carmel, one: 

23 The king of Dor, at the elevation of Dor, one; 
The king of the Goyim of Gilgal, one; 

24 The king of Tirzah, one; 

all the kings are thirty and one. 

XIII. X AND Joshua is old, entering into 
days, and Jehovah saith unto him, ‘Thou 
hast become aged, thou hast entered intodays; 
as to the land, very much hath been left to 
possess. 

2 ‘ This is the land that is left; all the cir¬ 
cuits of the Philistines, and all Geshuri, s from 
Sihor which is on the front of -Egypt, and un¬ 
to the border of Ekron northward, to the 
Canaanite it is reckoned, five princes of the 
Philistines, theGazathite, andtneAshdothite, 
the Eshkalonite, the Gittite, and the Ekron- 
ite, also the A vim. 

4 * From the south, all the land of the Ca 
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naanite, andMearah, which is to the Sidonians, 
unto Apkek, unto the border of the Amorite; 
6 and the land of tkeGiblitc, and all Lebanon, 
at the sun-rising, from Baal-Gad under mount 
Hermop. unto the coin® iu to Hamath: G all 
the inhabitants of the kill-country, from Leb¬ 
anon unto Misrepkoth-Maim, all the Sido- 
niang: I—I dispogseag them before the sous 
of Israel; only, cause it to fall to Israel for an 
inheritance, as I have commanded thee. 

7 ‘ And now, apportion this land for an in¬ 
heritance to the nine tribes, and the half of 
the tribe of Manasseh, 1 — 8 with it the Reuben- 
ite, and the Gadite, have received their inlieri- 
tauce, which Moses hath given to them be- 
yoDd the Jordan eastward, as Moaes servant 
of Jehovah hath given to them; 9 from Aroer. 
which is on the edge of the brook Arnon, and 
the city which w in the midst of the brook, 
and all the plain of Medeba unto Dihon, 10 and 
all the cities of Sihon king of the Amorite, 
who reigned in Heshbon, unto the border of 
the Bene-Ammon, 11 and Gilead, and the bor¬ 
der of the Geshunte, and of the Maachathite, 
and all mount Hermon, and all Bashan unto 
Salcah; 12 all the kingdom of Og in Bashan, 
who reigned in Ashtaroth and in Edrei; he 
was left of the remnant of the Rephaim, and 
Moses doth smite them and dispossess them; 
13 and the sons of Israel dispossessed not the 
Geshunte, and the Maachathite; and Geshur 
and Maachath dwell in the midst of Israel 
unto this day. 

14 Only, to the tribe of Levi he hath not 

S ven an inheritance; fire-offenugsof Jehovah, 
od of Israel, is its inheritance, as He hath 
spoken to it. 

And Moses giveth to the tribe of the sous 
of Reuben, for their families ; 16 and the bor¬ 
der is to them from Aroer, which is on the 
edge of the brook Amon, and the city which 
is in the midst of the brook, and all the plain 
by Medeba, 17 Heshbon, and all its cities which 
are in the plain, Dibon, and Bamoth-Baal, 
and Beth-Baal-Meon, 18 and Jahazali, and 
Kedemoth, and Mephaath, 19 and Kirjath- 
aim, and Sibmah, and Zareth-Shahar, in the 
mount of the valley. 20 aDd Beth-Peor, and 
the springs of Pisgah, and Betk-Jeshimoth, 
21 and all the cities of the plain, and all the 
kingdom of Sihon king of the Amorite, who 
reigned in Heshbon, whom Moses smote, with 
the princes of Midian, Evi, and Rekem, and 
Zur, and Hut, and Reba, princes of Sihon, 
inhabitants of the land, 

22 And Balaam, son of Beor, the diviner, 
have the sous of Israel slain with the sword, 
among their wounded ones. 

a And the border of the sons of Reuben is 
the Jordan, and Us border; this is the inheri¬ 
tance of the sons of Reuben, for their families, 
the cities and their villages. 

24 And Moses giveth to the tribe of Gad, to 
the sods of Gad, for their families; 25 and 
the border is to them Jazer, and all the cities 
of Gilead, and the half of the land of the 
Bene-Ammon, unto Aroer which is on the 
front of Rabbah, M and from Heshbon unto 
Ramath-Mispeh, and Betonim, and from Ma- 
Lauaim unto the border of Debir, 27 and in 
the valley, Beth-Aram, and Beth-Nimrah, 


and Succoth, and Zaphon, the rest of the 
kingdom of Sihon king of Heshbon, the Jor¬ 
dan and its border, unto the extremity of the 
sea of Ckinnereth, beyond the Jordan, east¬ 
ward. 23 This is the inheritance of the sons 
of Gad, for their families, the cities and their 
villages. 

29 And Moses giveth to the half of the tribe 
of Manasseh; and it is to the half of the tribe 
of the sons of Manasseh, for their families. 
30 And their border is from Makanaim, all 
Bashan, all the kingdom of Og king of Ba¬ 
shan, and all the Binall towns of Jair, which 
are iu Bashan. sixty cities; 31 and the half ol 
Gilead, and Ashtaroth, and Edrei, cities ol 
the lringdom of in Bashan, are to the sons 
of Machir, son of Manasseh, to the half of the 
sons of Machir, for their families. 

32 These are they whom Moses caused to 
inherit in the plains of Moab, beyond the 
Jordan, by Jericho, eastward; 33 and to the 
tribe of Levi Moses gave not an inheritance; 
Jehovah, God of Israel, Himself is their in¬ 
heritance, as He hath spoken to them. 

XIV. 1 AJSTD these are they of the sons of 
Israel who inherited in the land of Ca¬ 
naan, whom Eleazar the priest, and Joshua 
son of Hun, and the heads of the fathers of 
the tribes of tho sons of Israel, caused to in¬ 
herit ; 2 by lot is their inheritance, as Jehovah 
commanded by the band of Moses, for the 
nine of the tribes, and the half of the 
tribe; 3 for Moses hath given the inheritance 
of two of the tribes, ana of half of the tribe, 
beyond the Jordan, and to the Levites h( 
hath not given an inheritance in,their midst 
4 for the sons of Joseph hath been two tribes’ 
Manasseh and Ephraim, and they have not 
given a portion to the Levites in the land, 
except cities to dwell in, and their suburbs 
for their cattle, and for their possessions; 6 as 
Jehovah commanded Moses, so have the 
sons of Israel done, and they apportion the 
land. 

6 And the sons of Judah come nigh unto 
Joshua in Gilgal, and Caleb eon of Jepnunneh 
the Kenezzite eaith unto him, ‘ Thou hast 
known the word that Jehovah hath spoken 
unto Moses the man of God, concerning me 
and concerning thee in Kaaesh-Barnea: 7 a 
son of forty years am I in Moses, servant of 
Jehovah, sending me from Kadesh-Barnea, to 
spy the land, and I bring him back word as 
with my heart; 3 and my brethren who have 
gone up with me have caused the heart of the 
people to melt, and I have been fully after 
Jehovah my God; 0 and Moses sweareth in 
that day, saying, If not—the land on which 
thy foot hath trodden, to thee it is for inheri¬ 
tance, and to thy sons—to the age, for thou 
hast been fully after Jehovah my God, 

10 * And, now, lo, Jehovah hath kept me 
alive, as He hath spoken, these forty and five 
years, since Jehovah spake this word unto 
Moses, when Israel went in the wilderness: 
and now, lo, I am to-day a son of five and 
eighty years; 11 yet ora 1 to-day strong as in 
the day of Moses’ sending me; as my power 
then, bo is my power now, for battle, and to 
go out, and to come iu. 
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12 ‘ And now, give to me this hill-country, 
of which Jehovah spake in that day, for thou 
didst hear in that day, for Anakim are there, 
and cities, great, fenced; if so be Jehovah is 
with me, then I have dispossessed them, as 
Jehovah hath spoken.’ 

iJ And Joshua blesseth him, and giveth 
Hebron to Caleb son of Jephunneh for an in¬ 
heritance, 14 therefore hatn Hebron been to 
Caleb son of Jephunneh the Kenezzite for an 
inheritance unto this day, because that he 
was fully after Jehovah, God of Israel: 15 and 
the name of Hebron formerly is Kiriath-Arba 
(he is the great man among the Anakim); and 
the land hath rest from war. 

XV. 1 AND the lot for the tribe of the sons 
of Judah, for their families, is unto the bor¬ 
der of Edom; the wilderness of Zin south¬ 
ward, at the extremity of the south; 2 and to 
them the south border is at the extremity of 
the salt sea, from the bay which is looking 
southward; 3 and it hath gone out unto the 
south to Maaleh-Akrabbim, and passed over 
to Zin, and gone up on the south to Kadesh- 
Barnea, and passed over to Hezron, and gone 
up to Adar, and turned round to Karkaa, 
4 and passed over to Azmon, and gone out at 
the brook of Egypt, and the outgoings of the 
border have been at the sea; this is to you 
the south border. 

0 And the east border is the salt sea, unto 
the extremity of the Jordan, and the border 
at the north quarter is from the bay of the 
sea, at the extremity of the Jordan; 0 and the 
border hath gone up to Beth-Hoglak, and 
passed over on the north of Beth-Arabah, and 
the border hath gone up to the stone of Bohan 
son of Reuben: 7 and the border hath gone 
up towards Debir from the valley of Achor, 
aud northward looking unto Gilgalj which is 
over-against the ascent of Adummim, which 
is on the south of the brook, and the border 
hath passed over unto the waters of En-She- 
mesk and its out-goings have been unto En- 
Rogel; 8 and the border hath gone up the 
valley of the son of Hinnom, unto the side of 
the Jebusite on the south (it is Jerusalem), 
and the border hath gone up unto the top of 
the hill-country which is on the front of the 
valley of Hinnom westward, which is in the 
extremity of the valley of the Rephaim north¬ 
ward ; 8 and the border hath been marked 
out, from the top of the hill-country unto the 
fountain of the waters of Nephtoah, and 
hath gone out unto the cities of mount Eph* 
ron. and the border hath been marked out to 
Baalah, (it is Kirjath-Jearim) ■ 10 and the 
border hath gone round from IJaalah west¬ 
ward, unto mount Seir, and passed over unto 
the side of mount Jearim (it is Chesalon), on 
the north, and gone down to Beth-Shemesh, 
and passed over to Timnah; 11 and the border 
hath gone out unto the side of Ekron north¬ 
ward, and the border hath been marked out 
to Shicron, and hath passed over to mount 
Baalah, and gone out to Jabneel; and the 
outgoings of the border have been at the sea. 

12 And the west border is to the great sea, 
and its border; this is the border of the sons 
of Judah round about, for their families. 


u And to Caleb son of Jephunneh hath he 

f iven a portion iu the midst of the sous of 
udah, according to the command of Jehovah 
to Joshua, even the city of Arba, father of 
Anak—it is Hebron. 

14 And Caleb is dispossessing thence the 
three sous of Anak. Slieshai, and Ahiman, 
and Talmai, children of Anak, 15 and he gocth 
up thence unto the inhabitants of Debir; 
and the name of Debir formerly is Kirjath- 
Seplier. 

1,1 And Caleb saith, ‘ He who smiteth Kir- 
jatli-Sepher, and hath captured it—I have 
given to him Achsah my daughter for a wife.’ 
u And Othniel son of Kenaz, brother of Caleb, 
doth capture it, and he giveth to him Aehsah 
his daughter for a wife. 

18 And it cometh to pass, in her coming in, 
that she persuadeth him to ask from her fa¬ 
ther a field, and she lighteth from off the ass, 
and Caleb saith to her, ‘What—to thee?’ 
Ja And she saith, ‘ Give to me a blessing; when 
the land of the south thou hast given me, 
then thou hast given to me springs of waters 
and he giveth to her the upper springs and 
the lower springs. 

20 This is the inheritance of the tribe of the 
sons of Judah, for their families. - 1 And the 
cities at the extremity of the tribe of the sons 
of Judah are unto the border of Edom in the 
south, Kabzeel, and Eder. and Jagur, 22 and 
Kinah, andDimonah,and Adadah, ^andKed- 
esh, andHazor,andIthnan, ^Ziph, andTelem. 
and Bealoth, 25 and Hazor, Hadattah, and 
Kerioth, Hezron, (it Hazor,) 20 Amam and 
Shema, and Moladah, 27 and Hazar-Gaddah, 
and Heshmon, and Beth-Palet, 28 and Hazar- 
Shual. and Beer-Sheba, and Bizjothiah, 
^Baalah, and Iim, and Azem, 30 and Eltolad, 
and Chesil, and Hormah, 31 and Ziklag, and 
Madmannah, and Sansaunah, 32 and Leba- 
oth, and Shilhim, and Ain, and Rimmon;

42 Libnah, and Ether, and Ashan, 43 and 
Jiphtah, and Ashnah, and Nezib, 44 and Keil- 
ah, and Achzib, and Mareshah; nine cities 
and their villages. 

46 Ekron ana its towns and its villages, 
46 from Ekron and westward, all that are by 
the side of Ashdod, and their villages. 47 Ash- 
dod, its towns and its villages, Gaza, its towns 
and its villages, unto the brook of Egypt, and 
the great sea, and its border. 

48 And in tlie hill-country: Shamir, and Jat-

and Giloh ; eleven cities and their villages. 

33 Arab, and Bumali, and Eshean, 33 and 
Jauum, and Beth-Tappuah, and Aphekah, 
ej and Humtah. and Rirjatli-Arba (it is Heb¬ 
ron), and Zior; nine cities and their villages. 

35 Maou, Carmel, and Zipli, and Juttah, 
M and Jezrcel. and Jokdeam, and Zanoah. 
37 Cain, Gibeah, and Timnah; ten cities and 
their villages. 

60 HaLkiil, Bcth-Zur, and Gedor, 59 and Maa- 
rath, and Beth-Anoth, andEltckon ; six cities 
and their villages. 

6U Kirjath-Baal (it is Kirjatb-Jearim), and 
Rabbali; two cities and their villages. 

61 In the wilderness: Beth-Araban. Middin, 
and Secacah, 02 and Nibskan, and the city of 
Salt, and Eu-Gedi; six cities and their vil¬ 
lages. 

As to the Jebusites, inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, the sous of Judah have not been able 
to dispossess them, and the Jebusite dwelleth 
with the sons of Judah in Jerusalem unto this 
day. 

XVI. 1 ANT) the lot for the sons of Joseph 
goeth out from Jordan by Jericho, to the wa¬ 
ters of Jericho on the east, to the wilderness 
going up from Jericho in the kill-country of 
Beth-EL 2 and hath gone out from Beth-EI to 
Tiii7, and passed over unto the border of Archi 
to Atarotli, 3 and gone down westward unto 
the border of Japnleti, unto the border of 
Beth-Horou the lower, and unto Gezer, and 
its outgoings have been at the sea. 4 And 
the sons of Joseph—Manassek and Ephraim 
—inherit. 

5 And the border of the sons of Ephraim is 
by their families ; and the border of their in¬ 
heritance is on the east, Atroth-Addar unto 
Beth-Horon the upper; G and the border hath 
gone out at the sea, to Michmethah on the 
north, and the border hath gone round east¬ 
ward to Taanath-Shiloh, and passed over it 
eastward to Janohah, 7 and gone down from 
Janohah to Ataroth, and to Naarath, and 
touched against Jericho, and gone out at the 
Jordan. 8 From Tappuah the border goeth 
westward unto the brook of Kanah, and its 
outgoings have been at the sea: this is the 
inheritance of the tribe of the sons of Eph¬ 
raim, for their families. 

9 And the separate cities of the sons of Eph¬ 
raim are in the midst of the inheritance of 
the sons of Manasseh, all the cities and their 
villages; 10 and they have not dispossessed 
the Canaanite who is dwelling in Gezer, and 
the Canaanite dwelleth in the midst of Eph¬ 
raim unto this day, and is to tribute—a ser¬ 
vant. 

XVII. 1 AND the lot is for the tribe of 
Manasseh (for he is first-born of Joseph), for 
Macliir first-born of Manasseh, father of Gil¬ 
ead, for he hath been a man of war, and his 
are Gilead and Bashan. 

2 And there is for the sons of Manasseh 
who are left, for their families: for the eons 
of Abiezer, and for the sons of lielek, and for 
the sons of Asriel, and for the sons of She- 
chem, and for the sons of Hepher, and for 
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the sons of Shemida; these are the children 
of Manasseh son of Joseph—the males—by 
their families. 

3 As to Zelophehad, son of Hepher, son of 
Gilead, son of Machir, son of Manasseh, he 
hath no children except daughters, and these 
are the names of his daughters: Mahlah, 
and Noah, Hoglah. Milcah, and Tirzah, 4 and 
they draw near before Eleazar the priest, and 
before Joshua son of Nun, and before the 
princes, saying, ‘ Jehovah commanded Moses 
to give to us an inheritance in the midst 
of our brethren • ’ and he giveth to them, 
at the command of Jehovah, an inherit¬ 
ance in the midst of the brethren of their 
father. 

3 And ten portions fall to Manasseh, apart 
from the land of Gilead and Bashan, which 
are beyond the Jordanj fl for the daughters 
of Manasseh have inherited an inheritance in 
the midst of his sons, and the land of Gilead 
hath been to the sons of Manasseh who are 
left. 

7 And the border of Manasseh is from A slier 
to Michmethah, which is on the front of She- 
ehem, and the border hath gone on unto the 
ri»ht, unto the inhabitants of En-Tappuah. 
8 To Manasseh hath been the land of Tappuah, 
and Tappuah unto the border of Manassek is 
to the sons of Ephraim. 9 And the border 
hath come down to the brook of Kanah, 
southward of the brook; these cities of Eph¬ 
raim arc in the midst of the cities of Manas¬ 
seh, and the border of Manasseh is on the 
north of the brook, and its outgoings are at 
the sea. 10 Southward is to Ephraim and 
northward to Manasseh, and the sea is his 
border, and in Asher they meet on the north, 
and in Issachar on the east. 

11 And Manasseh hath in Issachar and in 
Asher, Beth-Shean and its towns, and Ibleam 
and its towns, and the inhabitants of Bor and 
its towns, and the inhabitants of En-Bor and 
its towns, and the inhabitants of Taanach 
and its towns, and the inhabitants of Megiddo 
and its towns, three counties. 

12 And the sons of Manasseh have not been 
able to occupy these cities, and the Canaanite 
is desirous to dwell in this land, 13 and it 
cometh to pass when the sons of Israel have 
been strong, that they put the Canaanite 
to tribute, and have not utterly dispossesed 
him. 

14 And the sons of Joseph speak with Jos¬ 
hua, saying, * Wherefore hast thou given to 
me an inheritance—one lot and one portion, 
and 1 a numerous people? hitherto hath Je¬ 
hovah blessed me.’ 

15 And Joshua saith unto them, 1 If thou art 
a numerous people, go up for thee to the 
forest, then thou hast prepared fer tliee there, 
in the land of the Perizzite, and of the Re- 
phrum, when mount Ephraim hath been nar¬ 
row for thee.’ 

10 And the sons of Joseph say, ‘The hill is 
not found to us, and a chariot of iron is with 
every Canjuinite who is dwelling in the land 
of the valley—to him who is in Beth-Shean 
and its towns, and to him who is in the valley 
of Jezreel.’ 

17 And Joshua speaketh unto the house of 
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JoBeph. to Ephraim and to Manasseh, say¬ 
ing, ^Thou art a numerous people, and hast 
great power; thou hast n5t_ one lot only , 
1 9 because the mountain is thine; because it 
is a forest—thou hast prepared it, and its 
outgoings have been thine; because thou dost 
dispossess the Canaanite, though it hath 
chariots of iron—though it is strong.’ 

XVIIL : AND all the company of the sons 
of Israel arc assembled Shiloh, and they 
cause the tent of meeting to tabernacle 
there, and the land hath been subdued be¬ 
fore them. 

2 And there are left among the sons of 
Israel who have not shared their inheritance, 
Bcven tribes, 3 and Joshua saith unto the_sons 
of Israel, ‘Till when are ye remiss to go in 
to possess the land which He hath given to 
you, Jehovah, God of your fathers? 4 Give 
for you three men for a tribe, and I send 
them, aud they rise and go up and down 
through the land, and describe it according 
to their inheritance, and come in unto me, 
5 and they have divided it into seven por¬ 
tions—Judah doth stay by its border on the 
south, and the house of Joseph do stay by 
their border on the north— 0 and yc describe 
the land in seven portions, aud have brought 
id in unto me hither, and I have cast for you 
a lot here before Jehovah our God; 7 for 
there is no portion to the Levitcs in your 
midst, for the priesthood of Jcliovali 
their inheritance, aud Gad, and Reuben, 
and the half of the tribe of Manasseh re¬ 
ceived their inheritance beyond the Jordan 
eastward, which Moses servant of Jehovah 
gave to them.’ 

8 And the incu rise and go; and Joshua 
commandcth. those who are going to describe 
the land, saying, ‘Go, and walk up and down 
through the land, and describe it, and turn 
back unto inc, and here I cast for you a lot 
before Jehovah in Shiloh.’ 

9 And the men go, and pass over through 
the land, and describe it by cities, in seven 

ortions, on a book, aud they come iu unto 

oshua, unto the camp, at Shiloh. 

10 And Joshu«a casteth for them a lot in 
Shiloh before Jehovah, and there Joshua 
apportioned the land to the sous of Israel, 
according to their divisions. 

11 And a lot £oeth up for the tribe of the 
sons of Benjamin, for their families; and the 
border of their lot goeth out between the 
sons of Judah and the.sons of Joseph. 1 - And 
the border is to them at the north side from 
the Jordan, and the border hath goue up unto 
the side of Jericho on the north, and goue 
up through the hill-country westward, and 
its outgoings havo been at the wilderness of 
Beth-Aven : 13 and the border hath goue over 
thence to Luz, unto the side of Luz (it is 
Beth-El) southward, and the border hath 
pone down to Atroth-Addar, by the hill that 
is on the south of the lower Beth-IIorou; 14 and 
the border hath been marked out, and hath 
gone round to the corner of the sea south¬ 
ward. from the hill which Is at the front of 
Beth Horon southward, and its outgoings 
have been unto Kirjatb-Baal (it is Kirjath- 


Jearim), a city of the sons of Judah: this is 
the west nuarter. 

33 And the south quarter is from the end of 
Kirjath-Jearim, and the border hath goue out 
westward, aud gone out unto the fountain of 
the waters of Nephtoah; 10 and the border 
hath come down unto the extremity of the 
hill which is on the front of the valley of the 
son of Hinnom, which is in the valley of the 
Rephaim northward, and hath gone down 
the valley of Hinnom uuto the side of Jebusi 
southward, and gone down (u En-Rogcl, J7 and 
hath been marked out ou the north, aud gone 
out to En-Shemesh, and gone out uuto Geli- 
loth, which is over-against the ascent of 
Adummim, aud gone down to the stoue of 
Bohan son of Reuben, 10 and passed over unto 
the side over-against Arabah northward, and 
gone down to Arabah; 19 and the border 
hath passed over unto the side of Beth-Hoglah 
northward, and the outgoings of the border 
have been unto the north bay of the salt sea, 
unto the south extremity of the Jordau; this 
is the south border; 20 and the Jordan doth 
border it at the east quarter; this is the in¬ 
heritance of the sons of Benjamin, by its 
borders round about, for their families. 

21 And the cities for thetribe of the sons of 
Benjamin, for their families, have been Jeri¬ 
cho^ and Betli-Hoglah, aud the valley of 
Keziz, 22 and Beth-Arabah, and Zemaraim, 
and Beth-El, 29 and A vim, and Parah, and 
Ophrali, 24 and Chephar-Haammonai, and 
Onhni, and Gaba; twelve cities and their 
villages. 

^Gibeon, and Ramah, and Beeroth, 2fi and 
Mizpeh, and Chephirab, and Mozah, 57 and 
Rekem, and Irpeel, andTaralah, ^andZelah. 
Eleph, and Jebusi (it is Jerusalem), Gibcath, 
Kirjath: fourteen cities and their villages. 
This is the inheritance of tho sous of Benja¬ 
min, for their families. 

XIX. 1 AND the second lot goeth out for 
Sirneou, for the tribe of the sons of Simeon, 
for their families; aud their iuhcritauce is in 
the midst of the inheritance of the sons of 
Judah, 2 aud they have in their inheritance 
Beer-Sheba, aud Sheba, aud Moladah, 3 and 
1 Tazar-Shual, and Balali, and Azem, 4 and 
Eltolad, aud Bethul, and Hormah, 6 and Zik- 
lag, aud Beth-Marcaboth, and Hazar-Susah, 
H and Beth-Lebaotii, and Sharuhen; thirteen 
cities and tlicir villages. 

7 Ain, Remmou, and Ether, and Ashan; 
four cities and their villages; 8 also all the 
villages which are rouud about these cities, 
uuto Baalath-Becr, Ramoth of the south. 
This is the inheritance of tlic tribe of tho sons 
of Simeon, for their families; 9 out of the 
portion of the sons of Judah is the inheritance 
of the sons of Simeon, for the portion of the 
sons ol Judah hath been too much for them, 
and the sons of Simeon inherit in the midst of 
their inheritance. 

10 And the third lot goeth up for the sons of 
Zehulun, for their families ; and the border of 
their inheritance is unto Sarid, 11 and their 
border hath gone up towards the sea, and 
Maralah, and come against Dabbaslieth, and 
come unto tlic brook which is ou the front of 
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Jokneam, 13 and turned back from Sand east¬ 
ward, at the sun-rising, by the border of 
Ckislotk-Tabor, and gone out imto Daberatb, 
and gone up to Japhia, 13 and thence it hath 

S assed over eastward, to the east, to Gittab- 
[epher, to Ittah-Kazin, and gone out to Rim- 
mon-Methoar to Neah ; 14 aud the border hath 
gone round it, from the north to Hannathon; 
and its outgoings have been in the valley of 
Jiphthah-EL, 15 and Kattath, and Nahallal, 
and Skimron, and Idalah, and Beth-Lehem; 
twelve cities and their villages. 1G This is the 
inheritance of tho sons of Zebulun, for their 
families, these cities and their villages. 

17 For Issachar hath the fourth lot gone out, 
for the sons of Issachar, for their families; 
18 and their border is at Jezreel, and Chesul- 
loth, and Shuuem, :9 and Haphraim, and Shi- 
hon, and Anaharath, 20 and Rabbith, and 
Kishion, and Abcz, 21 and Remeth. and En- 
Gannim, and En-Haddah, and Betli-Pazzez; 
22 and the border hath touched against Tabor, 
and Shahazimah, and Beth-Sheinesh, and the 
outgoings of their border have been at the 
Jordan; sixteen cities and their villages. 
23 This is the inheritance of the tribe of the 
sons of Issachar, for their families, the cities 
and their villages. 

24 And the firth lot goeth out for the tribe 
of the sons of Asher, for their families; ^and 
their border is Helkath, and Hah, and Beten, 
and Achshaph, 26 and Alammelech, andAmad, 
and Misheal; and it toucheth against Carmel 
westward, and against Shihor-Libnath; 37 and 
hath turned back, at the sun-rising,, to Betli- 
Pagon, and come against Zebulun, and 
against the valley of Jiphthah-El toward the 
north of Beth-Emek, and Neiel, and hath 
gone out unto Cabul on the left, 28 and Heb¬ 
ron, and Rehob, and Hammon, and Kaaah, 
unto great Zidon; 23 and the border bath 
turned back to Ramah, and unto the fenced 
city Tyre; and the border hath turned back 
to Hosah, and its outgoings are at the sea. 
from the coast to Achzib, 3 ° and Ummali, and 
Aphek, and Rehob; twenty and two cities 
and their villages. 31 This is the inheritance 
of the tribe of the sons of Asher, for their 
families, these cities and their villages. 

32 For the sons of Naphtali hath the sixth 
lot gone out, for the sons of Naphtali, for 
their families; 33 and their border is from 
Heleph, from Allon in Zaanannim, and 
Adami, Nekeb, and Jabueel, unto Lakkum, 
and its outgoings are at the Jordan; 34 and 
the border hath turned back westward to 
Aznoth-Tabor, and gone out tlience to Huk- 
kok, and touched against Zebulun on the 
south, and against Asher it hath touched on 
the west, and against Judah at the Jordan, 
at the sun-rising; 33 and the cities of defence 
are Ziddim, Zer, and Hammath, Rakkath, 
and Chinnereth, 36 and Adamah, and Ramah, 
and Hazor, 37 and Kedesh, and Edrei, and En- 
Hazor, 38 and Iron, and Migdal-El, Horem, 
and Beth-Anath. and Beth-Shemesh; nine¬ 
teen cities and their villages. 39 This is the 
inheritance of the tribe of the sons of Naph¬ 
tali, for their families, tho cities and their 
villages. 

"For the tribe of the sons of Dan, for 
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their families, hath the seventh lot gone out; 
41 and the border of their inheritance is Zorab, 
and Esbtaol, and Ir-Shemesh, 42 and Shalab- 
bin, and Aijalon, and Jethlab, 43 and Elon, 
and Thimnathah, and Ekron, 44 and Eltekeh, 
and Gibbethon, and Baalath, 45 and Jchud, 
and Bene-Berak, and Gath-Rimmon, 48 and 
Me-Jarkon, and Rakkon, with tho border 
over-against Japbo. 

47 And the border of the sons of Dan goeth 
out from them, and the sous of Dan go up 
and fight with Leshem, and capture it, and 
smite it by the mouth of tho sword, aud 

B issess it, and dwell in it, and call Leshem, 
an, according to the name of Dan their 
father. 43 This is the inheritance of the tribe 
of the sons of Dan, for tbeir families, these 
cities and their villages. 

49 And they finish to give the land in in¬ 
heritance, by its borders, and tho sons of 
Israel give an inheritance to Joshua son oJ 
Nun in their midst; 00 by the command of 
Jehovah they have given to him the city 
which he asked, Timnath-Serah, in the hill 
country of Ephraim, and he buildeth the 
city and dwelleth in it. _ 

These are the inheritances which Eleazar 
the priest, and Joshua son of Nun, and the 
heads of the fathers of the tribes of the sons 
of Israel, have caused to inherit by lot, iu 
Shiloh, before Jehovah, at the opening of tho 
tent of meeting; and they finish to apportion 
the land. 

XX. 1 AND Jehovah speaketh unto Joshua, 
saying, 2 ‘ Speak unto the sons of Israel, say¬ 
ing, Give for you cities of refuge, as I have 
spoken unto you by the band of Moses, 3 for 
the fleeing thither of a man-slayer smiting 
life inadvertently, without knowledge; and 
they have been to you for a refuge from the 
redeemer of blood. 

4 ‘ When one hath fled unto one of these 
cities, and hath stood at the opening of th*> 
gate of the city, and hath spoken in the cars 
of the elders of that city his matter, then they 
have gathered him into the city unto them, 
and have given to him a place, and he hath 
dwelt with them. 

5 * And when the redeemer of blood doth 
pursue after him, then they do not shut up 
the man-slayer into his hand^ for without 
knowledge he hath smitten liis neighbour, 
and is not hating him hitherto: 6 and he hath 
dwelt in that city till his standing before the 
company for judgment, till the death of the 
chief priest who is in those days—then doth 
tho man-slayer turn back and hath come unto 
his city, and unto his house, unto the city 
whence he fled.’ 

7 And they sanctify Kedesh in Galilee, in 
the hill-country of Naphtali, and Shechem 
in the hill-couutry of Ephraim, aud Kirjath- 
Arba (it is Hebron), in the hill-country of 
Judah; 0 and beyond the Jordan, at Jencho 
eastward, they have given Bezer in the wild¬ 
erness, in the plain, out of the tribe of Reu¬ 
ben, and Ramoth in Gilead out of the tribe 
of Gad, and Golan in Bosliao out of the tribe 
of Manasseh. 

0 These have been citiud of meeting for all 
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the sons of Israel, and for a sojourner who 
is sojourning in their midst, for the fleeing 
thither of any one smiting life inadvertently, 
and he doth not die by tlie hand of the re¬ 
deemer of blood till his standing before the 
company. 

XXL *AND the heads of the fathers of 
the Levites draw nigh unto Eleazar the priest, 
and unto Joshua son of Nun, and unto the 
heads of the fathers of the tribes of the sons 
of Israel, 2 and they speak unto them in 
Shiloh, in the land of Cauaan, saying, ‘Je¬ 
hovah commanded by the hand of Moses to 
give to us cities to dwell in, and their suburbs 
lor our cattle.’ 3 And. the sous of Israel give 
to the Levites, out of their.inheritance, at the 
command of Jehovah, these cities and their 
suburbs: 

4 And the lot goeth out for the families of 
the Kohathite, and there arc for the sous of 
Aaron the priest (of the Levites), a out of the 
tribe of Judah, and out of the tribe of Sim¬ 
eon, and out of the tribe of Benjamin, by lot 
thirteen cities, 5 and for the sons of Kouatli 
who are left, out of the families of the tribe 
of Ephraim, and out of the tribe of Dan, and 
out of the half of the tribe of Manasseh, by 
lot ten cities: 

6 And for the sous of Gershon are , out of 
the families of the tribe of Issachar, and out 
of the tribe of Asher, and out of the tribe of 
Naphtali, and out of the half tribe of Mau- 
asseh in Basilau, by lot, thirteen cities. 

7 For tlie sons of Merari, for their families, 
are, out of the tribe of Reuben, and out of 
the tribe of Gad, and out of tbe tribe of 
Zebulun, twelve cities. 

8 And tlie sons of Israel give to the In¬ 
vites these cities and their suburbs, as Je¬ 
hovah commanded by the hand of Moses, by 
lot. 

And they give out of the tribe of the sons 
of Judah, aud out of the tribe of tbe sons of 
yimcoD, these cities which arc called by 
name; 10 aud they are for the sons of Aaron, 
of the families of the Kohathite, of the sons 
of Levi, for theirs hath beeu the first lot; 
11 and they give to them the city of Avba 
father of Anak (it i.9 Hebpou), in the lull- 
country of Judah, aud its suburbs round 
about it; 12 and tbe field of the city and its 
villages they have given to Caleb son of Je- 
phunneh for his possession. 

13 And to tbe sons of Aaron tbe priest they 
have given the city of refuge for the man- 
slayer, Hebron and its suburbs, and Libnab 
aud its suburbs, 14 and Jattir and its suburbs, 
aud Eshteruoa and its suburbs, 15 aud Holon 
and its suburbs, and Debir and its suburbs, 
,c aud Ain and its suburbs, and Juttah aud 
its suburbs, Betb-Sbemesh aud its suburbs; 
nine cities out of these two tribes. 

17 And out of the tribe of Benjamin, Gibeon 
and its suburbs, Geba and its suburbs, 18 Au- 
athoth aud its suburbs, and Aimon and its 
suburbs — four cities; 19 all the cities of the 
sons of Aaron the priests, are thirteen cities 
aud their suburbs. 

2(1 And for the families of the sons of Ko- 
hath, the Levites, who are left of the sons of 


Kohath, even the cities of their lot arc of tlie 
tribe of Ephraim; 51 and they give to them 
tlie city of refuge for the manslayer, Shechem 
and its suburbs, in tbe hill-eountry of Eph¬ 
raim, and Gezer and its suburbs, 22 and Kib- 
zaim and its suburbs, and Beth-Horon and 
its suburbs—four cities. 

23 And out of tbe tribe of Dan, Eltckeh and 
its suburbs, Gibbethou and its suburbs, 24 Ai- 
jalou and its suburbs, Gath-Rimmou and its 
suburbs—four cities. 

25 Aud out of the half of the tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, Taanacb and its" suburbs, aud Gath- 
Rimmon aud its suburbs—two cities; 20 all 
the cities are ten and their suburbs, for 
the families of the sons of Kohath who are 
left. 

27 And for the sous of Gershon, of the fami¬ 
lies of the Levites, out of the half of the tribe 
of Manasseb, the city of refuge for the man- 
slayer, Golan in Bash an and its suburbs, and 
Beeshterah aud its suburbs—two cities. 

28 And out of tbe tribe of Issachar, Kishou 
and its suburbs, Dabarath and its suburbs. 
^J arm util and its suburbs, En-Ganuim and 
its suburbs—four cities. 

30 Aud out of the tribe of Asher, Misha] and 
its suburbs, Abdou and its suburbs, 31 Hel- 
kath and its suburbs, aud Rehob and its sub¬ 
urbs—four cities. 

33 And out of the tribe of Naphtali, the city 
of refuge for tlie mau-slayer, ^edesh in Gali¬ 
lee and its suburbs, aud Hammotb-Dor and 
its suburbs, and Kartan and its suburbs—three 
cities; 33 all the cities of the Gershonite, for 
their families, are thirteen cities aud their 
suburbs. 

34 And for the families of the sons of Me- 
rari, the Levites, who arc left, are , out of tlie 
tribe of Zebulun, Jokneam and its suburbs, 
Kartali and its suburbs, 35 Dimnah and its 
suburbs, Nabalal audits suburbs—four cities. 

[ 3G And out of tbe tribe of Reuben, Bczer 
and its suburbs, aud Jahazah and its suburbs, 
37 Kedemotk aud its suburbs, aud Mepbaath 
and its suburbs—four cities.] 

38 Aud out of the tribe of Gad, the city of 
refuge for the man-slaver, Ramotli iu Gilead 
and its suburbs, aud Mahanaim aud its sub- 
burbs, 09 Heslibon aud its suburbs, Jazcr and 
its suburbs—in all four cities. 

40 All tbe cities for the sons of Merari, for 
tlieir families, who are left of the families of 
the Levites—their lot is twelve cities. 

41 All the cities of the Levites in the midst 
of the possession of the sons of Israel arc 
forty aud eight cities, aud their suburbs. 
42 These cities are each city and its suburbs 
round about it; so to all these cities. 

4:1 And Jehovah giveth to Israel the whole 
of the laud which He hath sworn to give to 
their fathers, and they possess it, and dwell 
iu it; 44 ana Jehovah giveth rest to them 
round about, according to all that which He 
hath sworn to their fathers, and there hath 
not stood a man in their presence of all their 
enemies, the whole of their enemies hath Je¬ 
hovah giveu iuto their hand; 45 there hath not 
fallen a thing of all the good tiling which Je¬ 
hovah spake unto the house of Israel—the 
whole hath come. 

b r >0 
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XXII. 1 THEN Joshua calletli for the Reu- 
benite, aud for the Gadite, and for the half of 
the tribe of Manasseh, a and saith unto them, 

‘ Ye—yo have kept the whole of that which 
Moses, eervant of Jehovah, commanded you, 
aud ye hearken to my voice, to all that 1 
have commanded you: 3 ye have not left your 
brethren these many days unto this day, and 
have kept the cka.-ge—the command of Je¬ 
hovah your God. 

4 4 And, now, Jehovah your God hath given 
rest to your brethren, as He spake to them; 
and now, turn ye, and go for yourselves to 
your tents, unto the land of your possession, 
which Moses, servant of Jehovah, hath given 
to you beyond the Jordan. 5 Only, be very 
watchful to do the command and the law 
which Moses, servant of Jehovah, commanded 
you, to love Jehovah your God, and to walk 
in all His ways, and to keep His commands, 
and to cleave to Him, and to serve Him, with 
call your heart, and with all your soul.’ 

6 And Joshua blesseth them, and sendetli 
them away, and they go unto their teuts. 

7 And to the half of the tribe of Manasseh 
hath Moses given, in Bashan, and to its other 
half hath Joshua given with their brethren 
beyond the Jordan westward; and also when 
Joshua hath sent them away unto their tents, 
then he doth bless them, 8 and apeak unto 
them, saying, ‘With great riches turn ye 
back unto your tents, and with very much 
cattle, with silver, and with gold, and with 
brass, and with iron, and with very much rai¬ 
ment; divide the spoil of your enemies with 
your brethren.’ 

9 And the sous of Reuben, and the sons of 
Gad, and the half of the tribe of Manasseh, 
turn back and go from the sous of Israel out 
of Shiloh, which is in the land of Canaan, to 
go unto the land of Gilead, unto the land of 
their possession, in which they have posses¬ 
sion, according to the command of Jehovah, 
by the hand of Moses; 10 and they come in 
unto the districts of the Jordan, which are in 
the laud of CanaaD. aud the sons of Reuben, 
and the sons of Gad, and th;; half of the tribe 
of Manasseh, build there an altar by the Jor¬ 
dan—a great altar for appearance. 

11 And the sons of Israel hear, saying, 4 Lo, 
the sous of Reuben, and the sons of Gad, and 
the half of the tribe of Manasseh, have built 
the altar over-against the land of Canaan, on 
the districts of the Jordan, at the passage of 
the sons of Israel.’ 

12 Aud the sons of Israel hear, and all the 
company of the sons of Israel is assembled at 
Shiloh, to go up against them to war; 13 and 
the sons of Israel send unto the sons of Reu¬ 
ben. and unto the sons of Gad, and unto the 
hall of the tribe of Manasseh—mi to the land 
of Gilead—Phinehas son of Eleazar the priest, 

14 and ten princes with him, one prince, one 
prince, for a house of a father, for all the 
tribes of Israel, and eaeh of them a head of 
ft house of their fathers, for the thousauds of 
Israel. 

10 And they come in unto the sons of Reuben, 
and unto the sous of Gad, and unto the half 
of the tribe of Manasseh, unto the land of 
Gilead, aud speak with them, saying, 16 ‘Thus | 
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said .all the company of Jehovah, What u 
this trespass wkicli ye have trespassed against 
the God of Israel, to turn batfK to-day from 
after Jehovah, by your building for you an 
altar, for your rebelling to-day against Je- 
liovan? 17 Is the iniquity of Peor little to us, 
from which we have not been cleansed till 
this day—and the plague is in the company of 
Jehovah, 18 that ye turn back to-day from 
after Jehovah ? ana it hath been—ye rebel to¬ 
day against Jehovah—and to-morrow against 
all the company of Israel He is WToth. 

19 4 And surely, if the land of your possession 
is unclean, pass over for you unto the land of 
the possession of Jehovah, where the taber¬ 
nacle of Jehovah hath tabernacled, and have 
possession in our midst; and against Jehovah 
rebel not. and against us rebel not, by your 
building for you an altar, besides the altar of 
Jehovah our God. 20 Did not Achan sou of 
Zerah commit a trespass in the devoted thing, 
and on all the company of Israel there was 
wrath? and he alone expired not in his ini¬ 
quity.’ 

21 And the sons of Reuben, and tbe sons of 
Gad, and the half of the tribe of Manasseh, 
answer and speak with the heads of the thou¬ 
sands of Israel: 22 4 The God of gods—Jehovah, 
the God of gods—Jehovah, He is knowing, 
and Israel, he doth know, if in rebellion, amt 
if in trespass against Jehovah (Thou dost not 
save us this day!) 29 we are building for our¬ 
selves an altar to turn back from after Jeho¬ 
vah, and if to cause to go up on it burnt-offer¬ 
ing and present, and if to make on it peace- 
offerings—Jehovah Himself doth require it. 

24 ‘Aid if not, from fear of this thing we have 
done it, saying, Hereafter your sous do speak 
to our sons, saying, What to you and to Je¬ 
hovah God of Israel? “for a border hath 
Jehovah put between us and you, 0 sons of 
Reuben, and sons of Gad—Jordan; ye have 
no portion in Jehovah—and your sons have 
caused our sons to cease, not to fear Jehovah. 

28 4 And we say, Pray let ua prepare for 
ourselves to build the altar—not for burnt* 
offering nor for sacrifice— 27 but a witness it 
is between us and you, and between our gene¬ 
rations after us, to do the service of Jehovah 
before Him with our burnt-offerings, and with 
our sacrifices, and with our peace-offerings, 
aud your sons do not say hereafter to our sons, 
Ye have no portion in Jehovah. 

28 4 And we say, And it hath been, when 
they say so unto us. and unto our generations 
hereafter, that we have said. See the pattern 
of the altar of Jehovah, which our fathers 
made—not for burnt-offering nor for sacrifice 
—but a witness it is between us aud you. 

29 4 Far be it from us to rebel against Jeho 
yah, and to turn back to-day from after Je¬ 
hovah, to build an altar for burnt-offering, 
for present, and for sacrifice, apart from the 
altar of Jehovah our God, which i 9 before His 
tabernacle. ’ 

30 And Phinehas the priest, and the princes 
of the company, and the heads of the thou¬ 
sauds of Israel, who are with him, hear the 
words which the sons of Reuben, and the sons 
of Gad, aud the sonsof Manassenhave spoken, 
and it is good iu their eyes. 31 And Phineh^j 
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son of Elcazar the priest saith unto the sous 
of Reuben, and uuto the sons of Gad, and un¬ 
to the sous of Manasseh, ‘To-day we have 
known that Jehovah is iu our midst, because 
ye have not committed against Jehovah this 
trespass—then ye have delivered the sons of 
Israel out of the hand of Jehovah.’ 

32 And Phinehas son of Eleazar the priest, 
and the princes, turn bade from the sons of 
Reuben, and from the sons of Gad, out of the 
land of Gilead, unto the land of Canaan, unto 
the sons of Israel, and bring them back word; 
33 and the thing is good in the eyes of the sous 
of Israel, and the sons of Israel bless God, 
and have not said to go up against them to 
war, to destroy the land which the sons of 
Reuben, and the sous of Gad, are dwelling in. 

34 And the sons of Reuben and the sons of 
Gad proclaim concerning the altar, that‘it 
is a witness between us that Jehovah is God.’ 

XXIII. 1 AND it cometh to pass, many 
days after that Jehovah hath given rest to 
Israel from all their enemies round about, that 
Joshua is old, entering into days, 2 and Joshua 
calleth for all Israel, for its elders, and for its 
heads, and for its judges, and for its authori¬ 
ties, and saith unto them, ‘ I have become 
old; I have entered into days ; 3 and ye—ye 
have seen all that Jehovah your God hath 
done to all these nations because of you, for 
Jehovah your God is He who is fighting for 
you ; 4 see, I have caused to fall to you these 
uatious who arc left for an inheritance to your 
tribes, from the Jordan, (aud all the nations 
which I cut off), aud the great sea, the going 
in of the sun. 

5 ‘As to Jehovah your God, He doth thrust 
them from your preseuce, aud hath dispos¬ 
sessed them from before you, and ye have 

ossessed their laud, as Jehovah your God 

ath spoken to you, c and ye have been very 
strong to keep and to do the whole that is 
written in the Book of the Law of Moses, so 
as not to turn aside from it right or left, 7 so 
as not to go iu among these nations, these 
who are left with you; and of the name of 
their gods ye do not make meution, nor do 
ve swear, nor do ye serve them, nor do yc 
bow yourselves to them; 8 but to Jehovah 
your God ye do cleave, as yc have doue till 
this day. 9 And Jehovah is dispossessing 
from before you nations great aud mighty; 
as for you, none hath stood in your presence 
till this day ; 10 one man of you doth pursue a 
thousand, for Jehovah your God is He who is 
fighting for you, as He hath spoken to ^you; 
11 and ye have been very watchful for your¬ 
selves to love Jehovah your God. 

12 ‘But—if ye at all turn back and have 
cleaved to the remnant of these nations, these 
who are left with you, and intermarried with 
them, and gone in to them, and they to you, 
,3 kno\v certainly that Jehovah your God is 
not continuing to dispossess these nations from 
before you, and they have been to you for a 
gin, and for a snare, and for a scourge, in your 
sides, and for thorns in your eyes, till ye 
perish from off this good ground which Jeho¬ 
vah vour God hath given to you. 

14 LAnd lo I am going, to-day, in the way of 


all the earth, and yc liavo known—with all 
your heart, and witli all your soul—that there 
hath not fallen one thing of all the good things 
which Jehovah your God hath spokeu con¬ 
cerning you; the whole have come to you; 
there hath not failed of it one thing. 

15 ‘And it hath been, as there hath come 
upon you all the good thing which Jehovah 
our God hath spoken unto you, so doth 
eliovah bring upon you the whole of the 
evil thing, till His destroying you from ofF 
this good ground which Jehovah your God 
hath given to yon; 16 in your transgressing 
the covenant of Jehovah your God which He 
commanded you, and ye have gone and 
served other gods, and bowed yourselves to 
them, then hath the anger of Jehovah burned 
against you, and ye have perished hastily 
from off the good land which He hath given 
to you.’ 

XXIV. AND Joshua gathereth all the 
tribes of Israel to. Shecbem, and calleth for 
the elders of Israel, aud for its heads, and for 
its judges, and for its authorities, and they 
station themselves before God. 

2 And Joshua saith uuto all the people, 
‘Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, Beyond 
the River have your fathers dwelt of old— 
Terali father of Abraham and father of 
Nachor—aud they serve other gods ; 3 and I 
take your father Abraham from beyond the 
River, and cause him to go through all the 
land of Canaan, and multiply his seed, and 
"ive to him Isaac. 4 And I give to Isaac, 
Jacob aud Esau ; and I give to Esau mount 
Seir, to possess it; and Jacob and his sons 
have gouc down to Egypt. 5 And I send 
Moses aud. Aarou, aud plague Egypt, as I 
have done in its midst, aud afterwards I have 
brought you out. *And I bring out your 
fathers from Egypt, and ye go into the sea. and 
the Egyptians pursue after your fathers, 
with chariot and with horsemen, to the Red 
Sea; 7 and they cry uuto Jehovah, and He 
setteth thick darkness between you and the 
Egyptians, aud briugeth on them the sea 
and covereth them, aud your eyes sec that 
which I have done in Egypt; and ye dwell in 
a wilderness many clays. 

8 ‘ And I bring you in unto the land of tin 
Amorite who is dwelling beyond the Jordaa 
aud they fight with you, and I give them int( 
your hand, and ye possess their land, and ] 
destroy them out of your presence. 

9 ‘ Aud Balak son of Zippor, king ol Moab, 
rise til and fighteth against Israel, and sendeth 
and calleth for Balaam sou of Beor, to revile 
you, 10 and I have not been willing to hearken 
to Balaam, and he doth greatly bless you, and 
I deliver you out of his hand. 

11 ‘And ye pass over the Jordan, and come 
iu unto Jericho, and fight against you do the 
possessors of Jericho—the Amorite, and the 
Perizzite, and the Canaanite, and tlie Hittite, 
and the Girgashite, the Hivite, and the Je- 
bnsite — and I give them into your hand. 
12 And I send before you the hornet, and it 
casteth them out from your presence—two 
kinra of the Amorite—not by tny sword, nor 
by thy bow 
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13 'And I give to you a land for which thou 
Hast not laboured* and cities which ye have 
not built, aud ye dwell in them ; of vineyards 
and oliveyards which ye have not planted 
ye are eating. 

14 ‘And now, fear ye Jehovah, and serve 
Him, in perfection and in truth, and turn 
aside the gods which your fathers served be¬ 
yond the River, and in Egypt, and serve ye 
Jehovah; 13 aud if wrong in your eyes to 
serve Jehovah—choose for you to-day whom 
ye do serve;—whether the gods whom your 
fathers served, which are beyond the River, 
or the gods of the Amorite in whose land ye 
arc dwelling; aud I aud my house—we serve 
Jehovah. 1 

16 And the people answer and say, ‘Far be 
it from us to forsake Jehovah, to serve other 
gods; 17 for Jehovah our God is He who is 
bringing us aud our fathers up out of the 
land of Egypt, out of a house of servants, 
and who hath doue before our eyes these 
great signs, aud doth keep us in all the way 
iu which we have gone, and among all the 
peoples through whose midst we passed; 
ft aud Jehovah casteth out the whole of the 
peoples, even the Amorite inhabiting the land, 
from our presence^ we also do serve Jehovah, 
for He is our God.’ 

19 Aud Joshua saith unto the people, ‘Ye 
are uot able to serve Jehovah, for a God most 
holy He is; a zealous God He is; He doth 
not bear with your transgression and with 
your si us. 20 When ye forsake Jehovah, and 
nave served gods of a stranger, theu He 
hath turned back aud done evil to you, aud 
consumed you, after that He hath done good 
to you.’ 

"* Aud the people saith unto Joshua, * No, 
but Jehovah we do serve. 1 

M And Joshua saith unto the people, ‘Wit¬ 
nesses ye are agaiust yourselves, that ye have 
chosen for you Jehovah to serve Him (and 


they say, ‘Witnesses!’) 23 and, now, turn 
aside the pods of the stranger which are in 
your midst, and incline your. Jieart unto Je¬ 
hovah, God of Israel.* 

24 And the people say unto Joshua, ‘ Jeho¬ 
vah our God we serve, and to His voice we 
hearken. 1 

25 And Joshua maketh a covenant with the 
people on that day, and layeth on it a Btatute 
aud an ordinance, m Shechem. 

20 And Joshua writeth these words in the 
Book of the Law of God, and taketh a great 
stone, aud raiseth it up there under the oak 
which is in the sanctuary of Jehovah. 

27 And Joshua saith unto all the people, 
‘Lo,“this stoue is agaiust us for a witness 
for it hath heard all the sayings of JehovaJ 
which He hath spoken with us, and it hatL 
been against you for a witness, lest ye lie 
against your God. 1 28 And Joshua eendeth 
the people away, each to his inheritance. 

29 And it cometh to pass, after these things, 
that Joshua son of Nun, servant of Jehovah, 
dieth, a son of a hundred and ten years, 
30 and they burv him in the border of his in¬ 
heritance, in 'tiinnath-Serah, which is in the 
hill-country of Ephraim, on the north of the 
hill of Gaash. 

31 And Israel serveth Jehovah all the days 
of Joshua, and all the days of the elders who 
prolonged days after Joshua, and who knew 
all the work of Jehovah which He did to 
Israel. 

32 And the bones of Joseph, which the sons 
of Israel brought up out of Egypt, they buried 
in Shechem, in the portion of the held which 
Jacob bought from the sons of Hamor father 
of Shechem, with a hundred kesitali; and they 
are to the Bons of Joseph for an inheritance. 

33 And Eleazar son or Aaron died, and they 
bury him in the hill of Phinehas bis sou, 
which was given to him in the hill-country of 
Ephraim. 


JUDGES. 


CHAP. 1. 1 AND it cometh to pass, after the 
death of Joshua, that the sons of Israel ask 
at Jehovah, sayiug, ‘ Who doth go up for us 
unto the Canaanite, at the commencement, to 
fight against it?’ “And Jehovah saith, ‘Ju¬ 
dah doth go up; lo, I have given the land 
into his hand.’ 

3 And Judah saith to Simeon his brother, 
‘Go up with me into my lot, and we fight 
against the Canaanite—and I have gone, even 
1, with thee into thy lot;’ and Simeon goeth 
with him. 

4 And Judah goeth up, and Jehovah giveth 
the Canaanite and the Perizzitc into their 
hand* and they smite them iu Bezek—ten 
thousand meu; 5 and they find Adoni-Bezek 
in Bezek, and fight against him, and smite 
the.Cauaanite ana the Perizzite. 8 And Adoni- 
Bezek tieeth, and they pursue after him, and 
seize him , and cut off his thumbs and his 
great U'es, 7 and Adoni-Bezek saith, 1 Seventy 


kings—their thumbs and their great toes cut 
off—have been gathering under my table; as 
I have done so hath God repaid to me;' and 
they bring him in to Jerusalem, and he dieth 
there. 

8 And the sous of Judah fight against Jeru¬ 
salem. and capture it, and smite it by the 
mouth of the sword, and the city they have 
sent into fire; 9 and afterwards have the 
sons of Judah gone down to fight against the 
Canaanite, inhabiting the hill-country, and 
the south, and the low country j 10 aud Judal 

f oeth unto the Canaanite who is dwelling it 
lebron (and the name of Hebron formerly is 
Kirjath-Arba), and they smite Sheshai, and 
Ahiman, and Talmai. 

11 And he goeth thence unto the inhabitants 
of Dcbir (aud the name of Dehir formerly u 
Kirjath-Sepher), 12 and Caleb saith, ‘He who 
smiteth Kiriath-Sepher—and hath captured 
it—then I have given to him Achsah my 
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daughter for a wife.’ 13 And Othniel son of 
Kenaz, younger brother of Caleb, doth cap¬ 
ture it, and die giveth to him Achsah his 
daughter for a wife. 

14 And it cometli to pass in her coming in, 
that she persuadeth him to ask from her 
father the field, and she lighteth from off the 
ass, and Caleb saith to her, * What—to thee?’ 
15 And she saith to him, ‘ Give to me a bless¬ 
ing; when the south land thou hast given me 
—then thou hast riven to me springs of water; 
and Caleb giveth to her the upper springs 
and the lower springs. 

10 And the sons of the Kenite, father-in- 
law of Moses, have gone up out of the city 
of palms with the sous of Judah to the wilder¬ 
ness of Judah, which is in the south of Arad, 
and they go and dwell with the people. 

17 And Judah goeth with Simeon his bro¬ 
ther, and they smite the Canaanite inhabiting 
Zephath, and devote it: and one ;calleth the 
name of the city Hormah. 

18 And Judah captureth Gaza and its bor¬ 
der, and Askelon and its border, and Ekron 
and its border; 19 and Jehovah is with Judah, 
and he occupieth the hill-country, but not to 
dispossess the inhabitants of the valley, for 
they have chariots of iron. 

20 And they give to Caleb Hebron, as Moses 
hath spoken and he dispossesseth thence the 
three sons of Anak. 

21 And the Jebusite, inhabiting Jerusalem, 
the sons of Benjamin have not dispossessed; 
and the Jebusite dwelleth with the sons of 
Benjamin, in Jerusalem, till this day. 

22 And the house of Joseph go up-^even they 
—to Betli-El, and Jehovah is with them; 
23 and the house of Joseph cause men to spy 
about Beth-El jand the name of the city for¬ 
merly is Luz), 24 and the watchers see a man 
coming out from the city, and say to him, 
‘Shew us, we pray thee, the entrance of the 
city, and we have done with thee kindness.’ 
25 And he sheweth them the entrance of the 
city, and they smite the city by the mouth of 
the sword, and the man and all his family 
they have sent away j 28 and the man goeth to 
the land of the Hittites, and buildetn a city, 
and calleth its name Luz—it is its name unto 
this day. 

27 And Manasseh hath not occupied Beth- 
Shean and its towns and Taanach and its 
towns, and the inhabitants of Dor and its 
towns, and the inhabitants of Iblaim and its 
towns, and the inhabitants of Megiddo and 
its towus, and the Canaanite is desirous to 
dwell in that land; 28 and it cometh to pass, 
when Israel hath been strong, that he setteth 
the Canaanite to tribute, and hath not utterly 
dispossessed it. 

* And Ephraim hath not dispossessed the 
Canaanite who is dwelling in Gezer, and the 
Canaanite dwelleth in its midst, in Gezer. 

30 Zebulun hath not dispossessed the in¬ 
habitants of Kitron, and tne inhabitants of 
Nahalol, and the Canaanite dwelleth in its 
midst, and they become tributary. 

31 Asher hath not dispossessed the inhabi¬ 
tants of Accho, and the inhabitants of Zidon. 
and Ahlab, and Achzib. and Helbah, ana 
Aphik, and Rehob; 32 and the Asheritedwell- 
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eth in the midst of the Canaanite, the inhabl 
tants of the land, for it hath not dispossessed 
them. 

33 Naplitali hath not dispossessed the in¬ 
habitants of Beth-Shemesh, and the inhabi¬ 
tants of Beth-Anath, and he dwelleth in the 
midst of the Canaanite, the inhabitants of 
the land; and the inhabitants of Beth-She- 
mesb and of Beth-Anath have become tribu¬ 
tary to them. 

34 And the Amorites press the sons of Dan 
to the mountain, for they have not suffered 
them to go down to the valley; 90 and the 
Amorite is desirous to dwell in mount Heres, 
in Aijalon, and in Shaalbim, and the hand of 
the house of Joseph is heavy, and they become 
tributary; 36 and the border of the Amorite is 
from the ascent of Akrabbim, from the rock 
and upward. 

II. 1 AND a messenger of Jehovah goeth 
up from Gil gal unto Bochim, 2 and saith, ‘1 
cause you to come up out of Egypt, and bring 
you in unto the land which I have sworn to 
your fathers, and say, I do not break My 
covenant with you to the age; and ye—ye 
make no covenant with the inhabitants of thi3 
land—their altars ye break down* and ye 
have not hearkened to My voice—what is this 
ye have done? 3 And I also have said, I do not 
cast them out from your presence, and they 
have been to you for adversaries, and their 
gods are to you for a snare.’ 

4 And it cometh to pass, when the messenger 
of Jehovah speaketh these words unto all the 
sons of Israel, that the people lift up their 
voice and weep, 5 and they call the name of 
that place Bochim, and sacrifice there to Je¬ 
hovah. 

9 And Joshua sendeth the people away, and 
the sons of Israel go, each to his inheritance, 
to possess the land; 7 and the people serve Je¬ 
hovah all the days of Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders who prolonged days after Joshua, 
who saw all the great work of Jehovah which 
Ho did to Israel. 

8 And Joshua son of Nun, servant of Jeho¬ 
vah, dieth, a son of a hundred and ten years, 
9 ana they bury him in the border of his in¬ 
heritance, in Timnath-Here9, in the hill- 
country of Ephraim, on the north of mount 
Gaash; 10 and also all that generation have 
been gathered unto their fathers, and another 
generation riseth after them who have not 
known Jehovah, and even the work which He 
hath done to Israel. 

11 And the sons of Israel do the evil thing 
in the eyes of Jehovah, and serve the Baalim, 

12 and forsake Jehovah, God of their fathers, 
who bringeth them out from the land of Egypt, 
and go after other gods (of the gods of tne 
peoples who are round about them), and bow 
themselves to them, and provoke Jehovah, 

13 yea, they forsake Jehovah, and do service 
to Baal and to Ashtaroth. 

14 And the anger of Jehovah bumeth against 
Israel, and He giveth them into the hand of 
spoilers, and they spoil them, and He selleth 
them into the hand of their enemies round 
about, and they have not been able any more 
to stand before their enemies; 16 in every place 
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Nations lef! to try Israel. 

where they have gouc out, the hand of Jeho¬ 
vah hath been against them for evil, as Je¬ 
hovah hath spoken, aud as Jehovah hath 
sworn to them, .and they arc distressed— 
greatly. 

10 Aud Jehovah raisetk up judges, and they 
save them from the hand of their spoilers; 
17 and also unto their judges they have uot 
hearkened, but have gone a-whoring after 
other gods, and bow themselves to them; 
they have turned aside with haste out of the 
way in which their fathers walked to obey 
the commands of Jehovah — they have uot 
done so. 

18 Aud when Jehovah raised up to them 
judges—then was Jehovah with the judge, 
and saved them out of the baud of their ene¬ 
mies all the days of the judge; for it repent- 
eth Jehovah, because of their groaning from 
the presence of their oppressors, aud of those 
thrusting them away. 

12 Aud it hath come to pass, at the death of 
the judge—they turn back and have done 
corruptly above their fathers, to go after other 
gods, to serve them, and to bow themselves 
to them ; they have uot fallen from their do- 
iugs, and from their stiff way. 20 And the 
anger of Jehovah doth burn against Israel, 
and He saith, 4 Because that this nation have 
transgressed My covenant which I commanded 
their lathers, and have not hearkened to My 
voice— 21 1 also continue not to dispossess any 
from before them of the nations which Joshua 
hath left when he dieth, 22 in order to try 
Israel by them, whether they are keeping the 
way of Jehovah, to go in it, as their fathers 
kept it or not.’ 

® And Jehovah leaveth these nations, so as 
not to dispossess them hastily, and did not 
give them into the hand of Joshua. 

III. 1 AND these are the nations which Je¬ 
hovah left, to try Israel by them, all who 
have not known all the wars of Canaan; 
2 (only for the sake of the generations of the 
sons of Israel’s knowing, to teach them war, 
only those who formerly have not known 
them)— 3 five princes of the Philistines, and 
all the Canaanite, and the Zidonian, and the 
Hivite inhabiting mount Lebanon, from mount 
Baal-Hermon unto the entering in of Hamath; 
4 and they are to prove Israel by them, to 
know whether they obey the commands of Je¬ 
hovah that He commanded their fathers by 
the hand of Moses. 

3 And the sons of Israel have dwelt in the 
midst'of the Canaanite, the Hittite, and the 
Amorite, and the Perizzite, and the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite, 0 and take their daughters 
to them for wives, and their daughters have 
given to their sons, and they serve their 
gods; 7 and the sons of Israel do the evil thing 
in the eyes of Jehovah, and forget Jeho¬ 
vah their God, and serve the Baalim and the 
shrines. 

8 And the anger of Jehovah burneth against 
Israel, and He eelleth them into the hand of 
Chushan-Rishathaim king of Aram-Nalia- 
raim, and the. sons of Israel serve Chushan- 
Rishathaim eight years; B and the sons of 
Israel cry unto Jehovah, and Jehovah raiseth 
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Eglon slam by Ehud. 

a saviour to the sons of Israel, and lie saveth 
them—Otliniel son of Kenaz, Caleb’s younger 
brother; 10 and the Spirit of-Jehovah is upon 
him, and he judgeth Israel, aud goeth out to 
battle, and Jehovah riveth unco his hand 
Chushan-Rishathaim King of Aram, and 
strong is his hand against Chushan-Rishath- 
aim; “ and the land restetli forty years. 

Aud Othniel son of Kenez dieth, 12 and the 
sons of Israel add to do the evil thing in the 
eyes of Jehovah; and Jehovah Btrengtheneth 
Eglon king of Moab against Israel, because 
that they have done the evil thing in the eyes 
of Jehovah; 13 and he gatheretn unto him 
the Bene-Ammon and Amalek, and goeth 
and smiteth Israel, and they possess the city of 
alms; 14 and the sons of Israel serve Eglon 
ing of Moab eighteen years. 

15 And the sons of Israel cry unto Jehovah, 
and Jehovah raiseth to them a saviour, Ehua 
son of Gera, a Benjamite (a man—shut of his 
right hand), and the sons of Israel send by 
his hand a present to Eglon king of Moab; 
16 and Ehud maketh for himself a sword, and 
it hath two mouths (a cubit is its length), 
and he gixdeth it under his long robe on his 
right thi|h; 17 and he bringeth near the pre¬ 
sent to Eglon king of Moab, and Eglon w a 
very fat mam 

10 And it cometh to pass, when he hath 
finished to bring near the present, that he 
sendeth away the people bearing the present, 

19 and he himself hatn turned back from the 
graven images which are at Gilgal, and saith, 
? A secret word I have unto thee, 0 king;’ 
and he saith, ‘Hush!’ and go out from him 
do all those standing by him. 

20 And Ehud hath come unto him, and he 
is sitting in the upper chamber of the wall 
which he hath for himself, and Ehud saith, 
8 A word of God I have unto thee:’ and he 
riseth from off the throne; 21 and Ehud put- 
teth forth hiB left hand, and takfeth the sword 
from off his right thigh, and striketh it into 
his belly; 22 and the haft also goeth in aftei 
the blade, and the fat shutteth on the blade, 
that he hath not drawn the sword out of his 
belly, and it goeth out at the fundament. 

23 And Ehud goeth out at the porch, and 
shutteth the doors of the upper chamber up¬ 
on him, and hath bolted it; 24 and he hath 
gone out, aud his servants have come in, and 
look, and lo, the doors of the upper chamber 
are bolted, and they say, * He is only cover¬ 
ing his feet in the inner chamber of the wall.’ 
23 And they stay till confounded, and lo, he 
is not opening the doors of the upper cham¬ 
ber, and they take the key, and open, and 
lo, their lorn is fallen to the earth—dead. 

20 And Ehud escaped during their tarrying, 
and hath passed by the images, and is escaped 
to Seirath. 

27 And it cometh to pass, in his coming in, 
that he bloweth with a trumpet in the hill- 
country of Ephraim, and go down with him 
do the sous of Israel from the hill-country, 
and he before them; 28 and he saith- unto 
them, ‘Pursue after me, for Jehovah hath 
riven your enemies, the Moabites, into your 
hand;’ and they go down after him, and 
capture the passages of the Jordan towards 
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Moab, and have not permitted a man to pass 
over. 

20 And they smite Moab at that time, about 
ten thousand men, all robust, and every one 
a man of valour, and not a man hath escap¬ 
ed, 30 and Moab is humbled in that day un¬ 
der the hand of Israel; and the land resteth 
eighty years. 

31 And after him hath been Shamgar son of 
Anath, and he smiteth the Philistines—six 
hundred men—with an ox-goad, and he sav- 
eth—he also—Israel. 

IV. 1 AND the sons of Israel add to do the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah when Ehud 
is dead, 2 and Jehovah aelleth them into the 
hand of Jabin king of Canaan, who hath 
reigned in Hazor, and the head of his host is 
Sisera, and he is dwelling in Harosheth of 
the Goyim; 3 and the sons of Israel cry unto 
Jehovah, for he hath nine hundred chariots 
of iron, and he hath oppressed the sons of 
Israel mightily twenty years. ^ 

4 And Deborah, a woman inspired, wife of 
Lapidoth, she is judging Israel at that time, 
5 and she is dwelling under the palm-tree of 
Deborah, between Ramah and Beth-El, in the 
hill-country of Ephraim, and the sons of Is¬ 
rael go up unto her for judgment. 

6 And she sendeth and calleth for Barak 
son of Abinoam, out of Kedesh-Naplitali, and 
saith unto him, * Hath not Jehovah, God of 
Israel, commanded? go, and thou hast drawn 
towards mount Tabor, and hast taken with 
thee ten thousand men, out of the sons of 
Naphtali, and out of the sons of Zebulun, 
7 and I have drawn unto thee, unto the brook 
Kishon, Sisera. head of the host of Jabin, and 
his chariot, and his multitude, and have given 
him into thy hand.' 

8 And Barak saith unto her, * If thou dost 
go with me, then I have gone; and if thou 
dost not go with me, I do not go;’ 9 and she 
saith, ‘I do certainly go with thee; only, 
surely thy glory is not on the way which thou 
art going, for into the hand of a woman doth 
Jehovah sell Sisera;’ and Deborah riseth and 
goeth with Barak to Kedesh. 

10 And Barak calleth Zebulun aud Naphtali 
to Kedesh, and he goeth up—at his feet are 
ten thousand men—and Deborah goeth up 
with him. 

11 And Heber the Kenite hath been sepa¬ 
rated from the Kenite, from the sons of Ho- 
bab father-in-law of MoseSj and he stretcheth 
out his tent unto the oak in Zaanaim, which 
is by Kedesh. 

12 And they declare to Sisera that Barak 
son of Abinoam hath gone up to mount Ta¬ 
bor, 13 and Sisera calleth all his chariots, nine 
hundred chariots of iron, and all the people 
who are with him, from Harosheth of the 
Goyim, unto the brook Kishon. 

14 And Deborah saith unto Barak, ‘ Rise, 
for this is the day in which Jehovah hath 
given Sisera into thy hand; hath not Jehovah 
gone out before thee?’ And Barak goeth 
down from mount Tabor, and ten thousand 
men after him. 

16 And Jehovah destroyeth Sisera, and all 
the chariots, and all the camp, by the mouth 


of the sword, before Barak, and Sisera cometh 
down from off the chariot, and fleeth on his 
feet. 16 And Barak hatli pursued after the 
chariots and after the camp, unto Harosheth 
of the Goyim, and all the camp of Sisera 
falleth by the mouth of the sword—there 
hath not been left even one. 

17 And Sisera hath fled on his feet unto the 
tent of Jael wife of Heber the Kenite, for 
peace is between Jabiu king of Hazor and 
the house of Heber the Kenite; 18 and Jael 
goeth out to meet Sisera, and saith unto him, 
r Turn aside, my lord, turn aside unto me, 
fear not;’ and he turneth aside unto her, 
into the tent, and she covereth him with a 
coverlet. 

19 And he saith unto her, ‘Give me to 
drink, I pray thee, a little water, for I am 
thirsty;’ and she opeueth the bottle of milk, 
and giveth him to drink, and covereth him. 
20 And he saith unto her, 4 Stand at the open¬ 
ing of the tent, and it hath been, if anv 
doth come in, and hath asked thee, aud said, 
Is there a man here? that thou hast said, 
There is not.’ 

21 And Jael wife of Heber taketh the pin of 
the tent, and taketh the hammer in her hand, 
and goeth unto him gently, and striketh the 
pin into his temples, and it fasteneth in the 
earth—and he hath been fast asleep, and is 
weary—and he dietli. 

22 And lo, Barak is pursuing Sisera, and 
Jael cometh out to meet him, and saith to 
him, 1 Come, and I shew thee the man whom 
thou art seeking;’ and he cometh in unto 
her, and lo, Sisera is fallen—dead, and the-pin 
in his temples. 

23 And God humbleth on that day Jabin 
king of Canaan before the sons of Israel, 
24 and the hand of the sons of Israel goeth, 
going on and becoming hard on Jabin king of 
Canaan, till that they have cut off Jabin king 
of Canaan. 

V. 1 AND Deborah singeth—also Barak son 
of Abinoam—on that day, saying t— 

2 1 For freeing freemen in Israel, 

For a people willingly offering themselves 
Bless ye Jehovah. 

3 Hear, ye kings ; give ear, ye princes, 

I, to Jehovah, I—I do sin" 

1 sing praise to Jehovah, God of Israel. 

4 Jehovah, in Thy going forth out of Seir, 

In Thy stepping out of the field of Edom, 
Earth trembled, also the heavens dropped

5 Hills flowed from the face of Jehovah, 

This one—Sinai— 

From the face of Jehovah, God of Israel. 
c In the days of Shamgar sou of Anath—

And those going in the paths go in crookea 
7 Villages ceased in Israel—they ceased, 

Till that I arose—Deborah, 

That I arose, a mother in Israel. 

0 He chooseth new gods, 

Then war is at the gates! 

A shield is not seen—and a spear 
Among forty thousand in Israel. 

9 My heart is to the lawgivers of IsraeL, 
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Wlio are offering themselves willingly among 
Bless ye Jehovah! [the people, 

10 Riders on white asses—

Between the places of drawing water. 

There they give out righteous acts of Jehovah,

13 Then him who is left of the honourable ones 
He caused to rule the people of Jehovah, 
He caused me to rule among the mighty. 

14 Out of Ephraim their root Is agai nst Amalek. 
After thee, Benjamin, among thy peoples. 
Out of Machir came down lawgivers, 

And out of Zebulim those drawing with the 
reed of a writer. 

15 And princes in Issachar are with Deborah, 
Yea, Issachar is right with Barak, 

Into the valley he was sent on his feet. 

In the divisions of Reuben, 

Great are the decrees of heart! [aries, 
Ir! Why hast thou abode between the bound- 
To hear lowings of herds? 

For the divisions of Reuben, 

Great are the searchings of heart! 

17 Gilead beyond the Jordan did tabernacle, 
And Dan—why doth he sojourn in ships? 
Asher hath abode at the haven of the seas, 
Aud by his creeks doth tabernacle. 

18 Zebulun is a people who exposed fits soul 

to death, 

Naphtali also—on high places of the field. 

19 Kings came—they fought; 

Then fought kings of Canaan, 

In Taanach, by the waters of Megiddo; 

Gain of money they took not! 

20 From the heavens they fought: [Sisera, 

The stars from their highways fought with 

21 The brook Kishon swept them away. 

The brook most ancient—the brook ICishon. 
Thou dost tread down strength, 0 my soul! 

25 Then broken were the horse-heels, 

By pransings—pransings of its mighty ones. 

23 Curse Meroz—said a messenger of Jenovah, 
Cursing, curse ye its inhabitants, 

For they came not to the help of Jehovah, 
To the help of Jehovah among the mighty! 

24 Blessed above women is JaeL, 

Wife of Heber the Kenite, 

Above women in the tent she is blessed. 

M Water he asked—milk she gave; 

In a lordly dish she brought near butter. 

26 Her hand to the pin she sendetli forth. 

And her right hand to the labourers’ ham¬ 
mer, [head, 

And she hammered Sisera—sho smote his 
Yea, she smote, and it passed through his 
77 Between her feet he bowed— [temple. 

He fell, he lay down ; 

Between her feet he bowed, he fell; 

Where he bowed, there he fell—destroyed. 

* Through the window she hath looked out— 
Yea, she crieth out—the mother of Sisera, 
Through the lattice: 

Wherefore is his chariot delaying to come? 
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Wherefore tarried have the steps of his 
chariot ? 

29 The wise ones, her princesses, answer her, 
Yea, she returneth her sayings to herself: 
no Do they not find?—they apportion spoil, 

A female—two females—for every head, 
Spoil of finger-work for Sisera, 

Spoil of embroidered finger-work, 
Finger-work—a pair of embroidered things, 
For the necks of the spoil! 

31 So do all Thine enemies perish, 0 Jehovah, 
And those loving Him are 
As the going out of the sun in its might! ’ 
aud the land resteth forty years. 

VI. 1 AND the sons of Israel do the evil 
tiling in the eyes of Jehovah, and Jehovah 
givetn them into tha hand of Midian seven 
years, 2 and the hand of Midian is strong 
against Israel, from the presence of Midian 
have the eons of Israel made for themselves 
the flowings which are in the mountains, and 
the caves, and the strongholds. 

3 And it hath been, if Israel hath sowed, 
that Midian hath come up, and Amalek, and 
the sons of the east, yea, they have come up 
against him, 4 and encamp against them, and 
destroy the increase of the land till thine 
entering Gaza; and they leave no sustenance 
in Israel, either sheep, or ox, or ass; 6 for 
they and their cattle come up. with their 
tents; they come in as the fulness of the 
locust for multitude, and of them and of 
their cattle there is no number, and they 
come into the land to destroy it. 6 And Israel 
is very weak from the pveseuce of Midian, 
and the sons of Israel cry unto Jehovah. 

7 And it cometh to i>ass when the sons of 
Israel have cried uuto Jehovah, concerning 
Midian, 3 that Jehovah eendeth a man, a 
prophet, uuto the sons of Israel, and he saitli 
to them, ‘Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel. 
I—I have brought you up out of Egypt, and 
I brin£ you out from a house of servants, 

9 and I deliver you out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and out of the hand of all your 
oppressors, and I cast them out from your 
presence, and I give to you their land, 10 and 
I say to you, I am Jehovah your God, ye dc 
not fear the gods of the Amorite in- whose 
land ye are dwelling: — aud ye have not 
hearkened to My voice.’ 

11 Aud the messenger of Jehovah cometh 
and sitteth under the oak which is in Oph- 
rah, which is to Joasli the Abi-Ezrite, and 
Gideon his son is beating out wheat in the 
wine-press, to remove it from the presence of 
the Midianites; 12 and the messenger of Je¬ 
hovah appeareth unto him, and saith unto 
him, ‘Jehovah is with thee, 0 mighty one of 
valour.' u And Gideon saith unto him, ‘O, 
my lord—and Jehovah is with us I—and why 
hath all this found us? and where are all His 
wonders which our fathers recounted to us, 
saying, Hath not Jehovah brought us up out 
of Egjrpt? and now Jehovah hath left us, and 
doth give us into the hand of Midian.’ 

14 And Jehovah turneth unto him and saith. 

1 Go in this—thy power; and thou hast savea 
Israel out of the hand of Midian—have not I 
Bent thee.’ u And he saith unto him , ‘0, my 
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lord, wherewith do I save Israel? lo, my chief 
is weak in Manasseh, and I the least in the 
house of mv father.’ 

16 And Jehovah saith unto him, ‘ Because I 
am with thee—thou hast smitten the Mid- 
ianites as one man.’ 17 And he saith unto 
Him, ‘ If, I pray Thee, I have found grace in 
Thine eyes, then Thou hast done for me a 
sign th at Thou art speaking with me. ia Move 
not, I pray Thee, from this, till my coming 
in unto Thee, and I have brought out my 
present, and put it before Thee;’ and he 
saith, ‘ I—I do abide till thy return.’ 

19 And Gideon hath gone in, and prepareth 
a kid of the goats, and of an ephah of flour 
unleavened things; the flesh he liath put in a 
basket, and the broth he hath put in a pot, 
and he bringeth out unto Him, unto the place 
of the oak, and bringeth it nigh. 

20 And tlie messenger of God saith unto 
him, ‘Take the flesh and the unleavened 
things, and place on this rock—and the broth 
pour out;’ and he doth so. 21 And the mes¬ 
senger of Jehovah putteth forth the end of 
the staff which is in His hand, and cometh 
against the flesh, and against the unleavened 
things, and the fire goeth up out of the rock 
and consumeth the flesh ana the unleavened 
things—and the messenger of Jehovah hath 
gone from his eyes. 

22 And Gideon seeth that He is a messeuger 
of Jehovah, and Gideon saith, ‘ Alas, Lord 
Jehovah! because that I have seen a mes¬ 
senger of Jehovah face to face!’ M And Je¬ 
hovah saith to him. * Peace to thee; fear not; 
thou dost uot die. 24 And Gideon buildeth 
there an altar to Jehovah, and calleth it 
Jehovah-Shalom, unto this day it is yet iu 
Ophrah of the Abi-Ezrites. 

^ And it cometh to pass, on that night, 
that Jehovah saith to him, ‘Take the young 
ox which is to thy father, and the secona 
bullock of seven years, and thou hast thrown 
down the altar of Baal which is to thy father, 
and the shrine which is by it thou dost cut 
down, 26 and thou hast built an altar to 
Jehovah thy God on the top of this strong¬ 
hold, by the arrangement, and hast taken 
the Becond bullock, and caused to ascend a 
burnt-offering with the wood of the shrine 
which thou cuttest down.’ 

37 And Gideon taketh ten men of his ser¬ 
vants, and doth as Jehovah hath spoken unto 
him, and it cometh to pass, because he hath 
been afraid of the house of his father, and 
the men of the city, to do it by day, that he 
doth it by night. 

M And the men of the city rise early in the 
morning, aud lo, broken down hath been the 
altar of Baal, and the shrine which is by it 
hath been cut down, aud the second bullock 
hath beeu offered on the altar which is built. 
29 And they say one to another, ‘Who hath 
done this thin"?’ and they inquire and Beek, 
and they Bay, r Gideon son of Joash hath done 
this thing.’ 30 And the men of the city say 
untc Joash, * Bring out thy sou, and he xlietli, 
because he hath broken down the altar of 
Baal, and because he hath cut down the shriue 
which w bv it.’ 

31 And Joash saith to all who have stood 


against him, ‘Ye, do ye plead for Baal? ye 
--do ye save him? he who pleadeth for him 
is put to death during the morning; if he is 
a god he himself doth plead against him, be¬ 
cause he hath broken down his altar.’ 32 And 
he calleth him, on that day, Jerubbaal, say¬ 
ing, ‘The Baal doth plead against him, be¬ 
cause he hath broken down his altar.’ 

33 And all Midian and Amalek and the sons 
of the east have been gathered together, and 
pass over, and encamp in the valley of Jezreel. 
34 and the Spirit of Jehovah hath clothed Gi¬ 
deon, and he bloweth with a trumpet, and 
Abi-Ezer is called after him; 35 and messen¬ 
gers lie hath sent into all Manasseh, and it 
also is called after him; and messengers he 
hath sent into Asher, and into Zebulun, and 
into Naphtali, and they come up to meet 
them. 

30 And Gideon saith unto God. ' If Thou 
art Saviour of Israel by my liana, as Thou 
hast Bpoken, 37 lo, lam placing the fleece of 
wool in the threshing-floor r if dew is on the 
fleece alone, and on all the earth drought 
—then I have known that Thou dost save 
Israel by my hand, as Thou hast Bpoken;’ 
38 and it is so, and he riseth early on the 
morrow, and presseth the fleece, aud wring- 
eth dew out of the fleece—the fidness of the 
bowl, of water. 

39 And Gideon saith unto God, ‘ Let not 
Thine anger burn against me, and I speak 
only this time; let me try, I pray Thee, only 
this time with the fleece—let there be, I pray 
Thee, drought on the fleece alone, aud on all 
the earth let there be dew.’ 40 And God doth 
so on that night, and there is drought oo the 
Heece alone, ancl on all the earth there hath 
been dew. 

VII. 1 AND Jerubbaal (he is Gideon) riseth 
early, and all the people who are with him, 
and they encamp by the well of Harod, and 
the camp of Midian hath been on the south 
of him, on the height of Moreh, in the valley. 
2 And Jehovah saith unto Gidcou, * Too 
many are the people who are with thee for 
My giving Midian into their hand, lest Israel 
beautify itself against Me, saying, My hand 
hath given salvation to me; 3 and now, cal 7 , 
I pray thee, in the ears of the people, say¬ 
ing, Whoso is afraid and trembling, let him 
turn back and go early from mount Gilead;’ 
and there turn back of the people twenty 
aud two thousand, and ten thousand have 
been left. 

4 <F And Jehovah saith unto Gideon, ‘Yet 
are the people too many; bring them down 
unto the water, and I reflue it for thee there; 
and it hath been, he of whom I say unto 
thee, This doth go with thee—he doth go 
with thee; ami auy of whom I say unto thee, 
This doth not go with thee—he doth not go.’ 

"And he bringeth down the people unto 
the water, and Jehovah saith uuto Gideon, 
* Every one who lappeth with his tongue of 
the water as the dog lappeth—thou dost set 
him apart; also every one who boweth on his 
knees to drink.' 6 And the number of those 
lapping with their hand unto their mouth ia 
three hundred men, aud all the rest of the 
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people have bowed down on their knees to 
drink water, 

7 And Jehovah saith unto Gideon, * By the 
three hundred men who are lapping I save 
you, and have given Midi an into thy hand, 
and all the people go, each to his place. 

6 Aud the people take the provision in their 
hand, aud their trumpets, and every man 
of Israel lie hath sent away, each to his 
tents: and on the three hundred men he hath 
kept hold, and the camp of Midian hath been 
by him at the lower part of the valley. 

9 And it cometh to pass, on that night, 
that Jehovah saith unto him, 4 Rise, go down 
into the camp, for I have given it into thy 
hand; 10 aud if thou art afraid, to go down— 
go down, thou and Pliurah thy young man, 
unto the camp, 11 and thou hast heard what 
they speak, and afterwards are thy hands 
strengthened, aud thou hast gone down against 
the camp.’ 

And he goeth down, he and Pliurah his 
young man, unto the extremity of the fifties 
who are in the camp ; 12 and Midian and 
Amalek, and all the sons of the east are 
lying in the valley, as the locust for multi¬ 
tude, and of their camels there is no number, 
as sand which w on the sea-shore for multi¬ 
tude. 

13 And Gideon cometh in ? and lo, a man is 
recounting to his companion a dream, and 
saith, * Lo, a dream I have dreamed, and lo, 
a cake of barley-bread is turning itself over 
into the camp of Midian, and it cometh in 
unto the tent, and smiteth it. and it falleth, 
and turneth it upwards, ana the tent hath 
fallen.’ 14 And his companion answereth and 
saith, ‘This is nothing save the sword of 
Gideon son of Joash, a man of Israel; God 
hath given into his hand Midian and all the 
camp. ’ 

15 And it cometh to pass, when Gideon 
heareth the narration of the dream and its 
interpretation, that he bowetli himself, and 
turneth back unto the camp of Israel, and 
saith, * Rise ye, for Jehovah hath given into 
your hand the camp of Midian.' And he 
divideth the three hundred men into three 
detachments, and putteth trumpets into the 
hand of all of thenij and empty pitchers, and 
lamps within the pitchers. 

17 And he saith unto them, ' Look at me, 
and thus do; and lo, I am coming into the ex¬ 
tremity of the camp—and it hath been—as I 
do so ye do; 18 and I have blown with a trum¬ 
pet—I and all who are with me, and ye have 
blown with trumpets, even ve, round about all 
the camp, and have said, For Jehovah and 
for Gideon.’ 

19 And Gideon cometh—and the hundred 
men who are with him—into the extremity of 
the camp, at the beginning of the middle 
watch (it hath only just confirmed the watch¬ 
men), and they blow with trumpets—dashing 
in pieces also the pitchers which are in their 
hand; 20 and the three detachments blow with 
trumpets, and break the pitchers and keen 
hold with their left hand on the lamps, and 
with their right hand on the trumpets to blow, 
and they cry, ‘ The sword of Jehovah and of 
Gideon.’ 
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21 And they stand each in his place, round 
about the camp, and all the camp runneth, 
and they shout, aud flee; 20 and the three 
hundred blow the trumpets, and Jehovah 
setteth the sword of each against his com¬ 
panion. even through all the camp; and the 
camp neeth unto Beth-Shittah, at Zererath, 
unto the border of Abel-Meholak, by Tab- 
bath. 

23 And the men of Israel are called from 
Naphtali, and from Asher, and from all 
Manasseh, and pursue after Midian. 24 And 
messengers hath sent Gideon into all the hill- 
country of Ephraim, saying, ‘ Come down to 
meet Midian, and capture before them the 
waters unto Betli-Barah, and the Jordan;’ and 
every man of Ephraim is called, and they 
capture the waters unto Beth-Barah, and 
the Jordan, 25 and they capture two of the 
heads of Midian, Oreb, and Zeeb, and slay 
Oreb at the rock of Oreb, aud Zeeb they have 
slain at the wine-vat of Zeeb, and they pur¬ 
sue unto Midian ; aud the heads of Oreb and 
Zeeb they have brought in unto Gideon be¬ 
yond the Jordan. 

VIII. 1 AND the meu of Ephraim say unto 
him, 4 Wliat i3 this thing thou hast doue to 
us—not to call for us when thou didst go to 
fight with Midian?’ and they strive with him 
severely; 2 and he saith unto them, ‘What 
have I done now like you? are not the glean¬ 
ings of Ephraim better than the harvest of 
Abi-Ezer? 3 Into your hand hath God given 
the heads of Midian, Oreb and Zeeb - and 
what have I been able to do like you?’ Then 
their temper desisted from off him in his 
speaking this thing. 

4 And Gideon cometh in unto the Jordan, 
passing over, lie and the three hundred meu 
who are with him—wearied, and pursuing, 

6 and he saith to the men of Succoth, 4 Give, 
I pray you, cakes of bread to the people who 
are at my feet, for they are weariecL, and I 
am pursuing after Zebah and ZaLmunna kings 
of Midian.’ 

6 And the heads of Succoth say, ‘Is the 
hand of Zebah and Zalmunna now in thv 
hand, that we give to thy host bread ?’ 7 And 
Gideon saith, ‘Therefore—in Jehovah’s giv¬ 
ing Zebah and Zalmunna iuto my hand— 
I have threshed your flesh with the thorns 
of the wilderness, and with the threshing in¬ 
struments.’ 

8 And he goeth up thence to Penuel, and 
speaketk unto them thus; aud the meu of 
Penuel answer him as the men of Succoth 
answered. 9 And he spealceth also to the 
men of Penuel, saying, * In my turning back 
in peace, I break down this tower.’ 

19 And Zebah and Zalmunna are in Kar- 
kor, and their camps with them, about fif¬ 
teen thousand, all who are left of all the 
camp of the sons of the east; and those fall¬ 
ing are a hundred and twenty thousand men, 
drawing sword. 

11 And Gideon goeth up the way of those 
who tabernacle in tents, on the cast of No- 
bah and Jogbehah, and smiteth the camp, 
and the camp was confident; 12 and Zebah 
and Zalmunna flee, and he pursueth after 
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them, and captureth the two kings of Midian, 
Zebah and Zalmunna, and all the camp he 
hath caused to tremble. 

13 And Gideon son of Joaah turneth back 
from the battle, at the going up of the sun, 
14 and captureth a young man of the men 
of Succotn, and asketh him, and he describ- 
eth unto him the heads of Succoth, and its 
elders—seventy and seven men. 

16 And he cometh in unto the men of Suc¬ 
coth, and saith, ‘Lo Zebah and Zalmunna, 
with whom ye reproached me, saying,. Is the 
hand of Zebah and Zalmunna now in thy 
hand that we give to thy men who are wear¬ 
ied bread?’ 18 And he taketh the elders of 
the city, and the thorns of the wilderness, 
and the threshing instruments, and teach- 
eth by them the men of Succoth, 17 and the 
tower of Penuel he hath broken down, and 
siaveth the men of the city. 

18 And he saith unto Zebah and unto Zal¬ 
munna, ‘How—the men whom ye slew in 
Tabor?’ and they say, ‘As thou—so they, 
one—as the form of the king’s sons. ’ 19 And he 
saith, ‘My brethren—sons of my mother— 
they; Jehovah liveth, if ye had kept them 
alive—I had not slain you.’ 

“And he saith to Jether his first-born, 
‘Rise, Blaythem;’ and the young man hath 
not drawn his sword, for he hath been afraid, 
for he is yet a youth. 21 And Zebah saith— 
also Zalmunna—‘Rise thou, and fall upon 
us; for as the man—his might;’ and Gideon 
risetli, aud slayeth Zeba and Zalmunna, and 
taketn their round ornaments which are on 
the necks of their camels. 

22 And the men of Israel say unto Gideon, 

* Rule over us, both thou, and thy son, and 
thy son’s son, for thou hast saved us from 
the hand of Midian.’ 23 And Gideon saith 
unto them, ‘ I do not rule over you, nor doth 
my son rule over you; Jehovah doth rule 
over you.’ 24 And Gideon saith unto them, 

* Let me ask of you a petition, and give ye to 
me each the ring of his prey, for they have 
rings of gold, for they are Ishmaelites.’ 

“And they say, 'We certainly give:’ and 
they spread out the garment, and cast thither 
each the ring of his prey j 26 and the weight 
of the rings of gold which he asked is a 
thousand and seven hundred shekels of gold, 
apart from the round ornaments, and the 
drops, and the pimple garments, which are 
on the kings of Midian, and apart from the 
chains which are on the necks of their camels, 
77 and Gideon maketh it into an ephod, and 
setteth it up in his city, in Ophran, and all 
Israel go a-whoring after it there, and it is to 
Gideon and to his house for a snare. 

28 And Midian is humbled before the sous 
of Israel, and have not added to lift up their 
head ; and the land reBteth forty years in the 
days of Gideon. 

“And Jerubbaal son of Joash goeth and 
dwelleth in his own house, 30 aud to Gideon 
there have been seventy sons, coming out of 
his loin, for he had many wives;. 31 and his 
Concubine, who is in Shechem, hath born 
to him—even she—a son, and he appointeth 
his name Abimelech. 

32 And Gideon son of Joash dieth, in a 


good old age, and is buried in the burying- 
place of Joash his father, in Ophrah of the 
Abi-Ezrite. 

33 And it cometh to pass, when Gideon is 
dead, that the sons of Israel turn back and 
go a-whoring after the Baalim, and set over 
them Baal-Berith for a god; 34 and the sons 
of Israel have not remembered Jehovah their 
God, who is delivering them out of the hand 
of all their enemies round about, ^neither 
have they done kindness with the house of 
Jerubbaal—Gideon—according to all the good 
which he did with Israel. 

IX. 3 AND Abimelech son of Jerubbaal 
goeth to Shechem, unto his mother’s breth¬ 
ren, and speaketh unto them, and unto all 
the family of the house of his mother’s father, 
saying, 2 ‘Speak, I pray you, in the ears of 
all the masters of Shechem. Which is good 
fot you—the ruling over you of seventy men 
(all the sons of Jerubbaal), or the ruling over 
you of one man ?—and ye have remembered 
that I am.your bone and your flesh.’ 

3 And his mother’s brethren speak concern¬ 
ing him, in the ears of all the masters of 
Shechem, all these words, and their heart 
inclineth after Abimelech, for they said, ‘ He 
is our brother; 4 and they give to him seventy 
silverings out of the house of Baal-Berith, 
and Abimelech hireth with them men, vain 
and unstable, and they go after him; 6 and 
he goeth into the house of his father at Oph¬ 
rah, and slayeth his brethren, sons of Jerub¬ 
baal, seventy men, on one stone ; and Jotham, 
oungest son of Jerubbaal, is left, for he was 
idden. 

6 And all the masters of Shechem are ga¬ 
thered together, and all the house of MiUo, 
and come and cause Abimelech to reign for 
king at the oak of the camp which is in She¬ 
chem; 7 and they declare it to Jotham, and 
he goeth and etandeth on the top of mount 
Genzitn, and lifteth up his voice, and calleth, 
and saith to them, ‘Hearken unto me, 0 
masters of Shechem, and God doth hearken 
unto you: 

8 ‘ I’he trees have diligently gone to anoint 
over them a king, and they say to the olive, 
Reign thou over us. 9 And the olive saith to 
them. Have I ceased from my fatness, by which 
they honour gods and men, that I nave gone 
to stagger over the trees ? 10 And the trees 
say to the fig, Come thou, reign over us. 
11 And the fig saith to them, Have I ceased 
from my sweetness, and my good increase, 
that I have gone to stagger over the trees? 

“ ‘ And the trees say to the vine, Come thou, 
reign over us. u And the vine saith to them. 
Have 1 ceased from my new wine, which is 
rejoicing gods and men, that I have gone to 
Btagger over the trees? 14 And all the trees 
say unto the bramble. Come thou, reign over 
us. 15 And the bramble saith unto the trees, 
If in truth ye are anointing me for king over 
you, come, take refuge in my shadow; and if 
not—fire cometh out from the bramble, and 
devoureth the cedars of Lebanon. 

16 * And, now, if iu truth and in sincerity 
e have acted, when ye make Abimelech 
ing; and if ye have done good with Jerub- 
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baal, and with his house; and if according to 
the deed of his hands ye have done to him— 
17 because my father hath fought for you, and 
doth cast away his life from him , and deliver 
von from the hand of Midian; 19 and ye 
have risen against the house of my father to¬ 
day, and slay his sons, seventy men, on one 
stone, and cause Abimelech son of his hand¬ 
maid to reign over the masters of Shechem, 
because he w your brother— 19 yea if in truth 
and in sincerity ye have acted with Jerubbaal 
and with his house this day, rejoice ye in 
Abimelech, and he doth rejoice—even he—in 
you ; 20 and if not—fire cometh out from Abi- 
raelech and devoureth the masters of She¬ 
chem and the house of Millo, and fire cometh 
out from the masters of Shechem and from 
the house of Millo, and devoureth Abime¬ 
lech.' 21 And Jotham hasteth. and fleeth, 
and goeth to Beer, and dwelletn there, from 
the face of Abimelech his brother. 

22 And Abimelech is prince over Israel three 
years, 23 and God seuaeth an evil spirit be¬ 
tween Abimelech and the masters of She- 
cheirL and the masters of Shechem deal 
treacherously with Abimelech, 24 for the com¬ 
ing in of the violence to the seventy sons 
of Jerubbaal, and of their blood to place it 
on Abimelech their brother, who slew them, 
and on the masters of Shechem, who strength¬ 
ened his hands to slay his brethren. 

23 And the masters of Shechem set for him 
ambushes on the top of the hills, and rob 
every one who passeth over by them in the 
way, and it is declared to Abimelech. 26 And 
Goal son of Ebed cometh—also his brethren 
—and they pass over into Shechem, and the 
masters of Shechem trust in him, 27 and 
go out into the field and gather their vine¬ 
yards, and tread, and make praises, and go 
into the house of their god, and eat and 
drink, and revile Abimelech. 

29 And Gaal son of Ebed Baith, ‘Who is 
Abimelech, and who is Shechem, that we 
serve him? is he not son of Jerubbaal? and 
Zebul his commander? Serve ye the men of 
Hamor father of Shechem, and wherefore do 
we serve him—we? 28 and oh that this people 
were in my hand—then I turn Abimelech 
aside;' and he saith to Abimelech, ‘Increaso 
thy host, and come out.' 

30 And Zebul, prince of the city, heareth 
the words of Gaal son of Ebed, and his anger 
burneth, 31 aDd he sendeth messengers unto 
Abimelech deceitfully, saying, 1 Lo, Gaal son 
of Ebed and hie brethren are coming into 
Shechem, and lo, they are fortifying the city 
against thee; 32 and, now, rise by night, thou 
and the people who are with thee, and lay 
wait in the field, 33 and it hath been, in the 
morning, about tbe rising of the sun, thou 
dost riBe early, and hast pushed againBt the 
city; and lo, he and the people who are with 
him are going out unto thee—and thou hast 
done to him as thy hand doth find.’ 

34 And Abimelech riseth, and all the people 
who are with him, by night, and tbey lay wait 
against Shechem — four detachments; 30 and 
Gaal son of Ebed goeth out, and standeth at 
the opening of the gate of the city, and Abim¬ 
elech riseth—also the people who are with 
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him—from the ambush, 36 and Gaal seeth 
the people, and saith unto Zebul, ' Lo, people 
are coming down from the" top of the hiliB;' 
and Zebul saith unto him, ‘The shadow of 
the hills thou art seeing like men.’ 37 And 
Gaal addeth yet to speak, and saith, * Lo, 
people are coming down from the hijjh part 
of tne land, and another detachment is com¬ 
ing by the way of the oak of Meonenim.’ 

39 And Zebul saith unto him, ‘ Where is 
now thy mouth, in that thou sayest, Wh° ** 
Abimelech that we serve him? is not this the 
people against which thou hast kicked? go 
out, I pray thee now, and fight against it.’ 

39 And Gaal goeth out before the masters of 
Shechem, and fighteth against Abimelech, 

40 and Abimelech pursueth nim, and he fleeth 
from his presence, and many fall wounded— 
unto the opening of the gate. 

41 And Abimelech abideth in Arumah, and 
Zebid casteth out Gaal and his brethren from 
dwelling in Shechem. 

42 Ana it cometh to pass, on the morrow, 
that the people go out to the field, and they 
declare it to Abimelech, 43 and he taketh the 
people, and divideth them into three detach¬ 
ments, and laveth wait in a field, and look- 
eth, and lo, tne people are coming out from 
the city, and he riseth against them, and smit- 
etli them. 

44 And Abimelech and the detachments who 
are with him have pushed on, and stand at 
the opening of the gate of the city, and the 
two detachments have pushed against all 
who are in the field, and smite them, 49 and 
Abimelech hath fought against the city all 
that day, and captureth the city ; and the 
people who are in it he hath slain, and he 
breaketh down the city, and soweth .it with 
salt. 

46 And all the masters of the tower of Shec¬ 
hem hear, and go in unto the high place of 
the house of the god Berith 47 and rt is de¬ 
clared to Abimelech that all the masters of 
the tower of Shechem have gathered them¬ 
selves together, 48 and Abimelech goeth up

80 And Abimelech goeth unto Thebez, and 
encampeth against Thebez, and captureth it, 
91 and a strong tower hath been in the midst 
of the city, and thither flee do all the men 
and the women, and all the masters of the 
city, and they shut it behind them, and go 
up on the roof of the tower. 

82 And Abimelech cometh unto the tower, 
and fighteth against it, and draweth nigh un¬ 
to tbe opening of the tower to burn it with 
fire, 58 and a certain woman doth cast a piece 
of a rider on the head of Abimelech, and

28 And the king of the Bene-Ammon hath 
not hearkened unto the words of Jephthah 
which he sent unto him, 29 and the Spirit of 
Jehovah is on Jephthah, and he passetn over 
Gilead and Manasseh, and passeth. over Miz¬ 
peh of Gilead, and from Mizpeh of Gilead he 
hath passed over to the Bene-Ammon. 

30 Aud Jephthah voweth a vow to Jehovah, 
and saith, ‘If Thou dost at all give the Bene- 
Ammon into my hand— 31 then it hath been, 
that which at all comcth out from the doors 
of my house to meet me in my turning back 
in peace from the Bene-Ammon—it hath been 
to Jehovah, or I have offered up for it—a 
burnt-offering.’ 

32 And Jephthah passeth over unto the Bene- 
Ammon to fight against them, and Jehovah 
giveth them into his hand, 33 and he smiteth 
them from Aroer, and unto thy going in to 
Minnith, twenty cities, and unto the meadow 
of the vineyards—a very great smiting; and 
the Bene-Ammon are humbled at the presence 
of the sons of Israel. 

34 And Jephthah cometh into Mizpeh, unto 
his house, and lo, his daughter is coming out 
to meet him with timbrels, and with choruses, 
and save her alone, he hath none, son or 
daughter. 35 And it cometh to pass, when he 
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seeth her, that he rendeth his garments, and 
saith, ‘Alas, my daughter, thou hast caused 
me greatly to bond, and thou East been among 
those troubling me; and I—I have opened 
my mouth unto Jehovah, and I am not able 
to turn back.’ 

36 And she saith unto him, ‘My father — 
thou hast opened thy mouth unto Jehovah, 
do to me as it hath gone out from thy mouth, 
after that Jehovah hath done for thee ven¬ 
geance on thine enemies, on the Bene-Am- 
mon.’

4 And Jephthah gathered all the meD of 
Gilead, and fighteth with Ephraim, and the 
men of Gilead smite Ephraim, because they 
said, ‘ Fugitives of Ephraim are ye Gileadites, 
in the midst of Epr.raim—in the midst of 
Manasseh.’ 5 And Gilead captureth the pas¬ 
sages of the Jordan to Ephraim, and it hath 
been, when any of the fugitives of Ephraim 
say, ‘ Let me pass over,’ and the men of Gil¬ 
ead say to him, ‘An Ephramite thou?’ and 
he saitli, ‘No fi that they sav to him, * Say, 
1 pray thee. Shibboleth; ’ and he saith, ‘ Sib- 
boleth,’ and is not prepared to speak right— 
and they seize him, and slaughter him at the 
passages of the Jordan, and there fall at that 
time, of Ephraim, forty and two chiefs. 

7 And Jephthah judged Israel six years, 
and Jephthah the Gileadite dieth, and is 
buried in one o/the cities of Gilead. 

8 And after him Ibzan of Beth-Lehem judg- 
eth Israel, 9 and he hath thirty sons and 
thirty daughters, he hath sent without and 
thirty daughters hath brought in to his sons 
from without; and he judgeth Israel seven 
years. 10 And Ibzan dieth, and is buried in 
Beth-Lehem. 

11 And after him Elon the Zebulunite judg« 
eth Israel, and he judgeth Israel ten vears 
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12 and Elon the Zebulunite dietn, and ia buried 
in Aijalon, in the land of Zebulun. 

13 And after him, Abdon son of Hillel, the 
Pirathonite, judgeth Israel, u and he hath 
forty sons, and thirty grandsons, riding on 
seventy ass- colts, and he judgeth Israel eight 
years. 15 And Abdon son of Hill el, the Pira¬ 
thonite, dieth, and is buried in Pirathon, in 
the land of Ephraim, in the hill-country of the 
Amalekite. 

XIII. 1 AND the sons of Israel add to do 
the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, and Je¬ 
hovah giveth them into the hand of the Philis¬ 
tines forty years. 

2 And there is a certain man of Zorah, of 
the family of the Danite, and his name is 
Manoah, his wife is barren, and hath not 
borne; 3 and a messenger of Jehovah appear- 
eth unto the woman, and saith unto her, 
‘Lo, I pray thee, thou art barren, and hast 
not borne; when thou hast conceived, then 
thou hast borne a son. 4 And, now, take 
heed, I pray thee, and do not drink wine, and 
strong drink, and do not eat any unclean 
thing, c for, lo, thou art conceiving and bear¬ 
ing a son, and a razor doth not go up on his 
head, for a Nazarite to God is the youth from 
the womb, and he doth begin to save Israel 
out of the hand of the Philistines.’ 

6 And the woman cometh and speaketh to 
her husband, saying,. ‘A man of God hath 
come unto me, and his appearance is as the 
appearance of amessengerof God, very fearful, 
and I have not asked him whence he is , and 
his name he hath not declared to me; 7 and 
he saith to me, Lo, thou art pregnant, and 
bearing a son, and now do not drink wine 
and strong drink, and do not eat any unclean 
:hing, for a Nazarite to God is the youth from 
tbe womb till the day of his death.’ 

8 And Manoah makcth entreaty unto Jeho¬ 
vah, and saith, ‘0, my Lord, the man of 
God whom Thou didst send, let him come in, 
I pray thee, again unto us, and direct us what 
we do to the youth who is born.’ 

y And God hearkeueth to the voice of Ma¬ 
noah, and the messenger of God cometh again 
unto the woman, and she is sitting in a field, 
and Manoah her husband is not with her. 
,0 and the woman hasteth, and runneth, and 
dcclareth to her husband, and saith unto him, 

‘ Lo, he hath appeared unto me—the man who 
came on that day unto me.' 

11 And Manoah riseth, and goeth after his 
wife, and cometh unto the man, and saith to 
him, * Art thou the mau who spake unto 
the woman?’ aud he saith, ‘I am.’ 12 And 
Manoah saith, ‘Now let thv words come to 
ass; what is the custom of the youth—aud 
is work?’ 

13 And the messeugcr of Jehovah saith unto 
Manoah, 1 Of all that I said unto the woman 
let her take heed; 14 of anything which com- 
eth out from the wiDe-vine she doth not eat, 
and wine and strong driuk she doth not 
drink, and any unclean thing she doth not 
eat; all that 1 have commanded her she doth 
observe.’ 

13 And Manoah saith unto the messenger 
of Jehovah, ‘Let us detain thee, we pray 


thee, and prepare before thee a kid of the 
goats.’ 36 And the messenger of Jehovah saith 
unto Manoah, * If thou detain me—I do not 
eat of thy bread ; and if thou prepare a burnt- 
offering—to Jehovah thou dost offer it;’ for 
Manoah hath not known that He is a mes¬ 
senger of Jehovah. 

17 And Manoah saith unto the messenger 
of Jehovah, ‘What is thy name? when thy 
words come to pass, then we have honoured 
thee.’ 18 And the messenger of Jehovah saith 
to him, * Why is this—thou dost ask for My 
name?—and it is Wonderful.’ 

19 And Manoah taketh the kid of the goats, 
and the present, and offereth on the rock to 
Jehovah, and He is doing wonderfully, and 
Manoah and his wife are looking on, 20 and 
it cometh to pass, in the going up of the 
flame from off the altar toward the heavens, 
that the messenger of Jehovah goeth up in 
the flame of the altar, and Manoah and his 
wife are looking on, and they fall on their 
faces to the earth, 21 and the messenger of 
Jehovah hath not added again to appear 
unto Manoah, and unto his wife, then hath 
Manoah known that He is a messenger ot' 
Jehovah. 

"And Manoah saith unto his wife, ‘We 
certainly die, for we have seen God.’ 23 And 
his wife saith to him, * If Jehovah were de¬ 
sirous to put us to death, He had not re¬ 
ceived from our hands burnt-offering and 
present, nor shewed us all these things, nor 
as at this time caused us to hear anything like 
this.’ 

24 And the woman beareth a son, and call- 
eth his name Samson, and the youth grow- 
eth, and Jehovah doth bless bim, 25 and the 
Spirit of Jehovah beginneth to move him 
in the camp of Dan, between Zorah and 
Eshtaol. 

XIV. 1 AND Samson goeth down to Tim- 
nath, and seetli a woman in Timnath of the 
daughters of the Philistines, 2 and cometh up 
and declareth to his father, aud to his mother, 
and saith, * A woman I have seen in Timnath, 
of the daughters of the Philistines; and now, 
take her for me for a wife.’ 

3 And his father saith to him—also his 
mother, ‘Is there not amoug the daughters 
of thy brethren, and amoug all my people, 
a woman, that thou art going' to take a 
woman from the uncircumcised Philistines?’ 
and Samson saith unto his father, ‘Take 
her for me, for she is right in mine eyes.’ 

4 And his father and his mother have not 
known that from Jehovah it is, that a meet¬ 
ing Le is seekiug of the Philistines; and at 
that time the Philistines arc ruling over 
Israel. 

5 And Samson goeth down—also his father 
aud his mother, to Timnath, and they come 
unto the vineyards of Timnath, and lo, a 
liou’s whelp roareth at meeting him, 0 and 
the Spirit of Jehovah prospereth over him, 
and he rendeth it as the rending of a kid, 
aud there is nothing in his hand, aud he hath 
not declared to his father aud to his mother 
that which he hath done. 

7 And he goeth down and speaketh to the 
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woman, and she is right in the eyes of Sam¬ 
son ; 8 and he turneth back after some days to 
take her, and turneth aside to see the carcase 
of the lion, and lo, a company of bees are in 
the body of the lion—and honey. 9 And he 
taketh it down on to his hands, and goeth on, 
going and eating; and he goeth unto his fa¬ 
ther, and unto his mother, and giveth to them, 
and they eat, and he hath not declared to 
them that from the body of the lion he took 
down the honey. 

10 And his father goeth down unto the wo¬ 
man, and Samson maketh there a banquet, 
for so the young >men do ; 11 and it cometn to 
pass when they see him, that they take thirty 
companions, and they are with him. 12 And 
Samson eaitn to them, * Let me, I pray you, 
put forth to you a riddle; if ye certainly de¬ 
clare it to me in the seven days of tho ban¬ 
quet, and have found it out, then I have 
given to you thirty linen shirts, and thirty 
changes or garments: 13 and if ye are not able 
to declare it to me, then ye have given to me 
thirty linen shirts, and thirty changes of gar¬ 
ments.’ And they say to trim, ‘Put forth 
thy riddle, and we hear it! ’ 14 And he saith 
to them: 

‘ Out of the eater came forth meat, 

And out of the strong came forth sweetness; ’ 
and they were not able to declare the riddle 
in three days. 

]3 And it cometh to pass, on the seventh 
day, that they say to Samson’s wife, ‘Entice 
thy husband, that he declare to us the riddle, 
lest we burn thee and the house of thy father 
with fire: to possess us have ye called for us? 
is it not?' 

* fl And Samson’s wife weepeth for it, and 
saith, ‘Thou hast onlv hated me, and hast 
not loved me ; the riddle thou hast put forth 
to the eons of my people—and to me thou 
hast not declared it;’ and he saith to her, 
‘Lo, to my father and to my mother I have 
not declared it —and to thee I declare UP 
17 And she weepeth for it the seven day8 in 
which their banquet hath been, and it com¬ 
eth to pass on the seventh day that he de- 
clareth it to her, for she hath distressed him : 
and she declareth the riddle to the sons of 
her people. 

18 And the men of the city say to him on 
the seventh day, before the sun goeth in:— 

* What is sweeter than honey ? 

And what stronger than a lion ?’ 

And he saith to them; 

‘ Unless ye had ploughed with my heifer, 
Ye had not found out my riddle.’ 

18 And the Spirit of Jehovah prospereth 
over him, and he goeth down to Ashkelon, 
and smiteth of them thirty men, and taketh 
their armour, and giveth the changes to those 
declaring the riddle; and his anger burneth, 
and he goeth up to the bouse of his father ; 
®and Samson’s wife becometh his compan¬ 
ion’s, who is his friend, 

XV. 1 AND it cometh to pass, after some 
dayB, in the days of wheat-harvest, that 
Samson looketh after his wife, with a kid of 
tho goats, and saith, ‘ I go in unto my wife, 
to the inner chamber;’ and her father hath 
174 


not permitted him to go in, 2 and her father 
saith, 1 certainly said, that thou didst cer¬ 
tainly hate her, and I give her to tliy com- 

anion ; is Dot her sister—tEe young one— 

etter than she ? Let her be, I pray thee, to 
thee, instead of her.* 

3 And Samson saith of them, ‘I am more 
innocent this time than the Philistines, though 
I am doing with them eviL’ 4 And Samson 
goeth and catcheth three hundred foxes, and 
taketh torches, and turneth tail unto tail, and 
putteth a torch between the two tails, in the 
midst, °and kindleth fire in the torches, and 
sendeth them out into the standing corn of 
the Philistines, and burneth it from neap even 
unto standing corn, even unto vineyard — 
oliveyard. 

8 And the Philistines say, ' Who hath done 
this?’ And they say, ‘Samson, son-in-law of 
the Timnite, because he hath taken away his 
wife, and giveth her to his companion;’ and 
the Philistines go up, and burn her and her 
father with fire. 

7 And Samson Baith to them, ‘Though ye 
do thus, nevertheless I am avenged on you, 
and afterwards I cease!’ 0 And The smiteth 
them hip and thigh—a great Bmiting, and 
goeth down and dwelleth in the cleft of the 
rock Etaim 

9 And the Philistines go up, and encamp in 
Judah, and are spread out in Lehi, 10 and the 
men of Judah say, ‘Why have ye come up 
against us?’ and they say, ‘To bind Samson 
we have come up, to do to him as he hath 
done to us.’ 

11 And three thousand men of Judah go 
down unto the cleft of the rock Etam, and 
say to Samson, ‘ Hast thou not known that 
the Philistines are rulers over us? and what 
is this thou hast done to us ?’ And he saith 
to them, ‘As they did to me, so I did to 
them.’ 

12 Amd they say to him, ‘ To bind thcc we 
have come down—to give thee into the hand 
of -the Philistines.’ And Samson saith to 
them, ‘Swear to me, lest ye fall upon me 
yourselves.’ 13 And they speak to him, say¬ 
ing, No, but we certainly bind thee, and have 

f iven thee into their hand, and we certainly 
o not put thee to death;’ and they bind him 
with two thick bands, new ones, and bring 
him up from the rock. 

14 He hath come unto Lehi—and the Philis¬ 
tines have shouted at meeting him—and the 
Spirit of Jehovah prospereth over him, and 
the thick bands which are on his arms are as 
flax which they burn with fire, and his bands 
are wasted from off his hands, 13 and he find- 
eth a fresh jaw-bone of an ass, and putteth 
forth his hand and taketh it, and smiteth with 
it—a thousand men. 

w And Samson saith, * With a jaw-bone of 
the ass—an ass upon asses—with a jaw-bone 
of the ass I have smitten a thousand men.’ 
17 And it cometh to pass when he finisheth 
speaking, that he casteth away the jaw-bone 
out of his hand, and calleth that place Ra- 
math-Lehi; 19 and he thirsteth exceedingly, 
and calleth unto Jehovah, and saith, ‘Thou— 
Thou hast given by the hand of Thy servant 
this great salvation; and now, I die with 
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thirst, and have fallen into the hand of the 
uncircumcised.’ 

iy And God cleavcth the hollow place which 
is in Lehi, and waters come out of it, and he 
drinketh, and his spirit cometh back, and he 
reviveth; therefore hath one called its name 
4 The fountain of him who is calling,’ which 
win Lehi unto this day. 20 And he judgeth 
Israel in the days of the Philistines twenty 
years. 

XVI. 1 AND Samson goeth to Gaza, and 
seeth there a woman, a harlot, and goeth 
in unto her; 2 it is told to the Gazathites. 
saying, ‘Samson hath come in hither;’ and 
they go round and lay wait for him all the 
uight at the gate of the city, and keep them¬ 
selves silent all the night, saying, ‘Till the 
light of the morning—then we have slain 
him.’ 3 And Samson lieth down till the mid¬ 
dle of the nifflit, and riseth in the middle of 
the night, and layeth hold on the doors of the 
gate oi the city, and on the two side posts, 
and removeth them with the bar, and put- 
teth on his shoulders, and taketh them up 
unto the top of the hill, which is on the front 
of Hebron. 

4 And it cometh to pass afterwards that 
he loveth a woman in the valley of Sorek, 
and her name is Delilah, 5 and the princes 
of the Philistines come up unto her, and say 
to her, ‘ Entice him, and see wherein his great 
power w, and wherein we are able for him— 
and we have bound him to afliict him, and 
we—we give to thee, each one, eleven hundred 
silverlings.’ 

G Aud Delilah saith unto Samson, ‘ Declare, 
I pray thee, to me, wherein thy great power 
w, and wherewith thou art bound, to afflict 
thee.’ 7 Aud Samson saith unto her, ‘ If they 
bind mo with seven green witlis which have 
not been dried, then I have beeu weak, and 
have been as oue of the human race.' 

8 And the priuces of the Philistines bring 
up to her seven green witks which have 
not been dried, and she bindeth him with 
them. 

9 And the ambush is abiding with her iu 
an inner chamber, and she saith unto him, 
‘ Philistines are upon thee, Samson and he 
breaketh the withs as a thread of tow is bro¬ 
ken in its smelling fire, and his power hath 
not been known. 

10 And Delilah saith unto Samson, 4 Lo, 
thou hast played upon me, and speakest unto 
me lies * now, declare, I pray thee, to me, 
wherewith thou art bound.* * l And he saith 
unto her, ‘ If they certainly bind me with 
thick bands, new ones, by which work hath 
not been done, then I have been weak, and 
have been as one of the human race.’ 

12 And Delilah taketh thick bands, new ones, 
and bindeth him with them, and saith unto 
him, * Philistines are upon thee, Samson;’ 
and the ambush is abiding in an inner cham¬ 
ber, and he break eth them from off his arms 
as a thread. 

13 And Delilah saith unto Samson, 4 Hither¬ 
to thou hast played upon me, and dost speak 
unto me lies; declare to me wherewith thou 
art bound.' And he saith unto her, 4 If thou 


wcavest the seven locks of my head with the 
web.’ 

14 And she fixeth it with the pin, and saith 
unto him, ‘Philistines are upon thee, Sam¬ 
son;’ and he awaketh out of his sleep, and 
journeyetli with the pin of the weaving ma¬ 
chine. and with the web. 

15 And she saith unto him, ‘ How dost thou 
say, I have loved thee, and thy heart is not 
with me? these three times thou hast played 
upon me, and hast not declared to me where¬ 
in thy great power is .’ 

1Q And it cometh to pass, because she dis¬ 
tressed him with her words all the days, and 
doth urge him, and his sold is grieved to death. 
17 that he declareth to her all his heart, and 
saith to her, ‘ A razor hath not gone up on 
my head, for a Nazarite to God I am. from the 
womb of my mother; if I have been shaven, 
then hath my power turned aside from me, 
and I have been weak, and have been as any 
of the human race.’ 

18 And Delilah seeth that he hath declared 
to her all his heart, and she sendeth and call- 
eth for the princes of the Philistines, saying, 
‘Come up this time, for he hath declared to 
me all his heart;’ and the priuces of the Phil¬ 
istines have come up unto her, and bring up 
the money in their hand. 

13 And she maketh him sleep on her knees, 
and calleth for a man, and shaveth the seven 
locks of his head, and beginneth to afliict him, 
and his power turneth aside from ofl' him; 
20 aud Bhe saith, 4 Philistines are upon thee, 
Samson; ’ and he awaketh out of his sleep, 
and saith, 4 1 go out as time by time, and 
shake myself;' and he hath not known that 
Jehovah hath turned aside from ofl’ him. 

21 And the Philistines seize him, and pick 
out his eyes, and bring him down to Gaza, 
and bind him with two brazen fetters; and 
he is grinding in the prison-house. 

22 And the hair of his head beginneth to 
shoot up, when he hath been shaven, '-’ 3 and 
the princes of the Philistines have beeu 
gathered together to sacrifice a great sacrifice 
to Da^on their god, and to rejoice ; and they 
say, ‘Our god hath given into our hand Samson 
our enemy.’ 84 And the people see him, and 
praise their god, for they said, ‘ Our god hath 

S ven in our hand our enemy, and lie who is 
ying waste our land, and who multiplied our 
wounded.’ 

25 And it cometh to pass, when tneir heart 
is glad, that they say, 4 Call for Samson, and 
he doth play before us •’ and they call for Sam¬ 
son out of the prison-house, and he playeth 
before them, and they cause him to stand be¬ 
tween the pillars. 

26 And Samson saith unto the young man 
who is keeping hold on his hand, ' Let me 
alone, and let me feel the pillars on which the 
house is established, aud I lean upon them.’ 
27 And the house hath been full of men and of 
women, and thither are all the princes of tlie 
Philistines, and on the roof are about three 
thousand men and women, who are looking 
on the playing of Samson. 

28 And Samson calleth unto Jehovah, and 
saith, * Lord Jehovah, remember me, I pray 
Thee, and strengthen me. I pray Thee only 
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this time, O God; and I am avenged—venge¬ 
ance at once—because of my two eyes, on the 
P hilis tines. 1 21 And Samson turueth aside to 
the two middle pillars, on which the house is 
established, ana on which it is supported, to 
the one with his right hand, and one with his 
left; 30 and Samson saith, ‘Let me die with 
the Philistines’ and he inclineth himself 
powerfully, and. the house falleth on the 
princes, and on all the people who are in it, 
and the dead whom lie hath put to death in 
his death are more than those whom he put 
to death in his life. 

31 And his brethren come down, and all the 
house of his father, and lift him up, and 
bring him up, and bury, him between Zorah 
and Eshtaol, in the buryiug-place of Manoah 
his father; and lie hath judged Israel twenty 
years. 

XVII. 1 AND there is a man of the hill- 
country of Ephraim, and his name is Micah, 
2 and he saith to his mother, ‘The eleven 
hundred silverlinos which have been taken 
of thine, and of which thou hast sworn, and 
also spoken in mine ears; lo, the silver is 
with me, 1 have taken it:’ and his mother 
saith, ‘Blessed is my son of Jehovah.’ 

3 And he giveth back the eleven hundred 
silverings to his mother, and his mother saith, 
‘I had certainly sanctified the silver to Je¬ 
hovah, from my hand, for my son, to make a 

F 'aven image, and a molten image; and now, 
give it back to thee.’ 4 And he giveth back 
the money to his mother, aud his mother 
taketh two hundred silverlings, and giveth 
them to a refiner, aud he maketh them a 
graven image, and a molten image, and it is 
in the house of Micah. 

5 As to the man Micah, he hath a house of 
gods, and he maketh an epliod, and terapliim, 
and consecrateth the hand of oue of his sous, 
and he is to him for a priest; 6 in those days 
there is no king in Israel, each that which is 
right in his own eyes doth. 

7 And there is a young man of Beth-Leliem- 
Judah, of the family of Judah, and he is a 
Levite, and he is a Bojourner there. 8 Aud 
the man goeth out of the city, out of Beth- 
Lehem-Judah, to sojourn where lie doth find, 
and cometh to the hill-country of Ephraim, 
unto the house of Micah, to work Ins way. 

9 And Micah saith to him, ‘ Whence comest 
thou?’ and he saith unto him, ‘ A Levite am 
I, of Beth-Leliem-Judah, ana I am goiug to 
soiourn where I do find. 1 

1° And Micah saith to him, ‘Dwell witli me, 
and be to me for a father and for a priest, 
and I give to thee ten silverlings for the days, 
and a suit of garments, and thy sustenance;’ 
and the Levite goeth in. 11 And the Levite 
is willing to dwell with the man, aud the 
young man is to him as one of his sons. 

12 And Micah consecrateth the hand of the 
Levite, and the young man is to him for a 
priest, and he is in the house of Micah, 13 and 


vah doth good to me, for the Levite hath beeu 
to me for a priest. 1 

XVIIL 1 IN those days there is no king 
17G 


in Israel, aud in those days the tribe of the 
Danite is seeking for itselt an inheritance to 
inhabit, for that hath not fallen to it unto 
that day iu the midst of the tribes of Israel 
by inheritance. -And the sons of Dan send, 
out of their family, five men of them, men, 
sons of valour, from Zorah, aud from Eshtaol. 
to traverse the land, and to search it, and 
they say unto them, ‘Go, search the land;’ 
ana they come into the hill-country of Eph¬ 
raim, imto the house of Micah, and lodge 
there. 

3 They are with the household of Micah, 
aud tbfey have discerned the voice of the 
young man, the Levite, and turn aside 
there, and say to him. ‘Who hath brought 
thee hither ? and what art thou doing in this 
place? and what to thee here?’ 4 And he 
saith unto them, ‘Thus aud thus hath Micah 
done to me; and he hireth me, and I am to 
him for a priest.’ 

8 And they say to him, ‘ Ask, we pray 
thee, at God, and we kuow whether our 
way is prosperous on which we are going.’ 
0 And the priest saith to them, * Go in peace; 
over-against Jehovah is your way in which 
ye go.’ 

7 And the five men go, and come in to Laish. 
and see the people which is in its midst, 
dwelling confidently, according to the custom 
of Zidonians, quiet and confident; and there 
is none putting to shame in the land in any 
thing, possessing restraint, and they are far 
off from the Zidonians, and have no word 
with any man. 

8 Aud they come iu unto their brethren, 
at Zorah and Eshtaol, aud their brethren 
say to them, ‘Wliat—ye?[ 9 And they say, 
‘Kise, aod we go up against them, for we 
have seeu the land, and lo, very good; ana 
ye are keeping silent! be not slothful to gc 
—to enter to possess the land. 10 When ye 
go, ye come in uuto a people confident, and 
the land is large on both hands, for God 
hath given it into your hand, a place where 
there is no lack of auything which is in the 
land.’ 

11 Aud there journey thence, of the family 
of the Danite, from Zorah, and from Esh- 
taol, six hundred men girded with weapons 
of war. 12 And they go up and encamp in 
Kirjath-Jearim, in Judah, therefore they have 
called that place, ‘Camp of Dan/ till this 
day; lo, behind Kirjath-Jeariin. 13 And they 
pass over thence to the liill-country of Eph¬ 
raim, and come in uuto the house of Micah. 
14 And the five men, those going to traverse 
the land of Laish, answer and say imto their 
brethren, ‘Have ye known that there is in 
these houses au ephod, and terapliim, and 
graven image, and molten image? and now, 
know what ye do.’ 

15 And they turn aside thither, and come 
in unto the house of the young man the Lev¬ 
ite, the house of Micah. and ask.of him of 
welfare,— 10 and the six hundred men girded 
with their weapons of war, who are of the 
sons of Dan, are standing at the opening of 
the gate),— 17 yea, the five men, those going to 
traverse the land, go up—they have come in 
thither—they have taken the graven image. 
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and the ephod, and the teraphim, and the 
molten image—and the priest is standing at 
the opening of the gate, and the six hundred 
men who are girded with weapons of war— 
id yea, these have entered the house of Micah, 
and take the graven image, the ephod, and 
the teraphim, and the molten image; and the 
priest saith unto them, ‘What are ye doing?’ 

and they say to him, * Keep silent, lay thy 
hand on thy mouth, and go with us, and be 
to us for a father and for a priest: is it bet- 
ter thy being a priest to the house of one 
man, or thy being priest to a tribe and to a 
family, in Israel?’ 20 And the heart of the 
priest is glad, and he taketh the ephod, and 
the teraphim, and the graven image, and 
goeth into the midst of the people, 21 and they 
turn and go, and put the infants, and the 
cattle, and the baggage, before them. 

^ They have been far off from the house of 
Micah—and the men who are in the houses 
which are near the house of Micah have been 
called together, and overtake the sons of 
Dan, 23 and call unto the sons of Dan, and 
they turn round their faces, and sav to Micah, 
‘Wnat—to thee that thou hast been called 
together?’ 24 And he saith, ‘My gods which 
I made ye have taken, and the priest, and ye 
go; and what to me more ? and what is this 
ye say unto me, What— to thee!’ 

25 And the sons of Dan say unto him, ‘ Let 
not thy voice be heard with us, lest men 
bitter in soul fall upon you, and thou hast 
athered thy life, and the life of thy house- 
old;’ 20 and the sons of Dau go on their 
way, and Micah seeth that they are stronger 
than he, and turneth, and goeth back unto 
his house. 

27 And they have taken that which Micah 
had made, and the priest whom he had, and 
come iu against Laisli, against a people quiet 
and confident, aud smite them by the mouth 
of the sword, and the city have burnt with 
fire, 20 and there is no deliverer, for it is far 
off from Zidon, and they have no word with 
any man and it is in the valley which is by 
Beth-Rehob ; aud they build the city, and 
dwell in it, 29 aud call the name of the city 
Dan, by the uame of Dau their father, who 
was born to Israel; aud yet Laish is the name 
of the city at the first. 

30 Aud the sons of Dau raise up for them¬ 
selves the graveu image, aud Jonathan son 
of Gershom, son of Mauasseh, he and his 
sons have becu priests to the tribe of the 
Danite, till the day of the removal of (he 
people of the land. 31 And they appoint for 
them the graven image of Micah, which he 
had made, all the days of the house of God 
being in Shiloh. 

XIX. 1 AND it cometh to pass, in those 
days, when there is no king in Israel, that 
there is a man a Levite, a soiourner in the 
sides of the hill-country of Epnrnim, and lie 
taketh to him a wife, a coueubine, out of 
Beth -Leliem-Judah : 2 aud commit whore¬ 
dom against him dotn his concubine, and she 
goeth from him unto the house of her father, 
unto Beth-Lehem-Judah, aud is there days 
—four mouths. 


3 And her husband riseth and goeth after 
her, to speak unto her heart, to bring her 
back, and his young man is with him, and 
a couple of asses; and she bringeth him into 
the house of her father, and the father of the 
youn" woman seeth him, and rejoiceth to 
meet nim. 

4 And keep hold on him doth his father-in- 
law. father of the young woman, and he 
abideth with him three days, and they eat 
and drink, and lodge there. 5 And it cometh 
to pass, on the fourth day, that they rise 
early in the morning, and lie riseth to go, 
and the father of the young woman saith 
unto his son-in-law, ‘ Support thy heart with 
a morsel of bread, and afterward ye go on.’ 

c And they sit and eat both of them to¬ 
gether, and drink, and the father of the 
young woman saith unto the man, ‘Be wil¬ 
ling, 1 pray thee, and lodge all night, and let 
thy heart be glad.’ 7 And the man riseth. to 
go, and his father-in-law presseth on him, 
and he turneth back and lodgeth there. 
8 And he riseth early in the morning, on the 
fifth day, to go, and the father of the young 
woman saith, ‘Support, I pray thee, thy 
heartand they have tarried till the turning 
of the day, and they eat, both of them. 

9 And the man riseth to go, he and his con¬ 
cubine, and his young man, aud liis father-in- 
law, father of the young woman, saith to him. 

* Lo, I pray thee, the day hath fallen toward 
evening, lodge all night, I pray thee; lo, the 
declining of tne day! lodge There. and let thine 
heart be glad—and ye have risen early to¬ 
morrow for your journey, and thou hast gone 
to thy tent.’ 

10 And the man hath not been willing to 
lodge all night, and he riseth, and goeth, and 
cometh in till over-against Jebus (it is Jeru¬ 
salem), and with him are a couple of asses 
saddled; and his concubine is with him. 

11 They are near Jebus, and the day hath 
gone greatly down, and the young man saith 
unto his lord, ‘Come, I pray thee, and we 
turn aside unto this city of the Jebusite, and 
lodge in it.’ 

12 Aud his lord saith unto him, ‘ Let us not 
turn aside unto the city of a stranger, that is 
not of the sons of Israel, thither, but we have 
passed over unto Gibeah.’ 13 And he saith 
to his young man, ‘Come, aud we draw near 
to one of the places, and have lodged in Gi¬ 
beah, or in Ramali.’ 

14 And they pass over, and go on, and the 
sun goeth in upon them near Gibeah, which 
is to Benjamin; 15 and they turn aside there 
to go in to lodge in Gibeah, aud he goeth in 
and sitteth in a broad place of the city, and 
there is no man gathering them into the house 
to lodge. 

15 And lo, a man, an aged one, hath come 
from his work from the field in the evening, 
and the man is of the hill-country of Ephraim, 
and he is a sojourner in Gibeah, and the men 
of the place are Bcnjamites. 17 Aud he liftetli 
up his eyes, and seeth the man, the travel¬ 
ler, in a broad place of the city, and the aged 
man saith, ‘ Whither gocst thou ? and whence 
comest thou?’ 

18 And lie saith unto him, ‘We are passing 
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over from Beth-Lclicm-Judali unto the sides 
of the hill-country of Ephraim—thence I am, 
and I go unto Beth-LcliemJudah; ami to the 
house of Jehovah I am going, and there is no 
man gathering me into the house, 19 aud both 
straw and provender are for our asses, and 
also bread and wiue there arc for me, and for 
thy handmaid, and for the young mau with 
thy servants ; there is no lack of anything.’ 

20 And the old mau saitk, * Peace to tliee; 
only, all thy lack is on me, only in the broad 
place lodge not.’ 21 And he bringeth him in to 
his house, and mixeth food for the asses, and 
they wash their feet, and eat and drink. 

22 They are making their heart glad, and lo, 
men of the city, men—sous of worthlessness 
—have gone round about the house, beating 
on the door, and they speak unto the old 
man, the master of the house, saying, ‘Bring 
out the man who hath come unto thine house, 
and we know him.’ 

23 And the mau, the master of the house, 
goeth out unto them, aud saith unto them, 
r Nay, my brethren, do not evil, I pray you, 
after that this mau hath come in unto my 
house, do not this folly; 24 lo, my daughter, 
the virgin, aud his concubine, let me oring 
them out, I pray you, and humble ye them, 
and do to them that which is good in your 
eves, and to this man do not this foolish 
thing.’ 

25 And the men have not been willing to 
hearken to him, aud the mau taketli hold on 
his coucubiue, aud bringeth her out unto 
them without, and they know her, and roll 
themselves unon her all the night, till the 
morning, ana. scud her away in the as¬ 
cending of the dawn; - 6 and the woman com- 
eth in at the turning of the morning, and 
falletk at the opening of the man’s house, 
where her lord is, till the light. 

27 And her lord risetli in the morning, and 
openeth the doors of the house, aud goeth out 
to go on his way, and lo, the womau, his con¬ 
cubine, is fallen at the opening of the house, 
and her hands are on the threshhold, 28 and 
he saith unto her, ‘Rise, aud we go;’ and 
there is none answering, aud he taketli her 
on the ass, and the man risetli and goeth to 
his place, 29 aud cometh in uato his house, 
and taketli the knife, aud layeth hold ou his 
concubine, and cuttetk her in pieces to her 
bones—into twelve pieces, aud sendeth her 
into all the border of Israel. 

30 And it hath come to pass, every one who 
aeeth hath said, ‘There hath not been—yea, 
there hath not been seen like this, from the 
day of the coming up of the sous of Israel out 
of the land of Egypt till this day; set your 
heart upon it, take counsel, and speak.’ 

XX. 1 AND all the sons of Israel go out, 
aud the company is assembled as one man, 
from Dan even unto Bcer-Sheba, and the laud 
of Gilead, unto Jehovah, at Mizpeli. 2 And 
the chiefs of all the people, of all the tribes 
of Israel, station themselves in the assembly 
of the people of God, four hundred thousand 
footmen drawing sword. 3 And the sons of 
Benjamin hear that the sous of Israel have 
gone up to Mizpeli. 


Aud tho sons of Israel say, 1 Speak ye, how 
hath tlii3 evil been?’ 4 And the man, the 
Levite, husband of the woipan who hath 
been murdered, answereth and saith, * Into 
Gibcah (which is to Benjamin) I have come, 
I and my concubine, to lodge; 8 and rise 
against me do the masters of Gibeak—aud they 
go round the house against me by night—me 
they thought to slay, and my concubine they 
have humbled, and she dietli • 0 and I lay 
hold on my concubine, aud cut her in pieces, 
and send her into all the country of the in¬ 
heritance of Israel; for they have done wick¬ 
edness and folly in Israel; 7 lo, ve arc all sons 
of Israel; give for you a word and counsel 
here.’ 

8 And all the people rise as one man, say¬ 
ing, ‘None of us cloth go to his tent, aud 
none of us doth turn aside to his house • 0 and 
now, this is the thing which we do to Gibeah 
—against it by lot! 10 aud we have taken 
ten men of a hundred, of all the tribes of 
Israel, and a hundred of a thousand, and a 
thousand of a myriad, to receive provision for 
the people, to do, at their coming to Gibeah 
of Benjamin, according to all the folly which 
it hath done in Israel.’ 

11 And every man of Israel is gathered unto 
the citv, as one man—companions. 12 And 
the tribes of Israel send men among all the 
tribes of Beniamin, saying, * What is this evil 
which hath Dcen among you? 13 Aud now, 
give up the men—sous of worthlessness-' 
which are in Gibeah, and we put them to 
death, and we put away evil from Israel.’ 

And the sons of Beniamin have not been 
willing to hearken to the voice of their bre¬ 
thren, the sous of Israel; 14 and the sons 
of Benjamin are gathered out of the cities 
to Gibcah, to go out to battle with the sons 
of Israel. 

13 Aud the sous of Benjamin number them¬ 
selves on that day; out of the cities are twenty 
and six thousand, men drawing sword, apart 
from the inhabitants of Gibeah, who num¬ 
bered themselves, seven hundred chosen men; 
16 among all this people cm? seven hundred 
chosen men, bound of their right hand, each 
of these slinging with a stone at the hair, and 
he doth not err. 

17 Aud the men of Israel numbered them¬ 
selves, apart from Benjamin, four hundred 
thousand men, drawing sworn, each of these 
a mau of war. 18 Ami they rise and go up to 
Betli-El, aud ask of God, and the sons ol 
Israel say, ‘Who doth go up for us at the 
commencement to battle with the sous of 
Benjamin?’ aud Jehovah saith, ‘Judah—at 
the commencement.’ 

10 And the sons of Israel rise in the morn¬ 
ing, and encamp against Gibcah, 20 and the 
men of Israel go out to battle with Benjamin, 
aud the men of Israel set themselves in array 
with them, for battle against Gibeah, 21 and 
the sons of Benjamin come out from Gibeah. 
aud destroy in Israel on that day two ana 
twenty thousand men—to the earth. 

** Aud the people, the men of Israel, 
strengthen themselves, aud add to set the 
battle in array in the place where they ar¬ 
ranged themselves ou the first day. 23 And 
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the sons of Israel go up and weep before 
Jehovah till the evening, and. ask of Jehovah, 
saying, ‘ Do I add to draw nigh to battle with 
the sous of Beniamin, my brother?’ And Je¬ 
hovah saitli, * Go up against him.’ 

24 And the sons of Israel draw near unto 
the sons of Benjamin on the second day, 
25 and Benjamin cometh out to meet them 
from Gibeah on the second day, and destroy 
among the sous of Israel a^ain eighteen thou¬ 
sand men—to the earth; all these are draw¬ 
ing sword. 

And all the sons of Israel go up, even all 
the people, and come in to Beth-El, and weep, 
and sit there before Jehovah, and fast on that 
day till the evening, and cause to ascend 
burnt-offerings and peace-offerings before Je¬ 
hovah. 

27 And the sons of Israel ask of Jehovah,— 
and there is the ark of. the covenant of God 
in those days, ^and Phinehas son of Eleazar, 
son of Aaron, is standing before it in those 
days—saying, ‘Do I add again to go out to 
battle with the sons of Benjamin, my bro¬ 
ther, or do I cease? 1 And Jehovah saitli, 
J Go np, for to-morrow I give him into thy 
hand.’ 

29 And Israel setteth liers in wait against 
Gibeah, round about, 30 and the sons of Israel 
go up against the sons of Beujamin, on the 
third day, and arrange themselves against 
Gibeah, as time by time. 

31 And the sons of Benjamin come out to 
meet the people; they have been drawn away 
out of the city, and begin to smite some of the 

eople—wounded as time by time, in the 

ighways (of which one is going up to Bctli- 
El, and the other to Gibeah in the field), are 
about thirty men of Israel. 32 And the sous 
of Benjamin say, ‘They are smitten before 
us as at the beginning;’ but the sons of Israel 
said. ‘ Let us flee, and draw them away out 
of the city, unto the highways.* 33 And all 
the men of Israel have risen from their place, 
and arrange themselves at Baal-Tamar, and 
the ambush of Israel is coming forth out of its 
place, out of the meadow of Gibeah. 

34 And they come in over against Gibeah— 
ten thousand chosen men out of all Israel— 
and the battle is grievous, and they have not 
known that the evil is striking against them. 
35 And Jehovah em iteth Benj amin before Israel, 
and the sons of Israel destroy in Benjamin, 
on that day, twenty and five thousand, and a 
hundred men; all these are drawing sword. 

36 And the? sons of Benjamin see that they 
have been smitten—and the men of Israel 
give place to Benjamin, for they have trusted 
unto the ambush which they had set against 
Gibeah, 37 and the ambush nave hasted, and 
push against Gibeah, and the ambush draw- 
eth itself out, and smiteth the whole of the 
city by the mouth of the sword. 38 And there 
was the appointed sign, to the men of Israel 
with the ambush—their causing to go up a 
great volume of smoke from the city. 39 And 
the men of Israel turn in battle, and Benja¬ 
min hath begun to smite the wounded among 
the men of Israel, about thirty men, for they 
said, * Surely they are utterly smitten beiore 
ae, as at the first battle; 40 and the volume 


hath beguu to go up from the city—a pillar 
of smoke—and Benjamin turneth behind, 
and lo, goue up hath the perfection of the 
city toward the heavens. 41 And the men of 
Israel have turned, and the men of Benjamin 
are troubled, for they have seen that the evil 
hath stricken against them— 42 and they turn 
before the men of Israel unto the way of 
the wilderness, aud the battle hath followed 
them; and those who are from the city arc 
destroying them in their midst; 43 they have 
compassed the Benjamites—they have pur¬ 
sued them—with ease they have trodden them 
down till over-against Gibeah, at the sun- 
rising. 

u And there fall of Benjamin eighteen 
thousand men—the whole of these are men of 
valour- 45 and they turn and flee toward 
the wilderness, unto the rock of Rimmon; 
and they glean of them in the highways 
five thousand men, and follow after them un¬ 
to Gidom, aud smite of them two thousand 
men. 

40 And all those falling of Benjamin are 
twenty and five thousand men drawing sword, 
on that day—the whole of these are men of 
valour; 47 and there turn and flee into the 
wilderness, unto the rock of Rimmon six 
hundred men, and they dwell in the rock 
Rimmon four months. 48 And the men of 
Israel have turned back unto the sons of Ben¬ 
jamin, and smite them by the mouth of the 
sword out of the city,—men unto cattle, unto 
all that is found; also all the cities which are 
found they have sent into fire. 

XXI. 1 AND. the men of Israel have sworn 
in Mizpeli, saying, ‘None of us doth give his 
daughter to Benjamin for a wife.’ 2 And the 
people come in to Beth-EI, and sit there till 
the evening before God, and. lift up their 
voice, and weep—a great weeping, 3 and say, 
‘Why, 0 Jehovah, God of Israel, hath this 
been in Israel—to be lacking to-day, from 
Israel, one tribe?’ 

4 And it cometh to pass on the morrow, 
that the people rise early, aud build there an 
altar, and cause to ascend burnt-offerings and 
peace-offerings. 5 And the sons of Israel say, 
* Who is he that hath not come up in the as¬ 
sembly out of all the tribes of Israel unto Jeho¬ 
vah?’ for the great oath hath been concerning 
him who hath not come up unto Jehovah to 
Mizpeh, saying, ‘ He is surely put to death.’ 
fi Aud the sons of Israel repent concerning 
Benjamin their brother, and say, ‘ There hath 
been to-day cut off one tribe from Israel, 
7 what do we do for them—for those who are 
left—for wives, and we—we have sworn by Je¬ 
hovah not to give to them of our daughters 
for wives ?’ 

6 And they say, ‘ Who is that one out of the 
tribes of Israel who hath not come up unto 
Jehovah to Mizpeh?’ and lo, none hath come 
in unto the camp from Jabesh-Gilead—unto 
the assembly. !l And the people number 
themselves, and lo, there is not there a man 
of the inhabitants of Jabesh-Gilead. 

10 Aud the company send there twelve thou¬ 
sand men of the sons of valour, and- command 
them, saying, ‘ Go—and ye havo smitten the 
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inhabitants of Jabesh-Gilead by the mouth of 
the sword, even the women and the infants. 
11 And this is the thing which yo do; every 
male, and every woman knowing the lying of 
a male, yc devote.’ 

13 And they find out of the inhabitants of 
J abesh-Gilcad four hundred young women, vir¬ 
gins, who have not known man by the lying of 
a male, and they bring them in unto the camp 
at Shiloh, which is in the land of Canaan. 

13 And all the company send, and speak, 
unto the sons of Benjamin who are in the 
rock Rimrnon, and proclaim to them peace; 
14 and Benjamin turneth back at that time, 
and they give to them the women whom they 
have kept alive of the women of Jabesh-Gil- 
ead, and they have not found for alt of them 
so. 13 And the people repented concerning 
Benjamin, for Jehovah had made a breach 
among the tribes of Israel. 

10 And the elders of the eompauysay, ‘What 
do we do to the remnant for wives— for the 
women have been destroyed out of Benjamin?’ 
17 And they say, ‘ A possession of an 
escaped party is to Benjamin, and a tribe is 
not blotted out from Israel; 18 and we—we 
are not able to mve to them wives out of our 
daughters, for tne sons of Israel have sworn, 
saying, Cursed is he who is giving a wife to 
Benjamin.’ 19 And they say, ‘ Lo, a festival 


of Jehovah is in Shiloh, from time to time, 
which won the north of Beth-El, at the rising 
of the sun, by the highway which is going up 
from Beth-El to Shecltem, and on the south of 
Lehouah.’ 

30 And they command the sons of Benjamin, 
saying, ‘Go—and ye have laid wait in the 
vineyards, 21 and have seen, and lo, if the 
daughters of Shiloh come out to dance in 
dances—then ye have gone out from the vine¬ 
yards and caught for you each his wife out 
of the daughters of Shiloh, and gone to the 
land of Benjamin; 22 and it hath Been, when 
their fathers or their brethren come in to 
plead unto us, that we have said unto them, 
Favour us by them, for we have not taken to 
each his wife in battle, for yo—ye have not 
given to them at this time that ye are guilty.’ 

23 And the sons of Benjamin do so, and 
take women according to their number, out 
of the dancers whom they have taken vio¬ 
lently away ; and they go, and turn back unto 
their inheritance, and build the cities, and 
dwell in them. 

24 And the sons of Israel go up and down 
thence at that time, each to his tribe, and to 
his family; and they go out thence each to 
his inheritance. 23 In those days there is no 
kin^ in Israel; each doth that which is right 
in his own eyes. 


RUTH. 


CHAP. 1. *AND it cometh to pass, in the 
days of the judging of the judges, that there 
is a famine in tlie land, and there goeth a 
man from Beth-Lehem-Judah to sojourn in 
the fields of Moab, he, and his wife, and his 
two sous. 2 And the name of the man is 
Elimelech, and the name of his wife Naomi, 
iud the name of his two sons Mahlon and 
Chiliou, Ephrathites from Beth-Lehem-Ju¬ 
dah; and they come into the fields of Moab, 
and are there. 

3 And Elimelech husband of Naomi dietb. 
and she is left, she and her two sons ; 4 and 
they take to them wives, Moabitesses: the 
name of the ouc is Orpah, and the name of 
the second Ruth; and they dwell there about 
ten years. 5 And they die also, both of them 
—Mahlon and Chilion—and the woman is left 
of her two children and of her husband. 

6 And she riseth, she and her daughters-in- 
law, and turnetn back from the fields of 
Moab, for she hath heard in the fields of 
Moab that God hath looked after His people, 
—to give to them bread. 7 And sho goeth 
out from the place where sho hath been, and 
her two daughters-in-law with her, and they 
go in the way to turn back unto the land of 
Judah. 

8 And Naomi saith to her two daughters- 
in-law, ' Go, turn back, each to the house of 
her mother; Jehovah doth with youkiudness 
as ye have done with the dead, and with me; 
9 Jehovah doth grant to you, and find yc rest 
each in the house of her husband;’ and she 


kisseth them, and they lilt up their voice 
and weep. 10 And they say to her, ‘Surely 
with thee we go back to thy people,’ 11 And 
Naomi saith, ‘Turn back, my daughters; 
why do ye go with me? are there yet to me 
sous in my bowels that they have been to 
you for husbauds ? 12 Turn back, my daugh¬ 
ters, go, for I am too aged to be to a husband; 
though I had said. There is for me hope, also, 
I have been to-nignt to a husband, and also, 1 
have borne sous: 13 for them do ye wait till 
that they grow up? for them do ye shut 
yourselves up, not to be to a husband? nay, 
my daughters, for more bitter to me than to 
you, for the hand of Jehovah hath gone out 
against me.’ 

14 And they lift up their voice, aud weep 
again, and Orpah kisseth her mother-in-law, 
and Ruth hath cleaved to her. 13 Aud she 
saith, ‘Lo, thvsister-in-law hath turned back 
unto her people, and unto her god, turn thou 
back after thy sister-in-law.’ 

lu And Ruth saith, ‘Urge me not to leave 
thee — to turn back from after thee; for 
whither thou goest I go, and where thou 
lodgest I lodge; thy people is iny people, and 
thy God my God. 17 Where thou diest I die, 
aud there 1 am buried; thus dotli Jehovah to 
me, and thus doth Ho add—for death itself 
doth part between mo and thee.’ 

18 And she sceth that she is strengthening 
herself to go with her, ami she ccaseth to 
speak unto her; 19 and they go both of them 
tul their coming in to Bcth-Lchem- aud it 
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Ruth's visit to Boat*

cometh to pass at their coming in to Beth- 
Lehem, that all the city is moved at them, 
and they say, ‘Is this Naomi?* 

20 And she saith unto them, ‘ Call me not 
Naomi; call me Mara, for the Almighty hath 
dealt very bitterly to me, 21 1 went out full, 
and empty hath Jehovah brought me back, 
why do ye call me Naomi, and Jehovah hath 
testified against me, and the Almighty hath 
done evil to me? 1 

23 And Naomi turncth back, and Rnth the 
Moabitess her daughter-in-law with her, who 
hath turned back from the fields of Moab, 
and they have come in to Beth-Lehem at the 
commencement of barley-harvest. 

II. *AND Naomi hath an acquaintance of 
her husband’s, a man mighty in wealth, of the 
family of Elimelech, and his name is Boaz. 

2 And Rnth the Moabitess saith unto Naomi, 
* Let me go, I pray thee, into the field, and I 
gather among the ears of corn after him in 
whose eyes I find grace:’ aud she saith to 
her, ‘Go, my daughter/ _ 3 And she goeth 
and cometh and gathereth in a field after the 
reapers, and her chance happeneth—the pro- 
tion of the field is Boaz’s who is of the family 
of Elimelech. 

4 And lo, Boaz hath come from Beth-Lehem, 
and saith to the reapers, ‘Jehovah is with 
yon;’ and they say to him, ‘Jehovah doth 
bless thee,’ 

5 And Boaz saith to his young man who is 
set over the reapers, ‘ Whose is this young 
person?’ 6 And the young man who is set 
over the reapers auswereth and saith, ‘A 

oung woman—Moabitess—she is, who came 
ack with Noami from the fields of Moab, 
7 and she saith, Let me gleau, I pray thee— 
and I have gathered among the sheaves after 
the reapers; and she cometh and remaineth 
since the morning and till now; she sat in 
the house a little. 

0 And Boaz saith unto Ruth, ‘Hast thou 
not heard, my daughter? go not to gleau in 
another field, and also, pass not over from 
this, and thus thou dost cleave to my young 
women: 9 thine eyes are ou the field which 
they reap, and thou hast gone after them; 
have not I charged the young men not to 
touch thee? when thou art athirst then thon 
hast gone unto the vessels, and hast drunk 
from that which the young men draw.’ 

10 And she falleth on her face, and boweth 
herself to the earth, and saith unto him, 
‘ Wherefore have I found grace in thine eves, 
to discern me, and I a stranger?’ 11 And 
Boaz answeretli and saith to her, ‘It hath 
thoroughly been declared to me all that thou 
hast done with thy mother-in-law, after the 
death of thy husbaud, and thou dost leave 
thy father, and thy mother, and the land of 
thy birth, and dost come in unto a people 
which thou hast not knowu heretofore. 12 Je¬ 
hovah doth recompense thy work, and thy 
reward is complete from Jehovah, God of 
Israel, under whose wings thou hast come to 
take refuge.’ 

u And she saith, ' Let me find grace in thine 
eyes, my lord, because thou hast comforted 
mo. and because thou hast spoken unto the 


heart of thy maid-servant, and I—I am not 
as one of thy maid-servants.’ 

14 And Boaz saith to her, ‘ At meal-time 
come nigh hither, and thou hast eaten of 
the bread, and dipped thy morsel in the 
vinegar.’ And she sitteth at the side of the 
reapers, and he reaeheth to her roasted 
corn, and she eateth, and is satisfied, and 
leavetli. 

13 And she riseth to glean, and Boaz charg- 
eth his young men, saying, ‘Even between 
the sheaves she doth glean, and ye do not 
cause her to blush; 16 and also ye do surely 
cast to her of the handfuls—aud have left, 
and she hath gleaned, and ye do not push 
against her.’ 

17 And she gleaneth in the field till tlic 
evening, and oeateth t out that which she 
hath gleaned, and it is about an ephah of 
barley; 10 and she taketb it up, and goetli into 
the city, and her mother-in-law seeth that 
which she hath gleaned, and she bringetli out 
and giveth to her that which she left from her 
satiety. 

19 And her mother-in-law saith to her, 
‘Where hast thou gleaued to-day? and 
where hast thou wrought? may he who is 
discerning thee be blessed.’ And she de- 
claretli to her mother-in-law with whom 
she hath wrought, and saith, ‘ The name of 
the man with whom I have wrought to-day 
is Boaz.’ 

20 And Naomi saith to her daughter-in-law, 
‘Blessed is he of Jehovah who hath not for¬ 
saken His kindness with the living and with 
the dead;* and Naomi saith to her, ‘The 
man is a relation of ours; he is of our re¬ 
deemers. ’ 

21 And Rutli the Moabitess saith, ‘Also lie 
surely said unto me. Near the young people 
whom I have thou (lost cleave till they have 
completed the whole of the harvest which I 
have.’ 22 Aud Naomi saith unto Ruth her 
daughter-in-law, * Good, my daughter, that 
thou goest out with his young women, and 
they come not against thee in another field.’ 

^ And she cleaveth to the young women of 
Boaz to glean, till the completion of the bar¬ 
ley-harvest, aud of the wheat-harvest, and 
she dwelleth with her mother-in-law. 

III. 1 AND Naomi her mother-in-law saith 
to her, ‘My daughter, do not I seek for thee 
rest, that it may be well with thee? 2 aud 
now, is not Boaz of our acquaintance, with 
whose young women thou hast been ? lo, he 
is winnowing the threshing-floor of barley to¬ 
night. 3 and thou hast bathed, and anointed 
thyself, and put thy garments upon thee, 
and gone down to the threshing-floor; let 
uot thyself be known to the man till he 
complete to eat and to drink ; 4 and it cometh 
to pass when he lieth down, that thou hast 
known the place where he lieth down, and 
hast gone in, and uncovered his feet, and lain 
down, -and he doth declare to thee that 
which thou dost do.’ 

5 And she saith unto her, ‘All that thou 
sayest—I do.’ c And she goeth down to the 
threshing-floor, and doth according to all that 
her mother-in-law commanded her 
181 
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7 And Boaz eatcth aud drinketh, and bis 
heart is glad; aud lie goeth in to lie down 
at the end of the heap; and she comcth in 
gently, and uncovcrcth his feet, and licth 
down. , 

8 And it coineth to pass, at the middle of 
the night, that the man trembleth, and turn- 
eth lnmself, and lo, a woman is lying at his 
feet. 9 And he saith, ‘Who art thou?’ aud 
she saith, ‘I a?n Ruth thy haudmaid. and 
thou hast spread thy skirt over thy hand¬ 
maid, for thou art a redeemer.’ 

10 And he saith, ‘Blessed art thou of Jeho¬ 
vah, my daughter; thou hast dealt more 
kindly at the latter end than at the begin¬ 
ning—not to go after the young men, either 
poor or rich. 11 And now, my daughter, fear 
not, all that thou sayest I do to thee, for all 
the gate of my people doth know that thou 
art a virtuous woman. 13 And now, surely, 
true, that I am a redeemer, hut also there is 
a redeemer nearer than I. 13 Lodge to night, 
and it hath been in the morning, if he doth 
redeem thee, well: he redeemetn; and if he 
delight not to redeem thee, then I have re¬ 
deemed thee—I: Jehovah livetk! lie down 
till the morning. 

14 And she lieth down at his feet till the 
morning, and riseth before one doth discern 
another; and he saith, ‘ Let it not be known 
that the woman hath come into the floor.’ 
13 And he saith, ‘ Give the covering which is 
on thee, and keep hold ou itand she keep- 
eth hold on it. aud he measureth six measures 
of barley, ana layeth it ou her ; aud he goetli 
into the city. 

19 And she cometh in unto her mother-in- 
law, and she saith, ‘Who art thou, my daugh¬ 
ter?’ and she declaretli to her all that the 
man hath done to her. 17 And she saith, 

' These six measures of barley he hath given 
to me, for he said, Thou dost not go in 
empty unto thy mother-in-law.’ 59 And she 
saith, ‘Sit still, my daughter, till thou dost 
know how the matter falleth, for the man 
doth not rest except he hath completed the 
matter to-day.’ 

IV. 1 AND Boaz hath gone up to the gate, 
aud sitteth there, and lo, the redeemer is 
passing by of whom Boaz had spoken, and 
ne saitn, r Turn aside, sit down here, such a 
one, such a one;’ and he tumeth aside and 
sitteth down. 2 And he taketh ten men of 
the elders of the city, and saith, ‘Sit down 
hereand they sit down. 

3 And he saith to the redeemer, 1 A portion 
of the field which is to our brother, to Elime- 
lech, hath Naomi sold who hath come hack 
from the fields of Moab; 4 and I said, I un¬ 
cover thine ear, saying, Buy before the in¬ 
habitants. and before tne elders of my people; 
if thou dost redeem—redeem, and if none 
doth redeem—declare to me, and I know, for 
there is none save thee to redeem, and I after 
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thee.’ And he saith, l redeem iL' 3 And 
Boaz saith, ‘In the day of thy buying tho 
lield from the hand of Naomi, tfoen from Ruth 
the Moabitess, wife of the dead, thou hast 
bought itf to raise up the name of the dead 
over his inheritance/ 

0 And the redeemer saith, ' I am not able 
to redeem it for myself, lest I destroy mine 
inheritance* redeem for thyself—thou—my 
right of redemption, for I am not able to 
redeem. ’ 

7 And tliis is formerly in Israel for redemp¬ 
tion aud for changing, to establish anything: 
a man hath drawn on his sandal, aud given it 
to his neighbour, and this is the testimony in 
Israel. 

8 And the redeemer saith to Boaz, ‘Buy 
it for thyself,’ and draweth off his sandai. 

9 And Boaz Baith to the elders, and to all 
the people, ‘Witnesses are ye to-day that I 
have bought all that is to Elimelech, and all 
that is to ChiJion and Mahlon, from the hand 
of Naomi; 10 and also Ruth the Moabitess, 
wife of Mahlon, I have bought to myself foi 
a wife, to raise up the name of the dead 
over his inheritance; and the name of the 
dead is not cut off from among his brethren, 
and from the gate of his place; witnesses ye 
are to-day.’ 

11 And all the people who are in the gate 
nay—also the elders—‘Witnesses! Jehovah 
make the woman who is coming in unto thy 
house as Rachel and as Leah, both of whom 
built the house of Israel; and do thou virtu¬ 
ously in Eplirathah, aud proclaim the Name in 
Beth-Lehem; 12 and let thy house he as the 
house of Pharez (whom Tamar hare to Judah), 
of the seed which Jehovah doth give to thee 
of this young woman.’ 

13 And Boaz taketh Ruth, aud Bhe becom 
eth liia wife, and he goeth in unto her, anc 
Jehovah giveth to her conception, and sh( 
heareth a son. 

14 And the women say unto Naomi, ‘ Blessed 
is Jehovah who hath not let a redeemer cease 
to thee to-day, and his name is proclaimed 
in Israel, 15 and he hath been to thee for a 
restorer of life, and for a nourisher of thine 
old age, for tliy daughter-in-law who hath 
loved thee—who is better to thee than seven 
eons—hath borne him.’ 

10 Aud Naomi taketh the Jad, and layetli 
him in her bosom, and is to him for a nurse ; 
17 and the neighbouring women give to him a 
name, saying, ‘There hath been a Bon born to 
Naomi,’ ana they call his name Obed; he is 
father of Jesse, father of David. 

18 And these are genealogies of Pharez: 
Pharez begat Hezron, 19 and Hezron begat 
Ram, and Ram begat Amminidab, 20 aud 
Amminidab begat Nahshon, and Nabshon be¬ 
gat Salmon, 21 and Salmon begat Boaz, and 
Boaz begat Obed, 22 and Obea begat Jesse, 
and Jesse begat David. 



FIRST BOOK 

('HAP. I. 1 AND there is a certain man of 
Ramathaim-Zophim, of the hill-country of 
Ephraim, and his name is Elkanah, son of 
Jerobam, son of Elilm, son of Tohu, son of 
Zuph, an Ephrathite, - and he hath two 
wives, the name of the one is Hannah, and 
the name of the second Peninnah, and Peu- 
inuah hath children, and Hannah hath no 
children. 

3 And that man hath gone up out of his 
city from time to time, to bow himself, and 
to sacrifice, before Jehovah of Hosts, in Shiloh, 
and there are two sons of Eli, Hophni and 
Phinehas, priests to Jehovah. 

4 And the day cometh, and Elkanah sacri- 
ficeth, and he hath given to Peninnah his 
wife, and to all her sous and her daughters, 
portions, 5 and to Hannah he giveth a certain 
portion—double, for lie hath loved Hannah, 
and Jehovahlhath shut her womb; G and her 
adversity hath also provoked her greatly, so 
as to make her tremble, for Jehovah hath 
shut up her womb. 

7 And so lie doth year by year, from the 
time of her going up into the house of Jeho¬ 
vah, so it provoketli her, and she weepeth, 
and doth nut eat. 8 Aud Elkanah her hus¬ 
band saitli to her, ‘ Hannah, why wcepest 
tliou? and why dost thou uot eat? and why 
is thy heart afflicted? am I not better to thee 
than ten sons?’ 

9 And Hannah riseth after eating in Shiloh, 
and after drinking, and Eli the priest is sit¬ 
ting on the throne by the side-post of the 
temple of Jehovah. 

10 And she is bitter in soul, and prayeth 
unto Jehovah, and weepeth greatly, 11 and 
voweth a vow, and saitli, ‘ Jehovah of 
Hosts, if Thou dost certainly look on the af¬ 
fliction of Thy handmaid, and hast remem¬ 
bered me, and dost not forget Thy handmaid, 
and hast given to Thy handmaid seed of men 
—then I have given him to Jehovah all days 
of his life, and. a razor doth uot go up upon 
his head.'. 

12 And it hath been, when she multiplied 
raying before Jehovah, that Eli is watching 
er mouth, 13 and Hannah, she is speaking to 

her heart, only her lips are moving, and her 
voice is not heard, and Eli reckoneth her to 
be drunken. 14 And Eli saitli unto her, ‘ Un¬ 
til when are thou drunken? turn aside thy 
wine from thee.’ 

13 And Hannah auswercth and saitli, ‘ No, 
ray lord, A woman sharply pained in spirit 
I am, and wine and strong drink I have not 
drunk, and I pour out my soul before Jeho¬ 
vah ; 16 put not thy handmaid before a daugh¬ 
ter of worthlessness, for from the abundance 
of my meditation, and of my provocation, I 
have spoken hitherto.’ 

17 And Eli answeretli and saitli, * Go in 
peace, and the God of Israel doth give thy 
petition whieh thou hast asked of Him.' 
18 AdA she saith, ‘ Let thy handmaid find

grace in thine eyes;’ and the woman goeth 
on her way, and catcth, and her countenance 
hath not been sail for it any more. 

19 And they rise early in the morning, and 
bow themselves before Jehovah, and turn 
back, and come in unto tlieir house in Ramah, 
and Elkanah knoweth Hannah liis wife, and 
Jehovah remembereth her; 20 and it cometh 
to pass, at the revolution of the days, that 
Hannah conceivetli, and beareth a son, and 
calletli his name Samuel, 4 for, from Jehovah 

1 have asked him.’ 

21 And the man Elkanah goeth up, and all 
his house, to sacrifice to Jehovah the sacrifice 
of the days, and liis vow. 22 And Hannah 
hath not gone up, for she said to her hus¬ 
band, ‘Till the youth is weaned—then I have 
brought him in, and he hath appeared be¬ 
fore the face of Jeliovali, aud dwelt there— 
unto the age.’ 

23 And Elkanah her husband saitli to her, 
‘Do that which is good in thine eyes; abide 
till thy weauiug him ; only, Jehovah establish 
His word;’ and the woman abideth and suck- 
leth her son till slic bath weaned him, 24 and 
she causeth him to go up with lier when she 
hath weaned him, with three bullocks, and one 
ephah of Hour, and a bottle of wine, and she 
bringeth him into the house of Jehovah at 
Shiloh, and the youth is but a youth. 

25 And they slaughter the bullock, and bring 
in the youth unto Eli, 215 and she saith, ‘0, 
my lord, tliy soul livctli! my lord, I am the 
woman who stood with thee in this place , to 
pray unto Jehovah; 27 for this youth I pray¬ 
ed, and Jehovah doth give to me my petition 
which I asked of Him; 28 and also I have 
caused him to be asked for Jehovah, all the 
days that he hath lived—lie is asked for Je¬ 
hovah ;* aud he boweth himself there before 
Jehovah. 

II. 1 AND Hannah prayeth, and saitli: 

* My heart hath exulted in Jehovah, 

My horn hath been high in Jehovah, 

My mouth hath been large over mine enemies, 
For I have rejoiced in Thy salvation. 

2 There is none holy like Jeliovali, 

For there is none save Thee, 

Aud there is no rock like our God. 

3 Ye multiply not—yc speak haughtily— 

The old saying goeth out from your mouth, 
For a God of knowledge is Jehovah, 

And by Him actions arc weighed. 

4 Bows of the mighty are broken, 

And the stumbling have girded on strength. 
® The satiated for bread hired themselves, 
And the liuugry have ceased. 

While the barren hath borne seven, [ed. 
And she abounding with sons hath languish- 
9 Jehovah putteth to death, aud keepetli'alive, 
He bringeth down to Sheol, and bringeth up. 

7 Jehovah dispossessed, and He makethricb. 
He maketli low, yea, Ho niaketh high. 

0 He raiseth from the dust the poor 
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Wickedness of Mi's sons. 


From a dunghill Ho liftcth up the needy, 
To cause them to sit with nobles, 

Yea, a throne of honour 
He noth cause them to inherit, 

For to Jehovah are the fixtures of earth, 
And He setteth on them the habitable world. 
u The feet of His saints He kcepeth, 

And the wicked in darkness are silent, 

For not by power doth man become mighty. 
10 Jehovah—broken down are His adversaries, 
Against them in the heavens He thundereth: 
Jehovah judgeth the ends of earth, 

And giveth strength to His king, . 

And exaltcth the horn of His anointed.’ 

11 And Elkanali goeth to Hamath, unto his 
house, and the youth hath been serving Je¬ 
hovah, in the presence of Eli the priest; 12 and 
the sons of Eh are sons of worthlessness, they 
have not known Jehovah. 13 And the cus¬ 
tom of the priests with the people is; any 
man sacrificing a sacrifice—then hath the ser¬ 
vant of the priest come in when the flesh is 
boiling, and the hook of three teeth in his 
hand, ‘ 4 and hath struck it into the pan, or 
kettle, or caldron, or pot; all that the hook 
bringeth lip doth the priest take for himself; 
thus they do to all Israel who are coming in, 
there, in Shiloh. 

15 Also before they make perfume with the 
fat—then hath the priest’s servant come in, 
and said to the man who is sacrificing, 1 Give 
flesh to roast for the priest, and he doth not 
take of thee flesh boiled, but raw;’ 1(5 and 
the man saith unto him, ‘ Let them surely 
make a perfume {as to-day) with the fat, then 
take to thee as thy soul desireth;’ and he 
hath said to him, ‘ {Surely now thou dost give; 
and if not—I have taken by strength.’ 

17 And the sin of the young men is very great 
in the preseuce of Jehovah, for the meu liave 
despised the offering of Jehovah. 

18 And Samuel is ministering in. the presence 
of Jehovah, a youth girt with anephod of linen; 
19 and a small upper coat doth his mother 
make to him, and she hath brought it up to him 
from time to time, in her coming up with her 
husband to sacrifice the sacrifice of the time. 

20 And Eli blessed Elkanali, and his wife, 
and said, * Jehovah doth appoint for thee seed 
of this woman, for the petition which she 
asked for Jehovah;’ and they have gone to 
their place. 

21 When Jehovah hath looked after Hannah, 
then she conceiveth and beareth three sons ana 
twodaughters; and the youth Samuelgroweth 
up with Jehovah. 

22 And Eli is very old, and hath heard all 

that his sons do to all Israel, aud how that 
they lie with the women who are assembling 
at the opening of the tent of meeting, 28 and 
he saith to tliem, ‘ Why do ye things like 
these? for I am hearing of your evil words 
from all the people—these! 24 Nay, my sons; 

for the report which I am hearing is not good 
causing the people of Jehovah to transgress. 
— 26 If a man siu against a man, then hath 
God judged him; but if against Jehovah a 
man sin, who doth pray for him?’ and they 
hearken not to the voice of their father, though 
Jehovah hath delighted to put them to death. 

26 And the vouth {Samuel is going on and 
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growing up, ana is good both with Jehovah, 
and also with meu. 

27 And thero cometh a man oLQod unto Eli, 
and saith unto him, ‘Thus said Jehovah, 
Was I really revealed unto the house of thy 
father in their being in Egypt, before Pha¬ 
raoh ’s house, 20 even to choose him out of all 
the tribes of Israel to Me for a priest, to go up 
on Mine altar, to make a perfume, to bear an 
ephod before Me, and I give to the house of 
thy father all the fire-offerings of the sous of 
Israel ? 29 Why do ye kick at My sacrifice, and 
at Mine offering which I commanded in My 
habitation, and dost honour thy sons above 
Me, to make yourselves fat from the first 
part of every offering of Israel, of My people? 

80 ‘ Therefore—the affirmation of Jehovah. 
God of Israel—I certainly said, Thy house 
and the house of thy father, do walk up and 
down before Me to the age: and now—the 
affirmation of Jehovah—Far he it from Me! 
for he who is honouring Me, I honour, and 
those despising Me, are lightly esteemed. 

81 ‘ Lo, days are coming, and. I have cut off 
thine arm, and the arm of the house of thy 
father, that an old man is not in thy house; 
82 and thou hast beheld an adversary in My 
habitation, in all that He doth good with 
Israel, and there is not an old man in thy 
bouse all the days. 

38 ‘ And the man I cut not off of thine from 
Mine altar, is to consume thine eyes, and to 
grieve thy soul; and all the increase of thy 
house do die men; 34 aud this is to thee the 
sign that cometli unto thy two sons, untc 
Hophni and Phinehas—in one day they dia 
botli of them; 35 and I liave raised up for Me 
a stedfast priest; as in My heart and in My 
soul he doth do ; and I have built for him a 
stedfast bouse, aud lie hath walked up and 
down before Mine anointed all the days; 
80 and it hath been, every ono who is left in 
thy house doth come in to bow himself to 
him, for a wa^e of silver, and a cake of bread, 
and hath said, Admit me, 1 pray thee, unto 
one of the priest’s offices, to eat a morsel of 
bread.* 

III. 1 AND the youth Samuel is serving 
Jehovah before Eli, and the word of Jehovah 
hath been precious in those days—there is no 
vision broken forth. 

2 And it cometh to pass, at that time, that 
Eli is lying down in his place, and his eyes 
have begun to be dim—be is not able to 
Bee. 3 And the lamp of God is not yet ex¬ 
tinguished, and Samuel is lying down in the 
temple of Jehovah, where the ark of God is, 

4 and Jehovah calleth unto Samuel, and he 
saith, 4 Here am I.’ 6 And he runneth unto 
Eli, and saith, 4 Here am I, for thou hast 
called for me:’ and he saith, ‘I called not; 
turn hack, lie down and he goeth and lieth 
down. 

8 And Jehovah addeth to call again Samuel, 
and Samuel riseth and goeth unto Eli, and 
saith, 1 Here am I, for thou hast called for 
me;’ and he saith, ‘I have not called, my 
son, turn back, lie down.’ 7 And Samuel hath 
not yet known Jehovah, and the word of Je¬ 
hovah iB not yet revealed unto him. 
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third time, and he risetli and goeth unto Eli, 
and saith, ‘ Here am I, for thou hast called 
for me; ’ and Eli understandeth that Jehovah 
is calling to the youth. 9 And Eli saith to 
Samuel, ‘Go, lie down, and it hath been, if 
He doth call unto thee, that thou hast said, 
Speak, Jehovah, for Thy servant is hear¬ 
ing;’ and Samuel goeth and lieth down in his 
place. 

|° And Jehovah coineth, and stationeth 
Himself, and calleth as time by time, ‘Sa¬ 
muel Samuel;* and Samuel saith, ‘Speak, 
for Thy servant is hearing.’ 

11 And Jehovah, saith unto Samuel, ‘Lo, 1 
am doing a thing in Israel, at which the two 
ears of everyone hearing it do tingle. 12 In 
that day I establish unto Eli. all that I have 
spoken unto his house, beginning aud com¬ 
pleting;. 13 and I have declared to nim that I 
am judging his house—to the age, for the ini¬ 
quity which he hath, known, for his sons are 
making themselves vile, and he hath not re¬ 
strained them. 14 and therefore I have sworn 
to the house of Eli: the iniquity of the house 
of Eli is not atoned for, by sacrifice, aud by 
offering—unto the age.’ 

15 And Samuel lieth till the morning, aud 
openeth the doors of the house of Jehovah, 
and Samuel is afraid of declaring the vision 
unto Eli. 16 And Eli callcth Samuel, aud 
saith, ‘Samuel, my son;’ and lie saith, ‘Here 
am I.’ 17 And he saith, ‘ What is the word 
which He hath spoken unto thee? I pray 
thee, hide it not from me; so doth God do to 
thee, and so doth He add, if thou hidestfrom 
me a word of all the words that He hath 
spoken unto thee.' 

19 And Samuel declareth to him the whole 
of the words, aud hath not hid from him; 
and he saith, ‘It is Jehovah; that which is 
good in His eyes He doth.' 

10 And Samuel groweth up, and Jehovah 
hath been with him, and hath not let fall 
any of his words to the earth • 20 and all 
Israel know, from Dan even unto Beer-Sheba, 
that Samuel is established for a prophet to 
Jehovah. 21 And Jehovah addeth to appear 
in Shiloh, for Jehovah hath been revealed 
unto Samuel, in Sliiloh, by the word of Je¬ 
hovah. 

IV. 1 AND the word of Samuel is to all 
Israel,. and Israel goeth out to meet the 
Philistines for battle, aud they encamp by 
Eben-Ezer, and the Philistines have encamped 
in Aphek, 2 and the Philistines set themselves 
in array to meet Israel, and the battle spread- 
eth. itself, and Israel is smitten before the 
Philistines, and they smite among the ranks 
in the field about four thousaud men. 

3 And the people cometh in unto the camp, 
and the elders of Israel say, ‘Why hath Je¬ 
hovah smitten us to-day before the Philis¬ 
tines? we take unto us from Shiloh the ark of 
the covenant of Jehovah, and it cometh into 
our midst, and He doth save us out of the 
hand of our enemies.’ 

4 And the people sendeth to Shiloh, and 
they take up thenee the ark of the covenant 
of Jehovah of Hosts, inhabiting the cherubs. 


of the covenant of God, Hophni and Phinehas. 

5 And it cometh to pass, at the coming in 
of the ark of the covenant of Jehovah unto 
the camp, that all Israel shout—a great shout 
—and the earth is moved. 6 And the Philis¬ 
tines hear the noise of the shouting, and say, 
‘What is the noise of this great shout in the 
camp of the Hebrews?' and they perceive 
that the ark of Jehovah hath come in unto 
the camp. . 7 And the Philistines are afraid, 
for they said, ‘God hath come in unto the 
camp;’ and they say, .‘Wo to us, for there 
hath not been like this heretofore. 8 Wo to 
us, who doth deliver us out of the hand of 
these honourable gods? these are the gods 
who are smiting the Egyptians with every 
plague in the wilderness. ^Strengthen your¬ 
selves, and become men, 0 Philistines, lest 
ye do service to Hebrews, as they have done 
to you—then ye have become men, and have 
fought.’ 

10 And the Philistines fight, and Israel is 
smitten, and they flee each to his tents, and 
the blow is very great, and there fall of Israel 
thirty thousand footmen; 11 and the ark of 
God hath been taken, and the two sons of 
Eli have died, Hophni and Phinehas. 

12 And a man of Benjamin runneth out of 
the ranks, and cometh into Sliiloh, on that 
day. and his long robes are rent, and earth 
on his head; 13 aud he cometh in, and lo, 
Eli is sitting on the throne by the side of the 
way, watching, for his heart hath been trem¬ 
bling for the ark of God, and the man hath 
come in to declare it in the city, and all the 
city crieth out. 

j 4 Aud Eli heareth the noise of the cry, and 
saith, Wliat—the noise of this tumult! * And 
the man hasted, and cometh in, and declareth 
to Eli. 15 And Eli is a son of ninety and eight 
years, and his eyes have stood, and he hath 
not been able to see. lc And the man saith 
unto Eli, ‘I am he who hath come out of the 
ranks, and I out of the ranks have fled to¬ 
day;’ and he saith, ‘What hath been the 
matter, my son?’ 

17 And he who is bearing tidings answer- 
eth and saith, ‘Israel hath fled before the 
Philistines, and also a great slaughter hath 
been among the people, and also thy two sons 
have died—Hoplini and Phinehas—and the 
ark of God hath beeu captured.’ 

19 And it cometh to pass, at his mentioning 
the ark of God, that he falleth from off the 
throne backward, by the side of the gate, and 
his neck is broken, and he dieth, for the 
man is old and heavy, aud lie hath judged 
Israel forty years. 

19 And his daughter-in-law, wife of Phine¬ 
has, is pregnant, about to bear, and she 
heareth the report of the taking of the ark of 
God, that her father-in-law and her husband 
have died, and she boweth, and beareth, for 
her pains have turned upon her. 20 And at 
the time of her death, when the women who 
are stauding by her say, 1 Fear not, for a son 
thou hast borne,’ she hath not answered, nor 
set her heart to it; 21 and she calleth the 
youth I-chabod, saying, 'Honour hath re¬ 
moved from Israel,’ because of the taking ol 
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the ark of Goil, and because of her father-in- 
law and her husband. “And she saith, 
‘Honour hath removed from Israel, for the 
ark of God hath becu taken.’ 

V. 1 AND the Philistines have taken the 
ark of God, and bring it in from Ebcn-Ezer to 
Ashdod, 2 and the Philistines take the ark of 
God and bring it into the house of Dagon, and 
set it near Dagon. 

3 And the Ashdodites rise early on the mor¬ 
row and lo, Dagon is fallen on its face to the 
earth, before the ark of Jehovah; and they 
take Dagon, and put it back to its place. 

4 And they rise early in the morning on 
the morrow, and lo, Dajron is fallen on its 
face to the earth, before the ark of Jehovah, 
and the head of Dagon, and the two palms 
of its hands arc cut oil’ at the threshold, 
only the fishy part hath been left to him; 
5 therefore the priests of Dagon, and all those 
coming into the house of Dagon, tread not 
on the threshold of Dagon, in Ashdod, till 
this day. 

G And the hand of Jehovah is heavy on the 
Ashdodites, and He maketh them desolate, 
and smiteth them with emerods, Ashdod and 
its borders. "And the men of Ashdod see 
that it is so, and have said, ‘The ark of the 
God of Israel doth not abide with us, for hard 
<ath been His hand upon us, and upon Dagon 
our god.’ 

6 And they send and gather all the princes 
of the Philistines unto them, and say, ‘ What 
do wc do to the ark of the God of Israel ? ’ 
and they say, ‘To Gath let the ark of the 
God of Israel be brought round;’ and they 
bring round the ark of the God of Israel; 
9 and it cometh to pass after they have 
brought it round, that the hand of Jehovah 
is against the city—a very great destruction ; 
and He smiteth the men of the city, from 
small even unto great; and break forth on 
them do emerods. 

10 And they send the ark of God to Ekron, 
and it cometh to pass, at the coming in of 
the ark of God to Ekron, that the Ekronites 
cry out, saying, ‘They have brought round 
unto us the ark of the God of Israel, to put 
us to death—and our people.’ 11 And they 
send and gather all the princes of the Philis¬ 
tines, and say, ‘Send away the ark of the 
God of Israel, and it turuetn back to its place, 
and it doth not put us to death—and our 
peoplefor there natli been a deadly destruc¬ 
tion throughout all the city, very heavy hath 
the hand of God been there, 12 and the men 
who have not died have been smitten with 
emerods, and the cry of the city goetli up into 
the heavens. 

VI. 1 AND the ark of Jehovah is in the 
field of the Philistines seven months, 8 and 
the Philistines call for priests and for divin¬ 
ers, saving, ‘ What do we do to the ark of 
Jehovah ? let us know wherewith wc send it 
to its place?’ 3 And they say, ‘If ve arc 
sending away the ark of the God of Israel, 
ye do not send it away empty ; for yc do 
certainly send back to Him a guilt-offering; 
then ye arc licaled, and it hath been known 
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to you why His hand doth not turn aside from 
you.’ 

4 And they say, ‘What is the%guilt-offcring 
which wo send back to Him V and they say, 
‘ The number of the princes of the Philistinea 
—live golden emerods, and live golden mice— 
for one plague is to you all, and to youi 
princes, * and ye have made images of your 
emerods, and images of your mice that are 
corrupting the land, and have given honour 
to the God of Israel; it may be He doth 
lighten His hand from off you, and from off 
your gods, and from off your land ; 0 and why 
do ye Harden your heart as the Egyptians and 
Pharaoh hardened their heart? do they not— 
when He hath rolled Himself upon them— 
send them away, and they go ? 

7 ‘ And now, take and make one new cart, 
and two suckling kinc, on which a yoke hath 
not gone up, and ye have bouud tne kine in 
the cart, and caused their young ones to turn 
back from after them to the house. 8 and ye 
have taken the ark of Jehovah, and put it on 
the cart, and the vessels of gold which ye have 
returned to Him—a guilt-offering—ye put 
iu a coffer on its side, and have sent it away, 
and it hath gone; 9 and ye have sccd, if the 
way of its own border it goeth up to Betli- 
Shemesh—He hath done to us this great evil; 
and if not, then we have known that His 
hand hath not come against us; an accident 
it hath been to ns.’ 

10 And the men do so, and take two suck¬ 
ling; kine, and bind them ill the cart, and 
their young ones they have shut up in the 
house; 11 and they place the ark of Jehovah 
upon the cart, and the coffer, and the goldet 
mice, and the images of their emerods, 

12 And the kine go straight in the way, oi 
the way to Beth-Shemesh, in one highway 
they have gone, going and lowing, and have 
not turned aside right or left; and the princes 
of the Philistines are going after them unto 
the border of Beth-Shemesh. 

13 And the Beth-Shemeshites are reaping 
their wheat-harvest in the valley, and they 
lift up their eyes, aud see the ark, and rejoice 
to see it. 14 And the cart hath come in unto 
the field of Joshua the Beth-Shemeshite, and 
standeth there, and there is a great stone, 
and they cleave the wood of the cart, and the 
kine they have caused to ascend—a burnt- 
offering to Jehovah. 

15 And the Lcvites have taken down the 
ark of Jehovah, aud the coffer which is with 
it, in which are the vessels of gold, and place 
them on the great stone; and the men of Beth- 
Shcincsh have caused to ascend burnt-offer¬ 
ings and sacrifice sacrifices in that day to 
Jehovah; 1(5 and the five princes of the Philis¬ 
tines have seen it, and turn back to Ekron, on 
that day. 

17 And these are the golden emerods which 
the Philistines have sent back—a guilt offer¬ 
ing to Jehovah: for Ashdod one, for Gaza 
one, for Ashkclon one, for Gath one, for Ekron 
one; 18 and the golden mice—the number of 
all the cities of the Philistines—for the five 
princes, from the fenced city even unto the 
hamlet of the villages, even unto the "rent 
meadow on which they placed the ark of Je- 
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Restoration of the ark . 

hovah— are unto this day in the field of Jo¬ 
shua the Beth-Shemeshite. 

19 And He smiteth among the men of Beth- 
Shemesh, for they looked into the ark of Je¬ 
hovah, yea, He smiteth among the people 
seventy men—fifty chief men; and the people 
mourn, because Jehovah smote among the 
people—a great smiting. 

20 And the men of Beth-Shemesh sav, * Who 
is able to stand before Jehovah, this holy 
God? and unto whom doth He go up from 
us?’ 21 And they send messengers _ unto the 
inhabitants of Kirjath-Jearim, saying, ‘The 
Philistines have sent back the ark of Jeho¬ 
vah ; come down, take it up unto you.’ 

VII. 1 AND tlic men of Kirjath-Jearim 
come and bring up the ark of Jehovah, and 
bring it iu unto tlie house of Abinadab, in 
the height, and Eleazar his son they have 
sanctified to keep the ark of Jehovah. 2 And 
it eometh to pass, from thc day of the dwell¬ 
ing of the ark in Kirjath-Jearim, that the 
days are multiplied—yea, they are twenty 
years—and wail do all the house of Israel 
after Jehovah. 

3 And Samuel speaketh unto all the house 
of Israel, ( saying, ‘If with all your heart ye 
are turning back unto Jehovah—turn aside 
the gods of the stranger from your midst, 
and Ashtaroth ; and prepare your heart unto 
Jehovah, and serve Him only, and He doth 
deliver you out of the hand of the Philistines.’ 

4 And the sons of Israel turn aside the 
Baalim and Ashtaroth, and serve Jehovah 
alone; 3 and Samuel saith, * Gather all Is¬ 
rael to Mizpeh, and I pray for you unto 
Jehovah.’ 

6 And they are gathered to Mizpeh, and 
lraw water, and pour out before Jehovah, 
ind fast on that day, and say there, ‘ We have 
sinned against Jehovah and Samuel judge th 
the sons of Israel in Mizpeh. 

7 And the Philistines hear that the sons of 
Israel have gathered themselves to Mizpeh; 
and the princes of the Philistines go up 
against Israel, and the sons of Israel hear, 
and are afraid of the presence of the Philis¬ 
tines. 

8 And the sons of Israel say unto Samuel, 
‘Keep not silent for us from crying unto 
Jehovah our God, and He doth save us out 
of the hand of the Philistines.’ 

9 And Samuel taketh a fat lamh, and caus- 
eth it to go up—a burnt-offering whole to 
Jehovah ; and Samuel crieth unto Jehovah 
for Israel, and Jehovah auswereth him ; 
10 and Samuel is causing the burnt-offering to 
go up—and the Philistines have drawn nigh 
to battle against Israel—and Jehovah doth 
thunder with a great noise, on that day, upon 
the Philistines, and troubleth them, and tney 
are smitten before Israel. 

11 And the men of Israel go out from Miz¬ 
peh, and pursue the Philistines, and smite 
them unto the place of Beth-Car. 

12 And Samuel taketh a stone, and setteth 
it between Mizpeh and Shen, and ealleth its 
name Eben-Ezer, saying, ‘Hitherto hath Je¬ 
hovah helped us.' 

13 And the Philistines are humbled, and 


The request for a king 

have not added any more to come into the 
border of Israel, and the hand of Jehovah is 
on the Philistines all the days of Samuel. 
14 And the cities which the Philistines have 
taken from Israel arc restored to Israel — 
from Ekron even unto Gath—and their bor¬ 
der hath Israel delivered out of the hand of 
the Philistines; and there is peaee between 
Israel and the Amorite. 

13 And Samuel judgeth Israel all the days of 
his life, 1(3 and lie hath gone from year to year, 
and gone round Beth-El, and Gilgal, and Miz¬ 
peh, and judged Israel in all these places; 
" and his returning is to Hamath, for there is 
his house, and there he hath judged Israel, 
and he buildetli there an altar to Jehovah. 

VIII. 1 AND it eometh to pass, when Samuel 
is aged, that lie maketh his sons judges over 
Israel. 2 And the name of his first-horn son 
is Joel, and the name of his second Abiah, 
judges in Beer-Sheba: 3 and his sons have not 
walked in his ways, and turn aside after the 
dishonest gain, and take a bribe, and turn 
aside judgment. 

4 And all the elders of Israel gather them¬ 
selves together, and come iu unto Samuel to 
Ramath, 5 and say unto him, ‘Lo, thou hast 
become aged, and thy sons have not walked 
in thy ways; now, appoint to us a king, to 
judge us, like all the nations,’ e And the 
thing is evil in the eyes of Samuel, when they 
have said, ‘Give to us a king to judge us;’ 
and Samuel pravetli unto Jehovah. 

7 And Jehovah saith unto Samuel, ‘Hear¬ 
ken to the voice of the people, to all that they 
say unto thee, for thee they have not rejected, 
but Me they have rejected, from reigning over 
them. 8 According to all the works that they 
have done from the clay of My bringing them 
up out of Egypt, even unto this day, when 
they forsake Me, and serve other gods—so 
they are doing also to thee. 9 And now, 
hearken to their voice; only, surely thou dost 
certainly protest to them, and hast declared 
to them the custom of the king who doth 
reign over them.* 

10 And Samuel speaketh all the words of 
Jehovah unto the people who are asking from 
him a king, 11 and saith, 4 This is the custom 
of the king who doth Teign over you : Your 
sons he doth take, and hath appointed for 
himself among his chariots, and among his 
horsemen, aud they have run before his 
chariots ; 12 also to appoint for himself heads 
of thousands, and heads of fifties; also to 
plow liis plowing, and to reap his reaping; 
and to make instruments of his war, and in¬ 
struments of his charioteer. 

13 ‘ And your daughters he doth take for 
perfumers, and for cooks, and for bakers* 
14 and your fields, and your vineyards, ana 
your oliveyards—the best—he doth take, and 
hath given to his servants. 15 And your seed 
and your vineyards he doth tithe, and hath 
given to his eunuchs, and to his servants. 

10 And your men-servants, and your maid¬ 
servants, and your young men—the best, and 
your asses, he doth take, and hath prepared 
for his own work; 17 vour flock he doth tithe, 
and ye are to him for servants. 18 And ye 
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have cried out in that day because of the 
king whom yc have chosen for yourselves, 
and Jehovah doth not answer youiu that dav.’ 

18 And the people refuse to hearken to tlie 
voice of Samuel, and say, * Nay, but a king is 
over us, 20 and we have been, even we, like 
all the nations; and our king hath judged us, 
and gone out before us, and fought our 
battles.’ 

21 And Samuel heareth all the words of the 
people, ‘ and speaketh them in the ears of 
Jehovah; 22 and Jehovah saith unto Samuel, 
* Hearken to their voice, and thou hast caused to 
reign over them a king.’ And Samuel saith uu- 
to the men of Israel, 4 Go ye each to his city.’ 


IX. 1 AND there is a man of Benjamin, and 
his name w Kish, sou of Abiel, son of Zeror, 
son of Becliorath, son of Apliiah, a Benjam- 
ite, mighty of valour, 2 and he hath a son. 
and his name is Saul, a choice youth and 
goodly, and there is not a man among the 
sons of Israel goodlier than he—from his 
shoulder and upward, higher than any of the 
people. 

3 And the asses of Kish, father of Saul, are 
lost, and Kish saith unto Saul his sou, 1 Take, 
I pray thee, with thee, one of the young men, 
and nse, go, seek the asses.’ 

4 And he passeth over through the hill- 
country of Epnraim, and passeth over through 
the land of Slialisha, and they have not 
found; and they pass over through the land 
of Shaalim, and they are not; and he passeth 
over through the laud of Benjamin, and they 
have not found. 

5 They have come in unto the land of Zuph, 
and Saul hath said to his young man who is 
with him, 4 Come, aud we turn back, lest my 
father leave off from the asses, and hath been 
sorrowful for us.’ 

0 And he saith to him, 4 Lo, I pray thee, a 
man of God is in this city, and the tnan is 
honoured; all that he speaketh doth certainly 
come; now, we go there, it may be he doth 
declare to us our way on which we have gone.’ 

7 And Saul saith to his young man, ‘And 
lo, we go, anj what do we bring in to the 
man? for the bread hath gone from our ves¬ 
sels, and a present there is not to bring in to 
the man of God—what is 'with us?’ 

8 And the voun£ man addeth to answer 
Saul, and saith, 4 Lo, there is fouud with me 
a fourth of a shekel of silver: aud I have 
given to the man of God, and he hath declared 
to us our way.’ 

8 Formerly in Israel, thus said the man in 
his going to seek God, ‘Come and we go unto 
the seer,’ for the ‘ prophet’ of to-day is called 
formerly ‘ the seer.’ 

10 And Saul saith to his young man, 4 Thy 
word w good; eome, we go; * and they go unto 
the city where the man of God w. 

11 They are going up in the ascent of the 
city, and. have found young women going out 
to draw water, and say to them, 4 Is the seer 
in this place? 1 12 And they answer them and 
say, 4 He is; lo, before thee! haste, now, for 
to-aay he hath come in to the city, for the 
people hath a stated sacrifice in a high place. 
“ At your going in to the city so ye do find 
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him, before he doth go up in to the high place 
to eat; for the people do not eat till Bis com¬ 
ing, for he doth bless the sacrifice; afterwards 
they eat, who are called, and now, go Up, for 
at this time ye find him.’ 

14 And they go up in to the city; they are 
coming in to the midst of the city, and lo, 
Samuel is coming out to meet them, to go up 
to the high place; 16 aud Jehovah had un¬ 
covered the ear of Samuel one day before the 
coming of Saul, saying, 16 4 At tiiis time to¬ 
morrow, I send unto thee a man out of the 
land of Benjamin — aud thou hast anointed 
him for leader over My people Israel, and he 
hath saved My people out of the hand of the 
Philistines; for I have seen My people, for 
its cry hath come in unto Me/ 17 When 
Samuel hath seen Saul, then hath Jehovah 
answered him, 4 Lo, the man of whom I have 
spoken unto thee; this one doth restrain My 
people.’ 

18 And Saul draweth nigh to Samuel in the 
midst of the gate, and saith, ‘Declare, I pray 
thee, to me, where is this—the seer’s house?’ 

10 And Samuel answereth Saul and saith, 
4 1 am the seer; go up before me into the 
high place, and ye have eaten with me to¬ 
day, and I have seut thee away iu the morn¬ 
ing, and all that is in thy heart 1 declare to 
thee. 20 As to the asses which are lost to 
thee this day three days, set not thy heart to 
them, for they have been found; aud. to whom 
is all the desire of Israel?’ is it not to theo 
and to all thy father’s house ?’ 

21 And Saul answereth and saith, 4 Am not 
I a Benjamite—of the smallest of the tribes 
of Israel ? and my family the least of all the 
families of the tribe of Benjamin ? and why 
hast thou Bpoken unto me according to this 
word?’ 

22 And Samuel taketli Saul, and his young 
man, and bringeth them in to the chamber, 
and giveth to them a place at the head of 
those called ; and they are about thirty men. 
23 And Samuel saith to the cook, ‘Give the 
portion which I gave to thee, of which I said 
unto thee, ‘Set it by thee?’ 24 (and the cook 
lifteth up the leg, and that which is on it, 
and Betteth before Saul), and he saith, ‘Lo, 
that which is left; set it before thee—eat, for 
to this appointed season it iB kept for thee, 
saying, The people I have called; ’ and Saul 
eateth with Samuel on that day. 

25 And they come down from the high placo 
to the city, and he speaketh with Saul on the 
roof. 26 And they nse early, and it cometh 
to pass, at the ascending of the dawn. that 
Samuel calleth unto Saul, on the roof, say¬ 
ing, ‘Else, and I seud thee away;’ and Saul 
riseth, and they go out, both of them—he and 
Samuel, without. 

27 They are going down in the extremity of 
the city, and Samuel hath said unto Saul, 

4 Say to the young man that lie pass on be¬ 
fore us (and he passeth on), and thou, stand 
at this time, and I cause thee to hear the 
word of God.’ 

X. 1 AND Samuel taketli the vial of the oil, 
and poureth on his head, aud kisseth him, 
and saith, ‘Is it not because Jehovah hath 
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anointed thee over His inheritance for leader? 
2 In thy going to-day from me— then thou 
hast found two men by the grave of Rachel, 
in the border of Benjamin, at Zelzah, ana 
they have said unto thee, The asses have 
been found which thou hast gone to seek; 
and lo, thv father hath left the matter of the 
asses, and hath sorrowed for you, Baying, 
What do I do for my son? 

3 ‘ And thou hast passed on thence, and 
beyond, and hast come in unto the oak of 
Tabor, and found thee there have three men 
going up unto God to Beth-El, one bearing 
three kids, and one bearing three cakes of 
bread, and one bearing a bottle of wine, 4 and 
they have asked of thee of welfare, and given 
to thee two loaves, and thou hast received 
from their hand. 

5 ‘Afterwards thou dost come unto the hill 
of God, where the garrison of the Philistines 
is, aud it cometli to pass, at thv coming in 
thither to the city, that thou liast met a 
band of prophets coming down from the high 
place, aud before them psaltery, and tabret, 
and pipe, and ham ana they are prophesy¬ 
ing ; 8 and prospered over thee hath the Spirit 
of Jehovah, and thou hast prophesied with 
them, and hast been turned to another man ; 
7 and it hath been, when these signs come to 
thee—do for thyself as thy hand findeth, for 
God is with thee. 

8 1 And thou hast gone down before me to 
Gilgal, and lo, I am goiu" down unto thcc, to 
oause to ascend burnt-offerings, to sacrifice 
sacrifices of peace-offerings; seven days thou 
dost wait till my coming in unto thee, and 
t have made known to thee that which thou 
dost do.’ _ 

,J And it hath been, at his turning his 
shoulder to go from Samuel, that God turn- 
cth to him another heart, and all these signs 
come on that day, 10 and they come in thither 
to the height, and lo, a band of prophets— 
to meet him, and prosper over him doth the 
Spirit of God, and he prophesieth in their 
midst. 

11 And it cometh to pass, all his acquain¬ 
tance heretofore, Bee, aud lo, with prophets 
he hath prophesied, and the people say one 
unto another, ‘What is this hath happened 
to the son of Kish? is Saul also among the 
prophets?’ 13 And a man thence answereth 
and saith, ‘And who is their father?’ there¬ 
fore it hath been for a simile, ‘ Is Saul also 
among the prophets?’ 

13 And lie ceascth from prophesying, and 
cometh iu to the high place, 14 and the uncle 
of Saul saith unto lum, and unto his young 
man, ‘Whither went ye?’ and he saith, ‘To 
seek the asses; and we see that they are not, 
and we come in unto Samuel.’ 

15 Aud the uncle of Saul saith, ‘Declare, I 
nray thee, to me, what Samuel said to you ?’ 
Ifi And Saul saith unto his uncle, ‘He cer¬ 
tainly declared to us that the asses were 
found;’ and of the matter of the kingdom 
he hath not declared to him that which 
Samuel said. 

17 And Samuel calleth the people unto Je¬ 
hovah to Mizpeli, 18 and saith unto the eons 
of Israel. ‘Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, 


I have brought up Israel out of E^ypt, and 
1 deliver you out of the hand of the Egyp¬ 
tians, and out of the hand of all the king¬ 
doms who are oppressing you ; and _ ye 
to-day have rejected your God. who w Him¬ 
self your saviour out of all your evils and 
your distresses, and ye say, ‘Nay, but—a 
king thou dost set over us ; and now, station 
yourselves before Jehovah, by your tribes, 
and by your thousands.’ 

20 And Samuel bringeth near the whole tribes 
of Israel, and the tribe of Benjamin is cap¬ 
tured, 21 and lie bringeth near the tribe of 
Benjamin by its families, and the family of 
Matri is captured, and Saul son of Kish is 
captured, aud they seek him, and he hath not 
been found. 

22 And they ask again at Jehovah, ‘Hath 
the man yet come hither?’ and Jehovah saith, 
‘Lo, he hath been hidden near the vessels.’ 
23 And they nm and bring him thence, and he 
stationed himself in the midst of the people, 
and he is higher than any of the people from 
his shoulder and upward. 

24 And Samuel saith unto all the people, 
‘Have ye seen him on whom Jehovah hath 
fixed, for there is none like him among all the 
people ?’ And all the people shout, and say, 
* Let the king live! ’ 

25 And Samuel speaketh unto the people 
the right of the kingdom, and writeth in a 
book, and placeth before Jehovah ; and 
Samuel sendeth all the people away, each to 
his house. 

- 8 And also Saul hath gone to his house, to 
Gibeah, aDd the force go with him whose 
heart God hath touched; 27 and the sons of 
worthlessness have said, ‘What! this one 
doth Bave us! ’ and they despise him, and have 
not brought to him a present; and he is as 
one deaf. 

XI. 1 AND Nahash the Ammonite cometli 
up, and encampcth against Jabesh-Gilead, 
aud all the men of Jabesh say unto Nahash, 
‘Make with us a covenant, and we serve thee.’ 

2 And Nahash the Ammonite saith unto 
them, ‘ For this I covenant with you, bv pick¬ 
ing out to you every right eye—and I nave 
put it a reproach on all Israel.’ 3 Aud the 
elders of Jabesh sayto him, ‘ Let us alone seven 
days, and we send messengers into all the bor¬ 
der of Israel: and if there is none saving us— 
then we have come out unto thee.’ 

4 Aud the messengers come to Gibeah of 
Saul, and speak the words in the ears of the 
people, and all the people lift up their voice 
aud weep ; 5 aud lo, Saul hath come after the 
herd out of the field, and Saul saith, ‘ What— 
to the peojple, that they weep?’ and they re¬ 
count to him the words of the men of Jabesh. 

6 And the Spirit of God doth prosper over 
Saul, iu his hearing these words, and his 
anger burnetii greatly, 7 and he taketh a 
couple of oxen, and cuttetli them in pieces, 
and sendeth through all the border of Israel, 
by the hand of the messengers,^ saying, * He 
who is not coming out after Saul and after 
Samuel—thus it is done to his oxen;’ aud the 
fear of Jehovah falletli on the _people, and 
they come out as one inau. 8 Ana he inspect- 
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eth them in Bczek, ami the sous of Israel are 
throe hundred thousand, aud the men of 
Judah thirty thousand. 

8 And they say to the messengers who are 
coming, ' Thus do ye say to the men of Ja- 
besb-Gilead: To morrow ye have safety—by 
the heat of the suu;’ and the messengers 
come and declare to the men of Jabcsh, and 
they rejoice; 10 and the men of Jabesh say to 
the Ammonites, * To-morrow we come out un¬ 
to you, aud ye have done to us according to 
all that is good in your eyes.’ 

11 Aud it cornetu to pass, on the morrow, 
that Said initteth the people in three detach¬ 
ments, ana they come into the midst of the 
camp iu the morning-watch, and smite Am¬ 
mon till the heat of the day; and it cometk 
to pass that those left arc scattered, and there 
have not been left of them two together. 

12 Aud the people say unto Samuel, 4 ’Who 
is he that saith, Saul doth reign over ns! give 
ve up the mcu, aud we put them to death.’ 
13 And Saul saith, ‘There is no man nut to 
death on this day, for to-day hath Jenovah 
wrought salvation iu Israel.’ 

14 And Samuel saith unto the people, ‘ Come 
and we go to Gilgal, and renew the kingdom 
there ** aud all the people go to Gilgal, and 
cause Saul to reigu there before Jehovah in 
Gilgal, and sacrifice there sacrifices of peace- 
o fieri ngs before Jehovah, and there Saul re- 
joiccth — aud all the mcu of Israel — very 
greatly. 

XII. 1 AND Samuel saith uuto all Israel. 

‘ Lo, I have hearkened to your voice, to all 
that yc said to me, aud I cause to reigu over 
you a king, 2 and now, lo, the king is walk¬ 
ing habitually before you, aud I have become 
aged and gray-headed, aud inv sons, lo, they 
arc with you, aud I have walked habitually 
before you from my youth till this day. 

3 ‘Lo, here am 1; testify against me, over- 
agaiust Jehovah, aud over-against His anoint¬ 
ed ; whoso ox have I takeu, and whose ass 
have I takeu, and whom have I oppressed; 
whom have I bruised, and of whose hand have 
I taken a ransom, aud hide rniue eyes with it? 
—and I restore to you,’ 

4 Aud they say, ‘Thou hast not oppressed 
us, nor hast thou crushed us, nor hast thou 
takeu from the hand of any one auythiug.’ 

’And he saith unto them, 'A witness is 
Jehovah against you: aud a witness is His an¬ 
ointed this day, that ye have not found auy¬ 
thiug iu my baud;’ and they say, ‘A wit¬ 
ness. 1 

c Aud Samuel saith unto the people, ‘Je¬ 
hovah—He who made Moses aud Aaron, aud 
who brought up your fathers out of the laud 
of Egypt! 7 and, now, station yourselves, and 
[judge you before Jehovah, with all the right¬ 
eous acts of Jehovah, which He did with you, 
and with your fathers. 

b * When Jacob hath come in to Egypt, and 
your fathers cry unto Jehovah, then Jehovah 
sendeth Moses and Aaron, and they bring 
out your fathers from Egypt, and cause them 
to dwell in this place, 9 and they forget Je¬ 
hovah their God, and He selleth them into 
the hand of Siscra, head of the host of 
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Hazor, and into the hand of the Philistines 
and into the hand of the king of Moab, and 
they fight against them, 10 an^ they cry unto 
Jehovah, and say, We have sinned, because 
we have forsaken Jehovah, aud serve the 
Baalim, and Ashtarotb, aud now, deliver us 
out of the hand of our enemies, aud we serve 
Thee. 

11 ‘And Jehovah sendeth Jerubbaal, and 
Bedau, aud Jephthah, and Samuel, and deli- 
vereth you out of the hand of your enemies 
round about, aud ye dwell confidently. 

12 ‘And ye see that Nabash king of the 
Beue-Anunon hath come against yoii ? and ye 
say to me. Nay, but a kiug doth reign over 
ns; and Jehovah your God is your king! 
13 And, now, lo, the king whom ve hnvo 
chosen—whom ye have asked! and lo, Jeho¬ 
vah hath placea over you a king. 

14 4 If ye fear Jehovah, and have served 
Him, ana hearkened to His voice, then ye do 
not provoke the month of Jehovah, aud ye 
have been—both yo and the king who hath 
reigned over you—after Jehovah your God. 

^‘And if ye do not hearken to the voice 
of Jehovah — then ye have provoked the 
mouth of Jehovah, aud the hand of Jehovah 
hath been against you, and against your 
fathers. 

16 4 Also now, station yourselves and see 
this great thing which Jehovah is doing be¬ 
fore your eyes; 17 is it not wheat-harvest to 
day? I call uuto Jehovah, anil He doth givt 
voices aud raiu; and know ye and see that 
your evil is great which ye have done in the 
eyes of Jehovah, to ask for you a king.’ 

18 And Samuel calleth unto Jehovah, and 
Jehovah giveth voices aud rain, ou that day, 
and all the people greatly fear Jehovah anil 
Samuel ; 19 and all the people say unto 
Samuel, 4 Pray for thy servants unto Jehovah 
thy God, ana we do not die, for we have 
added to all our sins evil to ask for us a king.' 

20 And Samuel saith unto the people, ‘Fear 
not; ye have done all this evil; only, turn 
not aside from after Jehovah—and ye have 
served Jehovah with all your heart, a *and ye 
do not turn aside after the vain things which 
do not profit nor deliver, for they are vain, 
22 for Jehovah doth not leave His people, ou 
account of His meat name; for Jehovah 
hath been pleased to make you to Him for a 
people. 

23 4 1, also, far be it from me to sin against 
Jehovah, by ceasing to pray for you, aiul l 
have directed you in the good and upright 
way; 24 only, fear ye Jehovah, aud yc have 
served Him iu truth with all your heart, for 
sco that which He hath made great with you ; 
2S and if ye really do evil, both ye and your 
king arc consumed.’ 

XIII. 1 A son of a year is Saul iu his reign¬ 
ing, yea, two years he hath reigned over Is¬ 
rael, 5 and Saul chooseth for himself three 
thousaud men out of Israel; and two thou¬ 
sand are with Saul in Michmash, and in the 
hill-country of Beth-El; and a thousaud have 
been with Jonathan in Gibeah of Beniamin; 
and the remnant of the jieoplc lie hath scut 
each to his tents 
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8 And Jonathan smiteth the garrison of the 
Philistines which is in Geba, and the Philis¬ 
tines hear, and Saul hath blown with a trum-. 
pet through all the land, saying, ‘Let the 
Hebrews hear.’ 4 And all Israel have heard, 
saying, ‘Saul hath smitten the garrison of the 
Philistines,’ and also, ‘Israel hath been ab¬ 
horred by the Philistines:' and the people are 
called after Saul to Gil gal. 

5 And the Philistines have been gathered 
to fight with Israel; thirty thousand chariots, 
and six thousand horsemen, and a people as 
the sand which is on the sea-shore for multi¬ 
tude; and they come up and encamp in Micli- 
ma9h, east of Beth-Aven. 

6 And the men of Israel have seen that they 
are distressed, that the people hath been op¬ 
pressed, and the people hide themselves in 
caves, and in thickets, and in rocks, and in 
high places, and in pits. 7 And Hebrews 
have passed, over the Jordan to the land of 
Gad and Gilead; and Saul is yet in Gilgal, 
and all the people have trembled after him. 

8 And he waiteth seven days, according to 
the appointment with Samuel, and Samuel 
hath not come to Gilgal, and the people arc 
scattered from off him. 9 And Saul saith. 
‘Bring nigh unto me the burnt-offering, ana 
the peace-offerings; ’ and he causeth the burnt- 
offering to ascend 

10 And it cometh to pass at his completing 
to cause the burnt-offering to ascend, that lo, 
Samuel hath come, and Saul goetli out to 
meet him, to bless him; 11 and Samuel saith, 
‘What hast thou done?’ Aud Saul saith, 

‘ Because 1 saw that the people wero scat¬ 
tered from off me, and thou hadst not come 
at the appointment of the days, and the Phil¬ 
istines are gathered to Michmash- 12 and I 
say, Now do the Philistiucs come down unto 
me to Gilgal. and the face of Jehovah I have 
not appeased; and I force myself, and cause 
the burnt-offering to ascend.’ 

13 And Samuel 6aith unto Saul, ‘Thou hast 
been foolish; thou hast not kept the command 
of Jehovah thy God, which He commanded 
thee, for now had Jcliovah established, thy 
kingdom over Israel unto the age; 14 and, 
now, thy kingdom doth not stand, Jehovah 
hath sought for Himself a man according to 
His own heart, and Jehovah chargeth him 
for leader over His people, for thou hast not 
kept that which Jehovah commanded thee.’ 

18 And Samuel riseth, and goetb up from 
Gilgal to Gibeali of Benjamin; aud Saul in- 
snecteth the people who are found with him, 
about six hundred men, 10 and Saul, and 
Jonathan his sou, and the people who arc 
found with them, are abiding in Gibeah of 
Benjamin, aud the Philistines have encamp¬ 
ed in Mich mash. 

17 And the destroyer goetli out from the 
camp of the Philistines—tlirec detachments • 
the oue detachment turneth unto the way of 
Ophrah, unto the laud of Shual; 10 and the 
one detachment turneth the way of Betli- 
Horon, and the one detachment turneth the 
way of the border which is looking on the val¬ 
ley of the Zeboim, toward the wilderness. 

* a And an artificer is not found in all the 
land of Israel, for the Philistines said, 1 Lest 


the Hebrews make sword or spear j ’ 20 and 
all Israel go down to the Philistines, to 
sharpen each his ploughshare, and his coulter 
and Ilia axe. and his mattock; 21 and there 
hath been the file for mattocks, and for coul¬ 
ters, and for three-pronged rakes, and for the 
axes, and to set up the goads. 

22 And it hath been, in the day of battle, 
that there hath not been found sword and 
spear in the hand of any of the people who 
are with Saul and with Jonathan—and there 
is found to Saul and to Jonathan his son. 
23 And the station of the Philistines goeth out 
unto the passage of Michmash. 

XIV. 1 AND the day cometh that Jonathan 
son of Saul saith unto the young man bearing 
bis weapons, ‘Come, and we pass over unto 
the station of the Philistines, which is on the 
other side of this; ’ aud to his father he hath 
not declared it. 

2 And Saul is abiding at the extremity of 
Gibeah, under the pomegranate which is iu 
Migron, and the people who are with him, 
about six hundred men, 3 and Aliiali, son of 
Ahitub, brother of I-Chabod, son of Phiuehas 
son of Eli priest of Jcliovah in Shiloli, bearing 
an ephod: and the people knew not that 
Jonathan hath gone. 

4 A nd between the passages where Jonathan 
sought to pass over unto the station of the 
Philistines is the edge of a rock on the oue 
side, aud the edge of a rock on the other side, 
aud the name of the one is Bozez, aud the 
name of the other Seueh. 5 The one edge is 
fixed on the north over-against Miclimashr 
and the one on the south over-against Gibeah 

°And Jonathan saith unto the young man 
bearing his weapons, 1 Come, and wc pass over 
unto the station of those uncireumeised; it 
may be Jehovah doth work for us, for there 
is no restraint to Jehovah to save by many or 
by few.’ 

7 And the bearer of his weapons saith to 
him, ‘Do all that is iu thy heart; turn for 
thee; lo, I am with thee, as thine own heart.* 
0 And Jonathan saith, * Lo, wc arc passing 
over unto the men, and arc revealed unto 
them ; 9 if thus they say unto us, ‘ Stand still 
till we have come unto you,’ tnen wc have 
stood in our place, aud do not go up unto 
them; 10 and if thus they say, ‘Come up 
against us,’ then wc have gouc up, for Jeho¬ 
vah hath given them into our hand, and tins 
to us is the sign 

11 And revealed arc both of them unto the 
station of the Philistines, aud^ the Philistines 
say, 4 Lo, Hebrews arc coming out of the 
holes where they have hid themselves.’ 12 Aud 
the men of the station answer Jonathan, and 
the bearer of his weapons, aud sav, ‘ Come 
up unto us, and wc cause you to know some¬ 
thin^.’ And Jonathan saith unto the bearer 
of Ins weapous, 4 Come up after me, for 
Jehovah hath given them into the hand of 
Israel.’ 

13 And Jonathan goetli up oil liis hands, 
and on his feet, and the bearer of his weapons 
after him; and they fall before Jonathan and 
the bearer of his weapous is putting to death 
after him. 
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: 1 Anri the tLrst smiting which Jonathan and 
tho bearer of his weapons have smitten is of 
about twenty men, in about half a furrow 
of a yoke of a field, 13 and there is a tremb¬ 
ling in the camp, in the field, and among all 
the people, the station and the destroyers 
have trembled—even they, and the earth 
shaketh, and it becometh a trembling of God 

10 And the watchmen of Saul in Gibeah of 
Benjamin see, and lo, the multitude hath 
melted away, and it goeth on, and is beaten 
down. 

17 And Saul saitli to the people who are 
with him, ‘ Inspect, I pray you, and see; who 
hath gone from us?’ and they inspect, and 
lo, Jonathan and the bearer of his weapons 
are not. 18 And Saul saith to Ahiah, ‘ Bring 
nigh the ark of God for the ark of God hath 
been on that day with the sons of IsraeL 

19 And it cometh to pass, while Saul spake 
unto the priest, that the noise which is in the 
camp of the Philistines goeth on, going on 
and becoming great, and Saul saith unto the 
priest, 4 Remove thy hand.’ *° And Saul is 
called, and all the people who are with him, 
and they come in unto the battle, and, lo, the 
sword of each hath been against liis neigh¬ 
bour—a very great destruction. 

21 And the Hebrews who have been for the 
Philistines as heretofore, who had "one up 
with them into the camp, have turned round, 
even they, to be with Israel who are with 
Saul and Jonathan, 22 and all the men of 
Israel, who are hiding themselves in the hill- 
country of Ephraim, have heard that the 
Philistines have fled, and they pursue—even 
they—after them in battle. 23 And Jehovah 
saveth Israel ou that day, and the battle hath 
passed over to Beth-Aven. 

24 And the men of Israel have been dis¬ 
tressed ou that day, and Saul adjureth the 
people, saying, ‘ Cursed is the man who eat- 
eth food till the evening, and I have been 
avenged of mine enemies;’ and none of the 
people bath tasted food. 

25 And all they of the land have come into a 
forest, and there is honey ou the face of the 
field ; 20 and the people come iu unto the forest, 
and lo, the honey dropped, and none is mov¬ 
ing his hand unto his mouth, for the people 
feared the oath. 

27 And Jonathan hath not heard of his 
father’s adjuring the people, and putteth forth 
the end of the rod, which is iu his hand, and 
dippetk it in the honeycomb, and bringeth 
back his hand unto his mouth—aud his eyes 
see! 

23 And a mau of the people auswereth and 
saith, ‘Thy father certainly adjured the 
people, saying, Cursed is the man who eatetli 
food to-day; and the people are weary.’ 
29 And Jonathan saith, 1 My father hath 
troubled the laud ; see, I pray you, that mine 
eyes have become bright because I tasted a 
little of this honey. 30 How much more if 
the people had well eaten to-day of the spoil 
of its enemies which it hath found, for now, 
the smiting hath not been great among the 
Philistines.’ 

21 And they smite on that day among the 
Philistines from Miclunash to Aijalon, and 
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the people are very weary, 32 aud the people 
make imto the spoil, aud take sheep, and 
oxen, and sons of the herd, and slaughter on 
the earth, and the people eat with the blood. 

33 And they declare to Saul, saying, 4 Lo, 
the people are sinning against Jehovah, to 
eat with the blood.' And lie saith, 4 Ye have 
dealt treacherously, roll unto mo to-day a 
great stone.’ 34 And Saul saith, 4 Be ye scat¬ 
tered among the people, and ye have said to 
them, Bring ye nigh unto me each his ox, 
and each his sheep; and ye have slain them 
in this place, and eaten, and ye do not sin 
against Jehovah to eat with the blood.’ And 
aU the people bring nigh each his ox, in his 
hand, that night, and slaughter them there. 
33 And Saul buildeth an altar to Jehovah; 
with it he hath begun to build altars to Je¬ 
hovah. 

3G And Saul saith,_ 4 Let us go down after 
the Philistines by night, and we prey upon 
them till the light of the morning, and leave 
not a man of them.’ And they say, ‘All 
that is good in thine eyes do. v And the 

g riest saith, 4 Let us draw near hither unto 
rod.’ 37 And Saul asketli of God, ‘Do I go 
down after the Philistines? dost Thou give 
them into the hand of Israel?’ and He hath 
not answered him on that day. 

38 And Saul saith, ‘Draw ye nigh hither all, 
the chiefs of the people, and know and see 
in what this'siu hath been to-day; 39 for, 
Jehovah liveth, who is saving Israel: surely 
if it be in Jonathan my son, surely he doth 
certainly die;’ and none is answering him out 
of all the people. 

40 And he saith unto all Israel, 4 Ye—ye are 
on one aide, and I and Jouathan my son are 
on another side;’ and the people say unto 
Saul, ‘That which is good in thine eyes do.’ 
41 And Saul saith unto Jehovah, God of Israel, 
‘Give perfection;’ and Jonathan and Saul 
are captured, and the people went out. 

42 And Saul saith, ‘Cast between me and 
Jonathan my sou;’ and Jonathan is captured. 
43 And Saul saith unto Jonathan, * Declare to 
me, what hast thou done?’ and Jonathan dc- 
claretli to him, and saith, * I certainly tasted 
with the end of the rod that is iu my hand a 
little honey; lo, I die!’ 44 And Saul saith, 

4 Thus doth God clo, aud thus doth He add, 
for thou dost certainly die, Jonathan.’ 

45 Aud the people say unto Saul, 4 Doth 
Jouathan die who wrought this great salva¬ 
tion in Israel?—a profanationJehovah liv¬ 
eth, if there falleth from the hair of Ids head 
to the earth, for with God he hath wrought 
this day;’ and the people rescue Jonathan, 
and he nath not died. 

40 Aud Saul goeth up from after the Philis¬ 
tines, and the Philistines have gone to their 
place ; 47 and Saul captured the kingdom over 
Israel, and he fighteth round about against 
aU his enemies, against Moab. and against the 
Bene-Ammon, and against Edom, and against 
the kings of Zobah, and against the Philis¬ 
tines, and whithersoever he turneth he doth 
vex them. 

48 And he inaketh a force, and smiteth 
Amalek, aud deli vcrctli Israel out of the hand 
! of its up oiler.

46 And the sons of Saul are Jonathan, and 
Ishui, and Melclii-Shua; aa to the name of 
his two daughters, the name of the first-born 
is Merab, and the name of the younger 
Michal; 90 and the name of the wife of Saul 
w Ahinoam, daughter of Ahimaaz; and the 
name of the head of his host is Abner son 
of Ner, uncle of Saul; 51 and Kish is father 
of Saul, and Ner father of Abner is son of 
AhieL 

52 And the war is severe against the Philis¬ 
tines all the days of Saul; when Saul hath 
seen any mighty man, and any son of valour, 
then he doth gather him unto himself. 

XV. 1 AJND Samuel saith unto Saul, ‘Me 
did Jehovah send to anoint thee for king over 
His people, over Israel; and now, hearken to 
the voice of the words of Jehovah: 

2 ‘Thus said Jehovah of Hosts, I have 
looked after that which Amalek did to Israel, 
that which he laid for him in the way in his 
going up out of Egypt. 3 Now, go, and thou 
hast smitten Amalek, and devoted all that 
it hath, and thou hast no pity on it, and 
hast put to death from man unto woman, 
from infant unto suckling, from ox unto sheep, 
from camel unto ass.’ 

4 And Saul summoneth the people, and in- 
specteth them in Telaim, two hundred thou¬ 
sand footmen, and ten thousand are men of 
Judah. 6 And Saul cometh in unto a city of 
Amalek, and layeth wait in a valley; c and 
Saul saith unto the Kenite, ‘ Go, turn aside, 
go down from the midst of Amalek, lest I 
consume thee with it, and thou didst kind¬ 
ness with all the sons of Israel, in their going 
up out of Egypt;’ and the Kenite turneth 
aside from the midst of Amalek. 

7 And Saul smiteth Amalek from Havilah 
—thy going in to Shur, which is on the_ front 
of Egypt, 6 and he catcheth Agag king of 
Amalek alive, and all the people ne hath de¬ 
voted by the mouth of the sword; 9 and 
Saul hath pity—also the people—on Agag, 
and on the best of the tiock, and of the herd, 
and of the seconds, and on the lambs, and on 
all that is good, and have not been willing to 
devote them ; and all the work, despised and 
wasted—it they devoted. 

10 And the word of Jehovah is unto Samuel. 
Baying, 114 1 have repented that I caused Saul 
to reign for king, for he hath turned back 
from after Me, and My words he hath not 
performed;’ and it is displeasing to^ Samuel, 
and he crieth unto Jehovan all the night. 

13 And Samuel riseth early to meet Saul in 
the morning, and it is declared to Samuel, 
saying, * Saul hath come in to Carmel, ana 
lo, be is setting up to himself a monument, 
and goeth round, and passeth over, and goeth 
down to Gilgal.’ 

13 And Samuel cometh in unto Saul, and 
Saul saith to him, ‘Blessed art thou of Je¬ 
hovah ; I have performed the word of Jeho¬ 
vah.’ 14 And Samuel saith, ‘And what is the 
noise of this hock in mine ears—and the noise 
of the herd which I am hearing?’ 18 And 
Saul saith, ‘From Amalek they have brought 
them, because the people had pity on the 
best of the flock, and of the herd, in order 


to sacrifice to Jehovah thy God, and the rem¬ 
nant we have devoted.’ 

16 And Samuel saith unto Saul, ‘ Desist, and 
I declare to thee that which Jehovah hath 
spoken unto me to-night;’ and he saith to 
him, ‘Speak.’ 

17 And Samuel saith, ‘Art not thou, if thou 
art little in thine own eyes, head of the tribes 
of Israel? and Jehovah doth anoint thee 
forking over Israel, 19 and Jehovah sendeth 
thee in the way, and saith, Go, and thou 
hast devoted the sinners, the Amalekite, and 
fought against them till they are consumed; 
19 and why hast thou not hearkened to the 
voice of Jehovah—and dost fly unto the spoil, 
and dost do the evil thing in the eyes of 
Jehovah?’ 

20 And Saul saith unto Samuel, 4 Because— 
I have hearkened to the voice of Jehovah, 
and I go in the wav which Jehovah hath sent 
me, and bring in Agag king of Amalek, and 
Amalek I have devoted; 21 and the people 
taketh of the spoil of the flock and herd, the 
first part of the devoted thing, for sacrifice to 
Jehovah thy God in Gilgal.’ 

28 And Samuel saith, ‘Hath Jehovah had 
delight in burnt-offerings and sacrifices as in 
hearkening to the voice of Jehovah ? lo, hear¬ 
kening than sacrifice is better; to give atten¬ 
tion than fat of rams; 23 for a sin of divination 
is rebellion, and iniquity and teraphim is 
stubbornness ; because thou hast rejected the 
word of Jehovah, He also doth reject thee 
from being king.’ 

24 And Saul saith unto Samuel, 4 1 have 
sinned, for I passed over the command of 
Jehovah, and thy words; because I have 
feared the people, I also hearken to tlieir 
voice; 28 and now, bear, 1 pray thee, with my 
sin, and turn back with me, and I bow myself 
tp Jehovah.’ 

26 And Samuel saith unto Saul, ‘I do not 
turn back with thee; for thou hast rejected 
the word of Jehovah, and Jehovah doth re¬ 
ject thee from being king over Israel. ’ 27 And 
Samuel turneth round to go, and he layeth 
hold on the skirt of his upper robe—and it is 
rent 1 

29 And Samuel saith unto him, ‘Jebovab 
hath rent the kingdom of Israel from thee 
to-day, and given it to thy neighbour who is 
better than thou • 29 and also, the Pre-emin¬ 
ence of Israel dotn not lie nor repent, for He 
*'s not a man to be penitent.’ 

30 And he saith, f I have sinned ; now, hon¬ 
our me, I pray thee, before the elders of my 
people, and before Israel, and turn back with 
me; and I have bowed myself to Jehovah 
tliy God.’ 

31 And Samuel turneth hack after Saul, and 
Saul boweth himself to Jehovah; 32 and 
Samuel saith, ‘ Bring ye nigh unto me Agag 
king of Amalek,’ ana. Agag cometh unto him 
daintily, and Agag saith, ‘ Surely the bitter¬ 
ness of death hath turned aside.’ 33 And 
Samuel saith, ‘As thy sword bereaved wo¬ 
men—so is thy mother bereaved above wo¬ 
men;’ and Samuel heweth Agag in pieces 
before Jehovan m Gilgal. 34 And Samuel 
goeth to Ramath, and Saul hath gone unto 
his house—to Gibeah of Saul. 
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33 And Samuel hath not added to see Saul 
till the day of bis death, for Samuel mourned 
for Saul, aud Jehovah repented that He had 
caused Saul to reign over Israel. 

XVI. 1 ANT) Jehovah saith unto Samuel. 
‘ Till when art thou mourning for Saul, ana 
I have rejected him from reigning over Israel ? 
fill thy horn with oil, and go, I send thee unto 
Jesse the Beth-Lehemite, for I have seen 
among his sons for Myself a king. 

2 And Samuel saith, 1 How do I go ? when 
Saul hath heard, then he hath slain me.’ 
And Jehovah saith. ‘A heifer of the herd 
thou dost take in tny hand, and hast said. 
To sacrifice to Jehovah 1 have come; 3 ana 
thou hast called for Jesse in the sacrifice, and 
I cause thee to know that which thou dost 
do, and thou hast anointed to Me him of 
whom I speak unto thee.’ 

4 And Samuel doth that which Jehovah 
hath spoken, and cometh in to Beth-Lehem, 
and the elders of the city tremble to meet 
him, and one saith, * la thy coming peace ? 3 and 
he saith, ‘ Peace ; to sacrifice to Jehovah I 
have come, sanctify yourselves, and ye have 
come in with me to the sacrifice:’ and he 
sanctifieth Jesse and his sons, and calleth them 
to the sacrifice. 

6 And it cometh to pass, in their coming in, 
that he seeth Eliab, and saith, ‘Surely, before 
Jehovah is His anointed.’ 

7 And Jehovah saith unto Samuel, ‘Look 
not unto his appearance, aud unto the height 
of his stature, for I have rejected him: for 
it is not as mau seeth—for man looketn at 
tlie eyes, and Jehovah looketh at the heart.’ 

8 And Jesse calleth unto Abinadab, and 
causeth liim to pass by before Samuel; aud 
ne saith, ‘Also on this Jehovah hath not 
fixed.’ 

y And Jesse causeth Shammah to pass by, 
and he saith, ‘Also on this Jehovah hath not 
fixed.’ 

10 And Jesse causeth seven of his sons to 
ass by before Samuel, and Samuel saith to 
esse, ‘Jehovah hath not fixed on these.’ 

11 And Samuel saith unto Jesse, ‘Are the 
youQg men finished?’ and he saith, ‘Yet 
hath been left the youngest; and lo, lie de- 
lighteth himself among the flock;’ and Sa¬ 
muel saith unto Jesse, ‘ Send aud take him, 
for we do not turn round till his coming in 
hither.’ 

12 And he sendeth, and bringeth him in, 
and he is ruddy, with beauty of eyes, and of 
good appearance ; and Jehovah saith, ‘Rise, 
anoint him. for this is he.’ 13 And Samuel 
taketh the noru of oil, and anointeth him in 
the midst of his brethren, aud prosper over 
David doth the Spirit of Jehovah from that 
day and onwards; and Samuel riseth and 
goeth to Ramath. 

14 And the Spirit of Jehovah turned aside 
from Saul, and a spirit of sadness from Je¬ 
hovah terrified him; 15 and the servants of 
Saul say unto him, ‘Lo, we pray thee, a spirit 
of sadness from God is terrifying thee; 4fl let 
our lord command, we pray thee, thy servants 
before thee, they seek a skilful man, play¬ 
ing on a harp, and it hath come to pass, in 


the spirit of sadness from God being upon 
thee, that he hath played with his hand, and 
it is well with thee. 

17 And Saul saith unto his servants, ‘Pro¬ 
vide, I pray you, for me a man playing well 
—then ye have brought him in unto me. 

18 And OD6 of the servants answereth and 
saith, 4 Lo, I have seen a son of Jesse the 
Beth-Lehemite, skilful in playing, and a 
mighty virtuous man, and a man of battle, 
ana intelligent in word, and a man of form, 
and Jehovah is with him.’ 

13 And Saul sendeth messengers unto Jesse, 
and saith, ‘Send unto me David thy son, who 
is with the flock.’ 20 And Jesse taketh an 
ass, with bread, and a bottle of wine, and one 
kid of the goats, and sendeth by the hand 
of David his son unto Saul. 

21 And David cometh in unto Saul, and 
standeth before him, and he loveth him 
greatly; and he is a Dearer of his weapons. 
22 And Saul sendeth unto Jesse, saying, * Let 
David, I pray thee, stand before me, for he 
hath found grace in mine eyesJ 

23 And it hath come to pass, in the spirit of 
sadness from God being on Saul, that David 
hath taken the harp, and played with his 
hand, and Saul hath refreshment and glad¬ 
ness, and the spirit of sadness hath turned 
aside from off h im . 

XVIL 1 AND the Philistines gather their 
camps to battle, and are gathered to Shochoh, 
which is to Judah, and encamp between Sho¬ 
choh and Azekah, in Ephes-Dammim: 2 and 
Saul and the men of Israel have been gathered, 
and encamp by the valley of Elah, and set 
the battle in array to meet the Philistines. 

3 And the Philistines are standing on the 
mountain on this side, and the Israelites are 
standing on the mountain on that side, and 
the valley is between them. 

4 And there goeth out a man of the duel- 
lists from the camps of the Philistines, Go¬ 
liath is his name, from Gath; his height is six 
cubits and a span, B and a helmet of brass is 
on his head, ana with a scaled coat of mail he 
is clothed, and the weight of the coat of mail 
is five thousand shekels of brass, 6 and a 
frontlet of brass is on his feet, and a javelin 
of brass between his shoulders, 7 and the 
wood of his spear is like a beam of weavers’ 
and the flame of his spear w six hundred 
shekels of iroD. and the bearer of the buckler 
is going before aim. 

.PAnd he standeth and calleth unto the 
ranks of Israel, and saith to them, ‘Why 
are ye come out to set in array the battle ? 
am not I the Philistine, and ye servauts to 
Saul? choose for you a man, ana let him come 
down unto me; 9 if he be able to fight with 
me, and have smitten me, then we have been 
to you for servants: and if I am able for him, 
and have smitten him, then ye have been to 
us for servants, and have served us.’ 10 And 
the Philistine saitb, ‘I have reproached the 
ranks of Israel this day; give to me a man, 
and we fight together.’ 

11 And Saul heareth—and all Israel—these 
words of the Philistine, and they are broken 
down aDd greatly afraid. 
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J2 And David is sou of this Ephrathite of 
Beth-Lehem-Judah, whose name is Jesse, and 
he hath eight sons, and the man in the days 
of Saul hath become aged among men; 53 and 
the three eldest sons of Jesse go, they have 
gone after Saul to battle; and the name of 
his three sons who have gone into battle are. 
Eliab the first-born, and his second Abinadab, 
and the third Shammah. 

14 And David is the youngest, and the three 
eldest have gone after Saul, 15 and David is 
going and returning from Saul, to feed the 
dock of his father at Beth-Lehem. 

16 And the Philistine draweth nigh, morning 
and evening, and stationcth himself forty days. 

17 And Jesse saitli to David his son, ‘Take, 

I pray thee, to thy brethren, an ephali of this 
roasted corn, and these ten loaves, aud run to 
the camp to thy brethren; 18 and these ten 
cuttings of the cheese thou dost take in to 
the head of the thousand, an' 4 thv brethren 
thou dost inspect for welfare, and their pledge 
lost receive. 1 

1}) And Saul, and they, and all the men of 
Israel are in the valley of Elah, lighting with 
the Philistines. 

20 And David riseth early in the morain^i, 
and leaveth the flock to a keeper, and lifteth 
up, and goeth, as Jesse commanded him, and 
he cometli in to the path, aud to the force 
which is goiug out unto the rank, and they 
lave shouted for battle; 21 and Israel and the 
Philistines set in array rank to meet rank. 

22 And David lettetli down the goods from 
off him on the hand of a keeper of the goods, 
and runneth into the rank, and cometh and 
asketh of his brethren of welfare. 

39 And he is speaking with them, and lo, a 
man of the duellists is coming up, Goliath the 
Philistine is his name, of Gath, out of the 
ranks of the Philistines, and he speaketh ac¬ 
cording to those words, and David hearcth; 
24 and all the men of Israel when they see the 
man flee from his presence, and are greatly 
afraid. 

25 And the men of Israel say, 4 Have ye seen 
this man who is coming up? for, to reproach 
Israel he is coming up, and it hath oeen— 
the man who smiteth him, the king doth en¬ 
rich him with great riches, and his daughter 
he doth give to him, and his father’s house 
doth make free in Israel, 1 
2U And David speaketh unto the men who 
are standing by him, saying, 4 What is done 
to the man who smiteth this Philistine, and 
hath turned aside reproach from Israel? for 
who is this uncircumciscd Philistine that he 
hath reproached the ranks of the living God? 1 
27 And the people speak to him according to 
this word, saying, 4 Thus it is done to the man 
who smiteth him. 1 

28 And Eliab, his eldest brother, heareth 
when he speaketh unto the men, and the 
anger of Eliab burneth against David, and he 
saith, ‘ Why is this—thou hast come down! 
and to whom hast thou left those few sheep 
in the wilderness? I have known thy pride, 
and the evil of thy heart—for, to see the 
battle thou hast come down.’ 29 And David 
saith, ‘What have I done now? is it not a 
word? 1 


30 And he turneth round from him unto an¬ 
other, and saith - according to this word, and 
the people return him word as the first word. 

31 And the words which David hath spoken 
are heard, and they declare before Saul, and 
he recciveth him; 32 and David saith unto 
Saul, 4 Let no man’s heart fall because of him, 
thy servant doth go, and hath fought with 
this Philistine. 1 

33 And Saul saith unto David, * Thou art 
not able to go unto this Philistine, to fight 
with him, for a youth thou art , and he a man 
of war from his youth. 1 

34 And David saith unto Saul, 4 A shepherd 
hath thy servant been to his father among the 
sheep, and the lion hath come—and the bear 
—and hath taken away a sheep out of the 
drove, 35 and I have gone out after him, and 
smitten him, and delivered out of his mouth, 
and he riseth against me, and I have taken 
hold on his beard, and smitten him, and put 
him to death. 36 Both the lion and the bear 
hath thy servant smitten, and this uncircum¬ 
cised Philistine hath been as one of them, 
for he hath reproached the ranks of the liv¬ 
ing God. 1 

37 And David saith, 4 Jehovah, who delivered 
me out of the paw of the lion, and out of the 

E aw of the bear, He doth deliver me from the 
and of this Philistine.’ And Saul saith unto 
David, ‘ Go, and Jehovah is with thee.’ 

3 “ And Saul clotheth David with his long 
robe, and hath put a helmet of brass on his 
head, and doth clothe him with a coat of mail. 

39 And David girded his sword above his 
long robe, and berinneth to go, for he hath 
not tried it: 1 and David saith unto Saul, ‘ 1 
am not able to go with these, for I had not 
tried;’ and David turneth them aside from 
off him. 

40 And he taketh his staff in his hand, and 
chooseth for him five smooth stones from the 
brook, and putteth them in the shepherds’ 
habiliments that he hath, even in the scrip, 
and his sling is in his hand, and he draweth 
nigh unto the Philistine. 

^And the Philistine goeth on, going and 
drawing near unto David, and the man bear¬ 
ing the Duckler is before him, 42 and the Phil¬ 
istine loolceth attentively, and seetli David, 
and despiseth him, for he was a youth, ana 
ruddy, with a fair appearance. 

43 And the Philistine saith unto David, ‘Am 
I a dog that thou art coming unto me with 
staves? 1 and the Philistine revileth David by 
his gods, 44 and the Philistine saith unto 
David, ‘ Come unto me, and I give thy flesh 
to the fowl of the heavens, and to the beast 
of the field. 1 

45 And Da v id saith unto the Philistine, 
‘Thou art coming unto me with sword, and 
with spear, aud with buckler, aod I am 
coining unto thee in the name of Jehovah of 
Hosts, God of the ranks of Israel, which 
thou hast reproached. 4fi This day doth Je¬ 
hovah shut thee up into my hand—and I have 
smitten thee, and turned aside thy head from 
off thee, and given the carcase of the camp 
of the Philistines this day to the fowl of the 
heavens, and to the beast of the earth, and 
all the earth do know that God is for Israel. 
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David slays Goliath. 


47 and all this assembly do know that not by 
Bword aucl by spear doth Jehovah save, that 
the battle is Jehovah’s, and He hath given 
you into our hand,' 

43 And it hath come to pass, that the Phil¬ 
istine hath risen, and goeth, and draweth 
near to meet David, ana David hasteth and 
runneth to the rank to meet the Philistine, 
49 and David putteth forth his hand unto the 
vessel, and taketh thence a stone, and sling- 
eth, and smiteth the Philistine on his fore¬ 
head, and the stone sinketh into his forehead, 
and he falleth on his face to the earth. 

30 And David is stronger than the Philistine 
with a sling and with a stone, and smiteth 
the Philistine, and putteth him to death, and 
there is no sword in the hand of David, 
51 and David runneth and standeth over the 
Philistine, and taketh his sword, and draweth 
it out of its sheath, and putteth him to death, 
and cutteth off with it his head; and the 
Philistines see that their hero is dead, and 
lice. 

5 -And the men of Israel rise—also Judah 
—and shout, and pursue the Philistines till 
thou enter the valley, and unto the gates of 
Ekron, and the wounded of the Philistines 
fall in the way of Shaaraim, even unto Gath, 
and unto Ekron, S:, pnd the sons of Israel 
turn back from burning after the Philistines, 
and spoil their camps. 

54 And David taketh the head of the Phil¬ 
istine, and hringeth it in to Jerusalem, and 
his weapons he hath put in his own tent. 

53 And when Saul secth David going out to 
meet the Philistine, he hath said unto Abner, 
head of the host, ‘Whose son is tins—the 
youth, Abner? 1 and Abuer saith, ‘Thy soul 
liveth, 0 king, I have not known.’ 3G And 
the king saith, ‘ Ask thou whose son this is — 
the young man.’ 

67 And when David turneth back from smit¬ 
ing the Philistine, then Abner taketh him 
and bringeth him in before Saul, and the head 
of the Philistine in his hand; 58 and Saul 
saith unto him, ‘Whose son art thou, O 
youth? 1 and David saith, ‘Sou of thy servant 
• I esse, the Beth-Lehemite.’ 

XVIII. 1 AND it comctli to pass, when he 
(inisheth to speak unto Saul, that the soul of 
Jonathan hath been bound to the soul of Da¬ 
vid, and Jonathan loveth him as his own 
soul. "And Saul taketh him on that day, 
and hath not permitted him to turn back to 
the house of his father. 

a And Jonathan maketh — also David—a 
covenant, because he loveth him as his own 
soul, 4 and Jonathan strippeth himself of the 
upper robe which is upon him, and giveth 
it to David, and his long robe, even unto 
his sword, and unto his bow, and unto his 
girdle. 

5 And David goeth out whithersoever Saul 
doth send him ; he acted wisely, and Saul 
setteth him over the men of war, and it is 
good in the eyes of all the people, and also in 
the eyes of the servants of Saul. 

0 And it cometh to pass, in their coming in, 
in David’s returning from smiting the Philis¬ 
tine, that the women come out from all the 
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cities of Israel to sing—also the dancers—tc 
meet Saul the king, with tabrets, with joy. 
and with three-stringed instruments; 7 ana 
the women answer—those playing, aod say, 

* Saul hath smitten among his thousands, 
And David among his myriads.’ 

8 And it is displeasing to Saul exceedingly, 
and this thing is evil in his eyes, and he 
saith, ‘They have given to David myriads, 
and to me they have given the thousands, 
and more to him is only the kingdom °and 
Saul is eyeing David from that day and 
thenceforth. 

10 Aud it cometh to pass, on the morrow, 
that the spirit of sadness from God prosper- 
oth over Saul, and he prophesieth in the 
inidst of the house, and David is playing with 
his hand, as day by day, and the javelin is in 
the hand of Saul, ^ and Saul casteth the jave¬ 
lin, and saith, ‘ I smite through David, even 
through the wall; 1 and David turneth round 
out ofhis presence twice. 

12 And Said is afraid of the presence of 
David, for Jehovah hath been with him, 
and from Saul He hath turned aside; 13 and 
Saul turneth him aside from him, and ap- 
pointeth him to himself head of a thousand, 
and he goeth out and cometh in, before the 
people. 

14 And David is in all his ways acting wisely, 
and Jehovah is with him, 13 and Saul seeth 
that he is acting very wisely, and is afraid of 
him, 10 and all Israel and Judah love David 
when he is going out and coming in before 
them. 

17 And Saul saith unto David, ‘Lo, my elder 
daughter Merab—her I give to theo for a 
wife ; only, be to me for a son of valour, and 
light the battles of Jehovah and Saul said, 
* Let not my hand be on him, but let the 
hand of the Philistines be upon him.’ 

19 And David saith unto Saul, ‘Who am I ? 
aud what my life—the family of my father 
in Israel—that I am son-in-law to the king?’ 

19 And it cometh to pass, at the time of the 
giving of Merab daugntcr of Saul to David, 
that she hath been given to Adricl the Meho- 
lathite for a wife. 

20 And Michal daughter of Saul loveth 
David, and they declare to Saul, and the tiling 
is right in his eyes, 24 and Saul saith, ‘ I give 
her to him, and she is to him for a suare. and 
the hand of the Philistines is ou him;' aud 
Saul saith unto David, ‘By the second—thou 
dost become my sou-in-law to-day.’ 

23 And Saul commandeth his servants, 
‘Speak unto David gently, saying, Lo, the 
king hath delighted in thee, and all his ser¬ 
vants have loved thee, and now, be son-in-law 
to the king.’ 

23 And the servants of Saul speak in the ears 
of David these words, and David saith, * Ib it 
a light thiug in your eyes to be son-in-law to 
the kin"—aud I a poor man, and lightly 
esteemed?’ 

24 And the servants of Saul declare to him. 
saying, * According to these words hath David 
spoken.’ 25 And Saul saith, ‘ Thus do ye say 
to David, There is no delight to the king in 
dowry, but in a hundred foreskins of the 
Philistines—to be avenged on the cnemieB of 
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the king;’ and Saul thought to cause David 
to fall by the hand of the Philistines. 

26 And his servants declare to David these 
words, and the thing is right in the eyes of 
David, to be son-in-law to the king; and the 
days have not been full, 27 and David risetli 
and goetli, lie and his men, and smiteth among 
the Philistines two hundred men, and David 
bringetli in their foreskins, and they set them 
before the king, to be son-in-law to the king; 
and Saul giveth to him Michal his daughter 
for a wife. 

28 And Saul seeth and knowetk that Jeho¬ 
vah is with David, and Michal daughter of 
Saul hath loved him, 23 and Saul addeth to be 
afraid of the presence of David yet; and Saul 
is an enemy with David all the days. 30 And 
the priuces of the Philistines come out, and 
it cometh to pass from the time of their com¬ 
ing out, David hath acted more wisely than 
any of the servants of Saul, and his name is 
very precious. 

XIX. 1 AND Saul speaketh unto Jonathan 
his son, and unto all his servants, to put 
David to death, 2 and Jonathan son of Saul 
delighted exceedingly in David, and Jona¬ 
than declare 4 th to David, saying, 4 Saul my 
fathemrs seeking; to put thee to death, and, 
now, take heed, I pray thee, in the morning 
and thou hast abode in a secret place, and 
been hidden, 3 and I—I go out, and have 
stood by the side of my father in the field 
where thou art , and l speak of thee unto 
iny father, and have seen what is coming , and 
have declared to thee.’ 

4 And Jonathan speaketh good of David 
unto Saul his father, aud saith unto him, 

1 Let not the king sin against his servant, 
against David, because he hath not siuned 
against thee, and because his works for thee 
are very good; 5 yea, he putteth his life in 
his baud, and smiteth the Philistine, aud Je¬ 
hovah worketh a great salvation for all Israel; 
thou hast seeu, and dost rejoice, and why 
dost thou sin against innocent blood, to put 
David to death for nought?’ 

6 And Saul hearkeneth to the voice of Jo¬ 
nathan, and Saul sweareth, ‘Jehovah liveth 
—he doth not die.’ 7 And Jonathan calleth 
for David, aud Jonathan declareth to him 
all these words, aud Jonathan bringeth in 
David unto Saul, and he is before him as 
heretofore. 

8 And there addeth to be war, and David 
goeth out aud hghteth against the Philistines, 
aud smiteth among them—a great smiting, 
and they flee from his face. 

9 And a spirit of sadness from Jehovah is 
unto Saul, and he is sitting in his house, aud 
his javelin in his hand, and David is playing 
with the hand, 10 and Saul seeketh to smite 
with the javelin through David, and through 
the wall, and he freeth himself from the pres¬ 
ence of Saul, aud he smiteth the javebu 
through the wall: and David hath fled and 
escapeth during that night. 

11 And Saul sendeth messengers unto the 
house of David to watch him, and to put him 
to death in the morning ■ and Michal his wife 
4eclareth to David, saying, ‘ If thou art not 


delivering thy life to-night—to-morrow thou 
art put to death.’ 

12 And Michal causeth David to go down 
through the window, and he goeth on, and 
fleeth, and escapeth; 13 and Michal taketh 
the teraphim, ana layeth on the bed, and the 
mattress of goats’ hair she hath put for his 
pillows, and eovereth with a garment. 

14 And Saul sendeth messengers to take 
David, and she saith, ‘He is sick.’ 13 And 
Saul sendeth the messengers to see David, 
saying, ‘Bring him up in the bed unto me/ 
—to put him to death. 16 And the messen- 
ers come in, and lo, the teraphim are on the 
ed, and the mattress of goats’ hair t for his 
pillows. 

17 And Saul saith unto Michal, ‘Why thus 
hast thou deceived me—that thou dost seud 
away mine enemy, and he is escaped?’ and 
Michal saith unto Saul, ‘ He said unto me, 
Send me away : why do I put thee to death ?’ 

18 And David hath fled, and is escaped, and 
cometh in unto Samuel to Ramath, and de¬ 
clareth to him all that Saul hath done to him, 
and he goeth, he and Samuel, and they dwell 
in Naioth. 

19 And it is declared to Saul, saying, ‘ Lo. 
David is in Naioth in Ramah. 20 And Saul 
sendeth messengers to take David, and they 
see the assembly of the prophets prophesying, 
and Samuel standing, set over them, and the 
Spirit of God is on Saul’s messengers, and 
they prophesy—they also. 

21 And they declare it to Saul, and he send¬ 
eth other messengers, and they prophesy— 
they also; and Saul addeth and sendeth 
messengers a third time, and they prophesy 
—they also. 

22 And he goeth—he also—to Ramath, and 
cometh in unto the great well which is in 
Sechu, and asketh, and saith, ‘Where are 
Samuel and David?’ and one saith, ‘Lo, in 
Naioth in Ramah.’ 

23 And he goeth thither—unto Naioth in Ra¬ 
mah, and the Spirit of God is upon him— 
him also ; and he goeth, going on, and lie pro- 
phesyeth till his coming in to Naioth in Ra¬ 
mah, 24 and he strippeth off—he also—his 
garments, aud prophesieth—he also—before 
Samuel, and falleth down naked all that day 
and all the night; therefore they say, ‘Is 
Saul also among the prophets?’ 

XX. *AND David fleeth from Naioth in 
Ramah, and cometh, and saith before Jona¬ 
than, * What have I done ? what is mine ini¬ 
quity? and what my sin before thy father, 
that "he is seeking my life?’ 2 And he saith 
to him, * Far be it! thou dost uot die; lo, my 
father doth not do anything great or small 
and doth not uncover mine ear; and where¬ 
fore doth my father hide from me this thing ? 
this thing is not.* 

3 And David sweareth again, and saith, 

‘ Thy father hath certainly known that I have 
found grace in thine eyes, and he Baith, Let 
not Jonathan know this, lest he be grieved; 
and yet, Jehovah liveth, and thy soul liveth. 
but—as a step between me and death.’ 4 And 
Jonathan saith to David, ‘What doth thy 
soul say?—and I do it for thee.’ 
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a covenant between them. 


Jonathan and David make 

o Aud David saith unto Jonathan, ‘Lo, the 
Dew moon is to-morrow; and I do certainly 
Bit with the king to eat; and thou hast sent 
me away, and I nave been hidden in a held 
till the third evening - 6 if thy father at all 
look after me, aud thou hast said, David 
asked earnestly of me to run to Beth-Lehem 
his city, for a sacrifice of the days is there 
for all the family. 7 If thus he say: Good; 
peace is for thy servant; and if it be verv 
displeasing to him—know that the evil hath 
been determined by him; 8 and thou hast 
done kindness, to thy servant, for into a 
covenant of Jehovah thou hast brought thy 
servant with thee; —aud if there is iu me 
iniquity, put thou me to dea^h; aud uuto 
thy father, why is this — thou dost bring 
me in ? ’ 

» And Jonathan saith, ‘ Far be it from thee! 
for I certainly do not know that the evil hath 
been determined by my father to come upou 
thee, and I do not declare it to thee.’ 

10 And David saith unto Jonathan, ‘Who 
doth declare to me? or what if thy father 
doth answer thee sharply ?’ 11 And Jonathan 

saith uuto David, ‘ Come, and we go out into 
the field ; * aud they go out both or them into 
tlie field. 

12 And Jonathan saith unto David, ‘Jeho¬ 
vah, God of Israel—when I search my father, 
vbout this time to-morrow or the third day % 
and lo, good is towards David, and I do not 
then send unto thee, and have uncovered 
thiue ear— 13 thus doth Jehovah do to Jonathan, 
aud thus doth He add; when the evil concern¬ 
ing thee is good to my father, then I have 
uncovered thine ear, and sent thee away, and 
thou hast gone in peace, and Jehovah is with 
thee, as he was with my father; 14 and not 
only while I am alive dost thou do with 
me the kindness of Jehovah, and I die not, 
11 but thou dost not cut off thy kindness from 
my house unto the age, nor in Jehovah’s cut¬ 
ting off the enemies of David, each one from 
off the face of the ground.’ 

16 And Jonathan covenanteth with the house 
of David, and Jehovah hath sought it from 
the hand of the enemies of David; 17 and 
Jonathan addeth to cause David to swear, 
because he loveth him, for with the love of 
his own soul he hath loved him. 

18 And Jouathan saith to him, ‘To-morrow 
is new moon, and thou hast been looked after, 
for thy seat is looked after; 19 and on the 
third aay thou dost certainly come down, and 
hast come in unto the place where thou wast 
hidden in the day of the work, and hast re¬ 
mained near the stone Ezel, 

20 * And I shoot three of - the arrows at the 
side, sending out for myself at a mark; 21 and 
lo, I send the youth: Go, find the arrows. 
If I at all say to the youth, Lo, the arrows 
are on this side of thee—take them,—then 
come thou, for peace is for thee, • and there 
is nothing; Jehovah liveth. 

22 ‘And if thus I say to the young man, 
Lo, the arrows are beyond thee, —go, for 
Jehovah hath sent thee away; 23 as to the 
thin^ which we have spoken, I and thou, 
lo, Jehovah is between me and thee—unto 
the age.’ 


24 And David is hidden in the field, and it 
is the new moon, and the king sitteth down 
by the food to eat, 23 and the king sitteth on 
his seat, as time by time, on a seat by the 
wall, and Jonathan riseth, aid Abner sitteth 
at the side of Saul, and David’s place is looked 
after. 

2ti And Saul hath not spoken anything on 
that day, for he said, ‘It is an acoident; he 
is not clean—surely not elean.’ 

27 And it cometn to pass on the second 
morrow of the new moon, that David’s place 
is looked after, and Saul saith uuto Jonathan 
his son, ‘Wherefore hath the son of Jesse not 
come in, either yesterday or to-day, unto the 
food?’ 

28 And Jonathan answereth Saul, ‘David 
hath been earnestly asked of me unto Beth- 
Lehem, 29 and he saith, Send me away, I pray 
thee, for a family sacrifice we have in the 
city, and my brother himself hath given com¬ 
mand to me, and now, if I have fOund grace 
in thine eyes, let me go away, I pray thee, and 
see my brethren ; therefore ne hath not come 
unto the table of the king.’ 

30 And the anper of Saul burneth against 
Jonathan, and he saith to him, 1 Son of a 
perverse rebellious woman! have I not known 
that thou art fixing on the son of Jesse to 
tby shame, and to the shame of the nakedness 
of thy mother ? 31 for all the days that the son 
of Jesse liveth on the ground thou art not 
established, thou and thy kingdom ; and now, 
send and bring him unto me, for he is a son 
of death.’ 

32 And Jonathan answereth Saul his father, 
and saith unto him, * Why is he put to death? 
what hath he done?’ ^And Saul casteth 
the javelin at him to smite him, and Jona¬ 
than knoweth that it hath been determined 
by his father to put David to death. 

34 And Jonathan riseth from the table iu 
the heat of anger, and hath not eaten food 
on the second day of the new moon, for lie 
hath been grieved for David, for his father 
put him to shame. 

35 And it cometh to pass in the morning, 
that Jonathan goeth out into the field for the 
appointment with David, and a little youth 
is with him. 3R And he saith to his youth, 
* Run, find, I pray thee, the arrows which I 
am shooting;’ the youth is running, and he 
hath shot the arrow, causing it to pass over 
him. 

37 And the youth cometh unto the place of 
the arrow which Jonathan hath shot, and 
Jonathan calletk after the youth, and saith, 
‘ Is not the arrow beyond thee?’ 33 and Jona¬ 
than calletk after the youth, 4 Speed, haste, 
stand Dot;’ and Jonathan’s youth gathereth 
the arrows, and cometh imto his lord. 3y And 
the youth hath not known anything, only 
Jonathan and David knew the word. 40 And 
Jonathan givetk his weapons unto the youth 
whom he hath, and saitli to him, ‘Go, carry 
mto the city.’ 

41 The youth hath gone, and David hath 
risen from Ezel, at the south, and falleth on 
his face to the earth, and boweth himself 
three times, and they kiss one another, and 
they weep one with another, till David ex- 
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erted himself; 45 and Jonathan saith to David, 
‘Go in peace, in that we have sworn— we two 
—in the name of Jehovah, saying. Jehovah 
is between me and thee, and between my 
seed and thy seed—unto the age;’ and he 
riseth and goeth; and Jonathan hath gone 
in to the city. 

XXI. 1 AND David eometli in to Nob, unto 
Ahimelccb the priest, and Aliimelech trem- 
bleth at meeting David, and saith to him, 
‘Wherefore art thou thyself alone, and no 
man with thee?’ 

2 And David saith to Ahimelech the priest, 
* The king hath commanded me a matter, and 
he saith unto me, Let no man know anything 
of the matter about which I am sending thee, 
and which I have commanded thee; and the 
young men I have caused to know at such 
and such a place; 3 and now, what is there 
under thy hand? five loaves give into my 
hand, or that which is found.’ 

4 And the priest answereth David, and saith, 
‘There is no common bread under my hand, 
but there is holy bread; if the youths have 
been kept only from women.’ 

5 And David answereth the priest, and saith 
to him, ‘Surely, if women have been re¬ 
strained from us as heretofore in my going 
out, then the vessels of the young men are 
holy, and it is a common way: and also, sure¬ 
ly to-day it is sanctified in the vessel.’ 

®Amd the priest givetli to him the holy 
thing, for there was no bread there except 
the bread of the Presence which is turned a- 
side from the presence of Jehovah to put hot 
bread in the day of its being taken away. 

7 And there is a man of the servants of 
Saul on that day detained before Jehovah, 
and his name is Doeg the Edomite, chief of 
the shepherds whom Saul hath. 

B Ajnd David saith to Ahimelccli, ‘And is 
there not here under thy hand spear or sword? 
for neither my sword nor my vessels have 
I taken in my hand, for the matter of the 
king was urgent.’ 

0 And the priest saith, ‘The sword of Goli¬ 
ath the Philistine, whom thou didst smite in 
the valley of Elah, lo, it is wrapt in a garment 
behind the ephod, if it thou dost take to thy¬ 
self, take; for there is none other save it in 
this place.' And David saith, ‘There is none 
like it—give it to me.’ 

10 And David riseth and fleeth on that day 
from the face of Saul, and cometh in unto 
Achisli king of Gath; 11 and the servants of 
Aeliish say unto him, ‘Is not this David king 
of the land? is it not of this one they sing in 
dances, sayiug^ ‘Saul smote among his thou¬ 
sands, and David among his myriads?’ 

12 Aid David layeth these words in his 
heart, and is exceedingly afraid of the face of 
Achish king of Gath, 13 and changeth his 
behaviour before their eyes, and feigneth 
himself mad in their hand, and scribbleth on 
the doors of the gate, and letteth down his 
spittle unto his beard. 

14 And Achish saith unto his servants, ‘Lo, 

e see a man acting as a madman; why do ye 

ring him in unto me? l '-’ A lack of madmen 
have 1, that ye have brought in this one to 


act as a madman by me! doth this one come 
in unto my house?* 

XXII. 1 AND David goeth thence, and is 
escaped unto the cave of Adullani, and his 
brethren hear, and all the house of his father, 
and go down unto him thither; -and gather 
themselves unto him do every man in distress, 
and every man who hath an exactor, and 
every man bitter in soul, and lie is over them 
for head, and there are with him about four 
hundred men. 

3 And David goeth thence to Mizpch of 
Moab, and saith unto the king of Moab, ‘Let, 
I pray thee, my father and my mother go out 
with you, till that I know what God doth for 
me ;’ 4 and he leadeth them before the king 
of Moab, and they dwell with him all the 
days of David’s being in the fortress. 

^ And Gad the prophet saith unto David, 
‘Thou dost not abide in a fortress, go, and 
thou bast entered for thee the land of Judah ;’ 
and David goeth and entereth the forest of 
Hareth. 

0 And Saul hearetli that David.hath become 
known, and the men who are with him, and 
Saul is abiding in Gibeali, under the grove in 
Ramah, and hri spear is in his hand, and all 
his servants standing by him. 

7 And Saul saith to his servants who are 
standing by him, ‘Hear, I pray you, yc Ben- 

i amites; also to all of you doth the son of 
esse give fields and vineyards! all of you he 
doth appoint heads of thousands and heads 
of hundreds! 6 for ye have conspired all of 
you against me, and there is none uncovering 
mine ear about my son’s covenanting with 
the son of Jesse, and there is none of you 
grieving for me, and uncovering mine car, 
that my son hath raised up my servant against 
me, to lie in wait as at this day.’ 

3 And answer doth Doeg the Edomite, who 
is set over the servants of Saul, and saith, * 1 
have seen the son of Jesse coming in to Nob, 
unto Ahimelccb son of Ahitub, 10 and lie 
asketli for him at Jehovah, and provision 
hath given to him, and the sword ox Goliath 
the Philistine hath given to him. 

11 And the king sendetli to call Ahimelech 
son of Ahitub, the priest, and all the house 
of his father, the priests, whoarrrin Nob, and 
they come all of them unto the king; *-and 
Sanl saith, ‘Hear, I pray thee, son of Ahitub;’ 
and he saith, ‘ Here am I, my lord.’ 

13 And Saul saitli uuto him, ‘ Why have ye 
conspired against me, thou and the son of 
Jesse, by thy giving to him bread and a 
sword, and to ask for him at God, to rise 
against me, to lie in wait, as at this day?’ 

14 And Ahimelech answereth the king and 
saith, ‘And who among all thy servants is as 
David—faithful, and son-in-law of the king, 
and hath turned aside unto thy council, and 
is honoured in thy house? 15 To-day have I 
begun to ask for him at God? far be it from 
me! let not the king lay anything against his 
servant, against any of the house of my 
father, for thy servant hath known nothing 
of all this, less or more.’ 16 And the king 
saith, ‘Thou dost surely die, Ahimelech, 
thou, and all the house of thy father.’ 
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17 And the kin? saith to runners, those 
standiug hy him, ‘Turn round, and put to 
death the priests of Jehovah, because their 
hand also is with David, and because they 
have known that he is fleeing, and have not 
uncovered mine ear;’ aud the servants of 
the kin? have not been willing to put forth 
their hand to come against the priests of 
Jehovah. 

18 And the king saith to Docg, ‘Turn rouud 
thou, aud come against the priests;’ and 
Docg the Edomite turneth round, and cometh 
hiuisclf against the priests, and putteth.to 
death in that day eighty and five men bearing 
a linen ephod, 19 and Nob, the city of the 
priests, he hath smitten by the mouth of the 
sword, from man even unto woman, from 
infant even unto suckling, and ox, and ass, 
and sheep, by the mouth of the sword. 

20 A nd there escapeth one son of Ahimelech. 
son of Ahitub, and his name is Abiathar, ana 
he flcctli after David, 21 aud Abiathar declar- 
eth to David that Saul hath slain the priests 
of Jehovah. 

22 Aud David saith to Abiathar, ‘ 1 have 
known on that day when Doeg the Edomite is 
there, that he doth certainly declare it to 
Saul; I have brought it round to every person 
of the house of thy father; 23 dwell with me; 
fear not; for he who sceketh my life seeketh 
thy life; for a charge art thou with me.’ 

XXIII. 1 AND they declare to David, say¬ 
ing, ‘Lo, the Philistines are fighting against 
Keilali, and they are spoiling the threshing- 
floors.’ 2 And David asketh at Jehovah, saying, 
‘Do I go?—and have I smitten among these 
Philistines?’ And Jehovah saith unto David, 
‘Go, and thou hast smitten among the Phil¬ 
istines, and saved Keilah.’ 

3 Aud David’s men say unto him, * Lo, we 
here in Judah arc afraid; and how much 
more when we go to Keilah, unto the ranks of 
the Philistines?’ 4 And David addeth again 
to ask at Jehovah, and Jehovah answereth 
him, and saith, ‘ Rise, go down to Keilali, for 
I am giving the Philistines into thy hand.’ 

5 And David goeth, and his men, to Keilah, 
and tighteth with the Philistines, and leadeth 
away their cattle, and smiteth among them— 
a great smiting, and David saveth the inhabit¬ 
ants of Keilali. 

u Aud it cometh to pass, in the fleeing of 
Abiathar son of Ahimelech unto David, to 
Keilah, an ephod came down in his hand. 

7 And it is declared to Saul that David 
hath come in to Keilah, and Saul saith, ‘ God 
hatli made him known for my hand, for he 
hath been shut in, to enter into a city of 
doors aud bar.’ e And Saul summoneth the 
whole of the people to battle, to go down 
to Keilah, to lay siege unto David and unto 
his men. 

!l And David knoweth that against him 
Saul is devising the evil, and saith unto Abi¬ 
athar the priest, 1 Bring nigh the ephod.’ 
10 And Davnl saith, ‘Jehovah, God of Israel, 
Thy servant hath certainly heard that Saul 
is seeking to come in unto Keilali, to destroy 
the city on mine account. 11 Do the posses¬ 
sors of Keilah shut me up into his hand? 


doth Saul come down as Thy servant hath 
heard? Jehovah, God of Israel, declare, I prAy 
Thee, to Thy servant.’ Antt Jehovah saith, 
‘He doth come down.’ 15 And David saith, 
‘Do the possessors of Keilah shut me up. 
aud my men. into the hand of Saul?’ Ana 
Jehovah saitn, ‘They shut thee up.’ 

13 And David riseth—and his men—abou* 
six hundred men, and they go out fron 
Keilah, and go up and down where they gr 
up and down; and to Saul it hath been dt 
clared that David hath escaped from Keilah, 
and he ceaseth to go out.^ 

14 And David abideth in the wilderness, iu 
fortresses, and abideth in the hill-country, in 
the wilderness of Ziph ; and Saul seeketh him 
all the days, and God hath not given him 
into his hand. 

18 And David seeth that Saul hath come 
out to seek his life, and David is in the wil¬ 
derness of Ziph, in a forest. 16 And Jonathan 
son of Saul riseth, and goeth unto David to 
the forest, and strengtneneth his hand in 
God, 17 and saith unto him, ‘Fear not, for the 
hand of Saul my father doth not find thee, 
and thou dost reign over Israel, and I am to 
thee for second, and also so knoweth Saul my 
father.’ 18 And they make a covenant both 
of them before Jehovah ; and David abideth 
in the forest, and Jonathan hath gone to his 
house. 

1D And the Zipliites go up unto Said to 
Gibeah, saying, ‘Is not David hiding himself 
with us in fortresses, in the forest, in the 
height of Hachilah, which is on the south of 
the desolate place? 20 And, now, by all the 
desire of thy soul, 0 king, to come down, 
come down, and ours is to shut him up into 
the hand of the king.’ 21 And Saul saith, 
* Blessed are ye of Jehovah, for ye have pity 
on me ; 22 go, I pray you, prepare yet, ana 
know and see his place where his foot is; 
who hath seen him there? for one hath said 
unto me, He is very subtile. 23 And see and 
know of all the hiding-places where he hideth 
himself, and ye have turned back unto me 
repared, and I have gone with you, and it 
ath been, if lie is in the land, that I have 
searched him out through all the thousands 
of Judah.’ 

24 And they rise and go to Ziph before Saul, 
and David and his men are in the wilder¬ 
ness of Maon, in the plain, at the south of 
the desolate place. 23 And Saul and his men 
go to seek, and they declare to David, and 
lie goeth down the rock, and abideth in the 
wilderness of Maon; and Saul heareth, and 

R ursueth after David to the wilderness of 
faon. 

28 And Saul goetli on this side of the moun¬ 
tain, and David and his men on that side of 
the mountain, and David is hastened to go 
from the face of Saul, and Saul and his men 
are compassing David and his men, to catch 
them. 

27 And a messenger hath come in unto Saul, 
saying, ‘Haste, and come, for the Philistines 
have pushed against the land.’ 28 And Saul 
turneth back from pursuing after David, and 
goeth to meet the Philistines, therefore they 
have called that place ‘The Rock of Divi 
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aiona.’ '-“And David goetli up thence, and 
abideth in fortresses at En-gech. 

XXIV. 1 AND it cometh to pass when Saul 
hath turned back from after the Philistines, 
that they declare to him, saying, ‘ Lo, David 
is in the wilderness of En-gedi. r 2 And Saul 
taketh three thousand chosen men out of all 
Israel, and goeth to seek David and his men, 
on the front of the rocks of the wild goats, 
8 and he cometh in unto folds of the flock, 
on the way, and there is a cave, and Saul go¬ 
eth in to cover his feet; and David and his 
men in the sides of the cave are abiding. 

4 And the men of David say unto him, ‘ Lo, 
the day of which Jehovah said unto thee, 
Lo, I am giving thine enemy into thy hand, 
and thou hast done to him as it is good in 
thine eyes and David riseth ana cutteth off 
the skirt of the upper robe which is on Saul— 
gently. 

6 And it cometh to pass afterwards that the 
heart of David smiteth him, because that he 
hath cut off the skirt which is on Saul, 8 and 
he saith to his men, * Far be it from me, by 
Jehovah ; I do not do this thing to my lord— 
to the anointed of Jehovah—-to put forth my 
hand agaiust him, for the anointed of Jehovah 
he 

7 And David subdueth his men by words, 
and hath not permitted them to rise against 
Saul; and Saul hath risen from the cave, and 
goeth on the way; 8 and David riseth after¬ 
wards, and goeth out from the cave, and call- 
eth after Saul, saying, ‘My lord, 0 king!* 
And Saul looketh attentively behind him 
and David boweth—face to the earth—ana 
doth obeisance. 

9 And David saith to Saul, ' Why dost thou 
hear the words of man, saying, Lo, David is 
seeking thine evil? 10 Lo, this day have thine 
eyes seen how that Jehovah hath given thee 
to-day into my hand in the cave: and one 
said to slay thee, and mine eye hath pity 
on thee, and I say, I do not put forth my 
hand against my lord, for the anointed of Je¬ 
hovah new. 

11 ‘ And, my father, see, yea see the skirt 
of thine upper robe in my hand; for by cut¬ 
ting oft' the skirt of thy upper robe, and 1 have 
not slain thee, know and see that there is not 
in my hand evil and transgression, and I have 
not sinned against thee, and thou art hunting 
my soul to take it! 

* 2 ‘Jehovah doth judge between me and 
thee, and Jehovah hath avenged me of thee, 
and my hand is not on thee; 13 as saith the 
simile of the ancients, From the wicked goeth 
out wickedness, and my hand is not on thee. 

14 * After whom hath the king of Israel 
come out? after whom art thou pursuing?— 
after a dead dog! after one flea! 15 And Je¬ 
hovah hath been for judge and hath judged 
between me and thee, yea, he seeth and plead- 
eth my cause, and doth deliver me out of thy 
hand/ 

10 And it cometh to pass, when David com- 
leteth to sneak these words unto Saul, that 
aul saith, 1 Is this thy voice, my sou David?’ 

and Saul lifteth up his voice, and weepetli. 
17 And he saith unto David, ‘ More righteous 


thou art than I; for thou hast done me good, 
and I have done thee evil; 18 and thou hast 
declared to-day how that thou hast done good 
with me, how that Jehovah shut me up into 
thy hand, and thou didst not slay me, ™ and 
that a man doth find his enemy, and hath 
sent him away in a good manner; and Jehovah 
doth repay thee good for that which thou 
didst to me this day. 

w ‘ Andj now, lc, 1 have known that thou 
dost certainly reign, and the kingdom of Israel 
hath stood iu thy hand; 21 and, now, swear to 
me by Jehovah — thou dost not cut off my 
seed after me, nor dost thou destroy my name 
from the house of my father.’ 

22 And David sweareth to Saul, and Saul 
oeth unto his house, and David and his men 
ave gone up unto the fortress. 

XXV. 1 AND Samuel dieth, and all Israel 
are gathered, and mourn for him, and bury 
him in his house, in Hamah ; and David ris¬ 
eth and goeth down unto the wilderness of 
Paran. 2 And there is a man in Maon, and 
his work is in Carmel; and the man is very 
great, and he hath three thousand sheep, and 
a thousand goats; and he is shearing his flock 
in Carmel. 

3 And the name of the man is Nabal, and 
the name of his wife Abigail, and the woman 
is of good understanding, and of fair form, 
and the man is hard and evil in doings ; aud 
he w a Calebite. 

4 And David heareth in the wilderness that 
Nabal is shearing his flock, 3 and David send* 
eth ten young men, and David saith to the 
young men, ‘ Go ye up to Carmel, and ye have 
come in unto Nabal, and asked of him in 
my name of welfare, 0 and said thus: To life! 
and thou, peace; and thy house, peace; and 
all that thou hast—peace! 7 and, now, I have 
heard that thou hast shearers; now, the shep¬ 
herds whom thou hast have been with us. we 
have not put them to shame, nor hath any¬ 
thing been looked after by them, all the days 
of their being in Carmel. 

8 * Ask thy yoimg men, and they declare to 
thee, and the young men find grace in thine 
eyes, for on a good day we have come; give, 1 
pray thee, that which thy hand findeth, to thy 
servants, and to thy son, to David.' 

9 And the young men of David come in, and 
speak unto Nabal according to all these words, 
in the name of David—and rest. 

10 And Nabal answereth the servants of 
David and saith, ‘ Who is David, and who 
the son of Jesse? to-day have servants been 
multiplied who are breaking away each from 
his master; 11 and I have taken my bread, and 
my water, and my flesh, which I slaughtered 
for my shearers, and have given it to meu 
whom I have not known whence they are!’ 

13 And the young men of David turn on their 
way, and turn back, and come in. and declare 
to linn according to all these words. 

13 And David saith to his men, ‘Gird ve on 
each his sword;’ and they gird on each bis 
sword, and David also gird eth on his sword, 
and there go up after David about four hun¬ 
dred men, and two hundred have remained 
by the vessels. 
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14 And to Abigail wife of Nabal bath one 
young man of the youths declared, saying, 
* Lo. David bath sent messengers out or the 
wilderness to bless our lord, and he flieth 
upon them; 13 and the men are very good to 
us, and have not put us to shame, and we 
have not looked after anythin" all the days 
we have gone up and down with them, in our 
being in tbe field; 16 a wall they have been 
unto us both by night and bv day, all the days 
of our being with them, feeding the flock. 

174 And, now. know and consider what thou 
dost; for evil hath been determined against 
our lord, and against all his house, and he is 
too much a son of worthlessness to be spoken 
to.’ 

10 And Abigail hastetli, and taketli two 
hundred loaves, and two bottles of wine, and 
five sheep, prepared, and five measures of 
roasted corn, and a hundred bunches of raisins, 
and two hundred bunches of figs, and setteth 
them on the asses. 

19 Aud she saith to her young men, ‘ Pass 
over before me; lo, after you I am coming;’ 
and to her husband Nabal she hath not de¬ 
clared it; 20 and it hath come to pass, she is 
riding on the ass and is coming down in the 
secret part of the hill-country, and lo, David 
aud his men are coming down to meet her, 
and she meeteth them. 

51 Aud David said, ‘Only, in vain I have 
kept all that this one hath in the wilderness, 
and nothing hath been looked after of all 
that he hath, and he turneth back to me evil 
for good ; 22 thus doth God do to the enemies of 
David, and thus He doth add, if I leave of all 
that he hath till the light of the morning—of 
those sitting on the wall.’ 

23 And Abigail seetli David, and hasteth 
and cometli down from off the ass, and fall- 
eth before David on her face, and boweth 
herself to the earth, 24 and falleth at his feet 
and saith, * On me, my lord, the iniquity ; and 
let, I pray thee, thy handmaid speak in thine 
car, and hear the words of thy handmaid. 

25 * Let not, I pray tlice, my lord set his 
heart to this man of worthlessness, on Nabal, 
for as his name is so is he; Nabal is his name, 
aud folly is with him; and I, thine hand¬ 
maid, did not see the young men of my lord 
whom thou didst seud; 20 and now, my lord, 
Jehovah liveth, aud thy soul liveth, in that 
Jehovah hath withheld thee from coming in 
with blood, and to save thy hand to thee— 
now let thine enemies be as Nabal, even those 
seeking evil unto my lord. 

27 ‘ And, now, this blessing which thy maid¬ 
servant hath brought to my lord—it hath 
been given to the young men who are going 
up and down at the feet of my lord. 

29 ‘Bear, 1 pray thee, with the transgression 
of thy handmaid, for Jehovah doth certainly 
make to my lord a stedfast house; for the 
battles of Jehovah hath my lord fought, and 
evil is not found in thee all thy days. 29 And 
man riseth to pursue thee and to seek thy 
soul, and the soul of my lord hath been bound 
in the bundle of life with Jehovah thy God; 
as to the soul of thine enemies. He doth Bling 
them out in the midst of the hollow of the 
sling. 


30 ‘ And it hath been, when Jehovah doth 
to my lord according to all the good which 
He hath spoken concerning thee, and ap¬ 
pointed thee for leader over Israel, 91 that this 
is not to thee for a stumbling-block, and for 
an offence of heart to my lord — either to 
shed blood for nought, or my lord’s restrain¬ 
ing himself ; and Jehovah hath done good to 
my lord, and thou hast remembered thy 
handmaid.’ 

92 Aud David saith to Abigail, 1 Blessed »a 
Jehovab, God of Israel, who hath sent thee 
this day to meet me, 33 and blessed is thy 
discretion, and blessed art thou in that thou 
hast restrained me this day from coming in with 
blood, and to restrain my hand to myself. 
34 And yet, Jehovah liveth, God of Israel, 
who hath kept me back from doing evil with 
thee, for unless thou hadst hasted, and dost 
come to meet me, surely there had not been 
left to Nabal till the light of the morning, of 
those sitting od the wall.’ 

35 And David receiveth from her hand that 
which she hath brought to him, and to her 
he hath said, ‘ Go up in peace to thy house; 
see, I have hearkened to thy voice, and ac¬ 
cept thy face.' 

35 And Abigail cometh in unto Nabal, and 
lo, be hath a banquet in his house, like a 
banquet of the king, and the heart of Nabal 
is glad within him, and he is drunk unto 
excess, and she hath not declared to him 
anything, less or more, till the light of the 
morning. 37 And it cometh to pass in the 
morning, when the wine is gone out from Na¬ 
bal, that his wife declareth to him these 
things, and his heart dieth within him, and 
he hath been as a stone. 

98 And it cometh to pass, in about ten days, 
that Jehovah smiteth Nabal, and he dieth. 
39 aud David heareth that Nabal is dead, and 
saith, ‘Blessed is Jehovah who hath pleaded 
the cause of my reproach from the hand of 
Nabal, and His servant hath kept back from 
evil, and the wickedness of Nabal hath Jeho¬ 
vah turned back on his own head; ’ and Da¬ 
vid sendeth and speaketli with Abigail, to 
take her to liim for a wife. 

40 And the servants of David come in unto 
Abigail at Carmel, and speak unto her, say¬ 
ing, ‘David bath sent us unto thee to take 
thee to him for a wife.’ 

41 And she riseth and boweth herself— 
face to the earth—and saith, ‘Lo, thy hand¬ 
maid is for a maid-servant to wash the feet 
of the servants of my lord.’ 42 And Abigail 
hasteth and riseth, and rideth on the ass ; 
and five of her young women who are going 
at her feet; and she goeth after the messen¬ 
gers of David, and is to him for a wife. 

43 And Ahinoam hath David taken from 
Jezreel, and they are—even both of them— 
to him for wives ; 44 aud Saul gave Michal his 
daughter, wife to David, to Phalti son of 
Laish, who is of Gallim. 

XXVI. 1 AND the Ziphites come in unto 
Saul, at Gibeah, saying, 4 Is not David hid¬ 
ing himself in the height of Hachilah, on 
the front of the desert?' 2 And Saul riseth, 
and goeth down unto the wilderness of Ziph, 
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and with him three thousand men, chosen 
ones of Israel, to seek David in the wilder¬ 
ness of Zipli. 

3 And Said encampeth m the height of 
Hackilak, which is on the front of the desert, 
by the way, and David is abiding in the wil¬ 
derness, and he seetli that Saul hath come 
after him in to the wilderness ; 4 and David 
sendeth spies, and knoweth that Said hath 
come unto Nachon, 5 and David riseth, and 
cometh in unto the place where Saul hath 
encamped, and David seeth the place where 
Saul hath lain, and Abner son of Ner head 
of his host, and Saul is lying in*the path, and 
the people are encamping round about him. 

0 And David answereth and saith unto Alii* 
melech the Hittite, and unto Abisliai son of 
Zeruiah, brother of Joab, saying, ‘Who doth 
go down with me unto Saul, unto the camp?' 
and Abishai saith, ‘I—I go down with thee.’ 

7 And David cometh—and Abishai—unto 
the people by night, and lo, Saul is lying 
sleeping in the path, and his spear struck into 
the earth at lus pillow, and Abner and the 
people are lying round about him. 

8 And Abishai saith unto David, ‘God hath 
shut up to-day thine enemy into thy hand; 
and, now, let me smite him, I pray thee, with 
a spear, even into the earth at once—and I 
A o repeat it to him.’ 

a And David saith unto Abishai, ‘Destroy 
him not; for who hath put forth his hand 
against the anointed of Jehovah, and been 
acquitted?’ 10 And David saith, ‘Jehovah 
liveth ; except Jehovah doth smite him, or 
his day come that he hath died, or into battle 
he go down, and hath been consumed— 11 far 
be it from me, by Jehovah, from putting forth 
my hand against the anointed of Jehovah ; 
and, now, take, I pray thee, the spear which 
is at his pillow, and tne cruse of water, and 
we go away.’ 

12 And David taketh the spear, and the 
cruse of water at the pillow of Saul, and 
they go away, and there is none seeing, and 
there is none knowing, and there is none 
awaking, for all of them are sleeping, for a 
deep sleep from Jehovah hath fallen upon 
them. 

13 And David passeth over to the. other 
side, and standeth on the top of the hill afar 
off-^great is the place between them ; 14 and 
David calleth unto the people, and unto 
Abner son of Ner, saying, ‘Dost thou not 
answer, Abner:’ and Abner answereth and 
saith, * Who art thou who hast called uuto 
the king?’ 

15 And David saith unto Abner, ‘Art not 
thou a man? and who ia like thee in Israel? 
but why hast thou not watched over thy lord 
the king? for one of the people had come in 
to destroy the king, thy lord. 16 Not good is 
this thing which thou hast done; Jehovah 
liveth, but ye are sons of death, in that ye 
have not watched over your lord, over the 
anointed of Jehovah; and now, see where 
the king’s spear is, and the cruse of water 
which is at his bolster.’ 

17 And Saul discemeth the voice of David, 
and saith t * Is this thv voice, my son David?’ 
and David saith, ‘My voice mv lord, 0 


king! * 18 aud he saith, ‘ Why is this—my lord 
is pursuing after his servant? for what have 
I done, aud what is in my hand evil? 19 And, 
now, let, I pray thee, my lord the king hear 
the words of his servant: if Jehovah hath 
moved thee against me, let Him accept a 
present; and if tbc sons of men—cursed are 
they before Jehovah, for they have cast me 
out to-day from being admitted into the in¬ 
heritance of Jehovah, saying, Go, serve other 
gods. 

20 ‘ And now, let not my blood fall to the 
earth over-against the face of Jehovah, for 
the king of Israel hath come out to seek one 
flea, as one pursueth the partridge in moun¬ 
tains.’ 

21 And Saul saith, ‘ I have sinned; turn 
back, my son David, for I do evil to thee no 
more, because that my soul hath been pre¬ 
cious in thine eyes this day; lo, I have acted 
foolishly, and do err very gTeatly.’ 

22 Ana David answereth and saith, ‘ Lo, the 
king’s spear; aud let one of the young men 

ass over, and receive it; 23 and Jehovah 

oth turn back to each his righteousness and 
liia faithfulness, iu that Jehovah hath given 
thee to-day into my hand, and I have not 
been willing to put forth my hand against 
the anointed of Jehovah, 24 and lo, as thy 
soul hath been great this day in mine eyes, 
so is my soul great iu the eyes of Jehovah, 
and He doth deliver me out of all distress.’ 

25 Aud Saul saith unto David, * Blessed art 
thou, my son David, also working thou dost 
work, aud also prevailing thou dost prevail.' 
And David goeth on his way, and Saul hath 
turued back to his place. 

XXVII. 1 AND David saith unto ki3 heart, 
‘Now am I consumed one day by the hand of 
Saul; there is nothing for me better than 
that I diligently escape unto the laud of the 
Philistines, and Saul hath been despairing of 
me—of seeking me any more in all the bor¬ 
der of Israel, and I have escaped out of liis 
hand.’ 

2 And David riseth, and passeth over, he 
and six hundred men who are with him, unto 
Achish son of Maock king of Gath; 3 and 
David dwelleth with Achish in Gath, he and 
his men, each one with his household, even 
David and his two wives, Ahinoam the Jez- 
reelitess, and Abigail wife of Nabal the 
Carmelitess. 4 And it is declared to Saul 
that David hath fled to Gath, and he hath 
not added any more to seek him. 

6 And David saith unto Achish, ‘If, I pray 
thee, I have found gTace in thine eyes, they 
give to me a place in one of the cities of the 
field, and I dwell there, yea, why doth thy 
servant dwell in the royal city with thee?’ 
9 And Achish giveth to him iu that day Zik- 
lag, therefore hath Ziklag been to the kings 
of Judah till this day. 

7 And the number of the days which David 
hath dwelt in the field of the Philistines is 
days and four months; 6 and David goeth up 
ana his men, and they push unto the Geshurite, 
and the Geriate, and the Amalekite, (for 
they are inhabitants of the land from of 
old), as thou comest in to Shur and unto thr 
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land of Eimrt, 9 and David hath smitten the 
land, ana aoth not keep alive man and 
woman, and hath taken sheep, and oxen, 
and asses, and camels, and garments, and 
turueth back, and cometli in unto Achish. 

10 And Achish saitli, ‘Whither have yc 
pushed today?’ and David saitli, ‘Against 
the south of Judah, and against the south of 
the Jerahmeelite, and unto the south of the 
Keuite.’ 11 Neither man nor woman doth 
David keep alive, to bring in word to Gath, 
sayiug, ‘ Lest they declare it against us, say¬ 
ing, Thus hath David done, and thus is his 
custom all the days that lie hath dwelt in the 
fields of the Philistines.’ 

12 And Achish believeth in David, sayiug. 

‘ He hath made himself utterly abhorred 
among his people, in Israel, and hath been to 
me for a servant age-during.’ 

XXVIII. 1 AND it cometli to pass in those 
days, that the Philistines gather their camps 
for the war, to fight against Israel, and Ac- 
liisli saitli unto David, ‘ Thou dost certainly 
know that with me thou dost go out into the 
camp, thou and thv men.’ 

- And David saitli unto Achish, ‘Therefore 
—thou dost know that which thy servant 
dost do.’ And Achish saith unto David, 
‘Therefore—keeper of my head Ido appoint 
thee all the days.' 

3 And Samuel hath died, and all Israel 
mourn for him, and bury him in Hamah, even 
in his city, and Saul hath turned aside those 
having familiar spirits, and the wizards, out 
of the land. 

4 And the Philistines are gathered, and 
come in, and encamp in Sliunem, and Saul ga- 
thereth all Israel, and they encamp in Gil- 
boa, e and Saul seeth the camp of the Philis¬ 
tines, and feareth. and his heart trembleth 
greatly, c and Saul asketh at Jehovah, and 
Jehovah hath not answered him, either by 
dreams, or by Urim, or by prophets. 

7 And Saul saith to his servants, ‘ Seek for 
me a woman possessing a familiar spirit, and 
I go unto her, and inquire of her; ’ and his 
servants say unto him, ‘ Lo, a woman possesn- 
ing a familiar spirit in En-dor.' 

H And Saul aisguiseth himself and putteth 
on other garments, and goeth, he and two 
of the men with him, and they come in unto 
the woman by night, and he saith, ‘ Divine, I 
pray thee, to me by the familiar spirit, and 
cause to come up to me him whom I say unto 
thee.’ 

9 And the woman saith unto him, *Lo, 
thou hast known that which Saul hath done, 
that he hath cut off those having familiar 
spirits, and the wizards, out of the land: 
and why art thou laying a snare for my soul 
—to put me to death?’ 10 And Saul swear- 
eth to her by Jehovah, Baying, ‘Jehovah 
liveth, punishment doth not meet thee for 
this thing.’ 

11 And the woman saith, ‘Whom do I bring 
up to thee?’ and he saith, ‘Samuel—bring 
up to me.’ 12 And the woman seeth Samuel, 
and crieth with a loud voice, and the woman 
speaketh unto Saul, saying, ‘Why hast thou 
deceived me —and thou Saul?’ 13 And the 
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kiug saith to her, ‘Do not fear; for what hast 
thou seen?’ and the woman saith unto Saul, 
‘Gods I have seen coming up out of the 
earth.’ 14 And he saith to her, ‘What is his 
form?’ and she saith, ‘An aged man is com¬ 
ing up, and he is covered with an upper 
robe;’ and Saul knoweth that he is Samuel, 
and boweth—face to the earth — aud doth 
obeisance. 

15 And Samuel saith unto Saul, * Why hast 
thou troubled me, to bring me up?’ And 
Saul saitli, ‘ I have great distress, and the 
Philistines are lighting against me, and God 
hath turned aside from me, aud hath not 
answered me any more, cither by the hand of 
the prophets, or by dreams; and I call for 
thee to let me know what I do.’ 

lc And Samuel saith. ‘And why dost thou 
ask me, and Jehovah hath turned aside from 
thee, aud is thine enemy? 17 And Jehovah 
doth for Himself as He hath spoken by my 
hand, and Jehovah rendeth the kingdom out 
of thy hand, and giveth it to thy neighbour 
—to David. 18 Because thou hast not heark¬ 
ened to the voice of Jehovah, nor didst the 
fierceness of His an^er on Amalek—therefore 
this thing hath Jeliovah done to thee this 
day; 19 yea, Jehovah giveth also. Israel with 
thee into the hand of the Philistines, and to¬ 
morrow thou and thy sons are with me ; also 
the camp of Israel doth Jehovah give into the 
hand of the Philistines.’ 

20 And Saul hasteth and falleth—the ful¬ 
ness of his stature—to the earth, and feareth 
greatly because of the words of Samuel; also 

ower was not in him, for he had not eaten 

read all the day, and all the night. 

21 And the woman cometh in unto Saul, and 
.seeth that he hath been greatly troubled, and 
saith unto him, ‘ Lo ; thy maid-servant hath 
hearkened to thy voice, and I put my soul in 
my hand, and I obey thy words which thou 
hast spoken unto me ; 22 and now, hearken, I 
pray tnee, also thou, to the voice of thy maid¬ 
servant, and I set before thee a morsel of 
bread, and eat, and there is in thee power 
when thou goest in the way.’ 

23 And he refuseth, and saith, ‘I do not 
eat;’ and his servants urge on him, and also 
the woman, and he hearkeneth to their voice, 
and riseth from the earth, and sitteth on 
the bed. 

24 And the woman hath a calf of the stall 
in the house, and she hasteth and slaugh¬ 
tered it, and taketh flour, and kneadeth, 
and baketh it unleavened things, 25 andibring- 
eth nigh before Saul, and before his servants, 
and they eat, and rise, and go on, during that 
night. 

3QCIX. 1 AND the Philistines gather all 
their camps to Aphek, and the Israelites are 
encamping at a fountain which is in Jezreel, 
2 and the princes of the Philistines are pass¬ 
ing on by hundreds, and by thousands, and 
David and his men are passing on in the rear 
with Achish. 

3 And the heads of the Philistines say, 

‘ What are these Hebrews ? 1 and Achish 
saith unto the heads of the Philistines, ‘ Is 
not this David servant of Saul king of Israel, 
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who hath been with me these days or these 
years, and 1 have not found in him anything 
DTong from the day of his falling away till 
his day.’ 

4 And the heads of the Philistines are wroth 
against him, and the heads of the Philistines 
say to him, ‘Send back the man, and he doth 
turn back unto his place whither thou hast 
appointed him, and doth not go down with 
us into battle, and is not to us for an adver¬ 
sary in battle; and wherewith doth this one 
reconcile himself unto his lord—is it not with 
the heads of those men V 0 Is not this David, 
of whom they answer in choruses, saying, Saul 
hath smitten among his thousands, and David 
among his myriads?’ 

8 And Achish calleth unto David, and saith 
unto him, ‘Jehovah liveth, surely thou art 
upright, and good in mine eyes is thy going 
out, and thy coming in, with me in the camp, 
for I have not found in thee evil from the day 
of thy coming in unto me till this day ; and 
in the eyes of the princes thou art not good ; 
7 and now, turn back, and go in peace, and 
thou dost do no evil in the eyes of the princes 
of the Philistines.’ 

a And David saith unto Achish, ‘But what 
have I done? and what hast thou found in 
thy servant from the day that I have been 
before thee till this day—that I go not in and 
have fought against tne enemies of my lord 
the king?’ 

9 And Achish answereth and saith unto 
David, 4 1 have known that thou art good in 
nine eyes as a messenger of God; only, the 
princes of the Philistines have said, He doth 
lot go up with us into battle; 10 and now, 
rise thou early in the morning, and the ser¬ 
vants of thy lord who have come with thee, 
when ye have risen early in the morning, and 
have light, then go ye.’ 

11 And David nsetli early, he and his men, 
to go in the morning, to turn back unto the 
land of the Philistines, and the Philistines 
have gone up to JezreeL 

XXX. 1 AND it cometh to pass, in the 
coming in of David and his men to Ziklag, 
on the third day, that the Amalekites have 
pushed unto the south, and unto Ziklag, and 
smite Ziklag, and burn it with fire, 2 and they 
take captive the women who are in it; from 
small unto great they have not put any one 
to death, ana they lead away, and go on their 
way. 

3 And David cometh in—and his men—unto 
the city, and lo, burnt with fire, and their 
wives, and their sons, and their daughters 
have been taken captive! 4 And David lift- 
eth up—and the people who are with him— 
their voice and weep, till that they have no 
power to weep. 

5 And the two wives of David have been 
taken captive, Aliinoam the Jezreelitess, and 
Abigail wife of Nabal the Carmelite; 6 and 
David hath great distress, for the people have 
said to stone him, for the soul of all the people 
hath been bitter, each for his sons and for his 
daughters; and David doth strengthen him- 
■elf in Jehovah his God. 

7 And David saith unto Abiathar the priest. 


son of Ahimelech, ‘Bring nigh, 1 pray thee, 
to me the ephodand Abiathar bringeth nigh 
the ephod unto David, 8 and David asketli at 
Jehovah, saying, ‘ I pursue after this troop— 
do I overtake it?’ And He saith to him, 
4 Pursue, for thou dost certainly overtake, 
and dost certainly deliver.’ 

9 And David goeth on, he and six hundred 
men who are with him, and they come in unto 
the brook of Besor, and those left have stood 
still. 10 and David pursueth, he and four hun¬ 
dred men, (and two hundred men stand still 
who have been too faint to pass over the 
brook of Besor), 11 and they find a man, an 
Egyptian, in the field, and take him unto 
David, aud give to him bread, and he eateth, 
and they cause him to drink water, 12 and 
give to him a piece of a bunch of dried figs, 
and two bunches of raisins, and he eat¬ 
eth. and his spirit returneth unto him, for he 
hath not eaten bread nor drunk water three 
days and three nights. 

13 And David saith to him, 4 Whose art 
thou? and whence art thou?’ And he saith, 
‘ An Egyptian youth I am, servant to a man, 
an Amalekite, and my lord forsaketh me, for 
I have been sick three days, 14 we pushed to 
the south of the Cherethite, and against that 
which is to Judah, and against the south of 
Caleb, and Ziklag we burned with fire.’ 

15 And David saith unto him, ‘ Dost thou 
bring me down unto this troop?’ and he saith, 
4 Swear to me by God—thou dost not put me 
to death, nor dost thou shut me up into the 
hand of my lord—and I bring thee down unto 
this troop.’ 

18 And he bringeth him down, and lo, they 
are spread out over the face of all the earth, 
eating, and drinking, and feasting, with all 
the great spoil which they have taken out of 
the land of the Philistines, and out of the land 
of Judah. 

_ 17 And David smiteth them from the twi¬ 
light even unto the evening of the morrow, 
and there hath not escaped of them a man, 
except four hundred young men who have 
ridden on the camels, and are fled. 18 And 
David deliveretli all that the Amalekites have 
taken- also his two wives hath David de¬ 
livered. 

19 And there hath not lacked to them any¬ 
thing from small unto great, and unto sons 
and daughters, aud from the spoil, even unto 
all that they had taken to themselves, the 
whole hath David brought back, 20 and David 
taketh the whole of the flock, and of the herd, 
they have led on before these cattle, and they 
say,. 4 This is David’s spoil.’ 

- 1 And David cometh in unto the two hun¬ 
dred men who were too faint to go after Da¬ 
vid, and whom they cause to abide at the 
brook of Besor, and they go out to meet Da¬ 
vid, and to meet the people who are with him, 
and David approacheth the people, and ask- 
eth of them of welfare. 

22 And every bad and worthless man, of the 
men who have gone with David, answereth, 
yea, they say, ‘Because that they have not 
gone with us we do not give to them of the spoil 
which we have delivered, except each his wife 
and his children, and they lead away and go. 
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3 And David saith, ‘Ye do not do so, my 
brethren, with that which Jehovah hath 
(riven to us, and He doth preserve us, and 
doth give the troop which cometh against 
us into our hand ; 24 and who doth hearken to 
you in this thing? for as the portion of him 
who was brought down into battle, so also w 
the portion of him who is abiding by the ves¬ 
sels—alike they share.’ 

"’And it cometh to pass from that day 
and forward, that he appointeth it for a 
statute and for an ordinance for Israel unto 
this day. 

29 And David cometh in unto Ziklag, and 
sendetli of the spoil to the elders of Judah, to 
his friends, (saying, ‘Lo, for you a blessing, 
of the spoil of the enemies of Jehovah),’ 27 to 
those in Beth-El, and to those in South Ra- 
moth, and to those in Jattir, 28 and to those 
in Aroer, and to those in Siphmoth, and to 
those in Eshtemoa, 23 and to those in Rachal, 
and to those in the cities of the Jerahmeel- 
ites, aud to those in the cities of the Kenites, 
30 and to those in Hormah, and to those in 
Chor-Ashan, and to those in Athach, 31 and 
to those in Hebron, and to all the places 
where David had gone up and down, he and 
his men. 

XXXI. 1 AND the Philistines are fighting 
against Israel, and the men of Israel flee from 
the face of the Philistines, and fall wounded 
in mount Gilboa, 2 and the Philistines follow 
Saul and his sons, and the Philistines smite 
Jonathan, and Abinadab, and Malchishua, 
sons of Saul. 

3 And the battle is hard against Saul, and 
the archers find him—men with bow—and 
lie is pained greatly by the archers ; 4 and Saul 


saith to the bearer of his weapons, * Draw 
thy sword, and pierce me with it, lest they 
come—these uncircumcised—and have pierced 
me, and rolled themselves on me;’ and the 
bearer of his weapons hath not been willing, 
for he is greatly afraid, and Saul taketh the 
sword, and falleth upon it. 

5 And the bearer of his weapons seeth that 
Saul is dead, and lie falleth—he also—on his 
sword, and dieth with him ; 0 and Saul dietli, 
and three of his sons, and the bearer of his 
weapons, also all his men, on that day together. 

7 And they sec—the men of Israel, who are 
beyond the valley, and who are beyond the 
Jordan—that the men of Israel have fled, and 
that Saul and his sons have died, and they 
forsake the cities and flee, and Philistines 
come in, and dwell in them. 

8 And it cometh to pass on^ the morrow, 
that the Philistines come to strip the wound¬ 
ed, and they find Saul and his three sons 
fallen on mount _ Gilboa, 9 and they cut off 
his head, and strip off his weapons, and send 
into the land of the Philistines round about, 
to proclaim tidings in the house of their 
idols, and among the people; 10 and they place 
his weapons in the house of Ashtaroth, and 
his body they have fixed on the wall of Beth- 
Shan. 

n And they hear regarding it—the inhabit¬ 
ants of Jabesh-Gilead—that which the Philis¬ 
tines have done to Saul, 12 and all the men of 
valour arise, and go all the night, and take 
the body of Saul, and the bodies of his sons, 
from the wall of Beth-Shan, and come in to 
Jabesh, and burn them there, 13 and they 
take their bones, and bury them under the 
tamarisk in Jabesh, and fast seven days. 


SECOND BOOK OF SAMUEL. 


CHAP. I. 1 AND it cometh to pass, after the 
death of Saul, that David hath returned from 
smiting the Amalekite, and David dwelleth 
in Ziklag two days, 2 aud it cometh to pass, 
on the third day, that lo, a man hath come 
in out of the camp from Saul, and his garments 
are rent, and earth on his head ; and it cometh 
to pass, in his coming in unto David, that he 
falleth to the earth, and doth obeisance. 

3 And David saith to him, ‘Whence com- 
est thou?’ and he saith unto him, ‘Out of 
the camp of Israel I have escaped* 4 And 
David saith unto him, ‘ What hath been the 
matter? declare, I pray thee, tome.’ And he 
saith, that ‘The people hath fled from the 
battle, and also a multitude hath fallen of the 



5 And David saith unto the youth who is de¬ 
claring it to him, ‘ How hast thou known that 
Saul and Jonathan his son are dead?’ 6 And 
the youth who is declaring it to him saith, 
I happened to meet in mount Gilboa, and lo, 
Saul is leaning on his spear; and lo, the 
chariots and those possessing horses have 


followed him; 7 and he turneth behind him, 
and seeth me, and calleth unto me, and I say, 
Here am I. 8 And he saith to me, Wlio 
ar^thou? and I say unto him, An Amalek- 
ite I am* 

0 4 And he saith unto me, Stand, I pray 
thee, over me, and put me to death, for seized 
me hath the arrow, for all my soul is still in 
me. 10 And I stand over him, and put him 
to death, for I knew that he doth not live 
after his falling, and I take the crown which 
is on his head, and the bracelet which w on 
his arm, and bring them in unto my lor(' 
hither.’ 

11 And David taketh hold on his garments, 
and rendeth them, and also all the men who 
are with him, 12 and they mourn, and weep, 
and fast till the evening, for Saul, and for 
Jonathan his son, and for the people of Je¬ 
hovah, and for the house of Israel, because 
they have fallen by the sword. 

13 And David saith unto the youth who is de¬ 
claring it to him, ‘ Whence art thou?’ and he 
saith, ‘Son of a sojourner, an Amalekite, 1 
am.* 14 And David saith unto him, ‘ How wast 
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thou not afraid to put forth thy hand to destroy 
the anointed of Jehovah? * 

16 And David ualleth to one of the youths, 
and saith, ‘ Draw nigh—fall upon him ;* and 
he smiteth him, and he dieth; 10 and David 
saith unto him, ‘ Thy blood is on thine own 
head, for thy mouth hath testified against 
thee, saying, I—I put to death the anointed 
of Jehovah. 

17 And David lamenteth with this lamenta¬ 
tion over Saul, and over Jonathan his son ; 
10 and he saith to teach the sons of Judah 
‘ The Bow; * lo, it is written on the book of 
the Upright:— 

19 * The Roebuck, 0 Israel, 

On thy high places is wounded ; 

How have the mighty fallen 1 

20 Declare it not in Gath, 

Proclaim not the tidings in the streets of 
Lest they rejoice— [Ashkelon, 

The daughters of the Philistines, 

Lest they exult— 

The daughters of the Uncircumcised! 

31 Mountains of Gilboal 

No dew nor rain be on you. 

And fields of heave-offerings! 

For there hath become loathsome 

The shield of the mighty. [with oil. 

The shield of Saul—without the anointed 

32 From the blood of the wounded, 

From the fat of the mighty, 

The bow of Jonathan 

Hath not turned backward ; 

And the sword of Saul doth not return 
: Saul and Jonathan! (empty. 

They are loved .and pleasant in their lives, 
Ana in their death they have not been part- 
Than eagles they have been lighter, [ed. 
Than lions they have been mightier! 

34 Daughters of Israeli for Saul weep ye ? 

Who is clothing you in scarlet with delights. 
Who is lifting up ornaments of gold on your 

35 How have the mighty fallen [clotliing. 
In the midst of the battle! 

Jonathan! on thv high places woimded! 

36 I am in distress for thee, my brother Jona- 
Very pleasant wast thou to me; [than, 
Wonderful was thy love to me, 

Above the love of women! 
tr How have the mighty fallen, 

Yea, the weapons of war perish! * 

II. X AND it cometh to pass afterwards, 
that David asketli at Jehovah, saying, ‘Do 1 
go up into one of the cities of Judah?’ and 
Jehovah saith imto him, ‘Go up.’ And 
David saith, ‘Whither do I go up?’ and He 
saith, ‘To Hebron.’ 2 And David goeth up 
thither, aud also his two wives, Ahinoam the 
Jezreelitess, and Abigail wife of Nabal the 
Carmelite; a and his men who are with him 
hath David brought up — a man and his 
household—and they dwell in the cities of 
Hebron. 

4 And the men of Judah come, and anoint 
there David for king over the house of Judah; 
and they declare to David, saying, ‘ The men 
of Jabesh-Gilead are they who buried Saul.’ 
5 And David sendeth messengers unto the 
men of Jabesh-Gilead, and saith unto them, 
‘ Blessed are ye of Jehovah, in that ye have 


done this kindness with your lord, with Saul, 
that ye bury him. 

0 ‘And, now, Jehovah doth with you kind¬ 
ness and truth, and also, I do with you this 
good because ye have done this thing; 7 and 
now, are your hands strong, and be ye for 
sons of valour, for your lord Saul is dead, 
and also—me have the house of Judah an¬ 
ointed for king over them.’ 

8 And Abner, son of Ner. head of the host 
which Saul hath, hath taken Ish-Bosheth, 
son of Saul, and causeth him to pass over to 
Mahanaim, 9 and causeth him to reign over 
Gilead, and over the Ashurite, and over 
Jezreel, and over Ephraim, and over Benja¬ 
min, and over Israel—all of it. 10 A son of 
forty years, is Ish-Bosheth son of Saul, in 
his reigning over Israel, and two years he 
hath reigned, only the house of Judah have 
been after David. 

11 And the number of the days that David 
hath been king in Hebron, over the house of 
Judah, is seven years and six months. 12 And 
Abner son of Ner goeth out, and servants 
of Ish-Bosheth son of Saul, from Mahanaim 
to Gibeon. 13 And Joab son of Zeruiah, and 
servants of David, have gone out, and 
they meet by tbe pool of Gibeon together, 
and sit down, these by the pool on this side t 
and these by the pool on that. 

14 And Abner saith unto Joab, ‘Let the 
youths rise, I pray thee, and they play before 
us;’ and Joab saitli, 1 Let them rise.’ 16 And 
they rise and pass over, in number twelve of 
Benjamin, even of Ish-BOsheth son of Saul, 
and twelve of the servants of David. 16 Ana 
they lay hold, each on the head of his com 
panion, and his sword is in the side of his 
companion, and they fall together, and one 
calleth that place Helkath-Hazzurim, which 
is in Gibeon, 17 and the battle is very ham 
on that day, and Abner is smitten, and 
the men of Israel, before the servants of 
David. 

18 And there are there three sons of Zeru¬ 
iah, Joab, and Abishai, and Asahel, and 
Asahel is light on bis feet, as one of the roes 
which are in the field, 10 and Asahel jmrsueth 
after Abner, and hath not turned aside to go 
to the right or to the left, from after Abner. 

20 And Abner looketb behind him, and saith, 
‘Art thou he—Asahel?’ and he saith, ‘I am.’ 
21 And Abner saith to him, ‘Turn thee aside 
to thy right hand or to thy left, and seize for 
tliee one of the youths, aud take to thee his 
armour; 1 and Asahel hath not been willing 
to turn aside from after him. ^ 

32 And Abner addeth again, saying unto 
Asahel, ‘ Turn thee aside from after me, why 
do I smite thee to the earth ? and how do I 
lift up my face unto Joab thy brother?’ 
23 And he refuseth to turn aside, and Abner 
smiteth him with the hinder part of the spear 
unto the ( fifth rib t and the spear cometh out 
from behind him, and he falleth there, and 
dieth under it; and it cometh to pass, every 
one who hath come unto the place where 
Asahel hath fallen and dieth—they stand 
still 24 And Joab and Abishai pursue after 
Abner, and the sun hath gone in, and they 
have come in unto the height of Ammali» 
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which is on the front of Giah, the way of the 
wilderness of Gibeon. 

24 And the sons of Benjamin gather them¬ 
selves together after Abner, and become one 
troop, and stand on the top of a certain 
height, 26 and Abner calletb unto Joab, and 
saith, ‘For ever doth the sword consume? 
hast thou not known that it is bitterness in 
the latter end? and till when dost thou not 
say to the people to turn back from after 
their brethren?’ 

w And Joab saith, ‘Godliveth! for unless 
thou hadst spoken, surely then from the 
morning had the people gone up each from 
.xfter his brother.' 26 And Joab bloweth with 
a trumpet, and all the people stand still, and 
pursue no more after Israel, nor have they 
added any more to tight. 

29 And Abner and his men have gone 
through the plain all that night, and pass 
over the Jordan, and go on through all Bith- 
ron, and come in to Mahanaim. 

3U And Joab hath turned back from after 
Abner, and gathereth all the people, and 
there are Inciting of the servants of David 
nineteen men, and* Asahel; 31 and the ser¬ 
vants of David have smitten of Benjamin, 
even among the men of Abner, three hundred 
and sixty men—they died. 32 And they lift 
up Asahel, and bury him in the burying-place 
of his father, which is in Beth-Lehem, and 
they £0 all the night—Joab and his men—and 
it is light to them in Hebron. 

III. *AND the war is long between the 
house of Saul and the house of David, and 
David is going on and is strong, and the house 
of Saul are going on and are weak. 

2 And there are born to David sons in He¬ 
bron, and his first-born is Amnon, of Ahinoam 
the Jezreelitess, 3 and hie second is Chileab, 
of Abigail wife of Nabal the Carmelite, and 
the third is Absalom son of Maacah daughter 
of Talmai king of Geshur, 4 and the fourth is 
Adonijah son of Haggith, and the fifth is 
Shepkatiah son of Abital, 5 and the sixth is 
Ithream, of Eglah wife of David; these have 
been born to David in Hebron. 

"And it cometh to pass, in the war being 
between the house of Saul and the house of 
David, that Abner hath been strengthening 
himself in the house of Saul, 7 and Saul hath 
a concubine, aud her name is Rizpah daughter 
of Aiah, and Ish-Bosheth saith unto Abner, 

‘ Wherefore hast thou gone in unto the concu¬ 
bine of my father?’ 

B And it is displeasing to Abner exceedingly, 
because of the words of Ish-Bosheth, and he 
saith, ‘ The head of a dog am I—that in re¬ 
ference to Judah to-day 1 do kindness with 
the house of Saul thy father, unto his breth¬ 
ren, and unto his friends, and have not de¬ 
livered thee into the hand of David—that 
thou chargest against me iniquity concerning 
the woman to-day ? 9 thus doth God to Abner, 
and’thus He doth add to him, surely as Je¬ 
hovah hath sworn to David—surely so I do 
to him : 10 to cause the kingdom to pass over 
from the house of Saul, and to raise up the 
throne of David over Israel, and over Judah, 
from Dan even unto Bcer-Sheba.’ 11 And he ia 
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not able anv more to tuiTi back Abner a word, 
because of his fearing him. 

12 A nd Abner sendeth messengers unto David 
for himself, saying, ‘Whose is the land?’ say¬ 
ing, ‘Make thv covenant with me, and lo, my 
hand is with tnee. to bring round unto thee 
all Israel.’ 13 Ana he saith, ‘Good—1 make 
with thee a covenant; only, one thing 1 am 
asking of thee, that is, Thou dost not see my 
face, except thou dost first bring in MichaL, 
daughter of Saul in thy coming into see my 
face.’ 

14 And David sendeth messengers unto Ish- 
Bosheth son of Saul, saying, ‘Give up my 
wife Mickal, whom I betrothed to my sell with 
a hundred foreskins of the Philistines.’ 
13 And Ish-Bpshetk Bendcth, and taketh her 
from a man, from Phaltiel son of Laish, 
16 and her husband goeth with her, going on 
and weeping behind her, unto Bahurim, and 
Abner saith unto him, ‘Go, turn back;’ and 
he turneth back. 

17 And the word of Abner was with the 
elders of Israel, saying, ‘ Heretofore ye have 
been seeking David for king over you, 16 and 
now, do it, for Jehovah hath spoken of David 
saying. By the hand of David my servant—to 
save My people Lsrael out of the hand of the 
Philistines, and out of the hand of all their 
enemies.’ 

19 And Abner speaketh also in the ears of 
Benjamin, and Abner goeth also to apeak in 
the ears of.David in Hebron all that is good in 
the eyes of Israel, and in the eyes of all the 
house of Benjamin, 20 and Abner cometh in 
unto David, to Hebron, and with him twenty 
men, and David maketh for Abner, and for 
the men who are with him, a banquet. 

21 And Abner saith unto David, ‘I arise, 
and go, and gather unto my lord the kiDg the 
whole of Israel, and they make with thee a 
covenant, and thou hast reigned over all that 
thy soul desireth;’ and David sendeth away 
Abner, and he goeth iu peace. 

22 And lo, the servants of David, and Joab, 
have come from the troop, and much si>oil 
have brought with them, and Abner is 
not with David in Hebron, for he hath sent 
him away, and he goeth in peace; 23 and 
Joab and all the host that is with him have 
come, and they declare to Joab, saying, 4 Ab¬ 
ner son of Mer hath come unto the king, 
aud he sendeth him away, and he goeth in 
peace.’ 

f* And Joab cometh unto the king, and 
saith, ‘What hast thou done? lo, Abner hath 
come unto thee! why is this—thou hast sent 
him away, aud he is really gone? 29 Thou 
hast known Abner son of Ner, that to deceive 
thee he came, and to know thy going out and 
thy coming in, and to know all that thou art 
doing.’ 26 And Joab goeth out from David, 
and sendeth messengers after Abner, and 
they bring him back from the well of Sirnh, 
and David knew not. 

27 And Abner turneth back to Hebron, and 
Joab turneth him aside unto the midst of the 
gate to speak with him quietly, aud emiteth 
him there in the fifth rib—and ho dieth—foi 
the blood of Asahel hie brother. 

28 And David heareth afterwards and saith. 
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‘Acquitted am 1, and my kingdom, by Je¬ 
hovah, unto the age, from the blood of Abner 
son of Ner; 29 it doth stay on the head of 
Joab, and on all the house of his father, and 
there is not cut off from the house of Joab 
one having an issue, and leprous, and laying 
hold on a staff, and falling by a sword, and 
lacking bread.’ 

00 And Joab and Abishai his brother slew 
Abner because that he put to death Asahel 
their brother, in Gibeon, in battle. 

31 And David saith unto Joab, and unto all 
the people who are with him, ‘Rend your 
arrflents, and gird on sackcloth,. and mourn 
efore Abner;’ and king David is going 
after the bier. 32 And they bury Abner in 
Hebron, and the king iifteth up his voice, 
and weepeth at the grave of Abner, and all 
the people weep; 33 and the king lamenteth 
for Abner, and saith:— 

‘As the death of a fool doth Abner die? 

54 Thy hands not bound, 

And thy feet to fetters not brought nigh! 
As one falling before sons of evil— 

Thou hast fallen!’ 

and all the people add to weep over him. 
35 And all the people come to cause David to 
eat bread while yet day, and David sweareth, 
saying, ‘Thus doth God to me, and thus 
He doth add, for—before the going in of the 
sun, T taste no bread or any other thing.’ 

31i And all the people have discerned it, and 
it is good in their eyes, as all that the king 
hath done is good in the eyes of all the 
people; 37 and all the people lcnow, even all 
Israel, in that day, that it hath not been 
from the king—to put to death Abner son of 
Ner. 

36 And the king saith unto his servants, 

‘ Do ve not know that a prince and a great 
one hath fallen this day in Israel? 39 and I 
to-day am tender, and an anointed king: and 
these men, sons of Zeruiah, are. too hard for 
me ; Jehovah doth recompense to the doer of 
the evil according to his evil.’ 

TV". 1 AND the son of Saul heareth that 
Abner is dead in Hebron, and his hands are 
feeble, and all Israel have been troubled. 
2 And two men, heads of troops, have been 
to the son of Saul, the name of the one is 
Baanah, and the name of the second Rechab, 
sons of Rimiuon the Beerothite, of the sons 
of Benjamin, for also Beeroth is reckoned 
to Benjamin, 3 and the Beerothites flee to 
Gittaim, and are there sojourners unto this 
day. '• 

4 And to Jonathan son of Saul is a son— 
lame; he was a son of five years at the com¬ 
ing in of the rumour of the death of Saul and 
Jonathan, out of Jezreel, and his nurse lift- 
eth him up, and fleeth, and it cometh to pass 
in her hasting to flee, that he falleth, and 
becometh lame, and his name is Mephi- 
bosheth. 

9 And the sons of Rimmon the Beerothite, 
Rechab and Baanah, go, and come in at the 
heat of the day unto the house of Ish-Bosh- 
eth, and he is lying down—the lying down 
of noon; 6 and thither they have come, unto 
the midst of the house, taking wheat, and 


they smite him unto the fifth rib , and Rechab 
and Baanah his brother have escaped; 7 yea, 
they come in to the house, and he is lying on 
his bed, in the inner part of his bed-chamber, 
and they smite him, and put him to death, 
and turn aside his head, and they take his 
head, and go the way of the plain all the 
night, 6 and bring in the head of Ish-Bosheth 
unto David in Hebron, and say unto the king, 
4 Lo, the head of Ish-Boshctn, son of Saul, 
thine enemy, who sought thy life; and Jeho¬ 
vah doth give to my lord the king vengeance 
this day, of Saul and of his seed.’ 

9 And David ausweretli Recliab and Baanah 
his brother, sons of Rimmon the Beerothite, 
and saith to them, ‘Jehovah liveth, who hath 
redeemed my soul out of all adversity, 10 when 
one is declaring to me, saying, Lo, Saul is 
dead, and he was as a bearer of tidings in 
his own eyes, then I take hold on him, and 
slay him in Ziklag, instead of my giving to 
him for the tidings. 11 Also—when wiekecl 
men have slain the righteous man in his own 
house, on his bed; and now, do not I require 
his blood of your hand, and have taken 
you away from the earth?’ 

12 And David commandeth the young rnen, 
and they slay them, and cut off their hands 
and their feet, and hang them over the pool 
in Hebrou, and the head of Isli-Boshoth they 
have taken, and bury it in the burying-place 
of Abner in Hebron. 

V. 1 AND all the tribes of Israel come unto 
David, to Hebron, and speak, saving, ‘ Lo, 
we are thy bone .and thy flesh; 2 also hereto¬ 
fore, in Saul's being kiug over us. thou hast 
been he who is bringing out and bringing in 
Israel, and Jehovah saith to thee, Thou dost 
feed My people Israel, and thou art for leader 
over Israel.’ 

3 And all the elders of Israel come unto tho 
king, to Hebron, and king David maketli 
with them a covenant in Hebron before Je¬ 
hovah, and they anoint David for king over 
Israel. 4 A son of thirty years is David in 
lus being king; forty years he hath reigned ; 
5 in Hebron he reigned over Judah seven 
years and six months, and in Jerusalem lie 
reigned thirty and three years, over all Israel 
and Judah. 

6 And the kiug goeth, and his men, to Jeru¬ 
salem, unto the Jebusite, tlic inhabitant of 
the land, and they speak to David, saying, 

* Thou dost not come in hither, except thou 
turn aside the blind and the lame;’ saying, 

4 David doth not come in hither.’ 7 And David 
captureth the fortress of Zion, it is the city 
of David. 

8 And David saitli on that day, 4 Any one 
smiting the Jebusite, (let him go up by the 
watercourse), and the lame and the blind—the 
hated of David s soul,’—because the blind and 
lame say 4 He doth not come into the house.’ 

9 And David dwelleth in the fortress, .and 
calleth it—City of David, and David buildeth 
round about, from Millo and inward, 10 and 
David goeth, going on and becoming great, 
and Jehovah, God of Hosts, is with him. 

“And Hiram king of Tyre sendeth mes¬ 
sengers unto David, and cedar-trees, and 
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artificers of wood, and artificers of stone, for 
walls, and they build a house for David. 
12 and David knoweth that Jehovah hath 
established him for kin" over Israel, and that 
He hath lifted up his kingdom, because of 
His people Israel. 

13 And David takctli again concubines and 
wives out of Jerusalem, after his coming from 
Hebron, and there are born again to David 
sons and daughters. 14 And these are the 
names of those born to him in Jerusalem: 
Rhammuah. and Hhobab, and Nathan, and 
Solomon, 15 and H)liar. and Elishua, and 
Ncpheg, and Japliia, lft and Elishama, and 
Eliada. and Eliphalct. 

17 And the Philistines hear that they have 
anointed David for king over Israel, and all 
the Philistines come up to seek David, and 
David hcareth, and goeth down uuto the fort¬ 
ress, 18 and the Philistines have come, and 
are spread out in the valley of Rephaim. 

1:1 And David asketh of Jehovah, saving, 
'Do I go up uuto the Philistines? dost Thou 
give them into, my hand?’ And Jehovah 
saitli unto David, ‘Go up, for I certainly 
give the Philistines into thy hand.’ 

-°And David cometh in to Baal-Pcrazim, and 
David smiteth them there, and saith, ‘Jeho¬ 
vah hath broken forth on mine enemies before 
me, as the breaking forth of waters;’ there¬ 
fore he hath called the name of that place 
Baal-Pcrazim. 21 And they forsake there 
their idols, and David and bis men lift them 
up. 

22 And the Philistines add again to come 
up, and arc spread out in the valley of Re- 
pnaim. 23 and David asketh of Jehovah, and 
He saith. ‘ Thou dost not go up, turn round 
unto their rear, and thou hast come to them 
over-against the mulberries, 24 and it cometh 
to pass, in tliy hearing the sound of a step¬ 
ping in the tops of the mulberries, then thou 
dost move sharply, for then hath Jehovah 
gone out before thee to smite in the camp of 
the Philistines.’ 25 And David doth so, as 
Jehovah commanded him, aud smiteth the 
Philistines from Geba unto thy coming to 
Gazer. 

VI. 1 AND David gathered again every 
ehoseD one in Israel, thirty thousand, 2 and 
David riseth and goeth, and all the people who 
are with him. from Baale-Judah, to bring up 
fchcncc the ark of God, whose name hath been 
called-the name of Jehovah of Hosts, in¬ 
habiting the cherubs—upon it. 

3 . And they cause the ark of God to ride on 
a new cart, and lift it up from the house of 
Abinadab, which is in the height, and Uzzali 
and Ahio sons of Abinadab are leading the 
new cart: 4 and they lift it up from the house 
of Abinadab, which 7.9 in the height, with the 
ark of God, and Ahio is going before the ark, 

6 and David aud all the house of Israel are 
playing before Jehovah, with all kinds of in- 
struments of. fir-wood, even with harps, and 
with psalteries, and with timbrels, and with 
cornets, and with cymbals. 

6 And they come unto the threshing-floor of 
NachoD, and Uzzah putteth forth his hand 
onto the ark of God, and layeth hold on it, 
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for thev released the oxen; 7 and the anger of 
Jehovah burneth against Uzzab, and God 
smiteth him there for the etrpr, and he dieth 
there by the ark of God. 8 And it is displeas¬ 
ing to David, because that Jehovab hath 
broken forth a breach upon Uzzah, and one 
calleth that place Perez-Uzzah, unto this day; 
9 and David feareth Jehovah on that day, and 
saith, ‘ How doth the ark of Jehovah come 
in unto me?’ 

10 And David hath not been willing to turn 
aside unto himself the ark of Jehovah, to the 
city of David, and David turneth it aside to 
the house of Obed-Edom the Gittite, 11 and 
the ark of Jehovah doth inhabit the house of 
Obed-Edom the Gittite three months, and Je¬ 
hovah blesseth Obed-Edom and all his house. 

12 And it is declared to king David, saying, 
‘Jehovah hath blessed the house of Obed- 
Edom, and all that he hath, because of the 
ark of God;’ and David goeth and bringeth 
up the ark of God from the house of Obed- 
Edom to the city of David with joy. T3 And 
it cometh to pass, when those bearing the ark 
of Jehovah have stepped six steps, that he 
sacrificeth an ox and a fatling. 

14 And David is dancing with all strength 
before Jehovah, and David is girded with a 
linen ephod, 15 and David and all the house of 
Israel are bringing up the ark of Jehovah with 
shouting, and with the voice of a trumpet, 
16 and it hath come to pass, the ark of Jehovah 
hath come in to the city of David, and Michal 
daughter of Saul, hath looked through the 
window, and secth king David moving and 
dancing before Jehovah, and despiseth him in 
her heart. 

17 And they bring in the ark of Jehovah, and 
set it ivp in its place, in the midst of the tent 
which David hath spread out for it, and David 
caiiseth to ascend burnt-offerings before Je¬ 
hovah, and peace-offerings. 

18 And David finisheth from causing to as¬ 
cend the burnt-offering, and the peace-offer¬ 
ings, and blesseth the people in the name of 
Jehovah of Hosts, 10 and he apportioneth to 
all the people, to all the multitude of Israel, 
from man even unto woman, to each, one 
cake of bread, aud one eshpar, and one asbislia, 
and all the people go, each to his house. 

20 And David turneth back to bless his 
house, and Michal daughter of Saul goeth out 
to meet David, and saith, ‘How honourable 
to-day was the king of Israel, who was un¬ 
covered to-day before the eyes of the hand¬ 
maids of his servants, as one of the vain ones 
is openly uncovered! * 

21 And David saith unto Michal, 1 —Before 
Jehovah, who fixed on me above tby father, 
and above all his house, to appoint me lead¬ 
er over the people 01 Jehovah, and over 
Israel,—yea, I played before Jehovah; 22 and 
I have been more vile than this, and have 
been low in mine eyes, and with the hand¬ 
maids whom thou hast spoken of, with them 
I am honoured.’ 23 As to Michal daughter 
of Saul, she had no child till the day of her 
death. 

VII. 1 AND it cometh to pass, when the 
king sat in his house, and Jehovah hath giyon 
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rest to him round about, from all his enemies,

6 for I have not dwelt in a house eveu from 
the day of My bringing up the sons of Israel 
out of Egypt, even unto this daVj and am 
walking up and down in a tent and in a taber¬ 
nacle. 7 During all the time that I have walk¬ 
ed up and down among all the sons of Israel, 
a word have I spoken with one of the tribes of 
Israel which I commanded to feed my people 
Israel, saying, 4 Why have ye not built to Me 
a house of cedars ? 9 and now, thus dost thou 
say to My servant, to David : 

1 Thus said Jeuovah of Hosts, I have 
taken thee from the comely place, from after 
the flock, to be leader over My people, over 
Israel; 9 and I am with thee wnithersoever 
thou hast gone, and I cut off all thine enemies 
from thy presence, and have made for thee a 
great name, as the name of the great ones who 
are in the earth, 10 and I have appointed a 
place for My people, for Israel, and have 
planted it, and it hath tabernacled in its place, 
and it is not troubled any more, and the sons 
of perverseness do not add to afflict it any 
more, as in the beginning, 11 even from the day 
that I appointed judges over My people Israel;

81 Because of Thy word, and according 
to Thy heart, Thou hast done all this greatness, 
to cause Thy servant to know it. 52 Therefore 


Thou hast been great, Jehovah God, for there 
is none like Thee, and there is no God save 
Thee, according to all that we have heard 
with our ears. 

23 ‘ And who is as Thy people, as Israel—one 
nation in the earth, whom God hath gone to 
redeem to Him for a people, and to make for 
Him a name—and to do for you the greatness 
—even fearful things for Thy land, at the 
presence of Thy people, whom Thou hast 
redeemed to Thee out of Egypt— among the 
nations and their gods? 24 Yea, Thou dost 
establish to Thee Thy people Israel, to Thee 
for a people unto the age, and Thou, Jehovah, 
hast been to them for God. 

25 ‘ And now, Jehovah God, the word which 
Thou hast spoken concerning Thy servant, 
and concerning his house, establish unto 
the age, and do as Thou hast spoken; 26 and 
Thy Name is great unto the age, saying, Je¬ 
hovah of Hosts is God over Israel, and the 
house of Thy servant David is established 
before Thee, 27 for Thou, Jehovah of Hosts, 
God of Israel, Thou hast uncovered the ear 
of Thy servant, saying, A house I build for 
thee, therefore hath Thy servant found his 
heart to pray unto Thee this prayer: 28 and

David sendeth and lnquireth about the wo¬ 
man, and saith, ‘ Is not this Batli-Slieba, 
daughter of Eliam, wife of Uriah the Hittite?’ 

4 And David sendeth messengers, and tak- 
eth her, and she cometh unto him, and he 
lieth with kei^and she is purifying herself 
from her uncleanness—and she turneth back 
unto her house ; 5 and the woman coneeivetk, 
and sendeth, and declareth to David, and 
saith, ‘ I am conceiving.’ 

6 And David sendeth unto Joab, ‘ Send un¬ 
to me Uriah the Hittite,’ and Joab sendeth 
Uriah unto David; 7 and Uriah cometh unto 
him, and David asketh of the prosperity of 
Joab, and of the prosperity of the people, and 
of the prosperity of the war. 

a Ana David saith to Uriah, ‘Go down to 
thy house, and wash thy feet;’ and Uriah 
goeth out of the king’s house, and there go- 
eth out after him a gift from the king, 9 and 
Uriah lieth down at the opening of the king’s 
house, with all the servants of his lord, and 
hath not gone down unto his house. 

10 And they declare to David, saying, ‘ Uriah 
hatii not gone down unto his house;* and 
David saith unto Uriah, ‘Hastthou not come 
from a journey? wherefore hast thou not gone 
down unto thy house?* 11 And Uriah saith 
unto David, 1 The ark, and Israel, and Judah, 
are abiding in booths, and my lord Joab, and 
the servants of my lord, on the face of the 
field are encamping; and I—I go in unto my 
house to eat and to drink, and to lie with my 
wile!—thy life, and the life of thy soul—if I 
do this thing.’ 

12 And David saith unto Uriah, ‘ Abide in 
this place also to-day, and to-morrow I send 
thee awayand Uriah abideth in Jerusalem, 


on that day, and on the morrow, 13 and David 
calleth for him, and he eateth before him 
and drinketh, and he causeth him to drink, 
and he goeth out in the evening to lie on hia 
couch with the servants of his lord, and unto 
his house he hath not gone down. 

14 And it cometh to pass in the morning, 
that David writeth a letter unto Joab, and 
sendeth by the hand of Uriah; ]5 aud he 
writeth in the letter, saying, ‘ Place ye Uriah 
over-against the front of the severest battle, 
and ye have turned back from after him, and 
he hath been smitten, and hath died.’ 

10 And it cometh to pass in Joab’s watching 
of the city, that heappointeth Uriah unto the 
place where he knew that valiant men are; 
17 and the men of the city go out and fight 
with Joab, and there fall some of the people, 
of the servants of David ; and there dieth also 
Uriah the Hittite. 

18 And Joab sendeth and declareth to David 
all the matters of the war, 19 and commandeth 
the messenger, saying, ‘At thy finishing all 
the matters of the war to speak unto the 
king, 20 then, it hath been, if the king’s fury 
ascend, and he hath said to thee, Wherefore 
did ye draw nigh unto the city to fight? did 
ye not know that they shoot from off the 
wall ? 21 Who smote Abimelech son of Jerub- 
besheth ? did not a woman cast on him a piece 
of a rider from the wall, and he dieth in The- 
bez ? why^drew ye nigh unto the wall ? that 
thou hast said, Also thy servant Uriah the 
Hittite is dead.’ 

22 And the messenger goeth, and cometh 
in, and declareth to David all that with 
which Joab sent him, 23 and the messenger 
saith unto David, ‘ Surely the men have been 
mighty against us, aud come out unto us into 
the field, and we are upon them unto the 
opening of the gate, 24 and those shooting 
shoot at thy servants from ofF the wall, and. 
some of the servants of the king are dead, 
and also, thy servant Uriah the Hittite is 
dead. 

25 And David saith unto the messenger, 
‘Thus dost thou say unto Joab, Let not this 
thing be evil in thine eyes ; for thus and thus 
doth the sworddevour; strengthen thy warfare 
against the city, ana throw it down—and 
strengthen thou him.* 

26 And the wife of Uriah heareth that Uriah 
her husband is dead, and lameuteth for her 
lord; and the mourning passeth by, and 
David sendeth and gathereth her unto his 
house, and she is to him for a wife, and bear- 
eth to him a son ; and the thing which David 
hath done is evil in the eyes of Jehovah. 

XII. 1 AND Jehovah sendeth Nathan unto 
David, aud he cometh unto him, and saith to 
him: 

* Two men have been in one city; 

One rich and one poor; 

2 The rich hath flocks and herds very many ; 

3 And the poor one hath nothing, 

Except one little ewe-lamb, 

Which he hath bought, and keepeth alive, 

And it groweth up with him. 

And with his sons together; 

Of his morsel it eateth, 
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And from his cup it drinketh, 

And in his bosom it lieth, 

And it is to him as a daughter; 

4 And there cometh a traveller to the rich man, 
And he spareth to take 
Of his own flock, and of his own herd, 

To prepare for the traveller 
Who hath come to him, 

And he taketh the ewe-lamb of the poor man, 
And prepareth it for the man 
Who bath come unto him.’ 

3 And the anger of David burneth against 
the man exceedingly, and he saith unto Na¬ 
than, ‘Jehovah liveth, surely a son of death 
is the man who is*doing this, 6 and the ewe- 
lamb he doth repay fourfold, because that he 
hath done this thing, and because that he had 
no pity.’ 

7 And Nathan saith unto David, ‘Thou art 
the man! Thus said Jehovah, God of IsraeL 
I anointed thee for king over Israel, and I 
delivered thee out of the band of Saul; 0 and 

I give to thee the house of thy lord, and the 
wives of thy lord, into thy bosom, and I give 
to thee the house of Israel and of Judah ; and 
if little, then I add to thee such and such 
thinas. 

9 r Wherefore hast thou despised the word 
if Jehovah, to do the evil thing in His eyes ? 
Uriah the Hittite thou hast smitten by the 
Bword, and his wife thou hast taken to thee 
for a wife aud him thou hast slain by the 
sword of the Bene-Ammon. 

10 ‘And now, the sword doth not turn aside 
from thy house unto the age, because thou 
hast despised Me, and dost take the wife of 
Uriah the Hittite to be to thee for a wife; 

II thus said Jehovah, Lo, I am raising up 
against thee evil, out of thy house, and have 
taken thy wives before thine eyes, and given 
to thy neighbour, and he hath lain with thy 
wives before the eyes of this sun ; 12 for thou 
hast done it in secret, and I do this thing be¬ 
fore all Israel, and before the sun.’ 

13 And David saith unto Nathan, ‘ I have 
sinned against Jehovah.’ And Nathan Baith 
unto David, ‘ Also—Jehovah hath caused thy 
sin to pass away ; thou dost not die; 14 only, 
because thou hast caused the enemies of Je¬ 
hovah greatly to despise by this thing, also 
the son who is born to thee doth surely die.’ 

13 And Nathan goeth unto his house, and Je¬ 
hovah smiteth the lad, whom the wife of 
Uriah hath born to David, and it is incurable; 
16 and David seeketh God for the youth, and 
David keepeth a fast, and hath gone in and 
lodged, and lain on the earth. 

17 And the elders of his house rise against 
him, to raise him up from the earth, and he 
hath not been willing nor hath he eaten 
with them bread; 18 and it cometh to pass on 
the seventh day, that the lad dietli, and the 
servants of David fear to declare to him that 
the lad is dead, for they said, ‘ Lo, in the lad 
being alive we spake unto him, and he did not 
hearken to our voice; and how do we say unto 
him, The lad is dead?—then he hath done evil. 1 

w And David seeth that his servants are 
whispering, and David understandeth that 
the lad is dead, and David saith unto his ser¬ 
vants, ‘Is the lad dead?’ and they say. 
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‘ Dead.' 50 And David riseth from the earth, 
and doth bathe and anoint himself and chang- 
eth his raiment, and cometh into the house of 
Jehovah, and boweth himself, and cometh un¬ 
to his house, and asketh and they place for 
him bread, and he eateth. 

21 And his servants say unto him, ‘ What is 
t his thing thou hast done? because of the liv¬ 
ing lad thou hast fasted and dost weep, and 
when the lad is dead thou hast risen ana dost 
eat bread.' 23 And he saith, * While the lad 
is alive I have fasted, and weep, for I said. 
Who knoweth?—Jehovah doth pity me, and 
the lad hath lived; 23 and now, he hath died, 
why is this—I fast? am I able to bring him 
back again ? I am going unto him, and he doth 
not turn back unto me.’ 

24 And David comforteth Bath-Sheba his 
wife, and goeth in unto her, and lieth with her, 
and she beareth a son. and he calleth his name 
Solomon; and Jehovan hath loved him, 23 and 
sendeth by the hand of Nathan the prophet, 
and calletn his name Jedidiah, because of Je¬ 
hovah. 

20 And Joab fighteth against Kabbah of the 
Bene-Ammon, and captureth the royal city, 
27 and Joab sendeth messengers unto David, 
and saith, ‘ I have fought against Rabbah— 
also I have captured the city of waters; 28 and 
now, gather the rest of the people, and en¬ 
camp against the city, and capture it, lest 1 
capture the city, and my name nath been call¬ 
ed upon it.' 

29 And David gathereth all the people, and 
goeth to Rabbah, and fighteth against it, and 
captureth it; 30 and he taketh the crown of 
their king from off his head, and its weight is 
a talent of gold, and precious stones, ana it is 
on the head of David; and the spoil of the 
city he hath brought out, very much; 31 and 
the people who are in it he hath brought out, 
and setteth to the saw, and to cutting instru¬ 
ments of iron, and to axes of iron, and hath 
caused them to pass over into the brick-kiln; 
and so he doth to all the cities of the Bene- 
Ammon; and David turneth back, and all the 
people, to Jerusalem. 

XIIL 1 AND it cometh to pass afterwards 
that Absalom son of David hath a fair sister, 
and her name is Tamar, and Amnon son of 
David loveth her. 

2 And Amn on hath distress—even to be¬ 
come sick, because of Tamar his sister, for she 
is a virgin, and it is hard in the eyes of Amnon 
to do anything to her. 

3 And Amnon hath a friend, and his name 
is Jonadab, sou of Shimeah, David’s brother, 
and Jonadab is a very wise man, 4 and saith to 
him, 4 Wherefore art thou thus lean, 0 king’s 
son, morning by morning? dost thou not de¬ 
clare to me? And Amnon saith to him, 
‘ Tamar—sister of Absalom my brother—I ajn 
loving.’ 6 And Jonadab saith to him. ‘Lie 
down on thy couch, and feign thyself sick, 
and thy father hath come in to see thee, and 
thou hast said unto him, ‘ Let, I pray thee, 
Tamar my sister come in and give me bread 
to eat; and she hath made the food before 
mine eyes so that 1 see it, and have eaten from 
her hand.' 
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"And Amnon lieth down, and feipneth him¬ 
self sick, and the king eometh iu to see him, 
and Amnon saith unto the king, ‘Let, I pray 
thee, Tamar my sister come, and she maketh 
before mine eyes two cakes, and I eat from 
her hand.’ 7 And David sendeth unto Tamar, 
to the house, saying, ‘Go, I pray thee, to the 
house of Amnon thy brother, and make for 
him food.’ 

6 And Tamar goeth to the house of Amnon 
her brother, and he is lying down, and she 
taketh the dough, and kneadeth, and maketh 
cakes before his eyes, aud cooketh the cakes. 

6 and taketh the frying-pan, and poureth out 
before him, and he refuseth to eat, and Am¬ 
non saith, ‘Take ye out every one from me 
and they go out every one from him. 

10 And Amnon saith unto Tamar, 1 Bring 
the food into the inner chamber, and I eat 
from thy hand;’ and Tamar taketh the cakes 
that she hath made, and bringeth in to 
Amnon her brother, into the inner chamber, 

11 and she bringeth nigh unto him to eat, and 
he layeth bold on her, and saith to her, 4 Come, 
lie with me, my sister.’ 

12 And she saith to him, ‘Nay, my brother, 
do not humble me, for it is not done so in 
Israel; do not this folly. 13 And I—whither 
do I cause iny reproach to go? and thou— 
thou art as one of the fools in Israel; and 
now. speak, 1 pray thee, unto the king; for 
he doth not withhold me from thee.’ 44 And 
he hath not been willing to hearken to her 
voice, and is stronger than she, and humbleth 
her, and lieth with her. 

16 And Amnon hateth her—a very great 
hatred—that greater is the hatred with which i 
he hath hated her than the love with which, 
he loved her, and Amnon saith to her, ‘Rise, 
go.’ 16 And she saith to him, * Because of the j 
circumstances this evil is greater than the 
other that thou hast done with me—to send 
me away;’ and he hath not been willing to 
hearken to her, 17 and calleth his young mau, 
hie servant, and saith, * Send away, I pray 
thee, this one from me without, and bolt the 
door after her;’ 1B —and upon her is a long 
coat, for Buch upper robes do daughters or 
the king who are virgins put on,—and his 
servant taketh her out without, and hath 
bolted the door after her. 

19 And Tamar taketh ashes for her head, 
and the long coat that is on her she hath 
rent, and putteth her hand on her head, and 

oetli, going on and crying; 20 and Absalom 

er brother saith unto her, ‘ Hath Amnon 
thy brother been with thee? and now, my 
sister, keep silent, he is thy brother; set not 
thy heart to this thing;’ and Tamar dwelleth 
—but desolate—in the house of Absalom her 
brother. 

21 Aud king Divid hath heard all these 
things, and it is very displeasing to him; 
n and Absalom hath not spoken with Amnon 
either evil or good, for Absalom is hating 
Auinon, because that he humbled Tamar his 
sister. 

23 And it eometh to pass, after two years of 
days, that Absalom hath shearers in Baal- 
Hazor, which is with Ephraim, and Absalom 
calleth for all the bo ns of the king. 


24 And Absalom eometh unto the king, and 
saith, ‘Lo, I pray thee, thy servant hath 
shearers, let the king go, I pray thee, and his 
servants, with thy servant/ “And the king 
saith unto Absalom, ' Nay, my son, let us not 
all go, I pray thee, and we arc not too heavy on 
thee:’ and he presseth on him. and lie hath 
not been willing to go, and lie blcsseth him. 

20 And Absalom saith, ‘If not—let, I pray 
thee, Amnon my brother go with us;’ ana 
the king saith to him, ‘ Why doth lie go with 
thee?’ 27 and Absalom urgeth on him, and he 
sendeth with him Amnon, and all the sons of 
the king. 

20 And Absalom commandetli bis young 
men, saying, ‘Sec, I pray thee, w'hen the 
heart of Amnon is glad with wine, and 1 
have said unto you, Smite Amnon, that ye 
have put him to death; fear not; is it not 
because 1 have commanded you? be strong, 
yea, become sons of valour.’ 29 And the young 
meu of Absalom do to Amnon as Absalom 
commanded, and rise do all the sons of the kiug, 
and they ride, each on his mule, and flee. 

30 And it eometh to pass—they are in the 
way—and the report hath come unto David, 
saying. ‘Absalom hath smitten all the sons 
of the king, and there is not left of them one;’ 
31 and the kin^ riseth, aud rendeth his gar¬ 
ments, aud lietli on the earth, and all liis ser¬ 
vants are standing by with rent garments. _ 

32 And Jonadab son of Shimeah, David's 
brother, answereth aud saith, ‘Let not my 
lord say, The whole of the young men, the 
sons of the king, they have put to death; for 
Amnon alone is dead, for liy the command 
of Absalom it hath been appointed from the 
day of his humbling Tamar his sister; 33 and 
now, let not my lord the king lay unto his 
heart the word, saying, All the sons of the 
king have died, for Amnon alone is dead.’ 

14 And Absalom fiecth, and the young man 
who is watching liftetli up his eyes and look- 
eth, and lo, much people arc coming by the 
way behind him, ou the side of the hill. 
35 And Jonadab saith unto the king, ‘ Lo, the 
sous of the king have come; as the word o F 
thy servant, so it hath been.’ 3li Aud it eometh 
to pass at his finishing to speak, that lo, the 
sons of the king have come, and they lift up 
tlicir voice, and weep, and also the king and 
all his servants have wept — a very great 
weeping. 

37 Ana Absalom hath fled, and goetli unto 
Talmai, son of Ammihud, king of Gesliur, 
and David mourneth for his son all the days. 
30 And Absalom hath fled, and goeth to 
Geshur, and is there three years; 33 and the 
soul of king David determineth to go out unto 
Absalom, for he hath been comforted for 
Amnon, for he w dead. 

XIV. 1 AND Joab son of Zeruiah knowetb 
that the heart of the king w on Absalom, 
-and Joab sendeth to Tekoah, and taketh 
thence a wise woman, aud saitli unto her. 
‘ Feign thyself a mourner, I pray thee, and 
put on, I pray thee, garments of mourning, 
and anoint not thyself with oil, and thou hast 
l>een as a woman these many days mourning 
for the dead, 3 and thou hast gone unto the 
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king, and spoken unto liim, according to this 
worn;’ and Joab puttetli the words into her 
mouth. 

* And the woman of Tekoah speaketh unto 
the kip<r, aud falleth on her face to the earth, 
and doth obeisance, and aaith, ‘Save, 0 king.’ 

5 And the king saith to her, ‘What—to thee?* 
and she saith, ‘ Truly a widow woman am L, 
and my husband dicth, 6 and thy maid-ser¬ 
vant hath two sous; aud they strive both of 
them in a field, and there is no deliverer 
between them, and the one smiteth the other, 
and puttetli him to death ; 7 and lo ? the whole 
family hath risen against thy maid-servant, 
and say. Give up him who smiteth his brother, 
and we put him to death for the life of his 
brother whom he hath slain, and we destroy 
also the heir; and they have quenched my 
coal which is left—so as not to set to my 
husband a name and remnant on the face of 
the ground.’ 

9 And the king saith unto the woman, ‘ Go 
to thine house, and I give charge concerning 
thee.’ 9 And the woman of Tekoah saith 
unto the king, ‘On me, my lord, 0 kin^, is 
the iniquity, and on the house of my father; 
and the king and his throne are iuuocent.’ ! 
10 And the king saith, ‘He who speaketh ; 
aught unto thee, aud thou hast brought him 
uuto me, then he doth not add any more to 
come against thee.’ 

11 Aud she saith, ‘Let, I pray thee, the 
king remember by Jehovah thy God, that the 
redeemer of blood add not to destroy, and 
they destroy not my son and he saith, * Je¬ 
hovah liveth; if there doth fall of the hair 
of thy sou to the earth.’ 12 And the woman 
saitli, ‘ Let, I pray thee, thy maid servant 
speak unto my lord the king a word;’ and he 
saitli, ‘Speak.’ 

13 And the woman saith, ‘And why hast 
thou thought thus concerning the people of 
God? yea, the king is speakiug this thing as 
a guilty one, in that the king hath not brought 
back his outcast; 14 for we do surely die, and 
are as water which is running down to the 
earth, which is not gathered, and God doth 
not accent a person, and hath devised devices 
in that tne outcast is not outcast by Him. 

15 * Aud now that I have come to Bpeak 
unto the king my lord this word, it is because 
the people made me afraid, and thy maid¬ 
servant saith, Let me speak, I pray thee, 
unto the king; it may be the king aoth do 
the word of his handmaid, 10 for the king 
doth hearken to deliver his handmaid out of 
the paw of the man seeking to destroy me 
and my son together out of the inheritance 
of God, 17 and tliy maid-servant saith, Let. I 
pray thee, the word of my lord the king be 
for ease; for as a messenger of God so is my 
lord the king, to understand the good and the 
evil; and Jehovah thy God is with thee.’ 

18 And the king answereth aDd saith unto 
the woman, ‘ Do not, I pray thee, hide from 
me the thing that I am asking thee;’ and the 
woman saitli, ‘ Let, 1 pray thee, my lord the 
king speak.’ 19 And the king saith, ‘lathe 
hand of Joab with thee in all this?’ 

And the woman answereth and aaith, ‘Thy 
soul liveth, my lord, O king, Done doth turn 
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to the right or to tne left from all that my 
lord the king hath spoken; for thy servant 
Joab he commanded me, and he put in the 
mouth of thy maid-servant all these words; 
20 in order to bring round the appearance of 
the thing hath thy servant Joac> done this 
thing, and my lord is wise, according to the 
wisdom of a messenger of God, to know all 
that is in the land.’ 

- 1 And the king saith unto Joab, ‘Lo, I pray 
thee, thou hast done this thing; and go, 
bring back the young man Absalom.’ 22 Ama 
Joab falleth on his face to the earth, and 
doth obeisauce, and blesseth the king, aud 
Joab saith, ‘To-day hath thy servant known 
that I have found gTace in thine eyes, my 
lord, 0 king, in that the king hath done the 
word of hia servant.’ 

23 And Joab riseth and goeth to Geshur. 
and bringeth in Absalom to Jerusalem, 24 ana 
the king saith, * Let him turn round unto his 
house, and my face he doth not see.’ And 
Absalom turneth round unto his house, and 
the face of the king he hath not seen. 

^And like Absalom there was no man so 
fair in all Israel, to praise greatly; from the 
sole of his foot even unto his crown there 
was no blemish in him; 25 and in his polling 
his head—and it hath been at the end of year 
by year that he polleth it. for it is heavy on 
him, and he hath polled it—he hath even 
weighed out the hair of his head—two hundred 
shekels by the king’s weight. 27 And there 
are born to Absalom three sons, and one 
daughter, and her name is Tamar; she was a 
woman of a fair appearance. 

28 And Absalom clwelleth in Jerusalem two 
years of days, and the face of the king he 
Lath not seen • 29 and Absalom sendeth unto 
Joab, to send nim unto the king, and he hath 
not been willing to come unto him: and he 
sendeth again a second time, and he Lath not 
been willing to come. 

30 And he saith unto his servants, * See, the 

ortion of Joab is by the side of mine, and 

e hath barley there; go, and burn it with 
fire;’ and the servants of Absalom burn the 
portion with fire. 31 And Joab riseth and com- 
eth unto Absalom-in the house, and saith unto 
him, ‘Why have thy servants burned the 
portion that I have with fire?’ 

32 And Absalom saitli uuto Joab, ‘Lo, I sent 
unto thee, saying, Come hither, and I send 
thee unto the king to sav, Why have 1 come 
in from Geshur?—good for me while I am 
there—and now, let me see the king’s face, 
and if there is in me iniquity then thou hast 
put me to death.’ 33 And Joab cometh unto 
the king, and declareth it to him, and he call- 
eth unto Absalom, and he cometh unto the 
king, and boweth himself to him, on his face, 
to the earth, before the king, and the king 
giveth a kiss to Absalom. 

XV. 1 AND it cometh to pass afterwards, 
that Absalom prepareth for himself a chariot, 
and horses, and fifty men are running before 
him; 2 and Absalom hath risen early, and 
stood by the side of the way of the gate, and 
it cometh to pass, every man who hath a 
pleading to come unto the king for judgment. 
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that Absalom calleth unto him, and saith, 
‘Of what city art thou?’ and he aaith, ‘Of 
one of the tribes of Israel is thy servant.’ 
3 And Absalom saith unto_ him, ‘ See, thy 
matters are good and _ straightforward—and 
there is none hearkening to thee from the 
king.’ 4 And Absalom saith, ‘Who doth 
make me a judge in the land, that unto 
me doth come every man who hath a plea 
and judgment?—then I have declared him 
righteous.’ 

“And it hath come to pass, in the drawing 
nearing of any one to bow himself to him, that 
he hath put forth his hand, and laid hold on 
him, and given a kiss to him ; 6 and Absalom 
doth according to this thing to all Israel who 
come in for judgment unto the king, and 
Absalom stealeth the heart of the men of 
Israel, 

7 And it cometh to pass, at the end of iorty 
years, that Absalom saith unto the king, Let 
me go, I prav thee, and I complete my vow, 
that I vowed to Jehovah in Hebron, 8 for a 
vow hath thy servant vowed in my dwelling 
in Geshur, in Aram, saying, If Jehovah doth 
certainly bring me back to Jerusalem, then I 
have served Jehovah.’ 9 And the king saith 
to him, ‘ Go in peace and he riseth and go- 
eth to Hebron, 30 and Absalom sendeth spies 
through all the tribes of Israel, saying, ‘ At 
our hearing the voice of the trumpet, then ye 
ave said, Absalom hath reigned in Hebron.’ 

11 And with Absalom have gone two hun- 
lred men, out of Jerusalem, invited ones, and 
Jiey are going in their simplicity, and have 
aot. known anything; 12 and Absalom sendeth 
Ahitliophelthe Gilonite, a counsellor of David, 
out of nis city, out of Gilo, in his sacrificing 
sacrifices; and the conspiracy is strong, ana 
the people are going and increasing with 
Absalom. 

13 And he who is declaring tidings cometh in 
unto David, saying, * The heart of the men of 
Israel hath been after Absalom.’ 14 And 
David saith to all his servants who are with 
him in Jerusalem. ‘ Rise, and we flee, for we 
have no escape from the face of Absalom; 
haste to go, lest he hasten, and have overtaken 
us, and forced on us evil, and smitten the city 
by the mouth of the sword.’ 15 And the ser¬ 
vants of the king say unto the king, ‘ Accord¬ 
ing to all that my lord the king chooseth—lo, 
thy servants do 

i0 A.nd the king goeth out, and all his house¬ 
hold at his feet, and the king leaveth ten wo¬ 
men—concubines—to keep the house. 17 And 
the king goeth out, and all the people at his 
feet, and they stand still at the farthest off 
house. 18 And all his servants are passing on 
at his side, and all the Cherethite, and all the 
Pelethite, andalltheGittites, six hundredmen 
who came at his feet from Gath, are passing 
on at the front of the king. 

19 And the king saith unto Ittai the Gittite, 

‘ Why dost thou gen—thou also—with us ? turn 
back—and abide with the king, for thou art a 
stranger, and also an exile thou—to thy place. 
“Yesterday is thy coming in, and to-day I 
move thee to go with us, and I am going 
on that which I am going!—turn back, and 
take back thy brethren with thee,—kindness 


and truth.’ 21 And Ittai answereth the king 
and saith, 1 Jehovah liveth, and my lord the 
king liveth, surely in the place where my lord 
the king is—if for death, if forlife, surely there 
is thy servant.’ 

22 And David saitli unto Ittai, ‘ Go and pass 
over;’ and Ittai the Gittite passeth over, and 
all his men, and all the infants who are with 
him. 23 And all the land are weeping—a great 
voice, and all the people are passing over; 
and the king is passing over through the 
brook Kidron. and all the people are passing 
over on the front of the way of the wilder¬ 
ness ; 24 and lo, also Zadok, and all the Levites 
with him, bearing the ark of the covenant of 
God, and they make the ark of God firm, and 
Abiathar goeth up, till the completion of all 
the people to pass over out of the city. 

23 And the king saith to Zadok, ‘ Take back 
the ark of God to the city; if I find grace 
in the eyes of Jehovah, then He hath brought 
me back, and shewn me it and His habitation ; 
26 and if thus He say, I have not delighted in 
thee ; here am I, He doth to me as is good in 
His eyes.’ 

27 And the king saith unto Zadok the priest, 
* Art thou a seer ? turn back to the city in 
peace, and Ahimaaz thy son, and Jonathan 
son of Abiatliar, your two sons with you; 
28 see ye, I am tarrying iu the plains of the wild¬ 
erness till the coming in of a word from you 
to declare to me.’ 29 And Zadok taketh back 
—and Abiathar—the ark of God to Jerusalem, 
and they abide there. 

3() And David is going up in the ascent of 
the olives, going up and weeping, and lie hath 
the head covered, and lie is going barefooted, 
and all the people who are with him have 
covered each his head, and have gone up, go¬ 
ing up and weeping; 31 and David declared, 
saying, ‘ Ahithophel i.sainong the conspirators 
with Absalom, and David saith, ‘Make 
foolish, I pray Thee, the counsel of Ahitho¬ 
phel, 0 Jehovah.’ 

31 And it cometh to pass, David hath come 
unto the top, where he boweth himself to God, 
and lo, to meet him is Hushai the Archite, 
his coat rent, and earth on his head; 33 and 
David saitli to him, ' If thou hast passed on 
with me then thou hast beeu on me for a bur¬ 
den, 34 and if to the city thou dost turn back, 
and hast said to Absalom, Thy servant I am, 0 
king; servant of thy father 1 am also hitherto, 
and now. I am also thy servant: then thou 
hast made void forme the counsel of Ahitho¬ 
phel; ^and are there not with thee there Zadok 
and Abiathar the priests ? and it hath been, 
the whole of the matter that thou hearest 
from the house of the king thou dost declare to 
Zadok and to Abiathar the priests.. 3(5 Lo, there 
with them are tlieir two sons, Ahimaaz to Za¬ 
dok, and Jonathan to Abiathar, and ye have 
sent by their hand imto me anything that ye 
hear.’ 37 And Hushai, David’s friend, cometh 
in to the city, and Absalom cometh in to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

XVI. 1 AND David hath passed on a little 
I from the top, and lo, Ziba, servant of Me- 
phibosheth—to meet him, and a couple of 
1 asses saddled, and upon them two hundred 
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loaves, and a hundred bunches of raisins, 
and a hundred of summer-fruit, and a bottle 
of wine. 

*And the king saitk unto Ziba, ‘What— 
these to thee?' and Ziba saitli, ‘The asses for 
the household of the king to ride on, and the 
bread and the summer-fruit for the young 
men to eat, and the wine for the wearied to 
drink in the wilderness.’ 

3 And the king saith, ‘And where is the 
son of thy lord?’ and Ziba saith unto the 
king, ‘Lo, he is abiding in Jerusalem, for he 
said. To-day do the house of Israel give back 
to me the kingdom of my father.’ 

4 And the king saith to Ziba, *Lo thine arc 
all that Mephibosheth hath;’ and Ziba saith, 
4 1 have bowed myself—I find grace in thine 
eyes, my lord, 0 king.’ 

3 And king .David hath come in unto Bahu- 
rim, and lo, thence a man is coming out, of 
the family of the house of Saul, and his 
name is Shimei, son of Gera* he cometh out, 
coming out and reviling; ®and he stoneth 
David with stones, and all the servants of 
king David, and afi the people, and all the 
mighty men on his right and on his left. 

7 And thus said Shimei in his reviling, ‘Go 
out, go out, 0 man of blood, and man of 
worthlessness 1 8 Jehovah hath turned back 
on thee all the blood of the house of Saul, in 
whose stead thou hast reigned, and Jehovah 
doth give the kingdom into the hand of Ab¬ 
salom thy son; and lo, thou art in thine evil, 
for a mau of blood thou art.' 

9 And Abishai son of Zeruiah saith unto 
the king, * Why doth this dead dog revile my 
lord the king? let me pass over, I pray thee, 
and I turn aside his head.’ 10 And the king 
saith 7 4 What—to me and to you, 0 sons of 
Zeruiah? for—let him revile; even because 
Jehovah hath said to him, Revile David; and 
who saith, Wherefore hast Thou done so?’ 

11 And David saith unto Abishai, and unto 
all his servants, * Lo, my son who came out 
of my bowels is seeking my life, and also 
surely now the Bcnjamite; leave him alone, 
aud let him revile, for Jehovah hath said so 
to him; 12 itmay be Jehovah doth look on 
mine affliction, and Jehovah hath turned 
back to me good for his reviling this day.’ 

13 And David goeth with his men in the way, 
and Shimei is going at the side of the hill over- 
against him, going on, and he revileth, and 
stoneth with stones over-agaiust him, and 
hath dusted with dust. 14 And the king com¬ 
eth in, and all the people who arc with him, 
wearied, and they are refreshed there. 

19 And Absalom and all the people, the men 
of Israel, have come in to Jerusalem, and 
Ahithophel with him, 10 and it cometh to pass, 
when Hushai the Archite, David’s fnend, 
hath come unto Absalom, that Hushai saith 
unto Absalom, ‘Let the king live! let the 
king live! ’ 17 And Absalom saith unto Hu- 
shai, ‘This thy kindness with thy friend! 
why hast thou not gone with thy fnend?’ 

18 And Hushai saith unto Absalom, ‘Nay, 
for he whom Jehovah hath chosen, and this 
people, even all the men of Israel, his I am, 
and with him I abide; 13 and secondly, for 
whom do I labour ? is it not before hia son ? 
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as I served before thy father so am I bo- 
fore thee.’ 

20 And Absalom saith uutjp Ahithophel 
‘Give for you counsel what we do.’ 21 And 
Ahithophel saith unto Absalom, ‘ Go in unto 
the concubines of thy father, whom he left to 
keep the house, and all Israel hath heard 
that thou hast been abhorred by thy father, 
and the hands of all who are with thee have 
been strong.’ 

22 And they spread out for Absalom the 
tent on the roof, and Absalom goeth in unto 
the concubines of his father before the evea 
of all Israel. 23 Aud the counsel of Ahitho¬ 
phel which he counselled in those days is as 
when one inquireth at the word of God ; so is 
all the counsel of Ahithophel both to David 
and to Absalom. 

XVII. 1 AND Ahithophel said unto Ab¬ 
salom, ‘Let me choose,_ I pray thee, twelve 
thousand men, and I arise and pursue after 
David to-night, 2 ard come upon him, and he 
weary and feeble-banded, and I have caused 
him to tremble, and all the people have fled 
who arc with him, and I have smitten the 
king by himself, 3 and I bring back all the 
people unto thee—as the turning back of the 
whole is the man whom thou art seeking—all 
the peoplo are peace. 

4 And the thing is right in the eyes of Absa 
lorn, and in the eyes of all the elders of Israel. 
0 And Absalom saith, ‘Call, I pray thee, also 
for Hushai the Archite. and we hear what is 
in his mouth—even he. 

6 And Hushai cometh in unto Absalom, and 
Absalom speaketh imto him saying, ‘Ac¬ 
cording to tliis word hath Ahithophel spoken: 
do we do his word ? if not, thou—speak thou, 

7 And Hushai saith unto Absalom. ‘Not 
good is the counsel that Ahithophel hath 
counselled at this time.’ 3 And Hushai saith, 
‘Thou hast known thy father and his men. 
that they are heroes, ana they are bitter iu soul 
as a bereaved bear in a field, and thy father 
is a man of war, and doth not lodge with the 
people ; 6 lo, now, lie is hidden in one of the 
pits, or in one of the places, and it hath been, 
at the falling among them at the commence- 
meut, that the hearer hath heard, and said, 
There hath been a slaughter among the 
people who arc after Absalom ; 10 and he also, 
the son of valour, whose heart is as the heart 
of the lion, doth utterly melt, for all Israel 
doth know that thy father is a hero, and sons 
of valour arc tin se with him. 

11 ‘So that I have counselled: Let all I s . 
rael be diligently gathered unto thee, from 
Dan even unto Beer-Sheba, as the sand that 
is by the sea for multitude, and thou thyself 
art going in the midst; 12 and we have come 
in unto him in one of the places where he is 
found, and we are upon him as the dew fal- 
leth on the ground, and there hath not been 
left of him aud of all the men who arc with 
him even one. 13 And if unto a city he is 
gathered, then they have caused all Israel to 
bear unto that city ropes, and we have drawn 
it unto the brook till that there hath not 
been found there even a stone.’ 

14 And Absalom saith—and all the men of 
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iBrael—* Better is the counsel of Huahai the 
Architethan the counsel of Ahithophel;’ and 
Jehovah willed to make void the good counsel 
of Ahithophel for the sake of Jehovah’s bring¬ 
ing unto Absalom the evil. 

And Hushai saith unto Zadok and unto 
Abiathar the priests, ‘Thus and thus hath 
Ahithophel counselled Absalom and the 
elders of Israel, and thus and thus I have 
counselled; 16 and now, send hastily, and 
declare to David, saying. Lodge not to-night 
in the plains of the wilderness, aud also, 
certainly pass over, lest there be a swallowing 
up of the king and of all the people who are 
with him.’ 

17 And Jonathan and Ahimaaz are stand¬ 
ing at En-Rogel, and the maid-servant hath 
gone and declared to them—and they go and 
have declared it to king David—for they are 
not able to be seen to go in to the city. 18 And 
a youth sceth them, and declareth to Absa¬ 
lom; and they go on both of them hastily, 
and come in unto the house of a man in 
liahurim, and he hath a well in his court, 
and they go down there, 19 and the woman 
taketh and spreadeth the covering over the 
face of the well, and spreadeth on it the 
ground corn, and the thing hath not been 
known. 

20 And the servants of Absalom come in un¬ 
to the woman to the house, and sav, ‘Where 
are Ahimaaz and Jonathan?’ and the woman 
saith to them, ‘They passed over the brook 
of waterand they seek, and have not found, 
and turn back to Jerusalem. 

21 And it cometh to pass, after their going 
on, that they come up out of the well, and go 
and declare to king David, and say unto Da¬ 
vid, ‘ Rise ye, and pass over hastily the waters, 
for thus hath Ahithophel counselled against 
you.’ 22 And David nseth, and all the people 
who arc with him, and they pass over the 
Jordan, till the light of the morning, till one 
hath not been lacking who hath not passed 
over the Jordan. 

23 And Ahithophel hath seen that his coun¬ 
sel was not done, and he saddleth the ass, 
and riseth and goeth unto his house, unto his 
city, and giveth charge unto his household, 
and strangleth himself, and dieth, and he is 
buried in the burying-place of his father. 

24 And David came to Mahanaim, and Ab¬ 
salom passed over the Jordan, he and all the 
men of Israel with him; 25 and Amasa hath 
Absalom set instead of Joab over the host, 
and Amasa is a man’s son whose name is Ithra 
the Israelite who hath gone in unto Abigail, 
daughter of Nahash, sister of Zeruiah, mother 
of Joab: 2C and Israel encampeth with Absa¬ 
lom in the land of Gilead. 

27 And it cometh to pass at the coming ill of 
David to Mahanaim, that Shobi, son of Na¬ 
hash, from Rabbah of the Bene-Ammon, and 
Machir son of Amm iel, from Lo-Debar, and 
Barzillai the Gileadite, fromRogelim, 28 couch, 
and basin, and earthen vessel, ana wheat, 
and barley, and flour, and roasted com, and 
beans, and lentiles, and roasted pulse, 20 and 
honey, and butter, and sheep, and cheese of 
kine, nave brought nigh for David, and for 
the people who are with him to eat for they 


said, ‘ The people is hungry, and weary, and 
thirsty, in the wilderness.’ 

XVIII. J AND David inspecteth the peo- 

f )le who are with him, and setteth over them 
leads of thousands and heads of hundreds, 
2 and David sendeth the third of the people 
by the hand of Joab, and the third by the 
hand of Abishai, son of Zeruiah, brother of 
Joab, and the third by the hand of Ittai the 
Gittite, and the kin" saith unto the people. 
‘ I certainly go out—I also—with you.’ 3 And 
the people say, * Thou dost not go out, for if 
we utterly flee, they do not set their heart 
upon us; and if half of us die, they do not 
set their heart unto us—for now like us are 
ten thousand; and now, better that thou be 
to us from the city for an helper.’ 

4 And the king saith unto them, 'That 
which is good in your eyes I do;’ and the 
king standeth at the side of the gate, and all 
the people have gone out bv hundreds and by 
thousands, 5 and the king chargeth Joab, and 
Abishai, and Ittai. saying, 1 Gently—for me, 
for the youth, for Absalom and all the peo¬ 
ple heard in the king’s charging all the heads 
concerning Absalom. 

0 And the people goeth out into the field to 
meet Israel, ana the battle is in a forest of 
Ephraim ; 7 aud smitten there are the people 
of Israel before the servants of David, and 
the smiting there is great ou that day—twenty 
thousand ; 8 and the battle is there scattered 
over the face of all the land, and the forest 
multiplietli to devour among the people more 
than those whom the sword hath devoured in 
that day. 

9 And Absalom meeteth before the servants 
of David, and Absalom is riding on the mule, 
and the mule cometh in uuder an entangled 
bough of the great oak, and his head taketh 
hold on the oak, and he is placed between the 
heavens and the earth, and the mule that is 
under him hath passed ou. 

10 And one man seeth, and declareth to 
Joab, and saitli, ‘ Lo, I saw Absalom hanged 
in an oak.’ 11 And Joab saitli to the man 
who is declaring it to him, ‘And lo, thou hast 
seen—and wherefore didst thou not smite him 
there to the earth—and on me to give to thee 
ten silverlings and one girdle?’ 

12 And the man saith unto Joab, ‘Yea, 
though I am weighing on my hand a thousand 
silverlings, I do not put forth my hand unto 
the son of the king; for in our ears hath the 
king charged thee, and Abishai, and Ittai, 
saying, Observe ye who is against the youth 
—against Absalom; 19 or 1 had done against 
my soul a vain thin", and no matter is hid 
from the king, and thou—thou dost station 
thyself over-against.’ 

14 And Joab saith, ‘Not right—I tarry be¬ 
fore thee;’ and he taketh three darts in his 
hand, and striketh them into the heart of 
Absalom, while he is alive, in the midst 
of the oak. 10 And they go rounu—ten youths 
bearing weapons of Joab—-and smite Absalom, 
and put him to death. 

10 And Joab bloweth with a trumpet, and 
the people turneth back from pursuing after 
Israel, for Joab hath kept bade the people 
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17 and they take Absalom and cast* him in tbe 
forest unto the great pit, and set up over him 
a very great heap of stones, and all Israel 
have fled—each to his tent. 

10 And Absalom hath taken, and setteth up 
for himself in his life, the standing-pillar 
that is in the king’s valley, for he said, ‘I 
have no son to cause my name to be remem¬ 
bered;’ and he calleth the standing-pillar by 
his own name, and it is called ‘The monu¬ 
ment of Absalom’ unto this day. 

15 And Ahimaaz son of Zadok said, ‘Let 
me run, I pray thee, and I bear the king 
tidings, for Jehovah hath delivered him out 
of the hand of his enemies;’ 20 and Joab 
saith to him, ‘Thou art not a man of tidings 
this day, but thou hast borne tidings on 
another day, and this day thou dost not bear 
tidings, because the king^s son is dead.’ 

21 And Joab saith to Cuslii, * Go, declare to 
the king that which thou hast seen; 1 and 
Cushi boweth himself to Joab, and runneth. 
22 And Ahimaaz son of Zadok addeth again, 
and saith unto Joab, ‘And whatever it be, 
let me run, I pray thee, I also, after the 
Cushite.’ And Joab saith, ‘Why is this— 
thou art running, mv son, and for thee there 
are no tidings found?’— 23 ‘And, whatever it 
be, said he , let me run.’ And he saith to 
him, ‘Run;’ and Ahimaaz runneth the way 
of the circuit, and passeth by the Cushite. 

24 And David is sitting between the two 
gates, and the watchman goeth unto the 
roof of the gate, unto the wall, and lifteth 
up his eyes, and looketh, and lo, a man run¬ 
ning by himself. 25 And the watchman call¬ 
eth, and declareth to the kiug, and the king 
saith, ‘ If by himself, tidings are in his 
mouth; ’ and he cometh, coming on and draw¬ 
ing near. 

20 And the watchman seeth another man 
running, and the watchman calleth unto the 
ate-keeper, and Baith, ‘Lo, a man running 
y himself;’ and the king saith, ‘Also this 
one is bearing tidings.’ _ 27 And the watchman 
saith, * I see the running of the first as the 
running of Ahimaaz son of Zadok.’ And 
the king saith, ‘This is a good man, and with 
good tidings he cometh.’ 

28 And Ahimaaz calleth and saith unto the 
king, * Peace; ’ and he boweth himself to the 
king, on his face, to the earth, and saith, 
‘Blessed w Jehovah thy God who hath shut 
up the men who lifted up their hand against 
my lord the king.' 

29 And the king saith, ‘Peace to the youth 
—to Absalom?] And Ahimaaz saitb, ‘I saw 
the great multitude, at the sending away of 
the servant of the king, even thy servant by 
Joab, and I have not known what it is* 
30 And the king saith, ‘Turn round, station 
thyself here;’ and he turneth round and 
Btandeth still. 

31 And lo ? . the Cushite hath come, and the 
Cushite saith, ‘Let tidings be proclaimed, 
my lord, 0 king; for Jehovah hath delivered 
thee to-day out of the hand of all those ris¬ 
ing up against thee.’ 32 And the king saith 
unto the Cushite, ‘Peace to the youth—to 
Absalom?* And the Cushite saith, ‘Let 
them be—as the youth—the enemies of my 
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lord the king, and all who have risen up 
against thee for evil’ 

33 And the king trembleth, and goeth up on 
the upper chamber of the gate, and weepeth, 
and thus he hath said in his going, * My son! 
Absalom my son: my son Absalom; oh that 
I had died for thee, Absalom, my son, my 
son.’ 

XIX. 1 ANT) it is declared to Joab, ‘Lo, 
the king is weeping and mourning for Ab¬ 
salom:’ 2 and the Balvation on that day be- 
cometb mourning to all the people, for the 
people hath heard on that dav ? saying, ‘The 
king hath been grieved for his son.’ 3 And 
the people stealeth away, on that day, to go 
in to the city, as the people steal away, who 
are ashamed, in their fleeing in battle; 4 and 
the king hath covered his face, yea, the king 
crieth—a loud voice—‘ My son Absalom, Ab¬ 
salom, my son, my son.’ 

8 And Joab cometh in unto the king to the 
house, and saith, ‘Thou hast put to shame 
to-day the faces of all thy servants, those de¬ 
livering thy life to-day, and the life of thy 
sons, and of thy daughters, and the life of 
thy wives, and the life of thy concubines, 
°to love thine enemies, and to hate those 
loving thee, for thou hast declared to-day that 
thou Last no princes and servants, for I havr 
known to-day that if Absalom wen'c alive 
and all of us to-day dead, that then it were 
right in thine eyes. 

7 * And now, rise, go out and speak unto the 
heart of thy servants, for by Jehovah I have 
sworn, that—thou arfc not going out—there 
doth not lodge a man with thee to-night; 
and this is worse for thee than all the evil 
that hath come upon thee from thy youth 
till now.’ 

8 And the king riseth, and sitteth in the 
gate, and to all the people they have de¬ 
clared, saying, ‘ Lo, the king is siitin^ in the 
gate;’ ana all the people come in before the 
king, and Israel hath fled, each to his tents. 

9 And it cometh to pass, all the people are 
contending through all the tribes of Israel, 
saying, ‘ The king delivered us out of the 
hand of our eneffries, yea, he himself de¬ 
livered us out of tbe hand of the Philistines, 
and now he hath fled out of the land because 
of Absalom, 10 and Absalom whom we an¬ 
ointed over us is dead in battle, and now, 
why are ye silent—to bring back tne king?’ 

13 And king David sent unto Zadok and 
unto Abiathar tbe priests, saying, ‘ Speak ye 
unto the elders of Judah, saying, Why are 
ye last to bring back the king unto his 
house? (and the word of all Israel hath come 
unto the king, unto his house;) 12 my breth¬ 
ren ye arc , my bone and my flesh ye are, 
and why are ye last to bring back the 
king? 13 And to Amasa say ye, Art not thou 
my Done and my flesh? Thus doth God do to 
me, and th us He doth add, if thou art not head 
of the host before me all the days instead of 
Joab.’ 14 And he inclineth the heart of all 
the men of Judah as one man, and they send 
unto the king, ‘Turn back, thou, and all thy 
servants.’ 

18 And the king turneth hack, and cometh

in unto the Jordan, and Judah hath come to 
Gilgal, to go to meet the king, to bring the 
king ovei the Jordan, 16 and Shimei son of 
Gera, the Benjamite, who is from Bahurim, 
kasteth, and cometh down with the men of 
Judah, to meet king David, 17 and a thousand 
men are with him From Benjamin, and Ziba 
servant of the house of Saul, and his fifteen 
sons and his twenty servants with him, and 
they have gone prosperously over the Jordan 
>efore the king. 

16 And passed over hath the feiTy-boat to 
carry over the household of the king, and to 
do that which is good in his eyes, ana Shimei 
son of Gera hath fallen before the king in 
his passing over into Jordan, 19 and saith unto 
the lung, ‘Let not my lord impute to me 
iniquity; neither do thou remember that 
which thy servant did perversely in the day 
that my lord the king went out from Jerusa¬ 
lem,—for the king to set it unto his heart; 
20 for thy servant nath known that I have 
sinned; and lo, I have come to-day, first of 
all the house of Joseph, to go down to meet 
my lord the king.’ 

21 And Abishai son of Zeruiah answereth 
and saith, ‘For this is not Shimei put to 
death—because he reviled the anointed of 
Jehovah?’ 22 And David saith, ‘What—to 
me and to you, 0 sons of Zeruiah, that ye 
are to me to-day for an adversary? to-day is 
any man put to death in Israel? for have I 
not known that to-day I am king over Israel ?’ 
23 And the king saith unto Shimei, ‘Thou dost 
not dieand the king sweareth to him. 

24 And Mephibosheth son of Saul hath come 
down to meet the king—and he prepared not 
his feet, nor did he prepare his upper lip, 
yea, his garments he washed not, even from 
the day of the going away of the king, till 
the day that he came in peace— 25 and it com¬ 
eth to pass, when he hath come to Jerusalem 
to meet the king, that the king saith to him, 
‘ Why didst thou not go with me, Mephi¬ 
bosheth?’ 

26 And he saith, * My lord, 0 king, my ser¬ 
vant deceived me, for thy servant said, I 
saddle for me the ass, and ride on it, and go 
with the kin" for thy servant is lame; 27 and 
he uttereth slander against thy servant unto 
my lord the king, and my lord the king is as 
a messenger of God; ana do thou that which 
is good in thine eyes, 28 for all the house of 
my father have been nothing except men of 
death before my lord the king, and thou dost 
set thy servant among those eating at thy 
table, and what right have I any more—even 
to cry any more unto the king?’ 

29 And the king saith to him, ‘Why dost 
thou speak any more of thy matters? I have 
said, Thou and Ziba—share ye the field.’ 
30 And Mephibosheth saith unto the king, 
* Yea, the whole let him take, after that my 
lord the king hath come in peace unto his 
house.' 

31 And Barzillai the Gileadite hath gone 
down from Rogelim, and passeth over the 
Jordan with the king, to send him away 
over the Jordan; 32 and Barzillai is very 
aged, a son of eighty years, and he hath sus¬ 
tained the king in his abiding in Mahanaim, 


for he is a very great man; 33 and the king 
saith unto Bar zill ai, * Pass thou over with me, 
and I have sustained thee ■with me in Jeru¬ 
salem.* 

34 And Barzillai saith unto the king, * How 
many are the days of the years of my life, 
that I go up with the king to Jerusalem? 
35 A son of eighty years I am to-day; do I 
know between good aud evil? doth thv ser¬ 
vant taste that which I am eating, and that 
which I drink? do I hearken any more to the 
voice of singers and songstresses? and why 
is thy servant any more for a burden unto 
my lord the king? 3G As a little thing, thy 
servant doth pass over the Jordan with the 
king, and why doth the king recompense 
me this recompense? 37 Let, I pray thee, 
thy servant turn back again, and I die in 
mine own city, near the burying-place of my 
father and of my mother,—and lo, thy ser¬ 
vant Chimham, let him pass over with, my 
lord the king, and do thou to him that which 
is good in thine eyes.’ 

30 And the king saith, ‘With me doth 
Chimham go over, and I do to him that 
which is good in thine eyes, yea, all that thou 
dost fix on me I do to thee.’ 39 And all the 

eople pass over the Jordan, and the king 

atn passed over, and the king giveth a kis9 
to Barzillai, and blesseth him, and he turneth 
back to his place. 

40 And the king passeth over to Gilgal, and 
Chimham hath passed over with him, and 
all the people of Judah, and they bring over 
the king, and also the half of the people of 
Israel. 41 And, lo, all the men of Israel are 
coming unto the king, and they say unto the 
kiug, ‘Wherefore have they stolen thee—our 
brethren, the men of Judah?’ {and thev bring 
the king and his household over the Jordan, 
aud all the men of David with him). 42 And 
all the men of Judah answer against the men 
of Israel, ‘Because the king is near unto us 
and why is this—ye are displeased about this 
matter? have we at all eaten of the kiug’s 
substance? a gift hath lie lifted up to us?' 

43 And the men of Israel answer the men of 
Judah, and say, ‘Ten parts we have in the 
king, and also in David more than you; and 
wherefore have ye lightly esteemed us, that 
our word hath not been first to bring back 
our king?’ And the word of the men of 
Judah is sharper than the word of the men 
of Israel. 

XX. 1 AND there hath been called there a 
man of worthlessness, and his name is Sheba, 
son of Bichri, a Benjamite, and he bloweth 
with a trumpet, and saith, 'We liave no por¬ 
tion in David, and we have no inheritance in 
the son of Jesse; each to his tents, 0 Is¬ 
rael.’ 2 Aud every man of Israel goeth up 
from after David, after Sheba son of Bichri 
and the men of Judah have cleaved to their 
kiug, from the Jordan even unto Jerusalem. 

3 And David cometh in unto his house a 
Jerusalem, and the king taketh the ten wo¬ 
men—concubines—whom he had left to keep 
the house, and putteth them in a house of 
ward, and sustaiueth them, and unto them 
lie hath not gone in, and they are shut up 
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Sheba slain in A bcL 


unto the day of their death, in widowhood 
living. 

4 And the kin" saith unto Amasa, ‘Call for 
me the men of Judah in three days, and thou, 
staud here,' 8 and Amasa goeth to call Judah, 
and tarrieth beyond the appointed time 
that he had appointed him; 0 and David 
saith unto Abishai, ‘Now doth Sheba son of 
Bichri do evil to us more than Absalom; 
thou, take the servants of thy lord, and pur¬ 
sue after him, lest he have found for himself 
fenced cities, and delivered himself from our 
eye.’ 

7 And the men of Joab go out after him. 
and the Cherethite, and the Pelethite, and 
all the mighty men, and they go out from 
Jerusalem to pursue after Sheba son of Bi¬ 
chri ; 8 they are near the great stone that 
i$ in Gibeon, and Amasa hath gone before 
them, and Joab is girded; his long robe he 
hath put on him, and upon it a girdle—a sword 
is fastened upon his loins in its sheath; and 
he hath gone out, and it falleth. 

fl And Joab saith to Amasa, ‘ Art thou in 

eace, my brother? 1 and the right hand of 

oab layeth hold on the beard of Amasa to 
give a kiss to him; 10 and Amasa hath not 
been watchful of the sword that is in the 
hand of Joab, and he smiteth him with it 
unto the fifth rib t and slieddeth out his bow¬ 
els to the earth, and he hath not repeated it 
to him, and he dietli; and Joab and Abishai 
his brother have pursued after Sheba son of 
Bichri. 

11 And a man hath stood by him, of the 
young men of Joab, and saith, ‘He who hath 
delight in Joab, and he who is for David— 
after. Joab!’ J*And Amasa is rolling him¬ 
self in blood, in the midst of the highway, 
and the man seeth that all the people have 
stood still, and lie brin^eth round Amasa out 
of the highway to the field, and casteth 
over him a garment, when he hath seen that 
every one who hath come by him — hath 
stood still. 13 When he hath been removed out 
of the highway, every man hath passed on af¬ 
ter Joab, to pursue after Sheba son of Bichri. 

14 And he passeth over through all the 
tribes of Israel to Abel, and to Beth-Maachah, 
and to all theBcrites, and they are assembled, 
and go in also after him, 15 and they go in and 
lay siege against him, in Abel of Beth-Maa¬ 
chah,. and cast up a mount against the city, 
and it standeth in a trench, and all the 
people who are with Joab are destroying, to 
cause the wall to fall. 

16 And a wise woman ealleth out of the city, 

1 Hear, hear; say, I pray you, unto Joab, 
Come near hither, and I speak uuto thee.’ 
17 And he cometh near unto her, and the wo¬ 
man saith, ‘Art thou Joab?’ and he saith, 
‘lam.’ And she saith to him ‘Hear the 
words of thy handmaid;' and he saith, 'I 
am hearing. 1 

10 And she speaketh, saying, ‘They spake 
often in former times, saying, Let them dili¬ 
gently ask at Abel, and so they finished. 
10 I am of the peaceable—faithful ones of Is¬ 
rael ; thou art seeking to destroy a city, and 
a mother in Israel; why dost thou swallow 
up the inheritance of Jehovah? 
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20 And Joab answereth and saith, ‘Ear be 
it—far be it from me; I do not swallow up 
nor destroy. 21 The matter is not so ; for a 
man of the hill-country of Ephraim—Sheba 
son of Bichri his name—hath lifted up his 
hand against the king, against David; give 
ye up him by himself, and I go away from 
the city. 1 And the woman saith unto Joab,. 
‘ Lo, his head is cast unto thee over the wall/ 

22 And the woman cometh unto all the peo¬ 
ple in her wisdom, aud they cut off the head 
of Sheba son of Bichri, and cast it unto Joab, 
and he bloweth with a trumpet, and they are 
scattered from the city, each to his tents, and 
Joab . hath turned back to Jerusalem unto 
the king. 

23 Ana Joab is over all the host of Israel, 
and Benaiah sou of Jehoiada is over the Cher¬ 
ethite, and over the Pelethite, 24 and Adoram 
is over the tribute, and Jehoshaphat son of 
Ahilud is the remembrancer, 25 and Sheya is 
scribe, and Zadok and Abiathar are priests 
20 and also, Ira the Jairite hath been minister 
to David. 

XXL *AND there is a famine in the days 
of David three years, year after year, and 
David seeketh the face of Jehovah, and Je¬ 
hovah saith, * For Saul and for the bloody 
house, because that lie put to death the Gibe- 
onites.’ 2 And the king ealleth for the Gibe¬ 
onites, and saith unto them—as to the Gibe- 
onites, they are not of the sons of Israel, but 
of the remnant of the Amorite, and the sons 
of Israel had sworn to them, and Saul seek¬ 
eth to smite them in his zeal for the sons oi 
Israel and Judah— 3 yea, David saith unto 
the Gibeonites, ‘What do I do for you ? and 
with what do I make atonement? and bless 
ye. the inheritance of Jehovah. 1 4 And the 
Gibeonites say to him, ‘We have no silver 
and gold by Saul and by his house, and we 
have no man to put to death in Israel;’ and 
he saith, ‘ What ye are saying I do to you.' 

3 And they say unto the king, ‘The man 
who consumed us, and who devised against 
us —we have been destroyed from station¬ 
ing ourselves in all the border of Israel— c let 
there be given to us seven men of his sons, 
and we have hanged them before Jehovah, 
in the height of Saul, the chosen of Jehovali.’ 

And the king saith, ‘ I do give;’ 7 and the 
king hath pity on Mephibosheth son of Jo¬ 
nathan, son of Saul, because of the oath of 
Jehovah that is between them, between 
David and Jonathan son of Saul; 9 and the 
king taketh the two sons of Rizpah daugh¬ 
ter of Aiah, whom she bore to Saul, Armoni 
and Mephibosheth, and the five sons of Mi- 
chal daughter of Saul whom she bare to Ad- 
riel son of Barzillai the Meholathite, 9 and 
giveth them into the hand of the Gibeonites, 
and they hang them in the hill before Jeho¬ 
vah ; and the Beven fall together, and they 
have been put to death in the days of harvest, 
in the first days , the commencement of bar¬ 
ley-harvest. 

And Riznah daughter of Aiah taketh the 
sackloth, ana stretcheth it out for herself on 
the rock, from the commencement of harvest 
till water hath been poured out upon their 
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from the heavens, and hath not suffered a 
fowl of the heavens to rest upon them by day, 
or the beast of the field by night. 

11 And it is declared to David that which 
ftizpah daughter of Aiah, concubine of Saul, 
hath done, * 2 and David goeth and taketh the 
bones of Saul, and the bones of Jonathan his 
son, from the possessors of Jabesh-Gilead, 
who had stoleu them from the broad place of 
Beth-Sham where the Philistines hanged 
them, in the day of the Philistines smiting 
Saul in Gilboa; 13 and he bringeth up thence 
the bones of Saul, and the bones of Jonathan 
hia sou, and they gather the bones of those 
handed, 14 and bury the bones of Saul and 
of Jonathan his son in the land of Benjamin, 
in Zelah, in the burying-place of Kish his 
father, and do all that the king commanded, 
and God is entreated for the land after¬ 
wards. 

1S And again have the Philistines war with 
Israel, and David goeth down, and his ser¬ 
vants with him, and they fight with the 
Philistines ; and David i3 weary, 16 and Ishbi- 
Benob, who w among the children of the 
giant—the weight of his spear is three hun¬ 
dred shekel's weight of brass, and he is girded 
with a new one—speaketh of smiting David, 
17 and Abishai son of Zeruiah giveth help to 
him, and smiteth the Philistine, and putteth 
him to death ; then swear the men of David to 
him, saying, * Thou dost not go out again with 
us to battle, nor quench the lamp of Israel.’ 

18 And it cometh to pass afterwards, that 
the battle is again in Got) with the Philistines, 
then hath Sibbechai the Hushathite smitten 
Saph, who is among the children of the giant. 

® And the battle is again in Gob with the 
Philistines, and Elhanan son of Jaare-Oregim, 
the Beth-Lehemite, smiteth a brother of Goliath 
the Gittite, and the wood of his spear is like 
a beam of weavers. 

20 And the battle is again in Gath, and there 
is a man of stature, and the finders of his 
hands are six, and the toes of his feet are six, 
twenty and four in number, and he also hath 
been born to the giant, 21 and he reproaclieth 
Israel, and smite him doth Jonathan son of 
Shimeah, brother of David: 22 these four have 
been born to the giant in Gath, and they fall 
by the hand of David, and by the hand of his 
servants. 

XXII. 1 AND David speaketh to Jehovah 
the words of this song in the day Jehovah 
hath delivered him out of the hand of all his 
enemies, and out of the hand of Saul, 2 and he 
Baith: 

* Jehovah is my rock, 

And my bulwark, and a deliverer to me, 
a My God is my rock—I take refuge in Him;

11 And He rideth on a cherub, and doth fly. 
And is seen on the wings of the wind. 

12 And He setteth darkness

Darkness of waters—thick clouds of the skies. 

13 From the brightness before Him 
Were brands of fire kindled! 

14 Thunder from the heavens doth Jehovah, 
And the Most High giveth forth His voice. 

15 And He sendeth forth arrows. 

And scatteretli them; 
lightning, and troubleth them ; 

10 And seen are the streams of the sea, 
Revealed are foundations of the world. 

By the rebuke of Jehovah, 

From the breath of the spirit of His anger. 

17 He sendeth from above—He taketh me, 

He draweth me out of many waters. 

18 He delivereth me from my strong enemy, 
From those hating me, 

For they were stronger than I. 

19 They are before me in a day of my calamity, 
A net Jehovah is my support, 

20 And He bringeth me out to a large place, 
He draweth me out for He delighted in me. 

21 Jehovah recompeDseth me, 

According to my righteousness, 

According to the cleanness of my hands, 

He doth return to me. 

22 For I have kept the ways of Jehovah, 

And have notuone wickedly against my God. 

23 For all His judgments are before me. 

As to His statutes, I turn not from them. 

24 And I am perfect before Him, _ 

And 1 keep myself from mine iniquity. 

K And Jehovah returneth to me, 

According to my righteousness, 

According to my cleanness before His eyes. 
26 With the kind Thou shewest Thyself kind. 
With the perfect man Thou shewest Thyself 

W perfect, 

ith the pure Thou shewest Thyself pure. 
And with the perverse Thou shewest Thy¬ 
self a wrestler. 

28 And the poor people Thou dost save, 

And Thine eyes on the high causest to fall 
29 For Thou art my lamp, O Jehovah, 

And Jehovah doth lighten my darkness. 

30 For by Thee I run—a troop, 

By my God I leap a wall. 

31 God! Perfect is His way, 

The saying of Jehovah is tried, 

A shield He is to all those trusting in Him. 
32 For who is God save Jehovah ? 

And who a Rock save our God ? 

33 God—my bulwark, my strength, 

And He inaketli perfect my way ; 

34 Making my feet like hinds, 

And on my high places causeth me to stand 
35 Teaching my hands for battle, 
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And brought down was a bow of brass by 
mine arrns^ [salvation, 

* And Thou givest to me the shield of Thy 
And Thv lowliness maketh me great. 

17 Thou epiargest my step under me, 

And mine ancles have not slidden. 

38 I pursue mine enemies and destroy them, 
And I turn not till they are consumed. 

38 And I consume them, and smite them, 

And they rise not, and fall under my feet. 

40 And Thou girdest me with strength for 

battle, Tder me. 

Thou causest my withstanders to bow un- 

41 And mine enemies—Thou givest to me the 
Those hating me—aud I cut them off. [neck, 

42 They look, and there is no saviour; [them. 
Unto Jehovah, and He hath uot answered 

43 And I beat them as dust of the earth. 

As mire of the streets X beat them small — 

I spread them out! 

44 And—Thou dost deliver me 
From the strivings of my people, 

Thou placest me for a head of nations ; 

A people I have not known do serve me. 

43 Sous of a stranger feign obedience to me, 

At the hearing of the ear they hearken to me. 
40 Sons of a stranger fade away, 

^ And gird themselves by their close places. 

47 Jehovah liveth, and blessed is my Rock, 
And exalted is my God— 

The Rock of my salvation. 

18 God—who is giving vengeance to me. 

And bringing down peoples under me, 

19 And bringiug me forth from mine enemies, 
Yea, above my withstanders Thou raisest

From a man of violence Thou deliverest 
M Therefore I confess Thee, 0 Jehovah, among

11 Magnifying the salvations of His king, 

Ana doing loving-kindness to His anointed, 
To David, and to his seed—unto the age 1 ’ 

XXIIi.. 1 AND these are the last words of 
David:— 

‘The affirmation of David son of Jesse— 
And the affirmation of the man raised up— 
Concerning the Anointed of tlie God of 
Jacob, 

And the Sweetness of the Songs of Israel: 
The Spirit of Jehovah hath spoken by me. 
And His word Is on my tongue. 

3 He said—the God of Israel—to me, 

He spake—the Rock of Israel: 

He who is ruling over man is righteous, 

He is ruling in the fear of God. 

4 And as the light of morning he riseth, 

A morning sun—no clouds! 

By the shining, by the rain, 

Tender grass of the earth! 

5 For—not so is my house with God ; [me. 
For—a covenant age-during He made with 
Arranged in all things, and kept; 

For—all my salvation, and all desire, 

For—He hath not caused it to spring up. 
i As to the worthless— 

As a thorn driven away are all of them, 

For—not by hand are they taken ; 

And the man who cometh against them 
Is tilled with iron and the staff of a spear, 
And with fire they are utterly burnt 


In the cessation.' 

8 These are the names of the mighty ones 
whom David hath : sitting in'the seat is the 
Tachmonite, head of the captains—he is Adino. 
who hardened himself against eight hundred 
—wounded at one time. 

9 And after him is Eleazar sou of Dodo, son 
of Ahohi, of the three mighty men with Da¬ 
vid* in their exposing themselves among the 
Philistines — they have been gathered there 
to battle, and the men of Israel go up— 19 he 
hath arisen, and smiteth among the Philis¬ 
tines till that his hand hath been weary, and 
his hand cleaveth unto the sword, and Jeho¬ 
vah worketh a great salvation on that day, 
and the people turn back after him only to 
strip off. 

11 And after him is Shammah son of Agee 
the Hararite, and the Philistines are gathered 
into a company, and there is there a por¬ 
tion of the held full of leu tiles, and the peo¬ 
ple hath fled from the presence of the Philis¬ 
tines, 12 and hestationeth himself in the midst 
of the portion, aud delivereth it, and smiteth 
the Philistines, and Jehovah worketh a great 
salvation. 

13 And three of the thirty heads go down 
and come unto the harvest, unto David, un¬ 
to the cave of Adullam, aud the company of 
the Philistines are encamping iu the valley 
of Rephaim, 14 and David is then in a fort 
ress, and the station of the Philistines i.? then 
in Beth-Lehem, 15 aud David longeth and 
saith, * Who doth give me drink of the water 
of the well of Beth-Lchcm, which is by the 
gate?’ 

15 And the three mighty ones cleave through 
the camp of the Philistines, and draw water 
out of tne well of Beth-Lehem, which is by 
the gate, and take it up, aud bring in unto 
David; and he was not willing to drink it, 
and poiu-eth it out to Jehovah, 17 aud saith, 
‘Far be it from me, 0 Jehovah, to do this ; 
is it the blood of the men who are going with 
their lives?’ aud he was not willing to drink 
it; these things did the three mighty ones. 

19 And Abishai brother of Joab, son of Zer- 
uiah, he is head of three, and he is lifting up 
his spear against three hundred—wounded, 
and he hath a name among three. 19 Of the 
three i9 he not the honoured? and he becom- 
eth their head; and unto the first three he 
hath not come. 

20 And Beuaiah son of Jehoiada (son of a 
man of valour, great in deeds from Kabzeel), 
he hath smitten two lion-like men of Moab, 
and he hath gone down and smitten the lion 
in the midst of the pit in a day of snow. 
21 And he hath smitten the Egyptian man, a 
man of appearance, and in the hand of the 
Egyptian is a spear, and he goeth down unto 
him with a rod, and taketn violently away 
the spear out of the hand of the Egyptian, 
and slayeth him with his own spear. 2a These 
things hath Benaiah son of Jehoiada done, 
and hath a name among three mighty. 
23 Of the thirty he is honoured, and unto 
the three he came not; and David setteth 
him over his guard. 

34 Asahel brother of Joab is of the thirty; 

I Elhanan son of Dodo of Beth-Lehem. “Sham- 
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mah the Haroditc, EJika the Harodite, - 6 He- 
lez the Paltite, Ira sou of Ikkesli the Tekoite, 
27 Abiezer the Aunethothite, Mebunnai the 
Hushathite, ^Zalmon the Ahohite, Maharai 
the Netopliathite, ^Heleb son of Baanah the 
N’etophatliite, Ittai son of Ribai from Gi- 
beah of the sous of Beniamin, 30 Benaiah the 
Pirathonite, Hiddai of the brooks of Gaash, 
3l Abi-Albon the Arbathite, Azmaveth the 
Barhumite, j2 Eliahba the Shaalbonite, of the 
sons of Jashen, Jonathan, 33 Shammah the 
Hararite, Ahiam son of Sharar the Hararite, 
34 Eliphelet son of Ahasbai, son of the Maa-

XXIV. 1 AND the anger of Jehovah add- 
eth to burn against Israel, and an adversary 
moveth David about them, saying, * Go, 
number Israel and Judah.’ 2 And the king 
saith unto Joab, head of the host that is with 
him, ‘Go to and fro, I pray thee, through all 
the tribes of Israel, from Dan even unto 
Becr-Sheba, and inspect ye the people—and 
I have known the number of the people.’ 

3 And Joab saith unto the king, ‘Yea, Je¬ 
hovah thy'God doth add unto the people, as 
they are, a hundred times, and the eyes of 
my lord the king are seeing; and my lord the 
king, why is lie desirous of this thing?’ 

4 And the word of the king is severe to¬ 
wards Joab, and against the heads of the 
force, and Joab goeth out, and the heads of 
the force, from before the king to inspect 
the people, even Israel; 5 and they pass over 
the Jordan, and encamp in Aroer, on the 
dght of the city that is in the midst of the 
brook of Gad, and unto Jazer, 6 and they 
come in to GiJead, and unto the land of Tah- 
tim-Hodshi, and they come iu to Dan-Jaan, 
and round about unto Zidon, 7 and they come 
in to the fortress of Tyre, and all the cities 
of the Hivite, and of the Canaanite, and go 
out unto the south of Judah, to Beer-Shcba. 

8 And they go to and fro through all the 
land, and coino in at the end of nine months 
and twenty days to Jerusalem, e and Joab 
giveth the account of the inspection of the 

E eople unto the king, aud Israel is eight 
undred thousand men of valour, drawing 
sword, and the meu of Judah five hundred 
thousand men. 

10 And the heart of David smiteth him, 
after that he hath numbered the people^ and 
David saith unto Jehovah, ‘I have sinned 
greatly in that which I have done, and now, 
0 Jehovah, cause to pass away, I pray Thee, 
the iniquity of Thy servant, for I have acted 
very foolishly.’ 

11 And David liseth in the morning, aud 
the word of Jehovah hath been unto Gad the 


prophet, seer of David, saying, 12 ‘Go, and thou 
hast spoken unto David, Thus said Jehovah : 
Three—I am lifting up for thee, choose thee 
one of them, and I do it to thee.' 

13 And Gad cometh in unto David, and de- 
clareth to him, and saith to him, ‘Do seven 
years of famine come iu to thee in thy land? 
or three months art thou fleeing before thiDC 
adversary — and he pursuing thee? or are 
three days’ pestilence in thy land? now, know 
and see what word I take back to Him send¬ 
ing me.’ 

44 And David saith unto Gad, ‘I have great 
distress, let us fall, I pray.thee, into the hand 
of Jehovah, for many are His mercies, aDd 
into the hand of man let me not fall.’ 

13 And Jehovah giveth a pestilence on Israel 
from the morning even unto the time ap¬ 
pointed, and there die of tho people, from 
Dan even unto Beer-Sheba, seventy thousand 
men, 18 and the messenger putteth forth his 
hand to Jerusalem to destroy it, and Jehovah 
repenteth concerning the evilj and saith to 
the messenger who is destroying among the 
people, ‘Enough, now cease thy hand, and 
the messenger of Jehovah wa9 near the 
threshing-floor of Araunah the Jebusite. 

17 And David speaketh unto Jehovah, when 
he seeth the messenger who is smiting among 
the people, and saith, ‘Lo, I have siuned, 

S ea, I have done perversely; and these—the 
ock—what have they done? Let. I pray 
Thee, Thy hand be on me, and on the house 
of my father.’ 

18 Aud Gad cometh in unto David on that 
day, and saith to him, 4 Go lip, raise to Je¬ 
hovah an altar in the threshing-floor of Arau¬ 
nah the Jebusite;* 19 and David goeth up, 
according to the word of Gad, as Jehovah 
commanded. 

20 And Araunah looketh, and seeth the king 
and his servants passing over unto him, and 
Araunah goeth out and boweth himself to 
the king—his face to the earth. 21 And Arau¬ 
nah saith, 4 Wherefore hath my lord the king 
come unto hia servant?’ and David saith, 
‘To buy from thee the threshing-floor, to 
build an altar to Jehovah, and the plague is 
restrained from the people.’ 

22 And Araunah saith unto David, 4 Let my 
lord the king take and cause to ascend that 
which is good in his eyes; see, the oxeu 
for a burnt-offering, and the threshing instru¬ 
ments, and the instruments of the oxen, for 
wood;’ 23 the whole hath Araunah given, as a 
king to a king; and Araunah saith unto the 
king, ‘Jehovah thy God doth accept thee.’ 

‘-’ 4 And the king saith unto Araunah, ‘Nay, 
for I do surely buy from thee for a price, 
and I do not cause to ascend to Jehovah my 
God burnt-offerings for nought;’ and David 
buyeth the threshing-floor and the oxen for 
fifty shekels of silver, - 5 and David builde*,h 
there an altar to Jehovah, and causeth to 
ascend burnt-offerings ana peace-offerings, 
and Jehovah is entreated for the land, and 
the plague is restrained from Israel. 
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CHAP. 1. 1 AND king David is old, entering 
into days, and they cover him with garments, 
and he hath no heat, 1 and his servants say 
to him, * Let them seek for my lord the king 
a young woman, a virgin, and she hath stood 
before the king, and is to him a companion, 
and hath lain in thy bosom, and my lord the 
king hath heat.’ 

3 And they seek a fair young woman in all 
the border of Israel, and find Abishag the 
Shunammite, and bring her in to the king, 
4 and the young woman is very very fair, and 
she is to the king a companion, and servetli 
him, and the king hath not known her. 

A And Adonijah son of Haggithis lifting him¬ 
self up, saying, ‘I do reign and lie prepar 
eth for himself a chariot and horsemen, and 
fifty men running before him, * and his father 
hath not grieved him all his days, saying, 
‘Wherefore thus hast thou done?’ and ho 
also is of a very good form, and his mother 
bare him after Absalom. 

7 And his words are with Joab son of Ze- 
ruiah, and with Abiathar the priest, and they 
help after Adonijah ; 9 and Zadok the priest, 
and Benaiah son of Jehoiada, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Shimci, and Rei, and the 
mighty ones whom David hath, have not 
been with Adonijah. 

fl And Adonijah sacrificeth sheep and oxen 
and fatling,s near the stone of Zohelcth, 
that is by En-Rogel, and calleth all his 
brethren, sons of tne king, and for all the 
men of Judah, servants of the king; “and 
Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah, and the 
inightv ones, and Solomon his brother, he hath 
not called. 

“And Nathan speaketh unto Bath-Sheba, 
mother of Solomon, saying, ‘Hast thou not 
heard that Adonijah son of Haggith hath 
reigned, and our lord David hath not known? 
“and now, come, let me counsel thee, I pray 
thee, and deliver thy life, and the life of thy son 
Solomon ; 13 go and enter in unto king David, 
and thou hast said unto him, Hast thou not, 
my lord, 0 king, sworn to thy handmaid, 
saying, Surely Solomon thy son doth reign 
after me, and he doth sit on my throne? and 
wherefore hath Adonijah reigned? 14 Lo, 
thou are yet speaking there with the king, 
and I come in after thee, and have completed 
thy words.’ 

l} And Bath-Sheba cometh in unto the king, 
to the inner chamber, and the king is very 
aged, and Abishag the Shunammite la serving 
the king : 18 and Bath-Sheba boweth and doth 
obeisance to the king, and the king Baith, 

* What—to thee ? ’ 

“And she Baith to him, ‘My lord, thou 
hast sworn by Jehovah thy God to thy hand¬ 
maid : Surely Solomon thy Bon doth reign 
after me, and he doth sit on my throne; 
“and jiow, lo, Adonijah hath reigned, and 
now, my lord, O king, thou har.t not known; 
“and he sacrificeth ox, and fatling, and sheep 


in abundance, and calleth Tor all the sonB of 
the king, and for Abiathar the priest, and 
for Joab head of the host—and for Solomon 
thy servant he hath not called. “And thou, 
my lord, O king, the eyes of all Israel are on 
thee, to declare to them who doth sit on the 
throne of my lord the king after him; 91 and 
it hath been, when my lord the king lieth 
with his fathers, that I have been, I and my 
son Solomon— reckoned sinners.’ 

a And lo, she is yet speaking with the king 
and Nathan the prophet hath come in 
93 and thev declare to the king, saying, * Lo, 
Nathan the prophet;’ and he cometh in be¬ 
fore the king, and boweth himself to the king, 
on his face to the earth. 

!1 And Nathan Baith, ‘ My lord, O king, 
thou hast Baid, Adonijah doth reign after me, 
and he doth sit on my throne; 15 for he hath 
gone down to-day, and doth sacrifice ox, and 
fatling, and sheep, in abundance, and calleth 
for all the sons of the king, and for the heads 
of the host, and for Abiathar the priest, and 
lo, they are eating and drinking before him, 
and they say, Let king Adonijah live ! 

281 And for me—me, thy servant, and for 
Zadok the priest, and for benaiah, Bon of Je¬ 
hoiada, and for Solomon thy servant, he hath 
not called; 17 if from my lord the king this 
thing hath been, then thou hast not caused 
thy servant to know who doth sit on the 
throne of my lord the king after him.’ 

“And king David answereth and saith, 
‘Call for me for Bathsheba;’ and she com¬ 
eth in before the king, and standeth before 
the king. “And the king Bweareth and 
saith, ‘Jehovah liveth, who hath redeemed 
my soul out of all adversity; “surely as I 
sware to thee by Jehovah, God of Israel, 
saying, Surely Solomon thy son doth reign 
after me, and he doth sit on iny throne in 
my stead; surely so I do this day.’ 31 And 
Bath-Sheba boweth—face to the earth—and 
doth obeisance to the king, and saith, ’ Let 
my lord, king David, live to the age.' 

39 And king David saith, ‘Call for me for 
Zadok the priest, and for Nathan the prophet, 
and for Benaiah son of Jehoida;’ and they 
come in before the king. 

"And the king saith to them, ‘Take with 
you the servants of your lord, and ye have 
caused Solomon my son to ride on mine owr 
mule, and caused him to go down unto Gihon 
31 and anointed him there hath Zadok the 
priest—and Nathan the prophet—for king 
over Israel, and ye have blown with a trumpet, 
and said, Let king Solomon live; "and ye 
have come up after him, and he hath come in 
and hath sat on my throne, and he doth reimi 
in my stead, and him I have appointed to be 
leader over Israel, and over Judah.’ 

“And Benaiah son of Jehoiada answereth 
the king, and saith, ‘Amen ! so doth Jehovah, 
God of my lord the king, say ; 37 as Jehovah 
hath been with my lord the king, bo is He 
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with Solomon, and doth make his throne 
Ig-eater than the throne of my lord king 

30 And Zadok the priest goeth down, and 
Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah son of Je- 
hoiada, and the Cherethite,.apd the Pelethite, 
and they cause Solomon to ride on the mule 
of king David, and cause him to go unto Gihon, 
10 and Zadok the priest taketh the horn of 
oil out of the tent, and anointeth Solomon, 
and they blow with a trumpet, and all the 
people say, ‘ Let king Solomon live.’ 40 And 
all the people^ come up after him, and the 
people are piping with pipes, and rejoicing- 
great joy, and the earth rendeth with their 


voice. 

41 And Adonijah heareth, and all those call¬ 
ed, who are with him, and they have finished 
to eat, and Joab heareth the noise of the 
trumpet, and saith. 4 Wherefore is the noise 
of the city roaring?’ 42 He is yet speaking, and 
lo, Jonathan son of Abiathar the priest hath 
come in, and Adonijah saith, ‘ Come in, for a 
man of valour thou art , and thou bearest good 
tidings.’ 

43 And Jonathan answereth and saith to 
Adonijah, ‘Verily our lord kin" David hath 
caused Solomon to reign, 44 and the king send- 
eth with him Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah son of Jehoiada, and 
‘‘.he Cherethite, ( and the Pelethite, and they 
;ause him to ride on the king’s mule, 43 and 
ffiey anoint him—Zadok the priest and Na¬ 
than the prophet—for king in Gihon, and are 
come up theuce rejoicing, and the city is 
moved; it is the uoise that yc have heard. 

40 4 And also Solomon hath sat on the throne 
of the kingdom, 47 and also the servants of the 
king have come in to bless our lord king David, 
saying, Thy God doth make tlic name of 
Solomon better than thy name, aud his throDe 
greater than thy throne; and the kin" boweth 
himself on the bed, 40 and also thus hath the 
king said, Blessed is Jehovah, God of Israel, 
who hath given to-day one sitting on my throne, 
and mine eyes seeing.’ 

49 And they tremble, aud rise—all those call¬ 
ed who are for Adonijah—and go, each on his 
way ; 50 aud Adonijah fearcth because of 
Solomon, and riseth. aud goeth, and layctli 
hold on the horns or the altar. 51 And it is 
declared to Solomou, saying, ‘ Lo, Adonijah 
feareth king Solomon, and lo, lie hath laid 
hold od the horns of the altar, saying. Let 
king Solomon swear to me as to-day—ho doth 
not put to death his servant by the sword.’ 

52 And Solomon saith, ‘If lie becometli a 
virtuous man—there doth not fall of his hair 
to the earth, and if evil is found in him— 
then he hath died.’ 53 Aud king Solomon 
sendeth, and they brio" him down from off 
the altar, and he cometh in and boweth him¬ 
self to king Solomon, aud Solomon saith to 
him, ‘ Go to thy house.’ 


II. 1 AND draw near do the days of David 
to die, and he chargeth Solomou his son, say¬ 
ing. 2 ‘ I am going in the way of all the earth, 
and thou hast been strong, and become a man, 
and kept the charge of Jehovah thy God, to 
walk in His ways, to keep His statutes, His 


commands, and His judgments, and His testi¬ 
monies, as it is written in the law of Moses, so 
that thou dost wisely all that thou dost, and 
whithersoever thou turaest, 4 so that Jehovah 
doth establish His word which He spake unto 
me, saying, If thy sons observe their way 
to walk before Me in truth, with all their 
heart, and with all their soul; saying, There 
is not cut off a man of thine from the throne 
of Israel. 

0 ‘ And also, thou hast known that which he 
did to me—Joab son of Zeruiah—that which 
he did to two heads of the hosts of Israel, 
to Abner son of Ner, and to Amasa son of 
Jether—that he slayeth them, and maketh the 
blood of war in peace, and putteth the blood 
of war in his girdle, that is on his loins, and 
in his sandals that are on his feet;. 6 and 
thou hast done according to thy wisdom, 
and dost not let his old age go down in peace 
to Sheol. 

7 4 And to the sons of Barzillai the Gileadite 
thou dost do kindness, and they have been 
among those eating at thv table, for so they 
drew near unto me in my fleeing from the faco 
of Absalom tby brother. 

8 4 And lo, with thee is Shimci son of Gera, 
the Benjamite of Bahurim, and he reviled me— 
a grievous reviling—in the day of my going to 
IVlahanaim; and he hath come down to meet 
me at the Jordan, and I swear to him by Je¬ 
hovah, saying, I do not put thee to death by 
the sword; 8 and now, acquit him not, for a 
wise man thou art t and thou hast known that 
which thou dost to him, and hast brought 
down his old age with blood to Sheol.’ 

10 And David lieth down with his fathers, 
and is buried in the city of David, 11 and the 
days that David hath reigned over Israel are 
forty years, in Hebron he hath reigned seven 
years, and in Jerusalem lie hath reigned thirty 
and three years. 

12 And Solomon hath sat on the throne of 
David his father, and his kingdom is estab¬ 
lished greatly, 13 and Adonijah sou of Haggith 
cometh in unto Bath-Sheba, mother of Solo¬ 
mon, and she saith, ‘Is thy coming peace?’ 
and he saith, 4 Peace.’ 14 And he saith, ‘I 
have a word unto thee,’ aud she saith, 

4 Speak.’ 

13 And he saith, 4 Thou hast known that the 
kingdom was mine, aud towards me set tlieir 
faces had all Israel for reigning, and the king¬ 
dom is turned roundabout, and is my brother’s, 
for from Jehovah it was his; 10 and now, one 
petition I am asking of thee—turn not back 
my face;’ and she saith unto him, 4 Speak.’ 

17 And he saith, ‘Speak, I pray thee, to 
Solomon the king, for he doth not turn back 
thy face, and he doth give to me Abishag the 
Shunammite for a wife.’ 10 And Bath-Sheba 
saith, ‘Good; I do speak for thee unto the 
king/ 

18 And Bath-Sheba cometh in unto king 
Solomon to speak to him for Adonijah, ana 
the king riseth to meet her, and boweth him¬ 
self to ner, and sitteth on his throne, and 
placeth a throne for the mother of the king, 
aud she sitteth at his right hand. 

20 And she saith, 4 One small petition I ask 
of thee, turn not back my face and the king 
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saith to her, ‘Ask, my mother, for I do not 
turn back thy face.’ "And she saith, 'Let 
Abishag the Shunammite be given to Adon- 
ijah thy brother for a wife. 1 

®And kin g Solomon answereth and saith 
to his mother, * And why art thou asking Abi¬ 
shag the Shuna mmi te for Adonijah? also ask 
for nim the kin gdom—for he is mine elder 
brother—even for him, and for Abiathar the 
priest, and for Joab son of Zeruiah.’ 

3 And king Solomon sweareth by Jehovah, 
saying, ‘Thus doth God to me, and thus He 
doth add—surely against his soul hath Adon- 
ijah spoken this word; 44 and now, Jehovah 
llveth, who hath established me, and causeth 
me to sit on the throne of David my father, 
and who hath made for me an house as He 
Bpake—surely to-day is Adonij ah put to death.’ 
25 And king Solomon sendeth by the hand of 
Benaiah son of Jehoiada, and he falleth upon 
him, and lie dicth. 

28 And to Abiathar the priest said the king, 
‘To Anathoth go, unto thy fields ; for a man 
of death thou art , but in this day I do not 
put thee to death, because thou nast borne 
the ark of the Lord Jehovah before David 
my father, and because thou wast afflicted in 
all that my father was afflicted in.’ ^ And So¬ 
lomon caateth out Abiathar from being priest 
to Jehovah, to fulfil the word of Jehovah 
which He spake concerning the house of Eli 
in Shiloh. 

20 And the report hath come unto Joab—for 
Joab hath turned aside after Adonij ah, though 
after Absalom he did not turn aside — and 
Joab fleeth unto the tent of Jehovah, and 
layeth hold on the horns of the altar. 

25 And it is declared to king Solomon that 
Joab hath fled unto the tent of Jehovah, and 
to, near the altar; and Solomon sendeth Ben¬ 
aiah son of Jehoiada, saying, ' Go, fall upon 
him/ 30 And BeDaiah cometh in unto the tent 
of Jehovah, and saith unto him, ‘Thus said 
the king, Come out;’ and he saith, ‘Nay, but 
here I die.’ And Benaiah bringeth back the 
kiug word, saying, ‘Thus spake Joab, yea, 
thus he answered me.’ 

31 And the king saith to him, ‘Do as he 
hath spoken, and fall upon him, and thou 
hast buried him, and turned aside the cause¬ 
less blood which Joab shed, from off me, aud 
from off the house of my father ; 32 and Jeho¬ 
vah hath turned back nis blood on his own 
head, who hath fallen on two men more 
righteous and better than he, and slayeth 
them with the sword,—and my father David 
knew not—Abner son of Ner, head of the 
host of Israel, and Amaaa son of Jethcr, head 
of the host of Judah ; 33 yea. turned back hath 
their blood on the head of Joab, and on the 
head of liis seed to the age ■ and for David, 
and for his seed, and for his house, and for 
liis throne, there is peace unto the age, from 
Jehovah.’ 

34 And Benaiah son of Jehoiada goeth up 
and falleth uj>ou him, and putteth him to 
death, and he is buried in his own house in 
the wilderness, 33 and the king putteth Ben¬ 
aiah son of Jehoiada in his stead over the host, 
and Zadok the priest hath the king put in the 
•tead of Abiathar. 


“And the king sendeth and calleth for 
Shimei, and Baith to him, 4 Build for thee a 
house in Jerusalem, and ±hou hast dwelt 
there, and dost not go out thence any where ; 
37 and it hath been, in the day of thy going 
out, and thou hast passed over the brook Kid- 
ron, thou dost certainly know that thou dost 
surely die—thy blood ib on thy head.’ 

38 And Shimei saith to the king. ‘ The word 
is good; as my lord the king hath spoken so 
doth thy servant do;’ and Shimei dwelleth 
in Jerusalem many dayB. 

39 And it cometh to pass, at the end of three 

years, that flee do two of the servants of 
Shimei unto AchiBh son of Maachah, king of 
Gath, and they declare to Shimei, saying, 
‘ Lo, thy servants are in Gath ; 40 and Shimei 
riseth, and saddleth his aBs, and goeth to 
Gath, unto Achish, to seek his servants, aud 
Shimei goeth and bringeth hie servants from 
Gath. " 

41 And it is declared to Solomon that Shi¬ 
mei hath gone from Jerusalem to Gath, and 
doth return, 43 and the king sendeth and 
calleth for Shimei, aud saith unto him, ‘Have 
I not caused thee to swear by Jehovah—aud 

1 testify against thee, saying, In the day of 
thy going out, and thou hast gone anywhere, 
thou dost certainly know tnat thou dost 
surely die; and thou sayest unto me, The 
word I have heard is good? 43 and wherefore 
hast thou not kept the oath of Jehovah, and 
the charge that I charged upon thee V 

44 And the king saith unto Shimei, ‘Thou 
hast known all the evil that thy heart hath 
known, which thou didest to David my fa¬ 
ther, and Jehovah hath turned back thine 
evil on thy head, 43 and king Solomon is 
blessed, and the throne of David is estab¬ 
lished before Jehovah unto the age.’ 46 And 
the king ehargeth Benaiah son of Jehoiada, 
and he goeth out and falleth on him, and he 
clieth, and the kingdom is established in the 
hand of Solomon. 

III. 2 AND Solomon joineth in marriage 
with Pharaoh king of E^ypt, and taketh the 
daughter of Pharaoh, and bringeth her in un¬ 
to the city of David, till he completeth to 
build his own house, and the house of Jeho¬ 
vah, and the wall of Jerusalem round about. 

2 Only, the people arc sacrificing in high places, 
for there hath not been built a house for the 
uame of Jehovah till those days. 

3 And Solomon lovetk Jehovah, to walk in 
the statutes of David his father—only, in 
high places he is sacrificing and making per¬ 
fume— 4 and the king goeth to Gibeou, to sa¬ 
crifice there, for it is the great high place ; 
a thousand burnt-offerings cause to ascend 
doth Solomon on that altar. 

6 In Gibeon hath Jehovah appeared unto 
Solomon, in a dream of the night, and God 
saitli, ‘Ask—what do I fflve to thcc ?’ 

8 .And Solomon saith, ‘Thou hast doue with 
Thy servant David my father great kindness, 
as he walked before Thee in truth and in 
righteousness, and in uprightness of heart 
with Thee, and Thou dost kcej) for him this 
great kindness, and dost give to him a sou 
sitting on his tlirouc, as at this day. 
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1 And now, O Jehovah my God, Thou hast 
caused thy servant to reign instead of David 
my father; and I am a little child, I do not 
know to go out and to come in ; 8 and Thy ser¬ 
vant is in the midst of thy people, whom Thou 
hast choseu, a people numerous, that is not 
numbered nor counted for multitude, 9 and 
Thou hast given to Thv servant an under¬ 
standing heart, to judge Thy people, to discern 
between good and evil; for who is able to 
judge tliis Tliy great people?’ 

10 And the thing is good in the eyes of the 
Lord, that Solomon hath asked this thing, 

11 and God. saitli unto him, ‘Because that 
thou hast asked this thing, and hast not 
asked for thee many days, nor asked for thee 
riches, nor asked the life of tliiue enemies, 
and hast asked for thee discernment to un¬ 
derstand judgment, >-lo, I have (lone accord¬ 
ing to thy words ; lo, I have given to thee a 
heart, wise and understanding, that like thee 
there hath not been before tliee, and after 
thee there doth not arise like thee; 13 and 
also, til at which thou hast not asked I have 
given to thee, both riches and honour, that 
there bath not been like tbee a mau among 
the kings all thy days; 14 and if thou dost 
walk in My ways to keep My statutes, and 
My commands, as David thy father walked, 
then I have prolonged thy days.’ 

15 And Solomon awalceth, and lo, a dream ; 
and he cometh in to Jerusalem, and standeth 
before the arlc of the covenant of Jehovah, 
and causeth to ascend burnt-offerings, and 
maketh peace-offerings. 

And lie maketli a banquet for all his ser¬ 
vants, 10 tlieu come in do two women, harlots, 
unto the king, and stand before him, 17 and 
the one woman saitli, ‘0, my lord, I and this 
woman are dwelling in one house, and I bring 
forth with her, in the house ; 18 and it cometh 
to pass on the third day of my bringing forth, 
that this woman also bringeth forth, and we 
are together, there is no stranger with us in 
the house, save we two, in the house. 19 And 
the son of this woman dieth at night, because 
she hath lain upon it, 20 and she risetli in the 
middle of the night, and taketli my son from 
beside me —and. tliy handmaid is asleep— 
and layetk it in her bosom, and her dead 
son she hath laid in my bosom ; 21 and I rise in 
the morning to suckle my son, and lo, dead; 
and I consider concerning it in the morning, 
and lo, it was not my son whom I did bear. * 

22 And the other woman saitli, ‘Nay, but 
my son is the bring, and thy son the dead;’ 
and this one saitli, *Nay, but thy son is 
the dead, and my son the living.’ And they 
speak before the king. 

23 And the king saitli, ‘This one saitli. This 
is my son, the living, and tliy son is the 
dead; and that one saitli, Nay, but tliy son 
is the dead, and my son the living.’ 84 And 
the king saitli, ‘Take for me a sword;’ and 
they bring the sword before the king, 23 and 
the king saitb, ‘ Cut the living child into two, 
and give the half to the one, and the half to 
the other.’ 

20 And the woman whose son is the living 
one saith unto the king (for her bowels yearn¬ 
ed over her son), yea, Bhe saith, ‘0, my lord, 


give to her the living child, and put it not at 
all to death;’ and this one saith, ‘Let it be 
neither mine or thine — cut it. 1 27 And the 
king answereth and saith, * Give ye to her the 
living child, and put it not at all to death ; she 
is its mother.’ 28 And all Israel hear of the 
judgment that the king hath judged, and 
fear because of the king, for they have seen 
that the wisdom of God is in his heart, to do 
judgment. 

IV. 1 AND king Solomon is king over all 
Israel, 2 and these are the heads whom he 
hath: Azariali son of Zadok is the priest; 
3 Elihorepli and Abiali sons of Shisha are 
scribes; Jehosliapbat son of Aliilud is remem¬ 
brancer; 4 and Benaiab son of Jeboiada is over 
the host; and Zadok and Abiathar are priests; 

5 and Azariali son of Nathan is over the offi¬ 
cers ; and Zabud son of Nathan is minister, 
friend of the king; c and Ahishar is over the 
household, and Adoniram son of Abda is over 
the tribute. 

7 And Solomon hath twelve officers over all 
Israel, and they have sustained the king and 
his household—a month in the year is on each 
one for sustenance; 8 and these are their 
names: Ben-Hur in the hill-country of Eph¬ 
raim: 9 Ben-Dekar in Makaz, and Shaalbim, 
and Beth-Shcmesh, and Elon-Beth-Hanan. 

10 Ben-Hesed is in Aruboth, hath Soclioh 
and all the land of Hepber; 11 Ben-Abinadab 
hath all the elevation of Dor, Taphatli daugh¬ 
ter of Solomon became his wife. 

12 Baana Ben-Ahilud hath Taanach and 
Megiddo, and all Beth-Shean, which is by 
Zartanali beneath Jezrcel, from Beth-Slieau 
unto Abel-Meholah, unto beyond Jokneam. 

13 Ben-Geber, in Ramoth-Gilead, hath the 
small towns of Jair son of Manasseh, which 
are in Gilead; he hath a portion of Axgob that 
is in Baslian, sixty great cities with wall and 
brazen bar. 

14 Ahinadab son of Iddo hath Malian aim. 

15 Ahimaaz is in Naphtali ; be also bath 
taken Basemath daughter of Solomon for a 
wile. 

16 Baanah Ben-Hushai is in Asher, and ill 
Aloth. 

17 Jehosliapbat Ben-Paruah is in Issaebar. 

10 Shimei Ben-Elah is in Benjamin. 

19 Geber Ben-Uri is ill the land of Gilead 

the land of Sihon king of the Amorite, and 
of Og king of Baslian : and one officer who is 
in the land. 

20 Judah and Israel are many, as the sand 
that is by the sea for multitude, eating and 
drinking and rejoicing. 21 And Solomon hath 
been ruling over all the kingdoms, from the 
River to the land of the Philistines and unto 
the border of Egypt: they are brinring nigh a 
iresent, and serving Solomon, all days of his 
ife. 

22 And the provision of Solomon tor one day 
is thirty cors of flour, and sixty eors of meal; 

23 ten fat oxen, and twenty feeding oxen, and 
a hundred sheep, apart from hart, and roe, and 
fallow-deer, and fatted beasts of the stalls, 

24 for he is ruling over all beyond the river, 
from Tiphsah and uuto Gaza, over all the 
kings beyond the river, and he hath peace from 
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all his servants round about. M And Judah 
dwolleth—and Israel—in confidence, each un¬ 
der his vine, and under his fig-tree, from 
Dan even unto Beer-Sheba, all the days of 
Solomon. 

26 And Solomon hath forty thousand stalls 
of horses for his chariots, and twelve thou¬ 
sand horsemen. 

57 And these officers have sustained king 
Solomon and every one drawing near unto 
the table of king Solomon, each in his month; 
they let nothing be lacking. 28 And the bar¬ 
ley and the straw t for horses and for drome¬ 
daries, they bring in unto the place where they 
are. each according to his ordinance. 

23 And God giveth wisdom to Solomon, and 
understanding, very much, and breadth of 
heart, as the sand that is on the edge of the 
sea; 30 and the wisdom of Solomon is greater 
than the wisdom of any of the sous of the east, 
and than all the wisdom of Egypt; 91 and he 
is wiser than all men, than Ethan the Ezra- 
hite, andHeman, andChalcol, andDarda, sous 
of Mahol, and his name is in all the nations 
round about. 

32 And he speaketh three thousand similes, 
and his songs are five, and the chief one ; 
33 and he speaketh concerning the trees, from 
the cedar that is in Lebanon, even unto the 
hyssop that is coming out in the wall, and he 
speaketh concerning the cattle, and concern¬ 
ing the fowl, and concerning the creeping 
things, and concerning the fishes, 34 and tnerS 
come out of all the peoples to hear the wisdom 
of Solomon, from all kings of the earth who 
have heard of his wisdom. 

V. 1 AND Hiram king of Tyre sendeth his 
servants unto Solomon, for be heard that 
they had anointed him for king instead of his 
father, for Hiram was a lover of David all the 
days; 2 and Solomon sendeth unto Hiram, 
saying, 3 ‘ Thou hast known David my father, 
that he hath not been able to build anouse to 
the name of Jehovah his God, because of the 
wars that have been round about him, till 
Jehovah’s putting them under the soles of his 
feet. 

4 ‘ And now, Jehovah my God hath given 
rest tome round about, there is no adversary 
nor evil occurrence, * and lo, I am saying to 
build a house to the name of Jehovah my God, 
as Jehovah spake unto David my father, say¬ 
ing, Thy son whom I appoint in thy stead on 
thy throne, he doth build the house for My 
name. 

8 * And now, command, and they cut down 
for me cedars out of Lebanon, and my ser¬ 
vants are with thy servants, and the hire of 
thy servants I give to thee according to all 
that thou sayest, for thou hast known that 
there is uot among us a man acquainted with 
cutting wood, like the Sidonians,’ 

7 And it cometh to pass at Hiram’s hearing 
the words of Sdlomon, that he rejoiceth ex¬ 
ceedingly, and saith, ‘ Blessed w Jehovah to¬ 
day, who hath given to David a wise son over 
this numerous people.* 

8 And Hiram sendeth unto Solomon, saying, 

1 1 have heard that which thou hast sent unto 
me, I do all thy desire concerning cedar-wood. 
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and fir-wood, • my servants bring down from 
Lebanon to the sea, and I make them Hoate 
in the sea unto the place thatdhou sendest un¬ 
to me, and I have spread them out there; and 
thou dost take them up. and thou dost execute 
mv desire, to give the food of my house.’ 

™ And Hiram is giving to Solomon cedar- 
trees, and fir-trees, all his desire, u and Solo¬ 
mon hath given to Hiram twenty thousand 
cors of wheat, food for his house, and twenty 
cors of beaten oil; thus doth Solomon give to 
Hiram year by year. 

12 And Jebovah hath given wisdom to Solo¬ 
mon as He spake to him, and there is peace 
between Hiram and Solomon, and they make 
a covenant both of them. 

13 And king Solomon lifteth up a tribute out 
of all Israel, and the tribute is thirty thou¬ 
sand men, 14 and be sendeth them to Lebanon, 
ten thousand a month, by changes, a month 
they are in Lebanon, two months in their owr 
house; and Adoniram is over the tribute. 

1C And king Solomon hath seventy thousand 
bearing burdens, and eighty thousand hewing 
in the mountain, 16 apart from the heads of 
the officers of Solomon, who are over the 
work, three thousand and three hundred, 
those ruling over the people who are working 
in the business. 

17 And theking ccunmandeth, and they bring 
{Treat stones, precious stone, to lay the foun¬ 
dation of the house, hewn stones ; 18 and the 
builders of Solomon, and the builders of 
Hiram, and the Giblites hew, and prepare the 
wood and the stones to build the house, 

VI. 1 AND it cometh to pass, in the four 
hundred and eightieth year of the going out of 
the sons of Israel from the land of Egypt, in 
the fourth year—in the month of Zif, it is the 
second mouth—of the reigning of Solomon 
over Israel, that he buildeth the house for Je¬ 
hovah. 

3 As to the house that kiug Solomou hath 
built for Jehovah, sixty cubits is its length, 
and twenty its breadth, and thirty cubits its 
height. 3 As to the porch on the front of the 
temple of the house, twenty cubits is its 
length on the front of the breadth of the 
house; ten by the cubit is its breadth on the 
front of the house; 4 and he maketh for the 
house windows of narrow lights. 

0 And he buildeth against the wall of the 
house a couch round about, even the walls of 
the house round about, of the temple and of 
the oracle, and maketh sides round about. 
c The lowest couch, five by the cubit is its 
breadth: and the middle, eix by the cubit is 
its breadth; and the third, seven by the cubit 
is its breadth, for withdrawings he hath put 
to the house round about, without—not to lay 
hold on the walls of the house. 

7 And the house, in its being built, of per¬ 
fect stone brought thither hath been built, and 
hammer, and the axe—any instrument of iron 
—was not heard in the house, in its beinc 
built. 

8 The opening of the middle side is at the 
right shoulder of the house, and with wind¬ 
ings they go up on the middle one, and from 
the midfdle ono unto the third. “And he 
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buildeth the house, and completeth it, and 
eovereth the house with beams and rows of 
cedars. 10 And he buildeth the couch against 
all the house, five cubits is its height, and it 
taketh hold oi the house by cedar-wood. 

11 And the word of Jehovah is unto Solo¬ 
mon, saying, 12 ‘This house that thou art 
building—if thou dost walk in My statutes, 
and My judgments dost do, yea. hast done 
all My commands, to walk in them, then I 
have established Mv word with thee, which 
1 spake unto Davia thy father, 13 and have 
tabernacled in the midst of the sons of Israel, 
and do not forsake My people Israel* 

14 And Solomon buildeth the house and 
completeth it; 15 and he buildeth the walls 
of the house within with beams of cedar, 
from the floor of the house unto the walls of 
the ceiling; he hath overlaid with wood the 
inside, and eovereth the floor of the house 
with ribs of lir. 1(5 And ho buildeth the 
twenty cubits on the sides of the house with 
ribs of cedar, from the floor unto the walls; 
aud he buildeth for it within, for the oracle, 
for the holy of holies. 17 And forty by the 
cubit was the house, it is the temple before 
it. 18 And the cedar for the house within is 
carvings of knobs aud openings of flowers; 
the whole is cedar, there is not a stone seen. 

19 Aud the oracle in the midst of the house 
witliiu he hath prepared, to put there the ark 
of the covenant of Jehovah. 20 Aud before 
the oracle is twenty cubits in length, and 
twenty cubits iu breadth, and twenty cubits 
is its height; aud he overlayeth it with 
gold refined, aud overlayeth the altar with 
cedar. 21 And Solomon overlayeth the house 
within with gold refmed, and causeth it to 
pass over in chains of <mld before the oracle, 
and overlayeth it with gold. - Aud the 
whole of the house ho hath overlaid with 
gold, till the completion of all the house; 
and the whole of the altar that the oracle 
hath, he hath overlaid with gold. 

- >:, And ho maketh within the oracle two 
cherubs, of the oil-tree, ten cubits is their 
height; '■‘and five cubits is the one wing of the 
cherub, and five cubits the second wing of 
the cherub, ten cubits from the ends of its 
wings even unto the ends of its wings; 25 and 
ten by the cubit is the second cherub, one 
measure, aud one form are to the two cherubs, 
w the height of the oue cherub is ten by the 
cubit, and so is the second cherub; 27 aud he 
setteth the cherubs in the midst of the inner 
house, aud they spread out the wings of the 
cherubs, and a wing of the one cometh 
against the wall, and a wiug of the second 
cherub is comiug against the second wall, 
and their wings are unto the midst of the 
house, comiug wiug against wing; 28 and he 
overlayeth the cherubs with gold, 29 and all 
the walls of the house round about he hath 
carved with openings of earvings, cherubs, 
aud palm trees, and openings of flowers, 
within aud without. 

30 Aud the floor of the house he hath over¬ 
laid with gold, within and without; 31 as to 
the opening of the oracle, he made doors of 
the oil-tree ; the lintel, sideposts, a fifth. 
32 And the two doors are of the oil-tree, and 


be hath carved upon them carvings of che¬ 
rubs, and palm-trees, aud openings of flowers, 
and overlaid with gold; and he causeth the 
gold to go down on the cherubs and on the 
palm-trees. 33 And so he hath made for the 
opening of the temple, side-posts of the oil- 
tree, from the fourth. 34 And the two doors 
are of fir-tree, the two sides of the oue door 
are revolving, and the two hangings of the 
second door are revolving. 35 And he hath 
carved cherubs, and palms, and openings of 
flowers, and overlaid with straightened gold 
the graved work. 30 And he buildeth the 
inner court, three rows of hewn work, and a 
row of beams of cedar. 

37 In the fourth year hath the house oi 
Jehovah been founded, in the month Zif, 
38 and in the eleventh year, in the month Bui 
— that is the eighth month—hath the house 
been finished in all its matters, aud in all its 
ordinances, aud he buildeth it sevcu years. 

VII. *AND his own house hath Solomon 
built thirteen years, aud he finislieth aJL his 
house. 2 And he buildeth the house of the 
forest of Lebanon- a hundred cubits is its 
lenjAh, and fifty cuoits its breadth, and thirty 
cubits its height, on four rows of cedar pillars, 
and cedar-beams on the pillars; 3 aud it is 
covered with cedar above, ou the sides that 
are on the forty and five pillars, fifteen in 
tho row. 4 And windows are in three rows, 
and sight is over-agaiust sight three times. 

5 Aud all the openings and the side-posts are 
square—windows; and sight is over-against 
sight three times. 

0 Ard the porch of the pillars he hath made; 
fifty cubits its length, and thirty cubits its 
breadth, and the porch is before them, and 
pillars and a thick placo are before them. 

1 Aud the porch of the throne where he jiulg- 
eth—the porch of judgment—he hath made, 
and it is covered with cedar from the floor un¬ 
to the floor. 

8 As to his house where lie dwelletli, the 
other court is within the porcli—as this work 
it hath been; and a house he maketh for the 
daughter of Pharaoh—whom Solomou hath 
taken—like this porch. 

u All these are of precious stone, accord¬ 
ing to the measures of hewn work, sawn 
with a saw, within and without, even from 
the foundation unto tho coping, and at tho 
outside,. unto the great court. 10 And the 
foundation is of precious stone, great stones, 
stones of ten cubits, and stones of eight 
cubits; 11 and above are precious stone, ac¬ 
cording to the measures of hewn work, and 
cedar; 12 and the great court round about 
is three rows of hewu work, and a row 
of cedar-beams, even for the inner court of 
the house of Jehovali, and for the porcli of 
the house. 

13 And kiug Solomon seudeth and taketh 
Hiram out of Tyre— 14 he is son of a woman, 
a widow, of the tribe of Naphtali, and his 
father a man of Tyre, a worker in brass, and 
he is filled with the wisdom aud the understand¬ 
ing, and the knowledge to do all work in brass 
—and he cometh unto king Solomou, and 
doth all his work. 
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15 And he fonueth the two pillars of brass ; 
eighteen cubits is the height of the one pil¬ 
lar, and a cord of twelve cubits doth compass 
the second pillar. 16 And two chapiters he 
hath made to put on the tops of the pillars, 
cast in brass; five cubits tne height of the 
oue chapiter, and five cubits the height of 
the second chapiter. 17 Nets of net work, 
wreaths of chain-work are for the chapiters 
that are ou the top of the pillars, seven for 
the one chapiter, and seven for the second 
chapiter. 

18 And he maketh the pillars, and two rows 
round about on the one net-work, to cover 
the chapiters that are ou the top, with the 
pomegranates, and so he hath made for the 
second chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that are ou the top 
of the pillars art of lily-work in the porch, 
four cubits; 20 and the chapiters on the two 
pillars also above, over-agamst the protuber¬ 
ance that is beside the net; and tlie pome¬ 
granates are two hundred, in rows round about 
on the secoud chapiter. 

n And he raiseth up the pillars for the 
porch of the temple, aud he raiseth up the 
right pillar, aud calleth its name Jachiu, and 
he raiseth up the left pillar, and calleth its 
name Boaz; 22 and on the top of the pillars is 
lily-work- and the work of the pillars is 
completed. 

23 And he maketh the molten sea, ten by 
the cubit from its edge uuto its edge; it is 
round all about, aud five by the cubit is its 
height, and a line of thirty by the cubit doth 
compass it round about; 24 aud knops be¬ 
neath its brim round about are compassing 
it, teu by the cubit, going round the sea 
round about; iu two rows are the knops, cast 
in its being cast 25 It is standing on twelve 
oxen, three facing the north, and three facing 
the west, and three facing the south, and 
three facing the east, and the sea is upon 
them above, and all their hinder parts are 
inward. 26 And its thickness is an hand- 
breadth, and its edge as the work of the edge 
of a cup ; flowers of lilies; two thousand baths 
it containeth. 

27 And he maketh the ten bases of brass; 
four by the cubit is the length of the one 
base, and four by the cubit its breadth, and 
three by the cubit its height. 28 And this 
is the work of the base: they have borders, 
and the borders are between the joinings; 
28 and on the borders that are between the 
joinings are lions, oxeu, and cherubs, and 
on the joinings a base above, and beneath 
the lions and the oxen are additions—slop¬ 
ing work. 

And four wheels of brass are to the one 
base, and axles of brass ; and its four corners 
have shoulders —under the laver are the mol¬ 
ten shoulderB, beside each addition. ai And 
its mouth within the chapiter and above is 
by the cubit, and its mouth is round, the 
work of the base, a cubit and half a cubit; 
and also on its mouth are carvings and their 
borders, square, not round. 32 And the four 
wheels are under the borders, and the spokes 
of the wheels are in the base, and the height 
of the oue wheel i.j a cubit and half a cubit. 
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33 And the work of the wheels is as the work 
of the wheel of a chariot, their spokes. and 
their axles, and their felloes;and their naves; 
the whole is molten. 

34 And four shoulders are unto the four 
corners of the one base; out of the base are 
its shoulders. 38 And in the top of the base 
is the half of a cubit in the height all round 
aboxit; and on the top of the base its spokes 
and its borders are of the same. ao And he 
openeth on the tablets of its spokes, and on 
its borders, cherubs, lions, and palm-trees 
according to the void space of each, and addi 
tions round about. 37 Thus heliath made the 
ten bases; one casting, one measure, one form, 
have they all 

38 And ne maketh ten lavers of brass • forty 
baths doth the one laver contain, four by the 
cubit is the one laver, one laver ou the one 
base is to the ten bases ; 39 and he putteth the 
five bases on the right side of the house, and 
five on the left side of the house, and the sea 
he hath put on the right side of the house, 
eastward—over-against the south. 

40 And Hiram maketh the lavers, and the 
shovels, and the bowls ; and Hiram complet- 
eth to ao all the work that he made for king 
Solomon, for the house of Jehovah; ^pillars 
two, and bowls of the chapiters that are on 
the top of the pillars two, and the nets two, 
to cover the two bowls of the chapiters that 
are on the top of the pillars : 42 ana the pome¬ 
granates four hundred for the two nets, two 
rows of pomegranates for the one net, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters that 
are on the front of the pillars ; 43 and the ten 
bases, and the ten lavers on the bases * 44 and 
the one sea, the twelve oxen under tne sea, 
45 and the pots, and the shovels, and the bowk; 
and all these vessels, that Hiram hath made 
to king Solomon for the house of Jehovah, are 
of brass—polished. 

46 In the circuit of the Jordan hath the king 
cast them, in the thick soil of the ground, 
between Succoth and Zarthan. 47 Aud Solo¬ 
mon placeth the whole of the vessels; because 
of the very great abundance, the w r eight of 
the brass hath not been searched out. 

48 And Solomon maketh all the vessels that 
are in the house of Jehovah: the altar of 
gold, and the table—on which is the bread of 
the Presence—of gold, 49 and the candlesticks, 
five on the ri^ht, and five on the left, before 
the oracle, of refined gold, and the flowers, 
and the lamps, and the tongs, of gold, 60 and 
the basins, and the snuffers, and the bowls, 
and the spoons, and the censers, of refined 
gold, and the hinges for the doors of the in¬ 
ner-house, for the holy of holies, for the doors 
of the house of the temple, of gold. 

81 And it is complete—all the work that 
king Solomon hath made for the house of 
Jehovah, and Solomon bringeth in the sanc¬ 
tified things of David his father; the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels he hath put in 
the treasuries of the house of Jehovah. 

VIII. *THEN doth Solomon assemble the 
elders of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, princes of the fathers of the sons of 
Israel, unto king Solomon, to Jerusalem, t<t 
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bring up the ark of the covenant of Jehovah 
from the city of David—it is Zion; -and all 
the men of Israel are assembled unto king 
Solomon, in the month of Ethanim, in the 
festival—w the seventh month. 3 And all 
the elders of Israel come in, and the priests 
lift up the ark, 4 and bring up the ark of Je¬ 
hovah, and the tent of^ meeting, and all the 
holy vessels that are in the tent, yea, the 
priests and the Levites bring them up. 

6 And king Solomon and all the company 
of Israel who are met unto him are with him 
before the ark, sacrificing sheep and oxen, 
that are not counted nor numbered for mul¬ 
titude. 

°And the priests bring in the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah unto its place, unto the 
oracle of the house, unto the holy of holies, 
unto the place of the wings of the cherubs; 
7 for the cherubs are spreading forth two 
wings unto the place or the ark, and the 
cherubs cover over the ark, and over its 
staves from above; 8 and they lengthen the 
staves, and the heads of the staves are seen 
from the holy place on the front of the oracle, 
and are not seen without, and they are there 
unto this day. 9 There is nothing in the ark. 
only the two tables of stone which Moses put 
there iu Horeb, when Jehovah covenanted 
with the sons of Israel in their going out of 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And it cometh to pass, in the going out 
of the priests from the holy place, that the 
cloud hath filled the house of Jehovah, 11 and 
the priests have not been able to stand to 
minister because of the cloud, for the hon¬ 
our of Jehovah hath filled the house of Je¬ 
hovah. 

] -Then said Solomon, ‘Jehovah hath said 
to dwell in thick darkness; 13 1 have surely 
built a house of habitation for Thee: a fixed 
place for Thine abiding to the ages/ 14 And 
the king turneth round his face, and bless- 
eth the whole assembly of Israel; aud all 
the assembly of Israel is standing. 

10 And he saith. ‘Blessed is Jehovah, God 
of Israel, who spake by His mouth with Da¬ 
vid my father, and by His hand hath fulfilled 
it, saying, 10 Irom the day that I brought out 
My people,even Israel, from Egypt, I have not 
fixed on a city out of all the trikes of Israel, 
to build a house for My name being there; 
and I fix on David to be over My people 
Israel. 

17 1 And it is with the heart of David my 
father to build a house for the name of Je¬ 
hovah, God of Israel, 16 and Jehovah saith 
unto David my father, Because that it hath 
been with thy heart to build a house for My 
name, thou hast done well that it hath been 
with thy heart; 19 only, thou dost not build 
the house, but thy son who is coming out 
from thy loins, he doth build the house for 
My name. 

20 ‘And Jehovah doth establish His word 
which He spake, and I am risen up instead 
of David my father, and sit on the throne of 
Israel, as Jehovah spake, and build the house 
for the name of Jehovah, God of Israel, 21 and 
set there a place for the ark, where is the co¬ 
venant of Jehovah which He made with our 


fathers in His bringing them out from the land 
of Egypt.’ 

22 And Solomon standet.h before the altar 
of Jehovah, over-against all the assembly of 
Israel, and spreadeth his hands towards the 
heavens, ^and saith. ‘Jehovah, God of Israel, 
there is not a God like Thee, in the heavens 
above, and on the earth beneath, keeping the 
covenant and the kindness for Thy servants, 
those walking before Thee with all their heart, 
24 who hast kept for Thy servant David my 
father that which Thou spakest to him ; yea, 
Thou speakest with Thy mouth, and with 
Thy hand hast fulfilled it, as at this day. 

25 ‘And now, Jehovah, God of Israel, keep 
for Thy servant David my father that which 
Thou spakest to him, saying, There is not cut 
off to thee a man from before Me, sitting on 
the. throne of Israel—only, if thy sons watch 
their way, to walk before Me as thou hast 
walked before Me. 

26 ‘And now, 0 God of Israel, let it be estab¬ 
lished, I pray Thee, Thy word which Thou 
hast spoken to Thy servant, David my father. 
27 But, is it true ?—God dwelleth on the earth! 
lo, the heavens, and the heavens of the hea¬ 
vens do not contain Thee, how much less this 
house which I have builded! 

28 4 Then thou hast turned unto the prayer 
of Thy servant, and unto his supplication, 0 
Jehovah my God, to hearken unto the cry and 
unto the prayer which Thy servant is praying 
before Thee to-day, 29 for Thine eves being 
open towards this house night and day, to¬ 
wards the place of which Thou hast said, My 
Name is there; to hearken unto the prayer 
which Thy servant prayeth towards this 
place. 

39 4 Then Thou hast hearkened unto the sup- 

E lication of Tliy servant, and of Thy people 
sraeh which they pray towards this place; 
yea, Thou dost hearken in the place of Thy 
dwelling, in the heavens—and Thou hast 
hearkened, and hast forgiven, 31 that which 
a man sinneth against his neighbour, and he 
hath lifted up upon him an oath to cause him 
to swear, and tne oath hath come in before 
Thine altar in this house, 32 then Thou dost 
hear in the heavens, and bast done, and hast 
judged Thy servants, to declare wicked the 
wicked, to put his way on his head, and to de¬ 
clare righteous the righteous, to give him ac¬ 
cording to his righteousness. 

33 4 In Thy people Israel being smitten be¬ 
fore an enemy, because they sin against Thee, 
and they have turned back unto Thee, and 
have confessed Thy name, and prayed, and 
made supplication unto Thee in this house. 
34 then Thou dost hear in the heavens, ana 
hast forgiven the sin of Thy people Israel, and 
brought them back unto the groimd that Thou 
gavest to their fathers. 

33 ‘In the heavens being restrained, and 
there is no rain, because they sin against Thee, 
and they have prayed towards this place, and 
confessed Thy name, and from their sin turn 
back, for Thou dost afflict them, 36 then Thou 
dost hear in the heavens, and hast forgiven 
the sin of Thv servants, and of Thy people 
Israel, for Thou directest them the good 
wav in which they go, and hast given rain on 
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Thy land which Thmi hast given to Thy 
people tor inheritance. 

a: * Famine—when it is in the land; pesti¬ 
lence—when it is; blasting, mildew, locust; 
caterpillar—when it is ; when its enemy hath 
distressed it in the land in its gates, any 
plague, any sickness,—“any prayer, any sup¬ 
plication that is of anv man of all Tliy people 
Israel, who know each the plague of his own 
heart, and hath spread his hands towards this 
house, 39 then Thou dost hear in the heavens, 
the settled place of Thy dwelling, and hast 
forgiven, and hast done, and hast given to 
each according to all his ways, whose heart 
Thou knowest, (for Thou hast known—Thy¬ 
self alone—the heart of all the sons of man), 
40 so that they fear Thee all the days that they 
are living on the face of the ground that Thou 
liztst given to our fathers. 

41 4 And also, unto the stranger who is not 
of Thy people Israel, and hath come from a 
land afar on for Thy name’s sake— 42 (for they 
hear of Thy great name, and of Thy strong 
hand, aud of Thy stretched-out arm)—and lie 
hath come in and praved towards this house, 
43 Thou dost hear in the heavens, the settled 
place of Thy dwelling, and hast done accord¬ 
ing to all that the stranger calleth unto Thee 
for, in order that all the peoples of the earth 
may know Thy name, to fear Thee like Thy 
people Israel, and to know that Thy name 
hath been called on this house which I have 
baildcd 

44 ‘ When Thy people doth go out to battle 
against its enemy, in the way that Thou dost 
send them, and they have prayed unto Je- 
uovah the way of the city which thou hast 
fixed on, and of the house which I have 
builded for Thy name; "then Thou host 
heard in the heavens their prayer and their 
supplication, and hast maintained their cause. 

40 4 When they sin against Thee (foi there is 
not a man who sinneth not), and Thou hast 
been angry with them, and hast given them 
up before an enemy, and they have taken 
captive their captivity unto the land of the 
enemy far off or near ; 47 and they have turned 
it back unto their heart in the land whither 
they have been taken captive, and have 
turned back, and made supplication unto 
Thee, in the land of their captors, saying. 
We have sinned and done perversely—we 
have done wickedly; 40 yea, they have turned 
back unto Thee, with all their heart, and 
with all their soul, in the land of their ene¬ 
mies who have taken them captive, and have 
prayed unto Thee the way of their land, 
which Thou gavest t<j their fathers, the city 
which Thou hast chosen, and the house which 
I have builded for Thy name: 

49 ‘Then Thou hast heard iu the heavens, 
tne settled place of Thy dwelling, their prayer 
and their supplication, and hast maintained 
their cause, 09 and hast forgiven Tliy people 
who have sinned against Thee, even all their 
transgressions which they have transgressed 
against 1 Thee, and hast given them mercies 
before their captors, and they have had 
merey on them— 51 (for Thy people and Thy 
inheritance are they, whom Thou didst bring 
out of Egypt, out of the midst of the furnace 
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of iron)— Ba for Thine eyes beiug open unto 
the supplication of Thy servant, and unto 
the supplication of Thy people Israel, to 
hearken unto them in all they call unto 
Thee for; 53 for Thou hast separated them 
to Thyself for an inheritance, out of all the 
peoples of the earth, as Thou didst speak 
by the hand of Moses Thy servaut, in Thy 
bringing out our fathers from Egypt, 0 Lord 
Jehovah/ 

54 And it cometh to pass, at Solomon’s fin¬ 
ishing to pray unto Jehovah all this prayer 
and supplication, he hath risen from before 
the altar of Jehovah, from bending on bis 
knees, and his hands spread out to the hea¬ 
vens, 66 and he standetn and blessetli all the 
assembly of Israel with a loud voice, sayiug, 
5G * Blessed w Jehovah who hath given rest to 
His people Israel, according to all that He 
hath spoken; there hath not fallen one word 
of all His good word, which He spake by tho 
hand of Moses his servant. 

97 4 Jehovah our God is with ns as He hath 
been with our fathers; He doth not forsake 
us nor leave us ■ &8 to incline our heart unto 
Himself, to walk in all His ways, and to keep 
His commands, and His statutes, and His 
judgments, which He commanded our fa¬ 
thers; 59 and these my words with which l 
have made supplication before Jehovah, are 
near unto Jehovah our God by day aud by 
night to maintain the cause of His servant, 
and the cause of His neoplo Israel, the matter 
of a dav in its day; G0 for all the peoples of 
the earth knowing that Jehovah, He i$ God; 
there is none else; 61 and your heart hath 
been perfect with Jehovah our God, to walk 
in His statutes, and to keep His commands, 
as at this day.’ 

02 And the king and all Israel with him are 
sacrificing a sacrifice before Jehovah; 03 and 
Solomon socrificeth the sacrifice of peace- 
offerings, which he hath sacrificed to Jehovah, 
oxen, riventy and two thousand, aod sheep, a 
hundred and twenty thousand; and the king 
and all the sons of Israel dedicate the house 
of Jehovah. 

64 On that day hath the king sanctified tho 
middle of the court that is before the house 
of Jehovah, for he hath made there tho 
burnt-offering, and the present, and the fat 
of the peace-offerings: for the altar of brass 
that is before Jahovan is too little to contain 
the burnt-offering, and the present, aud the 
fat of the peace-offerings. 

63 And Solomon maketh, at that time, the 
festival—and all Israel with him, a great 
assembly from the entering in of Hamath 
unto the brook of Egypt—before Jehovah 
our God, seven days and seven days; fourteen 
days. 68 On the eighth day lie hath sent the 
people away, and they bless the kin^, and go 
to their teuts, rejoicing and glad of heart for 
all the good that Jehovah hath done to David 
Hi9 serv ant, and to Israel His people. 

IX. 1 AND it cometh to pass, at Solomon’s 
finishing to build the house of Jehovah, aud 
the house of the king, and all the desire of 
Solomon that he delighted to do, 2 that Je¬ 
hovah appeareth unto Solomon a second 
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time, as He appeared UDto him in Gibeon, 
3 and Jehovah saith unto him, 4 1 have heard 
thy prayer and thy supplication with which 
thou hast made supplication before Me; I 
have hallowed this nouse that thou hast 
built to put My name there—unto the age, 
and Mine eyes and My heart have been there 
all the days. 

4 ' And thou—if thou dost walk before Me 
as David thy father walked, in simplicity of 
heart, and in uprightness, to do according to 
lU that 1 have commanded thee—My statutes 
ind My judgments thou dost keep—°then I 
nave established the throne of thy kingdom 
over Israei — to the age, as I ^ spake unto 
David thy father, saying. There is not cut off 
to thee a man from being on the throne of 
IsraeL 

6 ‘If ye at all turn back—you and your sons 
—from after Me, and keep not My commands 
—My statutes, that I have set before you. 
and ye have gone and served other gods, ana 
bowed yourselves to them, - 7 then I nave cut 
off Israel from the face of the ground that 
I have given to them, and the house that I 
have hallowed for My name I send away from 
My presence, and Israel hath been for a Bimile 
an I for a bye-word among all the peoples; ® as 
to this house, that is high, every one passing 
by it is astonished, and hath hissed, and they 
have said, Wherefore hath Jehovah done thus 
to this land and to this house? 8 and they have 
said. Because that they have forsaken Jeho¬ 
vah their God, who brought out their fathers 
from the land of Egypt, and they lay hold on 
other gods, and bow themselves to them, and 
serve them; therefore hath Jehovah brought 
in upon them all this evil.’ 

10 And it cometh to pass, at the end of 
twenty years, that Solomon hath built the 
two houses, the house of Jehovah, and the 
bouse of the king. 11 Hiram king of Tyre 
hath assisted Solomon with cedar-trees, and 
with fir-trees, and with gold, according to all 
his desire; then doth long Solomon give to 
Hiram twenty cities in the land of Galilee. 

12 And Hiram cometh out from Tyre to see 
the cities that Solomon hath given to him, 
and they have not been right in his eyes, 
13 and he saith, ‘What are these cities that 
ihou hast given to me, my brother?’ and one 
’.alleth them the land of Cabul unto this 
day. 14 And Hiram Bendeth to the king a 
huudred and twenty talents of gold, 

19 And this is the matter of the tribute 
that king Solomon hath lifted up, to build the 
house of Jehovah, aud his own house, and 
Millo, and the wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, 
and Megiddo, and Gezer, ia (Pharaoh king of 
Egypt hath gone up and. doth capture Gezer, 
and doth burn it with tire, and the Canaanite 
who is dwelling in the city he hath slain, and 
giveth it with presents to his daughter, wife 
of Solomon.) 

17 And Solomon buildeth Gezer, and Beth- 
Horon the lower, 18 and Baalath, and Tadmor 
in the wilderness, in the land; 10 and all the 
cities of Btores that king Solomon hath, and 
the citieB of the chariots, and the cities of 
the horsemen, and the desire of Solomon 
that he desired to build in Jerusalem, and 


in Lebanon, and in all the land of his do¬ 
minion. 

20 The whole of the people that is left of 
the Amorite, the Hittite, the Perizzite, the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite, who are not of the 
sons of Israel— 21 their sons who are left 
behind them in the land, whom the sons of 
Israel have not been able to devote—he hath 
even lifted up on them a tribute of service 
unto this day. 

22 And out of the sons of Israel Solomon 
hath not appointed a servant, for they are 
the men of war, and his servants, and his 
heads, and his captains, aud the heads of 
his chariots, and his horsemen. 23 These are 
the heads of the officers who are over the 
work of Solomon, fifty and five hundred, 
those ruling among the people who are la¬ 
bouring in £ne work. 

24 Only, the daughter of Pharaoh went up 
out of ithe city of David unto her house 
that Solomon built for her; then he built 
Millo. 29 And Solomon caused to ascend, 
three times in a year, burnt-offerings and 
eace-offerings on the altar that he built to 
ehovah, and he perfumed it witli that which 
is before Jehovah, and finished the house. 

2C And a navy hath king Solomon made in 
Ezion-Geber, that is beside Eloth, on the 
edge of the Sea of Suph. in the land of 
Edom. 57 And Hiram senaeth in the navy 
his servants, shipmen knowing the sea, with 
servants of Solomon, 28 and they come in to 
Ophir and take thence gold, four hundred 
and twenty talents, and bring it in unto king 
Solomon. 

X. 1 AND the queen of Sheba is hearing of 
the fame of Solomon concerning the name of 
Jehovah, and cometh to try him with enig¬ 
mas, 2 and Bhe cometh to Jerusalem, with a 
veiy great company, camels bearing spices, 
and very much gold, and precious stone, 
and she cometh unto Solomon, and speaketh 
unto him , all that hath been with her heart. 
3 And Solomon declareth to her all her mat¬ 
ters—there hath not been a thing hid from 
the king that he hath not declared to her. 

4 Ana the queen of Sheba seeth all the 
wisdom of Solomon, and the house that he 
built, 6 and the food of his table, and the sitting 
of his servants, and the standing of his min¬ 
isters, and their clothing, and his butlers, 
and his burnt-offering that he causeth to 
ascend in the house of Jehovah, and there 
hath not been in her any more spirit. 

6 And she saith unto the king, ‘True hath 
been the word that I heard in my land, 
concerning thy matters and thy wisdom; 7 and 
1 gave no credence to the words till that I 
have come, and my eyes see, and lo, it 
was not declared to me—the half; thou hast 
added wisdom and goodness unto the report 
that I heard. fl O the happiness of thy men, 
O the happiness of thy servants—these—who 
are standing before thee continually, who 
are hearing thy wisdom! 6 Jehovah thy God 
is blessed who delighted iu thee, to put thee 
on the throne of Israel; in Jehovah’s loving 
Israel to the age He doth set thee for king, to 
do judgment and righteousness. 
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10 And alie givcth to tlic kin" a hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, ami spices very 
many, ami precious stone; there came not 
like that spico any more for abundance that 
the queen of Sheba gave to kiug Solomon. 

11 And also, the navy of Hiram that bore 
gold from Ophir, brought in from Opliir al- 
mug-trees very many, and precious stone; 
J'-'aud the kiug maketh the almug-trees a 
support for the house of Jehovah, and for the 
house of the kiug, and harps and psalteries 
for singers; there have not come such almug- 
trees. nor have there been seen such unto 
this aay. 

ia And king Solomon gave to the queen of 
Sheba all her desire that she asked, apart 
from that which he gave to'her as a me¬ 
morial of king Soloinou, and she turneth and 
goetli to her land, she aud her servants. 

14 And the weight of the gold that hath 
come to Solomon in one year is six hundred 
sixty and six talents of gold, JJi apart from 
that of the tourists, and of the traffic of the 
merchants, and of all the kin"S of Arabia, 
and of the governors of the land. 

1G Aud Icing Solomon maketh two hundred 
targets of alloyed gold—six hundred of gold 
go up on the one target; 17 and three hun¬ 
dred shields of alloyed gold—three pounds 
of gold go up on the one shield; and the 
kin" putteth them in the house of the forest 
of Lebanon. 

18 And the kiug maketh a great throne of 
ivory, and overlayeth it with refined gold; 
19 six steps hath the throne, and a round top 
is to the throne behind it, and hands are on 
this side aud on that, uuto the place of the 
sitting, and two lions are standing near the 
bauds, 20 and twelve lions are standing there 
on the six steps, on this side and on that; it 
hath not been made so for any kingdom, 

21 And all the drinking vessels of king So¬ 
lomon are of gold, aud all the vessels of the 
house of the forest of Lebanon are of refined 
gold—there are none of silver; it was not 
reckoned in the days of Solomon for any¬ 
thing, 22 for a navy of Tarshish hath the 
king at sea with a navy of Hiram; once in 
three years cometh the navy of Tarshish, 
bearing gold, and silver, ivory, and apes, and 
peacocks. 

23 And king Solomon is greater than any of 
the kings of the earth for riches and for 
wisdom, 24 and all the earth is seeking the 
presence of Solomon, to hear his wisdom that 
God hath put into his heart, 25 and they are 
bringing each his present, vessels of silver, 
and vessels of gold, and garments, and ar¬ 
mour, and spices, horses, and mules, the mat¬ 
ter of a year in a year. 

2C And Solomon gathereth chariots, and 
horsemen, and he hath a thousand and four 
hundred chariots, and twelve thousand horse¬ 
men, and he placeth them in the cities of the 
chariot, and with the king in Jerusalem. 
27 And the kiug maketh the silver in Jerusalem 
as stones, and. the cedars he hath made as 
the sycamores that are in the low country, 
for abundance. 

28 And the out-goiug of the horses that king 
Solomon hath is from Egypt, and from Ke- 
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volt ; merchants of the king take from lvcvch 
at a price; ‘"'and a chariot, cometh up and 
cometh out of Egypt lor six hundred silver- 
liu<j;s, and a horse for fifty aud a huudred, 
aua so for all the kiugs of the Hittites, aud 
for the kings of Aram; by their hand they 
bring out. 

XI. 1 AND king Solomon bath loved many 
strange women, and the daughter of Pha¬ 
raoh, females of Moab, Ammon, Edom, Zi- 
don, and of the Hittites, 2 of the nations of 
which Jehovah said unto the sons of Israel, 
‘ Ye do not go in to them, and they do not 
go in to you ; surely they turn aside your 
heart after their gods;’ to them hath Solo¬ 
mon cleaved for love. 3 And he hath wo¬ 
men, princesses, seven hundred, aud concu¬ 
bines three huudred; and his wives turn aside 
his heart. 

4 And it cometh to pass, at the time of the 
old age of Solomou, his wives have turned 
aside his heart after other gods, and his heart 
hath not been perfect with Jehovah his God, 
like the heart of David his father. 6 And 
Solomon goeth after Ashtoreth goddess of the 
Zidonians, and after Milcom the abomina¬ 
tion of the Ammonites; 6 and Solomon doth 
the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, and 
hath not been fully after Jehovah, like David 
his father. 

7 Then doth Solomon build a high place for 
Chemosh the abomination of Moab, in the 
hill that is on the front of Jerusalem, and 
for Molech the abomination of the sons of Am* 
mou; 8 and so he hath done for all his strange 
women, who are perfuming and sacrificing to 
their gods. 

9 And Jehovah sheweth Himself angry with 
Solomon, for his heart hath turned aside from 
Jehovah, God of Israel, who had appeared 
unto him twice, 10 and given a charge unto 
him concerning this thing, not to go after 
other goda ; and he hath not kept that which 
Jehovah commanded. 11 and Jehovah saith to 
Solomon, ‘ Because tliat this hath been with 
thee, and thou hast not kept My covenant 
and My statutes that I charged upon thee, I 
surely rend the kingdom from thee, and have 
given it to thy servant. 

12 ‘ Only, in thy days I do it not, for the sake 
of David thy father; out of the hand of thy 
Bon I rend it; 13 only all the kingdom I do 
not rend away; one tribe I give to thy son, 
for the sake of David My servant, and for 
the sake of Jerusalem, that I have chosen.’ 

14 And Jehovah raiseth up an adversary to 
Solomon, Hadad the Edomite ; of the seed of 
the king is he in Edom ; 13 and it cometh to 
pass, in David’s being with Edom, in the 
going up of Joab head of the host to bury 
the slain, that he smiteth every male in Edom 
— 10 for six months did Joab abide there, aud 
all Israel, till the cutting off of every male iu 
Edom— 17 and Hadad fleeth, he and certain 
Edomites, of the servants of his father, with 
him, to go in to Egypt, and Hadad is a little 
youth, 18 and they rise out of Midian, and 
come into Paran, and take men with them 
out of Paran, and come in to Egypt, unto 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and he givetn to hin 
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a house, and bread bath commanded for him, 
and land hath given to him. 

19 And Had ad findeth grace in the eves of 
Pharaoh exceedingly, and he giveth to him a 
wife, the aister of ms own wife, sister of Tah- 
penes the mistress; 20 and the aister of Tah- 
penes beareth to him Genubath his son, and 
Tahpenes weaneth him within the house of 
Pharaoh, and Genubath is in the house of 
Pharaoh in the midst of the sons of Pharaoh. 

21 And Hadad hath heard in Egypt that 
David hath lain with his fathers, and that 
Joab head of the host is dead, and Hadad 
saith unto Pharaoh, ‘ Send me away, and I 
go unto my land. 1 22 And Pharaoh saith to 
him, ‘But, what art thou lacking with me, 
that lo, thou art seeking to go unto thine own 
land?’ and he saith, ‘Nay, but thou dost 
certainly send me away.’ 

23 And God raiseth to him an adversary, 
Rezon son of Eliadah, who hath fled from 
Hadadezer king of Zobah, his lord, 24 and ga- 
thereth unto himself men, and is head of a 
troop in David’s slaying them, and they go to 
Damascus, and dwell in it, and reign in Da¬ 
mascus; - 5 and he is an adversary to Israel all 
the days of Solomon, (besides the evil that 
Hadad did), apd he cutteth off in Israel, and 
reigneth over Aram. 

And Jeroboam son of Nebat, an Eplirath- 
ite of Zereda—the name of whose mother is 
Zeruah, a widow woman—servant to Solo- 
mou, he also lifteth up a hand against the 
king; 27 and this is the thing for which he 
lifted up a hand against the king: Solomon 
built Millo—he shut up the breach of the city 
of David his father, 28 and the man Jeroboam 
is mighty in valour, and Solomon seeth the 
young man that he is doing business, and ap- 
pointeth him over all the burden of the house 
of Joseph, 

29 And it cometh to pass, at that time, that 
Jeroboam hath gone out from Jerusalem, and 
Ahijali the Shilonite, the prophet, findeth 
him in the way, and he is covering himself 
with a new garment; and both of them are 
by themselves in a field, 30 and Ahijali layeth 
hold on the new garment that is on him, and 
rcudeth it—twelve pieces, 31 and saith to Je¬ 
roboam, ‘Take to thee ten pieces, for thus 
said Jehovah, God of Israel, Lo, I am rending 
the kingdom out of the hand of Solomon, 
aud have given to thee the ten tribes, 32 and 
llie one tribe he hath for My servant Da¬ 
vid's sake, aud for Jerusalem’s sake, the city 
which I have fixed on, out of all the tribes 
of Israel. 

33 ‘ Because they have forsaken Me, and bow 
themselves to Ashtoreth, godt/e&s of the Zid- 
uniaus, to Chemosh god of Moab, and to 
Milcom god of the sons of Ammon, and have 
not walked in My ways, to do that which 
is right in Mine eyes, and My statutes aud 
My judgments, like David his father. 

34 4 And I do not take the whole of the 
kingdom out of his hand, for prince I make 
him all days of his life, for the sake of David 
My servaut whom. 1 chose, who kept My 
commands and My statutes; 35 aud 1 have 
taken the kingdom out of the hand of ins 
son, and given it to thee—the ten tribes; 


36 and to his son I give one tribe, for there 
being a lamp to David My servant all the 
days before Me in Jerusalem, the city that 
I have chosen to Myself to put My name 
there. 

37 * And thee I take, and thou hast reigned 
over all that thy soul desireth, and thounast 
been king over Israel; 38 aDd it hath been, 
if thou dost hear all that I command thee, 
and hast walked in My ways, and done that 
which is right in Mine eyes, to keep My 
statutes and My commands, as did David 
My servant, that I have been with thee, and 
have built for thee a stedfast bouse, as I built 
for David, and have given to thee Israel, 
39 and I humble the seed of David for this; 
only, not all the days.* 

40 And Solomon seeketh to put Jeroboam 
to death, and Jeroboam riseth and ffeeth to 
Egypt, unto Shishak king of Egypt, aud he 
is in Egypt till the death of Solomon. 

41 And the rest of the matters of Solomon, 

and all that he did, and his wisdom, are they 
nob written on the book of the matters of 
Solomon ? 42 And the days that Solomon 

hath reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel are 
forty years, 43 and Splomon lieth with his 
fathers, ana is buried in the city of David his 
father, and reign doth Rehoboam his son in 
his stead. 

XII. 1 AND Rehoboam goeth to Shechem, 
for to Shechem hath all Israel come to make 
him king. 2 And it cometh to pass, at Jero¬ 
boam son of Nebat’s hearing (and he is yet in 
Egypt where he hath tied from the presence 
of Solomon the king, and Jeroboam dwelleth 
iu Egypt), 3 that they send and call for him; 
aud they come—Jeroboam and all the assem¬ 
bly of Israel—and speak unto Rehoboam, 
saying, 4 * Thy father made hard our yoke, 
and thou, now, make light some of the hard 
service oi thy father, and his heavy yoke that 
he put upon us, and we serve thee.’ 5 And 
he saith untr> them, ‘ Go—yet three days, and 
come hack unto me and the people go. 

6 And kin<* Rehoboam consulteth with the 
elders who have been standing in the pre¬ 
sence of Solomon his father, m his being 
alive, saying, * How are ye counselling to an¬ 
swer this people?’ 7 And they speak unto 
him, saying, *lf, to-day, thou art servant to 
this people, and hast served them, and an¬ 
swered them, and spoken unto them good 
words, then they have been to thee servants 
all the days.’ 

8 And he forsaketh the coimsel of the elders 
which they counselled him, and consulteth 
with'the lads who have grown up with him, 
who are standing before him ; 9 and he saith 
unto them, ‘What are ye counselling, and we 
answer this people, who have spoken unto 
me, saying, Lighten somewhat of the yoke that 
thy father put upon us?’ 

40 And they speak unto him—the lads who 
had grown up with him—saying, * Thus dost 
thou say to this people who have spoken 
unto thee, saying, Thy father made our yoke 
heavy, and thou, make it light upon us; thus 
dost thou speak unto them, My little finger 
is thicker than the loins of my father: 11 and 
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now, mv father laid on you a heavy yoke, 
and 1 add to your yoke; my father chastised 
you with whips, aud I—I chastise you with 
scorpions.’ 

13 And they come—Jeroboam and all the 
]>eop]e — unto Rehoboam, on the third day, 
as the kiug had epokcu. saving, ‘ Come back 
unto me on the third day. 13 And the king 
answereth the people sharply, and forsaketh 
the counsel of the elders which they coun¬ 
selled him, 14 aud speaketh unto them, ac¬ 
cording to the counsel of the lads, saying. 
‘ My father made your yoke heavy, and I add 
to your yoke; my father chastised you with 
whips, and I—I chastise you with scorpions;’ 
15 aud the king hearkened uot unto the peo¬ 
ple, for the revolution was from Jehovah, in 
order to establish His word that Jehovah 
spake by the haud of Aliijah the Shilonite 
unto Jeroboam sou of Nebat. 

lfi Aud all Israel sec that the king hath uot 
hearkened unto them, and the people send 
the kiug back word, saying, ‘Wnat portion 
liave we in David? yea, there is no inherit¬ 
ance in the son of Jesse* to thy tents, 0 Is¬ 
rael : now see thy house, 0 David! ’ and Israel 
goeth to its teuts. 17 As to the sons of Israel, 
those dwelling in the cities of Judah—over 
them reign doth Rehoboam. 

18 Aud kiug Rehoboam sendeth Adoram 
who is over the tribute, aud all Israel cast 
at him stones, and lie dieth; and king Re- 
hoboam hath strengthened himself to go up 
into a chariot to flee to Jerusalem; * 9 and 
Israel transgresseth against the house of Da¬ 
vid uuto this day. 

:o Aud it cometh to pass, at all Israel’s hear¬ 
ing that Jeroboam hath returned, that they 
send ami call him unto the company, aud 
cause him to reign over all Israel; noue hath 
bceu after the house of David save the tribe 
of Judah alone. 

Aud Rehoboam cometh to Jerusalem, and 
assembleth all the house of Judah and the 
tribe of Bcnjamiu, a hundred and eighty thou¬ 
sand chosen warriors, to light wdth the house 
of Israel, to bring back the kingdom to Reho- 
boam son of Solomou, 

23 Aud the word of God is unto Shemaiah a 
mau of God, saying, 23 ‘ Speak unto Reho¬ 
boam son of Solomou, king of Judah, aud un¬ 
to all the house of Judah aud Benjamin, and 
the rest of the people, saying, ^Thus said 
Jchovali, Ye do not go up nor tight with your 
brethren the sons of Israel; turn back each to 
his house, for from Mo hath this thing been;’ 
aud they hear the word of Jehovah, and turn 
back to go according to the word of Jehovah. 

25 Aud Jeroboam buildeth Shechem in the 
hill-country of Ephraim, and dwelleth in it, 
and goeth out thence, and buildeth Peuuel; 
28 and Jeroboam saith in his heart, * Now doth 
the kingdom turn back to the house of David 
—- 7 if this people go up to make sacrifices in 
the house of Jenovah in Jerusalem, then hath 
the heart of this people turned back unto their 
lord, unto Rehoboam king of Judah, and they 
have slain me, and turned back unto Reho¬ 
boam king of Judah.’ 

3 And the king teketh counsel, and maketh 
two calves of gold, and saith untu them, 
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1 Enough to you of going up to Jerusalem; lo, 
thy gods, 0 Israel, which brought thee up 
out of the land of Egypt.' 23 'Ana he setteth 
the one in Beth-El, and the other he hath 
put in Dan, 30 and this thing becometh a sin, 
and the people go before the one—unto Dan. 

31 And ne maketh the house of high places, 
and maketh priests of the extremities of the 
people, who were not of the sons of Levi; 
“and Jeroboam maketh a festival in the 
eighth month, in the fifteenth day of the month, 
like the festival that is in Judah, and he offer- 
eth on the altar—so did he in Beth-El—to sac¬ 
rifice to the calves which ho made, and he 
hath appointed in Beth-El the priests of th< 
high places that he made. 

33 And he offereth up on the altar that li( 
made in Beth-El, on the fifteenth day of the 
eighth mouth, in the month that he devised of 
his own heart, and he maketh a festival to 
the sons of Israel, and offereth on the altar— 
to make perfume. 

XIII. 1 AND lo, a man of God hath como 
from Judah, by the word of Jehovah, unto 
Beth-El, and Jeroboam is standing by the 
altar—to make perfume ; 2 and he calleth 
against the altar, by the word of Jehovah, and 
saith, 4 Altar l altar! thus said Jehovah, Lo, 
a son is born to the house of David—Josiah 
his name—and he hath sacrificed on thee the 
priests of the high places who are making per¬ 
fume on thee, and t>ones of man are burnt ou 
thee.’ 3 And he hath given on that day a sign, 
saying, * This is the sign that Jehovah hath 
spoken, Lo, the altar is rent, and the ashes 
poured forth that are on it.’ 

4 And it cometh to pass, at the king’s hear 
ing the word of the man of God that he call- 
eth against thealtar in Beth-El, that Jeroboam 
putteth forth his haud from off the altar, say¬ 
ing, 4 Catch him;’ and his hand is dried up 
that he hath put forth agaiust him, and he is 
uot able to bring it back unto him, 3 and the 
altar is rent, and the ashes poured forth from 
the altar, according to the sign that the man 
of God had given by the word of Jehovah. 

0 And the king answereth and saith unto 
the man of God, 4 Appease, I pray thee, the 
face of Jehovah thy God, and pray forme, and 
my hand doth come back unto me;’ and the 
mau of God appeaseth the face of Jehovah, 
and the hand of the kiug cometh back unto 
him. and it is as at the beginning. 

7 And the king speaketh unto the man of 
God, 4 Come in with me to the house, and re¬ 
fresh thyself, and I give to thee a gift. ’ H And 
the man of God saith unto the king, ‘ If thou 
dost give to me the haLf of thine house. I do 
not go in with thec t nor do I eat bread, nor 
do I drink water, in this place- 0 for bo He 
commanded me by the word of Jehovah, say¬ 
ing, Thou dost not eat bread nor drink water, 
nor turn back in the way that tbou hast 
come.’ 10 And he goeth on in another way, 
and hath not turned back in the way in \yhich 
he came in unto Beth-Eh 

J1 And a certain aged prophet is dwelling in 
Beth-El, aud his son cometh and recounteth 
to him all the deed that the man of God hath 
done to-day in Betn-EL the words that he hath 
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spoken unto the king,—yea, they recount them 
to their father. 13 And their father saith un¬ 
to them, ‘Where is this—the way he hath 
gone?’ and his sons see the way that the man 
of God hath gone who came from Judah. 

13 And he saith unto his sons, ‘Saddle for 
me the ass,’ and they saddle for him the ass, 
and he rideth on it, 11 and goeth after the man 
of God, and findeth him sitting under the oak, 
and saith unto him, ‘ Art thou the man of 
God who hast come from Judah?’ and he 
saith, ‘I am.' ls And he saith unto him, 

1 Come with me to the house, and eat bread. ’ 

lfl And he saith, ‘ I am not able to turn back 
with thee, and to go in with thee, nor do I eat 
bread or drink with thee water in this place, 
17 for a word is unto me by the word of Jeho¬ 
vah, Thou dost not eat bread nor drink there 
water, thou dost not turn back to go in the 
way in which thou earnest.’ 

19 And he saith to him, ‘I also am a pro¬ 
phet like thee, and a messenger spake unto 
me by the word of Jehovah, saying, Bring him 
back with thee unto thy house, and he doth 
eat bread and drink water; ’—he hath lied to 
him. 19 And he turneth back with him, and 
eateth bread in his house, and drinketh 
water. 

30 And it cometh to pass—they are sitting at 
the table—and a word of Jehovah is unto 
\he prophet who brought him back, 31 and he 
jalleth unto the man of God who came from 
Tudah, saying, ‘Thus said Jehovah, Because 
that thou hast provoked the mouth of Jeho¬ 
vah, and hast not kept the command that 
Jehovah thy God charged thee, “and turnest 
bp,ck and dost eat bread and drink water in 
the place of which He said unto thee, Thou 
dost not eat bread nor drink water—thy car¬ 
case cometh not in unto the burying-place of 
thy fathers.’ 

“And it cometh to pass, after his eating 
bread, and after his drinking, that he saddletli 
for him the ass, for the prophet whom he had 
brought back, “and he goeth, and a lion find¬ 
eth him in the way, and putteth him to death, 
and his carcase is cast in the way, and the 
ass is standing near it, and the lion is stand¬ 
ing near the carcase. 

“And lo, men are passing by, and see the 
carcase cast in the way, and the lion standing 
near the carcase, and they come and speak of 
it in the city in which the old prophet is 
dwelling. “And the prophet who brought 
him back out of the way heareth and saith, 
‘It is the man of God who provoked the 
mouth of Jehovah, and Jehovah giveth him 
to the lion, and it destroyeth him, and put¬ 
teth him to death, according to the word of 
Jehovah that he spake to him.’ 

“And he speaketh unto his sons saying, 
‘Saddle for me the ass,’ and they saddle it. 
“And he goeth and findeth his carcase cast 
in the way, and the ass and the lion are 
standing near the carcase—the lion hath not 
eaten the carcase nor destroyed the ass. 
“And the prophet taketh up the carcase of 
the man of God, and placetn it on the ass, 
and bringeth it back, and the old prophet 
cometh in unto the city to mourn and to bury 
him, 30 and he placeth his carcase in his own 


grave, and they mourn for him, ‘ Oh, my 
brother ! ’ 

81 And it cometh to pass, after his burying 
him, that he speaketh unto his sons, saying, 
‘ At my death—ye have buried me in the 
burying-place in which the man of God is 
buned ; near his bones place my bones ; 32 for 
the word certainly cometh to pass that he 
called bv the word of Jehovah concerning the 
altar which is Beth-El, and concerning all 
the houses of the high places that are in 
cities of Samaria. ’ 

“After this thing Jeroboam hath not turned 
from his evil way, and turneth back, and 
maketh of the extremities of the people priests 
of high places; he who is desirous he con- 
secrateth his hand, and he is of the priests 
of the high places. 31 And in this thing is the 
sin of the house of Jeroboam, even to cut it 
off, and to destroy it from off the face of the 
ground. 

XIV. ’AT that time was Abijah son of 
Jeroboam sick, 2 and Jeroboam saith to his 
wife, ‘Rise, I pray thee, and change thyself, 
and they know not that thou art wife of 
Jeroboam, and thou hast gone to Shiloh; lo, 
there is Ahijah the prophet ; he spake unto 
me of being king over this people ; 3 and thou 
hast taken in thy hand ten loaves, and crumbs, 
and a bottle of honey, and hast gone in unto 
him ; he doth declare to thee what becometh 
of the youth.’ 

4 And the wife of Jeroboam doth so, and 
riseth, and goeth to Shiloh, and entereth the 
house of Anijah, and Ahijah is not able to 
see, for his eyes have stood because of his age. 

“And Jehovah said unto Ahijah, ‘ Lo, the 
wife of Jeroboam is coming to seek a word 
from thee concerning her son, for he is sick; 
thus and thus thou dost speak unto her, and 
it cometh to pass at her coming in, that she 
is making herself strange.’ 

9 And it cometh to pass, at Ahijah’s hear¬ 
ing the sound of her feet as she came in to 
the opening, that he saith, ' Come in, wife of 
Jeroboam, why is this—thou art making thy¬ 
self strange ? and I am sent unto thee with a 
sharp thing: 7 Go, say to Jeroboam, Thus 
said Jehovah, God of Israel, Because that I 
have made thee high out of the midst of the 
people, and appoint thee leader over my 
people Israel, 9 and rend the kingdom from 
the house of David, and give it to thee,—and 
thou hast not been as My servant David who 
kept My commands, and who walked after 
Me with all his heart, to do only that which 
is right in Mine eyes, 9 and thou dost evil 
above all who have been before thee, and 
goest, and makest to thee other gods and 
molten images to provoke Me to anger, and 
Me thou hast cast behind thy back : 

10 ‘ Therefore, lo, I am bringing in evil unto 
the house of Jeroboam, and have cut off to 
Jeroboam those sitting on the wall—shut up 
and left—in Israel, and have put away the 
posterity of the house of Jeroboam, as one 
putteth away the dung till its consumption ; 
‘‘him who dieth of Jeroboam in a city do the 
dogs eat, and him who dieth in a field do fowl 
of the heavens eat, for Jehovah hath spoken. 
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12 ‘And thou, rise, go to thy house; in the 
coin" in of thy feet to the city—hath the 
lad died; 13 and all Israel have mourned for 
him, and buried him, for this one—by himself 
— cometh of Jeroboam unto a grave, because 
there hath been found in him a good thing 
towards Jehovah, God of Israel, in the house 
of Jeroboam. 

14 ‘ And Jehovah hath raised up for Him a 
king over Israel who cutteth oil the house of 
Jeroboam this day—and what?—even now! 
15 And Jehovah hath smitten Israel as the 
reed is moved by the waters, and hath pluck¬ 
ed Israel from off this good ground that He 
gave to their fathers, and scattered them be¬ 
yond the River, because that they made their 
shrines, nrovoking Jehovah to anger; 16 and 
He giveth up Israel because of the sins of 
Jeroboam that he sinned, and that he caused 
Israel to sin.’ 

17 And the wife of Jeroboam riseth, and 
goeth, and cometh to Tirzali; she hath come 
in to the threshold of the house, and the 
youth dieth ; 18 and they bury him, and mourn 
for him do all Israel, according to the word of 
Jehovah, that he spake by the hand of His 
servant Ahijah the prophet. 

iB And the rest of the matters of Jeroboam, 
how he fought, and how lie reigned, lo, 
they are written on the book of the Chroni¬ 
cles of the kings of Lsrael. 20 And the days 
that Jeroboam reigned are twenty and two 
years, and he lieth with his fathers, and reign 
doth Nadab his son in his stead. 

21 And Rehoboam son of Solomon hath 
reigned in Judah; a eon of forty and one 
years is Rehoboam in his reigning, and seven¬ 
teen years he hath reigned in Jerusalem, the 
city that Jehovah chose to set His name 
there, out of all the tribes of Israel, and the 
name of his mother is Naainah the Aramon- 
itess. 

22 And Judah doth the evil tiling in the 
eves of Jehovah, and they make Him zealous 
above all that their fathers did by their sins 
that they have sinned. 23 And they build— 
also they—for themselves high places, and 
standing-pillars, and shrines, on every high 
height, and under every green tree; 24 and 
also a whoremonger hath been in the land; 
they have done according to all the abomina¬ 
tions of the nations that Jehovah dispos¬ 
sessed from the presence of the sons of Israel. 

23 And it comcth to pass, in the fifth year 
of king Rehoboam, gone up hath Shishak 
king of Egypt against Jerusalem, 2G and lie 
taketh the treasures of the house of Jehovali, 
and the treasures of the house of the king, 
yea, the whole he hath taken ; and he taketh 
all the shields of gold that Solomon made. 
27 And king Rehoboam maketh in their stead 
shields of brass, and hath made them a charge 
on the hand of the heads of the runners, 
those keeping the opening of the house of 
the king, 25 an a it cometh to pass, from the go¬ 
ing in of the king to the house of Jehovah, 
the runners bear them, and have brougnt 
them back unto the chamber of the runners. 

23 And the rest of the matters of Rcho- 
hoam, and all that he did, are they not 
written on the book of the Chronicles of the 
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kings of Judah? 30 And war hath been be¬ 
tween Rehoboam and Jeroboam all the days: 
31 and Rehoboam lieth with his fathers, ana 
is buried with his fathers, in tire city of David, 
and the name of his mother is Naamah the 
Ammonitess, and reigu doth Abijam his son 
in his stead. 

XV. 1 AND in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam son of Nebat, reigned hath Abijam 
over Judah; 2 three years he hath reigned in 
Jerusalem, and the name of his mother is 
Maachah daughter of Abishalom; 3 and he 
walketh in all the sins of his father, that 
he did before him, and his heart hath not 
been perfect with Jehovah his God, as the 
heart of David his father; 4 blit for David’s 
sake hath Jehovah his God given to him a 
lamp in Jerusalem, to raise up his son after 
him, and to establish Jerusalem, 6 in that 
David did that which is right in the eyes of 
Jehovah, and turned not aside from all that 
He commanded him all days of his life— 
only in the matter of Uriah the Hittitc; 
6 and war hath been between Rehoboam and 
Jeroboam all the days of his life. 

7 And the rest of the matters of Abijam, 
and all that he did, are they not written on 
the book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? And war hath been between Abi- 
iam and Jeroboam; 8 and Abijam lieth with 
his fathers, and they bury him in the city 
of David, and reign doth Asa his son in his 
stead. 

_ B And in the twentieth year of Jeroboam 
king of Israel reigned hath Asa over Judah, 
10 and forty and one years he hath reigned in 
Jerusalem, and the name of his mother is 
Maachah daughter of Abishalom. 11 Aud 
Asa doth that which is right in the eyes of 
Jehovali, like David his father, 12 and remov* 
eth the whoremongers out of the land, and 
turneth aside all the idols that his fathers 
made; 13 and also Maachah his mother—he 
turneth her aside from being mistress, in 
that she made a horrible thing for a shrine, 
and Asa cutteth down her horrible thing, 
and burneth it by the brook Kidron ; 14 and 
the high places have not turned aside; 
only, the heart of Asa hath been perfect with 
Jehovah all his days, 15 and he bringeth in the 
sanctified things of his father, and his own 
sanctified things, to the house of Jehovah, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

10 And war hath been between Asa and 
Baasha king of Israel all their days, 17 and 
Baasha king of Israel goeth up against Ju¬ 
dah, and buildcth Ramah, not to permit any 
oue going out and coming in to Asa king of 
Judah. 

18 And Asa taketh all the silver and the 
gold that are left in the treasures of the 
house of Jehovah, and the treasures of the 
house of the king, and giveth them into the 
hand of his Bcrvauts, and king Asa sendeth 
them unto Bcn-Hadad, son of Tabrimmon, son 
of Hezion king of Aram, who is dwelling ip 
Damascus, saving, 19 ‘A covenaut w between 
me and thee, between my father and thy fa¬ 
ther; lo, I have scut to thee a reward of 
silver and gold ; go, break thy covenaut with 
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Baaslia king of Israel, and he goeth up from 
oH'me. 1 

20 And Ben-Hadad hearkeneth unto king 
Asa, and seudeth the heads of the forces that 
lie hath against cities of Israel, and smit- 
eth Ijon, and Dan, and Abel-Beth-Maaehah, 
and all Chinneroth, besides all the land ol 
Naphtali; 21 and it cometh to pass at Baasha’s 
hearing, that he ceasetli from building Ha¬ 
mah, and dwelleth in Tirzah. 

--And king Asa hath summoned all Judah 
—there is none exempt—and they lift lip the 
stones of Ram ah, and its wood, that Baasha 
hath built, and king Asa buildeth with them 
Gelia of Benjamin, and Mizpah. 

23 And the rest of all the matters of Asa. 
and all his might, and all that he did, and 
the cities that he built, are they not written 
on the book of the Chronicles of the kings oi 
Judah? Only, at the time of his old age he 
was diseased in his feet; 24 and Asa lieth with 
his fathers, and is buried with his fathers in 
the city of David his father, and Jchoshaphat 
liia son reigneth iu his stead. 

25 And Nadab son of Jeroboam hath reigned 
over Israel, in the second iyear of Asa king 
of Judah, and lie reigneth over Israel two 
years, 2U anddoth the evil tiling iu the eyes 
of Jehovah, and goeth in the way of his fa¬ 
ther, and in his sin that he made Israel to 
sin. 

27 And conspire against him doth Baaslia son 
of Ain iah, of the house of Issachar, aud Baaslia 
smitetli him in Gibbethon, which is to the 
Philistines—and Nadab and all Israel are 
laying siege against Gibbethon—*■* yea, Baaslia 
putteth him to death iu the third year of 
Asa king of Judah, and reigneth in his stead. 

23 And it cometh to pass, at his reigning, 
lie hath smitten the whole house of Jero¬ 
boam, he hath not left any breathing to Jero¬ 
boam till his destroyiug him, according to 
the word of Jehovah, that He spake by the 
hand of His servant Ahijali the Shilonite, 
30 because of the sins of Jeroboam that lie 
sinned, and that lie caused Israel to sin. 
by his provocation with which he provoked 
to anger Jehovah, God of Israel. 

31 And the rest of the matters of Nadab, 
and all that he did, are they not written on 
the book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 32 And war hath been between Asa 
and Baasba king of Israel all their days. 

33 In the third year of Asa king of Judah 
reigned hath Baasha son of A hi jail over all 
Israel in Tirzah, twenty and fou r years, 34 and 
he doth the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, 
and walketh in the way of Jeroboam, and iu 
his sin that lie caused Israel to sin. 

XVI. 1 AND a word of Jehovah is unto 
Jehu son of Hanani, against Baasha, saying, 
- ‘ Because that I have raised thee up out of 
the dust, and appoint thee leader over My 
people Israel, and thou walkest in the way 
of Jeroboam, aud causeet My people Israel to 
sin—to provoke Me to anger with their sins; 
3 lo, I am putting away the posterity of Baa¬ 
slia, even the posterity of his house, and 
have given up thy house as the house of Jero 
l>GAin son of Nehat; 4 him wborlinth of Baaslie 


in a city do the dogs eat, and him who dieth 
of his in a field do fowl of the heavens eat.' 

** Aud the rest of the matters of Baaslia, and 
that which he did, and his might, are they 
not written on the book of the Chronicles of 
the lungs of Israel ? 6 And Baasha lieth with 
his fathers, and is buried in Tirzah, and Elah 
1 1 is son reigneth in his stead. 

7 And also by the baud of Jehu soil of Han- 
ani the prophet a word of Jehovah hath 
been concerning Baasha, and concerning his 
house, and concerning all the evil that he did 
in the eyes of Jehovah to provoke Him to 
anger with the work of his bauds, to be like 
the house of Jeroboam, and concerning that 
for which he smote him. 

8 In the twenty and sixth year of Asa king 
of Judah reigned hath Elah Bon of Baasha 
over Israel in Tirzah, two years; 3 and con¬ 
spire against him doth Ins servant Zimri (head 
of the half of the chariots) and he is in Tirzah 
drinking—a drunkard in the house of Arza, 
who is over the house in Tirzah. 

10 And Zimri cometh in and smiteth him. 
aud putteth him to death, in the twenty 
and seventh year of Asa king of Judah, and 
reigneth in his stead; 11 and it cometh to 
pass in'his reigning, at his sitting on his 
throne, he hath smitten the whole house of 
Baasha; lie hath not left to him any sitting 
on the wall, aud of his redeemers, aud of his 
friends. 

12 And Zimri destroyeth the whole house of 
Baaslia, according to the word of Jehovah, 
that He spake concerning Baasha, by the 
hand of Jeliu the prophet: 13 cuncerniug all 
the sins of Baasha, and the sins of Elah his 
son, that they sinned, and that they caused 
Israel to sin to provoke Jehovah, God of Is¬ 
rael, with their vanities. 14 And the rest of 
the matters of Elah, and all that he did, are 
they not written on the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Israel ? 

15 In the twenty and seventh year of Asa 
king of Judah, reigned liatli Zimri seven days 
in Tirzah; aud the people are encamping 
against Gibbethon, which is to the Philis¬ 
tines; 16 aud the people who arc encamping 
hear, saying, ‘Zimri hath conspired, aud also 
hath smitten the king;' and all Israel cause 
Omvi head of the host to reign over Israel on 
that day iu the camp. 17 And Omri goeth 
up, and all Israel with him, from GibbethoD, 
and they lay siege to Tirzah. 

18 And it cometh to pass, at Zimri’s seeing 
that the city hath been captured, that he 
cometh in unto a high place of the house 
of the king, and burncth over him the house 
of the king with fire, aud dieth, 13 for his sins 
that he sinned, to do the evil tliiug in the 
eyes of Jehovah, to walk in the way of Jero¬ 
boam, and in his sin that ho did, to cause 
Israel to sin ; 20 and the rest of the matters of 
Zimri, and his conspiracy that lie made, are 
they not written on the book of the Chron 
icles of the kings of Israel ? 

21 Then are the sons of Israel parted into 
halves; half of the people hath beeu after 
Tibui son of Ginath to cause him to reign, 
and the half after Omri; 22 and stronger are 
tho people that are after Omri than the people 
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that are after Tibni son of Ginatli, and Tibni 
dieth, ami Omri reigneth. 

23 lu the thirty and lirst year of Asa king 
of Judah reigned hath Omri over Israel twelve 
years ; in Tirzah he hath reigned six years, 
"and he buyetk the mount Samaria from 
Shemer, with two talents of silver, and build- 
eth on the mount, and caHeth the name of the 
city that he hath built by the name of She¬ 
mer, lord of the hill—Samaria. 

25 And Omri doth the evil thiug in the eyes 
of Jehovah, and doth evil above all who are 
before him, 20 and walketh in all the way of 
Jeroboam son of Nebat, and in his sin that 
he caused Israel to sin, to provoke Jehovah, 
God of Israel, with their vanities. 27 And 
the rest of the matters of Omri that he did, 
and his might that he got. are they not 
written on the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Israel? 28 And Omri lieth with his 
fathers, and is buried in Samaria, and Ahab 
his son reigneth in his stead. 

‘^Aud Ahab son of Omri hath reigned 
over Israel iu the thirty and eighth year of 
Asa king of Judah, and Ahab son of Omri 
reigneth over Israel in Samaria twenty and 
two years, 30 and Ahab son of Omri doth the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah above all 
who are before him. 

31 And it cometh to pass—hath it been light 
his walking in the sins of Jeroboam son of 
Nebat? — then he taketli a wife,. Jezebel 
daughter of Ethbaal, king of the Zidonians, 
and goeth and serveth Baal, and boweth him¬ 
self to it, 32 and raiseth up an altar for Baal, 
iu the house of the Baal, that he built in 
Samaria; 33 and Ahab maketh the shrine, and 
Ahab addeth to do so as to provoke Jehovah, 
God of Israel, above all the kings of Israel 
who have been before him. 

34 In his days hath Hicl the Beth-Elite 
built Jericho ; in Abiram his first-born he 
laid its foundation, and in Segub his youngest 
he set up its doors, according to the word of 
Jehovah that He spake by the baud of Jo- 
Bhua son of Nun. 

XVII. ^ND Elijah the Tishbite, of the 
inhabitants of Gilead, saith unto Ahab, ‘Je¬ 
hovah, God of Israel, liveth, before whom 1 
have stood, there is not these years dew and 
rain, except according to my word.’ 

2 And tne word of Jehovah is unto him, 
saying, 3 ‘Go from this place; and thou hast 
turned for thee eastward, and been hidden 
by the brook Cherith, that ts on the front 
of the Jordan, 4 and it hath been, from the 
brook thou dost drink, and the ravens I have 
commanded to sustain thee there.’ 

5 Anil he goeth and doth according to the 
word of Jehovah, yea, he goeth and dwelleth 
by the brook Cherith, that is on the front of 
the Jordan, 9 and the ravens are bringing to 
him bread and flesh iD the morning, and 
bread and flesh iu the evening, and of the 
brook he drinketh. 

7 And it cometh to pass, at the end of days, 
tha\, the brook drieth up, for there hath been 
no raiu in the land, 6 and the word of Jeho¬ 
vah is unto him, saying, 9 ‘ Rise, go to Zarcp- 
hath, that i« to Zidon, and thou hast dwelt 
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there; lo, I have commanded there a widow 
woman to sustain thee.’ 

10 And he riseth, and goeth to Zarcphath, 
and cometh in uuto the opcYiing of the city, 
aud lo there, a widow woman gathering sticks, 
and he calleth unto her, and saith, ‘ Bring, 1 
pray thee, to me, a little water in a vessel, 
and I drink.’ 11 And Bhe goeth to bring »/. 
and he calleth unto her and saith, ‘ Bring, 1 

ray thee, to me a morsel of bread in thy 

aud.’ 

12 And she saith, ‘Jehovah thy God liveth. 
I have not a cake, but the fulness of the hand 
of meal in a pitcher, and a little oil iu a dish : 
and lo, I am gathering two sticks, and have 
gone in and prepared it for myself, aud for 
my son, and we have eaten it—and died.’ 

43 And Elijah saith unto her, ‘Fear not, go, 
do according to thy word, only make for me 
thence a little cake, in the first place, and 
thou hast brought out to me* aud for thee 
and for thy son make—last; * 4 for thus said 
Jehovah, God of Israel, The pitcher of meal 
is not consumed, and the dish of oil is not 
lacking, till the day of Jehovah’s giving a 
shower on the face of the ground.’ 

15 And she goeth, and doth according to the 
word of Elijah, and she eateth, she and he, 
aud her household—days; 10 tne pitcher of 
meal was not consumed, and the dish of oil 
did uot lack, according to the word of Jeho¬ 
vah that He spake by the hand of Elijah. 

17 And it cometh to pass, after these things, 
the son of the woman, mistress of the house, 
hath been sick, and his sickness is very 
severe till that no breath hath been left iu 
him. 19 And she saith unto Elijah, ‘Wliat— 
to me and to thee, 0 man of God? thou hast 
come unto me to cause mine iniquity to be re¬ 
membered, and to put my son to death! ’ 

18 And he saith unto her, ‘Give to me thy 
sou;’ and he taketh him out of her bosom, 
and taketh him up unto the upper chambei 
where he is abiding, and layetn him on his 
own bed, 20 and crieth unto Jehovah, and saith, 
‘Jehovah my God, also on the widow with 
whom 1 am sojourning hast Thou done evil— 
to put her son to death V 

24 And he 6tretcheth himself out on the lad 
three times, and calleth unto Jehovah, and 
saith, ‘ 0 Jehovah my God, let turn back, 1 
pray Thee, the soul of this lad into his 
midst;’ 42 and Jehovah hearkeneth to the 
voice of Elijah, aud the soul of thellad turn- 
eth back into his midst, and he liveth. 

23 And Elijah taketh the lad, and briugeth 
him down from the upper chamber of the 
house, and giveth him to his mother, and 
Elijah saith, ‘See, thy son liveth!' 24 And the 
woman saith unto Elijah, ‘Now, this I have 
known, that a man of God thou art, and the 
word of Jehovah in thy mouth is truth.’ 

XVIII. 1 AND the days are many, aud the 
word of Jehovah hath been unto Elijah in 
the third year, saying, ‘Go, appear unto 
Ahab, and I give rain on the race, of the 
ground;’ 8 and Elijah goeth to appear unto 
Ahab. 

And the famine is severe in Samaria, 8 and 
Ahab calleth unto Obadiah, who is over the 
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house—and Obadiah hath been fearing Jeho¬ 
vah greatly, 4 and it comcth to pass, in Jeze¬ 
bel’s cutting oil’ the prophets of Jehovah, 
that Obadiah taketh a hundred prophets, 
and liidcth them, 1 ifty men in a cave, and 
hath sustained them with bread and water— 

1 and Ahab saith unto Obadiah, ‘ Go through 
the land, unto all fountains of waters, and 
unto all the brooks, if so be we find hay, and 
keep alive horse and mule, and do not cut off 
any of the cattle.' 

b And they apportion to themselves the 
land, to pass over into it; Ahab hath gone in 
one way by himself, and Obadiah hath gone 
in another way by himself; 7 and Obadiah is 
in the way, and lo, Elijah—to meet him; and 
lie discerneth him, and falleth on his face, 
and saith, ‘Art thou he—my lord Elijah? 
8 And he saith to him, ‘ I am; go, say to thy 
lord, Lo, Elijah.' 

9 And he saith, ‘What have I sinned, that 
thou art giving thy servant into the hand of 
Ahab—to put me to death? 10 Jehovah thy 
God liveth, if there is a nation and kingdom 
whither my lord hath not sent to seek thee; 
and they said, He is not, then he caused the 
kingdom and 'the nation to swear, that it 
doth not liud thee;. 11 and now, thou art say- 
iug, Go, say to thy lord, Lo, Elijah; 18 and it 
hath been, I go from thee, and the Spirit of 
Jehovah (loth lift thee up, whither I know 
not, and i have come to declare to Ahab, and 
lie doth not find thee, and lie hath slain me ; 
xud thy servant is fearing Jehovah from my 
youth. 

13 ‘Hath it not been declared to my lord 
that which L have done in Jezebel’s slaying 
the prophets of Jehovah, that I hide of the 
prophets of Jehovah a hundred men, fifty by 
fifty in a cave, aud sustained them with bread 
ana water? 14 and now thou art saying, Go, 
say to my lord, Lo, Elijah — and he hath 
slain me! 1 

15 And Elijah saith, ‘Jehovah of Hosts 
liveth, before whom I have stood, surely to¬ 
day I appear unto him.’ 10 And Obadiah 
goeth to meet Ahab, aud declareth it to him, 
and Ahab goeth to meet Elijah, 17 and it 
cometh to pass at Ahab’s seeing Elijah, that 
Ahab saith unto him, ‘Art thou he—the 
troubler of Israel?’ 

18 Aud he saith, ‘I have not troubled Israel, 
but thou and the house of thy father, in your 
forsaking the commands of Jehovah, and 
thou goest after the Baalim; 13 aud now, 
send, gather unto me all Israel, unto the 
mount of Carmel, and the prophets of Baal 
four hundred and fifty, and the prophets of 
the shriue, four hundred—eating at the table 
of Jezebel.’ 

20 And Ahab sendeth among all the sons of 
Israel, aud gathereth the prophets unto the 
mount of Carmel; 81 and Elijah cometh nigh 
unto all the people, and saith, ‘Till when are 
ye leaping on the two branches?—if Jehovah 
is God, go after Him: and if Baal, go after 
him ;’ aud the people have not answered him 
a word. 

22 And Elijah saith unto the people, *1—I 
have been left a prophet of Jehovah — by 
myself; land the prophets of Baal are four 


hundred and fifty men; 23 and let them gi\e 
to us two bullocks, and they choose for them¬ 
selves the one bullock, and cut it in pieces, 
and place it on the wood, and place no fire; 
and I—I prepare the other bullock, and have 
put it on the wood, and lire I do not place;— 
24 and ye have called in the name of your god, 
and I—I call in the name of Jehovah, and it 
hath been, the god who answereth by fire— 
He is the God.’ And all the people answer 
and say. ‘Good is the word.’ 

25 And Elijah saith to the prophets of Baal, 

‘ Choose for you the one bullock, and pre¬ 
pare first, for ye are the multitude, and call 
ye in the name of your god, and place no fire.’ 

2U And they take the bullock that one gave 
to them, ana prepare, and call in the name 
of Baal from the morning even till the noon, 
saying, ‘0 Baal, answer us!’ aud there is no 
voice, and there is none answering; and they 
leap on the altar that one had made. 

27 And it comcth to pass, at noon, that 
Elijah playeth on them, and saith, ‘ Call 
with aloud voice, for lie is a god, for he is 
meditating, or pursuing, or on a journey; it 
mav be he is asleep, and doth awake.’ 

‘-"And they call with a loud voice, and cut 
themselves, according to their ordinance, with 
swords and with spears, till a flowing of 
blood is on them; 2:1 and it cometh to pass, at 
the passing by of the noon, that they feign 
themselves prophets till the going up of the 
present, and there is no voice, and there is 
none answering, aud there is none attending. 

30 And Elijah saith to all the people, ‘Come 
nigh unto me;’ and all the people come nigh 
unto him, and he repaireth the altar of Je¬ 
hovah that is broken down; 31 and Elijah 
taketh twelve stones, according to the num¬ 
ber of the tribes of the sons of Jacob, unto 
whom the word of Jehovah was, saying, 

‘ Israel is thy name;’ 32 and he buildetli with 
the stones an altar, in the name of Jehovah, 
and maketh a trench, as about the space of 
two measures of seed, round about the altar. 

33 And he arrangeth the wood, and cutteth 
in pieces the bullock, and placeth it on the 
wood, and saith, ‘Fill ye four pitchers of 
water, and pour on the burnt-offering, and 
on the wood • 34 and he saith, Bo it a second 
time;’ and they do it a second time; and he 
saith, ‘Boiiathird time;’ and they do it a 
third time; 35 and the water goeth round 
about the altar, and also, the trench he hath 
filled with water. 

36 And it cometh to pass, at the going up of 
the evening-present, that Elijah the prophet 
cometh nign and saith, ‘Jehovah, God of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, to-day let it be 
known that Thou art God in Israel, and I 
Thy servant, that by Thy word I have done 
the w r hole of these things; 37 answer me, 0 
Jehovah, answer me, and this people doth 
know that Thou art Jehovah God; aud Thou 
hast turned their heart backward. 1 

38 And there falleth a fire of Jehovah, and 
consumeth the burnt-offering, and the wood, 
and the stones, and the dust, and the water 
that is in the trench it hath licked up. 

39 And all the people see, and fall on their 
faces, aud say, ‘Jehovah, He is the God 
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Jehovah, He w the God.’ 40 And Elijah aaith 
to them, * Catch ye the prophets of Baal; let 
not a man escape of them;’ and they catch 
them, and Elijah bringeth them down unto 
the stream Kishon, and doth slaughter them 
there. 

41 And Elijah saith to Ahab, ‘Go up, eat 
and drink, because of the sound of the noise 
of the shower.' 43 And Ahab goeth up to eat, 
and to drink, and Elijah hath gone up unto 
the top of Carmel, and he stretchetli himself 
oat on the earth, and he placeth his face be¬ 
tween his knees, 49 and saith unto his young 
man, ‘Go up, I pray thee, look attentively the 
way of the sea;' and he goeth up and looketh 
attentively, and saitli, ‘There is nothing;' 
and he saith, ‘Turn back,' seven times. 

44 And it cometli to pass, at the seventh, 
that'he saith, ‘ Lo, a little thickness as the 
pabn of a mau is coming up out of the sea.’ 
And he saith, 4 Go up, say unto Ahab, ‘Bind 
—and go down, and the shower doth not re¬ 
strain thee.' 

45 And it cometli to pass, in the meantime, 
that the heavens have become black—thick 
clouds and wind—and the shower is great; 
and Ahab rideth, and goeth to Jezreel, 40 and 
the baud of Jehovah hath been on Elijah, 
and he girdeth up his loins, and runneth be¬ 
fore Ahab, till thine entering Jezreel. 

XIX. 1 AND Ahab declaretli to Jezebel all 
that Elijah did, and all how he slew all the 
prophets by the sword, 2 and Jezebel sendeth 
a messenger unto Elijan. saying, ‘Thus doth 
the gods, and thus do they add, surely about 
this time to-morrow, I make thy life as the 
life of one of them.’ 

9 And he feareth, and riseth, and goeth for 
his life, and cometh in to Beer-Sheba, that 
is Judan's, and leaveth his young man there, 
4 and he himself hath gone into the wilderness 
a day’s journey, and cometh and sitteth under 
a certain retem-tree, and desireth his soul 
to die, and saith, ‘Enough, now, O Jehovah, 
take my soul, for I am not better than my 
fathers.’ 

3 And he lieth down and sleepeth under a 
certain retem-tree, and lo, a messenger com¬ 
eth against him, and saith to him, ‘ Rise, eat 
^and he looketh attentively, and lo, at bis 
bolster a cake baken on burning stones, and a 
dish of water, and he eateth, and drinketh, 
and turneth, and lieth down. 

7 And the messenger of Jehovah turneth 
back a second time, and cometh against him, 
and saith, 4 Rise, eat, for the way is too great 
for thee;' 8 and he riseth, and eateth, and 
drinketh, and goeth in the power of that food 
forty days and forty nights, unto the mount 
of God—Horeb. 

9 And he cometh in there, unto the cave, 
and lodgeth there, and lo, the word of Jeho¬ 
vah w unto him, and saith to him, ‘What— 
to thee, here, Elijah?' 10 And he saith, 4 1 
have been very zealous for Jehovah, God of 
Hosts, for the sons of Israel have forsaken 
Thy covenant—Thine altars they have thrown 
down, and Thv prophets they nave slain bv 
the sword, and I am left, I, by myself, and 
they seek my life—to take it.’ 
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11 And He saith, ‘Go out, and thou hast 
stood in the mount before Jehovah.’ And 
lo, Jehovah is passing by, and a wind—great 
and stron"—is rending mountains, and shiver¬ 
ing rocks before Jehovah:—not in the wind 
is Jehovah; and after the wind a shaking:— 
not in the shaking is Jehovah; 13 and after 
the shaking a fire:—not in the fire is Jeho¬ 
vah; and after the fire a voice still small; 
13 and it cometh to pass, at Elijah’s hearing 
it, that he wrappeth his face in nis robe, anr 
goeth out, and standeth at the opening of th( 
cave, and lo, unto him is a voice, and it saith 
‘What—to thee, here, Elijah?’ 

14 And he saith, ' I have been very zealous 
for Jehovah, God of Hosts; for the sons of 
Israel have forsaken Thy covenant, Thine 
altars they have thrown down, and Thy 
prophets they have slain by the sword, and 
I am left, I, by myself, and they seek my life 
—to take it.’ 

15 And Jehovah saith unto him, ‘Go turn 
back on thy way to the wilderness of Damas¬ 
cus, and tnou hast gone in, and anointed 
Hazael for king over Aram, 10 and Jehu son 
of Nimshi thou dost anoint for king over 
Israel, and Elisha sou of Sliaphat, of Abel- 
Meholah, thou dost anoint for prophet in thy 
stead. 

17 ‘And it hath been, him who is escaped from 
the sword of Hazael, put to death doth Jehu, 
and him who is escaped from the sword of 
Jehu put to death dotli Elisha; 18 and I have 
left in Israel seven thousand, all the knees 
that have not bowed to Baal, and every moutli 
that hath not kissed him.’ 

19 And he goeth thence, and findeth Elisha 
son of Sliaphat, and he is plowing; twelve yoke 
are before him, and he is with the twelfth ; 
and Elijah passeth over unto him, and casteth 
his robe upon him, 20 and lie forsaketh the 
oxen, and runneth after Elijah, and saith, 
‘Let me give a kiss, I pray thee, to my father 
and to ray mother, and I go after thee.’ And 
he saith to him, ‘Go, turn back, for what 
have I done to thee?’ 21 Amd he turneth 
back from after him, and taketh the yoke of 
oxen, and sacrificeth it, and with instruments 
of the oxen he hath boiled their flesh, and 
giveth to the people, and they eat, and he 
riseth, and goeth after Elijah, and serveth 
him. 

XX 1 AND Ben-Hadad king of Aram hath 
gathered all his force, and thirty and two 
kings are with him, and horse and chariot, 
and he goeth up and layeth siege against 
Samaria, and fighteth with it, 2 and sendeth 
messengers unto Ahab king of Israel, to the 
city, 8 and saith to him. ‘Thus said Ben-Ha¬ 
dad, 4 Thy silver and thy gold are mine, and 
thy wives and thy sons—the best—are mine.’ 

4 And the king of Israel answereth and 
saith, ‘According to thy word, my lord, O 
king: I am thine, and all that I have.' 

°And the messengers turn back and say, 
‘Thus Bpake Ben-Hadad, saying, Surely I 
sent unto thee, saying, Thy silver, and thy 
gold, and thy wives, and thy sons, to me thou 
dost give; 0 for if, at this time to-morrow, I 
send my servants unto thee then they have 
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searched thy house, and the houses of thy 
servants, and it hath been, every desirable 
thing of thine eyes they place in their hand, 
and have taken away.' 

7 And the kins of Israel calleth to all the 
elders of the land, and saith, ‘Know, I pray 
you, and see that evil this one is seeking, forffie 
sent unto me for my wives, and for my sons, 
and for my silver, and for my sold, and I 
withheld not from him.’ 8 And all the elders 
and all the people say unto him, * Do not 
hearken, nor consent.' 

9 And he saith to the messengers of Ben- 
Hadad, ‘ Say to my lord the king, All that 
thou didst send for unto thy servant at the 
first I do, and this thing I am not able to do; ’ 
and the messengers go and take him back 
word. 

30 And Ben-Hadad sendeth unto him, and 
saith, ‘Thus do the gods to me, and thus 
do they add, if the dust of Samaria suffice for 
handfuls for all the people who are at my feet.' 
11 And the king of Israel answereth and saith, 
‘Speak ye: let not him who is girding on 
boast himself as him who is loosing his ar¬ 
mour .’ 

And it cometh to pass at the hearing of 
this word—and he is drinking, he and the 
kings, in the booths—that he saith unto his 
servants, ‘Set yourselves;’ and they set 
themselves against the citv. 

13 And lo, a certain prophet hath come nigh 
unto Ahab king of Israel, aud saith, ‘Thus 
said Jehovah, ‘Hast thou seen all this great 
multitude? lo, I am giving it into thy hand 
to-day, and tliou hast known that I am Je¬ 
hovah,’ 

14 And Ahab saith, ‘By whom?’ and lie 
saith, ‘Thus said Jehovah, By the young men 
of the heads of the provinces and he saith, 
‘Who doth direct tne battle?’ and he saith, 

‘ Thou.’ 

13 And he inspecteth the young men of the 
heads of the provinces, and they are two 
hundred, two aud thirty, and after them lie 
hath inspecteth the whole of the people, all 
the sons of Israel, seven thousand, 1G and 
they go out at noon, and Ben-Hadad is drink¬ 
ing—drunk in the booths, he and the kings, 
the thirty and two kings, helping him. 

17 And the young men of the heads of the 
provinces go out at the first, and Ben-Hadad 
sendeth, and they declare to him, saying, 

' Men have come out of Samaria.’ 18 And lie 
saith, ‘ If for peace they have come out—catch 
them alive ; and if for battle they have come 
out—alive catch them.’ 

19 And these have gone out of the city—the 
young men of the heads of the provinces—and 
the force that is after them, 20 and smite each 
his man, and -Aram fleeth, and Israel pur- 
sueth them, and Ben-Hadad king of Aram 
escapeth on a horse, and the horsemen; 21 and 
the king of Israel goeth out, and smitetli the 
horses, and the charioteers, and hath smitten 
among the Aramaeans a great smiting. 

"And the prophet cometh nigh unto the 
«ing of Israel, and saith to him, ‘ Go, streng¬ 
then thyself, and know and see that which 
tliou dost, for at the turn of the year the 
king of Aram is coming up against thee.’ 


23 And the servants of the king of Arain 
said unto him, 4 Gods of hills are their gods, 
therefore they were stronger than we; and yet, 
we fight with them in the plain—arc we not 
stronger than they? 

24 ‘An d this thing do thou: turn aside the kings 
each out of his place, and set captains in then 
stead ; 25 and thou, number to thee a force as 
the force that is fallen from thee, and horso 
for horse, and chariot for chariot, and we 
fight with them in the plain; are we not 
stronger than they?’ and he hearkeneth to 
their voice, and doth so. 

26 And it cometh to pass at the turn of the 
year, that Ben-Hadaa inspecteth the Ara¬ 
maeans, and goeth up to Aphek, to battle 
with Israel, 27 and the sons of Israel have 
been inspected, and supported, and go to meet 
them, and the sons of Israel encamp before 
them, like two flocks of goats, and the Ara¬ 
maeans have filled the land. 

28 And there cometh nigh a man of God, 
and speaketh unto the king of Israel, and 
saith, ‘Thus said Jehovah, Because that the 
Aramaeans have said, God of hills is Jehovah, 
and He is not God of valleys—I have given 
the whole of this great multitude into thy 
hand, and ye have known that I am Je¬ 
hovah.' 

29 And they encamp one over-against an¬ 
other seven days, ana it cometh to pass on 
the seventh day, that the battle araweth 
near, and the sons of Israel smite Aram—a 
hundred thousand footmeu in one day.. 30 And 
those left flee to Aphek, UDto the city, and 
the wall falleth on twenty and seven chief 
men who are left, and Ben-Hadad hath fled, 
and cometh in unto the city, into the inner¬ 
most part. 

31 And his servants say unto him, ‘Lo, we 
pray thee, we have heard that the kings of 
the house of Israel—that they are kind 
kings ; let us put, we pray thee, sackcloth on 
our loins, and ropes on our heads, and wc go 
out unto the king of Israel; it may be he doth 
keep thee alive.’ 

39 And they gird sackcloth on their Ioids, 
and ropes are on their heads, and they come 
iu unto the king of Israel, aud say, ‘Thy ser¬ 
vant Ben-Hadad hath said, Let me live, I 
pray thee;’ and he saith, ‘Is he yet alive? he 
is my brother.’ 

33 And the men observe diligently, and has¬ 
ten, aDd catch it from him, and say, ‘Thy 
brother Ben-Hadad;’ and he saith, ‘Go ye in, 
bring him and Ben-Hadad cometh out unto 
him, aud he causeth him to come up on the 
chariot. 34 And he saith unto him, ‘ Tho 
cities that my father took from thy father, I 
give back, and streets thou dost make for thee 
in Damascus, as my father did in Samaria;’ 
—‘and I, with a covenant, send thee away 
and he maketh with him a covenant, aud 
sendeth him away. 

35 And a certain man of the sons of the pro¬ 
phets said unto his neighbour by the worn, of 
Jehovah, ‘Smite me, I pray thee;’ and the 
man refuseth to smite him, 36 and he saith to 
him, ‘Because that thou hast not hearkened 
to the voice of Jehovah, lo, thou art going 
from me, and the lion hath smitten thee;* 
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and he goeth from him, and the lion rindeth 
him, and amiteth him. 

37 And he findeth another man, and saith, 
‘Smite me, I pray thee;* and the man smit- 
eth him, smiting and wounding, 38 and the 
prophet goeth and standeth for the king on 
the way, and disguiseth himself with ashes 
on his eyes. 

33 And it cometh to pass—the king is pass¬ 
ing by—that he hath cned unt<p the king, and 
saith, ‘Thy servant went out into the midst 
of the battle, and lo, a man hath turned aside 
and bringetli in unto me a man, and saith, 
Keep this man; if he be at all missing, then 
hath thy life been for his life, or a talent of 
silver thou dost weigh out; 40 and it cometh 
to pass, thy servant is working hither and 
thither, and he is not! ’ and the king of Israel 
saith unto him, Right is thy judgment; thou 
hast determined it. 1 

41 And he hasteth and turneth aside the 
ashes from off his eyes, and the king of Israe 
discerneth him, that lie is of the prophets, 
42 and he saith unto him, ‘Thus said Jeho¬ 
vah, Because thou hast sent away the man 
I devoted, out < of thy hand, even thy life 
hath been for his life, and thy people for his 

f eonle; * 43 and the king of Israel goeth’unto 
is house, sulky and wroth, and cometh in to 
Samaria. 

XXI. 1 AND it cometh to pass, after these 
things a vineyard hath been to Naboth the 
Jezrcclite, that is in Jezreel, near the pa¬ 
lace of Ahab king of Samaria, 2 and Ahab 
sneaketh unto Naboth, saying, 'Give to me 
thy vineyard, and it is to me for a garden 
of green herbs, for it is near by my house, 
and T give to thee in its stead a better vine¬ 
yard than it; if good in thine eye3, I give to 
thee silver—its price.’ 

3 And Naboth saith unto Ahab, ‘Far be it 
from me, by Jehovah, ray giving the inheri¬ 
tance of my fathers to thee;’ 4 and Ahab 
cometh in unto his house, sulky and wroth, 
because of the word that Naboth the Jezrcel- 
ite hath spoken unto him when he saith, 

4 1 do not give to thee the inheritance of my 
fathers,’ and he lieth down on his bed, and 
turneth round his face, and hath not eaten 
hread. 

3 And Jezebel his wife cometh in unto him, 
and speaketh unto him, ‘What is this?—thy 
spirit sulky, and thou art not eating bread !* 
And he saith unto her, ‘Because I speak 
unto Naboth the Jezreelitc, and say to him, 
Give to me thy vineyard for money, or if thou 
desire, I give to thee a vineyard in its stead ; 
and he saith, I do not give to thee my vine¬ 
yard.' 

7 And Jezebel his wife saith unto him, 

‘ Thou now dost execute rule over Israel ! 
rise, cat bread, and let thy heart bn glad,—I 
do give to thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelitc.* 

6 And she writeth letters in the name of 
Ahab, and scaleth with his seal, and nendctli 
the letters unto the elders, and unto the free¬ 
men, who are in his city, those dwelling with 
Naboth, a and she writeth in the letters, say¬ 
ing, ‘Proclaim a fast, and cause Naboth to 
2JU 


sit at the head of the people, 10 and cause 
two men—sons of worthlessness—to ait over- 
against him, and they testify pf him, saying. 
Thou hast blessed God and Mclcch ; and 
they have brought him out, and stoned him, 
and he dieth.* 

11 And the men of his city, the elders and 
the freemen who are dwelling in his eity, do 
as Jezebel hath sent unto them, as written in 
the letters that she sent unto them, ' l3 thev 
have proclaimed a fast, and caused Naboth 
to eit at the head of tne people, 13 and two 
men—sons of worthlessness—come in, and 
sit over-against him, and the men of worth¬ 
lessness testify of him, even Naboth, before 
the people, saying, ‘Naboth blessed God and 
Melech;’ and they take him out to the out¬ 
side of the city, and stone him with stones, 
and he dieth; 14 and they send unto Jezebel, 
saying, ‘Naboth was stoned, and is dead.’ 

13 And it cometh to pass, at Jezebel’s hear¬ 
ing-that Naboth hath been stoned, and is 
dead, that Jezebel saith unto Ahab, ‘ Rise, 
possess the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreel- 
lte, that he refused to give to thee for 
money, for Naboth is not alive but dead.’ 
16 And it cometh to pass, at Ahab’s hearing 
that Naboth is dead, that Ahab riseth to go 
down unto the vineyard of Naboth the Jez* 
reelite, to possess it. 

17 And the word of Jehovah is unto Elijah 
the Tishbite, saying, 18 ‘Rise,. gp down to 
meet Ahab king of Israel, who is in Samaria, 
—lo, in the vineyard of Naboth, whither he 
hath gone down to possess it, 10 and thou hast 
spoken unto him, sayiug, Thus said Jehovah, 
Hast thou murdered, and also possessed? 
and thou hast spoken unto him, saying. Thus 
said Jehovah, In the place where the dogs 
licked the blood of Naboth, do the dogs lick 
thy blood, even thine.’ 

20 Aud Ahab saith unto Elijah, ‘ Hast tliou 
found me, 0 mine enemy?’ and he saith, ‘I 
have found—because of thy selling thyself to 
do the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah; 
21 lo, I am bringing in unto thcc evil, and 
have taken away thy posterity, and cut off 
to Ahab those sitting on the wall, and re¬ 
strained, and left, in Israel, 25 and given up 
thy house like the house of Jeroboam son of 
Ncbat,^ and like the house of Baaslia son 
of Ahijali, for the provocation with which 
thou hast provoked Me, and dost cause Israel 
to sin. 

23 ‘And also of Jezebel hath Jehovah spoken, 
saying, The dogs do eat Jezebel in tlic bul¬ 
wark of Jczrccl; 24 him who dieth of Aliab 
in a city do the dogs eat, and him who dieth 
in a field do fowl of the heavens cat; sa sure- 
ly there hath none been like Ahab, who sold 
himself to do the evil thing in the eyes of 
Jehovah, whom Jezebel his wife hath moved, 
35 aud he doth very abominably to go after 
j the idols, according to all that the Amorite 
ilid whom Jehovah dispossessed from tho 
presence of the sons of Israel.* 

27 And it cometh to pass, at Ahab’s hearing 
111 esc words, that lie rendeth bis garments, 
and putteth sackcloth on his flesh, and fastetli, 
and lieth in sackcloth, and goeth gently. 

28 And the word of Jehovah is unto Eli jah

the Tiahbite, saying, 29 * Hast thou seen that 
Aliab hath been humbled before Me? be¬ 
cause that he hath been humbled before Me,

of his son I bring in the evil on his house.’ 

XXII. 1 AND they sit still three yeara, 
there is no war between Aram and Israel, 

2 and it cometh to pass in the third year, that 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah cometh down un¬ 
to the king of Israel, 3 and the king of Israel 
Baith unto his servants, ‘Have ye not known 
that ours is Ramoth*Gilead? and we are 
keeping silent from taking it out of the hand 
of the king of Aram!’ 

4 And he saith unto Jehoshaphat, ‘Dost 
thou go with me to battle ^oKamoth-Gilead?’ 
and Jehoshaphat saith unto the king of Israel, 

* As I am, so thou; as my people, so thy 
people ; as my horses, so thy horses.’ 

6 And Jehoshaphat saith unto the king of 
Israel, ‘ Seek, I pray thee, to-day, the word 
of Jehovah;' 6 and the king of Israel gather- 
cth the prophets, about four hundred men, 
and saith unto them, ‘Do I go against Ra- 
moth-Gilead to battle, or do I forbear?’. and 
they say, * Go up, and the Lord doth give it 
into the hand of the king/ 

7 And Jehoshaphat saith, * Is there not 
here a prophet of Jehovah besides, and we 
seek bv him ?’ 8 And the king of Israel saith 
unto Jehoshaphat, ‘Yet—one man to seek 
Jehovah by him, and I have hated him, for 
he doth not prophesy concerning me good, 
but evil—Micaiah son of Imlah;’ and Je¬ 
hoshaphat saith, * Let not the king say so.’ 

9 And the king of Israel calleth unto a 
certain eunuch, aud saith, ‘ Hasten Micaiah 
son of Imlah.’ 

10 And the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat 
kiD" of Judah are sitting, each on his throne, 
clothed with garments, in a threshing-floor, 
at the opening of the gate of Samaria, anu 
all the prophets are prophesying before them. 

11 And Zedekiah son of Chenaauah maketli 
for himself horns of iron, and saith, ‘Thus 
said Jehovah, By these thou dost push the 

ramaeans till they are consumed 12 arid all 
the prophets arc prophesying so, saying, * Go 
up to Ramoth-Gilead, aud prosper, and Je¬ 
hovah hath given it into the hand of the 
king.’ 

™ And the messenger who hath gone to call 
Micaiah hath spoken unto him, saving, *Lo, 
I pray thee, the words of the prophets, with 
one mouth, are good towards the king; let it 
bo, I pray thee, thy word as the word of 
one of them—and thou hast spoken good.’ 
14 And Micaiah saith, ‘ Jehovah liveth ; sure¬ 
ly that which Jehovah saith unto mo—it I 
speak.' 

15 And lie cometh in unto the king, and the 
king saith unto him, ‘Micaiah, do wc go unto 
Ramoth-Gilcad, to battle, or do we forbear?’ 
and he saith unto him, ‘ Go up, and prosper, 
and Jehovah hath given it into the hand of 
bhB king.’ 18 And the king saitli unto him, 
‘How many times am I adjuring thee that thou 
Bpeak nothing unto me but truth in the name 
of Jehovah?’ 

17 And lie saitli, * I have seen all Israel scat¬ 


tered on the hills as Hhecp that have no shep¬ 
herd, and Jehovah saith, These have no 
master; they turn back each to his house in 
eace.’ 18 And the king of Israel saith unto 
ehoshaphat, ‘Have I not said unto thee, He 
doth not prophesy of me good, but evil?’ 

19 And he saith, ‘Therefore, hear a word 
of Jehovah; I have seen Jehovah sitting on 
Hie throne, and all the host of the heavens 
standing by Him, on His right and on His 
left; 20 and Jehovah saith, Who doth entice 
Ahab, and he doth go up and fall in Hamoth- 
Gilead? and this one saith thus, and that one 
is saying thus. 

71 ‘ And the spirit goeth out, and standetli 
before Jehovah, and saith, I—I do entice 
him; and Jehovah saith unto him, By what? 

22 and he saith, I go out, and have been a 
spirit of falsehood in the mouth of all his 
prophets; and He saith, Thou dost entice, 
and also thou art able; go out and do so. 

23 And now, lo, Jehovah hath put a spirit of 
falsehood in the mouth of all these thy pro¬ 
phets, and Jehovah hath spoken concerning 
thee—evil.’ 

- 4 And Zedekiah son of Chenaanah draweth 
nigh, and smiteth Micaiah on the cheek, and 
saith, ‘Where is this—he hath passed over— 
the Spiritof Jehovah—from me to speak with 
thee?' 25 And Micaiah saith, ‘Lo, thou art see¬ 
ing on that day, when thou goest in to the in¬ 
nermost chamber to be hidden.’ 

23 And the king of Israel saith, ‘TakeMi- 
catah, and turn him back unto Amon head of 
the city, and unto Joash son of the king. 
27 and thou hast said, Thus said the king. Place 
ye this one in the house of restraint, and cause 
him to eat bread of oppression, and water of 
oppression, till my coming in peace.’ < 20 And 
Micaiah saith, 4 If thou at all return in peace 
—Jehovah hath not spoken byrae;’ and he 
saith, 4 Hear, 0 peoples, all of them.’ 

23 And the king of Israel goeth up; and Je¬ 
hoshaphat king of Judah, to Ramoth-Gil- 
ead. 30 And the king of Israel saith unto Je¬ 
hoshaphat to disguise himself, and to go in¬ 
to battle, ‘And thou, put on thy garments.’ 
And the king of Israel clisguiscth himself, aud 
goeth into battle. 

31 And the king of Aram commanded the 
heads of the charioteers whom lie hath—thirty 
aud two—saying, ‘ Ye do not fight with small 
or with great, but with the king of Israel by 
himself.’ 32 And it cometh to pass, at the 
heads of the charioteers seeing Jehoshaphat, 
that they said, 4 He is only the king of Israel; ’ 
and they turn aside to him to fight, and Jehos¬ 
haphat crieth out, 33 aud it cometh to pass, at 
the heads of the charioteers seeing that he is 
not the kingof Israel, that they turn back from 
after him. 

34 Aod a man hath drawn with a bow, in 
his simplicity, and smiteth the kin" of Israel 
between the minings and the coat of mail, and 
he saith to liis charioteer, ‘ Turn thy hand, 
and take me out from the camp, for I have 
become sick.’ 

39 And the battle iucrcaseth on that day, 
and the king hath been caused to stand in the 
chariot, over-against Aram, and he dieth in 
the evening, aud the blood of the wound run-

neth out unto the midst of the chariot, 36 and 
he causeth the cry to pass over through the 
camp, at the goin^iu of the bud, Baying, 4 Each 
unto his city, and each unto his land. 

37 Aqd the king dicth, and cometh into Sa¬ 
maria, and they bury the king in Samaria; 
38 and one riuseth the chariot by the pool of 
Samaria, and the do^s lick his blood—when 
the armour they had washed—according to 
the word of Jehovah that He apake. 

39 And the rest of the matters of Ahab, and 
all that he did, and the house of ivory that 
he built, and all the cities that he built, are 
they not written on the book of the Chronicles 
of tlie kings of Israel? 40 And Ahab lieth with 
his fathers, and Ahaziah his son rcigneth in 
his stead. 

41 And Jehoshaphat son of Asahath reigned 
over Judah in the fourth year of Ahab king 
of Israel, 42 Jehoshaphat is a son of thirty and 
five years in his reigning, and twenty ana five 
years he hath reigned m Jerusalem, and the 
name of his mother is Azubah daughter of 
Shilhi. 

43 And he walketh in all the way of Asa his 
father, he hath not turned aside from it, to 
do that which w right in the eyes of Jehovah ; 
44 only the high places have not turned aside, 
yet are the people sacrificing and making per¬ 
fume in high places. 


43 And Jehoshaphat maketh peace with the 
kiug of Israel; 46 and the rest of the matters 
of Jehoshaphat, and his might that he got, 
and with which he fought, are they Dot writ¬ 
ten on the book of the Chronicles or the kingH 
of Judah? 47 And the remnant of the whore¬ 
mongers who were left in the days of Asa his 
father he took away out of the land ; 48 and 
there is no king in Edom ; he set up a king. 

40 Jehoshaphat made ships at Tarshish to go 
to Ophir for gold, and they went not, for the 
si lips were broken in Ezion-Gcber. 60 Then 
said Ahaziah son of Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, 
4 Let my servants go with thy servants in the 
ships;’ and Jehoshaphat was not willing. 

s ‘And Jehoshaphat lieth with bis fathers, 
and is buried with his fathers in the city of 
David his father, and Jehoram his son reign- 
eth in his stead. 

82 Ahaziah sou of Ahab hath reigned over 
Israel in Samaria iu the seventeenth year of 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah, and reigneth 
over Israel two years, 53 and doth the evil 
thing in the eyes of Jehovah f and walketh in 
the way of his father, and in the way of his 
mother, and in the way of Jeroboam son of 
Nebat who caused Israel to sin, 54 and aerveth 
the Baal, and boweth himself to it, and pro- 
voketh Jehovah, God of Israel, according to 
all that his father had done. 


SECOND BOOK OF KINGS. 


CHAP. I. 1 AND Moab trausgressetli against 
Israel after tlic death of Ahab, 2 and Aha¬ 
ziah falletli through tlic lattice in his upper 
chamber that is iu Samaria, and is sick, and 
sendeth mcsscugers, aud saith.unto them, ‘Go 
ye, inquire of Baal-Zebub god of Ekrou if I 
recover from this sickness.’ 

3 And a messenger of Jehovah hath spoken 
unto Elijah the Tislibitc, ‘Rise, go up to 
meet the messengers of the kiug of Samaria, 
aud speak unto them, Is it because there is 
not a God iu Israel—ye are going to inquire of 
Baal-Zebub god of Ekron? 4 aucl therefore, thus 
said Jehovah, The bed whither thou hast 
gone up, thou dost not come dowu from it, for 
thou dost certainly dieand Elijah goetli ou. 

5 And the messengers turn back unto him, 
and lie saith unto them, 4 What is this —ye 
have turned back!’ 6 And they eay uuto 
him, ‘A man hath come up to meet us, and 
Baitu uuto us, Go, turn back uuto the king 
who scot you, and ye have said unto him, 
Thus said Jehovah, Is it because there is not 
a God in Israel—thou art sending to inquire 
of Baal-Zebub god of Ekrou? therefore, the 
bed whither thou hast gone up, thou dost 
not come down from it, for thou dost cer¬ 
tainly die.* 

7 And he saitli uuto them, 4 What is the 
fashion of the man who hath come up to meet 
you, and speaketh unto you these words?' 
* And they say unto him, ‘A man—hairy, and 
a girdle of skip girt about his loins;’ aud he 
eiith, 4 Ho is Elijah the Tislibitc.’

9 And he sendeth imto him a head of fifty 
and his fifty, aud he goetli lip uuto him (and 
lo, he is sitting ou the top of the hill), and he 
speaketh uuto him, ‘0 man of God, the king 
hath spoken. Come down.’ 

10 And Elijah auswereth and speaketh unto 
the head of the fifty, 4 And if I am a man of 
God, fire doth come down from the heavens, 
and consume tliee aud thy fifty;’ and tire 
eonicth down from the hcaveus, and consum- 
eth him aud his fifty. 

11 And lie turncth and sendeth uuto him 
another head of fifty and his fifty, and he 
answereth aud speaketh unto liim, ‘0 man 
of God, thus said the king, Haste, come down.’ 

12 And Elijah auswereth and speaketh unto 
them, ‘ If I am a man of God, fire doth come 
down from the hcaveus, and consume tlicc 
aud thy fifty;’ aud fire of God comcth down 
from tlic hcaveus, and consuincth him aud 
his fifty. 

13 And he turncth and sendeth a third head 
of fifty and his fifty, and the third head of 
fifty goetli up, aud comcth in, and boweth on 
his knees over-agaiust Elijah, and maketh 
supplication unto him, and speaketh uuto 
him, 4 0 man of God, let be precious, I pray 
thee, my soul and the soul ot thy servants— 
these fifty—in tliiuc eyes. 14 Lo, come down 
hath fire from the hbavens, and consumcth 
the two heads of the former fifties and their 
fifties ; and, now, let my soul be precious in 
thine eyes.’ 

15 Aud a messenger of Jehovah Bpeaketb 



Ahaziah’s death. 
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unto Elijah, ‘Go down with him, be not 
afraid of nimand he riaeth and goeth down 
with him unto the king, 16 and speaketh un¬ 
to him, ‘Thus eaid Jehovah, Because that 
thou hast sent messengers to inquire of Baal- 
Zebub god of Ekron—is it because there is 
not a God in Israel to inquire of His word? 
therefore, the bed whither thou hast gone up 
—thou dost not come down from it, for thou 
dost certainly die.’ 

17 And he dieth, # according to the word of 
Jehovah that Elijah spake, and Jehoram 
reigneth in his stead, in the second year of 
Jehoram son of Jehoshaphat king of Judah, 
for he had no son. 16 And the rest of the 
matters of Akaziah that he did, are they 
not written on the book of the Chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? 

II. 1 AND it cometh to pass, at Jehovah’s 
taking up Elijah in a whirlwind to the 
heavens, that Elijah goeth, and Elisha, from 
Gilgal, 2 and Elijah saith unto Elisha, ‘Abide, 
I pray thee, here, for Jehovah hath sent me 
unto Beth-El;’ and Elisha saith, ‘Jehovah 
iivetli, and thy soul liveth, if I leave thee;’ 
and they go down to Beth-El. 

3 And sons of the prophets who are in 
Beth-El come out unto Elisha, and say unto 
him, ‘ Hast thou known that to-day Jehovah 
is taking thy lord from thy head?’ and he 
saith, ' I also have known—keep silent.’ 

4 And Elijah saith to him, * Elisha, abide, 
1 pray thee, here, for Jehovah hath sent me 
to Jericho;’ and he saith, ‘Jehovah liveth. 
and thy soul liveth, if I leave thee;’ and 
they come in to Jericho. 

5 And sons of the prophets who are in 
Jericho come nigh unto Elisha, and say unto 
him, ‘ Hast thou known that to-day Jehovah 
is taking thy lord from thy head?’ and he 
saith, ‘I also have known—keep silent.’ 

6 And Elijah saith to him, ‘Abide, I pray 
thee, here, for Jehovah hath sent me to the 
Jordan;’ and he saith, ‘Jehovah liveth, and 
thy soul liveth, if I leave thee; ’ and they go 
on both of them, 7 —and fifty meu of the sons 
of the prophets have gone on, and stand over- 
against afar off—and noth of them have stood 
by the Jordau. 8 And Elijah taketh his robe, 
and wrappeth it together, and smiteth the wa¬ 
ters, and tLey are halved, hither and thither, 
and they pass over both of them on dry laud. 

9 And it cometh to pass, at their passing 
over, that Elijah hath said unto Elisha, ‘ Ask, 
what do l do for thee before I am taken from 
thee?’ and Elisha saith, ‘Then let there he, 
I pray thee, a double portion of thy spirit 
unto me;’ 10 and he saith, ‘Thou hast asked 
a hard thing; if thou dost see me taken from 
thee, it is to thee so; and if not, it is not.’ 

“And it cometh to pass, they are going, 
going on and speaking, and lo, a chariot of 
fire, and horses of fire, and they separate 
between them both, and Elijah goeth up in a 
whirlwind, to the heavens. 12 And Elisha is 
seeing, and he is crying, ‘ My father, my fa¬ 
ther, the chariot of Israel, and its horsemen;’ 
and he hath not Been him again; and he tak¬ 
eth hold on his garments, and rendeth tliem 
into two pieces. 


Elijah taken up to heaven* 

13 And he taketh up the robe of Elijah, 
that fell from off him, and turneth back 
and standetb on the edge of the Jordan, 
14 and he taketh the robe of Elijah that fell 
from off him, and smiteth the waters, and 
saith, ‘Where is Jehovah, God of Elijah— 
even He?’ and he smiteth the waters, and 
they are halved, hither and thither, and Elisha 
passeth over. 

15 And they see him—sons of the prophets 
who are in Jericho—over-against, and they 
say, ‘Rested hath the spirit of Elijah on 
Elisha;’ and they come to meet him, and bow 
themselves to him to the earth, 16 and say 
unto him, ‘ Lo, we pray thee, there are with 
thy servants fifty meD, sons of valour: let 
them go, we pray thee, and they seek thy 
lord, lest the Spirit of Jehovah hath taken 
him up, and doth cast him on one of the 
hills, or into one of the valleys; ’ and he saith, 
‘Ye do not send.* 

17 And they press upon him, till he is a- 
shamed, and he saith, ‘Send ye;’ and they 
send fifty men, and they seek three days, and 
have not found him; 48 and they turn back 
unto him—and he is abiding in Jericho—and 
he saith unto them, ‘ Did I not say unto you, 
Do not go?’ 

19 Ana the men of the city say unto Elisha, 
* Lo, we pray thee, the site of the city is good, 
as my lord seeth, and the waters are bad, and 
the earth sterile.* 20 And he saith, * Bring to 
me a new dish, and place there salt;’ and 
they bring it unto him, 21 and he goeth out 
unto the source of the waters, and casteth 
there salt, and saith, ‘Thus said Jehovah, I 
have given healing to these waters; there is 
not theDce any more death and sterility.’ 
22 And the waters are healed unto this day, ac¬ 
cording to the word of Elisha, that he spake. 

23 And he goeth up thence to Beth-El, and 
he is going up in the way, and little youths 
have come out from the city, and scoff at 
him, and say to him, ‘ Go lip, bald-head! go 
up, bald-head!’ 24 Ancl he looketh behind 
him, and seeth them, and declareth them vile 
in the name of Jehovah, and two bears come 
out of the forest, and rend of them forty 
and two lads. 25 And lie goeth thence unto 
the hill of Carmel, and thence he hath turned 
back to Samaria. 

III. : AND Jehoram son of Aliab hath 
reigned over Israel, in Samaria, in the eight¬ 
eenth year of Jehoshaphat king of Judah, 
and he reigneth twelve years, 2 and doth the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, only not 
like his father, and like liis mother, and he 
turneth aside the standing-pillar of Baal that 
his father made; 3 only to the sins of Jero¬ 
boam son of Nebat that he caused Israel to 
sin he hath cleaved, he hath not turned aside 
from it. 

4 And Meslia king of Moab was a shccp- 
master, and he rendered to the king of Israel 
a hundred thousand lambs, and a hundred 
thousand rams, with wool, 5 and it cometh to 
pass at the death of Aliab, that the king of 
Moab transgresseth against the king of Israel. 

G And king Jehoram goeth out in that day 
from Samaria, and inspectetk all Israel, 7 Jud

8 And i 
ne saith, ‘ Where.is this—the way we go up?’ 
and he saith, ‘The way of the wilderness of 
Edom.’ !

enter into Moab, bo as to smite 
the cities they break down, and on every 
good portion they cast each his stone, and 
have Piled it, and every fountaiu of water 
they stop, and every good tree they cause 
to fall— till one had left its Btones in Kir- 
Hnraseth, and the slingors go round ami 


9 And the king of Israel goetln and the 
kiug of Judah, and the king of Edom, and I 
they turn round the way seven days, and 
there hath been no water for the camp, and 
for the cattle that art at their feet, 10 and the 
king of Israel saith, ‘Alas, for Jehovah hath 1 
called for these three kings, to give them in¬ 
to the hand of Moab.’ 

“And Jelioshaphat saith, 4 Is there not 
here a prophet of Jehovah, and we seek Je¬ 
hovah by him?’ And one of the servants of 
the king of Israel answereth and saitli, 

1 Here is Elisha son of Shnphat. who poured 
water on the hands of Elijah.’ la And Je¬ 
ll oshaphat saith, 4 The word of Jehovah is 
with him;’ and go down unto him do the king 
of Israel, and Jelioshaphat, and the king of 
Edom. 

13 And Elisha saith unto the king of Israel, 
‘What — to me and to thee? go imto the 
prophets of thy father, aud unto the pro¬ 
phets of thy mother;’ and the king of Israel 
saith to him, ‘Nay, for Jehovah hath called 
for these three kings to give them into the 
hand of Moab.’ 

14 And Elisha saith, ‘Jehovah of Hosts 
liveth, before whom I have stood; for unless I 
the face of Jehoshaphat king of Judah I am 
lifting up, I do not look unto thcc, nor see 
thee; 15 and now, bring to me a miustrei; 
and it hath been, at the playing of the min¬ 
strel, that the hand of Jehovah is on him, 

1(5 aud he saith, ‘Thus said Jehovah, Make 
this valley ditches—ditches ; 17 for thus said 
Jehovah. Ye do not sec wind, uor do ye see 
raiu, and that valley is full of water, and ye 
have drunk—ye, and your cattle, and your 
beasts. 

18 ‘ And this hath been light in the eyes of 
Jehovah, and he hath given Moab into your 
hand, 1:1 aud ye have smitten every fenced 
city, and every choice city, and every good 
tree ye cause to fall, and all fountains of 
waters ye stop, and every good portion ye 
uiar witli stones.’ 

20 And it comelh to pass iu the morning, at 
the ascending of the i«omm^-preseot, that 
In, waters are coining in from tho way of 
Edom, and the land is Idled with the waters, 

51 and all Moab liavo heard that the kings 
have come up to tight against them, aud they 
are called together, from every one girding on 
a girdle and upward, aud they stand by the 
border. 

29 And they rise early in the morning, and 
the sun hath shone on the waters, aud the 
Moabites see, from over-aprainst, the waters 
red as blood, a and say, * Blood this is; the 
kings have been surely destroyed, aud they 
smite each his neighbour; and now for spoil, 
Moab!’ 

** A nd they come i □ unto the camp of Israel, 
2M 


smite it. 

28 And the king of Moab seeth that the 
battle has been too strong for him, and lie 
taketh with him seven hundred men, draw¬ 
ing sword, to cleave through unto the kiug of 
Edom, and they have not been able, 97 and 
lie taketh his son, the first-born who reigneth 
in his stead, and causeth him to ascend—a 
burnt-offering on the wall, and there is great 
wrath .against Israel, and they journey from 
off' him, and turn back to tile land. 

IV. 1 AND a certain woman of the wives 
of the sons of the prophets hath cried unto 
Elisha, saying, ‘Thy servant, my husband, is 
dead, and thou hast known that thy servant 
was fearing Jehovah, and the lender hath 
come to take my two children to him for ser¬ 
vants.’ 

a And Elisha saith unto her, 4 What do I do 
for thee? declare to me. what hast thou in 
the house?’ and she saitli, ‘Thy maid-servant 
hath nothing in the house except a pot of 
oil.’ 3 And he saith, ‘Go, ask for thee vessels 
from without, from all thv neighbours—empty 
vessels—let litem not Te few; 4 and thou 
hast entered, aud shut the door upon thee, 
aud upon thy sous, aud hast poured, out into 
all these vessels, and the full ones thou dost 
remove.’ 

°Aud she gocth from him, and shutteth 
tho door upou her, and upon her sons; they 
are bringing nigh unto her, and she is pour¬ 
ing out, 6 aud it eometh to pass, at tho tilling 
of the vessels, that she saitli unto her sou, 
‘Bring nigh unto me a vessel more,’ and lie 
saith unto her, ‘There is not a vessel more;’ 
aud the oil staycth. 7 And she cometli aud 
doclarcth to the mau of God, aud he saitli. 
‘Go, sell the oil, abd repay thy loau; and 
thou and thy sons do live of the rest.’ 

8 Aud tho day eometh that Elisha passe th 
over unto Shunem, and there is a great wo¬ 
man, aud she layetli hold on him to cat bread, 
and it eometh to pass, at the tiuio of his 
massing over, lie turncth aside thither to eat 
>rcad, u aud she saith unto her husband, 

‘ Lo, I pray thcc, I have known that a 
holy mau of God he is, passing over by ns 
continually; 10 let us make, 1 pray tlice, n 
little upper chamber of the wall, aud we set 
for him tnerc a bed, and a tabic, and a high 
scat, and a candlestick; aud it hath been, in 
his coming in unto us, ho dotli turn aside 
thither.’ 

11 And the day eometh, that lie eometh in 
thither, and turncth aside unto tho upper 
chamber, and licth there, l -and he saith unto 
Gcliazi his young man, 4 Cnll for this Shun- 
aimnitc;’ aud lie oallcth for her, aud she 
standeth before him. 

13 Aud he saith to him, ‘Say, 1 pray thoe, 
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unto her, Lo, thou hast troubled thyself con¬ 
cerning us with all this trouble; what—to do 
for thee? is it to speak for thee unto the 
king, or unto the head of the host?’ and Bhe 
saith, ‘ In the midst of my people I am dwell-, 
ing.’ 

14 And he saith, ‘And what—to do for her? 
and Gehazi saith, ‘Verily she hath no son, 
and her husband is aged.’ 15 And he saith 
‘ (Jail for her; ’ and he calleth for her, and 
Bhe standeth at the opening, 10 and he saith, 

* At this season, according to the time of life, 
thou art embracing a son;’ and she saith, 

‘ Nay, my lord, 0 man of God, do not lie unto 
thy maid-servant.’ 

17 And the woman conceiveth and beareth 
a son, at this season, according to the time 
of life, that Elisha spake of unto her. 18 And 
the lad groweth, and the day cometh that 
he goeth out unto his father, unto the reap¬ 
ers, 19 and he saith unto his father, * My head, 
mv headand he saith unto the young man, 

‘ Bear him unto his mother;’ 20 and he bear¬ 
eth him, and bringeth him in unto his mo¬ 
ther, and he sitteth on her knees till the 
noon, and dieth. 

21 And she goeth up, and layeth him on the 
bed of the man of God, and shutteth the door 
upon him, and goeth out, 22 and calleth unto 
her husband, and saith, ‘ Send, I pray thee, 
to me, one of the young men, and one of the 
asses, and I run unto the man of God, and 
return.’ ^ 23 And he saith, ‘Wherefore art 
thou going unto him to-dav?—neither new 
moon nor sabbath ! ’ and she saith, 1 Peace 
to thee!' 

24 And she saddleth the ass, and saith unto 
her young man, 4 Lead, and go, io not res¬ 
train riding for me, except I have said so to 
thee.’ 15 And she goeth, and cometh in unto 
the mao of God, unto the hill of Carmel, and 
it cometh to pass, at the man of God’s seeing 
her from over-against, that he saith unto Ge¬ 
hazi his young man, ‘Lo, tills Shunammite; 
26 now, run, I pray thee, to meet her, and say 
to her, Is there peace to thee ? is there peace 
to thy husband? is there peace to the lad?’ 
and she saith, 4 Peace. ’ 

27 And she cometh in unto the man of God, 
unto the hill, and layeth hold on liis feet, and 
Gehazi cometh nigh to tfirust her away, and 
the man of God saith, 4 Let her alone, i'or her 
soul is bitter to her, and Jehovah hath hid¬ 
den it from me, and hath not declared it to 
me.’ 20 And she saith, ‘ Did I ask a son from 
my lord? did I not say, Do not deceive me?’ 

29 And lie saith to Gehazi, * Gird up thy 
loius, and take my staff in thy hand, aud go; 
when thou dost meet a man, thou dost not 
salute him; aud when a man doth salute 
thee, thou dost not answer him ; and thou 
hast laid my staff on the face of the youth.’ 

30 And the mother of the youth saith, 4 Je¬ 
hovah livetli, and tliv soul liveth—if I leave 
thee;’ and lie risctli and goeth after her. 
31 And Gehazi hath passed on before them, 
and layeth the staff on the face of the youth, 
and there is no voice, and there is no atten¬ 
tion, and he turncth back to meet him, and 
declaretb to him, saying, ‘Tito youth hath 
not awakecL’ 


32 And Elisha cometh in to the house, and 
lo, the youth is dead, laid on his bed, 33 and 
he ^oeth in and shutteth the door upon them 
both, and prayeth unto Jehovah. « And he 
goeth up, and lieth down on the lad, and put- 
teth his mouth on his mouth, and his eyes 
on his eyes, and his hands on his hands, and 
stretcheth himself upon him, and the flesh of 
the lad becometh warm; 35 and he turneth 
back and walketh in the house, once hither 
and once thither, and goeth up and stretch¬ 
eth himself upon him, and the youth sneez- 
eth till seven times, and the youth opencth 
his eyes. 

30 And he calleth unto Gehazi, and saith, 
1 Call unto this Shunammite and he calleth 
her, and she cometh in unto him, and he 
saith, ‘Lift up tliy son.’ 37 And she goeth 
in, and falletli at his feet, and bowetli her¬ 
self to the earth, and lifteth up her son, anti 
goeth out. 

38 And Elisha hath turned back to Gilgal, 
and the famine is iu the land, and the sous 
of the prophets are sitting before him, and 
he saith to his young man, 4 Set on the great 
pot, and boil pottage for the sons of the pro¬ 
phets.’ 

39 And one goeth out unto the field to ga¬ 
ther herbs, and findeth a vine of the field, 
and gathereth of it gourds of the field—the 
fulness of his garment—and cometh io and 
splitteth them into the pot of pottage, for 
they knew them not; 40 and they pour out for 
tiie men to eat, and it cometh to pass at their 
eating of the pottage, that they have cried 
out, and say, 4 Death is in the pot, 0 man of 
God! ’ and they have not been able to eat. 

41 And he saith, ‘Then bring ye meal; ’ and 
lie casteth into the pot, and saith, 4 Pour out 
for the people, aud they eat;’ and there was 
no evil thing in the pot. 

42 And a man hath come from Baal-Sha- 
lisliah, and bringeth in to the man of God 
bread of first-fruits, twenty loaves of barley, 
and full cars of corn in its husk, and he saitn. 
‘Give to the people, and they eat.’ “^Antl 
his minister saith, 4 What—do I give this be¬ 
fore a hundred men?’ and he saith, ‘Give to 
the people, and they eat, for thus said Jeho¬ 
vah, Eat and leave ; ’ 44 and he giveth before 
them, and they eat and leave, according to 

, the word of Jehovah. 

V. 1 AND Naaman, head of the host of the 
king of Aram, was a great man before liis 
lord, and accepted of face, for by him had Je¬ 
hovah given salvation to Aram, and the man 
was mighty in valour—leprous. 

-And the Aramaeans have gone out by 
troops, and they take captive out of the land 
of Israel a little damsel, and she is before the 
wife of Naaman, 3 and she saith unto her 
mistress, 4 O that my lord were before the 
prophet who is in Samaria ; then lie doth re¬ 
cover him from his leprosy.’ 4 And one goeth 
in and declaretli to his lord, saying, ‘Thus 
and thus she hath spoken, the damsel who is 
from the land of Israel.’ 

5 Ami the king of Aram saith, ‘ Go thou, 
enter, and I send a letter unto the king of Is¬ 
rael-’ and lielgocth and lakcth in his hand 
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tan talents of silver, and six thousand pieces 
of gold, and ten changes of garments. 

6 And he bringeth in the letter unto the 
king of Israel, saying, 1 And now, at the com¬ 
ing in of this letter unto thee, lo, I have 
sent unto thee Naaman my servant, and thou 
hast recovered him from his leprosy.’ 

7 And it cometh to pass, at the ting of Is¬ 
rael’s reading the letter, that he rendeth his 
garments, and saith, ‘ Am I God, to put to 
death and to keep alive, that this one is send¬ 
ing unto me to recover a man from his lep¬ 
rosy? for surely know, I pray you, and see, 
for he is presenting himself to me.' 

9 And it cometh to pass, at Elisha the man 
of God’s hearing that the king of Israel hath 
rent his garments^ that he sendeth unto the 
king, saying, ‘Why hast thou rent thy gar¬ 
ments ? let him come, I pray thee, unto me, 
and he doth know that there is a prophet in 
Israel.' 

9 And Naaman cometh, with his horses and 
with his chariot, and stamleth at the open¬ 
ing of the house for Elisha; 10 and Elisha 
sendeth unto him a messenger, saying, ‘Go, 
and thou hast washed seven times in Jordan, 
and thv flesh doth turn back to thee—and be 
thou clean. 

11 And Naaman is wroth, and goeth on, and 
saith, * Lo, 1 said, Unto me he doth certainly 
come out, and hath stood and called in the 
name of Jehovah liis God, and waved his 
hand over the place, and recovered the leper. 
12 Are not Abana and Pharpar, rivers of Dam¬ 
ascus, better than all the waters of Israel ? do 
I not wash in them and I have been clean?’ 
and lie turneth and goetli on in fury. 

13 And his servants come nigh, and speak 
unto him, aud say, ‘ My father, a great tiling 
had the prophet spoken unto thee—dost thou 
not do it? and surely, when lie hath said unto 
thee, Wash, and be clean.’ l4 And he goeth 
dowu and dippeth in Jordan seven times, ac¬ 
cording to tlic word of the man of God, and 
his flesh doth turn back as the flesh of a little 
youth, aud is clean. 

15 Aud he turneth back unto the man of God, 
he aud all his camp, aud cometh in, au«l 
stamleth before him, aud saith, ‘ Lo, I pray 
thee, 1 have known that there is not a God 
in all the earth except in Israel; and now, 
take, I pray thee, a blessing from thy servant.’ 

And he saith, ‘Jehovah liveth, before 
whom I have stood—if I take it;* and lie 
presseth on him to take, and he refuseth. 

17 And Naaman saitli, ‘ If not—let be given, 

[ pray thee, to thy servant, a couple of mules’ 
bimleu of earth, for thy servant doth make 
uo more burut-o tiering and sacrifice to other 
ods, but to Jehovah. 19 For this thing Je- 
ovah be propitious to thy servant, in the 
coming in of my lord into the house of Rim- 
mo a to bow himself there, and he was sup- 
Iiorted by my hand, and I bowed myself in 
the house of Rimmou; for my bowiug myself 
in the house of Rimmou Jehovah be propiti¬ 
ous, I pray thee, to thy servant in this thing.’ 
19 Ami he saith to him, * Go in peace.’ 

And he goeth from him a kibrath of land, 
w and Gehazi, servant of Klislia the man of 
God, saith, ‘ Lo, my bird hath spared Naa- 
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man this Aramaean, not to receive from his 
hand that which he brought; Jehovah liveth; 
surely if I have run aftfcr hint, then I have 
taken from him something. ’ 

21 And Gehazi pursueth after Naaman, and 
Naaman seeth one running after him, and 
alighteth from off the chariot to meet him, 
and saith, * Is there peace?’ 23 And he saith, 
‘ Peace; my lord hath sent me, saying, Lo, 
now, this, come unto me have two young men 
from the hill-country of Ephraim, of the sons 
of the prophets; give, I pray thee, to them, a 
talent of silver, and two changes of garments.' 

23 And Naaman saith, ‘Be pleased, take 
two talents;’ and he urgeth on him, and 
bindeth two talents of silver in two purses, 
and two changes of garments, and giveth 
unto two of his young men, and they bear be¬ 
fore him; 54 ana he cometh in unto the high 
place, and taketh out of their hand, and lay- 
eth up in the house, and sendeth away the 
men, and they go. 

/■* And he hath come in, and doth stand oy 
his lord, and Elisha saith unto him, “Whence 
—Gehazi?' and ha saith, ‘ Thv servant went 
not hither or thither.' ^ And he saith unto 
him, 4 My heart went not when the man turn¬ 
ed from off his chariot to meet thee; is it a 
time to take silver, and to take garments, and 
olives, and vines, and flock, audherd,andmen- 
servants, and maid-servants? 27 yea, the lep¬ 
rosy of Naaman doth cleave to thee, and to 
thy seed,—to the age;’ and he goeth out 
from before him—leprous as snow. 

VI. 1 AND sons of the prophet say un¬ 
to Elisha, 4 Lo, we pray thee, the place where 
we are dwelling before thee is too strait for 
ns; 2 let us go, we pray thee, unto the -Jor- 
dau, aud we take thence each one beam, aud 
we make for ourselves there a place to dwell 
there;’ and he saith, ‘Go.’ 3 And the one 

saith, ‘Be pleased, I pray tliec, and go with 
thy servants;’ and lie saith, ‘1—I go.’ 

4 Aud he goeth with them, and they come in 
to the Jordan, and cut down the trees, 5 and 
it cometh to pass, the one is felliug the beam, 
aud the irou hath fallen into the water, and 
lie crieth aud saith, ‘Alas! my lord, and it 
asked!’ 6 And the man of God saith, 4 Whi¬ 
ther hath it fallen?’ aud he slicwcth him the 
place, and he cutteth a stick, aud castetli thi¬ 
ther, aud cause til the iron to swim. 7 and 
saith, ‘Raise to thee;' and he puttetn forth 
his hand and taketh it. 

8 And the kmg of Aram hath been fighting 
against Israel, and taketh counsel with his 
servants, saying, ‘At such and such a place 
is my encamping.’ 8 And the man of God 
sendeth unto the lung of Israel, saying, ‘Take 
heed of passing by this place, for thither are 
the Aramaeans coming down ; 10 and the king 
of Israel sendeth unto the place of which the 
man of God spake to him, and warned him, 
and ho is preserved there not once nor twice. 

11 And the heart of the king of Aram is toss¬ 
ed about concerning this thing, and hecallcth 
unto his servants, and saith unto them, * Do 
vc not declare to me who of us is for the king of 
Israel?’ ia And one of his servants saitli, ‘Nay, 
my lord, Oking, for Elisha the prophet, who 
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is in Israel, declaretli to the king of Israel the 
words that thou speakest in the inner part of 
thy bed-chamber.’ 

^ And he saith, ‘Go ye and see where he w, 
and I send and take himand it is declared 
to him, saying, * Lo—in Dothan.’ 14 And lie 
jendeth thither horses and chariot, and a 
heavy force, and they come in by night, and 
[O round against the city. 

15 And the servant of the man of God riseth 
<jarly, and goeth out, and lo, a force is sur¬ 
rounding the city, and horse and chariot, and 
his young man saith uuto him, ‘Alas! my 
lord, how do we do?’ 10 And he saith, 4 Fear 
not, for more are they who are with us than 
they who are with‘them.’ 

17 And Elisha praveth, and saith, 4 Jehovah, 
open, I pray Thee, his eyes, and he doth see 
and Jehovah openeth the eyes of the young 
man, and he seeth, and lo. the hill is full 
of horses and chariots of lire, round about 
Elisha. 

18 And they come down unto it, and Elisha 
praycth unto Jehbvah, and saith, ‘Smite, I 
pray Thee, this nation with blindness; 1 and 
lie smiteth them with blindness, according 
to the word of Elisha. 19 And Elisha saith 
unto them, ‘This is not the way, nor is this 
the city; come after me, and I lead you unto 
the man whom ye seek ;’ and he lcadeth them 
to Samaria. 

20 And it cometh to pass, at their coming 
in to Samaria, that Elisha saith, ‘Jehovah, 
open the eyes of these, and they see;’ and 
Jehovali openeth their eyes, and they see, and 
lo, in the midst of Samaria! 

21 And the king of Israel saith unto Elisha, 
at his seeiug them, ‘Do I smite—do I smite— 
my father? 1 22 Aud he saith, ‘Thou dost not 
smite; those whom thou hast taken captive 
with thy sword and with thy bow art thou 
smiting? set bread and water before them, and 
they eat, and drink, and go unto their lord.' 

< 23 And he prepareth for them great provi¬ 
sion, and they eat and drink, and he aendeth 
them away, and they go unto their lord: and 
troops of Aram have not added any more to 
come in to the land of Israel. 

24 AND it cometh to pass afterwards, that 
Ben-Hadad king of Aram gathereth all his 
camp, and goeth up, and layeth siege to Sa¬ 
maria, 85 and there is a great famine in Sa¬ 
maria, and lo, they are laying siege to it, till 
the head of an ass is at eighty silverlingB, and 
a fourth of the cab of dovesdung at five sil- 
verlings. 

20 And it cometh to pass, the king of Israel 
is passing by on the wall, and a woman hath 
cried unto him, saying, ‘Save, mv lord, O 
king.’ 27 And he saith, ‘Jehovah doth not save 
thee—whence do I save thee ? out of the thresh¬ 
ing-floor, or out of the wine-vat? 1 

28 And the king saith to her, ‘What—to 
thee? 1 and she saith, ‘This woman Baid unto 
me, Give thy son, and we eat him to-day, and 
my son we eat to-morrow; 29 and we boil my 
eon and eat him, and I sav unto her on the 
uext day, Give thy son, and we eat him; and 
she hideth her son.’ 

30 And it cometh to pass, at the king’s 
hearing the words of the woman, that he 


rendeth his garments, and he is passing by 
on the wall, and the people see, and lo, the 
sackcloth is on his Ilcsli within. 31 And he 
saith, ‘Thus doth God do to me, and thus 
He doth add—if it remain—the head of Elisha 
son of Shaphat—upon him this day. 1 

32 And Elisha is sitting in his house, and 
the elders are sitting with him, and the king 
sendeth a man from before him; before the 
messenger doth come unto him, even he him¬ 
self Baid unto the elders, ‘Have ye seen that 
this son of the murderer hath sent to turn 
aside my head? see, at the coming in of the 
messenger, shut the door, and ye have held 
him fast at the door, is not the sound of the 
feet of his lord behind him?’ 

33 He is yet speaking with them, and lo, 
the messenger is coming down unto him, and 
he saith, 4 Lo, this is the evil from Jehovah: 
what—do I wait for Jehovah any more?’ 

VII. 1 AND Elisha saith, 4 Hear ve a 
word of Jehovah: Thus said Jehovali, About 
this time to-morrow, a measure of fine flour 
is at a shekel, aud two measures of barley at 
a shekel, in the gate of Samaria.’ 2 And the 
captain whom the king hath, by whose hand 
he hath been supported, answereth the man 
of God and saith, 4 Lo, Jehovali is making 
windows in the heavens—shall this thing be? 
and he saith, 4 Lo, thou art seeiug it with thine 
eyes, and thereof thou dost not eat.’ 

3 And four men have been leprous, at the 
opening of the gate, and they say one unto 
another, ‘What—we are sitting here till we 
have died; 4 if we have said, We go in to 
the city, then the famine is in the city, aud 
we have died there ; and if we have sat here, 
then we have died; and now, come and we 
fall unto the camp of Aram; if they keep us 
alive, we live, and if they put us to death— 
we have died.’ 

5 And they rise in the twilight, to go in 
unto the camp of Aram, and they come in 
unto the extremity of the camp of Aram, 
and lo, there is not a man there, 6 seeing Je¬ 
hovah hath caused the camp of Aram to near 
| a noise of chariot and a noise of horse—a 
noise of a great force, and they Bay one unto 
another, ‘Lo, tlie king of Israel hath hired 
against us the kings of the Hittites, and the 
kings of Egypt, to come against us.' 7 And 
they rise and flee in the twilight, and forsake 
tlieir tents, and their horses, and their asses 
—the camp aa it is —and flee for their life. 

8 And these lepers come in unto the ex¬ 
tremity of the camp, and come in unto one 
tent, and eat, and drink, and lift up thence 
silver, and gold, and garments, and go and 
hide; and they turn back and go in unto another 
tent, and lift up thence, and go and hide. 

3 And they say one unto another, 4 We are 
not doing right this day ; a day of tidings it 
is , and we are keeping silent; and—we have 
waited till the light of the morning, then 
hath punishment found us; and now, como 
and we go in and declare to the house of the 
king.’ 

10 And they come in, and call unto the gate¬ 
keeper of the city, and declare for themselves, 
Baying, 4 We have come in unto the camp of

Aram, ami lo, there is not there a man, or 
sou ml of man, hut the bound horse, and the 
bound ass, aud tents as they are.' 11 And lie 
calleth the gate-keepers, and they declare to 
the house of the king within. 

‘-And the king riseth by night, and saith 
unto his servants, * Let me declare, I pray 
you, to you that which the Aramaeans have 
done to us; they have known that we are 
famished, and they are gone out from the 
camp to be hidden in the held, saying, When 
they come out from the city, then we catch 
them alive, and unto the city we enter.’ 

13 And one of his servants answereth and 
saith, ‘Then let them take, I pray thee, five 
of the horses that are left, that have been 
left in it—lo, they are as all the multitude of 
Israel who have been left in it; lo, they are 
as all the multitude of Israel who have been 
consumed—and we send and see.’ 

u And they take two chariot-horses, and 
the king sendeth after the camp of Aram, 
saying, ‘Go, and see.’ 13 And they go after 
them unto the Jordan, and lo, all the way is 
full of garments and vessels that the Aram¬ 
aeans have cast away in their haste, and the 
messengers turn hack and declare to the king. 

16 Aud the people go out and spoil the camp 
of Aram, aud there is a measure of fine Hour 
at a shekel, and two measures of barley at a 
shekel, according to the word of Jehovah. _ 

17 And the king hath appointed the captain, 
by whose hand lie is supported, over the 
gate, and the people tread liim down in the 
gate, and he dietli, as the man of God spake, 
which he spake in the coming down of the king 
uuto him, yea, it cometh to pass, according 
to the speaking of the man of God unto the 
king, saying, ‘Two measures of barley at a 
shekel, and a measure of fine flour at a 
shekel are, at this time to-morrow, in the 
gate of Samaria:’ 19 aud the captain auswer- 
litli the man of God, and saith, ‘And lo, Je¬ 
hovah is making windows in the heavens— 
it is according to this word?’ and he saith, 
‘Lo, thou art seeing with thine eyes, and 
thereof thou dost not eat;’ 20 and it cometh 
to him so, and the people tread him down in 
the gate, and he dieth. 

VIII. 1 AND Elisha spake unto the woman 
whose son he had revived, saying, ‘ Rise and 
go, thou and thy household, and sojouru 
where thou dost sojourn, for Jehovah hath 
called for a famine, and also, it is coming un¬ 
to the land seven years.’ 2 And the woman 
riseth, and doth according to the word of the 
man of God, and goeth, she and her house¬ 
hold, and sojourneth in the land of the Phi¬ 
listines seven years. 

3 And it cometh to pass, at the end of seven 
years, that the woman turneth back from 
the land of the Philistines, and goeth out to 
cry unto the king, for her house, and for her 
field. 

4 And the king is speaking unto Gehazi, 
servant of the man of God, saying, ‘ Recount, 
I pray thee, to me, the whole of the great 
things that Elisha hath done.’ c And it com- 
eth to pass, he is recounting to the king liow 
he bad revived the dead, and lo, the woman 
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whose son he had revived is cryiug unto the 
king, for her house and for her field, and 
Gehazi saith, ‘ My lord, O king, this is thn 
woman, and this her sou, whom Elisha re¬ 
vived.' 

6 And the king asketh at the woman, and 
she recouutcth tu him, aud the king appoint* 
eth to her a certain eunuch, saying, ‘ Give 
back all that she hath, and all the increase of 
the field from the day of her leaving the land 
even till now.’ 

7 And Elisha cometh in to Damascus, and 
Ben-Hadad king of Aram is sick, and it is de- 
claredito him. saying, ‘The man of God hath 
come hither.’ 3 And the king saith unto 
Hazael, ‘Take in thy hand a present, and go 
to meet the man of God, and thou hast sought 
Jehovah by him, saying, Do I revive from 
this sickness?' 

6 And Hazael goeth to meet him, and takctli 
a present in his hand, even of every gooJ 
thing of Damascus, a burden of forty camels, 
and he cometh in and staudetli before him, 
and saith, ‘Thy son Ben-Hjplad, king of Aram, 
hath sent me unto thee, saying, Do I revive 
from this sickness?’ 

10 And Elisha saith unto him, 'Go, Bay, 
Thou dost certainly uot revive, seeing Je¬ 
hovah hath shewed me that he doth Burely 
die.’ n And he setteth his face, yea, ho 
setteth it till he is ashamed, and the man of 
God weepeth. 

12 And Hazael saith, 'Wherefore is my 
lord weeping?’ aud he saith, ‘ Because I have 
known tne evil that thou dost to tho sons of 
Israel—their fenced places thou dost send into 
fire, and their young men with sword thou 
dost slay, and their sucklings thou dost dash 
to pieces, and their pregnant women thou 
dost rip up.’ 

13 And Hazael saith, ' But what, is thy ser¬ 
vant the dog, that he doth this great thing?’ 
And Elisha saith, ‘Jehovah hath shewed me 
thee—king over Ajram.’ 

14 And he goeth from Elisha, and cometh in 
unto his lord, and he saith unto him, 4 What 
said Elisha to thee?’ and lie saith, 'He said 
to me, Thou dost certainly recover,* 18 And 
it cometh to pass on the morrow, that he 
taketh the coarse cloth, and dinpeth in water, 
and spreadeth on his face, and nc dietli, aud 
Hazael reigneth in his stead. 

16 And in the fifth year of Joram son of 
Ahab king of Israel—and Jehoehaphat is king 
of Judah—hath Jehoram son of Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah reigned; 17 a son of thirty and 
two years was he in his reigning, and eight 
years he hath reigned in Jerusalem. 

10 And he walketh in the way of the kings 
of Israel, as did the house of Ahab, for a 
daughter of Ahab was to him for a wife, and 
he doth the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, 
19 and Jehovah was not willing to destroy 
Judah, for the sake of David his servant, os 
He said to him, to give to him a lamp—to his 
sons all the days. 

M In his days hath Edom revolted from 
under the hand of Judah, and they cause a 
king to reign over them, 21 and Joram passetli 
over to Zair, and all the chariots with him, 
and lie himself hath risen by night* and emit- 
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eth Edom, that is comin" round about 
unto him, and the heads of the chariots, and 
the people liceth to its teuts; “and Edom re- 
volteth from under the hand of Judah till this 
day; then doth Libnah revolt at that time. 

* And the rest of the matters of Joram, 
and all that he did, are they not written on 
the book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? 24 And Joram lieth with his fathers, 
and is buried with his fathers in the city of 
David, and reign doth Ahaziah his son in his 
stead. 

M In the twelfth year of Joram son of Ahab 
king of Israel reigned hath Ahaziah son of 
Jehoram king of Judah; 26 a son of twenty 
and two years is Ahaziah in his reigning, and 
one year he hath reigned in Jerusalem, and 
the name of his mother is Athaliah daughter 
of Omri king of Israel, 27 and he walketh in 
the way of the house of Ahab, and doth the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jebovah, like the 
house of Ahab, for he is son-in-law of the house 
of Ahab. 

28 And he goeth with Joram son of Ahab to 
battle with Hazael king of Aram in Ita- 
moth-Gilead, and the Aramaeans smite Jo¬ 
ram, w and Jo'ram the king turneth back to 
be healed in Jezreel of the wounds with which 
the Aramaeans smite him in Ramah, in his 
fighting with Hazael king of Aram, and Aha¬ 
ziah son of Jehoram king of Judah hath gone 
down to see Joram son of Ahab in Jezreel, 
for he is sick. 

LX. 1 AND Elisha the prophet hath called 
to one of the sons of the prophets, and saitli 
to him, ‘Gird up thy loins, and take this 
vial of oil in thy hand, and go to Ramotil-Gil¬ 
ead, 2 and thou hast gone in there, and see 
thou there Jehu son of Jehoshaphat, son of 
Nimshi, and thou hast gone in and caused 
him to rise out of the midst of bis brethren, 
and brought him in to the inner part of 
an inner-chamber, 3 and taken the vial of oil, 
and poured on his head, and said, Thus said 
Jehovah, I have anointed thee for king unto 
Israel; and thou hast opened the door, and 
(led, aud dost not wait.’ 

4 And the young man goeth—the young man 
the prophet—to Ramoth-Gilead, 5 and cometh 
in, and. lo, chiefs of the force are sitting, 
and he saitli, * I have a word unto thee. 0 
chief!' and Jehu saitli, ‘ Unto which of all of 
us?' and he saith, ‘ Unto thee, 0 chief.’ 

8 And he riseth and cometh in to the house, 
and he pourcth the oil on his head, aud saitli 
to him, * Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, I 
have anointed thee for king unto the people of 
Jehovah, unto Israel, 7 and thou hast smitten 
the house of Ahab thy lord, and 1 have re¬ 
quired the blood of My servants the prophets, 
and the blood of all the servants of Jehovah, 
from the hand of Jezebel; 8 and perished hath 
all the house of Ahab, and I have cut off to 
Ahab those sitting on tbe wall, aud restrained, 
and left, in Israel, 9 aud I have given up the 
house of Ahab like the house of Jeroboam son 
of Nebat, and as the house of Baasha son of 
Ahijali, 10 and Jezebel do the dogs eat in the 
portion of Jezreel, and there is none burying;’ 
and he openeth the door and flecth. 


11 And Jehu hath gone out unto the servant! 
of liis lord, and one saith to him, ‘ Is there 
peace ? wherefore came this madman unto 
thee?’ and he saith unto them, ‘Ye have 
known the man aud liis talk.* 12 And they 
say, ‘False, declare, wc pray tliec, to us;’ 
and he saith, ‘Thus and thus spake he unto 
me, saying, iTlms said Jehovah, 1 have anoint¬ 
ed thee for king unto Israel.’ 

13 And they haste and take each liis gar¬ 
ment, and put it under him at the top of the 
stairs, and blow with a trumpet, and say, 
‘ Reigned hath Jehu! ’ 14 And Jehu son of Je¬ 
hoshaphat, son of Nimshi, conspireth against 
Joram—(aud Joram was keeping in Ramoth- 
Gilead he aud all Israel, from the presence of 
Hazael king of Aram, :5 and king Joram 
turneth back to be healed iu Jezreel, of the 
wounds with which the Aramaeans smite 
him, in his fighting with Hazael kiug of 
Aram)—and Jenu saith, ‘If it is your mind, 
let not an escaped one go out from the city, to 
go to declare it in Jezreel.’ 

lc And Jehurideth, and goctli to Jezreel, for 
Joram is lying there, aud Ahaziah king of 
Judah hath gone down to see Joram. 

17 And the watchman is standing on tLe 
tower in Jezreel, and seeth the company of 
Jehu io his coming^ aud saith, * A company 1 
see ; ’ and Joram saith, ‘ Take a rider and send 
to meet them, and let him say, Is there peace ?’ 
18 And the rider on the horse goeth to meet 
him, and Baith, ‘ Thus said the king, Is there 
peace?’ and Jehu saith, ‘What—to thee and 
to peace? turn round behind me.’ 

And the watchman declareth, saying, * The 
messenger came unto them, and he hath not 
returned.’ ly And he seudeth a second rider 
on a horse, and he cometh in unto them, and 
saith, ‘Thus said the king, Is there peace?’ 
and Jehu saith, ‘ What—to thee aud to peace ? 
turn round behind me.’ 

20 And the watchman declareth, saying, 

‘ He came unto them, and he hath not return¬ 
ed, and the driving is like the driving of Jehu 
son of Nimshi, for with madness he ariveth.’ 

-'And Jehoram saith, ‘Harness;’ aud his 
chariot is harnessed, and Jehoram king of Israel 
goeth out, and Ahaziah king of Judah, each 
m his chariot, aud they go out to meet Jehu, 
and find him in the portion of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

~ 2 And it cometh to pass, at Jehoram’s seeing 
Jehu, that lie saith, ‘Is there peace, Jeliu?’ and 
he saith, 4 What is the peace, while the whore¬ 
doms of Jezebel thy mother, aud her witch¬ 
crafts, are many?’ 23 And Jehoram turneth liis 
bauds, and tleeth, and saith unto Ahaziah, 

‘ Deceit, 0 Ahaziah! ’ 24 And Jehu hath filled 
liis hand with a bow, and smitetli Jehoram be¬ 
tween his arms, and the arrow goeth out from 
his heart, and he bowetli down in his chariot 

26 And Jehu saith unto Bidkar his captain 
* Lift up, cast him into the portion of the 
field of Naboth the Jezreelite—for, remember, 

I and thou were riding together after Ahab 
his father, and Jehovah lifted upon him this 
burden: 88 Have I not the blood of Naboth 
and the blood of his sons seen yesternight— 
the affirmation of Jehovah—yea, I have re¬ 
compensed to thee in this portion—the affr- 
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mation of Jehovahand now, lift up, cast 
him info the portion, according to the word 
of Jehovah.' 

27 And Ahaziah king of Judah hath seen, 
and llceth the way of the garden-house, anil 
Jehu pursueth alter him, and saith, 'Smite 
him—also him—in the chariot’ in the going 
up to Gur, that is Ibleam, and lie ilccth to 
Megiddo, and dictii there, 28 and his servants 
carry him in a chariot to Jerusalem, and 
bury him in his buryiug-place, with his fa¬ 
thers, in the city of David. 29 And in the 
eleventh year of Joram son of Aliab reign 
did Ahaziah over Judah. 

30 Aud Jehu coinetk in to Jezrcel, and Jeze¬ 
bel hatli heard, and putteth her eyes in paint 
and maketh right her head, and lookctli out 
through the window. 31 And Jehu hath come 
into the gate, and she saith, 4 Was there peace 
to Ziiuri—slayer of his lord?’ 

32 And he hfteth up his face unto the win¬ 
dow, and saitli, ‘Who is with me?—who?’ 
and look out unto him do two or three eunuchs; 
33 And he saith, ‘Let her go;' and they let 
her go, and some of her blood is sprinkled on 
the wall, aud on the horses, and he trcadetli 
her down. 

34 And he cometh in, aud cateth, and drink- 
cth, and saith, ‘Look after, I pray you, this 
cursed one, and bury her, for sue is a king’s 
daughter.’ 35 And they go to bury her, and 
have not found of her except the skull, and 
the feet, aud palms of the hands. 

And they turn back, aud declare to him, 
and lie saith, ‘The word of Jehovah it is , 
that He spake by the hand of his servant 
Elijah the Tishbite, saying, In the portion of 
Jezrcel do the dogs eat the llesli of Jezebel, 
37 and the carcase of Jezebel hath been as 
dung on the faec of the field in the portion 
of Jezreel, that they say not, This is Jezebel.’ 

X. 1 AND AJiab hath seventy sons in Sa¬ 
maria, and Jehu writeth letters, and sendeth 
to Samaria, unto the heads of Jezreel," the 
ciders, and unto the supporters of Aliab, say¬ 
ing, 2 ‘And now, at the eoming in of this let¬ 
ter unto yon, and with you are sons of your 
lord, and with you are < the chariots and tlie 
horses, and a fenced city, and the armour, 
3 and ye have seen the best and the uprightest 
of the sons of your lord, and have set him on 
the throne of his father, and fight ye for the 
house of vour lord.' 

4 And they fear very greatly, and say, ‘ Lo, 
the two kings have not stood before lmn, and 
how do wc stand—we ?’ 6 And he who is over 
the house, aud lie who w over the city, and 
the elders, aud the supporters, send unto Je¬ 
hu, saying, ‘Tliy servants we a?r, and all 
that thou sayest unto us we do; we do not 
make auy oue king—that which is good in 
thine eyes do.’ 

“And lie writeth unto them a letter a se¬ 
cond time, saying, ‘ If ye are for me, and to 
my voice are Tiearkening, take the heads of 
the men—the sons of your lord, and come 
unto me about this time to-morrow, to Jez¬ 
reel;’ and the sons of the king are seventy 
men, with the great ones of tne city those 
bringing them up. 

2o6 


7 And it cometh to pass, at the comiugin of 
the letter unto them, that they take the sons 
nf the kin" and slaughter seventy men, and 
nit their heads iu baskets, aud send unto 
liin to Jezreel, 8 and^the messenger cometh 
in, and declarcth to him, saying, ‘They have 
brought iu the heads of the sous of the kiug,’ 
aud he saith. * Make them two heaps at the 
opening of the gate till the morning.’ 

“And it cometh to pass in the morning, 
that he gocth out, ana standeth, aud saith 
unto all the people, 1 Righteous are ye; lo, I 
have conspired against my lord, and slay him 
—aud who smote all these? 10 Know ye now, 
that nothing doth fall of the word of Jehovah 
to the earth that Jehovah snake against the 
house of Aliab, and Jehovah hath done that 
which He spake by the baud of His servant 
Elijah.’ 

lil And Jehu smitetli all those left to tin 
house of Aliab in Jezreel, and all his grcai 
men, and his acquaintances, and his xiriests, 
till lie hath not left to him a remnant. 

12 Aud lie riseth, aud cometh in and goeth 
to Samaria; he is at the shepherds' shearing- 
house in the way, 13 and Jehu hath found the 
brethren of Ahaziah king of Judah, and 
saith, ‘Who are ye?’ and they say, ‘Breth¬ 
ren of Ahaziah we arc, and wc go down to 
salute the sons of the kiug, and the sons of 
the mistress.’ 14 Ami lie saith, ‘Catch them 
aliveand they catch them alive, aud slaugh¬ 
ter them at the pit of the shearing-bowse, 
forty and two men, and he hath not left a 
man of them. 

15 And lie goeth thence, ami findeth Jehoni 
dal) son of Rechab—to.meet him, and blesset, 
him, and saith unto him, * Is thy heart right, 
as my heart is with thy heart?’ and Jehona- 
dab saith, ‘It is;’—‘Then it is; give thy 
hand;’ and he givetli his hand, and he cans- 
eth him to come up unto him into the chariot, 
10 aud saith, * Come with me, and look on my 
zeal for Jehovah;’ and they cause him to ride 
in his chariot. 

17 And lie cometh in to Samaria, and smit- 
eth all those left to Aliab in Samaria, till his 
destroying him, according to the word of Je¬ 
hovah that He spake unto Elisha. 

18 And Jclm gathereth the whole of the 

i ieople, and saitli unto them, ‘Aliab served 
5aal a little—Jehu doth serve him much: 
111 and now, all the prophets of Baal, all his 
servants, and all his priests, call ye unto me; 
let not a man be lacking, for a great sacrifice 
1 have for Baal; every one who is lacking— 
he doth not live;' and Jehu hath done it in 
subtilty, in order to destroy the servants of 
Baal. 

20 And Jeliu saith, ‘Sanctify a restraint for 
Baal;’ and they proclaim it. 21 And Jeliu 
sendeth into all Israel, and all the servants 
of Baal come in, and there hath not been left 
a man who hath not come in; and they come 
in to the house of Baal, and the house of 
Baal is full—mouth to mouth. 

22 And he saith to him who w over the 
wardrobe, ‘Bring out clothing to all servants 
of Baal; 1 and he bringeth out to them the 
clothing. 23 And Jehu goeth in, and Jehona* 
dab son of Rcchab, to the house of Baal, ami 
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aaith to the servants of Baal, ‘Search and 
see, lest there be here with you of the ser¬ 
vants of Jehovah—but, the servants of Baal 
by themselves.’ 

24 And they come in to make sacrifices 
and burnt-offerings, and Jehu hath set for 
himself in an out-place eighty men, and saith, 

* The man who letteth escape any of the men 
whom I am bringing in unto your hand—his 
soul for liis soul.’ 

25 And it cometh to pass at his finishing to 
make the burnt-offenng, that Jehu saith to 
the runners, and to the captains, ‘Go in, 
smite them, let none come out;’ and they 
smite them by the mouth of the sword, and 
the ruuners aud the captains cast them out; 
and they go unto the city, to the house of 
Baal, 20 and bring out the standing-pillars of 
the house of Baal, and burn them, 27 aud 
break down the standing-pillar of Baal, and 
break down the house of Baal, and appoint 
it for a draught-house unto this day. 

28 And Jehu destroyeth Baal out of Israel, 
29 only—the sins of Jeroboam son of Nebat, 
that he caused Israel to sin, Jehu hath not 
turned aside from after them—the calves of 
gold that are at Beth-El, and in Dan. 

30 And Jehovah saith unto Jehu, ‘Because 
that thou hast done well, to do that which 
is right in Mine eyes—according to all that is 
in My heart thou hast doue to the house of 
Ahab—the sons of the fourth generation do 
sit for thee on the throuo of Israel.’ 

31 And Jehu hath not taken heed to walk 
in the law of Jehovah, God of Israel, with 
all liis heart, he hath uot turned aside from 
the sins of Jeroboam, that he caused Israel 
to sin. 

32 In those days hath Jehovah begun to cut 
off some in Israel, and Hazael smiteth them 
in all the border of Israel, 33 from the -Iordan, 
at the sun-rising, the whole land of Gilead, of 
the Gadite, and the Reubeuite, and the Man- 
assahite (from Aroer, that is by the brook 
Aruon), even Gilead and Bashan. 

34 And the rest of the matters of Jehu, and 
all that he did, and all his might, are they 
uot written on the book of the Chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? 35 And Jehu lieth with 
his fathers, and they bury him in Samaria, 
and reign doth Jehoahaz his son in his stead. 
3G And the days that Jehu hath reigned over 
Israel are twenty and eight years, in Samaria. 

XI. 1 AND Athaliah is mother of Ahaziah, 
and she hath seen that her son is dead, and 
she riseth, and destroyeth all the seed of the 
kingdom; 2 and Jehosheba daughter of king 
Joram, sister of Ahaziah, taketh Joash son 
of Ahaziah, and stealeth him out of the 
midst of the sons of the king who are put to 
death, him and his nurse, iu the inner part 
of the bed-chambers, and they hide him from 
the presence of Athaliah, and he hath not 
been put to death,, 3 and he is with her, in 
the house of Jehovah, hiding himself, six 
years, and Athaliah is reigning over the 
land. 

4 And in the seventh year hath Jehoiada 
sent and taketh the heads of the hundreds, 
of the exeentioners and of the runners, and 


bringeth them in unto him, to the house of 
Jehovah, and maketh with them a covenant, 
and causeth them to swear in the house of 
Jehovah, and sheweth them the son of the 
king, 5 and commaudeth them, saying, ‘This 
w the thing that yc do; The third of you are 
going in on the sabbath, and keepers of the 
charge of the house of the king, c and the 
third is at the gate of Sur, and the third at 
the gate behind the runners, and ye have 
kept the charge of the house pulled down; 

7 and two parts of you, all going out on 
the sabbath—they have kept the charge of 
the house of Jehovah about the king, 8 and 
ye have compassed the kinf* round about, 
each with his weapons in his hand, and he 
who is coming unto the ranges is put to death ; 
and be ye with the king in liis going out and 
in his coming in.’ 

9 And the heads of the hundreds do accord¬ 
ing to all that Jehoiada the priest commanded, 
and take each liis men going in on the 
sabbath, with thoae going out on the sabbath, 
and come in unto Jehoiada the priest, 10 and 
the priest giveth to the heads of the hun¬ 
dreds the spears and the shields that king 
David had, that are in the house of Jehovah. 

11 And the runners stand, each *with his 
weapons iu his hand, from the right shoulder 
of tne house unto the left shoulder of the 
bouse, by the altar aud by the house, by the 
king round about; 12 and lie briDgeth out the 
son of the king, and putteth on him the crown, 
and the testimony, and they make him king, 
and anoint him, and smite the hand, and say, 

‘ Let the king live.’ 

13 And Athaliah heareth the voice of the 
runners aud of the people, and she cometh 
in unto the people, to the house of Jehovah, 
14 and looketli, and lo, the king is standing 
by the pillar, according to the ordinance, and 
the heads, and the trumpets, are by the king, 
and all the people of the land are rejoicing, 
and blowing wilh trumpets, and Athaliah 
rendetli her garments, and qalleth, * Con¬ 
spiracy ! conspiracy! ’ 

15 And Jehoiada the priest commandeth 
the heads of the hundreds, inspectors of the 
force, and saith unto them, ‘Bring her out 
unto the outside of the ranges, and him who 
is going after her, put to death by the sword: ’ 
for the priest had said, ‘ Let her not be put 
to death in tiie house of Jehovah.' 16 And 
they make for her sides, and she entereth the 
way of the entering in of the horses to the 
house of the king, and is put to death there. 

17 And Jehoiada maketh the covenant be¬ 
tween Jehovah and the king and the people, 
to be for a people to Jehovah, and between 
the king and the people. 

18 And all the people of the land go in to 
the house of Baal, aud break it down, its 
altars and its images they have thoroughly 
broken, and Mattan pviest of Baal they have 
slain before the altars; and the priest setteth 
inspectors over the house of Jehovah, 19 and 
taketh the heads of the hundreds, and the 
executioners, and the runners, and all the 

eople of the land, and they bring down the 

ing from the house of Jeliovah, and come 
by the way of the gate of the runners, to the 
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house of the king, uml lie sittctli on the 
throne of the kings. 

M Aud all the people of the land rejoice, 
and the city is quiet, and Athaliah they have 
put to death by the sword in the house of 
the king; 21 a son of seven years is Jehoasli 
in his reigning. 

XII. 1 IN the seventh year of Jehu reigned 
hath Jehoash, and forty years he hath reign¬ 
ed in Jerusalem, and the name of his mother 
is Zibiah of Becr-Sheba, 2 aud Jehoash doth 
that which is right in the eyes of Jehovah all 
his days in which Jehoiada the priest directed 
him, 3 only, the high places have not turned 
aside, still are the people sacrificing and mak- 
iug perfume in high places. 

4 And Jehoash saith unto the priests, 1 All 
the money of the sanctified things that is 
brought in to the house of Jehovah, the 
money of him who is passing over, each the 
money of his valuation, all the money that 
it gocth up on the heart of a man to bring in 
to the house of Jehovah, 5 dothe priests take 
to them, each from his acquaintance, andthev 
strengthen the breach of the house, in all 
places where there is found a breach.’ 

9 And it cometh to pass, in the twenty and 
third year of king Jehoash, the priests have 
not strengthened the breach of the house, 

7 and king Jehoash calleth to Jehoiada the 
priest, and to the priests, and saith unto 
them, ‘Wherefore are ye not strengthening 
the breach of the house? and now, receive no 
money from your acquaintances, but for the 
breach of the house give it.’ 

8 And the priests cousentnot to receive money 
from the people, nor to strengthen the breach 
of the house, 9 and Jehoiada the priest tak- 
eth a chest, and pierceth a hole in its lid, 
and putteth it near the altar, on the right 
side, as one cometh in to the house of Jeho¬ 
vah, and the priests keeping the threshold 
have put there all the money that iB brought 
in to the house of Jehovah. 

10 And it cometh to pass, at their seeing 
that the money is abundant in the chest, 
that there goeth up a scribe of the king, ana 
of the high priest, and they bind it up, and 
count the money that is found in the house 
of Jehovah, 11 and have given the weighed 
money into the hands of those doing the 
work, those inspecting the house of Jehovah, 
and they bring it out to those working in the 
wood, and to builders who are working 
in the house of Jehovah, 12 and to those re¬ 
pairing the wall, aud to hewers of stone, 
and to buy wood and hewn stones to streng¬ 
then the breach of the house of Jehovah, and 
for all that goeth out on the house, to streng¬ 
then it. 

13 Only, there is not made for the house of 
Jehovah basins of silver, snuffers, bowls, 
trumpets, any vessel of gold, and vessel of sil¬ 
ver, out of the money that is brought into 
the house of Jehovah; 14 for to those doing 
the work they give it, and they have streng¬ 
thened with it the house of Jehovah, 1S and 
they do not reckon with the men into 
whose hand they give the money to give to 
those doing the work, for in faithfulness they 


are dealing. 18 The money of u trespass-offer¬ 
ing, aud the money of sin-offerings is not 
brought iu to the house of Jehovah—for the 
priests it is. 

17 Then go up doth Hazael king of Aram, 
aud fmhteth against Gath, and captureth it, 
and Hazael setteth his face to go up against 
Jerusalem; 16 and Jehoash king of Judah tak- 
eth all the sanctified things that Jehoshaphat, 
and Jehoram, and Ahaziah, his fathers, 
kings of Judah, had sanctified, and his own 
sanctified things, and all the gold that is 
found in the treasures of the house of Jehovah 
and of the house of the king, and Bendeth to 
Hazael king of Aram, and he goeth up from 
off Jerusalem. 

19 And the rest of the matters of Joaah, and 
all that he did, are they not written on the 
book of the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
20 Aud his servants rise, and make a conspi¬ 
racy, and smite Joash iu the house of Millo, 
that is going downtoSilla: 21 yea, Jozachar 
son of Shimeath, and Jehozabad son of She- 
mer. his servants, have smitten him, and he 
clietn, and they bury him with his fathers in 
the city of David, and reign doth Amaziah his 
son, in his stead. 

Xm. 1 IN the twenty and third year of 
Joasli eon of Ahaziah king of Judah, hath Je- 
hoaliaz son of Jehu reigned over Israel, in Sa 
maria—seventeen years, 2 and he doth the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, and goeth 
after the sins of Jeroboam son of Nebat, that 
he caused Israel to sin—he turned not aside 
from it, 3 and the anger of Jehovah burneth 
against Israel, and He givetk them into the 
hand of Hazael king of Aram, and into the 
hand of Ben-Hadad son of Hazael, all the 
days. 

4 And Jehoahaz appeaseth the face of Je 
hovah, and Jehovah hearkeneth unto him, for 
He hath seen the oppression of Israel, for op- 

ressed them hath tne king of Aram,— 5 and 

ehovah giveth to Israel a saviour, and they 
go out from under the hand of Aram, and the 
sons of Israel dwell in their tents as hereto¬ 
fore; 8 only, they have not turned aside from 
the sins of the house of Jeroboam, that he 
caused Israel to sin, therein they walked, 
and also, the shrine hath remained in Sama¬ 
ria,— 7 for he left not to Jehoahaz of the 
people except fifty horsemen, and ten chariots, 
and ten thousand footmen, for the king of 
Aram hath destroyed them, and maketh them 
as dust for threshing. 

0 And the rest of the matters of Jehoahaz, 
and all that he did, and his might, are they 
not written on the book of the Chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? B And Jehoahaz lieth 
with his fathers, and they bury him in Samaria, 
and reign doth Joash his sonin his stead. 

10 In the thirty and seventh year of Joaah 
king of Judah reigned hath Jehoash son of Je¬ 
hoahaz over Israel, in Samaria—sixteen years, 
11 and he doth the evil thing in the eyes of Je¬ 
hovah, he hath not turned aside from all 
the sins of Jeroboam son of Nebat, that he 
caused Israel to sin, therein he walked. 

12 And the rest of the matters of Joash, and 
all that he did, and his might with which he 
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fought with Amaziah king of Judah, are they 
not written on the book of the Chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? 13 And Joash lietli with 
his fathers, and Jeroboam hath sat on his 
throne, and Joash is buried in Samaria, with 
the kings of Israel, 

14 And Elisha hath been sick with his sick¬ 
ness in which he dieth, and come down unto 
him doth Joash king of Israel, and weepeth 
on his face, and saith, * My father, my father, 
the chariot of Israel, and its horsemen.’ 

16 And Elisha saith to him, ‘Take bow and 
arrows:’ and he taketh uDto him bow and 
arrows. 10 And he saith to the king of Israel, 

‘ Place thy hand on the bowand he placeth 
his hand, and Elisha putteth his hands on 
the hands of the king, and saith, 4 Open the 
window eastward;’ and he openeth, and 
Elisha saith, ‘Shoot,* and he shooteth; and 
he saith, ‘ An arrow of salvation to Jehovah, 
and an arrow of salvation against Aram, 
and ihou hast smitten Aram, in Aphek, till 
consuming.’ 

18 And he saith, ‘ Take the arrows,’ and he 
taketh; and he saith to the king of Israel, 

4 Smite to the earth;’ and he smiteth three 
times, and stayeth. lu And the man of God 
is wroth against him, and saith, ‘ By smiting 
five or six times then thou hadst smitten 
Aram till consuming; and now, three times 
thou dost smite Aram.’ 

20 And Elisha dieth, and they bury him, 
and troops of^ Moab come in to the land, 
at the coming in of the year, 21 and it cometh 
to pass, they are burying a man, and lo, they 
have seen the troop, and cast the man into 
the grave of Elisha, and the man goeth and 
ometh against the bones of Elisha, and liveth, 
ind riseth on his feet. 

22 And Hazael king of Aram hath oppressed 
Israel all the days of Jehoahaz, 23 and Jeho¬ 
vah doth favour them, and pity them, and 
turn unto them, for the sake of His covenant 
with Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and hath 
not been willing to destroy them, nor to cast 
them from His presence as yet. 

24 And Hazael king of Aram dieth, and reign 
doth Ben-Hadad his son in his stead, 25 and 
Jehoash son of Jehoahaz turneth and taketh 
the cities out of the hand of Ben-Hadad son 
of Hazael that he had taken out of the hand 
of Jehoahaz his father in war; three times 
hath Joash smitten him, and hebringeth back 
the cities of Israel. 

XIV. 1 [N the second year of Joash son of 
Jehoahaz king of Israel reigned hath Amaz¬ 
iah son of Joash king of Judah j 2 a son of 
twenty and five years was he in his reigning, 
and twenty and nine years he hath reigned in 
Jerusalem, and the name of his mother is Jc- 
hoaddan of Jerusalem, 3 and he doth that 
which wright in the eyes of Jehovah, only not 
like David his father, according to all that 
Joash his father did he hath done, 4 only, the 
high places have not turned aside—yet are 
the people sacrificing and making perfume in 
high places. 

“And it cometli to pass, when the kingdom 
hath been strong in his hand, that he smiteth 
hia servants, those smiting the king his father. 


8 and the sons of those smiting him. lie hath 
not put to death, as it is written in the book 
of the law of Moses that Jehovah command¬ 
ed, saying, ‘Fathers are not put to death for 
sons, and sons are not put to death for fa¬ 
thers, but each for his own siu is put to death.* 

7 He hath smitten Edom, in the valley of 
salt—ten thousand, and seized Selah in war, 
and one calleth its name Joktheel unto this 
day, 8 then hath Amaziah sent messengers un¬ 
to Jehoash son of Jehoahaz, son of Jehu, king 
of Israel, saying, 4 Come, we look one another 
in the face.* 

8 AndJelioash king of Israel sendeth unto 
Amaziah king of Judah, saying, ‘ The thorn 
that is in Lebanon bath sent unto the cedar 
that is in Lebanon, saying, Give thy daughter 
to my son for a wife; and pass by doth a beast 
of the field that is in Lebanon, and treadeth 
down the thorn. 10 Thou hast certainly 
smitten Edom, and thy heart hath lifted thee 
up: be honoured, and abide in thy house; 
and why dost thou stir thyself up in evil, 
that thou hast fallen, thou, and Judah with 
thee?’ 

11 And Amaziah hath not hearkened, and 
go up doth Jehoash king of Israel, and they 
look one another in the face, he and Ama¬ 
ziah king of Judah, in Beth-Shemesh, that 
is Judah’s, 12 and Judah is smitten before 
Israel, and they flee each to his tent. 

13 And Amaziah king of Judah, sod of Jeho* 
ash son of Ahaziah, caught hath Jehoash king 
of Israel in Beth-Shemesh, and they come in 
to Jerusalem, and he bursteth through the wall 
of Jerusalem, atthe gate of Ephraim^ unto the 
gate of the corner, four hundred cubits, 14 and 
hath taken all the gold and the silver, and all 
the vessels that are found in the house of Je¬ 
hovah, and in the treasures of the house of 
the king, and the sons of the pledges, and 
turneth back to Samaria. 

13 And the rest of the matters of Jehoash 
that he did, and his might, and how he fought 
with Amaziah king of Judah, are they not 
written on the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Israel? 10 And Jehoash lieth with his 
fathers, and is buried in Samaria with the 
kings of Israel, and reign doth Jeroboam hie 
son in liis stead. 

17 And Amaziah son of Joash king of Judah 
liveth after the death of Jehoash eon of Je¬ 
hoahaz king of Israel fifteen years, 18 and the 
rest of the matters of Amaziah are they not 
written on the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of'Judali? And they make a conspi¬ 
racy against him in Jerusalem, and he fleeth 
to Lachish, and they send after him to Lac- 
hish, and put him to death there, 20 and lift 
him up on the horses, and he is buried in Jeru¬ 
salem, with his fathers, in the city of David. 

21 And all the people of Judah take Azariah, 
and he is a sou of sixteen years, and cause him 
to reign instead of his father Amaziah; 21 he 
hath built Elath, and bringeth it back to Ju¬ 
dah, after the lying of the king with his fa¬ 
thers. 

23 In the fifteenth year of Amaziah soq of 
Joash king of Judah, reigned hath Jeroboam 
son of Joash king of Israel in Samaria—forty 
and one years, 24 and he doth the evil thing in 
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the eyes of Jeliovali, be hath not turned aside 
from all the sics of Jeroboam son of Nebat 
that he caused Israel to sin. 

25 He hath brought back the border of Is¬ 
rael, from the entering in of Hamath unto 
the sea of the desert, according to the word 
of Jehovah, God of Israel, that He spake 
by the baud of His servant Jonah son of 
Amittai the prophet, who is of Gath-Hepher, 
26 for Jehovah hath seen the affliction of Is¬ 
rael—very bitter, and there is none restrain¬ 
ed, and there is none left, and there is no 
helper to Israel; 27 and Jehovah hath not 
spoken to blot out the name of Israel from 
under the heavens, and saveth them by the 
hand of Jeroboam son of Joash. 

28 And the rest of the matters of Jeroboam, 
and all that he did, and his might with which 
he fought, and witli which he brought back 
Damascus, and Hamath of Judah, into Is¬ 
rael, are they not written on the book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 29 And Jero¬ 
boam lieth with his fathers, with the kings 
of Israel, and reign doth Zechariali his son in 
his stead. 

XV. 1 IN the twenty and seventh year of 
Jeroboam king of Israel reigned hath Azariah 
Bon of Amaziali king of Judah, 2 a sou of six¬ 
teen years was he in his reigning, and fifty 
and two years he hath reigned in Jerusalem, 
aud the name of his mother is Jecholiah of 
Jerusalem, 3 aud he doth that which wright 
in the eyes of Jehovah, according to all that 
Amaziali his father did, 4 only, the high places 
have not turned aside—yet are the people 
sacrificing and making perfume in high places. 

6 And Jehovah smitetli the king, and he is 
a leper unto the day of his death, and he 
dwefleth in a separate house, and Jotham son 
of the king w over the house, judging the peo¬ 
ple of the land. 

6 And the rest of the matters of Azariah, 
and all that he did, are they uot written on 
the book of the Chrouicles of the kings of 
Judah ? 7 And Azariah lieth with his fathers, 
and they bury him with bis fathers, in the 
city of David, and reign doth Jotham hia son 
in bis stead. 

8 In the thirty and eighth year of Azariah 
king of Juddh reigned hath Zechanah sou of 
Jeroboam over Israel, in Samaria, six months, 
9 and he doth the evil thing in the eyes of Je¬ 
hovah, as did his fathers, lie hath not turned 
aside from the eins of Jeroboam son of Nebat 
that he caused Israel to sin. 

10 And Shallum son of Jabesh conspireth 
against him, and smiteth him before the peo¬ 
ple, and putteth him to death, and reigneth 
in his stead. 11 And the rest of the matters 
of Zechanah, lo, they are written on the book 
of the Chronicles of the kings of iBraeL 12 It 
is the word of Jehovah that He spake unto 
Jehu, saying, ‘Sons of the fourth generation 
do sit for thee on the throne of Israel; ’ and 
it is so. 

12 Shallum son of Jabesh hath reigned in 
the thirty and ninth year of Uzziah king of 
Judah, and be reigneth a month of days in 
Samaria; 14 and go up doth Menabem son 
A Gadi from Tirzah and cometh in to Sa- 
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maria, and smiteth Shallum son of Jabesh in 
Samaria, and putteth him to-death, aod reign¬ 
eth in his stead. 15 And the rest of the mat¬ 
ters of Shallum, and bis conspiracy that he 
made, lo, they are written on the hook of the 
Chrouicles of the kings of Israel. 

18 Then doth Menahem smite Tiphsah, and 
all who are in it, aud its borders from Tirzah, 
for it opened not to him, and he smiteth it f 
all its prejniant women he hath ripped up. 
17 In the thirty and ninth year of Azariah 
king of Judah reigned hath Menahem son of 
of Gadi over Israel—ten years in Samaria. 

19 And he doth the evil in the eyes of Jeho¬ 
vah, he hath turned not aside from the sins 
of Jeroboam son of Nebat that he caused Is¬ 
rael to sin, all his days. 

19 Pul king of Asshur hath come against the 
laud, and Menahem givetli to Pul a thou¬ 
sand talents of silver, for his hand being with 
him to strengthen the kingdom in his hand. 

20 And Menahem bringeth out the silver from 
Israel, from all the mighty men of wealth, 
to give to the king of Asshur, fifty shekels of 
silver for each one. and the king of Asshur 
turnetk back and hath not stayed there in 
the land. 

21 And the rest of the matters of Menahem, 
and all that he did, are they not written on 
the book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? "And Menahem lieth with his fa¬ 
thers, and reign doth Pekaliiah his son in his 
stead. 

23 In the fiftieth year of Azariah king: of 
Judah hath Pekahiah son of Menahem reign¬ 
ed over Israel, in Samaria—two years, 21 and 
he dotli the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, 
he hath not turned aside from the sins of 
Jeroboam son of Nebat that be caused Is¬ 
rael to sin. 

25 And Pekah son of Remaliah, his captain, 
doth conspire against him, and smitetli him 
in Samaria, in the high place of the house of 
the king with Argoh and Arieh, and with 
him fifty men of the sons of the Gileadites, 
and he putteth him to death, and reigneth in 
his stead. 20 Aud the rest of the matters of 
Pekahiah, and all that he did, lo, they are 
written on the book of the Chronicles ot the 
kings of Israel. 

27 In the fifty and second year of Azariah 
king of Judah, reigned hath Pekah son of 
Remaliah over Israel, iu Samaria—twenty 
years, 28 and he doth the evil thing in the eyes 
of Jehovah, he hath not turned aside from 
the sins of Jeroboam son of Nebat, that he 
caused Israel to sin. 

23 In the days of Pekah king of Israel bath 
Tiglath-Pileser king of Asshur come, and 
taketh Ijon, and Abel-Beth-Maachah, and 
Janoah. and Kedesh, and Hazor, and Gilead, 
aud Galilee, all the land of Naphtali, and re- 
moveth them to Asshur. 

30 And make a conspiracy doth Hoshea son 
of Elah against Pekah son of Remaliah, and 
smiteth him, and putteth him to death, and 
reigneth in his stead, in the twentieth year 
of Jotham son of Uzziah. 31 And the rest of 
the matters of Pekah, and all that he did, lo, 
they ore written on the book of the Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Israel.

32 In the second year of Pekah son of Re¬ 
maliah kin<? of Israel reigned hath Jotham 
eon of Uzziah king of Judah. 33 A son of 
twenty and five years was he in his reigning, 
and sixteen years he hath reigned in Jerusa¬ 
lem, and the name of his mother is Jerusha 
daughter of Zadok, 34 and he doth that which 
is right in the eyes of Jehovah, according to 
all that Uzziah his father did he hath done. 
35 Only, the high places have not turned aside 
—yet are. the. people sacrificing and making 
erfume in high places ; he hath built the 
igh gate of the house of Jehovah. 

30 And the rest of the matters of Jotham, 
and all that he did, are they not written on 
the book of the Chrouicles of the kings of Ju¬ 
dah? 37 In those days hath Jehovah begun 
to send against Judah Rezin king of Aram 
and Pekah son of Remaliah. 38 And Jotham 
lieth with his fathers, and is buried with his 
fathers, in the city of David his father, and 
reign doth Ahaz his son in his stead. 

XVI. 1 IN the seventeenth year of Pekah 
son of Remaliah reigned hath Ahaz son of 
Jotham king of Judah. _ 2 A son of twenty 
years is Ahaz in his reigning, and sixteen 
ears he hath reigned in Jerusalem, and he 
ath not done that which is right in the eyes 
of Jehovah his God, like David his father, 
3 and he walketh in the way of the kings of 
srael, and also his son he hath caused to pass 
ver into fire, according^ to the abominations 
of the nations that Jehovah dispossessed 
from the presence of the sons of Israel, 4 aud 
he sacrificeth and maketh perfume in high 
places, and on the heights, and under every 
green tree. 

5 Then doth Rezin king of Aram go up, and 
Pekah son of Remaliah king of Israel, to Jeru¬ 
salem, to battle, and they lay siege to Ahaz, 
and they have not been able to fight. 

6 At that time hath Rezin king of Aram 
brought back El ath to Aram, and casteth out 
the Jews from Elath, and the Aramaeans 
have come in to Elath, aud dwell there unto 
this day, 

7 And Ahaz sendeth messengers unto Tig- 
latli-Pileser king of Asshur, saying, ‘Thy ser¬ 
vant and thy son am I: come up and save me 
out of the hand of the king of Aram, and out 
of the hand of the king of Israel, who are 
rising up against me.’ 8 And Ahaz taketh 
the silver and the gold that is found in the 
house of Jehovah, and in the treasures of the 
house of the king, and sendeth to the lun^ of 
Asshur—a bribe. 0 And hearken unto him 
doth the king of Asshur, and the king of 
Asshur goeth up unto Damascus, and seizeth 
it, and removetn the people of it to Kir, and 
Rezin he hath put to death. 

10 And king Ahaz goeth to meet Tiglath- 
Pileser king of Asshur at Damascus, and 
seeth the altar that w in Damascus, and king 
Ahaz sendeth unto Urijah the priest the like¬ 
ness of the altar, and its pattern, according 
to all its work, 11 and Urijah the priest build- 
eth the altar according to all that king Ahaz 
hath sept from Damascus ; so did Uriah the 
priest till the coming in of king Ahaz from 
Damascus. w 


12 And the king cometh in from Damascus, 
and the king seeth the altar, and the king 
draweth near on the altar, and offereth on it, 
13 and perfumeth his burnt-offering, and his 
present, aud poureth out his libation, and 
sprinkleth the blood of the peace-offerings 
that he hath, on the altar. 14 As to the altar 
of brass that is before Jehovah—he bringeth 
it near from the front of the house, from be¬ 
tween the altar and the house of Jehovah, 
and putteth it on the side of the altar, north¬ 
ward. 

15 And king Ahazcommandeth him—Urijah 
the priest—saying, ‘ On the great altar per¬ 
fume the burnt-offering of tbe morning, and 
the present of the evening, and the burnt 
offering of the king and his present, aud the 
burnt-offering of all tbe people of the land, 
and their present, and their libations ; and all 
the blood of the burnt-offering, and all the 
blood of the sacrifice, on it thou dost sprinkle, 
and the altar of brass is to me to inquire by.' 
16 AndUrijah the priest doth according to all 
that king Ahaz commanded. 

17 And king Ahaz cutteth off the borders of 
the bases, and turuetli aside from off them 
the laver, and the sea he hath taken down 
from off the brazen oxen that are under it, 
and putteth it on a pavement of stones. 
18 And the covered place for the sabbath that 
they built in the house, and the entrance of 
the king without, he turned from the house 
of Jehovah, because of the king of Asshur. 

19 And the rest of the matters of Ahaz that 
he did, are they not written on the book of 
the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? 2ft And 
Ahaz lieth with his fathers, and is buried 
with his fathers, in the city of David, and 
reign doth Hezekiah his son in his stead 

XVII. 1 IN the twelfth year of Ahaz kiDg 
of Judah reigned hath Hoshea son of Elali 
in Samaria, over Israel—nine years, 2 and ho 
doth the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, 
only, not as the kings of Israel who were be¬ 
fore him; 3 against him came up Shalmaneser 
king of Asshur, and Hosliea is to him a ser¬ 
vant, aud doth render to him a present. 

4 And the king of Asshur findeth in Hoshea 
a conspiracy, in that he hath sent messengers 
unto So king of Egypt, and hath not caused 
a present to go up to the king of Asshur, as 
year by year, ana the king of Asshur re¬ 
strained him, and bindeth him in a house of 
restraint. 

6 And the king of Asshur goeth up into all 
the land, and he goeth up to Samaria, .and 
layeth siege against it three years; G in the 
ninth year of Hoshea hath the King of Asshur 
captured Samaria, aud removeth Israel to 
Asshur, and causeth them to dwell in Halah, 
and in Habor, by the river Gozan, and in the 
cities of the Medes. 

7 And it cometh to pass, because the sons 
of Israel have sinned against Jehovah their 
God—who bringeth them up out of the land of 
Egypt, from under the hand of Pharaoh king 
of Egypt—and fear other gods, 8 and walk in 
the statutes of the nations that Jehovah 
dispossessed from the presence of the sons of 
Israel, and of the kiugs of Israel that they 
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made; 9 and the sons of Israel do covertly 
things that are not right against Jehovah 
their God. and build for them high places in 
all their cities, from a tower of the watchers 
unto the fenced city, 10 and set up for them 
standing-pillars and shrines on every high 
height, and under every green tree, n and 
make perfume there in all high places, like 
the natious that Jehovah removed from 
their presence, nud do evil things to provoke 
Jehovah, 12 and serve the idols, of which 
Jehovah said to them, 4 Ye do not do this 
thing;’ 

13 Aud Jehovah tcstiKcth against Israel, 
and against Judah, by the hand of every 
prophet, and,every seer, saying. ‘Turn back 
trom your evil ways, and keep My commands, 
My statutes, according to all the law that 1 
commanded vour fathers, and that I sent un¬ 
to you by the hand of My servants the pro¬ 
phets;’ 151 and they have not hearkeued, and 
harden their neck, like the neck of their fa¬ 
thers, who did not remain stedfast in Jeho¬ 
vah their God, 15 and reject His statutes aud 
His covenant that He made with their fathers, 
and His testimonies that He testified against 
them, and go after the vaiu thing, and become 
vain, aud after the nations that are round 
about them, of whom Jehovah commanded 
them not to do like them; 

li; And they forsake all the commands of 
Jehovah their God, aud make to them a 
molten image-two calves, and make a shrine, 
aud bow themselves to all the host of the 
heavens, and serve Baal, 17 and cause their 
sons and their daughters to pass over through 
lire, .and divine divinations, and use enchant¬ 
ments, and sell themselves to do the evil 
thing iu the eyes of Jehovah, to provoke 
Him; 

18 That Jehovah sheweth himself very angry 
.against. Israel, and turneth them aside from 
His presence; noue hath been left, only the 
tribe of Judah by itself. 19 Also Judah hath 
not kept the commands of Jehovah their God, 
and they walk iu the statutes of Israel that 
they had made. 

20 And Jehovah kicketh against all the seed 
of Israel, aud afflicteth them, and giveth 
them into the hand of spoilers, till that He 
hath cast them out of His presence, 21 for He 
hath rent Israel from the house of David, 
and they make Jeroboam son of Nebat king, 
and Jeroboam driveth Israel from after Jeho¬ 
vah, aud hath caused them to sin a great sin, 
52 and the sons of Israel walk in all the sius 
of Jeroboam that he did, they have not 
turned aside therefrom, 23 till that Jehovah 
hath turned Israel aside from His presence, 
as He spake by the hand of all His servants 
the prophets, and Israel is removed from of! 
its land to Asshur, unto this day. 

24 And the king of Asshur bringeth in 
from Babylon ana from Cutba, aud from 
Ava, and from Hamath, and Sepharvaim, 
and causeth them to dwell in the cities of 
Samaria iustcad of the sons of Israel, and 
they possess Samaria, and dwell in its cities; 
23 and it cometh to p>ass. at the commence¬ 
ment of their dwelling there, they have not 
feared Jehovah, and Jehovah doth send among 
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them the lions, and they are destroying among 
them. .. 

26 And they speak to the king of Asshur, 
saying, ‘The nations that thou hast re¬ 
moved, and dost place in the cities of Sa¬ 
maria, have not known the custom of the 
God of the land, and He sendeth among them 
the lions, and lo, they are destroying them, 
as they do not know the custom of the Goa 
of the land.’ 

27 And the king of Asshur commandeth, 
saving, ‘Cause to go thither one of the priests 
whom ye removed thence, and they go and 
dwell there, and he doth teach them the cus¬ 
tom of the God of the land.’ 211 And one of 
the priests whom they removed from Sa¬ 
maria cometh iu, and dwelleth in Beth-El, and 
he is teaching them how they do fear Jehovah, 

29 and they are making each nation its gods, 
and place them in the houses of the nigh 
places that the Samaritans have made, each 
nation in their cities where they arc dwelling. 

30 And the men of Babylon have made Suc- 
coth-Beuoth, aud the men of Cuth have made 
Nergal, and the men of Hamath have made 
Ashima, :u and the Avites have made Nibhaz 
and Tartak, and the Sepharvites are burning 
their sons with fire to Adrainmelecli and Au- 
ammelech, gods of Sepharvim. 

32 And they are fearing Jehovah, and make 
to themselves from their extremities priests 
of high places, aud they arc acting for them 
in the house of the high places. 33 Jehovah 
they are fearing, and their gods they are 
serving, according to the custom of the na¬ 
tions whence they removed them. 34 Unto 
this day they arc doing according to the 
former customs—they are not fearing Jeho¬ 
vah, and are not doing according to their 
statutes, and according to their ordinances, 
and according to the law, and according to 
the command, that Jehovah commanded the 
sons of Jacob whose name He made Israel, 
:w and Jehovah maketh with them a covenant, 
aud chargeth them, sayiDg, ‘Ye do not fear 
other gods, nor bow yourselves to them, 
uor serve them, nor sacrifice to them, 

30 but Jehovah who brought you up out of the 
land of Egypt with great power, and with a 
stretched-out arm, Him ye do fear, and to 
Him ye bow yourselves, and to Him ye do 
sacrifice; 37 ana the statutes, and the judg¬ 
ments, and the law, and the command, that 
He wrote for you, ye observe to do all the 
days, and ye do not fear other gods; 30 and 
the covenant that I have made with you ve 
do not forget, aud ye do not fear other gods; 
39 but Jehovah your God ye do fear, and He 
doth deliver you out of the hand of all your 
enemies;’ 40 and they have not hearkened, 
but according to their former custom they 
are doing, 41 and these nations are fearing 
Jehovah, and their graven images they have 
served, both their sons and their sons’ sons; as 
their fathers did, they are doing unto this day. 

XVIII. 1 AND it cometh to pass, iu the 
third year of Hoshea son of Elali king of 
Israel, reigned hath Itczekiah sou of Ahaz 
king of Judah; 2 a son of twenty and five 
years was he iu his reigning, aoid twenty and 
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nine years he hath reigned in Jerusalem, and 
the name of his mother is Abi daughter of 
Zechariah. 

3 And he doth that which is right in the 
eyes of Jehovah, according to all that David 
his father did, 4 he hath Aimed aside the 
high places, and broken in pieces the stand¬ 
ing-pillars, and cut down the shrine, and beat¬ 
en down the brazen serpent that Mopes made, 
for unto these days were the sons of Israel 
making perfume to it, and be calleth it 1 a 

iece of brass.’ 5 In Jehovah, God of Israel, 

e hath trusted, and after him there hath 
not been like him among all the kings of 
Judah, nor among any who were before him; 
fi and he cleaveth to Jehovah, he hath not turn¬ 
ed aside from after Him, and keepeth His 
commands that Jehovah commanded Moses. 

7 And Jehovah hath been with him, in 
every place where he goeth out he acteth wise¬ 
ly, and he rebelleth agaiust the kiug of As¬ 
shur, and hath not served him; 8 he hath 
smitten the Philistines unto Gaza, and its 
borders, from a tower of the watchers unto 
the fenced city. 

u And it cometh to pass, in the fourth year 
of king Hezekiah—it is the seventh year of 
Hoshea son of Elah kin" of Israel—come up 
hath Shalmaneser king of Asshur against Sa¬ 
maria, and laycth siege to it, 10 and they cap¬ 
ture it at the end of three years ; in the sixth 
year of Hezekiah—it is the ninth year of 
Hoshea king of Israel—hath Samaria been 
captureth, 11 and the king of Asshur removeth 
Israel to Asshur, and placed them in Halah, 
and in Habor by the river Gozan, and in cities 
of the Medcs, because that they have not 
hearkened to the voice of Jehovah their God, 
and trangress His covenanL-all that He com¬ 
manded Moses, servant of Jehovah—yea, they 
have not hearkened nor done it. 

:3 And in the fourteenth year of kiug Heze¬ 
kiah hath Sennacherib king of Asshur come 
up against all the fenced cities of Judah, and 
seizeth them, 14 and Hezekiah king of Judah 
sendeth unto the kin" of Asshur to Lachish, 
saying, ‘I have sinned, turn back from off me; 
that which thou puttest on me I bear; ’ and 
the king of Asshur laycth on Hezekiah king 
of Judah three hundred taleuts of silver, aud 
thirty talents of gold, 13 aud Hezekiah giveth 
all the silver that is found in the house of Je¬ 
hovah, and in the treasures of the house of 
the kin"; 1,1 at that time hath Hezekiah cut 
off the doors of the temple of Jehovah, aud 
the pillars that Hezekiah king of Judah had 
overlaid, and giveth them to the king of Asshur. 

17 And the king of Asslmr sendeth Tartan, 
and the chief of the ouuuchs, and the chief of 
the butlers, from Lachish, unto king Heze¬ 
kiah, with a heavy force, to Jerusalem, aud 
they go up and come in to Jerusalem, and they 
go up, and come in and stand by the conduit 
of the upper pool that is in the highway of 
the fullers field. 18 And they call unto the 
kin" and go out unto them doth Eliakim son 
of Hilkiah, who is over the house, andShcbna 
the scribe, and Joah son of Asaph the remem¬ 
brancer 

1!) And the chief of the butlers saitli unto 
them, ‘ Say, 1 pray you, unto Hezekiah, Thus 


said the greatlking, the king of Asshur, What 
is this confidence in which thou hast confided! 
20 Thou hast said: Only a word of the lips! 
counsel and might are for battle; now, on 
whom hast thou trusted that thou hast re¬ 
belled agaiust me? 

2l ‘Now, lo, thou hast trusted for tlice on the 
staff of this broken reed, on Egypt; which a 
man leaneth on, and it hath gone into his 
habd, and pierced it!—so is Pharaoh king of 
E"vpt to all those trusting on him. 

2 * f And when ye say unto me, Unto Jehovah 
our God we have trusted, is it not He whose 
high places and whose altars Hezekiah hath 
turned aside, and saitli to Judah and to Jeru¬ 
salem, Before this altar do ye bow yourselves 
in Jerusalem ? 

23 ‘And, now, "ive a pledge for thee, I pray 
thee, to my lord the king of Asshur, aud I give 
to thee two thousand horses, if thou art able 
to give for thee riders on them. 24 And how 
dost thou turn back the face of one captain of 
the least of the servants of my lord, that thou 
dost trust for thee on Egypt for chariot, and 
for horsemen? 25 Now, without Jehovah have 
I come up against this place to destroy it? 
Jehovah said unto me, Go upagainst this land, 
and thou hast destroyed it/ 

26 And Eliakim son of Hilkiah saith—and 
Shebna, and Joah—to the chief of the butlers, 
‘Speak, we pray thee, unto thy servants in 
Aramaean, for we are understanding, and do 
not speak with us in Jewish, in the cars of the 
people who are on the wall.’ 27 And the chief 
of the butlers saith unto them, ‘For thy lord, 
and unto tlice, hath my lord sent me to speak 
these words? is it not for the men, those sit¬ 
ing on the wall to eat their own dung and to 
drmk their own water, with you?’ 

28 And the chief of the butlers standeth and 
calleth with a great voice in Jewish, and 
speaketh and saith, ‘Hear ye a word of tlio 
great kin" the king of Asshur: thus said 
the king. Let not Hezekiah lift you up, for 
lie is not able to deliver you out of his hand ; 
:,0 aud let not Hezekiah make you trust unto 
Jehovah, saying, Jehovah doth certainly de¬ 
liver us, and this city is not given into the 
hand of the king of Asshur. 

31 * Do not hearken unto Hezekiah, for thus 
said the king of Asshur, Make with ine a 
blessing, and come out uuto me, and cat ye 
each of his vine, and each of his hg-tree, and 
drink yc each the waters of his own well, 
32 till my coming in, and I have taken you 
unto a land like your own land, a land of corn 
aud new wine, a land of bread and vineyards, 
a land' of oil olive, aud honey, and live, and 
die not; and do not hearken unto Hezekiah, 
when he persuadeth you, saying, Jehovah doth 
deliver us. 

33 ‘Have the gods of the nations delivered at 
all each his land out of the hand of the king 
of Asshur? 34 Where arc the gods of Hamath 
and Arpad? where the gods of Sepharvaim. 
Hcna, and Iwali, that they have delivered 
Samaria out of my hand? 35 Who are they 
among all the gods of the lands that have 
delivered their laud out of my hand, that 
Jehovah doth deliver Jerusalem out of my 
hand?’ 
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36 And the people have kept silent, and have 
not answered him a word, for the command 
of the kins is, saying, ‘Do not answer him.’ 
37 And Eliakim son of Hilkiah, who is over 
the house, cometh in, and Shebna the scribe, 
and Jonh son of Asaph the remembrancer, 
unto Hezekiah, with rent garments, aud they 
declare to him the words of the chief of the 
butlers. 

XIX. ] AND it cometh to pass, at king 
Hezekiah's hearing. that he rendeth his gar¬ 
ments, and covcreth himself with sackcloth, 
and entercth the liousc of Jehovah, 2 and 
sendeth Eliakim. who is over the house, and 
Shebna the scribe, and the elders of the 
priests, covering themselves with sackcloth, 
unto Isaiah the prophet, son of Amoz, 3 and 
they say unto him, ‘Thus said Hezekiah— 
A day of distress, aud rebuke, and despising 
is this day ; for come have sons unto the birth, 
aud power there is not to briug forth. 

4 ‘It may be Jehovah thy God doth hear all 
the words of the chief of the butlers with 
which the kiug of Asshur his lord hath sept 
him to reproach the living God, and hath de¬ 
cided conccruiug the words that Jehovah 
thy God hath heard, and thou hast lifted up 
prayer for the remnant that is found.’ 

5 Aud the servants of king Hezekiah come 
iu unto Isaiah, G and Isaiah saith to them, 
‘Thus do ve say unto your lord: Thus said 
Jcliovah, iBe Dot afraid because of tbe words 
that thou hast heard, with which the servants 
of the king of Asshur have reviled Me. 7 Lo, 
lam giving in him a spirit, aud he hath heard 
a report, and hath turned back to his land, 
and I have caused him to fall by the sword 
in bis laud.’ 

8 And the chief of the butlers turuetli back 
and findeth the king of Asshur fighting against 
Libuah, for lie hath heard that lie hath jour¬ 
neyed from Lachisli. 

!l And he heareth couceruiug Tirhakah kiug 
of Cush, saying, ‘Lo, lie hath come out to 
fight with thee;’ and he turucth aud sendeth 
messengers unto Hezekiah, sayiug, 10 ‘Thus 
do yc speak unto Hezekiah kiug of Judah, 
sayiug, Let not thy God lift thee up iu whom 
thou art trusting, sayiug, Jerusalem is uot 
given into the hand of the king of Asshur. 
11 Lo, thou hast heard that which the kings 
of Asshur have done to all the lauds—to de¬ 
vote them ; aud thou art delivered! 12 did the 
gods of the natious deliver them whom my 
fathers destroyed—Gozan, and Haran, and 
Rezeph, aud the sons of Eden, who are in 
Thelassar? 11 Where is the king of Hamath, 
and the king of Arpad, and the king of the 
city of Sepharvaim, Heua, and Ivvah?’ 

14 And Hezekiah taketh the letters out of 
the hand of the messengers, and readeth them, 
and gocth up to the house of Jehovah, ana 
Hezekiah spreadeth it before Jehovah. 

15 And Hezekiah praycth before ‘fcnovali, 
and saith, *0 Jehovah, God of Israel, inha¬ 
biting the cherubs, Thon are God Himself— 
Thyself alone — to all the kingdoms of the 
earth : Thou hast made the heaveus and the 
earth. 10 Incline, O Jehovah, Thine ear, and 
hear; open, O Jehovah, Thine eyes, and see; 
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and hear Thou the words of Seimacherib with 
which he hath sent him to reproach the liv¬ 
ing God. 

17 ‘ Truly, 0 Jehovah, kings of Asshur have 
laid waste the nations, and their laud, 18 and 
iiave put their gods into fire, for they are no 
gods, but work of the bands of man, wood 
and stone, aud destroy them. M And now, 0 
Jehovah our God, save us, we pray Thee, out 
of his baud, and know do all luugdoms of 
the earth that Thou art Jehovah God—Thy¬ 
self alone.’ 

20 And Isaiah son of Amoz sendeth unto 
Hezekiah, saying,. ‘Thus said Jehovah, God 
of Israel, That which thou hast prayed unto 
Me concerning Sennacherib kiug of Asshur I 
have heard: 21 this is the word that Jcliovah 
spake concerning him: 

1 Trampled on thee—laughed at thee, 

Hath the virgin daughter of Zion 
Behind thee shaken the head— 

Hath the daughter of Jerusalem? 

22 Whom hast thou reproached aud reviled? 
And against whom lifted up a voice? 

Yea, thou dost lift up on high thine eyes— 
Against the Holy One of Israel! 

23 Bv the band of thv messengers 

Thou hast reproached the Lord, and sayest: 
Iu the multitude of my chariots 
I have come up to a high place of mountains 
The sides of Lebanon, 

And I cut dowu the height of its cedars. 
The choice of its firs, 

Aud I euter the lodging of its extremity, 
The forest of its Carmel. 

24 1 have digged, aud drunk strange waters, 
And I dry up with the sole of my steps 
All floods of a bulwark. 

25 Hast thou uot heard from afar, it I made. 
From days of old that X formed it? 

Now I have brought it iu, 

Aud it becometh a desolation, 

Ruinous heaps are fenced cities, 

2G And their inhabitants are feeble-hamled, 
They’were broken dowu, aud are dried up, 
They have been the herb of tbe field, 

And the greenness of the tender grass, 

Grass of the roofs, 

And blasted corn—before it hath risen up! 

27 Aud thy sitting down, and thy going out, 
And thy coming in, I have known, 

And thine anger towards Me: 

23 Because of thine anger towards Me, 

Aud thy noise—it came up into Mine care, 

I have put My hook in thy nose, 

And My bridle in thy lips, 

Aud have caused thee to turn back. 

In the way iu which thou earnest. 

20 And this to thee is the sign, 

Food of the year is the spontaucous growth, 
Aud in the second year the sclf-produccd, 
And iu the third year sow yc, and reap, 

And plant vineyards, and cat their fruita. 

30 Aud it bath continued— 

The escaped of the house of Jiuhah 
That hath been left—to take root beneath, 
And hath made fruit upward. 

31 For from Jerusalem gocth out a remuant, 

A nd an escape from mount Zion; 

The zeal of Jehovah [of Hosts] doth tliis. 

32 Therefore, thus said Jehovah, 
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CoDcerning the king of Asshur: 

He doth not come in unto this city, 

Nor doth he shoot there an arrow 
Nor doth he come before it with shield. 

Nor doth he pour out against it a mount. 

® In the way that he comcth in— 

In it he turueth back, 

And uuto this city he doth uot come in. 

The affirmation of Jehovah— 

S4 And I have covered over this city, 

To save it, for Mine own sake, 

And for the sake of David My servant.’ 

33 And it cometli to pass, in that night, that 
a messenger of Jehovah goeth out, and smit* 
eth in the camp of Asshur a hundred eighty 
and five thousand, and they rise early in the 
morning, audio, all of them are dead corpses. 

36 And Sennacherib king of Asshur journey- 
eth, and goeth, and turneth back, and dwell- 
eth in Nineveh; 37 and it cometh to pass, he 
is bowing himself in the house of Nisroch his 

f jod, and Adramelech and Sharezar [his sons] 
lave smitten him with the sword, and they 
have escaped to the laud of Ararat, and 
Eaarhaddon his son reigneth in his stead. 

XX. X IN those days hath Hezekiah been sick 
unto death, and come unto him doth Isaiah 
son of Amoz the prophet, and saith unto him, 
‘Thus said Jehovah: Give a charge to thy 
house, for thou art dying, and dost not live.’ 

2 And he turneth round his face unto the 
wall, and prayeth uuto Jehovah, saying, 
3 ‘I pray Thee, 0 Jehovah, remember, I pray 
Thee, how I have walked habitually before 
Thee in truth, and with a perfect heart, and 
that which is good in Thine eyes I have done; ’ 
and Hezekiah weepeth-^-a great weeping. 

4 And it cometh to pass—Isaiah hath not 
gone out to the middle court—that the word of 
Jehovah hath been unto him, saying, 5 ‘Turn 
back, and thou hast said unto Hezekiah, 
leader of My people: Thus said Jehovah, God 
of David thy father, I have heard thy prayer, 
I have seen thy tear, lo, I give healing to thee, 
on the third day thou dost go up to the house 
of Jehovah; 6 and I have added to thy days 
fifteen years, and out of the hand of the king 
of Asshur I deliver thee and this city, and 
have covered over this city for Mine own 
sake, and for the sake of David My servant.’ 

7 And Isaiah saith, ‘ Take yc a cake of figs 
and they take and lay it on the boil, and lie 
revivetli. 0 And Hezekiah saith unto Isaiah, 
‘ What is the sign that Jehovah doth give 
healing: to me, that I have gone up on the 
third day to the house of Jehovah?’ 9 And 
Isaiah saith, ‘This is to thee the sign from 
Jehovah, that Jehovah doth the thing that He 
hath spoken—The shadow hath gone on ten 
degrees, or it doth turn back ten degrees?’ 
10 And Hezekiah saith, ‘It hath been light 
for the shadow to incline ten degrees: nay, 
but let the shadow turn backward ten de¬ 
grees.’ 

11 And Isaiah the prophet calleth unto Je- 
novah, and He bringeth back the shadow by 
the degrees that it had gone down in the de¬ 
grees of Abaz—backward ten degrees. 

12 At that time bath Berodach-Baladan son 
of Baladan king of Babylon sent letters and a 


present imto Hezekiah, for he heard that 
Hezekiah had been sick; 13 and Hezekiah 
hearkeneth unto them, and shcwetli them all 
the house of his treasury, the silver, and the 
gold, and the spices, and the good ointment, 
and all the house of his vessels, and all that 
hath been found io his treasuries; there hath 
not been a thing that Hezekiah hath not shew¬ 
ed them, in his house, and in all his dominion. 

14 And Isaiah the prophet cometli in unto 
king Hezekiah, and saith unto him, ‘ What 
saia these men ? and whence come they 
unto thee?’ And Hezekiah saith, ‘ From a 
land afar off they have come—from Babylon.’ 
13 And he saith, ‘Wliat saw they in thy 
house?’ and Hezekiah saith, ‘All that is in 
my house they saw; there hath not been a 
thing that I have not shewed them amoug my 
treasures.’ 

1G And Isaiah saith unto Hezekiah, ‘Hear 
a word of Jehovah: 17 Lo, days are coming, 
and borne bath been all that is in thy house, 
and that tby father have treasured up till this 
day, to Babylon ; there is not left a thing, said 
Jehovah ; 10 and of thy sons who go out from 
thee, whom thou begettest, they take away, 
and they have been eunuchs in the palace of 
the king of Babylon.’ 

19 Ana Hezekiah saith unto Isaiah, ‘Good 
is the word of Jehovah that thou hast spoken ;’ 
and he saith, ‘ Is it not—if peace and truth 
are in my days?’ 

20 And the rest of the matters of Hezekiah, 
and all his might, and how he made the pool, 
and the conduit, aud bringeth in the waters 
to the city, arc they not written on the book 
of the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
21 And Hezekiah Lieth with his fathers, anJ 
reign doth Manassch his son in his stead. 

XXI. 1 A SON of twelve years is Manasseh 
in his reigning, aud fifty aud five years he 
hath reigned in Jerusalem, and the name of 
his mother is Hephzi-Bah ; 2 and he doth the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, according to 
the abominations of the nations that Jeho¬ 
vah dispossessed from the presence of the 
sons of Israel, 3 and he turneth and buildcth 
the high places that Hezekiah his father de¬ 
stroyed, and raiseth altars for Baal, aud 
maketh a shrine, as did Ahab kiug of Israel, 
and boweth himself to all the host of the 
heavens, aud serveth them. 

4 Aud he hath built altars in the house of 
Jehovah, of which Jehovah said, ‘In Jeru¬ 
salem I put My name.’ 3 Aud he buildcth 
altars to all the host of the heavens in the 
two courts of the house of Jehovah ; G aDd he 
hath caused his son to pass through fire, and 
observed clouds, and used cnehantmeut, aud 
dealt with a familiar spirit and wizards ; ho 
hath multiplied to do the evil tiling in the 
eyes of Jehovah—to provoke to anger. 

7 And he setteth the graven image of the 
shrine that he made in the house of which 
Jehovah said unto David and unto Solomon 
his son. ‘In this house, and in Jerusalem, 
that I have chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel, I put My name—to the age; 8 and 1 
do not add to cause the foot of Israel to move 
from the ground that I gave to their fathers. 
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Manasseh's impious reign. 

ouly, if they observe to do according to all 
that I commanded them, and to all the law 
that My servant Moses commanded them.’ 
* And they have not hearkened, and Manasseh 
causeth them to err, to do the evil thing 
above the nations that Jehovah destroyed 
from the presence of the sons of Israel. 

10 And Jehovah speaketh by the hand of 
his servants the prophets, saying, 11 ‘ Because 
that Manasseb king of Judah hath done 
these abominations—he hath done evil above 
all that the Amorites have done who are 
before him, and causeth also Judah to sin by 
his idols; 12 therefore thus said Jehovah, God 
of Israel, Lo, I am bringing in evil ou Jeru¬ 
salem and Judah, that whoever heareth of it, 
tingle do his two ears. 13 And I have stretch¬ 
ed out over Jerusalem the line of Samaria, 
and the plummet of the house of Ahab, and 
wiped Jerusalem as one wipeth the dish—he 
hath wiped, and hath turned it on its face. 

14 ‘And I have left the remnant of Mine in¬ 
heritance, and given them into the hand of 
their enemies, and they have been for a prey 
and for a spoil to all their enemies, 15 because 
that they have done the evil thing in Mine 
eyes, and arc provoking Me to anger from the 
day that their fathers came out of Egypt, 
even unto this day.’ 

J6 And also, innocent blood hath Manasseh 
shed very much, till that he hath filled Jeru¬ 
salem—mouth to mouth; apart from his sin 
that he hath caused Judan to sin, to do the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah. 

17 And the rest of the matters of Manasseh, 
and all that he did, and his sin that he 
sinned, are they not written on the book of 
the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? 18 And 
Manasseh lieth with his fathers, and is buried 
in the gardeu of his house, in the garden of 
Uzza, and reign doth Amon his son in hie 
stead. 

1U A son of twenty and two years is Amon 
in his reigning, and two years lie hath reigned 
in Jerusalem, and the tame of his mother is 
Meskullemcth daughter of Haruz of Jotbah, 
30 and he doth the evil thing in the eyes of 
Jehovah, as did Manasseh his father, 21 and 
walketh in all the way that his father walked 
in, and serveth the idols that his father served, 
and boweth himself to them, 22 and forsaketh 
Jehovah, God of his fathers, and hath not 
walked iu the way of Jehovah. 

And the servants of Anion conspire 
against him, and put the king to death iu his 
own house, 2 * and tlic people of the land smite 
all those conspiring against king Amon, and 
the people of the land cause Joaiah his son to 
reign in his Btcad. 

2j And the rest of the matters of Amon 
that he did, are they not written on the book 
of the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? 26 and 
one biirieth him in his burying-place in the 
garden of Uzza, and reign doth Josiah his son 
ui his stead. 

XXII. 1 A SON of eight years is Josiah in 
his reigning, and thirty and one years he 
hath reigned in Jerusalem, aud the name of 
his mother is Jedidah daughter of Adaiah of 
Boakath, 2 and he doth that which is right in 
2GG 


the eyes of Jehovah, and walketh in all the 
way of David his father, and hath not turned 
aside—right or left. 

3 And it cometli to pass, in the eighteenth 

ear of king Josiah, the king hath sent Shap- 

an sou of Azaliah, son of MeshuJlain, tne 
scribe, to the house of Jehovah, saying, 4 ‘Go 
up unto Hilkiah the high priest, and he doth 
complete the silver that is brought into the 
house of Jehovah, that the keepers of the 
threshold have gathered from the people, 
0 and they give it into the hand of the doers 
of the work, the overseers, in the house of 
Jehovah, and they give it to the doers of the 
work that is in the house of Jehovah, to 
strengthen the breach of the house, 6 to 
artificers, aud to builders, and to repairers of 
the wall, and to buy wood and hewn atones 
to strengthen the house; 7 only, the silver 
that is given into their hand is not reckoned 
with them, for in faithfulness they are dealing. 

0 And Hilkiah the high priest saith untu 
Shaphan the scribe, ‘A book of the law 1 
have found in the house of Jehovah;’ and 
Hilkiah giveth the book unto Shaphan, and 
he readeth it. u And Shaphan the scribe 
cometh in unto the king, and bringeth the 
king back word, and saith, ‘Thy servants 
have poured out the silver that hath been 
found in the house, aud give it into the hand 
of the doers of the work, the inspectors, in 
the house of Jehovah.’ 

10 And Shaphan the scribe declareth to the 
king, saying, ‘A book hath Hilkiah the priest 
given to me;’ and Shaphan readeth it before 
the king. 

11 And it comctli to pass, at the king’s hear¬ 
ing the words of the book of the law, that ho 
reudeth his garments, 12 and the king com- 
maudeth Hilkiah the priest, and Aliikam son 
of Shaphan, aud .Aclibor son of Michaiah, 
and Shaphan the scribe, and Asahiah servant 
of the king, saying, 1J ‘Go, seek Jehovah for 
me, and for the people, and for all Judah, 
concerning the words of this book that is 
found, for great is the fury of Jehovah that 
is kindled against us, because that our fathers 
have not hearkened unto the words of this 
book, to do according to all that is written 
for us.’ 

14 And Hilkiah the priest goeth, and Ahi- 
kam, and Aclibor, and Shaphau ? and Asahiah, 
unto Huldah the prophetess, wife of Shallum, 
son of Tikvah, son of Harhas, keeper of the 
garments, and she is dwelling in Jerusalem 
in the second, and they speak unto her. 

16 Aud she saith unto them, ‘Thus said Je¬ 
hovah, God of Israel, Say to the man who 
hath sent you unto me: 10 Thus said Jehovah, 
Lo, I am bringing in evil unto this place and 
on its inhabitants, all the words of the book 
that the king of Judah hath read, 17 because 
that they have forsaken Me, and make per¬ 
fume to other gods, so as to provoke Me to 
anger with every work of their hands, and 
My wrath hath been kindled against this 
place, and it is not quenched. 

18 ‘ And unto the king of Judah, who is 
sending you to seek Jehovah, thus do yo say 
unto him. Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel, 
The words that thou hast heard— 1,J because 
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thy heart is tender, and thou art humbled 
because of Jehovah, in thy hearing that which 
I have spoken against this place, and against 
its inhabitants, to be for a desolation, and 
for a reviling, and dost rend thy garments, 
and weep before Me—I also have heard—the 
affirmation of Jehovah— 20 therefore, lo, I am 
athering thee unto thy fathers, and thou 
ast been gathered unto thv grave in peace, 
ind thine eyes do not look on any of the 
evil that I am briugiug in on this place;’ and 
they bring tlio king back word. 

XXIII. 1 AND the king sendeth, and they 
ather unto him all the elders of Judah and 
erusalcm, 2 and the king goeth up to the 
house of Jehovah, and every man of Judah, 
and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem, with 
him, and the priests, and the prophets, and all 
the people, from small unto great, and he read- 
eth m their cars all the words of the book of the 
covenant that is found in the houseof Jehovah. 

3 And the king standeth by the pillar, and 
tnaketh the coveuant before Jehovah, to walk 
after Jehovah, and to keep His commands, 
and His testimonies, and His statutes, with 
all the heart, and with all the soul, to estab¬ 
lish the words of this covenant that are 
written on this book, and all the people stand 
in the covenant. 

4 And the king commandeth Hilkiah the 
high priest, and the priests of the second 
order, and the keepers of the threshold, to 
bring out from the temple of Jehovah all the 
vessels that are made for Baal, and for the 
shrine, and for all the host of the heavens, 
and he burnetii them at the outside of Jeru¬ 
salem, in the fields of Kidrou, and hath borne 
their ashes to Beth-El. 

1 And he hath caused to cease the idolatrous 
priests whom the kings of Judah have ap¬ 
pointed, (and they make perfume in high 
places, in cities of Judah and suburbs of 
Jerusalem,) and those makiug perfume to 
Baal, to tho sun, and to the moon, and to the 
planets, and to all the host of the heavens. 

6 And he bringeth out the shrine from the 
house of Jehovah to the outside of Jerusalem, 
unto the brook Kidron, aud burneth it at the 
brook Kidron, and beateth it small to dust, 
and casteth its dust on the grave of the sons 
of the people. 7 Aud he breaketh down the 
houses of the whoremongers that arc in the 
house of Jehovah, where the women are weav¬ 
ing houses for the shrine. 

8 And he bringeth in all the priests out of 
the cities of Judah, aud defileth the high 
places where the priests have made perfume, 
from Gcba unto Bcer-Shcba, and hath broken 
down the high places of the gates that arc at 
the opening of the gate of Joshua, head of the 
city, that is on a man’s left hand at the gate of 
the city; °only, the priests of the high places 
eome not up unto the altar of Jehovah in 
Jerusalem, out they have eaten unleavened 
things in the midst of their brethren. 

10 And he hath defiled Tophcth, that is in 
the valley of the son of Hinuom, so that no 
man doth cause his son and his daughter to 
pass over through fire to Molcch. 

u And be causeth to cease the horses that 


the kings of Judah have given to the sun from 
the entering in of the house of Jehovah, by 
the chamber of Nathan-Melcch the eunucli, 
that is in the suburbs, and the chariots of the 
sun he hath burnt with fire. 

12 And the altars that are on the top of the 
upper chamber of Ahaz, that the kiDgs of 
Judah made, and the altars that Manasseh 
made in the two courts of the house of Jeho¬ 
vah, hath the king broken down, and remov- 
eth thence, and hath cast their dust unto tho 
brook Kidron. 

13 And the high places that arc on the front 
of Jerusalem, that are on the right of the 
mount of corruption, that Solomon king of 
Israel had built to Ashtoreth abomination of 
the ZidoDians, and Chemosh abomination of 
Moab, and to Milcom abomination of the sons 
of Ammon, hath the king defiled. 

14 And he hath broken in pieces the stand- 
ing-pi]lars ? and cutteth down the shrines, and 
filleth their place with bones of men; ^ and 
also the altar that is in Beth-El, the high place 
that Jeroboam son of Nebat made, by which 
he made Israel sin, both that altar and the 
high place he hath broken down, and doth 
burn the high place—lie hath beat it small to 
dust, and hath burnt the shrine. 

10 And Josiah turneth, and sccth the graves 
that arc there in the mount, and seudeth aud 
taketh the bones out of the graves, and burn¬ 
eth them on the altar, and defileth it, accord¬ 
ing to the word of Jehovah that the mau of 
God proclaimed, who proclaimed these things. 

17 And he saith, ‘What is this sign that 1 
see?’ and the men of the city say unto him, 
‘ The grave of the man of God who hath come 
from Judah, and proclaimetli these things 
that thou hast done concerning the altar of 
Beth-El.’ 18 And he saith, ‘ Let him alone, let 
no man touch his bones;’ aud they let his 
bones escape, with the bones of the prophet 
who came out of Samaria. 

1D And also all the houses of the high places 
that are in the cities of Samaria, that the 
kings of Israel made to provoke to anger, 
hath Josiah turned aside, and doth to them 
according to all the deeds that he did in Beth- 
El. 20 .And he slayeth all the priests of tho 
high places who are there by the altars, and 
burneth the bones of man upon them, and 
turneth back to Jerusalem. 

21 And the king commandeth the whole of 
the people, saying, * Make yc a passover to 
Jehovah vour God, as it is written oil this 
book of the covenant.’ t "Surely there hath 
not been made like this passover from the 
days of the judges who judged Israel, even all 
the days of the kings of Israel, aud of the 
kings of Judah ; 23 but in the eighteenth year 
of king Josiah, hath this passover been made 
to Jehovah iu Jerusalem. 

34 And also, those having familiar spirits, 
and the wizards, and the tcrapliim, and the 
idols, and all the abominations that were seen 
in the laud of Judah, aud in Jerusalem, hath 
Josiah put away, in order to establish the 
words of the law that arc written on the book 
that Hilkiah the priest hath found in the 
house of Jehovah. - s And like him there hath 
not becu before him a king who turned back 
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unto Jehovah with all his heart, and with all 
his soul, and with all his might, according to 
all the law of Moses, and after him there hath 
□one risen like him. 

26 Only, Jehovah hath not turned back from 
the fierceness of His great anger with which 
His anger burned against Judah, because of 
all the provocations with which Manasseh 

rovoked him, 27 and Jehovah saith, ‘Also 

udah I turn aside from my presence, as 1 
turned Israel aside, and I have rejected this 
city that J have chosen—Jerusalem, and the 
house of which I said, My name is there.’ 

28 And the rest of the matters of Josiah, and 
all that he did, are they not written on the 
book of the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
2il In his days hath Pharaoh-Nechoh king 
of E^ypt come up against the king of Asshur, 
by the river Phrat, and king Josiah goeth 
out to meet .him, and he putteth him to death 
in Megiddo, when he seeth him. 30 And his 
servants cause him to ride dying from Me¬ 
giddo, and bring him in to Jerusalem, and 
bury him in his own grave, and the people of 
the land take Jehoahaz son of Josiah, and 
anoint him, and cause him to reign instead 
of his father. 

31 A son of twenty and three years is Jeho¬ 
ahaz in his reigning, and three months he 
hath reigner 1 in Jerusalem, and the name of 
his mother is Hamutal daughter of Jeremiah 
of Libnah, 32 and he doth the evil thing in 
the eyes of Jehovah, according to all that his 
fathers did, 33 apd Pharaoh-Nechoh bindeth 
him in Riblah, in the land of Hamath, from 
reigning in Jerusalem, and he putteth a fine 
on the land—a hundred talents of silver, and 
a talent of gold. 

34 And Pharaoh-Nechoh causeth Eliakim 
son of Josiah to reign instead of Josiah his 
father, and turneth his name to Jehoia- 
kim, and Jehoahaz he hath taken away, and 
he cometh in to Egypt, and dieth there. 
35 And the silver aud the gold hath Jehoia- 
kim given to Pharaoh ; only he valued the 
land to give the silver by the command of 
Pharaoh ; from each, according to his valua¬ 
tion, he exacted the silver and the gold, from 
the people of the land, to give to Pharaoh- 
Nechoh. 

36 A son of twenty and five years is Jehoia- 
kim in his resigning, and eleven years he hath 
reigned in Jerusalem, and the name of his 
mother is Zebudah daughter of Pedaiah of 
Rum ah, 37 and he doth the evil thing in the 
eyes of Jehovah, according to all that his fa¬ 
thers did. 

XXfV. : IN his days hath Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon come up, and Jchoiakim is 
to him a servant three years ; aud he turneth 
and rebelleth against him, 2 and Jehovah 
aendeth against him the troops of the Chal¬ 
deans, and the troops of Aram, and the troops 
of Moab, and the troops of the sons of Am¬ 
mon, and He sendeth them against Judah to 
destroy it, according to the word of Jehovah, 
that He spake by the hand of His servants 
the prophets ; 3 only, by the command of Je¬ 
hovah it hath been against Judah to turn 
them aside from His presence, for the Bius 
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of Manasseh, according to all that he did, 
4 and also the innocent blood that he hath 
shed, and he filleth Jerusq^em with inno¬ 
cent blood, and Jehovah was not willing tc 
forgive. 

5 And the rest of the matters of Jehoiakiin, 
and all that he did, are they not written on 
the book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? fl And Jehoiakiin lieth with his fa¬ 
thers, and Jehoiachin his son reigneth in his 
stead. 7 And the king of Egypt hath not 
added any more to go out from his own land, 
for the king of Babylon hath taken, from the 
brook of Egypt unto the river Phrat, all that 
had been to the king of Egypt. 

8 A son of eighteen years is Jehoiachin in 
his reigning, and three months he hath reign¬ 
ed in Jerusalem, and the name of his mother 
is Nehushta, daughter of Elnatlian of Jerusa¬ 
lem, 9 aud he doth the evil thing in the eyes 
of Jehovah, according to all that his fathers 
did. 10 At that time come up have servants 
of Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon to Jeru¬ 
salem, and the city goeth into siege, 11 and 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon cometh 
against the city, and his servants are laying 
siege to it, 12 and Jehoiachin kiug of Judah 
goeth out unto the king of Babylon, lie, and 
his mother, and his servants, and his chiefs, 
and his eunuchs, and the King of Babylon 
taketli him in the eighth year of his reign, 
13 and bringeth out thence all the treasures of 
the house of Jehovah, and the treasures of 
the house of the king, and cutteth in pieces 
all the vessels of gold that Solomon king of 
Israel made in the temple of Jehovah, as Je¬ 
hovah had spoken. 

14 And he hath removed all Jerusalem, and 
all the chiefs, aud all the mighty ones of va¬ 
lour—ten thousand is the removal—aod every 
artificer and smith, none hath been left save 
the poor of the people of the land. 

15 And he reinoveth Jehoiachin to Babylon, 
and the mother of the king, and the wives of 
the king, and his eunuchs, and the mighty 
ones of the land—he hath .caused a removal 
to go from Jerusalem to Babylon, 16 and all 
the men of valour seveu thousand, and the 
artificers and the. smiths a thousand, the 
whole are mighty men, warriors; and tho 
king of Babylon bringeth them in a capti¬ 
vity to Babylon. 

17 And the king of Babylon causcth Mat- 
taniah ])is father’s brother to reigu in his 
stead, and turneth his name to Zedekiah. 

18 A son of twenty and one years is Zede¬ 
kiah in his reigning, and eleven years lie hath 
reigned in Jerusalem, aud the name of his 
mother is Hamutal daughter of Jeremiah of 
Libnah, 19 and he doth the evil thiug in the 
eyes of Jehovah according to all that Jehoi- 
akim did, 20 for, by the auger of Jehovah it 
hath been against Jerusalem and against Ju¬ 
dah, till he cast them out from His presence, 
that Zedekiah rebelleth against the king of 
Babylon. 

XXV. 1 AND it cometh to pass, in the 
niuth year of his reign, in the tenth month, 
in the tenth of the month, come hath Nebu 
chadnezzar king of Babvlon, he and all his 
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force, against Jerusalem, and encampeth a- 
gainst it, and buildeth against it a fortifica¬ 
tion round about. 

9 Aud the city enteretli into siege till the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah, a on the niutli 
of the month—when the famiue is severe in 
the city, and there hath not been bread for I 
the people of the land, 4 then the city is I 
broken up, and all the men of war go by 
night the way of the gate, between the two 
walls that are by the garden of the king, 
and the Chaldeans are against the city round 
about, and the king goeth the way of the 
plain. 

5 And the force of the Chaldeans pursue 
after the king, and overtake him in the plains 
of Jericho, and all his force have been scat- j 
tered from him; c and they seize the king, | 
and bring him up unto the kin'' of Babylon, i 
to Riblah, and they speak with him—judg- I 
ment. 7 Aud the sous of Zedekiah they have 
slaughtered before his eyes, and the eves of 
Zedekiah he hath blinded, aud bindeth him 
with brazen fetters, and they bring him to. 
Babylon. 

8 And in the fifth month, on the seventh of 
the month (it is the nineteenth year of king 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon), hath Ne- 
buzaradan chief of the executioners, servant 
of the king of Babylon, come to Jerusalem. 

9 and he burneth the house of Jehovah, and 
the house of the king, and all the houses of 
Jerusalem, yea, every great house he hath 
burned with lire; 10 and the walls of Jerusa¬ 
lem round about have all the forces of the 
Chaldeans, who are with the chief of the ex¬ 
ecutioners, broken down. 

n And the rest of the people, those left in 
the city, and those falling who have fallen 
to the king of Babylon, and the rest of the 
multitude, hath Nebuzaradan chief of the 
executioners removed; 12 and of the poor of 
the land hath the chief of the executioners 
left for vinedressers and for husbandmen. , 

13 And the pillars of brass that are in the 
house of Jehovah, and the bases, and the sea 
of brass, that w in the house of Jehovah, have j 
the Chaldeans broken in pieces, and bear 
away their brass to Babylon. 14 And the 
pots, aud the shovels, and the snuffers, and 
the spoons, and all the vessels of brass with 
which they minister they have taken, 15 and 
the fire-pans, and the bowls that are wholly 
of silver, hath the chief of the executioners 
taken. 

18 The two pillars, the one sea, and the bases 
that Solomon made for the house of Jehovah, 
there was no weighing of the brass of all these 
vessels ; 17 eighteen cubits is the height of the 
one pillar, and the chapiter on it is of brass, 
and the height of the chapiter is three cubits, 
and the net and the pomegranates are on the 
chapiter round .about—the whole w of brass; 


and like these hath the second pillar, with 
the net. 

10 And the chief of the executioners taketh 
Serai ah the head priest, and Zephauiah the 
second priest, and the three keepers of the 
threshold, iy and out of the city he hath 
taken a certain eunuch who is appointed over 
the men of war, aud five men of those seeing 
the king’s face who have been found in 
the city, and the head scribe of the host, who 
mustereth the people of the land, and sixty 
men of the people of the land who are found 
in the city, 20 and Nebuzaradan chief of the 
executioners taketh them, and causetb them 
to go unto the king of Babylon, to Libuah, 
21 and the king of Babylon smitetn them, and 
putteth them to death in Riblah, in the land 
of Hamath, and he removeth Judah from off 
its land. 

22 And the people that is left in the land of 
Judah whom Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby¬ 
lon hath left—he appointeth over them Ge* 
daliah son of Ahikam, eon of Shaphan. 

23 And all the heads of the forces hear— 
they and the men—that the king of Babylon 
liatn appointed Gedaliah, and they come in 
unto Gedaliah, to Mizpah, even Ishmael sou 
of Nethaniah, and Jonanan son of Kareah, 
and Seraiah sou of Tanhumeth the Neto- 
phathite, and Jaazaniah son of the Maacha- 
thite—they and their men ; 24 and Gedaliah 
sweareth to them, and to their men, and 
sailh to them, ‘Be not afraid of the servants 
of ihe Chaldeans, dwell in the land and 
serve the king of Babylon, and it is good 
for you.’ 

23 And it cometh to pass, in the seventh 
month, come hath Ishmael son of Nathaniah. 
son of Elishama of the Beed of the kingdom, ana 
ten men with him, and they smite Gedaliah, 
and he dieth, and the Jews and the Chaldeans 
who have been with him in Mizpah. 26 And 
all the people rise, from small even unto great, 
and the heads of the forces, and come in to 
Egypt, for they have been afraid of the pres¬ 
ence of the Chaldeans. 

27 And it cometh to pass, in the thirty and 
seventh year of the removal of Jehoiaehin 
king of Judah, in the twelfth month, iu the 
twenty and seventh of the month hath Evil- 
Merodach king of Babylon lifted up, in the 
year of his reigning, the head of Jchoia- 
chin kin" of Judah, out of the house of re¬ 
straint, 28 and speaketh with him good things 
and putteth his throne above the throne of 
the kings who are with him in Babylon, 
20 and hath changed the garments of his re- 
| »straint, and lie hath eaten bread continually 
| before him all days of his life, 30 and his 
allowance—a continual allowance—hath been 
given to him from the king, the matter of a day 
iu its day, all days of his life.

1 AND gatheredare all IsraeluntoDavid 
to Hebron, saying, ‘ Lo, thy bone and thy 
Hesh are we; 2 even in time past, even in 
Saul’s being king, it is thou who ait taking 
out and bringing in Israel, and Jehovah thy 
God saith to thee: Thou dost feed My people 
Israel, and thou art leader over My people 
Israel.’ 

3 And all the elders of Israel come in unto 
the king to Hebron, and David maketh with 
them a covenant in Hebron before Jehovah, 
and they anoint David for king over Israel, 
according to the word of Jehovah by the hand 
of Samuel. 

4 And David gocth, and all Israel, to Jeru¬ 
salem—it is Jebus—and there the Jebusite, 
the inhabitants of the land. 5 And the in¬ 
habitants of Jebus say to David, ‘Thou dost 
not come in hither;’ and David captureth the 


fortress of Zion—it is the city of David. 6 And 
David saith, * Whoever smiteth the Jebusite 
first doth become head and prince; ’ and go 
up first doth Joab son of Zeruiah and becom- 
eth bead. 

7 And David dwelleth in the fortress, there¬ 
fore they have called it, 4 City of David;’ 
B aud he buildeth the city round about, from 
Millo, and unto the circumference, and Joab 
restoreth^ the rest of the city. 9 And David 
goeth, going on and becoming great, and Je¬ 
hovah of Hosts is with him. 

10 And these are heads of the mighty ones 
whom David hath, who arc strengthening 
themselves with him in his kingdom,, with 
all Israel, to cause him to reign, according to 
the word of Jehovah, over Israel. 11 And 
this is an account of the mighty ones whom 
David hath: Jashobeam son of a Hachmonite 
is head of the thirty; he is lifting up his 
spear against three hundred—wounded, at 
one time. 

12 And after him is Eleazar son of Dodo the 
Ahohite, he is among the three mighty ; 13 he 
hath been with David in Pas-Dammim, and 
the Philistines have been gathered there to 
battle, and a portion of the field is full of 
barley, and the people have fled from the face 
of the Philistines, “and they station them¬ 
selves in the midst of the portion, and deliver 
it, and smite the Philistines, and Jehovah 
saveth—a gTeat salvation. 

15 And three of the thirty heads go down 
on the rock unto David, unto the cave of 
Adullam, and the host of the Philistines is 
encamping in the valley of Rcphaim, 10 aud 
David is then in the fortress, and the station 
of the Philistines is then in Beth Lehem, 
17 and David longet.h, and saith, ‘Who doth 
give me to driuk water from the well of Beth- 
Lehem, that is at the gate!’ 

18 And the three break through the camp of 
the Philistines, and draw water from the 
well of Beth-Lehem, that is at the gate, and 
bear and bring in < unto David, and David 
hath not been willing to drink it, and pour- 
eth it out to Jehovah. 19 and saith, ‘ Par be it 
from me, by my God, to do this; the blood 
of these men do 1 drink with their lives? for 
with their lives they have brought it;’ and 
he was not willing to drink it; these things 
did the three mighty ones. 

20 And Abishai brother of Joab, he hath 
been head of the three: and he is lifting up 
his spear against three hundred—wounded, 
and hath a name among three. 21 Of the 
three by the two he is honoured, and becom- 
eth. their head; and unto the first three he 
hath not come. 

“Benaiah son of Jehoiada, son of a man of 
valour, of great deeds, from Kabzeel: he 
hath smitten the two lion-like Moabites, and 
he hath gone down and smitten the lion in 
the midst of the pit, in the day of snow. 23 And 
he hath smitten the man, the Egyptian—a 
man of measure, five by the cubit—and in 
the hand of the Egyptian is a spear like a 
beam of weavers, ana he goeth down unto 
him with a rod, and taketh violently away 
the spear out of the hand of the Egyptian, 
and sfayeth him with his own spear* 
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54 These things hath Benaiah son of Jelioiada 
done, and hath a name amon" the three 
mighty one3. 23 Of the thirty, lo, he whonour- 
ed, and unto the first three lie hath not come, 
aod David setteth him over his guard. 

28 And the mighty ones of the forces are 
Asahel brother of Joab, Elhanan son of Dodo 
of Beth-Lehem, 27 Shammoth the Harorite. 
Helez the Pelonite, 28 Ira son of Ikkesli 
the Tckoite, Abi-Ezer the Annetliotliite, 
s Sibbecai the Husliathite, Ilai the Ahohite, 
30 Maharai the Netophathite, Heled sou of 
Baanah the Netophathite, 31 Ithai son of Ri- 
bai of Gibeah, or the sons of Benjamin, Be¬ 
naiah the Pirathonite, 32 Hurai of the brooks 
of Gaash, Abiel the Arbathite, ^Azmaveth 
the Baharumite, Ehahba the Shaalbonite, 
34 the sons of Hashem the Gizonite, Jonathan 
son of Sha^e the Hararite, 33 Ahiam son of 
Sacar the Hararite, Eliphal son of Ur, 36 He- 
plier the Mecherathite, Ahijah the Pelonite, 

37 Hezor the Carmelite, Naarai son of Ezbai, 

38 Joel brother of Nathan, Mibharson of Hag- 
geri, 39 Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai the Be- 
rothite, bearer of the weapons of Joab son of 
Zemiah, 40 Ira the Ithrite, Gareb the Ithrite, 
11 Uriah the Hittite, Zabad son of Ahlai, 42 A- 
dina son of Shiza the Renbenite, head of the 
Reubenites, and by him thirty, 43 Hauau sou 
of Maachah, and Joshaphat the Mithnite, 
44 Uzzia the Ashtcrathite, Shama and Jeliiel 
sons of Hotlian the Aroerite, 45 Jcdiael son of 
Shimri, and Joha his brother the Tizite, 46 El- 
iel the Mahavite, and Jcribai, and Joshaviah, 
sons of Elnaam, and Itlimah the Moabite, 
47 Eliel, and Obed, and Jaasiel the Mesobaite. 

XII. 1 AND these are those coming in unto 
David to Ziklag, while shut up because of 
Saul son of Kish, and they are among the 
mighty ones, helping the battle, 2 armed with 
bow, right and left handed, with, stones, and 
with arrows, with bows, of the brethren of 
Saul, of Benjamin. 3 The head is Ahiezer, 
aud Jnash, sons of Shcmaab the Gibeathite, 
and Jezicl, and Pclct, sous of Azmavcth, and 
Berachah, aud Jehu the Antothite, 4 and Ish- 
maiah the Gibeouitc, a mighty one among the 
thirty, and over the thirty, and Jeremiah, aud 
Jahaziel, and Johanan, and Josabad the Ged- 
erathite. 3 Eluzai, aud Jcrimoth, aud Bealiah, 
and Shcmariah, and Shcphatiah the Harup- 
hite; e Elkanah, and Jcsiab, and Azareel, and 
Joezer, and Jashobeain the Korhites, 7 and 
Joelah, and Zcbadiali, sons of Jcroliam of 
Gedor. 

6 And of the Gadite there have been sepa¬ 
rated unto David, to the fortress, to the wil¬ 
derness, mighty of valour, men of the host for 
battle, setting in array target and buckler, 
and their faces the face of the lion, and as rocs 
ou the mountains for speed : y Ezcr the head. 
Obadiah the second. Eliab the third. 10 Misli- 
mannah the fourth, Jeremiah the fifth, 31 Attai 
tlic sixth, Eliel the seventh, ’-Johanac the 
eighth, Elzabad the ninth, 13 Jeremiah the 
tenth, Machbannai the eleventh. 

14 These are of the sons of Gad, heads of the 
host, one of a hundred is the least, and tlic 
greatest, of a thousand ; J5 these are they who 
have passed over the Jordan in the first month, 
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—and it is full over all its banks—and cause all 
they o/thc valley to flee to the east and to the 
west. 

lfi And there come of the sons of Benjamin 
and Judah unto the stronghold to David, 
17 and David goeth out before them, and aD- 
sweretb and saith to them, 4 If for peace ye 
have come in unto me, to help me, I have a 
heart to unite with you ; and if to betray me 
to mine adversaries—without violence in my 
hands—the God of our fathers doth see and 
reprove.’ 

* 8 And the Spirit hath clothed Amasai, bead 
of the captains: 4 To thee, 0 David, and 
with thee, 0 son of Jesse—peace! peace to 
thee, and peace to thy helper, for thy God 
hath helped thee and David receiveth them, 
and putteth them among the heads of the 
troop. 

19 And of Manasseh there have fallen unto 
David in bis coming with the Philistines 
against Israel to battle—and they helped 
them not, for by counsel the princes of the 
Philistines sent him away, saying, ‘With 
our beads he doth fall unto his master Saul.’ 
— 20 In his going unto Ziglag there have fallen 
unto him of Manasseh, Adnah, and Jozabad, 
and Jcdiael, and Michael, aud Jozabad, and 
Elihu, and Zillthai, heads of the thousands 
that are of Manasseh ; 21 and they have 
helped with David over the troop, for 
mignty of valour are all of them, and they 
are captains in the host, 22 for at that time, 
day by day. they come in unto David to 
help linn, till it is a great cum]), like a cam] 
of God. 

23 Aud these are the numbers of the head 
of the armed men of the host; they have come 
in unto David to Hebron to turn round tho 
kingdom of Saul unto him, according to the 
mouth of Jehovah. 

24 The sons of Judah, hearing target and 
spear, are six thousand and eight hundred, 
armed ones of the host. 

* 5 Of the sons of Simeou, mighty ones of 
valour for the host, are seven thousand and 
a hundred. 

20 Of the sons of Levi are four thousand and 
six hundred ; 27 and Jelioiada is the leader of 
the Aaronite, and with him are three thou¬ 
sand and seven hundred, 28 and Zadok, a 
young man, mighty of valour, and of the house 
of his father ai’c twenty and two heads. 

“’And of the sons of Benjamin, brethren of 
Saul, arc three thousand, and hitherto their 
greater part are keeping the charge of the 
house of Saul. 

30 Aud of the sons of Ephraim are twenty 
thousand and eight hundred,’ mighty of va¬ 
lour, men of name, according to the house of 
their fathers. 

31 And of the half of the tribe of Manasseh 
are eighteen thousand, who have been dc- 
fiued by name, to come in to cause David to 
reign. 

35 Aud of the sons of Issaohar. having un¬ 
derstanding for the times to know what Is¬ 
rael should do ; their heads arc, two hundred, 
and all their brethren are at their command. 

33 Of Zcbnlun, going forth to the host, ar¬ 
ranging battle with all instruments of battle. 
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are liftv thousand, .and keeping rank without 
a double heart. 

34 And of Naphtali, a thousand heads, and 
with them, with target and spear, are thirty 
and seven thousand. 

35 And of the Danite, arranging battle, are 
twenty and eight thousand and six hundred. 

36 And of Asher, going forth to the host, to 
arrange battle, are forty thousand. 

37 And from beyond the Jordan, of the Reu- 
benitc, and of the Gaclite, and of the half of 
the tribe of Manasseh, with all instruments 
of the host for battle, are a hundred and 
twenty thousand. 

38 All these are men of war, keeping rank— 
with a perfect heart they have come to He¬ 
bron, to cause David to reign over all Israel, 
and also all the rest of Israel are of one 
heart, to cause David to reign, 33 and they arc 
there, with David, three days, eating and 
drinking, for their brethren have prepared 
for them. 

40 And also those near unto them, unto Issa- 
char, and Zcbulun, and Naphtali, are bring¬ 
ing in bread on asses, aud on camels, and on 
mules, and on oxen—food of fine Hour, fig- 
cakes and grape-cakes, and wine, and oil, and 
oxen, and sheep, in abundance, for joy is in 
Israel. 

XIII. 1 AND David consnltcth with the 
heads of the thousands, and of the huudreds, 
every leader, - and David saith to all the 
assembly of Israel, ‘If unto you it be good, 
and from Jehovah our God it hath broken 
forth — we send unto our brethren, those 
left in all the lauds of Israel, ancl with them 
the priests and the Levites, in the cities of 
their suburbs, and they arc gathered unto 
us, 3 and wc bring round the ark of our God 
unto us, for wc sought Him not in the days 
of Saul.’ 

4 And all the assembly say to do so, for the 
thing is right in the eyes of all the people. 

5 And David asscmblcth all Israel from 
Shilior of Egypt even unto the entering in of 
Hamath, to bring in the ark of God from Ivir- 
jath-Jeariin, 'Land David goeth up, aud all 
Israel, to Baalali, unto Kirjnth-Jearim that 
is to Judah, to briugun thence the ark of God 
Jehovah, inhabiting the chembs, where the 
Name is called oil. 

7 And they place the ark of God on a new 
cart, from the house of Abinadab, and Uzza 
and Ahio are leading the cart, 6 aud ‘David 
and all Israel are playing before God, with 
all strength, aud with songs, and with harps, 
aud with psalteries, aud with timbrels, and 
witli cymbals, and with trumpets. 

y And they come in unto the threshing-door 
of Chidon, and Uzza putteth forth his hand 
to seize the ark, for the oxen were released, 

aud the anger of Jehovah is kiudlcd against 
Uzza, and He smiteth him, because that he 
hath put forth his hand oil the ark, aud he dicth 
there before God. 

11 Aud it is displeasing to David, because 
Jehovah hath made a breach upon Uzza, and 
one calleth that place ‘Breach of Uzza’ unt*j 
this day. : 12 And David fcarcth God on that 
day, saying, ‘ How do I bring in unto me the 


ark of God?’ 13 And David hath not turned 
aside the ark unto himself, unto the city of 
David, and turncth it aside unto the house 
of Obed-Edom the Gittite. 

14 And the ark of God dwclletli with the 
household of Obed-Edom, iu his house, three 
mouths, and Jehovah blcssctli the house of 
Obed-Edom, and all that he hath. 

XIV. 1 AND Hnram king of Tyre sendeth 
messengers unto David, and cedar-wood, and 
artificers of walls, and artificers of wood, to 
build to him a house. 

2 And David knoweth that Jehovah hath 
established him for king over Israel, because 
of the lifting up on high of his kingdom, for 
the sake of His people Israel. 

3 And David takctli again wives in Jeru¬ 
salem, and David begetteth again sons aud 
daughters; 4 aud these are the names of the 
children whom he hath in Jerusalem: Sham- 
mua, and Shobab, Nathan, and Solomon, 

5 and Ibhar, and Elishua, and Elpalet, ^ and 
Nogah, and Nepheg, and Japhia, 7 and Elisha* 
in a, and Beeliada, and Eliplialct. 

5 And the Philistines hear that David hath 
been anointed for king over all Israel, and 
all the Philistines go up to seek David, and 
David heareth, ancl goeth out before them. 
y Ancl the Philistines have come, and rush 
into the valley of Rephaim, 10 and David 
asketh of God, saying, 'Do I go up against 
the Philistines—ancl hast Thou given them 
into my hand?’ And Jehovah saith to him, 

* Go up, and I have given them into thy 
hand.’ 

11 And they go up into Baal-Perazim, and 
David smiteth them there, and David saith, 
‘God hath broken up mine euemies by my 
hand, like the breaking dp of waters;’ there¬ 
fore they have called the name of that place 
Baal-Perazim. 12 Aud they leave there their 
gods, and David speaketh, aud they are burnt 
with Hre. 

1:1 Aud the Philistines add again, and rush 
into the valley, w and David asketh again of 
God, aud God saith to him, ‘Do not go up 
after them, turn round from them, and thou 
hast come to them from over-against the mul¬ 
berries ; 15 aud it coincth to pass, when thou 
hearest the sound of the stepping at the heads 
of the mulberries, then thou gocst out into 
battle, for God hath gone out before thee to 
smite the camp of the Philistines.’ 

1C And David doth as God commanded him, 
and they smite the camp of the Philistines 
from Gibcou even unto Gazer; 17 and the 
name of David goeth out into all the lands, 
and Jehovah hath put his fear on all the na¬ 
tions. 

XV. 1 AND he maketli for himself houses 
iu the eity of David, and prepareth a place 
for the ark of God, aud strctcheth out for it 

| a tcut. - Then said David, * None are to carry 
the ark of God, except the Levites, for or 
them hath Jehovah lixed to carry the ark of 
God, and to serve Him—unto the age.’ 

3 And David asscmbleth all Israel unto Je¬ 
rusalem, to bring up the ark of Jehovah unto 
its place that he had prepared for it. 
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* Auil David gathered the sous of Aarou, 
ami the Invites. 11 Of sods of Kohatli: Uriel 
the chief, aud his brethren, a huudred and 
twenty. c Of sous of Merari: Asaiah the 
chief, and his brethren, two hundred aud 
twenty. 7 Of sous of Gershom: Joel the chief, 
and his brethren, a hundred and thirty. 8 Of 
sons of Elizapbau: Skemaiah the chief, and 
his brethren, two hundred. 9 Of sons of He¬ 
bron : Eliel the chief, and his brethren, eighty. 
10 Of sous of Uzziel: Ammiuadab the chief, 
and his brethren, a hundred and twelve. 

11 And David calleth to Zadok and to Abia 
thar the priests, and to the Levites, to Uriel. 
Asaiah, and Joel, Shemaiah, and Eliel, ana 
Amminadab, 12 and eaith to them, ‘Ye are 
heads of the fathers of the Levites; sanctify 
vourselves, ye and your brethren, and ye have 
brought up the ark'of Jehovah, God of Israel, 
unto the place I have prepared for it; 13 be- 
canse at the first it was not ye, Jehovah our 
God made a breach upon us, because we sought 
Him not according to the ordinance.’ 

14 And the priests and the Levites sanctify 
themselves, to bring up the ark of Jehovah, 
God of Israel; 13 and sons of the Levites bear 
the ark of God. as Moses commanded, accord¬ 
ing to the word of Jehovah, on their shoulder, 
with staves, above them. 

16 And David saith to the heads of the Le¬ 
vites to appoint their brethren the singers, 
with instruments of song, psalteries, and 
harps, and cymbals, sounding, to lift up with 
the voice for joy. 

17 And the Levites appoint Heman eon of 
Joel, and of his brethren. Asaph sou of Bere- 
chiam and of the sons of Merari their breth¬ 
ren Ethan son of Kushaiah; 18 and with them 
their brethren, the seconds in rank , Zechariah, 
Ben, and JaazieL aud Shemiramoth, and Je- 
hiel, and UnnL Eliab, and Benaiah, and Ma- 
aseiak, and Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and 
Mikneiah; and Obed-Edom and Jeiel the gate¬ 
keepers ; 19 and the singers, Heman, Asaph, 
and Ethan, with cymbals of brass to sound, 
20 and Zechariah, aud Aziel, and Shemira¬ 
moth, and Jeheil, aud Unni, and Eliab, and 
Maaseiah, and Benaiah, with psalteries be¬ 
sides virgins, - 1 and Mattithiali, and Eliphe- 
leh, and Mikueiab, and Obed-Edom, and 
Jeiel, aud Azaziah, with harps, on the octave, 
to oversee. 

K A?id Chenaniah, bead of the Levites, is 
over the burden; he instructed about the 
burden, for he is intelligent. 

23 And Bercchiah and Elkauah are gate¬ 
keepers for the ark. 

24 And Shebaniah, and Joshapliat, aud 
Ncthanccl, and Ainasai, and Zechariah, and 
Benaiah, and Eliezer the jjriests, are blowiug 
with trumpets before the ark of God; ana 
Obed-Edom and Jehiali are gatekeepers for 
the ark. 

23 And it is David, and the elders of Israel, 
and the heads of the thousands, who are going 
to bring up the ark of the covenant of Jeho¬ 
vah from the house of Obed-Edom with joy; 
26 and it corned to pass, in God’s helping tne 
Levites bearing the ark of the covenant of 
Jehovah, that they sacrifice seven bullocks 
and Beven rains. 


- 7 And David is wrapped in an upper robs 
of liuc liuen, and all the Levites who are bear¬ 
ing the ark, aud the singers, ^ and Chenaniah 
head of the burden of the singers; and on 
David is an cpliod of linen. 

28 And all Israel are bringing up the ark of 
the coveuant of Jehovah with shouting, and 
with the sound of a cornet, aDd with trum¬ 
pets, and with cymbals, sounding with psal¬ 
teries and harps, 28 and it cometli to pass, the 
ark of the covenant of Jehovah is entering in 
unto the city of David, and Michal daughter 
of Saul is looking through the wiudow, and 
seeth kiu<r David danciug and playing, and 
despiseth him in her heart. 

XVI. 1 AND they bring in the ark of God, 
and set it up in the midst of the tent that 
David hath stretched out for it, and they bring 
near burnt offerings and peace-offerings be¬ 
fore God; - and David ceasetk from offering 
the burnt-offering aud the peace-offeringB, 
and blessetk the people in the name of Je¬ 
hovah, 3 aud givetu a portion to every man of 
Israel, both man and woman : to each a cake 
of bread, and a measure of wine, and a grape- 
cake.

instruments of psalteries, and with harps: 
and Asaph with cymbals is soundiug; °and 
Benaiah and Jaliaziel the priests are with 
trumpets continually before the ark of the 
covenant of God. 

7 On that day then hath David given at the 
beginning to give thanks to Jehovah by the 
hand of Asaph and his brethren :—

41 Aud with them are Heman and Jeduthun, 
and the rest of those chosen, who were defined 
by name, to give thanks to Jehovah, for to the 
age is His kindness, 42 and with them—Heman 
and Jeduthun—a7-e trumpets aud cymbals for 
those sounding, and instruments of the song of 
God, and the sons of Jeduthun are at the 
gate. 

43 And all the people go, each to hie house, 
and David turneth round to bless his house. 

XVII. 1 AND it cometh to pass as David 
Rat in his house, that David saith unto Nathan 
the prophet, * Lo, I am dwelling in a house of 
cedars, and the ark of the covenant of Jehovah 
v under curtains;’ 2 and Nathan saith unto 


David, ‘ All that is in thy heart do, for God 
is with thee.’ 

3 And it cometh to pass on that night that 
a word of God is unto Nathan, saying, 4 ‘Go, 
and thou hast said unto David My servant, 
Thus said Jehovah, Thou dost not build for 
Me the house to dwell in: 5 for I have not 
dwelt in a house from the day that I brought 
up Israel till this day, and I am from tent 
unto tent: and from the tabernacle, 6 whither¬ 
soever I have walked up and down among all 
Israel, a word spake 1, with one of the judges 
of Israel, whom I commanded to feed My 
people, saying, Why have ye not built for 
Me a bouse of cedars? 

7 ‘And now, thus dost thou say to My ser¬ 
vant, to David, Thus said Jehovah of Hosts, 
I have taken thee from the habitation, from 
after the sheep, to be leader over My people 
Israel, 8 and 1 am with thee whithersoever 
thou hast walked, and I cut off all thine 
enemies from thy presence, and have made 
for thee a name like the name of the great 
ones who are in the earth. 

9 ‘And I have prepared a place for Mv 
people Israel, and planted it, and it hath 
dwelt in its place, and is not troubled any 
more, and the sons of perverseness add not 
to wear it out as at first, 10 yea, even from 
the days that I appointed judges over My 
people Israel. 

‘ And I have humbled all thine enemies, 
and I declare to thee that a house doth Je¬ 
hovah build for thee, 11 and it hath come to 
pass, when thy days have been fulfilled to go 
with thy fathers, thab I have raised up thy 
seed after thee, who is of thy sons, and lliave 
established his kingdom, 12 he doth build for 
Me a house, and I have established his throne 
unto the age; 13 1 am to him for a father, and 
he is to Me for a son, and My kindness I turn 
not aside from him as I turned it aside from 
him who was before thee, 14 and I have estab¬ 
lished him in My house, and in My kingdom 
unto the age, and his throne is established 
unto the age.’ 

13 According to all these words, and accord¬ 
ing to all this vision, so spake Nathan unto 
David. 

10 And David the king cometh in and sitteth 
before Jehovah, and saith, ‘Who am I, 0 Je¬ 
hovah God, and what my house, that Thou 
hast brought me hitherto!? 17 And this is 
small in Thine eyes, 0 God, aud Thou speak- 
est concerning the house of thy servant afar 
off, and hast seen me as a type of the man 
who is on liigh, 0 Jehovah God! 

18 What doth David add more unto Thee 
for the honour of Thy servant; and Thou 
Thy servant hast known. 19 0 Jehovali, for 
Thy servant’s sake, and according to Thine 
own heart Thou hast done all this greatness, 
to make known all these great things. 90 0 
Jehovah, there is none like Thee, and there ia 
no god save Thee, according to all that we 
have heard with our ears. 

21 ‘And who is as Thy people Israel, one 
nation in the earth whom God hath gone to 
ransom to Him for a people, to make for Thee 
a name great and fearful, to cast out from 
the presence of Thy people whom Thou hast 
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ransomed out of Egypt — nations? ”Yca, 
Thou dost api>oint Thy people Israel to Thee 
for a people unto the age, and Thou, 0 Je¬ 
hovah, hast been to them for God. 

13 ‘ Ajid now, 0 Jehovah, the word that 
Thou hast spoken concerning Thy servant, 
and concerning his house, let be Btedfast 
unto the age, and do as Thou hast spoken; 
54 and let it be stedfast, and Thy name is 
great unto the age, saying, Jehovah of Hosts, 
God of Israel, is God to Israel, and the 
house of Thy servant David is established 
before Thee; 53 for Thou, O my God, Thou 
hast uncovered the ear of Thy servant—to 
build to him a house, therefore hath Thy ser¬ 
vant found to prav before Thee. 

' M 1 And now, Jehovah, Thou art God Him¬ 
self, and Thou speakest concerning Thy ser¬ 
vant this goodness; *and now, Thou hast 
bceu pleased' to bless the house of Thy ser¬ 
vant, to be to the age before Thee; for Thou, 
0 Jehovah, hast blessed, and it is blessed to 
the age.’ 

XVIII. 1 AND it cometh to pass after 
this, that David .smiteth the Philistines, and 
humblcth them, and taketh Gath and _ its 
small towns out of the hand of the Philis¬ 
tines; 2 and he smiteth Moab, and the Moab¬ 
ites are servants to David, bringing a present. 

3 And David smiteth Hadarezer king of 
Zobali, at Hamath, in his going to establish 
his power by the river Phrat, 4 and David 
eapturefch from him a thousand chariots, and 
seven thousand horsemen, and twenty thou¬ 
sand footmen, and David destroyeth utterly 
all the chariots, and leaveth of them a hun¬ 
dred chariots only. 

3 And Aram of Damascus cometh in to give 
help to Hadarezer king of Zobah, and David 
smiteth in Aram twenty and two thousand 
men, 9 and David putteth rjanisons iu Aram 
of Damascus, and the Aramaeans are to 
David for servants, bearing a present, and 
Jehovah giveth salvation to David whither¬ 
soever he hath gone. 

7 And David taketh the shields of gold that 
have been on the servants of Hadarezer, and 
bringeth them in to Jerusalem; 9 and from 
Tihhatb, and from Chun, cities of Hadarezer, 
hath David taken very much brass; with it 
hath Solomon made the brazen sea, and the 
pillars, and the vessels of brass. 

9 And Tou king of Hamath licarctli that 
David hath smitten the whole force of Hadar¬ 
ezer king of Zobah, 10 aud he sendeth Hado- 
ram his sou unto king David, to ask of him of 
peace, and to bless him (because that he hath 
fought against Hadarezer, and smiteth him, 
for a man of wars with Ton had Hadarezer 
been,) and all kinds of vessels, of gold, and 
silver and brass; 11 also them hath king 
David sanctified to Jehovah with the silver 
and the gold that he hath takeu from all the 
nations, from Edoin, and from Moab, and 
from the sons of Ammon, and from the Phil¬ 
istines, and from Amalek. 

15 Aud Abishai sou of Zeruiali hath smitten 
Edom iu the valley of salt— eighteen thou¬ 
sand, 1:1 and he puttetli iu Edom garrisons, 
aod all the Edomites arc servants to David; 
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aud Jehovah saveth David whithersoever lie 
hath gone. 

14 And David reigneth overall Israel, and 
he is doing judgment anil righteousness 
to all his people, * 5 and Joab sou of Zcruiah 
is over the host, and Jehoshaphat son of 
Ahilud is remembrancer, 1(1 and Zadok sou of 
Aliitub, and Abimelech son of Abiathar, are 
priests, and Shavsha is scribe, 17 and Benaiah 
sou of Jehoiada is over the Cherethite and 
the Pclethite, and the elder sons of David 
arc at the hand of the king. 

XIX. 1 AND it cometh to pass after this, 
that Naliash king of the sous of Ammon 
dieth, and his son reigneth in his stead, 2 aud 
David saith, ‘ I do kindness with Hauun son 
of Naliash, for his father did with me kind¬ 
ness ;’ and David sendeth messengers to com¬ 
fort him concerning his father. 

And the servants of David come in unto 
the land of.the sons of Ammou, unto Hamm, 
to comfort him, 3 and the heads of the sous 
of Ammon say to Hanun, ‘Is David honour¬ 
ing thy father, in thine eyes, because he hath 
sent to thee comforters? iu order to search, 
and to overthrow, and to spy out, the land, 
have not his servants come in unto thee?’ 

4 And Hamm taketh the servants of David, 
and shaveth them, and cuttetli their long 
robes iu the midst, unto the buttocks, aud 
sendeth them away. 

5 And some go, and declare to David con¬ 
cerning the meu, and he sendeth tu meet them 
—for the men have bceu greatly ashamed— 
and the kin" saith, ‘Dwell in Jericho till that 
your beard is grown, then ye have returned.’ 

c And the sons of Ammon see that they have 
made themselves abhorred by David, and 
Hanun and the sous of Ammou send a thou¬ 
sand talents of silver, to hire to them, from 
Aram-Naharaim, aud from Aram-Maachah, 
and from Zobah, chariots and horsemen ; 
7 and they hire to them two and thirty thou¬ 
sand chariots, and the king of Maachah and 
his people, aud they come iu aud eucamp 
before Medeba, and the sods of Ammon have 
been gathered out of their cities, and come in 
to the battle. 

8 And David heareth, and sendeth Joab. 
and all the host of the mighty inen, 9 ami 
the sons of Ammon come out and set battle 
in array at the opening of the city, aud the 
kings wlio have come are by themselves iu 
the Held. 

10 Aod Joab seeth that the front of the 
battle hath been unto him, before and behind, 
and he ehooseth out of all the choice iu Is¬ 
rael, aud setteth in array to meet Aram, 
11 and the remnant of the people lie hath 
given into the hand of Abishai his brother, 
aud they set in array to meet the sons of 
Ammou. 

12 And he 9aith, ‘If Aram be stronger than 
I, then thou hast been to me for salvation; 
and if the sous of Ammon be stronger than 
thou, then I have saved thee; 13 be strong, 
and we streugtlicn ourselves, for our people, 
aud for the cities of our God, and Jehovah 
doth that which is good in His eyes.* 

14 And Joab draweth uigli, and the people 
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who are with him, before Aram to battle, 
and they flee from liis face ; 15 and the sons 
of Ammon have seen that Aram hath fled, 
and they flee—they also—from the face of 
Abishai his brother, and go in to the city. 
And Joab cometh in to Jerusalem. 

16 And Aram seeth that they have been 
smitten before Israel, and send messengers, 
and brine out Aram that is beyond the River, 
and Shophach head of the host of Hadarezer 
is before them. 

37 And it is declared to David, and he ga- 
thereth all Israel, and passeth over the Jor¬ 
dan, and cometh in unto them, and setteth 
in array against them ; yea, David setteth in 
array the battle to meet Aram, and they fight 
with him; 18 and Aram fieeth from the face 
of Israel, and David slayeth of Aram seven 
thousand charioteers, and forty thousand 
foot-men, and Shophach head of the host he 
hath put to death. 

iy And the servants of Hadarezer see that 
they have been smitten before Israel, and they 
make peace with David and serve him, and 
Aram hath not been willing to help the sons 
of Ammon any more. 

XX. 1 AND it cometh to pass, at the time 
of the turn of the year—at the time of the 
going out of the messengers—that Joab lead- 
eth out the force of the Host, and destroyeth 
the land of the sons of Ammon, and cometh 
in and beseigeth Rabbah—David is abiding in 
Jerusalem — and Joab smiteth Rabbah, and 
breaketh it down. 

2 And David talceth the crown of their king 
from off his head, and findeth it in weight a 
talent of gold, and in it a precious stoue, and 
it is on the head of David: and spoil of the 
city lie hath brought out very much, 3 and 
the people who are in it lie hath brought out, 
and setteth to the saw, and to cutting instru¬ 
ments of iron, and to axes; and thus doth 
David to all cities of the sons of Ammon, and 
David turneth back, and all the people, to 
Jerusalem. 

4 And it cometli to pass, after this, that 
there remaineth war in Gezcrwith the Philis¬ 
tines, then hath Sibbechai the Hushathite 
smitten Sippai, of tiie children of the giant, 
and they are humbled. 

5 And there is again war with the Philis¬ 
tines, and Elhanau son of Jair smiteth Lahmi, 
brother of Goliath the Gittite, the wood of 
whose spear is like a beam of weavers. 

And there is again war iu Gath, and there 
is a man of measure, and his fingers and his 
toes are six and six, twenty and four, and 
also, lie hath been born to the giant. 7 And 
he reproachcth Israel, and smite him doth 
Jonathan son of Shimea, brother of David. 
8 These were born to the giant in Gath, and 
they fall by the hand of David, and by the 
hand of his servants. 

XXI. 1 AND there staudeth up an adver¬ 
sary against Israel, and persuacleth David to 
number Israel, 2 aud David saith uuto Joab, 
and unto the heads of the people, ‘Go, num¬ 
ber Israel from Beer-Sheba even unto Dan, 
ind bring unto me and l know their number.’ 


3 And Joab saith, ‘Jehovah doth add to 
His people as they arc a hundred times ; are 
they not, my lord, O king, all of them to my 
lord for servants ? why doth my lord seek 
this? why is he for a cause of guilt to Israel?’ 
4 And the word of the king is severe against 
Joab, and Joab goeth out, and goetb up and 
down in alt Israel, and cometh in to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

5 And Joab giveth the account of the num¬ 
bering of the people unto David, and all Israel 
is a thousand thousand and a hundred thou¬ 
sand, each drawing sword, and Judah w four 
hundred and seventy thousand, each drawing 
sword. G And Levi and Benjamin lie hath not 
numbered in tlieir midst, for the word of the 
king was abominable with Joab. 

7 And it is evil in the eyes of God concern¬ 
ing this thing, and He smiteth Israel, 8 and 
David saith unto God, ‘ I have sinned ex¬ 
ceedingly, in that I have done this thing; and 
now, cause to pass away. I pray Thee, the ini¬ 
quity of Thy servant, for I have acted very 
foolishly.’ 

u And Jehovah speaketli unto Gad, sccr of 
David, saying; 10 ‘Go, and thou’hast spoken 
unto David, saying, Thus said Jehovah, Three 
—I am stretching out unto thee; choose for 
thee one of these, and I do it to thee.’ 

11 And Gad cometh in unto David, and saith 
to him, ‘Thus said Jehovah, Take lor thee— 
12 cither for three years—famine, or three 
months to be consumed from the lace of thine 
adversaries, even the sword of thine enemies 
to overtake, or three days the sword of Je¬ 
hovah, even pestilence in the laud, and a mes¬ 
senger of Jehovah destroying in all the border 
of Israel; and now, see; what word do I re¬ 
turn Him who is sending me?’ 

13 And David saith unto Gad, ‘I am greatly 
distressed, let me fall, I pray thee, into the 
hand of Jehovah, for very many are His 
mercies, and into the hand of man let me not 
fall.’ 

14 And Jehovah giveth a pestilence in Israel, 
and there fall of Israel seventy thousand men, 
15 and God sendeth a messenger to Jerusalem 
to destroy it, and as lie is destroying Jehovah 
hath seen, and is comforted concerning the 
evil, and saith to the messenger who is de¬ 
stroying, ‘Enough, now, cease thy hand.’ 

Aud the messenger of Jehovah is standing 
by the threshing-floor of Oman the! Jcbusitc, 
18 aud David lifteth up his eyes, and seeth the 
messenger of Jehovah standing between the 
earth and the heavens, and his sword drawn 
in his hand, stretched out over Jerusalem, and 
David fallctli, and the elders, covered with 
sackcloth, on their faces. 

17 And David saith unto God, * Did not I— 
I say to number the people? Yea, I it is who 
havesiuued, and done great evil: and these, the 
flock, what did they? O Jehovah, my God, let, 
1 pray Thee, Thy hand be on me, and on the 
house of my father, and not on Thy people—to 
be plagued.’ 

™ And the messenger of Jehovah spake un¬ 
to Gad, saying for David, ‘Surely David doth 
go ur> to raise an altar to Jehovah in the 
threshing-floor of Oman the Jehnsite.’ 19 And 
David goeth up by the word of Gad, that he 
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spake in tlie uaine of Jehovah. 50 And Oman 
turneth back, and scetli the messenger, and 
his four sons are with him, hiding themselves, 
and Oman is threshing wheat. 

21 And David cometh in unto Oman, and 
Oman lookcth attentively, and sectli David, 
and goeth out from the threshing-floor, and 
boweth himself to David—face to the earth. 
21 And David saith unto Oman, 4 Give to me 
the place of the threshing-floor, and I build 
in it an altar to Jehovah; for full silver give 
it to me, and the plague is restrained from the 
people.’ 

23 And Oman saith unto David, 4 Take to 
thee—and my lord the king doth that which 
is good in bis eyes: see, I have given the ox¬ 
en for burnt-offerings, and the threshing in¬ 
struments for wood, and the wheat for a pre¬ 
sent; the whole I have given.* 24 And lung 
David saith to Oman, 4 Nay, for I surely buv 
for full silver; for I do not lift up that which 
is thine to Jehovah, so as to offer a burnt- 
offering without cost.’ 

23 And David givetli to Oman for the place 
shekels of gold in weight six hundred; 29 and 
David buildeth there an altar to Jehovah, 
and offereth burnt-offerings and peace-offer¬ 
ings, and calleth unto Jehovah, and He an- 
s wereth him with fire from the heavens on the 
altar of the burnt-offering. 27 And Jehovah 
aaith to the messenger, aud he turneth back 
his sword unto its sheath. 

28 At that time when David seeth that Je¬ 
hovah hath answered him in the threshing- 
floor of Oman the Jebusite, then he sacrific- 
eth there; 211 and the tabernacle of Jehovah 
that Moses made in the wilderness, and the 
altar of the burnt-offering, are at that time 
in a high place, in Gibeon ;' 30 and David is 
not able to go before it to seek God. for be 
hath been afraid because of the sword of the 
messenger of Jehovah. 

XXII. 1 AND David saith, ‘This is the 
house of Jehovah God, aud this the altar 
for bumt-offering for Israel.’ 2 And David 
saith to gather the sojourners who are in the 
laud of Israel, and appointed hewers to hew 
hewn-stoues to build a bouse of God 3 And 
iron in abundance for nails for leaves of the 
gates, aud for couplings, hath David pre¬ 
pared, and brass in abundance—there is no 
weighing. 4 And cedar-trecs even without 
number, for the Zidonians and the Tyri¬ 
ans brought in ccdar-trees in abundance to 
David. 

0 Aud David saith, ‘Solomon my son is a 
youth and tender, and the house to be built 
to Jehovah is to be made exceedingly great, 
for name and for beauty to all the lauds; let 
me prepare, I pray Thee, for it;’ and David 
prepareth in abundance before liis death. 

6 And he calleth for Solomon his son, and 
chargeth him to build a house to Jehovah, 
God of Israel, 7 and David saith to Solomon 
his son, ‘As for me, it hath been with my 
heart to build a house to the name of Jeho¬ 
vah my God, 0 and the word of Jehovah is 
against me, saying, Blood in abundance thou 
hast shed, and great wars thou hast made: 
thou dost not build a house to My name, for 
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much blood thou hast shed to the earth be¬ 
fore Me. 

9 4 Lo, a son is born to tliee-phc is a man of 
rest, and I bavc given rest to him from all 
Ilia enemies round about, for Solomon is his 
name, and peace and quietness I give unto 
Israel in his days; * u he doth build a house to 
My name, and he is to Me for a son, and 1 
am to him for a father, aud I have established 
the throne of his kingdom over Israel unto 
the age. 

114 Now, my son, Jehovah is with thee, and 
thou hast prospered, and hast built the house 
of Jehovah thy God, as He spake concerning 
thee. 12 Only, Jehovah give to thee wisdom 
and understanding, and charge thee concern¬ 
ing Israel, even to keep the law of Jehovah 
thy God; 13 then thou dost prosper, if thou 
dost observe to do the statutes and the judg¬ 
ments that Jehovah charged Moses with con¬ 
cerning Israel; be strong and courageous; 
do not fear, nor be cast down. 

14 ‘And lo, in mine affliction, I have pre¬ 
pared for the house of Jehovah of gold talents 
a hundred thousand, and of silver a thousand 
thousand talents; aud of brass and of iron 
there is no weighing, for in abundance it hath 
been, and wood and stones I have prepared, 
and to them thou dost add. 

10 4 And with thee in abundance are work¬ 
men, hewers and artificers of stone and of 
wood, and every skilful man for every work. 
16 To the gold, to the silver, and to the brass, 
and to the iron, there is no number; arise and 
do, and Jehovah is with thee.’ 

17 And David giveth charge to all heads ol 
Israel to give help to Solomon his son, 19 4 Is 
not Jehovah your God with you? yea, He 
hath given rest to you round about, for He 
bath given into my hand the inhabitants of 
the land, and subdued hath been the land be¬ 
fore His people. 

19 4 Now, give your heart and your soul to 
seek to Jehovah your God, and rise and build 
the sanctuary of Jehovah God, to bring in 
the ark of the covenant of Jehovah, and the 
holy vessels of God, to the house that is built 
to the name of Jehovah.’ 

XXIII. 1 AND David is old, and satisfied 
with days, and causeth his son Solomon to 
reign over Israel, 2 and gathereth all the heads 
of Israel, and the priests, and the Levites; 
3 and the Levites are numbered from a son of 
thirty years and upward, and their number, 
by their polls, is of mighty men thirty and 
eight thousand. 

4 Of these to preside over the work of the 
house of Jehovah are twenty and four thou¬ 
sand, and officers and judges six thousand, 
6 and four thousand gatekeepers, and four 
thousand giving praise to Jehovah, ‘ with in¬ 
struments that I made for praising,’ saith 
David. 

6 And David distributed them into courses: 
Of the sons of Levi: of Gershon, Kohath, and 
Merari. 

7 Of the Gershonite: Laadan and Shimei. 
8 Sons of Laadan: the head is Jehiei, _ and Ze- 
tham, and JoeL three. 9 Sons of Shimei are 
Shelomith, and Haziel, and Haras, three * 
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these are heads of the fathers of Laadan. 
10 And sons of Shimei are Jahath, Zina, and 
Jeush, and Beriah ; these are sons of Shimei, 
four. 11 And Jahath is the head, and Zizah 
the second, and Jeush and Beriah have not 
multiplied sons, and they become the house 
of a father by one numbering. 

12 Sons of Kohatli are Amram, Izliar, He- 
won, and Uzziel, four. 13 Sons of Amram: 
Aaron and Moses; and Aaron is separated for 
his sanctifying the holy of holies, he and his 
sons—unto the age, to make perfume before 
Jehovah, to serve Him, and to bless in His 
name—unto the age. 

14 As to Moses, the man of God, his sons 
are called after the tribe of Levi. 15 Sons of 
Moses: Gershom and Eliezer. 10 Sons of 
Gershom: Shebuel the head. 17 And sons of 
Eliezer are Rehabiah the head, and Eliezer had 
no other sons, and the sons of Rehabiah have 
multiplied exceedingly. 16 Sons of Izhar: 
Shelomith the head. 19 Sons of Hebron: 
Jeriah the head, Amariah the second, Jaha- 
ziel the third, and Jekameam the fourth. 
20 Sous of Uzziel: Micahthe head, and Ishshi- 
ah, the second. 

21 Sons of Merari: Mahli and Mushi* sons 
of Mahli: Eleazar and Kish. 22 And Eleazar 
dieth, and he had. no sons, but daugh¬ 
ters, and sons of Kish their brethren take 
them. 23 Sons of Mushi: Mahli, and Edcr, 
and Jeremoth, three. 

24 These are eons of Levi, by the house of 
their fathers, heads of the fathers, by their 
appointments, in the number of names, by 
iheir polls, doing the work for the service of 
die house of Jeliovah, from a son of twenty 
years and upward, 25 for David said, ‘Jeho¬ 
vah, God of Israel, hath giveu rest to His peo¬ 
ple, and He doth tabernacle in Jerusalem unto 
the age;’ 26 and also of the Levites, ‘None 
are to bear the tabernacle and all its vessels 
for its service;’ 27 for by the last words of 
David they took the number of the sons of 
Levi from a son of twenty years and upward, 
28 for their station is at the side of the sons of 
Aaroo, for the service of the house of Jeho¬ 
vah, over the courts, and over the chambers, 
and over the cleausiug of every holy thing, 
and the work of the service of the house of 
God, 29 and for the bread of the arrangement, 
and for fine flour for present, and for the thin 
unleavened cakes, and for the work of the 
lan, and for that which is fried, and for all 
iquid measure and solid measure; 30 and to 
stand, morning by morning, to give thanks, 
and to give praise to Jehovah, and so at 
evening; 31 and for all the burnt-offerings— 
burnt-ofierings to Jehovah for sabbaths, for 
new moons, and for appointed seasons, by 
number, according to the ordinance upon them 
continually, before Jehovah. 

32 And they have kept the charge of the 
tent of meeting, and the charge of the sanc¬ 
tuary, and the charge of the sons of Aaron, 
their brethren, for the service of the house of 
Jehovah. 

XXIV. X AND to the sons of Aaron are 
their courses: sous of Aaron are Nadab, and 
Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar, 2 and Nadab 


dieth, and Abihu, in the presence of their fa¬ 
ther, and they had no sons, and Eleazar and 
Ithamar act as priests. 

3 And David distributeth them, and ‘Zadok 
of the sons of Eleazar, .and Ahimelech of the 
sons of Ithamar, according to their office in 
their service; 4 and there are found of the 
sons of Eleazar more for heads of the mighty 
men than of the sons of Ithamar: and they 
distribute them: Of the sons of Eleazar, 
head9 for a house of fathers, sixteen; and of 
the 1 sons of Ithamar, for a house of their 
fathers, eight. 

5 And they distribute them, by lots, one 
with another, for princes of the sanctuary, 
and princes of God, have been of the sons of 
Eleazar, and of the sons of Ithamar. 

0 And Shemaiah son of Nethaneel the'seribe, 
of the Levites, writeth them before the king 
and. the princes, and. Zadok the priest, and 
Ahimelecn son of Abiathar, and beads of the 
fathers, for priests and for Levites: one house 
of a father being taken possession of for 
Eleazar, and one being taken possessiou of 
for Ithamar. 

7 And the first lot goeth out for Jehoiarib, 
for Jedaiah the second, 8 for Harim the third, 
for Seorim the fourth, 9 for Malchijab the 
fifth, for Mijamin the sixth, 10 for Hakkoz 
the seventh, for Abijah the eighth, 11 for 
Jeshuah the ninth, for Shecaniah the tenth, 
12 for Eliasliib the eleventh, for Jakim the 
twelfth, 13 for Huppah the thirteenth, for 
Jeshebeab the fourteenth, 14 for Bilgali the 
fifteenth, for Immer the sixteenth, 15 for Hezir 
the seventeenth, for Aphses the eighteenth, 
1G for Pethahiah the nineteenth, for Jehezekel 
the twentieth, 17 for Jachin the one and 
twentieth, for Gamul the two and twentieth, 
18 for. Delaiah the three and twentieth, for 
Maaziah the four and twentieth. 

19 These are their appointments for their 
service, to come in to the house of Jehovah, 
according to their ordinance by the hand of 
Aaron their father, as Jehovah God of Israel, 
commanded them. 

20 And for the sons of Levi who arc left: 
for sons of Amram, Shubael; for sons of Sliu- 
bael: Jehdeiah. 21 For Rehabiah : for sons of 
Rehabiah, the head Ishshiah. 22 For the Izha- 
rite: Shclomoth; for sons of Slieloinoth: 
Jahath. 23 And sons of Jeriah: Amariah the 
second, Jahaziel the third, Jekameam the 
fourth. 

24 Sons of Uzziel: Michah; for sons of 
Micliah: Shamir. 25 A brother of Michah is 
Ishshiah; for sons of Ishshiah: Zechariah; 
29 sons of Merari: Mahli and Mushi; sons of 
Jaaziah: Beuo; 27 sons of Merari: of Jaaziah: 
Beno, and Shobam, and Zaceur, and Ibri. 
^For Mahli: Eleazar, who had no sons; 29 for 
Kish: sons of Kish: Jerahmeel. 

30 And sons of Mushi are Mahli, and Edet, 
and Jerimoth; these are sons of the Levites, 
for the house of their fathers, 31 and they 
cast, they also, lots over-against their breth¬ 
ren the sous of Aaron, before David the king, 
and Zadok, and Ahimelech, and heads of 
the fathers, for priests and for Levites; 
the chief father over-against his younger 
brother 
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XXV. 1 AND David and the heads of the 
host separate for service, of the sons of Asaph, 
and Heinau, aud Jeduthun, who are prophesy¬ 
ing with liarpa, with psalteries, ana with 
cymbals, and the number of the workmen is 
according to their service. 

a 0f sons of Asaph: Zaccur, and Joseph, 
and Nethaniah, nnd Asharelah, sous of Asaph, 
are by the side of Asaph, who is prophesying 
by the side of the king. 

8 Of Jeduthun: eons of Jeduthun, Gcda- 
liah, and Zeri, and Jeshaiali, Hashabiah, and 
Mattithiah, Skisskah, are by the side of their 
father Jeduthun; with a harp he is prophesy¬ 
ing, for giving of thanks and of praise to 
Jehovah. 

* Of Heman: sons of Heman: Bukkiah, 
Mattaniah, Uzziel, Shebuel, and Jerimoth. 
Hauauiah, Hanaui. Eliatliah, Giddalti, ana 
Romamti-Ezer, Joshbekashali, Mallothi, Ho* 
thir, Mahazioth ; “all these are sons of Heman 
—seer of the king in the things of God—to 
lift up a horn; and God giveth to Heman 
fourteen sons aud three daughters. 

6 All these arc by the side of their father 
in the song of the house of Jehovah, with 
cymbals, psalteries, and harps, for the service 
of the house of God; by the side of the king 
arc Asaph, aud Jeduthun, aud Heman. 
7 Aud thetr number, with their brethren— 
taught in the song of Jehovah, all who are 
intelligent—is two hundred, eighty aud eight. 

8 And they cause to fall lots—charge over- 
against charge , as well the small as the great, 
the intelligent with the learner. "And the 
first lot goetli out for Asaph to Joseph; to 
Gedahah the secoud; he, and his brethren 
and his sous, twelve; 10 the third to Zaccur, 
his sons and his brethren, twelve; 11 the 
fourth to Izri, his sous aud his brethren, 
twelve ; '-the fifth to Nethaniah, his sons ana 
his brethren, twelve: 13 the sixth to Bukkiah, 
his sons and his mebkreu; twelve; 14 the 
seventh to Jesharelali, his soub and his breth¬ 
ren, twelve ; 15 the eighth to Jeshaiah, his 
sons and his brethren, twelve; ia the ninth to 
Mattaniah, his sons and his brethren, twelve;

1 FOR the courses of the gate-keep¬ 
ers: of the Korhitcs is Meshelemiah son of 
Kore, of the sous of Asaph-*- 2 and to Meshe¬ 
lemiah are sons, Zechariah the first-born, Jedi- 
ael the second, Zebadiah the third, Jathniel 
the fourth, 3 Elam the fifth, Jeholianan the 
sixth, Elioenai the seventh. 

4 Aud to Obed-Edom are sons, Shcmaiah the 
first-born, Jehozabad the second, Joah the 
third, and Sacar the fourth, and Nethaneel 
the fifth, “Ammicl the sixth, Issacbar the 
seveuth, Peulletkai the eighth, for God hath 
blessed him, 

G And to Shemaiah his bou have sous been 
born, who are ruling throughout the house of 
their father, for they are mighty of valour. 
7 Sons of Shemaiah are Othni, and Rephael, 
and Obed. Elzabad * his brethren are sons of 
valour Elihu and Semackiah, 9 all these are 
of the sons of Obed-Edom; they, and their 
sons, and their brethren, men of valour with 
might for service, are sixty and two of Obed- 
Edom. 

e And to Meshelemiah are isons and brethren, 
sons of valour, eighteen ; 10 aod to Hosah, of 
the soub of Merari, are sous: Shimri the head 
(though he was not first-born, yet his father 
setteth him for head), 11 Hilkiah the second, 
Tebaliah the third, Zechariah the fourth ; all 
the eons and brethren of Hosah are thirteen. 

12 According to these are the courses of the 
gate-keepers; to the heads of the mighty odcs 
are charges over-againsb their brethren, to 
minister in the house of Jehovah, 1:1 and they 
cause to fall lots, as well the small os the 
great, according to the house of their fathers, 
for gate and gate. 

14 And the lot falleth eastward to Shelc- 
miah ; and for Zechariah his sou—a counsellor 
with understanding—they cause to fall lots, 
and his lot goetli out northward : 15 to Obed- 
Edom southward, and to his sous, the house 
of the gatherings ; 1(i to Skuppim and to Hosah 
to the west, with the gate Shallechetk, in the 
highway, the ascent, charge over - against 
charge ; 17 to the east the Levites are six ; to 
the north daily four, to the south daily four, 
and to the gatlicriugs two by two, 18 at Par- 
bar, to the west, are four at the highway, two 
at Parbar. 10 These are the courses of the 
gatekeepers, of the sons of the Korhite, anrl 
of the sous of Merari. 

20 And of the Levites, Aliijah is over tlic 
treasures of the kouBe of God, even for the 
treasures of the holy things. 21 Sons of Lna- 
dan : sons of the Gershonite, of Laadan, heads 
of the fathers of Laadan the Gershonite : Je- 
liielL *-Sons of Jeliieli: Zctbam, and Joel 
his brother, over the treasures of the house 
of Jehovah, 23 for the Amramite, for the Iz- 
harite, for the Hebrouite, for the tJzzielitc. 

54 And Shebuel son of Gershoin, son of Mo¬ 
ses, is president over the treasures. 25 And 
kiB brethren, of Eliezcr, arc Rchabiah bis 
son, and Jeshaiah his son, and Joram his son, 
and Zichri his son, and Shelomith his sod. 

26 This Shelomith and his brethren arc over 
all the treasures of the holy things, that Da¬ 
vid the king, and heads of the fathers, even 
heads of thousands, and of hundreds, and 
heads of the host, sanctified * 27 from the bat- 
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ties, even from the spoil they sanctified to 
strengthen the house of Jehovah; 28 and all 
that Samuel the seer, and Saul son of Kish, 
and Abner son of Ner, and Joab son of Zeru- 
iah sanctified, every one sanctifying anything — 
it is by the Bide of Shelomith and his brethren. 

23 Of the Izharite, Chenaniah aud his sons 
are for the outward work over Israel, for 
officers and forjudges. 30 Of the Hebronite, 
Hashabiah and his brethren, sons of valour, 
a thousand and seven hundred, are over the 
inspection of Israel, beyond the Jordan west¬ 
ward, for all the work of Jehovah, and for 
the service of the king. 

31 Of the Hebronite, Jerijah is the head, of 
the Hebronite, according to his generations, 
for the'fathers—in the fortieth year of the 
reign of David they have been sought out, 
ana there are found among them mighty 
ones of valour, in Jazer of Gilead— 32 and his 
brethren, sons of valour, two thousand aud 
seven hundred, are heads of the fathers, and 
king David appointeth them over the Reu- 
bemte, and the Gadite, and the half of the 
tiibe of Manasseh, for every matter of God 
and matter of the king. 

3QCVII. J AND the sons of Israel, after 
their number, heads of the fathers, and princes 
of the thousands and of the hundreds, and 
their officers, those serving the king in any 
matter of the courses, that are coming in and 
going out month by month, throughout all 
months of the year—are in each course twenty 
and four thousand. 

5 Over the first course, for the first month, 
to Jashobeamson of Zabdicl, and on his course 
are twenty and four thousand; 3 of the sons 
of Perez is the head of all princes of the hosts 
for the first month. 

4 And over the course of the second month 
is Dodai the Akohite, and his course, and 
Mikloth is the president, and on his course 
are twenty and four thousand. 

6 Head of the third host, for the third month, 
is Benaiah son of Jehoiada, the head priest, 
and on his course are twenty and four thou¬ 
sand. 6 This Benaiah is a mighty one of the 
thirty, and over the thirty, and in his course 
it Ammizabad his son. 

7 The fourth, for the fourth month, is Asa- 
hel brother of Joab, and Zebadiah bis son 
after him, and on his course are twenty and 
four thousand. 

fl The fifth, for the fifth month, to the prince 
Shamhuth the Izrahite, and on his course are 
twenty and four thousand. 

8 The sixth, for the sixth month, is Ira son 
of Ikkesh the Tekoite, aud on his course are 
twenty and four thousand. 

10 The seventh, for the seventh month, is 
Helez the Pelonite, of the sons of Ephraim, 
and on his course are twenty and four 
thousand. 

11 The eighth, for the eighth month, is Sib- 
becai the Hushathite, of the Zarhite, and on 
hie course are twenty and four thousand. 

12 The ninth, for the ninth month, is Abiezer 
the Antothite, of the Benjamite, and on his 
course arc twenty and four thousand. 

u The tenth, for the tenth month, is Ma- 


harai the Netophathite, of the Zarhite, and 
on his course are twenty and four thousand. 

14 Eleventh, for the eleventh month, is 
Benaiah the Pirathouite, of the sons of Eph¬ 
raim, and on his course are twenty and four 
thousand. 

15 The twelfth, for the twelfth month, is 
Heldai the Netophathite, of Otlmiel, and on 
his course are twenty and four thousand. 

10 And over the tribes of Israel: Of the 
Reubenite, a leader is Eliezer son of Zichri; 
of the Simeonite, Shephatiah eon of Maachah; 
17 of the Levite, Hashabiah son of Kemuel; of 
the Aaronite, Zadok; 18 of Judah, Elihu, of 
the brethren of David; of Issacbar, Omri 
son of Michael; 19 of Zebulun, Ishmaiah sou 
of Obadiah; of Naplitali, Jerimoth son of 
Azriel; 20 of the sons of Ephraim, Hoslica son 
of Azaziah; of the half of the tribe of Mail- 
asseh, Joel son of Pedaiah ; 21 of the half of 
Manasseh in Gilead, lddo son of Zechariah ; 
of Beniamin, Jaasiel son of Abner; of Dan, 
Azareel son of Jeroham: 22 these are heads 
the tribes of Israel. 

23 And David hath not taken up their num¬ 
ber from a son of twenty years and under, for 
Jehovah said to multiply Israel as the stars 
of the heavens. 24 Joab son of Zeruiah hath 
begun to number—and hath not finished—and 
there is for this wrath against Israel, and the 
number hath not gone up in the account of 
the Chronicles of king David. 

25 And over the treasures of the king is 
Azmaveth son of Adiel; and over the trea¬ 
sures in the field, in the cities, and in the vil¬ 
lages, and in the towers, is Jelionathan son of 
Uzziah ; 20 and over workmen of the field for 
the Berviceof the gTound to Ezri soii of Chelub; 

27 and over the vineyards is Shimeithe Rama- 
thite; and over what is in the vineyards for 
the treasures of wine is Zabdi the Shiphmite ; 

28 and over the olives, and the sycamores, that 
are in the low country, to Baal-Hauan the Ge- 
derite ; and over the treasures of oil to Joash ; 

29 and over the herds that are feeding in Sha¬ 
ron is Shitrai the Sharonite ; and over the 
herds in the valleys is Shaphat sou of Adlai; 

30 and over the camels is Obil the Ishmeclite ; 
and over the asses is Jehdeiah the Mcrouothite * 

31 and over the Hock is Jaziz the Hagerite ; all 
these are heads of the substance that king 
David hath. 

32 And Jonathan, uncle of David, to counsel¬ 
lor, a man of understanding, he is also ascribe; 
and Jehiel son of Hachmoni is with the Bons 
of the king; 33 and Ahithophel to counsellor to 
the king; and Hushai toe Archite to the 
friend of the king; 34 and after Ahithophel to 
Jehoiada eon of Benaiah, audAbiathar; and 
the head of the host of the king to Joab. 

XXVIII. X AND David assembleth all the 
heads of Israel, heads of the tribes, and heads 
of the courses who are serving the king, and 
heads of the thousands, aud heads of the 
hundreds, and heads of all the substance aud 
possessions of the king, and of his sons, with 
the officers and the mighty ones, even to every 
mighty one of valour—unto Jerusalem. 

2 And David the king riseth ou his feet, 
and saith. ‘Hear me, my brethren and my 
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charge to Solomon 


people, I—with my heart—to build a house 
of rest for the ark of the covenant of Jehovah, 
and for the footstool of our God, and I pre¬ 
pared to build, 3 and God hath said to me. 
Thou dost not build a house to My name, for 
a man of wars thou art , and blood thou hast 
shed. 

4 ‘And Jehovah, God of Israel, doth fix on me 
out of all the house of my father to be for 
king over Israel to the age, for on Judah He 
hath fixed for a leader, and in the house of 
Judah, the house of my father, and among the 
sons of my father, on me, me He hath been 
pleased to makeking over all Israel; 5 and out 
of all my sons—for many sons hath Jehovah 
given to me—He also fixeth on Solomon my 
son, to sit on the throne of the kingdom of 
Jehovah over Israel, 6 and saith to me, Solo¬ 
mon thy son, he doth build My house, and 
My courts, for I have fixed on him to Me for 
a eon, and I—I am to him for a father, 7 and 
I have established his kingdom to the a^e, if 
he is strong to do Mj commands, and My 
judgments, as at this day. 

8 ‘ And now, before the eyes of all Israel, the 
assembly of Jehovah, and in the ears of our 
God, keep and seek all the commands of Je¬ 
hovah your God, so that ye possess this good 
land, and have caused your sons to inherit 
after you unto the age. 

01 And thou, Solomon, myson, know the 
God of thy father, and serve Him with a per¬ 
fect heart, and with a willing mind, for all 
hearts is Jehovah seeking, and every imagina¬ 
tion of the thoughts He is understanding ; if 
thou dost Beek Him, He is found of thee, and 
if thou dost forsake Him, He casteth thee off 
for ever. 10 See, now, for Jehovah hath fixed 
on thee to build a house for a sanctuary] be 
strong, and do.’ 

11 And David giveth to Solomon his son the 
pattern of the porch, and of its houses, and of 
its treasuries, and of its upper chambers, and 
of its innermost chambers, and of the house of 
the atonement; 12 and the pattern of all that 
hath been by the Spirit with him, for the 
courts of the house of Jehovah, and for all the 
chambers round about, for the treasures of the 
house of God, and for the treasures of the 
thiDgB sanctified- 13 and for the courses of the 
priests and of the Levites, and for all the 
work of the service of the house of Jehovah, 
and for all vessels of service of the house of 
Jehovah, 14 even gold by weight, for things of 
gold, for all' instruments of service and ser¬ 
vice ; for all instruments of silver by weight, 
for all instruments of service and service; 
18 and by weight for the candlesticks of gold, 
and their lamps of gold, by weight for candle¬ 
stick and candlestick, and its lamps ; and for 
the cantUesticks of silver, by weight for a 
candlestick and its lamps, according to the 
service of candlestick and candlestick; 10 and 
the gold by weight for tables of the arrange¬ 
ment, for table and table, and silver for the 
tables of silver; 17 and the forks, and the bowls, 
and the cups of pure gold, and for the basins 
of gold, by weight for basin and basin, and for 
the basins of silver, by weight for basin and 
basin, 18 and for the altar of perfume refined 
gold by weight, and for the pattern of the 


chariot of the cherubs of gold—spreading and 
covering over the ark of the covenant of Je¬ 
hovah. 19 The whole is in wrifing from the 
hand of Jehovah, * He caused me to under¬ 
stand all the work of the pattern,’ said David. 

20 And David saith to Solomon his son, ‘ Be 
strong, and courageous, and do ; do not fear 
nor be affrighted, for Jehovah God, my God, 
is with thee; He doth not fail thee, nor for¬ 
sake thee, unto the completion of all the work 
of the Bervice of the house of Jehovah. 

21 ‘ And lo, courses of the priests and of the 
Levites are for all the service of the house of 
God; and with thee in all work is every will¬ 
ing one with wisdom, for every service ; and 
the heads and all the people are according to 
all thy words.' 

XXIX. 1 AND David the king saith to all 
the assembly, ‘Solomon myson—the one on 
whom God hath fixed— is young and tender, 
and the work is great, for not for man is the 
palace, but for Jehovah God; 2 and with all 
my power I have prepared for the house of 
my God, the gold for things of gold, and the 
silver for those of silver, and the brass for 
those of brass, the iron for those of iron, and 
the wood for those of wood, shoham stones, and 
settings, and stones of painting and of diverse 
colours, and all kinds of precious stone, and 
stones of white marble, in abundance. 

3 ‘And again, because of mv delighting in 
the house of my God, the substance I have 
—a peculiar treasure of gold and silver—I 
have given for the house of my God, even 
over and above all I have prepared for the 
house of the sanctuary: 4 three thousand 
talents of gold, of the gold of Ophir, and 
seven thousand talents of refined silver, to 
overlay the walls of the houses, “even gold 
for things of gold, and Bilver for those of sil¬ 
ver, and for all the work by the hand of 
artificers; and who is he that is offering 
willingly to consecrate bis hand to-day to 
Jehovah?' 

6 And the heads of the fathers, and the 
heads of the tribes of Israel, and the heads 
of the thousands, and of the hundreds, even 
to the heads of the work of the king, offer 
willingly. 

7 And they give for the service of the house 
of God, of gold—talents five thousand, and 
drams a myriad: and of silver—talents ten 
thousand, and of brass—a myriad and eight 
thousand talents; and of iron — a hundred 
thousand talents; 9 and he with whom stones 
are found hath given to the treasury of the 
house of Jehovah, by the hand of Jehiel the 
Gershonite. 

9 And the people rejoice because of their 
offering willingly, for with a perfect heart 
they have offered willingly to Jehovah ; and 
also David the king hath rejoiced—great joy. 

10 And David blesseth Jehovah before the 
eyes of all the assembly, and David saith, 
‘Blessed art Thou, Jehovah, God of Israel 
our father, from age even unto age. 11 To 
Thee, 0 Jehovah, is the greatness, and the 
might, and the beauty, and the victory, and 
the honour, because of all in the heavens and 
in the earth; to Thee, 0 Jehovah, is the 
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kingdom, and he who is lifting up himself 
over all for head: 12 and the riches, ana the hon¬ 
our are from before Thee, and Thou art rul¬ 
ing over all, and in Thy hand is power and 
might, and in Thy hand, to make great, and 
to give strength to all. 

18 ‘And now, cur God, we are giving thanks 
to Thee, and giving praise to Thy beauteous 
name; 14 yea, because, who am I, and who 
are my people, that we retain power to offer 
thus willingly ? but of Thee is the whole^ and 
out of Thy hand we have given to Thee ; 
16 for sojourners we are before Thee, and 
settlers, like all our fathers ; as a shadow 
are our days on the land, and there is none 
abiding, 

101 0 Jehovah our God, all this store that 
we have prepared to build to Thee a house, 
for Thy holy name, is out of Thy hand, and 
of Thee is the whole. 

17 4 And I have known, my God, that Thou 
art trying the heart, and uprightness dost de¬ 
sire ; I, in the uprightness of my heart, have 
wilhngly offered all these: and now, Thv peo¬ 
ple who are found here 1 have seen with joy 
to offer willingly to Thee. 

18 ‘0 Jehovah, God of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Israel, our fathers, keep this to the age for 
the imagination of the thoughts of the heart 
of Thy people, and prepare their heart unto 
Thee ; 13 and to Solomon my songive a perfect 
heart, to keep Thy commands, Thy testimon¬ 
ies, and Thy statutes, and to do the whole, 
even to build the palace for which I have 
prepared.’ 

20 And David saith to all the assembly. 
‘Bless, I pray you, Jehovah your God:' and 
<*11 the assembly bless Jehovah, God of their 
fathers, and bow and do obeisance to Jehovah, 


and to the king. 21 And they sacrifice to Je¬ 
hovah sacrifices, and cause to ascend burnt- 
offerings to Jehovah on the morrow of that 
day, bullocks a thousand, rams a thousand, 
lambs a thousand, and their oblations, even 
sacrifices in abundance, for all Israel. 22 And 
they eat and drink before Jehovah on that 
day with great joy, and cause Solomon son of 
David to reign a second time, and anoint him 
before Jehovah for leader, and Zadok for 
priest. 

23 And Solomon sitteth on the throne of 
Jehovah for king instead of David his father, 
and prospereth. and all Israel hearken unto 
him, 24 and all the heads, and the mighty 
men, and also all the sons of king David have 
given a hand under Solomon the king; 28 and 
Jehovah maketh Solomon exceedingly great 
before the eyes of all Israel, and putteth 
upon him the honour of the kingdom that 
hath not been on any king over Israel before 
him. 

28 And David son of Joase hath reigned 
overall Israel, 27 and the days that he hath 
reigned over Israel are forty years; in Heb¬ 
ron he reigned seven years, ana in Jerusalem 
he reigned thirty and three; 28 and he dieth 
in a good old age, satisfied with days, riches, 
and honour, and reign doth Solomon hia son 
in his stead. 

23 And the matters of David the king, the 
first and the last, lo, they are written beside 
the matters of Samuel the seer, and beside 
the matters of Nathan the prophet, and be¬ 
side the matters of Gad the seer, 80 with all 
his reign, and his might, and the times that 
went over him, and over Israel, and over all 
kingdoms of the lauds. 


SECOND BOOK OF CHRONICLES 


CHAP I. 1 AND strengthen himself doth 
Solomon son of David over his kingdom, and 
Jehovah his God is with him, and maketh 
him exceedingly great. 

2 And Solomon saith to all Israel, to heads 
of the thousands, and of the hundreds, and 
to judges, and to every honourable one of all 
Israel, heads of the fathers, a and they go— 
Solomon, and all the assembly with him—to 
£he high place that is in Gibeon, for there 
hath been God’s tent of meeting, that Moses, 
servant of Jehovah, made in the wilderness, 
but the ark of God had David brought up 
from Kirjath-Jearim, when David prepared 
for it, for he stretched out for it a tent in 
Jerusalem; “and the altar of brass that Be- 
zaleel son of Uri, son of Hur made, he put 
before the tabernacle of Jehovah; and Solo¬ 
mon and the assembly seek to it. 

8 And Solomon goeth up thither, on the 
altar of brass, before Jehovah, that is at the 
tent of meeting, and causeth to ascend upon 
it a thousand burnt-offerings. 

7 In that night hath God appeared to Solo¬ 
mon, and saith to him, 4 Ask—what do 1 give 


to thee?’ 8 And Solomon Baith to God, ‘Thou 
hast done with David my father great kind¬ 
ness, and hast caused me to reign in hia stead. 
# Now, O Jehovah GocL is Thy word with 
David my father stedfast, for Thou hast 
caused me to reign over a people numerous 
as the dust of the earth; 10 now, wisdom and 
knowledge give to me, and I go out before 
this people, and I come in, for who doth judge 
thiB Thy great people?’ 

11 And God saith to Solomon, ‘Because that 
this-hath been with thy heart, and thou hast 
not asked riches, wealth, and honour, and 
the life of those hating thee, and also many 
days hast not asked, and dost ask for thyself 
wisdom and knowledge, so that thou dost 
judge My people over which I have caused 
thee to reign— 13 the wisdom and the know¬ 
ledge is given to thef>, and riches and wealth 
and honour I give to thee, that there hath 
not been so to tne kings who are before thee, 
and after thee it is not so.’ 

13 And Solomon cometh in from the high 
place that is in Gibeon to Jerusalem, from 
before the tent of meeting, and reigneth over 
2S9

Israel, 14 and Solomon gathereth chariots and 
horsemen, and he hath a thousand and four 
hundred chariots, and twelve thousand horse¬ 
men, and he placeth them in the cities of the 
chariots, and with the king in Jerusalem. 

10 And the king maketh the silver and the 

old in Jerusalem as stones, and the cedars 

e made as sycamores that are in the low 
country, for abundance. 18 And the source of 
the horses that are to Solomon is from Egypt 
and from Keva; merchants of the king from 
Keva take at a price, 17 and they come up, 
and bring out from Egypt a chariot for six 
hundred silverlings, and a horse for fifty and 
a hundred, and so for all the kings of the 
Hittites, and the kings of Aram—by their 
hand they bring out. 

II. 1 AND Solomon saith to build a house 
for the name of Jehovah, and a house for his 
kingdom, 3 and Solomon numbereth seventy 
thousand men bearing burden, and eighty thou¬ 
sand men hewing in the mountain, ana over¬ 
seers over them — three thousand and six 
hundred. 

3 And Solomon sendeth unto Huram king 
of Tyre, saving, 1 When thou hast dealt with 
David my father, then thou dost send to him 
cedars to build for him a house to dwell in: 
4 lo, I am building a house to the name of 
Jehovah my God, to sanctify it to Him, to 
make perfume before Him, perfume of spices, 
and a continual arrangement, and burnt- 
offerings at morning and at evening, at sab¬ 
baths, and at new moons, and at appointed 
seasons of Jehovah our God; to the age this 
id on Israel. 

5 4 And the house that I am building is great, 
for greater is our God than all goas: 8 and 
who doth retain strength to build to Him a 
house, for the heavens, even the heavens of 
the heavens, do not contain Him? and who 
am I that I do build to Him a house, except 
to make perfume before Him? 

7 ‘ And now, send to me a wise man to work 
in gold, and in silver, and in brass, and in 
iron, and in purple, and crimson, and blue, 
and knowing to grave gravings with the wise 
men who are with me in Judah and in Jeru¬ 
salem, whom David my father prepared; 

8 and send to me cedar-trees, firs, and algums 
from Lebanon, for I have known that thy 
servants know to cut down trees of Lebanon, 
and lo, my servants are with thy servants, 

* even to prepare for me trees in abundance, 
for the house that I am building is great and 
wonderful. 

10 ‘ And lo, to hewers, to those cutting the 
trees, I have given beaten wheat to thy ser¬ 
vants, core twenty thousand, and barley, core 
twenty thousand, and wine, baths twenty 
thousand, and oil, baths twenty thousand ,* 

11 And Huram king of Tyre saith in writing, 
and sendeth unto Solomon: 4 In the love of 
Jehovah to His people He hath given thee 
king ov er them.* *• And Huram Baith, 4 Bless¬ 
ed is Jehovah, God of Israel, who made the 
heavens and the earth, who hath given to 
David the king a wise son, knowing wisdom 
and understanding, who doth build a house 
for Jehovah, and a house for bis kingdom. 


u 1 And now, I have sent a wise man having 
understanding, of Huram my father, 14 (son 
of a woman of the daughters of Dan, and his 
father a man of Tyre), knowing to work in 
gold, aod in silver, m brass, in iron, in stones, 
and in wood, in purple, in blue, and in fine 
linen, and in crimson, and to grave any grav¬ 
ing, and to devise any device that is given to 
him, with thy wise men, and the wise men of 
my lord David thy father. 

“ ‘ And, now, the wheat, and the barley, 
the oil, and the wine, as my lord said, let 
him send to his servants, 18 and we—we cut 
trees out of Lebanon, according to all thy 
need, and bring them in to thee—floats by 
sea, to Joppa, and thou dost take them up to 
Jerusalem/ 

* 7 And Solomon numbereth all the men, the 
sojourners who are in the land of Israel, after 
the numbering with which David hiB father 
numbered them, and they are found a hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand, and three thousand, 
and six hundred; 18 and he maketh of them 
seventy thousand burden-bearers, and eighty 
thousand hewers in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred overseers, to cause 
the people to work. 

IIL a AND Solomon beginneth to build 
the bouse of Jehovah, in Jerusalem, iu the 
mount of Moriah, where He appeared to David 
his father, in the place that David had pre¬ 
pared, in the threshing-floor of Oman the 
Jebusite. 3 and he beginneth to build in the 
second day , in the second month, in the fourth 
year of his reign. 

8 And in these hath Solomon been instructed 
to build the house of God: The length in 
cubits by the former measure is sixty cubits, 
and the breadth twenty cubits. 4 As to the 
porch that is on the front, the length is by 
the front of the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height a hundred and twenty, 
and he overlayeth it within with pure gold. 

8 And the large house he hath covered with 
fir-trees, and he doth cover it with good gold, 
and causeth to ascend on it palms and chains, 

8 and he overlayeth the house with precious 
stone for beauty, and the gold is gold of 
Parvaim. 7 and he covereth the house, the 
beams, the thresholds, and its walls, and its 
doors, with gold, and Lath graved cherubs on 
the walla, 

8 And he maketh the most holy house: its 
length is by the front of the breadth of the 
house twenty cubits, and its breadth twenty 
cubits, and he covereth it with good gold, to 
six hundred talents; e and the weight of the 
nails is fifty shekels of gold, and the upper 
chambers he hath covered with gold. 

10 And he maketh in the most holy house 
two cherubs, image work, and he overlayeth 
them with gold; 11 as to the wings of the 
cherubs, their length is twenty cubits, the 
wing of the one is five cubits, touching the 
wall of the house, and the otLer wing ts five 
cubits, touchiug the wing of the other cherub. 

18 And the wing of the other cherub is five 
cubits, touching the wall of the house, and 
the other wing is five cubits, adhering to the 
wing of the other cherub, 18 The wings of 
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these cherubs are spreading forth twenty cu¬ 
bits, and they are standing on their feet and 
their faces are inward, 

14 And he maketh the vail of blue, and pur¬ 
ple, and crimson, and fine linen, and causeth 
cherubs to go up on it. 

15 And he maketh at the front oi tne house 
two pillars, thirty and five cubits in length, 
and the ornament that is on their heads five 
cubits. 16 And he maketh chains in the 
oracle, and putteth on the heads of the pil¬ 
lars, and maketh a hundred pomegranates, 
and putteth on the chains. 17 And he raiseth 
up the pillars on the front of the temple, one 
on the right, and one on the left, and calleth 
the name of that on the right Jachin, and the 
name of that on the left Boaz. 

IV. 1 ANT) he maketh an altar of brass, 
twenty cubits its length, and twenty cubits 
its breadth, and ten cubits its height. 

2 And he maketh the molten sea; ten by 
the cubit, from its edge unto its edge, round 
in compass, and five by the cubit its height, 
and a line of thirty by the cubit doth com¬ 
pass it, round about. 3 And the likeness of 
oxen is under it, all round about encompas¬ 
sing it, ten in the cubit, compassing the sea 
round about; two rows of oxen are cast in 
its being cast. 

4 It is standing on twelve oxen, three facing 
the north, and three facing the west, and 
three facing the south, and three facing the 
east, and the sea is upon them above, and all 
their hinder parts are within. 6 And its 
thickness is a handbreadth, and its lip as 
the work of the lip of a cup flowered with 
lilies ; taking hold—baths three thousand it 
containeth. 

6 And he maketh ten lavers, and putteth 
five on the right, and five on the left, to -wash 
with them; the work of the burnt-offering they 
purge with them ; and the sea is for priests to 
wasn with. 

7 And he maketh the ten candlesticks of 
gold, according to their ordinance, and placeth 
in the temple, five on the right, and five on 
the left. 

8 And he maketh teD tables, and placeth 
in the temple, five on the right, and live on 
the left; and he maketh bowls of gold a 
hundred. 

9 And he maketh the court of the priests, 
and the great court, and doors for the court, 
and their doors he hath overlaid with brass. 
10 And the sea he hath placed on the right 
shoulder eastward, over-against the south. 

u And Huram maketh the pots, and the 
shovels, and the bowls, and Huram finisheth 
to make the work that he made for king So¬ 
lomon in the house of God; 12 two pillars, 
and the bowls, and the crowns on the heads 
of the two pillars, and the two WTeaths to 
cover the two bowls of the crowns that are 
on the heads of the pillars; u and the pome¬ 
granates four hundred to the two wreaths, 
two rows of pomegranates to the one wreath, 
to cover the two bowls of the crowns that are 
on the front of the pillars. 

14 And the baseB he hath made; and the 
lavers he hath made on the bases ; 18 the one 


sea, and the twelve oxen under it, 16 and the 
pots, and the shovels, and the forks, and all 
their vessels, hath Huram his father made 
for king Solomon, for the house of Jehovah, 
of brass purified. 17 In the circuit of the Jor¬ 
dan’hath the king cast them, in the thick 
soil of the ground, between Succoth and Ze- 
redathah. 

18 And Solomon maketh all these vessels in 
great abundance, that the weight of the brass 
hath not been searched out. 19 And Solomon 
maketh all the vessels that are for the house 
of God, and the altar of gold, and the tables, 
and on them is bread of the presence; 20 and 
the candlesticks, and their lamps, for their 
burning according to the ordinance, before the 
oracle, of gold refined ; 21 and the flowers, and 
the lamps, and the tongs of gold—it is the 
perfection of gold; 22 and the Bnuffers, and 
the bowls, and the spoons, and the censers, of 
gold refined, and the opening of the house, its 
innermost doors to the holy of holies, and 
the doors of the house to the temple, of gold. 

V. 1 AND all the work that Solomon made 
for the house of Jehovah is finished, and Solo¬ 
mon bringeth in the sanctified things of David 
his father, and the silver, and the gold, and 
all the vessels he hath put among the trea¬ 
sures of the house of Goa. 

2 Then doth Solomon assemble the elders of 
Israel, and all the heads of the tribes, princes 
of the fathers of the sons of Israel, unto Jeru¬ 
salem, to bring up the ark of the covenant of 
Jehovah from the city of David—it w Zion. 

3 And assembled unto the king are all the 
men of Israel in the feast—it is the seventh 
month ; 4 and all the elders of Israel come in, 
and the Levites lift up the ark, 0 and they 
bring up the ark, and the tent of meeting, and 
all the vessels of the sanctuary that are in tke 
tent; brought them up have the priests, the 
Levites; 0 and king Solomon and all the com¬ 
pany of Israel who are convened unto him be¬ 
fore the ark are sacrificing aheep and oxen, 
that are not counted nor numbered from mul¬ 
titude. 

7 And the priests bring in the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah unto its place, unto the 
oracle of the house, unto the holy of holies, 
unto the place of the wings of the cherubs; 8 and 
the cherubs are spreading out wings over the 
place of the ark, and the cherubs cover over 
the ark, and over its staves, from above; 9 and 
they lengthen the staves, and the heads of 
the staves are seen out of the ark on the front 
of the oracle, and they are not Been without; 
and it is there unto this day. 

10 There is nothing in the ark but the two 
tables that Moses gave in Horeb, where Jeho¬ 
vah covenanted with the sons of Israel, in 
their going out from Egypt. 

11 And it comefch to pass, in the going out of 
the priests from the sanctuary—for all the 
priests who are present have sanctified them¬ 
selves, there is none to watch by courses, 
12 and the Levites, the singers, to all of them, 
to Asaph, to Heman ? to Jeduthun, aud to 
their sons, and to their brethren, clothed in 
white linen, with cymbals, and with psalteries, 
and harps, are standing on the east of the al 
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tar, and with them priests, to a hundred and 
twenty, blowing with trumpets— 13 yea, it 
cometh to pass, as one art trumpeters and 
singers, to sound—one voice—to praise and to 
give thanks to Jehovah, and at the lifting up 
of the sound with trumpets, and with cymbals, 
and with instruments of song, and at giving 
praise to Jehovah, for good, for to the age is 
His kindness, that the nouse is filled with a 
cloud — the house of Jehovah, 14 and the 
priests have not been able to stand to minis¬ 
ter from the presence of the cloud, for the 
honour of Jehovah hath filled the house of 
God. 

VI. 1 THEN said Solomon, ‘Jehovah Baid 
—to dwell in thick darkness, 2 and I—I have 
built a house of habitation for Thee, and a 
fixed place for Thy dwelling to the ages.’ 

9 And the king turneth round his face, and 
hlesseth the whole assembly of Israel, and 
the whole assembly of Israel is standing, 4 and 
he saith, ' Blessed is Jehovah, God of Israel, 
who hath spoken with His mouth with Davia 
my father, and with His hands hath fulfilled 
it, saying: 

0 ‘ From the day that f brought out My peo¬ 
ple from the land of Egypt, I have not fixed 
on a city out of any of the tribes of Israel to 
build a house for My name being there, and I 
have not fixed on a man to be leader over My 
people Israel; 0 and I fix on Jerusalem for My 
name being there, and I fix on David to be 
over My people Israel. 

7 'And it is with the heart of David my fa¬ 
ther to build a house for the name of Jehovah 
God of Israel, 8 and Jehovah saith unto David 
my father, Because that it hath been with thy 
heart to build a house for My name, thou hast 
done well that it hath been with thy heart, 
9 but thou dost not build the house, for thy 
son who cometh forth out from thy loins, he 
doth build the house for My name. 

10 * And Jehovah doth establish His word 
that He spake, and I rise up in the stead of 
David my father, and sit on the throne of 
Israel, as Jehovah spake, and I build the 
house for the name of Jehovah, God of Is¬ 
rael, u and I place there the ark, where is the 
covenant of Jehovah that He made with the 
Bons of Israel.' 

13 And he standeth before the altar of Je¬ 
hovah, over-against all the assembly of Israel, 
and spreadeth out his hand,— 13 for Solomon 
hath made a scaffold of brass, and putteth it 
in the midst of the court, five cubits its length, 
and five cubits its breadth, and three cubits 
its height, and he standeth upon it, and kneel- 
eth onhis knees over-against all the assembly 
of Israel, and spreadeth forth his hands to¬ 
wards the heavens— 14 and saith, * 0 Jehovah 
God of Israel, there is not like Thee a god in 
the heavens and in the earth, keeping the 
covenant and the kindness for Thy servants 
who are walking before Thee with all their 
heart; 16 who hast kept for Thy servant David 
my father that whicn Thou didst speak to 
him; yea, Thou dost speak with Thy mouth, 
and with Thy hand hast fulfilled it, as at this 
day. 

' lfl ‘And now, O Jehovah, God of Israel, 
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keep for Thy servant David my father that 
which Thou didst speak to hjm, saying, There 
is not cut off to thee a man from before Me, 
sitting on the throne of Israel, only, if thy 
sons watch their way to walk in My law, as 
tliou hast walked before Me. 

17 1 And now, 0 Jehovah, God of Israel, ifl 
Thy word stedfast that Thou hast spoken 
to Thv servant, to David, 10 (for is it true?— 
God dwelleth with man on the earth! Lo, 
the heavens, and the heavens of the heavens, 
do not contain Thee, how much less this house 
that I have built?) 

ls ‘And Thou hast turned unto the prayer 
of Thy servant, and unto his supplication, 0 
Jehovah my God, to hearken unto the cry 
and unto the prayer that Thy servant is pray¬ 
ing before Thee, J0 for Thine eyes being open 
towards this house by day and by night, to¬ 
wards the place that Thou hast said to 
put Thy name there, to hearken unto the 
prayer that Thy servant prayeth towards 
this place. 

21 * And Thou hast hearkened unto the sup¬ 
plications of Thy servant, and of Thy people 
Israel, that they pray towards this place, and 
Thou dost hear from the place of Thy dwell¬ 
ing. from the heavens, and hast hearkened, 
ana forgiven. 

22 1 H a man doth sin against his neighbour, 
and he hath lifted up on nim an oath to cause 
him to Bwear, and the oath hath come in be¬ 
fore Thine altar in this house— 23 then Thou 
dost hear from the heavens, and hast done, 
and hast judged Thy servants, to give back 
to the wickea, to put his way on his head, 
and to declare righteous the righteous, to give 
to him according to his righteousness. 

24 ‘And if Thy people Israel is smitten be¬ 
fore an enemy, because they sin against Thee, 
and they have turned back and confessed Thy 
name, and prayed and made supplication be¬ 
fore Thee in this house—“then thou dost hear 
from the heavens, and hast forgiven the sin 
of Thy people Israel, and caused them to turn 
back unto the ground that Thou hast given 
to them, and to their fathers. 

20 ‘In the heavens being restrained, and 
there is no rain, because they sin against 
Thee, and they have prayed towards this 
place, and confessed Thy name—from their 
sin they turn back because Thou dost afflict 
them— 27 then Thou dost hear in the heavens, 
and hast forgiven the sin of Thy servants, 
and of Thy people Israel, because Thou di- 
rectest them unto the good way in which 
they walk, and hast given rain on Thy land 
that Thou hast given to Thy people for an 
inheritance. 

23 * Famine, when it is in the land, pesti¬ 
lence, when it is, blasting, and mildew, locust, 
and caterpillar, when they are, when its ene¬ 
mies have distressed it in the land—its gates, 
any plague and any sickness; a any prayer, 
any supplication that is for any man, and for 
all Thy people Israel, when they know each 
his own plague, and his own pain, and he bath 
spread out his hands towards this house: 
3 ” then Thou dost hear from the heavens, the 
settled place of Thy dwelling, and hast for¬ 
given, and hast triven to each according to all 
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his ways (because Thou knowest his heart, 
for Thou—Thou only—hast known the heart 
of the sons of men), 31 so that they fear Thee, 
to walk in Thy ways, all the days that they 
are living on the face of the ground that Thou 
hast given to our fathers. 

321 And also, unto the stranger who is not 
of Thy people Israel, and he hath come from 
a land afar off for the sake of Thy great name, 
and Thy strong hand, and Thy stretched-out 
arm, and they have come in and prayed to¬ 
wards this house: 33 then Thou dost hear from 
the heavens, from the settled place of Thy 
dwelling, and hast done according to all that 
the stranger calleth unto Thee for: so that 
all the peoples of the earth do know Thy 
name, so as to fear Thee, as Thy people Israel, 
and to know that Thy name is called on this 
house that I have built. 

94 ‘ When Thy people doth go out to battle 
against its enemies in the way that Thou dost 
send them, and they have prayed unto Thee 
the way of this city that Thou hast fixed 
on, and the house that I have built for Thy 
name: 80 then Thou hast heard from the 
heavens their prayer and their supplication, 
and hast maintained their cause. 

"‘When they sin against Thee—for there 
is not a man who sinueth not—and Thou hast 
been angry with them, and hast given them 
before an enemy, and taken them captive 
have their captors, unto a land far off or 
near; 37 and they have turned it back unto 
their heart in the land whither they have 
been taken captive, and have turned back, 
and made supplication unto Thee in the land 
of their captivity, saying, We have sinned, 
we have done perversely, and have done 
wickedlv; "yea, they have turned back unto 
Thee with all their heart t and with all their 
soul, In the land of their captivity, whither 
they have taken them captive, and they have 
prayed the way of their laud that Thou hast 
given to their fathers, and of the city that 
Thou hast chosen, and of the house that I 
have built for Thy name: "then Thou hast 
heard from the heavens, from the settled 
place of Thy dwelling, their prayer and their 
supplications, and hast maintained their 
cause, and forgiven Thy people who have 
sinned against Thee. 

40 ' Now, my God, let, I beseech Thee, Thine 
eyes be open ? and Thine ears attentive, to the 
rayer of this place: 41 and now, rise, O Je- 
ovah God, to Thy rest, Thou, and the ark 
of Thy strength ; Thy priests, 0 Jehovah God, 
are clothed with salvation, and Thy saints re¬ 
joice in the goodness, 42 0 Jehovah God, turn 
not back the face of Thine anointed, be mind¬ 
ful of the kind acts of David Thy servant.’ 

VIL 1 AND at Solomon’s finishing to pray, 
then the firfe hath come down from the hea¬ 
vens, and consnmeth the burnt-offering and 
the sacrifices, and the honour of Jehovah 
hath filled the house, 2 and the priests have 
not been able to go in unto the house of Je¬ 
hovah, because the honour of Jehovah hath 
filled the house of Jehovah. 

3 And all the sons of Israel are looking on 
th&deacending of the fire, and the honour of 


Jehovah on the house, and they bow—faces 
to the earth—on the pavement, and do obei¬ 
sance, and give thanks to Jehovah, for good, 
for to the age is His kindness. 

4 And the king and all the people are sacri¬ 
ficing a sacrifice before Jehovah, fr and king 
Solomon sacrificeth the sacrifice of the herd, 
twenty and two thousand, and of the flock, 
a hundred and twenty thousand, and the 
kiilj; and all the people dedicate the house of 

6 And the priests over their charges are 
standing, and the Levites with instruments 
of the song of Jehovah—that David the king 
made, to give thanks to Jehovah, for to the 
age is His kindness, in David’s praising 
by their hand—and the priests are blowing 
trumpets # over-against them, and all Israel 
are standing. 

7 And Solomon sanctifieth the middle of the 
court that is before the house of Jehovah, 
for he hath made there the burnt-offerings, 
and the fat of the peace-offerings: for the 
altar of brass that Solomon made hath not 
been able to contain the burnt-offering, and 
the present, and the fat. 

8 And Solomon maketh the feast at that 
time seven days, and all Israel with him—a 
very great assembly—from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the brook of Egypt. 9 And 
they make on the eighth day a restraint, be¬ 
cause the dedication of the altar they have 
made seven days, and the feast seveD davs. 

10 And on the twenty and third day of the 
seventh month lie hath sent the people to 
their tents, rejoicing, and glad in heart, for 
the goodness that Jehovah hath done to Da 
vid, and to Solomon, and to Israel His people. 

11 And Solomon fmisheth the house of Je¬ 
hovah, and the house of the king: and all 
that hath come on the heart of Solomon to 
do in the house of Jehovah, and in his own 
house, he hath caused to prosper. 

12 And Jehovah appeareth unto Solomon 
by night, and saith to him, ‘I have heard 
thy prayer, and have fixed on this place to 
Me for a house of sacrifice. 13 If I restrain 
the heavens and there is no rain, and if I lay 
charge on the locust to consume the land, 
and if I send pestilence among My people— 
14 and Mv people on whom My name is called 
be humbled, and pray, and seek My face, and 
turn back from their evil ways, then I—I 
hear from the heavens, and forgive their sin, 
and heal their land. 

lfl ‘ Now, Mine eyes are open, and Mine ears 
attentive, to the prayer of thiB place; 16 and 
now l have chosen and sanctified this house 
for My name being there unto the age; yea. 
Mine eyes and My neart have been there all 
the days. 

17 * And thou, if thou dost walk before Me 
as David thy father walked, even to do ac¬ 
cording to all that I have commanded thee, 
and Mv statutes and My judgments dost 
keep— 18 then I have established the throne 
of tny kingdom, as I covenanted with David 
thy father, saying, There is not cut off a man to 
thee—a ruler in Israel; 18 and if ye turn back 
—ye—and have forsaken My statutes, and 
My commands, that I have placed before you 
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and have gone and served other gods, and 
bowed yourselves to them—then I have 
lucked them from off My ground that I 
ave given to them, *° and this house that I 
have sanctified for My name, I cast from be¬ 
fore My face, and make it for a proverb, and 
for a bye word, among all the peoples. 

21 * And this house that hath been high, to 
every one passing by it, is an astonishment, 
and he hath said, Wherefore hath Jehovah 
done thus to this land, and to this house? 
-and they have said, Because that they 
have forsaken Jehovah, God of their fathers, 
who brought them out from the land of Egypt, 
and lay hold on other gods, and bow them¬ 
selves to them, and serve them, therefore He 
hath brought upon them all this evil.’ 

VIII. 1 AND it cometh to pass, at the end 
of twenty years, that Solomon hath built the 
house of Jehovah, and hi3 own house. 2 As 
to the cities that Huram hath given to Solo¬ 
mon, Solomon hath built them, and there he 
causeth the sons of Israel to dwell. 3 And So¬ 
lomon goeth to Hamath-Zobah, and layeth 
bold upon it; 4 and he buildeth Tadmor in 
the wilderness, and all the cities of store 
that he hath built in Hamath. 

5 And he buildeth Beth-Horon the upper, 
and Beth-Horon the lower—cities of defence, 
with walls, two-leaved doors, and bar— 0 ana 
Baalath, and all the cities of store that Solo¬ 
mon had, and all the cities of the chariot, 
and the cities of the horsemen, and all the 
desire of Solomon that he desired to build in 
Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and in all the 
land of his dominion. 

7 All the people who are left of the Hittite, 
and the Amonte, and the Perizzite, and the 
Hivite, and the JebuBite, who are not of 
Israel— 8 of their sons who have been left 
after them in the land, whom the sons of 
Israel consumed not—doth Solomon lift up a 
tribute unto this day. 

9 And none of the sons of Israel hath Solo¬ 
mon made servants for his work, but they 
are men of war, and heads of his captains, 
and heads of his charioteers, and of his horse¬ 
men ; 10 and these are heads of the officers 
whom king Solomon hath, two hundred and 
fifty who are rulers amongthe people. 

11 And the daughter of Pharaoh nath Solo¬ 
mon brought up from the city of David to 
the house that he built for her, for he said, 

4 My wife doth not dwell in the house of Da¬ 
vid king of Israel, for they are holy unto 
whom hath come the ark of Jehovah.’ 

13 Then hath Solomon caused to ascend 
burnt-offerings to Jehovah on the altar of 
Jehovah that he built before the porch, ia even 
by the matter of a day in its day, to cause to 
ascend according to the command of Moses, 
on sabbaths, and on new moons, and on ap¬ 
pointed seasons, three times in a year — in 
the feast of unleavened things, and in the 
feast of weeks, and in the feast of booths. 

14 And he established, according to the or- 
linance of David hiB father, the courses of 
the priests over their service, and of the Le- 
vites over their charges, to. praise and to 
minister over-against the prieBts, according 
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‘to the matter of a day in its day, and the 
gatekeepers iu their courses at gate and gate, 
for so is the command of David the man of 
God. 

14 And they have not turned aside from the 
command of the king concerning the priests 
and the Levites, in reference to any matter, 
and to the treasures. 16 And all the work 
of Solomon is prepared till the day of the 
foundation of the house of Jehovah, and till 
its completion ; perfect is the house of Je¬ 
hovah. 

17 Then hath Solomon gone to Ezion-Geber, 
and unto Elath, on the border of the sea, in 
the land of Edom; 10 and Huram sendeth to 
him, by the hand of his servants, ships and 
servants knowing the sea, and they go with 
servants of Solomon to Ophir, and take thence 
four hundred and fifty talents of gold, and 
bring in unto king Solomon. 

IX. 1 AND the queen of Sheba hath heard 
of the fame of Solomon, and cometh in to try 
Solomon with acute sayings, to Jerusalem, 
with a very great company, and camels bear¬ 
ing spices and gold in abundance, and preci¬ 
ous stone!; and she cometh in unto Solomon, 
and speaketh with him all that hath been 
with her heart, 2 and Solomon declareth to 
her all her matters, and there hath not beeu 
hid a thing from Solomon that he hath not 
declared to her. 

3 And the queen of Sheba seeth the wisdom 
of Solomon, and the house that he hath built. 
4 and the food of his table, and the sitting of 
his servants, and the standing of his minis¬ 
ters, and their clothing, and his stewards, 
and their clothingj and his hurnt-offering 
that he offered up in the house of Jehovah, 
and there hath not been any more spirit in her. 

0 And she saith unto the kiDg, ‘True is the 
word that I heard in my land concerning thy 
matters and concerning thy wisdom, 0 and I 
have given no credence to their words, till 
that I have come, and mine eyes see, and lo, 
there hath not been declared to me the half 
of the abundance of thy wisdom—thou hast 
added unto the report that I heard. 

7 ‘O the happiness of thy men, and the hap¬ 
piness of thy servants—these—who are stand¬ 
ing before thee continually, and hearing thy 
wisdom. 8 Let Jehovah thy God be blessed 
who hath delighted in thee, to put thee on 
His throne for king for Jehovah thy God ; in 
the love of thy God to Israel, to establish it 
to the age, He hath put thee over them for 
king, to do judgment and righteousness/ 

9 And she giveth to the king a hundred and 
twenty talents of gold, and spices in great 
abundance, and precious stone; and there 
hath not been any such spice as the queen of 
Sheba hath given to kinjsrSolomon. 

10 And also, servants of Huram, and servants 
of Solomon, who brought in gold fjom Ophir, 
have brought in algum-trees and precious 
Btone. 11 And the king maketh the algum- 
trees staircases for the house of Jehovah, and 
for the house of the king, and harps , and 
psalteries for singers; and there have been 
none seen like these before in the land of 
Judah. 
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13 And king Solomon hath given to the 
queen of Sheba all her desire that she asked, 
apart from that which she had brought unto 
the king, and she turneth and goeth to her 
land, she and her servants. 

13 And the weight of the gold that is com¬ 
ing to Solomon in one year is six hundred and 
Bixfcy and six talents of gold, 14 apart from what 
the tourists, and the merchants, are bringing 
in; and all the kings of Arabia, and the go¬ 
vernors of the land, are bringing in gold and 
silver to Solomon. 

10 And king Solomon maketh two hundred 
targets of alloyed gold, six hundred shekels 
of alloyed gold he causeth to go up on the one 
target: 16 and three hundred shields of alloyed 
gold, three hundred shekels of gold be causeth 
to go up on the one shield, and the king put- 
tetn them in the house of the forest of Le¬ 
banon. 

17 And the king maketh a great throne of 
ivory, and overlayeth it with pure gold ; 18 and 
six steps are to the throne, and a footstool of 
gold, to the throne they are fastened, and hands 
are on this side and on that on the place of the 
sitting, and two lions are standing near the 
hands, 19 and twelve lions are standing there 
on the six steps on this side , and on that : it 
hath not been made so for any kingdom. 

50 And all the drinking vessels of king Solo¬ 
mon are of gold, and all the vessels of the 
house the forest of Lebanon are of refined 
gold—silver is not reckoned in the days of 
Solomon for anything; 31 for ships of the king 
are going to Tarshish, with servants of Hu- 
ram: once in three years come do the ships of 
Tarshish bearing gold, and silver, ivory, apes* 
and peacocks. 

22 And king Solomon becometh greater than 
any of the kings of the earth for riches and 
wisdom; 23 and all the kings of the earth are 
seeking the presence of Solomon to hear his 
wisdom that God hath put in his heart, 24 and 
they are bringing in each his present, vessels 
of silver, ana vessels of gold, and garments, 
harness, and Bpices, horses, and mules, a rate 
year by year. 

24 And there are to Solomon four thousand 
stalls for horses and chariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen, and he placed them in 
cities of the chariot, and with the king in Je¬ 
rusalem. 

30 And he is ruling over all the kings from 
the River even unto the land of the Philistines, 
and unto the border of Egypt. 77 And the 
king maketh the silver in Jerusalem as stones, 
and the cedars he hath made as sycamores, 
that are in the low country, for abundance, 
28 and they are bringing out horses from Egypt 
to Solomon, and from all the lands. 

29 And the rest of the matters of Solomon, 
the first and the last, are they not written be¬ 
side the matters of Nathan the prophet, and 
beside the prophecy of Ahijah tne Shilonite, 
and with the visions of Iddo the seer concern¬ 
ing Jeroboam son of Nebat? 

30 And Solomon reigneth in Jerusalem over 
all Israel forty years, 31 and Solomon lieth with 
his fathers, and they bury him in the city of 
David his father, and reign doth Rehoboam 
his bod in bis stead. 


X. *AND Rehoboam goeth to Shechem, 
for to Shechem have all Israel come to cause 
him to reign. 2 And it cometh to pass, at 
Jeroboam son of Nebat’s—who is in Egypt 
because he hath fled from the face of Solomon 
the king—hearing, that Jeroboam turneth 
back out of Egypt; 3 and they send and call 
for him, and Jeroboam cometh in, and all 
Israel, and speak unto Rehoboam, saying, 
4 ‘Thy father made our yoke sharp, and now, 
make light somewhat of the sharp service of 
thy father, and of his heavy yoke that he put 
upon us, and we serve thee.' 6 And he saith 
unto them, * Yet three days—then return ye 
unto me;’ and the people go. 

6 And king Rehoboam coDSulteth with the 
aged men who have been standing before So¬ 
lomon his father in his being alive, saying, 
‘How are ye counselling to answer this peo¬ 
ple?’ 7 And they speak unto him, saying. 
If thou dost become good to this people, and 
hast been pleased with them, and spoken un¬ 
to them good words, then they have been to 
thee servants all the days.’ 

8 And he forsaketh the counsel of the aged 
men that they counselled him, and consult- 
eth with the lads who have grown up with 
him, those standing before him, 9 and he 
saith unto them, ‘What are ye counselling, 
and we answer this people that have spoken 
unto me, saying, Make light somewhat of the 
yoke that thy father put upon us?’ 

10 And the lads who have grown up with 
him, speak with him, saying, ‘Thus dost 
thou say to the people who have spoken 
unto thee, saying, Thy father made our yoke 
heavy, and thou, make light somewhat of our 
yoke; thus dost thou say unto them, My 
little linger is thicker than the loins of my 
father; 41 and now, my father laid on you a 
heavy yoke, and I—I add unto your yoke ; my 
father chastised you with whips, and I—witn 
scorpions.’ 

13 And Jeroboam cometh in, and all the 
people, unto Rehoboam on the third day, as 
the king spake, saving, ‘Return unto me on 
the third day.’ 13 And the king answereth 
them sharply, and king Rehoboam forsaketh 
the counsel of the aged men, 14 and speaketh 


lads, saying, ‘ My father made your yoke 
heavy, and I—I add unto it; my father chas¬ 
tised you with whips, and I—with scorpions. ’ 

13 And the king hath not hearkened unto 
the people, for the revolution hath been from 
God, for the sake of Jehovah’s establishing 
His word that He spake by the hand of 
Ahijah the Shilonite unto Jeroboam son of 
Nebat. 

16 And all Israel have seen that the king 
hath not hearkened to them, and the people 
send back to the king, saying, ‘ Wliat portion 
have we in David ? yea, there is no inherit¬ 
ance in a son of Jesse; each to thy tents, 0 
Israel; now, see thy house—David,’ and all 
Israel go to their tents. 17 As to the sons of 
Israel who are dwelling in the cities of Judah 
—Rehoboam reigneth over them. 

10 And king Rehoboam sendeth Hadoram, 
who is over tne tribute, and the sons of Israel 
cast at him stones, and he dieth ; and king 
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Rehoboam hath strengthened himself to go 
up into a chariot to fice to Jerusalem ; 10 and 
Israel transgress against the house of David 
unto this day. 

XI. 1 AND Rehoboam cometh in to Jeru¬ 
salem, and assembleth the house of Judah 
and Benjamin, a hundred and eighty thousand 
chosen warriors, to fight with Israel, to bring 
back the kingdom to Rehoboam. 

-And a word of Jehovah is unto She- 
maiali, a man of God, saying, f * Speak unto 
Rehoboam son of Solomon kin<* of Judah, 
and unto all Israel in Judah ana Benjamin, 
saying, '•Thus said Jehovah, Ye do not go 
up nor fight with your brethren, turn back 
each to Iiis house, for from Me hath this 
thing been ; ’ and they hear the words of Je¬ 
hovah, and turn back from going against Je¬ 
roboam. 

6 And Rehoboam dwelleth in Jerusalem, 
and buildeth cities for a bulwark in Judah, 
u yea, he buildeth Beth-Lehem and Etam. 
aud Tekoa, 7 and Beth-Zur, and Shocho, ana 
AduUam, 6 and Gath, aud Mareshah, and 
Zinh, 9 and Adoraim, and^Lachish, and Aze- 
kah, 10 and Zorah, and Aijalon, and Hebron, 
that are in Judah and in Benjamin, cities of 
bulwarks. 

11 And he strengthened the bulwarks, and 
putteth in them leaders, and treasures of 
rood, oud oil, and wine, 12 and iu every city 
and city targets and spears, and strengthen- 
i'tli them very greatly; and he hath Judah 
and Benjamin. 

13 And the priests, and the Levites, that are 
in all Israel, have stationed themselves by 
him, out of all their border, 14 for the Levites 
have left their suburbs and their possession, 
aud they come to Judah and to Jerusalem, 
for Jeroboam and his sons have cast them off 
from acting as priests to Jehovah, J8 and lie 
established to him priests for high places, 
aud for goats, and for calves, that he made— 
10 and after them, out of all the tribes of Is¬ 
rael, those giving their heart to seek Jehovah, 
God of Israel, have come in to Jerusalem to 
sacrifice to Jehovah, God of their father. 

17 And they strengthen the kingdom of Ju¬ 
dah, and strengthen Rehoboam son of So¬ 
lomon, for three years, because they walked 
in the way of David and Solomon for three 
years. 

10 And Rehoboam taketh to him a wife, 
Mahalath, child of Jerimoth son of David, 
and Abigail daughter of Eliab, son of Jesse. 
19 And she beareth to him sons, Jeusli, and 
Shamaria, and Zaham. 

20 And after her he hath taken Maachak 
daughter of Absalom, and she heareth to him 
Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and Shelomith. 

And Rehoboam loveth Maachah daughter 
of Absalom above all his wives and his concu¬ 
bines—for eighteen wives he hath taken, and 
sixty concubines—and he begetteth twenty 
and eight sons, and sixty daughters. 

. 22 And Rehoboam appointeth for head Abi- 
iah son of Maachah, for leader among his 
brethren, for to cause him to reign. ^And 
he hath understanding, and spreadeth out of 
all hie sonB to all lands of Judah and Benia- 
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min, to all cities of the bulwarks, and giveth to 
them provision in abundance; and he asketh 
a multitude of wives. 

XII. 1 AND it cometh to pass, at the estab¬ 
lishing of the kingdom of Rehoooam, and at 
his strengthening himself, he hath forsaken 
the law of Jehovah, and all Israel with him. 

2 And it cometh to pass, in the fifth year of 
king Rehoboam, come up hath Shishak king 
of Egypt against Jerusalem — because they 
trespassed against Jehovah— 3 with a thousand 
and two hundred chariots, and with sixty 
thousand horsemen, and there is no number 
to the people who have come with him out of 
Egypt—Lubim, Sukkiim, and Cusbim— 4 and 
he captureth the cities of the bulwarks that 
are to Judah, and cometh in unto Jerusalem. 

8 And Shemaiah the prophet hath come in 
unto Rehoboam and the heads of Judah who 
have been gathered unto Jerusalem from the 
presence of Shishak, and saith to them, 

‘ Thus said Jehovah, Ye have forsaken Me, 
and also, I have left you in the hand of 
Shishak ; ’ 8 and the heads of Israel are 
humbled, and the king, and they say, ‘Right¬ 
eous is Jehovah.’ 

7 And when Jehovah seeth that they have 
been humbled, a word of Jehovah hath 
beett unto Shemaiah, saying, ‘They have 
been humbled; I do not destroy them, and 1 
have given to them as a little thing for an 
escape, and I pour not out My fury in Jerus¬ 
alem by the hand of Shishak; 0 but they 
become servants to him, and they know My 
service, and the service of the kingdoms of 
the lands.’ 

fi And Shishak long of Egypt cometh up 
against Jerusalem, and taketh the treasures 
of the house of Jehovah, and the treasures 
of the house of the king—the whole he hath 
taken—and he taketh the shields of gold 
that Solomon had made; 10 aDd king Reho¬ 
boam maketh in their stead shields of brass, 
and hath given them a charge on the hand of 
the heads of the runners who are keeping the 
opening of the house of the king; ^and it 
cometh to pass, from the time of the going 
in of the king to the house of Jehovah, the 
runners have come in and lifted them up, 
and brought them back unto the chamber of 
the runners. 

12 And iu his being humbled, turned back 
from him hath the wrath of Jehovah, so as 
uot to destroy to completion; and also, in 
Judah there have been good things. 

13 And kiDg Rehoboam strengthenetli him¬ 
self in Jerusalem, and reigueth; for a son of 
forty and two years is Rehoboam in his reign¬ 
ing, and seventeen years he hath reigned in 
Jerusalem, the city that Jehovah hath chosen 
to put His name there, out of all the tribes 
of Israel, and the name of his mother is 
Naamah the Ammonitess, 14 and he doth the 
evil thing, for he hath not prepared his heart 
to seek Jehovah. 

18 And the matters of Rehoboam, the first 
and the last, are they not written among the 
matters of Shemaiah the prophet, and of 
Iddo the seer, concerning genealogy? And 
the warB of Rehoboam and Jeroboam are all 
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the days; 10 and Rehoboam lieth with his 
fathers, and is buried in the city of David, 
and reign doth Abijah his son in his stead. 

XIII. 1 IN the eighteenth year of king Jero¬ 
boam—Abijah reigneth over Judah: * three 
years he hath reigned in'Jerusalem, (and the 
name of his mother w Micbaiah daughter of 
Uriel, from Gibeah.) and war hath been be¬ 
tween Abii ah and Jeroboam. 

3 And Abijah directeth the war with a force 
of mighty men of war, four hundred thousand 
chosen men, and Jeroboam hath set in array 
with him battle, with eight hundred thousand 
chosen men, mighty of valour. 

* And Abijah riseth up on the hill of Ze- 
maraim that is in the hill-country of Ephraim, 
and eaith, ‘ Hear me, Jeroboam and all Israel! 
0 la it not for vou to know that Jehovah, God 
of Israel, hath given the kingdom to David 
over Israel to the age, to him and to his sons 
—a covenant of salt? 6 and rise up doth Jero¬ 
boam, Bon of Nebat, servant of Solomon son 
of David, and rebelleth against his lord! 

7 ‘And there are gathered unto him vain 
men, sons of worthlessness, and they streng¬ 
then themselves against Rehoboam son of 
Solomon, and Rehoboam was a youth, and 
tender of heart, and hath not strengthened 
himself against them. 

8 ‘Ana now, ye are saying to strengthen 
yourselves before the kingdom of Jehovah in 
the hand of the sons of David, and ye are a 
Himerous multitude, and with you calves of 
fold that Jeroboam hath made to you for gods. 

fl ‘ Have ye not cast out the priests of Jeho¬ 
vah, the sons of Aaron, and the Levites, and 
make to you priests like the peoples of the 
lands? everyone who hath come to fill his 
hand with a bullock, a son of the herd, and 
seven rams, even he hath been a priest to 
No-goda! 

10 * As for us. Jehovah is our God, and we 
have not forsaken Him, and priests are min¬ 
istering to Jehovah, sons of Aaron and the 
Levites, in the work, 11 and are making per¬ 
fume to Jehovah, burnt-offerings morning by 
morning, and evening by evening, and per¬ 
fume of spices, and the arrangement of bread 
w on the pure table, and the candlestick of 
gold, and its lamps, to burn evening by even¬ 
ing, for we are keeping the charge of Jehovah 
our God, and ye—ye have forsaken Him. 

131 And lo, with us—at our head— is God, 
and His priests and trumpets of shouting to 
shout against you; 0 sons of Israel, do not 
fight with Jehovah, God of your fathers, for 
ye do not prosper.’ 

13 And Jeroboam hath brought round the 
ambush to come in from behind them, and 
they are before Judah, and the ambush is 
behind them. 14 And Judah turneth, and lo, 
against them is the battle, before and behind, 
and they cry to Jehovah, and the priests are 
blowing with trumpets, 16 and the men of 
Judah shout—and it cometh to pass, at the 
shoutingx»f the men of Judah, that God hath 
smitten Jeroboam, and all Israel, before Abi¬ 
jah and Judah. 

10 And the sohb of Israel flee from the face 
of Judah, and God giveth them into their 


hand, 17 and Abijah and his people smite 
among them a great smiting, and there fall 
wounded of Israel five hundred thousand 
chosen men. 10 And the sons of Israel are 
humbled at that time, and the sons of Judah 
are strong, for they nave leant on Jehovah, 
God of their fathers. 

10 And Abijah pursueth after Jeroboam, 
and captureth from him cities, Beth-El and its 
small towns, and Jeshanah and its small 
towns, and Ephraim and its small towns. 
20 And Jeroboam hath not retained power 
any more in the days of Abijah, and Jehovah 
smiteth him, and he dieth. 

31 And Abijah Btrengtheneth himself, and 
taketh to him fourteen wives, and begetteth 
twenty and two sons, and sixteen daughters 
22 and the rest of the matters of Abijah, and 
his ways, and his words, are written in the 
4 Inquiry ’ of the prophet Iddo. 

XrV. 1 AND Abijah lieth with his fathers, 
and they bury him in the city of David, and 
reign doth Asa his son in his stead: in his 
days was the land quiet ten years. 

3 And Asa doth that which is good, and that 
which is right, in the eyes of Jehovah liis God, 
8 and turneth aside the altars of the stranger, 
and the high places, and breaketh the stand¬ 
ing-pillars, and cutteth down the shrines, 
4 ana saith to Judah to seek Jehovah, God 
of their fathers, and to do the law and the 
command; 5 and he turneth aside out of all 
cities of Judah the high places and the 
images, and the kingdom is quiet before him. 

fl And he buildeth cities of bulwarks in Ju¬ 
dah, for the land hath quiet, and there is no 
war with him in these years, because Jeho¬ 
vah hath given rest to him. 

7 And he saith to Judah, ‘Let us build 
these cities, and compass them with waff, and 
towers, two-leaved doors, and bars, while the 
land is before us, because we have sought 
Jehovah our God, we have sought, and He 
giveth rest to us round about;’ and they build 
and prosper. 

5 And there is to Asa a force bearing target 
and spear, out of Judah three hundred thou¬ 
sand, and out of Benja min bearing shield 
and treading bow, two hundred and eighty 
thousand: all these are mighty of valour. 

9 And come out unto them doth Zerah the 
Cushite with a force of a thousand thousand, 
and chariots three hundred, and he cometh 
in unto Mareshah, 10 and Asa goeth out be¬ 
fore him, and they set battle in array in the 
valley of Zephathah at Mareshah. 

11 And Asa calleth unto Jehovah his God, 
and saith, ‘Jehovah ! it is nothing with Thee 
to help, between the mighty and those who 
have no power ; help us, 0 Jehovah, our God, 
for on Thee we have leant, and in Thy name 
we have come against this multitude; 0 Je¬ 
hovah, our God thou art; let him not prevail 
with Thee—mortal man 1 

12 And Jehovah smiteth the Cushim before 
Asa, and before Judah, and the Cushim flee, 
13 and Asa and the people who are with him 
pursue them even to Gerar, and there fall of 
the Cushim, for they have no preserving, be¬ 
cause they have been broken before Jehovah, 
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and before Hia camp; and they bear away 
very much spoil, 14 and smite all the cities 
round about Gerar, for a fear of Jehovah 
hath been upon them, and they spoil all the 
cities, for abundant spoil hath been in them; 
16 and also tents of cattle they have smitten, 
and they capture sheep in abundance, and 
camels, and turn back to Jerusalem, 

XV. 1 AND upon Azariah son of Oded hath 
been the Spirit of God, a and he goeth oi it be¬ 
fore Asa, and saith to him, ‘Hear, me, Asa, 
and all Judah and Ren ja m in ; Jehovah is with 
you—in your being with Him, and if ve seek 
Him, He is found of you, and if ye forsake 
Him, He forsaketh you; * and many days are 
to Israel without a true God, and without a 
teaching priest, and without law, 4 and it 
turueth back in its distress unto Jehovah, 
God of Israel, and they seek Him, and He is 
found of them, “and in those times there is 
no peace to him who is going out, and to him 
who is coming in, for many troubles are on 
all the inhabitants of the lands, 6 and they 
have been beaten down, nation by nation, and 
city by city, for God hath troubled them with 
every adversity; 7 and ye, be ye strong, and let 
not your hands be feeble, for there is a re¬ 
ward for your work.’ 

0 And at Asa’s hearing these words, and 
the prophecy of Oded the prophet, he hath 
strengthened himself, and doth cause the abo¬ 
minations to pass away out of all the land 
of Judah and Benjamin, and out of the cities 
that he hath captured from the hill-country 
of Ephraim, and reneweth the altar of Jeho¬ 
vah that is before the porch of Jehovah, 
9 and gathereth all Judah and Benjamin, and 
the sojourners with them out of Ephraim, 
and kmnasseh, and out of Simeon—for they 
have fallen unto him from Israel in abund¬ 
ance, in their seeing that Jehovah his God is 
with him. 

10 And they are gathered to Jerusalem in 
the third month of the fifteenth year of the 
reign of Asa, u and sacrifice to Jehovah on 
that day from the spoil they have brought 
in—oxen seven hundred, and sheep seven 
thousand, 12 and they enter into a covenant 
to seek Jehovah, God of their fathers, with 
all their heart, and with all their soul, 13 and 
every one who doth not Beek for Jehovah, 
God of Israel, is put to death, from small unto 
great, from man unto woman. 

14 And they swear to Jehovah with a loud 
voice, and with shouting, and with trumpets, 
and with comets, 15 and rejoice do all Judah 
concerning the oath, for with all their heart 
they have Bworn, and with all their goodwill 
they have sought Him, and He is found of 
them, and Jehovah giveth rest to them round 
about. 

18 And also Maachah, mother of Asa the 
king—he hath removed her from being mis¬ 
tress. in that she hath made for a shrine a 
horrible thing, and Asa cutteth down her 
horrible thing, and beateth it Bmall, and 
burneth it by the brook Kidron: 17 yet the 
high places have not turned aside from Israel: 
only, the heart of Asa hath been perfect all 
his days. 


18 And he bringeth in the sanctified things 
of his father, ana his own sanctified things, to 
the house of God, silver, and'gDld, and vessels. 
19 And war hath not been till the thirty and 
fifth year of the reign of Asa. 

XVI. J IN the thirty and sixth year of the 
reign of Asa, come up hath Baasha king of 
Israel, against Judah, and buildeth Ramah, 
so as not to permit any going out and coming 
in to Asa king of Judah. 

3 And Asa bringeth out silver and gold from 
the treasures of the house of Jehovah, and of 
the house of the king, and sendeth unt<? Ben- 
Hadad king of Aram, who is dwelling in. Da¬ 
mascus, saying, 3 ‘ A covenant is between me 
and thee, 'ana between my father and thy 
father, lo, I have sent to thee silver and gold : 
go, break thy covenant with Baasha king of 
Israel, and he doth go up from off me.’ 

4 And Ben-Hadad hearkeneth unto king 
Asa, and sendeth the heads of the forces 
that he hath unto cities of Israel, and they 
smite Ijon, and Dan, and Abel-Maim, and all 
the stores, citieB of Naphtali. 

0 And it cometh to pass, at Baasha’s hear¬ 
ing, that he ceaseth from building Ramah, 
ana letteth his work rest; 0 and Asa the king 
hath taken all Judah, and they bear away 
the stones of Ramah, and its wood, that 
Baasha hath built, and he buildeth with 
them Geba and Mizpah. 

7 And at that time hath Hanani the seer 
come in unto Asa king of Judah, and saith 
unto him, ‘Because of thy leaning on the 
king of Aram, and thou hast not leaned on 
Jehovah thy God, therefore hath the force of 
the king of Aram escaped from thy hand. 
0 Did not the Cushim and the Lubim become 
a very great force for multitude, for chariot, 
and for horsemen? and in thy leaning on Je¬ 
hovah He gave them into thy hand, 9 for Je¬ 
hovah—Hia eyes go to and fro in all the earth, 
to show Himself strong for a people whose 
heart is perfect towards Him; thou hast been 
foolish concerning this, because—henceforth 
there are with thee wars.' 

10 And Asa is angry at the seer, and giveth 
him to the house of torture, for he is in a 
rage with him for this; and Asa oppresseth 
some of the people at that time. 

11 And lo, the matters of Asa, the first and 
the last, lo. they are written on the book of 
the kings of Judah and Israel, 13 And Asa is 
diseased—in the thirty and ninth year of his 
reign^in his feet, till ids disease is excessive, 
ana also in his disease he hath not sought 
Jehovah, but among physicians. 

13 And Asa lieth with his fathers, and dieth 
in the forty and first year of his reign, 14 and 
they bury him in one of his graves, that he 
had prepared for himself in the city of David, 
and they cause him to lie on a bed that one 
hath tilled with spices, and divers kinds of 
mixtures, with perfumed work; and they 
burn for him a burning—very great. 

XVII. 1 AND Jehoshaphat his son reigneth 
in his stead, and he strengtheneth himself 
agaiust Israel, 3 and puttetb a force in all the 
fended cities of Judah, and putteth garrison* 
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in the laud of Judah, and in the cities of Eph¬ 
raim that Asa his father had captured. 

3 And Jehovah is with Jehoshaphat, for he 
hath walked in the first ways of David his 
father, and hath not sought to Baalim, 4 for 
to the God of his father he hath sought, and 
in His commands he hath walked, ana not 
according to the work of IsraeL 

5 And Jehovah doth establish the kingdom 
in his hand, and all Judah give a present to 
Jehoshaphat, and he hath nches and honour 
in abundance, 6 and his heart is high in the 
ways of Jehovah, and again he hath turned 
aside the high places and the Bhrines out of 
Judah. 

7 And in the third year of his reign he hath 
sent for his heads, for Ben-Hail, and for Oba- 
diah, and for Zechariah, and for Nethaneel, 
and for Mdchaiah, to teach in cities of Judah. 
8 and with them the Levites, Shemaiah, and 
Nethaniah, and Zebadiah, and Asahel, and 
Shemiramoth, and Jehonathan, and Adonijah, 
and Tobijath, and Tob-Adonijah, the Levites ; 
and with them Elishama and Jehoram, the 
priests. 

9 And they teach in Judah, and with them 
is the Book of the Law of Jehovah, and they 
go round about into all cities of Judah, and 
teach among the people. 

10 And here is a fear of Jehovah on all king¬ 
doms of the lands that are round about Judah, 
and they have not fought with Jehoshaphat; 
11 and of the Philistines they are bringing in to 
Jehoshaphat a present, and tribute silver; 
also, the Arabians are bringing to him a flock, 
rams seven thousand and seven hundred, 
and he-goats seven thousand and seven hun¬ 
dred. 

15 And Jehoshaphat is going on and becom¬ 
ing very great, and he buildeth in Judah 
palaces and cities of store, 13 and he hath 
much work in cities of Judah ; and men of 
war, mighty of valour, are in Jerusalem. 

14 And these are their numbers, for the house 
of their fathers: Of Judah, heads of thou¬ 
sands, Adnah the head, and with him mighty 
ones of valour, three hundred chiefs. 

10 And at his hand w Jehohanan the head, 
and with him two hundred and eighty chiefs. 
10 And at his hand is Amasiah son of Zichri, 
who is willingly offeriug himself to Jehovah, 
and with him two hundred chiefs, mighty of 
valour. 

17 And of Benjamin: mighty of valour, Eli- 
ada, and with him, armed with bow and 
shield, two hundred chiefs. 18 And at his 
hand is Jehozabad, and with him a hundred 
and eighty chiefs, armed oneB of the host. 
19 These are those serving the king, apart from 
those whom the king put in the cities of fort¬ 
ress, in all Judah. 

XVIII. 1 AND Jehoshaphat hath riches and 
honour in abundance, and joineth affinity to 
Ahab, 2 and goeth down at the end of certain 
years unto Ahab to Samaria, and Ahab sacri- 
ficeth for him sheep and oxen in abundance, 
and for the people who are with him, and 
persuadeth him to go up unto Ramoth-Gilead. 

8 And Ahab king of Israel saithimto Jehos- 
haphat king of Judah, ‘Dost thou go with 


me to Ramoth-Gilead V And he saith to him, 
‘As I—so thou, and as thv people—my people, 
even with thee in battle. 

4 And Jehoshaphat saith unto the king of 
Israel, ‘Seek, I pray thee, this day, the word 
of Jehovah.’ D And the king of Israel gather- 
eth the prophets, four hundred men, and 
saith unto them, * Do we go unto Ramoth- 
Gilead to battle, or do I forbear? * And they 
say: ‘Go up, and God doth give it into the 
hand of the king.' 

0 And Jehoshaphat saith, * Is there not here 
a prophet of Jehovah still, and we sack from 
him?^ 7 And the king of Israel saith unto Je¬ 
hoshaphat, ‘ Still—one man to seek Jehovah 
from him, and I—I have hated him, for he is 
not prophesying concerning me of good, but 
all his days of evil, he is Micaiah son of Imlah; ’ 
and Jehoshaphat saith, ‘Let not the king say 
so.’ 

8 And the king of Israel calleth unto a cer¬ 
tain officer, and saith, ‘Hasten Micaiah son 
of Imlah.’ 9 And theking of Israel and Jehos¬ 
haphat king of Judah are sitting, each on his 
throne, clothed with garments, and they are 
sitting in a threshing-floor at the opening of 
the gate of Samaria, and all the prophets are 
prophesying before them. 

10 And Zedekiah son of Chenaanah maketh 
for himself horns of iron, and saith, ‘ Thus 
said Jehovah, 11 With these thou dost push 
Aram till thou hast consumed them.’ And 
all the prophets are prophesying so, saying, 

‘ Go up to Ramath-Gilead and prosper, and 
Jehovah hath given it into the hand of the 
king.’ 

12 And the messenger who hath gone to call 
for Micaiah hath spoken unto him, saying, 
* Lo, the words of the prophets—one mouth— 
are good towards the king, and let, I pray 
thee, thy word be like one of theirs: and thou 
hast spoken good.’ 13 And Micaiah saith, 
‘Jehovah liveth, Burely that which my God 
saith, it 1 apeak.’ 

14 And he cometh in unto the king, and the 
king saith unto him, ‘Micaiah, do we go un¬ 
to Ramoth-Gilead to battle, or do I forbear?’ 
And he saith, * Go ye up, and prosper, and 
they are given into your hand.’ 

15 And the king saith unto him, ‘ How many 
times am I adjuring thee, that thou speak un¬ 
to me only truth in the name of Jehovah ?’ 

16 And he saith, ‘ I have seen all Israel scat¬ 
tered on the mountains, as sheep that have no 
shepherd, and Jehovah saith, There are no 
masters to these, they turn back each to hia 
house in peace.’ 

17 And the king of Israel saith unto Jehos¬ 
haphat, ‘Did I not say unto thee. He doth 
not prophesy concerning me good, Dut rather 
of evil ?’ 

18 And he saith, ‘Therefore, hear vc a word 
of Jehovah: I have seen Jehovah sitting on 
His throne, and all the host of the heavens 
standing on His right and His left; 19 and Je¬ 
hovah saith, Who doth entice Ahab king of 
Israel, and he doth go up and fall in Ramoth- 
Gilead? And this speaker saith thus, and 
that speaker thus. 

20 And go out doth the spirit, and stand be¬ 
fore Jehovah, and saith, I do entice him; and 
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Jehovah Baith unto him, With what? 31 and 
he saith, I go out, and have become a spirit of 
falsehood in the mouth of all his prophets. 
And He saith, Thou dost entice, and also, 
thou art .able; go out and do so. 33 And, now, 
lo, Jehovah hath put a spirit of falsehood in 
the mouth of these thy prophets, and Jeho¬ 
vah hath spoken concerning thee—evil.’ 

23 And Zedekiah son of Chenaanah comcth 
nigh, and smiteth Micaiah on the cheek, and 
saith, ‘Where is this—the way the Spirit of 
Jehovah passed over from me to speak with 
thee?’ u And Micaiah saith, ‘ Lo, thou dost 
Bee in that day, that thou dost enter into the 
innermost chamber to be hidden.’ 

25 And the king of Israel aaith, ‘Take ye 
Micaiah, and turn him back unto Amon head 
of the city, and unto Joash son of the king, 
M and ye have said, Thus said the king, Put 
ve this one in the house of restraint, and cause 
him to eat bread of oppression, and water of 
oppression, till my return in peace.’ 

* And Micaiah saith, 4 If thou dost certain¬ 
ly return in peace, Jehovah hath not spoken 
by me;’ and he saith, 4 Hear ye, 0 peoples, 
all of them! ’ 

28 And the king of Israel goeth up, and Je¬ 
hoshaphat king of Judah, unto Ramoth-Gil- 
ead; ® and the king of Israel saith unto Je¬ 
hoshaphat to disguise himself, and to go into 
battle. ‘And thou, put on thy garments.' 
And tne king of Israel diaguiseth himself, and 
they go into battle. 

90 And the king of Aram hath commanded 
the heads of the charioteers whom he hath, 
Baying, 4 Ye do not fight with small or with 
great, except with the king of Israel by him¬ 
self.’ 31 And it cometh to pass at the heads 
of the charioteers seeing Jehoshaphat, that 
they have said, ‘The king of Israel he is,’ 
and they turn round agamst him to fight, 
and Jehoshaphat crieth out, and Jehovah hath 
helped him, and God enticeth them from him, 
33 yea, it cometh to pass, at the heads of the 
charioteers seeing that it hath not been the 
king of Israel—they turn back from after him. 

33 And a man hath drawn with a bow, in his 
simplicity, and smiteth the king of Israel be¬ 
tween the joinings and the coat of mail, and 
he saith to the charioteer, 4 Turn thy hand, 
and thou hast brought me out of the camp, 
for I have become sick.’ 

34 And the battle iucreaseth on that day, 
and the king of Israel hath been stayed up iu 
the chariot over-against Aram till the even¬ 
ing, and he dieth at the time of the going in 
of the sun. 

XIX. 1 ANH Jehoshaphat king of Judah 
turneth back unto his house in peace to Jeru¬ 
salem, 3 and go out UDto his presence doth 
Jehu son of Hanani, the seer, and saith unto 
king Jehoshaphat, 4 To give help to the wick¬ 
ed, and to those hating Jehovah, dost thou 
love? and for this against thee is wrath from 
before Jehovah, 3 but good things have been 
found with thee, for tnou hast put away the 
shrines out of the land, and hast prepared 
thy heart to seek God.’ 

* And Jehoshaphat dwelleth in Jerusalem, 
and he turneth back and goeth out among the 
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people from Beer-Sheba unto the hill-country 
of Ephraim, and bringeth them back unto 
Jehovah, God of their fathers. 

3 And he established judges in the land, 
in all the fenced cities of Judah, for every city, 
6 and saith unto the judges, 4 See what yc are 
doing—for not for man do ye judge, but for 
Jehovah, who is with you in the matter of 
judgment; 7 and now, let fear of Jehovah 
be upon you, observe and do, for there is not 
with Jehovah our God perverseness, and ac¬ 
ceptance of faces, and taking of a bribe.’ 

“And also in Jerusalem hath Jehoshaphat 
appointed of the Levites, and of the priests, 
and of the heads of the fathers of Israel, for 
the judgment of Jehovah, and for strife ; and 
they turn back to Jerusalem, 9 and he layeth 
a charge upon them, saying, 4 Thus do ye do 
in the fear of Jehovah, in faithfulness, and 
with a perfect heart. 10 and any strife that 
cometh in unto you oi your brethren who are 
dwelling in their cities, between blood and 
blood, between law and command, statutes, 
and judgments, then ye have warned them 
and they become not guilty before Jehovah, 
and wrath hath not been on you and on your 
brethren; thus do ye do, and ye are not guilty. 

11 4 And, lo, Amariah the head priest is over 
you for every matter of Jehovah, and Zeba- 
diah son of Ishmael, the leader of the house 
of Judah, is for every matter of the king, and 
officers the Levites are before you; be strong 
and do, and Jehovah is with the good.’ 

XX. 1 AND it cometh to pass after this, 
the sons of Moab have come m, and the sons 
of Ammon, and with them of the peoples, 
against Jehoshaphat to battle. 5 And they 
come in and declare to Jehoshaphat, saying, 
‘Come against thee hath a great multitude 
from beyond the sea, from Aram, and lo, they 
are in Hazezon-Tamar—it is En-Gedi.’ 

3 And Jehoshaphat fearetb, and aetteth his 
face to seek to Jehovah, and proclaimeth a 
fast over all Judah; 4 and Judah, is gathered 
to inquire of Jehovah; also, from all the 
cities of Judah they have come in to seek 
Jehovah. 

0 And Jehoshaphat standeth in the assem¬ 
bly of Judah and Jerusalem, in the bouse of 
Jehovah, at the front of the new court, “and 
saith, 4 0 Jehovah, God of our fathers, art 
not Thou—God in the heavens ? yea, Thou art 
ruling over all kingdoms of the nations, and 
in Thy hand is power and might, and there is 
none with Thee to station himself. 

7 4 Art not Thou our God? Thou hast dis¬ 
possessed the inhabitants of this land from 
before Thy people Israel, and dost give it to 
the seed of Abraham Thy friend to the age, 

8 and they dwell in it, and build to Thee in it 
a sanctuary for Thy name, saying, 9 If evil 
doth come upon us—sword, judgment, and 
estilence, and famine—we stand before this 
ouse, and before Thee, for Thy name is in 
this house, and cry unto Thee out of our dis¬ 
tress, and Thou dost hear and save. 

10 4 And now, lo, sons of Amm on, and 
Moab, and mount Seir, whom Thou didst not 
grant to Israel to go in against in their com¬ 
ing out of the land of E^pt, for they turned 
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aside from off them and destroyed them not, 
11 and lo, they are recompensing to us—to come 
in to drive ug out of Thy possession, that 
Thou hast caused us to possess. 

12 ‘0 our God, dost Ttfou not execute judg¬ 
ment upon them? for there is no power in us 
before this great multitude that hath come 
against us, and we know not what we do, but 
oh Thee are our eyes.' 13 And all Judah arc 
standing before Jehovah, also their infants, 
their wives, and their sons. 

14 And upon Jahaziel, son of Zechariah, son 
of Benaiah, son of JeieL, son of Mattaniah, 
the Levite, of the sons of Asaph, hath the 
Spirit of Jehovah been ? in the midst of the 
assembly, 13 and he saith, ‘Attend, all Ju¬ 
dah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 0 
king Jehoshaphat, Thus said Jehovah to you, 
Ye fear not, nor are afraid of the face of this 
great multitude, for not for you is the battle, 
but for God. 16 To-morrow, go ye down 
against them, lo, they are coming up by the 
ascent of Ziz, and ye have found them in the 
end of the valley, the front of the wilderness 
of Jeruel. 17 Not for you to fight in this; 
station yourselves, stand, and see the salva¬ 
tion of Jehovah with you, 0 Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem—be not afraid nor fear ye—to-morrow 
go out before them, and Jehovah is with you.’ 

16 And Jehoshaphat boweth— face to the 
earth—and all Judah aud the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem have fallen before Jehovah, to bow 
themselves to Jehovah. 19 And the'.Levites, 
of the sons of the Kohathites, and of the sons 
of the Korhites, rise to give praise to Jehovah, 
God of Israel, with a loud voice on high. 

20 And they rise early in the morning, and 
go out to the wilderness of Tekoa, and in 
their going out Jehoshaphat hath stood and 
saith, ‘Hear me, 0 Judali, and inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, remain stedfast in Jehovah your 
God, and be stedfast; remain stedfast in His 
prophets, and prosper.’ 

21 And he taketh counsel with the people, 
and appointeth singers to Jehovah, and those 
giving praise to the honour of holiness, in the 
going out before the armed men, and saying, 
*Give ye thanks to Jehovah, for to the age is 
His kindness.’ 

22 And at the time they have begun with 
singing and praise, Jehovah hath put am- 
bushments against the sons of Ammon, Moab, 
and mount Seir, who are coming in to J udah, 
and they are smitten, 23 and the sons of Am¬ 
mon stand up, and Moab, against the inhabit¬ 
ants of mount Seir, to devote and to destroy, 
and at their finishing with the inhabitants of 
Seir, they helped, a man against his neigh¬ 
bour, to destroy. 

24 And Judah hath come in unto the watch- 
tower, to the wilderness, and they look unto 
the multitude, and lo, they are carcases fal¬ 
len to the earth, and there is none escaped, 
25 and Jehoshaphat cometh in, and his peo¬ 
ple, to seize their spoil, and they find among 
them, in abundance, both goods and carcases, 
and desirable vessels, and they take spoil 
to themselves without prohibition, and they 
are three days seizing the spoil, for it vs 
abundant, 

26 And on the fourth day they have been 


assembled at the valley of Blessing, for there 
they blessed Jehovah: therefore they have 
called the name of that place, ‘Valley oi BlesB- 
ing,’ unto this day. 

27 And they turn back, every man of Judah 
and Jerusalem, and Jehoshaphat at their head, 
to go back unto Jerusalem with joy, for Je¬ 
hovah hath made them rejoice over their 
enemies. 28 And they come in to Jerusalem 
with psalteries, and with harps, and with 
trumpets, unto the house of Jehovah. 28 And 
there is a fear of God on all kingdoms of 
the lands in their hearing that Jehovah hath 
fought with the enemies of Israel, 30 and the 
kingdom of Jehoshaphat is quiet, and Ilia God 
givetli rest to him round about. 

31 And Jehoshaphat reigneth over Judah, 
a son of thirty and five years in his reigning, 
and twenty and five years he hath reigned in 
Jerusalem, and the name of his mother is Azu- 
bah daughter of Shilhi. 32 And he walketh in 
the way of his father Asa, and hath not turned 
aside from it, to do that which is right in the 
eyes of Jehovah. 33 Only, the high places 
have not turned aside, and still the people 
have not prepared their heart for the Goa of 
their fathers. 

34 And the rest of the matters of Jehosha¬ 
phat, the first and the last, lo, they are writ¬ 
ten among the matters of Jehu son of Hanani, 
who hath been mentioned on the book of the 
kings of Israel. 

36 And after this hath Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah joined himself with Ahaziah king of 
Israel, (he did wickedly in so doing), 39 ana he 
joinetn him with himself to make snips to go 
to Tarshish, and they make ships in Ezion- 
Geber, 37 and prophesy doth Efiezer son of 
Dodavah, of Mareshah, against Jehoshaphat, 
saying, * For thy joining thyself with Ahaziah, 
Jehovah hath broken up tny works;’ and the 
ships are broken, and have not retained power 
to go unto Tarshish. 

XXI. 1 ANT) Jehoshaphat lieth with his 
fathers, and is buried with his fathers in the 
city of David, and Jehoram his son reigneth 
in his stead. 2 And he hath brethren, sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and Zec¬ 
hariah, and Azariah, and Michael, and Shep- 
hatiah ; all these are sons of Jehoshaphat 
kingof Israel,^and;their father giveth to them 
many gifts of silver and of gold, and of preci¬ 
ous things, with fenced cities in Judah, and 
the kingdom he hath given to Jehoram, for 
He is the first-born. 

4 And Jehoram riseth up over the kingdom 
of his father, and strengthened himself, and 
slaveth all his brethren with the sword, and 
also—of the heads of Israel., 

5 A son of thirty and two years is Jehoram 
in his reigning, and eight years he hath reign¬ 
ed in Jerusalem, 6 and he walketh in the way 
of the kiags of Israel, as did the house of 
Ahab, for a daughter of Ahab hath been to 
him for a wife, and he doth the evil thing in 
the eyes of Jehovah, 7 and Jehovah hath not 
been willing to destroy the house of David, 
for the sake of the covenant that He made 
with David, and as He had said to give to him 
a lamp, and to his sons—all the days. 
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8 In his days hath Edom revolted from un¬ 
der the hand of Judah, and cause a king to 
reign over them; 0 and Jehoram passetli oyer 
with his heads, and all the chariots with him, 
and it cometh to pass, he hath risen by night 
and smiteth the Edomites who are coming 
round against him, and the princes of the 
chariots, 10 and Edom revolteth from under 
the hand of Judah unto this day; then doth 
Libnah revolt at that time from under his 
hand, because he hath forsaken Jehovah, 
God of his fathers, 11 also, he hath made high 
places in the mountains of Judah, and caus- 
eth the inhabitants of Jerusalem to commit 
whoredom, and compelleth Judah. 

12 And there cometh in unto him a writing 
from Elijah the prophet, saying, ‘Thus said 
Jehovah, God of David thy father, Because 
that thou hast not walked in the ways of 
Jehoshaphat thy father, and in the ways of 
Asa king of Judah, 13 and thou dost walk in the 
way of the kings of Israel, and dost cause 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem to 
commit whoredom like the whoredoms of the 
house of Ahab, and also thy brethren, the 
house of thy father, who are better than thy¬ 
self, thou hast Blain; 14 lo, Jehovah is smit¬ 
ing—a great smiting—among thy people, and 
among thy sons, and among thy wives, and 
among all thy goods— 16 and thou, with many 
sicknesses, with disease of thy bowels, till 
thy bowels come out, by the Bickness, day 
by day.’ 

16 And Jehovah waketh up against Jeho¬ 
ram the Bpirit of the Philistines, and of the 
Arabians, who are beside the Cushim, 17 and 
they come up into Judah, and rend it, and 
take captive all the substance that is found at 
the house of the king, and also his sons, and his 
wives, and there hath not been left to him a 
son except Jehoahaz the youngest of his sons. 

18 And after all this hath Jehovah plagued 
him in his bowels by a disease for which there 
is no healing, 19 and it cometh to pass, from 
days to daye, and at the time of the going out 
of the end of two years, his bowels have gone 
out with his sickness, and he dieth of sore 
diseases, and his people have not made for 
him a burning like the burning of his fathers. 
20 A son of thirty and two years was he in his 
reigning, and eight years he hath reigned in 
Jerusalem, and he goeth without desire, and 
they bury him in the city of David, and not 
in the graves of the kings. 

XXIL J AND the inhabitants of Jerusa¬ 
lem cause Ahaziah his youngest son to reign 
in his stead, (for all the elder had the troop 
slain that came in with the Arabians to the 
camp,) and Ahaziah son of Jehoram king of 
Judah reigneth. 

2 A son of twenty and two years is Ahaziah 
in his reigning, and one year he hath reigned 
in Jerusalem, and the name of his mother is 
Athaliah daughter of Omri- 9 he also hath 
walked in the ways of the house of Ahab, 
tor his mother hath been his counsellor to do 
wickedly. 4 And he doth the evil thing iD 
the eyes of Jehovah, like the house of Ahab, 
for they have been his counsellors, after the 
death of his father, for destruction to him 
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8 Also, in their counsel he hath walked, and 
goeth with Jehoram son of Ahab kiDg of Is¬ 
rael to battle against Hazael king of Aram, 
in Ramoth-Gilead, and they of RAmah smite 
Joram; 0 and he turneth back to be healed 
in Jezreel because of the wounds with which 
they had smitten him in Ramah, in his fight¬ 
ing with Hazael king of Aram. 

And Azariah son of Jehoram king of Judah 
hath gone down to see Jehoram aon of Ahab, 
in Jezreel, for he is sick ; 7 and from God hath 
been the destruction of Ahaziah. to come 
unto Joram : and in his coming he hath gone 
out with Jehoram unto Jehu son of Nimshi, 
whom Jehovah anointed to cut off the house 
of Ahab. 6 And it cometh to pass, in Jehu’s 
executing judgment with the house of Ahab, 
that he findeth the heads of Judah and sons of 
the brethren of Ahaziah, ministers of Ahaziah, 
and slayeth them. 

0 And he Beeketh Ahaziah, and they cap¬ 
ture him, (and he is hiding himself in Sam¬ 
aria), and bring him in unto Jehu, and put 
him to death, and bury him, for they said, 
‘He w son of Jehoshaphat, who sought Jeho¬ 
vah with all his heartand there is none to 
the house of Ahaziah to retain power for the 
kingdom. 

10 And Athaliah mother of Ahaziah hath 
seen that her son is dead, and she riseth and 
destroyeth the whole seed of the kingdom of 
the house of Judah. 

11 And Jehoshabeath daughter of the king 
taketh Joash son of Abaziah, and stealetb 
him from the midst of the sons of the king 
who are put to death, and putteth him and 
his nurse into the inner part of the bed-cham- 
bera, and Jehoshabeath daughter of king Je¬ 
horam, wife of Jehoiada the priest, because 
she hath been sister of Ahaziah, hideth him 
from the face of Athaliah, and she hath not 
put him to death. 12 And he is with them in 
the house of God hiding himself Bix years, 
and Athaliah is reigning over the land. 

XXIII. X AND in the seventh year hath 
Jehoiada strengthened himself, and taketh the 
heads of the hundreds, even Azariah son of 
Jeroham, and Ishmael Bon of Jehohanan, and 
Azariah son of Obed, and Maaseiah son of 
Adaiah, and Elishaphat sou of Zicliri, with 
him into covenant. 

2 And they go round about in Judah, and 
gather the Levites out of all the cities of 
Judah, and heads of the fathers of Israel, 
and come in unto Jerusalem, 3 and all the 
assembly make a covenant in the house of 
God with the king, and he Baith to them, * Lo, 
the son of the king doth reign, as Jehovah 
spake concerning the sons of David. 

4 ‘This is the thing that ye do: The third 
of you, goiDg in on the sabbath, of the priests, 
and of the Levites, are for gatekeepers of the 
thresholds, 5 and the third are at the house 
of the king, and the third at the gate of the 
foundation, and all the people are in the 
courts of the house of Jehovah. 

6 ‘ And none doth enter the house of Jeho¬ 
vah except the priests, and those ministering 
of the Levites (they go in for they are holy), 
and all the people keep the watch of Jehovah; 
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T and the Levites have compassed the king 
round about, each with his weapon in his 
hand, and he who hath gone in unto the 
house is put to death ; and be ye with the 
king in his coming in and in his going out.’ 

0 And the Levites and all Judah do accord¬ 
ing to all that Jehoiada the priest hath com¬ 
manded, and take each his men going in on 
the sabbath, with those going out on the 
sabbath, for Jehoiada the priest hath not let 
away the courses. 

6 And Jehoiada the priest giveth to the 
heads of the hundreds the spears, and the 
shields, and the bucklers that are king Da¬ 
vid’s, that are in the house of God; 10 and he 
stationeth the whole of the people, and each 
his dart in his hand, from the nght shoulder 
of the house unto the left shoulder of the 
house, at the altar, and at the house, by the 
king, round about. 

11 And they bring out the son of the king, 
and put upon him the crown, and the testi¬ 
mony, and cause him to reign ; and Jehoiada 
and his sons anoint him, and say, 4 Let the 
king live!’ 

u And Athaliah heareth the voice of the 
people who are running, and who are praising 
the king, and she cometh in unto the people 
in the house of Jehovah, 13 and seeth, and 
lo, the king is standing by his pillar in the 
entrance, and the heads, and the trumpets 
are by the king, and all the people of the 
land rejoicing and shouting with trumpets, 
and the singers with instruments of song, 
and the teachers, to praise, and Athaliah 
rendeth her garments, and saith, ‘Conspiracy, 
conspiracy. ’ 

14 And Jehoiada the priest bringeth out the 
heads of the hundreds, inspectors of the 
force, and saith unto them, ‘Take her out 
from within the rows, and he who hath gone 
after her is put to death by the sword y for 
the priest said, ‘ Put her not to death in the 
house of Jehovah.’ 

*“And they make for her sides, and she 
cometh in unto the entrance of the gate of the 
horses at the house of the king, and they put 
her to death there. 

10 And Jehoiada maketh a covenant between 
him. and between all the people, and between 
the king, to be for a people to Jehovah; 17 and 
all the people enter the house of Baal, and 
break it down, yea, his altars and his images 
they have broken, and Mattan priest of Baal 
they have slain before the altars. 

10 And Jehoiada putteth the offices of the 
house of Jehovah into the hand of the priests 
the Levites whom David bad apportioned 
over the house of Jehovah, to cause to ascend 
the burnt-offerings of Jehovah, as written in 
the law of Moses, with joy, and with singing, 
by the hands of David; ™ and he stationeth 
the gatekeepers over the gates of the house 
of Jehovah, and the unclean in anything doth 
not go in. 

20 And he taketh the heads of the hundreds, 
and the honourable ones, and the rulers 
among the people, and all the people of the 
land, and bringeth down the king from the 
house of Jehovah, and they '"ome in through 
the high gate to the house jf the king, and 


cause the king to sit on the throne of the 
kingdom. 

21 And all the people of the land rejoice, 
and the city hath been quiet, and Athaliah 
they have put to death by the sword. 

XXIV, 1 A SON of seven years is Jo ash in 
his reigning, and forty years ne hath reigned 
in Jerusalem, and the name of his mother it 
Zibiah of Beer-Slieba. 3 And Joash doth that 
which is right in the eyes of Jehovah all the 
days of Jehoiada the priest. 8 And Jehoiada 
taketh for him two wives, and he begettetb 
Bons and daughters. 

4 And it cometh to pass after this, it hath 
been with the heart of Joash to renew the 
house of Jehovah, “and he gathereth the 
priests and the Levites, and saith to them, 
‘Go out to the cities of Judah, aod gather 
from all Israel money to strengthen the house 
of your God sufficiently year by year, and ye, 
ye do haste to the matter;’ and the Levites 
nave not hasted. 

8 And; the king calleth for Jehoiada the 
head, and saith to him, ‘Wherefore hast thou 
not required of the Levites to bring in out of 
Judah and out of Jerusalem the tribute of 
Moses, servant of Jehovah, and of the as¬ 
sembly of Israel, for the tent of the testi¬ 
mony? 7 for sons of Athaliah, the wicked one, 
have broken up the house of God, and also, 
all the holy things of the house of Jehovah 
they have prepared for Baalim.’ 

8 And the king speaketh, and they make one 
chest, and put it at the gate of the house of 
Jehovah without, *and give an intimation in 
Judah and in Jerusalem to bring in to Jeho¬ 
vah the tribute of Moses, servant of God, 
laid on Israel in the wilderness. 10 And all 
the heads, and all the people rejoice, and 
they bring in, and cast into the chest, unto 
completion. 

11 And it cometh to pass, at the time one 
bringeth in the chest for the inspection of the 
king by the hand of the Levites, and at their 
seeing that the money is abundant, that a 
scribe of the king hath come in, and an officer 
of the head-priest, and they empty the chest, 
and take it up and turn it back unto its 
place; thus they have done day by day, and 
gather money in abundance. 

12 And the king and Jehoiada give it unto 
the doers of the work of the service of the 
house of Jehovah, and they are hiring hewers 
and artificers to renew the house of Jehovah, 
and also—to artificers in iron and brass to 
strengthen the house of Jehovah. 13 And 
those doing the business work, and there go- 
efch up lengthening to the work by their hand, 
and they establish the house of God, by its 
proper measure, and strengthen it. 

14 And at their completing ft, they have 
brought in before the king and Jehoiada the 
rest of the money, and they make it vessels 
for the house of Jehovah, vessels of serving, 
and of offering up, and spoons, even vessels 
of gold and silver; and they are causing 
burnt-offerings to ascend in the house of Je¬ 
hovah continually, all the days of Jehoiada. 

10 And Jehoiada is aged and satisfied with 
days, and dieth—a son of a hundred and 
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thirty yean* in hiB death, “and they bury 
Mm in the city of David, with the kings, for 
he hath done good in Israel, and with God, 
and his house. 

17 And after the death of Jehoiada come 
in have heads of Judah, and bow themselves 
to the king; then hath the king hearkened 
onto them, 18 and they forsake the house of 
Jehovah, God of their fathers, and serve the 
ahrinea and the idols, and there is wrath up¬ 
on Judah and Jerusalem for this their guilt. 

“And He sendeth among them prophets, 
to bring them back unto Jenovah, and they 
testify against them, and they have not given 
ear: ®°and the Spirit of God hath clothed 
Zecnariah son of Jehoiada the priest, and he 
standeth over-against the people, ana saith to 
them, ‘Thus said God, Why are ye trans¬ 
gressing the commands of Jehovah, and pros¬ 
per not? because ye have forsaken Jehovah- 
He doth forsake you.' 

“ And they conspire against him, and Btone 
him with stones by the command of the king, 
in the court of the house of Jehovah, 2:1 and 
JoaaL the king hath not remembered the kind¬ 
ness that Jehoiada his father did with him, 
and slayeth his son, and in his death he said, 
‘ Jehovah doth see, and require.’ 

a And it cometh to pass, at the turn of the 
year, come up hath the force of Aram against 
him, and they come in unto Judah and Je¬ 
rusalem^ and destroy all the heads of the 
people from the people, and all their spoil 
they have sent to the king of Damascus, ®*for 
with few men have the force of Aram come 
in, and Jehovah hath given into their hand a 
mighty force for multitude, because they 
have forsaken Jehovah, God of their fathers; 
and with Joash they have executed judg¬ 
ments. 

“And in their going from him—for they 
left him with many diseases—his servants 
themselves have conspired against him, for 
the blood of the bods of Jehoiada the prieBt, 
and slay him on his bed, and he dieth; and 
they bury him in the city of David, and have 
not buried him in the graves of the kings. 

28 And these are those conspiring against 
him, Zabad son of Shimeath the Ammonitess, 
and Jehozabad son of Shimrith the Moabitess. 
27 As to his sons, and the greatness of the 
burden upon him, and the foundation of the 
house of God, lo, they are written on the 
‘Inquiry’ of the book of the Kings; and reign 
doth Amaziah his son in his stead. 


XXV. 1 A SON of twenty and five years 
hath Amaziah reigned, and twenty and nine 
years he hath reigned in Jerusalem, and the 
name of his mother is Jehoaddan of Jerusa¬ 
lem, 2 and he doth that which is right in the 
eyes of Jehovah—only, not with a perfect 
heart. 

3 And it cometh to pass, when the kingdom 
hath been strong upon him, that he slayeth 
his servants, those smiting the king his father, 
4 and their eons he hath uot put to death, but 
did as is written in the law, in the book of 
Moses, whom Jehovah commanded, saying, 
‘ Fathers do not die for sons, and sons die not 
tor fathers, but each for his own sin they die.’ 
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6 And Amaziah gathereth Judah, and ap- 
pointeth them, according to the house of tns 
fathers, for heads of the thousands, and for 
heads of the hundreds, f<rr all Judah and 
Benjamin; and he inspecteth them from a son 
of twenty years and upward, and findeth 
them three hundred thousand chosen ones, 
going forth to the host, holding spear and 
target. 

6 And he hireth out of Israel a hundred 
thousand mighty ones of valour, with a hun¬ 
dred talents of silver; 7 and a man of God 
hath come in unto him, saying, 1 0 king, the 
host of Israel doth not go with thee; for 
Jehovah is not with Israel—all the sonB of 
Ephraim; 0 but if thou art going—do it f be 
strong for battle, God doth cause thee to 
stumble before an enemy, for there is power 
in God to help, and to cause to stumble.’ 

9 And Amaziah saith to the man of God, 
‘And what—to do for the hundred talents 
that I have given to the troop of Israel?’ 
And the man of God Baith, 'Jehovah hath 
more to give to thee than this.’ 10 And Ama¬ 
ziah separateth them — for the troop that 
hath come in unto him from Ephraim to go 
to their own place, and their anger doth burn 
mightily against Judah, and they turn baok 
to their place in the heat of anger. 

11 And Amaziah hath strengthened himself, 
and leadeth his people, and goeth to the 
Valley of Salt, and smiteth the sons of Seii^- 
ten thousand. “And ten thousand alive 
have the sons of Judah taken captive, and 
they bring them to the top of the rock, and 
cast them from the top of the rock, and all of 
them have been broken. 

13 And the sons of the troop that Amaziah 
hath Bent back from going with him to battle 
—they rush against cities of Judah, from 
Samaria even unto Betb-Horon, and smite of 
them three thousand, and seize much prey. 

“And it cometh to pass, after the cohl "; 
in of Amaziah from Bmiting the Edomites, 
that he bringeth in the gods of the sons of 
Seir, and establisheth them to him for gods, 
and before them doth bow himself, and to 
them he maketh perfume. 

“And the anger of Jehovah burneth against 
Amaziah, and He sendeth unto him a pro¬ 
phet, and he saith unto him, 'Why hast 
thou Bought the gods of the people that have 
not delivered their people out of thy hand?’ 

16 And it cometh to pass, in his sneaking 
unto him, that he saith to him, 'For a coun¬ 
sellor to the king have we appointed thee? 
cease for thee; why do they smite thee?’ 
And the prophet ceaseth, and saith, ‘ I have 
known that God hath counselled to destroy 
thee, because thou hast done this, and hast 
not hearkened to my counsel.’ 

:7 And Amaziah king of Judah taketh 
counsel, and Bendeth unto Joash son of Je- 
hoahaz, son of Jehu, king of Israel, saying, 
18 ‘Come, we look one another in the face.' 

And Joash king of Israel sendeth unto 
Amaziah king of Judah, saying, ‘The thorn 
that is in Lebanon hath sent unto the cedar 
that is in Lebanon, saying, Give thv daughter 
to my son for a wife; and pass by doth a 
beast of the held that is in Lebanon, and 
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treadeth down the thorn. 10 Thou hast said, 
Lo, I havo smitten Edom; and thy heart hath 
lifted thee up to boast; now, abide in thy 
house, why dost thou stir thyself up in evil, 
that thuu hast fallen, thou, and Judah with 
thee!* 

20 And Amaziah hath not hearkened, for 
from God it is in order to give them into 
hand, because they have sought the gods of 
Edom ; 41 and go up doth Joasn king of Israd, 
and they look one another in the face, he and 
Amaziah king of Judah, in. Beth-Snemesh, 
that is Judah’s, 42 and Judah is smitten before 
Israel, and they flee—each to his tents, 

23 And Amaziah king of Judah, son of Jo- 
ask, son of Jehoahaz, hath Joash king of Is¬ 
rael caught in Beth-Shemesh, and bringeth 
him in to Jerusalem, and breaketh down in 
the wall of Jerusalem from the gate of Eph¬ 
raim unto the gate of the corner, four hun¬ 
dred cubits, 24 and taketh all the gold, and the 
silver, and all the vessels that are found in 
the house of God with Obed-Edom, and the 
treasures of the house of the king, and the 
sons of the pledges, and turneth back to 
Samaria. 

“And Amaziah son of Joash, king of Ju¬ 
dah, lliveth after the death of Joash son of 
Jehoahaz, king of Israel, fifteen years ; 26 and 
the rest of the matters of Amaziah, the first 
and the last, lo, are they not written on the 
books of the kings of Judah and Israel ? 

47 And from the time that Amaziah hath 
turned aside from after Jehovah—they make 
a conspiracy against him in Jerusalem, and 
he fleeth to Lachish, and they send after him 
to Lachish, and put him to death there, 
48 and lift him up on the horses, and bury 
him with his fathers in the city of Judah. 

XXVI. 1 AND all the people of Judah take 
Uzziah (and hewa son of sixteen years), and 
cause him to reign instead of his father Ama¬ 
ziah. 2 He hath built Eloth, and restoreth it 
to Judah after the king’s lyin^ with his fa¬ 
thers. 3 A son of sixteen years is Uzziah in his 
reigning, and fifty and two years he hath 
reigued in Jerusalem, and the name of his 
mother is Jecholiah of Jerusalem. 

* And he doth that which is right in the 
eyes of Jehovah, according to all that Amaz- 
ian his father did, 5 and he is as one seeking 
God in the days of Zechariah who hath un¬ 
derstanding in visions of God: and in the 
days of his seeking Jehovah, God hath caused 
him to prosper. 

8 And he goeth forth, and fighteth with the 
Philistines, and breaketh down the wall of 
Gath, and the wall of Jabneh, and the wall of 
Aflhdod, and buildeth cities about Aslidod, 
and among the Philistines. 7 And God help- 
eth him against the Philistines, and against 
the Arabians who are dwelling in Gur-Baal 
and the Mehunim. 8 And the Ammonites give 
a present to Uzziah, and his name goeth unto 
the entering in of Egypt, for he strengthened 
himself greatly. 

0 And Uzzian buildeth towers in Jerusalem, 
by the gate of the corner, and bv the gate ol 
the valley, and by the angle, and strengthen* 
eth them; 10 and he buildeth towers in the 
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wilderness, and diggeth many wells, for ho 
had much cattle, both in the low country and 
in the plain, husbandmen and vinedressers in 
the mountains, and in Carmel; for he was a 
lover of the ground. 

11 And Uzziah hath a force, making war, 
going forth to the host, by troops, in the num¬ 
ber of their reckoning by the hand of Jeiel 
the scribe and Masseiah the officer, by the 
hand of Hananiah one of the heads of the 
king. 12 The whole number of heads of the 
fathers of the mighty ones of valour is two 
thousand and six hundred; 13 and by their 
hand is the force of the host, three hundred 
thousand, and seven thousaud, and five hun¬ 
dred warriors, with mighty power to give 
help to the king against the enemy. 

J *And Uzziah prepareth for them, for all 
the host, shields, and spears, and helmets, 
and coats of mail, and bows, even to stones of 
the slings. 13 And he maketh in Jerusalem 
inventions—a device of an inventor—to be on 
the towers, and on the corners, to shoot with 
arrows ana with great stones, and his name 
goeth out unto a distance, for he hath been 
wonderfully helped till that he hath been 
strong. 

16 And at his beiug strong his heart hath 
been high unto destruction, and he trespasa- 
eth against Jehovah his God, and goeth in 
unto the temple of Jehovah to make perfume 
upon the altar of perfume. 

17 And Azariah the priest goeth in after him, 
and with him priests of Jehovah eighty, sons of 
valour, 18 and they stand up against Dzziah 
the king, and say to him, f Not for thee, 0 
Uzziah, to make perfume to Jehovah, but for 
priests, sons of Aaron, who are sanctified to 
make perfume; go forth from the sanctuary, 
for thou hast trespassed, and it is not to thee 
for honour from Jehovah God.’ 

10 And Uzziah is wroth, and in his hand is 
a censer to make perfume, and in his being 
wroth with the priests—the leprosy hath 
risen in his forehead, before the priests, in the 
house of Jehovah, from beside the altar of 
perfume, 

20 And Azariah the head priest looketh un¬ 
to him, and all the priests, and lo, he is lep¬ 
rous in his forehead, and they hasten him 
thence, and also he himself hath hastened to 
go out, for Jehovah hath plagued him. 

21 And Uzziah the king is a leper unto the 
day of his death, and inhabitetn a separate 
house—a leper, for he hath been cut on from 
the house of Jehovah, and Jotham his son is 
over the house of the king, judging the people 
of the land. 

22 And the rest of the matters of Uzziah, the 
first and the last, hath Isaiah son of Amozthe 
prophet written ; 23 and Uzziah lieth with his 
father^ and they bury him with his fathers, 
in the field of the burving-place that the kings 
have, for they said, * He is a leper; ’ and reign 
doth Jotham his son in his stead. 

XXVIL 1 A SON of twenty and five years 
is Jotham in bis reigning, and sixteen years he 
hath rolgned in Jerusalem* and the name of 
his mother is Jerushah daughter of Zgidok. 
4 And he doth that which is right in the eyes 
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of Jehovah, according to all that Uzziah his 
father did; only, he hath not come in unto 
the temple of Jehovah; and again are the 
people doing corruptly. 

3 He hath built the upper gate of the house 
of Jehovah, and in the wall of Ophel ho hath 
built abuudantly; 4 and cities he hath built 
iu the hill-country of Judah, aud in the for¬ 
ests he hath built palaces and towers. 

5 And he hath fought with the king of the 
eons of Ammon, and preyaileth over them, 
and the sous of Ammon give to him iu that 
year a hundred taleuts of silver, and ten 
thousand cors of wheat, and of barley ten 
thousand ; this have the sons of Ammon re¬ 
turned to him both in the second year, aud 
in the third. 6 And Jotham doth strengthen 
himself, for he hath prepared his ways before 
Jehovah his God. 

7 And the rest of the matters of Jotham, 
aud all his battles, and his ways, lo, they are 
written ou the book of the kings of Israel and 
Judah. 8 A son of twenty and five years was 
he in his reigning, aud sixteen years he hath 
reigned iu Jerusalem; 9 and Jotham lieth with 
his fathers, and they bury him in the city of 
David, and reign doth Ahaz his son in his 
stead. 

XXVIII. 1 A SON of twenty years is Ahaz 
in his reigning, aud sixteen years he hath 
reigned iu Jerusalem, and he hath not done 
that which is right in the eyes of Jehovah, as 
David his father, 2 and walketh in the ways 
of the kings of Israel, and also, molten images 
hath made for Baalim, 3 and himself hath 
made perfume iu the valley of the sou of 
Hinnom, and burneth bis sons with fire ac¬ 
cording to the abominations of tbe nations 
that Jehovah dispossessed from the presence 
of the sons of Israel, 4 and sacrificeth and 
maketh perfume in high places, and ou the 
heights, aud under every green tree. 

6 And Jehovah his God giveth him into the 
hand of the king of Aram, and they smite 
him, and take captive from him a great cap¬ 
tivity, aud bring them iu to Damascus, and 
also into the hand of the king of Israel he 
hatli been given, and he Bmiteth him—a gro*t 
smiting. 

6 And Peltah son of Remaliah slayeth in 
Judah a hundred and twenty thousand in 
one day (the whole are sous of valour), be¬ 
cause of their forsaking Jehovah, God of their 
fathers. 

7 And Zichri, a mighty one of Ephraim, 
slayeth Maaseiah son of the king, and Azri- 
kam leader of the house, and Elkanah second 
to the king. 

0 Ancl the sons of Israel take captive of tlieir 
brethren, two hundred thousand, wives, sons 
and daughters, aud also much spoil they have 
seized from them, aud they bring in the spoil 
to Samaria. 

9 And there hath been there a prophet of 
Jehovah (Oded is his name), and he goeth out 
before the host that hath come in to Samaria, 
and saith to them, ‘Lo, in the fury of Jeho¬ 
vah God of your fathers against Judah, He 
hath given them into your hand, aud ye slay 
among them in rage—unto the heavens it hath 
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come; 10 and now, sons of Judah and Jerusa¬ 
lem ye are sayiug to subdue for men-servants 
and for maid-servants to you; but are there 
not with you causes of guilt before Jehovah 
your God ? 11 and now, hear me, and Bend back 
the captives whom ye have taken captive of 
our brethren, for the heat of the anger of 
ehovah is upon you.’ 

12 And certain of the heads of the sons of 
Ephraim (Azariah son of Johanan, Berechiah 
son of Meshillemoth, and Jehizkiah son of 
Shallum, and Amasa son of Hadlai), rise up 
against those coming in from the host, 13 and 
say to them, 1 Ye do not bring in the captives 
hither, for, to guilt against Jehovah on us, ye 
are Baying to add unto our sin and unto our 
guilt t for abundant is the guilt we have, and 
the fierceness of anger on Israel.’ 

14 And the armed men leave the captives 
and the prey before the heads and all the as¬ 
sembly; 15 aud the men who have been ex¬ 
pressed by name rise and take hold on the 
captives, and all their naked ones they have 
clothed from the’spoil, yea, they clothe them, 
and shoe them, and cause them to eat ana 
drink, and anoint them, and lead them on 
asses, even every feeble one, and bring them 
in to Jericho, the city of palms,_ near their 
brethren, and turn back to Samaria. 

10 At tnat time bath king Ahaz sent unto 
the king of Asshur to give help to him; 17 and 
again the Edomites have come, and smite iu 
Judah, and take captive a captivity. 18 And 
the Philistines have rushed against the cities 
of the low country, and of the south of Ju¬ 
dah, and capture Beth-Shemesh, and Aijalon. 
and Gederoth, and Shocho and its villages, and 
Timnah and its villages, and Gimzo and its 
villages, and dwell there, 19 for Jehovah hath 
humbled Judah because of Ahazkingof Israel, 
for be made free with Judah, even to commit 
a trespass against Jehovah. 

20 And Tilgath- Pilneser king of Asshur 
cometh in unto him, and doth distress him, 
and hath not strengthened him, 21 though 
Ahaz hath taken a portion out of the house of 
Jehovah, and out of the house of the king, and 
of the princeSj and giveth to the king of 
Asshur, yet it is no help to him. 

22 And in the time of his distress—he add* 
eth to trespass against Jehovah, (this king 
Ahaz), 23 and he sacrificeth to the gods of 
Damascus—those smiting him, andsaito, ‘Be¬ 
cause the gods of the kings of Aram are help¬ 
ing them, to them I sacrifice, aud they help 
me,’ and they have been to him to cause him 
to stumble, and to all Israel. 

24 And Ahaz gathereth the vessels of the 
house of God, and cutteth in pieces the ves¬ 
sels of the house of God, and shutteth the 
doors of the house of Jehovah, and maketh 
to himself altars in every corner iu Jerusalem. 
28 And in every city and city of Judah he hath 
made high places to make perfume to other 
gods, and provoketh Jehovah, God of his 
fathers. 

26 And the reBt of his matters, and . all his 
ways, the first and the last, lo, they are writ¬ 
ten on the book of the kings of Judah and Is¬ 
rael. 27 And Ahaz lieth with his fathers, and 
they bury him in the city, in Jerusalem, but 
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have not brought him in to the graves of the 
kings of Israel, and reign doth Hezekiah hie 
eon in hie stead. 

XXIX. 1 HEZEKIAH hath reigned—a son 
of twenty and five years, and twenty and nine 
years he hath reigned in Jerusalem, and the 
name of hia mother is Abijah daughter of 
Zechariah; 2 and he doth that which is right 
in the eyes of Jehovah, according to all that 
David hia father did. 3 He, in the first year 
of his reign, in the first month, hath opened 
the doors of the house of Jehovah, and 
strengthened them, 4 and bringeth in the 
prieata and the Levitea, and gathered them 
to the broad place to the east. 

0 And he said to them, ‘ Hear me, 0 Le¬ 
vites, now, sanctify yourselves, and sanctify 
the house of Jehovah, God of your fathers, 
and bring out the impurity from the sanctuary, 
6 for our fathers have trespassed, and done 
that which is evil in the eyes of Jehovah our 
God, and forsake him, and turn round their 
faces from the tabernacle of Jehovah, and give 
the neck. 

7 4 Also—they have shut the doors of the 
porch, and quench the lamps, and perfume 
they have not made, and burnt-offering have 
not caused to ascend in the sanctuary to the 
God of Israel, 8 and the wrath of Jehovah is 
m Judah and Jerusalem, and He giveth them 
or a trembling, for an astonishment, and for 
i hissing, as ye are seeing with your eyes. 
'And lo, fallen have our fathers by the sword, 
ind our sons, and our daughters, and our 
wives are in captivity for this. 

10 ‘Now—with my heart—to make a covenant 
before Jehovah, God of Israel, and the fierce¬ 
ness of Hia anger doth turn back from us. 
11 My sons, be not now at rest, for on you hath 
Jehovah fixed to Btand before Him, to serve 
Him, and to be to Him ministering and mak¬ 
ing perfume.’ 

“ And the Levites rise—Mahath son of Am- 
isai, and Joel son of Azariah, of the sons of 
whe Kohathite; and of the sons of Merari: 
Kish son of Abdi, and Azariah son of Jehale- 
lel: and of the Gershonite: Joah son of Zim- 
mah, and Eden son of Joah ; 13 and of the sons 
of Elizaphan: Shimri, andJeiel; and of the 
eons of Asaph: Zechariah and Mattaniah; 
14 and of the Bona of Heman : Jehiel and Shi- 
mei; aud of the sons of Jeduthun: Shemaiah 
and Uzziel— 10 and they gather their brethren, 
and sanctify themselves, and come in, accord¬ 
ing to the co mm and of the king in the matters 
of Jehovah, to cleanse the house of Jehovah, 
16 and the priests come in to the inner part of 
the house of Jehovah to cleanse it L and bring 
out all the uncleanness that they have found 
in the temple of Jehovah to the court of the 
house of Jehovah, and the Levites receive it, 
to take it out to the brook Kidron without. 

17 And they begin on the first of the first 
month to sanctify, and on the eighth day of 
the month they nave come to the porch of 
Jehovah, and they sanctify the house of Je¬ 
hovah in eight days, and on the sixteenth day 
of the first month they have finished. 

18 And they come in within unto Hezekiah 
the king , and say, 4 We have cleansed all the 


house of Jehovah, and the altar of the burnt- 
offering, and all its vessels, and the table of 
the arrangement, and all its vessels, 13 and all 
the vessels that king Ahaz cast away in his 
reign—in his trespass—we have prepared and 
sanctified, and lo, they are before the altar of 
Jehovah.’ 

20 And Hezekiah the king riseth early, and 
gathereth the heads of the city, and goeth up-to 
the house of Jehovah; 21 and they bring in 
seven bullocks, and seven rams, and se^en 
lambs, and seven young he-goats, for a sin- 
offering for the kingdom, and for the sanctu¬ 
ary, and for Judah; and he saith to sons of 
Aaron, the priests, to cause them to ascend on 
the altar of Jehovah. 

22 And they slaughter the oxen, and the 
priests receive the blood, and sprinkle on the 
altar* and they slaughter the rams, and 
sprinkle the blood on the altar; and they 
slaughter the lambs, and sprinkle the blood 
on the altar; 23 and they bring nigh the he- 
goats of the sin-offering before the king and the 
assembly, and they lay their hands upon them; 
^ and the priests slaughter them, and make a 
sin-offering with their blood on the altar, to 
make atonement for all Israel, for 4 For all 
Israel,’ said the king, ‘w the burnt-offering 
and the sin-offering.’ 

23 And he appointeth the Levites in the 
house of Jehovah with cymbals, with psal¬ 
teries, and with harps, bv the command of 
David, and of Gad, seer oi the king, and of 
Nathan the prophet, for by the hand of Jeho¬ 
vah is the command, by the hand of His 
prophets; 20 and the Levites stand with the 
instruments of David, and the priests with 
the trumpetB. 

27 And Hezekiah saith to cause the burnt- 
offering to ascend on the altar; and at the 
time the burnt-offeriDg began—began the song 
of Jehovah, and the trumpets, even by the 
hands of the instruments of David king of 
Israel. 28 And all the assembly are doing 
obeisance, and the singers singing, and the 
trumpeters blowing; the whole is tul the com¬ 
pletion of the burnt-offering. 

29 And at the completion of the offering up 
bowed havo the king and all those found with 
him, and do obeisance. 80 And Hezekiah the 
king saith, and the princes, to the Levites to 
give praise to Jehovah in the words of David, 
and of Asaph the seer, and they praise—unto 
jov. and they bow, and do obeisance. 

H And Hezekiah answereth and saith, 4 Now 
ye have filled your hand to Jehovah, come 
nigh, and bring in sacrifices and thank-offer¬ 
ings to the house of Jehovah;' and the as¬ 
sembly bring in sacrifices and thank-offer¬ 
ings, and every willing-hearted one—burnt- 
offerings. 

33 And the number of the burnt-offerings 
that the assembly have brought in, is seventy 
oxen, a hundred rams, lambs two hundred; 
for a burnt-offering to Jehovah are all these. 
33 And the sanctified things are oxen six hun¬ 
dred, and sheep three thousand. 

34 Only, the priests have become few, and 
have not been able to strip the whole of the 
burnt-offerings, and their brethren the Le¬ 
vites strengthen them till the completion of 
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the work, and till the priests sanctify them¬ 
selves, for the Levites are more upright of 
heart to sanctify themselves than the priests. 

86 And also, burnt-offerings are in abund¬ 
ance, with fat of the peace-offerings, and with 
oblations for the burnt-offering; and the ser¬ 
vice of the house of Jehovah is established, 
86 and rejoice doth Hezekiah and all the peo¬ 
ple, because of God’s giving preparation to 
the people, for the thing hath been suddenly. 

XXX. 4 AND Hezekiah sendeth unto all 
Israel and Judah, and also letters he hath 
written unto Ephraim and Manasseh, to come 
in to the house of Jehovah in Jerusalem, to 
make a passover to Jehovah. God of Israel. 

I And the king taketh counsel, and his heads, 
and all the assembly in Jerusalem, to make 
the passover in the second month, 3 for they 
have not been able to make it at that time, 
for the priests have not sanctified themselves 
sufficiently, and the people have not been 
gathered to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing is right in the eyes of the 
king, and in the eyes of all the assembly, 
s and they establish the thing, to cause to pass 
over an intimation into all Israel, from Beer- 
Sheba even unto Dan, to come in to make 
a passover to Jehovah, God of Israel, in Jeru¬ 
salem, for not for a long time had they done 
as it is written. 

6 And the runners go with letters from the 
hand of the king and his heads, into all Israel 
and Judah, even according to the command 
of the kin" saying, ‘0 sons of Israel, turn 
back unto Jehovah, God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Israel, and He doth turn back unto the 
escaped part that is left of you from the hand 
of the kings of Asshur; 7 and do not be like 
your fathers, and like your brethren, who 
trespassed against Jehovah, God of their fa¬ 
thers, and He giveth them to desolation, as 
ye do see. 

8 ‘Now, harden not your neck like your fa¬ 
thers, give a hand to Jehovah, and come in 
to His sanctuary, that He hath sanctified to 
the age, and serve Jehovah vour God, and 
the fierceness of His anger doth turn back 
from you; 9 for in your turning back unto 
Jehovah, your brethren and your sons have 
mercies before their captors, even to return 
to this land, for gracious and merciful w Je¬ 
hovah your God, and He doth not turn aside 
the face from you, if ye turn back unto Him.’ 

10 And the runners are passing over from 
city to city, in the land of Ephraim and 
Manasseh, even unto Zebulun: and they are 
laughing at them, and mocking at them, 

II only, certain from Asher, and Manasseh, 
and from Zebulun, have been humbled, and 
come in to Jerusalem. 

13 Also, in Judah hath the hand of God been 
to give to them one heart to do the command 
of the king and of the heads, in the matter of 
Jehovah ; 43 and much people are gathered to 
Jerusalem, to make the feast of unleavened 
things in the second month—a mighty as¬ 
sembly for multitude. 

14 And they arise and turn aside the altars 
that are in Jerusalem, and all the perfume 
altars they have turned aside, and cast them 
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to the brook Kidron ; 15 and they slaughter 
the passover-offering on the fourteenth of the 
second month, and the priests and the Levites 
have been ashamed, and sanctify themselves, 
and bring in burnt-offerings to the house of 
Jehovah. 

10 And they stand on their station accord¬ 
ing to their ordinance ; according to the law of 
Moses the man of God the priests are sprink¬ 
ling the blood out of the hand of the Levites, 
17 for many are in the assembly who have not 
sanctified themselves, and the Levites are 
over the slaughtering of the passover-offer- 
ings for every one not clean, to sanctify him 
to Jehovah: 10 for a multitude of the people, 
many from Ephraim and Manasseh, Iasachar, 
and Zebulun, have not been cleansed, but 
have eaten the passover otherwise than it is 
written; but Hezekiah prayed for them, say¬ 
ing, ‘Jehovah, who is good, doth receive a- 
tonement for every one who hath prepared 
his heart to seek God—Jehovah, God of his 
fathers—yet not according to the cleansing of 
the sanctuary 20 and Jehovah hearkeneth 
unto Hezekiah, and healeth the people. 

21 And the sons of Israel, those found in 
Jerusalem, make the feast of unleavened 
things seven days with great joy ; and giving 
praise to Jehovah day by day are the Levites 
and the priests, with instruments of praise 
before Jehovah. - 2 And Hezekiah speaketh 
unto the heart of all the Levites, those giv¬ 
ing good understanding concerning Jehovah, 
and they eat the appointed thing seven days 
sacrificing sacrifices of peace-offerings, and 
making confession to Jenovah, God of their 
fathers. 

23 And all the assembly take counsel to keep 
other seven days, and they keep seven days 
with joy; 2-1 for Hezekiah king of Judah hath 

f jresented to the assembly a thousand hill¬ 
ocks, and seven thousand sheep; and the 
heads have presented to the assembly bul¬ 
locks a thousand, and sheep ten thousand; 
and priests sanctify themselves in abundance. 

25 And kll the assembly of Judah rejoice, 
and the priests, and the Levites, and all the 
assembly, those coming in from Israel, and the 
sojourners, those coming in from the land of 
Israel, and those dwelling in Judah, 20 and 
there is great joy in Jerusalem; for from the 
days of Solomon son of David king of Israel 
there is not like thiB in Jerusalem, 27 and the 
priests, the Levites, rise and bless the peoples 
and their voice is heard, and their prayer com- 
eth in to Hjb holy habitation, to the heavens. 

XXXI, J AND at the completion of all this, 
gone out have all Israel who are found pre¬ 
sent to the cities of Judah, and break the 
standing-pillars, and cut down the shrines, 
and break down the high places and the al¬ 
tars, out of all Judah and Benjamin, and in 
Ephraim and Manasseh, even to completion, 
and all the sons of Israel turn back, each to 
his possession, to their cities. 

2 And Hezekiah appointeth the courses of 
the priests, and of the Levites, by' their 
courses, each according to his service, of the 
priests and of the Levites, for burnt-offering, 
and for peace-offerings, to minister, and to 
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give thanks, and to give praise in the gates of 
the camps of Jehovah. 

3 And a portion of the king, from his sub¬ 
stance, is for burnt-offerings, for burnt-offer¬ 
ings of the morning, and of the evening, and 
the burnt-offerings of sabbaths, and of new 
moons, and of appointed seasons, as it is 
written in the law of Jehovah. 

4 And he saith to the people, to the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jerusalem, to give the portion of 
the priests, and of the Levites, bo that they 
are strengthened in the law of Jehovah; 5 and 
at the spreading forth of the thing have the 
sons of Israel multiplied the first-fruit of corn, 
new wine, and oil, and honey, and of all the 
increase of the field, and the tithe of the whole 
in abundance they have brought in. 

fl And the sons of Israel and Judah, those 
dwelling in cities of Judah, they also a tithe 
of herd and flock, and a tithe of the holy 
things that are sanctified to Jehovah their 
God, have brought in, and they give—heaps, 
heaps ; 7 in the third month they have begun 
to lay the foundation of the heaps, and in the 
seventh month they bave finished. 

8 And Hezekiah and the heads come in and 
see the heaps, and bless Jehovah and His 
people Israel, 9 and Hezekiah inquireth at the 
priests and the Levites concerning the heaps, 

and Azariah the head priest, of the house 
of Zadok, speaketh unto him. and saith, ‘From 
the beginning of the bringing of the heave¬ 
offering to the house of Jehovah, tJiere is to 
eat, and to be satisfied, and to leave abun¬ 
dantly, for Jehovah hath blessed His people, 
and that left is this store.’ 

11 And Hezekiah saith to prepare chambers 
in the house of Jehovah, ana they prepare, 
12 and they bring in the heave-offering, and the 
tithe, ana the holy things faithfully; and 
over them is a leader, Conaniah the Levite, 
and Shimei his brother is second; 13 and Je- 
hiel, and Azaziah, and Nahath, and Asahel, 
and Jerimoth, and Jozabad, and Eliel, and 
Ismachiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, are 
inspectors under the hand of Conaniah and 
Shimei his brother, by the appointment of 
Hezekiah the king, and Azarian leader of the 
house of God. 

14 And Kore son of Iranah the Levite, the 
gatekeeper at the east, is over the willing- 
offerings of God, to give the heave-offering of 
Jehovah, and the most holy things. 18 And 
by his hand are Eden, ana Mimamin, and 
Jeshua, and Shemaiah, Amariah, and She- 
chaniah, in cities of the priests, faithfully to 
give to their brethren in courses, as the great 
so the small, 10 apart from their genealogy, to 
males from a 6on of three years and upward, 
to every one who hath gone in to the house of 
Jehovah, by the matter of a day in its day, 
for their service in their charges, according to 
their courses; 17 and the genealogy of the 
priests by the house of their fathers, and of 
the Levites, from a son of twenty years and 
upward, in their charges, in their courses; 
18 and to the genealogy among all their in¬ 
fants, their wives^ and their sons, and their 
daughters to all tne congregation, for in their 
faithfulness they sanctify themselves in holi¬ 
ness. 


19 And to sons of Aaron, the priests, in the 
fields of the suburb of their cities, in every 
city and city, are men who have been defined 
by name, to give portions to every male 
among the priests, and to every one who 
reckoned himself by genealogy among the 
Levites. 

20 And Hezekiah doth thus in all Judah, 
and doth that which is good, and that which 
is right, ^ and that which is true, before Je¬ 
hovah his God; 21 and in every work that 
he hath begun for the service of the house of 
God, and for the law, and for the command, 
to seek to his God, with all his heart he hath 
wrought and prospered. 

XXXIL 1 AFTER these things and this 
truth, come hath Sennacherib king of Asshur, 
yea, he cometh in to Judah, and encampeth 
against the cities of the bulwarks, and saith 
to rend them unto himself. 

2 And Hezekiah seeth that Sennacherib 
hath come, and his face is to the battle 
against. Jerusalem, 9 and he taketh counsel 
with his heads and his mighty ones, to stop 
the waters of the fountains that are at the 
outside of the city—and they help him, 4 and 
much people are gathered, and tney stop all 
the fountains and the brook that is rushing 
into the midst of the land, saying, ' Why do 
the kings of Asshur come, and have found 
much water?’ 

5 And he strengtheneth himself, and bulld- 
eth the whole of the wall that is broken, and 
causeth it to ascend unto the towers, and at 
the outside of the wall another, and streng¬ 
theneth Millo, in the city of David, and mak- 
eth dartsjin abundance, and shields. 

6 And he putteth heads of war over the 
people, and gathereth them unto him, unto 
the broad place of a gate of the city, and 
speaketh unto their heart, saying, 7 ‘ Be strong 
and courageous, be not afraid, nor be cast- 
down from the face of the king of Asshur, and 
from the face of all the multitude that is with 
him, for with us are more than with him. 
8 With him is an arm of flesh, and with us is 
Jehovah our God, to help us, and to fight our 
battles;’ and the people are supported by the 
words of Hezekiah king of Judah. 

9 After this hath Sennacherib king of As¬ 
shur sent his servants to Jerusalem—and he 
is by Lachish, and all his power with him— 
against Hezekiah kingof Judah,and against all 
Judah, who are in Jerusalem, saying, 10 ‘Thus 
said Sennacherib king of Asshur, On what 
are ye trusting and abiding in the bulwark, 
in Jerusalem? 

11 ‘ Is not Hezekiah persuading you, to give 
you up to die by famine, and by thirst, say¬ 
ing, Jehovah our God doth deliver us from 
the hand of the king of Asshur ? 32 Hath 
not Hezekiah himself turned aside His high 
places, and His altars, and speaketh to Ju¬ 
dah and to Jerusalem, saying, Before one 
altar ye bow yourselves, and on it ye make 
perfume ? 

13 # Do ye not know what I have done—I and 
my fathers—to all peoples of the lands? 
Were the gods of the nations of the lands at 
all able to deliver their land out of my hand! 
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14 Who among all the god a of these nations 
whom my fathers have devoted to destruc¬ 
tion is he who hath been able to deliver his 
people out of my hand, that your God is able 
to deliver you out of my hand ? 

10 4 And, now, let not Hezekiah lift you up, 
□or persuade you thus, nor give credence to 
him, for no god of any nation and kingdom 
is able to deliver his people from my hand, 
and from the hand of my fathers: also, surely 

our God doth not deliver you from my 

and!’ 

18 And again have his servants spoken against 
Jehovah God, and against Hezekiah His ser¬ 
vant, 17 and letters he hath written to give 
reproach to Jehovah, God of Israel, and to 
speak against Him, saying, ‘As the gods of 
tne nations of the lands that have not de¬ 
livered their people from my hand, so the God 
of Hezekiah doth not deliver His people from 
my hand’ 

And they call with a great voice in Jew¬ 
ish, against the people of Jerusalem who are on 
the wall, to frighten them, and to trouble 
them, that they may capture the city, u and 
:hey speak against the God of Jerusalem as 
against the gods of the peoples of the land— 
work of the hands of man. 

20 And Hezekiah the king prayeth, and 
Isaiah son of Amoz the prophet, concerning 
this, and they cry to the heavens, 21 and Je¬ 
hovah sendeth a messenger, and cutteth off 
every mighty one of valour—both leader and 
head—in the camp of the king of Asshur, and 
he turnetb back with shame of face to his 
land, and entereth the house of his god, and 
those coming out of his bowels have caused 
him to fall there by the sword. 

M And Jehovah savetli Hezekiah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem from the hand of 
Sennacherib king of Asshur, and from the 
hand of all, and He leadeth them round 
about; 23 and many are bringing in an offer¬ 
ing to Jehovah, to Jerusalem, and precious 
things to Hezekiah king of Judah, and he is 
lifted up before the eyes of all the nations 
after this. 

84 In those days hath Hezekiah been sick 
even unto death, and he prayeth unto Jeho¬ 
vah, and He speaketh to him, and a wonder 
hath appointed for him; 26 and Hezekiah hath 
not returned according to the deed done unto 
him, for hiB heart hath been lofty, and there 
is wrath upon him, and upon Judah and 
Jerusalem; 26 and Hezekiah is humbled for 
the loftiness of his heart, he and the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jerusalem, and the wrath of Jeho¬ 
vah hath not come upon them in the days of 
Hezekiah. 

27 And Hezekiah hath riches and honour 
very much, and treasures he hath made to 
himBelf of silver, and of gold, and of pre¬ 
cious stone, and of spices, and of shields, and 
of all kinds of desirable vessels, 28 and store¬ 
houses for the increase of corn, and new wine, 
and oil, and stalls for all kinds of cattle, and 
herds for stalls ; ® and cities he hath made for 
himself, and possessions of flocks and herds 
in abundance, for God hath given to him very 
much substance. 

80 And Hezekiah himself hath stopped the 
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upper source of the waters of Gihon, and 
directeth them beneath to the west of the city 
of David, and Hezekiah prospereth in all his 
work; 31 and so with the ambassadors of the 
heads of Babylon, those Bending unto him to 
inquire of the wonder that hath beeu in the 
land, God hath left him to try him, to know 
all in his heart, 

81 And the rest of the matters of Hezekiah, 
and his kind acts, lo, they are written in 
the vision of Isaiah son of Amoz the prophet, 
on the book of the kings of Judah and Israel. 
33 And Hezekiah lieth with his fathers, and 
they bury him in the uppermost of the graves 
of tne sons of David, and all Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem have done honour 
to him at his death, and reign doth Manasseh 
his eon in hiB stead. 

XXXIII. 1 A SON of twelve years is Ma¬ 
nasseh in his reigning, and fifty and five years 
he hatli reigned in Jerusalem: 2 and he doth 
the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, like the 
abominations of the nations that Jehovah 
dispossessed from the presence of the sons of 
Israel, 3 and he turneth and buildeth the high 
laces that Hezekiah his father hath broken 
own, and raiseth altars for Baalim, and 
maketh shrines, and boweth himself to all 
the host of the heavens, and serveth them. 

4 And he hath built altars in the house of 
Jehovah of which Jehovah had said, ‘In Jeru¬ 
salem is My name to the age.’ 0 And he build¬ 
eth altars to all the host of the heavens in 
the two courts of the house of Jehovah. 

fl Aud he hath caused his sons to pass over 
through fire in the valley of the son of Hin- 
nom, and observed clouds, and used enchant¬ 
ments and witchcraft, ana dealt with a fami¬ 
liar Bpirit, and a wizard ; he hath multiplied 
to do the evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah, to 
provoke Him to anger. 

7 And he placeth the graven image of the 
idol that he made in the house of God, of 
which God said unto David, and unto Solo¬ 
mon his son, ‘In this house, and in Jerusalem 
that I have chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel, I put My name to the age, 8 and I add 
not to turn aside the foot of Israel from off 
the ground that I appointed to your fathera, 
only, if they watch to do all that I have com¬ 
manded them—to all the law, and the statutes, 
and the ordinances by the hand of Moses.' 
9 And Manasseh maketh Judah and the inha¬ 
bitants of Jerusalem to err, to do evil above 
the nations that Jehovah destroyed from the 
presence of the sons of IsraeL 
10 And Jehovah speaketh unto Manasseh 
and unto his people, and they have not at¬ 
tended. 11 and Jehovah bringeth in against 
them tne heads of the host that the king of 
Asshur hath, and they capture Manasseh 
among the thickets, and Dind him with 
brazen fetters, and cause him to go to Baby¬ 
lon. 

12 And when he is in distress he hath ap- 
eased the face of Jehovah his God, and is 
umbled exceedingly before the God of his 
fathers, 18 and prayeth unto Him, and He is 
entreated of him, and heareth his supplica¬ 
tion, and bringeth him back to Jerusalem, to 
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hie kingdom, and Manasseh knoweth that Je¬ 
hovah—He is God. 

14 And after this he hath built an outer wall 
to the city of David, on the west of Gihon, in 
the valley, and at the entering in at the fish- 
gate, and it hath gone round to the tower, 
and he maketh it exceeding high, and he put- 
teth heads of the force in all the cities of the 
bulwarks in Judah. 

10 And he turneth aside the gods of the 
stranger, and the idol, out of the house of Je¬ 
hovah, and all the altars that he had built in 
the mount of the house of Jehovah and in 
Jerusalem, and casteth them to the outside 
of the city. 

10 And he buildeth the altar of Jehovah, 
and sacriticeth upon it sacrifices of peace- 
offerings and thank-offering. and saith to Ju¬ 
dah to serve Jehovah, Goa of Israel; 17 but 
still the people are sacrificing in high places, 
only—to Jehovah their God. 

10 And the rest of the matters of Manasseh, 
and his prayer unto his God, and the matters 
of the seers, those speaking unto him in the 
name of Jehovah, God of Israel, lo, they are 
on the hook o/ the matters of the kings of Is¬ 
rael ; 10 and his prayer, and his entreaty, and 
all his sin, and nis trespass, and the places in 
which he had built high :places, and estab¬ 
lished the shrines and the graven images be¬ 
fore his being humbled, lo, they are written 
beside the matters of Hdzai. 20 And Manas¬ 
seh lieth with his fathers, and they bury him 
in his own house, and reign doth Amon his 
son in his stead. 

21 A son of twenty and two years is Amon 
in his reigning, and two years he hath reigned 
in Jerusalem, 22 and he doth the evil thing in 
the eyes of Jehovah, as did Manasseh his fa¬ 
ther, and to all the graven images that Man¬ 
asseh his father had made hath Amon sacri¬ 
ficed. and serveth them, 23 and hath not been 
humbled before Jehovah, like the humbling 
of Manasseh his father, for Amon himself hath 
multiplied guilt. 

24 And his servants conspire against him. 
and put him to death in his own house, ” and 
the people of the land Bmite all those con- 
Bpinng against king Amon, and the people 
or the land cause Josiah his son to reign in 
his stead. 

XXXIV. 1 A SON of eight years is Josiah 
in his reigning, and thirty and one years he 
hath reigned in Jerusalem, 3 and he doth that 
which is right in the eyes of Jehovah, and 
walketh in the ways of David his father, and 
hath not turned aside—right or left. 

3 Andiin the eighth year of his reign (and 
he yet a youth), he hath begun to seek to the 
God of David his father, and in the twelfth 

ear he hath begun to cleanse Judah and 

erusalem from the high places, and the 
shrines, and the graven images, and the mol 
ten images. 

4 And they break down before him the al¬ 
tars of the Baalim, and the images that are 
on high above them he hath cut down, and 
the shrines, and the graven images, and the 
molten images, he hath broken and beaten 
small, and streweth on the surface of the 


graves of those sacrificing to them, 6 and the 
bones of the priests he hath burnt on their 
altars, and cleanseth Judah and Jerusalem, 
8 and in the cities of Manasseh, and Ephraim, 
and Simeon, even unto Naphtali, witn their 
tools, round about. 

7 And he breaketh down the altars and the 
shrines, and the graven images he hath beat- 
ten down very small, and all the images ho 
hath cut down in all the land of Israel, and 
turneth back to Jerusalem. 

0 And in the eighteenth year of his reign, to 

S urifv the land and the house he hath sent 
hapnan son of Azaliah, and Maaseiah head 
of tne city, and Joah son of Joliaz the re¬ 
membrancer, to strengthen the house of Je¬ 
hovah his God. 

9 And they come in unto Hilkiah the high 
priest, and tney give the money that is brought 
in to the house of God, that the Levites, keep¬ 
ing the threshold, have gathered from the 
hand of Manasseh, and Ephraim, and from 
all the remnant of Israel, and from all Judah, 
and Benjamin, and the inhabitants of Jerusa¬ 
lem, 10 and they give it into the hand of the 
workmen, those appointed over the house of 
Jehovah, and they give it to the workmen 
who are working in the house of Jehovah, to 
repair and to strengthen the house; n and 
they give it to artificers, and to builders, to 
buy hewn stones, and wood for couplings and 
for beams to the houses that the kings of Ju¬ 
dah had destroyed. 

13 And the men are working faithfully in 
the business and over them are appointed 
Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, of tne sons 
of Merari, and Zechariah and Meshullam, of 
the aons'of the Kohathite, to overlook ; and 
of the Levites, every one understanding about 
instruments of song, 13 and over the burden- 
bearers, and overseers of every one doing 
work for service and service; and of the 
Levites are scribes, and officers, and gate¬ 
keepers. 

14 And in their bringing out the money that 
is brought in to the house of Jehovah, hath 
Hilkiah the priest found the book of the law 
of Jehovah Dy the hand of Moses, 16 and 
Hilkiah answereth and saith unto Shaphan 
the scribe, ‘A book of the law 1 have found 
in the house of Jehovah; ’ and Hilkiah giv* 
eth the book unto Shaphan, 10 and Shaphan 
bringeth in the book unto the king, and 
briDgeth the king back word again, saying, 
‘ All that hath been given into the hand of 
thy servants they are doing, 17 and they pour 
out the money that is found in the house of 
Jehovah, and give it into the hand of those 
appointed, and into the hands of those doing 
the work.’ 

, 16 And Shaphan the scribe declareth to the 

king, saying, 4 A book hath Hilkiah the priest 
given to me;’ aDd Shaphan readeth in it be¬ 
fore the king. )fl And it cometh to pass, at 
the king’s hearing the words of the law, that 
he renaeth his garments, 30 and the king 
commandeth Hilkiah, and Ahikam son of 
Shaphan, and Abdon son of Micah, and Sha- 

E han the scribe, and Asaiah, servant of the 
ing, saying, 21 *Go, seek Jehovah for me, 
and for him who is left in Israel and in Ju 
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dah, concerning the words of the book that is 
found, for great is the fury of Jehovah that is 
poured on us, because that our fathers kept 
not the word of Jehovah, to do according to 
all that is written on this book.’ 

w And Hilkiah goeth, and they of the king, 
unto Huldah the prophetess, wife of Shallum 
Bon of Tikvath, son of Hasrah, keener of the 
garments, and she is dwelling in Jerusalem 
in the Second, and they speak unto her thus. 

23 And she saith to them, ‘Thus said Jeho¬ 
vah, God of Israel, Say to the man who hath 
Bent you unto me, 24 Thus said Jehovah, Lo, 
I am bringing in evil on this place, and on its 
inhabitants, all the execrations that are writ¬ 
ten on the book that they read before the 
king of Judah ; “because tliat they have for¬ 
saken Me, and make perfume to other gods, 
so as to provoke Me with all the works of 
their hands, and poured out is My fury upon 
this place, and it is not quenched. 

26 ‘And unto the king of Judah, who is 
Bending you to inquire of Jehovah, thus do ye 
say unto him: Thus said Jehovah God of Is¬ 
rael, whose words thou hast heard: ^Be¬ 
cause thy heart is tender, and thou art hum¬ 
bled before God in thy hearing His words 
concerning this place, and concerning its in¬ 
habitants, and art humbled before Me, and 
dost rend thy garments, and weep before Me: 
even I also have heard—the affirmation of Je¬ 
hovah. 28 Lo, I am gathering thee unto thy 
fathers, and thou hast been gathered unto 
thy graves in peace, and thine eyes do not 
look on all the evil that I am bringing upon 
this place, and upon its inhabitants;’ and 
they brin^ the king back word. 

29 And the king sendeth and gathereth all 
the elders of Judah and Jerusalem, 80 and the 
king goeth up to the house of Jehovah, and 
every man of Judah, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and the priests, and the Levites, 
even all the people, from great even unto 
small, and he readeth in their ears all the 
words of the book of the covenant that is 
found in the house of Jehovah. 

31 And the king standeth on his station, and 
maketh the covenant before Jehovah, to walk 
after Jehovah, and to keep His commands, 
and His testimonies, and His statutes, with 
all his heart, and with all his soul, to do the 
words of the covenant that are written on 
this book. 32 And he presentetli every one 
who is found in Jerusalem and Benjamin, 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem do accord¬ 
ing to the covenant of God, the God of their 
fathers. 

33 And Josiah turneth aside all the abomi¬ 
nations out of all the lands that the sons of 
Israel have, and causeth every one who is 
found in Israel to serve, to serve Jehovah 
their God; all his days they turned not aside 
from after Jehovah, God of their fathers. 

XXXV. 1 AND Josiah maketh in Jerusa¬ 
lem a passover to Jehovah, and they slaugh¬ 
ter the passover-offering on the fourteenth of 
the first month, a and he stationeth the priests 
over their charges, and strengtheneth them 
for the service of tne house of Jehovah, 8 and 
eaith to the Levitea—who are teaching all Ia- 
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rael—who are sanctified to Jehovah, ‘But the 
holy ark in the house that Solomon eon of 
David king of Israel built; it is not to you a 
burden on the shoulder. 

4 Now, serve Jehovah your God, and His 
people Israel, 4 and prepare, by the house of 
your fathers, according to your courses, by 
the writing of David king of Israel, ana by 
the writing of Solomon his son, 0 and stand in 
the sanctuary, by the divisions of the house 
of the fathers of your brethren, sons of the 
people, and the portion of the house of a 
father of the Levites, 6 and slaughter the 
passover-offering and sanctify yourselves, and 
prepare for your brethren, to ao according to 
the word of Jehovah by the hand of Moses.’ 

7 And Josiah lifteth up to the sons of the 
people a flock of lambs and young goats, the 
whole for passover-offerings, for every one 
who is fouhd, to the number of thirty thou¬ 
sand, and oxen three thousand: these are 
from the substance of the king. 

8 And his heads, for a willing-offering to 
the people, to the priests, and to the Lev¬ 
ites, nave lifted up; HilkiaJi, and Zechariah, 
and Jehiel, leaders in the house of God, to 
the priests have given for passover-offerings 
two thousand and Bix hundred, and oxen 
three hundred; B and Conaniah, and Shema- 
iah. and Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hasha- 
bian, and Jeiel^ and Jozabad, heads of the 
Levites, have lifted up to the Levites, for 

assover-offerings, five thousand, and oxen 
ve hundred. 

10 And the service is prepared, and the 
priests Btand on their station, and the Levites 
on their courses, according to the command of 
the king, 11 and they slaughter the passover- 
offering, and the pnests sprinkle out of their 
hand, and the Levites are striping; 12 and 
they turn aside the burnt-offering, to put them 
by the divisions of the house of tne fathers of 
the sons of the people, to bring near to Jeho¬ 
vah, as it is written in the book of Moses—and 
so to the oxen. 

19 And they cook the passover with fire, ac¬ 
cording to the ordinance, and the sanctified 
things they have cooked in pots, and in kettles, 
and in pans—for all the sons of the people. 
14 And afterward they have prepared for them¬ 
selves, and for the priests: for the priests, son* 
of Aaron, are in the offering-up of the burnt- 
offering and of the fat till night: and the Le¬ 
vites have prepared for themselves, and for 
the priests, sons of Aaron. 

15 And the singers, sons of Asaph, are on 
their station, according to the command of 
David, and Anaph, andHeman, and Jeduthun 
seer of the king, and the gate-keepers an 
at gate and gate; it is not for them to turn 
asiae from off their service, for their brethren 
the Levites have prepared for them. 

10 And all the service of J ehovah is prepared 
on that day, to keep the passover, and to 
cause to ascend burnt-offering upon the altar 
of Jehovah, according to the command of king 
Josiah. 17 And the sons of Israel who are 
found make the passover at that time, and 
the feast of unleavened things, seven days. 

18 And there hath not been made a passover 
like it in Israel from the days of Samuel tht 
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prophet, and none of the kings of Israel made 
Buch a passover as Josiah hath made, and the 

J rieBts, and the Lerites, and all Judah and 
srael who are found, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. 19 In the eighteenth year of the 
rei^n of Josiah hath this passover been made. 

90 After all this, when Josiah hath prepared 
the house, come up hath Necho king of Egypt, 
to fight against Carchemisk by Phrat, and 
Josiah goeth forth to meet him; 21 and he 
sendeth unto him messengers, saying, ‘What— 
to me and to thee, 0 kin^ of Judah? not 
against thee do l come to-day, but unto the 
house with which I have war, and God said 
to haste me; cease for thee from God who is 
with me, and He doth'not destroy thee.’ 

12 And Josiah hath not turned round his face 
from him, but to fight against him hath dis¬ 
guised himself, and hath not hearkened unto 
the words of Necho, from the mouth of God, 
and cometh in to fight in the valley of Megid- 
do: 23 and the archers shoot at king Josiah, 
and the king saith to his servants, * Remove 
me, for I have become very sick.’ 

24 And his servants remove him from the 
chariot, and cause him to ride on the second 
chariot that he hath, and cause him to go to 
Jerusalem, and he dieth, and is buried in the 
graves of his fathers, and all Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem are mourning for Josiah, 25 and Jere¬ 
miah lainenteth for Josiah, and all the singers 
and the songstresses speak in their lamenta¬ 
tions of Josiah unto this day, and set them 
for a statute on Israel, and lo, they are writ¬ 
ten beside the lamentations. 

20 And the rest of the matters of Josiah, and 
his kind acts, according as it is written in the 
law of Jehovah, 27 even his matters, the first 
and the last, lo, they are written on the book 
of the kings of Israel and Judah. 

XXXVI. 1 AND the people of the land take 
-lehoahaz eon of Josiah, and cause him to reign 
instead of his father in Jerusalem. 3 A son of 
three^ and twenty years is Jehoahaz in his 
reigning, and three months he hath reigned in 
Jerusalem, 3 and turn him aside doth the king 
of Egypt in Jerusalem, and fineth the land a 
hundred talents of silver, and a talent of gold; 
•land the king of Egypt causeth Eliakim his 
brother to reign over Judah and Jerusalem, 
and turneth his name to Jehoiakim ; and Je- 
lioahaz his brother hath Necho taken, and 
bringeth him in to Egypt. 

5 A son of twenty and five years is Jehoia¬ 
kim in his reigning, and eleven years he hath 
reigned in Jerusalem, and he doth the evil 
thing in the eyes of Jehovah his God; 6 against 
him hath Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
come up, and bindeth him in brazen fetters to 
t ike him away to Babylon. 7 And of the ves¬ 
sels of the house of Jehovah hath Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar brought in to Babylon, and putteth 
them in his temple in Babylon. 

“And tbe rest of the matters of Jehoiakim 
and his abominations that he hath done, and 
that which is found against him, lo, they are 
written on the book of the kings of Israel and 
Judah, and reign doth Jehoiachin his son in 
his stead. 


9 A son of eight years is Jehoiachin in his 
reigning, and three months and ten days lie 
hath reigned in Jerusalem, and he doth the 
evil thing in the eyes of Jehovah; 10 and at 
the turn of the year hath kiug Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar sent and bringeth him in to Babylon, 
with the desirable vessels of tbe bouse of Je¬ 
hovah, and causeth Zedekiah his brother to 
reign over Judah and Jerusalem. 

11 A Bon of twenty and one years is Zedekiah 
in his reigning, and eleven years he hath 
reigned in Jerusalem; 13 and he doth the evil 
thing in the eyes of Jehovah his God, he hath 
not been humbled before Jeremiah the pro¬ 
phet speaking from the mouth of Jehovah; 

and also, against king Nebuchadnezzar he 
hath rebelled, who had caused him to'swear by 
| God, and hehardeneth bis neck^ and strength- 
I eneth his heart, against turning back unto 
Jehovab, God of Israel. 

14 Also, all the heads of the priests, and the 
people, haring multiplied to commit a tres¬ 
pass according to all the abominations of the 
nations, and they defile the house of Jehovah 
that He hath sanctified in Jerusalem. 

15 And Jehovah, God of their fathers, send¬ 
eth unto them by the hand of His messen¬ 
gers—rising early and sending—for He hath 
had pity on His people, and on His habita¬ 
tion, 10 and they are mocking at the messen¬ 
gers of God, and despising His words, and 
acting deceitfully with His prophets, till the 
going up of the fury of Jehovah against His 
people—till there is no healing. 

17 And He causeth to go up against them 
the king of the Chaldeans, and he slayeth 
their chosen ones by the sword in the house 
of their sanctuary, and hath had no pity on 
young man and virgin, old man and very 
aged—the whole He hath given into his hand. 
18 And all the vessels of the house of God, the 
great and the small, and the treasures of the 
house of Jehovah, and the treasures of the 
king and of his princes—the whole he hath 
brought in to BabyloD. 

13 And they burn the house of God, and 
break down the wall of Jerusalem, and all 
its palaces they have burnt with fire, and all 
its desirable vessels—to destruction. 20 And 
he removeth those left of the sword unto 
Babylon, and they are to him and to his sons 
for servants, till the reigning of thekingdom of 
Persia, 51 to fulfil the word of Jehovah in the 
mouth of Jeremiah, till the land hath enjoyed 
its sabbaths; all the days of the desolation 
it kept sabbath—to the fulness of seventy 
years. 

^-And in the first year of Cyrus king of 
Persia, at the completion of the word of Je¬ 
hovah in the mouth of Jeremiah, hath Jeho¬ 
vah waked up the spirit of. Cyrus king of 
Persia, and he causetn an intimation to pass 
over into all his kingdom, and also in writ¬ 
ing, Baying, 23 ‘Thus said Cyrus king of Per¬ 
sia, All kingdoms of the earth hath Jehovah, 
God of the heavens, given to me, and He hath 
laid a charge on me to build to Him a house 
in Jerusalem, that is in Judah; who is among 
you of all His people ? Jehovah his God u 
with him, and he doth go up.' 
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CHAP. I. 1 AND in the first year of Cyrus 
kimj of Persia, at the completion of the word 
of Jehovah from the moutu of Jeremiah, hath 
Jehovah waked up the spirit of Cyrus king of 
Persia, and he causeth an intimation to pass 
over into all his kingdom, and also in writ¬ 
ing, saving, 2 4 Thus said Cyrus king of Per¬ 
sia, All kingdoms of the earth hath Jehovah, 
God of the heavens, given to me, and He 
hath laid a charge on me to build to Him a 
house in Jerusalem, that is in Judah; 3 who 
is among you of all His people? His God 
is with him , and he doth go up to Jerusa¬ 
lem, that w in Judah, and build the house of 
Jehovah, God of Israel—He is God—that is 
in Jerusalem. 

* * And every one who is left, of any of the 
places where he is a sojourner, assist him do 
the men of his place with silver, and with 
gold, and with goods, and with beasts, along 
with a free-wifi-offering for the house of 
God, that is in Jerusalem.’ 

5 And heads of the fathers of Judah and 
Benjamin rise, and the priests and the Le- 
vites, even every one whose spirit God hath 
waked, to go up to build the house of Jeho¬ 
vah, that is in Jerusalem; 6 and all those 
round about them have strengthened them 
with their hands, with vessels of silver, with 
gold, with goods, and with beasts, ana with 
precious things, apart from all that hath been 
offered willingly. 

7 And the king Cyrus hath brought out the 
vessels of the house of Jehovah that Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar hath brought out of Jerusalem, 
and putteth them in tne house of his gods; 
8 yea, Cyrus king of Persia bringeth them out 
by the hand of Mithredath the treasurer, and 
numbereth them to Sheshbazzar the prince of 
Judah. 

* And this is their number: dishes of gold 
thirty, dishes of silver a thousand, knives nine 
and twenty, 10 basins of gold thirty, basins of 
silver (seconds) four hundred and ten, other 
vessels a thousand, 11 All the vessels of gold 
and of silver are five thousand and four hun¬ 
dred; the whole hath Sheshbazzar brought up 
with the going up of the removal from Baby¬ 
lon to Jerusalem. 

IX 1 AND these are sons of the province

68 All the Nethinim. and the sons of the ser¬ 
vants of Solomon are three hundred ninety and 
two. 

69 And these are those going up from Tel - 
Melah, Tel-Harsa, Cherub, Addan, Immer, 
and they have not beeu able to declare the 
house of their fathers, and their seed, whether 
they are of Israel: 00 sons of Delaiah, sons of 
Tobiah, Bons of Nekoda, six hundred fifty and 
two. 

81 And of the sons of the priests : sons of Ha- 
baiah, sons of Koz, sons of Barzillai (who took 
from the daughters of Barzillai the Gileadite a 
wife, and is called by their name;) 82 these 
have sought their register among those reckon¬ 
ing themselves by genealogy, and they have 
not been found, and they are redeemed from 
the priesthood, 83 and the Tirshatha saith to 
them, that they eat not of the most holy things 
till the standing up of a priest with Urimand 
with Thummim, 

04 All the assembly together w four myriad 
two thousand three hundred sixty, 85 apart 
from their servants and their handmaids; 
these are seven thousaud three hundred thirty 
and Beven : and of them are singers and song¬ 
stresses two hundred. M Their horses are seven 
hundred thirty and six, their mules, two hun¬ 
dred forty and five, 67 their earn els, four hun¬ 
dred thirty and five, asBes, Bix thousandseven 
hundred and twenty. 

68 Andsome of the heads of the fathers in their 
coming in to the house of Jehovah that is in 
Jerusalem, have offered willingly for the house 
of God, to establish it on its base; 89 accord¬ 
ing to their power they have given to the trea¬ 
sure of the work ; of gold, drams Bix myriads 
and a thousand, and of Bilver, pounds five 
thousand, and of priests' coats, a hundred. 

79 And the priests dwell, and the Levites, 


and of the people, and the singers, and the 
gatekeepers, and tne Nethinim, in their cities; 
even all Israel in their cities. 

IIL 1 AND the seventh month cometh and 
the sons of Israel are in the cities, ana the 
people are gathered, as one man, unto Jeru¬ 
salem. 2 And rise doth Jeshua son of Jo- 
zadak, and his brethren the priests, and 
Zerubbabel Bon of Shealtiel, and his breth¬ 
ren, and they build the altar of the God of 
Israel, to cause to ascend upon it burnt-offer¬ 
ings, as it is written in the law of Moses, the 
man of God. 

3 And they establish the altar on its bases, 
because of the fear upon them of the peoples 
of the lands, and he causeth burot-onennga 
to ascend upon it to Jehovah, burnt-offerings 
for the morning and for the evening. 4 And 
they make the feast of the booths as it is 
written, and the burnt-offering of the day 
dally in number according to the ordinance, 
the matter of a day in its day; 8 and after 
this a continual burnt-offering, and for new 
moons, and for all appointed seasons of Je¬ 
hovah that are sanctified; and for every one 
who is willingly offering a willing-offering to 
Jehovah- 

8 From the first day of the seventh month 
they have begun to cause burnt-offerings to 
ascend to Jehovah, and the temple of Jeho¬ 
vah hath not been founded, 7 and they give 
money to hewers and to artificers, and food, 
and drink, and oil to Zidonians and to Tyri¬ 
ans, to bring in cedar-trees from Lebanon 
unto the Bea of Joppa, according to the per¬ 
mission of Cyrus king of Persia concerning 
them. 

8 And iD the Becond year of their coming in 
unto the house of Goa, to Jerusalem, in the 
second month, began Zerubbabel son of Sheal¬ 
tiel, and Jeshua son of Jozadak, and the 
remnant of their brethren the priests and the 
Levites, and all those coming from the cap¬ 
tivity to Jerusalem, and they appoint the Le¬ 
vites from a son of twenty years and up¬ 
ward, to overlook the work of the house of 
Jehovah. 

9 And Jeshua etandeth, and his song, and 
his brethren, Kadmiel and his sons, sons of 
Judah together, to overlook those doing the 
work in the house of God; the sons of Hena- 
dad, and their sons and their brethren the 
Levites. 

10 And those building have founded the 
temple of Jehovah, and they appoint the 
priests, clothed, with trumpets, and the Le¬ 
vi tea, sons of Asaph, with cymbals, to praise 
Jehovah, by means of the instruments of Da¬ 
vid king of IsraeL 11 And they respond in 
praising and in giving thanks to Jehovah, for 
good, for to the age His kindness is over Israel, 
ia and all the people have shouted—a great 
shout—in giving praise to Jehovah, because 
the house of Jehovah hath been founded. 

13 And many of the priests, and the Levites, 
and the heads of the fathers, the aged men 
who had seen the first house—in this house 
being founded before their eyes—are weeping 
with a loud voice, and many with a shout, in 
joy, lifting up the voice; 14 and the people are 
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not discerning the noise of the shout of joy 
from the noise of the weeping of the people, 
for the people are shouting—a great shout 
— and the noise hath been heard unto a 
distance. 

IV. ^ND adversaries of Judah and Beu- 

I 'amin hear that the sons of the captivity are 
niilding a temple to Jehovah, God of Israel, 
•and they draw nigh unto Zerubbabel, ana 
unto heads of the fathers, and say to them, 
‘ Let us build with you; for, like you, we seek 
to your God, and we are not sacrificing since 
the days of Esar-Haddou king of Asshur, who 
brought us up hither.’ 

3 And Zerubbabel saith to them, also Je- 
ehua, and the rest of the heads of the fathers 
of Israel, ‘Not for you, and for us, to build a 
house to our God; but we ourselves together 
do build to Jehovah God of Israel, as the king 
Cyrus, king of Persia, commanded us.* 

4 And it cometh to pass, the people of the 
land are making the hands of the people of 
Judah feeble, and troubling them in building, 
8 and are hiring against them counsellors to 
make void their counsel all the days of Cyrus 
king of Persia, even till the reign of Darius 
king of Persia. 

fl And in the reign of Ahasuerus, in the 
commencement of his reign, they have writ¬ 
ten an accusation against the inhabitants of 
Judah and Jerusalem; 7 and in the days of 
Artaxerxes have Bishiam, Mithredath, Tab- 
eel, and the rest of his companions written 
unto Artaxerxes king of Persia, and the writ¬ 
ing of the letter is written in Aramaean, and 
interpreted in Aramaean. 

6 Rehum counsellor, and Shimshai scribe 
have written a letter concerning Jerusalem to 
Artaxerxes the king, thus: ®Then Rehum 
counsellor, and Shirnai scribe, and the rest 
of their companions, Dinaites, and Aphar- 
sathchites, Tarpelites, Apharsites, Arche- 
vites, Babylonians, Susanchites, {who are Ela¬ 
mites), 10 and the rest of the nations that 
the great and honourable Asnapper removed 
and set in the city of Samaria, and the rest be¬ 
yond the river, and at such a time : 11 This is 
a copy of a letter that they have sent unto 
him, unto Artaxerxes the king: ‘Thy ser¬ 
vants, men beyond the river, and at such a 
time; 13 Be it known to the king, that the 
Jews who have come up from thee unto us, 
have come in to Jerusalem, the rebellious 
and base city they are building, and the walls 
they have finished, and the foundations they 
join. 

13 1 Now, be it known to the king, that if 
this city be builded, and the walls finished, 
toll, tribute, and custom they do not give; 
and at length to the kings it doth cause loss. 
14 Now, because that the salt of the palace 
is our salt, and the nakedness of the king we 
have no patience to see, therefore we have 
Bent and made known to the king; 15 so that 
he doth seek in the book of the records of thy 
fathers, and thou dost find in the book of the 
records, and dost know, that thiB city is a 
rebellious city, and causing loss to kings and 
provinces, and makers of sedition are in its 
midst from the days of old, therefore hath 
316 


this city been wasted. 19 We are making 
known to the king that, if this city be builded 
and the walls finished, by th'ifc means a por¬ 
tion beyond the river thou hast none.* 

17 An answer hath the king sent unto Re- 
hum counsellor, and Sh ims hai Bcribe, and the 
rest of their companions who are dwelling in 
Samaria, and the rest beyond the river, ‘Peace, 
and at such a time: 13 The letter that ye seDt 
unto us, explained, hath been read before me. 
19 and by me a decree hath been made, and 
they sought, and have founo. that this city 
from the days of old against kings is lifting up 
itself, and rebellion and sedition is made in 
it, 30 and mighty kings have been over Jeru¬ 
salem, even rulers over all beyond the river, 
and toll, tribute, and custom is given to 
them. 

31 ‘Now, make ye a decree to cause these 
men to cease, and this city is not builded, till 
by me a decree is made. 32 And beware ye of 
negligence in doing this; why doth the hurt 
become great to the loss of the kings ? 1 

33 Then from the time that a copy of the 
letter of king Artaxerxes is read before Re- 
hum, and Shimshai the scribe, and their com¬ 
panions, they have gone in haste to Jerusalem, 
unto the Jews, and. caused them to cease by 
force and strength ; 34 then ceased the service 
of the house of God that is in Jerusalem, and 
it ceased till the second year of the reign of 
Darius king of Persia. 

V. 1 AND prophesied have the > propnets, 
(Haggai the prophet, and Zechariah son of 
Iddo) unto the Jews who are in Judah and in 
Jerusalem, in the name of the God of Israel 
—unto them. 3 Then have Zerubbabel son of 
Shealtiel, and Jeshua eon of Jozadak, risen, 
and begun to build the house of God, that is 
in Jerusalem, and with them are the prophets 
of God supporting them. 

3 At that time come to them hath Tatnai, 
governor beyond the river, and Shethar-Boz- 
nai, and their co mp anions, and thus they are 
saying to them, ‘Who hath made for you a de¬ 
cree this house to build, and this wall to fin¬ 
ish ?’ 

4 Then thus we have said to them, ‘ What 
are the names of the men who are building 
this building?’ 8 And the eye of their God 
hath been upon the elders of the Jews, and 
they have not caused them to cease till the 
matter goeth to Darius, and then they send 
bade a letter concerning this thing. 

9 The copy of a letter that Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, hath sent, and Shethar- 
Boznai and his companions, the Apharsacbites 
who are beyond the river, unto Darius the 
king. 7 A letter they have sent unto him, 
and thus is it written in it: 8 * To Darius the 
king, all peace! be it known to the king*that 
we have gone to the province of Judah, to the 
great house of God, and it is built with rolled 
stones, and wood is placed in the walls, and 
this work is done speedily, and prospering in 
their hand. B Then we have asked of these 
elders, thus we have said to them, Who hath 
made for you a decree this house to build, 
and this wall to finish? 10 And also tiieir 
names we have asked of them, to let Thoe 
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know, that we might write the names of the 
men who are at their head. 

11 * And thus they have returned us word, 
saying, We are servants of the God of hea¬ 
ven and earth, and are building the house that 
was built many years before this, that a great 
king of Israel built and finished : 13 but after 
that our fathers made the God of heaven 
angry, he gave them into the hand of Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar king of Babylon the Chaldean, and 
this house he destroyed, and the people he re¬ 
moved to Babylon ; 13 but in the first year of 
Cyrus king of Babylon, Cyrus the king made 
a decree to build this house of God, 14 and 
also, the vessels of the house of God, of gold 
and silver, that Nebuchadnezzar had taken 
forth out of the temple that is in Jerusalem, 
and brought them to the temple of Babylon, 
them hath Cyrus the king brought forth out of 
the temple of Babylon, and tney have been 
iven to one, Sheshbazzar is his name, whom 
e made governor, 16 and said to him. These 
vessels lift up, go, put them down in the temple 
that is in Jerusalem, and the house of Goa is 
builded on its place. 16 Then hath this Shesh¬ 
bazzar come—he hath laid the foundations of 
the house of God that is in Jerusalem, and 
from thence even till now it hath been building, 
and is not finished. 

171 And now, if to the king it be good, let 
search be made in the treasure-house of the 
king, that is there in Babylon, whether it be 
that of Cyrus the king there was made a decree 
to build this house of God in Jerusalem, aud 
the will of the king concerning this thing he 
doth send unto us.’ 

VI. 1 THEN Darius the king made a decree, 
and they sought in the house of the books of 
the treasuries placed there in Babylon, 2 and 
there hath been found at Achmetha, in a pa¬ 
lace that is in the province of Media, a roll, 
and a record thus written within it is; 8 1 In 
the first year of Cyrus the king, Cyrus the 
king hath made a decree concerning the house 
of God in Jerusalem : the house let be build¬ 
ed in the place where they are sacrificing sac¬ 
rifices, and its foundations strongly laid; its 
height sixty cubits, its breadth sixty cubits; 
4 three rows of rolled stones, and a row of new 
wood, and the outlay let be given out of the 
king’s house. 

0 ‘And also, the vessels of the house of God, 
of gold and silver, that Nebuchadnezzar took 
forth out of the temple that is in Jerusalem, 
and brought to Babylon, let be given back, 
and go to the temple that is in Jerusalem, each 
to its place, and put them down in the house 
of Go<L 

6 * Now, Tatnai, governor beyond the river, 
Shethar-Boznai, and their companions, the 
Apharsachites, who are beyond the river, be 
e far from hence; 7 let alone the work of this 
ouBe of God, let the governor of the Jews, 
and the elders of the Jews, build this house of 
God on its place. 

8 ‘ And by me is made a decree concerning 
that which ye do with the elders of these 
Jews to build this house of God, that of the 
riches of the king, that are of the tribute be¬ 
yond the river, speedily let the outlay be given 


to these men, that they cease not; 9 and what 
they are needing—both young bullocks, and 
rams, and lambs for burnt-offerings to the 
God of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and oil ac¬ 
cording to the saying of the priests who are in 
Jerusalem—let be given to them day by day 
without fail, 10 that they be bringing near 
sweet savours to the God of heaven, and pray¬ 
ing for the life of the king, and of his sons. 

“ 1 And by me is made a decree, that any 
one who changeth this tiling, let wood be 
pulled down from his house, and being raised 
up, let him be smitten on it, and his house 
let be made a dunghill for this. 12 And God, 
who caused His name to dwell there, doth 
cast down any king and people that putteth 
forth his hand to change, to destroy this house 
of God that is in Jerusalem; I Darius have 
made a decree; speedily let it be done.’ 

13 Then Tatnai, governor beyond the river, 
Shethar-Boznai, and their companions, ac¬ 
cording to that which Darius the king hath 
sent, so they have done speedily; 14 and the 
elders of the Jews are building and prosper¬ 
ing through the prophecy of Haggai the pro- 

het, and Zeehariah Bon of Iddo, and tney 

ave built and finished by the decree of the 
God of Israel, and by the decree of Cyrus, 
and Darius, and Artaxerxes king of Persia. 

15 And this house hath gone out till the 
third day of the month Adar, that is in the 
sixth year of the reign of Darius the king. 

18 And the sons of Israel have made, and 
the priests, and the Levites, and the rest ol 
the sons of the captivity, a dedication of this 
house of God with joy, 17 and have brought 
near fo* the dedication of this house of God, 
bullocks a hundred, rams two hundred, lambs 
four hundred; and young he-goats for a sin- 
offering for all Israel, twelve, according to 
the number of the tribes of Israel; 18 and they 
have established the priests in their divisions, 
and the Levites in their courses, over the 
service of God that is in Jerusalem, as it is 
written in the book of MoBes. 

19 And the sons of the captivity make the 
passover on the fourteenth of the first month, 
20 for the priests and the Levites have been 
purified together—all of them are pure—and 
they slaughter the passover for all the sons 
of the captivity, and for their brethren the 
priests, and for themselves. 

21 And the sons of Israel, those returning 
from the captivity, and every one who is sepa¬ 
rated from the uncleanness of the nations of 
the land unto them, to seek to Jehovah, God 
of Israel, do eat, 22 and they make the feast 
of unleavened things seven aays with joy, for 
Jehovah made them to rejoice, and turned 
round the heart of the king of Asshur unto 
them, to strengthen their hands in the work 
of the house of God, the God of Israel. 

VII. 1 AND after these things, in the reign 
of Artaxerxes king of Persia, Ezra son of 
Seraiah, son of Azariah, son of HiLkiah, 2 son 
of Shallum, son of Zadok, son of Ahitub, 

3 son of Amariah, son of Azariah, son of 
Meraioth, 4 son of Zerahiah, son of Uzzi, son 
of Bukki, 3 son of Abishua, son of Phinehas, 
son of Eleazar, son of Aaron the head priest; 
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The decree of A rtaxerxes. vii. 6.—EZRA. —vm. 15. Joumey of Ezra and other* 


• Ezra himself hath come up from Babylon, and 
he w a scribe ready in the law of Moses, that 
Jehovah God of Israel gave, and the king 
giveth to him—according to the hand of Je¬ 
hovah his God upon him—all his request. 

7 And there go up of the sons of Israel, and 
of the priests, and the Levites, and the 
singers, and the gate-keepers, and the Ne- 
thinim, unto Jerusalem, in the seventh year 
of Artaxerxes the king. 

8 And he cometh in to Jerusalem in the filth 
month, that is in the seventh year of the king, 
8 for on the first of the first month he hath 
founded the ascent from Babylon, and on the 
first of the fifth mouth he hath come in unto 
Jerusalem, according to the good hand of 
his God upon him. ^ for Ezra hath prepared 
his heart to seek the law of Jehovah, and to 
do, and to teach in Israel statute and judg¬ 
ment. 

11 And this is a copy of the letter that the 
king Artaxerxes gave to Ezra the priest, the 
scribe, a scribe of the words of the commands 
of Jehovah, and of His statutes on Israel: 
11 ‘Artaxerxes, king of kings, to Ezra the 
priest, a perfect scribe of the law of the God 
of heaven, and at such a time: 13 By me hath 
been made a decree that every one who is 
willing, in my kingdom, of the people of Is¬ 
rael and of its priests and Levites, to go to 
Jerusalem with thee ; doth go; 14 because that 
from the king and his seven counsellors thou 
art sent, to inquire concerning Judah and 
concerning Jerusalem, with the law of God 
that is in thy hand, 10 and to carry silver and 
gold that the king and his counsellors wil¬ 
lingly offered to the God of Israel, whose 
tabernacle is in Jerusalem, 16 and all the sil¬ 
ver and gold that 'thou findest in all the pro¬ 
vince of Babylon, with the free-will offerings 
of the people, and of the priests, offering 
willingly, for the house of their God that is 
in Jerusalem, 17 therefore thou dost speedily 
buy with this money, bullocks, rams, lambs, 
and their presents, and their libations, and 
dost bring them near to the altar of the house 
of your God that is in Jerusalem, ^and that 
which to thee and to thy brethren is good to 
do with the rest of the silver and gold, accord¬ 
ing to the will of your God ye do.’ 

‘ B ‘And the vessels that are given to thee, 
for the service of the house of thy God, make 
perfect before the God of Jerusalem; 20 and 
the rest of the needful things of the house of 
thy God, that it falleth to thee to give, thou 
dost give from the treasure-house of the 
king. 

31 ‘And by me—I Artaxerxes the king—is 
made a decree to all treasurers who are be¬ 
yond the river, that all that Ezra the priest, 
scribe of the law of the God of heaven, doth 
ask of you, be done speedily: a Unto silver a 
hundred talents, ana unto wheat a hundred 
cors, and unto wine a hundred baths, and 
unto oil a hundred baths, and salt without 
reckoning; 23 all that is by the decree of the 
God of heaven, let be done diligently for the 
house of the God of heaven; for why is there 
wrath against the kingdom of the king and 
his sons? 

84 * And to you we are making known, that 
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upon any of the priests and Levites, singers, 
gatekeepers, Netninim, and servants of the 
house of God, tribute and custom there is 
no authority to lift up. 

u * And thou, Ezra, according to the wis¬ 
dom of tby God, that is in thy hand, appoint 
magistrates and judges who may be judges to 
all the people who are beyond the river, to 
all knowing the law of thy God, and he who 
hath not known ye cause to know ; 26 and any 
who doth not do the law of thy God, and the 
law of the king, speedily is judgment done 
upon him, whether to death, or to banish¬ 
ment, or to confiscation of riches, and to 
bonds.’ 

27 Blessed is Jehovah, God of our fathers, 
who hath given Buch a thing as this in the 
heart of the king, to beautify the house of 
Jehovah that is in Jerusalem, 28 and unto me 
hath stretched out kindness before the king 
and his counsellors, and before all the mighty 
heads of the king: and I have strengthened 
myself as the hand of Jehovah my God is up¬ 
on me, and I gather out of Israel heads to go 
up with me. 

VIII. : AND these arc heads of their fa¬ 
thers, and the genealogy of those going up 
with me. in the reign or Artaxerxes the king, 
from Babylon. 2 From the sons of Phinehas: 
Gershom; from the sonH of Ithamar: Daniel; 
from the sons of David: Hattush; 8 from the 
Bons of Shechaniah, from the sons of Pharosh: 
Zechariah, and with him, reckoning them¬ 
selves by genealogy, of males a hundred and 
fifty. 

4 From the sons of Pahath-Moab: Elihoe- 
nai son of Zerahiah, and with him two hun¬ 
dred who are males. 

“From the bods of Shechaniah: the son of 
Jahaziel, and with him three hundred who are 
males. 

fl And from the sons of Adin: Ebed son of 
Jonathan, and with him fifty who are males. 

7 A:nd from the Bona of Elam: Jeshaiah son 
of Athaliah, and with him seventy who are 
males. 

8 And from the sons of Shephatiah: Zeba- 
diah son of Michael, and with nim eighty who 
are males. 

e From the Bons of Joab: Obadiah son of 
Jebiel, and with him two hundred and 
eighteen who are males. 

*° And from the sons of Shelomith. the son 
of Josiphiah, and with him a hundred and 
sixty who are males. 

11 And from the sons of Bebai: Zechariah 
son of Bebai, and with him twenty and eight 
who are males. 

u And from the sons of Azgad: Johanan 
son of Hakkatan, and with him a hundred 
and ten who are males. 

13 And from the younger sons of Adonikam— 
and these are their names—Eliphelet, Jeiel, 
and Shemaiah, and with them sixty who are 
males. 

14 Ajid from the sons of Bigvai, Uthai and 
Zabbud, and with them seventy who are 
males. 

u And I gather them unto the river that is 
going unto Ahava, and we encamp there throe 
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days; and I consider about tbe people, and 
about the priests, and of the sons of Le¬ 
vi 1 have found, none there; 18 and I 
send for Eliezer, for Ariel, for Shemaiah, 
and for Elnathan, and for Jarib, and for 
Elnathan, and for Nathan, and for Zechariah, 
and for Meshullam, heads, and for Joiarib, 
and for Elnathan, men of understanding; 
17 and I charge them for Iddo the head, in the 
place Casiphia, and put in their mouth words 
fro speak unto Iddo, and his brethren the 
Nethinim, in the place Casiphia, to bring to 
us ministrants for the house of our God. 

18 And they bring to us, according to the 

g ood hand of our God upon us, a man of un- 
erstanding, of the sons of Mahli, son of Levi, 
son of Israel, and Sherebiah, and his sons, 
and his brethren, eighteen; ^audHashabiah, 
and with him Jeshaiah, of the sons of Merari, 
his brethren, and their sons, twenty; 20 and 
from the Nethinim, whom David and the 
heads gave for the service of the Levites, two 
hundred and twenty Nethinim, all of them 
defined by name. 

21 And I proclaim there a fast, by the river 
Ahava, to afflict ourselves before our God, to 
seek from Him a right way for us, and for 
our infaDts, and for all our substance, 22 for I 
was ashamed to ask from the king a force and 
horsemen to help us because of the enemy in 
the way, for we spake to the king, saying, 
* The hand of our God is upon all seeking Him 
for good, and His strength and His wrath is 
upon all forsaking Him. 23 And we fast, and 
seek from our God for this, and He is en- 
^sreated of us. 

24 And I separate from the heads of the 
priests, twelve, even Sherebiah, Hashabiah, 
and with them of their brethren ten, 25 and I 
weigh to them the silver, and the gold, and 
the vessels, a heave-offering of the house of 
our God, that the king, and his counsellors, 
and his heads, and all Israel—those present— 
lifted up ; 20 and I weigh to their hand, of sil¬ 
ver, talents six hundred and fifty, and of ves¬ 
sels of silver a hundred talentB, oi gold a hun¬ 
dred talents, 77 and basinB of gold twenty, 
of a thousand drams, and two vessels of good 
shining brass, desirable as gold. 

20 And 1 say unto them, ‘Ye are holy to Je¬ 
hovah, and the vessels are holy, and the silver 
and the gold are a willing-offering to Jehovah. 
God of your fathers; 28 watch, and keep, till 
ye weigh before the heads of tne priests, and 
of the Levites, and the heads of the fathers 
of Israel, in Jerusalem, in the chambers of 
the house of Jehovah.’ 

30 And the priests and the Levites took the 
weight of the silver, and of the gold, and of 
the vessels, to bring to Jerusalem to the house 
of our God. 

81 And we journey from the river Ahava, on 
the twelfth of the first month, to go to Jeru¬ 
salem, and the hand of our Goa hath been up¬ 
on us, and He delivereth us from the hand of 
the enemy and the lier in wait by the way; 
82 and we come into Jerusalem, and dwell there 
three days. 

83 And on the fourth day hath been weighed 
the silver, and the gold, and the vessels, in 
the house of our God, unto the hand of Mere- 


moth son of Uriah the priest, and with him 
Eleazar son of Phinehas, and with them Joza- 
bad eon of Jeshua, and Noadiah son of Bin- 
nui, the Levites: 34 by number, by weight of 
every one, and all the weight is written at that 
time. 

35 Those coming in of the captives—sons of 
the removal—have brought near burnt-offer¬ 
ings to the God of Israel, bullocks twelve, 
for all Israel, rams ninety and six, lambs 
seventy and seven, young he-goats for a sin- 
offering twelve—the whole a burnt-offering to 
Jehovah; 36 .and they give the laws of the king 
to the lieutenants of the king and the gover¬ 
nors beyond tbe river, and they have lifted up 
the people and the house of God. 

IX. 1 AND at the completion of these 
things, drawn nigh unto me have the heads, 
saying, * The people of Israel, and the priests, 
and the Levites, have not been separated 
from the peoples of the lands, as to their 
abominations, even the Canaanite, the Hit- 
ite, the Perizzite, the Jebusite, the Ammon¬ 
ite, the Moabite, the Egyptian and the Am- 
orite, 2 for they have taken of their daughters 
to them^ and to their sons, and the holy seed 
have mingled themselves among the peoples 
of the lands, and the hand of the heads and 
of the seconds have been first in this trespass. ’ 

3 And at my hearing this word, I have rent 
my garment and my upper robe, and pluck 
out of the hair of my head, and of my beard, 
and sit astonished, 4 and unto me are gath¬ 
ered every one trembling at the words of the 
God of Israel, because of the trespass of thb 
removal, and I am sitting astonished till the 
present of the evening. 

6 And at the present of the evening I have 
risen from mine affliction, and at my rending 
my garment and my upper robe, then I how 
down on my knees, and spread out my hands 
unto Jehovah my God, 6 and say, ‘,0 my God, 
I have been ashamed, and have blusned to 
lift up, 0 my God, my face unto Thee, for our 
iniquities have increased over the head, and 
our guilt hath become great unto the heavens. 

7 ‘From the days of our fathers we are in 
great guilt unto this day, and in our iniqui¬ 
ties we have been given—we, our kings, our 
iriests—into the hand of the kings of the 
ands, with sword, with captivity, and with 
spoiling, and with shame of face, as at this 
day. 

* ‘And now, as a small moment hath grace 
been from Jehovah our God, to leave to us 
an escape, and to give to us a nail in His holy 
place, by our God’s enlightening our eyes, 
and by giving us a little quickening in our 
servitude; 8 for servants we are, and in our 
servitude our God hath not forsaken us, and 
stretcheth out unto us kindness before the 
kings of Persia, to give to us a quickening to 
lift up the house of our God, ana to cause its 
wastes to cease, and to give to us a wall in 
Judah and in Jerusalem. 

101 And now, what do we say, 0 our God, 
after this? for we have forsaken Thy com¬ 
mands, 11 that Thou hast commanded by the 
handB of thy servants the prophets, saying, 
The land into which ye are going to possess 
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jah, Malcbiah, Shemaiah, Shimcon, 32 Ben- 
jamiu, Malluch, Shemariah. 

33 Of the sons of Hashum; Matteuai, Mat- 
tathah, Zabad, Eliphelet, Jeremai. Manasseh, 
Shimei. 

34 Of the sons of Bani: Maadai, Amram, 
and Uel, 38 Benaiali, Bedeiab, Cheluhu, 36 Va- 
niahj Meremoth, Eliashib, 37 Mattaniah, Mat- 
ten ai, and Jaasau, 3B andJBani, and Binnui, 


Sbimei, 39 and Shelemiah, and Nathan, and 
Adaiah, 40 Machnadbai, Sbasbai, Sharai, 
41 Azareel, and Shelemiah, Shemariah, 42 Shal- 
lum, Amariah, Joseph. 

43 Of the sons of Nebo: Jciel, Mattithiali, 
Zabad, Zebina, Jadau, and Joel, Benaiah: 
44 all these have taken strange women, ana 
there are of them women—who adopt song. 


NEHEMIAH. 


CHAP. I. 1 WORDS of Nehemiah son of 
Hachaliah. 

And it cometh to pass, in the month of 
Chisleu, the twentieth year, and I have been 
in Shushan the palace, 2 and come in doth 
Hanani, one of mv brethren, he and men of 
Judah, and I ask them concerning the Jews, 
the escaped part that have been left of the 
captivity, and concerning Jerusalem; 3 and 
they say to me, ‘Those left, who have been 
left of the captivity there in the province, 
are in great evil, and !n reproach, and the 
wall of Jerusalem is broken down, and its 
gates have been burnt with fire.’ 

4 And it cometh to pass, at my hearing these 
words, I have sat down, and 1 weep and 
mourn for days, and I am fasting and praying 
before the Goa of the heavens. 8 and I sav. 
‘I beseech thee, 0 Jehovah, God of the 
heavens, God, the great and the fearful, keep¬ 
ing the covenant and kindness for those lov¬ 
ing Him, and for those keeping His commands, 

8 let Thine ear be, I pray Thee, attentive, and 
Thine eyes open, to hearken unto the prayer 
of Thy servant, that I am praying before 
Thee to-day, by day and by night, concerning 
the sons of Israel Thy servants, and confess¬ 
ing concerning the sins of the sons of Israel, 
that we have sinned against Thee; yea, I and 
the house of my father have sinned; 7 we 
have acted very corruptly against Thee, and 
have not kept the commands, and the statutes, 
and thejuagments. that Thou didst command 
Moses Thy servant. 

8 * Remember, I pray Thee, the word that 
Thou didst command Moses Thy servant, 
Baying, Ye—ye trespass—I scatter you among 
peoples; B and ye have turned back unto Me, 
and kept My commands, and done them—if 
your outcast is in the end of the heavens, 
thence I gather them, and have brought them 
in unto the place that 1 have chosen to cause 
My name to tabernacle there. 10 And they 
are Thy servants, and Thy people, whom 
Thou hast ransomed by Thy great power, and 
by Thy strong hand. 

11 ‘I beseech Thee, 0 Lord, let, I pray 
Thee, Thine ear be atteutive unto the prayer 
of Thy servant, and unto the prayer of Thy 
servants, those delighting to fear Thy Name; 
and give prosperity, I pray Thee, to Thy 
servant to-day, and give him for mercies be¬ 
fore this man; ’ and I have been butler to the 
king. 

II. 1 AND it cometh to pasB, in the month 


of Nisan, the twentieth year of Artaxerxes 
the kiug, wine is before him, and I lift up 
the wine, and give to the king, and I had not 
been sad before him; 2 and the king saith to 
me, ‘Wherefore is thy face sad, and thou 
not sick? this is nothing except sadness of 
heart;' and I fear very much, 3 and say to 
the king, ‘ Let the king to the age live ! where¬ 
fore should not my face be sad, when the city, 
the place of the graves of my fathers, is a waste, 
and its gates have been consumed with fire?* 

4 And the king saith to me, ‘For what art 
thou seeking?’ and I pray unto the God of 
the heavens, 8 and say to the king, ‘ If to the 
king it be good, and if thy servant be pleasing 
before thee, that thou send me unto Judah, 
unto the city of the graves cf my fathers, and 
I built it.* 8 And the king saith to me and 
the queen is sitting near him), * How long is 
thy journey? and when dost thou return ?’ and 
it iB good before the king, and he sendeth me 
away, and I set to him a time. 

7 And I say to the king, ‘ If to the king it 
be good, letters let be given to ine for the gover¬ 
nors beyond the River, that they let me pass 
over till that I come in unto Judah: B and a 
letter unto Asaph, keeper of the paradise that 
the king hath, that he give to me trees for 
beams for the gates of the palace that the 
house hath, and for the wall of the city, and 
for the house into which I enter;’ and the 
king giveth to me, according to the good hand 
of my God upon me. 

9 And I como in unto the governors beyond 
the River, and give to them the letters of the 
king; and the king sendeth with me heads of 
a force, and horsemen; 10 and Sanballat the 
Horomte heareth, and Tobiah the servant, 
the Ammonite, and it is evil to them—a great 
evil—that a man hath come in to seek good 
for the sons of Israel. 

11 And I come in unto Jerusalem, and I am 
there three days, 12 and I rise by night, I and 
a few men with me, and have uot declared 
to a man what my God is giving unto my 
heart to do for Jerusalem, and there is no 
beast with me except the beast on which I 
am riding. 

13 And I go out through the gate of the 
valley by night, and unto the front of the 
fountain of the dragon, and unto the gate of 
the dunghill, and I am measuring about the 
walls of Jerusalem, that are broken down 
and its gates consumed with fire. 14 And I 
pass over unto the gate of the fountain, and 
unto the pool of the king, and there is no 
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it, u a land of impurity, by the impurity of 
the people of the lands, by their abomina¬ 
tions with which they nave tilled it—from 
mouth unto mouth—by their uncleanness ; 
a and now, your daughters ye do not give to 
their sons, and their daughters ve do not take 
to your sons, and ye do not seek their peace, 
and their good—unto the age, so that ye are 
strong, and have eaten the good of the land, 
and given possession to your sons unto the 
age. 

13 ‘And after all that hath come upon us 
for our evil works, and for our great guilt 
por Thou, 0 our God, hast kept back of the 
rod from our iniquities, and hast given to us 
an escape like this), 14 do we turn back to 
bre ak Tny commands, and to join ourselves 
in marriage with the people of these abomin¬ 
ations? art not Thou angry against us—even 
to consumption—till there is no remnant and 
escaped part? 

1S * 0 Jehovah, God of Israel, righteous art 
Tho u, for we have been left an escape, as it 
ta this day; lo, we are before Thee in our 
guilt, for there is none to stand before Thee 
concerning this.’ 

X, 1 AND at Ezra’s praying, and at hie 
mak ing confession, weeping ana casting him¬ 
self down before the house of God, there 
have been gathered unto him out of Israel 
an assembly very great—men and women and 
children—for the people have wept, multiply¬ 
ing weeping. 

2 And Shechaniah son of Jehiel, of the sons 
of Klam, answereth and saith to Ezra. ‘We 
—we have trespassed against our God, and 
we settle strange women of the peoples of the 
land; and now there is hope for Israel 
concerning this, 3 and now, let us make a 
covenant with our God, to cause all the wo¬ 
men to go out, and that which is born of them, 
by t he counsel of the Lord, and of those tremb¬ 
ling at the command of our God, and accord¬ 
ing to law it is done;. 4 rise, for on thee is 
the matter, and we are with thee; be strong, 
and do.’ 

6 And Ezra riseth, and causeth the heads 
of the priests, the Levites, and all Israel, to 
swear to do according to this word—and they 
swear, 

"And Ezra riseth from before the house of 
God, andgoeth unto the chamber of Jehohanan 
son of Eliashib; yea, he goeth there, bread 
be hath not eaten, and water he hath not 
drunk, for he is mourning because of the tres¬ 
pass of the removal. 

7 And they cause a voice to pass over into 
Judah and Jerusalem, to all sons of the re¬ 
moval, to be gathered to Jerusalem, 6 and 
every one who cometh not in by the third 
day, according to the counsel of the heads 
and of the elders, all his substance is devoted, 
and himself separated from the assembly of 
the removal. 

•And gathered are all the men of Judah 
and Benjamin to Jerusalem by the third day, 
it is the ninth month, on the twentieth of the 
month, and all the people sit in the broad 
place of the house of God, trembling on ac¬ 
count of the matter and of the showers. 
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10 And Ezra the priest riseth, and saith un¬ 
to them, ‘Ye—ye have trespassed, and ye 
settle strange women, to add to the guilt of 
Israel; 11 and. now, make confession to Je¬ 
hovah, God of your fathers, and do His good 
pleasure, and be separated from the peoples 
of the land, and from the strange women. 1 

12 And all the assembly answer and say with 
a great voice, ‘Right; according to thy word 
— on us to do; 13 but the people are many, and 
it is the time of showers, and there is no 
power to stand without, and the work is not 
for one day, nor for two, for we have multi¬ 
plied to transgress in this thing. 

14 * Let, we pray thee, our heads of all the 
assembly stand, and all who are in our cities, 
who have settled strange wives, do come in at 
the times appointed, and with them the eld¬ 
ers of city and city, and its judges, till the 
turning back of the fury of the wrath of our 
God from us, for this thing.’ 

15 Only Jonathan son of Asahel, and Jaha- 
ziah son of Tikvah, stood against this, and 
Meshullam, and Shabbethai the Levite, help¬ 
ed them. 

16 And the sons of the removal do so, and 
Ezra the priest, and men, heads of the fathers, 
for the house of their fathers, are separated, 
even all of them by name, and they sit on the 
first day of the tenth month, to examine the 
matter; 17 and they finish with all the men 
who have settled strange women unto the first 
day of the first month. 

* a And there are found of the sons of th< 
priests that have settled strange women : ol 
the sons of Jeshua son of Jozadak, and his 
brethren, Maaseiah, and Eliezer. and Jarib, 
and Gedaliah; 19 and they give their hand to 
send out their wives, and, being guilty, a ram 
of the flock, for their guilt. 

20 And of the sons of Immer: Hanani and 
Zebadiah: 21 and of the Bona of Harim: Mas- 
seiah, and Elijah, and Shemaiah, and Jehiel, 
and Uzziah; 23 and of the sons of Pashhur; 
Elioenai, Maaseiah, Ishmael, Nethaneel, Joza- 
bad, and Elasak. 

23 And of the Levites: Jozabad, and Shimei, 
and Kelaiah—he Is Kelita,—Pethahiah, Ju¬ 
dah, and Eliezer. 

24 And of the singers : Eliashib. 

And of the gatekeepers: Shall uni, and 
Telem, and Uri. 

23 And of Israel: of the sons of Paroah : 
Ramiah, and Jeziah, and Malchijah, aud Mia- 
min, and Eleazar, and Malchijah, and Be- 
naiah. 

26 And of the sons of Elam: Mattaniah, 
Zechariah, and Jehiel, and Abdi, and Jere- 
moth, and Elijah. 

27 And of the sons of Zattu: Elioenai, Elia¬ 
shib, Mattaniah, and Jeremoth, and Zabad, 
and Aziza. 

28 And of the sons of Bebai: Jehohanan, 
Hananiah, Zabbai, AthlaL 

23 And of the sons of Bani: Meshullam, 
Malluch, and Adaiah, Jashub, and Sheal, 
and Ramoth. 

30 And of the sons of Pahath-Moab : Adna, 
and Chelal, Benaiah, Maaseiah, Mattaniah, 
BezaleeL aud Binnui, and Manasseh. 

81 And of the aons of Harim: Eliezer, Lahk 
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pl.'xce for the beast under me to pass over, 
ls aud 1 am going up through the brook by 
night, and am measuring about the wall, and 
turn back, and come in through the gate of 
the valley, and turn back. 

16 Aud the prefects have not known whither 
I have gone, aud what I am doing; and to the 
Jews, aud to the priests, and to the freemen, 
and to the prefects, and to the rest of those 
doing the work, hitherto I have not declared 
it; 17 aud 1 say unto them, ‘ Ye are seeing the 
evil that wc are in, in that Jerusalem is waste, 
and its gates have been burnt with fire; come 
and we build the wall of Jerusalem, aud we 
are not any more a reproach.’ 

10 And I declare to them the hand of my 
God that is good upon me, and also the words 
of the king that he said to me, and they say, 
‘Let us rise, and we have built;’ and they 
strengthen their hands for good. 

18 And Sanballat the Horonite hcareth, and 
Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, and Ge- 
sbem the Arabian, and they mock at us, and 
despise us, and say, ‘What is this thing that 
ve are doing? against the king are ye rebel¬ 
ling?’ 

20 Aud I return them word, and say to 
them, ‘The God of the heavens—He doth 
give prosperity to us, and we His servants 
rise aud have built; and to you there is no por¬ 
tion, and right, and memorial in Jerusalem.’ 

III. 1 AND Eliashib the high priest riseth. 
and his brethren the priests, and they build 
the sheep-gate; they have sanctified it, and 
set up its doors, even unto the tower of Meali 
they have sanctified it, unto the tower of 
Hauaneel; 2 aud by his hand have men of 
Jericho built; and bv their hand hath Zaccur 
son of Imri built; *and the fish-gate have 
Bons of Haascnaab built, they have walled 
it, and set up its doors, its locks, and its 
bars. 

4 And by their hand hath Merimoth son of 
Uriiah, son of Koz, strengthened; and by 
his hand hath Meshullam eon of Berechiah, 
Bon of Meshezabeel, strengthened; and by 
his hand hath Zadok son of Baana streng¬ 
thened: “and by his hand have the Tekoites 
strengthened, aud their honourable ones have 
not brought in their neck to the service of 
their Lord. 

6 And the old gate have Jehoiada son of 
Paseah, aud MeBiiullam son of Besodeiah, 
strengthened; they have walled it, and set 
up its doors, and its locks, and its bars. 
7 And by their hand hath Melatiah the Gibe- 
onite strengthened, and Jadou the Meron- 
othite, men of Gibeon and of Mizpah, to the 
throne of the governor beyond the Kiver. 

e By his hand hath Uzziel son of Harhaiah 
of the refiners strengthened; and by his hand 
hath Hananiah son of one of the compouud- 
ers strengthened; and they leave Jerusalem 
unto the broad wall. “And by their hand 
hath Rephaiah son of Hur, head of the half 
of the district of Jerusalem, strengthened. 
10 And by their hand hath Jedaiah son of 
Harumaph strengthened, and over-against his 
own house: and oy his hand hath Hattush 
son of Hashabniah strengthened. 


11 A second measure hath Malclujah sou of 
Harim strengthened, and Hasjiub son of Pa- 
hath-Moab, even the tower of'the furnaces. 
12 And by his hand hath Shallum son of Hal- 
lohesh, head of the half of the district of Jeru¬ 
salem, strengthened, he and his daughters. 

13 The gate of the valley hath Hanun streng¬ 
thened, and the inhabitants of Zanoah; they 
have built it, and Bet up its doors, its locks, 
and its bars, and a thousand cubits in the 
wall unto the dung-gate. 14 And the dung- 
gate hath Malchijah son of Rechab, head of 
the district of Beth-Haccerem, strengthened; 
be doth built it, and setup its doors, its locks, 
and its bars. 

15 And the gate of the fountain hath Shal¬ 
lum son of Col-Hozeh, head of the district of 
Mizpah, strengthened : he doth build it, and 
cover it, and set up its doors, its locks, and 
its bars, and the wall of the pool of Siloah, to 
the garden of the king, ana unto the steps 
that are going down from the city of David. 

10 After him hath Nehemiah son of Azbuk, 
head of the half of the district of Beth-Zur, 
strengthened, unto over-acainst the graves of 
David, and unto the pool that is made, and 
unto tne house of the mighty ones. 

17 After him have the Levites strength¬ 
ened, and Rehum son of Bani: by his hand 
hath Hashabiah, head of the half of the dis¬ 
trict of Keilah, strengthened, for his district. 
18 After him have their brethren strengthen¬ 
ed, and Bawai son of Henadad, head of the 
half of the district of Keilah. 

19 And Ezer son of Jeshua, head of Mizpah. 
doth strengthen, by, his hand, a second 
measure, from over-against the ascent of the 
armoury at the angle. 

20 After him hath Baruch son of Zabbai 
hastened to strengthen a seoond measure from 
the angle unto the opening of the house of 
Eliashib the high priest. 21 After him hath 
Meremoth son of Urijah, son of Koz, strength¬ 
ened, a second measure, from the opening of 
the house of Eliashib even unto the comple¬ 
tion of the house of Eliashib. 

M And after him have the priests, men of 
the circuit, strengthened. 23 After them hath 
Benjamin strengthened, and Hashub, over- 
against their house ; after him hath Azariah 
son of Maaseiah, son of Anauiah, strengthen¬ 
ed, near his bouse. 24 After him hath Binnui 
son of Henadad strengthened, a second mea¬ 
sure, from the house of Azariah unto the 
angle, and unto the corner. 

“ Palal son of Uzai, from over-against the 
angle, aud the tower that is going out from 
the upper house of the king that is at the 
court of the prison; after him Pedaiah son 
of Parosh. “And the Nethinim have been 
dwelling in Ophel, unto over-against the 
water-gate at the east, and the tower that 
goetn out. 

27 After him have the Tekoites strengthened, 
a second measure, from over-against the great 
tower thatgoeth out, and unto the waU of 
OpheL 28 From above the horse-gate have 
the priests strengthened, each over-against 
his house. 48 After them hath Zadok Bon of 
Immer strengthened, over against his house; 
&Dd after him hath Shemaiah son of She- 
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chaniah, keeper of the east gate, strength¬ 
ened. 

30 After him hath Hananiak sod of Shelem- 
iah strengthened, and Hanum the sixth son of 
Zalaph, a second measure; after him hath 
Meshullam son of Berechiah strengthened, 
over-against his chamber. 31 After him hath 
Malchijah son of the refiner strengthened, un¬ 
to the house of the Nethinim, and of the mer¬ 
chants, over-against the gate of the Miphkad, 
and unto the ascent of the corner. 32 And 
between the ascent of the corner and the 
sheep-gate, have the refiners and the mer¬ 
chants strengthened 

IV. 1 AND .it cometh to pass, when San- 
ballat hath heard that we are building the 
wall, that it is displeasing to him, and he is 
very angry and mocketh at the Jews, 2 and 
saith before his brethren and the force of Sa¬ 
maria, yea, he saith, ‘What are the weak 
Jews doing? are they left to themselves? do 
they sacrifice? do they complete in a day? 
do they revive the stones out of the heaps of 
the rubbish?—and they burnt!’ 3 And To¬ 
biah the Ammonite is by him and saith, 

* Also, that which they are building—if a fox 
doth go up, then it hath broken down their 
stone wall.’ 

4 Hear, 0 our God, for we have been des¬ 
pised; and turn back their reproach on their 
own head, and give them for a spoil in a land 
of captivity; 6 and do not cover over their 
iniquity, and their sin from before Thee let 
not be blotted out, for they have provoked to 
anger—over-against those building. 

0 And we build tbe walL and all the wall 
is joined—unto its half, and tbe people have a 
heart to work. 7 And it cometh to pass, when 
Sanballat hath heard, and Tobiah, and the 
Arabians, and tbe Ammonites, ana the Ash- 
dodites, that lengthening hath gone up to the 
walls of Jerusalem, that the breeches have 
begun to be stopped then it is very displeas¬ 
ing to them, B and they conspire, all of them 
together, to come in to fight against Jerusa¬ 
lem, and to do to it injury. 

9 And we pray unto our God, and appoint 
a watch against them, by day and by night, 
because of them. 10 And Juaah Baitn, ‘The 
power of the burden-bearers hath become 
feeble, and the rubbish is abundant, and we 
ore not able to build on the wall. 11 And 
our adversaries say, ‘They do not know, nor 
see, till that we come in to their midst, and 
have slain them, and caused the work to cease.’ 
13 And it cometh to pass, when the Jews have 
come who are dwelling near them, that they 
say to us ten times from all the places whither 
ye return— they are against us. 

13 And I appoint at the lowest of the places, 
at the back of the wall, in the clear places, 
yea, I appoint the people, by their families, 
with their swords, their spears, and their 
bowB. 14 And I see, and rise up, and say 
unto the freemen, and unto the prefects, ana 
unto the rest of the people, * Be not afraid of 
them; the Lord, the great and the fearful, 
remember ye, and tight for your brethren, 
your sons, and your daughters, your wives, 
and your houses.’ 


13 And it cometh to pass, when our ene¬ 
mies have heard that it hatli been known to 
us, and God doth frustrate their counsel, and 
we turn back, all of us, unto the walL, each 
unto his work; lfi yca, it cometh to pass, from 
that’day, half of my servants are working in 
the business, and half oi them are keeping 
hold of both the spears, the shields, and the 
bows, and the coats of mail; and the heads 
are behind all the house of Judah. 17 The 
builders on the wall, and the bearers of the 
burden, those lading, each with one of his 
hands is working in the business, and one is 
laying hold of the missile. 10 And the build¬ 
ers are each with his sword, girded on his 
loins, and building, and he who is blowing 
with a trumpet is beside me. 

19 And I say unto tbe freemen, and unto the 
prefects, and unto tbe rest of the people 
* The work is abundant, and large, amfwe are 
separated on the wall, far off one from an¬ 
other; 20 in the place that ye hear the voice 
of the trumpet thither ye are gathered unto 
us; our God. doth fight for us.’ 

21 And w6 are working in the businesB, and 
half of them are keeping hold of the spears, 
from the going up of the dawn till the coming 
forth of the stars. 22 Also, at that time I said 
to the people, ‘Let each with his servant 
lodge in the midst of Jerusalem, and they have 
been to us by night a guard, and by (lay for 
the work: : 23 and there are none—I ana my bre¬ 
thren and my servants, the men of the guard 
who are after me—there are none of us putting 
off our garments, each hath his vessel of water. 


V. 1 AND there is a great cry of the people 
and their wives, concerning their brethren the 
Jews, 3 yea, there are who are saying, 4 Our 
sons, and our daughters, we—are many, and 
we receive corn, and eat and live.’ 3 And 
there are who are saying, ‘ Our fields, and our 
vineyards, and our houses, we are pledging, 
and we receive corn for the famine.’ 4 And 
there are who are saying, ‘We have borrowed 
money for the tribute of the king, on our 
fields, and our vineyards ; 0 and now, as the 
flesh of our brethren is our flesh, as their sons 
are our sons, and lo. we are subduing our sons 
and our daughters for servants, and there are 
of our daughters subdued, and our band hath 
no might, and our fields and our vineyards are 
to others.’ 

c And it is very displeasing to me when 1 
have heard their cry and these words, 7 and 
my heart reigneth over me, and I strive with 
the freemen, and with the prefects, and say 
to .them, * Usury one upon another ye are 
exacting •’ and I Bet against them a great as¬ 
sembly, “and say to them, ‘We have acquir¬ 
ed our brethren the Jews, those sold to the 
nations, according to the ability that is in us, 
and ye also sell your brethren, and they have 
been sold to us 1 ’ and they are silent, and 
have not found a word. 

9 And I Bay, ' Not good is the thing that ye 
are doing ; in the fear of our God do ye not 
walk, because of the reproach of the nations 
our enemies? 10 And also, I, my brethren, 
and my servants, are exacting of them silver 
and com; let us leave off, 1 pray you, this 
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usury. 11 Give back, 1 pray you, to them, as 
to-day, tlioir Helds, their vineyards, their olive- 
yards, and their houses, aud the hundredth 
part of the money, aud of the com, of the new 
wine, and of the oil, that ye are exacting of 
them.’ 

13 And they say, ‘We give back, and of 
them we seek nothing; so we do as thou art 
saying.’ And 1 call the priests, aud cause 
them to swear to do according to this thing ; 
13 also, my lap I have shaken, aud I say, 
‘Thus doth God shakeout every man, who doth 
not perform this thing, from his house, and 
from his labour: yea, thus is he shaken out and 
empty;’ and all the assembly say, ‘Amen,’ 
ana praise Jehovah ; and the people do ac¬ 
cording to this thing. 

14 Also, from the day that he appointed me 
to be their governor in the land of Judah, 
from the twentieth year even unto the thirty 
aud second year of Artaxerxes the king- 
twelve years—1, and my brethren, the bread 
of the governor have not eaten : 13 the former 
governors who are before me have made them¬ 
selves heavy on the people, and take of them 
in bread and wine, besides in silver forty 
shekels ; also, their servants have ruled over 
the people—and I have not done so, because 
of the fear of God. 

16 And also, in the work of this wall I have 
done mightily, even a field we have not 
bought, and all my servants are gathered 
there for the work; 17 and of the Jews, and 
of the prefects, a hundred and fifty men, and 
those coming in uuto us of the nations that 
are round about us, are at my tabic; 18 and 
that which hath been prepared for one day is 
one ox, Bix fat sheep, also fowls have been 
prepared for me, and once in ten days of all 
wines abundantly, and with this, the bread of 
the governor I have not sought, for heavy is 
the service on this people. 43 Remember for 
me, 0 my God, for good, all that I have done 
for this people. 

VI. 1 AND it cometh to pass, when it hath 
been heard by Sanballat, and Tobiah, and by 
Geshem tbe Arabian, and by the rest of our 
enemies, that T have buildea the wall, and 
there hath not been left in itla breach, (also, 
till that time the doors I had not set up in 
the gates,) 2 that Sanballat sendeth, also Ge¬ 
shem. uuto me, saying, ‘Come and we meet 
together in the villages, in the valley of Uno;’ 
and they are thinking to do to me evil. 

3 And I send unto them messengers, saying, 

‘ A great work 1 am doing, and I am not able 
to come dowD ; why doth the work cease 
when I let it alone, and have come down unto 
you?’ 4 and they send unto me, according to 
this word, four times, and I return them word 
according to this word. 

0 And Sanballat sendeth unto me, accord¬ 
ing to this word, a fifth time, his servant, 
and an open letter in his hand; 6 it is written 
in it, ‘Among the nations it hath been heard, 
and Gash mu is saying: Thou and the Jews 
are thinking to rebel, therefore thou art 
building the wall, and thou hast been to them 
for a king—according to these words 1 7 And 

also, prophets thou hast appointed to call for 


thee in Jerusalem, saying, A king is in Judah, 
and uow it is hoard by the king according to 
these words; and uow conifi, aud we take 
counsel together. 1 

8 And I scud unto him, saying, ‘It hath not 
becu according to these words that thou art 
saying, for from thine own heart thou art 
devising them;’ 6 for all of them are making 
us afraid, saying, ‘Their hands are too feeble 
for the work, and it is not done;’ and now, 
strengthen Thou my hauds. 

10 Aud I have entered the house of Shemaiah 
son of Delaiah, son of Mehetabeel—and he is 
restrained—and he saitli, ‘Let us meet at the 
house of God, at the iuside of the temple, 
and we shut the doors of the temple, for they 
are coming in to slay thee—yea. by night 
they are coming in to slay thee/ 14 And 1 
say, ‘A man such as I—doth he flee? and who 
as I, that doth go in unto the temple, and 
live?—I do not go in. 5 

12 And I discern, and lo, God hath not sent 
him. for in the prophecy he hath spoken unto 
me Doth Tobiah and Sanballat hired him, 
13 so that he is an hireling, that I may fear 
and do so, and I had sinned, and it had been 
to them for an evil Dame that they may re¬ 
proach me. 

14 Be mindful, 0 my God, of Tobiah, and 
of Sanballat, according to these his works, 
and also, of Noadiah the prophetess, and of 
the rest of the prophets who nave been mak¬ 
ing me afraid. 

’ 3 And the wall is completed in the twenty 
and fifth of Elul, on the fifty and second day; 
18 and it cometh to pass, when all our enemies 
have heard, and all the nations who are round 
about us see, that they fall greatly in their 
own eyes, and know that by our God 'hath 
this work been done. 

17 Also, in those days the freemen of 
Judah are multiplying their letters going 
unto Tobiah, and those of Tobiah are coming 
in unto them; 18 for many in Judah are 
sworn to him. for he is son-in-law to She- 
chaniah son of Arah, and Jehohanan his son 
hath taken the daughter of MeshuUam son 
of Berechiah; 10 also, his good deeds they 
have been saying before me, and my words 
they have been taking out to him; letters 
hath Tobiah sent to make me afraid. 

VII. 1 AND it cometh to pass, when the 
wall hath been built, that I set up the doors, 
and the gatekeepers are appointed, and the 
singers, and the Levites, 2 and I charge 
Hanam my brother, and Hananiah head of 
the palace, concerning Jerusalem—for he is 
as a man of truth, and fearing God above 
many— 3 and I say to them, ‘Let not the 
gates of Jerusalem be opened till the heat of 
the sun, and while they are standing by let 
them shut the doors, ana fasten, and appoint 
guards of the inhabitants of Jerusalem, each 
in his guard, and each over-against his 
house.’ 

4 And the city is broad on both sides, and 
great, and the people are few in its midst, 
and there are no houses builded; °and my 
God putteth it untw my heart, and I gather 
the freemen, and the prefects, and the people. 
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for the genealogy, and I find a book of the 
genealogy of those coming up at the begin¬ 
ning, and I find written in it:— 

6 These are sons of the province, those com¬ 
ing up of the captives of the removal that 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon removed 
—and they turn back to Jerusalem and to 
Judah, each to his city— 7 who are coming in 
with Zerubbabel, Jesh.ua, Nehemiah, Azanah, 
Raamiah, Nahamani, Mordecai, Bilshan, 
Mispereth. Bigvai, Nehum, Baanah.

and seventy and two.

60 All 
the Net binim and the sons of the servants of 
Solomon are three hundred ninety and two. 

61 And these are those coming up from Tel- 
Melah, Tel-Harsha, Cherub, Addon, and 
Immer—and they have not been able to de¬ 
clare the house of their fathers, and their 
seed, whether they are of Israel— 63 sons of 
Delaiah. sons of Tobiah, Bona of Nekoda, six 
hundred forty and two. 

63 Andof the priests : sons of Habaiah sous of 
of Koz, sons of JBarzillai, who hath taken from 
the daughters of Barzillai the Gileadite a wife, 
and is called by their name. 04 These have 
sought their register among those reckoning 
themselves by genealogy, and it hath not been 
found, and they are redeemed from the priest¬ 
hood, 05 and the Tirshathasaith to them that 
they eat not of the most holy things till the 
standing up of the priest; with Uriin and 
Th nmmim 

66 All the assembly together is four myriads 
two thousand three hundred and sixty. 67 apart 
from their servants and their handmaids— 
these are seven thousand three hundred thirty 
and seven ; and of them are singers and song¬ 
stresses, two hundred forty aud five. w Their 
horses are seven hundred thirty and six ; 
their mules, two hundred ana forty and five ; 
69 camels, four hundred thirty and five; asses, 
six thousand seven hundred and twenty. 

70 And from the extremity of the heads of 
the fathers they have given to the work ; the 
Tirshatha hath given to the treasure, of gold, 
drams a thousand, bowls fifty, priests’ coats 
thirty and five hundred. 

71 And of the heads of the fathers they have 
given to the treasure of the work, of gold, drams 
two myriads, and of silver, pounds two thou¬ 
sand and two hundred. 

72 And that which the rest of the people have 
given is of gold, drains two myriads, and of sil¬ 
ver, pounds two thousand, and of priests

coats, sixty andseven. 73 And they dwell—the 
priests, and the Levites, and the gatekeepers, 
and the singers, and some of the people, and 
the Nethinim, and all Israel—in their cities, 
and the seventh month cometh, and the sons 
of Israel are in their cities. 

VIIL 1 AND all the people are gathered as 
one man unto the broad place that is before the 
water-gate, and they say to Ezra the scribe to 
bring the book of the law of Moses, that Jeho¬ 
vah commanded IsraeL 2 And Ezra the priest 
bringeth the law before the assembly, both of 
men and women, and every one intelligent to 
hear, on the first day of the seventh month, 
3 and he readeth in it before the broad place 
that is before the water-gate, from the light 
till the middle of the day, over-against the 
men, and the women, and those intelligent, 
and the ears of all the people are unto the 
book of the law. 

4 And Ezra the scribe standeth on a tower 
of wood that they made for the purpose, and 
Mattithiah standeth near him, and Shema, 
and Anaiah, and Urijah, and Hilkiah, and 
Maaseiah, on his right; and on his left Peda- 
iah, and Mishael, and Malchijah, and Hash- 
nm, andHashbaddana, Zechariah, MeshuHam. 

3 And Ezra openeth the book, before the 
eves of all the people—for above all the peo¬ 
ple he hath been—and at his opening it all 
the people have stood up, 0 and Ezra bless- 
etli Jehovah, the great God, and all the peo¬ 
ple answer, ‘Amen, Amen,’ with lifting up 
of their hands, and they bow and do ooeia- 
ance to Jehovah—faces to the earth. 

7 And Jeshua, and Bani, and Sherebiah, Ja- 
min, Akkub, Shabbethai, Hodijah, Maaseiah, 
KeUta, Azariah, Jozabad, Hanan, Pelaiah, 
and the Levites, giving the people under¬ 
standing in the law, and the people, are on 
their station, 0 and they read in the book, in 
the la,w of God- explaining—so as to give the 
meaning, and they give understanding to the 
convocation. 

B And Nehemiah—he is the Tirehatha— 
saith (and Ezra the priest, the scribe, and the 
Levites who are instructing the people) to all 
the people, * To-day is holy to Jehovah your 
God, do not mourn, nor'.weep:’ for all the peo¬ 
ple are weeping at their hearing the words of 
the law. 

10 And he saith to them, * Go, eat fat things, 
and drink sweet things, and sent portions to 
him for whom nothing is prepared, for to-day 
is holy to our Lord, and De not grieved, for 
the joy of Jehovah is your strength.’ 

11 And the Levites are keeping all the people 
Bilent, saying, ‘ Be silent, for to-day is holy, 
and be not grieved. ’ 12 Arid all the people go 
to eat, and to drink, and to send portions, 
and to make great joy, because they nave un¬ 
derstood concerning the words that they made 
known to them. 

13 And on the second day have been gather¬ 
ed heads of the fathers of all the people, the 
priests, and the Levites, unto Ezra the scribe, 
even to act wisely concerning the words of the 
law. 14 And they find written in the law that 
Jehovah commanded by the hand of MoseB, 
that the Bona of Israel dwell in booths in the 
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feast, in the seventh month, 13 and that they 

f iroclaim and cause to pass overall their cities, 
and in Jerusalem,) saying, r Go ye out to the 
mount, and brmg leaves of the olive, and 
leaves of the ou tree, and leaves of the 
myrtle, and leaves of the palms, and leaves 
of thick trees, to make booths as it is writ¬ 
ten.’ 

16 And the people go out, and bring in, and 
make for themselves booths, each on his roof, 
and in their courts, and in the courts of the 
house of God, and in the broad place of the 
water-gate, and in the broad place of the gate 
of Ephr aim . 17 And they make—all the as¬ 
sembly of the captives of the captivity— 
booths, and they sit in booths ; for the boos 
of Israel had not done, from the days of Jes¬ 
hua son of Nun, so unto that day, and there 
is very great joy. 

18 And he readeth in the book of the law of 
God day by day, from the first day till the 
last day, and they make a feast seven days, 
and on the eighth day a restraint, according 
to the ordinance. 

LX. 1 AND in the twenty and fourth day of 
this month have the Bons of Israel been ga¬ 
thered, with fasting, and with sackcloth, 
and earth upon them : 2 and the seed of Israel 
are separated from all sons of a stranger, and 
stand and confess concerning their sins, and 
the iniquities of their fathers, 3 and rise up on 
their station, and read in the book of the law 
of Jehovah their God a fourth of the day, and 
a fourth they are confessing and bowing them¬ 
selves to Jehovah their God. 

4 And there stand up on the ascent, of the 
Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, Kadmiel, sheban- 
iah, Bunni, Sherebiah, Bani, Chenaui. and they 
cry with a loud voice unto Jehovah their Goa. 

3 And the Levites say, even Jeshua, and 
Kadmiel. Bani, Hashabniah, Sherebiah, Hodi¬ 
jah, Shekaniah, Pethahiah, ‘Rise, bless Je¬ 
hovah your God, from the age unto the age, 
and they bless the name of Thine honour 
that w exalted above all blessing and praise. 
6 Thou art He, 0 Jehovah, Thyself—Thou 
hast made the heavens, the heavens of the 
heavens, and all their host, the earth and 
all that are on it, the seas and all that are 
in them, and Thou art keeping all of them 
alive, and the host of the heavens to Thee are 
bowing themselves. 

7 ‘Thou art He, 0 Jehovah God, who didst 
fix on Abraham, and didst bring him out 
from Ur of the Chaldeans, and didst make 
his name Abraham, 8 and didst find his heart 
stedfast before Thee, so as to make with him 
the covenant, to give the lp^d of the Canaan - 
ite, the Hittite, the Amorite, and the Periz- 
zite, and the Jebusite, and the Girgashite, to 
give it to his seed. 

‘ And Thou dost establish Thy words, for 
Thou art righteous, 9 and dost see the afflic¬ 
tion of our fathers in Egypt, and their cry 
hast heard by the sea of Suph, 10 and dost 
give signs and wonders on Pharaoh, and on 
all his servants, and on all the people of his 
land, for Thou hast known that they have 
acted proudly against them, and Thou makest 
to Thee a namo as at this day. 
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11 ‘ And the sea Thou hast cleaved before 
them, and they pasa over into the midst of the 
aea on the dry laud, and their pursuers Thou 
hast cast into the depths, aa a stone, into the 
strong waters. 12 And by a pillar of cloud 
Thou hast led them by day, and by a pillar 
of fire by night, to lighten to them the way 
in which they go. 

13 ‘And on mount Sinai Thou hast come 
down, even to speak with them from the 
heavens, and Thou dost give to them right 
judgments, and true laws, good statutes and 
commands. 14 Aud Thy holy sabbath Thou 
hast made known to them, and commands, 
and statutes, and law, Thou hast commanded 
for them, by the hand of Moses Thy servant; 
10 and bread from the heavens Thou hast 
given to them for their hunger, and water 
from a rock hast brought out to them for 
their thirst, and dost say to them to go in to 
possess the land that Thou hast lifted up 
Thy hand to give to them. 

And they and our fathers have acted 
roudly, and harden their neck, and have not 
earkened unto Thy commands, 17 yea, they 
refuse to hearken, and have not remembered 
Thy wonders that Thou hast done with them, 
ana hardeu their neck and appoint a head, 
to turn back to their service, in their rebel¬ 
lion; and Thou art a God of pardons, gracious, 
and merciful, long-sutiering, and abundant in 
kindness, and hast not forsaken them. 

18 * Also, when they have made to them¬ 
selves a molten calf, and say, This is thy god 
that brought thee up out of Egypt, aud do 
great despisings, ]0 and Thou, in Tninc abun¬ 
dant mercies, hast not forsaken them in the 
wilderness—the pillar of the cloud hath not 
turned aside from off them by day, to lead 
them in the way, and the pillar of the fire by 
night, to give light to them and the way in 
which they go. 

20 ‘ And Thy good Spirit Thou hast given, 
to cause them to act wisely; and Thy manna 
Thou hast not withheld from their mouth, 
and water Thou hast given to them for their 
thirst, 51 and forty years Thou hast nourished 
them in a wilderness; they have not lacked; 
their garments have not worn out, and their 
feet have not swelled. 

22 ' And Thou givest to them kingdoms, and 
peoples, and dost apportion them to the 
corner, and they possess the land of Silion, 
and tho laud or tlie king of Heslibon, and 
the land of Og king of Bash an. 23 And their 
eons Thou hast multiplied as the stars of the 
heavens, and bringest them in unto the land 
that Thou hast said to their fathers to go in 
to possess. 

^ * And the sons come in, and possess the 
jaud. and Thou humblest before them the 
inhabitants of the laud, the Canaanites, and 
givest them into tlieir hand, and their kings, 
and the peoples of the land, to do with them 
according to their pleasure. 28 And they 
capture fenced eities, and fat ground, aud 
possess houses full of all good, digged-wells, 
vineyards, and olive-yards, and fruit-trees in 
abundance, and they eat, and are satisfied, 
and become fat, and delight themselves in 
Thy great goodness. 


26 * And they are disobedient, and rebel 
against Thee, and cast Thy law behind their 
back, and Thy prophets they have slain, who 
testified against them, to bring them back 
unto Thee, and they do great despisings, 
27 and Thou givest them into the hand of 
theiri adversaries, and they distress them, 
and in the time of their distress they cry un¬ 
to Thee, and Thou, from the heavens, dost 
heir, and, according to Thine abundant 
mercies, dost give to them saviours, aud they 
save them out of - the hand of their adver¬ 
saries. 

28 ‘ And when they have rest, they turn 
back to do evil before Thee, and Tliou dost 
leave them in the hand of their enemies, and 
they rule over them ; and they turn back, 
and call Thee, and Thou from tlie heavens 
dost hear, and dost deliver them, acccording 
to Thy mercies, manytimes, 20 and dost testify 
against them, to bring them back unto Thy 
law; and they—they have acted proudly, 
and have not hearkened to Thy commands, 
and against Thy judgments have sinned, 
—which man doth and hath lived in them— 
and they give a refractory shoulder, and 
their neck have hardened, and have not 
hearkened. 

30 ‘And Thou drawest over them many 

ears, and testifiest against them by Thy 

pirit, by the hand of Thy prophets, and 
they have not given ear, and Thou dost give 
them into the hand of peoples of the lands, 
31 and in Thine abundant mercies Thou hast 
not made them a consumption, nor hast for 
saken them; for a God, gracious and merciful, 
art Thou. 

32 ‘And now, 0 our God—God, the great, 
the mighty, and the fearful, kcepiug the 
covenant and the kindness—let not all the 
travail that hath found us be little before 
Thee, for our kings, for our heads, and for 
our priests, and for our prophets, and for our 
fathers, and for all Thy people, from the 
days of the kings of Asshur unto this day; 
33 and Thou art righteous concerning all that 
hath come upon us, for truth Thou hast done, 
and we have done wickedly; w and our kings, 
our heads, our priests, and our fathers, have 
not done thy law, nor attended unto Thy 
commands, and to Thy testimonies, that 
Thou hast testified against them; 30 ana they, 
in their kingdom, and in Thine abundant 
goodness, that Tliou hast given to them, and 
m the laud, the large and the fat, that Thou 
hast set before them, have not served Thee, 
uor turned back from their evil doings. 

36 * Lo, we—to-day —are servants, aud the 
land that Thou hast given to our fathers, to 
cat its fruit and its good—lo, we are servants 
on it, 37 and its increase it is multiplying to 
the kings whom Thou hast set over us in our 
sins; and over our bodies they are ruling, 
and over our cattle, according to their plea¬ 
sure, and we are in great distress. 38 And 
for all this we are making a stedfast covenant, 
and are writing, and over him who is sealed 
are our heads, our Levitcs, our priests.’ 

X. 1 AND over those sealed arc Nehemiah 
the Tirshatha, son of Hachaliah and Zidki* 
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jali, ’ Seraiah, Azariah, Jeremiah, 3 Pashliur, 
Amariah, Malchijah, 4 Hattush, Shebauiah, 
Malluch, s Jlarim, Meremoth, Obadiah, 6 I)an- 
iel, Ginuethon, Baruch, 7 Mcshullain, Abijak, 
Mijanrn, 8 Maaziah, Bilgai, Shemaiah; these 
are the priests. 

9 And the Levites: both Jeshua son of 
Azaniah, Binnui of the sous of Henadad, 
Kadmiel; 10 aud their brethren : Shebani*ih, 
Hodiiah, Kelita, Pelaiah, Hanau, u Micha, 
Rehob, Hashabiah, n Zaccur, Sherebiah, She- 
baniah, u Hodijah, Bani, Beuinu. 

14 Heads of the people: Parosh, Pahath- 
Moab, Elam, Zatthu, Bani, 15 Buuni, Azgad, 
Bebai, 10 Adonijah, Bigvai, Adin, 15 Ater, 
Hizkijah, Azzur, 18 Hodiiah, Hashum, Bezai, 
19 Hariph, Anathoth, Nebai, 00 Magpiash, Me- 
s hid lam, Hezir, - 1 Meshezabeel, Zadok, Jad- 
dua, ^Pelatiah, Hanan, Anaiah. ® Hoshea, 
Hananiah, Hashub, " J HalIohesh, Pilha, Sho- 
bek, “Rehum. Hashabnali, Maaseiah, 20 and 
AJiijah, Hanan, A nan, 17 Malluch, Harim, 
Baanah. 

28 And the rest of the people, the priests, 
the Levites, the gatekeepers, the siugers, the 
!Netliinim, and every one who hath been sepa¬ 
rated from the peoples of the lands unto the 
law of God, their wives, their sons, and their 
daughters, everv knowing intelligent one, 
29 are laving hold on their brethren, their 
honourable ones, and coming iu to an execra¬ 
tion, and in to an oath, to walk in the law of 
God, that was given by the hand of Moses, 
Bervant of God, and to observe and to do all 
the commands of Jehovah our Lord, and His 
judgments, and His statutes; 30 and that wc 
give not our daughters to the peoples of the 
land, and their daughters we take uot to our 
sons; 31 and the peoples of the land who are 
bringing in the wares and any corn on the 
sabbath-day to sell, we receive not of them 
on the sabbath, and on a holy day, and we 
leave the seventh year, and usury on every 
hand. 

32 And we have appointed for ourselves 
commands, to put on ourselves the third of 
a shekel iu a year, for the service of the house 
of our God, for bread of the arrangement, 
and the continual lireseut, aud the continual 
burnt-offeriug of the sabbaths, of the new 
moons, for appointed seasons, and for holy 
tilings, and for sin-oft'eriugs, to make atone¬ 
ment for Israel, even all the work of the house 
of our God. 

34 And the lots we have caused to fall for 
the offering of wood, among the priests, the 
Levites, aud the people, to bring iu to the 
house of our God, by the house of our fathers, 
at times appointed, year by year, to burn ou 
the altar of Jehovah our God, as it is written 
iu the law, 35 aud to bring iu the first fruits 
of our ground, aud the first fruits of all fruit 
of every tree, year by year, to the house of 
Jehovah, 36 and the firstlings of our sons, and 
of our cattle, as it is written in the law, and 
the firstlings of our herds and our flocks, to 
bring iu to the house of our God, to the 
priests who are ministering in the house of 
our God. 

37 And the beginniug of our dough, and our 
heave-offeriqgs, and the fruit of every tree, 
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of new wine, and of oil, wc bring in to the 
priests, unto the chambers of,the house of our 
God, and the tithe of our ground to the Le¬ 
vites ; and they—the Levites—have the tithes 
in all the cities of our tillage; 38 and the 
priest, son of Aaron, hath been with the Le¬ 
vites iu the tithing of the Levites. and the 
Levites bring up the tithe of the tithe to the 
house of our God unto the chambers, to the 
treasure-house; 38 for unto the chambers do 
they bring in—the sons of Israel and the 
sons of Levi—the heave-offering of the corn, 
the new wine, and the oil, and there are ves¬ 
sels of the sanctuary, and the priests, those 
ministering, aud the gatekeepers, and the 
singers, ana we do not forsake the house ol 
our God. 

XI. *AND the heads of the people dwell 
in Jerusalem, and the rest of the people have 
caused to fall lots to bring in one out of ten 
to dwell in Jerusalem the holy city, and nine 
parts in the cities, 2 and the people give a 
blessing to all the men who are offering them¬ 
selves willingly to dwell in Jerusalem. 

3 And these are heads of the province who 
have dwelt in Jerusalem, and in cities of Ju¬ 
dah, they have dwelt each in Iub possession 
in their cities; Israel, the priests, and the 
Levites, and the Nethinim, and the sons of 
the servants of Solomon. 

4 And in Jerusalem have dwelt of the sons 
of Judah, and of the sons of Benjamin. Of 
the sons of Judah: Athaiah son of Uzziah, 
sou of Zechariah, son of Amariah, son of 
Shephatiah, son of Mahalaleel, of the sons of 
Perez; 5 and Masseiah son of Baruch, son of 
Col-Hozeb, son of Hazaiah, son of Adaiah, 
son of Joiarib, son of Zechariah, son of Sliil* 
oni; 0 all the Bons of Perez who are dwelling 
in Jerusalem are four hundred sixty ana 
eight, men of valour. 

7 And these are sons of Benjamin: Sallu 
sou of Meshullam. son of Joed, eon of Peda- 
iali, son of Kolaiali, son of Maaseiah, son of 
Ithiel, son of Jesaiah; 8 and alter him Gab- 
bai, Sallai, nine hundred twenty and eight. 
fl And Joel son of Zichri w inspector over 
them, and Judah son of Senuah is over the 
city—second. 

10 Of the priests: Jedaiah son of Joiarib, 
Jachin, 11 Scraiah son of Hilkiah, son of Me- 
shullam, Bon of Zadok, bod of Meraioth, son 
of Ahitub. leader of the house of God, u aud 
their brethren doing the work of the house 
are eight hundred twenty and two; and 
Adaiah son of Jeroham, bou of Pelaliah, son 
of Amzi, son of Zechariah. son of Pashhur, 
son of Malchiah, 13 and his brethren, heads of 
fathers, two hundred forty and two; and 
Amashsai son of Azareel, son of Ahazai, bod 
of Meahillemoth, son of Immer, 14 and their 
brethren, mighty of valour, a hundred twenty 
and eight; and an inspector over them is Zab- 
diel, eon of one of the great men. 

15 And of the Levites: Shemaiah son of 
Hashub, son of Azrikam, son of Hashabiah, 
son of Bunni, 10 and Shabbethai, and Jozabad, 
are over the outward work of the house of 
God, of the heads of the Levites, 17 and Mat- 
taniah son of Micha, son of Zabdi, son of 
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Asaph, is head—at the commencement he 
giveth thanks in prayer; and Bakbukiah 
is second among his brethren, and Abda son 
of Shammua, son of Galal, son of Jeduthun. 
19 All the Levites, in the holy city, are two 
hundred eighty and four. 

19 And the gatekeepers, Akkub, Talmon, 
and their brethren, those watching at the 
gates, are a hundred seventy and two. 

20 And the rest of Israel, of the priests, of 
the Levites, are in all cities of Judah, each 
in his inheritance; 21 and the Nethinim are 
dwelling in OpheL, and Ziha and Gishpa are 
over the Nethinim. 

22 And the overseer of the Levites in Jeru¬ 
salem is Uzzi son of Bani, sou of Hashabiah, 
son of Mattaniah, son of Micha: of the sons 
of Asaph, the singers are over-against the 
work or the house of God, 23 for the command 
of the king is upon them, and support is 
for the singers, a matter of a day in its day. 

24 Aud Fethahiah son of MeshezabeeL, of 
the sons of Zerah, son of Judah, is by the 
hand of the king, for every matter of the peo¬ 
ple. 23 And at the villages with their fields, 
of the sons of Judah there have dwelt, in Kir- 
iath-Arba and its small towns, and in Dibon 
and its small towns, and in Jekabzeel and its 
villages, 26 and in Jeshua, and in Moladah, 
and in Beth-Phelet, 27 and in Hazar-Shaul, 
andin Beer-Sheba and its small towns, 28 andin 
Ziklag, and in Mekonah and in its small towns, 
19 and En-Rimraon, and in Zareah, and in 
Tarmuth, 30 Zanoah, Adullam, and their vil¬ 
lages, Lacliish and its fields, Azekah and its 
small towns : and thoy encamp from Beer- 
Sheba unto tlie valley of Hinuom. 

31 And sons of Benjamim arc at Geba, Mich- 
mash, and Aija, and Beth-El, and its Bmall 
towns. 32 Anatlioth, Nob, Ananiah, 33 Hazor, 
Ramali, Gittaim, 34 Hadid, Zeboim, Nebal- 
lat, 35 Lod, and Ono, the valley of the artifi¬ 
cers. 36 And of the Levites, the courses of 
Judah are for Benjamin, 

XII. 1 AND these are the priests and the 
Levites who came up with Zerubbabel eon of 
Shealtiel, and Jeshua; Seraiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezra, 2 Amariah, Mulluch, Hattush, 3 Shec- 
haniah, Rehum, Meremoth, 4 Iddo, Ginnethoi, 
Abijah, °Miamin, Maadiah, Bilgah, 6 Shema¬ 
iah, and Joiarib, Jedaiah, 7 Sallu, Amok, Hil- 
lciah, Jedaiah; these are heads of the priests 
and of their brethren in the days of Jeshua, 

9 And the Levites arc Jeshua, Binnui, Kad- 
miel, Sherebiah, Judah, Mattaniah, he is over 
the thanksgiving, and his brethren, 9 and Bak¬ 
bukiah and Unni, their brethren, are over- 
against them in charges. 

10 And Jeshua hath begotten Joiakim, and 
Joiakim hath begotten Eliashib, and Eliashib 
hath begotten Joiada, 11 and Joiada hath be¬ 
gotten Jonathan, and Jonathan hath begotten 
Jaddua. 

12 And in the days of Joiakim have been 
priests, heads of the fathers; of Seraiah, 
Meraiah ; of Jeremiah, Hananiali; 13 of Ezra, 
Mcshullam; of Amariah. Jehohamm; 14 of 
Melicu, Jonathan; of Shebaniah, Joseph; 
“of Karim, Adna; of Meraioth, Ilelkai; 
w of Iddo Zecliariah; of Ginnethou, Me- 


shullam; 17 of Abijab, Zichri; of Miniamin; 
of Moadiah, Piltai; ^of Bilgah, Shammua; 
of Shemaiah, Jelionathan; 19 ana of Joiarib, 
Mattenai; of Jedaiah, Uzzi; 20 of Sallai, Kal- 
lai • of Amok, Eber; 21 of Hilkiah, Hasha- 
bian * of Jedaiah, Nethaucel. 

22 The Levites, in the days of Eliashib, 
Joiada, and Johanan, and Jaddua, are writ¬ 
ten, heads of fathers, and of the priests, in 
the kingdom of Darius the Persian. 

23 Sons of Levi, heads of the fathers, are 
written on the book of the Chronicles even 
till the days of Johanan son of Eliashib; 
24 and heads of the Levites: Hashabiah, 
Sherebiah, and Jeshua eon of Kadmiel, and 
their brethren, are over-against them, to give 
praise, to give thanks, by command of David 
the man of God, charge over-against charge. 

23 Mattaniah, and Bakbukiah, Obadiah, 
Meshullam, Talmon, Akkub, are gatekeep¬ 
ers, keeping charge in the gatherings of the 
gates. 

2G These are in the days of Joiakim son of 
Jeshua, son of Jozadak, and in the days of 
Nehemiah the governor, and of Ezra the 
priest, the scribe. 

27 And at the dedication of the wall of Jer¬ 
usalem they sought the Levites out of all 
their places, to bring them iu to Jerusalem, 
to malte the dedication even with gladness, 
and with thanksgivings, and with singing, with 
cymbals, psalteries, and with harps; 28 and 
Bons of tne singers are gathered together 
even from the circuit round about Jerusalem, 
and from the villages of Nctopliathi, 29 ami 
from the house of Gilgal, and from fields of 
Geba and Azmaveth, for villages have the 
singers built for themselves round about Je¬ 
rusalem; 30 and the priests and the Levites 
are cleansed, and they cleanse the people, 
and the gates, and the walL 

81 And I bring up the heads of Judah upon 
the wall, and appoint two great thanksgiv¬ 
ing companies ana processions. At the right, 
on the wall, to the dung-gate; 32 and after 
them goeth Hoshaiah, and half of the heads 
of Judah, 33 aud Azariah, Ezra, and Me¬ 
shullam, 34 Judah, and Benjamin, and Sho- 
maiah, and Jeremiah; 35 ana of the sons of 
the priests with trumpets, Zechariah son of 
Jonathan, son of Shemaiah, eon of Mattaniah, 
son of Michaiah, son of Zaccur, son of Asaph, 
38 and his brethren Shemaiah, and Azarael, 
Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, Nethaneel, and Ju¬ 
dah, Hanani, with instruments of song of 
David the mau of God, and Ezra the scribe is 
before them; 37 and by the gate of the foun¬ 
tain and over-against them, they have gone 
up by the steps of the city of David, at the 
going up of the wall beyond the house of 
David, and unto the water-gate eastward. 

39 Aud the second thanksgiving company 
that is going over-against, ana I after it, ana 
half of the people on the wall from beyond 
the tower of the furnaces aud unto the broad 
wall, 39 and from beyond the gate of Ephraim, 
and by the old-gate, and by the fish-gate, 
and the tower of Hananecl, aud the tower of 
Meah, and unto the sheep-gate—and they 
have stood at the prison-gate. 

40 And the two thanksgiving companies 
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stand in the house of God, and I and half of 
the prefects with me, 4 \ and the priests, Elia- 
kim, Maaseiah, Miniamin ? Michaiah, Elioenai. 
Zechariah, Hananiah, with trumpets, 43 and 
Maaseiah, and Shetnaiah, and Eleazar, and 
Uzzi, and Jehohanan, and Malchijah, and 
Elam, and Ezer, and the singers sound, and 
Jezrahiah the inspector; 43 and they sacrifice 
on that day great sacrifices and rejoice, for 
God hath made them rejoice with great joy, 
and also, the women and the children have 
rejoiced, and the joy of Jerusalem is heard— 
unto a distance. 

44 And certain are appointed on that day 
over the chambers for treasures, for heave- 
offerings, for first-fruits, and for tithes, to 
gather into them out of the fields of -the 
cities the portions of the law for priests, and 
for Levites, for the joy of Judah is over the 
priests, and over the Levites, who are stand¬ 
ing up. 

45 And the singers and the gatekeepers keep 
the charge of their God, even the charge of the 
cleansing—according to the command of Da¬ 
vid and Solomon his son, 40 for in the days of 
David and Asaph of old were heads of the 
singers, and a song of praise and thanksgiv¬ 
ing to God. 

47 And all Israel in the days of Zerubbabel, 
and in the days of Nchemiah, are giving the 
portions of the singers, and of the gatekeepers, 
the matter of a day in its day, and are sancti¬ 
fying to the Levites, and the Levites are 
sanctifying to the sons of Aaron. 

XIII. 1 ON that day there was read in the 
book of Moses, in the ears of the people, and 
it hath been found written in it that an Am¬ 
monite and Moabite doth not come into the 
assembly of God—unto the age, 2 because they 
have not come before the sons of Israel witn 
bread and with water, and hire against them 
Balaam to revile them, and our God turneth 
the reviling into a blessing. 3 And it cometh 
to pass, at their hearing the law, that they 
separate all the mixed people from Israel. 

* And before this Eliashib the priest, ap¬ 
pointed over chambers of the house oi our 
God, is a relation of Tobiah, 5 and lie maketh 
for him a great chamber, and there they were 
formerly putting the present, the frankincense, 
and the vessels, and the tithe of the corn, the 
new wine, and the oil—the commanded thing 
of the Levites, and the singers, and the gate¬ 
keepers—and the heave-offering of the priests. 

6 And during all this 1 was not in Jerusalem, 
for in the thirty and second year of Artax- 
erxes king of Babylon did 1 come unto the 
king, and at the end of days L have asked of 
the king, 7 and I come into Jerusalem, and 
understand concerning the evil that Eliashib 
hath done for Tobiah, to make to him a cham¬ 
ber in the courts of the house of God, 8 and 
it is very displeasing to me, and I cast all the 
vessels of the house of Tobiah without, out of 
the chamber, fJ and I speak, and they cleanse 
the chambers, and I bring back thither the 
vessels of the house of God with the present 
and the frankincense. 

10 And 1 know that the portions of the Le¬ 
vites have not been given, and they flee each 
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to his field—the Levites and the singers, do¬ 
ing the work. 11 And I strive with the pre¬ 
fects, and say, 4 Wherefore hath the house of 
God been forsaken?’ and I gather them, and 
set them on their station ; * 2 and all Judah 
have brought in the tithe of tho corn, and of 
the new wine, and of the oil, to the treasuries. 

33 And I appoint treasurers over the treas¬ 
uries, Shelemiah the priest, and Zadok the 
scribe, and Pedaiah of the Levites; and by 
their hand is Hanan son of Zaccur, son of 
Mattaniah, for Btedfast they have been reck¬ 
oned, and on them it is to give a portion to 
their brethren. 

14 Be mindful of' me, 0 my God, for this, 
and do not blot out my kind acts that I have 
done, for the house of my God, and for its 
charges. 

18 In those days 1 have seen in Judah those 
treading wine-vats on sabbath, and bringing 
in the sheaves, and lading on the asses, and 
also, wine, grapes, and figs, and every burden, 
yea. they are bringing in to Jerusalem on the 
sabbath-day, and I testify in the day of their 
selling provision. 10 Ana the Tyrians have 
dwelt in it, bringing in fish, and every ware, 
and selling on sabbath to the sons of Judah 
and in Jerusalem. 

17 And I strive with the freemen of Judah, 
and say to them, ‘ What is this evil thing 
that ye are doing, and polluting the sabbath- 
day ? 18 Thus did not your fathers do? and 
our God bringeth in on us all this evil, and on 
this city, and ye are adding fierceness on Israel, 
to pollute the sabbath.’ 

16 And it cometh to pass, when the gates oi 
Jerusalem have been dark before the sabbath 
that I speak, and the doors are shut, and I 
sav. that they do not open them till after the 
sabbath ; and of my servants I have stationed 
at the gates ; there doth not come in a burden 
on the sabbath-dny. 

20 And they lodge—the merchants and sell¬ 
ers of all ware—at the outside of Jerusalem, 
once or twice, 21 and 1 testify against them, 
and say unto them. 4 Wherefore are ye lodg¬ 
ing over-against tne wall? if ye repeat it, a 
hand 1 put forth upon you;’ from that time 
they have not come in on the sabbath. 

23 And I say to the Levites, that they be 
cleansed, and, coming in, keeping the gates, 
to sanctify the sabbath-day. Also, this, re¬ 
member for me, 0 my God, aod have pity on 
me, according to the abundance of Thy kind¬ 
ness. 

23 Also, in those days, I have seen the Jews 
who have settled women of Ashdod, of Am¬ 
mon, of Moab. 24 And of their sons, half are 
speaking Ashdoditish—and are not knowing 
to speak Jewish—and according to the lan¬ 
guage of people and people. 28 And I strive 
with them, and declare tnem vile, and smite 
certain of them, and pluck off their hair, and 
cause them to Bwear by God, 4 Ye do not give 
your daughters to their sons, nor do ye take 
of their daughters to your sons, and to your¬ 
selves. 

20 ‘By these did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin ? and among the many natiobs there was 
no king like him, and beloved by liis God he 
was, and God maketh him king over all Israel 
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—even him did the strange women cause to 
sin. 27 And to you do we hearken to do all 
this great evil, to trespass against our God, to 
settle strange women?' 

29 And one of the sons of Joiada son of Elia- 
shib the high, priest, w son-in-law to Sanbal- 
lat the Horonite, and I cause him to flee from 
off me. 23 Be mindful of them, 0 my God, 
for the redeemed of the priesthood, and the 


covenant of the priesthood, and of the Lo- 
vites. 

30 And I have cleansed them from every 
stranger, and appoint charges to priests and 
to Levites, each in his work, 31 and for the 
wood-offering at appointed times, and for 
first-fruits. Be mindful of me, 0 my God, 
for good- 


ESTHER. 


CHAP I. 1 AND it cometh to pass, in the 
days of Ahasuerus—he is Ahasuerus who is 
reigning from Hodu even unto Cush, seven 
and twenty and a hundred provinces— 2 in 
those days, at the sitting of the king Ahasu¬ 
erus on the throne of his kingdom, that is in 
Shushan the palace, 3 in the third year of his 
reign, he hath made a banquet to ail his 
heads and his servants; of the force of Per¬ 
sia and Media, the chiefs and heads of the 
provinces are before him, 4 in his shewing the 
wealth of the honour of his kingdom, and 
the glory of the beauty of his greatness, 
many days—eighty and a hundred days. 

5 And at the fulness of these days hath the 
king made to all the people who are found in 
Shushan the palace, from great even unto 
small, a banquet, seven days, in the court of 
the garden of the house of the king— 6 whito 
linen, white cotton, and blue, fastened with 
cords of fine linen and purple on rings of 
Bilver, and pillars of marble, couches of gold, 
and of silver, on a pavement of smaragdus, 
and white marble, and mother-of-pearl, and 
blnok marble— 7 and the giving of drink in 
vesseD of gold, and the vessels are divers 
vessels, ana the royal wine is abundant, as a 
memorial of the king. 

9 And the drinking is according to law, 
none is pressing, for so hath the king ap- 
ointed for every chief one of his house, to 
o according to the pleasure of man and man. 

9 Also Vashti the queen hath made a ban¬ 
quet for women, in the royal house that the 
king Ahasuerus hath. 

10 Ou the seventh day, as the heart of the 
king is glad with wine, he hath said to Me- 
human, Biztha, Harbona, Bigtha, and Abag- 
tha, Zethar, and Carcas, the seven eunuchs 
who are ministering in the presence of the 
king Ahasuerus, 11 to bring in Vashti the 
queen before the king, with a royal crown, 
to Bhew the peoples and the heads her beauty, 
for she is of good appearance, 12 and the 
queen Vashti refuseth to come in at the word 
of the king that is by the hand of the 
eunuchs, and the king is very wroth, and his 
fury hath burned in him. 

13 And the king saith to wise men, knowing 
the times—for so is the word of the king be¬ 
fore all knowing law and judgment, 14 and he 
who is nenr unto him is Carshena, Shethar, 
Adinatha, Tarshish, Meres, Marsena, Me- 
mucan, seven heads of Persia and Media see¬ 
ing the face of the king, who are sitting first 


in the kingdom— 13 ‘ According to law, what 
—to do with queen Vashti, because that she 
hath not done the saying of the king Ahasu¬ 
erus by the hand of the eunuchs?’ 

16 And Memucan saith before the king and 
the heads, ‘ Not against the king by himself 
hath Vashti the queen done perversely, but 
against all the heads, and against all the 
peoples that are. in all provinces of the 
king Ahasuerus ; * 7 for go forth doth the word 
of tne queen unto all the women, to render 
their husbands contemptible in their eyes, in 
their saying, The kiDg Ahasuerus said to bring 
in Vashti tne queen before him, and she did 
not come- 18 yea, this day do princesses of 
Persia and Media, who have heard the word 
of the queen, say so to all heads of the king, 
even according to the sufficiency of contempt 
and wrath. 

19 4 If to the king it be good, there goeth forth 
a royal word from before him, and it is written 
with the laws of Persia and Media, and doth 
not pass away, that Vashti doth not come in 
before the king Ahasuerus, and her royalty 
doth the king give to her companion who id 
better than she; 20 and the sentence of the 
king that he maketh hath been heard in all 
his kingdom—for it is great—and all the wives 
give honour to their husbands, from great 
even unto small.’ 

21 And the thing is good in the eyes of the 
king, and of the princes, and the king doth 
according to the word of Memucan, 22 and 
sendeth letters unto all provinces of the king, 
unto province and province according to its 
writing, and unto people and people accord¬ 
ing to its tongue, for every man being head 
in his own house—and speaking according to 
the language of his people. 

II. 1 AFTER these things, at the ceasing of 
the fury of the king Ahasuerus, he hath re¬ 
membered Vashti, and that which she did, 
and that which hath been decreed concerning 
her; 2 and servants of the king, his ministers, 
say, 1 Let them seek for the king young wo¬ 
men, virgins, of good appearance, 3 ana the 
king doth appoint inspectors in all provinces 
of his kingdom, and they gather every young 
woman—virgin, of good appearance—unto 
Shushan the palace, unto the house of the 
women, unto the hand of Hege eunuch of the 
king, keeper of the women, and to give their pu¬ 
rifications, 4 and the young woman who is good 
in the eyes of the king doth roign instead of 
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Vaahti;’ and the thing ia good in the eyes of 
the king, and he doth so. 

5 A man. a Jew. there hath been in Shushan 
the palace, and his name w Mordecai son of 
Jair, son of Shimei, son of Kish, a Benjamite 
—* who had been removed from Jerusalem 
with the removal that was removed with Je- 
coniah king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
kin? of Babylon removed— 7 and he is sup¬ 
porting FTadassah—she is Esther—daughter 
of his uncle, for she hath neither father nor 
mother, and the young woman is of fair form, 
and of good appearance, and at the death of 
her father and her mother hath Mordecai 
taken her to him for a daughter. 

8 And it cometh to pass, in the word of the 
king, even his law, being heard, and in many 
young women being gathered unto Shushan 
the palace, unto the hand of Hegai, that Es¬ 
ther is taken unto the house of the king, unto 
the hand of Hegai, keeper of the women, 

9 and the young woman is good in his eyes, 
and she receiveth kindness before him, and 
he hasteneth her purifications and her por¬ 
tions—to give to her, and the seven young 
women who are provided—to give to her, from 
the house of the king, and he changeth her 
aud her young women to a good place in the 
house of the women. 

10 Esther hath not declared her people, and 
her kindred, for Mordecai hath laid a charge 
on her that she doth not declared; u and 
during every day Mordecai is walking up and 
down before the court of the house of the wo¬ 
men to know the welfare of Esther, and what 
is done with her. 

13 And in the drawing nigh of the turn of 
each young woman to come in unto the king 
Ahasuerus, at the end of there being to her— 
according to the law of the women—twelve 
months, for so they fulfil the davs of their 
purifications ; six months with oil of myrrh, 
and six months with spices, and with the 
purifications of women, 13 aDd with this 
the young woman hath come in unto the king, 
all that she saith is given to her, to go in with 
her, out of the house of the women, unto the 
house of the king; 14 in the evening she hath 
gone in, and in tne morning she hath turned 
back unto the second house of the women, 
unto the hand of Shaashgaz eunuch of the 
ting, keeper of the concubines; she cometh 
not in any more unto the king except the king 
hath delighted in her, and she hath been call¬ 
ed by name. 

13 And in the drawing nigh of the turn of 
Esther—daughter of Abihail, uncle of Morde¬ 
cai, whom he nad taken to him for a daughter— 
to come in unto the king, she hath not sought a 
thing except that which Hegai eunuch of the 
king, keeper of the womeD, saith, and Esther 
is receiving grace in the eyes of all seeing her. 

16 And Esther is taken unto the king Aha¬ 
suerus, unto his royal house, in the tenth 
month—it is the month of Tebeth—in the 
seventh year of his reign, 17 and the king 
loveth Esther above all the women, and she 
receiveth grace aud kindness before him above 
all the virgins, and he eetteth a royal crown 
on her head, and causeth her to reign instead 
of Vaahti, 18 and the king maketn a great 
332 


banquet to all his heads and his servants— 
the banquet of Esther—and a release to the 
provinces hath made, and giveth gifts as a 
memorial of the king. 

18 And in the virgins being gathered a second 
time, then Mordecai is sitting in the gate of 
the king; 20 Esther is not declaring her kin¬ 
dred and her people, as Mordecai hath laid a 
charge upon her, and the saying of Mordecai 
Esther ia doing as when she was truly with 
him. 

21 In those days, when Mordecai is sitting in 
the gate of the king, hath Bigthan been wroth, 
and Teresh, (two of the eunuchs of the king, 
the keepers of the threshold,) and they seek 
to put forth a hand on king Ahasuerus, 22 and 
the thing is known to Mordecai, and he de- 
clareth it to Esther the queen, and Esther 
speaketh to the king in the name of Mordecai, 
23 and the thing is sought out, and found, and 
they are hanged both of them on a tree, and 
it is written in the book of the Chronicles be¬ 
fore the king. 

ITL 1 AETER these things hath the king 
AhasueruB exalted Haman son of Hammed- 
atha the Agagite, and lifteth him up, and set- 
teth his throne above all the heads who are. 
with him, 2 and all servants of the king, who 
are in the gate of the king, are bowing and 
doing obeisance to Haman, for so hath the king 
commanded for him ; and Mordecai doth not 
bow nor do obeisance, 

8 And the servants of the king, who are in 
the gate of the king, say to Mordecai, ‘ Where¬ 
fore art thou transgressing the command of 
the king?’ 4 And it cometh to pass, in their 
speaking unto him, day by day, and he hath 
not hearkened unto them, that they declare it 
to Haman, to see whether the words of Mor¬ 
decai do stand, for he hath declared to them 
that heuaJ ew. 

8 And Haman seeth that Mordecai is not 
bowing and doing obeisance to him, and Ha¬ 
man is full of fury, 6 and it is contemptible 
in his eyes to put forth a hand on Mordecai 
by himself, for they have declared to him the 
people of Mordecai, and Haman seeketk to de¬ 
stroy all the Jews who are in all the kingdom 
of Ahasuerus—the people of Mordecai 

7 In the first month—it is the month of 
Nisan—in the twelfth year of the king Aha¬ 
suerus, hath one caused to fall Pur (that is 
the lot) before Haman, from day to day, and 
from month to month, to the twelfth, it is the 
month of Adar. 

8 And Haman saith to the king Ahasuerus. 

‘ There is one people scattered and separated 
among the peoples, in all provinces of thy 
kingdom, and their laws are diverse from all 
people, and the laws of the king they are not 
doing, and for the king it is not profitable to 
suffer them; • if to the king it be good, let it 
be written to destroy them, and ten thousand 
talents of silver I weigh into the hands of 
those doing the work, to bring it in unto the 
treasuries of the king.’ 

10 And the king tumeth aside his signet from 
off hifl hand, and giveth it to Haman son of 
Hammedatha the Agagite, adversary of the 
Jews; u and the king saith to Haman, 4 The 
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silver is given to thee, and the people, to do 
with it as it is good in thine eyes.’ 

12 And scribes of the king are called, on the 
first month, on the thirteenth day of it, 
and it is written according to all that Hainan 
hath commanded, unto lieutenants of the 
king, and unto the governors who are over 
province and province, and unto the heads of 
people and people, province and province, ac¬ 
cording to its writing, and people and people 
according to its tongue, in the name of the 
king Ahasuerus it hath been written and 
sealed with the signet of the king, 13 and let¬ 
ters to be sent by the hand of the runners unto 
all provinces of the king, to cut off, to slay, 
and to destroy all the Jews, from young even 
unto old, infant and women, on one day, on 
the thirteenth of the twelfth month—it is 
the month of Adar—aod their spoil to seize, 
14 a copy of the writing to be made law in 
every province and province is revealed to all 
the peoples, to be ready for this day. 

15 The runners have gone forth, hastened by 
the word of the king, and the law hath been 
given in Shushan the palace, and the king 
and Hainan have sat down to drink, ana 
the city Shushan is perplexed. 

TV. 1 AND Mordecai hath known all that 
hath been done, and Mordecai rendeth his 
garments, and putteth on sackcloth and ashes, 
and goeth forth into the midst of the city and 
crieth—a cry loud and bitter, 2 and he cometh 
in unto the front of the gate of the king, but 
none is to come in unto the gate of the king 
with a sackcloth-garment. 

3 And in every province and province, the 
place where the word of the king, even his 
law, is coming, a great mourning have the 
Jews, and fasting, and weeping, and lament¬ 
ing : sackcloth aud ashes are spread for many. 

4 And young women of Esther come in and 
her eunuchs, and declare it to her, and the 
queen is exceedingly pained, and sendeth gar¬ 
ments to clothe Mordecai, and to turn aside 
his sackcloth from off him, and he hath not 
received them. 5 And Esther calleth to Hat- 
ach.of the eunuchs of the king, whom he 
hath stationed before her, and giveth him 
a charge for Mordecai, to know what this is, 
and wherefore this is. 

c And Hatacli goeth out unto Mordecai, un¬ 
to a broad place of the city, that is before the 
gate of the king, 7 and Mordecai declareth to 
him all that hath met him, and the explana¬ 
tion of the money that Haman said to weigh 
to the treasuries of the king for the Jews, to 
destroy them, 8 and the copy of the writing 
of the law that had been given in Shushan to 
destroy them he hath given to him, to shew 
Esther, and to declare it to her, and to lay a 
charge on her to go in unto the kiug, to make 
supplication to him, and to seek from before 
him, for her people. 

9 And Hatach cometh in and declareth to 
Esther the words of Mordecai, 10 and Esther 
speaketh to Hatach, and chargeth him for 
Mordecai: 11 ‘All servants of the king, and 
people of the provinces of the king, do know 
that any man and woman, who cometh in un¬ 
to the king, unto the inner court, who is not 


called—one law of his is to put them to death, 
apart from him to whom the Icing holdeth out 
the golden sceptre, then he hath lived; and 
I—I have not been called to come in unto the 
king these thirty days.’ 

12 A nd they declare to Mordecai the words of 
Esther, 13 and Mordecai speaketh to send back 
unto Esther: ‘Do not think in thy soul to be 
delivered in the house of the king, more than 
all the Jews, 14 but if tbou keep entirely si¬ 
lent at this time, respite and deliverance re- 
maineth to the Jews from another place, and 
thou and the house of thy fathers are destroy¬ 
ed; and who knoweth whether for a time 
like this thou hast conic to the kingdom?’ 

13 And Esther speaketh to send back unto 
Mordecai: ‘ Go, gather all the Jews who are 
found in Shushan, and fast for me, and do 
not eat nor drink three days, by night and by 
day; also I aud my young women do fast 
likewise, and so I go in unto the king, that 
not according to law, and when I have per¬ 
ished—I have perished.’ 16 And Mordecai 
passeth on, and doth according to all that 
Esther hath charged upon him. 

V. 1 AND it cometh to pass on the third 
day, that Esther putteth on royalty, and 
standeth in the inner court of the house of 
the king over-against the house of the king, 
and the king is sitting on his royal throne ; 
in the royal-house, over-against the opening 
of the house, 8 ana it cometh to pass, at the 
king’s seeing Esther the queen standing in the 
court, she hath received grace in his eyes, 
and the king holdeth out to Esther the gold¬ 
en sceptre that is in his hand, and Esther 
draweth near, and toucheth the top of the 
sceptre. 

3 And the king saith to her, * What—to 
thee Esther. 0 queen ? and what thy request ? 
unto the half of the kingdom—and it is given 
to thee.’ 4 And Esther saith, * If unto the 
king it be good, the king doth come in, and Ha¬ 
man, to-day. unto the banquet that I have 
made for him;’ 3 and the king saith, ‘ Haste 
ye Hamau—to do the word of Esther;’ and 
the king cometh in, and Haman, unto the ban¬ 
quet that Esther hath made. 

fl And the king saith to Esther, during the 
banquet of wine, ‘What is thy petition ? and 
it is given to thee; and what thy request ? 
unto the half of the kingdom—and it is done.’ 

7 And Esther answeretk and saith, ‘ My 
petition and ray request is ; 8 if 1 have found 

E ace iu the eyes of the king, and if unto the 
Dg it be good, to give my petition, and to 
perform my request, the king doth come, and 
Hainan, unto the banquet that I make for 
them, and to-morrow I do according to the 
word of the king.’ 

9 And Haman goeth forth on that day rejoic¬ 
ing and glad in heart, and at Hainan’s see¬ 
ing Mordecai in the gate of the king, and he 
hath not risen nor moved for him, then is Ha¬ 
man full of fury against Mordecai. 

10 And Haman forceth himself, and cometh 
iu unto liis house, and sendeth, and bringeth 
in bis friends, ana Zeresh his wife, 11 and Ha¬ 
man recounteth to them the glory of his 
wealth, and the abundance of bis sons, and 
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all that with which the king made him great, 
and with which he lifted him up above the 
heads and servants of the king. 

11 And Haman saith, ‘Yea, Esther the 
queen brought none in with the king, unto 
tne feast that she made, except myself, and 
also for to-morrow I am called toiler, with 
the king, 13 and all this is not profitable to 
me, during all the time that I am seeing Mor- 
decai the Jew sittiug in the gate of the king.’ 

14 And Zeresh his wife saith to him, and 
all his friends, 1 Let them prepare a tree, in 
height fifty cubits, and in the morning speak 
to the king, and they hang Mordecai on it, 
and go thou in with the king unto the banquet 
rejoicing;' and the thing is good before Haman, 
and he prepareth the tree. 

VL *0N that night hath the Bleep of the 
king fled away, and he saith to bring in the 
book of memorials of the Chronicles, and they 
are read before the king. 2 and it is found 
written that Mordecai had declared concern¬ 
ing Bigthana and Teresh, two of the eunuchs 
of the king, of the keepers of the threshold, 
who sought to put forth a hand on king Ahas- 
uerus. 

3 And the king saith, ‘What honour and 
greatness hath been done to Mordecai for 
this?’ And the servants of the king, his 
ministers, say, 4 Nothing hath been done with 

hi m - ’ 

4 And the king saith, ‘ Who is in the court ?' 
—and Haman nath come in to the onter 
court of the house of the king, to say to the 
king to hang Mordecai on tne tree that he 
had prepared for him— 6 and the servants of 
the king say unto him, 1 Lo, Haman is stand¬ 
ing in the court;’ and the king saith, ‘Let 
him come in.’ 

6 And Haman cometh in, and tne king saith 
to him, ‘ Wbat—to do with the man in whose 
honour the king hath delighted? And Haman 
saith in his heart, ‘To whom doth the king 
delight to do honour more than myself?’ 

7 And Haman saith unto the king, ‘The 
man in whose honour the king hath delighted, 

8 let them bring in royal clothing that the 
king hath put on himself, and a horse on 
which the king hath ridden, and that the 
royal crown be put on his head, "and to give 
the clothing ana the horse into the hand of a 
man of the heads of the king, the chiefs, and 
they have clothed the man m whose honour 
the king hath delighted, and caused him to 
ride on the horse in a broad place of the 
dty, and called before him: Thus it is done 
to the man in whose honour the king hath 
delighted.’ 

10 And the king saith to Haman, ‘Haste, 
take the clothing and the horse, as thou hast 
spoken, and do so to Mordecai the Jew, who 
is sitting in the gate of the king; there doth 
not fall a thing of all that thou Hast spoken.’ 

u And Haman taketh the clothing, and the 
horse, and clothed Mordecai, and causeth 
him to ride in a broad place of the city, and 
calleth before him , * Thus it is done to the 
man in whose honour the king hath delighted/ 

u And Mordecai turneth back unto the gate 
of the king, and Haman hath been hastened 
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unto bis house mourning, and with covered 
head, 13 and Haman rccouuteth to Zeresh his 
wife, and to all his friends, all^that hath met 
him, and his wise men say to him, and 
Zeresh his wife, ‘ If Mordecai is of the seed 
of the Jews, before whom thou hast begun to 
fall, thou art not able for him, but dost 
certainly fall before him.’ 

14 They are yet Bpeakiug with him, and 
eunuchs of the king have come, and haste to 
bring in Haman unto the banquet that Esther 
hath made. 

VIL 1 AND the king cometh in, and Ha¬ 
inan, to drink with EstherJthe queen, 5 and 
the kiDg saith to Esther also on the second 
day, during the banquet of wine. * What is 
thy petition, Esther, O queen? ana it is given 
to thee; and what thy request? unto the 
half of the kingdom—and it is done.* 

3 And Esther the queen answereth and 
saith, ‘ If I have found grace in thine eyes, 
0 king, and if to the king it be good, let my 
life be given to me at my petition, and my 
people at my request; 4 for we have been 
sold, I and my people, to cut off 1 , to slay, and 
to destroy; ana if for men-Bervants and for 
maid-servants we had been sold I had kept 
silent—but the adversity is not equal to the 
loss of the king.’ 

5 And the king Ahasuerus saith, yea, he 
saith to Esther the queen, ‘Who is he—this 
one? and where is this one?—he whose heart 
hath filled him to do so?’ ®And Esther saith, 

1 The man — adversary and enemy— is this 
wicked Haman;’ and Haman hath been 
afraid at the presence of the king and of the 
queen. 

7 And the king hath risen, in his fury, from 
the banquet of wine, unto the garden of the 
house, and Haman hath remained to seek for 
his life from Esther the queen, for he hath 
seen that evil hath been dete rmin ed against 
him by the king. 

0 And the king hath turned back out of the 

G arden of the house unto the house of the 
anquet of wine, and Haman is falling on 
the couch on which Esther is, and the king 
saith, * Also to subdue the queen with me in 
the house?’ the word hath gone out from the 
mouth of the king, and the face of Homan 
they have covered. 

B And Harbonah, one of the eunuchs, saith 
before the king, ‘ Also lo, the tree that Ha¬ 
man made for Mordecai, who spake good for 
the king, is standing in the house of Haman, 
in height fifty cubits;’ and the king saith, 

* Hang him upon it.’ 10 And they hang Ha¬ 
man upon the tree that he had prepared for 
Mordecai, and the fury of the king hath lain 
down. 

VI1L 1 ON that day hath the king Aha- 
suerus given to Esther the queen the house 
of Haman, adversary of the JewB, and Mor¬ 
decai hath come in before the king, for Esther 
hath declared what he is to her, 2 and the 
king turneth aside his signet, that he bath 
caused to pass away from Haman, and giveth 
it to Mordecai, and Esther setteth Mordecai 
over the house of Haman, 
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3 And Esther addeth, and speaketh before 
the king, and falleth before liis feet, and 
weepeth, and maketh supplication to him, to 
cause the evil of Haman the Agagite to pass 
away, and his device that he had devised 
against the Jews ; 4 and the king holdeth out 
to Esther the golden sceptre, and Esther ris- 
eth, and standeth before the king, 6 and saith, 
‘ If to the king it be good, and if I have found 
grace before him, and the thing hath been 
right before the king, and I be good in his 
eyes, let it be written to bring baek the letters 
—a device of Haman son of Hammedatha the 
Agagite—that be wrote to destroy the Jews 
who are in all provinces of the king, G for 
how do I endure when I have looked on the 
evil that doth find my people? and how do 1 
endure when I have looked on the destruction 
of my kindred?’ 

7 And the king Ahasuerus. saith to Esther 
the queen, and to Mordecai the Jew, ‘ Lo, 
the house of Haman I have given to Esther, 
and him they have hanged on the tree, because 
that he put forth his hand on the Jews, 8 and 
ye, write ye for the Jews, as it is good in your 
eves, in the name of the king, and seal with 
the signet of the king—for the writing that 
is written in the name of the king, and sealed 
with the signet of the king, there is none to 
turn back.’ 

9 And the scribes of the king are called, at 
that time, in the third month — it is the 
month of Sivan—in the three and twentieth 
of it, and it is written, according to all that 
Mordecai bath commanded, unto the Jews, 
and unto the lieutenants, and the governors, 
and the heads of the provinces, that are from 
Hodu even unto Cush, seven and twenty and 
a hundred provinces—province and province 
according to its writing, and people and people 
according to its tongue, and unto the. Jews 
according to their writing, and according to 
their tongue. 

10 And he writeth in the name of : tlie king 
Ahaeuerus, and sealeth with the signet of 
the king, and sendeth letters by the hand of 
the runnets with horses, riders of the drome¬ 
dary, the mules, the young mares, 11 that the 
king hath given to the Jews who are in every 
city and city, to be assembled, and to stand 
for their life, to cut off, to slay, and to 
destroy the whole force of the people and 
province who are distressing them, infants 
and women, and their spoil to seize, 

12 In one day, in all the provinces of the 
king Ahasuerus, on the thirteenth of the 
twelfth month—it is the month of Adar— 
13 a copy of the writing to be made law in 
every province and province is revealed to 
all the peoples, and for the Jews being ready 
at this day to be avenged of their enemies. 

14 The runners, riding on the dromedary, 
and the mules, have gone out, hastened and 
ressed by the word of the king, and the law 
ath been given in Shushan the palace. 

16 And Mordecai went out from before the 
king, in royal clothing of blue and white, and 
a great crown of gold, and a garment of fine 
linen and purple, and the city of Shushan 
hath rejoiced and been glad; 16 to the Jews 
hath been light, and gladness, and joy, and 


honour, 17 and in every province and province, 
and in every city and city, the place where 
the word of the king, even his law, is coming, 
gladness and joy are to the Jews, a banquet, 
and a good day ; and many of the peoples of 
the land are becoming Jews, for a fear of the 
Jews bath fallen upon them. 

IX. 1 AND in the twelfth month—it is the 
month of Adar—on the thirteenth day of it, 
in which the word of the king, even his law, 
hath come to be done, in the day that the 
enemies of the Jews had hoped to rule over 
them, and it is turned that the Jews rule 
over those hating them— 2 the Jews have been 
assembled in their cities, in all provinces of 
the king Ahasuerus, to put forth a hand on 
those seeking their evil, and no man hath 
stood in their presence, for their fear hath 
fallen on all the peoples. 

6 And all heads of the provinces, and the 
lieutenants, and the governors, and those do¬ 
ing the work that the king hath, are lifting 
np the Jews, for a fear of Mordecai hath 
fallen upon them ; 4 for great is Mordecai in 
the house of the king, and his fame is goiDg 
into all the provinces, for the man Mordecai 
is going on and becoming great. 

®Ana the Jews smite among all their 
enemies—a smiting of the sword, and slaugh¬ 
ter, and destruction—and do with thoso hat¬ 
ing them according to their pleasure, 9 and 
in Shushan the palace have the Jews slain 
and destroyed five hundred men ; 7 and Par* 
shandatha, and Dalphon, and ABpatha, 8 and 
Poratha, and Adaha, and Ariaatha, 9 and 
Parmashta, and Arisai^and Aridai, and Va* 
jezatha, 10 ten sons of Haman eon of Ham¬ 
medatha, adversary of the Jews, they have 
slain, ana on the prey they have not put forth 
their hand. 

^On that day hath come the number of the 
slain in Shushan the palace before the king, 
12 and the king saith to Esther the queen, 
‘In Shushan the palace have the Jews slain 
and destroyed five hundred men. and the ten 
sons of Haman ; in the rest of the provinces 
of the king what have they done? and what 
is thy petition ? and it is given to thee; and 
what tny request again? and it is done.’ 

13 And Esther saith, ‘If to the king it be 
good, let it be given also to-morrow, to the 
Jews who are in Shushan. to do according to 
the law of to-day; and the ten sons of Ha¬ 
man they hang on the tree.’ 14 And the king 
saith—‘to be done so;’ and a law is given in 
Shushan, and the ten sons of Haman they 
have hanged. 

15 And the Jews who are in Shushan are 
assembled, also on the fourteenth day of the 
month of Adar, and they slay in Shushan 
three hundred men. and on tne prey they 
have not put forth their hand. 

10 And the rest of the Jews, who are in the 
provinces of the king, have been assembled, 
even to stand for their life, and to rest 
from their enemies, and to slay among those 
hating them five and seventy thousand, and 
on the prey they have not put forth their 
hand; 17 on the thirteenth day of the month 
of Adar, even to rest on the fourteenth of 
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it, and to make it & day of banqnet and of ; 

* And the Jews who are in Shushan have 
been assembled, on the thirteenth day of it, 
and on the fourteenth of it, even to rest 
on the fifteenth of itj and to make it a day 
of banquet and of joy. 19 Therefore the 
JewB ct the villages, who are dwelling in 
cities oi the villages, are making the four¬ 
teenth d \y of the month of Adar—joy and 
banqnet, and a good day, and of sending por¬ 
tions one to another. 

* And Mordecai writeth these things, and 
sendeth letters unto all the Jews who art in 
all provinces of the king Ahasuerus, who are 
near and who are far off, 81 to establish on 
them, to be keeping the fourteenth day of the 
month of Adar, and the fifteenth day of it, in 
every year and vear, a as days on which the 
lews have rested from their enemies, and the 
month that hath been turned to them from 
sorrow to joy, and from mourning to a good 
day, to make them days of banquet and of 
joy, and of sending portions one to another, 
and gifts to the needy. 

° And the Jews have received that which 
they had begun to do, and that which Mor¬ 
decai hath written unto them, u because Ha- 
man son of Hammed atha the Agagite, adver¬ 
sary of all the Jews, had devised concerning 
the Jews to destroy them, and had caused to 
fall Pur—that is the lotr—to crush them and 
to destroy them; 25 and in her coming in be¬ 
fore the king, he said with the letter, * Let 
his evil device that he devised against the 
Jews turn hack upon his own head/ and they 
have hanged him aod his sons on the tree, 
“therefore they have called these days Pu- 
rim—by the name of the lot—therefore, be¬ 
cause of all the words of this letter, and what 
they have Been concerning this, and wh»*. 
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hath come unto them, 27 the Jews have estab¬ 
lished andYeceived upon them, and upon their 
seed, and upon all tnose joined unto them, 
and it doth not pass away, to-be keeping these 
two days according to their writing, and ac¬ 
cording to their season, in eveiy year and year; 
28 and these days are remembered and kept 
in every generation and generation, family and 
family, province and province, and city and 
city, and these days of Purim do not pass 
away from the midst of the Jews, and tneir 
memorial is not ended from their seed. 

29 And Esther the queen, daughter of Abi- 
bail, writeth, and Mordecai the Jew, with 
all might, to establish this second letter of 
Purim, 30 and he sendeth letters unto all the 
Jews, tiqto the seven and. twenty and a 
hundred provinces of the kingdom of Aha- 
Buerus—words of peace andtrutn— 31 to estab¬ 
lish these days of Purim, in their seasons, as 
Mordecai the Jew hath established on them, 
and Esther the queen, and as they had estab¬ 
lished on themselves, and on their seed—mat¬ 
ters of the fastings, and of their cry. 

88 And a saying of Esther hath established 
these matters of Purim, and it is written in 
the Book. 

X 1 AND the king Ahasuerus setteth a tri¬ 
bute on the land and the isles of the sea; 3 and 
all the work of his strength, and his might, 
and the explanation of the greatness of Mor¬ 
decai with which the king made him great, 
are they not written on the book of the Chro¬ 
nicles of Media and Persia? 3 For Mordecai 
the Jew is second to king Ahasuerus, and a 
great man of the Jews, and accepted of the 
multitude of his brethren, seeking good for 
his people, and speaking peace to all his 
seed. 
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CHAP. I. 1 A MAN there hath been in the 
land of Uz— Job his name—and that man hath 
been perfect and upright—both fearing God, 
and turning aside from evil. 2 And there arc 
borne to him seven sons and three daughters, 
3 and his substance is seven thousand sheep, 
and three thousand camels, and five hundred 
pairs of oxen, and five hundred she-asses, and 
a service very abundant; and that man is 
greater than any of the sons of the east. 

4 And his sons have gone and made a ban¬ 
quet—the house of each in his day—and have 
sent and called to their three sisters to eat 
and to drink with them; 5 and it cometh to 
pass, when they have gone round the days of 
the banquet, that Job doth send and sanctify 
them, and hath risen early in the morning, 
and caused to ascend burnt-offerings — the 
number of them all—for Job said, ‘Perhaps 
my sons have sinned, yet blessed God in their 
heart.’ Thus doth Job all the days.

7 And Jehovah saitli unto the Adversary,

inswereth Jehovah and saith, ‘From going 
to and fro in the land, and from walking up 
and down in it.’ 

8 And Jehovah saith unto the Adversary, 

‘ Hast thou set thy heart against My servant 
Job because there is none like him in the land, 
a man perfect and upright, fearing God, and 
turning aside from evil?’ 9 And the Adver¬ 
sary answereth Jehovah and saith, * For 
nought is Job fearing God? 10 Hast not Thou 
made a hedge for him, and for his house, and 
for all that he hath—round about? 11 The work 
of his hands Thou hast blessed, and his sub¬ 
stance hath spread in the land, and yet, put 
forth, I pray Thee, Thy hand, and strike 
against anything that he hath—if not: to Thy 
face he doth bless Thee! ’ 

15 And Jehovah saith unto the Adversary, 

‘ Lo, all that he hath is in thy hand, only 
unto him put not forth thy hand.' And the 
Adversary gopth out from the presence of Je¬ 
hovah. 

13 And the day is, that his sons and his 
daughters are eating, and drink mg wine, in 
the house of their brother, the first-born. 
i4 And a messenger Hath come in unto Job and 
saith, ‘The oxen have been plowing, and the 
she-asses feeding by their sides, 15 and Sheba 
doth fall, and take them, and the young men 
they have smitten by the mouth of the sword, 
and I am escaped—only I alone—to declare it 
to thee.’ 

16 While this one is speaking another also 
hath come and saith, ‘Fire of God hath fallen 
from the heavens, and burneth among the 
flock, and among the young men, and consum- 
eth them, and lam escaped—only I alone—to 
declare it bo thee.’ 

17 While this one is speaking another also 


hath come and saith, ' Chaldeans made three 
heads, and rush on the camels, and take them, 
and the young men they have smitten by the 
mouth of the sword, and I am escaped—only 
I alone—to declare it to thee.’ 

13 While this one is speaking another alec 
hath come and saith, ‘Thy sons and thy 
daughters are eating, and drinking wine, in 
the house of their brother, the first-born 
19 And lo, a great wind bath come from over 
the wilderness, and striketh against the four 
corners of the house, and it falleth on the 
young men, and they are dead, and I am 
escaped—only I alone—to declare it to thee.’ 

20 And Job riseth, and rendeth his rohe, and 
shaveth his head, and falleth to the earth, 
and doth obeisance, 21 and he saith, ‘Naked 
came I forth from the womb of my mother, 
and naked I turn back thither: Jehovah hath 
given and Jehovah hath taken: let the name 
of Jehovah be blessed.’ 22 In all this Job 
hath not sinned, nor given folly to God.

9 And Ins wife saitli to him, ‘ Still thou art 
keeping hold on thine integrity: bless God 
and die.’ 10 And he saith unto her, 'As one 
of the foolish women speaketh, thou speakest; 
yea, the good we receive from God, and the 
evil wc do not receive.’ In all this Job hath 
not sinned with his lips. 

11 And three of the friends of Job hear of 
all this evil that hath come upon him, and 
they come in each from liis place— Eliphaz 
the Temanite, and Bildad the Shuhite, and 
Zophar the Naamathite — and they are met

4 A gen¬ 
eration is going, and a generation is coming, 
and the earth to the age is etanding. 0 Also, 
the sun hath risen, and the sun hath gone in, 
and unto its place panting it is rising there. 
6 Going unto the south, and turning round 
unto the north, turning round, turning round, 
the wind is going, and by its circuits the wind 
hath returned. 7 All the streams are going 
unto the sea, and the sea is not full; unto a 
place whither the streams, are going, thither 
they are turning back to go. 

0 All these things are wearying; a man is 
not able to speak, the eye is not satisfied by 
seeing, nor filled is the ear from hearing. 
e What is that which hath been? it is that 
which is, and what is that which hath been 
done? it id that which is done, and there is 
not an entirely new thing under the sun. 
10 'Diere is a thing of which one saith: ‘See 
this, it is new ! ’ already it hath been in the 
ages that were before us ! 11 There is not a 
remembrance of former generations; and 
also of the latter that are. there is no re¬ 
membrance of them with tnose that are at 
the last. 

12 1, a preacher, have been king over Israel 
in Jerusalem. 13 And I have given my heart 
£0 seek and to search out by wisdom concern¬ 
ing all that hath been done under the heavens. 
It id a sad travail God hath given to the sons 
of man to be humbled by it.

I 
prepared for me men-singers and women- 
singers, and the luxuries of the sons of man 
—a wife and wives. 9 And I became great, 
and increased above every one who had been 
before me in Jerusalem; also, my wisdom 
stood with me. 10 And all that mine eyes 
asked I kept not back from them; I withheld 
not my heart from any joy, for my heart re¬ 
joiced because of all my labour, and this 
hath been my portion, from all my labour, 
11 and I have looked on all my works that my 
hands have done, and on the labour that I 
have laboured to do, and lo, the whole is 
vanity and vexation of spirit, and there is no 
advantage under the sun ! 

12 And I turned to see wisdom, aud mad- 
ueBS, and folly, but what is the mau who 
cometh after the king? that which is already 
—they have done it! 13 And I saw that there 
is an advantage to wisdom above folly, like 
the advantage of the light above the dark¬ 
ness. 14 The wise!—his eyes are in his head 
and the fool in darkness is walking, and I 
also knew that one event happeneth with 
them all: 18 and I said in my heart, ‘As it 
happeneth with the fool, it happeneth also 
with me, and why am I then more wise?’ 
And I spake in my heart, that also this is 
vanity: “That there is no remembrance to 
the wise—with the fool—to the age, for that 
which is already, in the days that are coining 
is all forgotten, and how dieth the wise? with 
the fool!

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause 
thy flesh to sin, nor say before the messenger, 
that ‘it t> an error,’ why is God wroth be¬ 
cause of thy voice, and hath destroyed the 
work of thy hands? 7 For, in the abundance 
of dreams both vanities and words abound ; 
but fear thou God. 

8 If oppression of the poor, and violent tak¬ 
ing away of judgment and righteousness thou 
seest in a province, do not marvel at the mat¬ 
ter, for a higher than the high is observing, 
and high ones are over them. 9 And the 
abundance of a land is for all. A king for a 
Held is served. 10 Whoso is loving silver is 
not satisfied with silver, nor he who is in love 
with stores with increase. Even this is vanity. 
11 In the multiplying of good have its consum¬ 
ers been multiplied, and what benefit is to its 
possessor except the sight of his eyes ? 13 Sweet 
is the sleep of the labourer whether he eat 
little or much; and the sufficiency of the 
wealthy is not suffering him to sleep. 13 There 
is a painful evil I have seen under the sun: 
wealth kept for its possessor, for his evil. 
14 And that wealth hath been lost in an evil 
business, and he hath begotten a son and 
there is nothing in his hand! 13 As he came 
out from the belly of his mother, naked he 
turneth back to go as he came, ana he taketh 
not away anything of his labour, that doth go 
in his hand. 19 And this also is a painful evil, 
just as he came, so he goeth, and what ad¬ 
vantage is to him who laboureth for wind? 
17 Also all his days in darkness he consumeth, 
and sadness, and wrath, and sickness abound. 
19 Lo, that which I have seen: It is good, be¬ 
cause beautiful, to eat, and to drink, and to 
see good in all one’s labour that he laboureth 
at under the Bun, the number of the days of 
his life that God hath given to him, for it is 
his portion. 19 Every man also to whom God 
hath given wealth and riches, and hath given 
him power to eat of it, and to accept his por¬ 
tion, and to rejoice in his labour, this is a gift 
of God. 20 For he doth not much remember 
the days of his life, for God is answering 
through the joy of his heart. 

VI. 1 THERE is an evil that I have seen 
under the sun, and it is great on man: 2 A 

man to whom God giveth wealth, and riches, 
and honour, and there is no lack to his soul 
of all that he desireth, and God giveth him 
not power to eat of it, but a stranger eateth 
it- tnis is vanity, and it is an evil disease. 
3 If a man doth beget a hundred, and live 
many years, and is great, because they are the 
days of his years, and his soul is not satisfied 
from the goodness, and also he hath not had 
a grave, I have said, 4 Better than he is the 
untimely birth.’ 4 For in vanity he came in, 
and in darkness he goeth, and in darkness his 
name is covered, 5 Even the sun he hath Dot 
wen nor known, more rest hath this than that. 


6 Amd though he had lived a thousand years 
twice over, yet good he hath not seen; to the 
same place doth not every one go ? 

7 All the labour of man is for his mouth, 
and yet the soul is not filled. 0 For what ad¬ 
vantage is to the wise above the fool? What 
to the poor who knoweth to walk before the 
living? 9 Better is the sight of the eyes than 
the going of the soul. This also is vanity and 
vexation of spirit. 10 What is that which 
hath been? already is its name called, and it 
is known that it is man, and he is not able to 
contend with him who is stronger than he. 
11 For there are many things multiplying 
vanity; what advantage to man? ^-For 
who knoweth what is good .for a man in life, 
the number of the days of the life of his 
vanity, and he maketh them as a shadow? 
for who declareth to man what is after him 
under the sun? 

VIL 1 Better is a name than good perfume, 
And the day of death than the day of birth.

For that is the end of all men,

7 Surely oppression maketh the wise mad. 
And a gift destroyeth the heart. 

8 Better is the latter end of a thing than its 

beginning, 

Better is the patient of spirit, than the 
haughty of spirit. 

0 Be not hasty in thy spirit to be angry. 

For anger in the bosom of fools resteth. 

10 Say not thou, 4 What was it, 

That the former days were better than these? ’ 
For thou hast not asked wisely of this. 

11 Wisdom is good with an inheritance. 

And an advantage it is to those beholding 
the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a defence, money is a defence, 
And the advantage of the knowledge of 
She reviveth her possessors. [wisdom is, 

13 See the work of God, 

For who is able to make straight that which 
He made crooked? 

14 In a day of prosperity be in gladness, 

And in a day of evil consider. 

Also this over-against that hath God made, 
To the intent that man doth not find any* 
thing after him. 

13 The whole I have considered in the days 
of my vanity. 

There is a righteous one perishing in his 
righteousness, and there is a wrong-doer pro¬ 
longing himself in his wrong. 16 Be not over- 
righteous, nor show thyself too wise, why art 
thou desolate? 17 Do not much wrong, neither 
be thou a fool, why dost thou die within thy 
time? 18 It is good that thou dost lay hold on 
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this, and also, from that withdraweat not thy 
hand, for whoso is fearing God goeth out 
with them all. 18 The wisdom ffivetn strength 
to a wise mar, more than wealth the rulers 
who have been in a city. 20 Because there is 
not a righteous man on earth that doth good 
and ainneth not. 21 Also to all the words 
that they speak give not thy heart, that thou 
hear not tny servant reviling thee. 22 For 
many times also hath thy heart known that 
thou thyself also hast reviled others. 

23 ALL this I have tried by wisdom; I have 
Baid, * I am wise ’ and it is far from me. 
24 Far off is that which hath been, and deep, 
deep, who doth find it? “I have turned 
round, also my heart, to know and to search, 
and to seek out wisdom, and reason, and to 
know the wrong of folly, and of foolishness 
the madness. 20 And I am finding more bitter 
than death, the woman twhose heart is nets 
and snares, her hands are bands; the good 
before God escapeth from her, but the sinner 
is captured by her. 27 See, this I have found, 
said the Preacher, one to one, to find out the 
reason (“that still my soul had sought, and I 
had not found), One man, a teacher, I have 
found, and a woman among all these I have 
not found. “See, this alone I have found, 
that God made man upright, and they—they 
have sought out many devices. 

VIII. 1 Who is as the wise? and who know* 
eth the interpretation of a thing? The wis¬ 
dom of man causeth his face to shine, and 
the hardness of his face is changed. 2 1 pray 
thee, the commandment of a king keep, even 
for the sake of the oath of God. 8 lie not 
troubled at his presence, thou mayest go, 
atand not in an evil thing, for all that ne 
pleaseth he doth. 4 Where the word of a king 
w power w. and who aaith to him, 4 What 
dost thou? “Whoso is keeping a command 
knoweth no evil thing, and time and judg¬ 
ment the heart of the wise knoweth. 0 For 
to every delight there is a time and a judg¬ 
ment, for the misfortune of man is great up¬ 
on him. 7 For he knoweth not that which 
shall be, for when it shall be whodeclareth to 
him? 8 There is no man ruling over the spirit 
to restrain the spirit, and there is no author¬ 
ity over the day of death, and there is no dis¬ 
charge in battle, and wickedness delivereth 
not its possessors. 6 All this I have seen so 
os to give my heart to every work that hath 
been done under the sun; a time that man 
hath ruled over man to his own evil 10 And 
so I have seen the wicked buried, and they 
went in, even from the Holy Place they go, 
and they are forgotten in the city whether they 
had so aone. This also is vanity. 

u Because sentence hath not been done on 
an evil work speedily, therefore the heart of 
the sons of man is full within them to do evil. 
11 Though a sinner is doing evil a hundred 
times, and prolonging himself for it, surely also 
I know that there is good to those fearing 
God, who fear before Him. 18 And good is 
not to the wicked, and he doth not prolong 
days as a shadow, because he is not fearing 
before God. “There is a vanity that hath 
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been done upon the earth, that there are 
righteous ones unto whom it is coming accord¬ 
ing to the work of the wicked,' and there are 
wicked ones unto whom it is coming according 
to the work of the righteous. J have said 
that this also is vanity. 10 And I h*ve praised 
mirth because there is no good to man under 
the sun except to eat and to drink and to re¬ 
joice, and it remaineth with him of his labour 
the days of his life that God hath given to him 
under the sun. 

10 WHEN I gave my heart to know wisdom 
and to see the business that hath been done 
on the earth, (for there is also a spectator in 
whose eyes sleep is not by day ana by night), 
17 then I considered all the work of God, that 
man is not able to find out the work that hath 
been done under the sun, because though man 
labour to seek, yet he doth not find ; and even 
though the wise man speak of knowing he is 
not aole to find. 

IX. 1 But all this I have laid unto my heart, 
so as to clear up the whole of this, that the 
righteous and the wise, and their works, are 
in the hand of God- neitherlovenorhatreddoth 
man know, the whole is before them.

for the sons of Israel are only provoking Me 
with the work of their hands—an affirmation 
of Jehovah. 

31 * For a cause of Mine anger, and a cause of 
My fury, hath this city been to Me, even from 
the day that they built it, and unto this day 
—to turn it aside from before My face, 32 be¬ 
cause of all the evil of the sons of Israel, and 
of the sons of Judah that they have done, so as 
to provoke Me—they, their kings, their heads, 
their priests, and their prophets, and the men 
of Judah, and the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 
33 And they turn unto Me the neck, and not 
the face, and teaching them, rising early and 
teaching, and they are not hearkening to ac¬ 
cept instruction. 

34 '‘ And they set their abominations in the 
house over which My name is called, so as to 
defile it; 33 and they build the high places of 
Baal, that are in the valley of the son of Hin* 
nom, to cause their soils and their daughters 
to pasB through to Molech, which I did not 
command them, nor did it come up on my 
heart to do this abomination, so as to cause 
Judah to sin. 

38 4 And now, therefore, thus said Jehovah, 
God of Israel, concerning this city, of which 
ye are saying, It hath Been given into the 
hand of the king of Babylon by sword, and by 
famine, and by pestilence, 37 Lo. I am gather¬ 
ing them out of all the lands whither I have 
driven them in Mine anger, and in My fury, 
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and iu great wrath, and 1 have brought them 
back unto this place, and have caused them 
to dwell confidently ; 39 and they have been to 
Me for a people, and I am to them for God; 
39 and I have given to them one heart, and 
one way, to fear Me all the days, for good to 
them, and to their sons after them: 40 and I 
have made for them a covenant age-during, in 
that 1 turn not back from after them for My 
doing them good, and My fear I put in their 
heart, so as not to turn aside from me; 41 and 
I have rejoiced over them to do them good, 
and have planted them in this land in truth, 
with all My heart, and with all My souk 
42 ‘ For thus said Jehovah : As I brought in 
unto this_ people all this gTeat evil, so I am 
bringing in on them all the good that I am 
speaking concerning them; 43 and bought hath 
been the field in this land of which ye are say¬ 
ing, A desolation it is, without mau andbeast, 
it hath been given into the hand of the Chal¬ 
deans. 44 Fields with money they buy, so as 
to write in a book, and to seal, and to cause 
witnesses to testify, in the land of Benjamin, 
and in suburbs of Jerusalem, and in cities 
of Judah, and in cities of the hill-country, and 
in cities of the low country, and in cities of 
the south, for I turn back their captivity—an 
affirmation of Jehovah.’ 

XXXIIL 1 AND there is a word of Jehovah 
unto Jeremiah a second time—and he is yet 
detained in the court of the prison—saying: 

2 Thus said Jehovah its maker, Jehovah its 
former, at establishing it, Jehovah is His 
name: 3 Call unto Me, and I do answer thee, 
yea, I declare to thee great and fenced things 
—thou hast not known them. 4 For thus said

17 For thus said Jehovah:

1 THE word that hath been unto 
Jeremiah from Jehovah—and Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar king of Babylon, aud all his force, and all 
kingdoms of the land of the dominion of his 
hand, and all the peoples are fighting against 
Jerusalem, and against all its cities—saying: 
1 ‘Thus said Jehovah, God of Israel: Go, and 
thou hast spoken unto Zedekiah king of Ju¬ 
dah, and hast said unto him, Thus said Je¬ 
hovah: Lo, I am giving this city into the 
hand of the king of Babylon, and he hath 
burned it with fire, 3 and thou, thou dost not 
escape out of his hand, for thou art certainly 
caught, and into his hand thou art given, and 
thine eyes see the eyes of the king of Babylon, 
and his mouth with thy mouth speaketh, ana 
Babylon thou enterest. 

4 1 Only, hear a word of Jehovah, 0 Zede- 
kiah king of Judah, Thus said Jehovah un¬ 
to thee: Thou dost not die by sword, 6 in 
peace thou diest, and with the burnings of 
thy fathers, the former kings who have been 
before thee, so they make a burning for thee; 
and Ah, lord, they lament for thee, for the 
word I have spoken—an affirmation of Je¬ 
hovah.’ 

6 And Jeremiah the prophet speaketh unto 
Zedekiah king of Judah all these words in 
Jerusalem, 7 and the forces of the king of 
Babylon are fighting against Jerusalem, and 
against all the cities of Judah that are left— 
against Lachish, and against Azekah, for 
these have been left among the cities of Judah, 
cities of fortresses. 

H THE word that hath been unto Jeremiah 
from Jehovah, after the making by the king 
Zedekiah of a covenant with all the people 
who are in Jerusalem, to proclaim to them 
liberty, 9 to send out each his man-servant, 
and each his maid-servant—the Hebrew and 
the Hebrewess—free, so as not to lay service 
on them, any on a Jew his brother; 10 and 
hearken do all the heads, and all the people 
who have come in to the covenant to send 
forth each his man-servant and each his maid¬ 
servant free, so as not to lay service on them 
any more, yea, they hearken, and send them 
away; u and they turn afterwards, and cause 
the men-servants and the maid servants to 
return, whom they had sent forth free, and 
they subdue them for men-Bervants and for 
maid-servants. 

13 And there is a word of Jehovah unto Jere¬ 
miah from Jehovah, saying: 13 ‘Thus said 
Jehovah, God of Israel, I—I made a covenant 
with your fathers in the day of My bringing 
them forth from the land of Egypt, from a 
house of servants, saying, 14 At tne end of 
seven years ye do send forth each his brother, 
the Hebrew, who is Bold to thee, and hath 
served thee six years, yea, thou hast sent him 
forth free from thee: and your fathers hear¬ 
kened not unto Me, nor inclined their ear. 

u ‘And ye turn back, ye to-day, and ye do 
that which ia right in Mine eyes, to proclaim 
liberty each to his neighbour, and ye make a 
covenant before Me in the house over which 
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My name is called. 16 And—ye turn back, 
and pollute My name, aud ye cause each his 
man-servant and each his maid-servant, whom 
he had sent forth free, (at their pleasure,) 
to return, and ye subdue them to be to you 
for men-servants and for maid-servants. 

17 1 Therefore, thus said Jehovah : Ye have 
not hearkened unto Me to proclaim freedom, 
each to his brother, and eacn to his neighbour; 
lo, I am proclaiming to you liberty—an affirma¬ 
tion of Jehovah—unto the sword, unto the 
pestilence, and unto the famine, and I have 
given you for a trembling to all kingdoms of 
the earth. 

18 ' And I have given the men who are trans¬ 
gressing My covenant, who have not esta¬ 
blished the words of the covenant that they 
have made before Me, by the calf, that they 
have cut in two, and pass through between 
its pieces— 19 heads of Judah, and heads of 
Jerusalem, the officers, and the priests, and 
all the people of the land those passing through 
between the pieces of the calf— 20 yea, I have 
given them into the hand of their enemies, 
and into the hand of those seeking their soul, 
and their carcase hath been for food to the 
fowl of the heavens, and to the beast of the 
earth. 

21 ‘ And Zedekiah king of Judah, and hia 
heads, 1 give into the hand of their enemies, 
and into the hand of those seeking their soul, 
and into the hand of the forces of the king oi 
Babylon, that are going up from off you 
22 Lo, 1 am commauding—an affirmation o. 
Jehovah—and have brought them back unto 
this city, and they have fought against it. 
and captured it, and burned it with fire, and 
the cities of Judah I do make a desolation— 
without inhabitant/ 

XXXV. *THE word that hath been unto 
Jeremiah from Jehovah, in the days of Je- 
hoiakim Bon of Josiah king of Judah, Baying : 

2 ‘ Go unto the house of the Rechabites, and 
thou hast Bpoken with them, and brought 
them into the house of Jehovah, unto one of 
the chambers, and caused them to drink 
wine/ 

3 And I take Jaazaniah eon of Jeremiah, 
son of Habazziniah, and hia brethren, and all 
hie sons, and all the house of the Rechabites, 

4 and bring them into the house of Jehovah, 
unto the chamber of the eona of Hauan eon 
of Igdaliah. a man of God, that is near to the 
chamber oi the princes, that i3 above the 
chamber of Maaseiah bou of Shallum, keeper 
of the threshold : 6 and I put before the eons 
of the house of the Rechabites gobletB full of 
wine, and cups, and I say unto them, Drink 
ye wine. 

8 And they Bay, ‘We do not drink wine: for 
Jonadab son of Kechab, our father, charged 
us, saying, Ye do not drink wine, ye and your 
eons—unto the age; 7 and a house ye do not 
build, and seed ye ao not sow, and a vineyard 
ye do not plant, nor have ye any; for in 
tents do ye dwell all your (lays, that ye may 
live many days on the face of the ground 
whither ye are Boiourning. 

8 ‘And we hearnen to the voice of Jonadab 
son of Rechab our father to all that he com* 
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manded us, not to drink wine all our days, 
we, our wives, our sons, and our daughters; 
0 nor to build houses for our dwelling; and 
vineyard, and field, and seed, we have none ; 
10 and we dwell in tents, and we hearken, 
and we do according to all that Jonadab our 
father commanded us; 11 and it cometh to 

ass, in the coming up of Nebuchadrezzar 

ing of Babylon unto the land, that we say, 
Come, and we enter J erusalem, because of the 
force of the Chaldeans, and because of the 
force of Aram—and we dwell in Jerusalem.’ 

ia And there is a word of Jehovah unto 
Jeremiah, saving: ‘Thus said Jehovah of 
Hosts, God or Israel: 

13 ‘ Go, and thou hast said to the men of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem : 
Do ye not receive instruction 7—to hearken 
unto My words—an affirmation of Jehovah. 
14 Performed have been the words of Jonadab 
son of Rechab, when he copimanded his sons 
not to drink wiue, and they have not drunk 
unto this day, for they have obeyed the com¬ 
mand of their father; and I—I nave spoken 
unto you, rising early and speaking, and ye 
have not hearkened unto Me. 10 And I send 
unto you all My servants the prophets, rising 
early and sending, saying: Turn back, I pray 
you, each from his evil way, and amend your 
doings, yea, ye do not walk after other gods, 
to Berve them, and dwell ye on the grouna 
that I have given to you and to your fathers ;

unto all inhabitants of Jerusalem, all the

18 And to the house of the Rechabites said 
Jeremiah: ‘ Thus said Jehovah of Hosts, God 
of Israel, Because that ye have hearkened 
unto the command of Jonadab your father, 
and ye observe all his commands, and do 
according to all that he commanded you: 
18 therefore, thus said Jehovah of Hosts, Goa 
of Israel, Of Jonadab son of Rechab one 
standing before me is not cut off all the 
days.' 

XXXVI. 1 AND it cometh to pass, in the 
fourth year of Jehoiakim son of Josiah king 
of Judan, this word hath been unto Jeremiah 
from Jehovah, saying: 

a * Take to thee a roll of a book, and thou 
hast written on it all the words that I have 
spoken unto thee concerning Israel, and con¬ 
cerning J udah, and concerning all the nations, 
from the day I spake unto thee, from the 
days of Josiah, even unto this day; 3 if so be 
the house of Israel do hear all the evil that I 
am thinking of doing to them, so that they 
turn back each from his evil way, and I have 
been propitious to their iniquity, and to their 
sin, 1 


4 And Jeremiah calleth Baruch son of Ne- 
riah, and Baruch writeth from the mouth of 
Jeremiah all the words of Jehovah, that He 
hath spoken unto him, on a roll of a book. 
B And Jeremiah commandeth Baruch, saying, 
* I am restrained, I am not able to enter the 
house of Jehovah ; fl but thou hast entered— 
and thou hast read in the roll that thou hast 
written from my mouth, the words of Jeho¬ 
vah, in the ears of the people, in the house of 
Jehovah, in the day of the fast, and also in 
the ears of all Judah who are coming in from 
their cities thou dost read them; 7 if so be 
their supplication doth fall before Jehovah, 
and they turn back each, from his evil way, 
for great is the anger and the fury that Jeho¬ 
vah hath Bpoken concerning this people.’ 

6 And Baruch son of Nenah doth according 
to all that Jeremiah the prophet commanded 
him, to read in the book the words of Jehovah 
iu the house of Jehovah. 

0 And it cometh to pass, in the fifth year of 
Jehoiakim son of Josiah king of Judah, in 
the ninth month, proclaimed a fast before Je¬ 
hovah have all the people in Jerusalem, and 
all the people who are coming in from cities 
of Judah to Jerusalem; 10 and Baruch read- 
eth in the book the words of Jeremiah in the 
house of Jehovah, in the chamber of Gemar- 
iah son of Shaphan the scribe, in the higher 
coupt, at the opening of the new gate of 
the house of Jehovah, in the ears of all the 
people. 

11 And Michaiah son of Gemariah, son ol 
Shaphan, heareth all tbe words of Jehovah 
from off the book, 12 and he goeth down to the 
house of the king, unto the chamber of the 
scribe, and lo, there are all the heads sitting: 
Elishama the scribe, and Delaiah son of She- 
maiah, and Elnathan son of Acbor, and Ge¬ 
mariah son of Shaphan, and Zedekiah son of 
Hananiah, and all the heads. 13 And declare 
to them doth Micaiah all the words that 
he hath heard, when Baruch readeth in the 
book in the ears of the people; 14 and all the 
heads send unto Baruch, Jedhudi son of No¬ 
th aniah. son of Shelemiah, son of Cushi, say¬ 
ing, ‘Tne roll in which thou hast read in 
the ears of the people take in thy hand, and 
come.' 

And Baruch son of Neriah taketh the roll 
in his hand and cometh in unto them, 18 and 
they say unto him, ‘Sit down, we pray thee, 
and read it in our ears,’ and Baruch readeth 
in their ears, 10 and it cometh to pass, when 
they hear all the words, they have been afraid 
one at another, and say unto Baruch, ‘We 
do surely declare to the king all these words.' 
17 And they asked Baruch, saying, ‘Declare, 
we pray thee, to us, how didst thou write all 
these words—from hiB mouth?' w And Ba¬ 
ruch saith to them, ‘ From his mouth, he pro- 
nounceth unto me all these words, and lam 
writing on the book with ink. 1 

10 And the heads say unto Baruch, ' Go, be 
hidden, thou and Jeremiah, and let no one 
know where ye ore.' 20 And they go in unto 
the king, to the court, and the roll they have 
laid up m the chamber of Elishama the scribe, 
and they declare in the ears of the king all 
the words. 
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21 And the king sendeth Jehudi to take the 
roll, and he taketh it out of the chamber of 
Elishama the scribe, aud Jehudi readeth it 
in the ears of the king, and in the ears of all 
the heads who are standing by the king; 
“’and the king is sittiug in the winter-house, 
in the ninth mouth, and the stove before him 
is burning, 23 and it cometh to pass, when Je¬ 
hudi readeth three or four leaves, he cutteth 
it out with the scribe’s knife, and hath cast 
auto the fire, that is on the stove, till the 
consumption of all the roll by the fire that is 
on the stove. 

24 And the kiug and all his servants who 
are hearing all these words have not been 
afraid, nor rent their garments. 23 And also 
Elnathan, and Delaiah, and Gemariah have 
interceded with the king not to burn the 
roll, and he hath not hearkened unto them. 
26 And the king commandeth Jerahmeel son 
of Hammelek, and Seraiah son of AzrieL aud 
Skelemiak son of Abdeel, to take Barucn the 
scribe, and Jeremiah the prophet, and Jeho¬ 
vah doth hide them. 

27 And there is a word of Jehovah unto 
Jeremiah—after the king’s burning the roll, 
even the words that Baruch hath written from 
the mouth of Jeremiah—saying: 

28 ‘Turn, take to thee another roll, and 
write on it all the former words that were on 
the first roll, that Jehoiakim king of Judah 
burnt, 28 and unto Jehoiakim king of Judah 
thou dost say: Thus said Jehovah, Thou hast 
burnt this roll, saying, Wherefore hast thou 
written on it, saying, The king of Babylon 
surely cometh in, and hath destroyed this 
land, and caused to cease from it man and 
beast? 

30 ‘Therefore, thus said Jehovah, concern¬ 
ing Jehoiakim king of Judah : He hath none 
sitting on the throne of David, and Mb car¬ 
case is cast out to heat by day, and to cold by 
night; 31 and I have charged on him, and on 
his seed, and on his servants, their iniquity; 
and I have brought in on them, and on the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, and unto the men 
of Judah, all the evil that I have spoken un¬ 
to them, and they hearkened not.’ 

32 And Jeremiah hath taken another roll, 
and giveth it unto Baruch son of Neriah the 
scribe, and he writeth on it from the mouth 
of Jeremiah all the words of the book that 
Jehoiakim king of Judah hath burnt in the 
fire; and again there were added unto them 
many words like these. 

XXX V11. 1 AND reign doth king Zedekiah 
son of Josiah instead of Coniah son of Jehoia¬ 
kim whom Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon 
had caused to reign in the land of Judah, 

3 and he hath not hearkened, he, and his ser¬ 
vants, and the people of the la.id, unto the 
words of Jehovah, that He spake by the hand 
of Jeremiah the prophet. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sendeth Jehucal 
bod of Shelemiah, and Zephauiah son of Maase- 
iah the priest, unto Jeremiah the prophet, 
Baying, * Bray, we beseech thee, for us unto Je¬ 
hovah our God.’ 4 And Jeremiah is coming 
in and going out in the midst of the people, 
(and they have not pnt him in the prison- 
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house), 8 and the force of Pharaoh hath come 
out of Egpyt, and the Chaldeans, who are lay¬ 
ing siege against Jerusalem,'hear their report, 
and go up from off Jerusalem. 

9 And there is a word of Jehovah unto Jere¬ 
miah the prophet, saying: 7 ‘Thus said Jeho¬ 
vah, God of Israel, Thus do ye say unto the 
king of Judah, who is sending you unto Me, 
to seek Me : Lo, the force of Pharaoh that iB 
coming out to you for help hath turned back 
to its land, to Egypt. 8 and the Chaldeans 
have turned back, ana fought against this city, 
and captured it, and burnt it with fire. 

B * Thus said Jehovah : Lift not up your souls 
saying, The Chaldeans Burely go from off us, 
for they do not go ; 10 for though ye had smit¬ 
ten all the force of the Chaldeans who are 
fighting with you, and there were left of them 
wounded men—each in his tent—they rise, 
and have burnt this city with fire.' 

11 And it hath come to pass, in the going up 
of the force of the Chaldeans from off Jeru¬ 
salem, because of the force of Pharaoh, 12 that 
Jeremiah goeth out from Jerusalem to go to 
the land of Beniamiu, to receive a portion 
thence in the miast of the people. 13 And it 
cometh to pass, he is at the gate of Benjamin, 
and there is a master of the ward—and his 
name is Iriiah son of Shelemiah, son of Hana- 
niah—and hecatcheth Jeremiah the prophet, 
saying, ‘ Unto the Chaldeans thou art falling.’ 

14 Ana Jeremiah saith, ‘Falsehood—I am not 
falling unto the Chaldeans; ’ and he hath not 
hearkened unto him, and Irijah layeth hold on 
Jeremiah, and bringeth him in unto the heads, 

15 and the headB are wroth against Jeremiah, 
and have smitten him, and put him in the 
prison-house—thehouseof Jonathan the scribe, 
for it they had made for a prison-house. 

19 When Jeremiah hath entered into the 
house of the dungeon, and unto the cells, then 
Jeremiah dwelleth there many days, 17 and 
the kin" Zedekiah Bendeth, and taketh him, 
and theking asketh him in his house in secret, 
and saith. Is there a word from Jehovah?* 
And Jeremiah saith, ‘There is.’ and he saith, 

* Into the hand of the king of Babylon thou 
art given.’ 

18 And Jeremiah saith unto the king Zede¬ 
kiah, * What have I Binned against thee, and 
against thy servants, and against this people, 
that ye have given me unto a prison-house? 
18 And where are your prophets who pro¬ 
phesied to you, saying, The king of Babylon 
doth not come in against you. and against 
this land ? 20 Aud now, hearken, I pray thee, 
my lord, 0 king, let my supplication fall, I 
pray thee, before thee, and cause me not to 
return to the house of Jonathan the scribe, 
that £ die not there.’ 

21 And the king Zedekiah commandeth. and 
they co mmi t Jeremiah into the court of the 
prison, also to give to him a cake of bread 
daily from the bakers’ street, till the consump¬ 
tion of all the bread of the city, and Jeremiah 
dwelleth in the court of the prison.

forbear, for they are rebellious. 

8 ‘And thou, son of man, hear that which I 
am speaking unto thee: Thou art not rebelli- 
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ous like the rebellious house, open thy mouth, 
and eat that which I am giving unto thee.’ 

B And I look, and lo, a hand lis sent forth 
unto me, and lo, in it a roll of a book, 

10 and He spreadeth it before me, and it 
is written in front and behind, and writ¬ 
ten on it are lamentations, and mourning, 
and wo ! 

III. 1 AND He saith unto me, * Son of man. 
that which thou lindest eat, eat this roll, and 
go, speak unto the house of Israel.’ 2 And I 
open my mouth, and He causeth me to eat 
this roll. 3 And He saith unto me, ‘Son of 
man, thy belly thou dost feed, and thy bowels 
thou dost fill with this roll that I am giving 
unto theeand I eat it, and it is in my mouth 
as honey for sweetness. 

4 And He saith unto me, ‘Son of man, go, 
enter in unto the house of Israel, and thou 
hast spoken fwith My words unto them. 
5 For, not unto a people deep of lip and heavy 
of tongue art thou sent—unto the house of 
Israel; 6 not unto many peoples, deep of lip 
and heavy of tongue, wnose words thou dost 
not understand If I had not sent thee unto 
them—they, they do hearken unto thee, 7 but 
the house oi Israel are not willing to hearken 
untolthee, for they are not willing to hearken 
unto Me, for all the house of Israel are bra¬ 
zen-faced and strong-hearted. 

0 1 Lo, I have made thy face strong against 
their face, and thy forehead strong against 
their forehead. 9 As an adamant harder than 
* rock I have made thy forehead- thou dost 
not fear them, nor art thou affrighted before 
them, for a rebellious house are they. ’ 

10 And He saith unto me, ‘ Son of man, all 
My words, that I speak unto thee, receive 
with thy heart, and with thine ears hear; 

11 and go, enter in unto the Removed, unto the 
Bons of thy people, and thou hast spoken unto 
them, and hast said unto them: Thus said the 
Lord Jehovah: whether they hear, or whether 
they forbear.’ 

12 And lift me up doth a spirit, and I hear 
behind me a noise, a great rushing—‘ Blessed 
is the honour of Jehovah from EGs place! *— 
13 even a noise of the wings of the living 
creatures touching one another, and a noise 
of the wheels over-against them, even a noise 
of a great rushing. 14 And a spirit hath lifted 
me up, and doth take me away, and I go bit¬ 
terly. in the heat of my spirit, and the hand 
of Jenovah on me is strong. 15 And I come in 
unto the Removed, at Tel-Ahib, who are dwel¬ 
ling at the river Chebar, and where they are 
dwelling I also dwell seven days, causing as¬ 
tonishment in their midst. 

16 And it cometh to pass, at the end of seven 
days, 17 that there is a word of Jehovah unto 
me, saying, ‘Son of man, a watchman I 
have given thee to the house of Israel, and 
thou hast heard from My mouth a word, and 
hast warned them from Me. 18 In My saying 
to the wicked: Thou dost surely die; and 
thou hast not warned him, nor hast spoken 
to warn the wicked from his wicked way, 
90 that he doth live; he—the wicked—in his 
iniquity dieth, and his blood from thy hand 
I require. 19 And thou, because thou hast 


warned the wicked, and he hath not turned 
back from his wickedness, and from his wicked 
way, he in his iniquity dieth, and thou thy 
,soul hast delivered. 

20 ‘ And in the turning back of the righteous 
from his righteousness, and he hath done 
perversity, and I have put a stumbling-block 
before him, he dieth; because thou hast not 
warned him, in his sin he dieth, and not re¬ 
membered is his righteousness that he hath 
done, and his blood from thy hand I require. 
21 And thou, because thou hast warned 
him—the righteous—that the righteous sin 
not, and he hath not sinned, he surely liveth, 
because he hath been warned; and thou thy 
soul hast delivered.’ 

22 And there is on me there a hand of Jeho¬ 
vah, and He saith to me, ‘ Rise, go forth to 
the valley, and there I do speak with thee.’ 
- 3 And I rise and go forth unto the valley, and 
lo, there the honour of Jehovah is standing 
as the honour that I had seen by the river 
Chebar, and I fall on my face. 24 And come 
into me doth a spirit, and causeth me to stand 
on my feet, and He epeaketh with me, and 
saith unto me, ‘Go in, be shut up in the midst 
of thy house. 

25 ‘ And thou, son of man, lo, they have put 
on thee thick bands, and have bound tnee 
with them, and thou goest not forth in their 
midst: 20 and thy tongue I cause to cleave 
unto tny palate, and thou hast been dumb, 
and art not to them for a reprover, for a re¬ 
bellious house are they. 27 And in My speak¬ 
ing with thee, I do open thy mouth, and thou 
hast said unto them : Thus said the Lord 
Jehovah; the hearer doth hear, and the 
forbearer doth forbear; for a rebellious house 
are they. 

IV. 1 * AND thou. Bon of man, take to thee 
a brick, and thou hast put it before thee, and 
haBt graven on it a city—Jerusalem, 2 and 
hast placed against it a siege, and builded 
against it a fortification, and poured out 
against it a mount, and placed against it 
camps, yea, set thou against it battering-rams 
round about. 3 And thou, take to thee an 
iron pan, and thou hast made it a wall of iron 
between thee and the city; and thou hast pre¬ 
pared thy face against it, and it hath been in 
a siege, yea, thou hast laid siege against it A 
sign it w to the house of Israel 

4 * And thou, lie on thy left side, and thou 
hast placed the iniquity of the house of Israel 
on it; the number of the days that thou best 
on it, thou bearest their iniquity. 5 And 1—1 
have laid on thee the years of their iniquity, 
the number of days, three hundred and ninety 
days; and thou hast borne the iniquity of the 
house of Israel. 5 And thou hast completed 
these, and hast lain on thy right side, a second 
time, and hast borne the iniquity of the house 
of Judah forty days—a day tor a year—a day 
for a vear I have appointed to thee. 

7 ‘And unto the siege of Jerusalem thou 
dost prepare thy face, and thine arm is un¬ 
covered, and thou hast prophesied concerning 
it. 8 And lo, I have put on thee thick bands, 
and thou dost not turn from side to side tiff 
thy completing the days of thy siege. 
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9 ‘And thou, take to thee wheat, and bar¬ 
ley, and beans, and lentiles, and millet, and 
■pelt, and thou hast put them in one vessel, 
and made them to thee for bread ; the number 
of the days that thou art lying on thy side— 
three hundred and ninety days—thou dost 
eat it. i0 And thy food that thou dost eat is 
by weight, twenty shekels daily; from time 
to time thou dost eat it. 11 And water by 
measure thou dost drink, a sixth part of the 
hin ; from time to time thou dost drink it. 
13 A barley-cake thou dost eat it, and it with 
dung—the filth of man—thou dost bake be¬ 
fore their eveB. 

u And Jehovah saith, ‘Thus do the sons of 
Israel eat their defiled bread among the na¬ 
tions whither I drive them.’ 14 And I sav, 
‘Ah, Lord Jehovah, lo, my soul is not defiled, 
and carcase, and torn thing, I have not eaten 
from my vouth, even till now; nor come into 
mv mouth hath abominable flesh.’ 

™ And He saith unto me, ‘See. I have given 
to thee bullock’s dung instead of man’s dung, 
and thou hast made tny bread by it.' 

10 And He saith unto me, ‘Sou of man, lo, 
I am breaking the staff of bread in Jerusalem, 
and they have eaten bread by weight and 
with fear; and water by measure and with 
astonishment, they do drink; 17 so that they 
lack bread and water, and have been astonished 
one with another, and been consumed in their 
iniquity. 

V. 11 AND thou, son of man, take to thee 
a sharp weapon, the barber’s razor thou dost 
take to thee, and thou hast caused it to pass 
over thy head, and over thy beard, and thou 
hast taken to thee weighing scales, and ap¬ 
portioned them. 3 A third part with fire thou 
dost barn in the midst of the city, at the 
fulness of the days of the siege; and thou 
hast taken the third part, thou dost smite 
with a weapon round about it; and the third 
part thou dost scatter to the wind, and a 
weapon I draw out after them. 8 And thou 
aast taken thence a few in number—and hast 
bound them in thy skirts ; 4 and of them 
thou dost take again, and hast cast them unto 
the midst of the fire, and hast burned them 
jn the fire—out of it cometh forth a fire unto 
tU the house of Israel. 

8 Thus said the Lord Jehovah: this is Jeru¬ 
salem, 

In the midst of the nations I have set her. 
And round about her are the lands. 

And she changeth My judgments into 
wickedness more than the nations, 

And My statutes more than the lands that 
are round about her, 

For against My judgments they have kicked, 
And My statutes—they have not walked in 
them. 

Therefore, thus said the Lord Jehovah: 
Because of your multiplying above the na¬ 
tions that are around you, 

In Mv statutes ye have not walked, 

And My judgments ve have not done, 
According to the judgments of the nations 
That are round about you ye have notdono, 
0 Therefore, thus said the Lord Jehovah: 

Lo, I am against thee, even I, 
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And I have done in thy midst judgments, 
Before the eyes of the nations, Jbot done, 

9 And I have done in thee that which 1 hava 
And that which I do not its like again, 
Because of all thine abominations. 

10 Therefore fathers do eat sons in thy midst, 
And sons eat their fathers, 

And I have done in thee judgments, [wind. 
And have scattered all thy remnant to every 

11 Therefore, I live—an affirmation of the Lord 

Jehovah: 

Because My sanctuary thou hast defiled. 
With all thy detestable things. 

And with all thine abominations, 

Mine eye pitietk not, and 1 also spare not. 
Do not even 1 also diminish? 

12 Thy third part—by pestilence they die, 

And by famine are conaumed in tny midst. 
And the third part, by sword they fall round 

about thee, 

And the third part, to every wind I scatter, 
And a sword I draw out after them. 

13 And completed hath been Mine anger, 

And I have caused My fury to rest on them, 
And 1 have been comforted, 

And they have known that I, Jehovah, have 
snoken in My zeal. 

In My completing M.y fury on them. 

14 And I give thee for a waste, 

And for a reproach among nations that are 
round about thee, 

Before the eyes of every passer by. 

16 And it hath been a reproach and a reviling, 
An instruction and an astonishment, 

To nations that are round about thee, 

In My doing in thee judgments, 

In anger and fury, and in furious reproofs, 
I, Jehovah, have spoken. [among them, 
18 In My sending the evil arrows of famine 
That nave been for destruction, 

That I send to destroy you, 

And famine I am adding upon you, 

And I have broken to you tne staff of bread. 

17 And I have Bent on you famine and evil 
And they have bereaved thee, [beasts, 
And pestilence and blood passover on thee, 
And a sword I do bring in against thee, 

I, Jehovah, have spoken I’ 

VL 1 AND there is a word of Jehovah unto 
me, saying: 2 ‘Son of man, set thy face unto 
mountains of Israel, and prophesy concern¬ 
ing them: 

3 And thou hast said : Mountains of Israel, 
Hear ye a word of the Lord Jehovah : 

Thus said the Lord Jehovah 

To the mountains, and to the hills, 

To the streams, and to the valleys, 

Lo, I, I am bringing iD againBt you a sword. 
And I have destroyed your high places. 

4 And desolated have been your altars, 

And broken your images, [fore your idola, 
And I have caused your wounded to fall be- 

8 And put the carcases of the sons of Israel 
before their idols, [your altars. 

And scattered your bones round about

7 And fallen hath the wounded in your midst, 
And ye have known that I am Jehovah.

Whither they have been taken captive, 
Because I have been broken with their 
heart that is going a-whoring. 

That hath turned aside from off Me,

And I have sent Mine anger upon thee, 

And judged thee according to thy ways, 
And set against thee all thine abominations. 

4 And no pity on thee hath Mine eye, nor do 
For thy ways against thee I do set, [I spare, 
And thine abominations are in thy midst, 
And ye have known that I am Jehovah.

8 Now. shortly I pour out My fury on thee, 
And have completed Mine anger against thee, 
And judged thee according to thy ways, 
And set against thee all thine abominations. 


9 And not pity doth Mine eye, nor do I spare, 
According to thy ways unto thee I give, 
And thine abominations are in thy midst. 
And ye have known that I am Jehovah the 
10 Lo, tne day lo, it hath come, [smiter.

Blossomed hath the rod, flourished the pride.

There is none of them, nor of their multi-

13 Come hath the time, arrived hath the day,

16 And escaped away have their fugitives,

17 All the hands are feeble, and all knees go— 
10 And they have girded on sackcloth, [waters 

And covered them hath trembling, 

And unto all faces is shame,

10 Their silver into out-places they cast, 

And their gold impurity becometh. 

Their silver and their gold is not able to 
deliver them, 

In a day of the wrath of Jehovah, 

Their soul they do not satisfy,

For the stumbling-block of their iniquity it 
hath been. 

20 As to the beauty of bis ornament. 

For excellency He set it, 

And the images of their abominations, 
Their detestable things—they made in it,

21 And I have given it into the hand of th« 

strangers for a prey, 

And to the wicked of the land for a spoil. 
And they have polluted it. 

22 And I have turned My face from them,

23 Make the chain; for the land [luted it 
Hath been full of bloody judgments, 

And the city hath been full of violence. 

24 And I have brought in the wicked of tki 

nations, 

And they have possessed their houses, 

And I have caused to cease the excellency of 
the strong, [them. 

And polluted have been those sanctifying 
23 Destruction hath come, 
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And they have sought peace, and there is 
none. 

— Miechief on mischief cometh, and report is 
on report. 

And they have sought a vision from a pro- 

And law doth perish from the priest, [poet. 

And counsel from the elders, 
r The king doth become a mourner, 

And a prince putteth on desolation. 

And the hands of the people of the land are 
troubled, 

From their own way I deal with them. 

And with their own judgments I judge them, 

And they have known that I am Jenovah! ’ 

VIIL 1 AN D it cometh to pass, in the sixth 
year, in the sixth month, in the fifth of the 
month, I am sitting in my house, and elders 
of Judah are sitting before me, and fall on me 
there doth a hand of the Lord Jehovah, 2 and 
I look, and lo, a likeness as the appearance of 
fire, from the appearance of His loins and 
downward—fire, and from His loins and up¬ 
ward, as the appearance of brightness, as the 
colour of copper. 

* And He putteth forth a form of a hand, 
and taketh me by a lock of my head, and lift 
me up doth a spirit between the earth and the 
heavens, and it bringeth me in to Jerusalem in 
visions of God, unto the opening of the inner 
gate that is facing the north, where is the seat 
of thefigureof jealousy that is making jealous, 
4 and lo, there the honour of the God of 
Israel, as the appearance that I saw in the 
ralley. 

0 And He saith unto me, 4 Son of man, lift 
up, I pray thee, thine eyes the way of the 
north.’ And I lift up min e eyes the way of 
the north, and lo, on tne north of the gate of 
the altar this figure of jealousy, attheentrance. 

6 And He saith unto me, * Son of man, art 
thou seeing what they are doing: the great 
abominations that the house of Israel are do¬ 
ing here, to keep far off from My sanctuary ; 
and again thou dost turn, thou dost see great 
abominations.’ 

7 And He bringeth me in unto an opening 
of the court, and I look, and lo, a hole in the 
wall: 0 and He saith unto me, ‘Son of man, 
dig, I pray thee, through the walland I dig 
through the wall, and lo, an opening. 0 Ana 
He saith to me, 4 Go in, and see the evil abo¬ 
minations thatithey are doing here.’ 10 And 
I go in, and look, and lo, every form of 
creeping thing, and detestable beast—and all 
the idols of the house of Israel—graved on 
the wall, all round about, 11 and seventy men 
of the elders of the house of Israel—and Jaa- 
zaniah son of Shaphan standing in their midst 
—are standing before them, and each his cen¬ 
ser in his hand, and the abundance of the 
cloud of perfume is going up. 

11 And He saith unto me, 4 Hast thou seen, 
son of man, tVat which elders of the house of 
Israel*are doing in darkness, each in the inner 
chambers of his imagery, for they are saying, 
Jehovah is not^eeing us, Jehovah hath for¬ 
saken the land?' 

13 And He saith unto me, ‘Again thou dost 
turn, thou dost see great abominations that 
they are doing.’ 14 And He bringeth me in 
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unto the opening of the gate of the house of 
Jehovah that is at the north, and lo, there the 
women are sitting weeping for TftTnrmiz. 

55 And He saith unto me, * Hast thou seen, 
son of man! again thou dost turn, thou dost 
see greater abominations than these.’ 

ia And He bringeth me in unto the inner 
court of the house of Jehovah, and lo, at the 
opening of the temple of Jehovah, between 
the porch and the altar, about twenty-five 
men, their backs toward the temple of 
Jehovah, and their faces eastward, and they 
are bowing themselves eastward to the sun. 

17 And He Baith unto me, 'Hast thou seen, 
son of man? hath it been a light thing to the 
house of Judah to do the abomination that 
they have done here, that they have filled the 
land with violence, and turn back to provoko 
Me to anger? and lo, they are putting forth 
the branch unto their nose ! 13 And I also deal 
in fury, Mine eye doth not pity, nor do I spare, 
and they have cried in Mine eara—aloud voice 
—and I do not hear them.’ 

DC 1 AND He crieth in mine ears—a lond 
voice—saying, 4 Drawn near have inspectors 
of the city, and each his destroying weapon 
in hie handl’ 3 And lo, six men are coming 
from the way of the upper gate, that is facing 
the north, and each his slaughter-weapon in 
his hand, and one man in their midst is 
clothed with linen, and a scribe’s inkhorn at 
his loins, and they come in. and stand near 
the brazen altar. 3 And the honour of the 
God of Israel hath gone up from off the 
cherub, on which it hath t>een, unto the 
threshold of the house. 

4 And He calleth unto the man who is clothed 
with linen, who hath the scribe’s inkhorn at 
his loins, and Jehovah saith unto him, ‘Pass 
on into the midst of the city, into the midst 
of Jerusalem, and thou hast made a mark on 
the foreheads of the men who are sighing and 
who are groaning for all the abominations 
that are done in its midst.’ b And to the

8 And it cometh to pass, as they are smit¬ 
ing. and I—I am left—that I fall on my face, 
and cry, and say, 4 Ah, Lord Jehovan, art 
Thou destroying all the remnant of Israel, in 
Thy pouring out Thy wrath on Jernsalem?’ 
B And He saith unto me, 4 The iniquity of the 
house of Israel and Judah is very very great, 
and the land is full of blood, and £he city 
hath been full of perverseness, for they have 
Baid: Jehovah hath forsaken the land, and 
Jehovah is not seeing.

11 And lo the man clothed with linen, at

X. 1 AND I look, and lo, on the expanse 
that is above the head of the cherubs, as a 
sapphire stone, as the appearance of the like¬ 
ness of a throne, He natli been seen over 
them. 5 And He speaketh unto the man 
clothed with linen, and saitli, * Go in unto the 
midst of the wheel, unto the place of the 
cherub, and fill thy hands with coals of 
fire from between the cherubs, and scatter 
over the city.’

3 And the cherubs are standing on the right 
aide of the house, at the going in of the man, 
and the cloud hath filled the inner court, 
4 and become high doth the honour of Jehovah 
above the cherub, over the threshold of the 
house, and the house is filled with the cloud, 
and the court hath been filled with the bright¬ 
ness of the honour of Jehovah. 6 ,And a 
noise of the wings of the cherubs hath been 
heard unto the outer court, as the voice of 
God—the Mighty One—in His speaking. 

6 And it comctli to pass, in His commanding 
the man clothed witli linen, saying, 1 Take 
fire from between the wheel, from between 
the cherubs,’ and he goeth in and standeth 
near the wheel, 7 that the onr cherub putteth 
forth his hand from between the cheruos unto 
the fire that if between the cherubs, and 
lifteth up ; and giveth into the hands of 
him who is clothed with linen, and be re- 
ceivcth, and cometh forth. 

0 And there appeareth in the cherubs the 
form of a hand of man under their wings, 
9 and I look, and lo, four wheels near the 
cherubs, one wheel near the one cherub, and 
another wheel near the other cherub, and the 
appearance of the wheels is as the colour of 
a Deryl stone. 10 As to their appearances, 
one likeness is to them four, as it were the 
wheel in the midst of the wheel. 11 In their 
going, on their four aides they go; they turn not 
round in their going, for to the place whillier 
the head turneth, after it they go, they turn 
not round iu their going. 

12 And all their flesh, and their backs, and 
their hands, and their wings, and the wheels, 
are full of eyes round about; to them four 
are their wheels. 13 To the wheels—to them 
is one calling in mine cars, ‘ 0 wheel!' 14 And 
four faces are to each • the face of the one is 
the face of the cherub, and the face of the 
second the face of man, and of the third the 
face of a lion, and of the fourth the face of 
an eagle. 16 And the cherubs are lifted up, it 
id the living creature that I saw by the river 
Chebar. 

18 And in the going of the cherubs, the 
wheels go beside them; and in the cherubs 
lifting up their wings to be high above the 
earth, the wheels turn not round, even they, 
from Deing beside them.

■And He bringeth me in thither, and lo, a 
man, his appearance as the appearance of 
brass, and a thread of flax in his hand, and a 
measuring-reed, and he is standing at the 
gate. 4 and the man speaketh unto me:

And with thine ears hear. 

And set thy heart to all that I am shewing 
For, in order to shew it thee, [thee, 

Thou hast been brought in hither, 

Declare all that thou art seeing to the house 
of Israel.’ 

0 And lo, a wall on the outside of the house 
all round about, and in the hand of the man 
a measuring-reed, Bix cubits by a cubit and 
a handbreaath, and he measureth the breadth 
of the building one reed, and the height one 
reed. 

8 And he cometh in unto the gate whose 
front is eastward, and he goeth up by its 
steps, and he measureth the threshold of the 
gate one reed broad, even the one threshold 
one reed broad, 7 and the little chamber one 
reed long and one reed broad, and between 
the little chambers five cubits, and the thres¬ 
hold of the gate, from the side of the porch of 
the gate from within, one reed. 

8 And he measureth the porch of the gate 
from within one reed. ®and he measureth the 
porch of the gate eight cubits, and its posts 
two cubits, and the porch of the gates from 
within, 10 and the little chambers of the gate 
eastward, three on this Bide, and three on 
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that side; one measure is to them three, and 
one measure is to the posts, on this side and 
on that side. 

11 And he measureth the breadth of the 
opening of the gate ten cubits, the length of 
the gate thirteen cubits; 13 and a border be¬ 
fore the little chambers, one cubit, and one 
cubit is the border on this side, and the little 
chamber is six cubits on this side, and six 
cubits on that side. 

13 And he measureth the gate from the roof 
of the one little chamber to the roof of an¬ 
other; the breadth twenty and five cubits, 
opening over-against opening. 14 And he mak- 
eth the posts of sixty cubits, even unto the 
post of the court, the gate all round about; 

and by the front of the gate of the entrance, 
by the front of the porch of the inner gate, 
fifty cubits; 16 and narrow windows are unto 
the little chambers, and unto their posts at 
the inside of the gate all round about—and 
so to the arches — and windows all round 
about are at the inside, and at the post are 
palm-trees. 1 

17 And he bringeth me in unto the outer 
court, and lo, chambers and a pavement 
made for the court all round about—thirty 
chambers on the pavement — 18 and the pave¬ 
ment unto the Bide of the gates over-against 
the length of the gates is the lower pavement; 

and he measureth the breadth from before 
the lower gate, to the front of the inner court, 
•m the outside, a hundred cubits, eastward 
and northward. 

30 As to the gate of the outer court whose 
front is northward, he hath measured its 
length and its breadth : 21 and its little cham¬ 
bers, three on this side, and three on that 
side, and its posts and its arches have been 
according to the measure of the first gate, 
fifty cubits ita length, and the breadth five 
ana twenty by the cubit; 23 and its windows, 
and its arches, and its palm-trees are accord¬ 
ing to the measure of the gate whose face is 
eastward, and by seven steps they go up on 
it, aod its arches are before them. 23 And 
the gate of the inner court is over-against 
the gate at the north and at the east ; and 
he measureth from gate unto gate, a hundred 
cubits. 

34 And he causeth me to go southward, and 
lo, a gate southward, and he hath measured 
itB posts and its arches according to these 
measures* “and windows are to it and to its 
arches all round about, like these windows, 
fifty cubits the length, and the breadth five 
and twenty cubits; 26 and seven steps are its 
ascent, and its arches are before tnem, and 
palm-trees are to it, one on this side, and one 
on that side, at its posts ; 27 and tho gate of 
the inner court is southward, and he measur¬ 
eth from gate unto gate southward, a hundred 
cubits. 

“And he bringeth me in unto the inner 
court by the south gate, and he measureth the 
Bouth gate according to these measures; “and 
its little chambers, and its posts, and its 
arches are according to these measures, and 
windows are to it and to its arches all round 
about; fifty cubits the length, and the breadth 
twenty and five cubits. 30 As to the arches 


all round about, the length is five and twenty 
cubits, and the breadth five cubits; 31 and its 
arches are unto the outer court, and palm- 
trees are unto its posts, and eight steps are 
its ascent. 

32 And he bringeth me in unto the inner 
court eastward, and he measureth the gate ac¬ 
cording to these measures; 33 and its little 
chambers, and its posts, and its arches are 
according to these measures: and windows 
are to it and to its arches all round about, 
the length fifty cubitB, and the breadth five 
and twenty cubits; 34 and its arches are 
toward the outer court, and palm-trees are 
toward its posts, on this side ana on that Bide, 
and eight Bteps are its ascent. 

30 And he oringeth me in unto the north 
gate, and hath measured according to these 
measures; 30 its little chambers, its posts, 
and its arches: and windows are to it all 
round about: tne length fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits; 37 and its 
posts are to the outer court, and palm-trees 
are unto its posts, on this side and on that 
side, and eight steps are its ascent. 

38 And the chamber and its opening is bj 
the posts of the gates, there they purge the 
burnt-offering. ® And in the porch of the 
gate are two tables on this side, and two 
tables on that side, to slaughter on them the 
burnt-offering, and the sin-offering, and the 
guilt-offering; 40 and at the side without, at 
the going up to the opening of the north gate, 
are two tables; and at the other side that is 
at the porch of the gate, are two tables; 
41 four tables are on this Bide, and four tables 
on that side, at the side of the gate, eight 
tables on which they slaughter. 42 And the 
four tables for burnt-ofienug are of hewn 
atone: the length one cubit and a half, and the 
breadth onecubit and a half, and the height one 
cubit: on them they place the instruments 
with which they slaughter the burnt-offering 
and the sacrifice. 43 And the boundaries are 
one handbreadth, prepared within all round 
about: and on the tables is the flesh of the 
offering. 

44 And on the outside of the inner gate are 
chambers of the singers, in the inner court, 
that are at the side of the north gate, and 
their fronts are southward, one at the side of 
the east gate hath the front northward. 
46 And he speaketh unto me: ‘This chamber, 
whose front is southward, is for priests keep¬ 
ing charge of the house; 40 and tne chamber, 
whose front is northward, is for priests keep¬ 
ing charge of the altar; they are sons of 
Zadok, who are drawing near of the sons of 
Levi unto Jehovah, to serve Him.* 

47 And he measureth the court: the length 
a hundred cubits, and the breadth a hundred 
cubits, square, and the altar w before the 
house. 

48 And he bringeth me in unto the porch of 
the house, and he measureth the post of the 
porch, five cubits on this side, and five cubits 
on that side, and the breadth of the gate, 
three cubits on this Bide, and three cubits on 
that side; 43 the length of the porch twenty 
cubits, and the breadth eleven cubits; and 
by the BtepB whereby they go up unto it: and 
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pillars are at the posts, one on this side, and 
one on that side. 

XLI. 1 AJND he bringeth me in unto the 
temple, and he measureth the posts, sixicubits 
the breadth on this side, and six cubits the 
breadth on that aide—the breadth of the 
tent. 1 And the breadth of the opening is ten 
cnbita ; and the sides of the opening are five 
cubits on this side, and five cubits on that 
side; and he measureth its length forty cubits, 
and the breadth twenty cubits. 

3 And he hath gone inward, and measureth 
the post of the opening two cubits, and the 
opening six cubits, and the breadth of the 
opening seven cubits. 4 And he measureth 
its length twenty cubits, and the breadth 
twenty cubits, unto the front of the temple, 
and he saith unto me, 4 This is the holy of 
holies. 1 

5 And he measureth the wall of the house 
six cubits, and the breadth of the side- 
chamber four cubits, all round the house 
round about. 6 And the side-chambers are 
side-chamber by side-chamber, three and 
thirty times; and they are entering into the 
wall—which the house hath for the side- 
chambers all round about—to be taken hold 
of, and they are not taken hold of by the 
wall of the house. 7 And a broad place and 
a turning place still upwards are to the side- 
chambers, for the turning round of the house 
is still upwards all round about the house: 
therefore the breadth of the house is upwards, 
and so the lower one goeth up unto the 
higher by the midst. 9 And I have looked at 
the house, the height all round about: the 
foundations of the side-chambers are the 
fulness of the reed, six cubits by the joining. 

9 The breadth of the wall that ia to the 
side-chamber at the outside is five cubits; 
and that which is left is the place of the Bide¬ 
chambers that are to the house. 10 And 
between the chambers is a breadth of twenty 
cubits round about the house, all round 
about, 11 And the opening of the side- 
chamber is to the place left, one opening 
northward, and one opening southward, and 
the breadth of the place that is left is five 
cubits all round about. 13 As to the building 
ttiat is -t the front of the separate place at 
the corner westward, the breadth is seventy 
cubits, and the wall of the building tivo 
cubits broad all round about, and its length 
ninety cubits. 

13 And he hath measured the house, the 
length is a hundred cubits; and the separate 

f )lace, and the building, and its walls, the 
engtu is a hundred cubits; 14 and the breadth 
of the front of the house, and of the separate 
place eastward, a hundred cubits. 

u And he hath measured the length of the 
building unto the front of the separate place 
that is at its hinder part, and its galleries on 
this side and on that side, a hundred cubits, 
and the inner temple and the porches of the 
court, 10 the thresholds, ana the narrow 
windows, and the galleries round about them 
three, over-against the threshold, a ceiling of 
wood all round about, and the ground unto 
the windows and the covered windows, 17 over 
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above the opening, and unto the inner-house, 
and atthe outside, and by all the wall all round 
about within and without by measure. 

18 And it is made ivith cherubs and palm- 
trees, and a palm-tree is between cherub and 
cherub, and two faces are to the cherub; 

19 and the face of man is unto the palm-tree 
on thiB side, and the face of a young lion unto 
the palm-tree on that side; it is made unto all 
the house all round about. 30 From the earth 
unto above the opening are the cherubs and 
the palm-trees made, and on the wall of the 
temple. 21 Of the temple the Bide post is 
square, and of the front of the sanctuary, the 
appearance is as the appearance, 

" Of the altar, the wood is three cubits in 
height, and its length two cubits; and its 
corners are to it. and its length, and its walls 
are of wood, and he speaketh unto me, 4 This 
is the table that is before Jehovah.’ 23 And 
two doors are to the temple and to the sanc¬ 
tuary ; 24 and two leaves are to the doors, 
two turning leaves are to the doors, two to 
the one door, and two leaves to the other. 
23 And made on'them, on the doors of the 
temple, are cherubs and palm-trees as are 
made on the walls, and a tnickness of wood 
is at the front of the porch on the outside. 

20 And narrow windows and palm-trees ar 
on this side, and on that side, at the sides of 
the porch, and the side-chambers of the house, 
and the thick places. 

XLII. 1 AND he bringeth me forth unto 
the outer court, the way northward, and he 
bringeth me in unto the chamber that is over- 
against the separate place, and that is over- 
against the building at the north. 2 At the 
front of the length is a hundred cubits at the 
north opening, and the breadth fifty cubits. 
3 Over-againBt the twenty cubits that are to 
the inner court, and over-against the pave¬ 
ment that is to the outer court, is gallery 
over-against gallery, in the three storeys. 

4 And at the front of the chambers is a walk 
of ten cubits in breadth unto the inner part, 
a way of one cubit, and their openings are at 
the north. 6 And the upper chambers ore 
short, for the galleries contain more than 
these, than the lower, and than the middle 
on^ of the building; • for they are threefold, 
and they have no pillars as the pillars of the 
court, therefore it hath been kept back—more 
than the lower and than the middle one— 
from the ground. 

7 As to the wall that is at the outside, over- 
againBt the chambers, the way of the outer- 
court at the front of the chamDers, its length 
is fifty cubits; 9 for the length of the cham¬ 
bers that are to the outer court is fifty cubits, 
and of those on the front of the temple a hun¬ 
dred cubits. 

9 And under these chambers is the entrance 
from the east, in one’s going into them from 
the outer court. 10 In tne breadth of the wall 
of the court eastward, unto the front of the 
separate place, and unto the front of the 
building, are chambers. 11 And the way be¬ 
fore them is as the appearance of the cham¬ 
bers that are northward, according to their 
length so is their breadth, and all their out- 
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lets, and according to their fashions, and ac¬ 
cording to their openings. 12 And according 
to the openings of tne chambers that are south¬ 
ward is an opening at the head of the way, 
the way directly in the front of the wall east¬ 
ward in entering them. 

13 And he saith unto me, ‘ The north cham¬ 
bers, the south chambers, that are at the 
front of the separate place, they are holy 
chambers, where the priests (who are near to 
Jehovah) eat the most holy things, there they 
place the most holy things, and the present, 
and the sin-'offering, and. the guilt-offering, 
for the place is holy. 14 In the priests’ going 
in, they come not out from the sanctuary unto 
the outer court, and there they place their gar¬ 
ments with which they minister, for they are 
holy, and have put on other garments, and 
have drawn near unto that which is for the 
people.* 

10 And he hath finished the measurements 
of the inner house, and hath brought me forth 
the way of the gate whose front is eastward, 
and he hath measured it all round about. 1G He 
hath measured the east side with the measur¬ 
ing-reed, five hundred reeds, with the mea¬ 
suring-reed round about. 17 He hath measured 
the north side, five hundred reeds, with the 
measuring reed round about. 18 The south 
side he hath measured, five hundred reeds, 
with the measuring-reed. 19 He hath turned 
round unto the west side, he hath measured 
five hundred reeds with the measuring-reed. 
•° At the four sides he hath measured it, awall 
is to it all round about, the length five hun¬ 
dred, and the breadth five hundred, to separate 
between the holy and the profane place.

3 And according to 
the appearance is the appearance that I saw, 
as the appearance that I saw in my coming in 
to destroy the city, and the appearances are as 
the appearance that I saw at tne river Chebar, 
and I fall on my face. 

4 And the honour of Jehovah hath come in 
unto the house, the way of the gate whose 
face is eastward. 6 And take me up doth the 
Spirit, and bringeth me in unto the inner court, 
and lo, the honour of Jehovah hath filled the 
house. 6 And I hear one speaking unto me 
from the house, and a man hath been standing 
near me, 7 and He saith unto me: 

* Son of man, the place of Mv throne, 

And the place of Hie soles of My feet. 

Where I dwell in the midst of the sons of 
Israel to the age, 

Defile no more do the house of Israel My 
holy name. 

They, and their kings, by their whoredom. 

And by the carcases of their kings—their 
high places. 

9 In their putting their threshold with My 
threshold, 

And their door-post near My door-post, 

And the wall between Me and them. 

And they have defiled My holy name. 


By their abominations that they have done, 
And I consume them in Mine anger. 

3 Now do they put far off their whoredom, 
And the carcases of their kings—from Me, 
And I have dwelt in their midst to the age. 

10 Thou, son of man, 

Shew the house of Israel the house, 

And they are ashamed of their iniquities. 
And they have measured the measurement. 

11 And since they have been ashamed of all 

that they have done, 

The form of the house, and its measurement, 
And its outlets, and its inlets, and all its 
forms. 

And all its statutes, even all its forma, 

And all its laws cause them to know, 

And write it before their eyes. 

And they observe all its forms, 

And all its statutes, and have done them 

12 This is a law of the house: on the top of the 
mountain, all its border all round about is 
most holy; lo, this is a law of the house. 

13 ‘And these are measures of the altar by 
cubits: The cubits a cubit and ahandbreadth, 
and the centre is a cubit, and a cubit the 
breadth ; and its border on its edge round 
about is one span, and this is the upper part 
of the altar. 14 And from the centre of the 
ground unto the lower border w two cubits, 
and the breadth one cubit, and from the les¬ 
ser border unto the greater border four cubits, 
and the breadth a cubit. 

15 ‘And the altar is four cubits, and from 
the altar and upward are four horns. 16 And 
the altar is twelve long by twelve broad, 
square in its four squares. 17 And the border 
is fourteen long by fourteen brood, at its four 
squares, and the border round about it w half 
a cubit, and the centre to it w a cubit round 
about, and its steps are looking eastward.’ 

18 And He saith unto me, ‘Son of man, Thus 
said the Lord Jehovab : These are statutes of 
the altar in the day of its being made to cause 
burnt-offering to go up on it, and to sprinkle 
on it blood. :9 And thou hast given unto the 
priests, the Levites, who are of the seed of 
Zadok—who aro near unto Me, an affirmation 
of the Lord Jehovah, to serve Me—a calf from 
the herd, for a sin-offeriug. 20 And thou hast 
taken of its blood, and hast put it on its four 
horns, and on the four corners of its border, 
and on the border round about, and hast 
cleansed it, and purified it. 21 And thou hast 
taken the bullock of the Bin-offering, and hast 
burnt it in the appointed place of the house 
at the outside of the sanctuary. n And on 
the second day thou dost bring near a kid of 
the goats, a perfect one, for a sin-offering, and 
they have cleansed the altar, as they cleansed 
it for the bullock. 23 In thy finishing cleans¬ 
ing, thou dost bring near a calf, a son of the 
herd, a perfect one, and a ram out of the flock, 
a perfect one. 24 And thou hast brought them 
near before Jehovah, and the priests have 
cast upon them salt, and have caused them to 
go up, a burnt-offering to Jehovah. 25 Seven 
days thou dost prepare a goat for a sin-offer¬ 
ing daily, and a bullock, a son of the herd, 
and a ram out of the fiock, perfect ones, do 
they prepare. 26 Seven days they purify the 
altar, and have cleansed it, and filled their 
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hand. 57 And the days are completed, and it 
hath come to pass on the eighth day, and 
henceforth, the priests prepare on the altar 
your burnt-offerings and your peace-offerings, 
and I have accepted you—an affirmation of 
the Lord Jehovan.’ 

XLIV. 1 AND he causeth me to turn back 
the wav of the gate of the outer sanctuary 
that ia looking eastward, and. it is shut. 2 And 
Jehovah aaitli unto me, ‘This gate is shut, it 
is not opened, and none doth go in by it, for 
Jehovah, God of Israel, hath come iu by it, 
and it hath been shut. 3 The prince, who is 

rince, he sitteth by it to eat bread before Je- 

ovah, by the way of the porch of the gate ho 
cometh in, and by its way he goeth out.’ 

4 And he briogeth me in tne way of the 
north gate unto the front of the house, and I 
look, and lo, filled hath the honour of Jeho¬ 
vah the house of Jehovah, and I fall on my 
face. 

6 And Jehovah saith unto me, 1 Son of man. 
set thy heart, and see with thine eyes, ana 
with thine ears hear, all that 1 am speaking 
with thee, of all the statutes of the house of Je¬ 
hovah, and of all its laws ; and thou hast set thv 
heart to the entrance of the house, with all 
the outlets of the sanctuary, 6 and hast said 
unto the rebellious, unto the house of Israel: 
Thus said the Lord Jehovah : Enough to you 
—of all your abominations, O house of Israel. 

7 In your bringing in sons of a stranger, uncir- 
cumeised of heart, and uncircumcised of flesh, 
to be in My sanctuary, to pollute it, even My 
house, in your bringing near My bread, fat, 
and blood, and they break My covenant by 
all your abominations, 9 and ye have not kept 
the charge of My holy things, and ye set them 
for keepers of My charge in My sanctuary for 
you. 

8 ‘Thus said the Lord Jehovah: No son of 
a stranger, uncircumcised of heart, and un- 
circumcised of flesh, cometh in unto My sanc¬ 
tuary, even any son of a stranger, who w in 
the midst of tne sons of Israel, 40 but—the 
Levi tea who have gone far off from me, in the 
wandering of Israel when they went astray 
from Me after their idols, and they have 
borne their iniquity. 11 And they have been 
in My sanctuary nunistrants, overseers at the 
gate* of the house, and ministrants at the house; 
they slay the burnt-offering and the sacrifice 
for the people, and they stand before them to 
serve them. 12 Because that they serve them 
before their idols, and have been to the house 
of Israel for a stumbling-block of iniquity, 
therefore I have lifted up my hand against 
them—an affirmation of the Lord Jehovah— 
and they have borne their iniquity. 13 And 
they draw not nigh unto Me to act as My 
priest, and to draw nigh unto any of My holy 
things, unto the holy of holies, and they have 
borne their shame and their abominations 
that they have done, 14 and I made them 
keepers of the charge of the house, for all its 
service and for all that is done in it. 

“ * And the priests, the Levites, sons of 
Zadok, who have kept the charge of My 
sanctuary in the wandering of the sons of 
Israel from off Me, they draw near unto Me 


to serve Me, and have stood before Me, to 
bring nearto Mo fat and blood—an affirmation 
of the Lord Jehovah: 16 they-come in unto 
My sanctuary, and they draw near unto My 
table to serve Me. and they have kept My 
charge. 17 And it nath come to pass, in their 

g oing in unto the gates of the inner court. 

nen garments they put on; and no wool 
cometh up on them in their ministering in 
the gates of the inner court and within. 
19 Linen bonnets are on their head, and linen 
trousers are on their loins, they are not re¬ 
strained with sweat. 19 And in their going 
forth unto the outer court—unto the outer 
court unto the people — they strip off their 
arments, in which they are ministering, and 
ave placed them in the holy chambers, and 
have put on other garments; and they do not 
sanctify the people in their own garments. 
20 And their head they do not shave, and the 
lock they do not .send forth; they certainly 
poll their heads. 21 And no priest doth drink 
wine in their coming in unto the inner court. 
22 And a widow and divorced woman they do 
not take to them for wives: but—virgins of 
the seed of the house of Israel, and the widow 
who is widow of a priest, do they take. 

33 * And My people they direct between 
holy and common, and between unclean and 
clean they cause them to discern. 24 And 
concerning controversy, they stand up for 
judgment; with My judgments they judge it; 
and My law and My statutes in al] My ap¬ 
pointed places they keep; and My sabbaths 
they sanctify. “And unto any dead man 
they come not for uncleanness, but for father, 
and for mother, and for son, and fordaughter, 
for brother, for sister who hath not been to 
a man, they defile themselves. 

M ‘ And after his cleansing, seven days they 
number to him. 87 And in the day of his 
coining in unto the sanctuary, unto the inner 
court, to minister in the sanctuary, he briug- 
eth near his sin-offering—an affirmation of the 
Lord Jehovah. 28 And it hath been to them 
for an inheritance; I am their inheritance: 
and a possession ye do not give to them in 
Israel; I am their possession. 29 The present, 
and the sin-offering, and the guilt-offering, 
they do eat, and every devoted tiring in Israel 
is theirs. And the first of all the first-fruits 
of all, and every heave-offering of all, of all 
your heave-offerings, are the priests’: and the 
firat of your dough ye give to the priest, to 
cause a blessing to rest on thy house. 81 Any 
carcase and torn thing, of the fowl, and of the 
beasts, the priests do not eat. 

XLV. 1 ‘ AND in your causing the land to 
fall in inheritance, ye lift up a heave-offering 
to Jehovah, a holy portion of the land: the 
length — five and twenty thousand is the 
length, and the breadth ten thousand; it is 
holy in all its border round about. 8 There is 
of this for the sanctuary five hundred by five 
hundred, square, round about; and fifty cubitB 
of suburb is to it round about. 8 And by this 
measure thou dost measure: the length is five 
and twenty thousand, and the breadth ten 
thousand: and in it is the sanctuary, the holy 
of holies. 4 The holy portion of the land it w ; 
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for priests, miniatrants of the sanctuary, it 
is, who are drawing near to serve Jehovah ; 
and it hath been to them a place for houses, 
and a holy place for a sanctuary. 

6 * And of the five and twenty thousand of 
lengthj and of the ten thousand of breadth, 
there is to the Levites, miniatrants of the 
house, for them—for a possession —twenty 
chambers. 

6 * And of the possession of the city ye give 
five thousand of breadth, and of length five 
and twenty thousand, over-against the heave¬ 
offering of the holy portion: to all the house 
of Israel it is. 7 As to the prince, on this 
side, and on that side, of the heave-offering 
of the holy place, and of the possession of the 
city, at the front of the heave-offering of the 
holy place, and at the front of the possession 
of the city, from the west corner westward, 
and from the east corner eastward—and the 
length is over-against one of the portions 
from the west border unto the east border— 
8 of the land there is to him for a possession 
in Israel, and My princes do not oppress any 
more My people, and the land they give 
to the house of Israel according to their 
tribes. 

8 ‘Thus said the Lord Jehovah : Enough to 
you—princes of Israel ; violence and spoil 
turn aside and judgment and righteous¬ 
ness do; lift up your exactions from off My 
people—an affirmation of the Lord Jehovah. 

Just balances, and a just ephah, and a just 
iath—ye have. u The ephah and the bath is 
Df one measure, for the bath to bear a tenth 
:f the homer, and the ephah a tenth of the 
homer: according to the homer is its measure¬ 
ment. 14 And, the shekel is twenty gerah: 
twenty shekels, five and twenty shekels, 
fifteen shekels—is your maneln 

13 ‘ This is the heave-offering that ye lift up; 
a sixth part of the ephah of a homer of wheat, 
also ye have given a sixth part of the ephah 
of a homer of barley, 14 and the portion of 
oil, the bath of oil, a tenth part or the bath 
out of the cor, a homer of ten baths—for ten 
baths are a homer; 13 and one lamb out of 
the flock, out of two hundred, out of the 
watered country of Israel, for a present, and 
for a burnt-offering, and for peace-offerings, 
to make atonement by them—an affirmation 
•f the Lord Jehovah, ia All the people of 
the land are at this heave-offering for the 

E rince in Israel. 17 And on the prince are the 
umt-offerings, and the present, and the liba¬ 
tion, in feasts, and in new moons, and in Bab- 
baths, in all appointed times of the house of 
Israel: he doth make the sin-offering, and the 
present, and the burnt-offering, and the peace- 
offerings, to make atonement for the house of 
Israel. 

18 4 Thus said the Lord Jehovah : In the 
first mouthy in the first of the month, thou 
dost take a bullock, a son of the herd, a per¬ 
fect one, and hast cleansed the sanctuary: 
18 and the priest hath taken of the blood of 
the sin-offering, and hath put on the door¬ 
post of the house, and on the four corners of 
the border of the altar, and on the poBt of the 
gate of the inner court. 20 And so thou dost 
do on the seventh of the month, because of 


each erring one, and because of the simple 
one—and ye have purified the house. 

21 ‘ In the first mouthy in the fourteenth day 
of the month, ye have the passover, a feast of 
seven days, unleavened food is eaten. 22 And 
the prince hath prepared on that day, for him- 
Belf, and for all the people of the land, a bul¬ 
lock, a sin-offering. 23 A nd the seven days of 
the feast he prepareth a burnt-offering to Je¬ 
hovah, seven bullocks, and seven rams, per¬ 
fect ones, daily seven days, and a sin-offering, 
a kid of the goats, daily. 24 And a present of 
an ephah for a bullock, and an ephah for a 
ram, he doth prepare, and of oil a bin for an 
ephah, 23 In the seventh mouthy in the fif¬ 
teenth day of the month, in the feast, he doth 
according to these things seven days: as the 
Bin-offering so the burnt-offering, and as the 
present so also the oil. 


XLVI. 1 * THUS said the Lord Jehovah : 
The gate of the inner court that is looking 
eastward is shut the six days of work, and on 
the day of rest it is opened, and in the day of 
the new moon it is opened; 3 and come in 
hath the prince. the way of the porch of the 
gate at the outside, and he hath stood by the 
post of the gate, and the priests have made 
nia burnt-offering, and his peace-offeringa 
and he hath bowed himself by the opening o\ 
the gate, and hath gone forth, and the gate is 
not shut till the evening. 3 And bowed them¬ 
selves have the people of the land at the open¬ 
ing of that gate, on sabbaths, and on new moons 
before Jehovah. 

4 1 And the burnt-offering that the prince 
bringeth near to Jehovah on the day of rest i* 
six lambs, perfect ones, and a ram, a perfect 
one. 6 And the present is an ephah for a ram, 
and for the lambs a present, the gift of hii 
band, and of oil a hin for an ephah. 6 And 
on the day of the new moon a bullock, a son 
of the herd, a perfect one, and six lambs and 
a ram, they are perfect. 7 And with an ephah 
for a bullock, and an ephah for a ram, he pre¬ 
pareth a present, and for the lambs as his 
hand attaineth, and of oil a hin for an ephah. 

8 ‘And in the coming in of the prince, the 
way of the porch of the gate he cometh in, 
and by its way he goeth out. 8 And in the 
coming in of the people of the land before Je¬ 
hovah at appointed times, he who hath come 
in the way of the north gate to bow himself, 
goeth out the way of the south gate, and he 
who hath come in the way of the south gate, 
goeth out by the way of the north gate: he 
doth not turn back the way of the. gate by 
which he came in, but over-against it he go¬ 
eth out. 10 And the prince in their midst in 
their co min g in cometn in, and in their going 
out he goeth out. 

il 4 And in feasts, and in appointed times, 
the present is an epnah for a bullock, and an 
ephah for a ram, and for lambs the gilt of his 
hand, and of oil a hin for an ephah. 12 And 
when the prince maketh a free-will burnt- 
offering, or free-will peace-offerings, to Jeho- 
hovah, then he hath opened for himself the 
gate that is looking eastward, and he hath 
made his burnt-offering and his peace-offerings 
as he doth in the day of rest, ana b* hath gone 
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out, and lie hath shut the gate after his going 
out. 

13 * And a lamb, son of a-year, a perfect one, 
thou dost make a burnt-offering daily to Jeho¬ 
vah ; morning by morning thou dost make it. 
14 And a present thou dost make for it morn¬ 
ing by morning, a sixth part of the ephah, 
and of oil a third part of the hin, to temper 
with the fine flour, a present to Jehovah, by a 
statute age-during—continually; 10 and pre¬ 
pare ye the lamb, and the present, and the 
oil, morning by morning, a continual burnt- 
offering. 

19 ‘Thus said the Lord Jehovah: When the 

E rince giveth a gift to any of his sons, his in- 
eritance it is, to his Bons it is: their posses¬ 
sion it is by inheritance. 17 And when he 
giveth a gift out of his inheritance to one of 
liis servants, then it hath been to him till the 
year of freedom, and it hath turned back to 
the prince, only the inheritance of his sons is 
theirs. 18 And the prince doth not take of the 
inheritance of the people to oppress them, out 
of their possession, out of his own possession 
he doth cause his sons to inherit, so that My 
people are not scattered each from his pos¬ 
session.’ 

19 And he bringeth me in through the en¬ 
trance that is by the side of the gate, unto 
the holy chambers, unto the priestB, that are 
looking northward, and lo, there is a place in 
their two sides westward. 20 And he saith 
unto me, ‘ This is the place where the priests 
do boil the guilt-offering and the sin-offering, 
where they bake the present, so as not to bring 
it out unto the outer court, to sanctify the 
people.’ 

21 And he bringeth me out unto the outer 
court, and causeth me to pass over unto the 
four corners of the court, and lo, a court in 
a corner of the court, a court in a corner of 
the corner. 22 In the four corners of the court 
are perfume courts, forty long, and thirty 
broad, one measure is to the four corners. 
23 And a row is round about in them, round 
about to them four, and made with boilers 
under the rows round about. 24 And he saith 
unto me, 1 These are the houses of those boil¬ 
ing where the ministrants of the house boil 
the sacrifice of the people.’ 

XLVTL 1 AND he causeth me to turn back 
unto the opening of the house; and lo, water 
is coming forth from under the threshold of 
the house eastward, for the front of the house 
is eastward, and the water is coming down 
from beneath, from the right side of the house, 
from the south of the altar. 

2 And he causeth me to go out the way of 
the gate northward, and causeth me to turn 
round the way without, unto the gate that 
is without, the way that is looking eastward, 
and lo, water is coming forth from the right 
side. 

3 In the going out of the man eastward, and 
a line in his hand, then he measureth a thou¬ 
sand by the cubit, and he causeth me to paSH 
over into water—water to the anclea 4 And 
he measureth a thousand, and causeth me to 
pass over into water—water to the knees. 
And he measureth a thousand, and causeth 
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me to pass over—water to the loins. 6 And 
he measureth a thousand—a stream that I 
am not able to pass over; for "risen have the 
waters—waters to swim in—a stream that is 
not passed over. 

6 And he Baith unto me, * Hast thou seen, 
son of man?' and he leadeth me, and bring- 
eth me back unto the edge of the stream. 
7 In my turning back, then, lo, at the edge of 
the stream are very many trees, on this side 
and on that side. 8 Ana he saith unto me, 
‘ These waters are going forth unto the east 
circuit, and have gone down unto the desert, 
and have entered the sea; unto the sea they 
are brought forth, and the waters have been 
healed. 9 And it hath come to pass, every 
living creature that teemeth, whithersoever 
the streams come, doth live: and there hath 
been great abundance of fish, for these waters 
have come thither, and they are healed; and 
everj thing whither the stream cometh hath 

10 And it hath come to pass, fishers do stand 
by it, from En-Gedi even unto En-Eglaim ; a 
spreading place of n«ts they are ; according 
to their own kind is their fish, as the fish of 
the great sea, verv many. 11 Its miry and its 
marshy places—they are not healed; to salt 
they have been given up. 12 And by the 
stream there cometh up on its edge, on thip 
side and on that side, everv kind o/fruit-tre< 
whose leaf fadeth not, and not consumed it 
its fruit, according to its months it vieldeth 
first-fruits, because its waters from the sanc¬ 
tuary are coming forth; and its fruits hath been 
for food, and its leaf for medicine. 

13 ‘ Thus said the Lord Jehovah: This is the 
border whereby ye inherit the land, according 
to the twelve tribes of Israel; Joseph hatfi 
portions. 14 And ye have inherited it, one as 
well as another, in that I have lifted up My 
hand to give it to your fathers ; and this land 
hath fallen to you in inheritance. 

15 ‘And this is the border of the land at the 
north quarter; from the great sea^ the way 
of Hethlon, at the coining in to Zedad: ^Ha¬ 
math, Berothah, Sibraim, that is between 
the border of Damascus and the border of 
Hamath ; Hazar-Hatticon, that is at the 
coast of Havran. 17 And the border from 
the sea hath been Hazar-Enan, the border of 
Damascus, and Zaphon at the north, and the 
border of Hamath: and this is the north 
quarter. 

15 ‘ And the east quarter is from between 
Havran, and Damascus, and Gilead, and the 
land of Israel, lo the Jordan ; from the border 
over-against the eastern sea ye measure: and 
this is the east quarter. 

191 And the Bouth quarter southward is 
from Tamar unto the waters of Meriboth- 
Kadesli, the stream unto the great sea: and 
this is the south quarter southward 

20 ‘ And the west quarter is the great sea, 
from the border till over-against the coming 
in to Hamath : this is the west quarter. 

21 * And ye have divided this land to you, 
according to the tribes of Israel; 22 and it 
hath come to pass, ye separate it for an in¬ 
heritance to yourselves, and to the soiourners 
who are sojourning in your midst, vno have 
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begotten sons in your midst, and they have 
been to you as native, with the sons of Israel, 
with you they are separated for an inheritance 
in the midst of the tribes of Israel. 23 And 
it hath come to pass, in the tribe with which 
the sojourner Bojourneth, there ye give his 
inheritance—an affirmation of the Lord Je¬ 
hovah. 

XLVIIL 1 AND these are the names of the 
tribes: From the north end unto the side of 
the way of Hethlon, at the coming in to Ha¬ 
math, Hazar-Enan, the border of Damascus 
northward, unto the side of Hamath, and 
they have been his—side east and west, Dan 
one, 2 and by the border of Dan, from the 
east side unto the west side, Asher one, 8 and 
by the border of Asher, from the east side 
even unto the west side, Naphtali one, 4 and 
by the border of Naphtali, from the east side 
unto the west side, Manasseh one, 0 and by 
the border of Manasseh, from the east side 
unto the west side, Ephraim one, 6 and by the 
border of Ephraim, from the east side even 
unto the west side, Reuben one, 7 and by the 
border of Reuben, from the east Bide unto 
the west side, Judah one, 8 and by the border 
of Judah, from the east side unto the west 
side is the heave-offering that ye lift up, five 
and tweuty thousand broad and loug, as one 
of the parts, from the east side unto the west 
Bide: and the sanctuary hath been in its midst. 
“The heave-offering that ye lift up to Jeho¬ 
vah is five and twentv thousand long, and 
broad ten thousand. *°And of these is the 
holy heave-offering for the priests, northward 
five aud twenty thousand, aud westward in 
breadth ten thousand, and eastward in breadth 
ten thousand, and southward in length five 
and twenty thousand: aud the sanctuary of 
Jehovah hath been in its midst. 11 For the 
priests who are sanctified of the sons of Zadok, 
who have kept My charge, who erred not in 
the erring of the sons of Israel, as the Levites 
erred, 12 even the heave-offering hath been to 
them, out of the heave-offering of the land, 
most holy, by the border of the Levites. 

13 * Ana to the Levites over-against the bor¬ 
der of the priests are five and twenty thou¬ 
sand in length, and in breadth ten thousand, 
all the length is five aud twenty thousand, 
and the breadth ten thousand. 14 And they 
do not sell of it, nor exchange, nor cause to 

ass away the first-fruit of the land: for it is 

oly to Jehovah. 13 And the five thousand 
that is left in the breadth, on the front of the 
five and twenty thousand, is co mm on—for the 
city, for dwelling, and for suburb, and the 
city hath been in its midst. 16 And these are 
its measures: the north side five hundred, 
and four thousand, aud the south side five 
hundred, and four thousand, and on the east 
Bide five hundred, and four thousand, and the 
west side five hundred, and four thousand. 
17 And the Buburb to the city hath been north¬ 
ward, fifty and two hundred, and southward, 


fifty and two hundred, and eastward, fifty 
ana two hundred, and westward, fifty and two 
hundred. 

10 ‘And the residue in length over-against 
the heave-offering of the holy portion is ten 
thousand eastward, and ten thousand west¬ 
ward, and it hath been over-against the heave- 
offering of the holy portion , and its increase 
hath been for food to the servants of the city, 
18 even to him who is serving the city, they 
serve it out of all the tribes of Israel. 20 All 
the heave-offering is five and twenty thousand 
by five and twenty thousand, square do ye lift 
up the heave-offering of the holy portion with 
the possession of the city. 

21 ‘ And the residue is for the prince, on 
this side and on that side of the heave-offering 
of the holy portion, and of the possession or 
the city, on the front of the five and twenty 
thousand of the heave-offering unto the east 
border, and westward, on the front of the 
five and twenty thousand on the west border, 
over-against the portions of the prince; and 
the heave-offering of the holy portion , and 
the sanctuary of the house, hath been in its 
midst.

Then Arioch hath made the thing 
known to DanieL 16 and Daniel hath gone up, 
and sought of tne king that he would give 
him time to shew the interpretation to the king. 

17 Then Daniel to his house hath gone, and 
to Hananiah, MishaeL, and Azariah, his com¬ 
panions, he hath made the thing known, 18 and 
to seek mercies from before the God of the 
heavens concerning this secret, that they de¬ 
stroy not Daniel and his companions with the 
rest of the wise men of Babylon. 19 Then to 
Daniel, in a vision of the night, the secret hath 
been revealed. 

Then hath Daniel blessed the God of the 
heavens. 20 Daniel hath answered and said, 
‘Let the name of God be blessed from age 
even unto age, for wisdom and might—for 
they are His. 21 And He is changing times 
and seasons. He is causing kings to pass 
away, and He is raising up kings; He is giv¬ 
ing wisdom to the wise, and knowledge to 
those possessing understanding. 22 He is re¬ 
vealing deep and hidden things; He hath 
known what is in darkness, and light with 
Him hath dwelt.. 23 Thee, 0 God of my fa¬ 
thers, 1 am thanking aud praising, for wisdom 
and might Thou hast given to me; and now, 
Thou hast caused me to know that which we 
have sought from Thee, for the king’s matter 
Thou hast caused us to know.’ 

^Therefore Daniel hath gone up unto Ari¬ 
och, whom the king hath appointed to destroy 
the wise men of Babylon: lie hath gone, and 
thus hath said to him, * The wise men of Ba¬ 
bylon thou dost not destroy, bring me up be¬ 
fore the king, and the interpretation to the 
king I do shew.’ 

25 Then Arioch in haste hath brought up 
Daniel before the king, and thus hath said to 
him— 1 1 have found a man of the sons of the 
Removed of Judah, who the interpretation to 
the king doth make known.’ 20 The king hath 
answered and said to Daniel, whose Dame is 
Belteshazzar, ‘ Art thou able to cause me to 
know the dream that 1 have seen, and its in¬ 
terpretation ? ’ 

27 Daniel hath answered before the king and 
said, ‘The secret that the king is asking, the 
wise men, the enchanters, the scribes, the 
soothsayers, are not able to shew to the king; 
28 but there is a God in the heavens, arevealer 
of secrets, and He hath made known to king 
Nebuchadnezzar that which is to be in the 
latter end of the days. 

‘Thy dream and the visions of thy head on 
thybedare these: 29 Thou, Oking, thy thoughts 
on th y bed have come up concerning that which 
is to be after this, and the Revealer of secrets 
hath caused thee to know that which is to be. 
30 As to me—not for any wisdom that is in me 
above any living bath this secret been revealed 
to me; but for the intent that the interpreta¬ 
tion to the king they make known, and the 
thou^hte of thy heart thou dost know. 

31 ‘ Phou, 0 king, wast looking, and lo, a 
certain great image. This image is mighty, 


and its brightness excellent; it is standing 
over-against thee, and its appearance is ter¬ 
rible. 32 This image ! its head is of good gold, 
its breasts and its arms of silver, its belly 
and its thighs of brass; 33 its legs of irou. its 
feet, part of them of iron, and part of tnera 
of clay. 34 Thou wast looking till that a stone 
hath been cut out without hands, and it hatli 
smitten the image on its feet, that are of iron 
and of clay, and it hath broken them small; 
35 then broken small together have been the 
iron, the clay, the brass, the silver, and the 
gold, and they have been as chaff from the 
summer threshing-lloor, and carried them 
away hath the wind, and no place hath been 
found for them : and the stone that smote the 
image hath become a great mountain, and hath 
tilled all the land ay This is the dream, and 
its interpretation we do tell before the king. 

37 ‘Thou, 0 king, art a king of kings, for 
the God of the heavens a kingdom, strength, 
and might, and glory, hath given to thee; 
:IB and whitnersoever sons of men are dwelling, 
the beast of the field, and the fowl of the 
heavens, He hath given into thy hand, and 
hath caused thee to rule over them all; thou 
art this head of gold. 39 And after thee doth 
rise up another kingdom lower than those, 
and another third kingdom of brass, that 
doth rule over all the earth. 40 And the fourth 
kingdom is strong as iron, because that irou 
is breaking small, and making feeble, all things , 
even as iron that is breaking all these, it 
beateth small and breaketh. 41 As to that 
which thou hast seen: the feet and toes, part 
of them potter’s clay, and part of them iron, 
the kingdom is divided: and some of the 
standing of the iron is to be in it, because 
that thou hast seen the iron mixed with miry 
clay. 42 As to the toes of the feet, part of 
them iron, and part of them clay: some part 
of the kingdom is strong, and some part of it 
is brittle. 43 Because thou hast seen iron 
mixed with miry clay, they are mixing them¬ 
selves with the seed of men: and they are 
uot adhering one with another, even as iron is 
not mixed with clay. 

44 1 And in the days of these kings raise up 
doth the God of the heavens a kingdom that 
is not destroyed—to the age, and its kingdom 
to another people is not left: it beateth small 
and endeth all these kingdoms, and it stand- 
eth to the age. 45 Because that thou hast seeu 
that out of the mountain cut hath been a stone 
without hands, and it hath beaten small 
the iron, the brass, the clay, the silver, and 
the gold; the great God hath made known tu 
the king that which w to be after this; and the 
dream is true, and its interpretation stedfast. 

46 Then hath king Nebuchadnezzar fallen on 
his face, aud to Daniel he hath done obeisance, 
and present, and sweet things, he hath said 
to pour out to him. 47 Theking hath answered 
Daniel aud said, ‘Of a truth it is that your 
God is a God of gods, and a Lord of kings, 
and a revealer of secrets, since thou hast been 
able to reveal this secret.’ 

48 Then the kin£ hath made Daniel great, 
and many great gifts he hath given to him, 
and hath caused liim to rule over all the pro¬ 
vince of Babylon, aud chief of the perfects 
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over all the wise men of Babylon. 49 And 
Daniel hath sought from the king, and he hath 
appointed over the work of the province of 
Babylon, Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-Nego, 
and Daniel is in the gate of the king. 

III. 1 NEBUCHADNEZZAR the king hath 
made an image of gold, its height sixty cubits, 
its breadth six cubits; he hath raised it up in 
the valley of Dura, in the province of Baby¬ 
lon; * and Nebuchadnezzar the king hath sent 
to gather the satraps, the prefects, and the 
governors, the honourable judges, the trea¬ 
surers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, and all 
the rulers of the province, to come to the 
dedication of the image that Nebuchadnezzar 
the king hath raised up. 

3 Then are gathered the satraps, the prefects, 
and the governors, the honourable judges, 
the treasurers, the counsellors, the sneriffs, 
and all the rulers of the province, to the de¬ 
dication of the image that Nebuchadnezzar 
the king hath raised up: and they are stand¬ 
ing before the image that Nebuchadnezzar 
hath raised up. 

4 And a crier is calling mightily: * To you 
they are saying: 0 peoples, nations, and lan¬ 
guages ! 5 at the time that ye hear the voice of 
the cornet, the flute, the harp, the sackbut, 
the psaltery, the symphony, and all kinds of 
music, ye fall down and do obeisance to the 
golden image that Nebuchadnezzar the king 
hath raised up: 9 and whoso doth not fall 
down and do obeisance, in that hour he is 
cast into the midst of a burning fiery furnace.’ 
7 Therefore at that time, when all the peoples 
are hearing the voice of the cornet, the flute, 
the harp, the sackbut, the psaltery, and all 
kinds of music, falling down are all the 
peoples, nations, and languages, doing obei¬ 
sance to the golden image that Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar the king hath raised up. 

8 Therefore at that time drawn near have 
certain Chaldeans, and accused the Jews; 
y they have answered, yea, they are saying to 
Nebuchadnezzar the king, * 0 king, to the ages 
live! 10 Thou, 0 king, hast made a decree that 
every man who doth hear the voice of the 
comet, the flute, the harp, the sackbut, the 
psaltery, and the symphony, and all kinds of 
muBic, doth fall down and do obeisance to the 
golden image; 11 and whoso doth not fall down 
and do obeisance, is cast into the midst of a 
burning fiery furnace. 13 There are certain 
Jews whom thou hast appointed over the 
work of the province of Babylon—Shadrach, 
Meshach, ana Abed-Nego, these men have not 
made of thee. 0 king, any regard; thy gods 
they are not serving, and to the golden image 
thou hast raised up—are not making obeisance.’ 

13 Then Nebuchadnezzar, in anger and fury, 
hath said to bring in Shadrach, Meshach, ana 
Abed-Nego. Then these men have been 
brought in before the king. 14 Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar hath answered and said to them, * Is it a 
laid plan, 0 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
Nego—my gods yc are not serving, and to the 
golden image that I have raised up ye are not 
doing obeisance? 10 Now, lo, ye are ready, so 
that at the time that ye hear the voice of the 
cornet, the flute, the harp, the sackbut, tho 


psaltery, and the symphony, and all kinds of 
music, ye fall down and ao Qbeisance to the 
image tnat I have made 1—and' lo, ye do no 
obeisance—in that hour ye are cast into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace; who is that 
God who doth deliver you out of my hands?’ 

19 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-Nego have 
answered, yea, they are saying to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar, ‘We have no need concern¬ 
ing this matter to answer thee. 17 Lo, it is ; 
our God whom we are serving, is able to de¬ 
liver us from a burning fiery furnace ; and 
from thy hand, 0 king, He doth deliver. 
16 And lo—not! be it known to thee, 0 king, 
that thy gods we are not Berving, and to the 
golden image thou hast raised up we do no 
obeisance.’ 

1B Then Nebuchadnezzar bath been full of 
fury, and the expression of his face hath been 
changed concerning Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-Nego; he answered and said to heat the 
furnace seven times above that which it is 
seen to be heated; 50 and to certain mighty 
men who are in his force he hath said to bind 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-Nego, to cast 
into the burning fiery furnace. 

21 Then these men have been bound in their 
coats, their tunics, and their turbans, and 
their clothing, and have been cast into the 
midst of the burning fiery furnace. 22 There¬ 
fore, because that tne word of the king is ur¬ 
gent, and the furnace heated exceedingly, 
those men who have taken up Shadrach, Me¬ 
shach, and Abed-Nego—killed them hath the 
spark of the fire. 23 And these three men, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-Nego, have fall' 
en down in the midst of the burning fiery fur¬ 
nace-bound. 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king hath been 
astonished, and hath risen in haste; be hath 
answered and said to his counsellors, ‘ Have 
we not cast three men into the midst of the 
fire—bound?’ They have answered and are 
saying to the king, ‘ Certainly, 0 king.’ 23 He 
auswered and hath Baid, 4 Lo, lam seeing four 
men loose, walking in the midst of the fire, 
and they have no nurt; and the appearance 
of the fourth is like to a son of the gods.’ 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar hath drawn near 
to the gate of the burning fiery furnace ; he 
hath answered and said, 4 Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-Nego, servants of God Most High, 
come forth, yea, comethen come forth do 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-Nego, from the 
midst of the fire ; 97 and gathered together, the 
satraps, the prefects, and the governors, and 
the counsellors of the king, are seeing these 
men, that the fire hath no power over their 
bodies, and the hair of their head hath not 
been singed, and their coats have not changed, 
and the smell of fire hath not passed on them. 

w Nebuchadnezzar hath answered and hath 
said, ‘Blessed is the God of Shadrach, Me¬ 
shach, and Abed-Nego, who bath sent His 
messenger, and hath delivered His servants 
who trusted on Him, and the word of the king 
changed, and gave up their bodies that they 
might not serve nor ao obeisance to any god 
except to their own God. 29 And by me a de¬ 
cree is made, that any people, natiou, and 
language, that doth speak erroneously con- 
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cerning the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-Nego, pieces he is made, and its house is 
made a dunghill, because that there is no 
other god who is able thus to deliver.’ 30 Then 
the king hath caused Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-Nego, to prosper in the province of 
Babylon. 

IV. 1 ‘ NEBUCHADNEZZAR the king to 
all peoples, nations, and languages, who are 
dwelling in all the earth: Your peace be great! 

2 The signs and wonders that God Most Higli 
hath done with me, it is good before me to 
shew. 3 His signs how great! and His won¬ 
ders how mighty ! His kingdom is a kingdom 
age-during, and His rule is with generation 
and generation. 

4 ‘I, Nebuchadnezzar, have been at rest in 
my house, and flourishing in my palace : 5 a 
dream I have seen, and it maketh me afraid, 
and the conceptions on my bed, and the visions 
of my head, do trouble me. 6 And by me a 
decree is made, to cause all the wise men of 
Babylon to come up before me, that the in¬ 
terpretation of the dream they may cause me 
to know. 7 Then coming up are the scribes, the 
enchanters, the Chaldeans, and the sooth¬ 
sayers, and the dream I have told before them, 
and its interpretation they are not making 
known to me. 8 And at last come up before 
me hath Daniel, whose name is Belteshazzar 
—according to the name of my god—and in 
whom is the spirit of the holy gods, and the 
dream before him I have told: 

9 * 0 Belteshazzar, master of the scribes, as 
I have known that the spirit of the holy gods 
is in thee, and no secret doth press thee, the 
visions of my dream that I have seen, and its 
interpretation, tell 10 As to the visions of 
my head on my bed, I was looking, and lo, 
ft tree in the midst of the earth, and its height 
is great: 11 become great hath the tree, yea, 
strong, aud its height doth reach to the hea¬ 
vens, and its vision to the end of the whole 
land; 12 its leaves are fair, and its budding 
great, and food for all is in it: under it take 
Bhade doth the beast of the field, and in its 
boughs dwell do the birds of the heavens, and 
of it fed are all flesh. 

13 * I was looking, in the visions of my head 
on my bed, and lo, a sifter, even a bolyonc, 
from the heavens is coming down. 14 He is 
calling mightily, and thus hath said, Cut 
down the tree, and cutoff its branches, nhake 
off its leives, and scatter its budding, move 
away let the beast from under it, and the 
birds from off its branches; 18 but the stump 
of its roots leave in the earth, eveD with a 
band of iron and brass, in the tender grass of 
the field, and with the dew of the heavens is 
it wet, and with the beasts is his portion in 
the herb of the earth; 16 his heart from man’s

18 ‘This dream I have seen, I king Nebuc¬ 
hadnezzar; aud thou, 0 Belteshazzar, the in¬ 
terpretation tell, because that all the wise 
men of my kingdom are not able to cause me 
to know the interpretation, and thou art able, 
for the spirit of the holy gods is in thee. 

19 ‘ Then Daniel, whose name is Belteshaz¬ 

zar, hath been astonished about one hour, and 
his thoughts do trouble him; the king hath 
answered and said, 0 Belteshazzar, let Dot 
the dream and its interpretation trouble thee. 
Belteshazzar hath answered and said, My lord, 
the dream—to those hating tliee, and its in¬ 
terpretation—to thine enemies !

23 and that which the king hath seen—a sifter, 
even a holy one, coming down from the hea¬ 
vens, and he hath Baid, Cut down the tree, 
and destroy it; but the stump of its roots 
leave in the earth, eveD with a band of iron 
and brass, in the tender grass of the held, and 
with the dew of the heavens it is wet, and 
with the beast of the field w his portion, till 
that seven times pass over him. 

24 ‘This is the interpretation, 0 king, and 
the decree of the Most High it is that hath 
come against my lord the lung: 25 and they are 
driving thee away from men, aud with the 
beast of the Held is thy dwelling, and the 
herb as oxen they do cause thee to eat, and 
by the dew of the heavens they are wetting 
thee, and seven times do pass over thee, till 
that thou knowest that the Most High is 
ruler in the kingdom of men, aud to whom He 
willeth He giveth it.

27 ‘ Therefore, 0 king, let my counsel be ac¬ 
ceptable unto thee, and thy sins by righteous¬ 
ness break off, and thy perversity by pitying 
the poor, lo, it is a lengthening of thine ease. 

28 'All—hath come on Nebuchadnezzar the 
king. 

29 ‘At the end of twelve months, on the 

alace of the kingdom of Babylon he hath 

een walking; 90 the king hath answered and 

said, Is not this that great Babylon that I 
have built, for the house of the kingdom, in the 
might of my strength, and for the glory of mino 
honour? 

31 1 While the word is in the king’s mouth a 
voice from the heavens hath fallen: To thee 
they are saying: 0 Nebuchadnezzar the king, 
the kingdom hath passed from thee, 32 and 
from men they are driving thee away, and 
with the beast of the held is thy dwelling, the 
herb as oxen they do cause thee to eat, and 
seven times do pasB over thee, till that thou 
knowest that the Most High is ruler in the 
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kingdom of men, and to whom He willetli He 
givcth it. 

33 1 In that hour the thine hath been fulfill¬ 
ed ou Nebuchadnezzar, and from men he is 
driven, and the herb as oxen he eateth, and 
by the dew of the heavens his hody is wet, 
till that his hair as eagles’ hath become great, 
and his nails as birds.’ 

34 ‘And at the end of the days I, Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar, mine eyes to the heavens have lifted 
up, and mine understanding unto me return- 
eth, and the Most High I have blessed, and 
the Age-during Living One I have praised aud 
honoured, whose dominion is a dominion age- 
during, and His kingdom with generation and 
generation; “ and all who are dwelling ou the 
earth as nothing are reckoned, and according 
to his will He is doing among the forces of 
the heavens and those dwelling on the earth, 
and there is nonethatdoth clap with his hand, 
and saith to Him, What hast Thou done ? 

36 * At that time my understanding doth re¬ 
turn unto me, and forthegloryof mykingdom, 
my honour and my brightness doth return un¬ 
to me, aud to me my counsellors and my great 
men do seek, and over my kingdom I have 
been made right, and abundant greatness hath 
been added to me. 

97 * Now, I, Nebuchadnezzar, am praising 
and exalting and honouring the King of the 
heavens, for all His works are truth, and His 
paths judgment, and those walking in pride 
He is able to humble.’ 

V. 1 BELSHAZZAR the king hath made a 
great feast to a thousand of his great men, 
and before the thousand he is drinking wine; 
a Belshazzar hath said—while tasting the wine 
—to bring in the vessels of gold and of silver 
that Nebuchadnezzar his father had taken 
from the temple that is in Jerusalem, that 
drink with them may the king, and his great 
men. his wives, and his concubines. 

8 Then they have brought in the vessels of 
gold that had been taken out of the temple 
of the house of God that is in Jerusalem, and 
drunk with them have the king and his gTeat 
men, hia wives and his concubines • 4 they 
have drunk wine, and have praised the gods 
of gold, and of silver, of brass, of iron, of 
wood, and of stone. 

8 In that hour come forth have fingers of a 
man’s band, and they are writing over-against 
the candlestick, on the plaster of the wall of 
the king’s palace: and the king is seeing the 
extremity of the hand that is writing; “then 
the king’s countenance hath changed, and his 
thoughts do trouble him, and the joints of his 
loins are loosed, and his knees are smiting one 
against another. 

7 CaU doth the king mightily, to bring up 
the enchanters, the Chaldeans, and the sooth¬ 
sayers. Answered hath the king, and said to 
the wise men of Babylon, that, ‘Any man 
who doth read thiB writing, and its interpre¬ 
tation doth shew me, purple he putteth on. 
and a bracelet of gold is on his neck, and third 
in the kingdom he doth rule.’ 

8 Then coming up are all the wise men of the 
king, and they are not able to read the writing, 
and the interpretation to make known to the 
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king ; 9 then the king Belshazzar is greatly 
troubled, and his countenance.is changing in 
him. and his great men are perplexed. 

1,1 The queen, on account of the words of 
the king and his great men, to the banquet- 
house hath come up. Answered hath the 
queen, aud said, * O king, to the ages live ; let 
not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor thy count¬ 
enance be changed: 11 there is a man in thy 
kingdom in whom is the spirit of the holy 
gods: and, in the days of tliy father, light, 
and understanding, and wisdom — as the 
wisdom of the gods—was found in him; and 
king Nebuchadnezzar thy father, chief of the 
scribes, enchanters, Chaldeans, soothsayers, 
established him—thy father, 0 king—be¬ 
cause that an excellent spirit, and knowledge, 
and understanding, interpreting of dreams, 
and showing of enigmas, and loosing of knots 
was found in him, in Daniel, whose name the 
king made Belteshazzar: now let Daniel 1^ 
called, and the interpretation he doth show.’ 

13 Then Dauiel hath been caused to come 
up before the king * answered hath the king, 
and said to Daniel, ‘ Thou art that Daniel 
who art of the sons of the Removed of Judah, 
whom the king my father brought in out of 
Judah? 14 And I have heard of thee, that 
the spirit of the gods is in thee, and light, 
andunderstanding, and excellent wisdom have 
been found in thee. 

10 ‘And now. caused to come up before me 
have been the wise men, the enchanters, that 
this writing they may read, and its interpre¬ 
tation to cause me to know: and they are not 
able to shew the interpretation of the thing: 
10 and I—I have heard of thee, that thou art 
able to give interpretations, and to loose knots: 
now, lo—thou art able to read the writing, and 
its interpretation to cause me to know—-mirpla 
thou dost put ou, and a bracelet of gold is on 
thy neck, and third in the kingdom thou dost 
rule.* 

17 Then hath Daniel answered and said be¬ 
fore the king, ‘Thy gifts be to thyself, and 
thy fee to another give; nevertheless, the 
writing I do read to the king, and the inter- 

S retation I causehim to know; 10 thou, Oking, 
rod Most Hi"h, a kingdom, and greatness, 
and glory, and honour, gave to Nebuchadnezzar 
thy father: 19 and because of the greatness 
that He gave to him, all peoples, nations, and 
languages were trembling and fearing before 
him: whom he willed he was Blaymg, and 
whom he willed he was keeping alive, and 
whom he willed he was raising up, and whom 
he willed he was making low ; 20 and when his 
heart was high, and his spirit was strong to 
act proudly, he hath been caused to come down 
from the tnrone of his kingdom, and his glory 
they have caused to pass away from nim, 
2J and from the sons of men he is driven, and 
his heart with the beasts hath been like, and 
with the wild asses is his dwelling; the herb 
like oxen they cause him to eat, and by the 
dew of the heavens is his body wet, till that 
he hath known that God Most High is ruler 
in the kingdom of men, and whom He willetli 
He raiseth up over it. 

93 * And thou, his son, Belshazzar, hast not 
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humbled thy heart, though all this thou hast 
known ; 23 and against the Lord of the heavens 
thou hast lifted up thyself • and the vessels of 
His house they have brought in before thee, 
and thou, and thy great men, thy;wives, and 
thy concubines, are drinking wine with them, 
aud gods of Bilver, and of gold, of brass, of 
iron, of wood, and of atone, that are not see¬ 
ing, nor hearing, nor knowing, thou hast 
raised: and the God in whose hand is thy 
reath, and all thy ways, Him thou hast not 
honoured. 

w ‘ Then from before Him sent is the ex¬ 
tremity of the hand, and the writing is noted 
down ; 25 and this is the writing that is noted 
down: Numbered, Numbered, Weighed, and 
Divided. 26 This is the interpretation of the 
thing: Numbered—God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and hath finished it. 77 Weighed— 
Thou art weighed in the balances, and hast 
been found lacking. 28 Divided—Divided is 
thy kingdom, and it hath been given to the 
Medes and Persians.’ 

29 Then hath Belshazzar said, and they have 
clothed Daniel with purple, and a bracelet of 
gold is ou his neck, and they have proclaimed 
concerning him that he is the third ruler in 
the kingdom. 30 In that night Belshazzar 
king of the Chaldeans is slain, and Darius the 
Meae hath received the kingdom, when a son 
of sixty and two years. 

VI. 1 IT hath been good before Darius, and 
he hath established over the kingdom satraps 
—a hundred and twenty—that they may be 
throughout the whole kingdom, 2 and higher 
than they three presidents, of whom Daniel 
is first, that these satraps may give to them 
an account, and the king have no loss. 3 Tben 
this Daniel hath been overseer over the pre¬ 
sidents and satraps, because that an excellent 
spirit is in him, and the king hath thought to 
establish him over the whole kingdom. 

4 Then the presidents and satraps have been 
seeking to find a cause of complaint against 
Daniel concerning the kingdom, ana any 
cause of complaint and corruptiou they are 
not able to find, because that he is faithful, 
and any error and corruption have not been 
found iu him. 5 Then these men are saying, 
‘We do not find against this Daniel any cause 
of complaint, except we have found it against 
him iD the law of his God. 1 

6 Then these presidents and satraps have 
assembled near the king, and thus they are 
saying to him: *0 king Darius, !to the ages 
live! 7 Taken counsel have all the presidents 
of the kingdom, the prefects, and the satraps, 
the counsel lore, and the governors, to establish 
a royal statute, and to strengthen an interdict, 
that any who seeketh a petition from any god 
and man until thirty days, B&ve of thee, 0 
king, is cast into a den of lions. 8 Now, 0 
king, thou dost establish the interdict, and 
sign the writing, that it is not to be changed, 
as a law of Meaia and Persia, that doth not 
pas&away. ’ 

“^Therefore king Darius hath signed the 
writing and interdict. 

10 And Daniel, wheu he hath known that 
the writing is signod, hath gone up to hie 


house, and the window being opened for him, 
in his upper chamber, over-agaiust Jerusalem, 
three times in a day he is kneeling on his 
knees, and praying, and confessing before hiE 
God, because that lie was doing it Before this. 

11 Then these men have assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and entreating grace 
before bis God; 12 then they have come near, 
yea, they are saying before the king concern¬ 
ing the king’s interdict: ‘Hast thou not signed 
an interdict, that any man who seeketh from 
any god and man until thirty days, save of 
thee, 0 king, is cast into a den of lions?' 
Answered hath the king, and said, ‘ The thing 
is certain as a law of Media and Persia, that 
doth not pasB away.* 13 Then they have an¬ 
swered, yea, they are saying before the king, 
that, * Daniel, who is of the sons of the Re¬ 
moved of Judah, hath not placed on thee, 0 
king, any regard, nor on the interdict that 
thou hast signed, and three times in a day he 
is seeking Ins petition.’ 

14 Then the king, when he hath heard the 
matter, js greatly displeased at himself, and 
on Daniel he hath set the heart to deliver 
him, and till the going up of the sun he was 
arranging to deliver him. # 1& Then these men 
have assembled near the king, and are saying 
to the king, * Know, 0 king, that the law of 
Media and Persia is: That any interdict and 
statute that the king doth establish is not to 
be changed.* 

16 Then the king hath said, and they havo 
brought Daniel, and have cast him into a den 
of lions. The king hath answered and Baid 
to Daniel, 1 Thy God, whom thou art serving 
continually, Himself doth deliver thee.’ J7 And 
a stone hath been brought and placed at the 
mouth of the den, and the king hath sealed 
it with his signet, and with the signet of his 
great men, that the purpose be not changed 
concerning Daniel. 

18 Then hath tho king gone to his palace, 
and he hath passed the night fasting, and 
dahavan have uot been^brought up before him, 
and his sleep hath fied/rom off him. 

19 Then doth the king rise in the early morn¬ 
ing, at the light, and in haste to the den of 
lions he hath gone; 20 and at his coming near 
to the den, to Daniel, with a grieved voice, he 
crieth. The king hath answered and said to 
Daniel, 0 Daniel, servant of the living God, 
thy God, whom thou art serving continually, 
is He able to deliver thee from the lions ?’ 

21 Then Daniel hath spoken with the king: 
* 0 king, to the ages live: 22 my God hath Bent 
His messenger, andhath shut the lions’ mouths, 
and they have not injured me: because that 
before Him purity hath been found in me; 
aud also before thee, 0 king, injury I have 
not done.’ 23 Then was the king very glad 
for him, and he hath commanded Daniel to be 
taken up out of the den, and Daniel hath 
been taken up out of the den, aud no injury 
hath been found in him, because he hath 
believed in his God. 24 And the king hath 
said, and they have brought those meu who 
had accused Daniel, and to the den of lions 
they have cast them, they, their sous, and 
their wives; and they have not come to the 
lower part of the den till that the lions have 
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power over them, and all their bones they have 
broken small. 

53 Then Darius the king hath written to all 
the peoples, nations, and languages, who are 
dwelling in all the land: ‘Your peace be 
great! 56 From before me is made a decree, 
that in every dominion of mv kingdom they 
are trembling and fearing before the God of 
Dauiel, for He is the living God, and abiding 
to the ages, and His kingdom that which is not 
destroyed, and His dominion is unto the end. 
37 A deliverer, and rescuer, and doer of signs 
and wonders in the heavens and in earth is 
He who hath delivered Daniel from the paw 
of the lions.’ 20 And this Daniel hath pros¬ 
pered in the reign of Darius, and in the reign 
of Cyrus the Persian. 

VII. the first year of Belshazzar king 
of Babylon, Daniel hath seen a dream, ana 
the visions of his head on his bed, then the 
dream he hath written, the chief of the things 
be hath said. ^Answered hatn Daniel and 
said, ‘ I was seeing in my vision by night, and 
lo, the four winds of the heavens are co min g 
forth to the great sea; 3 and four great beasts 
are coming up from the sea, diverse one from 
another. 4 The first is like a lion, and it hath 
an eagle’s wings. I was seeing till that its 
wings have been plucked, ana it hath been 
lifted up from the earth, and on feet as a man 
it hath been caused to stand, and a heart of 
man i9 given to it. 5 And lo, another beast, a 
second, li ke to a bear, and to the same authority 
it hath been raised, and three ribs are in its 
mouth, between its teeth, and thus they are 
saying to it, Rise, consume much flesh. 

'’‘After this I was seeing, and lo, another 
like a leopard, and it hath four wings of a fowl 
on its back, and four heads hath the beast, 
and dominion is given to it. 

7 ‘After this I was seeing in the visions of 
the night, and lo, a fourth beast, terrible and 
fearful, and exceedingly strong; and it hath 
iron teeth very great, it hath consumed, yea, 
it doth break small, and the remnant with its 
feet it hath trampled ; and it is diverse from 
all the beasts that are before it; and it hath 
ten horns. 

8 ‘I was considering about the horns, and lo, 
another horn, a little one, hath come up be¬ 
tween them, and three of the first horns have 
been eradicated from before it, and lo, eyes 
as the eyes of man are in this horn, and a 
mouth speaking great things. 

3 * I was seeiug till that thrones have been 
thrown down, aDd the Ancient of Days is 
scatedj His garment as snow is white, and 
the hair of his head is as pure wool, His throne 
flames of fire, its wheels burning Are. 10 A 
flood of fire is proceeding and coming forth 
from before Him, a thousand thousands do 
serve Him, and a myriad of myriads before 
Him do rise up, the Judge is seated, and the 
hooks have been opened. 

11 ‘ I was seeing, then, because of the voice 
of the great words that the horn is speaking. 

I was seeing till that the beast is slain, and 
his body hath been destroyed, and given to 
tLe burning fire ; 12 and the rest of the beasts 
have caused their dominion to pass away, and 
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a prolongation in life is given to them, till a 
season and a time. 

13 ' I was seeing in the visions of the night, 
and lo, with the clouds of the heavens as a 
son of man was one coming, and unto the An¬ 
cient of Days he hath come, and before Him 
they have brought him near. 14 Audtohim 
is given dominion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
and all peoples, nations, and languages do 
serve him, his dominion is a dominion age- 
during, that passeth not away, and his king¬ 
dom that which is not destroyed. 

15 ‘Pierced hath been my spirit—I, Daniel— 
in the midst of the sheath, and the visions of 
my head trouble me ; 16 1 have drawn nep un¬ 
to one of those standing, and the certainty I 
seek from him of all this; and he hath said to 
me, yea, the interpretation of the things he 
hath caused me to know: 

17 ‘These great beasts, that are four, are 
four kiugs, they rise up from the earth; 10 and 
receive the kingdom do the saints of the Most 
High, and they strengthen the kingdom unto 
the age. even unto the age of the ages. 

10 ‘Then 1 wished for certainty concerning 
the fourth beast, that was diverse from them 
all, fearful exceedingly; its teeth of iron, and 
its nails of brass, it hath devoured t it doth 
break Bmall, and the remnant with its feet it 
hath trampled; 20 and concerning the ten 
horns that are in its heads, and of the other 
that came up, and before which three havs 
fallen, even of that horn that hath eyes, and 
a mouth speaking great things, and whose ap¬ 
pearance is great above its companions. 

21 * I was seeing, and this horn is making 
war with the saiuts, and hath prevailed over 
them, 22 till that the Ancient of Days hath 
come, and judgment is given to the saints of 
the Most High, and the time hath come, and 
the saints have strengthened the kingdom. 

23 ‘Thus he said: The fourth beast is the 
fourth kingdom in the earth, that is diverse 
from all kingdoms, and it consumeth all the 
earth, and treadeth it down, and breaketh it 
small. 24 And the ten horns out of the king¬ 
dom are ten kings, they rise, and another doth 
rise after them, and it is diverse from the for¬ 
mer, and three kings ithumbletli j 23 and words 
as an adversary of the Most High it doth 
speak, and the saints of the Most High it doth 
wear out, and it hopeth to change seasons and 
law; and they are given into its hand, till a 
time, and times, ana a division of a time. 

20 ‘And the Judge is seated, and its do¬ 
minion they cause to pass away, to cut off, 
and to destroy—unto the end; 27 and the king¬ 
dom, and the dominion, even the greatness of 
the kingdom under the whole heavens, is 
given to the people—the saints of the Most 
High, Hisjringdom is a kingdom age-during, 
and all dominions do serve and obey Him. 

28 ‘ Hitherto ie the end of the matter. I, 
Daniel, greatly do my thoughts trouble me. 
and my countenance is .changed on me, ana 
the matter in my heart I have kept. 

VIII. 1 ‘ IN the third year of the reign of 
Belshazzar the king, a vision hath appeared 
unto me—I Daniel—after that which nad ap¬ 
peared unto me at the beginning. a And I see 
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DanieCs vision of the 

in a vision, and it cometh to pass, in my see- 
in g.and I am in Shushan the palace that is 
in Elam the province, and I see in a vision, 
and I have been by the stream Ulai. 3 And 
I lift up mine eyes, and look, and lo, a certain 
ram is standing before the stream, and it hath 
two horns, and the two horns are high; and 
the one is higher than the other, and the high 
one is coming up last. 4 1 have seen the 
ram pushing westward, and northward, and 
southward, and no living creatures do stand 
before it, and there is none delivering out of 
its hand, and it hath done according to its 
pleasure, and hath exerted itself. 

6 ‘ And I have been considering, and lo, a 
young he-goat hath come from the west, over 
the face of the whole earth, whom none is 
touching in the earth; as to the young he- 
goat, a conspicuous horn is between its eyes. 

& And it cometh unto the ram possessing the 
two horns, that I had seen standing before the 
stream, and runneth unto it in the fury of its 
power. 7 And I have seen it coining near the 
ram, and it becometh embittered at it, and 
smiteth the ram. and breaketh its two horns, 
and there hath been no power in the ram to 
stand before it, and it casteth it to the earth, 
and trampleth it down, and there hath been 
no deliverer to the ram out of its power. 

8 ‘ And the young he-goat hath exerted it¬ 
self very much, and when it is strong, broken 
hath been the great horn; and come up doth 
a vision of four in its place, at the four winds 
of theheavens. 9 And from tne one of themcome 
forth hath a little horn, and it exerteth itself 
greatly toward the south, and toward the 
east, and toward the beauteous land ; 10 yea. 
it exerteth unto the host of the heavens, and 
causeth to fall to the earth of the host, and of 
the stars, and trampleth them down. 11 And 
unto the prince of the host it exerteth itself, 
and by it taken away hath been the continual 
sacrifice , and thrown down the base of his 
sanctuary. 19 And the host is given up, with 
the continual sacrifice , through transgression, 
and it throweth down truth to the earth, ana 
it hath worked, and prospered. 

13 ‘ And 1 hear a certain holy one Bpeakmg, 
and a certain holy one saith to the wonderful 
numberer who is speaking: Till when is the 
vision of the continual saaifice, and of the 
transgression, an astonishment, to make both 
sanctuary and host a treading down ? 14 And 
he saith unto me, Till evening—morning two 
thousand and three hundred, then is the holy 
place declared right. 

16 ‘ And it cometh to pass in my seeing—I, 
Daniel—the vision, that I require understand¬ 
ing, and lo, standing over-against me is as the 
appearance of a mighty one. 16 And I hear a 
voice of man between the banks o/Ulai, and 
he calleth and Baith: Gabriel, cause this one 
to understand the appearance. 17 And he com¬ 
eth in near my station, and at his coming in I 
have been afraid, and I fall on my face, and 
he saith. unto me: Understand, son of man, 
for at the time of the end is the vision. 18 And 
in his .speaking with me, I have been in a 
trance on my face, on the earth; and he com¬ 
eth against me, and causeth me to stand on 
my station, 10 and saith: Lo, I—1 am causing 
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thee to know that which is in the latter end 
of the indignation; for, at the appointed time 
is the end. 

20 * The ram that thou hast seen possessing 
two horns, are the kings of Media and Persia. 
21 And the young he-goat, the hairy one, is the 
king of Javan; and the great horn that is be¬ 
tween its eyeB is the first king; 22 and that 
being broken, stand up do four in its place, 
four kingdoms from the nation do stand up, 
and not in its power. 

23 4 And in the latter end of their kingdom, 
about the perfecting of the transgressors, stand 
up doth a King, fierce of face, and understand¬ 
ing hidden things; 54 and bis power hath been 
mighty, and not by his own power; and won¬ 
derful things he destroyeth, and he hath pros¬ 
pered, and wrought, and destroyed mighty 
ones, and the people of the Holy Ones. 

25 ‘ And by his understanding he hath also 
caused deceit to prosper in his hand, and in 
his heart he exerteth himself, and by ease'he 
destroyeth many; and against the prince of 
rinces he standeth—and without hand he is 
roken. 26 And the appearance of the evening 
and of the morning, that is told, is true; and 
thou, hide thou the vision, for it is after many 
days.’ 

57 And I, Daniel, have been, yea, 1 became 
sick for days, and I rise, aud do the king’s 
work, and am astonished at the appearance, 
and there is none understanding, 

IX. 1 IN the first year of Darius, son of 
Ahasuerus, of the seed of the Medes, who hath 
been made king over the kingdom of the Chal¬ 
deans, 2 in the first year of his reign, I, Daniel, 
have understood by books the number of the 
years, (in that a word of Jehovah bath been 
unto Jeremiah the prophet,) concerning the 
fulfilling of the wastes of Jerusalem—seventy 
years; 3 and I set my face unto the Lord God, 
to seek by prayer and supplications, with fast¬ 
ing, and sackcloth, and ashes. 

4 And I pray to Jehovah my God, and con¬ 
fess. and say: ‘ I beseech Thee, 0 Lord God, 
the great ana the fearful, keeping the cove¬ 
nant and the kindness to those loviDg Him, 
and to those keeping His commands ; 5 we 
have sinned, and done perversely, and done 
wickedly, and rebelled, to turn aside from Thy 
commands, and from Tby judgments: 6 and we 
have not hearkened unto Thy servants, the 
prophets, who have Bpoken in Thy name unto 
our kings, our heads, and our fathers, and to 
all the people of the land. 

7 4 To Thee, 0 Lord, is the righteousness, 
and to us the shame of face, as at this day, to 
the tnen of Judah, and to the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and to all Israel, who are near, 
and who are far off, in all the lands whither 
Thou hast driven them, in their trespass that 
they have trespassed against Thee. 

8 r O Lord, to us is the shame of face, to our 
kings, to our heads, and to our fathers, in that 
we nave sinned against Thee. 

91 To the Lord our God are the mercies and 
the forgivenesses, for we have rebelled against 
Him, 19 and have not hearkened to the voice 
of Jehovah our God, to walk in His laws, that 
He hath set before ua by the hand of His ser* 
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vauta the prophets; 11 and all Israel have 
transgressed Tny law, to turn aside so as not 
to liearken to Thy voice; and poured on us is 
the execration, and the oath, that is written 
in the law of Moses, servant of God, because 
we have sinued against Him. 

y - ‘And He confirmeth His words that He 
hath spoken against us, and against our judges 
who have judged us, to bring in upon us great 
evil, in that it hath not been done under the 
whole heavens as it hath been done in Jeru¬ 
salem, 13 as it is written in the law of Moses, 
all this evil hath come upon us, and we have 
not appeased the face of Jehovah our God to 
turn back from our iniquities, and to act wise¬ 
ly in Thy truth. 14 And Jehovah doth watch 
for the evil, and bringeth it upon us, for righte¬ 
ous is Jehovah our God concerning all His 
works that He hath done, and we nave not 
hearkened to His voice. 18 And now, 0 Lord 
our God, who hast brought forth Thy people 
from the land of Egypt by a strong hand, and 
dost make for Thee a name as at this day, we 
have sinned, we have done wickedly. 

16 ‘ 0 Lord, according to all Thy righteous 
acts, let turn back, I pray Thee, Thine anger 
and Thy fury from Tny city Jerusalem, Thy 
holy mount, for by our sins, and by the ini¬ 
quities of our fathers, Jerusalem and Thy 
i>eople are for a reproach to all our neighbours; 
" aud now, hearken, 0 our God, unto the 
prayer of Thy servant, and unto his supplica¬ 
tions, aud cause Thy face to shine on Tliv 
sanctuary that is desolate, for the Lord's 
sake. 

19 4 Incline, 0 my God, Thine ear, and hear, 
open Thine eyes and see our desolations,and the 
city on which Thy name is called; for not for 
our righteous acts are we causiug our suppli¬ 
cations to fall before Thee, but ior Thy mer¬ 
cies that are many. 19 0 Lord, hear, 0 Lord, 
forgive; 0 Lord, attend and do; do not delay, 
for Thine own sake, 0 my God, for Thy name 
is called on Thy city, ana on Thy people.’ 

20 And while I am speaking, and praying, 
and confessing my Bin, and the sin of my peo¬ 
ple Israel, and causiug my supplication to fall 
before Jehovah my God, for tlie holy mount 
of my God, 21 yea, while I am speaking in 
prayer, then that one Gabriel, whom I had 
seen in vision at the commencement, being 
caused to Hy swiftly, is coming unto me at the 
time of the evening present. 

22 And he giveth understanding, aud epeak- 
etli with me, andsaith, ‘0 Daniel, now ihave 
come forth to cause thee to consider under¬ 
standing wisely; 23 at the commencement of thv 
supplications hath the word come forth, and 
1 have come to declare it , for thou art greatly 
desired, and understand thou concerning the 
matter, and consider concerning the appear¬ 
ance. 

24 4 Seventy weeks are determined for thy 
people, and for thy holy city, to shut up the 
transgression, and to seal up sins, and to 
cover iniquity, aud to briug iu righteousness 
age-during, and to seal up visiou aud prophet, 
aud to anoint the holy of holies. 26 And thou 
dost know, and dost consider wisely, from the 
going forth of the word to restore and to build 
Jerusalem till Messiah the Leader is seveu 
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weeks, aud sixty and two weeks: the broad 
place hath been built again, aud the rampart, 
even in the distress of the'times. 26 And 
after the sixty and two weeks, cut off is Mes¬ 
siah, and the city and the holy place are not 
his, the Leader who hath come doth destroy 
the people; and its end w with a flood, and 
till tlie end us war, determined are desolations. 
27 And he hath strengthened a covenant with 
many—one week, ana in the midst of the week 
he causeth sacrifice and present to cease, and 
by the wing of abominations he is making 
desolate, even till the consummation, and 
that which is determined is poured on the 
desolate one.’ 

X. 1 IN the third year of Cyrus king of 
Persia, a thing is revealed to Daniel, whose 
name is called Belteshazzar, and the thing is 
true, and the warfare is great: and he hath 
understood the thing, and hath understanding 
about the appearance. 

2 4 In those days, I, Daniel, have been mourn¬ 
ing three weeks of days; 8 desirable bread I 
have not eaten, and flesh and wine hath not 
come in unto my mouth, and I have not an¬ 
ointed myself at all, till the completion of 
three weeks of days. 

4 4 And in the twenty and fourth day of the 
first month, I have been by the side of the 
great river, that is Hiddekel: 8 and I lift up 
mine eyes, and look, and lo, a certain one 
clothed iu linen, and liis loins girt with pure 
gold of Uphaz, 6 and his body as a beryl, and 
his face as the appearance of lightning, and 
his eyes as lamps of fire, and his anna and 
his feet as the aspect of bright brass, and 
the voice of his words as the voice of a multi¬ 
tude. 

7 ‘And 1 have seen—I, Daniel, by myself— 
the appearance: and the men who have been 
with me have not seen the appearance, but a 
great trembling hath fallen on them, and they 
flee to be hidden; 3 and I have been left by 
myself, and I see this great appearance, and 
there hath been no power left m me, and my 
honour hath been turned in me to corruption, 
yea, I have not retained power. 

04 And I hear the voice of his words, and 
when I hear the voice of his words, then I 
have been in a trance on my face, and my 
face is to the earth; 10 and lo, a hand hath 
come against me, and skaketh me on my knees 
and the palms of my bauds. 

114 And he saith unto me: Daniel, man 
greatly desired, attend to the words that I am 
speaking unto thee, and stand on thy station, 
for now I have been sent unto thee. 

4 And when he speaketli with me this word, 
I have stood trembling. 12 And he saith unto 
me: Do not fear, Daniel, for from the first day 
that thou didst give thy heart to understand, 
and to humble thyself before thy God, thy 
words have been heard, and I have come be¬ 
cause of thy words. 

13 4 And the head of the kingdom of Persia 
is standing over-against me twenty aud one 
days, and To, Michael, first of the. chief heads, 
hath come in to help me, and 1 have remained 
there near the kings of Persia; 14 aud l have 
come to cause tlieu to understand that which 
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doth happen to thy people io the latter end of 
the days, for yet the vision is after days. 

15 ' And when he speaketh with me about 
these things, I have set my face toward the 
earth, and have been silent; 16 and lo, as the 
mannerof thesonsofmen, heis striking against 
my lips, and I open my mouth, and I Bpeak, 
and say unto him who is standing over-againBt 
me: My lord, by the appearance turned have 
been my pangs against me, and I have re¬ 
tained no power. 17 And how is the servant 
of this my lord able to speak with this my 
lord? as for me, henceforth there remaineth 
in me no power, yea, breath hath not been 
left in me. 

18 4 And headdeth, and striketh against me, 
as the appearance of a man, and strengthen- 
eth me, 19 and he eaith: Do not fear, O man 
greatly desired, peace to thee, be strong, yea, 
be strong ; and when he speaketh with me, I 
have strengthened myself, and I say, Let my 
lord speak, for thou hast strengthened me. 
20 And he saith, Hast thou known why I have 
tome unto thee ? and now I turn back to light 
with the head of Persia; yea, I am going forth, 
and lo, the head of Javan hath come; 21 but 
I declare to thee that which is noted down in 
the Writing of Truth, and there is not one 
itrengthening himself with me, concerning 
these, except Michael your head. 

XI. 1 4 AND I, in the first year of Darius 
the Mede, my standing is for a strengthened 
and for a stronghold to him ; 2 and, now, truth 
I declare to thee, Lo, yet three kings are 
staudiug for Persia, and the fourth doth be¬ 
come far richer than all, and according to his 
strength by his riches he stirreth up the whole, 
with the kingdom of Javan. 3 And a mighty 
kiug hath stood, and he hath ruled a great do¬ 
minion, and hath done according to his will; 
4 and according to his standiug is his kingdom 
broken, and divided to the four winds of the 
heavens, and uot to his posterity, nor accord¬ 
ing to his dominion that he ruled, for his 
kingdom is plucked up—and for others apart 
from these. 

5 4 And a king of the south—even of his 
princes—doth become strong, and doth prevail 
against him, and hath ruled; a great dominion 
is his dominion, 

9 * And at the end of years they do join them¬ 
selves together, and a daughter of the king of 
the south doth come in unto the king of the 
north to do upright things ; and she doth not 
retain the power of the arm; and he doth not 
Btand, nor his arm; and she is given up, she. 
and those bringing her in, and her child!, ana 
he who is strengthening her in these times. 

7 * And one hath stood up from a branch of 
her roots, jn his station, ana he cometh in un¬ 
to the bulwark, yea, he cometh into a strong* 
hold of the king of the south, and hath wrought 
against them, and hath done mightily ; 6 and 
also their gods, with their princes, with their 
desirable vessels of silver and gold, into cap¬ 
tivity he bringeth into Egypt; aud he doth 
Btand more years than the king of the north. 

9 4 And the king of the south hath come into 
the kingdom, and turned back unto his own 
land ; 19 and his sous stir themselves up, and 


have gathered a multitude of great forces, and 
he hath certainly come in, aud overflowed, and 
passed through , and he turneth back, aud 
they Btir themselves up unto his stronghold. 
11 And the king of the south doth become em¬ 
bittered, and hath'gone forth and fought with 
him, with the king of the north, and hath 
caused a great multitude to stand, and the 
multitude hath been given intohis hand, 12 and 
he hath carried away the multitude, his heart 
is high, and he hath caused myriads to fall, 
and he doth not become Btrong. 

13 ‘ And the king of the north hath turned 
back, and hath caused a multitude to stand, 
greater than the first, and at the end of the 
times a second time he doth certainly come in 
with a great force, and withuinuch Bubstauce; 
14 and in those times many do stand up against 
the king of the south, and sons of the destroyers 
of thy people do lift themselves up to estab¬ 
lish tne vision—and they have Btumbled. 

15 * And the king of the north cometh in, and 
poureth out a mount, and hath captured fenced 
cities ; and the arms of the south do not stand, 
nor the people of his choice, yea, there is no 
power to stand. 16 And he who is coming un¬ 
to him doth according to his will, and there is 
none standing before him; and he standeth in 
the desirable land, and it Is wholly in his hand. 
17 And he setteth his face to go in with the 
strength of his whole kingdom, and upright 
ones with him; and he hath wrought, and 
the daughter of women he giveth to him, to 
corrupt her; and Bhe doth not stand, nor is for 
him. 

18 ‘And he turneth back bis face to tlio 
isles, and hath captured many; and a princ! 
hath caused his reproach of himself to cease 
without liis reproach he turneth it back t< 
him. 19 And he turneth back his face to th« 
strongholds of his land, and hath stumbled 
and fallen, and is not found. 

20 4 And stood up on his station hath one 
causing an exactor to pass over the honour of 
the kingdom, and in a few days he is destroyed, 
and not in anger, nor in battle. 

51 * And stood up on his station hath a des- 
ncable one, and they have not given unto 
lim the honour of the kingdom, and he hath 
come in quietly, and hath strengthened the 
kingdom by flatteries. 22 And the arms of the 
flood are overflowed from before liim, and are 
broken ; and also the leader of the covenant. 

23 And after they join themselves unto him, 
he worketh deceit, and hath increased, and 
hath been strong by a few of the nation. 

24 Peaceably even into the fertile places of the 
province He cometh, and he hath done that 
which his fathers did not, nor his fathers 
fathers; prey, and spoil, and substance, to 
them he scattereth, and against fenced places 
he deviseth his devices, even for a time. 

25 ‘And he stirreth up his power and his 
heart against the king of the south with a 
great force, and the king of the south stirreth 
himself up to battle with a very great and 
mighty force, and standeth not, for they de¬ 
vise devices against him, K and those eating 
liis portion of food destroy him, and his force 
overlloweth, and fallen have many wounded. 

37 ‘ And both of the kings' hearts are to do 
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evil, aud at one table they speak lies, and it 
doth not prosper, for yet the end is at a time 
appointed- 28 And he turneth back to his 
land with great substance, and his heart is 
against the holycovenant, and he hath wrought, 
and turned back to his land. M At the ap¬ 
pointed time he turneth back, and hath coma 
against the south, and it is not as the former, 
and as the latter. 

30 And ships of Chittim have come in 
against him, and he hath been pained, and 
hath turned back, and hath been insolent to¬ 
ward the holy covenant, and hath wrought, 
and turned back, and he understandeth con¬ 
cerning those forsaking the holy covenant. 
31 And strong ones out of him stand up. and 
have polluted the sanctuary, the stronghold, 
and have turned aside the continual sacrifice , 
and appointed the desolating abomination. 
35 And those acting wickedly against the cove¬ 
nant, he defileth by flatteries; and the people 
knowing their God are strong, and have 
wrought. 33 And the teachers of the people 
give understanding to many; and they have 
stumbled by sword, and by flame, by capti¬ 
vity, and by spoil — days. 34 And in their 
stumbling, they are helped—a little help, and 
joined to them have been many with flatteries. 
35 And some of the teachers do stumble for re¬ 
fining by them, and for purifying, and for 
making white—till the encf of the time, for it 
is yet for a time appointed. 

30 * And the king hath done according to his 
will, aud exalteth himself, and magnifieth 
himself against- every god, and against the 
God of gods he speaketh wonderful things, 
and hath prospered till the indignation hath 
been completed, for that which is determined 
hath been done. 37 And unto the God of his 
fathers he doth not attend, nor to the desire 
of women, yea, to any god he doth not attend, 
for againBt all he magnifieth himself. 38 And 
to the god of strongholds, on his station, he 
giveth honour; yea, to a god whom his fathers 
knew not he giveth honour, with gold, and 
with silver, and with precious stone, and with 
desirable things. 33 And he hath dealt in the 
fortresses of the strongholds with a strange 
god whom he hath acknowledged; he miil- 
tiplieth honour, and hath caused them to rule 
over many, and the ground he apportioneth 
at a price. 

40 ‘ And at the time of the end, push himself 
forward with him doth a king of the south, 
and storm against him doth a king of the 
north, with chariot, and with horsemen, and 
with many ships; and he hath come in to the 
lands, and hath overflowed, and passed over, 

^ and hath come into the desirable land, and 
many do stumble, and these escape from his 
hand: Edom, and Moab, and the chief of the 
sons of Ammon. 

43 * And he sendeth forth liis hand upon the 
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lands, and the laud of Egypt is not for an 
escape; 43 and he hath ruled pver treasures of 
gold and of silver, and over all the desirable 
things of Egypt, and Lubim and Cushim are 
at his steps. 

41 ‘And reports trouble him out of the east 
and out of the north, and he hath gone forth 
in great fury to destroy, and to devote many 
to destruction; 40 and he planteth the tents 
of his palace between the seas aud the holy 
desirable mountain, and hath come unto his 
end, and there is no helper to him. 

XII. ] ‘AND at that time stand up doth 
Michael, the great iiead, who is standing up 
for the sons of thy people, and there hath 
been a time of distress, such as hath not been 
since there hath been a nation till that time, 
and at that time do-thy people escape, every 
one who is found written in the book. 

2 ‘And the multitude of those sleeping in 
the dust of the ground do awake, some to lifp 
age-during, and some to reproaches—to abhor¬ 
rence age-duriDg. 3 And those teaching do 
shine as the brightness of the expanse, and 
those justifying the multitude as stars to tho 
age and for ever. 4 And thou, O Daniel, hide 
the things, and seal the book till the time of 
the end, many do go to and fro, and knowledge 
is multiplied.’ 

6 And I have looked—I, Daniel—and lo, two 
others are standing, one here at the edge of 
the flood, and one there at the edge of the 
flood, B and he saith to the one clothed in 
linen, who Is upon the waters of the flood, 
‘Till when is the end of these wonders?’ 

7 And I hear the one clothed in linen, whr 
is upon the waters of the flood, and he dotl 
lift up his right hand and his left unto the 
heavens, and sweareth by Him who is living 
to the age, that, * After a time, times, and a 
half, and at the completion of the scattering 
of the power of the holy people, finished are 
all these.’ 8 And I have heard, and I do not 
understand, and I say, l O my lord, what is 
the latter end of these?’ 

9 And he saith, ‘Go, Daniel; for hidden 
and sealed are the things till the time of the 
end; 10 purify themselves, yea, make them¬ 
selves white, yea, refined are many: and the 
wicked have done wickedly, and none of the 
wicked understand, and those acting wisely 
do understand; 11 and from the time of the 
turning aside of the perpetual sacrifice , and 
tothegivingoutof the desolating abomination, 
are days a thousand, two hundred, and ninety. 
12 O the blessedness of bim who is waiting 
earnestly, and doth come to the days, a thou¬ 
sand, three hundred, thirty and five. 13 And 
thou, go on to the end, then thou dost rest, 
and dost stand in thy lot at end of the 
days.’ 
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CHAP. I. 1 A WORD of Jehovah that hath 
been unto Hosea, eon of Beeri, in the days of 
Uzziah, Jotbam, Ahaz, Hezekiah, kings of 
Judah, and in the days of Jeroboam son of

6 And she conceiveth again, and beareth a 
daughter, and He saith to him, ‘Call her 
name Lo-Ruhamah, for I add no more to pity 
the house of Israel, for I do utterly take them 
away; 7 and the house of Judah I pity, and 
have saved them by Jehovah their God, and 
do not save them by bow, and by sword, and 
by battle, by horses, aud by horsemen.’ 

8 And she weaneth Lo-Ruhamah, and con- 
oeiveth, and beareth a eon; 9 and He saith, 
'Call his name Lo-Ainmi, for ye are not My 
people, and I am not for you; 10 and the 
number of the sons of Israel hath been as the 
sand of the sea. that is not measured nor 
numbered, and it hath come to pass in the 
place where it is said to them, Ye are not My 
people, it is said to them, Sons of the Living 
Goa; 11 and gathered have been the sons of 
Judah and the sons of Israel together, and 
they have appointed to themselves one head, 
and have gone up from the land, for great i,s 
the day of Jezreel. 

II. 1 ‘ SAY ye to your brethren— Ammi ,

21 And it hath come to pass in that day,

EXPLANATION OF 100 BIBLE TERMS. 


There cannot be the slightest doubt in the mind of any reflecting person but that a much greater 
amount of error in reference to the truths of the Word of God arises from simple ignorance or inatten ■ 
tion than from any other worse cause whatever. Words, in the course of time, lose their original 
meaning, and acquire a conventional one very often considerably different, and which, from constant 
use, becomes little more than the shibboleth of a party. Very many are accustomed to use Scripture 
language without at all being able to understand its real meaning, and thus they are rather injured 
than benefited by their familiarity with Scripture phraseology. The following are only a selection

11 ‘ I indeed do baptize you with water to 
reformation, but he who*fxer me is coming is 
mightier than I, of whom I am not worthy to 
bear the sandals, he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Spirit and with fire, ‘ a whose fan is in 
bis hand, and he will thoroughly cleanse his 
floor, and will gather his wheat to the store¬ 
house, but the chafl he will burn with fire un¬ 
quenchable.’ 

13 Then cometh Jesus from Galilee upon the 
Jordan, unto John to be baptized by him, 14 but 
John was forbidding him, saying, ‘I have need 
by thee to be baptized—and thou dost come un¬ 
to me!’ 15 But Jesus answering Bend to him, 
‘Suffer now, for thus it is becoming to us to ful¬ 
fil all righteousness,’ then he doth suffer him. 

16 And having been baptized, Jesus went 
up immediately from the water, and lo, open¬ 
ed to him were the heavens, aud he saw the 
2 


Spirit of God descending as a dove, and com¬ 
ing upon him, 17 and lo, a voice out of the 
heaveos, saying, ‘This is My Son—the Be¬ 
loved, in whom I did delight.’ 

IV. 1 THEN Jesus was led up to the wilder¬ 
ness by the Spirit, to be tempted by the Devil, 
3 and having fasted forty days and forty nights, 
afterwards he did hunger. 

3 And the Tempter having come to him 
said, ‘If Son thou art of God—speak that 
these Btones may become loaves.’ 4 But he 
answering Baid, ‘It hath been written, Not 
upon bread alone doth man live, but upon 
every word comiDg forth from the mouth of 
God.’ 

_ 0 Then doth the Devil take him to the holy 
city, and doth set him on the pinnacle of the 
temple, 9 and saith to him, * If Son thou art 
of God—cast thyself down, for it hath been 
written, that, His messengers He shall charge 
concerning thee, and on hands they shall bear 
thee up, that thou mayest not dash on a Btone 
thy fotft.' 7 Jesus said to him again, ‘It hath 
been written, Thou Bhalt not tempt the Lord 
thy God.* 

9 Again doth the Devil take him to a very 
high mount, and doth shew to him all the 
kingdoms of the world and the glory of them. 
B iana saith to him, ‘All these to thee I will 

f ;ive, if falling down thou mayst bow to me.' 
0 Then saith Jesus to him, ' 1 Go—Adversary, 
for it hath been writtep, The Lord thy God 
thou shalt bow to, and Him only thou shalt 
serve.’ 

11 Then doth the Devil leave him, and ;lo, 
messengers came and were ministering to 
him. 

15 And Jesus having heard that John was 
delivered up, did withdraw to Galilee, 13 and 
having left Nazareth, having come, he dwelt 
at Capernaum that is by the sea, in the bor¬ 
ders of Zebulun and Naphtalim, 14 that it 
might be fulfilled that was spoken through 
Isaiah the-prophet, saying, 19 ‘Land of Zebu¬ 
lun and land of Naphtoli, way of tbe Bea, be- 
vond the Jordan, Galilee of the nations!— 
l 0 the people that is Bitting in darkness saw 
a great light, and to those sitting in a region 
and shadow of death—light arose to them.’ 

17 From that time began Jesus to proclaim 
and to say, ‘ Reform ye, for come nigh hath 
the reign of the heavens.’ 

18 And Jesus, walking by tbe sea of Galilee, 
saw two brothers, Simon named Peter and 
Andrew his brother, casting a drag into the Bea 
—for they were fishers— 18 and he saith to them, 
'Come ye after me, and I will make you fish¬ 
ers of men,’ 50 and they, immediately, having 
left the nets, did follow him. 

- 31 And having advanced thence, he saw other 
two brothers, James of Zebedee, and John 
his brother, in the boat with Zebedee their 
father, refitting their nets, and he called them, 
33 and they, immediately, having left the boat 
and their father, did follow him. 

23 And Jesus was going about all Galilee 
teaching in their synagogues, and proclaim-

ing the good news of the reign, and healing 
every disease, and every malady among the 
people, 24 and his fame went forth to all Syria, 
and they brought to him all having ailments, 
pressed with manifold sicknesses and pains, 
and demoniacs, and lunatics, and paralytics, 
and he healed them. 

33 And there followed him many multitudes 
from Galilee, and Decapolis, and Jerusalem, 
and Judea, and beyond the Jordan. 


V. 1 AND having seen the multitudes, he 
went up to the mount, and he having sat 
down, nis disciples came to him, 2 and hav¬ 
ing opened his mouth, he was teaching them, 
saying: 

3 ‘ Happy the poor in spirit—tyecause theirs 
is the reign of the heavens. 

4 ‘ Happy the mourning—because they shall 
be comforted. 

‘ Happy the meek—because they shall in¬ 
herit the land. 

0 * Happy those hungering and thirsting for 
righteousness—because they shall be filled. 

/ ‘Happy the kind—because they Bhall find 
kindness. 

0 ‘ Happy the clean in heart—because they 
shall see God. 

u ‘ Happy the peacemakers—because they 
shall be called Sons of God. 

10 1 Happy those persecuted for righteous¬ 
ness’ sake—because theirs is the reign of the 
heavens. 

11 ‘ Happy are ye whenever they may re¬ 
proach you, and may persecute and may say 
any evil thing against you falsely for my sake 
— 12 rejoice ye and be glad, because your re¬ 
ward is great in the heavens, for tnus did 
they persecute the prophets who were before 
you. 

13 1 Ye are the salt of the land, but if the 
salt may lose savour, in what shall it be 
salted ? for nothing is it good henceforth, ex¬ 
cept to be cast without, and to be trodden 
down by men. 

14 4 Ye are the light of the world, a city set 
upon a mount is not able to be hid; 13 nor do 
they light a lamp, and put it under the mea¬ 
sure, but on the lamp-stand, and it shineth 
to all those in the house; 16 so let your light 
shine before men, that they may see your 
good works, and may glorify your Father who 
is in the heavens. 


17 * Do not suppose that I came to throw 
down the law or the prophets—I did not come 
to throw down, but to fulfil; 18 for, verily 1 
say to you, till that the heaven and the earth 
may 1)033 away, one iota or one tittle may not 
pass away from the law, till that all may 
come to pass, 

19 ‘ Whoever therefore may loose one of 
these commands—the least—and may teach 
men so. least he shall be called in the 
reign of the heavens, but whoever may do 
and may teach them , he shall be called gTeat 
in the reign of the heavens. 

20 ‘ For 1 say to you, that if your righteous¬ 
ness may not abound above that of the Bcribes 
and Pharisees, ye may not enter to tho reign 
of the heavens. 


The law expounded 

21 ‘Ye heard that it was said to the an¬ 
cients : Thou shalt not kill, and whoever 
may kill Bhall be in danger of the judgment; 
22 but I—I Bay to you, that every one who 
is angry at his brother without cause, shall 
be in danger of the judgment, and whoever 
may say to his brother, Empty fellow! shall 
be in danger of the sauhednm, and whoever 
may say, Rebel! shall be in danger of the 
gehenna of the fire. 

23 ‘ If, therefore, thou mayest bring thy gift 
to the altar, and there mayest remember that 
thy brother hath anything against thee, 
24 leave there thy gift before the altar, and go 
—first be reconciled to thy brother, and theD 
having come bring thy gift. 

25 ‘Be agreeing with thy opponent quickly, 
while thou art in the way with him, that the 
opponent may not deliver thee to the judge, 
aad the judge may deliver thee to the officer, 
and to prison thou mayest be cast, 26 verily I 
Bay to tnee, thou mayest not come forth thence 
till that thou mayest pay the last farthing. 

27 * Ye heard that it was said to the ancients: 
Thou shalt not commit adulteiy; 28 but I—I 
say to you, that every one who is looking on 
a woman to desire her, did already co mm it 
adultery with her in his heart. 

29 ‘But, if thy right eye doth cause thee to 
stumble, pluck it out and cast from thee, for 
it is good to thee that one of thy members 
may perish, and not thy whole body be cast 
to genenna. 

38 ‘ And, if thy right hand doth cause thee 
to stumble, cut it off, and cast from thee, for 
it is good to thee that one of thy members 
may perish, and not thy whole body be cast 
to gehenna. 

3 * 4 And it was said. That whoever may 
put away his wife, let him give to her a writ¬ 
ing of divorce; 32 but I—I say to you, that 
whoever may put away liis wife, save for the 
matter of wnoredom, doth make her to com¬ 
mit adultery; and whoever may many her 
who hath been put away doth commit adultery. 

33 ‘Again, ye heard that it was said to the 
ancients: Thou shalt not swear falsely, hut 
thou shalt pay to the Lord thine oaths ; 
34 but I—I say to you. not to swear at all; 
neither by the heaven, because it is the throne 
of God, 33 nor by the earth, because it is 
His footstool, nor by Jerusalem, because it is 
a city of a great king, 30 nor by thy head may¬ 
est tnou swear, because thou art not able one 
hair to make white or black ; 37 but let your 
word be, Yes, Yes, No, No, and that which is 
more than these is of the evil. 

301 Ye heard that it was said : Eye for eye, 
and tooth for tooth ; 39 but I—I say to you, 
not to resist the evil, but whoever shall slap 
thee on thy right cheek, turn to him also the 
other; 40 and whoever is willing to take thee to 
law, and thy coat to take—suffer to him also 
the cloak. 

41 ‘And whoever shall impress thee one 
mile, go with him two, 42 to him who is ask¬ 
ing of thee bo giving, and him who is willing 
to borrow from thee thou mayest not turn 
away. 

43 ‘Ye heard that it was said: Thou Bhalt 
3 
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love thy neighbour, and ahalt hate thine 
enemy: 44 but I—I Bay to you, Love vour ene¬ 
mies, bless those cursing you, do good to those 
hating you, aod pray for those accusing you 
falsely, ana persecuting yon, 45 that ye may be 
sons of your Father in the heavens, becruBe 
His sun He doth cause to rise on evil and 
good, and He doth send rain on righteous and 
unrighteous. 

48 ‘ For, if ye may love those loving you, 
what reward have ye? do not also the tax- 
gatherers the same? 47 and if ye may salute 

onr brethren only, what do ye abundant? 

o not also the tax-gatherers so? 48 ye Bhall 
therefore be perfect, as your Father who is in 
the heavens is perfect. 

VI. 1 ‘TAKE heed your kindness not to do 
before men, to be seen by them, and if not— 
reward ye have not from your Father who is 
in the heavens ; 2 whenever, therefore, thou 
mayest do kindness, thou mayest not sound a 
trumpet before thee as the hypocrites do, in 
the synagogues, and in the streets, that they 
may have glory from men; verily I say to you 
—they have their reward ! 

• ‘But thou, doing kindness, let not thy left 
hand know what thy right hand doth, 4 that 
thy kindness may be in secret, and thy Father 
who is seeing in secret Himself shall reward 
thee manifestly. 

0 4 And when thou mayest pray, thou shalt 
not be as the hypocrites, because they love in 
the synagogues, and in the corners of tne broad 
places—standing—to pray, that they may be 
seen of men; verily I say to you, that they nave 
their reward. 

8 ‘But thou, when thou mayest pray, go in¬ 
to thy chamber, and having shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father who is in secret, and thy 
Father who is seeing in secret, shall reward 
thee manifestly. 

7 ‘ And—praying—ye may not use vain re¬ 
petitions like the nations, for they think that 
in their much speaking they shall be heard, 
0 be ye not therefore like to them, for your 
Father doth know those things that ye have 
need of before your asking him ; fi thus there¬ 
fore pray ye: 

‘ Our Father who art in the heavens! hal¬ 
lowed be Thy name. 

10 * Thy reign come : Thy will come to pass, 
as in heaven also on the earth. 

11 * Our appointed bread give us to-day. 

12 ‘ And forgive us our debts, as also we for¬ 
give our debtors. 

13 ‘ And mayest Thou not lead ub to tempta¬ 
tion, but deliver us from the evil, because 
Thine is the reign, and the power, and the 
glory—to the ages. Amen. 

14 * For, if ye may forgive men their tres¬ 
passes He also will forgive you—your Father 
wholes in the heavens; 19 but if ye may not 
forgive men their trespasses, neither will your 
Father, forgive your trespasses. 

18 ‘ And when ye may fast, be ye not as the 
hypocrites, of sour countenances, for they dis¬ 
figure their faces, that they may appear to 
men fasting ; verily I say to you, tnat they 
have their reward. 


17 * But thou, fasting, anoint thy head, 
and wash thy face, 18 that thou mayest not 
appear to men fasting, but to thy Father 
who is in Becret, and thy Fath&r, who is seeing 
in Becret, shall reward thee manifestly. 

19 * Treasure not up to yourselves treasure* 
on the earth, where moth and rust disfigure, 
and where thieves break through and steal, 
20 but treasure up to yourselves treasures in 
heaven, where neither moth nor rust doth 
disfigure, and whore thieves do not break 
through nor steal, 21 for where your treasure 
is, there will be also your heart 
22 ‘The lamp of tne body is the eye, if, 
therefore, thine eye may be perfect, all thy 
body shall be enlightened, 23 but if thine eye 
maybe evil, all thy body shall be dark; if, 
therefore, the light that is in thee is darkness 
—the darkness, now great! 

u ‘None is able to Borve two lords, for 
either he will hate the one and love the 
other, or he will hold to the one, and de¬ 
spise the other; ye are not able to Berve God 
and Mammon. 

24 ‘Because of this I say to you, be not 
anxious for your life, what ye may eat, and 
what ye may drink, nor for your body, what 
ye may put on. Is not the life more than 
the nourishment, and the body than the 
clothing? 28 look to the fowls of the heaven, 
for they do not bow, nor reaj\ nor gather 
into storehouses, and your heavenly Father 
doth nourish them; are not ye much bettef 
than they? 

27 * And who of you, being anxious, is able 
to add to his age one cubit ? 28 and about 
clothing why are ye anxious? consider well 
the lilies of the held; how do they grow? 
they do not labour, nor do they spin ; 29 and 1 
say to you, that not even Solomon in all his 
glory was arrayed as one of these. 

30 ‘And if tne herb of the field, that to¬ 
day is, and to-morrow is cast to the furnace, 
God doth so clothe—not much more you, 0 
e of little faith? 31 therefore ye may not 
e anxious, Baying, What may we eat? or, 
What may we drink? or, What may we 
put round ? 32 for all these do the nations 
seek for, for your.heavenly Father doth know 
that ye have need of all these; 33 but seek 
ye first the reign of God and His righteous¬ 
ness, and all these shall be added to you. 
34 Be not therefore anxious for the morrow, 
for the morrow shall be anxious for its own 
things; sufficient for the day is tho evil of it. 

VII. 1 * JUDGE not, that ye may not be 
judged, 2 for in what judgment ye judge, ye 
Bhall be judged, and in what measure ye mea¬ 
sure, it shall be measured to you. 

3 * And why dost thou behold the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eve, and the beam 
that iff in thine own eye dost not consider? 
4 or, how wilt thou say to thy brother, Suffer 
I may cast out the mote from thine eye, 
and lo, the beam is in thine own eye ? 5 Hy¬ 
pocrite, cast out first the beam out of thine 
own eye, and then thou Bhalt see clearly to 
cast out the mote out of thy brother’s eye. 

6 1 Ye may not give that which is holy to the 
dogs, nor cast your pearlB before the swine, 
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that they may not trample them among their 
feet, and having turned—may rend you. 

7 4 Ask, and it shall be given to you ; seek, 
and ye shall find; knock, and it Bhall be 
opened to you; 8 for every one who is asking 
doth receive, and he who is seeking doth 
find, and to him who is knocking it shall be 
opened. 

® ‘ Or what man is of you, of whom, if his 
son may ask a loaf—a stone will he present to 
him? 10 and if a fish he may ask—a serpent 
will he present to him? 11 if. therefore, ye be¬ 
ing evil, have known good gifts to give to 
your children, how much more shall your 
Father who is in the heavens give good things 
to those asking Him? 

13 4 All things, therefore, whatever ye may 
will that men may be doing to you, so also do 
to them, for this is the law and the prophets. 

u 4 Go ye in through the strait gate, because 
wide is the gate, and broad the way that is 
leading to the destruction, and many are those 
going in through it; 14 how strait is the gate, 
and compressed the way that is leading to the 
life, and few are those finding it 1 

15 ‘But, take heed of the false prophets, 
who come unto you in sheep’s clothing, and 
inwardly are ravening wolves. 19 From their 
fruits ye shall know them; do wen gather 
from tnorns grapes? or from thistles figs? 
17 so every good tree doth yield good fruits, 
but the bad tree doth yield evil fruits. 18 A 
good tree is not able to yield evil fruits, nor 
a bad tree to yield good fruits. 19 Every tren 
not yielding good fruit is cut down and is cast 
to fire: 20 therefore from their fruits ye shall 
know them. 

31 4 Not every one who is saying to me 
Lord, lord, shall come into the reign of the 
heavens; but he who is doing the will of 
my Father who is in the heavens. 23 Many 
will say to me in that day, Lord, lord, have 
we not in thy name prophesied? and in thy 
name cast out demons? and in thy name 
done many mighty things? 23 and then I will 
acknowledge to them, that—I never knew 

J r ou, depart from me ye who are working law- 
essness. 

24 ‘Therefore, every one who doth hear of 
me these words, and doth do them, I will 
liken him to a wise man who built his house 
upon the rock; 29 and the rain did descend, 
and the streams came, and the winds blew, 
and they beat on that house, and it fell not, 
for it had been founded on the rock 
36 4 And every one who is hearing of me 
these words, and is not doing them, shall be 
likened to a foolish man who built his house 
upon the sand; 27 and the rain did descend, 
and the streams came, and the winds blew, 
and they beat on that house, and it fell, and 
its fall was great.’ 

58 And it came to pass, when Jesus ended 
these words, the multitudes were astonished 
at bis teaching, 29 for he was teaching them 
as having authority, and not as the scribes. 

VIIL 1 AND when he came down from the 
mount, great multitudes did follow him, 2 and 
lo, a leper having come, was bowing to him, 


saying, 4 Sir, if thou art willing, thou art able 
to cleanse me 3 and having stretched forth 
the hand, Jesus touched him, saving, *1 will, 
be thou cleansed,’ and immediately his leprosy 
was cleansed. 

4 And Jesus saith to him, ‘See, thou mayest 
tell no one, but go, thyself shew to the priest, 
and bring the girt that Moaes commanded for 
a testimony to them’ 

6 And Jesus having entered into Capernaum, 
there came to him a centurion calhng upon 
him, 6 and Baying, 4 Sir, my young man hath 
been laid in the house a paralytic, fearfully 
afflicted,’ 7 and Jesus saith to ham, 4 1, having 
come, will heal him’ 

8 And the centurion answering said, ‘ Sir, 1 
am not worthy that thou mayest enter under 
my roof, but only say a word, and my servant 
shall be healed; 9 for I also am a man under 
authority, having under myself soldiers, and 

I Bay to this one, Go, and he goeth, and to 
another. Be coming, and he cometh, and to 
my servant, Do this, and he doth it.* 

And Jesus having heard, did wonder, and 
said to those following, 4 Verily I say to you, 
not eveu in Israel so great faith have 1 found • 

II and 1 say to you, that many from east and 
west Bhall come and recline (at meat) with 
Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, in the reign 
of the heavens, 13 but the sons of the reign 
shall be cast forth to the outer darkness— 
there shall be the weeping and the gnashing 
of the teeth.’ 

13 And Jesus said to the centurion, ‘Go, 
and as thou didst believe let it be to thee;’ 
and his young man was healed in that hour. 

14 And Jesus having come into the house of 
Peter, saw hia mother-indaw laid, and fevered, 
11 and he touched her hand, and the fever left 
her, and she arose, and was ministering to them. 

19 And evening having come, they brought 
to him many demoniacs, and he did cast out 
the spirits with a word, and did heal all who 
were ill, 17 that it might be fulfilled that was 
spoken through Isaian the prophet, saying, 
‘Himself took our infirmities, and the sick¬ 
nesses he did bear.’ 

18 And Jesus having seen great multitudes 
about him, did command to depart to the 
other side; i9 and a certain sen be having 
come, said to him, 4 Teacher, I will follow 
thee wherever thou mayest go;' 20 and Jesus 
Baith to him, 4 The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the heaven places of rest, but the 
Son of Man hath not where he may lay the 
head.’ 

31 And another of his disciples said to him, 

4 Sir, permit me first to depart and to bury 
my father; ’ 32 and JeBus said to him. ‘Follow 
me, and suffer the dead to bury tneir own 
dead.’ 

23 And when be entered into the boat his 
disciples did follow him, 24 and lo, a great 
tempest arose in the sea, eo that the Boat 
was Being covered by the waves, but he was 
sleeping, 28 and his disciples having come to 
him, awoke him, saying, 'Sir, save us; we 
are perishing.’ 

38 And he Baith to them, 4 Why are ye fear¬ 
ful, O ye of little faith ? ’ Then having risen, 
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he rebuked the winds and the sea, and there 
was a great calm ; 77 and the men wondered, 
saying, ' What kind—is this, that even the 
wind and the sea do obey him ? * 

28 And ho having came to the other side, to 
the region of the Gergesenes, there met nim 
two demoniacs, coming forth out of the tombs, 
very tierce, so that no one was able to pass 
over by that way, 59 and lo, they cried out, 
saying. ‘ What—to us and to thee, Jesus, Son 
of Goa ? didst thou come hither, before the 
time, to afflict us ?' 

80 And there was far off from them a herd 
of many swine feeding, 81 and the demons 
were calling on him, saying, ‘ If thou dost 
cast us forth, permit us to go away to the 
herd of the swine;’ 33 and ho saith to them, 

' Go.’ And having come forth, they went to 
the herd of the swine, and lo, the whole herd 
of the swine rushed down the steep, to the 
sea, and died in the waters, 33 and tnose feed¬ 
ing did flee, and. having gone to the city, they 
declared all, and the matter of the demoqiaca. 
34 And lo, all the city came forth to meet 
Jesus, and haying seen him, they called on 
him that he might depart from their borders. 

IX. 1 ANT) having gone to the boat, he 

f jassed over, and came to his own city, 3 and 
o, they were bringing to him a paralytic, 
laid upon a couch, and Jesus having seen their 
faith, said to the paralytic, * Be of good cour¬ 
age, child, thy sins have been forgiven thee,’ 

1 And lo, certain of the scribes said within 
themselve8 t ‘This one doth speak evil.’ 4 And 
Jesus, having known their thoughts, said, 
‘Why think ye evil in your hearts? 8 for 
which is easier ? to say, The sins have been 
forgiven to thee; or to say, Rise, and walk? 

fl * But, that ye may know that the Son of 
Man hath power upon the earth to forgive 
sins—(then saith he to the paralytic)—hav¬ 
ing risen, take up thy couch, and go to thy 
house.’ 7 And he, having risen, went to his 
house, 8 and the multitudes having seen, won¬ 
dered, and glorified God, who did give such 
power to men. 

9 And Jesus passing by thence, saw a man 
sitting at the tax-office, named Matthew, and 
saith to him, ‘ Be following me,' and he, hav¬ 
ing risen, did follow him, 

18 And it came to pass, he reclining (at 
meat) in the house, that lo, many tax-gather¬ 
ers and sinnere having come, were lying (at 
meat) with Jesus and his disciples, 11 and the 
Pharisees having seen, said to his disciples, 

' Wherefore with the tax-gatherers and sin¬ 
ners doth your teacher eat?’ 

11 And Jesus having heard, said to them, 

4 They who are whole have no need of a phy¬ 
sician, but they who are ill; 18 but having 
gone, learn ye what is, Kindness 1 will, and 
not sacrifice, for I did not come to call righte¬ 
ous men, but sinnere, to reformation. 1 

14 Then come to him do the disciples of 
John t saying, ‘Wherefore do we and the 
Pharisees fast much, and thy disciples fast 
not?’ 

18 And Jeans said to them, ‘ Can the sons of 
the bride-chamber mourn, so long as the 
bride-groom is with them? but days shall 


come when the bride-groom may be taken 
from them, and then they shall fast. 

18 ‘ And no one doth put a patch of un¬ 
dressed cloth on an old garment, for its filling 
up doth take from the garment, and a worse 
rent is made, 

17 4 Nor do they put new wine into old 
skins, and if not—the skins burst, and the 
wine doth run out, and the skins are de¬ 
stroyed, but they put new wine into new 
skins, and both are preserved together.’ 

10 While he is speaking these things to 
them, lo, a ruler having come, was bowing 
to him, saying that ‘ My daughter just now 
died, but, having come, lay tny hand upon 
her, and she shall live.’ 

10 And Jesus having risen, did follow him, 
also hio disciples, 50 and lo, a woman hav¬ 
ing an issue of blood twelve yeare, having 
come to him behind, did touch the fringe of 
his garments, 31 for she said within herself, 
‘If only I may touch his garment, I shall 
be BAved.’ 33 And Jesus having turned about, 
and having seen her, Boid, ‘Be of good 
courage, daughter, thy faith hath saved thee,’ 
and the woman was saved from that hour. 

23 And Jesus having come to the house 
of the ruler, and having seen the minstrels 
and the multitude making tumult, 34 he saith 
to them, * Withdraw, for the damsel did not 
die, but doth sleep,’ and they were deriding 
him; 38 but, when tbe multitude was put 
forth, having gone in, he took hold of her 
hand, and the damsel arose. 98 and the fame 
of this went forth to all the laud. 

17 And Jesus passing on thence, two blind 
men followed him, caliingand saying, ‘Deal 
kindly with us. Son of David.’ 38 And he 
having come to the house, the blind men 
came to him, and Jesus saith to them, ‘Be¬ 
lieve ye that I am able to do this?’ They 
say to him, 4 Yes, Bir.* 

29 Then touched he their eyes, saying, 1 Ac¬ 
cording to your faith let it be to you/ 30 and 
their eyes were opened, and Jesus strictly 
charged them, saying, ' See, let no one know;’ 
31 but they, having gone forth, did spread hie 
fame in ail that land. 

"And as they are coming forth, lo, they 
brought to him a man dumb, a demoniac, 
"and tbe demon having been cast out, tbe 
dumb spake, and tbe multitude did wonder, 
saying that 1 It was never so Been in Israel:’ 
34 but the Pharisees said, * By the ruler of the 
demons he doth cast out the demons. ’ 

38 And Jesus was going up and down all 
the cities and the villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and proclaiming the good news 
of the reign, and healing every sickness and 
every malady among the people. 

38 And having seen the multitudes, he was 
moved with compassion for them, that they 
were faint and cast aside, as sheep not hav¬ 
ing a shepherd, 37 then saith he to his dis¬ 
ciples, 4 The harvest indeed is abundant, but 
the workmen few; "beseech ye therefore tbe 
Lord of the harvest, that he may put forth 
workmen to Hia harvest’ 

X. 1 AND having called to him hia twelve 
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disciples, he gave to them power over unclean 
spirits, so as to be casting them out, and to be 
healing every sickness, and every malady. 

2 And of the twelve apostles the names are 
these: first, Simon, who is called Peter, and 
Andrew his brother: James of Zebedee, and 
John his brother; 9 Philip, and Bartholomew; 
Thomas, and Matthew the tax-gatherer ; 
James of Alpheus, and Lebbeus who was 
eumamed Thaddeus; 4 Simon the Cananite, 
and Judas Iscariot, who did also deliver him 
up. 

“These twelve did Jesus send forth, having 
given command to them, saying, ‘To the 
way of the nations go not away, and into a 
city of the Samaritans go not in, 0 and be going 
rather unto the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel. 

7 ‘ And, going on, proclaim saying that, the 
reign of the heavens nath come nigh; 8 infirm 
ones be healing, lepers be cleansing, dead be 
raising, demons be casting out—freely ye did 
receive, freely give. 

9 ‘ Provide not gold, nor silver, nor brass in 
your girdles, 10 no scrip for the way, nor two 
coats, nor sandals, nor staff—for the workman 
is worthy of his nourishment. 

11 ‘ And into whatever city or village ye may 
anter, inquire ye who in it is worthy, ana 
there abide, till ye may go forth. ^ 2 And 
coming to the house salute it, 13 and if indeed 
the house be worthy, let your peace come up¬ 
on it: and if it be not worthy, let your peace 
turn hack to you. 

14 ' And whoever may not receive you nor 
hear your words, coming forth from that house 
or city, shake off the dust of your feet, 13 verily 
1 say to you. It shall be more tolerable for 
the land of Sodom and Gomorrah in the day 
of judgment than for that city. 

10 ‘ Lo. I do send you forth as sheep in the 
midst of wolves, be ye therefore wise as the 
serpents, and simple as the doves. 17 And, 
take ye heed of men, for they will give you 
up to sanhedrims, and in their synagogues 
they will scourge you, 10 and before governors 
and kings ye Bnall be brought for my sake, 
for a testimony to them and to the nations. 

19 4 And whenever they may deliver you up, 
be not anxious how or what ye may speak, 
for it shall be given you in that hour what ye 
shall speak } for ye are not the speakers, 
but the Spintof your Father that is speaking 
in you. 

2 * 4 And brother shall deliver up brother to 
death, and father child, and children Bhall rise 
up against narents, and shall put them to death, 
22 and ye snail be hated by all because of my 
name, out he who hath endured to the end, 
he shall be saved. 

* 4 And whenever they may persecute you 
in this city, flee to the other, for verily I say 
to you, ye may not have completed the cities 
of Israel ijill the Son of Man may come. 

24 4 A diBciple is not above the teacher, nor 
a servant above his lord; a sufficient to the 
disciple that he may be as his teacher, and 
the servant as his lord; if the master of the 
house they did call Beelzeboul, how much 
more those of his household? 


26 ‘Ye may not, therefore, fear them, for 
there is nothing covered, that shall not be re¬ 
vealed, and hid. that shall not be known ; 
27 that which I tell you in the darkness, speak 
in the light, and that which you hear at the 
ear, proclaim on the house-tops. 

29 4 And be not afraid of those killing the 
body, and are not able to kill the soul, but 
fear rather Him who is able both soul and 
body to destroy in gehenna. 

29 ' Are not two sparrows sold for an assar? 
and one of them shall not fall on the ground 
without your Father; 30 and of you—even the 
hairs of the head are all numbered; 31 be not 
therefore afraid, than many sparrows ye are 
better. 

33 ‘Everyone, therefore, who sliall confess 
in me before men, 1 also will confess in 
him before my Father who is in the heavens ; 
33 and whoever shall deny me before men, 
I also will deny him before my Father who is 
in the heavenB. 

34 4 Ye may not suppose that I came to put 
peace on the earth; 1 did not come to put 
peace, but a sword ; 95 for I came to set a 
man at variance against bis father, and a 
daughter against her mother, and a daugh¬ 
ter-in-law against her mother-in-law, 39 and 
the enemies of a man are those of his house¬ 
hold. 

37 4 He who is loving father or mother above 
me, is not worthy of me, and he who is loving 
son or daughter above me, is not worthy 
of me, 38 and whoever doth not receive his 
cross and follow after me, is not worthy of 
me. 

39 4 He who found his life shall lose it, and 
he who lost his life for my sake shall find it. 

40 1 He who is receiving you doth receive me, 
and he who is receiving me doth receive Him 
who sent me, 41 he who is receiving a pro¬ 
phet in the name of a prophet, shall receive a 
prophet’s reward, ana he who is receiving a 
righteous man in the name of a righteous 
man. shall receive a righteous man’s reward, 
42 and whoever may give to drink to one of 
these little ones a cup of cold water only in 
the name of a disciple, verily I say to you, he 
may not lose his reward.’ 

XI. 1 ANT) it came to pass, when Jesus 
ended directing his twelve disciples, he de¬ 
parted thence to teach and to preach in their 
cities. 

2 And John having heard in the prison the 
works of the Christ, having Bent two of his 
disciples, 3 said to him, 4 Art thou He who is 
coming, or for another do we look?’ 

4 Ana Jesus answering said to them, * Hav¬ 
ing gone, declare to John the things that ye 
hear and Bee, 5 blind receive sight, and 
lame walk, lepers are cleansed, and deaf hear, 
dead are raised, and poor have good news 

E reclaimed, 0 and happy is he who may not 
e stumbled in me.’ 

7 And as they are going, Jesus began to say 
to the multitudes concerning John, ‘What 
weDt ye out to the wilderness to view?—a 
reed shaken by the wind? 

• 4 But what went ye out to see ?—a man 
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clothed in soft garments? lo, those wearing 
the soft things are in the kings’ Louses. 

9 4 But what went ye out to see?—a pro¬ 
phet ? yes, I say to you, and more than a 
prophet, 10 for this is he of whom it hath 
been written, Lo, I do send My messenger 
before thy face, who shall prepare thy way 
before thee. 11 Verily I say to you, there 
hath not risen, among those born of women, 
a Greater than John the Baptist, but he who 
is least in the reign of the heavens is greater 
than he. 

11 ' And* from the days of John the Bap¬ 
tist till now, the reign of the heavens doth 
suffer violence, and violent men do take it 
by force, 13 for all the prophets and the law 
till John did prophesy, * 4 nnd if ye are willing 
to receive it, ne is Elijah who was about to 
come; 10 he who is having ears to hear—let 
him hear. 

16 1 And to what shall I liken this genera¬ 
tion? it is like little children in market-places* 
sitting and calling to their comrades. 17 and 
saying, We piped unto you, and ye did not 
dance, we lamented to you, and ye did not 
smite the breast. 

16 4 For John came neither eating nor drink¬ 
ing, and they Bay, He hath a demon ; 19 the 
Son of Man came eating and drinking, and 
they say, Lo, a man, a glutton, and a wine- 
drinker, a friend of tax-gatherers and Bin- 
ners, and wisdom was justified of her chil¬ 
dren.’ 

90 Then began he to reproach the cities in 
which were done most of his mighty works, 
because they did not reform. 

21 ‘ Wo to thee, Chorazin! wo to thee, Beth- 
saida I because, if in Tyre and Sidon had been 
done the mighty works that were done in 
you, long ago in sackcloth and ashes they had 
reformed: * J but I say to you to Tyre and 
Sidon it shall be more tolerable in a day of 
judgment than for you. 

23 ‘And thou, Capernaum, which unto the 
heaven wast exalted, unto hades shalt be 
brought down, because if in Sodom had been 
done the mighty works that were done in 
thee, it hod remained unto this day; 24 but 
I say to you, to the land of Sodom it shall 
be more tolerable in a day of judgment than 
to thee.' 

23 At that time Jesus answering said, 4 1 do 
confess to Thee, Father, Lord of the heavens 
and of the earth, that thou didst hide these 
things from wise and understanding ones, and 
didst reveal them to babes. 28 Yea, Father, 
because so it was good pleasure before Thee. 

27 4 AU things were delivered to me by my 
Father, and none doth know the Son, except 
the Father, nor doth any know the Father, 
except the Son, and he to whom the Son may 
wish to reveal Him. 

28 4 Come unto me, all ye labouring and bur¬ 
dened ones, and I will give you rest, 29 take 
up my yoke upon you, and learn from me. 
because I am meek and humble in heart, and 
ye shall find rest to your souls, M for my yoke 
w easy, and my burden is light. 1 

XTL l AT that time did Jesus go on the 


sabbaths through the corn, and his disciples 
were hungry, and they began to pluck ears, 
and to eat, 2 and the Pharisees, having seen, 
said to him, 4 Lo, thy disciplos do that which 
it is not lawful to do on a sabbath. 1 

3 And he said to them, 4 Did ye not read 
what David did l when he was hungry, him¬ 
self and those with him— 4 how he went into 
the house of God, and the loaves of the pre¬ 
sentation did eat, which it was not lawful to 
him to eat, nor to those with him, except to 
the priests alone? 

0 4 Or did ye not read in the Law, that on 
the sabbaths the priests in the temple do pro¬ 
fane the sabbath, and are blameless? ®and 
I say to you, that a greater than the temple 
is here; 7 and if ye had known what is: Kind¬ 
ness I will, and not sacrifice—ye had not con¬ 
demned the blameless, 8 for the son of man is 
lord even of the sabbath. 1 


6 And having departed thence, he went to 
their synagogue, 10 and lo, there was a man 
having the hand withered, and they ques- 
tiouea him, saying, * Is it lawful to ncal 
on the sabbaths?’ that they might accuse 
him. 

11 And he said to them, 4 What man shall 
be of you, who shall have one Bheep. and if 
this may fall on the sabbaths into a ditch, 
will not lay hold on it and raise it? 15 How 
much better, therefore, is a man than a sheep 7 
—so that it is lawful on the sabbaths to do 

? ;ooi’ 13 Then saith he to the man, ‘Stretch 
orth thy hand,’ and he stretched it forth, and 
it was restored whole as the other. 


14 And the Pharisees having gone forth, held 
a consultation against him, how they might 
destroy him, 18 and Jesus having known, with¬ 
drew thence, and there followed him great 
multitudes, and he healed them all, 18 and did 
charpe them that they might not make him 
manifest, 17 that it might be fulfiled that was 
spoken through Isaiah the prophet, saying, 
18 4 Lo, My servant, whom I aid chose, My be¬ 
loved, in whom My soul did delight, I will 
put My Spirit upon him, and judgment to the 
nations he shall declare, 19 he shfidl not strivo 
nor cry, nor shall any hear in the broad places 
his voice, M a bruised reed he shall not break, 
and smoking flax he Bhall not quench, till be 
may put forth judgment to victory, 11 and in 
his name shall nations hope.’ 

^Then was brought to him a demoniac, 
blind and dumb, and he healed him, so that 
the blind and dumb both Bpake and saw. 
23 And all the multitudes were amazed* and 
said, 4 1 b this the Son of David?' 84 but the 
Pharisees having heard, said, ‘This one doth 
not cast out demons, except by Beelzeboul, 
ruler of the demons.’ 

“And Jesus, knowing their thoughts, said 
to them, ‘Every kingdom having been divided 
against itself is desolated, and no oity or 
house having been divided against itself, doth 
Btand, “and if the Adversely doth oast out 
the Adversary, against himself he was divided* 
how then doth hu kingdom stand? 

v 4 And if I, by Beelzeboul, do cast out the 
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demons, your Bona— by whom do they cast 
out? because of this they—they shall be your 
judges. 

20 ‘ But if 1, by the Spirit of God, do cast 
out the demons, then come already unto you 
did the reign of God. 

“ ' Or how is one able to go into the house 
of the strong man, and to jdunder his goods, 
if first he may not bind the strong man ? and 
then his house he will plunder. 

“'He who is not with me is against me. 
and he who is not gathering with me, doth 
scatter. 81 Because of this I say to you, all 
sin and evil speaking shall be forgiven to men, 
but the evil speaking of the Spirit shall not 
be forgiven to men. 32 And whoever mav 
speak a word against the Son of Man it shall 
tw forgiven to him, but whoever may speak 
against the Holy Spirit, it shall not be forgiven 
him, neither in this age, nor in that which is 
coming. 

38 * Either make the tree good, and its fruit 
good, or make the tree bad and its fruit bad, 
For from the fruit is the tree known. 

u * Brood of vipers 1 how are ye able to 
Bpeak good things—being evil? for out of the 
abundance of the heart doth tbe mouth speak. 
M The good man out of the good treasure of 
the heart doth put forth the good things, and 
the evil man out of the evil treasure doth put 
forth evil things. 

38 'And 1 say to you, that every idle word 
that men may speak, they shall give for it a 
reckoning in a day of judgment: 37 for from 
thy words thou shalt be declared righteous, 
and from thy words thou shalt be declared 
unrighteous.' 

50 Then answered certain of the scribes and 
Pharisees, saying, ‘Teacher, we will to see a 
sign from thee.' 39 And he answering said to 
them, ‘A generation, evil and adulterous, 
doth seek a sign, and a sign shall not be given 
to it, except the sign of Jonah the prophet; 
40 for, as Jonah was in the belly of the fish 
three days and three nights, so shall the Son 
of Man be in the heart of the earth three days 
and three nights. 

41 ‘Men of Nineveh shall stand up in the 
judgment with this generation, and shall con¬ 
demn it for they reformed at the proclama¬ 
tion of Jonah, and lo, a greater than Jonah 
here! 

41 ‘ A queen of the south shall rise up in the 
judgment with thiB generation, and shall con¬ 
demn it, for she came from the ends of the 
earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon, and lo, 
a greater than Solomon here I 

** ‘And, when the unclean spirit may go 
forth from the man, it doth walk through 
dry places seeking rest, and doth not find; 
44 then it saith, 1 will turn back to nay house 
whence I came forth; and having come, it 
findeth it unoccupied, swept, and adorned: 
40 then doth it go, and take with itself seven 
other spirits more evil than itself, and hav¬ 
ing gone in they dwell there, and the last of 
that man doth become worse than the first; 
so shall it be ako to this evil generation. ’ 

48 And while he was yet speaking to the 
multitudes, lo, his trother and brethren had 


stood without, seeking to speak to him, 47 and 
one said to him, 4 Lo, thy mother and thy 
brethren do stand without, seeking to speak 
to thee. ’ 

40 And he answering said to him who spake 
to him, ‘Who is my mother? and who are 
my brethren?’ 49 And having Btretched forth 
his hand toward his disciples, he said, 4 Lo, 
my mother and my brethren! 50 for whoever 
may do the will of my Father who is in the 
heavens, he is my brother, and sister, and 
mother.* 

XIII. ^ND in that day Jesus, having gone 
forth from the house. wa9 sitting by the sea, 
2 and gathered together unto him were many 
multitudes, so that he having gone into the 
boat did sit down, and all the multitude on the 
beach did stand, 3 and be spake to them many 
things in similes, saying: 

‘Lo, the Bower went forth to sow, 4 and in 
his sowing, some indeed fell by the way. and 
the fowls did come and devour them, 6 and 
others fell upon the rocky places, where they 
had not milfch earth and immediately they 
sprang forth, through not having depth of 
earth, 9 and the sun having naen they were 
scorched, and through not having root, they 
withered!, 7 and others fell upon the thorns, 
and the thorns did come up and choke them, 
0 and others fell upon the good ground, and 
were giving fruit, some indeed a hundred-fold, 
and some sixty, and some thirty. 0 He who 
is having ears to hear—let him hear.’ 

10 And the disciples having come near, said 
to him, 4 Wherefore in similes dost thou speak 
to them?’ 11 And he answering said to them 
that—‘To you it hath been given to know 
the secrets of the reign of the heavens, and 
to these it hath not been given, 15 for whoever 
hath, it shall be given to him, and he shall 
have over-abundance, and whoever hath Dot, 
even that which he hath shall be taken from 
him. 

13 ' Because of this, in similes do I speak to 
them, because seeing they do not see, and hear¬ 
ing they do not hear, nor understand, 14 and 
fulfilled on them is the prophecy of Isaiah, 
that saith, With hearing ye shall hear, and 
ye shall not understand, and seeing ye Bhall 
see, and ye shall not perceive, 10 for made 
gross was the heart of tiiiB people, and with 
the ears they heard heavily, and their eyes 
they did close, lest they might Bee with the 
eyes, and with the ears might hear, and with 
the heart understand, and turn back, and I 
might heal them. 

‘And happy are your eyes because they 
see, and your ears because they hear, 17 for 
verily I say to you, that many prophets and 
righteous men did desire to Bee that which 
ye look on, and they did not Bee, and to hear 
that which ye hear, and they did not hear. 

18 ‘Ye, therefore, hear ye the simile of the 
sower: 19 Every one hearing the word of the 
reign, and not understanding—the evil one 
doth come, and doth catch that which hath 
been sowd in his heart; this is that sown by 
tbe way. 

520 ‘And that sown on the rocky places, this 
is he who is hearing the word, and immed : 

9 
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ately with joy is receiving it, - 1 and he hath 
not root in himself, but is temporary, and 
persecution or tribulation having happened be¬ 
cause of the word, immediately he is stumbled. 

** ‘ And that sown toward the thorns, this 
is he who is hearing the word, and the anxiety 
of this age. and the deceitfulness of the riches, 
do choke tne word, and it becometh unfruitful 

23 ‘ And that sown on the good ground: this 
is he who is hearing the word, and is under¬ 
standing, who indeed doth bear fruit, and 
doth make, some indeed a hundredfold, and 
some sixty, and some thirty.’ 

54 Another simile he set before them, say¬ 
ing: ‘The reign of the heavens was likened to 
a man sowing good seed in his field, 25 and, 
while men are sleeping, his enemy came 
and sowed darnel in the midst of the wheat, 
and went away, 26 and when the herb sprang 
up, and yielded fruit, then, appeared also the 
darnel 

27 ‘And the servants of the householder, 
having come near, said to him. Sir, good 
seed didst thou not sow in thy field? whence 
then hath it the darnel? 28 And he saith to 
them, A man, an enemy, did this; and the 
servants said to him, Wilt thou, then, that 
having gone awav we may gather it up ? 

29 ‘ And he said, No, lest—gathering up the 
darnel—ye root up with it tne wheat, ^suf¬ 
fer both to grow together till the harvest, and 
fn the time of the harvest I will say to the 
reapers, Gather up first the darnel, and bind 
it in bundles, to burn it, and the wheat gather 
up into my storehouse.’ 

st Another simile he set before them, say¬ 
ing: ‘The reign of the heavens is like to a 
grain of mustard, which a man having taken, 
aid sow in his field, 32 which less, indeed, is 
than all the seeds, but when it maybe grown, 
is greatest of the herbs, and becometh a tree. 
ho that the birds of the heaven do come ana 
rest in its branches.’ 

83 Another Bimile spake he to them: ‘The 
reign of the heavens is like to leaven, which 
a woman having taken, hid in three measures 
of meal, till the whole was leavened.’ 

34 All these things spake Jesus in similes to 
the multitudes, and without a simile he was 
not speaking to them, 33 that it might be ful¬ 
filled that was spoken through the prophot, 
saying, ‘ I will open in similes my mouth, 1 
will utter things having been hidden from the 
foundation of the world.’ 

30 Then having let away the multitudes, 
Jesus came to the house, and his disciples 
came near to him, saying, ‘Explain to us the 
simile of the darnel of the field.* 

37 And he answering said to them, ‘He who 
is sowing the good seed is the Son of Man, 
M and the field is the world, and the good seed, 
these are the sons of the reign and the darnel 
are the sons of the evil one, 33 and the enemy 
who sowed them is the devil, and the harvest 
i b a full end of the age, and the reapers are 
messengers. 

40 ‘As, then, the darnel is gathered up, 
and is burned with fire, so shall it be in the 
10 


full end of this age, 41 the Son of Man shall 
send forth his messengers, and they shall 
gather up out of his kingdom alKhe stumbling- 
blocks, and those doing the unlawlessness, 
42 and shall cast them to the furnace of the 
fire; there shall be the weeping and the gnash¬ 
ing of the teeth. 

43 ‘Then shall the righteous shine forth as 
the sun in the reign of their Father. He who 
is having ears to hear—let him hear. 

44 4 Again, the reign of the heavens is like to 
treasure hid in the field, whicli a man hav¬ 
ing found did hide, and from his ioy goeth, 
and all, as much as he hath, he selleth, and 
buyeth that field. 

43 ‘ Again, the reign of the heavens is like to 
a man, a merchant, seeking goodly pearls, 
40 who having found one pearl of great price, 
having gone awav, hath sold all, as much as 
he baa, and bought it. 

47 ‘ Again, the reign of the heavens is like to 
a net that was cast into the seo^ and did gather 
together of every kind, 48 which, when it was 
filled, having drawn up again upon the beach, 
and having sat down, they gathered the good 
into vessels, and the bad they did cast out, 
49 so shall it be in the full end of the age, the 
messengers shall come forth and separate the 
evil out of the midst of the righteous, 00 and 
shall cast them to the furnace of the tire, 
there shall be the weeping and the gnashing 
of the teeth.' 

61 Jesus saith to them, ‘ Did ye understand 
allthese?’ They sav to him, ‘Yes, sir.’ 52 And 
he said to them, ‘Because of this every scribe 
having been discipled in regard to the reign of 
the heavens, is like to a man, a householder, 
who doth bring forth out of his treasure things 
new and old.’ 

03 And it came to pass, when Jesus finished 
these similes, he removed thence, 34 and hav¬ 
ing come to his own country, he was teaching 
them in their synagogue, so that they were 
astonished, and were saying, ‘Whence to this 
one this wisdom and the mighty works ? 60 is 
not this the carpenter’s son? is not his mother 
called Mary, and his brethren James, and 
Joses, and Simon, and Judas ? M and his sis¬ 
ters—are they not all with us? whence, then, 
to this one all these ?’ 67 and they were stum¬ 
bled at him. 

And Jesus said to them, ‘A prophet is not 
without honour except in his own country, 
and in his own house:' 08 and he did not there 
many mighty works, because of their unbelief. 

XIV. 1 AT that time did Herod the tetrarch 
hear the fame of Jesus, 2 and said to his ser¬ 
vants, ‘This is John the Baptist, he did rise 
from the dead, and because of this the mighty 
energies are working in him.’ 

3 For Herod having laid hold on John, did 
bind him, and did put in prison, because of 
Herodias his brother Philip’s wife, 4 for John 
was saying to him, 4 It is not lawful to thee to 
have her,’ D and. willing to kill him, he feared 
the multitude, because as a prophet they were 
holding him. 

fl But the birth-day of Herod being kept, 
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the daughter of Herodias danced in the midst* 
and did please Herod, 7 whereupon with an 
oath he professed to give her whatever she 
might ask. 

8 And she having been instigated by her 
mother—* Give me (says she) here upon a 

E late the head of John the Baptist; 6 and the 
ing was grieved, but because of the oaths 
and of those reelining with him, he command¬ 
ed it to be given ; 10 and having sent, he be¬ 
headed John in the prison, 11 and his head was 
brought upon a plate, and was given to the 
damsel, and she brought it nigh to her mother. 

12 And his discipleB having come, took up 
the body, and buried it, and haying come, 
they told Jesus, 13 and Jesus having heard, 
withdrew thence in a boat to a desolate place 
by himself, and the multitudes having heard 
did follow him on land from the cities. 

J4 And Jesus having come forth, saw a great 
multitude, and was moved with compassion 
upon them, and did heal their infirm ; 13 and 
evening having come, his disciples came to 
him, saying, ‘The place is desolate, and the 
hour hath now past, let away the multitudes 
that, having gone to the villages, they may buy 
to themselves food.’ 

10 And Jesus Baid to them, * They have no 
need to go away—give ye them to eat. ’ 17 And 

they say to him, Y We have not here except 
five loaves, and two fishes.’ 18 And he said, 
‘Bring ye them to me hither.’ 19 And having 
commanded the multitudes to recline upon 
the grass, and having taken the five loaves 
and the two fishes, having looked up to the 
heaven, he did bless, and having broken, he 
Save the loaves to the disciples, and the dis¬ 
ciples to the multitudes, 29 ana they did all 
eat, and were filled, and they took up what 
was over of the broken pieces twelve hand¬ 
baskets full; 91 and those eating were about 
five thousand men, apart from women and 
children. 

29 And immediately Jesus constrained his 
disciples to go into tne boat, and to go before 
him to the other side, till he might let away 
the multitudes ; 23 and having let away the 
multitudes, he went up to the mountain by 
himself to pray, and evening having come, he 
was there alone, 24 and the boat was now in the 
midst of the sea, distressed by the waves, for 
the wind was contrary. 

25 And in the fourth watch of the night 
Jesus went away to them, walking upon the 
sea, 20 and the disciples having seen him walk¬ 
ing upon the sea, were troubled saying—* It 
is an apparition, ’ and from the fear they cried 
out; 27 and immediately Jesus spake to them, 
saying, * Be of good courage, I am Ac, be not 
afraid.’ 

“ And Peter answering him Baid, 4 Sir, if 
it is thou, bid me come to thee upon the wa¬ 
ters ;’ 28 and he said, ‘ Come; ’ and having gone 
down from the boat, Peter walked upon tbe 
waters to come unto Jesus, 30 but seeing tho 
wind vehement, he was afraid, and having 
begun to sink, he cried out, saying, \Sir, 
save me.’ 

31 A nd immediately Jesus, having stretched 
forth the hand, laid hold of him, and saith 


to him, ‘Little faith! for what didst thou 
waver?’ 32 and they having gone to the boat 
the wind lulled, 33 and those in the boat hav¬ 
ing come, did bow to him, saying, ‘Truly— 
God’s Son art thou.’ 

34 And having passed over, they came to the 
land of Gennesaret, 36 and having recognized 
him, the men of that place sent forth to all 
that region round about, and they brought to 
him all who were ill, 38 and were calling on 
him that they might only touch the fringe of 
his garment, and as many as did touch were 
saved. 

XV. X THEN come unto Jesus do they from 
Jerusalem — scribes and Pharisees — saying, 
2 ‘Wherefore do thy disciples transgress the 
tradition of the elders? for they do not wash 
their hands when they may eat bread.' 

3 And he answering said to them, ‘ Where¬ 
fore also do ye transgress the command of 
God because of your tradition? 4 for God did 
command, saying, Honour thy father and 
mother: and, He who is speaking evil of father 
or mother—let him die the death; 5 but ye 
say, Whoever may say to father or mother, 
An offering is whatever thou mayest be pro¬ 
fited by me;— 6 and he may not honour his 
father or his mother, and ye did Bet asid 1 the 
command of God because of your tradit on. 

7 ‘ Hypocrites, well did Isaiah prophesy of 
you, saying, B This people doth draw ni^h to 
Me with tlieir mouth, and with the lips it 
doth honour Me, but their heart is far off 
from Me; 9 and in vain do they worship Me, 
teaching teachings—commands of men.’ 

10 And having called near the multitude, 
he said to them, ‘Hear and understand: 
11 not that which is coming into the mouth 
doth defile the man, but that which is coming 
forth from the mouth, this defilet h tl;e man.’ 

32 Then his disciples having come near, 
said to him, ‘ Hast thou known that the 
Pharisees, having heard the word, were stum¬ 
bled?’ 13 Alld he answering said, ‘Every 
plant that my heavenly Father did not plant 
shall be rooted up: 14 let them alone, guides 
they are—blind of blind: and if blind may 
guide blind, both into a ditch shall fall. 

15 And Peter answering said to him, ‘Ex¬ 
plain to us this simile.’ 10 And Jesus said, 
Are ye also yet without understanding? 
17 do ye not understand that all that is going 
into the mouth doth pass into the belly, and 
into the drain is cast forth ? 18 but the things 
coming forth from the mouth from the heart 
do come forth, and these defile the man; 
19 for out of the heart come forth evil thoughts, 
murders, adulteries, whoredoms, thefts, false 
witnessings, evil speakings: 80 these are the 
things defiling the man ; but to eat with un- 
washen hands doth not defile the man.’ 

21 And Jesus having come forth thence, 
withdrew to the parts of Tyre and Sidon, 
23 and lo, a woman, a Canaanitess, from those 
borders having come forth, did call to him, 
saying, ‘Deal kindly with me, Sir—Son of 
David; my daughter is miserably demonized.’ 

33 And he did not answer her a word; and 
his disciples having come to him. were asking 

11 
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him, saving—'Let her away, because Bhe 
crieth after ns; * 34 and he answering said, 4 1 
was not sent except to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel.’ 

® And having come, she was bowing to him, 
saying, ‘Sir, help me;’ 20 and he answering 
said, 4 It is not good to take the children’s 
bread, and to cast to the little dogs,’ 

77 And she said, 'Yes, air, for even the little 
dogs do eat of the crumbs that are falling 
from their lords’ table;' 28 then answering, 
Jesus said to her, ' 0 woman, great is thy 
faith let it be to thee as thou wilt;' and her 
daughter was healed from that hour. 

29 And Jesus having passed thence, came 
nigh unto the sea of Galilee, and having gone 
up to the mountain, he was sitting there, 
30 and there came to him great multitudes, 
having with themlame, blind, dumb, maimed, 
and many others, and they did cast them at 
the feet of Jesus, and he healed them, 81 so 
that the multitudes did wonden seeing diunb 
ones speaking, maimed whole, lame walking, 
and blind seeing; and they glorified the God 
of Israel. 

32 And Jesus having called near his dis¬ 
ciples, said, ‘I have compassion upon the 
multitude, because now three days they con¬ 
tinue with me, and they have not what they 
may eat; and to let them away fasting I will 
uot, lest they faint in the way.’ 

33 And his disciples say to him, 4 Whence to 
us, in a wilderness, so many loaves, as to fill 
so great a multitude?’ 

34 And Jesus saith to them, 'How many 
loaves have ye?' and they said, 'Seven, and 
a few little fishes.’ 35 And he commanded the 
multitudes to sit down upon the ground, 
30 and having taken the seven loaves and the 
fishes, haviug given thanks he did break, and 
gave to his disciples, and tne disciples to the 
multitude. 

37 And they did all eat, and were filled, and 
they took up what was over of the broken 
pieces seven baskets full, 38 and those eating 
were four thousand men, apart from women 
and children. 

39 And having let away the multitudes, he 
went into the boat, and did come to the bor¬ 
ders of Magdala. 

XVI. 1 AND the Pharisees and Sadducees 
having come, tempting, did question him, to 
shew to them a sign from the heaven, 2 and 
he answering said to them, ‘Evening having 
come, ye say, Fair weather, for the heaven is 
red, 3 and at morning, Foul weather to-day, 
for the heaven is red—gloomy; hypocrites, 
the face of the heavens indeed ye do know 
to discern, but the signs of the times ye are 
not able! 

4 'A generation evil and adulterous doth 
seek a Bign, and a sign shall not be given to it 
except the sign of Jonah the prophet;’ and 
having left them he went away. 

6 And his disciples having come to the other 
side, forgot to take loaves, 6 and Jesus said to 
them, * Beware, and take heed of the leaven 
of the Pharisees and Sadducees; ’ 7 and they 
12 


were reasoning in thomselves, saying, ' Be¬ 
cause we took no loaves.’ 

0 And Jesus having known, 'dfcid to them, 
4 Why reason ye in yourselves, ye of little 
faith, because ye took no loaves? 8 do ye not 
yet understand, nor remember the five loaves 
of the five thousand, and how many hand-bas¬ 
kets ye took up ? 10 nor the seven loaves of the 
four thousand, and how many baskets ye took 
up ? 11 how do ye not understand that I did 
not speak to you of bread—to take heed of the 
leaven of the Pharisees and Sadducees ?’ 

12 Then they understood that he did not say 
to take heed of the leaven of the bread, but of 
the teaching, of the Pharisees and Sadducees. 

u And Jesus, having come to the parts of 
Cesarea Philippi, was asking his disciples, 
saying, 4 Who do men say me to be—the Son of 
Man?’ 14 and they Baid, ‘Some, John the 
Baptist, and others, Elijah, and others, Jere¬ 
miah, or one of the prophets.’ 

16 He saith to them, 4 And ye—who do ye 
say me to be?’ 16 and Simon Peter answering 
said, 4 Thou art the Christ, the Son of the li v- 
ingGodL’ 

37 And Jesus answering said to him, ' Happy 
art thou, Simon Bar-Jona, because flesh and 
blood did not reveal it to thee, but my Father 
who is in the heavens. 

18 4 And I also Bay to thee, that thou art a 
rock, and upon this rock I will build my as¬ 
sembly, and gates of Hades shall not prevail 
against it; 18 and I will give to thee the keys 
of the reign of the heavens, and whatever thou 
mayeat bind upon the earth shall be having 
been bound in the heavens, and whatever thou 
mayeat loose upon the earth shall be having 
been loosed in tne heavens.’ 

20 Then did he charge his disciples that they 
may say to no one that he is Jesus the Christ. 

31 From that time began Jesus to shew to 
his disciples that it is necessary for him to 
go a wav to Jerusalem, and to suffer many 
things from the elders, and chief priests, and 
scribes, and to be put to death, and the third 
day to rise. 

“ And having taken him aside, Peter began 
to rebuke him, saying, ‘Be kind to thyself, 
sir; this shall not be to thee 23 and he hav¬ 
ing turned, said to Peter, 1 Get thee behiud 
me, adversary ! thou art a stumbling-block to 
me, for thou dost not mind the thingB of God, 
but the things of men.’ 

24 Then said Jesus to his disciples, ‘If any 
one doth will to come after me, let him dis¬ 
own himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me, “for whoever may will to save 
his life, shall lose it, and whoever may lose 
his life for my Bake shall find it, 20 for what 
is a man profited if he may gain the whole 
world, but of his life suffer loss? or what 
Bhall a man give as an exchange for his life? 

97 4 For, the Son of Man is about to come 
in the glory of his Father, with his messen¬ 
gers, and then he will reward each, accord¬ 
ing to his work. 58 Verily I say to you, there 
are certain of those standing here who shall 
not taste of death till they may see the Son 
of Man coming in his reign.’

XVH. 1 AND after bix days Jesus taketh 
Peter, and James, and John hia brother, 
and doth bring them up to a high mount 
by themselves, 2 aud he was transfigured be¬ 
fore them, and hia face ahone as the Bun, and 
his garments did become white as the light, 
3 and lo, appear to them did Moses and Elijah, 
talking together with him. 

* And Peter answering said to Jesus, * Sir, 
it is good to us to be here; if thou wilt, we 
may make here three booths—for thee one, 
and for Moses one, aud one for Elijah.’ 

6 Whilo he is yet speaking, lo, a bright 
cloud overshadowed them, aud lo, a voice 
out of the cloud, saying, ‘This is My Son,— 
the Beloved, in whom I aid delight; hear him.’ 

9 And the disciples having heard, did fall 
upon their face, and were exceedingly afraid, 
7 and Jesus having come near, touched them, 
aud said, 4 Rise, be not afraid,’ 8 and having 
lifted up their eyes, they saw no one, except 
Jesus only. 

B And as they are coming down from the 
mount, Jesus charged them, saying, * Say to 
uo one the vision, till the Son of Man out of 
the dead may rise.' 

10 And liis disciples auestioned him, say¬ 
ing, 4 Why then do the scribes say that 
Elijah it behoveth to come first?’ 11 And 
Jesus answering said to them, 4 Elijah doth 
indeed come first, and shall restore all things, 
12 and I say to you—Elijah did already come, 
and they did not know him, but did with him 
whatever they would, so also the Son of Man 
is about to suffer by them.’ 

u Then understood the disciples that con- 
:erning John the Baptist he spake to them. 

14 And when they came unto the multitude, 
here came to him a man, kueeling down to 
aim, 15 aud saying, ‘Sir, deal kindly with my 
son, for he is lunatic, and doth suffer miser¬ 
ably, for often he doth fall into the tire, and 
often into the water, 10 and I brought him 
near to thy disciples, and they were not able 
to heal him.’ 

17 And Jesus answering said, * 0 genera¬ 
tion, unstedfast and perverse, till when shall 
1 be with you? till when shall I bear you? 
bring him to me hither;’ 10 and Jesus rebuked 
him, and the demon went out of him, and the 
lad was healed from that hour. 

18 Then the disciples having come to Jesus 
by himself, said, 4 Wherefore were we not 
able to cast him out?' 20 And Jesus said to 
them, 4 Through your want of faith; for verily 
I say to you, if ye may have faith as a grain 
of mustard, ye shall say to this mount, Re¬ 
move hence to yonder place, and it shall re¬ 
move, and nothing shall be impossible to you, 
91 and thiB kind doth not go forth except in 
prayer and fasting.’ 

23 And while they are living in Galilee, 
Jesus said to them, * The Son of Man is ahout 
to be delivered up to the hands of men, 
a and they shall kill him, and the third day 
he shall riBe,’ and they were exceeding sorry, 

24 And they having come to Capernaum, 
those receiving the didrachma came near 
to Peter, and said, 4 Your teacher—doth he 


not pay the didrachms?’ He saith, ‘ YeB. 

26 And when he came into the house, Jesus an. 
ticipated him, saying, 4 What thinkest thou. 
Simon? the kings of the earth—from whom 
do they receive custom or poll-tax? from their 
sous or from the strangers?' 

29 Peter saith to him, 4 From the strangers.’ 
Jesus said to him, ‘Then are the sons free; 

27 but, that we may not cause them to stum¬ 
ble, having gone to the sea, cast a hook, aud 
the fish that hath come up first take thou up, 
and having opened its mouth, thou shalt find 
a stater, that having taken, give to them for 
me aud thee.' 

XVIII. i AT that hour came the disciples 
near to Jesus, saying, 4 Who, now, is greater 
in the reign of the heavens?’ 

2 Aud Jesus having called near a child, did 
sot him in the midat of them, 3 and said, 
4 Verily I say to you, if ye may Dot be turned 
and become as the children, ye may not enter 
into the reign of the heavens; 4 whoever then 
may humble himself as this child, he is the 
greater in the reign of the heavens. 

3 ‘And he who may receive one such child 
in my name, doth receive me. 6 and whoever 
may cause to stumble one of tnose little ones 
who are believing in me, it is better for him 
that a weighty mill-stone may be hauged 
upon his neck, and he may be sunk in the 
depth of the sea. 

7 4 Wo to the world from the stumbling- 
blocks ! for there is a necessity for the stum¬ 
bling-blocks to come, but wo to that man 
through whom the stumbling-block doth come! 

8 4 And if thy hand or thy foot doth cause 
thee to stumble, cut them off and cast from 
thee; it is good for thee to enter into the life 
lame or maimed, rather than having two 
hands or two feet, to be cast to the fire the 
age-during. 

9 * And if thine eye doth cause thee to stum¬ 
ble, pluck it out and cast from thee; it is 
good for theo one-eyed to enter into the life, 
rather than having two eyes to be cast to 
the gehenna of the fire. 

10 4 Beware 1—ye may not despise one of 
these little ones, for I say to you, that their 
messengers in the heavens do always behold 
the face of my Father who is in the heavens, 
11 for the Son of Man did come to save the lost. 

12 4 What think ye? if a man may have an 
hundred sheep, and there may go astray one 
of them, doth lie not—having left the ninety- 
nine, having gone on the mountains—seek 
that which is gone astray? 13 and if it may 
come to pass that he doth find it, verily I say 
to you, tnat he doth rejoice over it more than 
over the ninety nine that have not gone astray; 
14 so it is not will in presence of your Father 
who is in the heavens, that one of these little 
ones may perish. 

10 4 And if thy brother may sin against thee, 
go and show him his fault between thee aud 
him alone, if he may hear thee, thou didst 
gain thy brother; 16 and if he may not hear, 
take with thee yet one or two, tnat by the 
mouth of two witnesses or three every word 
may stand. 

17 4 And if he may not hear them, say it to 
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Christ teaches forgiveness. xviii. 18.—MATTHEW.—xix. 26. 


the assembly, and if also the assembly he 
may not hear, let him be to thee as the hea¬ 
then man and the tax-gatherer. 

18 ‘Verily I say to you, Whatever things ye 
may bind upon the earth shall be having Been 
bound in the heaven, and whatever things ye 
may loose on the earth shall be having been 
loosed in the heavens. 

18 ‘Again, 1 say to you, that, if two of you 
may agree on the earth concerning anything, 
whatever they may ask—it shall be done to 
them from my Father who is in the heavenB. 
20 for where there are two or three gathered 
together^to my name, there am I in the midst 
of them.’ 

31 Then Peter having come near to him, said, 
1 Sir, how often shall my brother sin against 
me, and 1 forgive him—till seven times?’ 
23 Jesus saith to him, * I do not say to thee till 
seven times, but till seventy times seven. 

23 4 Because of this was the reign of the hea¬ 
vens likened to a man, a king, who did will 
to take reckoning with his servants, 24 and he 
having begun to take account, there was 
brought near to him one debtor of a myriad 
of talents, "and he having nothing to pay, 
his lord did command him to be sold, ana his 
wife, and the children, and all, whatever he 
had, and payment to be made. 29 The servant 
then, having fallen down, was bowing to him, 
saying, Sir, have patience with me, and I 
will pay thee all; 27 and the lord of that servant 
having been moved with compassion did re¬ 
lease him, and the debt he forgave him. 

28 ‘And, that servant having come forth, 
found one of his fellow-servants who was 
owing him an hundred denaries, and having 
laid hold, he took him by the throat, Baying, 
Pay me that which thou owest. 28 His fellow- 
servant then, having fallen down at his feet, 
was calling on him saying, Have patience 
with me, and I will pay thee all; 3U and he 
would uot, but having gone away, he cast 
him into prison, till he might pay that which 
was owing. 

31 ‘And his fellow-servants having seen the 
things that were done, were grieved exceed¬ 
ingly, and having come, shewed fully to their 
lord all the things that were done; 32 then 
having called him, his lord saith to him. Evil 
servant 1 all that debt I did forgive thee, see¬ 
ing thou didst call upon me, 33 did it not be¬ 
hove also thee to have dealt kindly with thy fel¬ 
low-servant, as I also dealt kindly with thee? 

34 * And having been wroth, his lord deliver¬ 
ed him to the inquisitors, till he might pay 
all that was owing to him ; 38 so also my hea¬ 
venly Father will do to you, if ye may not 
forgive each one his brother from your hearts 
their trespasses. ’ 

XIX. 1 AND it came to pass, when Jesus 
finished these words, he removed from Gali¬ 
lee, and did come to the bordeis of Judea, 
beyond the Jordan, 2 and great multitudes 
followed him, and he healed them there. 

3 And the Pharisees came near to him, 
tempting him, and saying to him, ‘ Is it lawful 
for a man to put away his wife for every 
cause?* 4 And he answering said to them, 


4 Did ye not read, that He who made them, 
from tne beginning a male and a female made 
them, 8 and said. For this cause shall a man 
leave father and mother, and cleave to his 
wife, andtheyBhallbe—the two—for one flesh? 
9 bo that they are no more two, but one flesh ; 
what therefore God did join together, let no 
mau put asunder.’ 

7 They say to him, ‘Why then did Moeea 
command to give a roll of divorce, and to 
put her away ?' 8 He saith to them—‘ Moses 
for your Btiffness of heart did suffer you to 
put away your wives, but from the beginning 
it hath not been so. 

9 ‘And I say to you, that, whoever may put 
away his wife, if not for whoredom, and may 
marry another, doth commit adultery; and lie 
who did marry her that hath been put away, 
doth commit adultery.' 

10 His disciples say to him, ‘ If the case of 
the man with the woman is so, it is not good 
to marry.’ 

11 And he said to them, * All do not receive 
this word, but those to whom it hath been 
given; 12 for there are eunuchs who from the 
mother’s womb were so born; and there are 
eunuchs who were made eunuchs by men ; 
and there are eunuchs who kept themselves 
eunuchs because of the reign of the heavens: 
he who is able to receive it —let him receive.’ 

13 Then were brought near to him children 
that he might put hands on them and pray, 
and the disciples rebuked them. 14 But Jesus 
said, ‘ Suffer the children, and forbid them 
not, to come unto me, for of such is the reign 
of the heavens;’ 18 and having laid on them 
his hands, he departed thence. 


19 And lo. one having come near, said to 
him, ‘ Good teacher, what good thing shall I 
do, that I may have life age-during ?’ 

17 And he said to him, ‘ Why me dost thou 
call pood? no one is good except One—God ; 
but if thou dost will to enter into the life, 
keepthe commands.* 

18 He saith to him, ‘What kind?’ And 
Jesus Baid, ‘ Thou shalt not kill, thou shalt 
not commit adultery, thou shalt not steal, 
thou shalt not bear false witness, 19 honour 
thy father and mother, and, thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself.’ 

20 The young mau saith to him, ‘All these 
did I keep from my youth; wbat yet do I 
lack?’ 21 Jesus said to him, ‘ [f thou dost 
will to be perfect, go away, sell what thou 
hast, and give to the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven, and come, follow me. ’ 

31 And the young man, having heard the 
word, went away sorrowful, for he had many 
possessions; 23 and Jesus said to his disciples, 
r Verily I say to you, that hardly shall a rich 
man enter into the reign of the heavens; 
24 and again I say to you, it is easier for a 
camel through the eye of a needle to go, than 
for a rich man to enter into the reign of God.’ 

"And his disciples having heard, were 
amazed exceedingly, saying, ‘Who, then, is 
able to be Baved? 1 29 And Jesus having earn¬ 
estly beheld, said to them, ‘With men this 
is impossible, but with God all things aro 
possible.’

^Then Peter answering said to him, ‘Lo, 
we did leave all, and follow thee, what then 
shall we have?' 28 And Jesus said to them, 

4 Verily I say to you, that ye who did follow 
me, in the regeneration, when the Son of Man 
may Bit upon a throne of his glory, shall sit 
—ye also—upon twelve thrones, judging the 
twelve tribes of Israel; 29 and every one who 
left houses, or brothers, or sisters, or father, 
or mother, or wife, or children, or fields, for 
my name’s sake, an hundredfold shall receive, 
and life age-during shall inherit; 30 and many 
first shall be last, and last first. 

XX. 1 ‘ FOR the reign of the heavens is 
like to a man, a householder, who went forth 
with the morning to hire workmen for his vine¬ 
yard, 3 and having agreed with the workmen for 
a denary a day, he sent them into his vine¬ 
yard. 

3 'And having gone forth, about the third 
nour, he saw others standing in the market¬ 
place idle, 4 and to these he said, Go ye—^also 
ye—to the vineyard, and whate vennay be right¬ 
eous I will give you; 0 and they went away. 

4 Again, having gone forth about the sixth 
and the ninth hour, he did in like manner. 

6 And about the eleventh hour, having gone 
forth, he found others standing idle, andsaith 
to them. Why here have ye stood all the day 
idle? 7 they say to him, Because no one did 
hire us ; he earth to them, Go ye—ye also—to 
the vineyard, and whatever may be righteous 
ye shall receive. 

8 4 And eveuing having come, the lord of 
the vineyard saith to his steward, Call the 
workmen, and pay them the reward, having 
begun from the last—unto the first. 0 Ana 
they of about the eleventh hour having come, 
did receive each a denary. 

10 4 And the first having come, did suppose 
that they shall receive more, and they re¬ 
ceived, they also, each a denary, 11 and having 
received it, they were murmuring agaiost the 
householder, saying, 12 that These, the last, 
wrought one hour, and thou didst make them 
equal to us, who w^re bearing the burden of 
the day—and the heat. 

13 ‘ And he answering Baid to one of them, 
Comrade, I do no unrighteousness to thee ; for 
a denary didst not thou agree with me ? 14 take 
that which is thine, and go ; and I will to give 
to this, the last, also as to thee; i5 is it not 
lawful to me to do what I will in mine own j 
is thine eye evil because I am good? 19 Sothe 
last shall be first, and the first last, for many 
are called, and few chosen. 1 

17 And Jesus going up to Jerusalem, took 
the twelve disciples by tnemselves in the way, 
and said to them, 10 ‘Lo, we go up to Jeru¬ 
salem, and tbe Son of Man shall be delivered 
to the chief priests and scribeB, ;9 and they 
shall condemn him to death, and shall deliver 
him to the nations to mock, and to scourge, 
and to erucify, and the third day he will nse 
again.’ 

20 Then came near to him the mother of the 
sons of Zebedee, with her sons, bowing and 
asking something from him, 21 and he said to 
her, 4 What wilt thou?’ She saith to him. 


4 Say, that they may sit—these my two sons 
—one on thy nght hand, and one on the left, 
in thy reign.’ 

22 And Jesus answering said, 4 Ye have not 
known what ye ask for yourselveal; are ye 
able to drink of the cup that I am about to 
drink? and with the baptism that I am bap¬ 
tized with, to be baptized?’ They say to him, 
4 We are able.’^ 

23 And he saith to them, 4 Of my cup indeed 
ye shall drink, and with the baptism that 1 
am baptized with ye shall be baptized; but to 
sit on my right hand and on my left is not 
mine to give, but—to those for whom it hath 
been prepared by my Father.’ 

24 And the ten having heard, were much 
displeased with the two brothers, 28 and Jesus 
having called them near, said, ‘Ye have 
known that the rulers of the nations do exer¬ 
cise lordship over them, and those great do 
exercise authority over them, 28 but not bo 
shall it be among you, but whoever may will 
among you to become great, let him be your 
ministrant: 27 and whoever may will among you 
to be first, let him be your servant; 28 even as 
the Son of Man did not come to be ministered 
to, but to minister, and to give his life a ran¬ 
som for many.’ 


28 And they going forth from Jericho, there 
followed him a great multitude, 80 and lo, two 
blind men sitting by.the way, having heard 
that Jesus doth pass by, cried, saying, 4 Deal 
kindly with us, sir—Son of David. ’ 31 And the 
multitude charged them that they might be 
silent, and they cried out the more, saying, 
‘Deal kindly with us, Bir—Son of David.’ 

32 And having stood, JeBus called them, and 
said, 4 What will ye that I may do to you?: 1 
83 they say to him, 4 Sir, that our eves may be 
opened;’ 34 and having been moved with com¬ 
passion, Jesus touched their eyes, and im¬ 
mediately their eyes received sight, and they 
followed him. 


XXI. 1 AND when they came nigh to Jeru¬ 
salem, and came to Bethphage, unto the mount 
of the Olives, then Jesus sent two disciples, 
3 Baying to them, 4 Go on to the village over- 
against you, and immediately ye shall find an 
ass bound, and a colt with her—having loosed, 
bring ye to me; 3 and if any one may day any¬ 
thing to you, ye shall spy, that the lord hath 
neea of them, and immediately he will send 
them.’ 

4 And all this came to pass, that it might be 
fulfilled that was spoken through theprophet, 
saying, s ‘Tell ye the daughter of Zion, Lo, 
thyking doth cometothee, meek, and mounted 
on an ass, and a colt, a foal of a beast of 
burden.’ 

8 And the disciples having gone and having 
done as Jesus commanded them, 7 brought the 
ass and the colt, and did put on them their 
garments, and set him upon them; 8 and the 
very great multitude spread their own gar¬ 
ments in the way, and others were cutting 
branches from the trees, and were strewing 
in the way, 0 and the multitudes who were 
going before, aud who were following, were 
crying, saying, ‘Hosanna to the Son of David, 
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Wicktd husband inert 


blessed is he who iB coining in the name of 
the Lord; Hosanna in the highest.’ 

10 And he having entered into J erusalem, all 
the city was moved, Baying, ‘Who is this?' 
11 And the multitudes said, ^Thia is Jesus the 
prophet, who w from Nazareth of Galilee.’ 

13 And Jesus entered into the temple of 
God, and did cast forth all those selling and 
buying in the temple, and the tables of the 
money-changers he overturned, and the seats 
of those selling the doves, 13 and he saith to 
them, ‘It hatn been written, My house a 
house of prayer shall be called, but ye did 
make it a den of robbers.* 

14 And there came to him blind and lame 
men in the temple, and he healed them, 13 and 
the chief priests and the scribes having seen 
the wonderful thingB that he did, and the 
children crying in the temple, and saying, 
‘ Hosanna to the Son of David,’ were much 
displeased; 18 and they said to him, ‘ Hearest 
thou what these say?* And Jesus saith to 
them, ‘Yes, did ye never read, that, Out of 
the mouth of babes and sucklings Thou didst 
prepare praise?’ 

17 Aud having left them, he went forth out 
>f the city to Bethany, and did lodge there, 
^ and in the morning turning back to the city, 
ho hungered, 19 and having seen a certain fig- 
tree on the way, he came to it, and found no¬ 
thing in it except leaves ouly, and he saith to 
it, * No more from thee may fruit bo—to the 
age;' and forthwith the fig-tree withered. 

20 Aud the disciples having seen, did won¬ 
der. saying, ‘How did the fig-tree forthwith 
wither?’ 21 And Jesus answering said to them, 
* Verily I say to you, If ye may have faith, 
and may not doubt, not only this of the fig- 
tree shall ye do, but even if to this mount ye 
may say, Be lifted up and be cast into the 
sea, it shall come to pass; 22 and all—as much as 
ye may ask in the prayer, believing, ye shall 
receive.' 

23 And he having come to the temple, there 
came to him when teaching the chief priests 
and the elders of the people, saying, * By what 
authority dost thou do these things ? and who 
gave thee this authority?* 

24 And Jesus answering said to them, * I will 
ask you—I also—one word, which if ye may 
tell me. I also will tell you by what authority 
I do these things; 25 the baptism of John, 
whence was it?—from heaven, or from men?’ 

A.nd they were reasoning with themselveB, 
saying, ‘ If we should say, From heaven ; he 
will Bay to us, Wherefore, then, did ye not be¬ 
lieve him ? 26 and if we should say. From men, 
we fear the multitude, for all hold John as a 
prophet.’ 

v And answering Jesus they said, ‘We have 
not known.’ He said to them—he also—• 
‘Neither do I tell you by what authority I do 
these things. 

■ 1 And what thick ye? A man had two 
children, and having come to the first, he said. 
Child, go, to-day be working in my vineyard-’ 
■And he answering said, ‘I will not,’ but at 
lut, having repented, he went. 


30 * And having come to the second, he said 
in the same manner, and he answering said, I 
go, sir, and went not; 31 which of the two did 
the will of the father?' They say to him, 
‘ The first.’ 

Jesus saith to them, ‘ Verily I say to you, 
that the tax-gatherers and the harlots do go 
before you into the reign of God, 32 for John 
came unto you in the way of righteousness, 
and ye did not believe him, and the tax- 
gatherers and the harlots did believe him, and 
ye, haviug Been, repented not at last—to be¬ 
lieve him. 

33 ‘ Hear ye another Bimile: There was a 
certain man, a householder, who planted a 
vineyard, and did put a hedge round it, and 
digged in it a wine-press, and built a tower, 
ana gave it out to husbandmen, and went 
abroad. 

34 ‘ And when the Besson of the fruits came 
nigh, he sent his servants unto the husband¬ 
men, to receive the fruits of it, 33 and the hus¬ 
bandmen having taken his servants, one they 
scourged, and one they killed, and one they 
stoned. 

88 ‘ Again he sent other servants more than 
the first, and they did to them in the same 
manner. 

87 ‘And at last he sent unto them his son, 
saying. They will reverence my son; 38 aud the 
husbandmen having seen the son, said among 
themselves, This is the heir, come, we may 
kill him, and may possess his inheritance 
3J and having taken him, they cast him out oi 
the vineyard, and killed him; 40 whenever 
therefor© the lord of the vineyard may come, 
what will he do to these husbandmen?’ 

41 They say to him, ‘Evil men—he will evilly 
destroy them, and the vineyard will give out 
to other husbandmen, who will give Dack to 
him the fruits in their seasons.’ 

42 Jesus Baith to them, ' Did ye never read 
in the Writings, A stone that the builders 
disallowed, it became head of a corner: from 
the Lord hath th>B come to pass, and it is 
wonderful in our eyes. 

43 ‘ Because of this I say to you, that the 
reign of God Bhall be taken from you, and 

S ven to a uation bringing forth its fruit; 44 and 
i who is falling on this stone shall be broken, 
and on whomsoever it may fall it will crush 
him to pieces.’ 

46 And the chief ^priests and the Pharisees 
having heard hri similes, knew that of them 
he speaketh, and seeking to lay hold on him, 
they feared the multitudes, seeing they were 
holding him as a prophet. 

XXII. 1 AND Jesus answering, again spake 
to them in similes, saying, 4 ‘The reign of the 
heavens was likened to a man, a king, who 
made marriage-feasts for his bod, 3 and he sent 
forth his servants to call those having been 
called to the marriage-feasts, and they were 
not willing to come. 

4 * Again he sent forth other servants, say¬ 
ing, Say to those who have been called: ijo, 
my dinner I prepared, my oxen and the fat- 
lings have been killed, and all thingB arc 
ready, come yc to the marriage -feasts ; 0 and 
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they, having disregarded it , went away, the 
one to his own field, and the other to his mer¬ 
chandise ; 6 and the rest, having laid hold on 
his servants, did insult and slay them. 

7 ‘And the king having heard, was wroth, 
and having sent forth his soldiers, he destroyed 
those murderers, and their city he set on tire; 
0 then saith he to his servants, The marriage- 
feast indeed is ready, and those called were 
not worthy, 9 be going, then, on to the cross¬ 
ways, and as many as ye may find, call jte to 
the marriage-feasts. 

10 ‘ And those servants, having gone forth to 
the ways, did gather all, as many as they 
found, both bad and good, and the marriage- 
feast apartment was filled with those reclining. 

11 ‘And the king having come in to view 
those reclining, saw there a man not clothed 
with clothing of the marriage-feast, 12 and he 
saith to him, Comrade, how didst thou come 
in hither, not having clothing of the mar¬ 
riage-feast ? and he was speechless. 

13 ‘Then ,'Baid the king to the ministrante, 
Having bound his feet and hands, take him 
up and cast forth to the outer darkness, there 
shall he the weeping and the gnashing of the 
teeth; 14 for many are called, and few chosen.’ 

15 Then the Pharisees having < gone, took 
counsel how they might ensnarenim in words, 
16 and they Bend to nim their disciples with 
the Heroaiana, saying, 1 Teacher, we have 
known that thou art true, and the way of God 
in truth thou dost teach, and thou art not caring 
for any one, for thou dost not look to the face 
of men; 17 tell us, therefore, what dost thou 
think? is it lawful to give tribute to Caesar 
or not?’ 

18 And Jesus having known their wicked¬ 
ness, said, ‘Why me do ye tempt, hypocrites? 
19 show me the tribute-coin?’ and they brought 
to him a denary; 80 and he saith to them, 
‘Whose is this image and the inscription?’ 
21 they say to him, ‘ Caesar’s; ’ then aaitn he to 
them, ‘ Render therefore the things of Caesar 
to Caesar, and the things of God to God:’ 
32 and having heard they wondered, and having 
left him they went away. 

23 In that day there came near to him Sad- 
ducees, who are saying there is not a rising 
again, and they questioned him, saying, 
24 ‘ Teacher, Moees said, If any one may die 
not having children, his brother shall marry 
his wife, and shall raise up seed to his brother. 

23 ‘ And there were with us Beven brothers, 
and the first having married did die, and not 
having seed, he left his wife to his brother; 
“in like manner also the second, and the 
third, unto the seventh, 27 and last of all died 
also the woman: 28 therefore in the rising 
again, of which of the Beven shall she be wife 
—for all had her?’ 

29 And Jesus answering said to them, ‘Ye 
go astray, not knowing the Writings, nor the 

S ower of God; 30 for in the rising again they 
o not marry, nor are they given in marriage, 
but are as messengers of God in heaven. 

81 ‘And concerning the rising again of the 
dead, did ye not read that which was spoken 
to you by God, saying, 32 1 am the God of 


Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the God 
of Jacob ? God is not a God of dead men, but 
of living.’ 

33 And having heard, the multitudes were 
astonished at his teaching; 34 and the Phari¬ 
sees, having heard that he did silence the 
Sadducees, were gathered together unto him; 
35 and one of them, a lawyer, did question, 
tempting him, and saying, 36 ‘Teacher, which 
is the great command in the Law?’ 

37 And Jesus Baid to him, ‘Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thine understand¬ 
ing— 38 this i3 a first and great command ; 
"and the second is like to it, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself; 40 on these—the two 
commands—all the law and the prophets do 
hang.’ 

41 And the Pharisees having been gathered 
together, Jesus did question them. 42 saying, 
‘What do you think concerning tne Christ? 
of whom is he son?’ They say to him, ‘Of 
David. ’ 

43 He saith to them, ‘ How then doth David 
in the Spirit call him lord, saying, 44 The 
Lord said to my lord. Sit at my right hand, 
till I may make thine enemies thy footstool? 
43 If then David doth call him lord, how is he 
his son?* 46 And no one was able to answer 
him a word, nor durst any from that day 
question him any more. 

XXEII. 1 THEN Jesus spake to the mul¬ 
titudes, and to his disciples, 2 saying, ‘On the 
seat of Moses sat down the scribes and the 
Pharisees; 3 all, then, as much as they may say 
to you to observe, observe and do, but accord¬ 
ing to their works do not, for they say, and 
do not; 4 for they bind together burdens heavy 
and grievous to be borne, and lay upon the 
shoulders of men, but with their finger they 
will not move them. 

6 ‘And all their works they do to be seen 
by men, and they make broad their phylac¬ 
teries, and enlarge the fringes of their gar¬ 
ments, 8 they love also the chief couches in the 
supper, and the chief Beats in the synagogues, 
7 and the salutations in the market-places, 
and to be called by men. Rabbi, Rabbi. 

8 ‘ And ye—ye may not be called Rabbi, for 
one is your director—the Christ, and all ye are 
brethren; 9 and ye may not call any your father 
on the earth, for one is your Father, who is in 
the heavens, 19 nor may ye be called directors, 
for one is your director—the Christ, 11 And'the 
greater of you shall be yourministrant, 12 and 
whoever shall exalt himself shall be humbled, 
and whoever shall humble himself shall be 
exalted. 

13 l Wo to you, Scribes and Pharisees, hy- 
ocrites I because ye shut up the reign of the 
eavens before men, for ye do not go iD, nor 

those going in do ye suffer to enter. 

14 ‘Wo to you, Scribes and Pharisees, hy¬ 
pocrites ! because ye eat up the houses of the 
widows, and for a pretence make long prayere, 
because of this ye shall receive more abun¬ 
dant judgment. 

19 * Wo to you. Scribes and Pharisees, hy- 
17 
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pocrites! because ye go round the sea and the 
dry land to make one proselyte, and when¬ 
ever it may happen—ye make him a sou of 
gehenna twofold more than yourselves. 

16 ‘ Wo to you, blind guides, who are say¬ 
ing, Whoever may swear by the sanctuary, it 
is nothing, but whoever may swear by the 
gold of the sanctuary—is debtor! 17 Fools aud 
blind! for which is greater, the gold, or the 
sanctuary that is sanctifying the gold ? 

19 ‘And, whoever may swear by the altar, 
it is nothing; but whoever may swear by the 
gift that is upon it—is debtor! 19 Fools and 
blind! for which is greater, the gift, or the 
altar that is sanctifying tbe gift? 

00 ‘ He therefore who did swear by the altar, 
doth swear by it, and by all things on it; 21 ana. 
he who did swear bv the sanctuary^ doth 
swear by it, and by Dim who is dwelling in 
it; 22 and he who did swear by the heaven, 
doth swear by the throne of God, and by Him 
who is sitting upou it. 

j 3 * Wo to you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypo¬ 
crites ! because ye give.tithe of the mint, and 
the dill, and the cumin, and did neglect the 
weightier things of the Law—the judgment, 
and the kindness, and the faith; these it be¬ 
hoved you to do, and those not to neglect. 

24 * Blind guides ! who are straining out the 
gnat, and the camel are swallowing. 

“ ‘Wo to you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypo¬ 
crites ! because ye make clean the outside of 
the cup and the plate, and within thej r are 
full of rapine and incontinence. 

20 ‘Blind Pharisee! cleanse firBt the inside 
of the cup and the plate, that the outside of 
them also may become clean. 

27 ‘ Wo to you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypo¬ 
crites ! because ye are like to whitewashed 
sepulchres, which outwardly indeed do appear 
beautiful, aud within are full of bones of dead 
men, and of all uncleanness; 29 so also ye out¬ 
wardly indeed do appear to men righteous, 
and within ye are full of hypocrisy and law¬ 
lessness. 

29 ‘ \y 0 to y 0U> Scribes and Pharisees, hypo¬ 
crites ! because ye build the sepulchres of 
the prophets, and adorn the tombs of the 
righteous, 90 and say, If we had been in the 
days of our fathers, we would not have been 
partakers with them in the blood of tbe pro¬ 
phets. 31 So that ye testify to yourselves, 
that ye are sons of them who did murder the 
prophets ; 32 aud ye—ye fill up the measure of 
your fathers. 

33 'Serpents! brood of vipers! how may ye 
escape from the judgment of the gehenna? 

34 ‘ Because of this, lo, 1 send to you pro¬ 
phets, and wise men, and scribes, ana of 
them ve will kill and crucify, and of them 
ye will scourge in your synagogues, and will 
pursue from city to city; 35 that on you may 
come all the righteous blood being poured out 
on the earth from the blood of Abel the right¬ 
eous, unto the blood of Zacharias son of Bara* 
chias, whom ye slew between the sanctuary 
and the altar: 30 verily I say to you, all these 
things shall come upon this generation. 

37 ‘Jerusalem, Jerusalem, that art killing 
the prophets, aud stoningtliose sent unto.thee, 
how often did I will to gather thy children 


together, as a hen doth gather her own chick¬ 
ens under the wings, and ye did not wilL 
38 Lo, left desolate to you is yotrt- house; 39 for 
I say to you, ye may not see me henceforth, 
till ye may say, Blessed is he who is coming 
in the name of the Lord.’ 

XXIY. 1 AND having gone forth, Jesus de¬ 
parted from the temple, and his disciples 
came near to show him tbe buildings of the 
temple, 5 and Jesus said to them, ‘ Do ye not 
see all these? verily I Bay to you. There may 
not be left here a stone upon a stone, that 
shall not be thrown down. 1 

3 And when he is sitting on the mount of 
the Olives, the disciples came near to him by 
himself. Baying, ‘Tell us, when shall these 
be ? and what is the sign of thy presence, and 
of the full end of thcage?’. 

4 And Jesus answering Baid to them, ‘Take 
heed that no one may lead you astray, 6 for 
many shall come in my name, saying, I am 
the Christ, and they shall lead many astray, 
6 and ye shall begin to hear of wars, and re- 

orts of wars; Bee, be not troubled, for it be- 
oveth all these to come to pass, but the end 
is not yet. 

7 ‘For nation shall rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom, and there shall be 
famines, and pestilences, and earthquakes, in 
divers places; 8 and all these are tne begin¬ 
ning of sorrows; 8 then they shall deliver you 
up to tribulation, and shall kill you, and ye 
shall be hated by all the nations because o. 
my name; 10 and then shall many be stumbled, 
and they shall deliver up one another, and 
shall hate one another. 

11 * And many false prophets shall arise, and 
shall lead many astray; * ,j aud because of the 
abounding of the lawlessness, the love of the 
many shall become cold; 13 but he who did 
endure to the end, he shall be saved ; 14 and 
this good news of the reign shall be proclaimed 
in all tbe world, for a testimony to all the 
nations : and then shall the end arrive. 

13 ‘Whenever, therefore, ye may see tbe 
abomination of the desolation, that was 
spoken of through Daniel the prophet, stand¬ 
ing in the holy place (whoever is reading let 
bim observe) 10 then tliose in Judea—let tnem 
Heetothe mounts; 17 he on the house-top— 
let him not come down to take up any thing 
out of his house: 10 and lie in the Held—let 
him not turn back to take bis garments. 

19 ' Aud wo to those with child, and to those 
giving suck in those days; 20 and pray ye that 
your flight may not lie in wiuter, nor on a 
sabbath ; 31 for there shall be then great tribu¬ 
lation, such as was not from the beginning of 
the world till now, no, nor may be. 22 And if 
those days were not shortened, no flesh would 
have been saved* but because of tbe chosen, 
shall tliose days be shortened. 

23 * Then if anyone may say to you, Lo, here 
tithe Christ! or here! yc may not believe ; 24 for 
there shall ariso false Christs, and false pro¬ 
phets, and they Bhall give great simis and 
wonders, so os to lead astray, if possible, also 
the chosen. 25 Lo, 1 did tell you beforehand. 

20 ‘ ] f therefore they may say to you, Lo, in 
the wilderness he is, ye may uot go forth: lo. 
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in the inner chambers, ye may not believe; 

27 for as the lightning doth come forth from 
the east, and doth appear unto the west, so 
Bhall be also the presence of the Son of Man; 

28 for wherever the carcase may be, there shall 
the eagles be gathered together. 

29 ‘And immediately after the tribulation 
of those days, the sun shall be darkened, and 
the moon shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall fall from the heaven, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be shaken; 30 and 
then shall appear the sign of the Son of Man 
in the heaven; and then shall all the tribes 
of the earth smite the breast, and they shall 
see the Sou of Man coming upon the clouds 
of the heaven, with power and much glory; 
31 and he shall send his messengers with a 
gTeat sound of a trumpet, and they shall 
gather together his chosen from the four 
wiuds, from the ends of the heavens unto the 
ends thereof. 

32 ‘And from the fig-tree learn ve the simile: 
When already its branch may have become 
tender, and the leaves it may put forth, ye 
know that the summer is nigh, 33 so also ye, 
when ye may see all these, ye kuow that it is 
nigh—at the doors. 34 Verily I say to you, 
this generation may not pass away till all 
these may come to pass. ^ 3 The heaven and 
the earth shall pass away, but my words shall 
not pass away. 

36 4 And concerning that day and the hour 
no one hath known—not even the messengers 
of the heavens—except my Father only; 37 and 
as the days of Noah—so shall be also the pre¬ 
sence of the Son of Man; 38 for as they were, 
in the days before the Hood, eating, and drink¬ 
ing, marrying, and i^iving in marriage, till the 
day Noah entered into the ark, 38 and they 
did not know till the flood came and took all 
away; so shall be also the presence of the 
Son of Man. 40 Then two men shall be in the 
field, the one is received, and the one is left; 
41 two women shall be grinding in the mill, 
oue is received, and one is left. 

42 4 Watch ye therefore, because ye have not 
known in what hour your Lord doth come; 
43 and this know, that if the master of the 
house had known in what watch the thief 
doth come, he had watched, and not suffered 
his house to be broken through; 44 because of 
this also ye, become ye ready, because in 
what hour ye do not think, the Son of Man 
doth come. 

45 1 Who, then, is the servant, faithful and 
wise, whom his lord did set over his house¬ 
hold, to give them the nourishment iu season? 
46 Happy that servant, whom his lord, having 
come, snail find doing so; 47 verily I say to 

ou, that over all his substance he will Bet 

im. 

48 4 And, if that evil servant may say in his 
heart, My Lord doth delay to come, 49 and 
may begin to beat the fellow-servants, and 
to eat and to drink with the drunken, 30 the 
lord of that servant will arrive in a day when 
he doth not expect, and in an hour of which 
lie doth not know, 61 and will cut him off, and 
his portion with the hypocrites will appoint; 
there shall be the weeping and the gnashing 
of the teeth. 


XXV. 1 4 THEN shall the reign of the hea¬ 
vens be likened to ten virgins, who, having 
taken their lamps, went forth to meet the 
bridegroom; 2 and five of them were prudent, 
and five foolish; 3 they who were foolish 
having taken their lamps, did not take with 
themselves oil; 4 and the prudent took oil in 
their vessels, with their lamps. 

5 4 And the bridegroom tarrying, they all 
nodded and were sleeping, 6 and iu the middle 
of the night a cry was made, Lo, the bride¬ 
groom doth come; go ye forth to meet him. 

7 ‘ Then rose all those virgins, and trimmed 
their lamps, 8 and the foolish said to the pru¬ 
dent, Give us of your oil, because our lamps 
are going out ; 9 and the prudent answered, 
saying—Eest there may not be sufficient for 
us and you, go ye rather unto those selling, 
and buy for yourselves. 

10 4 And while they are going away to buy, 
the bridegroom came, and those ready weut 
in with him to the marriage-feasts, and the 
door was shut; 11 aud afterwards come also do 
the rest of the virgins, saying. Sir, sir, open 
to us; 12 and he answering said, Verily 1 say 
to you, I have not known you. 

13 4 Watch therefore, for ye have not known 
the day nor the hour in which the Son of Man 
doth come. 

14 ‘ For—as a man going abroad did call his 
own servants, and aid deliver to them his 
Bubstance, 15 and to one he gave five talents, 
and to another two. and to another one, to 
each according to Lis several ability, wen\ 
abroad immediately. 

16 4 And he who aid receive the five talents, 
having gone, wrought with them, and made 
other five talents'; 17 in like manner also he 
who received the two, he gained, also he, other 
two ; 18 and he who did receive the one, hav¬ 
ing gone away, digged in the earth, and hid 
his lord’s money. 

:9 4 And after a long time eometh the lord 
of those servants, aud taketh reckoning with 
them; 20 and he who did receive the five tal¬ 
ents having come, brought other five talcuts, 
saying, 4 Sir, five talents thou didst deliver 
to me; lo, other five talents did I gain besides 
•them. 

514 And his lord said to him, Well done, 
servaut, good and faithful, over a few 
things thou wast faithful, over many things I 
will set thee; enter into the joy of thy lord. 

214 And he who also did receive the two tal¬ 
ents having come, said, Sir, two talents thou 
didst deliver to me ; lo, other two talents 1 
did gain besides them. 

r* 4 His lord said to him. Well done, servant, 
good and faithful, over a few things thou wast 
faithful, over many things I will set thee; 
enter into the joy of thy lord. 

24 4 And he also who hath received the one 
talent having come, said, Sir, I knew thee, 
that thou art a hard man, reaping where thou 
didst not sow, and gathering from whence 
thou didst not scatter; “ana. having been 
afraid, having gone away, I hid thy talent in 
the earth; lo, thou hast thine own I 

3 * 4 And his lord answering said to him. Evil 
servant, aud slothful, thou hadst known that 
I reap where X did not sow, and I gather 
19 
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whence I did not scatter! 37 ft behoved thee 
then to put my money to the money lenders, 
and having come I had received mine own 
with increase. 

28 * Take therefore from him the talent, and 
give to him having the ten talents. 20 for to 
every one having shall be given, and he shall 
have over-abundance, and from him who is 
not having, even that which he hath Bhall be 
taken from him ; 80 and the unprofitable ser¬ 
vant cast ye forth to the outer darkness ; 
there shall be the weeping and the gnashing 
of the teeth. 

31 * And whenever the Son of Man may come 
in his glory, and all the holy messengers with 
him, then he shall sit upon a throne of his 
glory: 32 and gathered together before him 
shall be all the nations, ana he Bhall separate 
them from one another, as the shepherd doth 
separate the sheep from the goats, 33 and he 
shall set the sheep indeed on his right hand, 
and the goats on the left 

34 ‘ Then shall the king say to those on his 
right hand, Come ye, the blessed of my Father, 
inherit the reign that hath been prepared for 
ou from the foundation of the world; 33 for 

did hunger, and ye gave me to eat; I did 
thirst ana ye gave me to drink; I was a 
stranger, and ye received me; 3d naked, 
and ye put around me; I was infirm, and ye 
looked after me; in prison I was, and ye came 
unto me. 

37 ‘Then shall the righteous answer him, 
saying, Lord, when did we see thee hungering, 
aud we nourished? or thirsting, and we gave 
to drink? 38 and when did we see thee a 
stranger, and we received? or naked, and we 
put around? ^ and when did we see thee in¬ 
firm, or in prison, and we came unto thee ? 

40 ‘ And the king answering, shall say to 
them, Verily I say to you, Inasmuch as ye 
did it to one of these my brethren—the least 
—to me ye did it. 

41 1 TheD shall he say also to those on the 
left hand, Go ye from me, the cursed, to the 
fire, the age-during, that hath been prepared 
for the Devil and his messengers; 42 for I did 
hunger, and ye gave menot to eat; I didthirst, 
and ye gave me not to drink ; 43 a stranger I 
was, ana ye did not receive me; naked, and 
ye put not around me; infirm, and in prison, 
ana ye did not look after me. 

44 * Then shall they answer, they also, say¬ 
ing, Lord, when did we see thee hungering, or 
thirsting, or a stranger, or naked, or infirm, 
or in prison, and we did not minister to thee? 

43 4 Then shall he answer them, saying. 
Verily I say to you. Inasmuch as ye did it not 
to one of these, the least, ye did it not to me. 
48 And those snail go away to punishment 
age-during, but the righteous to life age- 
during,’ 

XX VX 1 AND it came to pasB, when Jesus 
finished all these words, he said to his dis¬ 
ciples, 3 ‘ Ye have known that after two 
days the passover cometh, and the Son of Man 
is delivered up to be crucified. ’ 

3 Then were gathered together the chief 
priests, and the scribes, and the elders of the 
people, to the court of the chief priest who 
20 


was called Caiaphas; 4 and they consulted 
together that they might take Jesus by guile, 
and kill Aim, “and tney said, ‘Not in the 
feast, that there may not be a tumult among 
the people.' 

8 And Jesus having been in Bethany, in the 
house of Simou the leper, 7 there came to him 
a woman having an alabaster box of ointment, 
very precious, and she poured on his head 
as he is reclining (at meat). 8 And having 
seen it, his disciples were much displeased, 
saying, *To what purpose is this waste? 0 for 
this ointment could have been sold for much, 
and given to the poor.’ 

10 And Jesus having known, said to them, 
‘Why do ye give trouble to the woman? for 
a good work Bhe wrought for me; 11 for the 
poor always ye have with you, and me ye 
have not always ; 12 for she having put this 
ointment on my body—for my bunal she did 
it. 13 Verily I say to you. Wherever this good 
news may be proclaimed in the whole world, 
what this one did shall also be spoken of—for 
a memorial of her.’ 

u Then one of the twelve, who is called 
Judas Iscariot, having gone unto the chief 
priests, said, 1 What are ye willing to give 
me, and I will deliver him up to you?’’ and 
they weighed out to him thirty silverlings, 
18 and from that time he was seeking a con¬ 
venient Beason to deliver him up. 

17 And on the first day of the unleavened 
food came the disciples near to Jesus, sayiDg 
to him, * Where wilt thou that we may pre¬ 
pare for thee to eat the passover?’ 18 and ho 
said, ‘ Go away to the city, unto such a one, 
and say to him, The Teacher saith, My time 
is nigh ; near thee I keep the passover, with 
my disciples ; ’ 10 and the disciples did as Jesus 
appointed them, and prepared the passover. 

20 And evening having come, he was reclin¬ 
ing (at meat) with the twelve, 21 and while they 
are eating, ne said, ‘ Verily I say to you, that 
one of vou shall deliver me up.’ 32 Aud being 
grieved exceedingly, they began to say to him, 
each of them, * Is it I, Sir? ’ 

23 And he answering said, 1 He who did dip 
with me the hand in the dish, he will deliver 
me up; 24 the Son of Man doth indeed go, as 
it hath been written concerning him, but wo 
to that man through whom tue Son of Man 
is delivered up ! good it were for him if that 
man had not been born.’ 

25 And Judas—he who delivered him up— 
answering said, * Is it I, Rabbi ? ’ He saibli to 
him, ‘ Thou hast said.’ 

50 And while they are eating, Jesus having 
taken the bread, and having blessed, did 
brake, and was giving to the disciples, and 
said, * Take, cat, this is my body; ’ 27 and 
haviogtaken the cup, and having given thanks, 
he gave to them, saying, ‘Drink ye of it—all; 
23 for this is my blood of the new cove¬ 
nant, that for many is being poured out— 
to remission of sins ; 29 and I say to you, that 
I may not driuk henceforth on this produce 
of the vine, till that day when I may drink it 
with you uew in the reign of my Father.' 
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30 And having sunga hymn, they went forth 
to the mount of the Olives; 3i then saith Jesus 
to them, ‘All ye shall be stumbled at me this 
night; for it hath been written, 1 will smite 
the shepherd, and the sheep of the dock shall 
be scattered abroad; 33 but, after mv having 
risen I will go before you to Galilee/ 

83 And Peter answering said to him, * Even 
if all shall be stumbled at thee, I will never 
be stumbled.’ 31 Jesus said to him, * Verily I 
say to thee, that, this night, before cock-crow* 
ing, thrice thou wilt deny me.’ 33 Peter saith 
to him, ‘Even if it maybe necessary for me 
to die with thee. I will not deny thee;’ in like 
manner also said all the disciples. 

36 Then come with them doth Jesus to a 
lace called Gethsemane, and he saith to the 
isciples, ' Sit ye here, till having gone away, I 

shall pray yonder.’ 

37 And having taken Peter, and the two 
sons of Zebedee, he began to be sorrowful, 
and to be very heavy; 88 then saith he to them, 
‘Exceedingly sorrowful is my soul — unto 
death; abide ye here, and watch with me.’ 

39 And having gone forward a little, he fell 
on his face, praying, and saying, ‘My Father, 
if it be possible, let this cup pass from me; 
nevertheless, not as I will, but as Thou.’ 

40 And he cometh unto the disciples, and 
findeth them Bleeping, and he saith to Peter, 
‘So! ye were not able one hour to watch 
with me ! 41 watch, and pray, that ye may not 
enter into temptation; the spirit indeed is 
forward, but the flesh weak.’ 

42 Again, a second time, having gone away, he 
prayed, saying, *My Father, if this cup cannot 
pass away from me except I drink it, Thy 
will be done;’ 43 and having come, he findeth 
them again sleeping, for their eyes were heavy. 

44 And having left them, having gone away 
again, he prayed a third time, saying the same 
word; 45 tnen cometh he unto nis disciples, 
and saith to them, ‘ Sleep on henceforth, and 
rest! lo, the hour hath come nigh, ana the 
Son of Man is delivered up to the hands of 
sinners. 49 Rise, let us go; lo. he hath come 
nigh who is delivering me up. 

47 And while he is yet Bpeaking, lo, Judas, 
one of the twelve dia come, and with him a 
great multitude, with swords and Bticks. from 
the chief priests and elders of the people. 

48 And he who did deliver him up did give 
them a eign, saying, 4 Whomsoever I will kiss, 
it is he: lay hold on him ; ’ 49 and immediately, 
having come to Jesus, he said, ‘ Hail, Rabbi,’ 
and kissed him; 00 and Jesus said to him, 
‘Comrade, for what art thou present?’ Then 
having come near, they laid hands on Jesus, 
and took hold on him. 

81 And lo. one of those with Jesus, having 
Btretched forth the hand, drew his sword, 
and having struck the servant of the chief 
priest, he took off his ear. 

02 Then saith Jesus to him, ‘Turn back thy 
sword to its place; for all who did take the 
Bword, by the sword shall perish; 93 dost 
thou think that I am not able now to call 
upon my Father, and He will place beside 
me more than twelve legions of messengers? 


04 how then may the Writings be fulfilled, 
that thus it behoveth to happen?’ 

85 In that hour Baid Jesus to the multitudes, 
‘ As against a robber ye did come forth, with 
swords and sticks, to take me ! daily with 
you I was sitting teaching in the temple, and 
ye did not lay hold on me; 69 but all this hath 
come to pass, that the Writings of the pro- 

hets may be fulfilled;’ then all the disciples, 

aving left him, lied. 

87 And those laying hold on Jesus led Aim 
away unto Caiapbas the chief priest, where 
the scribes and the elders were gathered to 
gether, 39 and Peter was following him afar 
off, uuto the court of the chief priest, ami 
having gone in within, he was Bitting with 
the officers, to see the end. 

69 And the chief priests, and the elders, and 
all the council, were Beekin" false witness 
against Jesus, that they might put him to 
death, "and they did not find; and many 
false witnesses having come near, they did 
not find; and at last two false witnesses hav¬ 
ing come near, 61 said, ‘ This one said, I am 
able to throw down the sanctuary of God, 
and after three days to build it.’ 

92 And the chief priest having Btood up, 
said to him, ‘ Nothing thou dost answer! what 
do these witness against thee?’ 93 and Jesus 
was silent And the chief priest answering 
said to him, ‘ 1 adjure thee, by the living God, 
that thou mayeBt say to us, if thou art the 
Christ—the Son of God.’ 

64 Jesus Baith to him, ‘Thou hast said ; ne¬ 
vertheless I say to you, hereafter ye shall see 
the Son of Man sitting on the right hand of 
the power, and coming upon the clouds, of the 
heaven.’ 

60 Then the chief priest rent his garments, 
saying,— ‘He hath spoken evil; what need 
have we yet of witnesses? lo. now ye heard 
his evil speaking; 09 what think ye?’ and they 
answering said, ‘He is worthy of death.’ 

07 Then did they spit in his face and buffet 
him, and others did Blap, "saying, ‘Declare to 
us, 0 Christ, who he is that struck thee?’ 

"And Peter without was Bitting in the court, 
and there came near to him a certain maid, 
saying, * And thou wast with Jesus of Gali¬ 
lee I* 70 And he denied before all, saying, 4 1 
have not known what thou sayest.’ 

71 And he having gone forth to the porch, 
another female saw him , and saith to those 
there, ‘And this one was with Jesus of Na¬ 
zareth;’ 72 and again did he deny with an 
oath—‘I have not known the man/ 

rt And after a little those standing near 
having come, said to Peter, 4 Truly thou also 
art of them, for even thy speech doth make 
thee manifest 1 74 Then Began he to anathe¬ 
matise, and to swear— 1 1 have not known the 
man:’ and immediately did a cock crow, 
71 ana Peter remembered the saying of Jesus, 
he having said to him—‘Before cock-crowing, 
thrice thou wilt deny me;' and having gone 
without, he did weep bitterly. 

XXVII. 1 AND morning having come, all 
the chief priests and the elders of the people 
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took counsel against Jesus, so as to put him 
to death; 2 and having bound him, they did 
lead away, aod delivered him up to Pontius 
Pilate, the governor. 

3 Then Judas—he who delivered him up— 
having seen that he was condemned, having 
relented, brought back the thirty silverlings 
to the chief priests, and to the elders, saying, 
4 ‘1 did sin, having delivered up innocent 
blood;’ and they said, ‘What—to us? thou 
sh&lt see !’ 6 and having cast down the silver- 
lings in the sanctuary, he departed, and hav¬ 
ing gone away he did strangle himself. 

“And the chief priests having taken the 
silverlings, said, ‘It is not lawful to put them 
to the treasury, seeing it is the price of blood 
7 and having taken counsel, they bought witn 
them the field of the potter, for the burial of 
strangers; 8 therefore was that field called, 

* Field of blood,’ unto this day. 

•Then was fulfilled that spoken through 
Jeremiah the prophet, saying, ‘And I took 
the thirty silverlings, the price of him who 
hath been priced, whom they of the sons of 
[srael did price, 10 and gave them for the field 
of the potter, as the Lord did appoint to me.’ 

11 And Jesus stood before the governor, and 
the governor did auestion him, saying, * Art 
thou the king of the Jews! ’ And Jesus said 
to him, ‘Thou sayest.’ 

12 And in his being accused by the chief 
priests and the elders, he did not answer any 
thing, 13 then saith Pilate to him, ‘Dost thou 
not hear how many things they witness against 
thee?’ 14 And he did not answer him, not 
even to one word, so that the governor did 
wonder greatly. 

16 And at the feast the governor had been 
accustomed to release one to the multitude, 
a prisoner, whom they willed, 16 and they 
had then a noted prisoner, called Barabbas, 
17 they therefore having been gathered to¬ 
gether, Pilate said to them, * Whom will ve 
I shall release to you ? Barabbas or Jesus who 
is called Christ V 10 for he had known that 
because of envy they had delivered him up. 

10 And as he is sitting on the tribunal, his 
wife sent unto him, saying, ‘Nothing—to thee 
and to that righteous one, for many things 
did 1 suffer to-day in a dream because of 
him.’ 

20 And the chief priests and the elders did 
persuade the multitudes that they might ask 
for themselves Barabbas, and might destroy 
Jesus; 21 and the governor answering said to 
them, ‘ Which of the two will ye that I shall 
release to you ?* And they said, ‘ Barabbas.’ 

22 Pilate saith to them, ‘ What then shall 1 
do with Jesus who is called Christ?’ They 
all say to him, ‘Let be crucified!’ 23 And 
the governor said, ‘Why, what evil did he?’ 
and they were crying out the more, saying, 

4 Let be crucified.' 

u And Pilate having seen that it profiteth 
nothing, but rather a tuimilt is made, having 
taken water, he did wash the hands before 
the multitude, saying, * I am innocent from 
the blood of this righteous one ; ye—ye shall 
see;’ M and all the people answering said, 


* His blood is upon us, and upon our children ! ’ 
28 Then did he release to them Barabbas, 
and having scourged Jesus, he'delivered him 
up that he maybe crucified; 77 then the soldiers 
of the governor having taking Jesus to the 
Praetonum, did gather to him all the band: 
M and having unclothed him, they put around 
him a crimson cloak, 29 and having plaited him 
a crown out of thorns they put it on his head, 
and a reed in hie right hand, and having 
kneeled before him, they were mocking him, 
saving, ‘Hail, the king of the Jews.’ 

S°Aud having spit on him, they took the 
reed, and were smiting on hie head; 31 and 
when they had mockea him, they took off 
from him the cloak, and put on him his own 
garments, and led him away to crucify him. 

92 And coming forth, they found a man, a 
Cyrenian, byname Simon: him they impressed 
that he might bear his cross; 83 and haviu" 
come to a place called Golgotha, that is called 
Place of a Skull, ^they gave him to drink 
vinegar mixed with gall, and having tasted, 
he would not drink. 

35 And having crucified him, they divided 
his garments, casting a lot, that it might be 
fulfilled that was spoken by the prophet, 

‘ They divided my garments to themselves, 
and over my vesture they cast a lot;’ 36 and 
sitting down, they were watching hiyn there, 
37 and they put up over his head, his accusa¬ 
tion written, * This is Jesus, the king of the 
Jews.' 

“Then crucified with him are two robbers, 
one on the right hand, and one on the left, 
30 and those passing by were speaking evil of 
him, wagging their heads, 40 and saying, ‘Thou 
that art throwing down the sanctuary, and in 
three days buildmg it, save thyself; if Son 
thou art of God, come down from the cross.’ 

41 And in like manner also the chief priests 
mocking, with the Bcribea and elders, said, 
42 ‘Others he saved; himself he is not able to 
save ! If he be King of Israel, let him come 
down now from the cross, and we will believe 
him; 43 he hath trusted on God, let Him now 
deliver him, if He wish him, because he said 
—Son of God I am; ’ 44 with the same also the 
robbers, who were crucified with him, were 
reproaching him. 

48 And from the sixth hour darkucss came 
over all the land UDto the ninth hour, 46 and 
about the ninth hour Jesus cried out with a 
great voice, saying, ‘Eli, Eli, lama sabach- 
thani ? ’ that is, ‘ My God, my God, why didst 
Thou forsake me ? ’ 

47 And certain of those standing there hav¬ 
ing heard, said—‘Elijah he doth call ;’ ^and 
immediately, one of them having run, and 
having taken a spunge, having filled it with 
vinegar, and having put it on a reed, was 
giving him to drink. 40 out the rest said, ‘ Let 
alone, let us seo if Elijah doth come—about 
to save him .’ 

w And Jesus having again cried with a 
great voice, yielded the spirit; 61 and lo, the 
vail of the Banctuary was rent in two from 
top unto bottom, and the earth did quake, 
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•and the rocks were rent, 52 and the tombs were 
opened, and many bodies of the saints who 
have fallen asleep, arose, 53 and haying come 
forth out of the tombs after his rising, they 
went into the holy city, and appeared to many. 

34 And the centurion, and those with him 
watching Jesus, having seen the earthquake, 
and the things that were done, were exceed¬ 
ingly afraid, saying, ‘Truly this was God’s 
Son.’ 

66 And there were there many women be¬ 
holding from afar, who did follow Jesus from 
Galilee, ministering to him, 30 among whom 
was Mary the Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James and of Joses, and the mother 
of the sons of Zebedee. 

07 And evening having come, there came a 
rich man, from Arimathea, named Joseph, 
vho also himself was discipled to Jesus, 6 ^he 
having gone near to Pilate, asked for himself 
the body of Jesus; then Pilate commanded 
the body to be given back. 

09 Ana having taken the body, Joseph 
wrapped it in clean linen, GO and laid it in his 
new tomb, that he hewed in the rock, and 
having rolled a great stone to the door of the 
tomb, he went away; 61 and there were there 
Mary the Magdalene, and the other Mary, 
sitting over-against the sepulchre. 

03 And on the morrow that is after the pre¬ 
paration, were gathered together the ohief 
priests, and the Pharisees, unto Pilate, 53 say¬ 
ing, ‘Sir, we have remembered that that de¬ 
ceiver said while yet living, After three days 
I do rise; 04 command, then, the sepulchre to 
be made secure till the third day, lest his dis¬ 
ciples, having come by night, may steal him 
away, and may say to the people, He rose from 
the dead, and the last deceit shall be worse 
than the first.’ 

05 And Pilate said to them, ‘Ye have a watch, 
go away, make secure—as ye have known-’ 
00 and they, having gone, did make the sepul¬ 
chre secure, having sealed the stone, together 
with the watch. 

XXVIII. !AND on the eve of the sab- 
bathB, at the dawn, toward the first of the 
sabbaths, came Mary the Magdalene, and 
the other Mary, to see the sepulchre, 2 and 
lo, there came a great earthquake, for a mee- 


I senger of the Lord, having come down out of 
heaven, having come, did roll away the stone 
1 from the door, and was sitting upon it, 3 and 
his countenance was as lightning, and his 
clothing white as snow, •‘and from the fear 
of him aid the keepers shake, and they became 
as dead men. 

0 And the messenger answering said to the 
women, ‘ Fear not ye, for I have known that 
Jesus, who hath been crucified, ye seek ; 6 he 
is not here, for he rose, as he said; come, see 
the place where the Lord was lying; 7 and 
having gone quickly, say ye to his disciples, 
that he rose from the dead- and lo, he doth 
go before you to Galilee, there ye shall see 
him; lo, I have told you.’ 

8 And having gone forth quickly from the 
tomb, with fear and great joy, they ran to tell 
to his disciples; 8 and as they were going to 
tell to his disciples, then lo, Jesus met them, 
saying, ‘ Hail / and they having come near, 
laid Bold of his feet, and did bow to him. 
10 Then Baith Jesus to them, 1 Fear ye not, go 
away, tell to my brethren that they may go 
away to Galilee, and there they shall see me.’ 

11 And while they are going on, lo, certain of 
the watch having come to the city, told to 
the chief priests all the things that happened, 
12 and having been gathered together with the 
elders, counsel also having taken, they gave 
much money to the soldiers, 13 saying, ’Say 
ye, that his disciples having come by night, 
stole him—we being asleep;. u and if this be 
heard by the jrovernor, we will persuade him, 
and you keep free from anxiety/ 13 Aud they, 
having received the money, aid as they wero 
taught, aud this account was spread abroad 
among Jews till this day. 

16 And the eleven disciples went to Galilee, 
to the mount where Jesus appointed them, 
17 and having seen him, they Dowed to him, 
but some did waver. 

10 And having come near, Jesus spake to 
them, saying, * Given to me was all authority 
in heaven and on earth ; 10 having gone, then, 
disciple all the nations, (baptizing them—to 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Spirit, 20 teaching them to observe 
all, whatever I did command you,) and lo, I 
aiu with you all the days—till the full end of 
the age.’

CHAP. I. 1 A beginning of the good newB of 
Jesus Christ, Son of God 

a As it hath been written in the prophets, 
* Lo, I send My messenger before thv face, 
who shall prepare thy way before thee,’— 
3 ‘ A voice of one calling in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord, straight 
make ye his paths/— 4 John came baptizing 
in the wilderness, and proclaiming a baptism 
of reformation—to remission of sins, / and 
there were going forth to him all the region of 
Judea, and they of Jerusalem, and they were 
all baptized by him in the river Jordan, con¬ 
fessing their sins. 

6 And John was clothed with camel’s hair, 
and a girdle of skin around his loins, ana 
eating locusts and honey of the field, 7 and 
he proclaimed, saying, ‘He doth come—who 
is mightier than I—after me, of whom 1 am 
not worthy—having stooped down—to loose 
the latchet of his sandals; 8 1 indeed did 
baptize you with water, but he shall baptize 
you with the Holy Spirit.’ 

6 And it came to pass in those days, Jesus 
came from Nazareth of Galilee, and was bap¬ 
tized by John at the Jordan; 40 and immedi¬ 
ately coming up from the water, he saw the 
heavens dividing, and the Spirit as a dove 
coming down upon him; 11 and a voice came 
out of the heavens. ‘Tliou art My Son—the 
Beloved, in whom I did delight.’ 

12 And immediately doth the Spirit put 
him forth to the wilderness, 13 ana he was 
there in the wilderness forty days, being 
tempted by the Adversary, and he was with 
the beasts, and the'messengers were minister¬ 
ing to him. 

14 And after the delivering up of John, Jesus 
came to Galilee, proclaiming tnegood news of 
the reign of God, * 6 and saying—‘Fulfilled hath 
been the time, and the reign of God hath 
come nigh, reform ye, and believe in the good 
news.' 

16 And, walking by the sea of Galilee, he 
saw Simon, and Andrew his brother, casting 
a drag into the sea, for they were fishers, 

17 and Jesus said to them, ‘Come ye after me, 
and I shall make you to become fishers of 
men;’ 18 and immediately, having left their 
nets, they followed him. 

10 And having gone on thence a little, he 
saw James of Zebedee, and John his brother, 
and they were in the boat refitting the nets, 
^°and immediately he called them, and, hav¬ 
ing left their father Zebedee in the boat with 
the hired servants, they went away after 
him. 

21 And they go on to Capernaum, and im¬ 
mediately, on the-sabbaths, having gone into 
the synagogue, he was teaching, “ and they ' 
24 


were astonished at his teaching, for he waa 
teaching them as having authority, and not 
as tho scribes. 

23 And there was in their synagogue a man 
with an unclean spirit, ana he cried out, 
24 saying, ‘ Away 1 what—to us and to thee, 
Jesus the Nazareue? thou didst come to de 
etrov us; I have known thee who thou art— 
the Holy One of God.' 

25 Ana Jesus rebuked him, saying, 'Be si¬ 
lenced, and come forth out of him,' 28 and the 
unclean spirit having torn him, and having 
cried with a great voice, came forth out of him, 
57 and they were all amazed, so as to reason 
among themselves, saying, ‘What is this? 
what new teaching w thisif that with autho¬ 
rity also the unclean spirits he commandeth, 
and they obey him! ’ 28 And the fame of him 
went forth immediately to all the region, 
round about, of Galilee. 

29 And immediately, having come forth out 
of the synagogue, they went to the house of 
Simon and Andrew, with James and John, 
30 and the mother-in-law of Simon was lying 
fevered, and immediately they tell him about 
her, 81 and having come near, he raised her 
up, having laid nold of her hand, and the 
fever left her immediately, and she was mi¬ 
nistering to them. 

32 Ana evening having come, when the sun 
did set, they brought unto him all who were 
ill, and who were demoniacs, 83 and tLe whole 
city was gathered together near the door, 
34 and he healed many who were ill of mani¬ 
fold diseases, and many demons he cast forth, 
and was not Buffering the demons to speak, 

1 because they knew him. 

35 And very early, it being yet night, having 
risen, he went forth, and went away to a 
desert place, and was there praying; 38 and 
Simon and those with him went in quest of 
him, 87 and having found him, they say to 
him,—‘ All do seek thee:’ 30 and he saitli to 
them, ‘We may go to tne next towns, that 
there also I may preach, for for this 1 came 
forth.’ 

39 And he was preaching in their synagogues, 
in all Galilee and is casting out the demons, 

40 and there doth come to him a leper, calling 
on him, and kneeling to him, and saying to 
him—‘If thou mayest will, thou art able to 
cleanse me.’ 

41 And Jesus having been moved with com¬ 
passion. having stretched forth the hand, 
touched him and saith to him, ‘ 1 will; be 
thou cleansed;’ 43 and he having spoken, im¬ 
mediately the leprosy went away from him, 
and he was cleansed. 43 And having sternly 
charged, him, immediately he put him forth, 

44 and saith to him, ‘ See thou mayest say no¬ 
thing to any one, but go away, thyself shew to 
the priest, and bring neo* for thy cleansing

tbe things Moses directed, for a testimony to 
them. 

45 And he, having gone forth, began to pro¬ 
claim much, and to spread abroad the thing, 
so that no more he was able openly to enter 
into the city, but he was without in desert 
places, and they were coming unto him from 
every quarter. 

LL 1 AND again he entered into Capernaum, 
after some days, and it was heard tnat he is 
in the house, 2 and immediately many were 
gathered together, so that there was no more 
room, not even at the door, and he was speak¬ 
ing to them the word. 

* And they come unto him, bringing a para¬ 
lytic, borne bv four, 4 and not being able to 
come near to him because of the multitude, 
they uncovered the roof where he was, and, 
having broken it up, they let down the couch 
on which the paralytic was lying, fl and Jesus 
having seen their faith, saith to the para¬ 
lytic, 1 Child, thy sins have been forgiven 
thee.’ 

6 And there were certain of the scribes there 
sitting, and reasoning in their hearts, 7 ‘ Why 
doth this one thus speak evil words? who is 
able to forgive sins except one—God? 1 

3 And immediately Jesus, having known in 
lus spirit that they thus reason in themselves, 
said to them, ‘ Why these things reason ye in 
your hearts? 8 which is easier, to say to the 
paralytic, The sins have been forgiven to thee ? 
or to say, Rise, and take up thy couch, and 
walk? 

10 ‘ And, that ye may know that the Son of 
Man hath authority on the earth to forgive sins 
—(he saith to the paralytic)— 11 1 say to thee. 
Rise, and take up thy coucn, and go away to 
thy house*’ 12 ana he rose immediately, and 
having taken up the couch, he went forth 
before all, so that all are astonished, and 
do glorify God, Baying —‘Never thus did we 
see. 

13 And he went forth again by the sea, and 
all the multitude was coming unto him, and 
he was teaching them, 14 ana passing by, he 
saw Levi of AlpheuB sitting at the tax- 
office, and saith to him, ‘Be following me, 1 
and he, having risen, did follow him. 

16 And it came to pass, in his reclining (at 
meat) in his house, that many tax-gatherers 
and sinners were reclining (at meat) with 
Jesus and his disciples, for there were many, 
aud they followed him 

10 And the scribes and the Pharisees, having 
seen him eating with the tax-gatherers and sin¬ 
ners, said to his disciples, *Why—that with 
the tax-gatherers and sinners he doth eat and 
drink?’ 17 And Jesus, having heard, saith to 
them, ‘ They who are strong have no need of 
a physician, but they who are ill j I came not 
not to call righteous men, but sinners to re¬ 
formation. 1 

18 And the disciples of John and those of the 
Pharisees were fasting, and they come and Bay 
to him, ‘ Wherefore do the disciples of John 
and those of the Pharisees fast, and thy 
disriples do not fast?’ 18 And Jesus said to 


them, 4 Are the eons of the bride-chamber 
able, while the bridegroom is with them, to 
fast? so long time as they have the bride¬ 
groom with them they are not able to fast; 
20 but days shall come when the bridegroom 
may be taken from them, and then they shall 
fast—in those days. 

21 * And no one a patch of undressed cloth 
doth sew on an old garment, and if not—the 
new tilling it up doth take from the old and the 
rent doth become worse: 22 and no one doth 
put new wine into old skinB, and if not—the 
new wine doth burst the skins, and the wine 
is poured out, and the skins will be de¬ 
stroyed; but new wine into new skins is to 
be put.' 

23 And it came to pass—he is going along 
on the sabbaths through the corn-fields—and 
his disciples began to make a way, plucking 
the ears, 24 and the Pharisees said to him, ‘ Lo, 
why do they on the Babbaths that which is 
not lawful?' 

25 ‘And he said to them, ‘Did ye never 
read what David did, when he had need and 
was hungry, he and those with him? 26 how 
he went into the house of God, (at 4 Abiathar 
the chief priest, 1 ) and the loaves of the pre¬ 
sentation did eat, which it is not lawful to 
eat, except to the priests, and he gave also to 
those who were with him? 1 

27 And he Baid to them, 1 The sabbath for 
man was made, not man for the Babbath, 
w so that the son of man is lord also of the 
sabbath.’ 

III. 1 AND he entered again into the syna¬ 
gogue, and there was there a man having the 
hand withered, 2 and they were watching him, 
whether on the Babbaths he will heal him, 
that they might accuse him. 3 And he saitli 
to the man having the hand withered, ‘Rise 
up in the midst.’ 

4 And he saith to them, ‘Is it lawful on 
the sabbaths to do good, or to do evil? life 
to save, or to kill?' but they were silent. 

5 And having looked round upon them witli 
anger, being grieved for the hardness of their 
heart, he saitn to the man, ‘Stretch forth thy 
hand; 1 and he stretched forth, and his hand 
was restored whole as the other; 0 and the 
Pharisees having gone forth, immediately, 
with the HerodianB, were taking counsel 
against him how they might destroy him. 

7 And Jesus withdrew with his disciples 
unto the sea, and a great multitude from Ga¬ 
lilee followed him, and from Judea, 8 and 
from Jerusalem, and from Idumea and be- 

ond the Jordan; and they about Tyre and 

idon — a great multitude — having heard 
how great things he was doing, came unto 
him 

8 And he said to hiB disciples that a little 
boat may wait on him, because of the multi¬ 
tude, that they may not press upon him, 
10 for he did heal many, so that they threw 
themselves on him, in order to touch him— 
aa many as had plagues; 11 and the unclean 
spirits, when they were seeing him, were 
falling down before him, and were orying, 

25

saving— 4 Thou art the Son of God;’ 12 aud 
many times lie was charging them that they 
might not make him manifest 

13 And he goeth up to the mountain, and 
doth call near whom lie willed, and they went 
away to him; 14 and he appointed twelve, 
that they may be with him, and that he may 
send them forth to preach, 15 and to have 
power to heal the sicknesses, and to cast out 
the demons. 

1C And he put on Simon the name Peter; 
17 and James of Zebedee, and John the brother 
of James, and he put on them names—Boan¬ 
erges, that is, 'Sons of thunder;’ 18 and An¬ 
drew. and Philip, and Bartholomew, and 
Mattnew, and Thomas, and James of Alpheus. 
aud Thaddeus, and Simon the Cananite, 16 and 
Judas Iscariot, who did also deliver him up; 
aud they come into a house. 

20 And come together again doth a multi¬ 
tude, so that they are not able even to eat 
bread; 21 and his friends having heard, went 
forth to lay hold on him, for they said that 
lie was beside himself, 22 and the scribes who 
are from Jerusalem having come down, said— 
‘ He hath Beclzeboul,’ and—‘By the ruler of 
the demons he doth cast out the demons.’ 

- 3 And, having called them near, in similes 
he said to them, 4 How is the Adversary able 
to cast out the Adversary ? 24 and if a kingdom 
against itself be divided, that kingdom cannot 
be made to stand - 25 and if a house against 
itself he divided, tnat house cannot be made 
to stand; 28 and if the Adversary did rise 
against himself, and hath been divided, he 
cannot bo made to stand, but hath an end. 

27 ‘No one is able the vessels of the strong 
man—having entered into bis house—to spoil, 
if first he may not bind the strong man, and 
then his house he will spoil. 

28 * Verily I say to you, that all the sins shall 
be forgiven to the sons of men, and evil speak- 
inga with which they might speak evil, '-^but 
whoever may speak evil m regard to the Holy 
Spirit hath not forgiveness—to the age, but 
is in danger of age-during judgment;’ “because 
they said, ' He hath an unclean spirit.’ 

31 Then come do his brethren and mother, 
and standing without, they sent onto him, 
calling him, 32 and a multitude was sitting 
about him, and they said to him, 4 Lo, thy 
mother and thy brethren without do seek 
thee. ’ 

33 And he answered them, saying, 4 Who is 
my mother, or my brethren?’ 34 And having 
looked round in a circle to those sitting about 
him, he eaith, ‘ Lo, my mother and my breth¬ 
ren ! 33 for whoever may do the will of God, 
he is my brother, and my sister, and mother.’ 

IV. 1 AND again he began to teach by the 
sea. and there was gathered unto him a great 
multitude, so that he, having gone into the 
boat, sat in the sea, and all the multitude was 
near the sea. on the land, 2 and he taught 
them many things in similes, and he said to 
them in his teaching; 

3 * Hearken, lo, the sower went forth to sow; 
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4 and it came to pass, in the sowing, some fell 
by the way, and the fowls of the heaven did 
come and devour it; 3 and othedfell upon the 
rocky ground, where it had not much earth, 
and immediately it sprang forth, because of 
not having depth of earth, 9 and the sun hav¬ 
ing risen, it was scorched, and because of not 
having root it did wither; 7 and other fell 
toward the thorns, and the thorns did come 
up, nod choke it, and fruit it gave not; b and 
other fell to the good ground, and was giving 
fruit, coming up and increasing, and it bare, 
one thirty-fold, and one sixty, and one an 
hundred/ 6 And he Baid to tnem, * He who 
is having ears to hear—let him hear.’ 

10 And when he waa alone, those about him, 
with the twelve, did ask him of the Bimile, 
11 and he aaid to them, ‘To you it hath been 
given to know the secret of the reign of God, 
but to those who are without, in similes are 
all the thinga done; 13 that seeing they may 
see and not perceive, and hearing they may 
hear and not understand, lest they may turn, 
and the sins may be forgiven them.’ 

13 And he eaith to them, 4 Have ye not 
known this simile? and how shall ye know 
all the Bimiles ? 14 He who is sowing aoth bow 
the word ; 10 and these are they by the way 
where the word is sown : and whenever they 
may hear, immediately comcth the Adversary, 
and he taketh away the word that hath heen 
sown in their hearts. 

10 ‘ And these are they, in like manner, who 
on the rocky gTound are sown: who, when¬ 
ever they may hear the word, immediately 
with joy do receive it, 17 and have not root in 
themselves, but are temporary; afterward 
tribulation or persecution having come be¬ 
cause of the word, immediately they are 
stumbled. 

18 * And these are they who toward the 
thorns arc sown: these are they who are hear- 
ingthe word, ltf andtheanxietiesof this age, aud 
the deceitfulness of the riches, and the desires 
concerning the other things, enteriugin, choke 
the word- and it becometh unfruitful. 

20 ‘And these are they who on the good 
ground have been sown: who do hear the 
word, and receive, and do bear fruit, 0 De 
thirty-fold, and one sixty, and one an hun¬ 
dred.’ 

21 And he said to them, 4 Doth the lamp 
come that under the measure it may be put, 
or under the couch—not that it may be put 
on the lamp-stand? 24 for there is not anything 
hid that may not be manifested, nor wna any¬ 
thing kept hid but that it may come to light. 
23 If any hath ears to hear—let him ear.’ 

24 And he said to them, ‘Take heed what 
e hear; in what measure ye measure, it shall 
e measured to you; and to you who hear it 
shall be added; “for whoever may have, there 
shall be given to him, and whoever hath not, 
also that which he hath shall be taken from 
him.* 

M And he said, 1 Thus is the reign of God : 
as if a man may cost the seed on the earth, 
27 and may sleep, and may rise night and day, 
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and the seed spring up and grow, he hath not 
known how; 23 for or itself doth the earth 
bear fruit, first a blade, afterwards an ear, 
afterwards full corn in the car; 29 and when¬ 
ever the fruit may yield itself, immediately 
he doth send forth the sickle, because the 
harvpflt hath come.’ 

30 And he said, ‘To what may we liken the 
reign of God, or in what simile may we com¬ 
pare it? 31 As a grain of mustard, which, 
whenever it may be sown on the earth, is less 
than any of the seeds that are on the earth ; 
32 and whenever it may be sown, it cometh 
up, and doth become greater than any of the 
herbs, and doth make great branches, so that 
under its shade the fowls of the heaven are 
able to rest.* 

33 And with many such similes he was speak¬ 
ing to them the word, as they were able to 
hear, 34 and without a simile he was not speak¬ 
ing to them, and by themselves, to his disciples 
he was expounding alb 

35 And he saith to them on that day, evening 
having come, 4 We may pass over to the other 
side;’ 30 and having let away the multitude, 
they take him up as he was in the boat, ana 
other little boats also were with him. 

37 And there cometh a gTeat storm of wind, 
and the waves were beating on the boat, so 
that it is now being filled, 93 and he himself 
was upon the stern, upon the pillow sleeping, 
and they wake him up, and say to him, 
‘Teacher, arttbou not caring that we perish? 1 

39 And having waked up, he rebuked the 
wind, and said to the sea, 4 JPeace, be stilled;’ 
and the wind did lull, and there was a great 
calm: 40 and he said to them, ‘Why are ye so 
fearful ? how have ye not faith?’ 4 ‘and they 
feared a great fear, and said one unto another. 

‘ Who, then, is this, that even the wind and 
the sea do obey him?’ 

V, 1 AND they came to the other side of 
the sea, to the region of the Gadarenes, -and 
he having come forth out of the boat, im¬ 
mediately there met him out of the tombs a 
man. with an unclean spirit, 3 who had his 
dwelling in the tombs, and not even with 
chains was any one able to bind him, 4 be¬ 
cause that he many times with fetters and 
chains had been bound, aud pulled in pieces 
by him had been the chains, and the totters 
broken in pieces, and none was able to tame 
him, °and always, night and day, in the moun¬ 
tain^. and in th'e tombs he was, crying and 
cutting himself with stones. 

6 And, having seen Jesus from afar, he ran 
and bowed before him, 7 and Laving called 
with a loud voice, he said, *’What—to me and 
to thee, Jesus, Son of God the Most High ? 
I adjune thee by God, mayest thou not afflict 
me! 1 8 (for be said to him, ‘Come forth, 
spirit unclean, out of the man/) 8 and he was 
questioning him, 4 What is thy name?’ and 
he answered, saying, ‘Legion is my name, 
because we are many;’ 10 and he was calling 
on him much, that he may not send them out 
of the region. 

11 And there was there, near the moun¬ 


tains, a great herd of swine feeding, ,a and all 
the demons did call upon him, saying, ‘ Send 
us to the swine, that into them we may 
enter;’ 13 and immediately Jesus gave them 
leave, and having come forth, the unclean 
spirits did enter into the swine, and the herd 
did rush down the steep place to the sea—and 
they were about two thousand—and they were 
choked in the sea. 

14 And those feeding the swine did flee, and 
told in the city, and in the fields, and they 
came forth to see what it is that hath becu 
done; 15 and they come uuto Jesus, and see 
the demoniac, sitting, and clothed, and right- 
minded— him having had the legion—and 
they were afraid; 16 and those having seen it, 
declared to them how it had come to pass to 
the demoniac, and about the swine; 17 aud 
they began to call upon him to go away from 
their borders. 

la And he having gone into the boat, the 
demoniac was calling on him that he may be 
with him. 19 and Jesus did not suffer him, but 
saith to him, 1 Go away to thy house, uuto 
thine own friends , and tell them how great 
things the Lord did to thee, and dealt kindly 
with thee;’ 20 and he went away, and began 
to proclaim in the Decapolis how great things 
Jesus did to him, and all were wondering. 

21 And Jesus having passed over in the boat 
again to the other side, there was gathered a 
great multitude to him, and he was near the 
sea, 22 and lo, there doth come one of the chiefs 
of the synagogue, by name Jairus, and hav¬ 
ing seen him, he doth fall at his feet, 23 and 
he was calling upon him much, saying— : My 
little daughter is at the last extremity—that 
having come, thou mayest lay on her thy 
hands, so that she may be saved, aud she 
shall live;’ 21 and he went away with him. 

And there was following him a great multi¬ 
tude, and they were thronging him, as and a 
certain woman, having an issue of blood 
twelve years, 2(5 and many things having suf¬ 
fered under many physicians, and having 
spent all that she had, and haviu^ prolited 
nothiug, but rather having come to the worse, 

27 having heard about Jesus, having come iu 
the multitude behind, she touched his garment, 

28 for she said—* If even his garments I may 
touch, I shall be saved;’ 29 aud immediately 
was the fountain of her blood dried up, and 
she knew in the body that she hath been 
healed of the plague. 

30 And immediately Jesus having kuown iu 
himself that out of him power had gone forth, 
having turned about in the multitude, Baid, 
‘Who did touch my garments?’ 31 aud his 
disciples said to him, 4 Thou eeest the multi¬ 
tude thronging thee, and thou sayest, ‘ Who 
did touch me! ’ 

33 And he was looking round to see her who 
did this, 33 and the woman, having been afraid, 
and trembling, knowing what was done on 
her, came, and fell down before him, and told 
him all the truth, 34 and he said to her, 
‘Daughter, thy faith hath saved thee; gu 
away in peace, and be whole from thy plague.’ 

35 As he is yet speaking, there come from 
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the chief of the synagogue's hotue, certain, 
saying—* Thy daughter did die, why still dost 
thou harass the Teacher?’ 36 And Jesus im¬ 
mediately, having heard the word that is 
spoken, saith to the chief of the synagogue, 

4 JBe not afraid, only believe.' 

37 And he did not suffer any one to follow 
with him, except Peter, and James, and John 
the brother of James; 33 and he cometh to the 
house of the chief of the synagogue, and seeth 
a tumult, much weeping and wailing: 39 and 
having gone in he saith to them, 4 \Vhy do 
ye make a tumult, and weep ? the child did 
not die, but doth sleep;’ 40 and they were 
laughing at him. 

And he, having put all forth, doth take the 
father of the child, and the mother, and those 
with him, and goeth in where the child is 
lying, 41 and, having taken the hand of the 
child, he saith to her, ‘Talitha cumi;' which 
is, being interpreted, 4 Damsel (I say to thee), 
arise.’ 

42 And immediately the damsel arose, and 
was walking, for she was twelve years old; 
and they were amazed with a great amaze¬ 
ment, 43 and he charged them much, that no 
one may know this thing, and he said that 
there be given to her to eat. 

VL 1 AND he went forth thence, and came 
to Ilia own country, and his disciples do fol¬ 
low him, 3 and sabbath having come, he be^an 
in the synagogue to teach, and many hearing 
were astonished, saying, * Whence hath this 
one these things ? and what the wisdom that 
was given to him, that also such mighty works 
through his hands are done?’ 8 Is not this 
the carpenter, the son of Mary, and brother 
of James, and Joses, and Judas, and Simon? 
and are not his sisters herewith us?’—and 
they were being stumbled at him. 

4 And Jesus said to them—* A prophet iB not 
without honour, except in his own country, 
and among his kindred, and in his own house: ’ 

5 and he was not able there any mighty work 
to do, except on a few infirm people having 
put hands he did heal them; 8 and he Won¬ 
dered because of their unbelief. 

And he was going round the villages, in a 
circle, teaching, 7 and he doth call near the 
twelve, and he began to send them forth two 
by two, and he was giving them power over 
the unclean spirits, 9 and he commanded 
them that they may take nothing for the 
way, except a staff only—no Bcrip, no bread, 
no brass in the girdle, 9 but having been shod 
with sandals, and ye may not put on two 
coats. 

10 And he said to them, 1 Whenever ye may 
enter into a house, there remain till ye may 
depart thence, 11 and as many as may not 
receive you, nor hear you, going out thence, 
shake off the dust that is under your feet for 
a testimony to them; verily 1 say to you. It 
shall be more tolerable for Sodom or Go¬ 
morrah in a day of judgment than for that 
city.’ 

13 And having pone forth they were preach¬ 
ing that men might reform, 13 aod many de¬ 
mons they were casting out, and they were 


anointing with oil many infirm, and they were 
healing them. 

14 And the king Herod heard, (for his name 
became public,) and he Baid— 4 John the Bap¬ 
tist out of the dead was raised, and because of 
this the miphty powers are working in him.' 
ia Others said— 4 It is Elijah,’ and others said 
— 4 it is a prophet, or as one of the prophets.' 
10 And Herod having heard, said—‘He whom 
I did behead—John—this is he; he was raised 
out of the dead.’ 

17 For Herod himself, having sent forth, 
did lay hold on John, and bound him in the 
prison, because of Herodias the wife of Philip 
his brother, because he married her, :8 for 
John said to Herod— 4 It is not lawful to thee 
to have the wife of thy brother:^ 19 and 
Herodias was having a quarrel with him, and 
was willing to kill him, and was not able, 
20 for Herod was fearing John, knowing him 
a man righteous and holy, and was keeping 
watch over him, and having heard him. was 
doing many things, and hearing him gladly. 

51 And a seasonable day having come, when 
Herod on his birth-day was making a supper 
to his great men, and to the chiefs of thousands, 
and to the first men of Galilee, 22 and the 
daughter of that Herodias having come in, 
and having danced, and having pleased Herod 
and those reclining (at meat) with him, the 
king said to the damsel, 4 Ask of me whatever 
thou wilt, and I will give to thee,’ 23 and he 
sware to her—‘Whatever thou mavest ask 
me, I will give to thee—unto the half of my 
kingdom.’ 

24 And she. having gone forth, said to her 
mother, 4 What shall I ask for myself?’ and 
she said, ‘The head of John the Baptist;’ 
33 and having come in immediately with haste 
unto the king, she asked, saying, * I will that 
thou mayest give me presently, upon a plate, 
the head of John the Baptist/ 

M And the king—made very sorrowful—be¬ 
cause of the oaths and of those reclining (at 
meat) with him, would not put her away, 
27 and immediately the king having sent a 

f uardsmau, did command his head to be 
rou^ht, 28 and he having gone, beheaded 
him in the prison, and brought his head upon 
a plate, ana did give it to the damsel, and 
the damsel did give it to her mother ; 29 and 
having heard, his disciples came and took up 
his corpse, and laid it in the tomb. 


30 And the apostles are gathered together 
unto Jesus, and they told him all. and how 
man ythingB they did, and how man yt kings they 
taught, 31 and he said to them, 4 Come ye your¬ 
selves apart to a desert place, and rest a little,' 
for those coming and those going were many, 
and not even to eat hod they opportunity, 
M and they went away to a desert place, in 
the boat, by themselves. 

33 And the multitudes saw them going away, 
and many recognised him, and by land from 
all the cities they ran thither, and went before 
them, and came together to him, 84 and having 
come forth. Jesus saw a great multitude, ana 
was moved with compassion on them, that 
they were as sheep not having a shopherd, 
ana he began to teach many things. 
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35 And now the hour being advanced, his 
disciples having come near to him , say,—* The 
place is desolate, and the hour is now ad¬ 
vanced, "let them away, that, having gone 
away to the surrounding fields and villages, 
.hey may buy to themselves loaves, for what 
hey may eat they have not.’ 

71 And he answering said to them, 'Give ye 
them to eat,’ and they say to him, 'Having 
gone away, may we buy two hundred denariea 
worth of loaves, and give to them to eat?* 
8 And he eaith to them, 4 How many loaves 
aave ye ? go and see ; ’ and having known, 
they say, ‘Five, and two fishes.' 39 And he 
commanded them to make all recline in com- 
auies upon the green grass, 40 and they sat 
own in squares, hy hundreds, and by fifties. 

41 And having taken the five loaves and the 
two fishes, having looked up to the heaven, 
he blessed, and brake the loaves, and was 
giving to his disciples, that they may set be¬ 
fore them, and the two fishes divided he to 
all, 43 and they did all eat, and were filled, 
* and they took up of broken pieces twelve 
hand-baskets full and of the fishes, 44 and 
those eating of the loaves were about five 
thousand men. 

45 And immediately he constrained his dis¬ 
ciples to go into the Doat, and to go before to 
the other side, unto Bethsaida, till he may let 
the multitude away, 46 and having taken leave 
of them, he went away to the mountain to 
pray. 

47 And evening having come, the boat was 
in the midst of the sea, and he alone upon the 
land; 48 and he saw them harassed in the 
rowing, for the wind was against them, and 
about the fourth watch of tne night he doth 
come to them walking on the sea, and wished 
to pass by them. 

48 And they having seen him walking on the 
sea, thought it to be an apparition, and cried 
out, 60 for they all saw him. and were troubled, 
and immediately he spake with them, and 
saith to them, ‘Take courage, I am he, be 
not afraid.’ 

51 And he went up unto them to the boat, 
and the wind lulled, and greatly out of mea¬ 
sure were they amazed in themselves, and 
were wondering, 32 for they understood not 
concerning the loaves, for their heart hath 
been hard. 

63 And having passed over, they came upon 
;he land of Gennesaret, and drew to the shore, 
34 and they having come forth out of the boat, 
imm ediately having recognised him, “ having 
run about through all that region round about, 
they began upon the couches to carry about 
those ill, where they were hearing that he is, 
M and wherever he was going, to villages, or 
cities, or fields, in the market-places tney 
were laying the infirm, and were calling upon 
him, that they may touch if it were but the 
fringe of his garment, and as many as were 
touching him were saved. 

VII. 1 AJND gathered together unto him are 
the Pharisees, and certain of the scribes, 
having come from Jerusalem, 3 and having 


seen certain of his disciples with defiled hands 
— that is, unwashed—eating bread, they 
found fault; 3 for the Pharisees, and all 
the Jews, if they do not wash the hands to 
the wrist, do not eat, holding the tradition of 
the elders, 4 and, coming from the market¬ 
place, if they do not baptize themselves, they 
do not eat; and many other things there are 
that they received to hold, baptisms of cups, 
and pots, and brazen vessels, and couches. 

6 Then question him do the Pharisees and 
the scribes, 4 Wherefore do thy disciples not 
walk according to the tradition of the elders, 
but with unwashed hands do eat the bread?’ 
G and he answering said to them— 4 Well did 
Isaiah prophesy concerning you, hypocrites, 
as it hath been written, This people with the 
lips doth honour Me, and their heart is far 
from Me; T and in vain do they worship Me, 
teaching teachings, commands of men; 8 for, 
having put away the command of God, ye 
hold the tradition of men, baptisms of pots 
and cups; and many other such like things 
ye do.’ 

9 And he Baid to them, ‘Well do ye put 
away the command of God that your tradi¬ 
tion yo may keep; 10 for Moses said, Honour 
thy father and thy mother; and, He who is 
speaking evil of father or mother—let him 
die the death; 11 and ye say. If a man may 
say to father or to mother, Korban (that is, 
a gift), is whatever thou mayest be profited 
out of mine, 12 and no more do ye suffer him 
to do anything for his father or for his mother, 

18 setting aside the word of God for your tra¬ 
dition that ye delivered; and many such like 
things ye do.’ 

14 And having called near all the multitude, 
he said to them, 4 Hearken to me, ye all, and 
understand; 13 there is nothing from without 
the man entering into him that is able to de¬ 
file him, but the things coming out from him, 
those are the things defiling the man. 19 If 
any hath ears to hear—let him hear.’ 

37 And when he entered into a house from 
the multitude, his disciples were questioning 
him about the simile, 18 and he saith to them, 
'So also ye are without understanding! Do 
ye not perceive that nothing from without 
entering into the man is able to defile him? 

19 because it doth not enter into his heart, but 
into the belly, and into the drain it doth go 
out, purifying all the meats,’ 

20 And he said—' That which is coming out 
from the man, that doth defile the man; 21 for 
from within, out of the heart of men, the evil 
seasonings do come forth, adulteries, whore¬ 
doms, murders, 22 thefts, covetous desires, 
wickedness, deceit, arrogance, an evil eye, 
evil speaking, pride, foolishness; 23 all these 
evils do come forth from within, and they 
defile the man.’ 

u And from thence having risen, he went 
away to the borders of Tyre and Sidon, and 
having entered into the house, he wished none 
to know, and he was not able to be hid, 23 for 
a woman having heard about him, whose 
little daughter had an unclean spirit, having 
come, fell at his feet,— ,;9 and the woman was 
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a Greek, a Syro-Phenician by nation—and 
was asking him, that the demon he may cast 
forth out of her daughter. 

27 And Jesus said to her, ‘Suffer first the 
children to be filled, for it is not good to take 
the children’s bread, and to cast it to the 
little dogs.’ 28 And she answered and saith 
to him, ‘Yes, sir; for the little dogs also under 
the table do eat of the children’s crumbs.' 
29 And he said to her, ‘Because of this word 
go; the demon hath pone forth out of thy 
daughter;’ 30 and having come away to her 
house, she found the demon gone forth, and 
the daughter laid upon the couch. 

31 And again, having gone forth from the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he came unto the 
sea of Galilee, through the midst of the coasts 
of Decapolis, 32 and they bring to him a deaf, 
stuttering man, and they call on him that he 
may put the hand on him. 

33 And having taken him away from the 
multitude by himself, he put his fingers to 
his ears, and having spit, he touched his 
tongue, 34 and having looked to the heaven, 
he sighed, and saith to him, ‘Ephphatha,’ 
that is, ‘ Be thou opened;' 35 and immediately 
were his ears opened, and the string of his 
tongue was loosed, and he was speaking 
plain. 

36 And he charged them that they may tell 
no one, but the more he was charging tnem, 
the more abundantly they were proclaiming 
it, 37 and they were being beyond measure 
astonished, saying, ‘Well hath he done all 
things; both tne aeaf he doth make to hear, 
aud the dumb to speak.’ 

VIII. 1 IN those days the multitude being 
very great, aud not having what they may 
eat, Jesus having called near hie disciples, 
saith to them, 3 4 1 have compassion upon the 
multitude, because now three days they do 
continue with me, and they have not what 
they may eat | 3 and if I shall let them away 
fasting to their home, they will faint in the 
way, for certain of them are come from far.' 

4 And his disciples auswered him, * Whence 
shall any one be able these here to feed with 
bread in a wilderness ?' 6 And be was ques¬ 
tioning them, ‘How many loaves have ye?’ 
aud they said, ‘Seven.’ 

9 And he commanded the multitude to Bit 
down upon the ground, and having taken the 
seven loaves, having given thanks, he brake, 
and was giving to his disciples that they may 
set before them; and they did set before the 
multitude. 

7 And they had a few small fishes, and 
having blessed, be said to set them also be¬ 
fore them; 8 and they did eat and were filled, 
and they took up that which waa over of 
broken pieces —seven baskets; 9 and those 
eating were about four thousand. 

And he let them away, ]0 and immediately 
having entered into the boat with bis dis¬ 
ciples, he came to the parts of Dalmanutha, 
11 and the Pharisees came forth, and began 
to dispute with him, seeking from him a sign 
from the heaven, tempting him; 13 and having 


sighed deeply in his spirit, he saith, ‘Why 
doth this generation seek after a sign ? Ver¬ 
ily I say to you, no sign Bhall be given to this 
generation.’ 

13 And having left them, having entered 
again into the boat, he went away to the other 
side; 14 and they forgot to take loaves, and 
except one loaf they had nothing with them 
iu the boat, 19 and he waa charging them, say¬ 
ing, ‘ Take heed, beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees, and of the leaven of Herod,’ 10 and 
they were reasoning with one another, saying 
—' 1 Because we have no loaves.' 

17 And Jesus having known, saith to them, 

* Why do ye reason, because ye have no loaves? 
do ye not yet perceive, nor understand, yet 
have ye your heart hardened? 16 Having 
eyes, do ye not see? and having ears, do ye 
not hear ? and do ye not remember ? 19 When 
the five loaves 1 did brake to the five thou¬ 
sand, how many hand-baskets full of broken 
pieces took ye up?' they eay to him, ‘ Twelve.’ 
20 ‘ And when the seven to the four thousand, 
how many hand-baskets full of broken pieces 
took ye up? ’ and they said, * Seven.’ 3 * And 
he said to them, * How do ye not understand ?’ 

33 And he cometh to Bethsaida, and they 
bring to him one blind, and call upon him 
that lie may touch him, 23 aud having taken 
the hand of the blind man, he led him forth 
without the village, and having spit on his 
eyes, having put his hands on him, he waf 
questioning him if he doth behold anything : 
34 and he, having looked up, said, I behold 
men, as I see trees, walking.’ 

29 Afterwards again he put his hands on his 
eyes, aud made him look up, and he was re¬ 
stored, and discerned all things clearly, 26 and 
he sent him away to his honse, saying, 

* Neither to the village mayest thou go, uor 
tell it to any in the village.’ 

27 And Jesus went forth, and his disciples, 
to the villages of Cesarea Philippi, and in the 
way he was questioning his disciples, saying 
to them, ‘Who do men say me to he?’ 28 And 
they answered, * John the Baptist, and others 
Elijah, but others one of the prophets.' 

29 And he saith to them, ‘And ye—who do 
ye say me to be?’ and Peter answering saith 
to him, ‘Thou art the Christ.’ 80 And he 
strictly charged them that they may tell no 
one about it, 91 and began to teach them, that 
it behoveth the Son of Man to suffer many 
things, and to be rejected by the elders, and 
chief priests, and scribes, and to be killed, and 
after three days to rise again ;' 33 and openly 
he was Bpeaking the word. 

Aud reter having taken him aside, began 
to rebuke him, "and he, having turned, and 
having looked on his disciples, rebuked Peter, 
saying, ‘Get behind me. adversary, because 
thou dost not mind the tilings of God, but the 
things of men. ’ 

34 And having called near the . multitude, 
with his disciples, he said to them, ' Who¬ 
ever doth will to come after me—let him 
disown himself, and take up his cross, and 
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follow me ; 30 for whoever may will to Bave 
liia life shall lose it; and whoever may lose 
his life for my sake and for the good news’ 
Bake, he shall save it; 30 for what shall it pro¬ 
fit a man, if he may gain the whole world, 
and forfeit his life? 37 Or what shall a man 
give as an exchange for his life? 38 for whoever 
may be ashamed of me, and of my words, in 
this adnlterons and sinful generation, the Son 
of Man also shall be ashamed of him, when 
he may come in the glory of his Father, with 
the holy messengers/ 

IX, 1 AND he said to them, ‘Verily I say 
to you, That there are certain of those stand¬ 
ing here, who may not taste of death till they 
see the reign of God having come in power,’ 

2 And after six days doth Jesus take Peter, 
and James, and John, and bringeth them up 
to a high mount by themselves, alone, and he 
was transfigured before them, 3 and his gar¬ 
ments became glittering, white exceedingly, 
as snow, so as a fuller upon the earth is not 
able to whiten them. 

4 And there appeared to them Elijah with 
Moses, and they were talking with Jesus. 

5 And Peter answering saith to Jesus, ‘ Rabbi, 
it is good to us to be here; and we may make 
three booths, for thee one, and for Moses one, 
aud for Elijah one:’ 6 for he was not knowing 
what he might say, for they were greatly 
afraid. 

7 And there came a cloud overshadowing 
them, and there came a voice out of the cloud, 
saving, ‘This is My Son—the Beloved, hear 
ye him 8 and suddenly, having looked around, 
they saw no one any more, but Jesus only 
with themselves. 

e And as they are coming down from the 
mount, he charged them that they may de¬ 
clare to no one the things that they saw, ex¬ 
cept when the Son of Man may rise out of 
the dead ; 10 and the thing they kept to them¬ 
selves, Questioning together what the rising 
out of the dead is. 

11 And they were questioning him, saying, 
that the scribes say that Elijah it behovetli 
to come first. 13 And he answering said to 
them, ‘ Elijah indeed, having come first, doth 
restore all things; aud how hath it been 
written concerning the Son of Mau, that 
many things he may suffer, and be set at 
nought? 13 But I Say to you, That also Elijah 
hath coniOj and they did to him what they 
willed, as it hath been written of him.' 

14 And having come unto the disciples, lie 
saw a great multitude about them, and scribes 
questioning with them, 15 and immediately, 
all the multitude having Been him, -were 
amazed, and rumiiug near, were saluting him. 

,r> And he questioned the scribes, ‘what 
dispute ye with them?’. 17 and one out of the 
multitude answering said, ‘Teacher, I brought 
my son unto thee, having a dumb spirit; 
18 and wherever it doth seize him, it doth tear 
him, and lie foameth, and gnasheth his teeth, 
and pineth away; and 1 Bpalce to thy disciples 
that they may cast it out, and they were not 
able.’ 

19 And he answering him, said, ‘0 genera¬ 


tion unbelieving, till when shall I be with 
you? till when shall I suffer you? bring him 
unto me-' 20 and they brought him unto him, 
and he having seen him, immediately the 
spirit tare him, and he, having fallen upon 
the earth, was wallowing—foaming. 

21 And he questioned his father, * How long 
time is it Bince this came to him ? ’ and he said, 

* From childhood, 22 and many times also it 
cast him into fire, and into water, that it might 
destroy him; but if thou art able to do any¬ 
thing, help us, having compassion on us.’ 

23 And Jesus said to him, ‘If thou art able 
to believe! all things are possible to the one 
that is believing;’ 24 and immediately the 
father of the child, having cried out, with 
tears said, ‘ 1 believe, sir; be helping mine 
unbelief.’ 

28 Jesus having seen that a multitude doth 
run together, rebuked the unclean spirit, say¬ 
ing to it, ‘Spirit—dumb and deaf—I charge 
thee, come forth out of him, and no more thou 
mayest euter into him;’ 20 and having cried, 
and rent him much, it came forth, and he be¬ 
came as dead, so that many said that he was 
dead, 27 but Jesus, having taken him by the 
haudl lifted him up, and he arose. 

28 And he having come into the house, his 
disciples were questioning him by himself- 
‘Why were we not able to cast it forth.’ 
29 And he said to them, ‘This kind is able to 
come forth with nothing except with prayer 
and fasting.’ 

30 And having gone forth thence, they were 
passing through Galilee, and he did not wish 
that any may know, 31 for he was teaching his 
disciples, and he said to them, ‘The Son of 
Man is being delivered to the hands of men, 
and they shall kill him, and having been killed 
the third day he shall rise,’ 83 but they were 
not understanding the saying, and they were 
afraid to question him. 

33 And he came to Capernaum, and being in 
the house, he was questioning them, ' What 
were ye reasoning in the way among your¬ 
selves?’ 34 and they were silent, for with one 
another they did reason in the way who is 
greater; 35 and having sat dowu he called the 
twelve, and he saith to them, ‘If any doth 
will, to be first, he shall be last of all, and 
miuister of all.’ 

39 And having taken a child, he set him in 
the midst of them, and havimr taken him in 
his arms, said to them, 37 ‘ Whoever may re¬ 
ceive one of such children in my name, doth 
receive mo, and whoever may receive me, doth 
not receive me, but Him who sent me.’ 

38 And John did answer him, saying. 

* Teacher, we saw a certain oue in thy name 
casting out demons, who doth not follow us, 
and wo forbade him, because "he doth not fol¬ 
low us.’ 39 And Jesus said, ‘Forbid him not, 
for there is no one who Bhall do a mighty work 
in my name, and Bliall be able readily to speak 
evil of me: 40 for he who is not against us is 
for us ; 41 for whoever may give you to drink 
a eup of water iu my name, because ye are 
Christ’s, verily 1 say to you, lie may uot lose 
his reward; 42 and whoever may cause tG 
stumble oue of the little ones believing in me, 

31 
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better is it for him if a millstone is hanged about 
his neck, and he hath been cast into the sea. 

43 ‘ And if thy hand may cause thee to 
stumble, cut it off; it is better for thee maimed 
to enter into the life, than having the two 
hands, to go away to the gehenna, to the fire 
—the unquenchable—^ wnere their worm is 
not dying, and the fire is not being quenched. 

43 ‘And if thv foot may cause thee to 
stumble, cut it off; it is better for thee to enter 
into the life lame, than having the two feet 
to be cast to the gehenna, to the fire—the 
unquenchable — M where their worm is not dy¬ 
ing, and the fire is not being quenched. 

47 ‘And if thine eye may cause thee to 
stumble, cast it out; it is better for thee one- 
eyed to enter into the reign of God, than hav¬ 
ing two eyes, to be cast to the gehenna of the 
fire— 48 where their worm is not dying, and 
the fire is not being quenched ; 49 for every one 
with fire shall be salted, and every sacrifice 
with salt shall be salted. 00 The salt is good, 
but if the salt may become saltlesa, in what 
will ye season it? Have in yourselves salt, 
and have peace in one another.’ 

X. 1 AND having risen thence, he doth come 
to the coasts of Judea, through the other aide 
of the Jordan, and again do multitudes come 
together unto him, and, as he had been accus¬ 
tomed, again he was teaching them. ’And 
the Pharisees, having come near, questioned 
him, if it is lawful for a husband to put away 
a wife, tempting him, 3 and he answering said 
to them, * What did Moses command you?’ 
' and they said, * Moses suffered to write a 
bill of divorce, and to put away.’ 

4 And Jesus answering said to them, 'For 
the Btiffness of your heart he wrote you this 
command, 6 but from the beginning of the 
creation, a male and a female God did make 
them ; 7 on this account shall a man leave his 
father and mother, and shall cleave unto his 
wife, 8 and they shall be—the two—for one 
flesh ; so that they are no more two, but one 
flesh ; 9 what therefore God did join together, 
let not man put asunder.’ 

10 And in the house again his disciples of 
the same thrng questioned him, 11 and he saith 
to them, ‘ whoever may put away his wife, 
and may marry another, doth commit adul¬ 
tery against her; 12 and if a woman may put 
away her husband, and is married to another, 
she committeth adultery.’ 

13 And they were bringing to him children, 
that he might touch them, and the disciples 
were rebuking those bringing them, 14 and 
Jesus having seen, was much displeased, and 
he said to them, * Suffer the children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not, for of such is 
the reign of God; 18 verily I say to you, who¬ 
ever may not receive the reign of God, os a 
child—he may not enter into it;’ 19 and having 
taken them in hiB arms, having put his hands 
upon them, he was blessing them. 

17 And as he is going forth into the way, one 
having run and having kneeled to him, was 

ueBtioning him, * Good teacher, what may I 

o, that life age-duringl may inherit?’ 


18 And JeBus said to him, 'Why me dost 
thou call good? no one is good except One— 
God; I9 the commands thou-Jiast known: 
Thou mayest not commit adultery, Thou 
mayest do no murder, Thou mayest not steal, 
Thou mayest not bear false witness, Thou 
mayeat not defraud, Honour thy father and 
mother.’ 20 And he answering said to him, 
4 Teacher, all these did I keep from my youth? 

21 And Jesus having looked upon him, did 
love him, and said to him, ‘ One thing thou 
dost lack ;’go away, whatever thou hast—sell, 
and give to the poor, and thou Bhalt have 
treasure in heaven, and come, be following 
me, having taken up the cross.’ 22 And he— 
gloomy at the worn—went away sorrowing, 
for he was having many possessions. 

c And Jesus having looked round, saith to 
his disciples, ‘ How Jhardly shall they who 
have riches enter into the reign of God !’ 

24 And the disciples were astonished at his 
words, and JeBus again answering saith to 
them, * Children, how hard is it to those trust¬ 
ing on the riches to enter into the reign of 
God ! 24 It is easier for a camel through the 
eye of the needle to enter, than for a rich man 
to enter into the reign of God.’ 

29 And they were astonished beyond measure, 
Baying unto themselves, ‘And who is able to 
be saved ? ’ 77 And Jesus, having looked upon 
them, saith, ‘With men it is impossible, but 
not with God ; for all things are possible with 
God.’ 

28 And Peter began to say to hinu * Lo, we 
left all, and we followed tnea’ ® And Jesus 
answering said, * Verily I say to you, there is 
no one who left house, or brothers, or sisters, 
or father, or mother, or wife, or children, of 
fields, for my sake, and for the good news’, 

who may not receive an hundred-fold now 
in this time, houses, and brothers, and sisters, 
and mothers, and children, and fields, with 
rsecutiona, and in the age that is coming, 
e age-duriug; 31 and many first shall be last, 
and the last first.’ 

33 And they were in the way going up to 
Jerusalem, and Jesns was going before them, 
and they were amazed, and Following they 
were afraid. 

And haviug again taken the twelve, he 
began to tell them the thingB about to happen 
to him, 83 —‘Lo, we go up to Jerusalem, and 
the Son of Man shall be delivered to the chief 
priests, and to the scribes, and they shall con¬ 
demn him to death, and shall deliver him to 
the nations, 84 and they shall mock him, and 
scourge him, and spit on him, and kill him, 
and the third day he shall rise again.’ 

88 And there come near to him James and 
John, the sons of Zebedee, saying, ‘Teacher, 
we wish that whatever we may aak for onr* 
selves, thou mayest do for us;’ "and he said 
to them, ‘What do ye wish me to do for you?’ 
87 and they said to bim, ‘Grant to us that, one 
on thy right hand and one on thy left, we may 
sit in thy glory;* 38 and Jesus said to them, 

' Te have not known what ye ask; are ye able 
to drink of the cup that I drink of, and with 
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the baptism that T am baptized with—to be 
baptized?’ 

39 And they said to him, ‘We are able;’ 
and Jesus said to them, ‘Of the cup indeed 
that I drink of, ye shall drink, and with the 
baptism that 1 am baptized with, ye shall be 
baptized; 40 but to sit on my right and on my 
left, is not mine to give, but—to those for 
whom it hath been prepared.' 

41 And the ten having heard, began to be 
much displeased at James and John, 43 but 
Jesus having called them near, eaith to them, 

* Ye have known that they who are considered 
to rule the nations do exercise lordship over 
them, and their great ones do exercise autho¬ 
rity upon them; 43 but not so shall it be 
among you; but whoever may will to become 
great among you, he shall be your minister, 
44 and whoever of you may will to become 
first, he shall be servant of all; 45 for even the 
Son of Man came not to be ministered to, but 
to minister, and to give his life a ransom for 
many.’ 

40 And they come to Jericho, and as he is 
going forth from Jericho, with his disciples 
and a great multitude, a son of Timaeus— 
Bartimeeus the blind—was sitting beside the 
way begging, 47 and having heard that it is 
Jesus the Nazarenc.he began to cry out, and 
to say, ‘The Son of David—Jesus! deal kindly 
with me;’ ““and many were rebuking him, 
that he might keep silent, but the more abun¬ 
dantly he cried out, * Sou of David, deal k indly 
with me.’ 

43 And Jesus having stood, he commanded 
him to be called, and they call the blind man, 
saving to him, ‘Take courage, rise, he doth 
call thee:’ 60 and he, having cast away his 
garment, having risen, did come unto Jesus. 

61 And anawenn^, Jesus saithtohim, ‘What 
wilt thou I may do to thee?’ and the blind 
man said to him, ‘Rabboni, that I may see 
again;’ 63 and Jesus said to him, ‘Go, thy 
faith hath saved thee:’ and immediately he 
saw again, and was following Jesus in the 
way. 

XI. 1 AND when they come nigh to Jeru¬ 
salem, to Bethphage, and Bethany, unto the 
mount of the Olives, he sendeth forth two of 
his disciples. 2 and saith to them, ‘Go away to 
the village that is over-against you, and im¬ 
mediately, entering into it, ye shall find a colt 
tied, on which no one of men hath sat, having 
loosed it, bring it: 3 and if any one may say to 

ou. Why do ye this? sav ye that tne lord 

ath need of it, and immediately he will send 
it hither.’ 

4 And they weut away, and found the colt 
tied at the door without, by the two ways, 
and they loose it, e and certain of those stand¬ 
ing there said to them, ‘What do ye—loosing 
the colt?’ 6 and they said to them os Jesus 
commanded, and they suffered them. 

7 And they brought the colt unto Jesus, and 
did cast upon it their garments, and he Bat 
upon it, 8 and many did spread their garments 
in the way, and others were cutting down 
branches from the trees, and were strewing in 
the way. 


3 And those going before and those follow¬ 
ing were crying out, saying, ‘Hosanna! blessed 
is he who is coming in the name of the Lord; 
10 blessed is the coming reign, in the name of 
the Lord, of our father David; Hosanna in 
the highest.’ 11 And Jesus entered into Jeru¬ 
salem, and into the temple, and having looked 
round on all things, it being now evening, be 
went forth to Betnany with the twelve. 

12 And on the morrow, they having come 
forth from Bethany, he hungered, 13 and hav¬ 
ing seen a fig-tree afar off having leaves, he 
came, if perhaps he shall find anything in it, 
and having come to it, he found nothing ex¬ 
cept leaves, for it was not a time of figB, 
14 and Jesus answering said to it, ‘ No more 
from thee—to the age-may any eat fruit; ’ and 
his disciples were hearing. 

16 And they come to Jerusalem, and Jesus 
having gone into the temple, began to cast 
forth those selling and buying in the temple, 
and the tables of the money-changers and 
the seats of those selling the doves, ne over¬ 
threw, 16 and he did not suffer that any might 
bear a vessel through the temple, 17 and he 
was teaching, saying to them, * Hath it not 
been written—My house a house of prayer 
shall be called for all the nations, and ye did 
make it a den of robbers ?’ 

10 And the scribes and the chief priests 
heard, and they were seeking how they shall 
destroy him, for they were afraid of him, be¬ 
cause all the multitude was astonished at his 
teaching; 19 and when evening came, he was 
goiDg forth without the city. 

20 And in the morning, passing by, they saw 
the fig-tree having been dried up from the 
roots, 31 and Peter having remembered saith 
to him, ‘ Rabbi, lo, the fig-tree that thou didst 
curse is dried up.’ 

22 And Jesus answering saith to them, * Have 
faith of God; 23 for verily I say to you, that 
whoever may say to this mount. Be taken, 
up, and be cast into the sea, and may not 
doubt in his heart, but may believe that the 
things that he saith do come to pass, it shall 
bo to him whatever he may say. 24 Because 
of this I say to you, all whatever--praying—ye 
do ask, believe that ye receive, and it shall 
be to you. 

M ‘And whenever ye may stand praying, 
forgive, if ye have anything against any one, 
that your Father also who is in the heavens 
may forgive you your trespasses; 26 and, il 
ye do not forgive, neither will your Fathei 
who is in the heavens forgive your trespasses.’ 

27 And they come again to Jerusalem, and 
in the temple, as he is walking, there come 
unto him tne chief priests, ana the scribes, 
and the elders, 20 and they say to him, * By 
what authority dost thou these things? and 
who gave thee this authority that these things 
thou mayest do ? ’ 

29 And Jesus answering said to them, *1 
will question you—I also—one word; and 
answer me, and I will tell you by what 
authority I do these things; 30 the baptism 
of John—from heaven was it ? or from men ? 
answer me.’ 

31 And they were reasoning with themselves, 
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Baying 4 If we may say, From heaven, lie will 
nav, Wherefore, then, did ye not believe him? 
32 But if we may say. From men ’—they were 
fearing the people, for all were holdiug John 
that he was indeed a prophet; 33 and answer¬ 
ing they say to Jesus, ‘ We have not known ;* 
and Jesus answering saith to them, 4 Neither 
do 1 tell you by what authority I do these 
things.’ 

XII. 1 AND ho began to speak to thorn in 
similes : * A man planted a vineyard, aud put 
a hedge around, and digged an under-wine- 
vat, aud built a tower, and gave it out to 
husbandmen, aud weut abroad; 2 and he seut 
unto the husbandmen at the due time a ser¬ 
vant, that from the husbaudmeu he may re- 
otnve from the fruit of the vineyard, 3 and 
they, having taken him, did severely beat 
him , and did send him away empty. 

4 1 Aud again he sent unto tnem another 
servant, ana at that one having cast stones, 
they wounded him in the head, and sent away 
—dishonoured. 

6 ‘ And again he sent another, and that one 
they killed; and many others, some beating, 
and some killing. 

0 4 Having yet therefore one Bon—his be¬ 
loved—he seut also him unto them last, Bay¬ 
ing—They will reverence my son; 7 and those 
husbandmen said among themselves—This is 
the heir, come, we may kill him, and ours 
shall be the inheritance; 6 and having taken 
him, they did kill, and cast him forth without 
the vineyard. 

0 ‘ What therefore shall the lord of the vine- 

ard do? he will come and destroy the hus- 

andmen, and will give the viueyard to others. 
10 And this Writing did ye not read: A stone 
that the builders rejected, it did become the 
head of a corner: 1 ‘ from the Lord was this, 
and it is wonderful in our eyes.’ 

12 And they were seeking to lay hold on 
him, and they feared the multitude, for they 
knew that against them he spake the simile, 
and having left him, they went away; 13 and 
they send unto him certain of the Pharisees 
aud of the Herodians, that they may ensnare 
him in discourse, 14 and they having come, 
say to him, ‘Teacher, we have known that 
thou art true, and thou art not caring for any 
one, for thou dost not look to the face of men, 
but in truth the way of God dost teach; is it 
lawful to give tribute to Cajsar or not? may 
we give, or may we not give?’ 

15 And he, knowing their hypocrisy, said to 
them, ‘Why me do ye tempt? bnag me a 
denary, that I may see:’ 16 and they brought, 
and he saith to them, 4 Whose is tnis image, 
and the inscription?' and they Baid to him, 

4 Ciesar’B; ’ 17 and Jesus answering said to 
them, ‘Give back the things, of CfiBsar to 
Caesar, and the things of God to God; * and 
they did wonder at him. 

18 And the Sadducees come unto him, who 
say there is not a risingagain, and they ques¬ 
tioned him, saying, 19 ‘Teacher, Moses wrote 
to us, that if any one’s brother may die, and 
may leave a wife, and may leave no children. 

34 


that his brother may take his wife, and raiso 
up seed to Ida brother. 

20 ‘There were then seven brothers, aud the 
flrBt took a wife, and dying, he left no seed; 
21 and the Becond took her, and died, neithei 
left he seed, and the third in like manner, 
82 and the Beven took her, and left no seed, 
last of all died alao the woman; 23 in the rising 
again, then, whenever they may rise, of which 
of them Bhall she be wife—for the seven had 
her as wife?’ 

24 And Jesus answering said to them, ‘Do 
ye not because of this go astray, not knowing 
the Writings, nor tho power of God? 23 for 
when they may rise out of the dead, they 
neither marry nor are they given in marriage, 
but are as messengers who are in the heavens. 

20 ‘ And concerning the dead, that they rise : 
have ye not read in the Book of Moses (at 
The Busy, how God spake to him. Baying, I 
am the God of Abraham, and tne Goa of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob; 27 he is not the 
God of dead men, but a God of living men; ye 
then go greatly astray.’ 

28 And one of the Bcribes having come near, 
having heard them disputing, knowing that 
he answered them well, questioned him. 
‘Which is the first command of all?’ 20 ana 
Jesus answered him— 4 The first of all the 
commands ia, Hear, 0 Israel, the Lord is our 
God, the Lord is one; 90 and thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God out of all thy heart, and 
out of thy bouI, and out of all thine under 
standing, and out of all thy strength—this it 
the first command; 31 and the second is like it, 
this. Thou ehalt love thy neighbour as thy¬ 
self;—greater than these there is no other 
command.’ 

32 And the scribe said tohim, ‘Well, Teacher, 
in truth thou hast spoken that there is one 
God, and there is none other but He: 33 and 
to love Him out of all the heart, ana out of 
all the understanding, and out of all the souk 
and out of all the strength, and to love one’s 
neighbour as one’s Belf, is more than all the 
whole burnt-offerings and the sacrifices.’ 

84 And Jesus, having Been him that he an¬ 
swered with understanding, said to him. 
’Thou art not far from the reign of God; 
and no one any more durst question him. 

83 And Jesus answering said, teaching in the 
temple, 1 How say the scribes that the Christ 
is son of David? 30 for David himself said in 
the Holy Spirit, The Lord said to my lord. 
Sit thou on Mv right hand, till I place thine 
eaomies—thy footstool; 37 therefore David 
himself saith of him Lord, and whence is he 
his son?’ 

And the great multitude were hearing him 
gladly, 88 and he was saying to them in his 
teaching, ‘ Beware of the scribes, who will in 
long robes to walk, and love Baluations in the 
market-places, 80 and first seats in the syna¬ 
gogues, and hret couches in suppers, 40 who 
are devouring the widows’ houses, and for a 
pretence are making long prayers: these shall 
reccivo more abundant judgment. 

41 And Jesus having sat down over-against 
the treasury, was beholding how the multitude 
do put brass into the treasury, and many rich 
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were putting in much, 45 and having come, a 
poor widow did put in two mites, which are a 
farthing. 

4:1 And having called near his diseiples, he 
Baith to them, ‘Verily I say to you, that this 
poor widow hath put in more than all those 
putting into the treasury; 41 for all, out of 
their abundance, put in, but she, out of her 
want, all that she had put in—all her living.' 

XIII. 1 AND as lie is going forth out of the 
temple, one of his disciples saith to him, 
‘Teacher, see! what stones ! and what build¬ 
ings!’ 2 and Jesus answering said to him, 
‘Seest thou these great buildings? there may 
not be left a stone upon a stone, that may not 
be thrown down.’ 

3 And as he is sitting at the mount of the 
Olives, over-against the temple, Peter, and 
Jame3, and John, and Andrew, were question¬ 
ing him by himself, 4 ‘Tell us when these things 
shall be? and what wthe sign when all these 
may be about to be fulfilled?’ 

6 And Jesus answering them, began to say, 

‘ Take heed lest any one may lead you astray, 
•for many shall come in my name, saying— 
I am he , and many they shall lead astray ; 
7 and when ye may hear of wars and reports 
of wars, be not troubled, for these behove to 
be, but the end is not yet; 0 for nation shall 
rise against nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom, and there shall be earthquakes in 
divers places, and there shall be famines and 
troubles ; beginnings of sorrows are these. 

9 * And take ye heed to yourselves, for they 
shall deliver you up to sanhedrims, and to 
synagogues, ye shall be beaten, and before 
governors andkin^s ye shall be set for my sake, 
for a testimony to tliem; lu and to all the nations 
it behoveth first that the good uewB be pro¬ 
claimed. 

11 ‘And when they may lead you, deliver¬ 
ing up, be not anxious beforehand what yc 
may speak, nor premeditate, but whatever may 
be given to you in that hour, that speak ye, 
for it is not ye who are speaking, but the Holy 
Spirit. 

15 ‘ And brother shall deliver up brother to 
death, and father child, and children Bhall 
rise up against parents, and shall put them to 
death, 13 and ye shall be hated by all because 
of my name, but he who hath endured to the 
end—he shall be saved. 

14 ‘ And when ye may see the abomination 
of the desolation, that was spoken of by Daniel 
the prophet, standing where it ought not, 
(whoever is reading let him understand), then 
those in Judea, let them flee to the mountains; 
15 and he upon the house-top, let him not come 
dowu to the house, Dor come in to take any¬ 
thing out of his house ; 16 and he who is in the 
field, let him not turn to the things behind, 
to take up his garment. 

. 17 ‘And wo to those with child, and to those 
giving suck, in those days ; 10 and pray ye that 
your flight may not be in winter, 19 for those 
days shall be tribulation, such as hath not 
been from the beginning of the creation that 
God created, till now, and may not be; 20 and 
if the Lord did not shorten the days, no 
flesh had beeu saved ; but because of the cho¬ 


sen, whom He did choose to Himself, He did 
shorten the days. 

- L * And then, if any may say to you, Lo, 
here is the Christ, or, Lo, there, ye may not 
believe; 22 for there shall rise false Christs 
and false prophets, and they shall give signs 
and wonders, to seduce, if possible, also the 
chosen; rj and ye, take heea; lo, I have fore¬ 
told you all things. 

24 ‘ But in those days, after that tribulation, 
the Bun shall be darkened, and the moon 
shall not give her light, 28 and the Btars of the 
heaven shall be falling, and the powers that 
are in the heavens shall be shaken. 

20 ‘ And then they shall see the Son of Man 
coming in clouds with much power and glory, 
27 and then he shall send his messengers, and 
gather,together his chosen from the four winds, 
from the end of the earth unto the end of 
heaven. 

20 ‘ And from the fig-tree learn ye the Bimile: 
when the branch may already become tender, 
and may put forth the leaves, ye know that 
nigh is the summer; 29 so ye, also, when these 
ye may see coming to pass, ye know that it is 
nigh, at the doora. ^Verily 1 say to you, 
that this generation may not pass away till 
all these things may come to pass: 31 the heaven 
and the earth shall pass away, but my words 
shall not pass away. 

32 4 Ana concerning that day and the hour 
no ODe hath known—Dot even the messengers 
who are in the heaven, Dot even the Son— 
except the Father. 33 Take heed, watch and 
pray, for ye have not known when the time 
is; 34 as a man who is gone abroad, having 
left his house, and given to his servauts the 
authority, and to each one his work, did com¬ 
mand also the porter that he may watch; 
33 wateh ye, therefore, for ye have not known 
when the lord of the house doth come, at even, 
or at midnight, or at cock-crowing, or at the 
morning; 3b lest, having come suddenly, he 
may find you sleeping; 37 and what I say to 
you, I eay to all, Watch.' 

XIV. l AND the passover and the unlea¬ 
vened food were after two days, and the chief 
priests and the scribes were seeking how, by 
guile, having taken hold of him, they might 
kill him; 2 and they said, ‘ Not in the feast, 
lest there Bhall be a tumult of the people.’ 

3 And he, being in Bethany, in the house of 
Simon the leper, at his reclining (at meat), 
there came a woman having aD alabaster box 
of ointment, of spikenard, very precious, and 
having broken the alabaster box, did pour on 
his bead; 4 and there were certain much dis¬ 
pleased within themselves, and saying, ‘For 
what hath this waste of the ointment been 
made? “for this could have been sold for 
more than three hundred denaries, and given 
to the poor;' and they were murmuring at 
her. 

6 And Jesus said, ‘ Let her alone; why are ye 
giving her trouble ? a good work she wrought 
on me; 7 for the poor always ye have with 
you, and whenever ye may will ye are able to 
do them good, but me ye have not always; 
B what she could she dia, she anticipated to 
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anoint my body for the embalming. 8 Verily 
l eay to you, wherever this good news may 
be proclaimed in the whole world, what also 
this woman did shall be spoken of—for a 
memorial of her.’ 

10 And Judas the Iscariot, one of the twelve, 
went away unto the chief priests that he might 
deliver him up to them, 14 and having heard, 
they were glad, and promised to give him 
money, and he was seeking how, conveniently, 
he might deliver him up. 


13 And the first day of the unleavened food, 
when they were lulling the passover, his dis¬ 
ciples say to him, ‘Where wilt thou, tkat y 
having gone, we may prepare, that thou may- 
est eat the passover?’ 

13 And he sendeth forth two of his disciples, 
and saith to them, * Go ye away to the city, 
and there shall meet you a man bearing a 
pitcher of water, follow him; u and wherever 
he may go in, say ye to the master of the 
house—The Teacher saith, Where is the guest- 
chamber, where the passover, with my dis¬ 
ciples, I may eat? 16 and he will shew you a 
large upper room, furnished, prepared—there 
make ready for us.’ 10 Ana his disciples 
went forth, and came to the city, and found 
as he said to them, and they made ready the 
passover. 

17 And evening having come, he cometh 
with the twelve, 18 and as they are reclining, 
and eating, Jesus said, ‘ Verily 1 say to you— 
one of you, who is eating with me—shall de¬ 
liver me up.’ 

ls, And they began t® be sorrowful, and to 
say to him, one by one ‘Is it i?’ and another, 
* Is it 1 ?’ *° And lie answering said to them, 
4 One of the twelve who is dipping with me 
in the dish ; 21 the Son of Mau doth indeed 
go, as it hath been written coucerning him, 
but wo to that man through whom the Son of 
Man is delivered up; good were it to him if 
that man had not been born.’ 


22 And as they are eating, Jesus having 
taken bread, having blessed, brake, ana 
gave to them, and said, ‘Take, eat; this is my 
body.’ 

23 And having taken the cup, having given 
thanks, he gave to them, and they drank of 
it—all; 24 and he said to them, * This is my 
blood of the new covenant, which for many is 
being poured out; 25 verily I say to you, that 
no more may I drink of the produce of the 
vine till that day when I may drink it new 
in the reign of God.’ 

26 And having sung an hymn, they went 
forth to the mount of the Olives, 27 ana Jesus 
saith to them—‘All ye shall be stumbled at 
me this night, because it hath been written, 
I will Bmite the shepherd, and the sheep shall 
be scattered abroad, 28 but after my having 
risen I will go before you to Galilee/ 

18 And Peter said to him, 1 And if all shall 
be stumbled, yet not I; ’ 30 and Jesus said to 
him, ‘ Verily 1 say to thee, that to-day, this 
night, before a cock shall crow twice, thrice 
thou ehalt deny me.’ 31 And he spake the 
more vehemently, ‘ If it may be necessary for 
me to die with thee—I will in nowise deny 
36 


thee ;* and in like manner also said they all. 

32 And they come to a spot, the* name of 
which is Gethsemane, and he saith to his dis¬ 
ciples, ‘Sit ye here till I may pray 33 and he 
taketh Peter, and James, and John with him, 
and began to be amazed, aud to be very heavy, 
34 and he saith to them, ‘ Exceeding sorrowful 
is my soul— toi death; remain here, and watch.’ 

35 And having gone forward a little, he fell 
upon the earth, and was praying, that, if it be 
possihle the hour may pass from him, 30 and 
he said, ‘Abba, Father; all things are pos¬ 
sible to Thee; make this cup pass from me; 
but, not what I will, but what Thou.’ 

87 And he cometh, and findeth them sleep¬ 
ing, and saith to Peter. ‘Simon, thou dost 
sleep I thou wast not able to watch one hour! 
36 Watch ye and pray, that ye may not enter 
into temptation; the spirit indeed is forward, 
but the flesh weak.’ 

33 And again having gone away, he prayed, 
the same word saying; 40 and having returned, 
he found them again sleeping, for their eyes 
were heavy, and they had not known what 
they might answer him. 

41 Ana he cometh the third time, and saith 
to them, ‘ Sleep on henceforth, and rest—it is 
over; the hour did come ; lo, the Son of Man 
is delivered up to the hands of the sinful; 
42 rise, we may go, lo, he who is delivering mo 
up hath come mgn.’ 

43 And immediately—while he is yet speak 
ing—cometh near Judas, one of the twelve, 
and with him a great multitude, with swords 
and sticks, from the chief priests, land the 
scribes, and the elders j 44 aud he who is de¬ 
livering him up had given a token to them 
saying, * Whomsoever! shall kiss, he it is, lai 
hold on him, and lead away safely,’ "and 
having come, immediately, having gone near 
him, he saith, ‘ Rabbi, Rabbi,’ and kissed 
him. 

"And they laid on him their hands, and 
kept hold on him; 47 and a certain one of 
those standing by, having drawn the sword, 
struck the servant of the chief priest, and took 
off his ear. 

40 And Jesus answering Bnid to them, ‘As 
against a robber ye came out, with swords and 
sticks, to take me! "daily 1 was with you in 
the temple teaching, and ye did not lay hold 
on me—out that the Writings may be fulfilled.’ 

60 And having left him they all fled ; 01 and 
a certain young man was following him, hav¬ 
ing put a linen cloth about his naked body, 
and the young men lay hold on him, 62 and 
lie, having left the linen cloth, did flee from 
them naked. 

63 And they led away Jesus unto the chief 
prieBt, and come together to him do all the 
chief priests, and the elders, and the scribes ; 
w and Peter afar off did follow him, to the in¬ 
side of the hall of the chief priest, and he was 
sitting with the officers, ana warming himself 
near toe fire. 

M And the chief priests and all the sanhe¬ 
drim were seeking against Jcbus testimony— 
to put him to death, and they were not find 
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mg, 56 for many were bearing false testimony 
against him. and their testimonies were not 
alike. 

57 And certain haring risen up, were bear¬ 
ing false testimony against him, saying— 
58 'We hoard him saying—I will throw down 
this sanctuary made with hands, and by three 
days, another made without hands I will 
build;’ 09 and neither so was their testimony 
alike. 

00 And the chief priest, having risen up in 
the midst, questioned Jesus, saying, ‘Thou 
dost not answer anything! what do these 
testify against thee? fll and he was keeping 
silent, and did not answer anything. 

Again the chief priest was questioning him, 
and saith to him, ^Art thou the Christ—the 
Son of the Blessed?' 03 and Jesus said, 4 1 am; 
and ye shall see the Son of Man sitting on the 
right hand of the power, and coming with the 
clouds, of the heaven.’ 

63 And the chief priest, having rent his gar¬ 
ments, saith, ‘What need have we yet of 
witnesses? 04 Ye heard the evil speaking, 
what appeareth to you?’ and they all con¬ 
demned liim to be worthy of death, 65 and 
certain began to spit on him, and to cover his 
face, and to buffet him, and to say to him, 
‘Prophesy*’ and the officers were striking 
him with their palms. 

80 And Peter being in the hall beneath, there 
doth come one of the maids of the chief 
priest, 67 and having seen Peter warming him¬ 
self, having looked on him she said, 4 And 
thou wast with Jesus of Nazareth!’ 08 and 
he denied, saying, * I have not known him , 
□either do 1 understand what thou Bayest; ’ 
and he went forth without to the porch, and 
a cock crew, 

63 And the maid having seen him again, 
began to say to those standing near— 4 This is 
of them ; ’ 20 and he was agaiu denying. 

And after a little agaiu, those standing near 
said to Peter, ‘Truly thou art of them, for 
thou also art a Galilean, and thy speech is 
alike 71 and he began to anathematize, and 
to Bwear— 4 1 have not known this man of 
whom ye speak ; ’ 72 and a second time a cock 
crew, and Peter remembered the saying that 
Jesus said to him—‘Before a cock crow twice, 
thou mayest deny me thrice;’ and having 
thought thereon—he was weeping. 

XV. 1 AND immediately, in the morning, 
the chief priests having made a consultation, 
with the elders, and scribes, and the whole 
sanhedrim, having bound Jesus, did lead 
away, and delivered him to Pilate: a and 
Pilate questioned him, 4 Art thou the king of 
the Jews ?' and he answering said to him, 
‘Thou dost say it. 1 

3 And the chief priests were accusing him 
of many things, [but he answered nothing.] 
4 And Pilate again questioned him, saying, 
4 Thou dost not answer anything 1 lo, how 
many things < they do testily against thee ! ’ 
D and Jesus did no more answer anything, so 
that Pilate wondered. 

6 And at every feast he was releasing to 


them one prisoner, whomsoever they were 
asking; 7 and there was one named Barabbas, 
bound with those making insurrection with 
him, who had in the insurrection committed 
murder. 

8 And the multitude having cried out, be¬ 
gan to ask for themselves as he was always 
doing to them, 9 and Pilate answered them, 
saying, ‘'Will ye that I shall release to you 
the king of the Jews V 10 for he knew that be¬ 
cause of envy the chief priests had delivered 
him up; 11 and the chief priests did move the 
multitude, that he might rather release Bar- 
abbas to tnem. 

12 And Pilate answering, again said to them, 

4 Wfiat, then, will ye that I shall do to him 
whom ye call king of the Jews?’ 13 and they 
again cried out, ‘ Crucify him’ 

14 And Pilate said to them, 4 Why—what 
evil did he?’ and they cried out the more 
vehemently, 4 Crucify him;* 15 and Pilate, 
wishing to content the multitude, released 
to them Barabbas, and delivered up JesuB— 
having scourged him —that he might be cruci¬ 
fied. 

18 And the soldiers led him away into the 
hall, which is Praetoriuin, and call togetbef 
the whole band, 17 and clothe him with pur¬ 
ple, and ihaving plaited a crown of thorns, 
they put iion him, 18 and began to Balute him, 

4 Hail, King of the Jews.’ 

19 And they were smiting him on the head 
with a reed, and were spitting od him, and 
having bent the knee, were bowing to him, 
30 and when they had mocked him, they took 
the purple from off him, and clothed him in 
his own garments, and they lead him forth, 
that they may crucify him. 

21 And they impress a certain one passing 
by—Simon, aCyrenian, coming from the field, 
the father of Alexander and Rufus—that lie 
may bear his cross, 22 and they bring him to 
the place Golgotha, which is, being interpret¬ 
ed, ‘ Place of a Bkull; * 23 and they were giving 
him to drink wine mingled with myrrh, and 
he did not receive. 

24 And having crucified him, they were di¬ 
viding his garments, casting a lot upon them, 
what each may take; 26 and it was the third 
hour, and they crucified him; 20 and the in¬ 
scription of his accusation was written above 
— 4 The King of the Jews.* 

37 And with him they crucify two robbers, 
one on the right hand, and one on his left, 
u and the writing was fulfilled that is saying, 
4 And with lawless ones he was numbered.’ 

29 And those passing by were Bpeaking evil 
of him, shaking their heads, and saying , 4 Ah, 
the thrower down of the Banctuary, and in 
three daya the builder! ^Bave thyself, and 
come down from the cross!’ 

31 And in like manner also the chief priests, 
mocking with one another, with the scribes, 
said, 4 Others he saved ; himself he is not able 
to save. 32 The Christ! the king of Israel— 
let him come down now from the cross, that 
we may see and believe; ’ and those crucified 
with him were reproaching him. 

33 And the sixth hour having come, dark- 

37 
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ness came over the whole land till the ninth 
hour, 34 and at the ninth hour Jesus cried 
with a great voice, saying, ‘ Eloi, Eloi, lamma 
Babachthani?* which is, being interpreted, 

* My God, my God, why didst Thou forsake 
me ? ’ 

35 And certain of those standing by, having 
heard, said, * Lo, Elijah he doth call; ’ 36 ana 
one having run, and having tilled a spuuge 
with vinegar, having put it also on a reed, 
was giving him to drink, saying, 4 Let alone, 
let us see if Elijah doth come to take him 
down.* 

37 And Jesus having uttered a loud cry, 
yielded the spirit, 89 and the veil of the sanc¬ 
tuary was rent in two. from top to bottom, 
38 and the centurion who was standing over- 
againet him, having seen that, having so cried 
out, he yielded the spirit, said, ‘Truly this 
man was Son of God.* 

40 And there were also women afar off be¬ 
holding among whom was also Mary the 
Magdalene, ana Mary of James the less, and 
of JoseSj and Salome, 41 (who also, when 
he was in Galilee, were following him, and 
were ministering to him,) and many other 
women who came up with him to Jerusa¬ 
lem. 

42 And now evening having come, seeing it 
was the preparation, that is, the fore-sabbath, 
43 Joseph of Arimatnea, an honourable coun¬ 
sellor, wbo also himself was waiting for the 
reigQ of God, came, boldly entered in unto 
Pilate, and asked the body of Jesus. 

44 And Pilate wondered if he were already 
dead, and having called near the centurion- 
did question him if he were long dead, 43 ana 
having known it from the centurion, he grant¬ 
ed the body to Joseph. 

49 And he, having brought fine linen, and 
having taken him down, wrapped him in the 
linen, and laid him in a sepulchre that had 
been hewn out of a rock, and he rolled a stone 
unto the door of the sepulchre, 47 and Mary 
the Magdalene, and Mary of Joses, were be¬ 
holding where he is laid. 

XVI. 1 AND the sabbath having; past, Mary 
the Magdalene, and Mary of James, and 
Salome, bought Bpices, that having come, 
they may anoint him. 2 and early in the morn¬ 
ing of the tiret of the Babbaths, they come 
unto the sepulchre, at the rising of the Burn 
1 and they said among themBelvea, ‘ Who shall 
38 


roll away for us the stone out of the door of 
the sepulchre ?’ 

4 And having looked, they see that the stone 
hath been rolled away—for it was very groat, 

5 and having entered mto the Bepulchre, they 
saw a young mau sitting on the right hand, 
arrayed in a long white robe, and they wero 
amazed. 

0 And he saith to them, 4 Be not amazed, ye 
seek Jesus the Nazarene, the crucified : he 
did rise—he is not hero ; lo, the place where 
they laid him I 7 and go, say to his disciples, 
and Peter, that he doth go before you to 
Galilee ; there ye Bhall see him, as he said to 
you.’ 

0 And, having come forth quickly, they fled 
from the sepulchre, and trembling and amaze¬ 
ment had seized them, and to no one Baid they 
anything, for they were afraid. 

B And he, having risen in the morning of 
the first of the sabbaths, did appear first to 
Mary the Magdalene, out of whom he had 
cast seven demons ; 19 she having gone, told 
those who had been with him, mourning and 
weeping ; 11 and they, having heard that he is 
alive, and was Been by her, did not believe. 

12 And after these things, to two of them, 
as they are fjoing into a field, walking, he was 
manifested m another form, 13 and they hav¬ 
ing gone, told to the rest; not even them did 
they believe. 

14 Afterwards, as they are reclining (at 
meat), he was manifested to the eleven, and 
did reproach their ^unbelief and stiffness of 
heart, because they believed not those hav¬ 
ing seen him being raised ; 15 and he said to 
them, 4 Having gone to all the world, pro¬ 
claim the good news to all the creation ; * 9 he 
who hath believed, and hath been baptized, 
shall be saved ; and he who hath not believed, 
shall be condemned. 

17 4 And signs shall accompany those believ¬ 
ing these things ; in my name demons they 
shall cast out; with new tongues they shall 
speak ; 19 serpents they shall take up : and if 
any deadly thing they may drink, it Bhall not 
hurt them - on the ailing they shall lay hands, 
and they Biiall be well/ 

18 The Lord, then, indeed, after speaking to 
them, was received up to the heaven, and 
sat on the right hand of God; 20 and they, 
having gone forth, did preach everywhere, 
tho Lord working with them ; and confirming 
the word, through the signs following. Amen. 
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CHAP. L 1 SEEING that many did take in 
hand to set in order a narration of the matters 
that have been fully assured among us, 2 as 
they did deliver to us, who from the begin¬ 
ning became eye-witnesses, and officers of the 
Word,— 3 it seemed good also to me, having 
followed from the first after all things exactly, 
to write to thee in order, most noble Theo- 
philus, 4 that thou mayest know the certainty 
of the things whereiu thou wast instructed. 

“There was in the days of Herod, the king 
of Judea, a certain priest, by name Zacharias, 
of the course of Abijah, and his wife of the 
daughters of Aaron, and her name Elisabeth; 
fl and they were both righteous before God, 
going on in all the commands aud righteous¬ 
nesses of the Lord blameless, 7 and they had 
no child, because that Elisabeth was barren, 
and hoth were advanced in their days. 

8 And it came to pass, in his acting as priest, 
in the order of his course before God, 0 accord¬ 
ing to the custom of the priesthood, his lot 
was to make perfume, having gone into the 
eanctuary of the Lord, 10 and all the multitude 
of the people were praying without, at the 
hour of the perfume. 

11 And there appeared to him a messenger 
of the Lord standing on the right side of the 
iltar of the perfume, 12 and Zacnarias, having 
seen, was troubled, and fear fell on him; 13 ana 
the messenger said uuto him, * Fear not, Za¬ 
charias, for thy supplication was heard, and 
thy wife Elisabeth snail bear a son to thee, 
and thou shalt call his name John, 14 and there 
shall be joy to thee, and gladness, and many 
at his birth shall joy, 14 For he shall bo great 
before the Lord, aud wine and strong drink 
he may not drink, and of the Holy Spirit he 
shall be full, even from his mother’s womb; 
16 and many of the sons of Israel he shall turn 
to tlm Lora their God ; 17 and he shall go be¬ 
fore Him, in the spirit and power of Elijah, 
to turn hearts of Fathers unto children, ana 
disobedient ones to the wisdom of righteous 
ones, to make ready for the Lord, a people 
prepared.’ 

And Zacharias said unto the messenger, 

* Whereby shall I know this ? for I am aged, 
and my wife is advanced in her days?’ 

lp And the messenger answering said to him, 

‘ I am Gabriel, who have been standing near 
before God, and I was sent to speak unto thee, 
and to proclaim these good news to thee, 
20 and lo, thou shalt be silent, and not able to 
sjieak, till tho day that these things shall 
come to pass, because thou didst not believe 
my words, that shall be fulfilled in their 
season.’ 

sl And the people were waiting for Zacha¬ 
rias, and wondering at his tarrying in the 
sanctuary, 82 and having come out, he was not 
able to speak to them, and they perceived that 
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a vision he had seen in the sanctuary, and he 
was beckoning to them, and did remain 
dumb. 

23 And it came to pass, when the days of 
his service were fulfilled, he went away to his 
house, 24 and after those days, his wife Elisa¬ 
beth conceived, and hid herself five months, 
saying—^ ‘ Thus hath the Lord done to me, 
in days in which He looked upon me, to take 
away my reproach among men.’ 

23 And in the sixth month was the messenger 
Gabriel sent by God, to a city of Galilee, the 
name of which is Nazareth, 27 to a virgin, be¬ 
trothed to a man, whose name w Joseph, of 
the house of David, and the name of the virgin 
is Mary. 

23 And the messenger having come in unto 
her, said, 1 Hail, favoured one, the Lord w 
with thee; blessed art thou among women;’ 
w nnd she, having seen, was troubled at hia 
word, and was reasoning of what kind this 
salutation may be. 

30 And the messenger said to her, ‘Fear not, 
Mary% for thou hast foimd favour with God ; 
31 and lo, thou shalt conceive in the womb, 
and shalt bring forth a Bon, and call his name 
Jesus; 32 he shall be great, and Son of tho 
Highest he shall be called, and the Lord God 
shall give him the throne of David his father, 
33 and he shall reign over the house of Jacob 
to the ages ; and of his reign there shall be 
no end.’ 

34 And Mary said unto the messenger. * How 
shall this be, seeing a husband l do not know?’ 
33 And the messenger answering said to her, 

‘ The Holy Spirit shall come upou thee, and 
the power of the Highest shall over-shadow 
thee therefore also the holy-begotten thing 
shall bo called Son of God* 30 aud lo, Elisa 
beth, thy kinswoman, sho also hath conceived 
a son in her old age, and this is the sixth 
month to her who was called barren ; 37 be¬ 
cause nothing shall be impossible with God.’ 

38 And Mary said, ‘Lo, the maid-servani, 
of the Lord; let it bo to me according to thy 
saying,’ and the messenger went away from 
her. 

38 And Mary having arisen in those days, 
went to the hill-country, with haste, to a city 
of Judea, 40 and entered into the house of 
Zacharias, and saluted Elisabeth. 

41 And it came to pass, when Elisabeth 
heard the salutation of Mary, the babe did 
leap in her womb ; and Elisabeth was filled 
with the Holy Spirit, 42 and spake out with a 
loud voice, and said, ‘ Blessed art thou 
among women, and blessed is the fruit of thy 
womb; 43 and whence is this to me, that 
the mother of my Lord might come unto me? 
44 for, lo, when the voice of tby salutation 
came to my ears, leap in gladness did the 
babe in my womb; 43 and happy is she who 
39 
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did believe, for there shall be a completion 
to the things spoken to her from tho Lord.’ 

40 And Mar}'said, ‘My soul doth magnify 
the Lord, 

* 7 And my spirit was glad on God my Saviour, 
18 Because He looked ou the lowliness of Hia 
maidservant, 

For, lo, henceforth call me happy shall all 
the generations, 

a ForHewho ia mighty did to me great things, 
And holy is Hia name, 

10 And His kindness is to generations of gen- 

To those fearing Him, [eratione, 

11 He did powerfully with Hia arm. 

He scattered abroad the proud in the thought 
of their heart, 

M He brought down the mighty from thrones, 
And He exalted the lowly, 

9J The hungry He did fill with good, 

And the rich He sent away empty, 

64 He received again Israel Ins servant, 

To remember kindness, 

” As He spake unto our fathers, 

To Abraham and to his seed—to the age.’ 

99 And Mary remained with her about three 
months, and turned back to her house. 

57 And to Elisabeth was the time fulfilled 
for her bringing forth, and she bare a son, 
60 and the neighbour and her kindred heard 
that the Lord was making His kindness great 
with her, and they were rejoicing with her. 

w And it came to pass, on the eighth day, 
they came to circumcise the child, and they 
were calling him by the name of his father, 
Zacharias, ™and his mother answering said, 

4 No, but he shall be called John.’ 

01 And they said unto her—‘There is none 
among thy kindred who is called by this 
name/ fl ' and they were making sijrns to bis 
father, what he would wish him to oe called, 
63 and having asked for a tablet, he wrote, 
saying, ‘John is his name:’ and they did all 
wonder; 04 and his mouth W'aa opened pre¬ 
sently, and his tongue, and he was speaking, 
praising God. 

65 And fear came upon all those dwelling 
around them, and in all the hill-country of 
Judea were all these sayings spoken of, 66 and 
all who heard did lay them up in their hearts, 
saying, 4 What then shall this child be?‘ and 
the hand of the Lord was with him. 

67 And Zacharias his father was filled with 
the Holy Spirit, and did prophesy, saying, 
w ‘ Blessed is the Lord, the Goa of Israel, 
Because He did look upon, 

And wrought redemption for His people, 

* And did raise an lioru of salvation to us. 

In the house of David His servant, 
n As He spake by the mouth of His holy pro- 
Which have been from the age; [pheta, 
n Salvation from our enemies. 

And out of the hand of all hating us, 

To do kindness with our fathers. 

And to be mindful of Hia holy covenant, 
n An oath that He sware to Abraham our 
father, 

M To give to us, without fear, [delivered.

76 And thou, child. Prophet of the Highest 

Shalt thou be called: 

For thou shalt go before the face of tlio

Iu remission of their sins, 

78 Through the tender mercies of our God, 

In which the rising from on high did look 

upon us, 

79 To give light to those sitting in darkness

Ana the child grew, nud was strengthened 
in spirit, and lie was in the deserts till the 
day of his shewing unto Israel, 

IL 'AND it came to pass in those days, 
there went forth a decree from Ccesar Au¬ 
gustus, that all the world be enrolled— 8 this 
enrolment first came to pass when Cyrenius 
was governor of Syria— 3 and all were going 
to be enrolled, eacli to his proper city, 4 and 
Joseph also went up from Galilee, out of the 
city of Nazareth, to Judea, to the city of 
David, that is called Bethlehem, because of 
his being of the house and family of David 
5 to enrol himself with Mary his betrothed 
wife, being with child. 

0 And it came to pass, in their being there, 
the days were fulfilled for her bringing forth, 
■andshe brought forth hereon—the first-born, 
and wrapped him up, and laid him down in 
the manger, because there was not for them 
a place in the guest-chamber. 

8 And there were shepherds in the some 
region, lodging in the field, and keeping the 
night-watches over their flock, 0 and lo, a 
messenger of tho Lord stood over them, and 
the glory of the Lord shone arouni them, and 
they feared a great fear. 

10 And the messenger said to them, ‘Fear 
not, for lo, I bring you good news of great 
joy, that Bhall be to all the people-^- 11 because 
there was born to you to-day a Saviour—who 
is Christ the Lord—iu the city of David, 18 and 
this is to you the sign: Ye shall find a babe 
wrapped up, lying in tho manger.’ 

13 And suddenly there came with the mes¬ 
senger a multitude of the heavenly host, 
praising God, and saying, 14 ‘Glory in the 
highest to God, and upon earth peace, among 
men—good will.’ 

18 And it came to pass, when the messengers 
were gone away from them to the heavens, 
that the man. the shepherds, said unto ono 
another, ‘We may go over indeed unto Beth¬ 
lehem, and sec this thing that hath come to 
pass, that the Lord did make known to us.’ 

And they came, having hast-ed, and found 
both Mary, and Joseph, and the babe lying in 
the manyer, 17 and having seen, they made 
known abroad concerning the saying spoken 
to them concerning the child* 

18 And all who heard, did wonder concerning 
the things spoken by the shepherds unto 
them; i*’and Mary was preserving all these 
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things, pondering in her heart; 20 and the 
Bhepherds turned back, glorifying and prais¬ 
ing God, for all those things they heard and 
saw, as it was spoken unto them. 

21 And when eight days were fulfilled to 
circumcise the child, then was his name called 
Jesus, having been so called by the messenger 
before his being conceived in the womb. 

23 And when the days of their purification 
were fulfilled, according to the law of Moses, 
they brought him up to Jerusalem, to present 
to the Lord, 23 as it hath been written in the 
Law of the Lord,—‘Every male opening a 
womb shall be called holy to the Lord,’ 24 and 
to give a sacrifice, according to that said in 
the Law of the Lord, ‘A pair of turtle-doves, 
or two young pigeons/ 

23 Andlo, there was a man in Jerusalem, 
whose name is Simeon, and this man is right¬ 
eous and devout, looking for the comforting 
of Israel, and the Holy Spirit was upon him. 

28 and it hath been divinely told him by the 
Holy Spirit—not to see death before he may 
see the Christ of the Lord. 

27 And he came in the Spirit to the temple, 
and in the parents bringing in the child 
Jesus, for their doing according to the custom 
of the law regarding nim, 28 then he took him 
in his arms, and blessed God, and he said, 

29 ‘Now Thou dost send away thy servant, 
Lord, according to Thvword, in peace, 80 be¬ 
cause mine eyes did see Thy salvation, 81 which 
Thou didst prepare before the face of all the 
peoples, 83 a lignt to the uncovering of nations, 
and the glory of Thy people Israel.’ 

33 And J oseph ana his mother were wonder¬ 
ing at the tningB spoken concerning him, 
14 and Simeon blessed them, and said unto 
Mary his mother, * Lo, this one is set for the 
falling and rising again of many in Israel, and 
for a sign spoken against— 33 (and also thine 
own soul snail a sword pass through)—that 
the reasonings of many hearts may be re¬ 
vealed.’ 

38 And there was Anna, a prophetess, daugh¬ 
ter of Phanuel, of the tribe of Asher, she was 
much advanced in days, having lived with 
an husband seven years from her virginity, 
37 aud she w a widow of about eighty-four 
years, who did depart not from the temple, 
with fasts and supplications aerviag, night 
and day, 88 and she, at that hour, havmg 
come in, was confessing, likewise, to the Lord, 
and was speaking concerning him, to all those 
looking for redemption in Jerusalem. 

39 And when they finished all things, ac¬ 
cording to the Law of the Lord, they turned 
back to Galilee, to their city Nazareth; 40 and 
the child grew and was strengthened in spirit, 
being tilled with wisdom, and the grace of 
God was upon him, 

41 And his parents were going yearly to Je¬ 
rusalem, at the feast of the passover, 42 and 
when he became twelve years old, they hav¬ 
ing gone un to Jerusalem, according w the 
custom of the feast, 43 and having finished the 
days, in their returning the child Jesus re¬ 


mained behind in Jerusalem, and Joseph and 
his mother did not know, 44 and, having sup- 
osed him to be in the company, they went a 
ay’s journey, and were seeking him among 
the kindred and among the acquaintances, 
45 and not having found him, they turned back 
to Jerusalem seeking him. 

40 And it came to pass, after three days, 
they found him in the temple, sitting in the 
midst of the teachers, both nearing them and 
questioning them, 47 and all those hearing him 
were astonished at his understanding and 
answers. 

48 And, having seen him, they were amazed, 
and his mother said unto him, ‘ Child, why 
didst thou thus to us ? lo, thy father and I, 
sorrowing, were seeking thee.’ 

40 And he said unto them, ‘Why is it that 
ye were seeking me? did ye not know that in 
the things of my Father it behoveth me to 
be?* 60 and they did not understand the say¬ 
ing that he spake to them, 61 and be went 
down with them, and came to Nazareth, and 
he was subject to them, and his mother was 
keeping all these sayings in her heart, 02 and 
Jesus was advancing in wisdom, and in stature, 
and in favour with God and men. 

11L 1 AND in the fifteenth year of the go¬ 
vernment of Tiberius Ceesar—Pontius Pilate 
being governor of Judea, and Herod tetrarch 
of Galilee, and Philip his brother, tetrarch 
of Ituraa and of the region of TrachonitiB, 
and Lysaniaa tetrarch of Abilene— 2 Annae 
and Caiaphas being chief priests—there came 
a word of God unto John tne son of Zacharias, 
in the wilderuesB, fl and he came to all the 
region round the Jordan, proclaiming a bap¬ 
tism of reformation—to remission of sins, 
4 as it hath been written in the scroll of the 
words of Isaiah the prophet, saying, ‘ A voice 
of one crying in the wilderness, Prepare yc 
the way of the Lord, straight make ye His 
paths; 3 every valley shall be filled, and every 
mountain ann hill snail be made low, and the 
crooked shall become straightness, and the 
rou^h become smooth ways: 6 and all flesh 
shall see the salvation of God.* 

7 Then said he to the multitudes coming 
forth to be baptised by him, ‘ Brood of vipers! 
who did prompt you to flee from the coming 
wrath? 0 make, therefore, fruits worthy of the 
reformation, and begin not to say within your¬ 
selves, We have a father—Abraham; for 1 
say to you, that God is able out of these stones 
to raise children to Abraham: e and already 
also the axe unto the root of the trees is laid, 
every tree, therefore, not making good fruit is 
cut down, and to fire it is cast.* 

10 And the multitudes were questioning him, 
saying, ‘What, then, shall we do?’ 11 and he 
answering Baith to them, ‘He having two 
coats—let him impart to him having none, 
and he having victuals—in like manner let 
him do.* 

13 And there came also tax-gatherers to be 
baptised, and they said unto him, ‘ Teacher, 
what shall we do?’ 13 and he said unto them, 

* Exact no more than that directed you,’ 
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14 And questioning him also were those war¬ 
ring, saying, ‘And we, what shall we do?' 
and he said unto them, * Do violence to no 
one, nor accuse falsely, and be content with 
your wages.’ 

13 And the people are looking forward, aud 
all are reasoning in their hearts concerning 
John, whether or not he may be the Christ: 
19 John answered, saying to all, ‘I indeed 
with water do baptise you, but he cometh 
who is mightier than I, of whom I am not 
worthv to loose the latchet of his sandals—he 
shall baptise you with the Holy Spirit apd 
with fire; 17 whose winnowing shovel is in 
his hand, and he will thoroughly cleanse his 
floor, and will gather the wheat to his store¬ 
house, and the chaff he will burn with fire un¬ 
quenchable.’ 

18 And, therefore, indeed with many other 
things, exhorting, be was proclaiming good 
news to the people, 19 and Herod the tetrarch, 
being reproved by him concerning Herodios 
the wife of Philip his brother, and concern¬ 
ing all the evils that Herod did, 20 added 
also this to all, that he shut up John in the 
prison. 

21 And it came to pass, in all the people 
being baptised, Jesus also being baptised, and 
nraving, the heaven waa opened, 23 and the 
Holy Spirit came down in a bodily appear¬ 
ance, oa if a dove, upon him, and a voice came 
out of heaven, saying, ‘Thou art My Son— 
the Beloved, in thee 1 did delight.’ 

23 And Jesus himself was beginning to be 
about thirty years of age, being, aa was sup¬ 
posed, son of Joseph, 

34 the son of Eli, the son of Matthat, 
the eon of Levi, the son of Melchi, 
the eon of Oanna, the son of Joseph, 

23 the son of Mattathias, the son of Amos, 
the son of Naum, the son of Esli, 

30 the eon of Naggai. the eon of Maatli, 
the eon of Mattatnias, the son of Semei, 
the eon of Joseph, the son of Juda, 

■ 7 the son of Joanna, the so?i of Rhesa, 
the son of Zerubbabel, the son of Shealtiel, 
the son of Neri, the son of Melchi, 
the son of Addi, the son of Cosam, 
the eon of Elmodam, the son of Er, 
the son of Jose, the son of Eliezer, 
the son of Jorim, the son of Matthat, 

30 the son of Levi, the son of Simeon, 
the son of Juda, the eon of Joseph, 
the eon of Jonan, the eon of Eliakim, 

31 the 8on of Melea, the eon of Mainan, 
the son of Mattatha, the eon of Nathan, 

32 the eon of David, the eon of Jesse, 
the eon of Obed, the of Booz, 

the eon of Salmon, the son of Nahshon, 

33 the eon of Amminadab, the of Aram, 
the eon of Esrom, the eon of Pharez, 

34 the eon of Judah, the eon of Jacob, 
the son of Isaac, the son of Abraham, 
the eon of Tcrah, the son of Nahor,, 

3i the eon of Serug, the son of lieu, 
the eon of Peleg, the ton of Eber, 

38 the eon of Salah, the son of Cainan, 
the eon of Arphaxad, the son of Shem, 
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tho ton of Noah, the son of Lamech, 

37 tho son of Methuselah, the eon of Enoch, 
the eon of Jared, the eon of Mahalaleel, 

38 the son of Cainan, the son of Enos, 
the son of Seth, the son of Adam, 
the son of God 

IV. 1 AND Jesus, full of the Holy Spirit, 
turned back from the Jordan, aud was brought 
in the Spirit to the wilderness, •forty days 
being tempted by the Devil, and he did not 
cat anything in those days, and they having 
been ended, he afterward hungered, 3 and 
the Devil said to him, ‘ If Son thou art of 
God, speak to this stone that it may become 
bread.’ 

4 And Jesus answered him, Baying, ‘ It hath 
been written, that, not on bread only shall 
man live, but on every saying of God.’ 

6 And the Devil having brought him up to 
an high mountain, shewed to him all the 
kingdoms of the world in a moment of time. 
d and the Devil said to him, 4 To thee 1 will 
give all this authority, and their glory, because 
to me it hath been delivered, and to whom¬ 
soever I will, I do give it; 7 thou, then, if 
thou mayeat bow before me—all shall' be 
thine.’ 

8 And Jesus answering him said, ‘ Get thee 
behind me. Adversary, for it hath been writ¬ 
ten, Thou shalt bow before the Lord thy God, 
and Him only thou shalt servo.’ 

e And he brought him to Jerusalem, ana set 
him on the pinnacle of the temple, and said 
to him, 4 If the Son thou art of God, cast 
thyself down hence, J0 for it hath been writ¬ 
ten—To His messeDgere He will give charge 
concerning thee, to guard over thee, 11 and— 
On hands they shall bear thee up, leBt at any 
time thou mayest dash against a stone thy 
foot.’ 

13 And Jesus answering said to him —‘It 
hath been said, Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God.’ 

13 And having ended all temptation, the 
Devil departed from him till a convenient 
season. 

14 And Jesus turned back in the power of 
the Spirit to Galilee, and a fame went forth 
through all the region round about concerning 
him, and he was teaching in their syna¬ 
gogues, being glorified by all. 

19 And he come to Nazareth, where he hath 
been brought up, and he went in, according 
to his custom, od the sabbath-day, to the 
synagogue, and stood up to read; 17 and thero 
waa given over to him a rail of Isaiah the 
prophet, and having unfolded the roll, ho 
found the place where it hath been written: 

19 ‘The Spirit of the Lord ie upon me. 

Because He did anoint me; 

To proclaim good news to the poor, 

Sent me to heal the broken of lieart, 

To proclaim to captives deliverance, 

Ana to blind receiving of sight, 

To send away the bruised with deliverance, 
18 To proclaim the acceptable year of the 
Lord/ 
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2f) And Laving folded the roll, having given it 
Lack to the officer, he sat down, and the eyes 
of all in the synagogue were gazing on him. 

21 And lie began to say unto them—‘To-day 
hath this writing been fulfilled in your ears;’ 

22 and all were bearing testimony to him, and 
were wondering at the gracious words that 
are coming forth out of his mouth, and they 
said, ‘ Is not this the son of Joseph V 

23 And he said unto them, ‘ Certainly ye 
will say to me this simile, Physician, heal 
thyself; as great things as we heard done in 
Capernaum, do also nere In thy country;’ 
24 and he said, ‘Verily I say to you—No pro¬ 
phet is accepted in his own country; 25 and 
of a truth I say to you, Many widows were 
in the days of Elijah, in Israel, when the 
heaven was shut for three years and six 
months, when great famine came on all the 
land, 26 and unto none of them was Elijah 
sent, but—to Sarepta of Sidon, unto a woman, 
a widow; 27 and many lepers were in the 
time of Elisha the prophet, in Israel, and 
none of them was cleansed, but—Naaman the 
Syrian.’ 

28 And all in the synagogue were filled with 
wrath, hearing these things, - n and having 
risen, they put him forth without the city, 
and brought him unto the brow of the hul 
ou which their city had been built^to cast 
him down headlong, 30 and he, having gone 
through the midst of them, went away. 

31 And he came down to Capernaum, a city 
of Galilee, and was teaching them on the 
sabbaths, 32 and they were astonished at his 
teaching, because hi9 word was with author¬ 
ity. 

33 And in the synagogue was a man. havincr 
a spirit of an unclean demon, and ne cried 
out with a great voice, ^saying, ‘Away, what 
—to us and to thee, Jesus, 0 Nazarene ? thou 
didst come to destroy us; 1 have known thee 
who thou art—the Holy One of God.’ 

33 And Jesus did rebuke him, saying, ‘Be 
silenced, and come forth out of him;' and the 
demon having cast him into the midst, came 
forth from him, having hurt him nought; 
J,i and amazement came upon all, and they 
were speaking together, with one another, 
saying. ‘What is this word, that with author¬ 
ity and power he doth command the unclean 
spirits, and they come forth?’ 37 and there 
was going forth a fame concerning him to 
every place of the region round about. 

38 And having risen out of the synagogue, 
he entered into the house of Simon, and the 
mother-in-law of Simon was pressed with a 
great fever, and they did ask him about her, 
39 and having stood over her, he rebuked the 
fever, and it left her, and presently, having 
risen, she was ministering to them. 

40 And at the setting of the sun, oil, as 
many as had any ailing with manifold sick¬ 
nesses, brought them unto him, and he on 
each one of them his hands having put, did 
heal them. 

41 And demons also were coming forth from 
many, crying out and saying—‘Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of God;’ and rebuking, he 


did not < suffer them to speak, because they 
knew him to be the Christ. 

42 A nd day having come, having gone forth, 
he went on to a desert place, and the mul¬ 
titudes were seelringghim, and they came unto 
him, and were staying him—not to go on from 
them, 43 and he said unto them—‘Also to the 
other cities it bcliovetli me to proclaim good 
news of the reign of God, because for this I 
have been sent; ’ 44 and he was preaehing in 
the synagogues of Galilee. 

V. 1 AND it came to pass, in the multitude 
pressing on him to hear the word of God, 
that he was standing beside the lake of Gen- 
nesaret, 2 and he saw two boats standing 
beside the lake, and the fishers.^ having gone 
away from them, were washing the nets, 
3 and having entered into one of the boats, 
that was Simon’s, he asked him to put back 
a little from the land, and having sat down, 
was teaching the multitudes out of the boat. 

4 And when he left off speaking, he said 
unto Simon, ‘ Put back to the deep, and let 
down your nets for a draught;’ “and Simon 
answering said to him, ‘Master, through thu 
whole night, having laboured, we have taken 
nothing, out at thy saying I will let down the 
net.’ 

“And having done this, they enclosed a 

g reat multitude of fishes, and their net was 
reaking, 7 and they beckoned to the j^art- 
ners, who are in the other boat, having come, 
to help them; and they came,_ and filled both 
the boats, so that they were sinking. 

8 And Simon Peter having seen, fell down 
at the knees of Jesus, saying, ‘Depart from 
me, because I am a sinful man, O lord;’ 9 for 
astonishment seized him, and all those with 
him, at the draught of the fishes that they 
took, 10 and in like manner also James and 
John, sons of Zebedee, who were partners 
with Simon ; and Jesus said unto SimoD, 
‘Fear not, henceforth thou shalt be catching 
men;’ 11 and they, having brought the boats 
upon the land, having left all, did follow him. 

12 And it came to pass, iu his being in one 
of the cities, that Jo, a man full of leprosy, 
and having seen Jesus, having fallen on his 
face, he besought him, saying, 1 Sir, if thou 
mayest will, thou art able to cleanse me;’ 
13 and having stretched forth his hand, he 
touched him, having said, ‘I will; he thou 
cleansed;’ and immediately the leprosy went 
away from him. 

14 And he charged him to tell no one, ‘ But, 
having gone away, shew thyself to the priest, 
and bring uear for thy cleansing according as 
Moses directed, for a testimony to them;’ 
13 but the more was the report going abroad 
concerning him, and great multitudes were 
coming together to hear, and to be healed by 
him or their infirmities, 16 and he was with¬ 
drawing himself in the desert places and 
was praying. 

17 And it came to pass, on one of the days, 
that he was teaching, and there were sitting 
by Pharisees and teachers of the Law, who 
were come out of every village of Galilee, and 
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Judea, and Jerusalem, and the power of the 
Lord was—to heal them. 

10 And lo, men bearing upon a couch a man, 
who hath been struck with palsy, and they 
were seeking to bring him in, and to place 
before him, 19 and not having found by what 
way they may bring him in because of the 
multitude, having gone up on the house-top, 
through the tiles they let nim down, with the 
little couch, into the midst before Jesus, 
* and he having seen their faith, said to him, 
Man, thy sins have been forgiven thee.’ 

- 1 And the scribes and the Pharisees began 
to reason, saying, ' Wlio is this that doth 
speak evil words ? who is able to forgive sins, 
except God only?' 

22 And Jesus having known their reason¬ 
ings, answering, said unto them, * What rea¬ 
son ye in your hearts? 23 which is easier—to 
eay, Thy sins have been forgiven thee? or to 
eay, Arise, and walk ? 

- 4 * And that ye may know that the Son of 
Man hath authority upon the earth to forgive 
sins—(he said to the one struck with palsy)— 
[ say to thee. Arise, and having taken up thy 
little couch, be going on to thy house.’ 

23 And presently having risen before them, 
having taken up that on which he was lying, 
he went away to his house, glorifying God, 
20 and astonishment took all, and they were 
glorifying God, and were filled with fear, 
saying— We saw strange things to-day.’ 

27 And after these things he went forth, and 
beheld a tax-gatherer, by name Levi, sitting 
at the tax-office, and said to him, ‘ Be follow¬ 
ing me;’ 28 and he, having left all, having 
arisen, did follow him. 

29 And Levi made a great entertainment to 
him in his house, and there was a great mul¬ 
titude of tax-gatherers and others who were 
with them reclining (at meat), "and the scribes 
and the Pharisees among them were murmur¬ 
ing at hiB disciples, saying, ‘ Wherefore with 
tax-gatherers and sinners ao ye eat and drink ?’ 

31 And Jesus answering said unto them, 
‘ They who are well have no need of a phy¬ 
sician, but they that are ill: 32 1 came not to 
call righteous men, but sinners, to reformation.’ 

33 And they said unto him, 4 Wherefore do 
the disciples of John fast often, and make 
supplications—in like manner also those of 
the Pharisees—but thine do eat and drink ?’ 
34 And he said unto them, 4 Are ye able to 
make the sons of the bride-chamber—in the 
bridegroom being with them—to fast ? “but 
days will come, and, when the bridegroom 
may be taken away from them, then they 
shall fast in those days.' 

36 And he spake also a simile unto them— 
4 No one a patch of new clothing doth put on 
old clothing, and if otherwise, the new also 
doth make a rent, and with the old the patch 
doth not agree, that is from the new, 

37 * And no one doth put new wine into old 
Bkins, and if otherwise, the new wine will 
burst the skins, and itself will be poured out, 
and the skins will be destroyed; "but new 
wine into new skins is to be put, and both are 
preserved together; "and no one having 


drunk old trine, doth immediately wish new, 
for he s&ith, The old is better. ^ ^ 

VI. 1 Amd it came to pass, on the second- 
first sabbath, as ho is going through the corn 
fields, that iris disciples were plucking the 
ears, and were eating, rubbing with the bauds, 
2 and certain of the Pharisees Baid to them, 
4 Why do ye that which it is not lawful to do 
on the sabbaths?’ 

3 And Jesus answering said unto them, ' Did 
ye not read even this that David (lid, when 
he hungered, himself and those who are with 
him, 4 how he went into the house of God, 
and the loaves of the presentation did take, 
and did eat, and gave also to those with him, 
which it is not lawful to eat, except only to 
the priests?’ 8 and he said to them,—* The bod 
of man is lord also of the sabbath.’ 

0 And it came to pass also, on another sab¬ 
bath, that he goeth into the synagogue, and 
teacheth, and there was there a man, and his 
right ’hand was withered, 7 and the scribes 
and the Pharisees were watching him, if on tha 
sabbath he will heal, that they might find an 
accusation against him. 

8 And he himself had known their reason¬ 
ings, and said to the man having the withered 
hand, * Rise, and stand in the midst;’ and he 
having risen, stood 

0 Then said Jesus unto them, 4 1 will ques¬ 
tion you something: Is it lawful on the sab 
baths to do good, or to do evil ? life to save 
or to kill?’ 10 And having looked round on 
them all he said to the man, ‘Stretch forth 
thy hand;’ and he did bo, and his hand was 
restored whole ns the other; 11 and they were 
filled with madness, and were speaking with 
one another what they might do to Jesus. 

12 And it came to pass in those days, he 
went forth to the mountain to pray, and was 
passing the night in the prayer of God, 13 and 
when it became day, he called near his dis¬ 
ciples, and having choBen from them twelve, 
whom also he named apostles, 14 (Simon, 
whom also he named Peter, and Andrew his 
brother, James and John, Philip and Bartho¬ 
lomew, 10 Matthew and Thomas, James of 
Alphacus, and Simon called Zelotes, 10 Judas 
of James, and Judas Iscariot, who also be¬ 
came betrayer;) 17 and having come down 
with them, he stood upon a level spot, and a 
crowd of his disciples, and a great multitude 
of the people from all Judea, and Jerusalem, 
and the maritime Tyre and Si don. who came 
to hear him, and to be healed of their sick¬ 
nesses, 10 and those harassed by unclean spirits, 
and they were healed, 19 and all the multi¬ 
tude were seeking to touch him, because 
owerfrom him was going forth, and he was 
ealing all. 

20 And he, having lifted up his eyes to his 
disciples, said: ‘Happy the poor—because 
yours is the reign of God. 

21 ‘Happy those hungering now—because 
ye shall be filled. 

‘Happy those weeping now—because ye 
shall laugh. 

22 4 Happy are ye when men shall hate 
you, and when they Bhall separate you, and 
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si jail reproach, and shall east forth your name 
as evil, for the Sou of Man’s sake— 23 rejoice 
in that day, aud leap, for lo, your reward is 
great in the heaven, for according to these 
things were their fathers doing to the pro¬ 
phets. 

241 But wo to you—the rich, because ye have 
got your comfort. 

25 ‘ Wo to you who have been filled—beeause 
ye shall hunger. 

‘ Wo to you who are laughing now—because 
ye shall mourn and weep. 

26 * Wo to you when all men shall speak 
well of you—for according to these things 
were their fathers doing to false prophets. 

27 * But I say to you who are hearing. Love 
your enemies, do good to those hating you, 
28 bless those cursing you, and pray for those 
accusing you falsely; 29 and to him smiting 
thee upon the cheek, give also the other, ana 
from him takiug away from thee the mantle, 
also the coat thou mayesb not keep bade. 

30 4 And to every one who is asking of thee, 
be giving; and from him who is taking away 
thy goods, be not asking again; 31 ana as ye 
wish that men may do to you, do ye also to 
them in like manner; 32 and—if ye love those 
loving you, what grace have ye? for also the 
sinful love those loving them ; 33 and if ye do 
good to those doing good to you, what grace 
have ye? for also the sinful do the same; 
34 and if ye lend to those of whom ye hope to 
receive back, what grace have ye? for also the 
sinful lend to sinners—that they may receive 
agaiu as much. 

35 4 But love vour euemies, and do good, aud 
lend, hoping for nothing again, ana your re¬ 
ward will be great, and ye shall be eons of 
the Highest, because He is kind unto the un¬ 
gracious and evil; 36 be ye therefore merciful, 
as also your Father is merciful. 

37 ‘And judge not, and ye may not be judged ; 
condemn not, and ye may not be condemned; 
release, and ye shall be released. 

38 ‘ Give, and it shall be given to you ; good 
measure, pressed, and shaken, and running 
oyer, they shall give into your bosom; for 
with that measure with which ye measure, it 
shall be measured to you again.’ 

38 And he spake a simile to them, ‘ Is blind 
able to lead blind? shall they not both fall in¬ 
to a pit? 40 A disciple is not above his teacher, 
but every one perfected shall be as his teacher. 

41 * And why dost thou behold the mote that 
is in thy brother’s eye, and the beam that is 
in thine own eye dost not consider? 42 or how 
art thou able to say to thy brother, Brother, 
sulfer, I may take out the mote that is iu thine 
eye—thyself the beam in thine own eye not 
beholding? Hypocrite, take first the beam 
out of thine own eye, and then thou shalt see 
clearly to take out the mote that is in thy 
brother’s eye. 

43 ‘ For there is not a good tree making bad 
fruit, uor a bad tree making good fruit: 44 for 
each tree from its own fruit is known, for not 
from thorns do they gather figs, nor from a 
bramble do they crop a grape. 

45 ‘ The good man out of the good treasure 
of his heart doth bring forth +l, at which is 


good; and the evil man out of the evil treasure 
of his heart doth bring forth that which is 
evil; for out of the abonuding of the heart 
doth his mouth speak. 

46 ‘And why do ye call me, Lord, Lord, aud 
do not what I say? 47 Every one who is coming 
unto me, and is hearing my words, and is do¬ 
ing them, I will shew you to whom he is like; 
48 He is like to a man building a house, who 
did dig, and deepen, and laid a foundation 
upon the rock, and a flood having come, the 
stream broke forth on that house, and was 
not able to shake it, for it had been founded 
upon the rock. 

49 ‘And be who heard and did not, is like to 
a naan having builded a house upon the earth, 
without a foundation, against which the stream 
brake forth, and immediately it fell, aud the 
ruin of that house became great.’ 

VII. 1 AND when he completed all his say¬ 
ings in the ears of the people, he went into 
Capernaum; 2 and a certain centurion's ser¬ 
vant being ill, was about to die, who was 
much valued by him, 3 and having heard about 
Jesus, be sent unto him elders of the Jews, 
beseeching him, that having come he might 
thoroughly save his servant. 

4 And tney, having come near unto Jesus, 
were calling upon him earnestly, saying—‘He 
is worthy to wnom thou shalt ao this, 8 for he 
doth love our nation, and the synagogue he 
did build to us.’ 

8 And Jesus was going on with them, and now 
when he is not far distant from the house the 
centurion sent unto him friends, saying to 
him, ‘Sir, be nottroubled, for I am not worthy 
that under my roof thou mayest enter; 7 where¬ 
fore not even myself thought 1 worthy to come 
unto thee, hut say in a word, and my lad shall 
be healed; 8 for I also am a man placed under 
authority, having under myself soldiers, and 
1 say to this one. Go, and he goeth; and to 
another, Be coining, and he cometh; and to 
my servant., Do this, and he doth it. 1 

9 And having heard these things Jesus 
wondered at him, and having turned to the 
multitude following him, he said, ‘ I say to 
you, not even in Israel so much faith did l 
find 10 and those sent, having turned back to 
the bouse, found the ailing servant in health. 

n And it came to pass, on the morrow, he 
was going on to a city called Nain, and there 
were going with him many of his disciples, 
and a great multitude, 12 and as he came nigli 
to the gate of the city, then, lo, one dead was 
being carried forth, an only son of liis mother, 
and she a widow, aDd a great multitude of the 
city was with her. 

13 And the Lord having seen her, was moved 
with compassion towards her, and said to her, 
‘Be not weeping;’ 14 and having come near, 
he touched the bier, and those bearing it stood 
still, and be said, ‘ Young man, to thee I say, 
Arise;’ 15 and the dead sat up, and began to 
speak, and he gave him to his mother; i6 and 
fear took hold of all, and they were glorifying 
God, sayiug—‘A great prophet hath risen 
among us,’ and— 4 God did look upon His 
people,’ 17 And the account of this went forth 
45 
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in all Judea about him, and in all the region 
around. 

10 And the disciples of John told him about 
all these things, 10 and John having called near 
a certain two of his disciples ? sent unto Jesus, 
saying, 1 Art thou he who is coming, or for 
another do we look?’ 20 And having come 
near to him, the men said, ‘ John the Baptist 
sent us unto thee, saying, Art thou he who is 
coming, or for another do we look?’ 21 And in 
that hour he cured many from side nesses, and 
plagues, and evil spirits, and to many blind 
he granted sight. 

-• And Jesus answering said to them, * Hav¬ 
ing gone on. report to John what ye saw and 
heard, that blind men do see again, lame do 
walk, lepers are cleansed, deaf ao hear, dead 
are raised, poor have good news proclaimed; 
23 and happy is he whoever may not be 
stumbled in me.’ 

24 And the messengers of John having gone 
away, he began to say unto the multitudes 
eoucerniug John: ‘What have ye gone forth 
to the wilderness to look on? a reed bv the 
wind shaken ? 25 but what have ye gone forth 
to see? a man in soft garments clothed? lo, 
they in splendid apparellings, and living in 
luxury, are iu the houses of Icings ! 

26 ‘ But what have ye gone forth to see ? a 
prophet? Yes, I say to you, and much more 
than a prophet: p this is he concerning whom 
it hath been written, Lo, I send my messenger 
before thy face, who shall prepare thy way 
before thee; 20 for I say to you, a greater pro¬ 
phet, among those born of women, than John 
the Baptist there is not ; but the least iu the 
reign of God is greater than he.’ 

-“And all the people having heard, and the 
tax-gatherers, declared God righteous, having 
been baptized with the baptism or John, 
*°but the Pharisees, and the lawyers, the 
counsel of God did put away for themselves, 
not haviug been baptized by him. 

31 And the Lord said, ‘To what, then, shall 
£ liken the men of this generation ? and to 
what are they like? 32 they are like to child¬ 
ren, to those sitting in a market-place, and 
calling one to another, and saying, We piped 
to you, and ye did not dance, we mourned to 
you, aud ye did not weep! 

33 ‘For John the Baptist came neither eat¬ 
ing bread uor drinking wine, and ye say, He 
hath a demon ; 34 the Sou of Man came eating 
and drinking, and ye say, Lo, a man, a glut¬ 
ton, and a wine drinker, a friend of tax-ga¬ 
therers aud sinners; 35 and the wisdom was 
justified from all her children.’ 

30 And a certain one of the Pharisees was 
asking him that he might eat with him, and 
having gone into the house of the Pharisee he 
reclined (at meat) t 37 and lo, a woman iu the 
city, who was a sinner, having known that 
he rcclineth (at meat) in the house of the 
Pharisee, haviug provided an alabaster box 
of ointment, 18 and having stood behind, be¬ 
side his feet, weeping, she began to wet his 
feet with the tears, and with the hairs of her 
bead she was wipiug, aud was kissing his feet, 
and was anointing with the ointment.

39 And the Pharisee who did call him. having 
seen, spake within himself, saying, ‘This one, 
if lie were a prophet, would have known who 
and of what kind is the woman who doth 
touch him, that she is a sijiner.’ 

40 And Jesus answering said unto him, ' Si¬ 
mon, I have something to say to thee;’ and 
be saith, ‘Teacher, say on.' 41 ‘Two debtors 
were to a certain creditor; the one was ow¬ 
ing five hundred denaries, and the other fifty; 
42 and they not having wherewith to give back, 
lie forgave both; which then of them, say 
thou, will love him more?’ 43 And Simon 
answering said, ‘ I suppose that to whom he 
forgave the more; ’ ana he said to him, ‘ Rightly 
thou didst judge.’ 

44 And having turned unto the woman, lu 
said to Simon, ‘ SeeBt thou this woman ? I 
entered into thy house; water for my feet 
thou didst not give, but this woman with 
tears did web my feet, and with the hairs of 
her head did wipe; 40 a kiss to me thou didst 
not give, but this woman, from what time 1 
came iu, did not cease kissing my feet: 40 with 
oil my head thou didst not anoint, but this 
woman with ointment did anoint my feet; 
47 therefore 1 say to thee, her many sins have 
been forgiven, because she did love much ; but 
to whom little is forgiven, little he doth love.’ 

48 And he said to her, ‘Thy sins have been 
forgiven;’ 43 and those reclining with him (a' 
meat) began to say within themselves, ‘Win 
is this, who also aoth forgive sins?’ 00 and hi 
said unto the woman, ‘Thy faith have saved 
thee, be going on to peace/ 

VH1. 1 AJND it came to pass thereafter, tha 
he was going through every city and village, 
preaching and proclaiming gooa news of the 
reign of God, and the twelve are with him, 
2 and certain women, who were healed of evil 
spirits and infirmities, Mary who is called 
Magdalene, from whom seven demons had 
gone forth, 3 and Joanna wife of Chuza, stew¬ 
ard of Herod, and Susanna, and many others, 
who were ministering to him from their sub¬ 
stance. 

4 And a great multitude having gathered, 
and those who from city and city were com¬ 
ing unto him, he spake by a simile: 6 ‘The 
sower went forth to sow his seed, and in his 
sowing some indeed fell beside the way, and it 
was trodden down, and the fowls of the heaven 
did devour it. 

0 4 And other fell upon the rock, and having 
sprung up, it did wither, through not having 
moisture. 

7 * Aud other fell amidst the thorns, and 
the thorns having sprung up with it, did 
choke it. 

0 4 And other fell upon the good ground, and 
having sprung up, it made fruit an hundred¬ 
fold. ’ These things saying, lie was calling, 
4 He having ears to hear—let him hear.’ 

“And his disciples were questioning him. 
saying, ‘What may this simile be?’ 10 And 
he said, ‘To you it hath been given to know 
the secrets of the reign of God, and to the rest 
in Bimiles ; that seeing they may iiot seo, and 
hearing they may not understand. 

114 And this is the simile : The seed is the 
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word of God, 12 and those beside the way are 
those hearing, then cometh the Devil, aud 
takcth up the word from their heart, lest 
having believed, they may be saved. 

13 ‘And those upon the rock: They who, 
when they may hear, with joy do receive the 
word, ana these have no root, who for a time 
believe, aud in time of temptation fall away. 

14 ‘ And that which fell to the thorns: These 
are they wlio have heard, aud going forth, 
through anxieties, and riches, and pleasures of 
life, are choked, and bear not to completion. 

18 ‘ And that in the good ground: These are 
they, who in an upright and good heart, hav¬ 
ing heard the word, do retain it , and bear fruit 
in continuance. 

15 ‘ And no one having lighted a lamp doth 
cover it with a vessel, or under a couch doth 
put it: but upon a lampstand he doth put it , 
that those coming in may see the light, 17 for 
nothing is secret, that shall not become mani¬ 
fest, nor hid, that shall not be known, and be¬ 
come manifest. 

10 ‘ See, therefore, how ye hear, for whoever 
may have, there shall be given to him, and 
whoever may not have, also what he seemeth 
to have, shall be taken from him.’ 

10 And there came unto him his mother and 
brethren, and they were not able to get to 
him because of the multitude, 20 and it was 
told him, saying, ‘ Thy mother aud thy breth¬ 
ren do stand without, wishing to see thee; ’ 
!l and he answering said unto them, ‘ My 
mother and my brethren ! they are those who 
the word of God are hearing, and doing.’ 

23 And it came to pass, on oue of the days, 
that he himself weut into a boat with his 
disciples, and he said unto them, * We may 
go over to the other side of the lake;’ and 
they set forth, 23 and as they are sailing he 
fell deeply asleep, and there came down a 
storm of wind to the lake, and they were fill¬ 
ing, and were in peril. 

24 And having come near, they awoke him, 
saying, ‘Master, master, we perish;' and he, 
having arisen, rebuked the wind and the 
raging of the water, and they ceased, and 
there came a calm, 25 and he said to them, 

‘ Where is your faith?’ and they being afraid 
did wonder, saying unto one another, ‘Who, 
then, is this, that eveu the winds he doth com¬ 
mand, and the water, aud they obey him?’ 

M And they sailed down to the region of the 
Gadarenes, that is over-against Galilee, 27 and 
he having gone forth upon the laud, there met 
him a certain man, out of the city, who had 
demons for a long time, and with a garment 
was not clothed, and in a house was not abid¬ 
ing, but in the tombs, 23 aud having seen Jesus, 
and having cried out, he fell before him, and 
with a loud voice, said, ‘ What—to me and 
to thee, Jesus, Sou of God Most High? I be- 
Beech thee, mayest thou not alllict me!’ 

- 2a For he commaudcd the unclean spirit to 
come forth from the man, for many times it 
had caught him, aud he was being bound with 
chains and fetters—guarded, and breakiug 
asunder the bonds he was driven by the de¬ 
mons to the deserts. 

33 And Jesus questioned him, saying, ‘ What 


is thy name?’ and he said, * Legion,’ (because 
many demons were entered into him,) 31 and 
he was calling on him, that lie may not com¬ 
mand them to go away to the abyss, 32 and 
there was there a herd of many swine feed¬ 
ing in the mountain, and they were, calling on 
him, that he miMit suffer them to enter into 
these, and he suffered them, 33 aud the demons 
having gone forth from the man, did enter in¬ 
to the Bwine, and the herd rushed down the 
steep to the lake, and were choked. 

34 And those feeding them , having seen what 
was come to pass, fled, and having gone, told it 
to the city, and to the fields; 35 and they came 
forth to see what was come to pass, aud they 
came unto Jesus, andfoundtheman sitting, out 
of whom the demons.had gone forth, clothed, 
and right-minded, at the feet of Jesus, and 
they were afraid; 30 and those also having seen 
it , told them how the demoniac was saved. 

37 And the whole multitude of the region ol 
the Gadarenes round about asked him to go 
away from them, because with great fear they 
were pressed, aud he having entered into the 
boat, did turn back. 

98 And the man from whom the demons had 
gone forth was beseeching of him to be with 
him, and Jesus sent him away, saying, 
33 ‘Turn back to thy house, and tell how great 
things God did to thee;’ and he went away 
through all the city. proclaiming how great 
things Jesus did to him. 

40 And it came to pass, in the turning back 
of Jesus, the multitude received him, for they 
were all looking for him, 44 and lo, there came 
a mau, whose name is Jairus, and he was a 
chief of the synagogue, and having fallen at 
the feet of Jesus, was calling on him to come 
to his house; 42 because he had an only daughter 
about twelve years old , and she was dying. 

And in his going away, the multitudes were 
thronging him, 43 and a woman, having an 
issue of blood for twelve years, who, having 
spent on physicians all her living, was not 
aole to be healed by auy, 44 having come near 
behind, touched tne fringe of his garment, 
and presently the issue of her blood stood. 

45 And Jesus said, ‘Who is it that touched 
me?’ and all denying, Peter and those with 
him said, ‘Master, the multitudes press thee, 
aud throng thee , and thou dost say, Who is it 
that touched me !’ 40 And Jesus said, ‘ Some 
one did touch me, for I knew power having 
gone forth from me ’ 

47 And the woman, having seen that she was 
not hid, trembliug, came, and having fallen 
before him, for what cause Bhe touched him 
declared to him before all the people, aud how 
she was healed preseutly; 1,8 aud lie said to her, 

‘ Take courage, daughter, thy faith hath saved 
thee, be going on to peace.’ 

49 While he is yet speaking, there doth come 
a certaiu one from the chief of the synagogue’s 
house , sayiug to him—‘Thy daughter hath 
died, harass not the Teacher;’ 80 aud Jesus 
having heard, answered him, saying, 'Be not 
afraid, only believe, aud she shall be saved/ 

51 And having come to the house, he suffered 
no one to go in, except Peter, and James, and 
John, aud the father of the child, and the 
47 
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mother; M aud they were all weeping, and 
beating themselves for her, and he said, 
‘Weep not, she did not die, but doth sleep ; 

• 3 and they were deriding him, knowing tha 
she did die; i4 and he having put all forth 
without, aud having taken hold of her hand, 
called, saying, 4 Child, arise; ’ 55 aud her spirit 
came back, and she arose presently, and he 
directed that there be given to her to eat: 
M and her parents were amazed, but he charged 
them to say to no one what was come to pass. 

IX. 1 AND having called together his twelve 
disciples, lie gave them power and authority 
over all the demons, and to cure sicknesses, 
2 and he sent them to proclaim the reign of 
God, and to heal the ailing. 

3 And lie said unto them, 4 Take nothing for 
the way, neither staff, nor scrip, nor bread, 
nor money ; neither have two coats each ; 
4 and into whatever house ye may enter, there 
remain, aud thence depart; 6 and as many as 
may not receive you, going forth from that 
city, even the dust from your feet shake off, 
for a testimony against them.’ 

0 And going forth they were going through 
the several villages, proclaiming good news, 
and healing everywhere. 

7 And Herod the tetrarch heard of all the 
things being done by him, and was perplexed, 
because it was said by certain, that John 
hath been raised out of the dead ; 0 and by cer¬ 
tain, that Elijali did appear, and by others, 
that a prophet, one of the ancients, was risen ; 

I and Herod said, ‘Johnl did behead, but 
who is this concerning whom I hear such 
things? 1 and he was seeking to see him. 

lu And the apostles having turned hack, de¬ 
clared to him now great things they did, and 
having taken them, he withdrew by himself 
to a desert place of a city called Bethsaida. 

II and the multitudes haviug known did fol¬ 
low him, and having received them, he was 
Bpeaking to them concerning the reign of God, 
and those having need of service he cured. 

13 And the day began to decline, and the 
twelve having come near, said to him, ‘Let 
away the multitnde, that having gone to the 
villages and the fields round about, they may 
lodge and may find provision, because here 
we are in a desert place.’ 13 And he said unto 
them, ‘Give ye them to eatand they said, 
‘ We have no more than five loaves, and two 
Ashes: except, having gone, we may buy for 
all this people victuals ; ’ 14 for they were 
about five thousand men. 

And he said unto his disciples, ‘ Cause them 
to recline in companies, in each fifty ; ’ 15 and 
they did so, and made all to recline ; 16 and 
having taken the five loaves, and the two 
fishes, having looked up to the heaven, he 
blessed them, and brake, and was giving to 
the disciples to set before the multitude: 17 aDd 
they did eat, and were all filled, and there 
was taken up what was over to them of broken 
pieces, twelve baskets. 

19 And it came to pass, as he is praying 
*lone t the disciples wero with him, and he 
questioned them, saying, ‘Who do the mul¬ 


titudes say me to be?’ ’“And they answer¬ 
ing said, * John the Baptist; and others, 
Elijah; and others, that a prophet, one of 
the ancients, was risen;’ “and he said to 
them, 4 And ye—who do ye say me to be?’ and 
Peter answering said, 4 ’the Christ of God.’ 

21 And having charged them, he commanded 
them to say this to no one, “saying— 4 It bo- 
hovoth the Son of Man to suffer many things, 
and to be rejected by the elders, and chief 
priests, and scribes, and to be killed, and the 
third day to be raised.* 

23 And he said unto all, 4 If any one doth 
will to come after me, let him disown himself, 
and take up his cross daily, and follow me ; 
"for whoever may will to save his life, shall 
lose it, and whoever may lose his life for my 
sake, he shall save it; fe for what iB a man 
rofited, having gained the whole world, and 
aving lost or having forfeited himself ? 

®‘For whoever may be ashamed of me, 
and of my words, of tniB one shall the Son of 
Man be ashamed, when he may come in his 
glory, and the Father’s, and the only messen¬ 
gers’; 77 and I say to you, truly, there are cer¬ 
tain of those here standing, who shall not taste 
of death till they may see the reign of God.' 

“And it came to pass, after these words, 
as it were eight days, that having taken Peter, 
and John, and James, he went up to the 
mountain to pray, ''"and it came to pass, in 
his praying, the appearance of his face became 
altered, and his garment white—sparkling. 

“And lo, two men were speaking together 
with him, who were Moses and Elijah, 31 who 
having appeared in glory, spake of his out¬ 
going that he was about to fulfil in Jerusalem, 
^but Peter and those with him were heavy 
with sleep, and having waked, they saw his 
glory, and the two men standing with him. 

“And it came to pass, in their parting from 
him, Peter said unto Jesus, 4 Master, it is 
good to us to be here ; and we may make 
three booths, one for thee, and one for Moses, 
and one for Elijah,’ not knowing what he 
saith : 34 and as he was speaking these things, 
there came a cloud, and over-shadowed them, 
and they feared ini their entering into the 
cloud, ^and a voice came out of the cloud 
saying, 4 This is My Son—the Beloved ; hear 
ye him ;’ “and when the voice was paBt, Jesus 
was found alone; and they were silent, and 
declared to no one in those days anything of 
what they have seen. 

37 And it came to pass on the next day, 
they having come down from the mount, 
there met him a great multitude, ®and lo, a 
man from the multitude cried out, Baying, 
‘Teacher, I beseech thee, look upon my son, 
because he is my only begotten ; “and lo, a 
spirit doth take him, and suddenly he doth 
cry out, and it teareth him, with foaming, and 
it hardly departeth from him, bruising him, 
40 and I besought thy disciples that they might 
cast it out, and they were not able. ’ 

41 And Jesus answering said, 4 0 generation, 
unstedfaet and perverse, till when shall I be 
with you, and suffer you? bring near hither 
thy son ; ’ 42 and as he is yet coming near, the 
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demon rent him, and tore Aim sore, and Jesus 
rebuked the unclean spirit, aud healed the 
youth, and gave him back to his father, 

43 And they were all amazed at the greatness 
of God, and while all are wondering at all 
things that Jesus did, he said unto his dis¬ 
ciples, 4 - ‘Lay ve to your ears these words, 
for the Son of Man is about to be delivered 
up to the hands of men.’ 

43 And they were not knowing this saying, 
and it was veiled from them, that they might 
not perceive it, and they were afraid to ask 
him about this saying. 

46 And there entered a reasoning amon<* 
them, this, Who may begreaterof them? 47 and 
Jesus haring seen the reasoning of their heart, 
having taken hold of a child, set him beside 
himself, 48 and said to them, * Whoever may 
receive this child in my name, doth receive 
me, and whoever may receive me. doth re¬ 
ceive Him who sent me, for he who is least 
among you all—he shall be great.’ 

43 And John answering said, ‘Master, we 
saw a certain one in thy name casting forth 
the demons, and we forbade him, because he 
doth not follow with us; 1 50 and Jesus said 
unto him, ‘ Forbid not, for he who ip not 
agaiust us, is for us.’ 

51 And it came to pass, in the completing of 
the days of his being taken up, that he fixed 
his face to go on to Jerusalem, 02 and he sent 
messengers before his face, and haring gone 
on, they went into a village of Samaritans, to 
make ready for him, 6J and they did not receive 
him, because his face was going on to Jerusalem. 

w Aud his discipl'V James and John having 
seen, said, ‘Sir, will chou that we may com¬ 
mand fire to come down from the heaven, and 
to consume them, as also Elijah did?’ 65 and 
haring turned, he rebuked them, and said, 

' Ye have not known of what spirit ye are; 
36 for the Son of Man did not come to destroy 
men’s lives, but to save;’ and they went on 
to another village. 

67 And it came to pass, as they are going 
on in the way, a certain one said unto him, 
‘ I will follow thee wherever tbou mayest go, 
jir;' 30 aud Jesus said to him, ‘The foxes have 
holes, and the fowls of the heaven places of rest, 
but the Son of Man hath not where he may 
recline the head.’ 

09 And he said unto another, ‘ Be following 
me;’ and he said, 'Sir, permit me, having 
one away, first to bury my father; ’ 60 and 
esus said to him, ‘Suffer the dead to bury 
their own dead, and thou, haring gone away, 
publish the reign of God.’ 

fll And another also said, * I will follow thee, 
sir, but first permit me to take leave of those 
in mv house , 62 and Jesus said unto him, 4 No 
one haring put his hand on a plough, and 
looking back, is fit for the reign of Goa.’ 

X. 1 AND after these things, the Lord did 
appoint also other seventy, and sent them by 
twos before hia face, to every city and place 
whither he himself was about to come, 2 then 
said he unto them, ‘The harvest indeed is 


abundant, but the workmen few ; beseech ye 
then the Lord of the harvest, that He may 
put forth workmen to His harvest. 

3 ‘Go away; lo, 1 send you forth as lambs 
in the midst of wolves; 4 carry no bag, no 
scrip, nor sandals ; and salute no oue on the 
way ; 5 and into whatever house ye do enter, 
first say, Peace to tins house ; aud if iudeea 
there may be there the son of peace, rest on it 
shall .your peace; and if not so, upon you it 
shall turn back. 

7 ‘And in that house remaiu, eatiug and 
drinking the things they have, for worthy is 
the workman of his hire ; go not from house 
to house, 8 and into whatever city ye enter, and 
they may receive you, eat the things set before 
yon, 9 aud heal the ailing in it, and say to them, 
The reign of God hath come uigh to you. 

10 * And into whatever city ye do enter, and 
they may not receive you, haviug gone forth 
to its broad places, say, 11 And the dust that 
hath cleaved to us, from your city, we do 
wipe off against you. but this know ye, that 
the reign of God hath come nigh to you ; 1 -and 
1 say to you, that for Sodom in that day it 
shall be more tolerable than for that city. 

13 4 Wo to thee, Chorazin ; wo to thee, 
Bethsaida; for if in Tyre and Sidon had been 
done the mighty works that were done in you, 
long a^o, sitting in sackcloth and ashes, they 
had reformed ; 14 but for Tyre and Sidon it 
shall be more tolerable in the judgment than 
for you. 

J3 ‘And thou, Capernaum, which unto tho 
heaven wast exalted, unto hades thou shale 
be brought down. 

16 * he who is heariug you, doth hear me- 
and he who is puttiug you away, doth put mt 
away; and he who is putting me away, doth 
put away Him who sent me/ 

17 And the seventy turned back with joy, 
saying, 4 Sir, and the demons are being sub¬ 
jected to us in tby name;’ 10 and he said to 
them, * I was beholding the Adversary, as 
lightning from the heaven having fallen; i9 lo, 
1 give to you the authority to tread upon ser¬ 
pents ana scorpions, and on all the power of 
the enemy, and nothing by any means shall 
hurt you; 20 but, in this rejoice not, that the 
spirits are subjected to you, but rejoice rather 
that your names were written in the heavens.’ 

21 In that hour Jesus was glad in the Spirit, 
and said, * I do confess to thee, Father, Lord 
of the heaven and of the earth, that Thou 
didst hide these things from wise men and 
understanding, and didst reveal them to babes; 
yes, Father, because so it became good plea¬ 
sure before Thee. 

22 ‘All things were delivered up to me by 
my Father, and no one doth know who the 
Son is, except the Father, and who the Father 
is, except the Son, and he to whom the Son 
may wish to reveal Him. ’ 

23 And having turned unto the disciples, he 
said, by themselves, * Happy tho eyes that 
are perceiving what ye perceive; 24 for I say 
to you, that many prophets aud kings did 
wish to see what ye perceive, and did not see, 
and to bear what ye near, and did not hear.’ 

23 And lo a certain lawyer stood up, trying 
40 
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him, ami saying, ‘Teacher, what having done, 
life age-duriug shall 1 inherit?’ 

-'’And he said unto him, ‘ In the law what 
hath been written? how dost thou read?’ 
57 and he answering said, ‘Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God out of all thy heart, and out of 
all thy soul, and out of all thy strength, and 
out of all thv understanding, and thy neigh¬ 
bour as thyself.’ 

28 And he said to him, ‘ Rightly thou didst 
answer* this do, and thou shalt live.’ 

29 And he, willing to declare himseli right¬ 
eous, said unto Jesus, ‘ And who is mv neigh¬ 
bour ? ’ 30 and Jesus having takeu up tilt word , 
said, ' A certain man was going down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell among robbers, 
and having stripped him and inflicted blows, 
they weilt away, leaving him half dead. 

31 ‘And by a coincidence a certain priest was 
going down in that way, and haying seen him, 
lie passed over on the opposite side; 32 and in 
like manner also, a Levite, haviugbeen about 
the place, having come and seen, passed over 
on the opposite side. 

33 ‘But a certain Samaritan, journeying, 
came along him, and having seen him, he was 
moved with compassion, 34 and having come 
near, he bound up his wounds, pourin" on oil 
and wine, and having lifted him up on His own 
beast, he brought him to an inn, and was 
careful of him ; 33 and on the morrow, going 
forth, taking out two denaries, he gave to the 
innkeeper, and said to him. Be careful of him, 
aud whatever thou mayest spend more, I, in 
my coming again, will give back to thee. 

30 * Who, then, of these three, seemeth to 
thee to have become neighbour of him who 
fell among the robbers?’ 37 and he said, ‘He 
who did tne kindness with him,’ then JesuB 
Baid to him, ‘ Be going on, and thou be doing 
in like manner.’ 

38 And it came to pass, in their going on, that 
he entered into a certain village, and a certain 
woman, by name Martha, did receive him into 
her house, 39 and she had also a sister, called 
Mary, who also, having seated herself beside 
the feet of Jesus, was hearing the word, 40 and 
Martha was distracted about much serving, 
and having stood by him, she said, ‘Sir, dost 
thou not care that my sister left me alone to 
Berve? say then to her, that she may partake 
along with me.’ 

41 And Jesus answeringsaid toher ; ‘Martha, 
Martha, thou art anxious and disquieted about 
many things, 42 but of one thing there is need, 
and Mary the good part did choose, that shall 
not be taken away from her.’ 

XI. 1 AND it came to pass, in his being in a 
certain place praying, as be ceased a certaiu 
one of his disciples said unto him, ‘Sir, teach 
us to pray, as also John taught his diaciples.’ 

2 And lie said to them, * When ye may pray, 
Bay ye: Our Father who art in the heavens; 
hallowed be Thy name: Thy reign come ; Thy 
will come to pass, as in heaven also on earth 
3 our appointed bread be giving us daily ; 4 and 
forgive us our Bins, for also we ourselves for¬ 
give every one indebted to us ; and mayest 
Thou not bring us into temptation ; but do 
Thou deliver us from the evil.’ 

50 


Christ teaches to pray. 

9 And he said unto them, ‘ Who of you shall 
have a friend, and shall go on unto him at 
midnight, aud may say to him,' TYiend, lend 
me three loaves, 6 seeing a friend of mine 
came out of the way unto me, and I have not 
what I shall set before him, 7 and he from 
within answering may Bay, Do not give me 
trouble, already the door hath beeu shut, and 
my children with me are in the bed, I am not 
able, having risen, to give to thee. 

8 ‘I say to you, even if he will not give to 
him, having risen, because of his being his 
friend, yet because of his importunity, having 
risen, he will give him as many as he doth 
need; 9 aud I say to you, Ask, and it shall be 
given to you; seek, and ye shall find ; knock, 
and it shall be opened to you ; 10 for every one 
who is asking doth receive; and he who is 
seeking doth find ; and to him who is knock¬ 
ing it shall be opened. 

41 * And of which of you—the father—if the 
son shall ask a loaf, a stone will he present 
to him ? and if a fish, will he instead of a fish, 
a serpent present to mm ? 12 and if he may ask 
an egg, will he present to him a scorpion! 13 If, 
then, ye, beiug evil, have known good gifts 
to be giving to your children, how much more 
shall the Father who is from heaven give 
the Holy Spirit to those asking Him I’ 

14 And he was casting forth a demon, 
and it was dumb, and it came to pass, the 
demon having gone forth, the dumb mau 
spake, and the multitudes wondered, 16 and 
certain of them said, ‘ By Beelzeboul, ruler of 
the demons, he doth cast forth the demons ; 
10 and others, tempting, a sign out of heaven 
from him were asking. 

17 And he, knowing their thoughts, said to 
them, * Every kingdom having been divided 
against itself is desolated ; and house against 
house doth fall; 18 and if also the Adversary 
against himself was divided, how shall his 
kingdom be made to stand ? for ye say, by 
Beelzeboul is my casting forth the demons. 

JB 4 But if I by Beelzeboul cast forth the de¬ 
mons—your sons, by whom do they cast forth? 
because of this your judges they shall be; 
20 but if by the finger of God I cast forth the 
demons, then come unawares upon you did 
the reign of God. 

21 ‘.When the Btrong man armed may keep 
his hall, in peace are his goods; 22 but wheu 
the stronger than he, having come upon /urn, 
may overcome him, his whole-armour he doth 
take away iu which he had trusted, aud his 
spoils he distributeth; 23 he who is not with 
me is against me, and he who is not gathering 
with me doth scatter. 

24 4 When the unclean spirit may go forth 
from the man it walketh through waterless 
daces seeking rest, and not finding, it saith, 

will turn back to my house whence I came 
forth ; 29 and having come, it findeth it swept 
and adorned ; 20 then doth it go, and take to 
it seven other spirits more evil than itpelf, and 
having entered, they dwell there, and the last 
of that man bccometh worst than the first.’ 

27 And it came to pass, in his saying these 
things, a certaiu woman having liftedup the 
voice out of the multitude, said to nun. 
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‘ Happy the womb that carried thee, and the 
papa that thou didst suck !’ 28 Aud. he said 
'Yea, rather, happy those hearing the word 
of God, and keeping it/ 1 

29 And the multitudes crowding together 
upon him, he began to say, * Thia generation 
is evil, a sign it doth seek after, and a sign 
Bhall not be given to it, except the sign of 
Jonah the prophet, 30 for as Jonah became a 
sign to the Ninevites, so also shall the Son of 
Man be to this generation. 

31 ‘ A queen of the south shall rise up in the 
judgment with the men of this generation, 
and shall condemn them, because she came 
from the ends of the earth to hear the wisdom 
of Solomon; and lo, greater than Solomon 
here I 

32 * Men of Nineveh shall stand up in the 
judgment with this generation, aud shall con¬ 
demn it, because they reformed at the pro¬ 
clamation of Jonah; and lo, greater than 
Jonah here 1 

33 ‘ And no one having lighted a lamp, doth 
nut it in a secret place, nor under the measure, 
but on the lampstand, that those coming in 
may behold the light. 

34 1 The lamp of the body is the eye, when 
then thine eye may be simple, thy whole body 
also is lightened; and when it may be evil, 
thy body also is darkened; 35 take heed, then, 
lest the light that is in thee be darkness; 30 if 
then thy whole body is lightened, not having 
any part darkened, the whole shall be light¬ 
ened, as when the lamp by the brightness may 
give thee light.’ 

37 And in kia speaking, a certain Pharisee 
was asking him that he might dine with him, 
and having gone im he reclined (at meat), 
88 and the Pharisee having seen, did wonder 
that he did not first baptize hims elf before 
the dinner. 

33 And the Lord said unto him, ‘Now do ye, 
the Pharisees, the outside of the cup and of 
the plate make clean, but your inward part is 
full of rapine and wickedness ; 40 unthinking ! 
did not He who made the outside also the in¬ 
side make? 41 But what ye have give ye as 
alms, aud, lo, all things are clean to you. 

42 * But wo to you, the Pharisees, because ye 
tithe the mint, and the rue, and every herb, 
and ye pass by the judgment, and the love of 
God; these things it behoveth to do, and those 
not to lie neglecting. 

43 ‘Wo to you, the Pharisees, because ye 
love the lirst seats in the synagogues, and the 
salutatious in the market-places. 

41 ‘ Wo to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo¬ 
crites. because ye axe as the unseen tombs, 
and the men walking above have not known.' 

45 And one of the lawyers answering, saitli 
to him, ' Teacher, these things saying, us also 
thou dost insult; ’ 40 and he said, * And to you, 
the lawyers, wol because ye burden men with 
burdens grievous to be Borne, and ye your¬ 
selves with one of your lingers do not touch 
the burdens. 

47 ‘ Wo to you, because ye build the tombs 
of the prophets, and your fathers killed them. 


48 Then do ye testify, nod are well pleased 
with the works of your fathers, because they 
indeed killed them, and ye do build their 
tombs ; 49 because of this also the wisdom of 
God said: I will send to them prophets, and 
apostles, and some of them they shall kill and 
persecute, 60 that the blood of all the prophets, 
that is being poured forth from the founda¬ 
tion of the world, may be required from this 
generation ; 51 from the blood of Abel unto the 
blood of Zacharias, who perished betweeu the 
altar and the house; yes, I say to you, It shall 
be remured from this geueration. 

M ‘Wo to you, the lawyers, because ye took 
away the key of the knowledge; yourselves 
ve did not enter ; and those coming in, ye did 
hinder.’ 

53 And in his speaking these things unto 
them, the scribes and the Pharisees began 
fearfully to urge aud to press him to speak 
about many things, w laying wait for him, and 
seeking to catch something out of his mouth, 
that they might accuse him. 

XII. 1 AT which time the myriads of the 
multitude having been gathered together, so 
as to tread upon one another, he began to say 
unto his disciples, first, ‘Take heed, to your¬ 
selves of the leaven of the Pharisees, which 
is hypocrisy ; 2 and there is nothing covered, 
that shall not be revealed: and hid, that shall 
not be known ; 3 because whatever in the dark¬ 
ness ye said, in the light shall be heard : aud 
what to the ear ye spake in the inner-cham¬ 
bers, shall be proclaimed upon the house-tops. 

4 ‘ And I say to you, my friends, be not 
afraid of those killiug the body, aud after 
these things are not having anything over to 
do; 5 butIwiU show to you, whom ye may 
fear; Fear him who, after the killing, is hav¬ 
ing authority to east to the gehenna ; yes, I 
say to you, Fear ye Him. 

8 ‘ Ai e not five sparrows sold for two assars ? 
and oue of them is not forgotten before God, 
7 but even the hairs of your head have beeu 
all numbered; therefore fear ye not, than 
many sparrows ye are of more value. 

8 ' And I say to you. Every one—whoever 
may confess with me before men, the Sou of 
Man also shall confess with him before the 
messengers of God, 9 and he who hath deuied 
me before men, shall be denied before the mes¬ 
sengers of God, 10 and every oue whoever shall 
say a word to the Son of Man, it shall be for¬ 
given to him, but to him who to the Holy 
Spirit did speak evil, it shall not be forgiven. 

11 * And when they bring you before the 
synagogues, aud the riders, and the autho¬ 
rities, he not anxious how or what ye may re¬ 
ply, or what ye may sav, 12 for the Holy Spirit 
shall teach you in that liour what it behoveth 
you to say.’ 

13 And a certain one said to him, out of the 
multitude, ‘Teacher, say to my brother to 
divide with me the inheritance. u Aud he 
said to him, ‘ Man, who set me a judge or a 
divider over you?' 30 And he said unto them, 
1 Observe, and beware of the covetousness, 
because not in the abundance of one's goods is 
his life,’ 
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16 Ami lie spake a simile unto them, saying, 
‘Of a certain riok man the field brought forth 
well; 17 and he was reasoning within himself, 
saying, What shall I do, because I have not 
where I shall gather together my fruits? 18 and 
he Baid, This I will do, I will take down my 
store-houses, and greater ones I will build, 
and I will gather together there all my pro¬ 
ducts and my good things, 19 and I will say to 
my soul, Soul, thou hast many good things 
laid up for many years, be resting, eat, drink, 
be merry. 

‘ J0 4 Aud God said to him, Unthinking one ! 
this night thy soul they shall require from 
thee, and what tilings thou didst prepare—to 
whom shall they be? 21 so is he who is treasur¬ 
ing up to himself, and is not rich toward God.’ 

--And lie said unto his disciples, ‘Because 
of this, to you I say, Be not anxious for your 
life, what ye may eat; nor for the body, what 
ye may put on ; 23 the life is more than the 
nourishment, and the body than the clothing. 

24 4 Consider the ravens, that they sow not, 
nor reap, to which there is no barn nor store¬ 
house, and God doth nourish them ; how much 
better are ye than the fowls ? 25 and who of 
you, being anxious, is able to add to his age 
one cubit? 26 If, then, ye are not able for the 
least—why for the rest are ye anxious? 

27 4 Consider the lilies, how do they grow ? they 
labour not, nor do they spin, and I say to you, 
not even Solomon in all his glory was arrayed 
as one of these ; 28 and if the herbage in the 
field, that to-day is, and to-morrow into an 
oven is cast, God doth so clothe, how much 
more you—ye of little faith ? 

29 ‘ And ye—seek not what ye may eat, or 
what ye may drink, and be not in suspense, 
30 for all these things do the nations of the 
world seek after, and your Father bath known 
that ye have need of these things; 31 but, 
seek ye the reign of God, and all these things 
shall be added to you. 

32 4 Fear not, little flock, because your 
Father did delight to give you the reign; 
33 Bell your goods, and give alms, make to 
yourselves bags that become not old, a trea¬ 
sure unfailing in the heavens, where thief doth 
not come near, nor moth destroy ; 31 for where 
your treasure is, there also your heart will be. 

35 ‘Let your loins be girded, and the lamps 
burning, 36 and ye like to men waiting for 
their lord, when he shall return out of the 
wedding feasts, that he having come and 
knocked, immediately they may open to him. 

37 ‘Happy those servants, whom the lord, 
having come, shall find watching; verily I say 
to you, that he will gird himself, and will 
cause them to recline (at meat), and having 
come near, will minister to them ; 38 and if he 
may come in the second watch, and in the 
third watch he may come, and may find it so, 
happy are those servants. 

39 * And this know, that if the master of the 
house had known what hour the thief doth 
come, he would have watched, and would not 
have suffered his house to be broken through ; 
40 and ye, then, become ye ready, because at the 
hour ye think not, the Son of Man doth come.’ 

41 And Peter said to him, ‘Sir, unto us this 
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simile dost thou speak, or also unto all?’ 

43 And the Lord Baid, ‘Who, theu, is the faith¬ 
ful and prudent steward whom the lord shall 
set over his household, to give in season the 
wheat measure ? 4:1 Happy that servant, whom 
his lord, having come, shall find doing so; 

44 truly I say to you, that over all his goods 
he will set him. 

45 4 And if that servant may say in his heart, 
My lord doth delay to come, and may begin 
to beat the men-servants and the maid-ser¬ 
vants, to eat also, and to drink, and to be 
drunken; 40 the lord of that servant will come 
in a day in which he doth not look for him, 
and in an hour that he doth not know, and 
will cut him off, and his portion with the un¬ 
faithful he will appoint. 

47 ‘And that servant, who having known his 
lord’s will, and not having prepared, nor hav¬ 
ing gone according to his will, shall be beaten 
with many stripes, 48 and he who, not having 
known, and having done tilings worthy of 
stripes, shall be beaten with few ; and to every 
one to whom much was given, much shall be 
required from him; and to whom they did 
commit much, more abundantly they will ask 
of him. 

49 * Fire I came to cast to the earth, and 
what will I if already it was kindled? r>0 but 
I have a baptism to be baptized with, and 
how am I pressed till it may be completed ! 

51 4 Think ye that peace I came to give in the 
earth? no, I say to you, but rather division; 
32 for there shall be henceforth five in one house 
divided—three against two, and two against 
three; 03 a father shall be divided against a son, 
and a son against a father, a mother against a 
daughter, and a daughter against a mother, a 
mother-in-law against her daughter-in-law, 
and a daughter-in-law against her mother-in- 
law.’ 

54 And he said also to the multitudes, 4 When 
ye may see the cloud rising from the west, im¬ 
mediately ye say, A shower doth come, and it 
is so; 53 and when—a south wind blowing, 
ye say, that there will be heat, and it is ; 36 hy¬ 
pocrites ! the face of the earth and of the 
heaven ye have known to make proof of, but 
this time—how do ye not make proof of it? 

57 4 And why, also, of yourselves, judge ye 
not what is righteous? 38 for, as thou art going 
away with thy opponent to the ruler, in the 
way give diligence to be released from him, 
lest he may drag thee unto the judge, and the 
judge may deliver thee to the officer, and the 
officer may cast thee into prison ; 39 I say to 
thee, thou mayest not come forth thence till 
even the last mite thou mayest give back.’ 

XIII. 1 AND there were present certain at 
that time, telling him about the Galileans, 
whose blood Pilate did iniDgle with their sac¬ 
rifices ; 2 and Jesus answering said to them, 

4 Think ye that these Galileans became sinnerB 
beyond all the Galileans, because they have 
suffered such things? 3 No—I say to you, but, 
if ye may not reform, all ye even so shall 
perish. 

4 4 Or those eighteen, on whom the tower in 
Siloam fell, and killed them; think ye that 
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these became debtors beyond all men who arc 
dwelling in Jerusalem? 6 No—I say to you, 
but, if ye may not reform, all ye in like manner 
shall perish.’ 

fl And he spake this simile: * A certain one 
had a fig-tree planted in his vineyard, and he 
came seeking fruit in it, and he aid not find; 
7 and he said unto the vine-dresser, Lo, three 
years I come seeking fruit in this fig-tree, 
and do not find, cut it off, why also the ground 
doth it render useless? 

81 And he answering saith to him. Sir, suffer 
it also this year, till tnat 1 may dig about it, 
and cast in dung; 8 and if indeed it may bear 
fruit—; and if not so, thereafter thou shalt 
cut it off.’ 

10 And he was teaching in one of the syna¬ 
gogues on the sabbath, 11 and lo, there was a 
woman having a spirit of infirmity eighteen 
years, and she was bowed together, 'and not 
able to bend back at all, 12 and Jesus having 
seen her, did call her near, and said to her, 
‘Woman, thou hast been loosed from thy 
infirmity;’ 13 and he laid on her his hands, 
and presently she was set upright, and was 
glorifying God. 

14 And the chief of the synagogue answer¬ 
ing—much displeased that on the sabbath 
Jesus healed—said to the multitude, 4 Six 
days there are in which it behoveth us to be 
working; in these, then, coming, be healed, 
and not on the sabbath-day.’ 

15 Then the Lord answered him and said, 
4 Hvpocrite, doth not each of you on the sab¬ 
bath loose his ox or ass from the stall, and 
having led away, doth water it ? J6 and this 
one, being a daughter of Abraham, whom the 
Adversary bound, lo, eighteen years, did it 
not behove to be loosed from this bond on the 
sabbath-day ? ’ 

17 And he saying these tkincrs, all who were 
opposed to him were being ashamed, and all 
the multitude were rejoicing over all the 
glorious things that are being done by him. 

19 And he said, ‘To what is the reign of 
God like ? and to what shall I liken it? 19 It 
is like to a grain of mustard, which a man 
haring taken, did cast into his garden, and it 
increased, and came to a great tree, and the 
fowls of the heavens did rest in its branches.’ 

30 And again he said, ‘To what shall I liken 
the reign of God? 31 It is like leaven, which 
a woman, haring taken, did hide in three 
measures of meal, till that all was leavened.’ 

32 And he was going through cities and vill¬ 
ages, teaching, and making progress toward 
Jerusalem ; 23 and a certain one said to him, 

4 Sir, are those saved few ? ’ and he said unto 
them, 34 4 Be striving to go in through the strait 
gate, because many, I say to you, will seek to 
go in, and shall not be able; 25 from the time 
the master of the house may have risen up, 
and may have shut the door, and ye may 
begin without to stand, and to knock at the 
door, saying, Lord, lord, open to us, and he 
answering shall say to you, I have not known 
you whence yc are, - c then ye may begin to 


say. We did eat before thee, aDd did drink, 
and in our broad places thou didst teach ; 
27 and he shall say, 1 say to you, I have not 
known you whence ye are; depart from me. 
all ye workers of the unrighteousness. 

29 4 There shall be there the weeping and tho 
gnashing of the teeth, when ye may see Abra¬ 
ham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and all the pro¬ 
phets, in the reign of God, and yourselves 
being cast out without: 20 and they shall come 
from east and west, and from north and south, 
and shall recline in the reign of God, 30 and lo, 
there are last who shall be first, and there arc 
first who shall be last’ 

31 On that day there came near certain Phar¬ 
isees, saying to him, 4 Go forth, and be going 
on hence, for Herod doth wish to kill thee p 
32 and he said to them, 4 Haring gone, Bay to 
this fox, Lo, I cast forth demons, and perfect 
cures to-day and to-morrow, and the third dag 

I am being perfected; 33 but it behoveth me 
to-day, and to-morrow, and the dap following, 
to go on, because it is not possible for a pro¬ 
phet to perish out of Jerusalem. 

34 4 Jerusalem, Jerusalem, that is killing the 
prophets, and stoning those sent unto her, 
now often did 1 will to gather together thy 
children, as a hen her brood under the wings, 
and ye did not wilL 

35 4 Lo, your bouse is being left to you deso¬ 
late, ana verily I say to you—ye may not see 
me, till it may come, when ye may say. Bless¬ 
ed is he who is coming in the name of the 
Lord.’ 

XIV. 1 AND it came to pass, on his going 
into the house of a certain one of the chiefs 
of the Pharisees, on a sabbath, to eat bread, 
that they were watching him, 2 and lo, there 
was a certaiu dropsical man before him ; 3 and 
Jesus answering spake to the lawyers aud 
Pharisees, saying, ‘Is it lawful on the sabbath- 
day to heau 4 and they were silent, and hav¬ 
ing taken hold of Aim, be healed him, aud let 
him go; 5 and answering them he said, 4 Of 
which of you shall au ass or ox fall into a pit, 
and he will not immediately draw it up on the 
sabbath-day?’ 0 and they were not able to 
answer him agaiu unto these things. 

7 And he spake a simile unto those called, 
marking how they were choosing out the first 
couches, saying unto them, 9 4 When thou may- 
est be called Dy any one to marriage-feasts, 
thou mayest not recline on the first couch, 
lest a more honourable than thou may have 
been called by him, 9 and he who did call thee 
and him having come shall say to thee, ‘Give 
to this one place, and then thou mayest begin 
with shame to occupy the last place. 

10 * But, when thou mayest be called, having 
gone on, recline in the last place, that when 
he who called thee may come, he may say to 
thee, Friend, come up higher ; then thou shalt 
have glory before those reclining with thee; 

II because everyone who is exalting himself 
shall be humbled, and he who is humbling 
himBftlf shall be exalted.’ 

13 And he said also to him who did call hint, 
‘When thou mayest make a dinner or a 
63 
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supper, be not calling thy friends, nor thy 
brethren, nor thy kindred, nor rich neighbour, 
lest they also may call thee again, and a re¬ 
compense may come to thee j 13 but when thou 
mayest make a feast, be calling poor, maimed, 
lame, blind, 14 and happy thou ehalt be, be¬ 
cause they have not to recompense thee, for it 
shall be recompensed to thee in the rising 
again of the rignteous.’ 

15 And one of those reclining with him, hav¬ 
ing heard these things, said to him, ‘ Happjr 
is he who Bhall eat bread in the reign of God :* 
lfl and he said to him, ‘ A contain man made 
a great supper, and called many, 17 and he 
sent his servant at the hour of the supper to 
say to those having been called, Be coming, 
because now are all things ready. 

18 * And they began with one consent all to 
excuse themselves: The first said to him, A 
field I bought, and I have need to go forth and 
see it; I beg of thee, have me excused. 

18 ‘And another said, Five yoke of oxen I 
bought, and I go on to prove them • I beg of 
thee, have me excused: 20 and anotner said, 
A. wife 1 married, and because of this I am 
not able to come. 

- 14 And that servant having come, told to 
his lord these things, then the master of the 
house, having been angry, said to his servant, 
Go forth quickly to the broad places and lanes 
of the city, and the poor, and maimed, and 
lame, and blind, bring in hither. 

22 * And the servant said, Sir, it hath been 
done as thou didst command, and still there 
is room. 

23 • And the lord said unto the servant, Go 
forth to the ways and hedges, and constrain 
to come iu, that ray house maybe filled; 24 for 
I say to you, that none of those men who have 
been called shall taste of my supper.’ 

23 And there were going on with him great 
multitudes, and having turned, he said unto 
them, 26 4 If any one doth come unto me. and 
doth not hate hia own father, and mother 
and wife, and children, and brothers, and 
sisters, and yet even his own life, he is not 
able to be my disciple ; r and whoever doth 
not bear his cross, and come after me, iB not 
able to be my disciple. 

23 4 For who of you, willing to build a tower, 
doth not first, having sat down, count the ex¬ 
pense, whether he have the things for com¬ 
pleting? 79 lest that he having laid a founda¬ 
tion, and not being able to finish, all who are 
beholding may begin to mock him, 80 saving— 
This man began to build, and was not able to 
finish. 

81 * Or what king going on to engage with 
another king in war, doth not, having sat 
down, first consult if he be able with ten 
thousand to meet him who with twenty thou¬ 
sand is coming against him? 32 and if not so 
—he being yet a long way off—having sent an 
ambassy, ne doth ask the things for peace. 

83 4 So, then, every one of you who doth not 
take leave of all that he himself hath, is not 
able to be my disciple. 

84 4 The salt is pood, but if the salt doth be- 
oome tasteless, with what Bhall it be seasoned ? 

54 


38 neither for land nor for manure is it fit— 
they cast it without. He who is having cars 
to hear—let him hear.' 

XV. 1 AND all the tax-gatherers and the 
sinners were coming nigh to him, to hear him, 
2 and the Pharisees and the scribes were mur¬ 
muring, saying—This one doth receivo sinners, 
and doth eat with them.’ 

3 And he spake unto them this simile, say¬ 
ing, 4 4 Wbat man of you having a hundred 
sheep, and having lostone out of them, doth not 
leave behind the ninety-nine in the wilderness, 
and go on after the lost one, till he may find 
it? a and having found, he doth lay it on his 
shoulders rejoicing, 6 and having come to the 
house, he doth call together the friends and 
the neighbours, saying to them. Rejoice with 
me, because I found my Bheep—the lost one. 

7 4 1 say to you, that so joy shall be in the 
heaven over one sinner reforming, rather than 
over ninety-nine righteous men, who have no 
need of reformation. 

0 4 Or what woman having ten drachms, if 
she may lose one drachm, doth not light a 
lamp, and Bweep the house, and seek care¬ 
fully till that she may find? 0 and having 
found, she doth call together the female 
friends and the neighbours, saying, Rejoice 
with me, for I found the drachm that I lost. 

10 4 So I say to you, joy doth come before 
the messengers of Goa over one sinner re¬ 
forming.' 

11 And he said, 4 A certain man had two 
sons, 12 and the younger of them said to the 
father, Father, give me the portion of the 
substance falling to me , and he divided to 
them the living. 

13 4 And not many days after, having ga¬ 
thered all together, the younger son went 
abroad to a far country, ana there he scattered 
his substance, living riotously ; 14 and he hav¬ 
ing spent all, there came a mighty famine on 
that country, and himself began to be in want; 
15 and having gone on, he joined himself to 
one of the citizens of that country, and lie 
sent him to the fields to feed swine, 16 and ho 
was desirous to fill his belly from the husks 
that the swine were eating, aud no one was 
giving to him. 

17 4 And having come to himself, ho said, 
How many hirelings of my father havo a 
superabundance of bread, and I here with 
hunger am perishing! 18 having risen, I will 
go on unto my father, and will say to him. 
Father, I did sin—to the heaven, and beforo 
thee, 18 and no more am I worthy to be called 
thy son; make me as one of thy hirelings. 

20 4 And having risen, he went unto his own 
father, and he being yet far distant, his 
father saw him, and was moved with compas¬ 
sion, and having ran he fell upon his neck and 
kissed him ; 21 and the eon said to him, Father. 
I did sin—to the heaven, and before thee, and 
no more am I worthy to be called thy son. 

“‘And the father said unto his servants, 
Bring forth the first robe, and clothe him, 
and give a ring for his hand, and sandals for 
the feet; 83 and having brought the fatted 
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calf, kill it t and haying eaten, we may be 
merry, 24 because this my son was dead, and 
did live again, and he was lost, and was found; 
and they bepan to be merry. 

25 * And his elder son was in a field, and as, 
coming, he drew nigh to the house, he heard 
music and dancing, 2e and having called near 
one of the young men, he was inquiring what 
these tilings might be, 27 and he said to him— 
Thy brother is arrived, and thy father did 
kill the fatted calf, because iu health he did 
receive him back. 

28 4 And he was angry, and would not go in, 
therefore his father, having come forth, was 
entreating him; 20 and he answering said to 
the father, Lo, so many years I do serve thee, 
and never thy command did I transgress, and 
to me thou didst never give a kid, that with 
my friends I might make merry; 30 but when 
thy son—this one who did devour thv living 
with harlots—came, thou didst kill to him the 
fatted calf. 

31 ‘ And he said to him, Child, thou art al¬ 
ways with me, and all my things are thine ; 
82 but to be merry, and to be glad, it was 
needful, because this thy brother was dead, 
and did live again, he was lost, and was found,’ 

XVL 1 AND he said also unto his disciples, 

* A certain man was rich, who had a steward, 
\nd he was accused to him as scattering his 
goods ; 2 and having called him, he said to him, 
What is this 1 hear about thee? render the 
account of thy stewardship, for thou roayest 
not any longer be steward. 

3 ‘ And the steward said in himself. What 
shall I do, because my lord doth take away 
the stewardship from me? to dig I am not 
able, to beg I am ashamed:— 4 1 have known 
what I shall do, that, when I may be removed 
from the stewardship, they may receive me to 
their houses. 

5 4 And having called near each one of his 
lord’s debtors, he said to the first. How much 
dost thou owe to my lord? 6 and he said, A 
hundred baths of oil ; and he said to him, 
Take thy bill, and having sat down write fifty. 

7 4 Afterward to another he said. And thou, 
how much dost thou owe? and he said, A 
hundred cors of wheat; and he saith to him, 
Take thy bill, and write eighty. 

8 4 And the lord commended the unrighteous 
steward that he did prudently, because the 
sons of this age are more prudent than the 
sons of the light, in respect to their generation, 
8 and I say to you, Make to yourselves friends 
out of the mammon of unrighteousness, that 
when ye may fail, they may receive you to 
the age-during tabernacles. 

10 ‘He who is faithful in the least, is also 
faithful in much ; and he who in the least is 
unrighteous, is also unrighteous in much; 11 if, 
then, in the unrighteous ma mm on ye became 
not faithful—the true who will entrust to you? 
18 and if in the other’s ye became not faithful 
—your own, who shall give to you? 

* 3 ’ No domestic is able to serve two lords, 
for either the one he will hate, and the other 
ho will love; or one he will hold to, and of the 
other he will be heedless ; ye are not able to 
sorve God and ma mm on.' 


14 And also the Pharisees, being lovers of 
money, were hearing all these things, and were 
deriding him, 16 and he said to them, 4 Ye are 
those declaring yourselves righteous before 
men, bnt God doth know your .hearts; because 
that which among men is high, is abomina¬ 
tion before God ; 16 the law and the prophets 
are till John ; since then the reign of God is 
proclaimed good news, and every one doth 
press into it; 17 and it is easier to the heaven 
and the earth to pass away, than of the law 
one tittle to fall. 

18 ‘Every one who is sending away his wife, 
and marrying another, doth commit adultery ; 
and every one who is marrying her sent away 
from a husband doth commit adultery. 

19 * And—a certain man was rich, and was 
clothed in purple and line linen, making merry 
sumptuously every day, 20 and there was a 
certain poor man, by name Lazarus, who was 
laid at his porch, full of sores, 21 and desiring 
to be filled from the crumbs that are falling 
from the table of the rich man ; yea, also the 
dogs, coming, were licking his sores. 

22 4 And it came to pass, that the poor man 
died, and that he was carried away by the 
messengers to the bosom of Abraham—and 
the rich man also died, and was buried; 23 and 
in the hades having lifted up his eyes, being 
in torments, he doth see Abraham afar off, 
and Lazarus in his bosom, 24 and Laving cried, 
he said, Father Abraham, deal kindly with 
.me, and send Lazarus, that he may clip the 
Sip of his fiDger iu water, and may cool my 
tongue, because I am distressed in this flame. 

25 4 .And Abraham said, Child, remember 
that thou did receive—thou—thy good things 
in thy life, and Lazarus in like manner the 
evil things, and now he is comforted, and 
thou art distressed ; 20 and besides all these 
things, between us and you a great chasm is 
fixed, so that they who are willing to go over 
from hence unto you are not able, nor do they 
from thenoe to us pass through. 

27 4 And he said, I pray thee, then, father, 
that thou mayest send him to the house of 
my father, 28 for I have five brothers, so that 
he may thoroughly testify to them, that they 
also may not come to tbis place of torment. 

29 1 Abraham Baith to him, They have Moses 
and the prophets, let them hear them; 30 and 
he said. No, father Abraham, but if any one 
from the dead may go unto them, they will 
reform. 31 And he said to him, If Moses and 
the prophets they do not hear, neither if one 
may rise out of the dead will they be per¬ 
suaded.’ 

XVII. 1 AND he said unto the disciples, 
1 It is impossible for the stumbling blocks not 
to come, but wo to him through whom they 
come; 2 it is more profitable to him if a weighty 
millstone is pub round about his neck, and he 
hath been cast into the sea, than that he may 
cause one of these little ones to stumble. 

3 ‘Take heed to yourselves, and, if thy bro¬ 
ther may sin in regard to thee, rebuke him, 
and if he may reform, forgive him, * and if 
seven times in the day he may sin against 
thee, and seven times in the clay may turn 
55 
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back to thee, saying, I reform; thou shalt 
forgive him.* 

9 And the apostles said to the Lord, 4 Add 
to us faith 9 and the Lord said, * If ye had 
faith as a grain of mustard, ye would have said 
to this syc ami ne. Be uprooted, and be planted 
in the sea, and it would have obeyed you. 

7 ‘ But, who is he of you—having a servant 
ploughing or feeding—who, to him having 
come in out of the field, will say, Having come 
near, recline at meat? 6 but will not rather 
say to him, Prepare what I may sup, and 
having girded thyself about, minister to me, 
till I eat and drink, and after these things 
thou shalt eat and drink? Hath he favour 
to that servant because he did the things di¬ 
rected ? I think not. 

10 4 So also ye, when yo may have done all 
the things directed you, say—We are unpro¬ 
fitable servants, because that which we owed 
to do—we have done.’ 

11 And it came to pass, in his going on to 
Jerusalem, that lie passed througn the midst 
of Samaria and Galilee, 12 and he entering in* 
ui a certain village, there met him ten leprous 
men, who stood afar off, 13 and they lifted up 
the voice, saying, 4 Jesus, master, deal kindly 
with us; * u and having seen them , he said to 
them, 4 Having gone on, shew yourselves to 
the priests and it came to pass, in their go¬ 
ing, they were cleansed, 19 and one of them 
having seen that he was healed did turn back, 
with a loud voice glorifying God, 10 and he fell 
upon his face at his feet, giving thanks to him, 
and he was a Samaritan. 

17 And Jesus answering said, ‘Were not the 
ten cleansed, and the nine—where? 18 There 
were not found who did turn back to give 
glory to God, except this alien ;* 1B and he Baid 
to him, 4 Having risen, be going on, thy faith 
bath saved thee.’ 

20 And having been questioned by the Pha¬ 
risees, when the reign-of God doth come, he 
answered them, and said, ‘Thereign of God 
doth not come with observation; 21 nor shall 
they say, Lo, here* or lo, there; for lo, the 
reign of God is within you.’ 

w And he said unto his disciples, * Days will 
come, when ye shall desire to see one of the 
days of the Son of Man, and ye shall not be¬ 
hold it: 23 and they shall say to you, Lo, here; 
or lo, there ; ye may not go away, nor follow; 
24 for as the lightning that is lightening out of 
the one part under neaven, to the other part 
under heaven doth Bhine, soshallbealsotheSon 
of Man in his day ; 29 and first it behoveth him 
to suffer many things, and to be rejected by 
this generation. 

28 4 And, as it came to pass in the days of 
Noah, so shall it be also in the days or the 
Son of Man; 27 they were eating, they were 
drinking, they were marrying, they were 
given in marriage, till the day that Noah 
entered into the ark, and the deluge came, 
and destroyed all; 28 in like manner also, as 
it came to pasu in the days of Lot; they were 
eating, they were drinking, they were buying, 
they were selling, they were planting, they 


were building * 29 and on the day Lot went 
forth from Sodom, He rained fire and brim¬ 
stone from heaven, and destroyed all. 

90 4 According to these things it Bhall be, in 
the day the Son of Man is revealed; 31 in that 
day, he who shall be on the house top, and 
L\ifl vessels in the house, let him not come 
down to take them away; and he in the field, 
in like manner, let him not turn backward; 
92 remember the wife of Lot. 33 Whoever 
may seek to Bave his life, shall lose it; and 
whoever may lose it, shall preserve it. 

34 4 1 say to you, In that nmht, there Bhall 
be two men on one couch, the one Bhall be 
taken, and the other shall be left; 3S two 
women shall be grinding at the same place 
together, the one snail be taken, and the other 
shall be left: "two men Bhall be in the field, 
the one shall be taken, and the other left.* 

37 And they answering say to him, 4 Where, 
sir?’ and he said to them, ‘Where the body 
is, there will the eagles be gathered together.* 

XVIII. l AND he spake also a simile to 
them, that it behoveth us always to pray, 
and not to faint, 2 saying, * A certain judge 
was in a certain city—God. he is not fearing, 
and man he is not regarding— 3 and a widow 
was in that city, and she was coming unto 
him, saying, Do me justice on my opponent, 
4 and he would not for a tinm but after these 
things he said in himself. Even if God I do 
not fear, and man do not regard, 9 yet because 
this widow doth give me trouble, I will do 
her justice, lest, perpetually coming, she may 
plague me.’ 

6 And the Lord said, ‘Hear ye what the 
unrighteous judge saith : 7 and shall not God 
execute the justice to His choice oneB, who are 
crying unto Him day and night—bearing long 
in regard to them? 8 1 say to you, that He 
will execute the justice to them quickly ; but 
the Son of Man having come, shall he find tho 
faith upon the earth ? ’ 

9 And he Bpake also unto certain who have 
been trusting in themselves that they were 
righteous, and have been despising the rest, 
this simile: 10 ‘Two men went up to the temple 
to pray, the one a Pharisee, and the other a 
tax-gatherer; u the Pharisee having stood by 
himself, thus prayed: God, I thank Thee 
that I am not as the rest of men, rapacious, 
unrighteous, adulterers, or even as this tax- 
gatherer; 13 1 fast twice in the week, I give 
tithes of all things—as many as I possess. 

13 4 And the tax-gatherer, having stood afar 
off, would not even the eyes lift up to the 
heaven, but was smiting on his breast, saying, 
God be propitious to me—the sinner ! 14 1 Bay 
to you, tins one went down declared right¬ 
eous, to his house, rather than that one : for 
every one who is exalting himself eh all be 
humbled, aud he who is humbling himself 
shall be exalted.’ 

16 And they were bringing near also the 
babes, that ne may touch them, and the 
disciples having seeu did rebuke them, ie ana 
Jesus having called them near, said, ‘Suffer 
the little children to come unto me, and forbid 
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J esus fore tela his death, 

them not, tor of such is the reign of God; 
17 verily I say to you. Whoever may not re¬ 
ceive the reign of Goa as a little child, may 
not enter into it.’ 

10 And a certain ruler questioned him, say¬ 
ing, ‘ Good teacher, what having done—shall 
l inherit life age-during?’ 19 And Jesus said 
to him, ‘Why me dost thou call good? no one 
w good, except One—God; 20 the commands 
thou hast known: Thou mayest not commit 
adultery. Thou mayest do no murder, Thou 
mayest not steal, r fhou mayest not bear false 
witness, Honour thy father and thy mother." 

21 And he said, 4 All these I did keep from 
my youth;’ 22 and having heard these things, 
Jesus said to him, 4 Yet one thing to thee is 
lacking; all things—as many as thou hast— 
sell, and distribute to the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven, and come, be 
following me ; ’ 23 and he, having heard these 
things, became very sorrowful, for he was ex¬ 
ceeding rich. 

24 And Jesus having seen liim become very 
sorrowful, said, ‘How hardly shall those hav¬ 
ing riches enter into the reign of God 1 25 for 
it is easier for a camel through the eye of a 
needle to enter, than for a rich man into the 
reign of God to enter. 5 

26 And those who heard, said, 4 And who is 
able to be saved?’ 27 and he said, ‘The things 
impossible with men are possible with God.’ 

^ And Peter said, 4 Lo, we left all, and did 
follow thee ;* 29 and he said to them, 4 Verily 
I say to you, that there is not one who left 
house, or parents, or brothers, or wife, or 
children, for the sake of the reign of God, 
80 who may not receive back manifold more 
in this time, and in the coining age, life age- 
during/ 

81 And having taken the twelve aside, he 
said unto them, 4 Lo, we go up to Jerusalem, 
and all things shall be completed—that have 
been written through the prophets—to the 
Son of Man, 92 for he shall be delivered up to 
the nations, and shall be mocked, and insidted, 
and spit upon, 33 and having scourged they 
shall put him to death, and on the third day 
he shall rise again.' M And they none of these 
things understood, and this saying was hid 
from them, and they were not knowing the 
things said. 

"And it came to pass, in his coming nigh 
to Jericho, a certain blind man was sitting 
beside the way begging, 30 and having heard 
a multitude going oy, he was inquiring what 
this may be, 37 and they brought him word 
that Jesus the Nazarene doth pass bv, 88 and 
he cried out, saying, ‘Jesus, Sou of David, 
deal kindly with me ;* 39 and those going be¬ 
fore were rebuking him, that he might be 
silent, but he was much more crying out, 
'Son of David, deal kindly with me.’ 

40 And Jesus having stood, commanded him 
to be brought unto him } ana he having come 
nigh, he questioned him, 41 saying, 4 What 
wilt thou l shall do to thee?’ and he said, ‘Sir, 
that I may receive sight/ 

43 And Jesus said to him, ‘Receive thy sight,; 


thy faith hath saved thee;’ 43 and presently 
he did receive flight, and was following him, 
glorifying God; and all the people, having 
seen, did give praise to God. 

XIX. 1 AkTD having entered, he was pass 
ing through Jeripho, 2 and lo, a man. by name 
called Zaccheus, and he was a chief tax 
gatherer, and he was rich, 3 andhe was seeking 
to see Jesus, who he is, and was not able for 
the multitude, because in stature he was small, 
4 and having run forward before, he went up 
on a scyamore, that he may see him, because 
through that way he was about to pass by. 

0 And as Jesus came up to the place, having 
looked up, he saw him, and said unto him, 

4 Zaccheus, having hastened, come down, for 
to-day in thy house it behoveth me to remain;’ 
6 and he having hastened did come down, and 
did receive him rejoicing; 7 and having seen 
it , they were all murmuring, saying—"With 
a sinful man he went in to lodge!’ 

8 And Zaccheus having stood, said unto the 
Lord, ‘Lo, the half of my goods, sir, I give to 
the poor, and if of any one anything I did taka 
by false accusation, I give back four-fold.’ 

9 And Jesus Baid unto him—‘To-day salva¬ 
tion did come to this house, inasmuch as he 
also is a son of Abraham; 10 for the Son of 
Man came to seek and to save the lost.’ 

11 And while they are hearing these things, 
having added he spake a simile, because of 
his being nigh to Jerusalem, and of their 
thinking that the reign of God is about pre¬ 
sently to be made manifest. 12 He said there¬ 
fore, 4 A certain man of birth went on to a 
far country, to take to himself a kingdom, and 
to return, 13 and having called ten servants of 
hiB own, he gave to them ten pounds, and said 
untoi them. Do business—till I come; 14 and 
his citizens were hating him, and did send ac 
embassy after him, saying, We do not wish 
this one to reign over us. 

16 4 And it came to pass, on his coming back, 
having taken the kingdom, that he commanded 
these servants to be called to him, to whom 
he gave the money, that he might know what 
any one had done in business. 

18 4 And the first came near, saying, Sir, thy 
pound did gain ten pounds ; 17 and he said to 
him. Well done, good servant, because in a 
very little thou didst become faithful, be hav- 
ing authority over ten cities. 

48 4 And the second came, saying, Sir, thy 
pound made five pounds ; 49 and he said also 
to this one, And tnou, become thou over five 
cities. 

20 4 And another came, saying, Sir, lo, thy 
pound, that I had lying away in a napkin ; 

31 for I was afraid of thee, because thou art 
an austere man ; thou takest up what thou 
didst not lay down, and reapest what thou 
didst not sow. 

22 4 And he saith to him. Out of thy mouth 
I will judge thee, evil servant: thou knewest 
that I am an austere man, taking up what 1 
did not lay down, and reaping what 1 did not 
sow! 23 and wherefore didst thou not give my 
money to the bank, and L, having come, witn 
interest might have received it? 
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94 4 And to those standing by he said, Take 
from him the pound, and give to him having 
the ten pounds—C 25 and they said to him, Sir, 
he hath ten pounds)— 90 for I say to you, that 
to every one having shall be given, and from 
him not having, also what he hath shall be 
taken from him, 27 but those my enemies, who 
did not wish me to reign over them, bring 
hither and slay before me.’ 28 And having said 
these things, he went on before, going up to 
Jerusalem. 

29 And it came to pass, as he came nigh to 
Bethnhage and Bethany, unto the mount 
called of the Olives, he sent two of his dis¬ 
ciples, 30 having said, Go away to the village 
over-against, in which, entering into, ye shall 
tind a colt bound, on which no one of men did 
ever sit, having loosed it, bring it* 31 and if 
any one doth question you, Wherefore do ye 
loose it? thus ye shall say to him—The lord 
hath need of it.’ 

3 - And those sent, having gone away ; found 
according as he said to them, 33 and while they 
are loosing the colt, its owners said unto them, 

‘ Why loose ye the colt?' 34 and they said, 

4 The lord hath need of it; ’ 30 and they brought 
it unto Jesus, and having cast their garments 
npon the colt, they did set Jesus upon it 

36 And as he is going, they were spreading 
their garments in the way, 37 and os he is com¬ 
ing nigh now. at the descent of the mount of 
ihe Olives, tne whole multitude of the dis¬ 
ciples began rejoicing to praise God with a 
great voice for all the mighty works they had 
seen, 30 saying, ‘Blessed is he who is coming, a 
king in the name of the Lord; peace in heaven, 
and glory in the highest' 

33 And certain of the Pharisees from the 
multitude said unto him, 4 Teacher, rebuke 
thy disciples 40 and he answering said to 
them, 4 1 say to you, that, if these shall be 
silent, the stones will cry out!’ 

41 And when he came nigh, having seen the 
city, he wept over it 42 saying— 4 If thou didst 
know, even thou, at least in this thy day, the 
things for thy peace; but now they were hid 
from thine eyes. 

43 4 Because days shall come upon thee, and 
thino enemies shall caBt around thee a ram¬ 
part, and compass thee round, and press thee 
on every side, 44 and lay thee low, and thy 
children within thee, and they shall not leave 
in thee a Btone upon a stone, because thou 
didst not know the time of thy inspection.' 

45 And having entered into the temple, he 
began to cast forth those selling in it, and 
those buying, 40 saying to them, ‘It hath been 
written, My house is a house of prayer—but 
ye made it a den of robbers.’ 

47 And he was teaching daily in the tem¬ 
ple, but the chief priests and the scribes 
were seeking to destroy him —also the ohiefs 
of the people— 48 and they were not finding 
what they shall do, for all the peopln were 
hanging on him, hearing him. 

XX. 1 AND it came to pass, on one of those 
days, as he is teaching the people in the 
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Simile of the vineyard. 

temple, and proclaiming good news, the chief 
priests and tne scribes, with the elders, came 
upon Aim, a and spake unto hinf, saying, ‘Tell 
us by what authority thou dost these things? 
or who is he that gave to thee this authority?' 

3 And he answering said unto them, ‘I will 
question you—I also—one thing, and tell me: 
4 the baptism of John, from heaven was it, 
or from men?' 

0 And they reasoned with themselves, say¬ 
ing—‘If we may say, From heaven, he will 
say, Wherefore, then, didye not believe him? 
0 and if we may say. From men, all the people 
will stone us, for they are having been per¬ 
suaded John to be a prophet.’ 

7 And they answered, that they knew not 
whence it teas, 0 aud Jesus said to them, 
‘Neither do I say to you by what authority I 
do these things.’ 

9 And he began to speak unto the people 
this simile: 4 A certain man planted a vine¬ 
yard, and gave it out to husbandmen, and 
went abroad for a long time. 10 and at the 
season he sent unto the husbandmen a servant, 
that from the fruit of the vineyard they may 
give to him, but the husbandmen having beat 
him, did send him away empty. 

11 4 And he added to send another servant, 
and they that one also having beaten and 
dishonoured, did send away empty; 13 and he 
added to send a third, and this one also, hav¬ 
ing wounded, they did cast out. 

43 ‘And the owner of the vineyard said, 
What shall I do? I will send my son—the 
beloved, perhaps having seen this one, they 
will do reverence; ]4 and having seen him, 
the husbandmen reasoned among themselves, 
saying. This is the heir; come, we may kill 
him, that the inheritance may become ours; 
15 and having cast him outside of the vineyard, 
they killed him; what, then, shall the owner 
of tne vineyard do to them? 10 He will come, 
and destroy these husbandmen, and will give 
the vineyard to others.’ 

And having heard, they said, ‘Let it not 
be!’ 17 and he, having looked upon them, 
said, ‘What, then,, is this that bath been 
written: A stone that the builders rejected— 
this became head of a corner? 18 every one 
who hath fallen on that stone shall be broken, 
and on whom it may fall, it will crush him to 
pieces.’ 

19 And the chief priests and the scribes 
sought to lay hands on him in that hour, and 
they feared the people, for they knew that 
against them he spake this simile. 

And, having watched Aim, they sent forth 
liera in wait, feigning themselves to be right¬ 
eous, that tney might take hold of his word, 
to deliver him up to the rule and to the au¬ 
thority of the governor, 21 and they questioned 
him, saying, ‘Teacher, we have known that 
thou doBt say and teach rightly, and dost not 
accept a person, but in truth the way of God 
dost teach; 22 Is it lawful to us to give tribute 
to Cffisar or not?’ 

23 And he, having perceived their craftiness, 
said unto them, ‘Why me do ye tempt? 

94 shew me a denary; of whom hath it an 
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image and superscription?’ and they answer¬ 
ing said, ‘ Of Caesar : ’ 25 and he said to them, 
‘Give back, therefore, the things of Csesar to 
tkesar, and the things of God to God;' 26 and 
they were not able to take hold on his saying 
before the people, and having wondered at 
his answer, they were silent. 

27 And certain of the Sa,dducees, who are 
denying that there is a rising again, having 
come near, questioned him, ^saying, ‘Teacher, 
Moses wrote to us, If any one’s brother may 
die, having a wife, and he may die childless— 
that his brother may take the wife, and may 
raise up seed to his brother. 

29 ‘ There were, then, seven brothere, and 
the first having taken a wife, died childless, 
30 and the second took the wife, and he died 
childless, 31 and the third took her, and in 
like manner also the seven—they left not 
children, and they died: 32 and last of all died 
also the woman: 33 in the rising again, then, 
of which of them doth she become wife?—for 
tho seven had her as wife.’ 

34 And Jesus answering said to them, * The 
sons of this age do marry aud are given in 
marriage, 35 but those accounted worthy to 
obtain that age, and the rising again that is 
out of the dead, neither marry, nor are they 
given in marriage ; 36 for neither are they able 
to die any more—for they are like messengers 
—and they are sons of God, being sons of the 
rising again. 

37 ‘ And that the dead are raised, even 
Moses shewed at the Bush, Bince he doth call 
the Lord, the God of Abraham, and the God 
of Isaac, and the God of Jacob : 38 and He is 
not a God of dead men, but of living, for all 
live to Him.’ 

39 And certain of the scribes answering said, 
‘ Teacher, thou didst say well 40 and no more 
durst they question him anything. 

41 And he said unto them, ‘How do they say 
the Christ to be son of David, 42 and David 
himself sai.th in the Book of Psalms, The 
Lord said to my lord, Sit thou on my right 
hand, 43 till I shall make thine enemies thy 
footstool; 44 David, then, doth call him lord, 
and how is he his son?’ 

46 And, all the people hearing, he said to his 
disciples, 46 ‘Take heed of the scribes, who 
are wishing to walk iu long robes, aud are 
loving salutations in the markets, and first 
seats m the synagogues, and first couches in 
the suppers, 47 who devour the houses of the 
widows, and for a pretence make long prayers, 
these shall receive more abundant judgment. 

XXI. J AND havinp looked up, he saw 
those who did cast their gifts to the treasury 
—rich men, 2 and he saw also a certain poor 
widow casting there two mites, 3 and ho said, 
' Truly I say to you, that tlus poor widow did 
cast in more than all; 4 for all these out of 
their superabundance did cast into the gifts 
to God, Ibut this one out of her want, all the 
living that she had, did cast in.’ 

B And certain saying about the temple, that 
with goodly stones and devoted things it hath 


been adorned, lie saia, 5 ‘These things that ye 
behold—days will come, in which there shall 
not be left a stone upon a stone, that shall not 
be thrown down.’ 

7 And they questioned him, saying, 'Teacher, 
when, then, shall these things be? and what 
is the sign when these things may be about to 
happen?’ 

8 Aud he said, ‘See—ye may not bo led 
astray, for many shall come in my name, say¬ 
ing—I am he y and the time hath come nigh ; 
go not on then after them; 9 and when ye may 
hear of wars and uprisings, be not terrified, 
for it behoveth these things to happen first, 
but the end is not immediately.' _ 

19 Then said he to them, ‘Nation shall rise 
against nation, and kingdom against kingdom, 
11 great shakings also in every place, and 
famines, and pestilences, there shall be; fear¬ 
ful things also, and great signs from heaven 
there shall be; 12 and before all these, they 
shall lay on you their hands, and persecute, 
delivering up to synagogues and prisons, be¬ 
ing brought before kings and governors for 
my name’s sake ; 13 and it shall become to you 
for a testimony. 

14 ‘ Settle, then, to your hearts, not to medi¬ 
tate before hand to reply, 15 for I will give to 
you a mouth and wisdom that all your op- 
posers shall not be able to refute or resist. 

18 ‘ And ye shall be delivered up also by 
parents, and brothers, and kindred, and 
friends, and they shall put of you to 
death; 17 and ve shall be luted by all because 
of my name— 30 and a hair out of your head 
shall not perish ; 19 in your patience possess 
our souls. 

‘And when ye may see Jerusalem sur¬ 
rounded by encampments, then know that 
come nigh did her desolation; 81 then those in 
Judea, let them flee to the mountains; and 
those in her midst, let them depart out; and 
those in the countries, let them not come in 
to her j M because these are days of vengeance, 
to fulfil all things that have been written. 

n 4 And wo to those with child, aud to those 
giving suck, in those days; for there shall be 
great distress on the lan(L and wrath on this 
people; 94 and they shall fall by the mouth of 
the sword, and shall be led captive to all the 
nations, and Jerusalem shall be trodden down 
by nations, till the times of nations be ful¬ 
filled. 

23 4 And there shall be signs in sun, and 
moon, and stars, and on the land w distress 
of nations with perplexity, sea and billow 
roaring; 36 men fainting at heart from fear, 
and expectation of the things coming on the 
world, tor the powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken. 

77 4 And then they shall see the Son of Man, 
coming in acloud, with power and much glory* 
29 and these things beginning to happen bena 
yourselves back, and lift up your neads, be¬ 
cause your redemption doth draw nigh.' 

29 And he spake a simile to them : 4 See the 
fig-tree, and all the trees, 30 when they may 
now cast forth, having seen, of yourselves ye 
know that now is the summer nigh ; 31 so also 
ye, when ye may sec these things happening 
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ye know that near is the reign of God; 
32 verily I say to you—This generation may 
not pass away till all may have come to paaa ; 
3:1 the heaven and the earth shall paes away, 
but my words may not pass away. 

u * And take heed to yourselves, leat your 
hearts may be weighed down with surfeiting, 
and drunkenness, and anxieties of life, and 
suddenly that day may come on you, 33 for as 
a snare it shall come on all those dwelling on 
the face of all the land, w watch ye, then, in 
every season, praying that ye may be ac¬ 
counted worthy to escape all these things that 
are about to come to pass, and to stand Before 
the Son of Man.* 

37 And he was during the days in the temple 
teaching, and during the nights, going forth, 
he was lodging at the mount called of Olives; 
38 and all the people were coming early unto 
him in the temple to hear him. 

XXII. 1 AND the feast of the unleavened 
food was coming nigh, that is called Passover, 

* and the chief priests and the scribes were 
seeking how they may take him up, for they 
were afraid of the people. 

3 And the Adversary entered into Judas, 
who is surnamed lscanot, being of the num¬ 
ber of the twelve, 4 and he, having gone away, 
ppake with the chief priests ana the magis¬ 
trates, how he mi"ht deliver him up to them, 
‘and they rejoiced, and covenanted to give 
bim money, ^and he agreed, and was seeking 
a favourable season to deliver him up to them 
without tumult. 

7 And the day of tho unleavened food came, 
iu which it was behoving the passover to be 
sacrificed, 8 and he sent Peter and John, say¬ 
ing, ‘Having gone on, prepare to us the pass- 
over, that we may eat; ’ ^and they said to 
him, ‘ Where wilt thou that we might pre¬ 
pare ? 1 

10 And he said to them, * Lo, in your enter¬ 
ing into the city, there shall meet you a man, 
bearing a pitcher of water, follow mm to the 
house where he doth go in, 11 and ye shall say 
lo the master of the house, The Teacher eaitn 
lo thee, Where is the g^iest-chamber where the 
passover with my disciples I may eat? 12 and 
lie shall show you a large upper room furnish¬ 
ed, there make ready;’ 13 and they, having 
gone away, found as he hath said to them, 
and they made ready the passover. 

14 And when the hour come, he reclinod (at 
meat), and the twelve apostles with him, 
15 and he said unto them, ‘With desire I did 
desire to eat this passover with you before 
my suffering, 16 for I say to you, that no more 
may I eat of it till it may be fulfilled in the 
reign of God.* 

17 And having taken a cup, having given 
thanks, be said, ‘Take this and divide to your¬ 
selves, 18 for 1 say to you that I may not drink 
of the produce of the vine till the reign of God 
may come.’ 

la And having taken bread, having given 
thanks, he brake and gave to them, saying, 

* This is my body, that for you is being given, 
this do ye—to remembrance of me.’ 

60 


20 In like manner, also, the cup after the 
supping, saying, * This cup w the new cove¬ 
nant in my blood, that for you're being poured 
forth. 

21 ‘ But, lo, the hand of him delivering me 
up w with me on the table, 22 and indeed the 
Son of Man doth go according to what hath 
been determined; but wo to that man through 
whom he is being delivered up.’ 83 And they 
began to reason among themselves, who then 
of them it may be, who is about to do this 
thing. 

24 And there happened also a strife among 
them—who of them is accounted to be greater, 
80 And he said to them, ‘The kin"B of the 
nations do exercise lordship over them, and 
those exercising authority upon them are 
called benefactors; 36 but ye are, not so, but 
he who is greater among you—let him be as 
the younger; and he who is leading, as he 
who is ministering ; 27 for who is greater? he 
who is reclining (at meat), or ho who is minis¬ 
tering? is it not he who is reclining (at meat)! 
and I—I am in your midst as he who is min¬ 
istering. 

23 ‘And ye-^-ye are those who have remain¬ 
ed with me in my temptations, ^ and I ap 
point to you. as my Father did appoint to me, 
a kingdom, ^ that ye may eat and may drink 
at my table, in my kingdom, and may sit on 
thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Israel.’ 

31 And the Lord said, 4 Simon, Simon, lo, 
the Adversary did ask you for himself to sift 
as the wheat, 32 and I besought for thee, that 
thy faith may not fail; and thou, when thou 
didst turn, strengthen thy brethren.’ 

33 And he said to him, ‘Sir, with thee I am 
ready both to prison and to death to go;’ 
84 ana he said, 4 1 say to thee, Peter, a cock 
shall not crow to-day, before thrice thou 
mayest disown knowing me.’ 

33 And he said to them, * When I sent you 
without bag, and scrip, and sandals, did ye 
lack anythin"?’ and they said, ‘ Nothing.’ 

86 Then said he to them, 1 But, now, he who 
is having a bag, let him take it up t and in like 
manner also a scrip; and he who is not hav¬ 
ing, let him sell his garment, and buy a sword, 
37 for I say to you, that yet this that hath 
been written it behoveth to be fulfilled in me: 
A ad with lawless onea be was reckoned, for 
also the things concerning me have an end.’ 

38 And they said, ‘Sir, lo, here are twe 
swords;’ and he said to them, ‘ It is suffi¬ 
cient.’ 

39 And having gone forth, be went o^ ac¬ 
cording to enstom, to the mount of the Olives, 
and his disciples also followed him, 40 ana 
having come to the place, he said to them. 

4 Pray ye not to enter into temptation. ’ 61 And 
he was withdrawn from them, as it were a 
Btone’s cast, and having fallen on tho knees 
he was praying, 42 saying, 1 Father, if Thou 
be counselling to make this cup pass from me 
— : but, not my will, but ’Thine ue done.’- 

“ Ana there appeared to him a messenger 
from heaven strengthening him; 44 and hav- 
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ing been in agony, he was more earnestly 
praying, and his sweat became, as it were, 
great drops of blood falling upon the ground. 

45 And having risen, up from the prayer, 
having come unto the disciples, he found 
them sleeping from the sorrow, 40 and he said 
to them, ‘Why do ye sleep? having risen, 
pray that ye may not enter into temptation.’ 

47 And while he is sneaking, lo, a multitude, 
aod he who is called Judas, one of the twelve, 
was coming before them, and he came nigh 
to Jesus to kiss him, 48 and Jesus said to him, 

* Judas, with a kiss the Son of Man dost thou 
deliver up?* 

4L, And those about him, having seen what 
was about to be, said to him, ‘Sir, shall we 
smite with a sword?’ 60 And a certain one of 
them smote the servant of the chief priest, 
and took off his right ear, 81 and Jesus an¬ 
swering said, ‘ Suffer ye thus far,’ and having 
touched his ear, he healed him. 

82 And Jesus said to those having come 
upon him—chief priests, and magistrates of 
the temple, and elders—‘As upon a robber 
have ye come forth, with swords and sticks? 
53 while daily 1 was with you in the temple, 
ye did stretch forth no hands against me * out 
this is your hour and the power of the dark¬ 
ness.’ 54 And having taken him, they led and 
brought him to the liouse of the chief priest. 

And Peter was following afar off, 65 and 
they having kindled a fire in the midst of the 
court, and having eat down together, Peter 
was sitting in the midst of them, ati and a cer¬ 
tain maid having seen him Bitting at the light, 
and having earnestly looked at him, she said, 

4 And this one was withlhim!’ 87 and he dis¬ 
owned him, saying, 4 Woman, I have not 
known him.’ 

56 And after a little, another having seen 
him, said, 4 And thou art of theml’ and Peter 
said, 4 Man, I am not.’ 

69 And one hour, as it were, having inter- 
veued, a certain other was confidently affirm¬ 
ing, 6aying, ‘Of a truth this one also was 
with him, for he is also a Galilean;’ co and 
Peter said, ‘ Man, I have not known what 
thou sayestand presently, while he is speak¬ 
ing, a cock crew. 

81 And the Lord having turned did look on 
Peter, and Peter remembered the word of the 
Lord, how he 6aid to him—* Before a cock 
shall crow, thou mayest disown me thrice;* 
62 and Peter havi ng gone without, wept bitterly. 

63 And the men who were holding Jesus 
were mocking him, beating Aim; 64 and hav¬ 
ing blindfolded him, they were striking him 
on the face, and were questioning him, say¬ 
ing, ‘Prophesy who he is who smote thee?* 
65 and many other things, speaking evilly, they 
spake in regard to him. 

66 And when it became day there was ga¬ 
thered together the eldership of the people, 
chief priests also, and scribes, and they led 
him up to their own sanhedrim, 67 saying, * If 
thou be the Christ, tell us.’ 

And he aaid to them, 4 If I may tell you, 
ye will not believe; 68 and if I also question 
I fori, yc will not answer me or send me away; 


Christ before Pilafc 

69 henceforth, there shall be the Son of Man 
sitting on the right hand of the power of God.’ 

70 And they all said, ‘Thou, then, art the 
Son of God?’ and he said unto them, 4 Yo 
say it, because I am ; ’ 71 and they said, ‘ What 
need yet have we of testimony? for we our¬ 
selves did hear it from his mouth.’ 

. XX1IL 1 AND haviug risen, the whole mul¬ 
titude of them did lead him to Pilate, 2 and 
began to accuse him, saying, ‘This one we 
found perverting the nation, and forbidding 
to give tribute to Caesar, saying himself to be 
Christ a king.’ 

3 And Pilate questioned him. saying, ‘Thou 
art the king of the Jews?’ aod he answering 
him, said, 4 Thou dost say it .’ 

4 And Pilate said unto the chief priests, and 
the multitude, 4 1 find no fault in this man 

6 and they were the more urgent, saving— 4 He 
doth stir up the people, teaching throughout 
the whole of Judea—having begun from Gali¬ 
lee—unto this place.’ 

6 And Pilate having beard of Galilee, ques¬ 
tioned if the man is a Galilean, 7 and having 
known that be is from the jurisdiction or 
Herod, he sent him back unto Herod, he being 
also in Jerusalem in those days, 

9 And Herod having seen Jesus did rejoice 
exceedingly, for he was wishing for a lon&, 
time to see him, because of hearing many 
things about him, and he was hoping some 
sign to see done by him, 9 and was questioning 
him in many words, and lie answered liinr 
nothing. 

10 And the chief ^priests and the scribes stood 
vehemently accusing him, 11 and Herod with 
his soldiers having set him at nought, and 
having mocked, having put around him gorge- 
ouh apparel, did send him back to Pilate, 
12 and Doth Pilate and Herod became friends 
on that day with one another, for they were 
before at enmity between themselves. 

13 And Pilate having called together the 
chief priests, and the rulers, and the people, 
u aaid unto them, ‘Ye brought to me this man 
as perverting the people, and lo, I before you 
having examined, found in this man no fault 
in those things ye bring forward against him ; 
Jfl no, nor yet Herod, for I sent you back unto 
him, and lo, nothing worthy of death is hav¬ 
ing been done by him; lti having chastised, 
therefore, I will release him,’ l - for it was 
necessary for him to release to them one at 
every feast, 16 and they cried out—the whole 
multitude—saying, ‘Away with this one. and 
release to us Barabbas ; * 19 who had keen, 
because of a certain sedition made in the city, 
and murder, cast into prison. 

20 Pilate again then—wishingto release Jesus 
—called to them, 21 but they were calling out, 
saying, ‘Crucify, crucify him,* 

22 And heathird time said unto them. ‘Why, 
what evil did he? no cause of death did I find 
in him; having chastised him, then, 1 will 
release Aim.’ 

23 And they were pressing with loud voices 
asking him to be crucified, and their voices, 
and tnoso of the chief priests, were prevailing, 
24 and Pilate gave judgment for their request 
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beiugdone, “and he released him who because 
of sedition and murder hath been cast into the 
prison, whom they were asking, and Jesus he 
gave up to their will. 

20 And as they led him away, having taken 
hold ou Simon, a certain Cyreniau, coming 
from the field, they put on him the cross, to 
hear it behind Jesus. 

* 7 And there was following him a great mul¬ 
titude of the people, and of women, who also 
were beating themselves and lamenting him, 
10 and Jesus having turned unto them, said, 

‘ Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, 
but for yourselves weep ye, and for your 
children; 29 for, lo, days do come, in which 
they shall say, Happy the barren, and wombs 
that did not bare, and paps that did not give 
suck; 30 then they shall begin to say to the 
mountains, Fall on us, and to the hills. Cover 
usj—for, if in the green tree they do theeo 
things—in the dry what may happen?’ 

32 And there were also others—two evil¬ 
doers—with him, to be put to death; 33 and 
when they came to the place that is called 
Skull, there they crucified him and the evil¬ 
doers, one on the right hand and one on the 
left. 

34 And Jesus said, ‘Father, forgive them, 
for they have not known what they do ;* and 
parting his garments they cast a lot. 

35 And the people were standing, looking on, 
and the rulers also were sneering with them, 
saying, ‘Others he saved,let him save himself, 
if this be the Christ, the choice one of God.’ 

35 And mockiug him also were the soldiers, 
coming near and offering vinegar to him, 
37 and saying, ‘ If thou be tne king of the Jews, 
save thyself.' 

80 And there was also a superscription writ¬ 
ten over him, iu letters of Greek, and Roman, 
and Hebrew, ‘This is the King of the Jews.’ 

3y And one of the evil-doers who were hanged, 
was speaking evil of him, saying, 4 If thou be 
the Christ, save thyself and us.’ 40 And the 
other answering, was rebuking him, saying, 

* Dost thou not even fear God, that thou art 
in the same judgment ? 41 and we indeed righte¬ 
ously, for tnings worthy of what we did we 
receive back, but this one did nothing out of 
place;’ 42 and he said to Jesus, ‘Remember 
me, lord, when thou mayest come in thy 
reign ;* 43 and Jesus said to him, ‘ Verily I say 
to thee, To day with me thou shalt be in the 
paradise.’ 

44 And it was, as it were, the sixth hour, 
and darkness came over all the land till the 
ninth hour, 45 and the sun was darkened, and 
the vail of the sanctuary was rent in the 
midst, 46 and having cried with a loud voice, 
Jesus said, ‘Father, to Thy hands I com¬ 
mit my spiritand these things having said, 
he breathed forth the spirit. 

47 And the centurion having seen what was 
done, did glorify God, saying, ‘Really this man 
was righteous;' 48 and all the multitudes who 
were come together to this Bight, beholding 
the thingB that came to pass, smiting their 
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breasts did turn back ; 49 aud all his acquaint* 
ances stood afar off, and womep who did fol¬ 
low him from Galilee, beholding these tilings. 

50 And lo, a man, by name Joseph, being a 
counsellor, a man good and righteous, 01 —he 
was not consenting to their counsel and deed 
—from Arimathea, a city of the Jews, who 
also himself was expecting the reign of God, 
62 he, having gone near to Pilate, asked the 
body of Jesus, “and having taken it down, 
he wrapped it in fine linen, and placed it in 
a tomb hewn out, where no one was yet laid. 

84 And the day was a preparation, and sab¬ 
bath was approaching, “and the women also 
who have come with him out of Galilee hav¬ 
ing followed after, beheld the tomb, and how 
his body was placed, Ba and having turned 
back, they made ready spices and ointments, 
aud on tne sabbath, indeed, they rested, ac¬ 
cording to the command. 

XXIV. 1 AND on the first of the sabbaths, 
at early dawn, they came to the tomb, bear¬ 
ing the spices they made ready, and certain 
other8 with them, 2 and they found the stone 
having been rolled away from the tomb, 3 and 
having gone in, they found not the body ot 
the Lora Jesus. 

4 And it came to pass, while they are per¬ 
plexed about this, that lo, two men stood by 
them in glittering apparel, 0 and on their 
having become airaia, and having inclined 
the face to the earth, they said to them, 
‘Why do ye seek the living with the dead? 
0 he is not here, but was raised; remember 
how he spake to you, being yet in Galilee 
7 saying—It behoveth the Son of Man to be de 
livered up to the hands of sinful men, and to 
be crucified, and the third day to rise again.’ 

8 And they remembered his sayiugs, e and 
having turned back from the tomb told all 
these things to the eleven, and to all the rest. 

10 And it was the Magdalene Mary, and 
Joanna, and Mary of James, and the other 
women with them, who told unto the apostles 
these things, 11 and their sayings appeared 
before them as idle talk, and they were not 
believing them. 

12 And Peter having risen, did run to the 
tomb, and having stooped down he seeth the 
linen clothes lying alone, and he went away to 
his own home, wondering at that which was 
come to pass. 

13 And, lo, two of them were going on dur¬ 
ing that day to a village, distant sixty fur¬ 
longs from Jerusalem, the name of which is 
Emmaus, 14 and they were conversing with 
one another about all these things that have 



and reasoning together, that Jesus himself 
having come nigh, was going on with them, 
10 and their eyes were holaen so as not to know 
him, 17 and he said unto them, * What are 
these words that ye exchange with one an¬ 
other, walking, and ye are sad?' 

18 And the one, whose name was Cleopas, 
answering, said unto him, ‘Art thou alone 
such a stranger in Jerusalem, that thou hast 
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□ot known the things that came to pass in it 
in these days?’ la And he said to them, 

4 What things?’ 

And they said to him, 4 The things about 
Jesus of Nazareth, who became a man—a pro¬ 
phet—powerful in deed and word, before God 
and all the people, 20 how also the chief priests 
and our rulers did deliver him up to a judg¬ 
ment of death, and crucified him; 21 and we 
were hoping that he it is who is about to re¬ 
deem Israel, and also with all these things, 
this third day is passing to-day, since these 
things happened 

23 Ana certain women of ours also asto¬ 
nished ua, coming early to the tomb, 23 and 
not having found nis body, they came, saying 
also to have seen an apparition of messengers, 
who say he is alive, 24 and certain of those 
with us went away unto the tomb, and found 
as even the women Baid, and him they saw 
not.’ 

25 And he Baid unto them, 4 0 inconsiderate 
and slow in heart, to believe on all that the 
prophets spake! 26 Was it not behoving the 
Christ these things to Buffer, and to enter into 
his glory?’ 27 and having begun from Moses, 
and from all the prophets, he was expounding 
to them in all the Writings the things about 
himself. 

28 And they came nigh to the village whither 
ihey were going, and he made an appearance 
of going on further, 29 and they constrained 
him, saying, * Remain with us, for it is to¬ 
ward evening,’ and the day did decline, aud 
he went in to remain with them. 

30 And it came to pass, in his reclining (at 
meat) with them, having taken the bread, he 
blessed, and having broken, be was giving to 
them, 81 and their eyes were opened, and they 
recognized him, and he became unseen by 
them. 

35 And they said one to another, 4 Was not 
out heart burning within us, as he was speak¬ 
ing to us in the way, and as he was opening 
up to us the Writinge ? ’ 

33 And they, having risen up the same hour, 
turned back to Jerusalem, and found gathered 
together the eleven, and those witn them. 
w saying—‘The Lord was raised indeed, ana. 


was seen by Simon 35 and they were telling 
the things in the wey, and how he was made 
known to them in the breaking of the bread, 
3(j and as they are speaking these things, Jesus 
himself stood in the midst of them, and saith 
to them, ‘Peace—to you 37 and being amazed, 
and becoming affrighted, they were thinking 
themselves to Bee a spirit. 

34 And he said to them, 4 Why are ye trou¬ 
bled ? and wherefore do reasonings come up 
in your hearts? 3y Bee my hands and my feet, 
that I am he; handle me and see, because a 
spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye Bee me 
having.’ 

40 And having said this, he shewed to them 
the hands and the feet._ 4l 'and while they are 
not believing from the joy, and wondering, he 
said to them, 4 Have ye anything here to eat?’ 
42 and they gave to him part of a broiled fish, 
and of an honey-comb, 43 and having takeu, 
he did eat before them, 44 and he said to them, 

‘ These are the words that I spake unto you, 
being yet with you, that it behoveth to be 
fulfilled all the things that are written in 
the Law of MoBes, and the Prophets, and the 
Psalms, about me.’ 

48 Then opened he up their understanding 
to understand the Writings, 46 and he Baid to 
them—‘ Thus it hath been written, and thus 
it was behoving the Christ to Buffer, and to 
rise out of the dead the third day, 47 and re¬ 
formation and remisBion of sins to be pro¬ 
claimed in his name to all the nations, begin¬ 
ning from Jerusalem: 48 and ye—ye are wit¬ 
nesses of these things. 

49 4 And, lo, I do send the promise of my 
Father upon you, but ye—abide ye in the city 
of Jerusalem till ye be clothed with power 
from on high.’ 

90 And he led them forth without — imto 
Bethany, and having lifted up his hands lie 
did bless them, 91 and it came to pass, in his 
blessing them, he was parted from them, and 
was borne up to the Leaven: 02 and they, 
having bowed before him, dia turn back to 
Jerusalem with great joy, 93 and were con¬ 
tinually in the temple, praising and blessinr 
GodL Amen 

63 
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CHAP. L 1 IN the beginning waa the Word, 
and the Word was with Goo, and the Word 
was God; 2 this one was in the beginning with 
God; 3 all things through him did happen, 
and without him happened not even one thing 
that hath happened! 

4 In him was life, and the life was the light 
of men, a and the light in the darkness did 
shine, and the darkness did not perceive it. 

" There came a man—having been sent from 
God—whose name is John, 'this one came for 
testimony, that he might testify about the 
Light, that all might helieve through him; 
8 that one was not the Light, but—that he 
might testify about the Light. 

9 He was the true Light, which doth en¬ 
lighten every man, coming to the world ; 10 in 
the world he was, and the world through him 
was made, and the world did not know him : 
11 to his own things he came, and his own peo¬ 
ple did not receive him; 12 but as many as did 
receive him to them he gave authority to be¬ 
come sons of God—to those believing in his 
name, 15 who—not of blood nor of a will of 
flesh, nor of a will of man but—of God were 
l>egotten. 

14 And the Word became flesh, and did taber¬ 
nacle among us, and we beheld his glory, 
glory as of an only begotten of a father, full 
of grace and truth. 

“John doth testify concerning him, and hath 
cried, saying, * This was he of whom I said, 
He who after me is coming, hath come before 
me, for he was before me ,fl and out of hia 
fulness did we all receive, and grace over- 
against grace; 17 for the law through Moses 
was given, the grace and the truth through 
Jesus Christ did come; 10 God no one hath ever 
seen ; the only begotten Son, who is on the 
bosom of the Father—he did declare. 

19 And this is the testimony of John, when 
the Jews sent out of Jerusalem priests and 
Levites, that they might question him, ‘Who 
art thou ? ’ 20 and he confessed and did not deny, 
and confessed—* I am not the Christ.’ 

21 And they questioned him, ‘ What then ? 
Elijah art thou?’ and he saith, ‘I am not.’— 
‘Theprophet art thou?’ and he answered, 4 No.’ 

22 They said then to him, ‘Who art thou, 
that we may give an answer to those sending 
119 ? what dost thou say concerning thyself?’ 
23 He said, ‘I am a voice of one crying in the 
wilderness: Make straight the way of the 
Lord, as said Isaiah the prophet.’ 

54 And those sent were oi the Pharisees, 23 and 
they questioned him and said to him, ‘Why, 
then, dost thou baptize, if thou art not the 
Christ, nor Elijah, nor the prophet?' 

3,1 John answered them, saying, *1 baptize 
with water, but in midst of you he hath stood 
whom ye have not known, this one it is who 
is ooming after me, who hath been before mo, 
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27 of whom I am not worthy that 1 may loose 
the cord of his sandal.* 

28 These things came to pass in Bethabart 
beyond the Jordan, where John was baptizing, 
29 on the morrow John seeth Jesus coining unto 
him, and saith, 4 Lo, the lamb of God, who 
is taking away the Bin of the world; 30 this 
is he concerning whom I said, After me doth 
come a man, who hath come before me, be¬ 
cause he was Wore me: 3l a::d I knew him not, 
but, that he might be manifested to Israel, be¬ 
cause of this I came with the water baptizing. 

32 And John testified, saying—*1 have seen 
the Spirit coming down, as a dove, out of hea¬ 
ven, and it remained on him ; 33 and I did not 
know him, but he who sent me to baptize with 
water, He said to me, On whomsoever thou 
maystsee the Spirit coming down, and remain¬ 
ing on him, this is he who is baptizing with 
the Holy Spirit; 34 and I have seen, and have 
testified, that this is the Son of God.’ 

M On the morrow, again, John was standing, 
and two of his disciples, 30 and having lookec 
on Jesus walking, he saith, 4 Lo, the Lamb ot 
God:’ 37 and the two disciples heard him 
speaking, and they followed Jesus. 

38 Ana Jesus having turned, and having be 
held them following, saith to them, 4 Vv hat 
seek ye ? * and they said to them, * Rabbi 
(which is, being interpreted, Teacher,) where 
remainest thou?’ 39 He saith to them, ‘Come 
and see; ’ they came, and saw where he dotli 
remain, and with him they remained that day 
and the hour was about the tenth. 

40 Andrew, the brother of Simon Peter, was 
one of the two who heard from John, and 
followed him; 41 this one doth first find his 
own brother Simon, and saith to him, 4 We 
have found the Messiah,’ (which is, being in¬ 
terpreted, The Anointed,) 42 and he brought 
him unto Jesus: and having looked upon him, 
Jesus saith. ‘Thou art Simon, the son of 
Jonas, thou shalt be called Cephas,’ (which is 
interpreted, A rock.) 

43 On the morrow, he willed to go forth to 
Galilee, and he findeth Philip, and saith to 
him, 4 Be following me.’ 

44 And Philip was from Bethsaida, of 
the city of Andrew and Peter; 43 Philip find¬ 
eth Nathanael, and Baith to him, * Him of 
whom Moses wrote in the Law, and the pro¬ 
phets, we have found, Jesus theson of Joseph, 
who is from Nazareth*’ 46 and Nathanael 
said to him, ‘Out of Nazareth is any good 
thing able to be? ’ Philip said to him. 4 Com* 
and see.* 

47 Jesus saw Nathanael coming unto him, 
and he saith concerning him, * Lo, truly an 
Israelite, in whom guile is not;’ 40 Nathanael 
saith to him, ‘Whence me dost thou know? 
Jesus answered and said to him, ‘Before 
Philip’s calling thee—thou being under the fig- 
tree— 1 saw thee.’ 49 Nathanael answered and 
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Baith to him, ‘ Rabbi, thou art the Son of God, 
thou art the king of Israel/ 

M Jesus answered and said to him, ‘Because 
I said to thee, I saw thee under the fig-tree, 
thou dost believe; greater things than these 
thou shalt see;' yi and he Baith to him, 
‘Verily, verily, I say to you, henceforth ye 
Bhall Bee the heaven opened, and the mes¬ 
sengers of God going up and coming down up¬ 
on the Son of Man/ 

IL l AND the third day a marriage hap- 
ened in Cana of Galilee, and the mother of 
eBUB was there, 2 and also Jesus was called, 
and his disciples, to the marriage; 3 and wine 
having failed, the mother of Jesus saith unto 
him, ‘Wine they have not;' 4 Jesus saith to 
her, ‘What—to me and to thee, woman? not 
yet is mine hour ©dme/ 5 His mother saith to 
the ministrants, 1 Whatever he may say to 
you—do/ 

fl And there were there sir water-jugs of 
stone, placed according to the purifying of 
the Jews, holding each two or three measures. 
7 Jesus saith to them, ‘Fill the water-jugs 
with water : * and they filled them—unto the 
brim; a and he saith to them, 4 Draw out, 
now, and bear to the director of the apart¬ 
ment;’ and they bare. 

9 And as the director of the apartment 
tasted the water become wine, and knew not 
whence it is, (but the ministrants knew, who 
have drawn the water,) the director of the 
feast doth coll the bridegroom, 10 and saith to 
him, ‘Every man, at first, the good wine doth 
set forth; and when they may have drunk 
freely, then the inferior; thou didst keep the 
good wine till now/ 

11 This beginning of the signs did Jesus 
in Cana of Galilee, and manifested his glory, 
and his disciples believed in him; 12 after 
this he went down to Capernaum, he, and his 
mother, and his brethren, and his disciples; 
and there they remained not many days. 

13 And the passover of the Jews was nigh, 
and Jesus went up to Jerusalem, 14 and he 
found in the temple those selling oxen, and 
sheep, and doves, and the money-changers 
sitting, 18 and having made a whip of small 
cords, he put all forth out of the temple, also 
the sheep, and the oxen; and of the money¬ 
changers he poured out the coins, and the 
tables he overthrew, 10 and to those selling 
the doves he said, ‘Take these things hence: 
make not the house of my Father a house of 
merchandise/ 

17 And his disciples remembered that it is 
written, ‘ The zeal of Thy house did eat me 
up;’ 13 the Jews then answered and said to 
bun, ‘What sign dost thou Bhew to us—that 
thou dost these things?’ 19 Jesus answered and 
said to them, 4 Destroy this sanctuary, and in 
three days I will raise it up/ 

20 The Jews, therefore, said, 4 Forty and six 
years was this sanctuary building, and wilt 
thou iu three days raise it up?’ 21 but he spake 
concerning the sanctuary of his body; 23 when, 
then, he was raised out of the dead, his dis¬ 
ciples remembered that he said this to them, 
and they believed the Writing, and the word 


that Jesus said. 23 And as he was in Jeru¬ 
salem, in the passover, in the feast, many be¬ 
lieved in his name, beholding his signs that he 
was doing • 24 and Jesus himself was not trust¬ 
ing himself to them, because cl his knowing 
all men, 25 and because he had no need that 
any should testify concerning inan, for he 
himself was knowing what was in man. 

IIL X AND there was a man of the Phari¬ 
sees, Nicodemus his name, a ruler of the Jews, 
2 this one came unto him by night, and said 
to him, 4 Rabbi, we have known that from 
God thou hast come—a teacher, for no one 
these signs is able to do that thou dost, if 
God may not be with him.’ 

3 Jesus answered and said to him, ‘ Verily, 
verily, I say to thee. If any one may not Be 
born from above, he is not able to see the 
reign of God;’ 4 Nicodemu3 saith unto him, 
4 How is a man able to be born, being old? is 
he able into the womb of his mother a second 
time to enter, and to be born?’ 

5 Jesus answered, ‘Verily, verily, I say to 
thee, If any one may not be born of water, and 
the Spirit, he is not able to enter into the 
reign of God* 6 that which hath been born of 
the flesh is flesh, and that which hath been 
born of the Spirit is spirit. 

7 4 Thou mayest not wonder that I said to 
thee, It behoveth you to be born from above- 
8 the Spirit where he willeth doth blow, ana 
his voice thou dost hear, but thou hast not 
known whence he cometh, and whither he 
goeth; thus is every one who hath been born 
of the Spirit/ 

0 Nicoaemus answered and said to him, 
4 How are these things able to happen?' 
10 Jesus answered and said to him, 4 Thou art 
the teacher of Israel—and these things thou 
dost not know I 

114 Verily, verily, I say to thee—What ws 
have known we speak, and what we have 
seen we testify, and our testimony ye do 
not receive; 12 if the earthly things I said to 
you, and y* do not believe, how, if I shall 
say to you the heavenly things, will ye believe? 
13 and no one hath gone up to the heaven, ex¬ 
cept he who out of the heaven came down— 
the Son of Man who is in the heaven. 

14 ‘ And as Moses did lift up the serpent in 
the wilderness, so it behoveth the Son of Man 
to be lifted up, 15 that every one who is be¬ 
lieving in him may not perish t but may have 
life age-during, ^for God did bo love the 
world, that His Son—the only begotten—He 
gave, that every one who is believing in him 
may not periBh, but may have life age-during. 

l ' 4 For God did not send His Sou to the 
world that he may judge the world, but that 
the world maybe saved through him; 18 he 
who is believing in him is not judged, but he 
who is not believing hath been judged already, 
because he hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God. 

10 4 And this is the judgment, that the light 
hath come to the world, and men did love 
the darkness rather than the light, for their 
works were evil; 20 for every one who is do¬ 
ing wicked things hateth the light, and doth 
not come unto the light, that his works may 
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not be detected; 21 but he who is doing the 
truth doth come to the light, that his works 
may be manifested, that in God they are hav¬ 
ing been wrought.’ 

M After these things came Jesus and his 
disciples to the land of Judea, and there he 
did tarry with them, and was baptizing; 23 and 
John was also baptiziug in Aenou, nigh to 
Salem, because there were mauy waters there, 
and they were coming and were being bap¬ 
tized— 24 for John was not yet cast into the 
prison— 1 “there arose theo a question from the 
disciples of John with some Jews about puri¬ 
fying, - >u and they came unto John, and Baidto 
him. * Rabbi, he who was with thee beyond the 
Jordan, to whom thou didst testify, lo. this 
one is baptiziug, and all are coming unto him.’ 

27 John answered and said, ‘ A man is not 
able to receive anything, if it may not have 
been giveo him from the heaven ; 28 ye your¬ 
selves (lo testify to me that I said, lam not 
the Christ, but. that I am having been sent 
before him; 2y he who is having the bride is 
bridegroom, and the friend of the bridegroom, 
who is standiug and hearing him, with joy 
doth rejoice because of the voice of the bride¬ 
groom; this, then, my joy hath been fultilled. 

30 * Him it behoveth to increase, and me to 
become less; 31 he who from above is coming 
is above all; he who is from the earth, from 
the earth he is, aud from the earth he spealt- 
eth; he who from the heaven is coming is 
above all. 

32 ‘ Aud what he hath seen and heard this 
lie doth testify, and Ilia testimony none re- 
ceiveth ; 33 he who is receiving his testimony 
did seal that God is true • 84 for he whom God 
sent, the sayings of God lie speaketh; for not 
by measure doth God give the Spirit; 96 the 
Father doth love the Son, and all things hath 
given into his hand ; 38 he who is believing in 
the Son, hath life age-during; and he who is 
not believing the Son, shall not see life, but 
the wrath of God doth remain upon him,’ 

IV. 1 WHEN therefore the Lord knew that 
the Pharisees heard that Jesus more disciples 
doth make and baptize than Joliu, 2 (though 
indeed Jesus himself was not baptizing, but 
his disciples.) 3 he left Judea and went away 
again to Galilee, 4 and it was behoving him to 
go through Samaria. 

s He cometli, therefore, to a city of Samaria, 
called Sychar, near to the place that Jacob 
gave to Joseph his son; a and there was there 
a well of Jacob. Jesus therefore having been 
weary from the journeying, was sitting thus 
on the well; it was as it were the sixth hour; 
7 there cometh a woman out of Samaria to 
draw water. 

Jesus saith to her, ‘Give me to drink;’ 
0 for his disciples were gone away to the city, 
that they may buy victuals; 0 the Samaritan 
woman therefore saith to him, ‘ How dost 
thou, being a Jew, ask drink from me, being 
a Samaritan woman ?’ for Jews have no deal¬ 
ing with Samaritans. 

10 Jesus answered and said to her, ‘If tbou 
hadst known the gift of God, andwb.» it is 
who is saying to thee, Give me to drink, .hou 
GO 


wouldest have asked him, and he would have 
given thee living water.’ 

11 The woman saith to him, ‘^Sir. thou hast 
not even a vessel to draw with' aud the well 
is deep; whence, then, hast thou the living 
water? 12 Art tliou greater thau our father 
Jacob, who did give us the well, and himself 
out of it did drink, and his sons, and liis 
cattle?’ 

13 Jesus answered and said to her, ‘ Every 
one who is drinking of this water shall thirst 
again* 14 but whoever may drink of the water 
that I will give him, may not thirst—to the 
age ; and the water that I will give him shall 
become in him a well of water, springing up 
to life age-during.’ 

15 The woman saith unto him, * Sir, give me 
this water, that I may uot thirst, nor come 
hither to draw.’ 10 Jesus saith to her, 'Go, 
call thy husband, and come hither;’ 17 the 
woman answered aud said, ‘I have not a 
husband.’ 

JesiiB saith to her, 1 Well didst thou say— 
A husband I have not; 18 for five husbands 
thou hast had,-and, now, he whom thou hast 
is not thy husbaud ; this hast thou said truly.’ 

13 The womau saith to him, ‘Sir, I perceive 
that thou art a prophet; 20 our fathers in this 
mountain did worship, and ye—ye say that in 
Jerusalem is the place where it behoveth to 
worship.’ 

21 Jesus saith to her, * Woman, believe me. 
that there doth come an hour, when neithei 
in this mountain, nor ill Jerusalem, shall ye 
worship the Father; 28 yc worship what yc 
have not kuown ; we worship what we have 
known, because the salvation is of the JewB; 
23 but, there cometh an hour, and it now i^ 
when the true worshippers will worship the 
Father in spirit aud truth, for the Father also 
doth seek such to worship him ; 24 God is a 
Spirit, and those worshipping Him, in spirit 
and truth it doth behove to worship.’ 

2S The woman saith to him, 4 1 have known 
that Messiah doth come, who is called Christ, 
when that one may come, he will tell us all 
things;’ 28 Jesus saith to her, ' I am he, who 
am speaking to thee.’ 

27 Aud upon this , came his disciples, and 
were wonderiug that with a woman he was 
speaking, no one, however, said, ‘What seek- 
est thou?’ or ‘WTiy speakest thou with her?’ 

28 The womau then left her water-iug, and 
went away to the eity, aud saith to the men, 
28 * Come, Bee a man, who told me all things— 
as many as I did: is this the Christ?’ at, lLey 
went forth therefore out of the city, aud were 
coming unto him. 

3J And in the meanwhile his disciples were 
asking him, saying, ‘Rabbi, eat:’ 32 and he 
said to them, 4 1 have food to eat that ye lmve 
uot known.’ 33 The disciples theD saia one to 
another, ‘Did any one bring him anything to 
eat?’ 34 Jesus Baith to them, ‘My food is, 
that I may do the will of Him who sent me, 
aDd may finish His work; 33 do not say that 
it is yet four months, and the harvest cometh; 
lo, I say to you, Lift up your eyes, and see the 
fields, that they are white unto harvest already. 

M ‘ And he who is reaping doth receive a re* 
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ward, and doth gather fruit to life age-during, 
that both he who is sowing and he who is reap¬ 
ing may rejoice together; 37 for in this the 
saying is the true one, that one is the sower 
and another the reaper. 38 1 sent you to reap 
that on which ye have not laboured; others 
laboured, and yeinto their labour have entered, 

33 And from that city many believed in him, 
of the Samaritans, because of the word of the 
woman testifying,—‘He told me all things—as 
many as t did..’ 40 When, then, the Samaritans 
came unto him, they were asking him to re¬ 
main with them, and he remained there two 
days; 41 and many more did believe because 
of his word, 42 and said to the woman—‘No 
more because of thy speaking do we believe; 
for we ourselves have_ heard and known that 
this is truly the Saviour of the warld—the 
Christ.’ 

43 And after the two days he went forth 
thence, and went away to Galilee, 44 for Jesus 
himself testified that a prophet in his own 
country shall not have honour; -“when then, 
he came to Galilee, the Galileans received him, 
having seen all things that he did in Jerusalem 
in the feast—for they also went to the feast. 

46 _Jesus came, therefore, again to Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine, and 
there was a certain courtier, whose sou was 
ailing in Capernaum^ 47 he, having heard that 
Jesus is come out of Judea to Galilee, went 
away unto him, and was asking him that he 
may come down and may heal his son, for he 
was about to die. 

48 Jesus then said unto him, ‘If Bigns and 
wonders ye may not see, ye will not believe.’ 
43 The courtier saith unto him, 4 Sir, come down 
before my child die;’ M Jesus saith to him, 
‘Be going on; thy son doth live.’ 

Aud the man believed the word that Jesus 
said to him, and was going on, 61 aud he now 
going down, his servants met him, and told, 
saying—‘Thy child doth live ;’ 52 he inquired 
then of them the hour in which he became 
better, and they said to him—‘Yesterday at 
the seventh hour the fever left him;’ 53 then 
the father knew that it was in that hour in 
which Jesus said to him—* Thy son doth live, ’ 
and he himself believed, and his whole house; 
64 this again a second, sij^n did Jesus, having 
come out of Judea to Galilee. 

V. 1 AFTER these things there was a feast 
of the Jews, and Jesus went up to Jerusalem, 
a and there is in Jerusalem by the sheep-^ai€ 
a pool that is called in Hebrew Bethesda, hav¬ 
ing five porches, 3 in these were lying a great 
multitude of the ailing, blind, lame, withered, 
waiting for the moving of the water, 4 for 
a messenger at a set time was going down in ! 
the pool, and was troubling the water, the 
first then having goDe in after the troubling 
of the water, became whole of whatever sick¬ 
ness he was held. 

3 And there was a certain man there being 
in ailment thirty and eight years, c him Jesus 
having seen lying, and having known that 
he is already a loug time, he saith to him, 

* Dost thou wish to become whole?’ 

7 The ailing man answered him, 4 Sir, I have 


no man, that, when the water may be troub¬ 
led, he may put me into the pool, and while I 
am coming, another doth go down before me.’ 

8 Jesus saith to him, ‘Rise, take up thy 
couch, and be walking;’ 9 and immediately 
the man became whole, and he took up his 
couch, and was walking, and it was a sabbath 
on that day, 10 the Jews then said to him that 
hath been healed, 4 It is a sabbath; it is not 
lawful to thee to take up the couch.’ 

11 He answered them, 4 He who made me 
whole—that one said to me, Take up thy 
eouch, and he walking;’ 12 they questioned 
him, then, 4 Who is the man who is saying to 
thee, Take up thy couch and be walking?’ 
13 But he that was healed had not known who 
he is, for Jesus did move away, a multitude 
bein" in the place, 

14 After these things, Jesus findeth him in 
the temple, and said to him, 4 Lo, thou hast 
become whole; sin no more, lest something 
worse may happen to thee.’ 

13 The man went away, and told the Jews 
that it is Jesus who made him whole, 16 and 
because of this were the Jews persecuting 
Jesus, and seeking to kill him, because these 
things be was doing on a sabbath. 

17 And Jesus answered them, ‘ My Father 
till now doth work, and I work;' 18 because 
of this, then, were the Jews seeking the more 
to kill him, because not onlv was he breaking 
the sabbath, but be also called God his own 
Father, making himself equal to God. 

19 Jesus therefore responded and said to 
them, ‘Verily, verily, I say to you, The Son 
is not able to do anything of himself, if he 
may not see the Father doing anything; for 
whatever things He may do, these also the 
Son in like manner doth; 20 for the Father 
doth love the Son, and doth shew to him all 
things that He himself doth; and greater 
works than these He will shew him, that ye 
may wonder. 

21 ‘For, as the Father doth raise the dead, 
and doth mako alive, 60 also the Son doth 
make alive whom he willeth; 22 for neither 
doth the Father judge any one, but all the 
judgment He hath given to the Son, 23 that 
all may honour the Son according as they 
honour the Father; he who is not honouring 
the Son, doth not honour the Father who 
sent him. 

24 ‘Verily, verily, 1 say to you—He who is 
hearing my word, and is believing Him who 
sent me, hath life age-during, and to judg¬ 
ment be doth not come, but hath passed out 
of the death to the life. 

25 ‘Verily, verily, I say to you—There com- 
eth an hour, and it now is, when the dead shall 
hear the voice of the Son of God, and those 
having heard shall live; 20 for, as the Father 
hath life in himself, so He gave also to the 
Son to have life in himself, 27 and authority 
He gave him also to do judgment, beeause he 
is Son of Man. 

23 ‘Wonder not at this, because there doth 
come an hour in which all those iu the tombs 
shall hear his voice, 29 and they shall come 
forth; those who did the good things to a 
rising again of life, and those who practised 
the evil things to a rising again of judgment. 

e7 
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M ‘I am not able of myaelf to do anything; 
according os I hear I judge, and my judg¬ 
ment is nghteoua, because I seek not my own 
will, but the will of the Father who sent me. 

81 ‘ If I testify concerning myself, my testi¬ 
mony is not true j 33 another there is who is 
testifying concerning me, and I have known 
that the testimony that he doth testify con¬ 
cerning me is true; 33 ye have sent unto John, 
and he hath testified to the truth. 

34 ‘ But I do not receive testimony from 
man, but these things I say that ye may be 
saved; 33 he was the burning and shining 
lamp, and ye did will to be glad, for an hour, 
in his light. 

38 ‘ But I have the testimony greater than 
John’s, for the works that the Father gave 
me, that I might finish them, the works them¬ 
selves that I do, they testify concerning me, 
that the Father hath sent me. 

37 ‘And the Father who sent me Himself 
hath testified concerning me ; ye have neither 
heard His voice at any time, nor His appear¬ 
ance have ye seen; 38 and His word ye nave 
not remaining in you, because whom He sent, 
him ye do not believe. 

39 ‘ Ye search the WritingBj because ye think 
in them to have life age-dunug, and these are 
they that are testifying concerning me; 40 and 
ye do uot will to come nnto me, that ye may 
nave life; 41 glory from man I do not receive, 
42 but I have known you, that the love of Gocl 
ye have not in yourselves. 

43 ‘ I have come in the name of my Father, 
and ye do not receive me; if another may 
come in his own name, him ye will receive; 
44 how are ye able—ye—to believe, glory from 
one another receiving, and the glory that w 
from God alone ye seek not? 

45 1 Do not think that I will accuse you unto 
the Father; there is who is accusing you, 
Moses—in whom ye have hoped.: 48 for if ye 
were believing Moses, ye would have beeu 
believing me, for he wrote concerning me; 
47 but if bis writings ye believe not, bow shall 
yo believe my sayings?’ 

VL 1 AFTER these things Jesus went away 
beyond the sea of Galilee (of Tiberias), 3 and 
there was following him a great multitude, 
because they were seeing his signs that he 
was doing on the ailing; 3 and Jesus went up 
to the mount, and he was there sitting with 
his disciples, 4 and the passover was nigh, the 
feast of the Jews. 

°JeBUsthen having lifted up his eyes and 
having seen that a great multitude doth come 
to him, saith unto P hili p, ‘Whence shall we 
buy loaves, that these may eat ?’— 0 and this he 
said, trying him, for he himself had known 
what he was about to do. 

7 Philip answered him, * Two hundred de- 
naries’ worth of loaves are not sufficient to 
them, that each of them may receive some 
little;’. 8 one of his disciples—Andrew, the 
brother of Simon Peter—saith to him, 9 ‘ There 
is one little lad here who hath five barley 
loaves, and two fishes, but these—what are 
they to so many?’ 

10 And Jesus said, ‘Make the men to eit 
downand there was much grass in the 


place, the men then sat down, in number, as 
it were, five thousand, “and Jesus took the 
loaves, and having given thanks^he distributed 
to the disciples, and the disciples to those re¬ 
clining, in like manner, also of the little fishes 
as much as they wished. 

13 And when they were filled, he saith to 
his disciples, * Gather together the broken 
pieces that are over, that nothiu^may be lost; 
43 they gathered together, therefore, aud filled 
twelve hand-baskets with broken pieces, from 
the five barley loaves that were over to those 
having eaten. 

14 The men, then, having seen the sign that 
Jesus did, said—‘This is truly the Prophet, 
who is coming to the world;’ Jesus, there- 
fore, having known that they are about to 
come, and to take him by force that they 
may make him king, retired agaiu to the 
mountain himself alone. 

10 Aud when evening came, his disciples 
went down to the sea, 17 and Laving entered 
into the boat, they were going over tho sea to 
Capernaum, and darkness bad already come, 
ana Jesus bad not come unto them, 18 the sea 
also—a great wind blowing—was being raised, 

having pushed onwards, therefore, about 
twenty-five or thirty furlongs, they behold 
Jesus walking on the sea, ana coming nigh to 
the boat, and they were afraid; ‘“ana ho 
saith to them, ‘ I am he, be not afraid;' 21 they 
were willing then to receive him into the boat, 
and immediately the boat came unto the land 
to which they were going. 

33 On the morrow, the multitude that wai 
standing on the other side of the sea, having 
seen that there was no other little boat thero 
except one—that into which his disciples en¬ 
tered—and that Jesus went not in with his 
disciples into the little boat, but his disciples 
went away alone, 23 (and other little boats 
came from Tiberias, nigh the place where 
they did eat the bread, the Lord having given 
thanks), 24 when therefore the multitude saw 
that Jesus is not there, nor bis disciples, they 
also themselves did enter into the boats, and 
came to Capernaum seeking Jesus; 28 and 
having found him on the other aide of the Bea, 
they said to him, * Rabbi, when hast thou 
come hither?' 

20 Jesus answered them and said, ‘Verily, 
verily, I say to you. Ye seek me, not because 

J ’e saw signs, but because ye did eat of the 
oaves, and were satisfied; 57 work not for the 
food that is perishing, but for the food that 
is remaining to life age-during, which the Son 
of Man will give to you, for him did the 
Father seal —even God.’ 

38 They said therefore unto him, ‘.What may 
we do that we may work the works of God?' 
29 Jesus answered and said to them, ' This is 
the work of God, that ye may believe in him 
whom He did send.’ 

80 They said therefore to him, ' What sign, 
then, dost thorn that we may see and may be¬ 
lieve thee? what dost thou work? 8 *our 
fathers the manna did eat in the wilderness, 
according as it is having been written, Bread 
out of the heaven He gave them to eat.’ 
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■■Jesus, therefore, said to them, 4 Verily, 
verily, I say to you, MoBeg did not give you 
the bread out of the heaven; but my Father 
doth give you the true bread out of the hea¬ 
ven; 33 for the bread of God is that which is 
coming down out of the heaven, and giving 
life to the world.’ 84 They said, therefore, 
unto him, ‘ Sir, always give us this bread.’ 

83 And Jesus said to them, ‘I am the bread 
of the life; he who is coming unto me may 
not hunger, and he who ia believing in me 
may not thirst—at any time; 39 but I said to 
you, that ye also have seen me, and ye believe 
not; 37 all that the Father doth give to me 
will come unto me; and him who ia coming 
unto me, I may in no wise cast without, 
38 because I have come down out of the hea¬ 
ven, not that I may do my will, but the will 
of Him who sent me. 

39 4 And this is the will of the Father who 
sent me, that all that He hath given to me 
I may not lose of it, but may raiso it up in 
the last day; 40 and this is the will of Him who 
sent me. tnat every one who is beholding the 
Son, ana is believing in him, may have life age- 
during, and I will raise him up in the last day.’ 

4: The Jews, therefore, were murmuring at 
him, because he said, 4 1 am the bread that 
came down out of the heaven;' 4a and they 
said, ‘Is.not this Jesus, the son of Joseph, 
whose father and mother we have known ? 
how then eaith this one—Out of the heaven I 
have come down V 

43 Jesus answered, therefore, and said to 
them, 4 Murmur not one with another : 44 no 
one is able to come unto me, if the Father 
who sent me may not draw him, and I will 
false him up in the last day; 45 it is having been 
written in the prophets, And they shall be all 
taught of God; every one therefore who heard 
from the Father, and learned, cometh to me; 
46 not that any one hatli seen the Father^except 
he who is from God, he hath seen the Father. 

47 4 yerily, verily, 1 say to you. He who is 
believing in me, hath life age-during; 48 1 am 
the bread of the life; 40 your fathers did eat 
the manna in the wilderness, and they died; 
69 this iB the bread that out of the heaven is 
coming down, that any one may eat of it, and 
not die. 

Sl 4 1 am the living bread that came down 
out of the heaven; if any one may eat of this 
bread he shall live—to the age; and the bread 
also that I will give is mv flesh, that I will 
give for the life of the world,’ 

02 The Jews, therefore, were striving with 
one another, saying, ‘How is this one able to 
give us his flesh to eat?’ 93 Jesus, therefore, 
said to them, ‘Verily, verily, 1 say to you, If 
ye may not eat the flesh of the Son of Man, 
and may not drink his blood, ye have no life 
in yourselves; 94 he who is eating my flesh, 
and is drinking my blood, hath life age-dur¬ 
ing, and I will raise him up in the last day; 
50 for my flesh truly is food, and my blood 
truly is drink ; 09 he who is eating my flesh, 
and is drinking my blood, doth remain iu me, 
and I in him. 

97 4 According as the living Father sent me, 


aud I live because of the Father, he also who 
is eating me, even that one Bball live because 
of me; 68 this is the bread that came down 
out of the heaven ■ not as your fathers did eat 
the manna, and died; he who is eating this 
bread shall live—to the age.’ 

99 These things he said iu a synagogue, 
teaching in Capernaum; ,!0 many, therefore, of 
his disciples having heard, said, ‘This word 
is hard; who is able to hear it?’ 

61 And Jesus having known in himself that 
his disciples are murmuring about this, said 
to them, ‘Doth this stumble yon? if then 
ye may behold the Son of Man going up 
where he was before? 03 the spirit it is tlial 
is giving life; the flesh doth not profit any¬ 
thing; the sayings that I speak to you arc 
spirit, and they are life; 64 but there are cer¬ 
tain of you who do not believe;’ for Jesu? 
had known from the beginning who they are 
who are not believing, and who is lie who will 
deliver him up, 05 and he said, 4 Because ol 
this I have said to you—No one is able to 
come unto me, if it may not have been given 
him from my Father.’ 

60 From this time many of his disciples wenf 
away backward, and were no more walking 
with him, 07 Jesus, therefore, said to the 
twelve, ‘Do ye also -wish to go away?] 68 Si¬ 
mon Peter, therefore, answered him, 4 Sir, un¬ 
to whom shall we go? thou hast sayings of 
life age-during; 09 and we have believed, and 
we have known, that thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.’ 

70 Jesus answered them, ‘Did notlchooso 
you—the twelve? and of you—one is a devil. 
'* Arid he spake of Judas, Simon’s son , Isca¬ 
riot, for lie was about to deliver him up, being 
one of the twelve. 

VIL 1 AND Jesus was walking after these 
things in Galilee, for he did not wish to wall; 
in Judea, because the Jews were seeking ta 
kill him, 2 and the feast of the Jews was nigh 
—that of tabernacles— 3 hiB brethren, there¬ 
fore, said unto him, ‘ Remove hence, and go 
away to Judea, that thy disciples also may 
behold thy works that thou dost; 4 for no 
one in secret doth anything, and himself seek- 
eth to be in public; if thou dost these things 
—manifest thyself to the world;’ 6 for not 
even were his brethren believing in him. 

6 Jesus, therefore, saith to them, 4 My time 
is not yet present, but your time is always 
ready; 7 the world is not able to hate you, 
but me it doth hate, because I testify concern¬ 
ing it that its works are evih 8 Ye—go ye up 
to this feast; I do not yet go up to this feast, 
because my time hath not yet been fulfilled ;’ 
0 and Baying these things to them, he remained 
in Galilee. 

10 And when his brethren went up, then also 
he himself went up to the feast, not mani¬ 
festly, but as in secret; 11 the Jews, there¬ 
fore, were seeking him. in the feast, and said, 
‘Where is that one?’ 12 and there was much 
murmuring about him among the multitudes, 
some indeed said— 4 He is good;’ and others 
said, ‘No, but he leadeth astray the multi¬ 
tude;* 13 no one, however, was speaking freely 
about him, through fear of the .lews, 

69 
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14 And it being now the middle of the feaab, 
.Tesus went mi to the temple, and he was teach¬ 
ing, 15 and the Jews were wondering, saying. 
How hath this one known letters—not hav¬ 
ing learned?’ 

16 Jeaus answered them and said, ‘My teach¬ 
ing is not mine, but Hia who sent me; 17 if 
any one may will to do Hia will, he shall know 
mncerning the teaching, whether it ia of God, 
or—I do speak from myself. 

18 ‘He who ia speaking from himself hia 
own glory doth seek, but he who ia seeking 
the glory of him who sent him, this ODe is 
true, and unrighteousness is not in him: 
J hath not Moaea given you the law? ana 
none of you doth the law; why me do ye Beck 
to kill?* 

*°The multitude answered and aaid, ‘Thou 
hast a demon, who doth seek to kill thee?’ 
s; Jesus answered and said to them, ‘ One 
work I did, and ye all wonder 32 because of 
this, Moses hath given to you the circumcis¬ 
ion—not that it ia of Moaea, but of the fathers 
—and on a sabbath ye circumcise a man; 
23 if a man doth receive circumcision on a sab¬ 
bath that the law of Moses may not be broken, 
are ve wroth with me that I made a man all 
whole on a 6abbath? 44 judge not according to 
appearance, but the righteous judgment judge.’ 

26 Certain, therefore, of the Jerusalemites 
said, 4 Is not this he whom they are seeking 
to kill? 39 and, lo, he doth apeak freely, ana 
they say nothing to him; did the rulers at all 
know truly that this is truly the Christ? 
37 but this one—we have known whence he is; 
and the Christ, when he doth come, no one 
doth know whence he is.’ 

38 Jesus cried, therefore, in the temple, 
teaching and saying, ‘ Ye have both known 
me, anu ye have known whence I am; and 1 
have not come of myself, but He who sent 
me is true, whom ye have not known ; 38 and 
I have known Him, because I am from Him, 
and He did send me.’ 

30 They were seeking, therefore, to seize 
him, and no one laid the hand on him, because 
his hour had not yet come, 31 and many out 
of the multitude aid believe in him, and aaid 
—‘The Christ—when he may come—will lie 
do more signs than these that this one did?* 

32 The Pharisees heard the multitude mur¬ 
muring these things concerning him, and the 
Pharisees and the chief priests sent officers 
that they may take him ; 33 Jesus, therefore, 
said to them, ‘Yet a little time I am with you, 
and I go away unto Him who sent me ; 34 ye 
will seek me, and ye shall not find; and where 
L am, ye are not able to come.' 

85 The Jews, therefore, said among them¬ 
selves, ‘ Whither is thia one about to go that 
we shall not find him?—to the dispersion of 
the Greeks is he about to go? and to teach 
the Greeks; 89 what is thia word that he said, 
Ye will seek me, and ye shall not find? and. 
Where I am, ye are not able to come ? ’ 

37 And in the last, the great day of the 
feast, Jesus stood ana cried, saying, ‘If any 
one aoth thirst, let him come unto me and 
drink ; 38 he who is believing in me, according 
as the Writing said, Rivera out of his belly 
70 


shall flow of living water;’ 3y and this he said 
of theSpirit, which those believing in him were 
about to receive ; for not yet,\yas the Holy 
Spirit, because Jesus was not yet glorified. 

40 Many, therefore out of the multitude, 
having heard the word, said, 4 This is truly 
the Prophet;’ 41 others said, ‘This is the 
Christ;’ and others said, ‘ Why, out of Galilee 
doth the Christ come? 43 Did not the Writing 
say, that out of the seed of David, and from 
Bethlehem—the village where David was— 
theCliristdoth come?’ 43 A division, therefore, 
arose among the multitude because of him. 

44 And certain of them were willing to seize 
him, but uo one laid hands on him; 46 the 
officers came, therefore, unto the chief priests 
and Pharisees, and they said to them, ‘ Where¬ 
fore did ye not bring him?' 49 The officers 
answered, ‘ Never bo spake man—as this man.’ 

47 The Pharisees, therefore, answered them, 
* Have ye also been led astray? 48 did any one 
out of the rulers believe in him ? or out of the 
Pharisees? **but this multitude, that is not 
knowing the law, is accursed.’ 

30 Nicodemus saith unto them—he who came 
by nightunto him—being one of them, 31 ‘Doth 
our law judge the man, if it may not hear 
from him first, and know what he doth ?’ 

53 They answered and said to him, ‘Art 
thou also out of Galilee? search and see, that 
a prophet out of Galilee hath not risen ;* 53 and 
each one went on to his house, but Jesus went 
on to the mount of the Olives. 

YIll. 1 AND at dawn he came again to thi 
temple, 3 and all the people were coming unto 
him, and having Bat down, he was teaching 
them ; 3 and the scribes and the Pharisees 
bring unto him a woman having been taken 
in adultery, and having set her in the midst, 

4 they say to him, ‘Teacher, this womau was 
taken iu the very crime—committiug adul¬ 
tery, 3 and in the law, Moses did command 
us that such be stoned ; thou, therefore, what 
dost thou say?' 0 and thia they said, trying 
him, that they might have to accuse him. 

And Jesus, haying stooped down, with the 
finger he was writing on the ground, 7 and 
when they continued asking him, having bent 
himself back, he said unto them, ‘The sinless 
of you — let him first cast the stoue at 
her;’ 0 and again having stooped down, he was 
writing on the ground, D and they having heard, 
and by the conscience being convicted, were 
going forth one by one, having begun from the 
elders—unto the last • and Jesus was left alone, 
and the woman standing in the midst. 

10 And Jesus having bent liimself back, and 
having seen no one but the woman, said to 
her, ‘ Woman, where are those—thine ac¬ 
cusers? did no one pass sentence upou thee?’ 
11 and she said, ‘No one, Sir;’ and Jesus said 
to her, ‘ Neither do I pass sentence on thee ; 
be going on, and no more sin.’ 

13 Again, therefore, JeBus spake to them, 
saying, * I am the light of the world : he who 
is following me shall not walk in the darkness, 
but he shall have the light of the life.’ 

13 The Pharisees, therefore, said to him, 

4 Thou of thyself dost testify, thy testimony is

not true 14 Jesus answered and said to them, 
4 And if I testify of myself—my testimony is 
true, because I have known whence I came, 
and whither I go, and ye—ye have not known 
whence I come, or whither I go. 

15 ‘ Ye according to the flesh do judge; I do 
not judge any one, 10 and even if I do judge 
my judgment is true, because I am not alone, 
but I and the Father who sent me; 17 and also 
in your law it hath been written, that the 
testimony of two men are true; 18 I am one 
who is testifying of myself, and the Father 
who sent me doth testify of me.’ 

Jy They said, therefore, to him. ‘ Where is 
thy father?’ Jesus answered, ‘ Ye nave neither 
known me nor my Father: if me ye had 
known, my Father also ye had known.’ 

20 These sayings spake Jesus in the treasury, 
teaching in the temple, and no one seized him, 
because his hour had not yet come; 21 therefore 
said Jesus again to them, 4 1 go away, and ye 
will seek me, and in your sin ye shall die; 
whither I go away, ye are not able to come.’ 

22 The Jews, therefore, said, ‘Will he kill 
himself, because he saith, Whither I go away, 
ye are not able to come?' 2:1 and he said to 
them, ‘Ye are from beneath, I am from above; 
ye are of this world, I am not of this world; 
'* 4 1 said, therefore, to you, that ye shall die in 
your sins, for if ye may not believe that 1 am 
/'C, r ye shall die in your sins.’ 

25 They said, therefore, to him, 4 Thou—who 
art thou?’ and Jesus said to them, 4 Even 
what 1 did speak of to you at the beginning; 
- 8 mauy things I have to speak concerning you 
and to judge, but He who seut me is true, 
and I—what things I heard from Him—these 
1 say to the world.’ 

* 7 They knew not that of the Father he spake 
to them; 2b Jesus, therefore, said to them, 

‘ When ye may lift up the Sou of Man then ye 
will know that I am he; and of myself I do 
nothing, but according as my Father did teach 
me, these tilings I speak ; 29 and He who sent 
me is with me; the Father did not leave me 
alone, hecause I, the things pleasing to Him, 
do always.’ 

30 As lie is speaking these things, many be¬ 
lieved in him; 31 Jesus, therefore, said unto 
the Jews who believed in him. * If ye may re¬ 
main in mv word, truly my aisciples ye are, 
and ye shall know the truth, 32 and the truth 
shall make you free.’ 

33 They answered him, ‘Seed of Abraham 
we are; and to no one have we been servants 
at any time; how dost thou say—Ye Bhall be¬ 
come free?’ 

34 Jesus answered them, ‘Verily, verily, I 
say to you—Every one who is committing sin, 
is a servant of the ain, 35 and the servant doth 
not remain in the house—to the age, the son 
doth remain—to the age; 38 if then the son may 
make you free, in reality ye shall be free. 

37 4 1 have knowu that ye are seed of 
Abraham, blit ye seek to kill me, because 
my word hath no place in you; 38 1—that 
which I have seen with my Father do speak, 
and ye, therefore, that which ye have seen 
with your father—ye do.’ 


39 They answered and said to him, ‘ Our 
father is Abraham ; ’ Jesus saith to them, 4 If 
children of Abraham ye were, the works of 
Abraham ye were doing; 40 and now, ye seek 
to kill me—a man who hath spoken to you 
the truth I heard from God; this Abraham 
did not; 41 ye do the works of your father.’ 

They said, therefore, to him. ‘We of whore¬ 
dom have not been born; one Father we have 
—God;’ 42 Jesus then said to them, 4 If God 
were your father, ye were loving me, for 1 
came forth from God, and am come; for 
neither have I come of myself, blit He sent 
me; 43 wherefore do ye not know my s;ieech? 
because ye are not able to hear my word. 

44 4 Ye are of a father—the devil, and the 
desires of your father ye will to do; he was 
a manslayer from the beginning, and iD the 
truth he hath not stood, because there is no 
truth in him; when one may speak the false¬ 
hood, of his own he speaketn, because lie is a 
liar—also bis father. 

445 ‘And because I say the truth, ye do not 
believe me. 4li Wlio of you doth convict me 
of sin ? and if I speak truth, wherefore do ya 
not believe me ? 47 he who is of God, the say¬ 
ings of God he doth hear; because of this ye 
do not hear, because of God ye are not.’ 

48 The Jews, therefore, answered and said 
to him, 4 Do we not say well, that thou art 
a Samaritan, aud hast a demon?’ 43 Jesus 
answered, 4 1 have not a demon, but 1 honour 
my Father, and ye dishonour me ; 50 and 1 
do not seek my own glory; there is who is 
seeking aud is judging; 51 verily, verily, I say 
to you. If any one may keep my word, death 
be may not see—to the age.’ 

52 The Jews, therefore, said to him, 4 Now 
we have knowu that thou hast a demon; 
Abraham did die, and the prophets, aud thmi 
dost say, If any one may keep my word, he 
shall not taste of death—to tne age! 53 Art 
thou greater than our father Abraham, who 
died? aud the prophets died; whom dost thou 
make thyself?’ 

04 Jesus answered, 4 If I glorify myself, 
my glory is nothing; it is my Father who is 
glorifying me, of whom ye say that Ho is your 
God; 55 and ye have not known Him, and I 
have known Him, and if I say that 1 have not 
known Him, I shall be like you—speaking 
falsely; but I have knowu Him, and His 
word I keep; 66 Abraham, vour father, was 
glad that he might see my day; and he saw, 
and did rejoice.’ 

57 The Jews, therefore, said unto him, ‘Thou 
art not yet fifty years old, and Abraham hast 
tliou seen?’ 58 Jesus said to them, ‘Verily, 
verily, I say to you, Before Abraham’s com¬ 
ing—lam; 59 they took up, therefore, stones 
that they may cast at him, but Jesus kid him* 
belf, and went forth out of the temple, going 
through the midst of them, and so passed by. 

IX. 1 AND passing by, he saw a man blind 
from birth, 2 and his disciples asked him, 
saying, 4 Rabbi, who did sin, this one or his 
parents, that he should be born blind?’ 3 Je¬ 
sus answered, 4 Neither did this one siu nor 
his parents, but that the works of God may 
be manifested in him; 4 it behoveth me to be 
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working the works of Him who sent me while 
it is day; night doth come, when no one is 
able to workwhen I am in the world, I 
am a light of the world.’ 

•These things saying, he spat on the ground, 
and made clay of the spittle, and rubbed the 
clay on the eyes of the blind man, and said to 
him, 7 * Go away, wash at the pool of Siloam,’ 
which is, interpreted, Sent. 

He went away, therefore, and did wash, 
and came seeing; 8 the neighbours, therefore, 
and those seeing him before, that he was 
blind, said, 4 Is not this he who is sitting and 
begging?’ 9 others said—‘ This is he:' and 
others— 4 He is like to him;’ he himself said, 
— 4 1 am he .’ 

10 They said, therefore, to him, 4 How were 
thine eyes opened ?' 11 he answered and said. 
4 A man called Jesus made clay, and rubbeci 
my eyes, and said to me, Go away to the 
pool of Siloam, and wash; and having gone 
away and having washed, I reoeived eight;’ 
ia they said, therefore, to him, 4 Where is that 
one?’ he eaith, 4 1 have not known.’ 

13 They bring him to the Pharisees who once 
was blind, 14 and it was a sabbath when Jesus 
made the clay, and opened his eyes. 13 Again, 
therefore, the Pharisees also were asking him 
now he received sight, and he said to them, 

4 Clay he did put upon my eyes, and I did wash 
—and I see.’ 

16 Of the Pharisees, therefore, certain said, 
This man is not from God, because the sab- 

Dath lie doth not keep;’ others said, ‘How is 

man—a sinful one—able to do 6uch signs ?’ 
und there was a division among them. 

17 They said to the blind man again, 4 Thou 
—what dost thou flay of him—that he opened 
thine eyes V l8 and he said—‘He is a prophet.’ 

The Jews, therefore, did not believe con¬ 
cerning him that he was blind and did receive 
sight, till that they called the parents of him 
who received sight, 19 and they asked them, 
saying, 4 Is your eon, of whom ye say that he 
was born blind? how then now doth be flee ? ’ 

20 His parents answered them and said, 4 Wc 
have known that this is our eon, and that he 
was born blind; 21 and how he now seeth, we 
have not known ; or who opened his eyes, we 
have not known; himself is of age, ask him ; 
he himself Bhall speak concerning himself.’ 

22 These things said hie parents, because 
they were afraid of the Jews, for already had 
the Jews agreed together, that if any one may 
confess him—Christ, he may be put out of the 
synagogue; 23 because of this hie parents said 
— 4 He is of age, aBk him.' 

54 They called, therefore, a second time the 
man who was blind, and they said to him, 

‘ Give glory to God, we have known that this 
man is a sinner;’ 23 he answered, therefore, 
and said, 4 If he be a sinner—I have not known, 
one thing I have known, that, being blind, 
now I see.’ 

30 And they said to him again, 4 What did 
he to thee?’ how did he open tbine eyes?’ 
27 He answered them, 4 1 told you already, and 
ye did not hear; why again do ye wish to hear? 
do ye also wish to become his disciples?’ 
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28 They reviled him, therefore, and said, 
‘Thou art his disciple, and we are Moses 1 dri- 
ciplea; ®we ha v e known that Goaliath spoken 
to Moses, but this one—we have not known 
whence he is.’ 

30 The man answered and said to them, 
’ Why, in this is a wonderful thing, that ye 
have not known whence he is, and he opened 
my eyes! 31 and we have known that God 
doth not hear sinners, but, if any one may be 
a worshipper of God, and may do His will, 
him He doth hear ; 32 from the age it was not 
heard, that any one did open eyes of one who 
hath been born blind ; 33 if this one were not 
from God, he were not able to do anything. ’ 

34 They answered and said to him, 4 In sms 
thou wast born altogether, and thou dost 
teach us 1’ and they cast him forth without, 

33 Jesus heaH. that they cast him forth with¬ 
out, and having found him, he said to him, 
4 Dost thou believe in the Son of God ? ’ 36 he 
answered and said, ‘Who is he, sir, that I may 
believe in him ? ' 87 And Jesus said to him, 
‘Thou hast both seen him, and he who i» 
speaking with thee is he; ’ 38 and he said, ‘ J 
believe, sir,’ and bowed before him. 

89 And Jesus said, ‘For judgment I to this 
world did come, that those not seeing may 
see. and those Beemg may become blind.’ 

49 And those of the Pharisees who were 
with him heard these things, and they Baid to 
him, ‘ Are we also blind ? ’ 41 Jesus said to 
them, ‘ If ye were blind, ye were not having 
had sin, but now ye say—We see, therefore 
doth your sin remain. 

X. 1 ‘VERILY, verily, I Bay to you, He 
who is not entering through the door to the 
fold of the sheep, but is going up from another 
side, that one is a thief and a robber; a 'and 
he who is entering through the door is shep¬ 
herd of the sheep; 8 to this one the door¬ 
keeper doth open, and the sheep hear his 
voice, and his own sheep he doth call by 
name, and doth lead them forth ; 4 and when 
his own sheep he may put forth, before them 
ho goeth on, and the sheep follow him, be¬ 
cause they have known his voice; 6 and a 
stranger they will not follow, but will fico 
from him, because they have not known the 
voice of strangers.’ 

9 This similitude spake Jesus to them, and 
they knew not what the things were that 
he was speaking to them ; 7 Jesus said there¬ 
fore again to them, ‘Verily, verily, Isay to you 
—I am the door of the sheep ; 6 all. as many 
as came before me, are thieves and robbers, 
but the sheep did not hear them; 9 I am the 
door, through me if any one may come in. he 
shall be saved, and he shall come in, and go 
out, and find pasture. 

10 4 The thief doth not come, except that he 
may steal, and kill, and destroy; I came that 
they may have life, and mayh avert abundantly, 

11 4 1 am the good shepherd; the good shep¬ 
herd his life layeth down for the sheep ; Ja and 
the hireling, and not being a shepherd, whose 
own the sneep are not, doth behold the wolf 
coming, and cloth leave the Bheep, and doth 
flee; and the wolf catcbeth them, and scat¬ 
tered) the sheep; 13 and the hireling doth floe 
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because he is an hireling, and is not caring 
for the sheep. 

14 ‘ I am the good shepherd, and I know my 
sheep, and am known by mine, 18 according as 
the Father doth know me, and I know the 
Father, and my life I lay down for the sheep, 
16 and other sheep 1 have that are not of this 
fold, these also it behoveth me to bring, and 
my voice they will hear, and there shall be¬ 
come one flock—one shepherd. 

17 * Because of this doth the Father love me, 
because I lay down mv life, that again I may 
take it; 10 no one doth take it from me, but 1 
lay it down of myself; authority I have to 
lay it down, and authority 1 have again to take 
it; this command I received from my Father.’ 

10 Therefore, again, there came a division 
among the Jews, because of these words, 
20 and many of them said, ‘ He hath a demon, 
and is mad, why do yehearhim?’ 21 others said, 
4 These sayingB are not those of a demoniac; 
is a demon able blind men’s eyes to open ? ’ 

22 And the dedication in Jerusalem came, 
and it was winter, 23 and Jesus was walking 
in the temple, in the porch of Solomon, 24 the 
Jews, therefore, came round about him, and 
said to him, ‘Till when our soul dost thou 
hold in suspense? if thou art the Christ, tell 
us freely.’ 

25 Jesus answered them, 4 1 told you, and 
ye do not believe; the works that I do in the 
name of my Father, these testify concerning 
me; 2G but ye do not believe, for ye are not 
of my sheep, 27 according as I said to you: My 
sheep my voice do hear, and I know them, 
and they follow me. 28 and life age-during 1 
give to them, and tney shall not perish—to 
the age, and no one shall pluck them out of 
my hand; 29 my Father, who hath given to 
me, is greater than all, and no one is able to 
pluck out of the hand of my Father ; 30 1 and 
the Father are one.’ 

31 Therefore, again, did the Jews take up 
stones that they may stone him; 32 Jesus 
answered them, ‘ Many good works aid 1 shew 
you from my Father; because of which work 
of them do ye stone me?’ 38 The Jews answered 
him, saying, 4 For a good work we do not 
stone thee, but for evil speaking, and because 
thou, being a man, dost make thyself God.’ 

34 Jesus answered them, ‘ Is it not having 
been written in your law: I said, ye are gods ? 
33 if them he did call gods unto whom the word 
of God came, (and the Writingis not able to be 
broken,) 30 of him whom the Father did sanc¬ 
tify, and send to the world, do ye say—Thou 
speakest evil, because I said, Son of God I 
am? 37 if I do not the works of my Father, do 
not believe me ; 38 and if I do, e^ven if me ye 
may not believe, the works believe, that ve 
may know and may believe that in me is tne 
Father, and I in Him.’ 

40 Therefore were they seeking again to seize 
him, and he went forth out of their hand, 
10 and went away again to the other side of the 
Jordan,.to the place where John was at first 
baptizing, and remained there, 41 and many 
came unto him, and said—‘John, indeed, dia 
sign, and all things, as many as John said 


about this one were true;’ 42 and many did be¬ 
lieve in him there. 

XI. 1 AND there was a certain 0 De ailing, 
Lazarus, from Bethany, of the village-of Mary 
and Martha her sister— 2 and it was Mary who 
did anoint the Lord with ointment, and did 
wipe his feet with her hair, whose brother 
Lazarus was ailing— 3 therefore sent the sisters 
unto him, saying, ‘ Sir, lo, he whom thou dost 
love is ailing;’ 4 and JesuBhaving heard, said, 
‘This ailment is not unto death, but for the 
glory of God, that the Son of God may be 
glorified through it.’ 

6 And JesuB was loving Martha, and her 
Bister, and Lazarus, 0 wnen, therefore, lie 
heard that be is ailing, then indeed be re* 
mained in the place in which he was two days, 
7 then after this, he aaith to the disciples, 
4 We may go to Judea again;’ B the disoples 
say to him, ‘Rabbi, now were the Jews seek¬ 
ing to Btone thee, and again thou dost go 
thither I’ 

9 Jesus answered, ‘Are there not twelve 
hours in the day? if any one may walk in the 
day, he doth not stumble, because the light 
of this world he doth see; 10 and if any one 
may walk in the night, he stumbleth, because 
the light is not in him.’ 

J1 These things he said, and after this lie 
aaith to them, ‘Lazarus our friend hath fallen 
asleep, but I go on that I may awake him 
12 therefore said bis disciples, ‘ Sir, if he hath 
fallen asleep, he will be saved 13 but Jesus 
had spoken about his death, but they thought 
that about the repose of sleep he epeaketli. 

14 Then, therefore, Jesus said to them freely, 
‘Lazarus hath died; 16 and I rejoice, for 
your sake, (that ye may believe,) that I was 
not there; but we may go to him; ’ 1C there¬ 
fore said Thomas, who is called Didymus, to 
the fellow-disciples. ‘We may go—we also, 
that we may die witn him,’ 17 Jesus, therefore, 
having come, found him having been four 
days already in the tomb. 

10 And Bethany was nigh to Jerusalem, 
about fifteen furlongs off, 10 and many of the 
Jews had come unto Martha and Mary, that 
they might comfort them concern]Dg their 
brother ; 20 Martha, therefore, when she heard 
that Jesus doth come, met him, and Mary 
kept sitting in the house. 

24 Martha, therefore, said unto Jesus, ‘Sir, 
if thou hadst been here, my brother had not 
died; 22 but even now, I have known that 
whatever thou may eat ask of God, God will 
give to thee;’ 23 Jesus eaith to her, ‘Thy 
brother shall rise again.’ 

24 Martha eaith to him, * I have known that 
he will'rise again, in the rising again iu the last 
day; ’ '■“Jesus said to her,‘lam the rising 
again t and the life; he who is believing in me, 
even if he may die, Bhall live; 20 and every 
one who is living and believing in me shall 
not die—to the age; 27 believest thou this?’ 
she eaith to him, 4 Yes, sir, I have believed 
that thou art the Christ, the Sou of God, who 
is coming to the world.’ 

28 And these things having said, she went 
away, and called Mar^ her sister privately, 
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saying, ‘The Teacher is present, and doth call 
thee;’ ^she, when she heard, riseth up quick¬ 
ly, and doth come to him; 30 and Jesus had 
not yet como to the village, but was in the 
place where Martha met nim; 31 the Jews, 
therefore, who were with her in the house, 
and were comforting her, having seen Mary 
that she rose up. quickly and went forth, 
followed her, saying— 4 She doth go away to 
the tomb, that she may weep there.’ 

33 Mary, therefore, when she came where 
Jesus was, having seen him, fell at his feet, 
saying to him, 1 Sir, if thou hadst been here, 
mv brother had not died;’ 33 Jesus, therefore, 
when he saw her weeping, and the Jews who 
came with her weeping, did groan in the spirit, 
and troubled himself, and he said, 341 Where 
have ye laid him?’ they say to him, ‘Sir, come* 
and see;’ 35 Jesus wept. 

90 The Jews, therefore, said, ‘Lo, how he 
was loving him!’ 37 and certain of them said, 

‘ Was not this one, who did open the eyes of 
the blind man, able to cause that also this 
one might not have died ?' 

38 Jesus, therefore, again groaning in him¬ 
self, cometh to the tomb, and it was a cave, 
and a atone was lying upon it, 39 Jesus saith, 
‘Take ye away the stone; ’ the sister of him 
who hath died—Martha—saith to him, 4 Sir, 
already he stinketh, for he is four days dead 
4(1 Jesus saith to her, 4 Said I not to thee, that 
if thou may eat believe, thou shalt see the 
glory of Goa?* 

41 They took away, therefore, the stone 
where the dead was laid, and Jesus lifted his 
eyes upwards, and said, 4 Father, I thank 
Thee, that Thou didst hear me ; 42 and I knew 
that Thou always dost hear me, but, because 
of the multitude that is standing by, I said it, 
that -they may believe that Thou didst send 
me.’ 

43 And these things saying, with a loud 
voice he cried out, 4 Lazarus, come forth ; * 
44 and he who died came forth, being bound 
feet and hands with grave-clothes, and his 
visage with a napkin was bound about; Jesus 
saith to them, 1 Loose him, aud suffer to go.’ 

45 Many, therefore, of the Jews who came 
uuto Mary, and beheld what Jesus did, be¬ 
lieved in him; 40 but certain of them went 
away unto the Pharisees, and told them what 
Jesus did; 47 the chief priests, therefore, and 
the Pharisees, gathered, together a sanhedrim, 
and said, ‘What may we do? because this 
man doth many Bigns? 43 if we may let him 
alone thus, all will believe in him; and the 
Romans will come, and will take away both 
our place and nation.’ 

49 And a certain one of them, Caiaphas, be¬ 
ing chief priest of that year, said to them, 

4 Ye have not known anything, 50 nor reason 
that it is good for us that one man may die for 
the people, and not the whole nation perish.* 

31 And this be Baid not of himself, but being 
chief priest of that year, he did prophesy that 
Jesu9 was about to die for the nation, 62 and 
not for the nation only, but that also the 
children of God, who have been scattered 
abroad, he may gather together into one. 
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M From that day, therefore, they took counsel 
together that they may kill him; B4 Josus, 
therefore, was no more freely walking among 
the Jews, but went away thence to the region 
nigh the wilderness, to a city called Ephraim, 
and there he tarried with his disciples. 

Sft And the passover of the Jews was nigh, 
and many went lip to Jerusalem out of the 
country before the passover, that they might 
purify themselves; 00 they wereBeeking, there¬ 
fore, Jesus, and said one with another, stand¬ 
ing in the temple, ‘What doth appear to you 
—that he may not come to the feast?’ 57 and 
both the chief priests and the Pharisees had 
given a command, that if any one may know 
where he is, he may shew it, so that they may 
Beize him. 

XII. 1 JESUS, therefore, six days before 
the passover, came to Bethany, where was 
Lazarus, who had died, whom he raised outoi 
the dead; 2 they made, therefore, to him a sup- 

E er there, and Martha was ministering, and 
azarus was one of those reclining together 
(at meat) with him ; 9 Mary, therefore, having 
taken a pound of ointment of spikenard, of 
great price, anointed the feet of Jesus and did 
wipe with ner hair his feet, and the house was 
filled from the fragrance of the ointment. 

4 Therefore saith one of his disciples—Judas 
Iscariot, of Simon, who is about to deliver hiro 
up— 6 ‘Wherefore was not this ointment sold 
for three hundred denaries, and given to the 
poor?* 0 and he said this, not because he was 
caring for the poor, but because he was a thief, 
and had the bag, and what things were put in 
he was carrying. 

7 Jesus, therefore, said, ‘Suffer her; for the 
day of my embalming she hath kept it, 8 for the 
poor ye nave always with yourselves, and me 
ye have not always.' 

9 A great multitude, therefore, of the Jews 
knew that he is there, and they came, not be¬ 
cause of Jesus only, but that Lazarus also 
they may see, whom he raised out of the dead; 
10 and the chief priests took counsel, that also 
Lazarus they may kill, u because on ac¬ 
count of him manv of the Jews were going 
away, and were believing in Jesus. 

12 On the morrow, a great multitude that 
came to the feast, haviug heard that Jesus 
doth come to Jerusalem, 13 took the branches 
of the palms, and went forth to meet him, and 
were crying, 1 Hosanna, blessed is he who is 
coming in the name of the Lord—the king of 
Israel;’ 14 and Jesus having found a young 
ass did sit upon it. according as it is written, 
18 'Fear not, daughter of Sion, lo, thy king 
doth come, sitting on an ass' colt.’ 

16 And these things his disciples did not 
know at the first, but when Jesus was glorified, 
then they remembered that these things were 
having been written about him, and these 
things they did to him. 

17 The multitude, therefore, who are with 
him, were testifying that ho called Lazarus 
out of the tomb, and did raise-him out of the 
doad ; 10 because of this also did the multitude 
meet him, because they heard of his having

done this sign, 19 the Pharisees, therefore, said 
among themselves, ‘ Ye see that ye do not 
gain anything, lo, the world did go after him.’ 

20 And there were certain Greeks out of those 
coming up that they may worship in the feast, 
21 these then came near to Philip, who is from 
Bethsaida of Galilee, and were asking him, 
saying, ‘Sir, we wish to see Jesus j* 22 Philip 
cometh and telleth Andrew, and again Andrew 
and Philip tell Jesus. 

23 And Jesus responded to them, saying, ‘ The 
hour hath come that the Son of Man may be 
glorified ; 24 verily, verily, I say to you, if the 
grain of the wheat, having fallen to the earth, 
may not die, itself remaineth alone : and if it 
may die, it doth bear much fruit; M lie who is 
loving his life shall lose it, and he who is hat¬ 
ing his life, in this world—to life age-during 
shall keep it; 26 if any one may minister to me, 
let him follow me, and where I am, there also 
my ministrant shall be; and if any one may 
minister to me—honour him will the Father. 

27 ‘Now hath my soul been troubled, and 
what? shall I say—Father, save me from this 
hour?—but because of this I came to this hour; 
20 Father, glorify Thy name.’ 

There came, therefore, a voice out of the 
heaven, ‘I both glorified, and again I will 
glorify it;' 29 the multitude, therefore, having 
stood and heard, were saying that there 
hath been thunder; others said, ‘A messenger 
hath spoken to him.’ 

30 Jesus answered and said, ‘Not because 
of me hath this, voice come, but because of 
you: 31 now is a judgment of this world, now 
shall the. ruler of this world be cast forth; 
32 and I, if I may be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto myself.’ 

33 And this he said signifying by what death 
he was about to die ; 31 the multitude answered 
him, ‘ We heard cut of the law that the Christ 
doth remain--to the age; and how dost thou 
say, That it <jehovetli the Son of Man to be 
lifted up? who is this—the Son of Man?’ 

33 Jesus, therefore, said to them, * Yet a little 
time is the light with you; walk while ye 
have the light, that darkness may not over¬ 
take you; and he who is walking iu the 
darkness hath not known where he goeth; 
39 while ye have the light, believe in the light, 
that sons of light ye may become.’ 

These things spake Jesus, aud having gone 
away, he was hid from them, 37 yet he hav¬ 
ing done so many signs before them, they 
were not believing in him, 30 that the word 
of Isaiah the prophet might be fulfilled, which 
he said, 1 Lord, who gave credence to our re¬ 
port ? and the arm of the Lord—to whom was 
it rejyealed ?’ 

39 Because of this they were not able to 
bjieve, tha.t again Isaiah said, 40 ‘ He hath 
blinded their eyes, and hardened their heart, 
that they might not see with the eyes, and un¬ 
derstand with the heart, and turn back, and I 
might heal them;’ 41 these things said Isaiah, 
when he saw his glory, aud spake of him. 

42 Still, however, also out of the rulers did 
many believe iu him, but because of the Pha¬ 
risees they were not confessing, that they 


might notbeputout of the synagogue, 43 for 
they loved the glory of men more than the 
glory of God. 

44 And Jesus cried and said, ' He who is 
believing in me, doth not believe in me, but 
in Him who sent me ; 43 and he who is behold¬ 
ing me, doth behold Him who sent me ; 49 1 a 
light to the world have come, that every one 
who is believing in .me—in the darkness may 
not remain; 47 and if. any one may hear my 
sayings, and not believe, I—I do not judge 
him, for I came not that I might judge the 
world, but that I might save the world. 

48 ‘He who is rejecting me, and not receiving 
my sayings, hath one who is judging him, the 
word that I spake, that will judge him in the 
last day, ^because I spake not from myself, 
but the Father who sent me, He did give me 
a command, what I may say, aud what I may 
speak, 60 and I have known that His com¬ 
mand is life age-during; what, therefore, 1 
speak, according as the Father hath said to 
me, so I speak.’ 

XIII. 1 AND before the feast of the pass- 
over, Jesus knowing that his hour hath come, 
that he may remove out of this world uuto 
the Father, having loved his own who are in 
the world—to the end he loved them. 

2 And supper being come, the devil already 
having put it into the heart of Judas of Simon, 
Iscariot, that he may deliver him up, 3 Jesus 
knowing that all things the Father hath given 
to him—into his hands, and that from God ho 
came forth, and uuto Gk>d he goeth, 4 doth rise 
from the supper, and doth lay down his gar¬ 
ments, and having taken a towel, he girded 
himself j B afterward he putteth water into 
the basin, aud began to wash the feet of his. 
disciples, and to wipe with the towel with 
which he was beiug girded. 

u He cometh, therefore, uuto Simon Peter, 
and that one saith to him, ‘ Sir, tliou—dost 
thou wash my feet?’ 7 Jesus answered and 
said to him, ‘ That which I do thou hast not 
known now, but thou shalt know after these 
things; ’ d Peter saith to him, ‘ Thou mayest 
not wash my feet—to the age.’ 

Jesus answered him, ‘If I may not wash 
thee, thou hast no part with me;’ 9 Simon 
Peter saith to him, ‘ Sir, not my feet only, but 
also the hands and the head.’ 10 Jesus saith 
to him, ‘He who hath been bathed hath no 
need save to wash his feet, but he is clean 
altogether; and ye are clean, but not all;’ 
11 for he knew him who is delivering him up : 
because of this he said, 1 Ye are not all clean. 

12 Wheu, therefore, he washed their feet, 
and took his garments, having reclined (at 
meat) again, he said to them, ‘ Do ye know 
what I have done to yon ? 13 ye call me, The 
Teacher and The Lord, and ye say well, for 1 
am; 14 if then I did wash your feet—the Lord 
and the Teacher—ye also ought to wash one 
another's feet. 

16 4 For au example I gave to you, that, ac¬ 
cording as I did to you, ye also may do; 
10 verily, verily, 1 say to you, a servaut is not 
greater than his lord, nor an apostle greater 
than he who Bent him ; 17 if these things ye 
75 
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have known, happy are ve, if ve may do them; 
,8 uot concerning you all do I speak ; I have 
kDowu whom I chose for myself; but that the 
Writing may be fulfilled: He who is oatiu^ the 
bread with me, did lift up against me his heel. 

J0 ‘From this time I tell you, before its 
coming to pass, that, when it may come to 
pass, ye may believe that I am he ; 20 verily, 
verily, I say to you, he who is receiving 
whomsoever I may send, doth receive me ; 
aud he who is receiving me, doth receive Him 
who sent me.' 

21 These things having said,-Jesus was trou¬ 
bled in the spirit, and did testify, and said, 

‘ Verily, verily, I say to you, that one of you 
will deliver me up;’ 52 the disciples were 
looking, therefore, one at another, doubting 
concerning whom he speaketh. _ 

83 And there was one of his disciples reclin¬ 
ing (at meat) in the bosom of Jesus, whom 
Jesus was loving ; 24 Simon Peter, then, doth 
beckon to this one, to inquire who he may be 
concerning whom he speaketli, ^and that 
one having leant back on the breast of Jesus, 
respondeth to him, ‘Sir, who is it?’ 28 Jesus 
answereth, ‘That one it is to whom I. having 
dipped the morsel, shall give it;' and having 
dipped the morsel, he givetk it to Judas of 
Simon, Iscariot. 

27 And after the morsel, then the Adversary 
Altered into that oue, Jesus, therefore, saitn 
k> him, 'What thou dost—do quickly;’ 23 and 
none of those reclining at meat knew for what 
intent he said this to him, 29 for certain were 
thinking, since Judas had the bag, that Jesus 
saith to him, ‘Buy what we have need of for 
the feast; ’ or that he may give something to 
the poor; "having received, therefore, the 
morsel, that one immediately went forth, and 
it was night. 

31 When, therefore, he went forth, Jesus 
saith, ‘Now was the son of Man glorified, and 
God was glorified in him: 82 if God was glori- 
lied in him, God also will glorify him in Him¬ 
self; yea, immediately He will glorify him. 

3J ‘Little children, yet a little am I with 
you : ye will seek me, and, according as I said 
to the Jews--Whither 1 go away, ye are not 
able to come, to you also I do say it now. 

34 ‘ A new commandment I give to you. 
that ye love one another ; according as I did 
love you, that ye also love one another; 35 in 
this shall all know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye may have love one to another.’ 

3,i Simon Peter saith to him, ‘Sir, whither 
dost thou go away?’ Jesus answered him, 
‘ Whither I go away, thou art not able now to 
follow me, but afterward thou shalt followme.’ 

37 Peter saith to him, ‘Sir, wherefore am I 
not able to follow thee now? my life for thee 
I will lay down;’ 39 Jesus answered him, 
‘Thy life for me thou wilt lay down ! verily, 
verily, I say to thee, a cock will not crow till 
thou mayest deny me thrice.’ 

XIV. i ‘LET not your heart be troubled, 
believe in God, also in me believe; 2 intbe 
house of my Father arc many mansions ; and 
if not, I would have told you; I go on to pre- 
7C 


pare a place for you ; 8 and if I go on and pre¬ 
pare for you a place, again do I come, and 
will receive you unto myself, that wherolam 

f re also may be: 4 and whither I go away ye 
lave known, and the way ye have known.’ 

0 Thomas saith to him, ‘ Sir, we have not 
known whither thou goest away, and how are 
we able to know the way?’ 0 Jesus saith to 
him, * I am the way, and the truth, and the 
life, no one doth come unto the Fatlier, if not 
through me: 7 if ye had known me, my Father 
also ye would have known, and from this time 
ye have known Him, and have seen Him.’ 

8 Philip saith to him, ‘Sir, shew to us the 
Father, and it is enough for us ;’ 0 Jesus saith 
to him, ‘ So long time am I with you, and thou 
hast not known me, Philip? he who hath seen 
me, hath seen the Father ; and how dost thou 
say, Shew to us the Father? 10 Believest thou 
pot that I am in the Father, and the Father 
is in me? the sayings that I speak to you, 
from myBelf I Bpeak not, and the Father who 
is abiding in me, Himself doth the worltB: 
11 believe me, that I am in the Father, aurl 
the Father in me ; and if not, because of the 
works themselves, believe me. 

12 ‘Verily, verily. I say to you, lie who i? 
believing in me, the works that I do—that 
one also shall do, and greater than these he 
shall do, because I go on to my Father; 13 and 
whatever ye may ask in my name, I will do, 
that the Father in ay be glorified in the Sou ; 
11 if ye ask anything in my name I will do it. 

15 ‘ If ye love me, my commands keep, 10 and 
I will ask the Father, and another Comforter 
He will give to you, that he may remain with 
you—to the age; 17 the Spirit of truth, whom 
the world is not able to receive, because it 
doth not behold him, nor know him, and ye 
know him, because he doth remain with yon, 
and shall be in you. 

10 ‘ 1 will not leave you bereaved, I come 
unto you; 10 yet a little, and the world doth no 
more behold me, and ye behold me, because 
I live, and ye shall live: 20 in that day ye shall 
know that I am in my Father, and ye in me, 
and I iu you; 21 lie who is having my com¬ 
mands, ana is keeping them, that one it is 
who is loving, me, ana he who is loving me 
shall be loved by my Father, and I will love 
him, and will manifest myself to him.’ 

22 Judas saith to him, {not the Iscariot), 
‘Sir, what hath come to pass, that to us 
thou are about to manifest thyself, and not to 
the world?’ 

23 Jesus answered and said to him, 4 If any 
one may love me, my woi-d lie will keep, and 
my Father will love him, and unto him we will 
come, and abode with him we will make : 24 he 
who is not loving me, my words doth not freep; 
and the word tnat ye hear is not mine, but 
the Father’s who sent me. 

23 ‘These things I hare spoken to you, re¬ 
maining with you, 20 and the Comforter, the 
Holy Spirit, whom the Fatlier will send in 
my name, he will teach you all things, and re¬ 
mind you of all things that 1 said to you. 

27 ‘ Peace I leave to you; my peace 1 give to 
you, not according as the world doth give do 
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I Rive to you; let not your heart be troubled, 
nor let it be afraid; 20 ye heard that I said to 
you—I go away, and I come unto you; if ye 
did love me, ye would have rejoiced that 1 
said—I go on to the Father, because n y 
Father is greater than I, 

29 ‘ And now I have aaid it to you before it 
come to pass, that when it may come to pass, 
ye may believe; 30 1 will no more talk much 
with you, for the ruler of this world doth 
come, and in me he hath nothing; 31 but that 
the world may know that I love the Father, 
and according as theFather gave me command 
su L do; arise, we may go hence. 

XV. 1 * I AM the true vine, and my Father 
is the husbandman; 2 every branch in me not 
bearing fruit. He doth take it away, and every 
one bearing fruit, He doth cleanse bv pruning 
it, that it may bear more fruit; 3 already ye 
are clean, because of the word that I have 
spoken to you; 4 remain in me, and I in you, 
as the branch is not able to bear fruit of itself, 
if it may not remain in the vine, so neither ye, 
if ye may not remain in me. 

3 ‘ I am the viue, ye the branches; he who 
is remaining in me, and I in him, this one doth 
bear much fruit, because apart from me ye aro 
not able to do anything ; ® if any one may not 
remain in me, he was cast forth without as 
the branch, and was withered, and they gather 
them, and cast to fire, and they are burned; 
7 if ye may remain in me, and my sayings in 
you may remain, whatever ye may wish ye 
shall ask, and it shall be done to you. 

0 ‘ In this was my Father glorified, that ye 
may. bear much fruit, and ye shall become my 
disciples. 0 According as the Father did love 
me, I also loved you, remain in my love; 10 if 
my commandments ye may keep, ye shall re¬ 
main in my love, according as I the commands 
of my Father have kept, and do remain in His 
love; 11 these things I have 6poken to you, 
that my joy in you may remaiu, and your joy 
may he full. 

124 This is my command, that ye love one 
another, according as I did love you ; 13 greater 
love than this hath no one, that any one his 
life may lay down for his friends; 14 ye are my 
friends, if ye may do whatever I command 
you; 13 no more do I call you servants, because 
the servant hath not known what his lord 
cloth, and you I have called friends, because 
all things that 1 heard from my Father, I did 
make known to you. 

10 ‘Ye did not choose out me, but £ chose 
out you, aud did appoint you, that ye might go 
away, aud might bear fruit, aud your fruit 
might remain, that whatever ye may ask of 
the Father in my name, He may give you. 

17 * These things I command you, that ye 
love one auother; 10 if the world doth hate 
you, ye know that it hath hated me before 
you; '* J if of the world ye were, the world its 
own would have been loving, and because of 
the world ye are not-^but I chose out of the 
world—because of this the world hateth you. 

20 * Remember the word that I said to you, 
A rervant is not greater than his lord; if me 
the/ dicl persecute, you also they will perse¬ 
cute ; if my word they did keep, yours also 


they will keep; 51 but all these things will 
they do to you, because of my name, because 
they have not known Him who sent me ; - 2 if I 
had not come and spoken to them, they were 
not having sin; but now pretext they have 
not for their sin. 

23 1 He who is hating me, doth hate also my 
Father; 24 if I did not do among them the 
works that no other hath done, they were not 
having sin, and now they have both seen and 
hated both me and my Father; 25 bub—that 
the word may he fulfilled that was written in 
their law—They hated me without a cause. 

26 * And when, the Comforter may come, 
whom I will send to you from the Father— 
the Spirit of truth, who from the Father doth 
come forth, he will testify of me; 27 and ye 
also do testify, because from the beginning 
ye are with me. 

XVI. 1 ‘THESE things I have spoken to 
you, that ye may not be stumbled, 2 out of the 
synagogues they will put you ; but an hour 
doth come, that every one who hath killed 
you, may think to offer service unto God; 
3 and these things they will do to you, because 
they did not know the Father, nor me. 

4 * But these things I have spoken to you, 
that when the hour may come, ye may remem¬ 
ber them, that I said them to you, and these 
things to you from the beginning 1 did not 
say, because I was with you; 3 and now I go 
away to Him who sent me, and none of you 
doth ask me, Wliither dost thou go? G but be¬ 
cause these things I have said to you, the sor¬ 
row hath filled your heart. 

7 ‘ But I tell you the truth; it is better fcC 
you that I go a wav, for if I may not go away, 
the Comforter will not come unto you, and il 
I go on, I will send him unto you; 0 and hav¬ 
ing come, He will convict the world concern 
ing sin, and concerning righteousness, an i 
concerning judgment; 0 concerning sin indeed, 
because they do not believe in me; 10 and con¬ 
cerning righteousness, because unto my Father 
I go away, and no more do ye behold me; 11 and 
concerning judgment, because the ruler of this 
world hath been judged. 

12 ' I have yet many things to say to you, 
but ye are not able to bear them now; 13 and 
when he may come—the Spirit of truth—Ho 
will guide you to all the truth, for he will not 
speak from himself, but as many things as he 
may hear he will speak, and the eomiug things 
lie will tell you; 14 he will glorify me, because 
of mine he will take, and will tell to you. 

. 15 ‘ All things, as many as the Father hath, 
are mine ; because of this I said, That of mine 
he will take, and will tell to you ; 16 a little 
while,and yedonot bekoldme, aud agaiu a little 
while, and ye shall see me, because I go away 
unto the Father. 1 

17 Therefore said some of his disciples one 
to another, ‘ Whab is this that he saith to us, 
A little while, and ye do not behold me, and 
agaiu a little while, and ye shall see me, and, 
Because I go away unto the Father V 18 they 
said then, ‘What is this ho saith—the little 
while? we have not known what he saith.’ 

19 Jesus, therefore, knew that they were 
77 
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wishing to ask him, and he said to them, 
‘ Concerning this do ye seek one with another, 
because I said, A little while, and you do not 
behold me, and again a little while, aud ye 
shall see me? 20 verily, verily, I say to you, 
that ye shall weep and lament, and the world 
will rejoice; and ye shall be sorrowful, but 
your sorrow joy will become. 

31 ‘The woman, when she may bear, hath 
sorrow, because her hour (lid come, and wheu 
she may bear the child, no more doth she re¬ 
member the anguish, because of the joy that 
a man was born to the world. 

22 ‘And ye, therefore, now, indeed, have 
sorrow* and again I will see you, and your 
heart shall rejoice, and your joy no one doth 
take from you, aud in that day ye will 
question me nothing; verily, verily, I say to 
vou, as many things as ve may ask of^ the 
Father in my name. He will give you ; 24 till 
now ye did ask nothing in my name ; ask, and 
ye shall receive, that your joy may be fulL 

25 ‘These tilings in similitudes I have spoken 
to you, but there cometli au hour when no 
more in similitudes will I speak to you, but 
freely of the Father, will tell you. 

20 ‘ In that day, in my name ye will make 
request, and I do not say to you that I will 
ask. the Father for you, 27 for the Father him¬ 
self doth love you, because me ye have loved, 
and ye have believed that I from God came 
forth; 25 1 came forth from the Father, and 
have come to the world; again I leave the 
world, and go on unto the Father.’ 

29 His disciples say to him, * Lo, now freely 
thou dost speak, and no similitude speakest 
thou; 30 nowwe have known that thou hast 
known all things, and hast no need that any 
one do question theo; in this we believe that 
from God thou didst come forth.’ 

31 Jesus answered them, ‘ Now do yc believe? 
lo, there doth come an hour, 32 and now it 
hath come, that ye may be scattered, each to 
his own things, and me ye may leave alone, 
and I am not alone, because the Father is 
with me ; 33 these things I have spoken to you, 
that iu me ye may have peace, in the world 
ye shall have tribulation, but take courage— 
I have overcome the world.’ 

XVII. 1 THESE things spake Jesus, and 
lifted up his eyes to the heaven, and said— 
‘Father, the hour hath come, glorify Thy Son, 
that Thy Son also may glorify Thee, 2 accord¬ 
ing as Thou didst give to him authority 
ever all flesh, that—all that Thou hast given 
to him—;he may give to them lifo age-during; 
8 and this is the life age-during, that they may 
know Thee, the only true God, and him whom 
Thou didst send—Jesus Christ; 4 1 did glorify 
Thee ou the earth, the work I did liman that 
Thou hast given me, that I may do it. 

5 ‘ And now, glorify me, Thou Father, with 
Thyself, with the glory that I had before the 
world was, with Thee; 9 1 did manifest Thy 
name to the men whom Thou hast given to 
me out of the world; Thine they were, and 
to me Thou hast given them, and Thy word 
they have kept; 7 now they have known that 
all things, as many as Thou hast given to me. 


are from Thee, 8 because the sayings that 
Thou hast given to me, I have given to them, 
and they themselves received, and have known 
truly, that from Thee I came forth, and they 
did believe that Thou didst send me. 

D ‘ I ask in regard to them; not in regard 
to the world do I ask, but in regard to those 
whom Thou hast given to roe, because Thine 
they are, 10 and all miue are Thine, and 
Thine are mine, and I have been glorified in 
them; 11 and no moro am T. in the world, and 
these are in the world, and I come unto Thee. 

* Holy Father, keep them in Thy name 
whom Thou hast given to me, that they may 
be one as we; 12 when I was with them in 
the world, I was keeping them in Thy name; 
those whom Thou hastgiven to me I did guard, 
and none of them was destroyed, except the 
son of the destruction, that the Writing may 
be fulfilled. 

13 * And now unto Thee I come, and these 
things I speak in the world, that they may 
have my joy fulfilled in themselves; 14 1 have 
given to them Thy word, and the world did 
hate them, because they are Dot of the world, 
as I am not of the world; 16 I do not ask that 
Thou mayest take them out of the world, but 
that Thou mayest keep them out of the evil. 

16 * Of the world they are not, as I of the 
world am not; 17 sanctify them iu Thy truth, 
Thy word is truth ; 10 as Thou didst send me 
to the world, I also did send them to the 
world • 19 and for them do I sanctify myself, 
that they also themselves maybe sanctified 
in truth. 

20 ‘And not in regard to these alone do I 
ask, but also in regard to those who shall be 
believing, through their word, in me ; 21 that 
they all may be one. as Thou Father art iu 
me, and I in Thee; that they also iu us may 
be one, that the world may believe that Thou 
didst send me. 

22 ' And I, the glory that thou hast given 
to me, have given to them, that they may be 
one as we are one; 23 1 iu them, and Thou in 
me, that they may be perfected into one, and 
that the world may know that thou didst 
send me, and didst love them as Thou didst 
love me. 

24 * Father, those whom Thou hast given to 
me, I will that where I am they also may be 
with me, that they may behold my glory that 
Thou didst give to me, because Thou didst 
love me before the foundation of the world. 

23 1 Righteous Father, also the world did 
not know Thee, and I knew Thee, and these 
have known that Thou didst seud me, 2tf and 

1 made known to them Thy name, and will 
make known, that the love with which Thou 
lovedst me in them may be, and I in them.’ 

XVITI. 1 THESE things having said, Jesus 
went forth with his disciples oeyond the 
brook of Kedron, where was a garden, into 
which he entered, himself and his disciples, 

2 and Judas also, who delivered him up, had 
known the place, because many times did 
Jesus assemble there with his disciples. 

3 Judas, therefore, having taken the band 
and officers out of the chief priests and Fha- 
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risees, doth come thither with torches and 
lamps, and weapons; 4 Jesus, therefore, know¬ 
ing all tilings that are coming upon him, hav¬ 
ing gone forth, said to them, ‘Whom do yc 
seek?' 5 they answered him, ‘Jesus the Naza- 
rene;* Jesus saith to them, 'I am he; 1 —and 
Judas who delivered him up was standing 
with them;—°\vhen, therefore, he said to 
them—' I am Ac,’ they went away backward, 
and fell to the ground. 

7 Again, therefore, lie questioned them, 
‘Whom do ye seek?’ and they said, ‘Jesus 
the Nazarene;' 8 Jesus answered, ‘I said to 
you that I am he; if, then, me ye seek, suffer 
these to go away y that the word might be 
fulfilled that he said—‘Those whom Thou hast 
given to me, [ did not lose of them even one.’ 

10 Simon Peter, therefore, having a sword, 
drew it, and struck the chief priest’s servant, 
and cut off his right ear—and the name of 
the servant was Malchus— 11 Jesus, therefore, 
said to Peter, ‘ Put the sword into the sheath; 
the cup that the Father hath given to me, 
may I not drink it?’ 

•*The band, therefore, and the captain, and 
the officers of the Jews, took hold on Jesus, 
and bound him, 13 and they led him away to 
Annas first, for he was father-in-law of Caia¬ 
phas, who was chief priest of that year, 14 and 
Caiaphas was he wno gave counsel to the 
Jews, that it is good for one man to perish 
for the people. 

15 And following Jesus was Simon Peter, 
\nd the other disciple, and that disciple was 
xnown to the chief priest, and he entered 
with Jesus to the hall of the chief priest, 
,r * and Peter was standing at the door with¬ 
out, therefore went forth the other disciple 
who was known to the chief priest, and he 
spake to the female keeping the door, and lie 
brought in Peter. 

17 Then said the maid keepiug the door to 
Peter, ‘ Art thou also of the disciples of this 
man?’ he saith, ‘I am not;’ 18 and the ser¬ 
vants and the officers were standing, having 
made a lire of coals, because it was cold, ana 
they -were warming themselves, and Peter was 
standing with them, and warming himself. 

1U The chief priests, therefore, questioned Je¬ 
sus concerning liis disciples, and concerning 
his teaching; 20 Jesus answered him, ‘I spake 
freely to the world, I did always teach in a 
synagogue, and in the temple, where the Jews 
do always come together; and in secret I 
spake nothing; 21 why me dost thou question ? 
question those haviug heard what I spake to 
tnem; lo, these have known what I said.’ 

22 And he having said these things, one of 
the officers standing by did give Jesus a slap, 
saying, ‘Thus dost thou answer the chief 
priest?’ 23 Jesus answered him, ‘If I spake 
ill, testify concerning the ill; and if well, why 
me dost thou smite?’ 24 Annas then sent him 
bound to Caiaphas the chief priest. 

w And Simon Peter was standing and warm¬ 
ing himself, they said then to him, 4 Art thou 
also of his disciples” he denied and said, 4 1 

(un not’ 


20 One of the servants of the chief priest 
being kinsman of him whose ear Peter cut off, 
saith, ‘ Did not I see thee in the garden with 
him ?’ 27 again, therefore, Peter denied, and 
immediately a cock crew. 

23 They led, therefore, Jesus from Caiaphas 
to the praetorium, and it was early, and they 
themselves did not enter to the praetorium, 
that they might not be defiled, but that they 
might eat the passover; - 9 Pilate, therefore, 
went forth unto them, and said, 1 What accu¬ 
sation do ye bring against this man?’ 30 they 
answered and said to him, ‘ If he were not an 
evil doer, we had not delivered him to thee.* 

31 4 Pilate, therefore, said to them, * Take ye 
him—ye—and according to your law judge 
him ; ’ the Jews, therefore, said to him, * It is 
not lawful to us to put any one to death; ’ 
82 that the word of Jesus might be fulfilled 
which he said, signifying by what death he 
was about to die. 

33 Pilate, therefore, entered into the pneto- 
rium again, and called Jesus, and said to him, 
‘Thou art the King of the Jews?’ 34 Jesus 
answered him. 4 From thyself dost thou say 
this? or did others say it to thee about me?' 

35 Pilate answered, ‘Am I a Jew? thy na¬ 
tion, and the chief priests did deliver thee up 
to me: what didst thou V 30 J esus answered, 
‘My kingdom is not of this world; if my 
kingdom were of this world, my officers had 
struggled that I might not be delivered up to 
Jews; but now my kingdom is not from hence. 

37 Pilate, therefore, said to hirm ‘Art thou 
then a king?’ Jesus answered, ‘Thou dost 
say it' because a king I am, I for this have 
been born, and for this I have come to the 
world, that I may testify to the truth; every 
one who iB of the truth, doth hear my voice. 

* Pilate saith to him, ‘ What is truth ?* and 
this having said, again he went forth unto 
the Jews, and Baith to them, 4 1 do find no 
fault iu him; 90 and ye have a custom that 1 
shall release to you one in the passover; will 
ye, therefore, that I shall release to you the 
kiug of the Jews? ^therefore they all cried 
out again, saying, ‘ Not this ODe —but Barab- 
bas ; ’ and Barabbas was a robber. 

XIX- 1 THEN, therefore, did Pilate take 
Jesus and scourge him, 2 and the soldiers 
having plaited a crown of thorns, did place it 
ou his head, and a purple garment they 
put amund him, 3 and said, 4 Hail! the king 
of the Jews; ’ and they were giving him slaps. 

4 Pilate, therefore, agaiu went forth with¬ 
out, and saith to them, 4 Lo, I do bring him 
to you without, that ye may know that iu 
him I find no fault;’ 5 Jesus, therefore, came 
forth without, bearing the thorny crown and 
the purple garment; and he saith to them, 

4 Lo, the man! * 

6 When, therefore, the chief priests and tho 
officers did see him, they cried out, saving, 
‘Crucify, crucify;’ Pilate saith to tnem, 
‘Take ye him—ye, and crucify; for I find no 
fault in him ;* 7 the Jews answered him, 4 We 
have a law, and according to our law he ought 
to die. for he made himself Son of God.' 

8 When, therefore, Pilate heard this word, 
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be was the more afraid, 0 and entered again 
to the pratorium, and eaith to Jesus, ‘Whence 
art thou ? 1 and Jesus gave him no answer. 

10 Pilate, therefore, saith to him, ‘To me 
dost thou not speak? hast thou not known 
that I have authority to crucify thee, and I 
have authority to release thee?' 11 Jesus an¬ 
swered, ‘Thou wouldat have no authority 
against me, if it were not having been given 
thee from above; because of this, he wno is 
delivering me up to thee hath greater sin.’ 

13 From this time was Pilate seeking to re¬ 
lease him, and the Jews were crying out, say¬ 
ing, ‘ If this one thou mayest release, thou art 
not a friend of Caesar; every one making 
himself a king, doth speak against Cffisar.’ 

13 Pilate, therefore, having heard this word, 
brought Jesus without—and he sat down 
upon the tribunal—to a place called, ‘Pave¬ 
ment,’ and in Hebrew, Gabbatha; 14 and it 
was the preparation of the passover. and as 
it were the sixth hour, and he saitli to the 
Jews, * Lo, your king I * 15 and they cried out, 
‘Take away, take.away, crucify him;’ Pilate 
saith to them, ‘Your king shall I crucify?’ 
the chief priests answered, 4 We have no king 
except CtEsar.’ 

10 Then, therefore, he delivered him up to 
them, that he maybe crucified, and they took 
Jesus and led Atm away, 17 and bearing his 
cross, he went forth to the place called Place 
of a Skull, which is called in Hebrew Gol¬ 
gotha; 19 where they crucified him, and with 
him two others, on this side, and on that side, 
and Jesus in the midst. 

19 And Pilate also wrote a title, and put it 
on the cross, and it was written, ‘ Jesus the 
Nazareue, the king of the Jews; ’ 20 this title, 
therefore, read many of the Jews, because 
the place was nigh to the city where Jesus was 
crucified, and it was having been written in 
Hebrew, in Greek, in Roraau. 

21 The chief priests of the Jews said, there¬ 
fore, to Pilate, ‘Write not—The king of the 
Jews, but that one said, I am king of the 
Jews;’ 23 Pilate answered, ‘Wbat I have 
written, I have written.’ 

20 The soldiers, therefore, when they did 
crucify Jesus, took his garments, and made 
four parts, to each soldier a part, also the 
coat, and the coat was seamless, from the top 
woven throughout, 24 they said, therefore, to' 
oue another, ‘We may not rend it, but 
cast a lot for it, whose it shall be; ’ that the 
Writing might be fulfilled, that is saying, 

4 They divided my garments to themselves, 
and upon my raiment they did cast a lot;’ 
the soldiers, therefore, indeed, did these things. 

23 And there stood by the cross of Jesus his 
mother, and his mother’s sister, Mary of 
Cleopas, and Mary the Magdalene; 20 Jesus, 
therefore, having seen his mother, and the 
disciple standing by, whom he was loving, he 
saith to his mother, ‘Woman, lo, thy son;’ 
^afterward he saith to the disciple, ‘Lo, thy 
mother;' and from that hour the disciple 
took her to hia own home. 

28 After this, Jesus knowing that all things 
□ow have been finished, that the Writing 
80 


may be fulfilled, saith, ‘I thirst;’ 20 a vessel, 
therefore, was placed full of vinegar, audthey 
having filled a sponge with vinegar, and hav¬ 
ing put it around a hyssop stalk, did put it to 
his mouth ; 80 when, therefore," Jesus received 
the vinegar, he said, * It hath been finished; 
and having bowed the head, gave up the spirit. 

91 The Jews, therefore, that the bodies 
might not remain on the cross on the sabbath, 
since it was the preparation, [for that sabbath- 
day was a great one,) asked of Pilate that their 
legs may be broken, and they taken away. 

92 The soldiers, therefore, came, and of the 
first indeed they did break the legs, and of 
the other who was crucified with him, 33 aud 
having come to Jesus, when they saw him 
already having been dead, they did not break 
his legs ; 34 but one of the soldiers with a spear 
did pierce his side, and immediately there 
came forth blood and water; 33 and he who 
hath seen hath testified, and his testimony is 
true, and that one hath known that true 
things he speaketh, that ye also may believe. 

30 For these thiDgs came to pass, that the 
Writing may be fulfilled, ‘A bone of him 
shall not be broken;’ 37 and again another 
Writing saith, ‘They shall look to him whom 
they did pierce.’ 

33 And after these things did Joseph of Ari- 
mathea—being a disciple of Jesus, but con¬ 
cealed, through the fear of the Jews—ask 
of Pilate, that he may take away the body of 
Jesus, and Pilate gave leave; he came, there¬ 
fore, and took away the body of Jesua, 39 and 
Nicodemus also came—who came unto Jesus 
by night at the first—bearing a mixture ol 
myrrh and aloes, as it were, a hundred pounds. 

40 They took, therefore, the body of Jesus, 
and bound it with linen clothes with the 
spices, according as it was the custom of the 
Jews to prepare for burial; 41 and there wai 
in the place where he was crucified a garden 
and in the garden a new tomb, in which ni 
oue was yet laid; 42 there, therefore, because 
of the preparation of the Jews, because the 
tomb was nigh, they laid Jesus. 

XX. l AND on the first of the eabbatha 
Mary the Magdalene doth come early (there 
being yet darkness) to the tomb, and she seett 
the stone having been taken away out of the 
tomb, 3 she runneth, therefore, and cometh 
unto Simon Peter, and unto the other disciple 
whom Jesus was loving, and saith to them, 

4 They took away the Lord out of the tomb, 
and we have not known where they laid him.’ 

3 Peter, therefore, went forth, and the other 
disciple, and they were co min g to the tomb, 

4 and the two were running together, and the 
other disciple did run forward more quickly 
than Peter, and came first to the tomb, 0 and 
having stooped down, seeth the linen clothes 
lying, yet, indeed, he entered not, 

0 Simon Peter, therefore, cometh, following 
him, and he entered into the tomb, and be- 
holueth the linen clothes lying, 7 and the 
napkin thatowas upon his head, not lying with 
the linen clothes, but aparL having been 
folded up, in one place; e then, therefore, 
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entered .also the other disciple who came first 
unto the tomb, and he saw, and did believe ; 
9 for not yet did they know the Writing, that 
it behoveth him out of the dead to rise again. 

10 The disciples therefore went away again 
unto their own friends, 11 and Mnry was stand¬ 
ing near the tomb, weeping without; as she 
was weeping, then, she stooped down to the 
tomb, and benoldeth two messengers in white, 
sitting, 12 oue at the head, and one at the feet, 
where the body of Jesus had been laid. 

13 And they say to her, 4 Woman, why dost 
thou weep? she saith to them, 'Because they 
took away my Lord, and I have not known 
were they laid him 14 and these things hav¬ 
ing said, she turned backward, and seeth 
Jesus standing, and she had not known that 
it is Jesus. 

15 Jesus saith to her, ‘Woman, why dost 
thou weep? whom dost thou seek she, sup¬ 
posing that he is the gardener, saith to him, 
‘Sir, if thou didst carry him away, tell me 
where thou didst lay him, and 1 will take 
him away;' 10 Jesus saith to her, ‘Mary!’ hav¬ 
ing turned, she saith to him, ‘Rabbouni;’ that 
is to say, ‘Teacher.' 

17 Jesus saith to her, ‘Be not touching me, 
fori have not yet ascended unto my Father; 
and be going on to my brethren, and say to 
them, I ascend unto my Father, and your Fa¬ 
ther, and to my God, and your God.' 18 Mary 
the Magdalene cometh, telling to the disciples 
that Bhe hath seen the Lord, and that these 
things he said to her. 

19 It being, therefore, evening, on that day, 
the first of tne sabbaths, and the doors hav¬ 
ing been shut where the disciples were as¬ 
sembled, through fear of the Jews, Jesus came 
and stood in tne midst, and saith to them, 
‘ Peace to you;' 20 and this having said, he 
shewed them his hands and side; the disciples, 
therefore, rejoiced, having seen the Lord. 

21 Jesus, therefore, said to them again, 
‘ Peace to you ; according as the Father hath 
sent me, 1 also send you;’ 22 and this hav¬ 
ing said, he breathed on them , and saith to 
them, ‘Receive the Holy Spirit; 23 if of any ye 
may loose the sins, they are loosed to them ; 
if of any ye may retain, they-have been retained, ’ 

24 And Thomas, one of the twelve, who ib 
called Didyinus, was not with them when 
Jesus came ; 24 the other disciples, therefore, 
said to him, 4 W e h ave seen the Lord; ’ and he 
said to them, ‘ If I may not see in his hands 
the mark of the nails, and may put my finger 
to the mark of the nails, and may put my 
hand to his side, I will not believe.’ 

< 20 And after eight days, again were his dis¬ 
ciples within, and Thomas with them; Jesus 
cometh, the aoors having been shut, and he 
stood in the midst, and said, 4 Peace to you !’ 
17 then he saith to Thomas, 4 Bring thy finger 
hither, and see my hands, and bring thy hand, 
and put it to my side, and become not unbe¬ 
lieving, but believing.’ 

18 And Thomas answered and said to him, 

‘ My Lord and my God;’ 29 Jesus saith to him, 

‘ Because thou hast seen me, Thomas, thou 


hast believed; happy those not having seen, 
and having believed. 

30 Many indeed, therefore, other signs also 
did Jesus before his disciples, that are not 
written in this book; 31 and these have been 
written that ye may believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God, and that believing ye 
may have life in bis name,’ 

XXL 1 AFTER these things did Jesus 
manifest himself again to the disciples on the 
sea of Tiberias, and he did manifest himself 
thus: - There were together Simon Peter, and 
Thomas who is called Didymus, and Na¬ 
thanael from Cana of Galilee, and the sons of 
Zebedee, and two others of his disciples. 

3 Simon Peter saith to them, ‘I go away 
to fish;’ they say to him, 4 We go—we also 
—with thee; they went forth and entered in¬ 
to the boat immediately, and on that night 
they caught nothing. 

4 Aud morning being now come, Jesus stood 
at the shore, yet indeed the disciples did not 
know that it is Jesus; 4 Jesus, therefore, saith 
to them, 4 Lads, have ye any meat?’ fi they 
answered him, ‘No;’ and he said to them, 
‘Cast the net at the right side of the boat, 
and ye shall find;’ they cast, therefore, and 
no longer were they able to draw it, from the 
multitude of the fishes. 

7 That disciple, therefore, whom Jesus was 
loving saith to Peter, ‘The Lord it is!’ Simon 
Peter, therefore, having heard that it is the 
Lord, did gird on the outer coat, (for lie was 
naked,) and did cast himself into the sea; 
8 and the other disciples came by the little 
boat, for they were not far from the laud, but 
as it were about two hundred cubits off, drag¬ 
ging the net of the fishes* e when, therefore, 
they came to the land, they behold a fire oj 
coals lying, and a fish lyingon it, and bread. 

10 Jesus saith to them, 4 Bring ye from the 
fishes that ye caught now;’ 11 Simon Peter 
went up, and drew the net up on the land, 
full of great fishes, an hundred fifty and 
three, and though they were so many, the 
net was not rent. 

12 Jesus saith to them, ‘Come ye, dine;’ 
and none of the disciples was venturing to 
inquire of him, 4 Who art thou?’ knowing 
that it is the Lord; 13 Jesus, therefore, doth 
come and take the bread and give to them, 
and the fish in like manner; 14 this is now a 
third time Jesus was manifested to liis disci¬ 
ples, having been raised from the dead. 

13 When, therefore, they dined, Jesus saith 
to Simon Peter, 4 Simon, son of Jonas, dost 
thou love me more than these?’ he saith to 
him, ‘Yes, Lord; thou hast known thai l 
dearly love thee;’ he saith to him, 4 Feed my 
lambs.’ 

10 He saith to him ajiain, a second time^ 
‘Simon, son of Jonas, dost thou love me? 
he saith to him, 4 Yes, Lord ■ thou hast known 
that I dearly love thee;’ ne saith to him, 
‘Tend my sheep.’ 

17 He Baith to him the third time. * Simon, 
eon of Jonas, dost thou dearly love me?’ Peter 
was grieved that he said to him the third 
time, 1 Dost thou dearly love me?’ and he said 
91 
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to him, : Lord, thou hast known all things ; 
thou dost know that I dearly love thee.’ 

Jesus aaith to him, ‘Feed my sheep; 18 verily, 
verily, I say to thee, When thou wast younger, 
thou wast girding thyself and wast walking 
whither thou didst will, but when thou may- 
est be old, thou ehalt stretch forth thy hands, 
and another will gird thee, and shall cany 
thee whither thou dost not will;’ 19 and this 
he said, signifying by what deatli he Bholl 
ulorify God: and having said this, he saith to 
him, ‘Be following me.' 

And Peter having turned about doth Bee 
the disciple whom Jesus was loving following, 
(who also reclined in the supper on his breast, 
and said, ‘Sir, who is he who is delivering 
lime up?’) 51 Peter having seen this one, sail!) 


to Jesus, ‘Lord, and what of this one?' 
“Jesus aaith to him, ‘ If him I will to remain 
till 1 como, what—to thee? be-thou follow¬ 
ing me.* 

This word, therefore, went forth to the 
brethren that that disciple doth not die, 53 yet 
Jesus did not say to him, that he doth not 
die, but, ‘If him I will to remain till I come, 
what—to thee? ’ ,;4 this is the disciple who iB 
testifying concerning these things, and he 
wrote these things, and we have known that 
liis testimony is true. 

83 And there are also many other things— 
as many as Jesus did—which, if they may be 
written one by one, not even the world itself 
L think to have place for the books wriUen. 
Amen.

CHAP. I. ir TH.E former account, indeed, 1 
made concerning all things, 0 Theophilus, 
that Jesus began. both to do and to teach, 

2 till the day in which, having given command, 
through the Holy Spirit, to the apostles whom 
lie did choose out, he was taken up, 3 to whom 
also he did present himself alive after his 
suffering, in many certain proofs, through 
forty days being seen by them, and Bpeaking 
the things concerning the reign of God. 

4 And being assembled together with them, 
he commanded them not to depart from Jeru¬ 
salem, but to wait for the promise of the 
Father, which, saith he , ‘Ye aid hear of me ; 

6 because John, indeed, baptized with water, 
and ye shall be baptized with the Holy Spirit 
—after not many days.’ 

6 They, therefore, indeed, having come to¬ 
gether, were questioning him, saying, ‘ Lord, 
dost thou at this time restore the reign to 
Israel?’ 7 and he said unto them, 4 ft is not 
yours to know times or seasons that the 
Father did appoint in His own authority : 

8 but ye shall receive power at the coming of 
the Holy Spirit upon you, and ye shall be 
evituessea to me both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judea, and Samaria, and unto the end of 
the earth.' 

9 Amd these things having said—they be¬ 
holding—he was taken up, and a cloud did 
receive him up from their sight; 10 and as 
they were looking stedfastly to the heaven in 
his going on, then, lo, two men stood by them 
in white apparel, 11 who also said, ‘ Meu, Gali¬ 
leans, why do ye stand gazing into the heaven ? 
this Jesus who was received up from you into 
the heaven, shall so come in wnat manuer ye 
saw him going on to the heaven.' 

18 Then did they return to Jerusalem from 
the mount that is called of Olives, that is near 
Jerusalem, a sabbath’s journey; 13 and when 
they came in, they went up to the upper room, 
where were abiding both Peter, and James, 
and John, and Andrew, Philip, and Thomas, 
Bartholomew, and Matthew, James, of Al- 
hreus, and Simon the Zelotes, and Judas, of 
ames j 14 these all were continuing with one 
accord in prayer and supplication, with women, 
and Mary the mother of Jesus, and with his 
brethren. 

18 And in these days, Peter having risen up 
in the midst of the disciples, said, {the multi¬ 
tude also of the names at the same place was, 
as it were, an hundred and twenty,) 10 4 Meu, 
brethren, it behoved this Writing that it be 
fulfilled that beforehand the Holy Spirit spake 
through the mouth of David, concerning 
Judas, who became guide to those who took 
Jesus. 17 because he was numbered among us, 
and did receive the share in this ministration, 


TS. 

18 this one, indeed, then, purchased a field out 
of the reward of unrighteousness, and falling 
headlong, burst asunder in the midst, and all 
his bowels gushed forth, 19 and it became 
known to all those dwelling in Jerusalem, in¬ 
somuch that that place is called, in their pro¬ 
per dialect, Aceldama, that is, Field of blood, 
20 for it hath, been .written in the book of 
Psalms: Let his lodging-place become desolate, 
and let no one be dwelling in it, aud his over¬ 
sight let another take. 

21 ‘It behoveth, therefore, of the men who 
did go with us during all the time in which 
the Lord Jesus went m and went out amoug 
us, 22 beginning from the baptism of John, 
unto the day in which he was received up 
from us, one of . these to become with us a 
witness of his rising again.’ 

23 And they set two, Joseph called Barsaba9, 
who was surnamed Justus, and Matthias, 
24 and having prayed, they said, ‘Thou, Lord, 
who art knowing the heart of all, shew which 
one thou didst choose of these two 23 to re¬ 
ceive the share of this ministration and 
apostleship. from which Judas, by transgres¬ 
sion, did fall, to go on to his proper place 
26 and they gave tueir lots, and the lot fell up¬ 
on Matthias, and he was numbered with the 
eleven apostles. 

II. 1 AND in the day of the Pentecost be* 
ing fulfilled, they were all with one accord at 
the same place, 2 and there came suddenly out 
of the heaven a sound as of a bearing violent 
breath, and it filled all the house where they 
were sitting, 3 and there appeared to them 
divided tongues, as it were of fire; it sat also 
upon each one of them, 4 and they were all 
filled with the Holy Spirit, and began to speak 
with other tongues, according as the Spirit 
was giving them to declare. 

8 And there were dwelling in Jerusalem 
Jews, devout men from every nation of those 
under the heaven, 8 and the rumour of this 
having come, the multitude came together, 
and was confounded, because they were each 
one hearing them Bpeaking in his proper dia¬ 
lect, 7 and they were all amazed, and did won¬ 
der, saying one unto another, 4 Lo, are not 
all these who are speaking Galileans? 8 and how 
do we hear, each in our proper dialect, in 
which, we were born? 9 Parthians, and Medea, 
and Elamites, and those dwelling in Mesopo¬ 
tamia, in Judea also, and Cappadocia, Pontus, 
and Asia, 10 Phrygia also, and Pamphvlia, 
Egypt, and the parts of Libya, that are along 
Cyrene, and the strangers of Rome, both Jews 
and proselytes, 11 Cretes and Arabians, we did 
hear them Bpeaking in our tongues the great 
things of God’ 

13 And they were all amazed, and were in 
8 it 
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doubt, saying one umo another, * What would 
this wish to be?* 13 and others mocking said. 
—'They are full of sweet wine;’ 14 and Peter 
haying stood up with the eleven, lifted un his 
voice and declared to them, ‘Men, Jews! 
and all those dwelling in Jerusalem, let this 
be known to you, and hearken to my sayings, 
15 for these are not drunken, as ye take It up, 
for it is the third hour of the day. 

19 ‘ But this is that which hath been spoken 
through the prophet Joel : 17 And it shall be 
in the last days, saith God, I will pour out of 
My Spirit upon all flesh, and your sous and 
your daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and your old men 
shall dream dreams; 19 aud also upon My men- 
servants, aud upon My maid servants, in those 
days, I will pour out of My Spirit, and they 
shall prophesy; ;fl and I will give wonders in 
the heaven above, and signs upon the earth 
beneath—blood, and fire, and vapour of smoke, 
- u the sun shall be.turned to darkness, and the 
moon to blood, before the coming of the day 
of the Lord—the great and illustrious; 21 and 
it shall be, every one—whoever shall call up¬ 
on the name of the Lord, he shall be saved. 

22 ‘ Men, Israelites ! hear these words, Jesus 
the Nazarene, a man approved of God among 
you by mighty works, and wonders, and 
signs, that God did through him iu the 
midst of you, according as also ye your¬ 
selves have known ; 23 this one, by the deter¬ 
minate counsel and foreknowledge of God, 
being given out, having taken by lawless 
hands, having crucified—ye did slay ; 34 whom 
God did raise up, having loosed the pains of 
the death, because it was not possible for him 
to be held by it, 23 for David saith in regard 
to him: 1 forsaw the Lord always before me 
—because He is on my right hand—that I may 
not be moved; 26 because of this w as my heart 
cheered, and my tongue was glad, and yet— 
my flesh also shall rest on hope, 27 because 
Thou wilt not lea\e my soul to hades, nor 
wilt Thou give Thy Kina One to see corrup¬ 
tion; 18 Thou didst make known to me wavs 
of life, Thou shalt fill me with joy with Thy 
countenance. 

28 ' Men. brethren 1 it is permitted to speak 
with freedom unto you concerning the patri¬ 
arch David, that he both died and was buried, 
and his tomb is amOng us unto this day ; 

prophet, therefore, being, and knowing 
that with an oath God did swear to him, out 
of the fruit of his loins, according to thenesh, 
to raise up the Christ, to ait upon his throne, 
31 haying foreseen, he did speak concerning 
the rising again of the Christ, that his soul 
was not left to hades, nor did his flesh see 
corruption. 

w ‘This Jesus did God raise up, of which 
we are all witnesses; M at the right hand then 
of God having been exalted—also the promise 
of the Holy Spirit having received from the 
Father—he was shedding forth this, which 
now ye see and hear; ”for David did not 
go up to the heavens, and he saith himself : 
The Lord saith to my lord. Sit thou at my 
right hand, M till I make thy foes thy foot¬ 


stool ; 3H assuredly, therefore, let all the house 
of Israel know, that both Lord and Christ 
did God make him —this Jesus Vhom ye did 
crucify.’ 

37 Aud having heard, they were pricked to 
the heart; they say also to Peter, and to the 
rest of the apostles, ‘ What shall we do, men, 
brethren ? * « and Peter said unto them, 4 Re¬ 
form, and be baptized each of you on the 
name of Jesus Christ, to remission of sins, 
aud ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Spirit, 39 for to you is the promise, aud to 
your children, aud to all those afar off, at 
many as the Lord our God shall call.’ 

40 Also with many more other words he was 
testifying and exhorting, saying. ‘Be saved 
from this perverse generation;' 44 theu those, 
indeed, who did gladly receive his word were 
baptized, and there were added on that day, 
as it were, three thousand souls, 42 and they 
were continuing stedfastly in the teaching of 
the apostles, and the fellowship, and the 
breaking of the bread, and the prayers. 

43 Aud fear came on every soul, many won¬ 
ders also and signs were beiug done through 
the apostles, 44 and all those believing were 
at the same place, and had all things com¬ 
mon, 43 and the possessions and the goods 
they were selling, and were parting them to 
all, according as auy one had need, 

48 Daily also contiuuing with one accord in 
the temple, breaking also at every house bread, 
they were partaking of food in gladness and 
simplicity .of heart, 47 praising God, and hav¬ 
ing favour with all the people, and the Lord 
was adding those being saved every day to 
the assembly. 

ill. 1 AND Peter and John were going up at 
the same time to the temple, at the hour of 
the prayer, the ninth hour , 2 and a certain 
man, being lame from the womb of his mother, 
was being carried, whom they were laying 
every dav at the gate of the temple, called 
Beautiful, to ask a kindness from those en¬ 
tering into the temple, 3 who, having seen 
Peter and John about to go into the temple, 
was begging to receive a kindness, 

4 AnaTPeter, having looked stedfastly to¬ 
ward him with John, said, 4 Look toward us;’ 

3 and he was giving heed to them, looking to 
receive something from them; 9 and Peter 
said, 4 Silver and gold I have none, but what 
I have, that I give to thee; in the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth, rise up and be 
walking.’ 

7 And having seized him by the right hand, 
he raised him up, and presently his feet and 
ankles were strengthened, 8 and springing un, 
he stood, and was walking, and did enter with 
them into the temple, walking and springing, 
and praising God; 9 and all tine people saw 
him walking and praising God, 40 they were 
knowing him also that this it was who for a 
kindness was sitting at the Beautiful gate ol 
the temple, and they were filled with wonder 
and Amazoment at what hath happened to 

him. 
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11 And at the lame man who was healed 
holding Peter and John, all the people ran to¬ 
gether unto them in the porch called Solo- 
mon'a—greatly amazed, 12 and Peter having 
seen, answered unto the people, ‘Men, Israel¬ 
ites ! why wonder ye at this ? or on us why look 
ye so earnestly, as if by our own power or 
piety we have made him to walk? 

13 ‘The God of Abraham, and of Isaac, and 
of Jacob, the God of our fathers, did glorify 
His child Jesus, whom ye delivered up, and 
denied him in the presence of Pilate, he hav¬ 
ing given judgment to release him , 14 and ye 
the Holy and Righteous One did deny, and ae- 
lired a man—a murderer—to be granted to 
you, 15 and the Prince of the life ye did kill, 
whom God did raise out of the dead, of which 
we are witnesses: 16 and on the faith of his 
name, this one wnom ye see and have known, 
bis name made strong, even the faith that is 
through him did give to him this perfect sound¬ 
ness before you all. 

17 ‘And now, brethren, I have known that 
through ignorance ye did it, as also your ru¬ 
lers ; 18 and God, what things before He had 
declared through the mouth of all His prophets, 
that the Christ should suffer, He did thus 
fulfil; 19 reform ye, therefore, and turn back, 
tor your sins being blotted out, that times of 
refreshing may come from the presence of the 
Lord, 20 and He may send Jesus Christ who 
before hath been preached to you, 21 whom it 
behoveth heaven, indeed, to receive till tipies 
of a restitution of all things, of which God 
spake through the mouth of all flis holy pro- 
on eta from the age. 

23 ‘For Moses, indeed, unto the fathers said 
—A prophet to you shall the Lord your God 
raise up out of your brethren, like to me; him 
shall ye hear in all tilings, as many as he may 
speak unto you; 23 and it shall be, every soul 
that may not hear that prophet shall be utterly 
destroyed out of the people; 24 and also all 
the prophets from Samuel and those follow¬ 
ing in order, as many as spake, did also fore¬ 
tell of these days. 

- 5 ‘ Ye are boob of the prophets, and of the 
covenant that God made unto our fathers, 
saying unto Abraham: And in thy seed shall 
be blessed all the families of the earth; 20 to 
you first, God, having raised up Hia child 
•Jesus, did send him, blessing you, in the turn¬ 
ing away of each one from your evil ways.’ 

IV. 1 AND as they arc speaking uuto the 
people, there came on them the priests, and 
the magistrate of the temple, and the Sad- 
ducees— 2 being grieved because of their teach¬ 
ing the people, and preaching in Jesus the 
rising again out of the dead— 3 and they laid 
hands upon them, and did put them in cus¬ 
tody unto the morrow, for it was evening al¬ 
ready : 4 and many of those hearing the word 
did believe, and tne number of the men be¬ 
came, as it were, five thousand. 

B And it came to pass upon the morrow, 
there were gathered together of them the 
rulers, aud elders, and scribes, to Jerusalem, 

11 and Annas the chief priest, aud Caiaphas, 
and John, and Alcxauder, and as many as \ 


Opposition of the priests, 

were of the kiudred of the chief priest, 
7 and having set them in the midst, they were 
inquiring, ‘In what power, or in what name 
did ye do this?* 

0 Then Peter, having been filled with the 
Holy Spirit, said unto them : ‘Rulers of the 
people, and elders of Israel, u if we to-day are 
examined concerning the good deed to the 
ailing man, by whom he hath beeu saved, 
10 be it known to all of you, and to all the 
people of Israel, that in the name of Jesus 
Chnst of Nazareth, whom ye did crucify, 
whom God did raise out of the dead, in him 
hath this one stood by before you whole. 

11 * This is the stone that was set at nought 
by you—the builders, that became head of a 
corner; 13 and there is not salvation in any 
other, for there is no other name under the 
heaven that hath been given among men, in 
which it behoveth us to De saved.' 

13 And beholding the openness of Peter and 
John, and having perceived that they arc 
men unlettered and plebeian, they were won¬ 
dering—they were taking knowledge also of 
them that with Jesus they had been— 14 aud 
seeing the man standing with them who hath 
been healed, they had nothing to say against 
it, 13 and having commanded them to go away 
out of the sauhedrim, they took counsel with 
one another, 10 saying, ‘ What shall we do to 
these men? because tlial, indeed, a notable 
sign hath been done through them, to all those 
dwelling in Jerusalem is manifest, and wo arc 
not able to deny it; 17 but that it may spread 
no further toward the people, let ub strictly 
threaten them no more to speak in this name 
to any man.’ 

18 And having called them, they charged 
them uot to speak at all. nor to teach, in 
tne name of Jesus, ^and Peter and John 
answering unto them said, ‘Whether it is 
righteous before God to hearken to you rather 
.than to God, judge ye; 20 for we cannot but 
apeak what we did see and hear.’ _ 

21 And they having further threatened them, 
let them go, finding nothing how they may 
punish them, because of the people, because 
all were glorifying God for that which hath 
been done, 28 for above forty years of age was 
the man upon whom had beeu done this sign 
of the healing. 

23 And being let go, they went unto their 
own friends, aud declared whatever the chief 
priests and the elders Baid unto them. 24 and 
they having heard, with one accord did lift 
up. the voice unto God, and said, ‘ Lord, thou 
art God, who didst make the heaven, and the 
earth, and the sea, and all that are in them, 
25 who, through the moutn of David thy ser¬ 
vant, did say. Why did nations rage, and 
peoples meditate vain things ? 20 the kings of 
the earth stood up, and the rulers were ga¬ 
thered together against the Lord and against 
His Christ 37 for gathered together of a truth 
against Thy holy child Jesus, whom Thou 
didst anoint, were both Herod and Pontius 
Pilate, with nations and peoples of Israel. 
20 to do whatever Thy hand and Thy counsel 
did determine before to come to pass. 
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29 ‘ Aud now. Lord, look upon their threat¬ 
ening, and grant to Thy servants with all 
freedom to apeak Thy word, 80 in the stretch¬ 
ing forth of Thy hand, for healing, and signs, 
and wonders, to come to pass through the 
name of Thy holy child Jesus.’ 

31 And they having prayed, the place was 
shaken in which they were gathered together, 
and they were all tilled with the Holy Spirit, 
and were speaking the word of God with free¬ 
dom, 3 - and of the multitude of those who did 
believe the heart and the soul was one, and 
not one was saying that anything of the 
tilings ho had was nis own, Dut all things 
were to them in common. 

33 And with great power were the apostles 
giving the testimony to the rising again of 
the Lord Jesus, great grace also was on them 
all, 34 for there was not any one among them 
who did lack, for as many as were possessors 
of fields, or houses, selling them, were bring¬ 
ing the prices of the thing sold, 33 and were 
laying them at the feet of the apostles, and 
distribution was being made to each accord¬ 
ing as any one had need. 

36 And Joses, who was surnamed by the 
apostles Barnabas — which is, having; been 
interpreted, Son of Comfort—a Lerite, of 
Cyprus by birth, 37 a field being his, having 
sola it, brought the money and laid it at the 
feet of the apostles. 

V. 1 AND a certain man, Ananias by name, 
with Sapphira his wife, sold a possession, 
2 and did keep back of the price—his wife 
also knowing—and having brought a certain 
part, at the feet of the apostles ne laid it. 

3 And Peter said, 4 Ananias, wherefore did 
the Adversary fill thy heart, for thee to lie to 
the Holy Spirit, and to keep back of the 
price of the place? 4 while it remained, did 
it not remain thine? and having been sold, 
iu thy authority was it not? why is it that 
thou didst put in thy heart this thing? thou 
didst not lie to men, but to God; ’ 0 and 
Ananias hearing these words, having fallen 
down, did expire, and great fear came upon 
all who heard these things, 6 and having risen, 
the younger men wound him up, and naviDg 
earned forth, they buried him. 

7 And it came to pass, about three hours 
after, that his wife, not knowing what hath 
hapjiened, came in, 9 and Peter answered her, 

‘ Tell me if for so much ye sold the place; * 
aud Bhe said, 4 Yes, for bo much.’ 

“And Peter said unto her, ‘How was it 
agreed by you, to tempt the Spirit of the 
Ix>rd ? lo, the feet of those who aid bury thy 
husband are at the door, and they shall carry 
thee forth 10 and she fell down presently at 
his feet, and expired, and the young men 
having come in, found her dead, and having 
carried forth, they buried her by her .hus¬ 
band ; 11 and great fear come upon all the 
assembly, aud upon all who heard these 
things. 

12 And through the hands of tlio apostles 
came many eigu3 and wonders among the 
people, and they were with one accord all 
8G 


in the porch of Solomon: 13 and of the rest no 
OD6 was dariDg to join himself to them, but 
the people were magnifying them, ,4 (and the 
more were believers added to the Lord, mul¬ 
titudes both of men and women,) 11 so os into 
the broad places to bring forth the ailing, and 
to lay them upon couches and mats, that at 
the coming of Peter, even his shadow might 
overshadow some one of them ; 10 and there 
were coming together also the people of the 
cities round about to Jerusalem, bearing ail¬ 
ing persons, and those harassed by uncleau 
spirits—who were all healed. 

17 And haring risen, the chief priest, and 
all tlioBe with him—being the sect of the 
Sadducees—were filled with zeal, 18 and laid 
their hands upon the apostles, and did put 
them in a public prison; 48 and a messenger of 
the Lord through the night opened the doors 
of the prison, haring also brought them forth, 
he said, 20 4 Go on, and standing, speak in the 
temple to the people all the sayings of this life;' 
21 and haring neard, they did enteratthedawn 
into the temple, and were teaching. 

Andthechief prieBt having come, and those 
with him, they called together the sanhedrim 
and all the senate of the sons of Israel, and 
they sent to the prison to have them brought, 
23 and the officers having come, did not find 
them in the prison, and having turnedback, they 
told, 23 earing— 4 The prison indeed we found 
shut in all safety, ana the keepers standing 
without before the doors, and haring opened 
—within we found no one.’ 

24 And as the priest, and the magistrate of 
the temple, and the chief priests, heard these 
words, they were doubting concerning them 
to what this would come ; a and coming near, 
a certain one told them, saving—* Lo, the men 
whom ye did put in the prison are in the 
temple standing and teaching the people;’ 
2K 'then the magistrate having gone away with 
officers, brought them without violence, for 
they were fearing the people, lest they should 
be stoned; 27 and having brought them, they 
set them in the sanhedrim, and the chief priest 
questioned them, 28 saying, 4 Did not we Btrict- 
]y command you not to teach in this name? 
and lo, ye have filled Jerusalem with your 
teaching, and ye intend to bring upon us the 
blood or this man.’ 

- 0 And Peter and the apostles answering, 
said, ‘To obey God it behoveth, rather than 
men; 80 the God of our fathers did raise up 
Jesus, whom ye slew, haring hanged up¬ 
on a tree; 81 this one God, a Prince and a 
Saviour, hath exalted with His right hand, to 
give reformation to Israel, bdc) forgiveness 
of sins; 82 and we are His witnesses of these 
sayings, and the Holy Spirit also, whom God 
gave to those obeying him.’ 

33 And they having heard, were cut to the 
heart, and were taking counsel to slay them, 
M but a certain one, having risen up iu the 
sanhedrim—a Pharisee, by name Gamaliel, 
a teacher of law honoured by all the people- 
commanded to put the apostles forth a little 
33 and said unto them. ‘ Men, Israelites, take 
heed to yourselves about these men, what ye 
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arc about to do, 36 for before these days rose 
up Theudas, saying, that himself was some 
one, to whom a number of men did join them¬ 
selves, as it were four hundred, who was 
slain, and all, as many as were obeying him, 
were scattered, and came to nought. 

37 1 After this one rose up, Judas the Gali¬ 
lean, in the days of the enrolment, and drew 
away much people after him, and that one 
perished, and all, as many as were obeying him, 
were scattered ; 30 and now I say to you, Re¬ 
frain from these men, and let them alone, be¬ 
cause if this counsel or this work may be of 
men, it will be overthrown, 39 and if it be of 
God, yo are not able to overthrow it, lest 
perhaps also ye be found fighting against 
God.’ 

40 And to him they agreed, and having called 
near the apostles, having beaten them , they 
commanded them not to speak in the name of 
Jesus, and let them go; 41 they, indeed, then, 
departed from the presence of the sanhedrim, 
rejoicing that for his name they were counted 
worthy to suffer dishonour, 42 every day also 
in the temple, and in every house, they were 
not ceasing teaching and proclaiming good 
news—Jesus the Christ. 

VI. ; AND in these days, the disciples mul¬ 
tiplying, there came a murmurin'* of the Hel¬ 
lenists at the Hebrews, because their widows 
were bein£ overlooked in the daily ministra¬ 
tion, 'ana the twelve, having called near the 
multitude of the disciples, said, ‘It is not 

leasing that we, having left the word of God, 

o minister at tables; 3 look out. therefore, 
brethren, seven men of you who are well testi¬ 
fied of, full of the Holy Spirit and wisdom, 
whom we may set over this necessity, 4 and 
we to prayer, and to the ministration of the 
word, will give ourselves continually.’ 

5 And the thing was pleasing before all the 
multitude, and theydid choose Stephen, amau 
full of faith and tne Holy Spirit, and Philip, 
and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and Timon, and 
Parmenas, and Nicolaus, a proselyte of Anti¬ 
och, s whom they did set before the apostles, 
and they, having prayed, laid on them their 
hands. 

7 Aud the word of God did increase, and the 

number of the disciples did multiply in Jeru¬ 

salem exceedingly ; a great multitude also of 
the priests were obedient to the faith. 

0 And Stephen, full of faith and power, was 

doing great wonders and signs among the 

people, 9 and there arose certain of those of 
the synagogue, called of the Libertines, and 
Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and of those 
from Cilicia, and Asia, disputing with Ste¬ 
phen, 10 and they were not able to resist tho 
wisdom and the spirit with which he was 
Bpeakiug; “then they suborned men, saying 
—‘ We have heard him speaking evil sayings 
in regard to Moses and God.' 

13 They did stir up also the people, and the 

elders, and the scribes, and having come upon 

him , they caught him, and brought him to 

the saulicdrim; 13 they set up also false wit¬ 

nesses, saying, ‘ This one doth not cease to 

speak evil sayings against this holy place and 


the law, 14 for we have heard himsayiug, That 
this Jesus the Nazareau shall overthrow this 
place, and shall change the customs that 
Moses delivered to us: r 15 and gazing at him, 
all those sitting in tne sanhedrim saw his 
face as it were tne face of a messenger. 

VII. 1 AND the chief priest said, * Arc then 
these things so?’ -and he said, ‘ Men, breth¬ 
ren, and fathers, hearken: The God of the 
glory did appear to our father Abraham, be¬ 
ing in Mesopotamia, before his dwelling iu 
Haran, 3 and He said to him, Go forth out of 
thy land, and out of thy kindred, and come 
to a land that I shall shew thee. 

4 ‘Then having come forth out of the land 
of the Chaldeans, he dwelt in Haran, and 
from thence, after the death of his father, He 
did remove him to this land wherein ye now 
dwell, 0 and He gave him no inheritance in 
it, not eveu a footstep, and did promise to 
give it to him for a possession, and to his seed 
after him—he having no child. 

6 ‘And God spake thus, That his seed shall 
be sojourning in a strange land, and they 
shall cause it to serve, and shall do it evil 
four hundred years, 7 * and the nation whom 
they shall serve I will judge, said God; and 
after these things they shall come forth aud 
shall do Me service in this place. 

8 ‘And He gave to him a covenant of cir 
cumcision, ana so he begat Isaac, and did cir 
oiimcise him on the eighth day, and Isaac 
begat Jacob, and Jacob—the twelve patri¬ 
archs ; 9 and the patriarchs, having been moved 
with jealousy, sold Joseph to Egypt, and God 
was with him, 10 * * and did deliver him out of 
all his tribulations, and gave him favour and 
wisdom before Pharaoh king of Egypt, aod 
he did set him—governor over Egypt and all 
his house. 

11 ‘And there came a dearth upon all the 
land of Egypt and Canaan, and great tribula¬ 
tion, and our fathers were not finding susten¬ 
ance, K and Jacob having heard that there 
was corn in Egypt, sent forth our fathers a 
first time; 13 and at the second time was 
Joseph made known to his brethren, and 
Joseph’s kindred became manifest to Pha¬ 
raoh, u and Joseph haviug sent, did call for 
his father Jacob, and all his kindred—with 
seveutv and live souls— 15 and Jacob went 
down to Egypt, and died, himself and our 
fathers, 10 * * and. they were carried over into 
Sychem, and were laid in the tomb that Abra¬ 
ham bought for a price iu money from the 
sons of Emmor, of Sychem. 

17 ‘And according as the time of the promise 
was drawing nigh, which God did swear to 
Abraham, the people increased and multi¬ 
plied in Egypt, 40 till another king rose, who 
had not known Joseph; j 9 this one, having 
dealt subtilely with our kindred, did evil to 
our fathers, causing to expose their babe*, 
that they might not live; 20 in which time 
Moses was born, and he was fair to God, and 
he was brought up three months in the house 
of his father; - 1 and he having been exposed, 
the daughter of Pharaoh took him up, nnd 
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did rear him to herself for a son: ” and Moses 
was taught in all wisdom of the Egyptians, 
and he was powerful in words and in works. 

0 4 And when forty years were fulfilled to 
him, it came upon his neart to look after his 
brethren, the sons of Israel; 24 and having 
seeu a certain one suffering injustice, he did 
defend, and did justice to the oppressed, hav¬ 
ing smitten the Egyptian; 28 and he was sup¬ 
posing his brethren to understand that God 
through his hand doth give salvation ; and 
they did not understand. 

4 On the succeeding day, also, he Bliewed 
himself to them as they are striving, and 
urged them to peace, saying, Men, brethren 
are ye, wherefore do ye injustice to one an¬ 
other? ‘ 7 and he who is doing injustice to the 
neighbour, did thrust him away, saying, Who 
set thee a ruler and a judge over us? “to kill 
me dost thou wish, as thou didst kill yester¬ 
day the Egyptian ? 

“‘And Moses fled at this word, and be¬ 
came a sojourner iu the land of Midian, where 
he begat two sons, 30 and forty years having 
been fulfilled, there appeared to him in the 
wilderness of mount Sinai a messenger of the 
Lord, iu a flame of fire of a busn, 81 and 
Moses having seen did wonder at the sight; 
and he drawing near to behold, there came a 
voice of the Lord unto him, 32 I am the God 
of thy fathers; the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. 

4 And Moses having become terrified, durst 
not behold, 33 and the Lord said to him, Loose 
the sandal of thy feet, for the place in which 
thou hast stood is holy ground; 34 seeing I 
have seen the affliction of My people that is 
in Egypt, and their groaning I did hear, and 
came down to deliver them; and now come, 
l will send thee to Egypt. 

33 4 This Moses, whom they did refuse, say¬ 
ing, Who did set thee a ruler and a judge? 
this one God a ruler and a redeemer did send, 
iu the hand of a messenger who appearod to 
him iu the bush; 30 this oue did bring them 
lorth, having done wonders and signs in the 
laud of Egypt, and in the Red Sea, and iu the 
wilderness forty years ; 37 this is the Moses 
who did say to tlic sous of Israel: A prophet 
to you shall the Lord your God raise up out 
of your brethren, like to me, him shall ye 
hear. 

38 ‘This is he who was in the assembly in 
the wilderness, with the messenger who is 
B)jeaking to him in the mount Sinai, and with 
our fathers who did receive the living oracles 
t<» give to us; 3U to whom our fathers did not 
wish to become obedient, but did thrust away, 
aud turned back iu their heartB to Egypt, 
w saying to Aaron, Make to us gods who snail 
go on before us, for this Moses, who brought 
us forth out of the laud 0 / Egypt, we have 
not known what hath happened to him. 

414 And they made a call iu those days, and 
brought a sacrifice to the idol, and were re¬ 
joicing in the works of their hands, 42 and 
God aid turn, and did give them up to do ser¬ 
vice to the host of the heaven, according as it 
hath been w ritten iu the scroll of tho pro¬ 
phets : Siaiu beasts and sacrifices did ye offer 


to Me forty years in the wilderness, 0 house 
of Israel? 43 and ye took up the tabernacle of 
Moloch, and the star of your god Remphan— 
the figures that ye made to bow before them, 
and l wrill remove your dwelling beyond Ba¬ 
bylon. 

44 4 The tabernacle of the testimony was 
among our fathers in the wilderness, accord¬ 
ing as He did direct, who is speaking to 
Moses to make it according to the figure that 
he had seen ; c which also our fathers having 
in succession received, did briug in with Jo¬ 
shua, into the possession of tho nations whom 
God did drive out from the presence of our 
fathers, till the days of David, 40 who found 
favour before God, and requested to find a 
tabernacle for the God of Jacob ; 47 and Solo¬ 
mon built Him an house. 

48 4 But the Most High in sanctuaries made 
with hands doth not dwell, according as the 
prophet saith: ^The heavtm is My throne, 
and the earth My footstool; what house wall 
ye build to Me ? saith the Lord, or what is 
the place of My rest? 00 hath not My hand 
made all these thiug6 ? 

61 ‘Ye Btiff-necked and uncircumcised iu 
heart and in ears! ye do always the Holy 
Spirit resist; as your fathers — also ye 
52 which of the prophets did not your fathers 
persecute? and they killed those who declared 
Defore about the coming of the Righteous 
One. of whom now ye betrayers and murder¬ 
ers nave become, 03 who received the law by 
arrangement of messengers, aud did not keep 
it* 

84 And hearing these things, they were cut 
to their hearts, aud did gnash the teeth at 
him; 68 and being full of the Holy Spirit, 
having looked stedfastly to the heaven, he 
saw the glory of God, and Jesus standing on 
the right haud of God, 86 and he said, 4 Lo, I 
see the heavens having been opened, and the 
Son of Man Btandiug on the right haud of 
God.’ 

87 And they, having cried out with a loud 
voice, stopped their ears, and did rush with 
one accord upon him, 80 aud haring cast kim 
forth outside of the city, they were stoning 
him —and the witnesses did put down their 
arments at the feet of a young man called 
aul— 89 and they were stoning Stephen, call¬ 
ing and saying, ‘Lord Jcsub, receive my 
spirit;’ 60 and naviug bowed the knees, he 
cried with a loud voice, 4 Lord, mayest thou 
not lay to them this Biu ;* and this having 
said, he fell asleep. 

VIII. *AND Saul was asseutiug to his 
death, aud there came iu that day a great 
persecution upon the assembly iu Jerusalem, 
all also were scattered abroad in the regions 
of Judea and Samaria, except the apostles: 

2 and devout men carried away Stephen, and 
made great lamentation over him ; 3 aud Saul 
was making havoc of the assembly, into every 
house entering, and haliug men and women, 
was giving them up to prison; ' 4 they then 
indeed, having been scattered, went abroad 
proclaiming good news—the word.

•And Philip having gone down to a city of 
Samaria, was preaching to them the Christ, 
•the multitudes also were giving heed to the 
things spoken by Philip, with one accord, in 
their hearing and seeing the signs that he was 
doing, 7 for unclean spirits came forth from 
many who were possessed, crying with aloud 
voice, and many who have been paralytic and 
lame were healed, 8 and there was great joy 
in that city. 

8 And a certain man, by name Simon, was 
before in the city using magic, and amazing 
the nation of Samaria, saying himself to be a 
certain great one, 1U to whom they were all 
giving heed, from small unto great, saving, 
r This one is the great power of God;’ and 
they were giving heed to him, because of his 
having for a long time amazed them with 
deeds of magic. 

12 And when they believed Philip, proclaim¬ 
ing good news, the things concerning the reign 
of God and the name of Jesus Christ, they 
were baptized both men and women ; 13 and 
Simon also himself did believe, and, having 
been baptized, he was continuing with Philip, 
beholding also signs and mighty acts being 
done, he was amazed. 

14 And the apostles in Jerusalem having 
heard that Samaria hath received the worn 
i>f God, did send unto them Peter and John, 
* 5 who having come down did pray concerning 
them, that they may receive tlic Holy Spirit, 
— 16 for a6 yet he was fallen upon Done of 
them, and only they have been baptized—to 
the name of the Lord Jesus: 17 tnen were 
they laying hands on them, aod they received 
the Holy Spirit. 

18 Ana Simon, having beheld that through 
the laying on of the hands of the apostles, 
the Holy Spirit is given, brought before 
them money, 10 saying, ‘Give also to me this 
authority, that ou whomsoever I may lay the 
hauds, he may receive the Holy Spirit.’ 

20 And Peter said uuto him, ‘Thy silver 
with thee—may it be to destruction ! because 
the gift of God thou didst thiuk to possess 
through money; 21 thou hast neither part nor 
lot in this thing, for thy heart is not right 
before God ; 22 reform, therefore, from this 
thy wickedness, and beseech God, if then the 
purpose of thy heart may be forgiven thee, 
23 for iu the gall of bitterness, and bond of un¬ 
righteousness, I perceive thee being.’ 

24 And Simon answering, said, ‘Beseech ye 
for me unto the Lord, that nothing may come 
upon me of the things ye have spoken. 

^They indeed, therefore, having testified 
fully, and spoken the word of the Lord, did 
turn back to Jerusalem; in many villages also 
of the Samaritans they did proclaim good 
news. 

26 And a messenger of the Lord spake uuto 
Philip, saying, ‘Arise, and go on toward the 
south, ou the way that is going down from 
Jerusalem to Gaza,’—thri is desert. 27 And 
haviug arisen, he went on, and lo, a man of 
Ethiopia, a eunuch, a man of rank, of Candace 
tlits queen of the Ethiopians, who was over 
all her treasure, who had come to worship to 


Jerusalem; 28 he was also returning, and is 
Bitting ou his chariot, and he was reading the 
prophet Isaiah. 

28 And the Spirit said to Philip, ‘Go near, 
and be joined to this chariot;’ 30 and Philip 
having run near, heard him reading the pro¬ 
phet Isaiah, and said, ‘ Dost thou tnen know 
what thou dost read ?’ 31 and he said, ‘ Why, 
how am I able, if some one may not guide 
me?’ he called Philip also, haviug como up, 
to sit with him. 

32 And the contents of the Writing that he 
was reading was this: ‘As a sheep unto 
slaughter he was led, and as a lamb before his 
shearer dumb, so he doth not open his mouth ; 
33 in his humiliation his judgment was taken 
away, and his generation—who shall declare? 
because taken from the earth is his life.’ 

34 And the eunuch answering Philip said, 
1 1 pray thee, about whom doth the prophet 
say this? about himself, or about some other 
one?‘ 35 and Philip haviug opened his mouth, 
and having begun from this Writing, pro¬ 
claimed good news to him—Jesus. 

36 And as they were going on the way, they 
came upon a certain water, and the eunuch 
said, ‘Lo, water; what doth hinder me to be 
baptized?’ [ l7 And Philip said, ‘If thou dost 
believe out of all the heart, it is lawful; * and 
he answering said, ‘ I believe Jesus Christ to 
be the Son of God;’] 39 aud he commanded 
the chariot to stand still, and they both went 
down to the water, both Philip and the eunuch, 
aud he baptized him ; 38 ana when they came 
up out of the water, the Spirit of the Lord 
caught away Philip, and the eunuch saw him 
no more, for he was going ou his way rejoic¬ 
ing; 40 and Philip was found at Aiotns, and 
passing through, he was proclaiming good 
news to all the cities, till his coming to 
Cesarea. 

IX. 1 AND Saul, yet breathing of threaten¬ 
ing aud slaughter to the disciples of the Lord, 
having gone to the chief priest, 2 did ask from 
him letters to Damascus, unto the synagogues, 
that if he may find any being of the way, noth 
men and women, he may bring them bound to 
Jerusalem. 

3 And iu tho going, he came Digh to Dam¬ 
ascus, and suddenly there shone round about 
him a light from the heaveu, 4 and having 
fallen upon the earth, he heard a voice saying 
to him, * Saul, Saul, why me dost thou perse¬ 
cute?’ 

6 And he said, ‘Who art thou, Lord?’ and 
the Lord said, ‘ I am Jesus whom thou dost 
persecute; hard for thee at the pricks to kick • ’ 
• trembling also, and astonished, he said, ‘ Lora, 
what dost tliou wish me to do?’ aud the Lord 
said uuto him, ‘ Arise, and enter into the city, 
and it shall be told tbee what it bchoveth 
thee to do.’ 

7 And the men who arc journeying with 
him stood speechless, hearing indeed the 
voice but seeing no one, 8 and Saul arose from 
the earth, aud his eyes haviug been opened, 
he beheld no ouc, aud leading him Ly tho 
baud they brought him to Damascus, 8 and 
he was three days without seeiug, and be did 
neither eat nor drink. 
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10 And there was a certain disciple in Dam¬ 
ascus, by name Ananias, and the Lord said 
unto him in a vision, ‘Ananias; ’ and he said, 
‘Bellold me, Lord; 1 11 and the Lord saith un¬ 
to him, ‘ Having risen, go on unto the street 
that is called Straight, and seek in the house 
of Judas, one by name Saul of Tarsus, for. lo, 
he doth pray, 13 and he saw in a vision a man, 
by name Ananias, coming in, and putting a 
hand on hixt, that he may see again.' 

13 And Ananias answered, ‘Lord, I have 
heard from many about this man, how many 
evils he did to Tny saints in Jerusalem, 14 and 
here he hath authority from the chief priests, 
to biud all those calling on Thy name/ 15 And 
the Lord said unto him, ‘ Be going on, because 
a choice vessel to Me is this one, to bear My 
name before nations and kings—the sons also 
of Israel: 1G for I will shew him how many 
things it nehoveth him for My name to suffer.’ 

17 And Auauias went away, and did enter 
into the house, and having put upon him his 
hands, said, ‘ Saul, brother, the Lord hath 
sent me—Jesus who did appear to thee in the 
way in which thou wast coming—that thou 
mayest see again, and raayest be filled with 
the Holy Spirit.’ 

18 And. immediately there fell from his eyes 
as it were scales, he saw again also presently, 
and having risen, was baptized, 19 and hav¬ 
ing received nourishment, was strengthened, 
and Saul was with the disciples in Damascus 
certain days, 50 and immediately in the syna¬ 
gogues he was preaching the Christ, that he 
is the Son of God. 

21 And all those hearing were amazed, and 
said, ‘Is not this ho who laid waste in Jeru¬ 
salem those calling on this name, and hither 
to this intent had come, that he might bring 
them bound to the chief priests ? * 22 And Saul 
was still more strengthened, and he was con¬ 
founding the Jews dwelling in Damascus, 
proving that this is the Christ. 

23 And when many days were fulfilled, the 
Jews took counsel together to kill him, 24 and 
their counsel against him was known to Saul; 
they were also watching the gates both day 
and night, that they may kill him, 25 and the 
disciples having taken him, by night did let 
him down by the wall, letting down in a 
basket. 

20 And Saul, having come to Jerusalem, did 
try to .join himself to the disciples, and they 
were all afraid of him, not believing that he 
is a disciple, 27 and Barnabas haviug taken 
him, brought him unto the apostles, and did 
declare to them how in tho way he saw the 
Lord, and that he spake to him, and how in 
Damascus ho was speaking boldly in the name 
of Jesus. 

■ 8 And he was with them, coming in and 
going out iu Jerusalem, “^and speaking boldly 
in the name of the Lord Jesus, he was both 
Bpeaking and disputing with the Hellenists, 
and they were taking in hand to kill him, 
30 and the brethren having known, brought 
him down to Cesarea, and sent him forth to 
TarsuB. 

31 Then, indeed, the assemblies throughout 
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Dorcas mixed to life . 

all Judea, and Galilee, and Samaria, had 
peace, being built up, and, going on in the 
fear of the Lord, and in the 'comfort of the 
Holy Spirit, they wero multiplied. 

33 And it camo to pass that Peter passing 
throughout all quarters , came down also unto 
the saints who were dwelling at Lydda, 33 and 
he found there a certain man, ^-Eneas bv name 
—for eight years laid upon a couch—who was 
paralytic, 34 and Peter said to him, ‘.Eneas, 
neal thee doth Jesus the Christ; arise and 
spread for thyself;’ and immediately he rose, 
3j and all those dwelling at Lydda and Saron 
saw him, and did turn to the Lord. 

30 And in Joppa there was a certain female 
disciple, by name Tabitha, {which interpreted, 
is called Dorcas,! this woman was full of good 
works and kina acts that she was doing; 
37 and it came to pass in those days she, hav¬ 
ing ailed, died, and having bathed her, they 
laid her in an upper chamber, 38 and Lydda 
being nigh to Joppa, the disciples having 
heard that Peter is in that place , sent two 
men unto him, calling on him not to delay to 
come through unto them. 

39 And Peter having risen, went with them, 
whom having come, they brought into the 
upper chamber, and all the widows stood by 
him weeping, and shewing coats and garments, 
as many as Dorcas was making while she was 
with them. 

40 And Peter having put them all forth with¬ 
out, having bowed tne knees, did pray, and 
having turned unto the body said, * Tabitha, 
arise j/ and she opened her eyes, and. having 
seen Peter, she sat up, 41 and having given her 
his hand, lie lifted her up, and having called 
the saints and the widows, he presented het 
alive, 42 and it became known throughout all 
Joppa, and many believed on the Lord; 43 and 
it came to pass, that he remained many days 
in Joppa, with a certain one, Simon a tanner. 

X. 1 AND there was a certain man in 
Cesarea, by name Cornelius, a centurion from 
a band called Italian, 2 pious, and fearing 
God with all his house, doing also many kind 
acts to the people, and beseeching God always, 

3 he saw in a vision manifestly, as it were the 
ninth hour of the day, a messenger of God 
coming in unto him, and saying to him, ‘Cor¬ 
nelius;’ 4 and ho haviug looked earnestly on 
him, and becoming afraid, said, ‘AVhat is it, 
Lord?’ 

Aud be said to him, ‘ Thy prayers and thv 
kind acts came up for a memorial before Goa, 

5 and now send men to Joppa, and send for a 
certain one Simon, who is surnamed Peter, 
Hhis one doth lodge with a certain Simon 
a tanner, whose house is by the sea: this one 
shall speak to tbec what it behovetn thee to 
do.' 

7 And when the messenger who is speaking 
to Cornelius went away, having called two ot 
liis domestics, atnl a pious soldier of those 
waiting on him continually, 8 and having 
declared to them all things, lie sent them to 
Joppa. 

9 Aud on the morrow, as tbeso arc proceed- 
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jug od the way, and are drawing nigh to the 
city, Peter went up upon the house-top to 
pray, about the sixth hour, 10 and he became 
very, hungry, and wished to eat; and they 
making ready, there fell upon him a trance, 
11 -and lie doth behold the heaven opened, and 
descending unto him a certain vessel, as a 
great sheet, bound at the four corners, and let 
down upon the earth, 12 in which were all the 
four-footed beasts of the earth, and the wild 
beasts, and the creeping fehingB, and the fowls 
of the heaven, 13 ana there came a voice unto 
him : ‘Having risen, Peter, slay and eat.’ 

14 And Peter said, ‘Not so, Lord; because 
at no time did I eat anything common or un¬ 
clean ;’ 15 and there is a voice again a second 
time unto him: ‘ What God did cleanse, thou, 
declare not thou common;’ 10 and this was 
done thrice, and again was the vessel received 
up to the heaven. 

17 And as Peter was perplexed in himself 
ivhat the vision that he saw might be, then, lo, 
tho men who have been sent from Cornelius, 
haring made inquiry for the house of Simon, 
stood at the gate, 13 and having called, they 
were asking li Simon, who is surnamed Peter, 
doth lodge here? 

19 And Peter thinking about the vision, the 
Spirit said to him, ‘ Lo, three men do seek 
thee; 70 but having risen, go down and go on 
with them, nothing doubting, because X nave 
sent them;’ 21 and Peter having come down 
unto the men who have been sent from Corne¬ 
lius unto him, said, ‘ Lo, I am he whom ye seek, 
what is the cause for which ye are present?’ 

“And they said, ‘Cornelius, a centurion, a 
man righteous and. fearing God, well testified 
to, also, by all the nation of the Jews, was 
divinely warned by a holy messenger to send 
for thee, to his house, and to hear sayings from 
thee.’ 

23 Having called them in, therefore, he 
lodged them, and on the morrow Peter went 
forth with them, and certain of the brethren 
from Joppa went with him, 24 and on the mor¬ 
row they did enter into Cesarea; and Cornelius 
was waiting for them, having called together 
his kindred and near friends, M and as it came 
that Peter entered in, Cornelius haring met 
him, having fallen at his feet, did bow before 
him; 26 ami Peter raised him, saying, ‘Stand 
up; I also myself am a man;’ 27 ana talking 
with him he went in, and doth find many 
haring come together. 

28 And he said unto them, * Ye know how it 
is uulawful for a man, a Jew’, to keep com¬ 
pany with, or to come unto, ono of another 
race, but to me God did shew to call no man 
common or unclean ; 29 therefore also without 
gainsaying X came, haring been sent for; I 
ask, therefore, for what matter ye did send for 
me ?’ 

80 And Cornelius said, ‘Four days ago till 
this hour, I was fasting, and at the ninth hour 
praying in my house, and, lo, a man stood be¬ 
fore me in bright clothing, 31 and he said, Cor¬ 
nelius, thy prayer was heard, and thy kind 
acta were remembered before God; 32 send, 
therefore, to Joppa, and call for Simon, who is 


surnamed I J ctcr ; this one doth lodge in the 
house of Simon a tanner, by the sea, who hav¬ 
ing come, shall speak to thee ; 33 at once, there¬ 
fore, I sent to thee; thou also didst do well, 
haringcome; now, therefore, are we all before 
God present to hear all things that have been 
commanded thee by God.’ 

34 And Peter haring opened his mouth, said, 
'Of a truth, I perceive tnatGodis no respecter 
of persons, 36 out in every nation he who is 
fearing Him, and is working righteousness, is 
acceptable to Him • 36 the word that he sent 
to the sons of Israel, proclaiming good news— 
peace through Jesus Christ (this ono is Lord 
of all,) 37 ye—ye have known ;—the word that 
came throughout all Judea, haring begun 
from Galilee, after the baptism that John 
reached; 38 Jesus who ia from Nazareth— 
ow God did anoint him with the Holy Spirit 
and power; who went through, doing good, 
and healing all those oppressed by the aeril, 
because God was with rum; 39 and we—wo are 
witnesses of all things that he did both in the 
country of the Jews, and in Jerusalem,— 
whom they did slay, haring hanged upon a 
tree. 

40 1 This one did God raise up the third day. 
and gave him to become manifest. 41 not to all 
the people, but to witnesses, to those haring 
been chosen before by God—to us who did eat 
with him y and did drink with him, after his 
rising out of the dead; 42 and he commanded 
us to preach to the people, and to testify 
fully that it is he who hatn been ordained by 
God judge of living and dead— 43 to this one do 
all the prophets testify, that through his name 
every one that is believing in him aoth receive 
remission of sins.’ 

44 While Peter is yet speaking these sayings, 
the Holy Spirit fellupon all those hearing the 
word, ^and those of the circumcision be¬ 
lieving were astonished—as many as came 
with Peter—because also upon the nations the 
gift of the Holy Spirit hath been poured out, 
40 for they were hearing them speaking with 
tongues and magnifying God. 

47 Then answered Peter, 'The water is any 
one able to forbid, that these may not be 
baptized, who the Holy Spirit did receive— 
even as also we ?* 48 he commanded them also 
to be baptized in the name of the Lord ; then 
they besought him to remain certain days. 

XL 1 AND the apostles and the brethren 
who are in Judea heard that also the nations 
did receive the word of God, 2 and wheu Peter 
came up to Jerusalem, those of the circum¬ 
cision were contending with him. 3 saying— 
‘Unto men uncircumcised.thou didst go in, 
and didst eat with them !* 

4 And Peter haring begun, did expound to 
them in order saying, 5 U was in the city of 
Joppa praying, and I saw in a trance a vision, 
a certain vessel coming down, as a great sheet 
by four corners being let down out of the hea¬ 
ven, and it came unto me; G at which having 
looked stcdfastly, I was considering, and I 
saw the four-footed beasts of the earth, and 
tho wild beasts, and the creeping things, and 
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the fowls of heaven ; 7 and 1 heard a voice say¬ 
ing to me. Having risen, Peter, slay and eat; 
8 and I said, Not so, Lord ; because anything 
common or unclean hath at no time entered 
into my mouth ; 9 and a voice did answer me 
a second time out of the heaven, What God 
did cleanse, thou—declare not thou common. 

10 1 And this happened thrice, and again was 
all drawn up to the heaven, 11 and, lo, imme¬ 
diately, three men stood at the house in which 
I was, having been sent from Cesarea unto me, 
12 and the Spirit said to me to go with them, 
nothing douffitiug, and these six brethren also 
went with me, and we did enter into the 
house of the man, 13 he declared also to us 
how he saw the messenger in his house stand¬ 
ing, and saying to him, Send men to Joppa, 
and call for Simon, who is surnamed Peter, 
14 who shall speak sayings by which thou 
slialt be saved, thou and all thy house. 

15 ‘And iu my beginning to speak, the Holy 
Spirit did fall upon them, even as also upon 
us in the beginning, 18 and I remembered the 
saying of the Lord, how he said, John in¬ 
deed did baptize vvitli water, and ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Spirit; 17 if then the 
equal gift God did give to them as also to us, 
having believed upon the Lord Jesus Christ, 
I—liow was I able to withstand God?’ 

18 And they, having heard these things, 
were silent, and were glorifying God, saying, 

' Then, indeed, also to the nations did God 
£ivc the reformation to life.’ 

19 Those, indeed, therefore, having been 
Scattered abroad, from the tribulation that 
tame after Stephen, went through unto 
Phcuice, and Cyprus, aud Autioch, speaking 
the word to none except to Jews only; 20 and 
there were certain of them men of Cyprus 
and Cyrcnc, who having entered into Antioch, 
were speaking unto the Hellenists, proclaim¬ 
ing good news—the Lord Jesus, 2 ^and the 
hand of tlic Lord was with them, a great 
number also, having believed, did turn unto 
the Lord. 

52 And the account was heard ill the cars of 
the assembly that is iu Jerusalem conceruiug 
them, and they sent forth Barnabas to go 
through unto Antioch, 23 who, having come, 
aud haviug seen the grace of God, was glad, 
and was exhorting all with purpose of heart 
to cleave to the Lord, 24 because ne was a good 
man, and full of the Holy Spirit, and of faith, 
and a great multitude was added to the Lord. 

29 Aud Barnabas went forth to Tarsus, to 
seek for Saul, 2(5 and having found him, he 
brought him to Antioch, aud it came to pass 
that they a whole year did assemble together 
i n the assembly, and taught a great multitude, 
the disciples also were divinely called first in 
Antioch Christians. 

27 And in those days there came from Jeru¬ 
salem prophets to Antioch, 28 and one of them, 
by name Agabus, having stood up, did signify 
through the Snint a greatdearth is about to be 
throughout all the w orld—which also came to 
pass in the time of Claudius Ctcsar— 29 and the 
disciples, according as any one w'as prosper¬ 
ing, determined each of them to send for mini- 
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atration to the brethren dwelling in Judea, 
30 which also they did, having sent unto the 
elders by the hand of Barnabas and Saul. 

XII. 1 AND about that time, Herod the 
king put forth his hands, to do evil to certain 
of those of the assembly, 2 and he killed James, 
the brother of John, with the sword, 3 and 
having seen that it is pleasing to the Jews, 
he added to lay hold of Peter also—and they 
were the days of the unleavened food— 4 whom 
also having seized, he did put in prison, hav¬ 
ing delivered him to four quaternions of sol¬ 
diers to guard him, intending after the pasB- 
over to bring him forth to the people. 

9 Peter, therefore, indeed, was kept in the 
prison, and fervent prayer was being made by 
the assembly unto God for him, ‘’and when 
Herod w'as about to bring him forth, the same 
night was Peter sleeping between two soldiers, 
having been bound wuth two chains, guards 
also before the door were keeping the prison, 
7 and lo, a messenger of the Lord 6tood by, 
and a light shone in the buildings, and hav¬ 
ing smitten Peter on the side, he raised him 
up, sayiim, ‘Rise in haste,’ and his chains fell 
from off his hands. 

8 The messenger also said to him, 1 Gird thy¬ 
self, and bind on thy sandals;’ and he did so; 
and he saith to him, ‘ Put thy garment round 
and be following me;’ 9 and having gone forth, 
he was following hilii, and he knew not that it 
is true that which is done through the mes¬ 
senger, and was thinking he saw a vision, 
10 and having passed through a first ward, and 
a second, they came unto the iron gate that i« 
leading to the city, which of its owu accord 
did open to them, and having gone forth, they 
went on through one street, and immediately 
the messenger departed from him. 

11 And Peter having come to himself, said, 

4 Now I have known of a truth that the Lord 
did sent forth HiB messenger, and did deliver 
me out of the hand of Herod, and all the ex- 
>ectation of the people of the Jews;* 12 also, 
laving considered, he came unto the house of 
Mary, the mother pf John, who is surnamed 
Mark, where there w'ere many thronged to¬ 
gether and praying. 

13 And Peter having knocked at the door of 
the porch, there came a damsel to bearkeu, 
by name Ithoda, 14 and having known the 
voice of Peter, from the joy she did not o]*en 
the porch, but having run in, told of the 
standing of Peter before the porch, 15 and they 
said unto her, 4 Thou art madand she was 
confidently affirming it to be so, and they 
said, ‘ It is his messenger;’ 15 and Peter was 
continuing knocking, and having opened, they 
saw him, and were astonished, 17 and having 
beckoned to them with the hand to be silent, 
he declared to them how the Lord brought 
him out of the prison, and he said, 4 Declare 
to James and to the brethren these things; 
and having gone forth, he went on to another 
place. 

18 Aud day having come, there was not a 
little stir among the soldiers what then was 
become of Fcter, 10 and Herod haviug sought 
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for him, and not having found, having exa¬ 
mined the guards, did command them to bo 
led away to punishment, and having gone 
down from Judea to Cesaroa, he was abiding 
there. 

20 And Herod was highly displeased with 
the Tyrians and Sidonians, and with one ac¬ 
cord they came unto him, and having made 
a friend of Blastus, who is over the bed¬ 
chambers of the king, they were asking peace, 
because of their country being nourished from 
the kind’s; 21 and on a set day, Herod having 
arrayed himself in kingly apparel, and having 
sat down upon the tribunal, was making an 
oration unto them, - a and the popidace were 
shouting, 4 The voice of a god, and not of a 
man;' 21 and presently there smote him a mes¬ 
senger of the Lord, because he did not give 
the glory to God, and having been eaten of 
worms, he expired. 

" 4 And the word of God did grow and did 
multiply, - 5 and Barnabas and Said did turn 
back out of Jerusalem, having fulfilled the 
ministration, having taken also with them 
John, who was surnamed Mark. 

XIII. 1 AND there were certain in Antioch, 
in the assembly there, prophets and teachers: 
both Barnabas, and Simeon who is called 
Ni"er, aud Lucius the Cyrenian. Manaen also 
—Herod the tetrarch’s foster-brother—and 
Saul: 2 and iu their ministering to the Lord 
aud fasting, the Holy Spirit said, ‘Separate 
ye to ine both Barnabas and Saul to the work 
to which I have called them, 1 3 then having 
fasted, and having prayed, and having laid the 
hands oil them, they sent them away. 

4 These, indeed, then, having been sent forth 
by the Holy Spirit, went dowu to Seleueia, 
thence also they sailed to Cyprus, 5 and hav¬ 
ing come unto Salamis, they declared the 
word of God in the synagogues of the Jews, 
aud they had also John as a ministraut; 6 aud 
having gone through the islaud unto Paphos, 
they found a certain magian, a false prophet, 
a Jew, whose name is Bar-Jesus ; 7 who was 
with the proconsul Sergius Paulus, an in¬ 
telligent man ; this one having called for Bar¬ 
nabas and Saul, did desire to hear the word 
of God, e aud there withstood them ElymaB 
the magian—for so is his name interpreted— 
seeking to pervert the proconsul from the 
faith. 

9 Aud Saul— who also is Paid- having been 
filled with the Holy Spirit, and having looked 
stedfastly on him, 10 said, 4 0 full of all guile, 
and all profligacy, son of a devil, enemy of all 
righteousness, wilt thou not cease perverting 
the right ways of the Lord? 11 and now, lo, a 
baud of the Lord w upon thee, and thou shalt 
be blind, not seeing the sun for a seasonaud 
presently there fellupon him a mist and dark¬ 
ness, and he, going about, was seeking some 
to lead him by the hand; ‘"then the procon¬ 
sul having seen what hath come to pass, did 
believe, being astonished at the teaching of 
the Lord. 

13 And those about Paul having set sail 
from Paphos, came to Perga of Pamphylia, 


and John having departed from them, did 
turn back to Jerusalem, 14 and they having 
gone through from Perga, came to Antioch of 
Pisidia, and having gone into the synagogue 
on the sabbath-day, they sat down, 16 and after 
the reading of the law and of the prophets, 
the chief men of the synagogue sent unto 
them, saying, 4 Men, brethren, if there be a 
word in you of exhortation unto the people- 
say on.’ 

lfl And Paul having risen, and having beck 
oned witli the hand, said, 1 Men, Israelite^ 
and those fearing God, hearken : 17 the God d 
this people Israel did choose our fathers, and 
the people He did exalt in their sojourning in 
the land of Egypt, and with an high arm did 
He bring them out of it; 18 and about a period 
of forty years He did suffer their manners in 
the wilderness, 19 and having destroyed seven 
nations in the land of Canaan, He did divide 
by lot to them their land. 

-° ‘And after these things, about four hun¬ 
dred and lifty years, He gave judges—till 
Samuel the prophet; 21 and thereafter they 
asked for a King, aud God did give to them 
Saul, son of Kish, a man of the tribe of Ben¬ 
jamin, for forty years; ^and bavin" r- moved 
him. He did raise up to them David for king, 
to whom also having testified, he said, I found 
David, the son of Jesse, a man according to 
My heart, who shall do all My will. 

33 4 Of this one’s seed God, according to 
promise, did raise to Israel a Saviour—Jesus, 
24 John having first preached, before his com¬ 
ing, a baptism of reformation to all the people 
of Israel; -’and as Jolm was fullilliug the 
course, he said. Whom me do ye suppose to 
be? 1 am not he, but, lo, he doth come after 
me, of whom I am not worthy to loose the 
sandal of his feet. 

- 6 4 Men, brethren, sons of the race of Abra¬ 
ham, aud those among you fearing God, to 
you was the word of this salvation sent, a? fo! 
those dwelling in Jerusalem, and their chiefs, 
this one not having known, also the voices of 
the prophets, which every sabbath are being 
read—having judged him —did fulfil, - B and 
no cause of death having found, they did ask 
of Pilate that he should be slain, 29 and when 
they did complete all the things written about 
him, having taken him dowu from the tree, 
they laid him in a tomb ; 3,1 and God did raise 
him out of the dead, 31 and he was seen for 
many days of those who did come up with 
him from Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his 
witnesses unto the people. 

33 4 And we to you do proclaim "oodnews— 
that the promise made unto the fathers, 33 God 
hath in full completed this to us their children, 
having raised up Jesus, as also iu the second 
Psalm it hath been written, My Son thou arc 
—I to-day have begotten thee. 

34 4 And that He did raise him up out of the 
dead, no more to return to corruption, he hath 
said thus—I will give to you the faithful 
kindnesses of David: 35 wherefore also in 
another place he saitn, Thou shalt not give 
Thy kind One to see corruption, 36 for David, 
indeed, his own generation having served by 
the will of God did fall asleep, and was 
added unto his fathers, and saw corruption, 
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17 but he whom God did raise up, did not see 
corruption. 

38 ‘Lot it therefore be known to you, men, 
brethren, that through this one to you is the 
forgiveness of sins declared, 33 and from all 
things from which ye were uot able iu the 
law of Moses to be declared righteous, iu this 
one every one who is believing is declared 
righteous; 4,1 see, therefore, it may not come 
upon you that hath been spoken in the pro¬ 
phets: 41 See, ye despisers, and wonder, and 
perish, because a work I—I do work iu your 
days, a work in which ye may uot believe, 
though any one may declare it to you.’ 

42 And haviug goue forth out of the syna¬ 
gogue of the Jews, the nations were calling 
upou them that on the next sabbath these say¬ 
ings may be spoken to them, 43 aud the syna¬ 
gogue having been dismissed, many of the 
Jews and of the devout proselytes did follow 
Paul aud Barnabas, who, speaking to them, 
were iiersuadiug them to remain in the grace 
of God. 

44 And on the coming sabbath, almost all 
the city was gathered together to hear the 
word ot God, 4i and the Jews haviug seeu the 
multitudes, were filled with zeal, and did con¬ 
tradict the things spoken by Paul—contra¬ 
dicting aud speaking evil. 

4li Aud speaking boldly, Paul aud Baruabas 
said, ‘To you it was necessary that first the 
word of God be spoken, and seeing ye do 
thrust it away, and do uot judge yourselves 
worthy of the life age-during, lo, we do turn 
to the ualious; 47 for so hath the Lord com¬ 
manded us : I have set thee for a light of na¬ 
tions—for thy beiug for salvatiou unto the 
end of the earth.' 

48 And the nations hearing were glad, and 
were glorifying the word of the Lord, and did 
believe—as many as were appointed to life 
age-during; 48 and the word of the Lord was 
Bpread abroad through all the region. 

50 And the Jews stirred up the devout and 
honourable women, aud the first meu of trie 
city, and did raise ])ersecution against Paul 
aud Barnabas, aud did put them out from 
their borders; S1 and they having shaken off 
the dust of their feet against them, came to 
Ieonium, 52 aud the disciples were HI led with 
joy and the Holy Spirit. 

XIV. 1 AND it came to pass in Ieonium, 
that they did euter together into the syna¬ 
gogue of the Jews, and spake, so that there 
believed both of Jews and Greeks a great 
multitude: 2 aud the unbelieving Jews did 
stir up and made evil the souls of the nations 
against the brethren; 3 long time, iudeed, 
therefore, did they abide speaking boldly in 
the Lord, who is testifying to the word of His 
grace, and grantin'' signs and wonders to 
come to pass through their hands. 

4 And the multitude of the eity was divided, 
and some were with the Jews, and some 
with the apostles, e and when there was a 
purpose both of the nations and of the Jews 
with their rulers to use them despitefully, 
aud to stone them, 8 they haviug become 


aware, did flee to the cities of Lycaonia, Lystra, 
and Derbe, aud to the region % round about, 
7 and there they were proclaiming good 
news. 

8 And a certain mau in Lystra, impotent in 
the feet, was sitting, beiug lame from the 
womb of his mother—who uever had walked, 
!> this one was hearing Paul speaking, who, 
having stedfastly bell eld him, and having seen 
that he hath faith to be saved, 10 said with n 
loud voice, ‘ Stand up on thy feet upright;’ 
aud he was springing and walking, 11 aud the 
multitudes having seen what Paul did, did 
lift lip their voice, in the speech of Lvcaouia, 
saying, ‘The gods, having become like men, 
did come down unto us •’ they were calling 
also Barnabas Zeus, and Paul Hermes, siuce 
he was the leader in speaking. 

13 And the priest of the Zeus that is before 
their city, oxen aud garlands unto the porches 
having Drought, with the multitudes did 
wish to sacrifice, 14 and haring heard, the 
apostles Barnabas and Paul, haring rent their 
garments, did spring into the multitude, cry¬ 
ing 18 and saying, ' Men, why these things do 
ye? and we are men like-affected with von, 
proclaiming good news to you, from tliesu 
vanities to turn unto the living God, who 
made the heaven, and the earth, and the sea, 
and all the things in them: 10 who in the past 
generations did suffer all the nations to go ou 
in their ways, 17 though, indeed, without wit 
ness He did not leave himself, doing good— 
from heaven giving rains to us, and fruitful 
seasons, filling our hearts with food and glad¬ 
ness;’ 18 and these things saying, scarcely did 
they restrain the multitudes from sacrificing 
to them. 

19 And there came thither, from Autiocl* 
and Ieonium, Jews, and they having per 
suaded the multitudes, aud having stoned 
Paul, drew him outside of the city, having 
supposed him to be dead: 20 and the disciples 
having surrounded him, haring risen he en¬ 
tered into the city, and on the morrow lie 
went forth with Barnabas to Derbe. 

21 Having proclaimed good news also to that 
eity, and having discipled many, they turned 
back to Lystra, and Ieonium, aud Antioeh, 
22 confirming the souls of the disciples, exhort¬ 
ing to remain in the faith, and that through 
many tribulations it behoveth us to enter into 
the reign of God, 23 and haring appointed to 
them by vote elders in every assembly, hav¬ 
ing prayed with fastings, they commended 
them to the Lord in whom they had be¬ 
lieved. 

24 And having passed through Pisidia, they 
came to Pamphylia, 23 and having spoken iu 
Perga the word, they went down to Attalia, 
30 and thence did sail to Antioch, whence they 
had been given by the grace of God for the 
work that they fulfilled; 27 and haring come 
and gathered together the assembly, they de¬ 
clared as many things as God did with them, 
and that He did open to the nations a door of 
faith; 28 aud they abode there not a little 
time with the disciples. 
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Paul circumcises Timotheus, 


XV. 1 AN D certain ]laving come down from 
Judea, were teaching the brethren— 4 If ye be 
not circumcised after the custom of Moses, 
ye are not able to be saved ;* 2 there having 
been, therefore, not a little dissension and dis¬ 
putation to Paul and Barnabas with them, they 
arranged for Paul and Barnabas, and certain 
others of them, to go up unto the apostles and 
elders to Jerusalem about this question, 3 they 
indeed, then, having been sent forward by the 
assembly, were passing through Phenice and 
Samaria, declaring the conversion of the na¬ 
tions, and they were causiug great joy to all 
the brethren. 

4 And having come to Jerusalem, they were' 
received by the assembly, and the apostles, 
and the elders, they declared also as many 
things as God did with them; 5 and there rose 
up certain of those of the sect of the Pharisees 
who believed, saying— 4 It behoveth to cir¬ 
cumcise them, to command them also to keep 
the law of Moses.’ 

c And there were gathered together the 
apostles and the elders, to see about this 
matter, 7 and there having been much dis¬ 
puting, Peter having risen up said unto them, 

4 Men, brethren, ye know that from former 
days, God among us did make choice, through 
my mouth, for the nations to hear the word 
of the good news, and to believe; 8 and the 
heart-knowing God did bare them testimony, 
having given to them the Holy Spirit, even 
as also to us, 9 and did put no difference also 
between ns and them, by the faith having 
purified their hearts ; 10 now, therefore, why 
do ye tempt God, to put a yoke upon the necR 
of the disciples, which neither our fathers nor 
we were able to bear? 11 but, through the 
race of the Lord Jesus Christ, we believe to 
e saved, even as also they.’ 

12 And all the multitude did keep silence, 
and were hearkening to Barnabas and Paul, 
declaring as many signs and wonders as God 
did among the nations through them ; 13 aud 
after they are silent, James answered, saying, 

4 Men, brethren, hearken to me; 14 Simeon 
did declare how at first God did look after 
to take out of the nations a people for His 
name, 15 aud to this agree the words of the 
prophets, as it hath been written: 16 After 
these things I will turn hack, and I will 
build ajjain the tabernacle of David, that is 
fallen down, and its ruins I will build again, 
and will set it upright— 17 that the residue of 
men may seek after the Lord, and all the 
nations, upon whom My uame hath been 
called, eaitli the Lord, who is doing all these 
things. 

38 ‘ Known from the ages to God are all His 
works; 19 wherefore I judge: not to trouble 
those who from the nations do turn hack to 
God, 20 but to write to them to abstain from 
the pollutions of the idols, and the whoredom, 
and the strangled thing; and the blood ; 21 for 
Moses from former generations iu every city 
hath those preaching him—in the synagogues 
every sabbath being read.’ 

“Then it seemed good to the apostles aud the 
eldera, with the whole assembly, chosen men 
out of themselves to send to Antioch with 


Paul and Barnabas—Judas surnamed Barsa- 
bas, and Silas, leading men among the breth¬ 
ren— 23 having written through their hand 
thus: 

4 The apostles, aud the elders, aud the 
brethren, to those in Antioch, and Syria, and 
Cilicia, brethren, who are of the nations, 
greeting; 24 seeing we have heard that certain 
having gone forth from us did trouble you 
with words, subverting your souls, saying 
to be circumcised and to keep the law, to 
whom we did give no charge, 25 it seemed 
good to us, having come together with one 
accord, chosen men to send unto you, with 
our beloved Barnabas aud Paul— 28 men who 
have given up their lives for the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ— 27 we have sent, therefore, 
Judas and Silas, and they by word are telling 
tbe same things, 

28 ‘For it seemed good to the Holy Spirit, and 
to us, no more burden to lay upon you, except 
these necessary things: 29 to abstain from 
thin gs offered to idols, and blood, and a strang¬ 
led tning, and whoredom ; from which keep¬ 
ing yourselves, ye shall do well; be strong!’ 

30 They then, indeed, having been let go, 
went to Antioch, and having brought the 
multitude together, did deliver the epistle, 
33 and they having read, did rejoice for the 
consolation; 32 Judas also aud Silas, being 
themselves also prophets, through much dis¬ 
course did exhort the brethren, and coufirm, 
33 and having passed some time, they were let 
go with peace from the brethren unto thy 
apostles; 34 and it seemed good to Silas to 
remain there still. 

35 And Paul and Barnabas continued in 
Antioch, teaching and proclaiming good news 
—with many others aJtao—the word of the 
Lord; 39 and after certain days, Paul said uuto 
Barnabas, 4 Having turned back again, we 
may look after our brethren, in every city in 
which we have preached the word of the Lord 
—how they are/ 

37 And Barnabas counselled to take with 
them John called Mark, 38 aud Paul was not 
thinking it good to take him with them who 
withdrew from them from Pamphylia, and 
did not go with them to the work; as there 
came, therefore, a sharp contention, so that 
they were parted from one another, aud Bar¬ 
nabas having takeu Mark, did sail to Cyprus, 
40 and Paul having chosen Silas, went forth, 
having been given up to the grace of God by 
the brethren; 41 and he went through Syria 
and Cilicia, confirming the assemblies. 

XVI. 1 AND he came to Derbe and Lyetra, 
and lo, a certain disciple was there, by name 
Timotheus son of a certain woman, a believing 
Jewess, but of a father, a Greek, 2 who was 
well testified to by the brethren iu Lystra and 
Iconium ; 3 this one did Paul wish to go forth 
withhim, and having taken /ttm, hecircumcised 
him, because of the Jews who are iu those 
places, for they all knew his father—that lie 
was a Greek. 

A nd as they were going on through tho 
95

cities, they were delivering to them the de¬ 
crees to keep, that have been judged by the 
apostles and the elders who art iu Jerusalem, 
‘’then, indeed, were the assemblies established 
iu the faith, aud were abounding in number 
every day; ,; and having gone through Phrygia 
aud the regiou of Galatia, having been for¬ 
bidden by the Holy Spirit to speak the word 
in Asia, 7 haviug gone toward Myeia, they 
were trying to go on toward Bithyma, and the 
Spirit did not suffer them, 8 and having passed 
by Mysia, they came down to Troas. 

9 And a vision through the night appeared 
to Paul—a certain inau of Macedonia was 
standing, calling upou him, aud sayiug, ‘Hav¬ 
ing passed tlirough to Macedonia, help us — 
lu and when lie saw the vision, immediately 
we endeavoured to go forth to Macedonia, 
assuredly gathering that the Lord hath called 
us to preach good uews to them, n having set 
sail, therefore, from Troas, we came with a 
straight course to Samothracia, on the morrow 
also to Neapolis, ‘-thence also to Pldlippi, 
which is a principal city of the part of Mace¬ 
donia—a colony. 

And we were in this city abiding certain 
days, 13 on the sabbath-day also we went forth 
outside of the city, by a river, where there 
nstd to be prayer, and having sat down, we 
Tvere speaking to the women who came to¬ 
gether, l4 aud acertain woman, by name Lydia, 
a seller of purple, of the city of Thyatira, 
worshipping God, was hearing, whose heart 
the Lord <ud open to attend to the tilings 
spoken by Paul; ,5 and when she was bap¬ 
tized, aud her household, she did call upon us. 
Baying, ‘If ve have judged me to be faithful 
to the Loro, having entered into my house, 
remain;’ and she constrained us. 

16 And it came to pass in our going on to 
prayer, a certain maid, having a spirit of 
Python, did meet us, who brought much em¬ 
ployment to her masters by soothsaying, ‘'she 
laving followed Paul and us, was crying, say¬ 
ing, ‘These men are servants of the Most 
High God, who declare to us a way of salva¬ 
tion ’ 19 and this she was doing for many days, 
but Paul having been grieved, and Laving 
turned, said to the spirit. * 1 command thee, 
in the name of Jesus Christ, to come forth 
from her;’ and it came forth the same hour. 

19 And her masters having seen that the 
hope of their employment was gone, having 
caught Paul aud Silas, drew them to the 
market-place, unto the rulers, 520 and haviug 
brought them to the magistrates, they said, 
‘These men do exceedingly trouble our city, 
being -Jews; -‘and they proclaim customs 
that are not lawful for us to receive nor to do, 
being Homans. 1 

25 And the multitude rose up together 
against them, and the magistrates having 
torn their garments from them, were com¬ 
manding to heat them with rods, 23 mauy 
blows also having laid upon them, they cast 
them to prison, having given charge to the 

t ail or to keep them safely, 24 who such a charge 
laving received, did put them to the inner 
prison, and their feet made fast in the stocks. 
06 


75 Aud at midnight Haul and Silas praying, 
were singing hymns to God, and the prison¬ 
ers were hearing them, , -‘ i and suddenly a 
great earthquake came, bo that the founda¬ 
tions of the prison were shaken, opened also 
presently were all the doors, and of all—the 
Lands were loosed; 77 and the jailor having 
come out of sleep, and having seen the doors 
of the prison open, having drawu a sword, 
was about to kill lnmself, supposing the pri¬ 
soners to be tied, -® and Paul cried out with a 
loud voice, sayiug, * Thou mayest not do thy¬ 
self any harm, for we are all here.’ 

29 Aud, haviug asked for a light, he sprang 
in, and trembling he fell down before Paul 
and Silas, 3u and having brought them forth, 
said, 4 Sirs, what must 1 do—that I may be 
saved?’ 31 and they said, ‘ Believe ou the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved—thou 
and thy house:’ 32 and they spake to him the 
word of the Lord, and to all those in his 
household - 3:1 aud having taken them, iu that 
hour of the night, he did bathe them from 
the blows, and was baptized, himself and all 
his presently, 34 having brought them also 
into his house, he set food before them , and 
was glad with all the household, lie having 
believed in God. 

33 And day having come, the magistrates 
sent the roa-bearers, sayiug. ‘ Let those men 

f o;’ ari and the jailor told these words unt<. 

’aul—‘The magistrates have sent, that ye 
maybe let go; now, therefore, having germ 
forth go ou in ]>eace; ’ 37 and Paul said t< 
them, ‘Having beaten us publicly uncou 
demned—men, Homans being—they did cast 
us to prison, and now privately do they cast 
us forth ! why no! but having come them¬ 
selves, let them bring us forth.’ 

:18 And the rod-bearers told to the magis¬ 
trates these sayings, and they were afraid, 
haviug heard that they are Homans, 39 and 
having come, they besought them, and having 
brought them forth, they were asking them to 
go forth from the city; 40 aud they, having 
gone forth out of the prison, entered into the 
house of Lydia, aud having seen the brethren, 
they comforted them, and went forth. 

XVII. 1 AND having passed through Am- 
phipoliB, and Apollouia, they came to TheBsa* 
Iomca, where was the synagogue of the Jews, 

2 and according to the custom of Paul, lie went 
in unto them, and for three sabbaths he was 
reasoning with them from the Writings, 

3 opening and alleging, ‘ That the Christ it 
behoved to suffer, and to rise again out of the 
dead, and that tins is the Christ—Jesus whom 
I proclaim to you.’ 

4 And certam of them did believe, and at¬ 
tached themselves to Paul and to Silas, also 
of the worshipping Greeks a great multitude, 
of the principal women also not a few. 

5 And the unbelieving Jews, haring been 
moved with envy, and having taken to them 
of the loungers certain evil men, and having 
made a crowd, were setting the city iu an up¬ 
roar ; having assailed also the house of Jason, 
they were seeking them to bring them to tho 
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populace, ®and not having found them, they 
drew Jason and certain brethren unto the city 
rulers, calling aloud—‘ These, having put the 
world in commotion, are also here present, 

7 whom Jason hath received: and these all do 
contrary to the decrees of Caesar, saying 
another to be king—Jesus.’ 

0 And they troubled the multitude and the 
city rulers, hearing these things, 6 and having 
taking security from Jason and the rest, they 
let them go. 

10 And the brethren immediately, through 
the night, sent forth both Paul and Silas to 
Berea, who having come, went to the syna¬ 
gogue of the Jews; 11 and these were more 
noble than those in Thessalonica, they re¬ 
ceived the word with all readiness of mind, 
every day examining the Writings whether 
those thiugs were so; 12 many, indeed, there¬ 
fore, of them did believe, and of the honour¬ 
able Greek women and men not a few. 

:3 And when the Jews from Thessalonica 
knew that also in Berea was the word of God 
declared by Paul, they came thither also, 
agitating tne multitudes; 14 and then imme¬ 
diately the brethren sent forth Paul, to go on 
as it were to the sea, but both Silas and 
Timothy were remaining there. 

13 And those conducting Paul, brought him 
nuto Athens, and having received a command 
uuto Silas and Timotheus that with all speed 
they may come unto him, they departed; 
16 and Paul waiting for them in Athens, his 
spirit was stirred iu him, beholding the city 
wholly given to idolatry, 17 therefore, indeed, 
he was reasoning in the synagogue with the 
Jews, and with the worshipping persons, and 
in the market-place every day with those who 
mot with him. 

1B And certain of the Epicurean and of the 
Stoic philosophers, were meeting together to 
see him, and some were saying, ‘What would 
thiB Beed picker wish to say?' and others, ‘Of 
strange demons he doth seem to be an an¬ 
nouncer;' because Jesus and the rising again 
lie did proclaim to them as good news, w hav¬ 
ing also taken him, unto the Areopagus they 
brought Aim, saying, ‘Are we able to know 
what is this new teaching that is spoken by 
thee, 20 for certain strange things thou dost 
bring to our care? we wish, then, to know 
what these things would wish to be 21 and 
all Athenians, aud the strangers sojourning, 
for nothing else were at leisure but to say 
something, and to hear some newer thing. 

23 Aud Paul, liavin" stood in the midst of 
the Areopagus, said, ‘Men, Athenians, in all | 
things 1 perceive you as over-religious; 23 for ; 
passing through and contemplating your 
objects of worship, I found also an erection I 
on which had been inscribed: To God—un¬ 
known ; whom, therefore—not knowing—ye ' 
do worship, this One I announce to you. 

24 4 God, who did make the world, and all 
things in it, this One, of heaven aud of earth 
beiug Lord, in temples made with hands 
doth not dwell, 26 neither by the hands of 
men is He served—needing anything, He 
giving to all life, aud breath, aud all things; 


26 He made also of one blood every nation of 
men, to dwell upon all the face of the earth— 
having ordained times before appointed, and 
the bounds of their dwellings—-'to seek the 
Lord, if perhaps they did feel after Him and 
find,—though, indeed. He is not far from each 
one of us, 28 for in Him we live, and move, 
and are; as also certain of your poets have 
said : For of Him also we are offspring, 

29 ‘Being, therefore, offspring of God, we 
ought not to thiuk the Godhead to be like to 
gold, or silver, or stone, graving of art aud de¬ 
vice of man; 30 the times, indeed, therefore, 
of the ignorance God having overlooked, doth 
now command all men everywhere to reform, 
31 because He did set a day in which He is 
about to judge the world in righteousness, by 
a man whom He did ordain, having giveu 
assurance to all, having raised him out of the 
dead.’ 

32 And having heard of a rising again of the 
dead, some, indeed, were mocking, but other* 
said, ‘We will hear thee again concerning 
this ; 1 33 and so Paul went forth from the midst 
of them, 34 and certain men having cleaved to 
him, did believe, among whom is also Diony¬ 
sius the Areopagite, and a woman, by name 
Damaris, and others with them. 

XVIII. 1 AND after these things, Paul 
having departed out of Athens, came to Cor¬ 
inth, 2 and having found a certain Jew, by 
name Aquilas, of Pontus by birtli, lately come 
from Italy, aud Priscilla his wife—because of 
Claudius having directed all the Jews to de¬ 
part out of Rome—he came to them, 3 and be¬ 
cause of being of the same craft, he did re¬ 
main with them, and was working, for they 
were tent-makers as to craft; 4 and he was 
reasoning in the synagogue every sabbath, 
persuading both Jews ana Greeks. 

5 And when both Silas and Timotheus came 
down from Macedonia, Paul was pressed ic 
the Spirit, testifying fully to the Jews Jesuj 
the Christ; 6 and ou their resisting and speak¬ 
ing evil, having sunken his garments, ne said 
uuto them, * Your blood is upon your head—I 
am clean; henceforth to the nations I will go 
on.’ 

7 And having departed theuce, he wcut to 
the house of a certain one, by name JnstuSj a 
worshipper of God, whose house was adjoin¬ 
ing the synagogue, 8 and Crispus, the ruler of 
the synagogue did believe in the Lord witli 
all his house, and many of the Corinthians 
hearing were believing, and they were being 
baptized. 

9 And the Lord said through a vision iu the 
night to Paul, * Be not afraid, but be speaking 
and thou mayest be not silent; :n because T 
am with thee, and no one shall set on thee to 
do thee evil: because I have much people iu 
this city “ and he continued a year and six 
months, teaching among them the word of 
God. 

12 AudGallio being proconsul of Acbaia, the 
Jews made a rush with one accord upoD Paul, 
aud brought him unto the tribunal, 13 saying 
—* Against the law this one doth peremadf 
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men to worship God ; ’ 14 and Paul being about 
to open his mouth, Gallio said uuto the Jews, 
‘ If, indeed, then, it was auythiug unrighte¬ 
ous, or an act of wicked profligacy, O Jews, ac¬ 
cording to reason I had borne with you, 15 but 
if it is a question concerning words and names, 
and of your law, look ye yourselves to it , fora 
iudge of these tliiugs I do not wish to be,’ 
46 and he drave them from the tribuual; 17 and 
all the Greeks having taken Sosthcues, the 
chief man of the synagogue, were beating him 
before the tribunal, and not even for these 
things was Gallio caring. 

18 And Paul having remained yet a good 
many days, having taken leaveof the brethren, 
was sailing to Syria—and with him are Pris¬ 
cilla and Aquilas—having shorn his head iu 
Ocnehera. for lie had avow; 19 and he came 
down to Ephesus, and did leave them there, 
and he himself having entered into the syna¬ 
gogue did reason with the Jews: 20 and they 
having requested him to remain a longer time 
with them, he did not consent, n but took 
leave of them, saying, ‘It behoveth me by all 
means the coming feast to keep at Jerusalem, 
and again I will return unto you—God will¬ 
ing.] Aud lie sailed from Ephesus, 22 and 
having come down to Cesarea, having gone 
up, aud having saluted the assembly, he went 
down to Antioch. 

29 AND having made some stay he went 
forth, going through iu order the region of 
Galatia aua Phrygia, strengthening all the 
disciples. 

24 And a certaiu Jew, Apollos by name, an 
Alexandriau by birth, a man of eloquence, 
being mighty iu theWritings, came to Ephesus, 
25 this one was instructed in the way of the 
Lord, aud being ferveut in the Spirit, was 
speaking and teachiug exactly the things about 
the Lora, kuowiug ouly the baptism of John ; 
ve this one also began to 6peak boldly in the 
synagogue, and Aquillas aud Priscilla having 
heard of him, took him to them, aud did more 
exactly expound to him the way of God. 
27 and lie being miuded to go through into 
Achaia, the brethreu wrote to the disciples, 
having exhorted them to receive him* who hav¬ 
ing come, did help them much who have be¬ 
lieved through the grace, 28 for powerfully the 
Jews he was refuting publicly, shewiug 
through the Writings Jesus to he the Christ. 

XIX- 1 AND it came to pass, iu Apollos* 
being iu Corinth, Paul having gone through 
the upper parts, came to Ephesus, aud hav¬ 
ing found certain disciples, 2 he said uuto 
them, ‘ The Holy Spirit aid ye receive—hav¬ 
ing believed? 1 and they said unto him l ‘But 
we did not even hear whether there is any 
Holy Spirit;' 3 aud he said unto them, ‘To 
what, then, were ye baptized?' and they said, 

‘ To John’s baptism.’ 

4 And Paul said, ‘John, indeed, did baptize 
with a baptism of reformation, saying to the 
people that iu him who is coining after him 
they should believe—that is, in the ChriBt 
-^Jesus 5 and they, having heard, were bap¬ 
tized —to the uame of the Lord Jesus, 6 and 
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Paul having laid on them his hands, the Holy 
Spirit came upon them, they were speaking 
also with tongues, and propliesyiug, 7 ana 
all the men were, as it were, twelve. 

8 And having gone into the synagogue, he 
was speaking boldly for three months, rea¬ 
soning and persuading the things concerning 
the reign of God, 9 aud when certaiu were 
hardeued aud were disbelieving, speaking 
evil of the-way before the multitude, liaviug 
departed from them, he did separate the dis¬ 
ciples, every day reasoning in the school of a 
certain Tyrannus. 

10 And this happened for two years so that 
all those dwelling in Asia did hear the word 
of the Lord Jesus, both JewB and Greeks, 
11 mighty works also—not common—was God 
working through the hands of Paul, 12 so that 
even unto the ailing were brought from liis 
body handkerchiefs or aprons, aud the sick¬ 
nesses departed from them; the evil spirits 
also went forth from them. 

13 And certain of the wandering exorcist 
Jews, took upon/Acmto uame over those hav- 
iug the evil spirits the name of the Lord 
Jesus, saying, ‘ We adjure you by Jesus, 
whom Paul doth preach;' 11 and there were 
certain—seven sons of Seeva, a Jew, a chief 
priest—who are doing this thing; 15 aud the 
evil spirit, answering, said, ‘Jesus I know, 
aud Paul I am acquainted with; and ye—who 
are ye?' 

16 And the man, in whom was the evil spirit, 
leaping upon them, and having overcome 
tliem, prevailed against them, so that naked 
and wounded they did floe out of that house, 
17 aud this became known to all, both Jews 
and Greeks, who are dwelling at Ephesus, 
aud fear fell upon them all, ana the name of 
the Lord Jesus was being magnified, 10 many 
also of those who did believe were coming, 
confessing and declaring their acts, 19 and 
many of those who had practised the curious 
arts, having brought the books together, wer^ 
burning them before all; aud they reckoned 
together the prices of tliem, and found it five 
myriads of silverlings; 20 so powerfully was 
the word of God increasing aud prevailing. 

21 Aud when these things were fulfilled, 
Paul purposed in the Spirit, having gone 
through Macedonia and Achaia, to go on to 
Jerusalem, saying—‘ After my being there, it 
behoveth me also to soe Rome;’ 22 and having 
sent to Macedonia two of those miDisteriog 
to him—Timotheus and Erastus—lie himself 
stayed a time in Asia. 

j 3 Aud there came, at that time, not a little 
stir about the way, 24 for a certain one, De¬ 
metrius by uame, a worker in silver, making 
silver sanctuaries of Artemis, was bringing 
to the artificers gain not a little, “whom, 
having brought id a crowd together, and those 
who did work about such things, lie said, 
‘Men, ye know that by this work we have 
our wealth; 96 and ye Bee aud hear, that not 
ouly at Ephesus, but almost in all Asia, this 
Paul, having persuaded, did turn away a great 
multitude, sayiDg, that they are not gods who 
are made by hands; 27 and not only is this 
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department in danger for ns of coming into 
disregard, but also, that of the great goddess 
Artemis the temple is to be reckoned for 
nothing, and also her greatness is about to be 
brought downj whom all Asia and the world 
doth worship. 

28 And they having heard^ and having be¬ 
come full of wrath, were crying out, saying, 
‘ Great is the Artemis of the Ephesians! ’ 
29 and the whole city was filled with confusion, 
they rushed also with one accord into the 
theatre, liavinecaught Gaius and Aristarchus, 
Macedonians. Paul s fellow-travellers. 

30 And ou Paul’s purposing to enter in unto 
the populace, the disciples were not Buffering 
him, 31 and certain also of the chief men of 
Asia, being his friends, having sent unto him. 
were entreating him not to venture himself 
into the theatre. 

32 Some indeed, therefore, were calling out 
oue thing, and some another, for the assembly 
was confused, and the greater part did .not 
know for what they were come together: 

33 and out of the multitude they put forward 
Alexander—the Jews thrusting liim forward 
—and Alexander having beckoned with the 
hand, wished to make defence to the populace, 

34 and having known that he is a Jew, one 
voice came out of all, for about two hours, 
crying, ‘Great is the Artemis of the Ephe¬ 
sians r 

35 And the public clerk having quieted the 
multitude, saith, ‘ Men, Ephesians, why, who 
is the man that doth not know that the city 
of the Ephesians is a devotee of the great 
goddess Artemis, and of that which fell down 
from Zeus? 3(i these things, then, not being, to 
be gainsaid, it is necessary for you to be quiet, 
ana to do nothing rashly. 

37 ‘ For ye brought these men, who are nei¬ 
ther tern pie-robbers nor speaking evil of your 
goddess; 38 if indeed, therefore, Demetrius 
and the artificers with him with any oue have 
a matter, court days are held, and there arc 
proconsuls: let them accuse one another. 

39 ‘And if ye seek after anything concerning 
other matters, in the legal assembly it shall 
be determined; 40 for we are also in peril of 
being accused of insurrection in regard to this 
day, there being no occasiou by which we 
shall be able to give an account of this con¬ 
course;* 41 and these things having said, he 
dismissed the assembly. 

XX. 1 AND after the ceasing of the tumult. 
Paul having called near the disciples, and 
having embraced them, went forth to go ou to 
Macedonia* 4 and having gone through those 
parts, and having exhorted them with many 
words, he came to Greece; 3 having made also 
three months 1 stay —a counsel of the Jews 
having been against him—being about to set 
forth to Syria, there came to hivi a resolution 
of returning through Macedonia. 

4 And there were accompanying him unto 
Asia, Sopater of Berea, and of Thessalonians 
Aristarchus andSecundus, and Gaius of Derbe, 
and Timotheus. aud of Asiatics Tychicus and 
Trophimus; 6 these, having gone before, did 
remain for us iu Troas, 8 and we sailed, after 
the days of the unleavened food, from Philippi, 


and came unto them to Troas in five days, 
where we abode seven days. 

7 And on the first of the week, the discip¬ 
les having been gathered together to break 
bread, Paul was discoursing to them, about 
to depart on the morrow, he was also continu¬ 
ing the discourse till midnight, 8 and there 
were many lamps in the upper chamber where 
they were gathered together, 0 and there was 
sitting a certain youth, by name Eutychus, 
upon the window—being borne down by a 
deep sleep, Paul discoursing long—he having 
sunk down from the sleep fell down from the 
third story, and was lifted up dead. ■ 

10 And Paul, having gone down, fell upon 
him, and having embraced him , said, ‘ Make 
no tumult, for ins life is in him r ‘ and hav¬ 
ing come up, and having broken bread, aud 
having tasted, for a long time also having 
talked—till daylight, so he went forth, 12 and 
they brought up the lad alive, aud were com¬ 
forted in no ordinary measure. 

13 And we having gone before unto the ship, 
did sail to Assos, thence intending to take in 
Paul, for so he had arranged, intending, him¬ 
self to go on foot; 14 and wnen he met with us 
at Assos, having taken him up, we came to 
Mitylene, 15 and thence having sailed, on the 
morrow we came over-aigainst Chios, and the 
next day we arrived at Samos, and having re¬ 
mained in Trogyllium, on the following day 
we came to Miletus. ™for Paul decided to 
sail past Ephesus, that there may not be to 
him a loss of time in Asia, for he hasted, if it 
were possible for him, on the day of the Pente¬ 
cost to be at Jerusalem. 

17 And from Miletus, having sent to Ephe¬ 
sus, he called for the eldere of the assembly, 
18 and wbeu they were come unto him, he said 
to them, ‘Ye—ye know from the first dav 
in which I came to Asia, how, with you at all 
times 1 was; 13 serving the Lord with all 
humility, and many tears, and temptations, 
that befell me in the counsels of tne Jews 
against me; 20 how nothiug I did keep back of 
what things are profitable, not to declare to 
you, and to teach you publicly, and in every 
house, 21 testifying fully both to Jews and 
Greeks, toward God reformation, and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Clirist. 

22 ‘And now, lo, I—bound in the Spirit— 
go ou to Jerusalem, the things that shall be¬ 
fall me in it not knowing, 23 save that the 
Holy Spirit in every city doth testify fully, 
saying, that for me bonds and tribulations 
remain ; w but I make account of none of 
these, neither do I count my life precious to 
myself, so that I finish my course with joy, 
and the ministration that I received from the 
Lord Jesus, to testify fully the good news of 
the grace of God. 

25 ‘ And now, lo, I have known that no more 
shall ye see my face,—ye all arnoDg whom 1 
did go preaching the reign of God; 26 where¬ 
fore I take you to witness this day, that I am 
clear from the blood of all, 27 for I did not keep 
back from declaring to you all the counsel of 
God. 

28 ‘Take heed, therefore, to yourselves, and 
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to all the flock, among which the Holy Spirit 
made you overseers, to feed the assembly of 
God, that He acquired through His own blood, 
f for I have known this, that there shall enter 
in, after my departing, grievous wolves unto 
you, not sparing the flock, 30 and of your own 
selves there shall arise men, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away the disciples after them. 

31 ‘ Therefore, watch, remembering that 
three years, night and day, I did not cease 
with tears warning each oue ; and now, I 
commend you, brethren, to God, and to the 
word of His grace, that is able to build up, 
and to give you an inheritance among all those 
sanctified. 

33 ‘The silver or gold or garments of no one 
did I covet; 34 aud ye yourselves know that 
to my necessities, and to those who were with 
me, minister did these hands; 33 all things I 
did shew you, that, thus labouring, it bchov- 
eth us to partake with the ailing, to be mind¬ 
ful also of the words of the Lord Jesus, that 
he himself said, It is more blessed to give 
than to receive.’ 

36 Aud these things having said, having 
bowed his knees, with them all, he did pray, 
37 aud there came a great weeping to all, and 
having fallen upon the neck of Paul, they 
were kissing him, 38 sorrowing most of all for 
the word that he had said—that they are about 
uo more to see his face: and they were ac¬ 
companying him to the snip. 

XXL 1 AND it came to pass, at our sail in", 
having been parted from them, having run di¬ 
rect, wc came to Coos, and the succeeding 
day to Rhodes, aud thence to Patara, - ana 
having found a ship passing over to Phenicia, 
having gone on board, we •sailed, 3 and haviug 
discovered Cyprus, and having left it ou 
the left, we were sailing to Syria, and did land 
at Tyre, for there was the ship discharging the 
lading. 

4 And haviug found out the disciples, we 
tarried there seven days, aud they said to 
Paul, through the Spirit, not to go up to Jeru¬ 
salem ; 5 but when it came that we completed 
the days, having gone forth, we went ou, all 
bringing us ou the way, with women aud 
children, unto the outside of the city, and 
bavin" bowed the kuccs upon the shore, we 
prayed, 6 aud haviug embraced one another, 
we embarked in the ship, aud they returned 
to their own friends. 

7 And wc, haviug finished the course, from 
Tyre came down to Ptolemais, and having 
saluted the brethren, we remained oue day 
with them; 8 and ou the morrow Paul audliis 
company having goue forth, we came to Cc- 
■area, aud having entered into the house of 
Philip the evangelist—who is of the seven— 
we remained with him, °and this oue had four 
daughters, virgins, prophesying. 

:o And we remaining many more days, there 
came down a certain oue from Judea, a pro¬ 
phet, by name Agabus, 1] and he having couie 
unto us, and having taken up the girdle of 
Paul, having bound also his own hauda and 
feet, said, ‘Thus saith the Holy Spirit, The 
man whose ia this girdle— so ahall the Jews 
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in Jerusalem bind, and they shall deliver him 
up to the hands of nations. 

1: And when we heard these things, we 
called upon him— both we, antr those of tbat 
place—not to go up to Jerusalem, 13 and Paul 
answered. ‘ What do ye—weeping, and crush¬ 
ing mine heart? for I, not only to be bound, 
but also to die at Jerusalem, am ready, for 
the name of the Lord Jesus;’ 14 and he not 
being persuaded, we were silent, saying, ‘The 
will of the Lord be done.’ 

15 Aud after these days, having taken our 
vessels, we were going up to Jerusalem, 16 and 
there went also of the disciples from Cesarea 
with us, bringing with them him with whom 
wc may lodge, a certain Mnason of Cyprus, 
an agea disciple. 

17 And we having come to Jerusalem, tho 
brethren did gladly receive us, 18 aud on tho 
morrow Paul was going in with us unto 
James, all the elders also came, 19 aud having 
saluted them, he was declaring, one by one, 
each of the things God did among the nations 
through his miuistratiou, 20 and they having 
heard, were glorifying the Lord. They said 
also to him, ‘Thou seest, brother, how many 
myriads there are of Jews who have believed, 
and all are zealous of the law, 21 and they are 
instructed concerning thee, that anostacy 
from Moses thou dost teach to all Jews 
amoDg the nations, saying—Not to circum¬ 
cise the children, nor after the customs t 
walk ; 22 what then is it? certainly the mm 
titude it behoveth to come together, for tliej 
will hear that thou hast come. 

- 3 * This, therefore, do that we say to thee: 
We have four men having a vow on them¬ 
selves, •* these having taken, be purified with 
them, and be at expence with them, that they 
may shave the head, aud all may know that 
the things of which they have been instructed 
concerning thee are nothing, but thou dost 
walk—thyself also—the law keeping. 

- 5 ‘ And concerning those of the nations who 
have believed, we have written, having given 
judgment, that they observe no such thiu" 
except to keep themselves both from idol- 
saonfiecs, and blood, aud a strangled thing, 
aud whoredom.’ 

^Then Paul, haviug taken the men, on 
the following day, with them having purified 
himself, was entering into tlictemple, announc¬ 
ing the fulfilment of the days of the purifica¬ 
tion, till the offering was offered, for each oue 
of them. 

, -' 7 And, as the seven days were about to bo 
fully ended, the Jews from Asia having bo- 
hclu him in the temple, were Btirriug up all 
the multitude, aud tney laid hands upon niiri, 
,J8 crying out, ‘ Men, Israelites, help! this ia 
the man who, against the people, and the law, 
and this place, all everywhere is teaching; 
and further, also, Greeks he brought into the 
the temple, and hath defiled this holy place ;' 
^for they had seen before Trophimus, tho 
Ephesian, in the city with him, whom they 
were supposing that Paul brought iuto the 
temple. 

30 All the city also was moved and there 
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was a running together of the people, and 
having laid hold on Paul, they were drawing 
him out of the temple, and immediately were 
the doors abut, 31 aud they seeking to kill him, 
a rumour came to the chief captain of the 
band that all Jerusalem hath been thrown 
into confusion, 32 who, at once, having taken 
floldiers and ceuturioua, ran down upouthem, 
and they having seen the chief captain and 
the soldiers, did leave off beating Paul 

83 Then the chief captain, having come nigh, 
took him, and commanded him to be bound 
with two chains, and was inquiring who lie 
may be, aud what it is he hatli been doing, 
34 and some were crying out one thing, aud 
some another, among the multitude, aud not 
being able to know the certainty because of 
the tumult, he commanded him to be carried 
to the castle, 35 and when he came upon the 
steps, it happened he was borne by the sol¬ 
diers, because of the violence of the multitude, 
8C for the crowd of the people was following 
after, crying, 4 Away with him.’ 

37 And Paul being about to be led into the 
castle, saith to the chief captain, ‘Is it per¬ 
mitted to me to say anything unto thee?' and 
lie said, ‘Greek dost thou know? S9 art not 
thou, theu, the Egyptian who before these 
days made an uprising, and did lead into the 
desert the four thousand men of the assassins ? ’ 

39 And Paul said, 4 1, indeed, am a man, a 
Jew, of Tarsus of Cilicia, of no mean city a 
citizeD ; and I beseech thee, suffer me to speak 
unto the people.’ 

4u And he having given him leave. Paul 
having stood upon the stairs, did beckon with 
the hand to the people, and there having been 
a great silence, he spake unto them in the 
Hebrew dialect, saying : 

XXH, 14 MEN, brethren, and fathers, hear 
my defence now unto you; '— 2 and they hav¬ 
ing heard that in the Hebrew dialect he was 
speaking to them, gave the moro silence, and 
he saith,— 3 4 1, indeed- am a man, a Jew, 
having been born in Tarsus of Cilicia, and 
brought up in this city at the feet of Gama- 
lielj having been taught according to the ex¬ 
actitude of a law of the fathers, being zealous 
of God, as all ye are to-day. 

4 4 Aud this way I persecuted unto death, 
binding and delivering up to prisons both 
men and women, 8 as also the chief priest doth 
testify to me, and all the eldership ; from 
whom also having received letters unto the 
brethren, to Damascus, I was going on, to 
bring also those there bouud to Jerusalem 
that they might be punished, 8 and it came to 
pass, in my going on and coming nigh to 
Damascus, about noon, suddenly out of the 
heaven there shone a great light round about 
me, 7 I fell also to the ground, and I heard a 
voice saying to me, Saul, Saul, why me dost 
thou persecute ? 

8 4 And 1 answered. Who art thou. Lord ? 
and he said unto me, I am Jesus the Nazareuo 
whom thou dost persecute— 9 aud they who 
are with me the light indeed did see, and be¬ 
came afraid, and the voice they heard Dot of 
him who is speaking to me— 10 and I said, 


What shall l do, Lord? aud the Lord said un¬ 
to me. Having risen, go on to Damascus, and 
there it shall be told thee concerning all things 
that have been appointed for thee to do. 

11 4 And when laid not see from the glory 
of that light, being led by the hand by those 
who are with me, I came to Damascus, 12 and 
a certain one, Anauiaa, a pious man accord¬ 
ing to the law, being testified to by all the 
Jews dwelling there, 13 having come untome 
aud stood by me , said to me, Saul, brother, 
look up; ana I the same hour did look up to 
him ; 14 and he said, The God or our fathers 
did choose thee beforehand to know His will, 
and to see the Righteous One, and to hear a 
voice out of his mouth, 13 because thou shalt 
be his witness unto all men of what thou hast 
seen and heard; 16 and uow, why tarriest thou ? 
having risen, baptize thyself, and wash away 
thy sins, calling upon the name of the Lord. 

47 4 And it came to pass when I returned 
to Jerusalem, and while 1 was prayiug in the 
temple, I came into a trance, 10 aud I saw him 
saying to me, Haste and go forth in haste out 
of Jerusalem, because they will not receive 
thy testimony concerning me • 19 and I said, 
Lord, they—they know that I was imprison¬ 
ing and was scourging in every synagogue 
those believing on thee; -° and when the 
blood of thy witness Stephen was being poured 
forth, I also was standing by and assenting to 
liis death, and keeping the garments of those 
putting him to death ; 21 and he said unto me. 
Go, because to nations far off I will send thee. 

22 And they were hearing him unto this 
word, and they lifted up their voice, saying, 
4 Away from the earth with such an one ; for 
it is not fit for him to live.' 

23 And they crying out and casting up their 
garments, and throwing dust into toe air, 
24 the chief captain commanded him to be 
brought into the castle, saying, ‘By scourges 
let him be examined; ’ that be might know for 
what cause they were crying so against him. 

23 And as he was stretching him with the 
thongs, Paul said unto the centurion who was 
standing by, ‘A man, a Roman, uucondem- 
ned—is it lawful to you to scourge;’ 2C and 
the centurion having heard, havinggoDe near 
to the ohief captaiD, told, saying, ‘Take heed 
what thou art about to do, for this man is a 
Roman; ’ 27 and the chief captain having come 
near, said to him, 4 Tell me, art thou a Roman ? ’ 
and he said, 4 Ye3 29 and the chief captain 
answered, *X with a great sura, did obtain 
this citizenship;’ but Paul said, ‘But I have 
been even born so 

29 Immediately, therefore, they departed 
from him who are about to examine him, and 
the chief captain also was afraid, having learn¬ 
ed that he is a Roman, and because he had 
bound him, 30 and on the morrow, intending 
to know the certainty wherefore he is accused 
by the Jews, he did loose him from the bonds, 
and commanded the chief priests and all their 
sanhedrim to come, and having brought down 
Paul, he set him before them. 

XXIII. J AND Paul having earnestly beheld 
the Banhedrim, said, ‘Men, brethren, I in all 
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S ood conscience have lived to God unto tliia 
ay: * 2 and the chief priest Ananias command¬ 
ed those standing by him to smite him on the 
mouth, 3 then Paul said unto him, ‘God is 
about to smite thee, thou white-washed wall, 
and thou—thou dost sit judging mo according 
to the law, and, violating law, dost order me 
to be smitten ! 1 

4 And those who stood by said. ‘The chief 
priest of God dost thou revile?* 5 and Paul 
said, ‘I did not know, brethren, that he is 
chief priest: for it hath been written. Of the 
ruler of thy people thou slialt not speak evil ;* 
“and Paul having known that the one part 
are Sadducees, and the other Pharisees, cried 
out in the sanhedrim, ‘Men, brethren, I am a 
Pharisee—son of a Pharisee—concerning hope 
and rising again of dead men I am judged.* 

7 And he having spokeu this, there came a 
dissension of the Pharisees and of the Sad¬ 
ducees, and the crowd was divided, “for Sad¬ 
ducees, indeed, say there is no rising again, 
nor messenger, nor spirit, but Pharisees con¬ 
fess both. 9 And there came a great cry, and 
the scribes of the Pharisees’ part having arisen, 
were striving, saying, ‘ No evil do we find in 
this man; and if a spirit spake to him, or a 
messenger, we may not fight against God; * 
10 and a great dissension baying come, the 
chief captain having been afraid lest Paul may 
be pulled to pieces by them, commanded the 
soldiery, having gone down, to take him by 
force out of the midst of them, and to bring 
him to the castle. 

11 And on the following night, the Lord hav¬ 
ing stood by him, said, ‘Take courage, Paul, 
for as thou didst fully testify the things con¬ 
cerning me at Jerusalem, so it behoveth thee 
also at Rome to testify.' 

12 And day having come, certain of the Jews 
having made a concourse, did anathematize 
themselves, saying neither to eat nor to drink 
till they may kill Paul; 13 and they were more 
than forty who made this conspiracy by oath, 
M who having come near to the chief priests 
and to the elders said, ‘ With an anathema we 
did anathematize ourselves—to taste nothing 
till we have killed Paul; 15 now, therefore, 
ye, signify ye to the chief captain, with the 
sanhedrim, that to-morrow he may bring him 
down unto yon, as being about to know more 
exactly the things concerning him ; and we, 
before his coming nigh, are ready to put him 
bo death.* 

16 And the son of Paul’s sister having heard 
of the lying in wait, having gone and entered 
into the castle, told Paul, 37 and Paul having 
called near one of the centurions, said, ‘This 
oung man lead unto the chief captain, for he 
ath something to tell him.’ 18 He indeed, 
then, having taken him, brought him unto 
the chief captain, aud saith, ‘The prisoner 
Paul, having called me near, asked me this 
young .man to bring unto thee, having some¬ 
thing to say to thee.* 

19 And the chief captain having taken him 
by the hand, and having withdrawn by thein- 
eelves, inquired, ‘What is that which thou 
hast 1,o tell me?' 20 and he said—‘The Jews 
agreed to request tliec, that to-morrow to the 
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sanhedrim thou raayest bring down Paul, as 
being about to enquire something more ex¬ 
actly concerning him; 21 thou, therefore, may- 
est thou not yield to them, for there lie in 
wait for him of them more than forty men 
who did anathematize themselves—not to eat 
nor to drink till they kill him, and now they 
arc ready, waiting for the promise from thee.’ 

22 The chief captain, then, indeed, let the 
young man go, having charged him to tell uo 
one, ‘that these things thou didst Bhew unto 
me;* 23 and having called near a certain two 
of the centurions, he said, ‘Make ready 
soldiers two hundred, that they may go on 
unto Ccesarea, and horsemen seventy, and 
spearmen two hundred, from the third hour 
of the night; 24 beasts also provide, that, hav¬ 
ing set Paul on, they may bring him safe unto 
Felix the governor;’ 23 he having written a 
letter after this description: 

M * Claudius Lysias, to the most noble 
governor Felix, hail: 27 This man having been 
taken by the Jews, and being about to be 
killed by them—having come with the soldiery, 
I rescued him, having learned that he is a 
Roman; 29 and, intending to know the cause 
for which they were accusing him, I brought 
him down to their sanhedrim, 29 whom I found 
accused concerning questions of their law, aud 
having no accusation worthy of death or bonds; 
30 and a plot having beeD intimated to me 
against this man—about to be of the Jews— 
at once I sent unto thee, having given com¬ 
mand also to the accusers to say the things 
against him before thee; be strong.’ 

31 Then, indeed, the soldiers according to 
that directed them, having taken up Paul, 
brought him through the night to Antipatris, 
S2 and on the morrow, having suffered the 
horsemen to go on with him, they returned 
to the castle; 33 those having entered into 
Ccesarea. and delivered the letter to the go¬ 
vernor, did present also Paul to him. 

34 And the governor having read it, and in¬ 
quired of what province he is, and understood 
that he is from Cilicia; 33 4 f will hear thee— 
said he—when thine accusers also may have 
come;* he also commanded him to be kept in 
the praetorium of Herod. 

XXIV. 1 AND after five days came down 
the chief prieBt Ananias, with the elders, and 
a certain orator—Tertullus, and they made 
manifest to the governor the things against 
Paul; 2 and he having been called. Tertullus 
began to accuse him, saying, ‘Much peace 
enjoying through thee, and worthy deeds be¬ 
ing done to this nation through thy fore¬ 
thought, 3 always, also, aud everywhere we 
receive it, most noble Felix, with all thank¬ 
fulness ; 4 aud that I may not be further 
tedious to thee, I pray thee to hear us con¬ 
cisely in thy gentleness; 6 for having found 
this man a pestilence, and moving a dissension 
to all the Jews through the world—a ring¬ 
leader also of the sect of the Nazarenes— 
c who also the temple did try to profane, 
whom also we took, and according to our law 
did wish to judge, 7 and Lysias the chief cap- 
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taia having come near, with much violence, 
out of our hands did take away, 0 having 
commanded his accusers to come to thee, 
from whom thou mayest be able, thyself hav¬ 
ing examined, to know concerning all these 
things of which we accuse him; 9 and the 
Jews also agreed, professing these things to 
be so. 

10 And Paul answered—the governor having 
beckoned to him to speak—‘Knowing that 
for many years thou hast been a judge to this 
nation, the more cheerfully the things con¬ 
cerning myself I do answer; 11 thou being 
able to know that it is not more than twelve 
days to me since I went up to worship in Jeru¬ 
salem, 13 and neither in the temple did they 
dnd me reasoning with any one, or making a 
dissension of the multitude, nor in the syna¬ 
gogues, nor in the city; 13 nor are they able 
to prove against me the things concerning 
ylncli they now accuse me. 

14 ‘And I confess this to thee, that, accord¬ 
ing to the way that they call a sect, so serve 
I the God of the fathers, believing all things 
that in the law and the prophets nave been 
written, 15 having hope toward God, which 
they themselves also wait for, that there is 
about to be a rising again of the dead, both 
of righteous and uurighteous; 10 and in this I 
llo exercise myself, to have a conscience void 
of offeuce toward God and men always. 

17 ‘ And after many years I came, about to 
do kind acts to iny nation, and offerings, 10 iu 
which certain Jews from Asia did find me 
purilied in the temple, not with multitude, 
nor with tumult, 19 whom it behoveth to be 
present before thee, and to accuse, if they had 
anything against me, 20 or let these same 
say if they found any unrighteousness iu me 
in my stauding before the sanhedrim, 21 except 
concerning this oue voice, iu which 1 cried, 
standiug among them—Concerning a rising 
agaiu of the dead I am judged to-day by 
you.’ 

22 And having heard these things, Felix de¬ 
layed them—having known uiorc exactly of 
thethings concerning the way—saying, ‘When 
Lyeias the chief captain may come down, 1 
will know fully the things couceruiug you ; ’ 
23 having given also a direction to the centu¬ 
rion to keep Paul, to let him also have liberty, 
and to forbid none of his own friends to min¬ 
ister or to come near to him. 

24 And after certain (lays, Felix having 
come with Drusilla his wife, being a Jewess, 
he sent for Paul, and. heard him concerning 
the faith toward Christ, 25 and he reasoning 
concerning righteousness, and temperance, 
and the judgment that is about to be, Felix, 
having become afraid, answered,. ‘ For the 
preseut be going, and having got time, I will 
call for thee;’ 30 and at the same time also 
hoping that money shall be giveu to him by 
Paul, that lie.may release him, therefore, also 
sending for him the oftencr, he was convers¬ 
ing with him; 27 and two years having been 
fulfilled, Felix received a successor, Porcius 
Festus; Felix also willing to lay a favour on 
the Jews, left Paul bound. 


XXV. 1 FESTUS, therefore, having come 
into the province, after three days went up to 
Jerusalem from Osesarea, 3 and the chief priest 
and the principal men of the Jews made mani¬ 
fest to him the things against Paul, aud were 
calling on him, 3 asking favour against him, 
that he may send for him to Jerusalem, mak¬ 
ing an ambush to put him to death in the 
way. 

4 Then, indeed, Festus answered that Paul 
is kept in Cssarea, and himself is about 
speedily to go on thither, 5 ‘Therefore those 
able among you—saith lie—having come down 
together, if there be anything iu this man—let 
them accuse him;’ 6 and having tarried among 
them more than ten days, having gone down 
to Caesarea, on the morrow having sat upou 
the tribunal, he commanded Paul to be 
brought; 7 and he having come, there stood 
round about the Jews who have come down 
from Jerusalem—many and weighty, charges 
they are bringing against Paul, which they 
were not able to prove, 9 he making defence 
—‘Neither in regard to the law of the Jews, 
nor in regard to the temple, nor in regard to 
Caesar—did I commit any sin.’ 

9 And Festus willing to lay on the Jews a 
favour, answering Paul, said, * Art thou will¬ 
ing, to Jerusalem having gone up, there con¬ 
cerning these tilings to be judged before me?’ 
10 and Paul said, ‘ At the tribunal of CiEsar l 
am standiug, where it behoveth me to be 
judged ; to Jews I did no unrighteousness, as 
thou dost also very well know; 11 for if indeed 
I am unrighteous, and anything worthy of 
death have doue, I deprecate not to die; and 
if there is none of the things of which these 
accuse me, no one is able to make a favour of 
me to them ; to Ccesar I appeal!’ 13 then Fes¬ 
tus, having communed with the council, an¬ 
swered, *To Gesar thou hast appealed; to 
Caesar thou shalt go.’ 

13 And certain days having passed, Agrippa 
the king, and Bernice, came clown to Caesarea 
saluting Festus, 14 and as they were continu¬ 
ing there more days, Festus submitted to the 
kiug the thiugs concerning Paul, saying, 

* There is a certaiu man, left by Felix, a pri- 
souer, 15 about whom, iu my beiug at Jeru¬ 
salem, the chief priests and the elders of the 
Jews laid information, asking a decision 
against him, 10 unto whom I answered, that it 
is uot a custom ot Konians to make a favour of 
any mau to die, before that he who is accused 
may have the accusers face to face, and may 
receive place of defence in regard to the charge 
laid against him. 

17 ‘ They, therefore, having come togethci 
—I, making no delay, ou the succeeding dag 
having sat upon the tribunal, dicl command the 
mau to be brought, 10 concerning whom the 
accusers, having stood up, were bringing 
against him no accusation of the things I was 
thinking of, 19 but certaiu questions couceru¬ 
iug their own religion they had against him, 
and concerning a certain Jesus who was dead, 
whom Paul affirmed to be alive; 2,1 and l, 
doubting iu regard to the question concerning 
this, said. If he would wish to go on to Jeru¬ 
salem. aud there to be judged concerning these 
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things— 11 but Paul haring appealed to be kept 
to the hearing of Sebastus, I did command 
him to be kept till I might send him unto 
Casar. * 

“And Agrippa said unto Festus, ‘I was 
wishing also myeelf to hear the man;' and he 
said, ‘To-morrow thou shalt hear him;’ 23 on 
the morrow, therefore—on the coming of 
Agrippa and Bernice with much display, and 
they having entered into the audience cham¬ 
ber, with the chief captains also, and the 
principal men of the city, and Festus having 
ordered—Paul was brought forth. 

24 And Festus said, ‘ King Agrippa, and all 
meu who are present with us, ye see this one. 
about whom all the multitude of the Jews did 
deal with me, both in Jerusalem and here, 
cryiug out, He ought not to live any longer ; 
“and I, having found him to have done no¬ 
thing worthy of death, and he also himself 
having appealed to Sebastus, I decided to 
send him, 89 concerning whom t have no cer¬ 
tain thing to write to my lord, wherefore I 
brought him forth before you, aud specially 
before thee, king Agrippa, that the examina¬ 
tion having been made, I may have something 
to write ; 27 for it doth seem to me irrational, 
sending a prisoner, not also to siguify the 
charges agaiust him.’ 

XXVI. 1 AN D Agrippa said unto Paul, 1 It 
is permitted to thee to speak for thyself •' 
then Paul haring stretched forth the hand, 
was making a defence: 1 ‘ Concerning all things 
of which I am accused by Jews, king Agrippa, 

I have thought myself happy, being about to 
make a defence before thee to-day, 3 especially 
knowing thee to be acquainted with all things 
—both customs and questions—among Jews; 
wherefore, I beseech thee, patiently to hear 
me. 

4 ‘The manuerof my life theu, indeed, from 
youth—which from the boginning was among 
my nation, in Jerusalem—know do all the 
JewE, 3 knowing me before from the first, (if 
they may be willing to testify,) that after the 
most exact sect of our worship, I lived a 
Pharisee: 6 and now for the hope of the pro¬ 
mise made to the fathers by God, I have stood 
judged, 7 to which our twelve tribes, intently 
night and day aerving, do hope to come, con¬ 
cerning which hope I am accused, king 
Agrippa, by the Jews; 0 why is it judged in¬ 
credible with you, if God doth raise the 
dead? 

*‘1, indeed, therefore, thought with my¬ 
self, that against the name of Jesus of Naza¬ 
reth it behoved me many things to do, 10 which 
also I did in Jerusalem, and many of the saints 
I in prison did shut up, from the chief priests 
haring received the authority; they also being 
put to death, I gave my vote against them, 
b and in every synagogue, often punishing 
them, I was constraining them to Bpeak evil, 
being also exceedingly mad against them, I 
was also persecuting l/iem even uuto strange 
cities. 

12 ‘In which thiugs, also, goiug on to Damas¬ 
cus—with authority and commission from the 
chief priests— 13 at mid-day, I saw in the way, 

0 kiug, out of heaven, above the brightness of 
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the sun, shilling rouud about me a light -and 
those goiug on with me; 14 aud we all having 
fallen to the earth, I heard a votce speaking 
unto me, and saying iu the Hebrew dialect, 
Saul, Saul, why me dost thou persecute? hard 
for thee against pricks to kick ! 

15 ‘And I said, Who art thou, Lord? and 
he said, I am Jesus whom thou dost perse¬ 
cute ; 16 but rise, and stand upon thy feet, for 
for this I appeared to thee, to appoint thee 
au officer and a witness both of the things 
thou didst Bee, and of the thiugs in which I 
will appear to thee, 17 delivering thee from 
the people, and the nations, to whom now I 
send thee, 18 to open their eyes, to turn them 
from darkness to light, and .from the author¬ 
ity of the Adversary unto God, for their re¬ 
ceiving forgiveness of sins, and a lot among 
those liaving been sanctified, by faith that is 
toward me. 

19 ‘ Whereupon, king Agrippa, I was not 
disobedient to the heavenly vision, 20 but to 
those iu Damascus first, ana to those in Jeru¬ 
salem, to all the region also of Judea, aud to 
the nations, I was preaching to reform, and to 
turn back unto God, doing works worthy of 
reformation; 21 because of these things the 
JewB—haring caught me in the temple—were 
endeavouring to kill me. 

22 ‘Having obtained, therefore, help from 
God, till this day, I have atood witnessing 
both to small and to great, saying nothing 
besides the thiugs that both the prophets ana 
Moses spake of os about to come, 23 that the 
Christ is to suffer, whether first by a rising 
from the dead, he is about to proclaim light 
to the people and to the nations.’ 

M ADd, lie thus making a defence, Festus 
with a loud voice said, ‘ Thou art mad, Paul * 
much learning doth turn thee mad;' 53 ana 
he saith, 4 1 am not mad, most noble Festus, 
but of truth and soberness tbe sayings I speak 
forth; 26 for the king doth know concerning 
these things, before whom also I speak boldly, 
for none of these things, 1 am persuaded, are 
hidden from him; for this thing hath not been 
done in a corner; v thou dost believe, king 
Agrippa, the prophets? I have known that 
thou dost believe! * 

28 And Agrippa said unto Paul, ‘In a little 
thou dost i^rsuade me to become a Chris¬ 
tian ! * 29 and Paul said, * I would have wished 
to God, both in a little, and in much, not 
only thee, but also all those hearing me to¬ 
day, to become such as 1 also am—except 
these bonds.’ 

30 And, he having spoken these thiugs, the 
king rose up, and the governor, Bernice also, 
and those sitting with them, 31 and having 
withdrawn, they were speaking unto one 
another, saying—‘ This man doth nothing 
worthy of death or of bonds; ’ 34 and Agrippa 
Baid to Festus, ‘This man mi"ht have been 
releaafri if he had not appealed to Cccsar.’ 

XXVII. 1 A_ND when our sailing to Italy 
was determined, they were delivering up both 
Paul and certain others, prisoners, to a cen¬ 
turion, by name Julius, of the band of fc*onan- 
tus. 2 and haring embarked iu a ship of A d- 
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ramyttium, we, being about to sail by the 
coasts of Asia, did set sail, there being with 
us Aristarchus, a Macedonian of Thessalon- 
ica, 3 on the next day also we touched at 
Sidon, and Julius, courteously treating Paul, 
did permit him, having gone on unto friends, 
to receive their care. 

4 Andthence, having set sail, we sailed un¬ 
der Cyprus, because of the winds being con¬ 
trary," “and having sailed over the sea over- 
against Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to 
Myria of Lycia, 6 and there the centurion hav¬ 
ing found a ship of Alexandria, sailing to 
Italy, did put us into it, 7 and having sailed 
slowly many days, and with difficulty coming 
over against Cnidus, thewind not suffering us, 
we sailed under Crete, over-against Salmone, 

6 and hardly passing it, we came to a certain 
place called ‘Fair Havens,' nigh to which was 
the city of Lasaea. 

9 And much time being spent, and the 
sailing being now dangerous—because of the 
fast also being already past—Paul was ad¬ 
monishing. 10 saying to them, ‘Men, I perceive 
that with hurt, and much damage, not only of 
the lading and of the ship, but also of our 
lives—the voyage is about to be;’ 11 but the 
centurion to the pilot and to the shipowner 

S ave credence more thau to the things spoken 
y Paul; 12 and the haven being incommodious 
to winter in, the more part gave counsel to 
sail thence also, if by any means they might 
be able, having attained to Phenice, there to 
winter, which is a haven of Crete, looking to 
the south-west and north*west, 13 and a south 
wind blowing softly, having thought they had 
obtained their purpose, having lifted anchor, 
they sailed close by Crete, 14 and not long 
after there arose against it a tempestuous 
wind, that is called Euroclydon, 15 and the 
ship being caught, and not being able to bear 
up against the mud, having given her up, we 
were borne on, 16 and having run under a 
certain little isle, called Clauda, we were 
hardly able to become masters of the boat, 
17 which having taken up, they were using 
helps, undergirding the ship, and fearing lest 
they may fall on the quicksand, having let 
down the mast—so were borne on. 

18 And we. being exceedingly tempest-tossed, 
the succeeding day they were making a clear¬ 
ing, * y and on tne third day with ourown hands 
the tackling of the ship we cast out, 20 and 
neither sun nor stars appearing for more days, 
and not a little tempest lying upon us, thence¬ 
forth all hope was taken away of our being 
saved. 

31 And there having been long fasting, then 
Paul having stood in the midst of them, said, 
‘ It behoved you, indeed, 0 men— having hear¬ 
kened to me—not to set sail from Crete, and 
to save this hurt and damage; 22 and now I 
exhort you to be of good cheer, for there shall 
be no loss of life among you—but of the ship; 
3a for there stood by me this night a messenger 
of God—whose I am, and whom I serve— 
w saying. Be not afraid Paul; before Caesar it 
behoveth thee to stand; and, lo, God hath 


granted to thee all those sailing with thee; 
* wherefore be of good cliecr, men! for 1 be¬ 
lieve God, that so it shall be, even as it bath 
been spoken to me, 20 and on a certain island 
it bclioveth us to be cast.’ 

27 And when the fourteenth night came—we 
being borne up and down in the Adria— 
toward the middle of the night the sailors 
were supposing that some country drew nigh 
to them • 25 and having sounded they found 
twenty fathoms, and having gone a littlo 
farther, and again having sounded, they found 
fifteen fathoms, ‘"and fearing lest on rough 
places we may fall, out of the stern having 
cast four anchors, they were wishing day to 
come. 

30 And the sailors seeking to liee out of the 
ship, and having let down the boat to the sea, 
in pretence as i/out of the foreship they are 
about to cast anchors, 31 Paul said to the cen¬ 
turion and to the soldiers, 4 If these do not 
remain in the ship—ye are not able to be 
saved;’ 32 then the soldiers did cut oft' the 
ropes of the boat, and suffered it to fall off. 

33 And till the day was about to be, Paul 
was calling upon all to partake of nourish¬ 
ment, saying, ‘Fourteen days to-day, waiting, 
ye continue fasting, having taken nothing, 
34 wherefore I call upon you to take nourish¬ 
ment, for this is for your safety, for of not one 
of you shall a hair from the head fall;* 35 and 
having Baid these things, and haring taken 
bread, he gave thanks to God before all, and 
haring broken it, he began to eat; 30 and all 
haring become of good cheer, themselves also 
took food, 37 (and we were—all the souls in 
the ship — two hundred, seventy and six), 
30 and haring eaten sufficient nourishment, 
they were lightening the ship, casting forth 
the wheat into the sea. 

39 And when the day came, they were not 
discerning the land, but a certain creek were 
perceiving haring a beach, into which they 
took counsel, if possible, to thrust forward 
the ship, 40 and the anchors haring taken up, 
they were committing it to the sea, at the 
same time—having loosed the bands of the 
rudders, and having hoisted up the mainsail 
to the wind—they were making for the shore, 
41 and haring fallen into a place of two seas, 
they ran the ship aground, and the fore part, 
indeed, having stuck fast, did remain immove¬ 
able, but the hinder-part was broken by the 
violence of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was that they 
should kill the prisoners, lest any one having 
swam out should escape, “but the centurion, 
wishing to save Paul, hindered them from the 
counsel, and did command those able to swim, 
having cast themselves out first—to get unto 
the land, 44 and the rest, some indeed upon 
boards, and some upon certain things of the 
ship; and thus it came to pass that all came 
safe unto the land. 

XXVIII. 1 AND haviug bceu saved, then 
they knew that the island is called Melifa, 
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’and the foreigners were shewing us no ordi¬ 
nary kindness. for having kindled a fire, they 
received us all, because of the pressing rain, 
and because of the cold; 3 but Paul having 

f eathered together a quantity of sticks, and 
laving laid them upon the fire, a viper—out 
of the heat having come—did fasten on his 
hand. 

4 And when the foreigners saw the beast 
hanging from his hand, they said unto one 
another. ‘ Certainly this man is a murderer, 
whom, Laving been saved out of the sea, the 
justice did not suffer to live ;' 5 he then, iu- 
deed, having shaken off the beast into the 
lire, suffered no evil, 6 and. they were expect¬ 
ing him to be about to be inflamed, or to fall 
down suddenly dead, and they, expecting it a 
long time, and seeing nothing uncommon 
happening to him, chauging their minds, said 
he was a god. 

7 And iu the neighbourhood of that place 
were lands of the principal man of the island, 
by name Publius, who, having received us, 
three days did courteously lodge us; 8 and it 
eame to pass, the father of Publius with 
feverish heats aud dysentery pressed, was laid, 
unto whom Paul having entered, and having 
rayed, having laid kis hands on him, healed 
im; 9 this, therefore, being done, the others 
also in the island having infirmities were com¬ 
ing aud were healed; 10 who also with many 
honour's did honour us, and we setting sail— 
they were lading us with the things that were 
necessary. 

11 Aud after three months, we set sail in a 
ship (that had wintered in the isle) of Alex¬ 
andria, with the sign Dioscuri, 12 and having 
landed at Syracuse, we remained three days, 
13 thence having gone round, we came to Rhe- 
gium, and after one day, a south wind having 
sprung up, the second day we came to Puteoli; 
14 where, having found brethreu, we were called 
upon to remain with them seven days, and 
thus to Rome we came; 15 and thence, the 
brethren having heard the things concerning 
us, came forth to meet us, uuto Appii Forum, 
aud Three Taverns—whom Paul haviug seen, 
having given thanks to God, took courage. 

16 And when we came to Rome, the centu¬ 
rion delivered up the prisoners to the captaiu 
of the barrack, but Paul was suff ered to re- 
maiu by himself, with the soldier guarding 
him. 

17 And it came to pass after three days, 
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Paul called together those who are the prin¬ 
cipal meu of the Jews, and they haviug ioma 
together, he said unto them : ‘ Men, brethren, 
I — having done nothing contrary to the 
people, or to the customs of the fathers—a 
prisoner from Jerusalem, was delivered up to 
the hands of the Romans; 18 who, having 
examined me, were wishing to release me, 
because of their being no cause of death in 
me, I# and the Jews having spoken against it , 
I was constrained to appeal unto Caesar—not 
as having anything to accuse mv nation of; 
-° for this cause, therefore, I called for you 
to see and to speak with you , for because 
of the hope of Israel with this chain I am 
bound.* 

21 And they said unto him, ‘ We did neither 
receive letters concerning thee from Judea, 
nor did any one who came of the brethren 
declare or speak any evil concerning thee, 
22 and we think it good from thee to hear 
what thou dost think, for, indeed, concern¬ 
ing this sect it is known to us that every¬ 
where it is spoken against;* 23 and having 
appointed him a day, they came, more of 
them unto him, to the lodging, to whom he 
was expounding, testifying fully the reign of 
God, persuading them also of the things con¬ 
cerning Jesns, both from the law of Mosea 
and tho prophets, from morning till evening, 
24 and, some, indeed, were believing the things 
spoken, and some were not believing. 

25 And not being agreed with one another, 
they were going away, Paul having spoken 
one word—‘ Well did the Holy Spirit speak 
through Isaiah the prophet unto our fatners, 
2 <* saying, Go on unto this people ancl say, 
With hearing ye shall hear, and ye shall not 
understand, and seeing ye shall see, and ye 
shall not perceive, 27 for made gross was tne 
heart of this people, and with the ears they 
heard heavily, and their eyes they did close, 
lest they may see with the eyes, aud with the 
heart may understand, and be turned back, 
and l may heal them. 

20 ‘Be it known, therefore, to you, that to 
the nations was sent the salvation of God, 
these also will hear it;’ 29 and he having said 
these things, the Jews went away, having 
much disputation among themselves; and 
Paul remained an entire two years in his own 
hired house , and was receiving all those com¬ 
ing in unto him, 31 preaching the reign of 
God, aud teaching the things concerning the 
Lord Jesus Christ with all Doldness—unfor¬ 
bidden. 
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CHAP. I. 1 PAUL, a servant of Jesus Christ, 
a called apostle, having been separated to the 
good news of God— 2 which He announced be* 
fore through His prophets in holy writings— 
3 concerning His Son, (who is come of the 
seed of David according to the flesh, 4 who is 
marked out Son of God in power, according to 
the Spirit of sanctification, by the rising again 
from the dead,) Jesus Christ our Lord* 
5 through whom we did receive grace ana 
apostleship, for obedience of faith among all 
the nations, in behalf of his name; 0 among 
whom are also ye, the called of Jesus Christ; 
7 to all who are in Rome, beloved of God, 
called saints ; Grace to you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from the Lord Jesns 
Christ! 

6 First, indeed, l thank my God through 
Jesus Christ for you all, that your faith is 
proclaimed in the whole world; 11 for God is 
my witness, whom I serve in my spirit in the 
good news of His Son, how unceasingly I 
make meutiou of you, 10 always in my prayers 
beseeching, if by auy means now at length I 
shall have a prosperous journey, by the will 
of God, to come unto you, 11 for I long to see 
you, that I may impart to you some spiritua 1 
gift, that ye may be established; 12 and that 
is, that I may be comforted together among 
you, through the faith in one another, both 
yours and mine. 

11 And Ido not wish you to be ignorant, 
brethren, that many times I did purpose to 
come unto you—and was hindered till the 
present time—that some fruit I might have 
also among you, eveu as also amoug the other 
nations. 

14 Both to Greeks and to foreigners, both to 
wise and to thoughtless, I am a debtor, i5 so, 
as much as in me is, I am ready also to you 
who are iu Borne to proclaim good news, 
15 fonl am not ashamed of the good news of 
the Christ, for it is the power of God to salva¬ 
tion to every one who is believing, both to 
Jew first, and to Greek. 

17 For the righteousness of God in it is re¬ 
vealed from faith to faith, according as it 
hath been written, ‘ And the righteous one 
by faith shall live,* 18 for revealed is the 
wrath of God from heaven upon all impiety 
and unrighteousness of men, holding down the 
truth in unrighteousness. 

* a Because that which is known of God is 
manifest among them, for God did manifest 
it to them, 20 for the invisible things of Him 
from the creation of the world, by the things 
made being understood, are plainly seen, both 
His eternal power and Godhead—to their be¬ 
ing inexcusable; 21 because, having known 
God they did not glorify Him as God, nor 
gave thanks, but were made vain iu their 


reasonings, and their unintelligent heart waa 
darkened, 25 professing to be wise, they were 
made fools, - 3 aud changed the glory of the 
incorruptible God into the likeness of an 
image of corruptible man, and of fowls, and 
of quadrupeds, aud of reptiles. 

24 Wherefore also God did give them up, iD 
the desires of their hearts, to uncleanness, to 
dishonour their bodies among themselves ; 
25 who did change the truth of God into a 
falsehood, and did honour and serve the crea¬ 
ture rather than the Creator, who is blessed 
to the ages. Amen. 

20 Because of this did God give them up to 
dishonourable affections, for even their fe¬ 
males did change the natural use into that 
against nature; 27 and in like manner also 
the males having left the natural use of the 
female, did burn in their longing toward one 
another; males with males working shame, 
and the recompense of their error that was 
lit, in themselves receiving. 

28 And, according as they did not approve 
of having Godin knowledge, God gave them 
up to a disapproved mind, to do the things 
not seemly; ^having been tilled with all un¬ 
righteousness, whoredom, wickedness, covet¬ 
ousness, malice; full of euvy, murder, strife, 
deceit, evil dispositions; whisperers, 30 evil- 
speakers, God-haters, insulting, proud, boast¬ 
ers, inventors of evil things, disobedient to 
parents, 31 unintelligent, faithless, without 
natural affection, implacable, unmerciful; 
33 who the righteous judgment of God having 
known — that those practising such things 
are worthy of death—not only do them, but 
also have delight with those practising 
them. 

II. 1 THEREFORE, thou art inexcusable, 
O man—every one who is judging—for in that 
in which thou dost judge the other, thyself 
thou dost condemn, for the same things thou 
dost practise who art judging, 2 and we have 
known that the judgment of God is accord¬ 
ing to truth, upon those practising such 
things. 

3 And dost thou think Lliis, 0 man, who art 
judging those who such things are practising, 
and art doing them, that thou shalt escape 
theiudgment of God? 4 or the riches of His 
goodness, and forbearance, and long-suffer¬ 
ing, dost thou despise?—not knowing that 
the goodness of God doth lead thee to refor¬ 
mation! 6 but, according to thy hardness and 
impenitent heart, thou dost treasure up to 
thyself wrath, in a day of wrath and of the 
revelation of the righteous judgment of God, 
fi wljo shall render to each according to his 
works; 7 to those, indeed, who in continuance 
of a good work, do seek glory,’and honour, 
and incorruptibility—life age-during; 8 ana 
to those contentious, and disobedient, indeed, 
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to tlic truth, and olteying the unrighteous¬ 
ness—indignation and wrath, y tribulation 
and distress, upon every soul of mail that is 
workiug the evil, both of Jew first, and of 
Greek; 10 and glory, and honour, and peace, 
to every one who is working the good, both 
to Jew first, and to Greek. 

11 For there is no acceptance of faces with 
God, 12 for as many as without law did sin, 
without law also shall perish, and as inauy 
as did sin in law, through law shall be judged, 
J: * for not the hearers of the law arc righteous 
before God, but the doers of the law shall be 
declared righteous:— 

u For, when nations that have not a law, by 
nature may do the things of the law, these 
not having a law—to themselves are a law; 
13 who do shew the work of the law written 
in their hearts, their conscience also witness¬ 
ing with them, and between one another the 
thoughts accusing or else defending, 10 in 
the day when God shall judge the secrets of 
men, according to my good news, through 
Jesus Christ. 

17 ho, thou art named a Jew, aud dost rest 
upon tlie law, aud dost boast in God, 38 aud 
dost know the will, aud dost approve the 
distinctions, being instructed out ot the law, 
19 aud hast confidence that thou thyself art a 
leader of blind oues, a light of those in dark- 
uess, 20 an instructor of foolish ones, a teacher 
of babes, liaviug the form of the knowledge 
and of the truth in the law. 

21 Thou, then, who art teaching another, 
thyself dost thou not teach? 22 thou who art 
preachiug not to steal, dost thou steal ? thou 
who art saying not to commit adultery, dost 
thou commit adultery? thou who art abhor - 
riug the idols, dost thou rob temples ? 23 thou 
who in law dost boast, through the transgres¬ 
sion of the law God dost thou dishonour? 
u for the name of God because of you is evil 
spoken of among the nations, according as it 
hath been written. 

23 For circumcision, indeed, doth profit, if 
law thou mayest practise, but if a trans¬ 
gressor of law thou mayest be, thy circumci¬ 
sion hath become uncircuuicisiou. - c If, there¬ 
fore the uncircumcision the righteousness of 
the law may keep, shall not his uncircum¬ 
cision for circumcision be reckoued? 27 and 
the uncircumcision, by uature, fulfilling the 
law, shall judge thee who, through letter aud 
circumcision, art a trausgressor of law. 

29 For he is not a Jew who is so outwardly, 
neither is circumcision that which is outward 
in flesh; 22 but a Jew is lie who is so iuwardly, 
and circumcision is of the heart, in spirit, not 
iu letter, of which the praise is uot of men, 
but of God. 

III. 1 WHAT, then, /stlicsuperiority of tlio 
Jew? or what the profit of the circumcision? 
‘mucli in every way; for first, indeed, that 
they were intrusted with the oracles of God ; 

8 for what, if certain were faithless? shall 
their faithlessness the faithfulness of God 
make useless? 4 let it not be 1 and let God bc- 
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come true, and every man false, according os 
it hath been written, ‘That Thou mayest bo 
declared righteous in Thy words,'and mayest 
overcome in Thy being judged/ 

5 And, if our unrighteousness God’s right¬ 
eousness doth establish, what shall we say? 
is God unrighteous who is inflictiug the wrath ? 
(after tho manner of a man I speak) 6 let it 
uot be! since how shall God judge the world? 
7 for if the truth of God iu my falsehood did 
more abound to His glory, why yet am 1 also 
as a sinner judged? 8 and not, as wc arc evil 
spoken of, aud as certain affirm us to say— 
1 We may do the evil things, that the good 
onc9 may come?’ whose judgment is righte¬ 
ous. 

9 What, then? arc wc better? not at all! 
for we did before charge both Jews and Greeks 
with being all under sin, 10 according as it 
hath been written— 

‘There is none righteous, not even one: 

11 There is none w r lio is understanding, there 
is none who is seeking after God. 

12 All did go out of the way, together they 
became unprofitable, there is none doing good, 
there is not even one. 

,: *A sepulchre opened is their throat; with 
their tongues they used deceit; poison of asps 
is uuder their lips. 

34 Whose mouth is full of cursing aud bitter¬ 
ness. 

15 Swift arc their feet to shed blood. 

16 Ruin aDd misery arc in their ways. 

17 And a way of peace they did not know. 

18 There is no fear of God before tlicir 

eyes.’ 

And we have known that as many things as 
the law saith, to those in the law it doth speak, 
that every mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may come under judgment to God; 
-° wherefore by works of law shall no flesh be 
declared righteous before Him, for through 
law is a knowledge of sin. 

21 And now apart from law hath the right¬ 
eousness of God been manifested, testified to 
by the law aud the prophets, “and the righte¬ 
ousness of God is through the faith of Jesus 
Christ to all, aud upon all those believing, 
—for there is no difference, 23 for all ,did sin, 
aud are come short of the glory of God— 
21 being declared righteous freely by His grace 
through the redemption that is in Christ 
Jesus, 23 whom God did set forth a mercy 
seat, through the faith in his blood, for the 
shewing forth of His righteousness, because 
of the passing over of tlie bygone sins in the 
forbearance of God— 26 for the shewing forth of 
His righteousness in tho present time, for His 
being righteous, and declaring him righteous 
who is of the faith of Jesus. 

27 Where then is the boasting? it was ex¬ 
cluded; by what law? of works? no, but by 
a law of faith : 28 therefore do we reckon a 
man to be declared righteous by faith, apart 
from works of law. 

,J,l The God of Jews only is lte x and not 
also of nations? 30 yen also of nations; since 
oue is God who shall declare righteous tho 
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oircumcision by faith, and the uucircumci- 
Bion through the faith. 31 Law then do we 
make useless through the faith? let it not be! 
yea, we do establish law. 

IV. J WHAT, then, shall we say Abraham 
our father, to have found, according to flesh ? 

for if Abraham by works was declared right¬ 
eous, he hath to boast—but not before God; 

for what doth the writing say ? ‘ And Abra¬ 
ham did believe God, and it was reckoned to 
him—to righteousness ; ’ 4 and to him who is 
working, the reward is not reckoned of grace, 
but of debt; 5 and to him who is not working, 
and is believing upon Him who is declaring 
righteous the impious, his faith is reckoned— 
to righteousness: 6 even as David also doth 
speak of the happiness of the man to whom God 
doth reckon righteousness apart from works: 
7 1 Happy they whose lawless acts were for¬ 
given, and whose sins were covered; 6 happy 
the man to whom the Lord may not reckon 
sin.’ 

9 Is this happiness, then, upon the circum¬ 
cision, or also upon the uucircumcision—for 
we say that the faith was reckoned to Abra¬ 
ham—to righteousness? 10 how then was it 
reckoned? he being iu circumcision, or in 
uucircumcision ? not in circumcision, but in 
uucircumcision; 11 and a sign he did receive 
of circumcision, a Beal of the righteousness 
of the faith in the uncircumcision, for his 
being father of all those believing through 
uncircumcision, for the righteousness also 
being reckoned to them, 12 and father of cir¬ 
cumcision to those not of circumcision only, 
but who also walk in the steps of the faith, 
that is in the uucircumcision of our father 
Abraham. 

13 For uot through law is the promise to 
Abraham, or to his seed, of his being heir of the 
world, hut through the righteousness of faith; 
14 for if they who are of law are heirs, the 
faith hath been made void, and the promise 
hath been made useless; 15 for the law doth 
work wrath; for where law is not, neither is 
transgression. 

16 Because of this it is of faith, that it may be 
according to grace, for the promise being sure 
to all the seed, not to that which is of the law 
ouly, but also to that which is of the faith of 
Abraham, 17 who is father of us all (according 
as it hath been written—‘A father of many 
nations I have set thee,’) before Him whom 
he did believe—God, who is quickening the 
dead, and is calling the things that be not as 
bein';. 

19 Who, agaiust hope in hope did believe, 
for his becoming father of manv nations accord¬ 
ing to that spoken: ‘So shall thy seed be;’ 
J0 and not having been weak in the faith, he 
did uot consider his own body, already be¬ 
come dead, (being about a hundred years 
old,) and the dead ness of Sarah’s womb, 30 and 
at the promise of God did not stagger in unbelief, 
but was strengthened in faith, having given 
glory to God, 21 and having been fully per¬ 
suaded that what He hath promised He is able 
also to do: 22 wherefore also it was reckoned 
to him to righteousness. 


23 And it was uot written on his account 
aloue, that it was reckoned to him, ^butalso 
on ours, to whom it is about to be reckoned 
—to ua believing on Him who did raise up 
Jesus our Lord out of the dead, 25 who was 
delivered up because of our offences, and was 
raised up because of our being declared 
righteous. 

V. 1 HAVING been declared righteous, 
theu, by faith, we have peace toward God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, - through 
whom also we have the access by the faith 
into this grace in which we have stood, and 
we boast on the hope of the glory of God. 

3 And not ouly so , but we also boast in tlio 
tribulations, knowing that the tribulation 
doth work endurance; 4 and the endurance, 
experience; aud the experience, hope; 5 and 
the hope doth not make ashamed, because the 
love of God hath been poured forth iu our 
hearts through the Holy Spirit that hath been 
given to us. 

6 For in our being still ailiug, Christ in due 
time did die for the impious; 7 for scarcely 
for a righteous mau will any oue die, for for 
the gooa man perhaps some one also doth 
dare to die; 8 and God doth commend His 
own love to us, that, in our being still sinners, 
Christ did die for us; 9 much more, then, hav¬ 
ing been declared righteous uow in his blood, 
we shall be saved through him from the 
wratb; 10 for if, being enemies, we have been 
reconciled to God through the death of His 
Son, much more, having been reconciled, w# 
shall be saved in his life. 

11 And not only so, but we are also boasting 
in God, through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
through whom now we did receive the recon 
ciliation; 13 because of this, even as througk 
one man the sin did enter into the world, aud 
through the sin the death; and thus to all 
men tne death did pass through, for that all 
did sin; :3 for till law sin was ir the world: 
and sin is not reckoned when the) e i3 not law ; 
14 but the death did reign from. Adam till 
Moses, even upon those not having sinned in 
the likeness of Adam’s transgression, who is 
a type of him who is coming. 

™ But, not as the offence so also is the free 
gift; for if by the offence of the one the 
many did die, much more did the grace of 
God, and the free gift in gTace of the one mau 
Jesus Christ, abound to the many; 19 and uot 
as through one who did sin is the free gift, 
for the judgment indeed is of oue to condem¬ 
nation, but the gift is of maDy offences to a 
declaration of ^Righteous,’ 17 for if by tile 
offence of the one the death did reign through 
the one, much more those, who the abund¬ 
ance of the grace and of the free gift of the 
righteousness are receiving, in life shall reign 
through the one—Jesus Christ. 

10 So, then, as through one offence to all 
men it is to condemnation, so also through 
one declaration of ‘Righteous’ it is to all men to 
justification of life; 19 for as through the dis¬ 
obedience of the ouc man, the many were 
109

constituted sinners: so also through the obedi¬ 
ence of the one, shall the many be constituted 
righteous. 20 And law came in, that the 
offence might abound l and where tbe sin did 
abound, the grace did over-abouud, 21 that 
even as the Bin did reign in the death, so also 
the grace may reign, through righteousness, 
to life age-during, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. 

VI. 1 WHAT, then, shall we say? shall we 
continue in the sin that the grace may abound? 
9 let it not bo! we who died to the siu—how 
shall we still live in it? 3 are ye icnorant that 
we, as many as were baptized to Christ Jesus, 
to his death were baptized? * we were buried 
together, then, with him through the baptism 
to tbe death, that even as Christ was raised 
up out of the dead through the glory of the 
Father, so also we in newness of life might 
walk. 

3 For, if we have become planted together 
to tbe likeness of his death, so also wc shall 
be of the risiug again; 6 this knowing, that 
our old man was crucihed with him , that the 
body of the sin may be made useless, for our 
no longer serving the siu ; 7 for he who hath 
died hath been set free from the sin. B Aud 
if we died with Christ, we believe that we 
also shall live with him, 0 knowing that Christ, 
having been raised up out of the dead, doth 
uo more die, death over him hath no more 
lordship; 10 for in that he died, to tbe sin be 
died once, aud in that he liveth, he liveth to 
God; 11 so also ye, reckon yourselves to be 
dead iudeed to the sin, and living to God in 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

15 Let not then the sin reign iu your mortal 
body, to obey it iu its desires; 13 neither 
present ye your members instruments of un¬ 
righteousness to the sin, but present your¬ 
selves to God as living out of tbe dead, and 
your members instruments of righteousness 
to God; 14 for siu over you shall not have 
lordship, for ye are not under law, but under 
grace, 

15 Wliat then ? shall we siu because we are 
not under law but uuder grace? let it not be ! 
ll! have ye not known that to whom ye present 
yourselves servants for obedience, servants 
ye are to him to whom ye obey, whether of 
sin to death, or of obedience to righteous¬ 
ness? 17 aud thanks to God, that yc were ser¬ 
vants of the sin, aud—were obedient from 
the heart to the form of teaching to which ye 
were delivered up; ]0 aud having been freed 
from the sin, ye became servants to the righte¬ 
ousness. 

19 In tbe manner of men I speak, because 
of tbe weakness of your flesh, for even as ye 
did present your members servants to the 
uncleauuess and to the lawlessness—to the 
lawlessness, so now present your members 
servants to the righteousness—to sanctifica¬ 
tion, 20 for when ye were servants of the sin, 
ye were free from the righteousness, 21 what 
fruit, therefore, were ye having then, in the 
things of which ye are now ashamed? for the 
end of those is death. 
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29 And now, haring been freed from the sin, 
and having become servants to God, ye have 
your fruit—-to sanctification, ancTthe end life 
age-during; ^for the wages of the sin is death, 
and the gift of God is life age-duriug in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. 

VIL 1 ARE ye ignorant, brethren—for to 
those knowing law I speak—that the law hath 
lordship over the man as long as he liveth? 
2 for the married woman to theliving husband 
hath been bound bv law, and if the husband 
may die, she hath been free from the law of 
the husband; 3 so, then, the husband being 
alive ; an adulteress she shall be called if she 
may oecome another man’s; and if the hus¬ 
band may die, she is free from the law, so as 
not to be an adulteress, having become an¬ 
other man’s. 

4 So that, my brethren, ye also were made 
dead to tbe law through the body of the Christ, 
for your becoming another’s, who out of the 
dead was raised up, that we might bear fruit 
to God; 6 for when we were in the flesh, the 
passions of the sins, that are through the lav, 
were working in our members, to bear fruit to 
the death; “aud now we have ceased from 
the law, that being dead in which we were 
held, so that we may serve in newness of 
spirit, and not in oldness of letter. 

7 Wliat, then, shall we say? the law is siu ? 
let it not be ! but the sin I did not know ex¬ 
cept through law, for also the covetousness 1 
had not known if the law had not said : 
0 ’Thou slialt not covetand the sin having 
received an opportunity, through the com¬ 
mand, did work in me all covetousness—for 
apart from law sin is dead. 

0 And I was alive apart from law once, ann 
tbe command having come, tbe sin revived, 
aud I died; 10 and the command that is for 
life, this was found by me for death; 11 for 
the sin, having received an opportunity, 
through the command, did deceive me, and 
through it did slay me; 12 so that the law, iu¬ 
deed, is holy, and the command holy, and 
righteous, and good, 

13 That which is good then, to me hath it be¬ 
come death ? let it not be ! but the siu, that 
it might appear siu, through the good, work¬ 
ing death to me, that the sin might become 
exceeding sinful through the command, u for 
we have Known that the law is spiritual, aud 
I am fleshly, sold by the sin ; 15 for that which 
I work, I do not acknowledge; for not what 
1 will, this I practise, but what I hate, this I 
do. 

10 And if what I do not will, this I do, I 
consent to the law that it is good, 17 and now 
it is no longer I that work it, but the sin 
dwelling in me, 58 for I have known that there 
doth not dwell in me, that is, in my flesh, 
good : for to will is present with me, and to 
work that which is right I do not find, 10 for 
the good that I will, I do not; but the evil 
that L do uot will, this I practise. 20 And if 
what I do not will, this 1 no, it is no longer I 
that work it, but the sin that is dwelling in 
me. 
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21 I find, then, the law, that when I desire 
to do what is right, with me the evil is present, 
M for I delight in the law of God according to 
the inward man, 23 anrl I behold another law 
in my members, warring against the law of 
my mind, and bringing me iuto captivity to 
the law of the sin that is in my members. 
24 A wretched man I am! who shall deliver 
me out of the body of this death ? 25 1 thank 
God—through Jesus Christ our Lord; so then, 
I myself indeed with the mind do serve the 
law of God. and with the flesh, the law of 
sin. 

V III. 1 THERE is, theu, now no condem¬ 
nation to those in Christ Jesus, who walk not 
according to the flesh, but according to the 
Spirit; 2 for the law of the Spirit of the life 
in Christ Jesus did set me free from the law 
of the sin and of the death ; 3 for what the 
law was not able to do, in that it was weak 
through the flesh, God, His own Son having 
sent in the likeness of sinful flesh, and for 
sin, did condemn the siu in the flesh. 4 that the 
righteousness of the law may be fulfilled in 
us, who do not walk according to the flesh, 
but according to the Spirit, 

5 For those who are according to the flesh, 
the things of the flesh do mind; and those 
according to the Spirit, the things of the 
Spirit; 6 for the mind of the flesh is death, 
and the mind of the Spirit—life and peace; 

7 because the mind of the flesh is enmity to 
God, for to the law of God it doth not sub¬ 
ject itself. 8 for neither is it able; and those 
who arc in the flesh are not able to please 
God. 

0 And ye arc uot in the flesh, but in the 
Spirit, if indeed the Spirit of God doth dwell 
in you ; and if any one hath uot the Spirit of 
Christ—this oue is not His; 10 and if Christ 
is iu you, the body, indeed, dead because 
of sin, aud the Spirit is life because of righte¬ 
ousness, 11 and if the Spirit of Him who did 
raise up Jesus out of the dead doth dwell in 
you, He who did raise up the Christ out of 
the dead shall quicken also your dying bodies, 
through His Spirit dwelling iu you. 

12 So, then, brethren, we are debtors, not 
to the flesh, to live according to the flesh; 
13 for if according to the flesh yo do live, ye 
arc about to die; and if, by the Spirit, the 
deeds of the body ye put to death, yo shall 
live; u for as many as are led by the Spirit of 
God, these are sous of God; 18 for ye aid uot 
receive a Bpirit of bondage again for fear, but 
ye did receive a spirit of adoption in which 
we cry, ‘ Abba—Father.’ 

18 Tne Spirit himself doth testify with our 
Bpirit. that we are children of God ; 17 and 
if children, also heirs, heirs, indeed, of God, 
aud heirs together of Christ—if, indeed, we 
suffer together, that we may also be glorified 
together. 

18 For I reckon that the Bufferings of the 
present, time are not worthy to be compared 
with the glory about to be revealed iu ub; 
,a for the earnest looking out of the creation 
doth expect the revelation of the sons of God; 


20 for to vanity was the creation made sub¬ 
ject—not of its will, but because of Him who 
did subject it— in hope, 21 that also the crea¬ 
tion itself shall be set free from the servi. 
tude of the corruption to the liberty of the 
glory of the children of God; 22 forwc have 
known that all the creation doth groan to¬ 
gether, and doth travail in pain together till 
uow. 

23 And not only so, but also we ourselves, 
having the first-fruit of the Spirit, we also 
ourselves in ourselves do groan, adoption ex¬ 
pecting—the redemption of our body; 24 for 
m hope we were saved, and hope beheld is 
not hope: for what any one doth behold, 
why also doth he hope for it? 25 and if what, 
we do not behold we hope for, through con¬ 
tinuance we expect it, 

26 And, iu like manner also, the Spirit doth 
help our weaknesses; for, what we may pray 
for, as it behoyctl) us. we have not known, 
but the Spirit himself doth make intercession 
for us with groaniugs unutterable, 27 aud He 
who is searching the hearts hath known what 
is the mind of the Spirit, because according 
to God he doth iutercede for saiuts. 

28 And we have known that to those loving 
God all thiugs do work together for good, to 
those who are called according to purpose; 
29 because whom He did foreknow, He also 
did fore-appoiut, conformed to tbc image of 
His Son, that he might be first-born among, 
many brethren; 30 and whom He did fore- 
appoint, these also He did call; and whom 
He did call, these also He declared righteous; 
and whom He declared righteous, these also 
He did glorify. 

31 What, then, shall we say unto these 
things? if God is for us, who is against us? 
32 He who iudeed His own Son did not spare, 
but for us all did deliver him up, how shall 
He uot also with him the all thmgs grant to 
us ? 

33 Who shall lay a charge against the choice 
ones of God? God isHe that is declaring right¬ 
eous, 34 who is ho that is condemning? Christ 
is He that died, yea, rather also, was raised 
up; who is also on the right hand of God— 
who also doth intercede for us. 

35 Who shall separate us from the love of 
the Christ? tribulation, or distress, or perse¬ 
cution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or 
sword ? 35 (according as it hath been written 
- " For Thy sake we are put to death all 
the day long, we were reckoned as sheep of 
slaughter,') 37 but iu all these we more thau 
conquer, through him wbo loved us; 38 for I 
am persuaded that neither death, nor life, 
nor messengers, nor principalities, nor pow¬ 
ers, nor things present, "nor things about 
to be, nor height, nor depth, uor any other 
created thing, shall be able to separate us 
from the love of God, that is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord. 

IX. 1 TRUTH I say in Christ, I lie not, 
my conscience bearing testimony with me 
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in tbe Holy Spirit, 5 that 1 have great grief 
and unceasing pain in my heart— 3 for I was 
wishiug, I myself, to be anathema from the 
Christ—for my brethren, my kindred, ac¬ 
cording to the flesh, 4 who are Israelites, 
whose is the adoption, and the gloi-y, and the 
covenants, and the law-giving, and the ser¬ 
vice, and the promises, 6 whose are the fa¬ 
thers, and of whom is the Christ, according 
to the flesh, who is over all, God blessed to 
the ages. A men. 

6 And it is not possible that the word of 
God hath failed; for not all who are of Israel 
are these Israel; 7 nor because they are seed 
of Abraham a?'e all children, but—‘ in Isaac 
shall a seed be called to thee;’ 8 that is, the 
children of the flesh—these are not children 
of God; but the children of the promise are 
reckoned for seed; 9 for the word of promise 
is this; ‘According to this time I will como, 
and there shall be to Sarah a son.’ 

10 And not only so , but also Rebecca, hav¬ 
ing conceived by one —Isaac our father — 
11 (for they being not vet born, neither hav¬ 
ing done anything gooa or evil, that the pur¬ 
pose of God, according to choice, might re¬ 
main j not of works, but of Him who is call¬ 
ing,) it was said to her— 12 ‘The greater shall 
serve the less; ’ 13 according as it hath been 
written, ‘ Jacob I did love, and Esau I did 
hate.’ 

4 What, then, shall we say? unrighteous¬ 
ness is with God ? let it not be! 15 for to Moses 
He saith, ‘I will do kindness to whom I do 
kindness, and I will have compassion on 
vliom I have compassion;’ 16 so, then—not 
6f him who is willing, nor of him who is run¬ 
ning, but of God who is doing kindness: 

17 for the Writing saith to Pharaoh—* For 
this very thing I did raise thee up, that I 
might shew in thee My power, and that My 
name might be declared in all the land:' 

18 so, then, to whom He willeth, He doth 
kindness, and whom He willeth, He doth 
harden. 

19 Thou wilt say, then, to me, Why yet 
doth He find fault? for His counsel who 
hath resisted?' 20 nay, but, 0 man, who art 
thou that art answering again to God? shall 
the thing formed say to Him who did form it. 
Why me didst thou make thus? 21 hath not 
the potter authority over the clay, out of the 
same lump to make the one vessel to honour, 
and the one to dishonour? 

22 And if God, willing to shew the wrath 
and to make known His power, did enduro, 
in much long suffering, vessels of wrath fitted 
for destruction, 23 and that he might make 
known the riches of His glory on vcssela of 
kindnt^s, that He before prepared for glory, 
whom also He did call—us— 24 not only out 
of Jews, but also out of nations, “as also 
in Hosea He saith, ‘I will call what w not 
My people—My people; and her not beloved 
—Beloved, 26 anu. it shall be—in the place 
where it was said to them, Ye are not My 


people: there they shall be called sons of the 
living God.' 

27 And Isaiah doth cry concerning Israel, 
* If the number of the sons of Israel may be 
as the sand of the sea, the remnant shall be 
saved; 28 for a matter He is finishing, and is 
cutting short in righteousness, because a mat¬ 
ter cut short will the Lord do upon the land. 
29 and according as Isaiah saith before, ‘ Ex¬ 
cept the Lord of Sabaoth did leave to us a 
seed, as Sodom we had become, and as Go¬ 
morrah we had been made like.’ 

30 What, then, shall we say? that nations 
who are not pursuing righteousness did attain 
to righteousness, and righteousness that is of 
faith, 31 and Israel, pursuing a law of righte¬ 
ousness, at a law of righteousness did not 
arrive; 32 wherefore? because—not by faith, 
but as by works of law j for they did stumble 
at tbe stone of stumbling, 83 according as it 
hath been writteu, * Lo, I place in Sion a stone 
of stumbling and a rock, of offence; and every 
one who is believing thereon shall not bo 
ashamed/ 

X. BRETHREN, the pleasure iudeed of 
my heart, and my supplication that is to God 
for Israel, is—for salvation ; 2 for I bear them 
testimony that they have a zeal of God, but 
not according to knowledge, 3 for not know¬ 
ing tbe righteousness of God, and their 
own righteousness seeking to establish, to 
the righteousness of God they did not 
submit. 

4 For Christ is an end of law for righteous¬ 
ness to every one who is believing, 9 for Moses 
doth describe the righteousness that is of the 
law. that, ‘ The man who did them shall live 
in them/ B and the righteousness of faith doth 
thus speak : ‘Thou inayest not say in thine 
heart, Who shall go up to the heaven’ that 
is, Christ to bring down? 7 or, ‘ Who shall go 
down to the abyss,’ that is, Christ out of the 
dead to bring up. 

8 But what doth it say? ‘Nigh thee is the 
saying—in thy mouth, and in thy heart:' that 
is, the saying of the faith, that we preach; 
9 that if tnou mayest confess with thy mouth 
the Lord Jesus, and mayest believe in thy 
heart that God did raise him out of the dead, 
thou shalt be saved, 10 for with the heart doth 
one believe to righteousness, and with the 
mouth is confession made to salvation ; 11 for 
the Writing saith, 'Every one who is believ¬ 
ing on him shall not bo ashamed,’ 12 for there 
is no difference between Jew aud Greek for 
the same Lord of all is rich to all those calling 
upon Him, 13 for every one —whoever shall 
call upon the name of the Lord, lie shall be 
saved.’ 

14 How then shall they call upon him in 
whom they did not believe? and how shall 
they believe on him of whom they did not hear? 
and how shall they hear apart from one 
preaching? 19 and how shall thoy preach, if 
they may not be sent? according as it bath 
been written, 4 How beautiful the feet of those 
proclaiming good tidings of peace, of those 
proclaiming good tidings of the good things i’ 
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10 But they were not all obedient to the 
good tidings, for Isaiah saith, 4 Lord, who did 
give credence to our report? ’ J7 so then the 
faith is by a report, and the report through a 
saying of God, 18 but I say, Did they not hear? 
yes, indeed—‘ to all the earth their voice went 
forth, and to the ends of the habitable world 
their sayings.’ 

19 But I say. Did not Israel know? first 
Mo3es saith, ‘ I will provoke you to jealousy 
by that which is not a nation; by an unintelli¬ 
gent nation I will anger you,’ 29 and Isaiah is 
very bold, and saith, ‘I was found by those 
not seeking Me; I became manifest to those 
not inquiring after Me;* 21 and unto Israel 
He saith, ‘ All the day I did stretch out My 
hands unto a people unbelieving and gain¬ 
saying.* 

XI. 1 1 SAY, then, Did God cast away His 
people? let it not be! for I also am an Israel¬ 
ite, of the seed of Abraham, of the tribe of 
Benjamin: 2 God did not cast away His people 
whom He knew before; have ye not known- 
in Elijah—what the Writing saith? how he 
doth plead with God concerning Israel, say¬ 
ing, 3t Lord, Thy prophets they did kill, and 
Thy altars they dug down, and I was left 
alone, and they seek my life;' 4 but what 
saith the divine answer to him? ‘I left to 
Myself seven thousand men, who did not 
bow a knee to Baal.' 5 So then also in the 
present time a remnant according to the 
choice of grace there hath been; 6 aud if by 
grace, no more of works, otherwise the grace 
becometh no more grace; and if of works, it 
is no more grace, otherwise the work is no 
more work. 

7 What then? What Israel doth seek after, 
this it did not obtaiu, and the chosen did 
obtain, aud the rest were hardened, 9 accord¬ 
ing as it hath been writteu, ‘God gave to 
them a spirit of deep sleep, eyes not to see, 
and ears not to hear,’—unto this very day, 

9 and David saith, ‘ Let their table become 
for a snare, and for a trap, and for a stum¬ 
bling-block, and for a recompeuse to them; 

10 let their eyes be darkened—not to behold, 
and their back do Thou always bow down.’ 

11 I say, then, Did they stumble that they 
might fall? let it not be! but by their fall the 
salvation is to the nations, to arouse them to 
jealousy; 12 and if the fall of them is the 
riches of a world, and the dimiuution of them 
the riches of nations, how much more the 
fulness of them? 

13 For to you I speak—to the nations—inas¬ 
much as I am indeed an apostle of nations, 
my ministration I do glonfv; 14 if by any 
means I shall arouse to jealousy mine own 
flesh, and shall save some of them, 15 for if 
the casting away of them is a reconciliation of 
the world, what the reception—if not life out 
of the dead? 10 and if the first-fruit i3 holy, 
the lump also; and if the root is holy, the 
branches also. 

17 And if certain of the branches were 
broken off, and thou, being a wild olive tree, 
waat grafted in among them, and a fellow- 
partaker of the root and of the fatness of the 
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olive tree didst become — 13 do not boast 
against the branches; and if thou dost boast, 
thou dost not bear the root, but the root 
thee! 

19 Thou wilt say, then, ‘The branches were 
broken off, that I might be graffed iu ;’ right! 
20 by unbelief they were broken off, and thou 
hast stood by faith; be not high-minded, but 
be fearing; 21 for if God the natural branches 
did not spare—lest perhaps He also shall not 
spare thee. 22 Lo, then, goodness aud severity 
of God—upon those indeed who fell, severity; 
and upon thee, goodness, if thou mayest re¬ 
main in the goodness, otherwise, thou also 
shalt be cut off. 23 And those also, if they 
may not remain in unbelief, shall be graffed 
iu, for God is able again to graff them in ; 
24 for if thou, out of the olive tree, wild by 
nature, wast cut out, and, contrary to nature, 
wast graffed into a good olive tree, how much 
rather shall they, who are according to nature, 
be graffed into their own olive tree? 

25 For I do not wish you to be ignorant, 
brethren, of this secret—that ye may not be 
wise iu your own conceits—’that hardness in 
part to Israel hath happened till the fulness 
of the nations may come in; 26 aud so all 
Israel shall be saved, according as it hath 
been written, ‘There shall come forth out of 
Sion he who is delivering, and he shall turn 
away impiety from Jacob, 27 aud this to them 
is the covenant from Me, when I may take 
away their sins.’ 

28 As regards, indeed, the good tidiugs, they 
are enemies on your account; and as regards 
the choice—beloved on account of the fathers ; 
29 for unrepented of are the gifts and the call¬ 
ing of God; 30 for as ye also once did not 
believe in God, and now did find kindness by 
the unbelief of these: 31 so also these now 
did not believe, that in your kindness they 
also may fiud kindness; 32 for God did shut 
up together the whole to unbelief, that to the 
whole He might do kindness. 

33 0 depth of riches, and wisdom and know¬ 
ledge of God! how unsearchable His judg¬ 
ments, and untraceable His ways! 34 for who 
did know the mind of the Lord? or who did 
become His counsellor? 35 or who did first give 
to Him, and it shall be given back to Him 
again ? 30 because of Him, and through Him, 
and to Him are the all things; to Him is the 
glory—to the ages. Amen. 

XII. 1 1 CALL upon you, therefore, breth¬ 
ren, through the compassions of God, to pre¬ 
sent your bodies a sacrifice—living, sanctified, 
acceptable to God—your intelligent service; 
2 ana be not conformed to this age, but be 
transformed by the renewing of your mind, 
for vour proving what is the will of God—the 
good, and. acceptable, and perfect. 

3 For I Bay, through the gTace that was 
given to me, to every one who is among you, 
not to think above what it behoveth to think; 
but to think so as to think wisely, as to each 
God did deal a measure of faith, 4 for as in 
one body we have many members, aud all the 
members have uot the same office, 9 so we, the 
113 
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many, one body are in Christ, and members 
each one oE one another. 

6 And having gifts, different according to 
the grace that was giveu to us; whether 
prophecy—‘According to the proportion of 
taitu!’ 7 or ministration—‘In the ministra¬ 
tion !’ or lie who is teaching—' In the teach¬ 
ing!’ a or he who is exhorting—‘In the 
exhortation!’ he who is sharing—‘In sim¬ 
plicity!’ he who is leading—'In diligence?’ 
fie who is doing kindness — 'In cheerful¬ 
ness.’ 

“The love unfeigned: abhorring the evil; 
cleaving to the good ; 10 in the love of breth¬ 
ren, to one another kindly affectioned: in the 
honour going before one another; 11 in the 
diligence not slothful; in the spirit fervent; 
theLord serving; 12 in the hope rejoicing; in 
the tribulation enduring; in the prayer 
persevering ; 13 to the necessities of the saints 
commuuicating; the hospitality pursuing. 

14 Bless those persecuting you ; bless, and 
curse not; 15 to rejoice with the rejoicing, aud 
to weep with the weeping, 16 of < the same 
mind one toward another, not mindiug the 
high things, but with the lowly going along ; 
become not wise in your own conceit; 17 giving 
back to no one evil for evil ; providing right 
things before all men. 

18 If possible—so far as in you—with all men 
being in peace; 19 not avenging yourselves, 
beloved, but give place to the wrath, for it 
hath been written, ‘ Vengeance is Mine, 20 1 
will recompense agaiD, saith the Lord;’ if, 
then, thine enemy doth hunger, feed him ; if 
he doth thirst, give him drink; for this 
doing, coals of fire thou shalt heap upon his 
head; 21 be not overcome by the evil, but 
overcome, in the good, the eviL 

Xin. 1 LET every soul to the higher author¬ 
ities be subject, for there is no authority 
except from God, and the authorities existing 
are appointed by God, 2 6o that he who i9 Bet¬ 
ting liimself against the authority, againBt 
God’s ordinance hath resisted ; and those re¬ 
sisting, to themselves shall receive judg¬ 
ment. 

3 For those ruliug are not a terror to the 
good works, but to the evil; and dost thou 
wish not to be afraid of the authority ? that 
which is good be doing, and thou shalt have 
praise from it, 4 for of God it is a ministrant 
to thee for good; and if that which is evil 
thou mayest do, be fearing, for not in vain 
doth it bear the sword ; for of God it is a 
ministrant, an avenger for wrath to him who 
is doing that which is evil. 

0 Wherefore it is necessary to be subject, 
not only beeause of the wrath, but also be¬ 
cause of the conscience, 6 for because of this 
also pay ye tribute; for servants of God they 
are, on this very thing attending continually ; 
7 render, therefore, to all their dues; to whom 
tribute, the tribute; to whom, custom, the 
custom; to whom fear, the fear; to whom 
honour, the honour. 

8 To no one owe anything, except to love one 
another; for he who ifl loving the other—law 
114 


he hath fulfilled, 9 for, ‘ Thou shalt uot com¬ 
mit adultery, Thou shalt do no murder, Thou 
shalt uot steal, Thou shalt uot bear false testi¬ 
mony, Thou shalt not covet;’ and if there is 
any other command, in this word it is summed 
up, in this: ‘ Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself;’ 10 the love to the neighbour doth 
work no ill; the love, therefore, is the fulness 
of law. 

11 And this, knowing the time, that for us, 
the hour already is to be aroused out of sleep, 
for uow nearer is our salvatiou than when we 
did believe; 12 the uiglit did advance, and the 
day came nigh; let us lay aside, therefore, 
the works of the darkness, and let us put on 
the armour of the light; 13 as in day-time, 
let us walk becomingly; not in re veilings and 
drunkennesses, not in chamberings andlascivi- 
ousuesses, not in strife and emulation ; 14 but 

8 ut ye ou the Lord Jesus Christ, and for the 
esh take no forethought—for desires. 

XIV. 1 AND him who is weak in the faith 
receive ye—not to determinations of reason- 
iugs ; 2 one doth believe that he may eat all 
things—and he who is weak doth eat herbs ; 
Met not him who is eating despise him who 
is not eatiug: and let not him who is not eat¬ 
ing judge him who is eating, for God did re¬ 
ceive him. 4 Thou—who art thou that art 
judgiug another’s domestic? to his own 
master he doth stand or fall; and he shall be 
made to stand, for God is able to make him 
stand. 

8 One doth judge one day above another, 
and another doth judge every day alike ; let 
each in his own mind be fully assured. 6 Hs 
who is regarding the day, to the Lord he dot I* 
regard it. and he who is not regarding the 
day, to the Lord he doth not regard it. 

He who is eating, to the Lord he doth eat, 
for he doth give thanks to God ; and he who 
is not eating, to the Lord he doth not eat, 
and doth give thanks to God. 

7 For none of us to himself doth live, and 
none to himself doth die; 0 for both, if we 
may live, to the Lord we live; if also we may 
die, to the Lord we die ; both then if we may 
live, also if we may die, we are the Lord’s ; 
9 for because of this Christ both died and rose 
again, and lived again, that both of dead and 
of living lie may be Lord. 

10 And tliou, why dost thou judge thy 
brother? or again, thou, why dost thou set 
at nought thy brother? for we shall all stand 
at the tribunal of the Christ; 41 for it hath 
been written, ' I live ! saith the Lord—to Me 
bow Bhall every knee, and every tongue shall 
confess to God;’ 12 bo, then, each of us con¬ 
cerning himself ahall give reckoning to God ; 
13 no longer, therefore, may we judge one 
another, but this judge ye rather, not to put 
a stumbling-stone before the brother, or an 
offence. 

14 1 have known, and am persuaded, in the 
Lord Jesus, that nothing is unclean of itself, 
except to him who is reckoning anything to 
be unclean—to that onp *t is unclean ; 10 and 
if through victuals tby brother is grieved, no

more (lost thou walk according to love ; do 
not with thy victuals destroy" that one for 
whom Christ died. 

16 Let not, then, your good be evil spoken 
of, 17 for the reign of God is not eating and 
drinking, but righteousness, and peace, and 
joy in the Holy Spirit: 18 for he who iu these 
things is serving the Christ, is acceptable to 
God and approved of men. 

19 So, then, the things of peace may we 
pursue, and the things of building up one an¬ 
other; 20 for the sake of victuals cast not 
down the work of God; all things, indeed, 
are pure, but evil is to the man who is eating 
through stumbling. 24 Right it is not to eat 
flesh, nor to drink wine, nor to do anything 
in which thy brother doth stumble, or is made 
to fall, or i9 weak. 

22 Thou hast faith! to thyself have it before 
God; happy is he who is not judging himself 
in what he doth approve, 23 and he who is 
making a difference, if he may eat, hath been 
condemned, because it is not of faith; aud all 
that is not of faith is sin. 

XV. 1 AND we ought—we who are strong 
—to bear the infirmities of the weak, and not 
to please ourselves; 2 for let each one of us 
please the neighbour for good, unto edification, 

* for even the Christ did not please himself, 
but, according as it hath been written, * The 
reproaches of those reproaching Thee fell up¬ 
on me;' 4 for, as many things as were written 
before, for our instruction were written before, 
that through the endurance, and the exhor¬ 
tation of the Writings, we might have the 
hope. 

5 And may the God of the endurauce, and of 
the exhortation, give to you to have the same 
miud toward one another, according to Christ 
Jesus; c that with one accord—with one 
mouth—ye may glorify the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ; 7 wherefore receive 
ye one another, according as also the Christ 
did receive us, to the glory of God. 

8 And 1 say Jesus Christ to have become a 
ministrant of circumcision for the truth of 
God, to oonfirm the promises to the fathers, 
9 and the nations for kindness to glorify God, 
according as it hath been written, 4 Because of 
this I will confess to Thee among nations, and 
to Thy name I will sing praise,’ 10 and again 
it saitn, 1 Rejoice ye nations, with His people;’ 
11 and aj^ain, ‘ Praise the Lord, all ye nations; 
and lauct Him, all ye peoples ; ’ 12 and again, 
Isaiah saith, ‘ There shall oe the root of Jesse, 
and he who is rising to rule nations—upon 
him shall nations hope; 1 13 and the God of the 
hope shall fill you with all joy and peace in 
the believing, for your abounding in tne hope 
in power of the Holy Spirit. 

14 And I am persuaded, my brethren—I my¬ 
self also—concerning you, that ye yourselves 
also are full of goodness, having been tilled 
with all knowledge, able also one another to 
admonish; 15 and the more boldly I did write 
to you, brethren, iu part, as putting you in 
mind, because of the grace that is given to me 


by God, 10 for my being a servant of Jesus 
Christ to the nations, acting as priest in the 
good news of God, that the offering up of the 
nations may become acceptable, sanctified by 
the Holy Spirit. 

17 1 have, then, a boasting in Christ Jesus, 
in the things pertaining^ to God, 18 for I will 
not dare to speak anything of the things that 
Christ did not work through me, to obedience 
of nations, by word and deed, 19 in power of 
signs and wonders, in power of the Spirit of 
God; so that I, from Jerusalem, and in a 
circle as far as Illyricum, have fully preached 
the good news of the Christ; 20 and so count¬ 
ing it honour to proclaim good news, not where 
Christ was named — that upon another’s 
foundation I might not build— 21 but accord¬ 
ing as it bath been written, ‘ To whom it 
was not told concerning him, they shall see ; 
and they who have not heard, shall under¬ 
stand.’ 

22 Wherefore, also, I was hindered many 
times from coming unto you, 23 and now, no 
longer having place in these parts, and having 
a longing to come unto you for many years, 
24 when I may go on to Spain I will come unto 
you, for I hope in going through, to see you, 
and by you to be set forward thither, if of 
you first, in part, I shall be filled. 

“ And, now, I go on to Jerusalem, minis¬ 
tering to the saints; 29 for it pleased Mace¬ 
donia and Achaia well to make a certain con¬ 
tribution for the poor of the saints who are 
in Jerusalem; 27 for it pleased well, and their 
debtors they are, for if in their spiritual 
things the nations did participate, they ought 
also, in the fleshly things, to minister to 
them. 

28 This, then, having finished, and havinj 
sealed to them this fruit, 1 will return 
through you, to Spain; 29 and I have known 
that coming unto you—in the fulness of the 
blessing of the good news of Christ I shall 
come. 

80 And I call upon you, brethren, through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and through the love 
of the Spirit, to strive together with me iu 
the prayers for me unto God, 31 that I may¬ 
be delivered from those not believing in 
Judea, and that my ministration, that is for 
Jerusalem, may become acceptable to the 
saints; 32 that in jov I may come unto you, 
through the will of God, and may be refreshed 
with you, 33 and the God of the peace be with 
you all Amen. 

XVI. 1 AND I commend to you Phebe our 
sister—being a ministrant of the assembly 
that is in Cenchrea— 2 that ye may receive her 
in the Lord, as doth become saints, and may 
assist her in whatever matter she may have 
need of you—for she also became a leader of 
many, and of myself. 

8 Salute Priscilla and Aquilas, my fellow- 
workmen in Christ Jesus — 4 who for my life 
their own neck did lay down, to whom not 
only I give thanks, but also all the assemblies 
of the nations— 0 and the assembly at their 
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house; salute Epffinetug, my beloved, who is 
tirst-fruit of Achaia to Christ. 

6 Salute Mary, who did labour much for 
us; 7 salute Andronicua and Junias, my kin¬ 
dred, aud my fellow-captives, who are of note 
among the apostles, wno also have been in 
Christ before me. 

6 Salute Amplias, my beloved in the Lord; 
6 Balute Arbanus, our fellow-workman in 
Christ, and Stachys, my beloved; 10 salute 
Apelles, the approved in Christ; salute those 
of the household of Aristobulus ; 11 salute 
Herodiou, mv kinsman; salute those of the 
household of Narcissus, who are in the Lord; 
13 salute Trypheena, and Tryphosa, who are 
labouring in the Lord; salute Persia, the be^ 
loved, who did labour much in the Lord. 

13 Salute Rufus, the choice one in the Lord, 
and his mother and mine, 14 salute Asyncri- 
tus, Phlegon, Hennas, Patrobas, Hermes, and 
the brethren with them ; “ salute Philologus, 
and Julias, Nereus, and his sister, and 01 vm- 
pas, and all the saints with them; 10 Balute 
one another in a holy kiss; the assemblies of 
Christ do salute you. 

17 And I call upon you, brethren, to mark 
those who the divisions and the stumbling- 
blocks, contrary to the teaching that ye did 
learn, are causing, and turn ye away from 
them; 18 for such our Lord Jesus Christ do 
U6 


not serve, but their own belly; and through 
the good word and fair speech they deceive 
the hearts of the harmless t 19 for your obedi¬ 
ence did reach to all; I rejoice, therefore, as 
regards you, aud I wish you* to be wise, in¬ 
deed, as to the good, and harmless as to the 
evil; 30 and the God of the peace shall bruise 
the Adversary under your feet quickly; the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you. 
Amen! 

31 Salute you do Timotlieus, my fellow-work¬ 
man, and Lucius, aud Jason, and Sosipater, 
my kindred; 23 1 Tertius Balute you (who 
wrote the letter) in the Lord; 33 salute you 
doth Gaius, my host, and of the whole as¬ 
sembly; salute vou doth Erastus, the steward 
of the city, and Quartus the brother, 24 the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you 
all Amen. 

88 And to Him who is able to establish you. 
according to my good news, and the preacnini 
of Jesus Christ, according to the revelation of 
the secret, in the times of the ages having 
been kept silent, 20 and now having been 
made manifest, also, through prophetic writ¬ 
ings, according to a command of the age- 
el uring God, having been made known to all 
the nations for obedience of faith — 71 to the 
only wise GodL, through Jesus Christ, to him 
be glory to the ages. Amen. 



FIRST EPISTLE TO 

CHAP. I. 'PAUL, a called apostle of Jesus 
Christ, through the will of God, and Sosthe- 
ncs the brother, 2 to the assembly of God that 
is in Corinth, to those sanctified in Christ 
Jesus, called saints, with all those calling 
upon the name of our Lord Jesus Christ in 
every place—both theirs and ours : 3 Grace to 
you and peace from God our Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ! 

4 I give thanks to my God always concern- 
ing you for the grace of God that was given 
to you iu Christ Jesus, s that iu every thing 
ye were enriched in him, in all discourse and 
all knowledge, fi according as the testimony 
of the Christ was confirmed in you, 7 so that 
yc are not behind in any gift, waiting for the 
revelation of our Lord Jesus Christ, 8 who 
also shall confirm you unto the end—unblam¬ 
able in the day of our Lord Jesus Christ; 
9 faithful is God, through whom ye were 
called to the fellowship of His Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

10 And I call upou you. brethren, through 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that the 
Same tiling ye may all say, and there may not 
he divisions among you, and ye may be per¬ 
fected iu the same mind, and in the same 
judgment, 11 for it was signified to me con¬ 
cerning you, my brethren, by those of Chloe, 
that contentions are among you; 12 and I say 
this, that each one of you saitli, ‘L, indeed, 
am of Paul’—‘and I of Apollos, 1 — 1 and I of 
Cephas,’—‘ and I of Christ.’ 

13 Hath the Christ been divided? was Paul 
crucified for you ? or to the name of Paul were 
ye baptized; u I give thanks to God that no 
one of you did I baptize, except Crispus and 
Gaius — 15 that no one may say that to my 
own name I did baptize; 16 and I did baptize 
also Stephanas’ household—further, I nave 
not known if I did baptize auy other. 

17 For Christ did not send me to baptize, 
but—to proclaim good news; not in wisdom 
of discourse, that the cross of the Christ may 
not be-made of none effect; 18 for the word of 
the cross to those indeed perishing is foolish¬ 
ness, and to us—those being saved—it is the 
power of God, 19 for it hath been written, 
‘ I will destroy the wisdom of the wise, and 
the intelligence of the intelligent I will bring 
to nought;’ 20 where is the wise? where the 
scribe? where a disputer of this age? did 
uot God make foolish the wisdom of this 
world? 21 for, seeing in the wisdom of God 
the world through the wisdom knew not God, 
it did please God through the foolishness of 
tlie preaching to save those believing. 

22 Siuce also Jews ask a sign, and Greeks 
seek wisdom, 2:1 also we—we preach Christ 
crucified, to Jews, indeed, a stumbling-block, 
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and to Greeks foolishness, 24 and to those call¬ 
ed—both Jews and Greeks—Christ the power 
of God, and the wisdom of God, 25 because the 
foolishness of God is wiser than men, and the 
weakness of God is stronger than men; 26 for 
see your calling, brethren, that not many are 
wise according to the flesh, not many mighty, 
not many noble; 27 but the foolish things of 
the world did God choose, that the wise He 
may pub to shame; and the weak things of 
the world did God choose that he may put 
to shame the strong; 28 and the base things 
of the world, and the things despised did God 
choose, and the things that are not, that the 
things that are He may make useless— 29 that 
no flesh may glory before Him; 30 and of Him 
ye—ye are in Christ Jesus, who became to 
us from God wisdom, righteousness also, and 
sanctification, and redemption, 31 that, accord¬ 
ing as it hath been written, ‘ He who is glory¬ 
ing—in the Lord let him glory.* 

IT. 1 AND I, having come unto you, breth¬ 
ren, came—not in superiority of discourse or 
wisdom—declaring to you the testimony of 
God, 2 for 1 decided not to know any thing 
among you, except Jesus ChriBt, and him 
crucified; 3 and I, in weakness, and in fear, 
and in much trembling, was with you ; 4 aud 
my word and my preaching was not in per* 
suasive words of human wisdom, but in de¬ 
monstration of the Spirit and of power— 5 that 
our faith may not be in the wisdom of men, 
ut in the power of God. 

9 And wisdom we speak among the perfect, 
and wisdom not of this age, nor of the rulers 
of this age—of those becoming useless, 7 but 
we speak the hidden wisdom of Goci in a 
secret, that God foreordained before the ages 
to our glory, 8 which no one of the rulers of 
this age did know, for if they had known, the 
Lord of the glory they would uot have cruci¬ 
fied; 9 but, according as it hath been written, 
* What eye did not see, and ear did not hear, 
and upon the heart of man came not up, 
what God did prepare for those loving Him—' 
10 but to us did God reveal them through 
His Spirit, for the Spirit all things doth search, 
even the depths of God, 11 for who of men hath 
known the things of the man, except the 
spirit of the man that is in him ? so also the 
things of God no one hath known, except the 
Spirit of God. 

12 And we the spirit of the world did not 
receive, but the Spirit that is of God, that wc 
may know the things conferred by God on us, 
13 which things also we speak, not in words 
taught by human wisdom, but in those taught 
by the Holy Spirit, with spiritual things 
spiritual things comparing, 14 and the natural 
man doth not receive the things of the Spirit 
of God, for to him they are foolishness, and 
he is not able to know them , because spiritu- 
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ally they are discerned; 10 and lie who is 
spiritual, doth discern indeed all things, and 
he himself is by no one discerned; 16 for who 
did know the mind of the Lord that he shaJl 
instruct Him ? and we—we have the mind of 
Christ 

III. 1 AND I, brethren, was not able to 
speak to you as to spiritual, but as to fleshly 
—as to babes in Christ; 2 with milk I fed you, 
and not with meat, for ye were not yet able, 
but not even yet are ye now able, 3 for yet ye 
are fleshly, for where there is among you envy¬ 
ing, and Btrife, and divisions, arc ye not flesh¬ 
ly, and in the manner of men do walk? 4 for 
'"'hen one may say, ‘I, indeed, am of Paul;’ 
and another, ‘I—of Apollos;’ are ye not 
fleshly ? 

5 Vvho, then, is Paul, and who Apollos, but 
ministranta through whom ye did believe, and 
to each as the Lord gave ? 6 1 planted, Apollos 
watered, but God was giving growth; 7 so that 
neither is he who is planting anything, nor he 
who is watering, but He who is giving i^-owth 
—God; 0 and he who is planting and he who 
is watering are one, and each his own reward 
shall receive, according to his own labour, 

9 for of God we are fellow-workmen; God’s 
tillage, God’s building ye are. 

10 According to the grace of God that was 
riven to me, as a wise master-builder, a 
foundation I have laid, and another doth 
build on it, 11 for other foundation no one 
is able to lay except that which is laid, which 
is Jesus the Chnst; 12 and if any one doth 
build upon this foundation gold, silver, preci¬ 
ous stones, wood, hay, straw— 13 of eacn the 
work shall become manifest, for the day shall 
declare if, because in fire it is revealed, and 
the work of each, what kind it is, the fire 
shall prove: 14 if of any one the work doth re¬ 
main that he built on it, a wage he shall re¬ 
ceive; 15 if of any the work is burned up, he 
shall suffer loss; and himself shall be saved, 
but so as through fire. 

16 Have ye not known that ye are a sanctu¬ 
ary of Goa, and the Spirit of God doth dwell 
in you? 17 if any one the sanctuary of God 
doth waste, him shall God waste; for the 
sanctuary of God is holy, the which ye are. 

10 Let no one deceive himself; if any one 
doth seem to be wise among you in this age— 
let him become a fool, that he may become 
wise, 19 for the wisdom of this world is foolish¬ 
ness with God, for it hath been written, 

‘ Who is taking the wise in their craftiness;’ 
20 and again, ‘ The Lord doth know the rea¬ 
sonings of the wise, that they are vain,' 

21 So then, let no one glory in men, for all 
things are yours, “whether Paul, or Apollos, 
or Cephas, or the world, or life, or death, or 
things present, or things about to be all are 
gmrs, a and ye are Christ's, and Christ is 

IV. 1 LET a man so reckon us as officers of 
Christ, and stewards of the secrets of God, 
-and as to the rest, it is required in the 
stewards that one may be found faithful. 
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8 and to me it is for a very little tiling that by 
you I may be judged, or byjmau’s day, but 
uot even myself do I judge, 4 for of nothing 
to myself have I been conscious, but not iu 
this have I been declared right—and he who 
is discerning me is the Lord: 5 so, theo, 
nothing before the time judge ye, till the 
Lord may come, who will both bring to light 
the hidden things of the darkness, and will 
manifest the counsels of the hearts, and then 
the praise shall come to each from God 

8 And these things, brethren, I did transfer 
to myself and to Apollos because of you, that 
in us ye may learn not to think above that 
which hatli been written, that ye may not be 
puffed up one for one against the other, 7 for 
who doth make thee to differ? and what hast 
thou, that thou didst not receive ? and if thou 
didst also receive, why dost thou glory as not 
having received ? 

8 Already ye are having been filled, already 

e were rich, apart from us ye did reign, and 

would also ye did reign, that we also with 
you may reign together, 9 for I think that 
God did set forth us the .apostles last—as ap¬ 
pointed to death, because a spectacle we be¬ 
came to the world, and messengers, aud men ; 
10 we are fools because of Christ, aud ye wise 
in Christ; we are ailing, and ye strong; ye 
glorious, and we dishonoured; 11 unto the 
present hour we both hunger, aud thirst, 
and are naked, and are buffeted, and wander 
about, 12 aud labour, working with owr own 
hands; being reviled, we bless; being perse¬ 
cuted, we suffer; 13 being spoken evil of, we 
entreat; as filth of the world we did become 
—of all things an offscouring—till now. 

14 Not as putting you to shame do I write 
these things, but as my beloved children 1 
do admonish, 13 for if a myriad of child-con¬ 
ductors ye may have in Christ, yet not many 
fathers; for in Christ Jesus, through the 
good news, I—I did beget you: lri I call upon 
you, therefore, become ye followers of me; 
47 because of this I sent to you Timotheus, 
who is my child, beloved and faithful iu the 
Lord, who shall remind you of my ways iu 
Christ, according as everywhere in every as¬ 
sembly I teach. 

10 And as if I were not coming unto you cer 
tain were puffed up; 19 but I will come quickly 
unto you, if the Lord may will, and I wifi 
know not the word of those puffed up, but 
the power; 20 for not in word is the reign of 
Go(L but in power? 21 what do ye wish ? with 
a rod shall I come unto you, or in love, with 
a spirit also of meekues3 ? 

V. 1 WHOREDOM is actually heard of 
among you, and such whoredom as is not 
even named among the nations—as that one 
hath the wife of the father!—“and ve are hav¬ 
ing been puffed up, and did not rather motfru, 
that he may be removed out of the midst of 
you who did this work, 3 for I indeed, as be¬ 
ing absent as to the body, and present a3 to 
the spirit, have already judged, as being 
present, him who so wrought this thing: 4 in 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ—ye being 
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gathered together, also my spirit—with the 
power of our Lord Jesus Christ, 6 to deliver 
up such a one to the Adversary for the de¬ 
struction of the Hesh, that the spirit may be 
saved in the day of the Lord Jesus. 

6 Not good is your glorying; have ye not 
known that a little leaven the whole lump 
doth leaven ? 7 cleanse out, therefore, the old 
leaven, that ye may be a new lump, accord¬ 
ing as ye are unleavened, for also our pass- 
over for us was sacrificed—Christ, s so that 
we may keep the feast, not with old leaven, 
nor with the leaven of evil and wickedness, 
but with unleavened food of sincerity and 
truth. 

I did write to you in the epistle, not to 
keep company with whoremongers — 10 and 
not certainly with the whoremongers of this 
world, or with the covetous, or extortioners, 
or idolaters, seeing ye ought then to go forth 
out of the world— u aud now, I did write to 
you not to keep company with Aim, if auy 
one, being named a brother, may be a whore¬ 
monger, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, 
or a drunkard, or an extortioner—with such 
a one not even to eat together; ’ 2 for what 
have 1 also those without to judge? those 
within do ye not judge ? 13 and those without 
God doth judge; and put yc away the evil 
from among yourselves. 

VI. 1 DARE any one of you, having a 
matter with the other, go to be judged before 
the unrighteous, aud not before the saints? 

2 have ye not known that the saints shall 
judge tue world ? and if by you the world is 
judged, are ye unworthy of the smaller judg¬ 
ments? 3 have ye uot known that we shall 
judge messengers? why not then the things 
of life? ‘‘of the things of life, indeed, then, 
if ye may have judgment, those despised in 
the assembly—these cause ye to sit; 5 unto 
your shame I speak : so there is not amoug 
you one wise man, not even one, who shall be 
able to discern in the midst of his brethren! 
fi but brother with brother doth go to be 
judged, and this before unbelievers ! 

7 Already, indeed, then, there is altogether 
a fault among you, that ye have judgments 
with one another; wherefore do ye uot rather 
suffer injustice? wherefore be ye uot rather 
defrauded? 8 but ye—ye do injustice, and ye 
defraud, and these—brethren ! M have ye not 
known that the unrighteous the reign of God 
shall not inherit? be not led astray ; neither 
whoremongers, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 
nor eflemiuate, nor sodomites, 10 nor thieves, 
nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, 
nor extortioners, the reign of God shall iu- 
herit. 

II Aud certain of you were these! but ye 
were washed, but ye were sanctified, but ye 
were declared righteous, in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, and in the Spirit of our God. 

12 All things are lawful to me, but all things 
are Dot profitable; all things are lawful to me, 
but I—1 will not be under authority by any; 
13 the meats are for the belly, aud the belly 
for the meats. 

And God both this and these shall make 
119 


useless; and the body is not for whoredom, 
but for the Lord, and the Lord for the body; 
14 and God both the Lord did raise, and us 
will raise up through His power. 13 Have ye 
not known that your bodies are members of 
Christ? having taken, then, the members of 
the Christ, shall I make them members of an 
harlot? let it not be! lc Have ye not known 
that he who is joined to the harlot is one 
body? ‘for they shall be—saith He—the two 
for one flesh.’ _ 47 And he who is joined to the 
Lord is one spirit; 18 flee the whoredom; every 
sin—whatever a man may commit—is without 
the body, and he who is committing whore¬ 
dom, against his own body doth sin. 19 Have 
ye not known that your body is a sanctuary of 
the Holy Spirit in you, which ye have from 
God? and ye are not your own, 20 for ye were 
bought with a price; glorify, then, Godin your 
body and in your spirit, which are God’s. 

VII. 1 AND concerning the things of which 
ye wrote to me: good it is for a man not to 
touch a woman. 2 and because of the whoredom 
let each man have hi9 own wife, and let each 
woman have her proper husband; 3 to tha 
wife let the husband the due benevolence ren¬ 
der, and in like manner also the wife to the 
husband ; 4 the wife over her own body hath 
not authority, but the husband ; and, in like 
manner also, the husband over his own body 
hath not authority, but the wife. 

6 Defraud not one another, except by con¬ 
sent for a time, that ye may be free for fasting 
and prayer, and again may come together, that 
the Adversary may not tempt you because of 
your incontinence; (i and this I say by way of 
concurrence—not of command, 7 for I wish all 
men to be even as I myself am; but each his 
own gift hath of God, one indeed thus, and 
ooe thus 

8 Aud I say to the uumarried and to the 
widows: it is good for them if they may 
remain even as I am; 0 and if they have not 
continence—let them marry, for it is better to 
marry than to burn; 10 and to the married I 
announce—not I, but the Lord—Jet not a 
wife separate from a husband: u but and if 
she may separate, let her remain unmarried, 
or to the husband let her be reconciled, and 
let not a husband send away a wife. 

12 And to the rest 1 speak—not the Lord— 
if any brother hath a wife unbelieving, aud 
she is pleased to dwell with him, let him not 
send her away ; 13 and a womau who hath a 
husband unbelieving, and he is pleased to 
dwell with her, let her not send him away; 
14 for the unbelieving husband hath been 
sauctified in the wife, and the unbelieving 
wife hath been sanctified in the husband ; 
otherwise your children are uncleau, but now 
they are holy. 

15 And, if the unbelieving doth separate 
himself—let him separate himself: the bro¬ 
ther or the sister is not under servitude in 
such cases, and in peace hath God called us; 
18 for what, hast thou known, 0 wife, whether 
the husband thou slialtsavc? or what, hast 
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thou known, 0 husband, whether the wife 
thou shalt save? 17 if not, as God did distri¬ 
bute to each, as the Lord hath called each— 
so let him walk ; and thus in all the assem¬ 
blies do I direct: 18 being uncircumcised— 
was any one called? let him not become un¬ 
circumcised : in uncircumcision was any one 
called? let him not be circumcised; J9 the 
circumcision is nothing, and the uucircum- 
cision is nothing—but a keeping of the com¬ 
mands of God. 

20 Each in the calling in which he was called 
—in this let him remain ; 21 a servant—wast 
thou called ? be not anxious ; but if also thou 
art able to become free—use it rather : 2 - for he 
who is in the Lord—having been called a ser¬ 
vant—is the Lord’s freedman: in like manner 
also he the freeman, having been called, is 
servant of Christ: 23 with a price ye were 
bought, become not servants of men ; 24 each, 
in that in which he was called, brethren, in 
this let him remain with God. 

25 And concerning the virgins, a command 
of the Lord I have not; and I give judgment 
as having obtained kindness from the Lord 
to be faithful : 2G I suppose, therefore, this to 
be good because of the present necessity, that 
it is good for a man that the matter be thus : 
— 27 Hast thou been bound to a wife ? seek 
not to be loosed ; hast thou been loosed from 
a wife ? seek not a wife. 28 But and if thou 
inayest marry, thou didst not sin ; and if the 
virgin may marry, she did not sin ; and such 
shall have tribulation in the flesh : and I spare 
you. 

29 And this I say, brethreu, the time hence¬ 
forth is having been shortened—that both 
those having wives maybe as not_having: 
30 and those weeping, as not weeping; and 
those rejoicing, as not rejoicing; and those 
buying, as not possessing; 31 and those using 
this world, as not using it up: for passing 
away is the fashion of this world. 

3 - And I wish you to be without anxiety; 
the unmarried is anxious for the things of the 
Lord, how he shall please the Lord; 33 and 
the married is anxious for the things of the 
world, how he shall please the wife. 34 The 
wife and the virgin have beeu distinguished: 
the unmarried is auxious for the things of the 
Lord, that she may be holy both in body and 
ill spirit, and the married is anxious for the 
things of the w T orld, how she shall please the 
husband. 

33 And this for your own profit I say: not 
that I may casta noose upon you, but for the 
seemliness and devotedness to the Lord, 
undistractedly, 36 and if any one doth think 
it to be unseemly to his virgin, if she may be 
beyond the bloom of age, and it ought so to 
be, what he willeth let him do; he doth not 
sin-let them marry. 37 And he who hath 
stood stedfast in the heart—not having ne¬ 
cessity— and hath authority over his owu 
will, and this he hath determined in liis heart 
—to keep his own virgin—doth well; 39 so 
that both he who is giving in marriage doth 
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well, and he who is not giving in marriage 
doth better. 

39 A wife hath been bound-by law as long 
time as her husband may live, and if;.her 
husband may sleep, she is free to be married 
to whom she will—only in the Lord; 40 and 
she is happier if she may so remain—accord¬ 
ing to my judgment; and I think I also have 
the Spirit of God 

VIII. 1 AND concerning the things sacri¬ 
ficed to idols, we have known that we all 
have knowledge: knowledge puffeth up, but 
love buildeth up; 2 and if any one doth think to 
know anything, lie hath not yet known any¬ 
thing according as it behoveth him to know; 
3 ana if any one doth love God, this one hath 
been known by Him. 

4 Concerning the eating then of the things 
sacrificed to idols, we have known that an 
idol is nothing in the world, and that there 
is no other God except one; c for even if there 
are those called gods, whether in heaven, 
whether upon earth—as there are gods many 
and lords many— 0 yet to us is one God, the 
Father, of whom are the all things, aud we 
to Him ; aud one Lord, Jesus Christ, through 
whom arc tbe all things, and we through 
him; 7 but not in all men is tbe knowledge, 
and certain with conscience of the idol, till 
now, as a thing sacrificed to an idol do eat 
it , and their conscience, being weak, is de¬ 
filed. 

8 But victuals do not commend us to 
God, for neither if we may eat are we in ad¬ 
vance ; nor if we may not eat, are we behind ; 
0 but see, lest this privilege of yours may be¬ 
come a stumbling-block to the infirm, 10 for ii 
any oue may see thee that hast knowledge it 
an idol’s temple reclining at meat—shall not 
his conscience—he being infirm—be embold¬ 
ened to eat the tilings sacrificed to idols, 
11 aud tbe brother who is infirm shall perish 
by thy knowledge, because of whom Christ 
died? 12 aud thus sinning in regard to the 
brethreu, and smiting their weak conscience— 
in regard to Christ ye sin ; J3 wherefore, if 
victuals cause my brother to stumble, I may 
eat no flesh—to the age—that my brother I 
may not cause to stumble. 

IX. 1 AM not I an apostle? am not I free? 
Jesus Christ our Lord have I not seen? my 
work are not ye iu the Lord? 2 if to others 1 
am not ail apostle—yet doubtless to you I am; 
for the seal of my ajiostleship are ye in the 
Lord. 

3 My defence to those who examine me 
iu this; 4 have we not authority to eat and to 
drink? 6 have we not authority a sister—a 
wife—to lead about, as also the other apostles, 
and the brethren of the Lord, and Cephas? 
8 or only 1 and Barnabas, have we not author¬ 
ity—not to work? 7 who doth serve as a soldier 
at his own charges at any time? who doth 
plant a vineyard, and of its fruit doth not cat? 
or who doth feed a flock, and of the milk of 
the flock doth not cat ? 

8 According to man do I speak these things ? 
or doth not also the law say these things ? 
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u for iu the law of Moses it hath been written, 
‘Thou shalt not muzzle an ox treading out 
corn for the oxen doth God care? 10 or be¬ 
cause of us by all means doth He say it ? yes, 
because of us it was written, because in hope 
ought the plower to plow, aud he who is 
treading ought of his hope to partake in 
hope. 

11 If we to you the spiritual tilings did sow 
—great is it if we your fleshly things do reap ? 
12 if others do partake of the authority over 
you—not we more? but we did not use this 
authority, but all things we bear, that we 
may give no hindrance to the good news of 
the Christ. 13 Have ye not known that those 
working about the things of the temple—of 
the temple do eat, aud those waiting at the 
altar—with the altar are partakers? ^so also 
did the Lord direct to those proclaiming the 
good news : of the good news to live. 

15 Aud I have used none of these things ; 
neither did I write these thiugs that it may be 
so done in my case, for it is good for me rather 
to die, than that anyone may make my glory¬ 
ing void; 16 for if I may proclaim good news, 
it is uo glorying for me, for uccessity is laid 
upon me, aud wo is to me if I may not pro¬ 
claim good news; 17 for if willing 1 do this, I 
have a reward; and if unwillingly—with a 
stewardship I have been entrusted! 

19 What, then, is my reward?—that pro¬ 
claiming good news, without charge I shall 
make the good news of the Christ, not to 
abuse my authority iu the good news; l!) for 
being free from all men, to all men L made 
myself servant, that the more I might gain ; 

20 aud I became to the Jews as a jew, that 
Jews I might gain ; to those under law as 
uuder law, that those under law I might gain ; 

21 to those without law" as without law—(not 
being without law to God, but within law to 
Christ)—that I might gain those without law ; 
22 1 became to the infirm as infirm, that the 
infirm I might gain ; to all men I have become 
all things, that by all means I may save 
some. 

23 Aud this I do because of the good uewe, 
that a fellow-partaker of it I may beeome; 

24 have ye not kuown that those ruuuiug in a 
race—all indeed run, but one doth receive 
the prize ? so run ye, that ye may obtain ; 

25 and every one who is striving, is in all things 
temperate; these, indeed, then, that a cor¬ 
ruptible crown they may receive, but we an 
incorruptible ; 26 I, therefore, thus ruu, not as 
uncertainly, thus I fight, as not beating air; 
27 but I chastise my body, and bring it into 
servitude, lest by any meaus, having preached 
to others -I myself may become disapproved. 

X. 1 AND I do not wish you to be igno¬ 
rant, brethreu, that all our fathers were under 
the cloud, and all passed through the sea, 
2 aud all to Moses were baptized in the cloud, 
aud in the sea; 3 ami all the same spiritual 
food did eat, 4 and all the same spiritual 
drink did drink, for they were drinking of a 
spiritual rock following them, and the rock 
was the Christ; °but iu the most of them 


God was not well pleased, for they were 
strewn in the wilderness, c aud those things 
became types of us, for our uot passionately 
desiring evil thiugs, as also these did desire. 

7 Neither become ye idolaters, as certain of 
them, as it hath beeu written, ‘ The people 
sat down to eat and to drink, aud stood up 
to play; ’ 8 neither may we commit whore¬ 
dom, as certain of them did commit whore¬ 
dom, and there fell in one day twenty-three 
thousand; 9 neither may we tempt the Christ, 
as also certain of them did tempt, and by the 
serpents did perish; 10 neither murmur ye, as 
also some of them did murmur, and did perish 
by the destroyer. 

11 And all these things as types did happen 
to those persons, and they were written for 
our admouition, to whom the eud of the ages 
did come, 12 so that he who is thinking to 
stand—let him observe, lest be fall. 13 No 
temptation hath taken you—except human ; 
and God is faithful, who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above what yc are able, but He 
will make, with the temptation, also the out¬ 
let, for your being able to bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my beloved, flee from the 
idolatry; 15 as to wise men I speak—.judge ye 
what I say: lc The eup of the blessing that 
we bless — is it not the fellowship of the 
blood of the Christ ? the bread that we break 
—is it not the fellowship of the body of the 
Christ? 17 because one bread, one body, are 
we the many—for we all of the one bread do 
partake. 

18 See Israel according to the flesh ! are uot 
those eating the sacrifices in the fellowship 
of the altar? 19 what then do I say? that an 
idol is anything? or that a sacrifice offered 
to an idol is anything?— 20 no, but that the 
things that the nations sacnlice— they sac¬ 
rifice to demons and not to God; and I do 
not wish you to come into the fellowship of 
the demons. 21 Ye are not able the cup of 
the Lord to drink, aud the cup of demons; 
ye are not able of the table of the Lord to 
partake, and of the table of demons; 22 do we 
arouse the I»ord to jealousy? are we stronger 
thau He? 

50 All things to me are lawful, but all things 
are not profitable; all things to me arc law¬ 
ful, but all things do not build up; 24 let no 
one seek his own—but each another's. 

23 Whatever in the meat-market is sold eat 
ye, not inquiring, because of tbe conscience, 
2(5 for the Lord’s is the earth, and its fulness; 
27 and if any one of the unbelieving do call 
you, and ye wish to go, all that is set before 
you eat, nothing inquiring, because of the 
conscience; 28 and if any one may say to you, 
* This is a thing sacrificed to an idol,’—do 
not eat, because of that one who shewed it , 
aud of the conscience, for the Lord’s is the 
earth and its fulness: 23 and conscience, Isay, 
not of thyself, but of the other, for why is it 
that my liberty is judged by another’s con¬ 
science ? 30 and if I thankfully do partake, why 
am 1 evil spoken of, for that for which I give 
thanks? 
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91 Whether, then, ye eat, or drink, or do 
anythindo all to the glory of God; 99 be¬ 
come rtffenceless, both to Jews and Greeks, 
and to the assembly of God ; 99 as 1 also in all 
things do please all, not seeking my own 
profit, but that of many—that they maybe 
saved. 

XI. 1 FOLLOWERS of me become ye, as I 
also am of Christ. 

2 And I praise you, brethren, that in all 
things ve remember me, and according as 

I did deliver to you, the deliverances ye 
keep, 3 and I wish you to know that of every 
man the head is the Christ, and the head of 
a woman is the husband, and the head of 
Christ is God. 

4 Every man praying or prophesying, having 
the head covered, doth dishonour his head, 
5 and every woman praying or prophesying 
with the head uncovered, doth dishonour her 
own head, for it is one and the same thing 
with her being shaven, 0 for if a woman is not 
covered—then let her be shorn, and if it is a. 
shame for a woman to be shorn or shaven— 
let her be covered ; 7 for a man, indeed, ought 
uot to cover the head, being the image and 
glory of God, and a woman is the glory of a 
man, 8 for a man is uot of a woman, but a 
woman is of a man, 9 for a mau also was not 
created because of the woman, but a woman 
because of the man ; 10 because of this the 
woman ought to have a token of authority 
upon the head, because of the messengers; 

II but neither is a man apart from a woman, 
uor a woman apart from a man, in the Lord, 
12 for as the woman w of the man, so also the 
man is through the woman, and the all things 
are of God. 

13 In your own selves judge ye; is it seemly 
for a woman uncovered to pray to God ? 

doth not even nature itself teach you, that 
if a man indeed have loug hair, a dishonour 
it is to him ? 13 and a woman, if she have long 
hair, a glory it is to her, because the hair 
instead of a covering hath been given to her; 
lfi and if any one doth think to be contentious, 
we have no such custom, neither the assem¬ 
blies of God. 

17 And this declaring, I give no praise, be¬ 
cause not for the better, but for the worse ye 
come together; 18 for first, indeed, ye coming 
together in an assembly, I hear of divisions 
being among you, and partly I believe it, 
18 for it behoveth sects also to be among you, 
that those approved may become manifest 
among you; 2(1 ye, then, coming together at 
the same place—it is not to eat the Lord’s 
supper; 21 for each his own supper doth take 
before in the eating, and one is hungry, and 
another is drunk; 22 why, have ye uot houses 
to eat and to drink in ? or the assembly of 
God do ye despise, and shame those not hav¬ 
ing? what may I say to you? shall I praise 
you in this? I do not praise! 

23 For I—I received from the Lord that 
which also I did deliver to you, that the Lord 
Jesus in the night in which he was delivered 
up, took bread, 24 and having given thanks, 
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lie brake, and said, 1 Take ye, eat ye, this is 
my body, that for you is being broken ; this 
do ye—to the remembrance of-me.’ 

28 In like manner also the cup after the 
supping, saying, 1 This cup is the new cove¬ 
nant in my blood; this do ye, as often as ye 
may drink to the remembrance of me ; 1 

for as often as ye may eat this bread, and 
this cup may drink, the death of the Lord yo 
do shew forth—till he may come ; 27 so that 
whoever may eat this bread or may drink the 
cup of the Lord unworthily, guilty he shall 
be of the body and blood of the Lord : 28 and 
le't a man be proving himself, and so of the 
bread let him eat. and of the cup let him 
drink; 29 for lie who is eating and drinking 
unworthily, judgment to himself he doth eat 
and drink—not discerning the body of the 
Lord. 

30 Because of this among you many are 
weak and sickly, and sleep do many; 31 for if 
ourselves we were discerning, we would not 
he being judged, 32 and being judged by the 
Lord, we are chastened, that with the world 
we may not be condemned; 33 so then, my 
brethren, coming together to eat, for one 
another wait ye ; 34 and if any one is hungry, 
at home let him eat, that to judgment ye may 
not come together; and the rest, whenever I 
may come, I shall arrange. 

XII. X AND concerning the spiritual things, 
brethren, I do not wish you to be ignorant; 
2 ye have known that ye were nations, unto 
the dumb idols—as ye were led—being carried 
away; 3 wherefore, I give you to understand 
that no one, in the Spirit of God speaking, 
saith Jesus is anathema, aud no one is able 
to say Jesus is Lord, except in the Holy 
Spirit. 

4 Aud there are diversities of gifts, and the 
same Spirit; 5 and there are diversities of 
ministrations, and the same Lord ; c and there 
are diversities of workings, and it is the same 
God—who is working the all in alL 

7 And to each hath been given the mani¬ 
festation of the Spirit for profit; 8 for to one 
through the Spirit hath beeu given a word of 
wisdom, aud to another a word of knowledge, 
according to the same Spirit; 9 and to another 
faith in the same Spirit, and to another gifts 
of healings in the same Spirit; 10 and to an¬ 
other in-workings of mighty deeds ; and to 
another prophecy; aud to another discerninps 
of spirits; aud to another divers kinds of 
tongues; aud to another interpretation of 
tongues: 11 and all these doth work the one 
and the same Spirit, dividing to each seve¬ 
rally as he intenaetli. 

12 For, even as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all tnc members of the 
one body, being many, are one body, so also 
is the Christ, 13 for also in one Spirit we all 
to one body were baptized, whether Jews or 
Greeks, whether servants or freemen, and all 
into one Spirit were made to drink, 14 for also 
the body iB not one member, but many; 15 if 
the foot may say, ‘Because 1 am not a hand, 

1 am not of the body;’ it is not, because of 
this, not of the body; lc and if the ear may 
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say, 1 Because I am not au eye, I am not of 
the body;' it is not, because of this, not of 
the body? 

17 If tne whole body were an eye, where the 
hearing? if the whole hearing, where the 
smelling? 10 and now, God did set the mem- 
bej-s each one of them in the body, according 
as He willed, 10 and if all were one member, 
where the body ? 20 and now, indeed, are many 
members, and oDe body; 21 and an eye is not 
able to say to the hand, ‘ I have no need of 
thee ;* nor again the head to the feet, ‘I have 
no need of you.’ 

22 But much more the members of the body 
which seem to be more infirm are necessary, 
23 and those that we think to be less honour¬ 
able of the body, around these we put more 
abundant honour, and our unseemly things 
have seemliness more abundant, 24 and our 
seemly things have no need: but God did 
temper the body together, to the lacking part 
having given more abundant honour, 23 that 
there may be no division in the body, but that 
the members may have the same anxiety for 
one another, 26 and whether one member doth 
suffer, suffer with it do all the members, or 
one member is glorified, rejoice with it do all 
the members; 27 and ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular. 

20 And some, indeed, did God set in the 
assembly, first apostles, secondly prophets, 
thirdly teachers, afterwards powers, after¬ 
wards gifts of healings, helpings, governings, 
divers kinds of tongues; 29 are all apostles? 
are all prophets? are all teachers? are all 
powers? 30 have all gifts of healings? do all 
speak with tongues? do all interpret? 31 and 
desire earnestly the better gifts; and yet a far 
excelling way do I shew to you: 

XIII. 1 IF with the tongues of men and of 
messengers I speak, and have not love, I have 
become brass sounding, or a cymbal tinkling; 
2 and if I have prophecy, and know all the 
secrets, and all the knowledge, and if I have 
all the faith, so as to remove mountains, and 
have not love, I am nothing; 3 and if I give 
away to feed others all my goods, and if I 
give up my body that I may be burned, and 
have not love, 1 am profited nothing. 

4 The love is long-suffering, it is kind, the 
love doth not envy, the love doth not vaunt 
itself, is not puffed up, 3 doth not act unseemly, 
doth uot seen, its own things, is not provoked, 
doth not impute evil, a rejoiceth not over the 
unrighteousness, and rejoiceth with the truth; 
7 all things it beareth, all it believeth, all it 
hopetli, all it endureth. 

e The love doth never fail; aud whether 
there be prophecies, they shall become useless; 
whether tongues, they shall cease; whether 
knowledge, it shall become useless; 0 for iu 
part we know, and in part we prophesy; 
10 and when that which is perfect may come, 
then, that which is in part shall become use¬ 
less 

11 When I was a babe, as a babe I was 
speaking, as a babe I was thinking, as a babe 
I was reasoning, and when I have become a 
man, I have made useless the things of the 


babe; 12 for we see now through a mirror ob¬ 
scurely, and then face to face; now I know in 
part, and then I shall fully know, as also I 
was known: 13 and now there doth remain 
faith, hope, love—these three; and the greatest 
of these is love. 

XIV. ^URSUEthe love, and seek earnestly 
the spiritual things, and rather that ye may 
prophesy, 2 for he who is speaking in an un¬ 
known tongue—to men he doth not speak, but 
to^ God, for no one doth hearken, aud iu 
spirit he doth speak secrets ; 3 and he who 
is prophesying to men doth speak edifica¬ 
tion, and exhortation, and comfort; 4 he who 
is speaking in an unknown tongue, himself 
doth edify, aud he who is prophesying, an as¬ 
sembly doth edify; 6 and I wish you all to 
speak with tongues, and more that ye may 
prophesy, for greater is he who is prophesying 
than he who is speaking with tongues, except 
one may interpret, that the assembly may re¬ 
ceive edification. 

6 And now, brethren, if I may come unto 
you speaking tongues, what shall I profit you, 
except I shall speak to you either iu revela¬ 
tion, or in knowledge, or in prophesying, or iu 
teaching? 7 yet the things without life giving 
sound—whether pipe or harp—if a difference 
in the sounds they may not give, how shall ba 
known that which is piped or that which is 
harped? 8 for if also an uncertain sound a 
trumpet may give, who shall prepare himself 
for battle? 0 so also ye, if through the tongue, 
speech easily understood ye may not give— 
how shall that which is spoken be known ? 
for ye shall be speaking to air. 

10 There are, it may be, so many kinds of 
voices in the world, and none of them is un¬ 
meaning, 11 ih then, I do uot know the power 
of the voice, I shall be to him who is speaking 
a foreigner, and he who is speaking, is to me a 
foreigner; 12 so also ye, since ye are earnestly 
desirous of spiritual gifts, for the building up 
of the assembly seek that ye may abouud ; 
13 wherefore he who is speaking in an unknown 
tongue—let him pray tnat he may interpret ; 
u for if I pray in an unknown tongue, my 
spirit doth pray, and my understanding is un¬ 
fruitful. 

13 What theu is it? I will pray with the 
spirit, aud I will pray also with the under¬ 
standing ; I will sing psalms with the spirit, 
and I will sing psalms also with the under¬ 
standing; lu since, if thou mavest bless with 
the Spirit, he who is filling the place of the 
unlearned, how shall he say the Atneu at thy 
giving of tliauks, since what thou dost say he 
hath not known ? 17 for thou, indeed, dost give 
thanks well, but the other is not built up ! 
10 1 give tliauks to my God—more than you all 
witli tougues speaking— 10 but iu an assembly 
I wish to speak five words through my under¬ 
standing, tnat others also I may instruct, ra 
ther than myriads of words in an unknown 
tougue. 

20 Brethren, become not children in the 
understanding, but in the evil be ye babes, 
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and in the understanding become ve perfect; 
21 in the law it hath been written, tuat, * With 
other tongues and with other lips I will sneak 
to this people, and not even so will they near 
Me, saith the Lord;’ 22 so that the tongues 
are for a sign, not to the believing, but to the 
unbelieving ; and the prophecy is uot for the 
unbelieving, but for the believing, 

23 If, therefore, the whole assembly may 
come together, to the same place, and all may 
speak with tongues, aud there may come in 
unlearned or unbelievers, will they uot say 
that ye are mad? 24 and if all may prophecy, 
and any one may come in, an unbeliever or 
unlearned, he is couvicted by all, he is dis¬ 
cerned by all, 25 and so the secrets of his 
heart become manifest, and so having falleu 
upou Aid face, he will bow before God, declar¬ 
ing that God really is among you. 

26 What then is it, brethren? wlieuever ye 
may come together, each of you hath a psalm, 
hath a teaching, hath a tongue, hath a revela¬ 
tion, hath an interpretation? let all things be 
for building lip ; 27 if an unknown tougue any 
one do speak, by two, or at the most, by three, 
aud iu turn, and let one interpret; ^and if 
there may be no interpreter, let him be sileut 
in au assembly, and to himself let him speaU, 
aud to God. 

2!) And prophets—let two or three speak, 
aud let the others discern, 30 and if to another 
sitting anything may be revealed, let the first 
be sileut; 31 for ye are able, one by one, all to 
prophesy, that all may learn, and all may be 
exhorted, 32 aud the spiritual gift of prophets 
to prophets are subject, 33 for God is uot a 
Goa cf tumult, but of peace, as in all the 
assemblies of the saints. 

34 Your women iu the assemblies let them be 
silent, for it hath not been permitted to them 
to speak, but to be subject, as also the law 
saith; 35 and if they wish to learn anything, 
at home their own husbands let them aues- 
tiou, for it is a shame to women to speak in 
an assembly. 

36 From you did the word of God come forth? 
or to you alone did it come? 37 if any one doth 
think to be a prophet, or spiritual, let him 
acknowledge the things that I write to you— 
that of the Lord they are commands; 38 and if 
any one is ignorant—let him be ignorant; 
3a so that, brethren, earnestly desire to pro¬ 
phesy, and to speak with tongues do not for¬ 
bid; let all things be done decently and in 
order. 

XV. 1 AND I matte known to you, breth¬ 
ren the good news that I proclaimed to you, 
which also ye did receive, in which also ye 
have stood, 2 through which also ye are being 
saved, iu what words I proclaimed good news 
to you. if ye hold fast, except ye did believe 
in vain, ‘for I delivered to you first, what 
also I did receive, that Christ died for our 
sins, according to the Writings, 4 and that he 
was buried, aud that he hath risen on the 
third day, according to the Writings, “and 
that lie appeared to Cephas, then to thetwelve, 

B afterwards he appeared to above live hun¬ 
dred brethren at once, of whom the greater 


Of the resurrection. 

part remaiu till now, and certain also did fall 
asleep; T afterwards he appeared to James, 
then to all the apostles. "* 

8 And last of all—as to the uutimely birth— 
he appeared also to me, 9 for I am the least of 
the apostles, who am not worthy to be called 
au apostle, because I did persecute the as¬ 
sembly of God, 10 and by the grace of God l 
am what I am, and His grace that is towards 
me came not in vain, but more abundantly 
thau they all did 1 labour, yet not I, but the 
grace of God that is with me; 11 whether, 
then, I or they, so we preach, and so ye did 
bfelieve. 

12 And if Christ is preached, that out of the 
dead he hath risen, how say certain among 
you, that there is uo rising again of dead 
persons? 13 and if there be no rising again of 
dead persons, neither hath Christ riseu; 14 and 
if Christ hath not risen, theu void is our 
preaching, and void also your faith, 15 and we 
also are found false witnesses of God. because 
we did testify of God that He raised up the 
Christ, whom He did not raise if then dead 
persons do not rise; 16 for if dead persous do 
uot rise, neither hath Christ risen, 17 and if 
Christ hath not risen, vain is your faith, ye 
are yet in your sins ; 18 theu, also, those hav¬ 
ing fallen asleep iu Christ did perish; 18 if 
iu this life we have hope in Christ only, of all 
men we are most to be pitied. 

20 Aud now, Christ hath risen out of the 
dead —the first-fruits of those sleeping he 
became, 21 for since through man is the death, 
also through man is a risiug again of the dead, 
22 for even as in Adam all die, so also in the 
Christ all shall be made alive, 23 and each in 
his proper order, a first-fruit Christ, after¬ 
wards those who are the Christ's, in his pre¬ 
sence, 24 then—the end, when he may deliver 
up the reign to God, even the Father, when 
lie may have made useless all rule, and all 
authority and power— 25 for it behovetli him 
to reign till he may have put all the enemies 
under his feet— 20 the last enemy is done away 
—death; 27 for all things He did put under 
hie feet, and, when one may say that all 
things have been subjected, it is evident that 
He is excepted who did subject the all things 
to him, 28 and when the all thiugs may be 
subjected to him, then the Son also himself 
shall be subject to Ham who did subject to 
him the all things, that God may be the all 
in alL 

2a Seeing what shall they do who are hap- 
tized for the dead, if the dead do not rise at 
all ? why also are they baptized for the dead ? 

30 why also do we stand in peril every hour? 

31 Every day do I die, by the glorying of you 
that I have in Christ Jesus our Lord: 32 if 
after the manner of a man with wild beasts 1 
fought iu Ephesus, what the advantage to me 
if the dead do uot rise? let us cat aud drink, 
for to-morrow we (lie! 

,:i Bc uot led astray; evil communications 
corrupt good manners; 34 awake up, as is 
right, and sin not; for certain have an igno¬ 
rance of God; for shame to you i say it. 

35 But some one will say, ‘ How do the dead 
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riee? 36 unwise! thou—what thou dost sow 
ia not quickened except it may die; 37 and 
that which thou dost sow, not the body that 
shall be dost thou sow, but bare grain, it may 
be of wheat, or of some one of the others, 
30 and God dotli give to it a body according as 
He willed, and to each of the seeds its proper 
body. 

33 All flesh ia not the same flesh, but there 
is one flesh of men, and another flesh of 
beasts, and another of Ashes, and another of 
birds* 40 and there are heavenly bodies, and 
earthly bodies; but one is the glory of the 
heavenly, and auother that of the earthly; 
41 one glory of sun, and another glory of moon, 
and another glory of stars, for star from star 
doth differ in glory. 

43 So also is the rising again of the dead: it 
is sown in corruption, it is raised in mcorrup- 
tion; 43 it is sown in aishonour, it is raised in 
glory; it is sown in weakness, it is raised in 
power j u it is sown a natural body, it is raised 
a spiritual body; there is a natural body, 
and there is a spiritual body; 43 so also it 
lath been written, ‘ The first man Adam be¬ 
came a living creature,’ the last Adam is for a 
life-giving spirit, 4(i but that which is spiritual 
is not first, but that which was natural, after¬ 
wards that which is spiritual. 47 The first 
man is out of the earth, earthy; the second 
man is the Lord out of heaven; 48 as is the 
earthy, such are also the earthy; and as is 
the heavenly, such are also the heavenly: 
43 and, according as we did bear the image of 
the earthy, we shall bear also the image of 
the heavenly. 

50 And this I Bay, brethren, that flesh and 
blood the reign of God is not able to inherit, 
nor doth the corruption inherit the incorrup¬ 
tion ; 51 lo, I tell you a secret: we indeed shall 
not all sleep, and wc all shall be changed; 
° ,J in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, in 
the last trumpet, for it shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible, aud we— 
we shall be changed: M for it bchoveth this 
corruptible to put on incorruptiou, and this 
mortal to put on immortality; 54 and when 
this corruptible may have put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal may have put on im¬ 
mortality, then shall be brought to pass the 
word that hath been written, ‘The Death was 
swallowed up—to victory; 65 where, 0 death, 
thy sting? where, 0 hades, thy victory?’ 
w and the sting of the death is the sin, and 
the power of the sin the law; 57 and to God— 
thanks, to Him who is giving us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ; 68 so that, my 
brethren beloved, become ye stedfast, immov¬ 
able, abounding in the work of the Lord at 
till times, knowing that your labour is not 
vain in the Lord. 


XVI. 1 AND concerning the collection that 
is for the saints, as I directed to the assem¬ 
blies of Galatia, so also ye—do ye; 2 on every 
first daxj of the week, let each one of you lay 
by him, treasuring up whatever he may have 
prospered, that when I may come then collec¬ 
tions may not be made; 3 and whenever I 
may come, whomsoever ye may approve, 
through letters, these- I will send to carry 
your favour to Jerusalem; 4 and if it be 
meet for me also to go, with me they shall 
g°. 

0 And I will come unto you, when I pass 
through Macedonia—for Macedonia I do pass 
through— 9 and with you, it may be, I will 
abide, or even winter, that ye may send me 
forward whithersoever I eo, 7 for I do not 
wish to see you now in the passing, but I 
hope to remain a certain time with you, if 
the Lord may permit; 8 and I will remain in 
Ephesus till the Pentecost, 0 for a door to me 
hath been opened—great and effectual—and 
withstanders are many. 

10 And if Timotheus may come, see that lie 
may become without fear with you, for the 
work of the Lord he doth work, even as L 

11 no one, then, may despise him; aud send 
ye him forward in peace, that he may come 
to me, for I expect him with the brethreu; 

12 and concerning Apollos our brother, much 
I did entreat him that he may come unto you 
with the brethren, and it was not at all hi* 
will that he may come now, and he will come 
when he may find convenient. 

13 Watch ye, stand in the faith* be men, be 
strong; 14 let all your things be done in lore. 
15 Ajnd Ientreat you, brethren, ye have known 
the household of Stephanas, that it is the 
first-fruit of Achaia, and to the ministration 
to the saints they did set themselves— 19 that 
ye also be subject to such, and to every one 
who is working with us and labouring; 17 and 
I rejoice over the presence of Stephanas, aud 
Fortuuatus, and Achaicus, because the lack 
of you did these fill up; 18 for they did refresh 
my spirit and yours; acknowledge ye, there¬ 
fore, those who are such. 

16 Salute you do the assemblies of Asia ; 
salute vou much in the Lord do Aquilas and 
Priscilla, with the assembly in their house; 
20 salute you do all the brethren; salute ye 
one another in an holy kiss. 

21 The salutation of me Paul with my hand; 
22 if any one doth not love the Lora Jesus 
Christ—let him be anathema! The Lord hath 
cornel 23 The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ 
is with you; 34 my love is with you all in 
Christ Jesus. Ameu.

SECOND EPISTLE TO THE CORINTHIANS. 


CHAP. L 1 PAUL, an apostle of Jesus Clirist, < 
through the will of God, and Tiinotheus the 
brother, to the assembly of God that is io 
Corinth, with all the saints who are in all 
Achaio : 2 Grace to von and peace from God | 
our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ! 

3 Blessed is God, even the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of the mercies, 
and God of all comfort, 4 who is comforting 
us in all our tribulation, for our being able to ' 
comfort those in any tribulation through the 
comfort with which we are comforted our¬ 
selves by God ; 0 because, as the sufferings of 
the Christ do abound to us, so through the 
Christ doth abound also our comfort; 8 and 
whether we be in tribulation, it is for^ your 
comfort and salvation, that is wrought in tho 
enduring of the same sufferings that we also 
suffer; whether we are comforted, it is for 
your comfort and salvation: 7 and our hope is 
stedfast for you, knowing tnat even as ye are 
partakers of the sufferings—so also of the 
comfort. 

8 For we do not wish you to be ignorant, 
brethren, of our tribulation that happened to 
us in Asia, that we were exceedingly ourdened 
above our power, ho that we despaired even of 
Ufe; B but we ourselves in ourselves the sen¬ 
tence of the death have had, that we may not 
be trusting ou ourselves, but on God, who is 
raisin*: the dead, 10 who out of so threat a death 
did deliver us, and doth deliver, in whom we 
have hoped that even yet He will deliver; 

11 ye working together also for us by your 
supplication, that the gift through many per- 
bous to us. through many may be thankfully 
acknowledged for us. 

12 For our glorying is this: the testimony 
of our conscience, that in simplicity and sin¬ 
cerity of God, not in fleshly wisdom, but in 
the grace of God, we did conduct ourselves in 
the world, and more abundantly toward you; 

13 for no other things do we write to you, but 
what ve either do read or also acknowledge, 
and I nope that also unto the end ye shall 
acknowledge, 14 according as also ye did ac¬ 
knowledge us in part, that your glory we are, 
even as also ve are ours, m the day of the 
Lord Jesus; 13 and in this confidence I was 
purposing to come unto you before, that a 
second favour ye might have, 10 and through 
you to pass to Macedonia, and again from 
Macedonia to come unto you, and by you to 
be sent forward to Judea. 

17 This, therefore, counselling, did I then 
use the lightness; or the things tnat I counsel, 
according to the flesh do I counsel, that it 
may be with me Yes, yes, and No, no? 18 and 
God is faithful, that our word unto you be¬ 
came not Yes and No, 10 for the Son of God, 
Jesus Christ, among you through ub having 
been preached—through me and Silvan uh and 
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Timotheus—did not become Yes and No, but 
in him it hath become Yes; 20 for as many as 
are promises of Goi in him are the Yes, and 
in him the Amen, for glory to God through 
us; 21 and He who is confirming you with us 
into Christ, and did anoint us, w God, 22 who 
also sealed us, and gave the earnest of the 
Spirit in our hearts. 

23 And I for a witness on God do call upon 
my soul, that sparing you, I came not yet to 
Corinth; 24 not that we are lords over your 
faith, but we are workers together with your 
joy, for by the faith ye stand. 

II. 1 AND I decided this to myself, not 
again to come in sorrow unto you, 2 for if I 
make you sorry, then who is he who is mak¬ 
ing me glad, except he who is made sorry by 
me ? 3 aud I wrote to you this same thing, that 
having come, I may not have sorrow from 
them of whom it behoved me to have joy, 
having confidence in you all, that myg’oy is of 
you all, 4 for out oi much tribulation and 
pressure of heart I wrote to you through many 
tears, not that ye might be made sorry, but 
that ye might know the love that I have more 
abundantly toward you. 

8 And if any one hath caused sorrow, he hath 
not caused sorrow to me, but in part, that 1 
may^not burden you all; 8 sufficient to such a 
one is this puuishment, that is by the more 
part, 7 so that, on the contrary, it is rather 
lor you to forgive and to comfort, lest by ovei 
abundant sorrow such a one may be swallowed 
up; 8 wherefore, I call upon you to confirm 
love to him, p for, for this also did I write, 
that I might know the proof of you, whether 
in regard to all things ye are obedient. 

10 And to whom ye forgive anything—I also; 
for I also, if I have forgiven anything, to whom 
I have forgiven it , because of you—in the per¬ 
son of Christ—/ forgive it , 11 that we may not 
be over-reached by the Adversary, for of his 
devices we are not ignorant. 

12 And haying come to Troas for the good news 
of the Christ, and a door to me having been 
opened in the Lord, 13 1 have not had rest to 
my spirit, on my not finding Titus my brother, 
but having taken leave of them, I went forth 
to Macedonia; 14 and to God are thanks, who 
at all times is leading us in triumph in the 
Christ, aud the fragrance of His knowledge He 
is manifesting through us in every place, 
18 because of Christ a sweet fragrance we are 
to God, in those being saved, and in those be¬ 
ing lost; 10 to the one, indeed, a fragrance of 
death to death, and to the other, a fragrance 
of life to life: and for these things who is 
sufficient? 17 for we are not as the many, 
adulterating the word of God, but as of sin¬ 
cerity—but as of God; in the presence of Goa, 
in Christ we do speak. 
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III. 1 DO we begin again to recommend our¬ 
selves, except we Deed, as some, letters of re¬ 
commendation unto you, or from you? 2 our 
letter ye are, having been written in our 
hearts, known and read by all men, 3 mani¬ 
fested that ye are a letter of Christ ministered 
by us, written not with ink, but with the 
Spirit of the living God, not in the tablets of 
stone, but in Heshly tablets of the heart, 4 and 
such trust we have through the Christ toward 
God, 5 not that we are sufficient of ourselves 
to think anything, as of ourselves, but our 
sufficiency is of Goa, 0 who also made us suffi¬ 
cient to be ministrants of a new covenant, not 
of letter, but of spirit; for the letter doth kill, 
and the spirit doth make alive. 

7 And if the ministration of the death, in 
letters, engraved in stones, came iD glory, so 
that the sons of Israel were not able to look 
stedfastly to the face of Moses, because of the 
glory of his face — which was being made 
useless, 6 how shall the ministration of the 
Spirit not be more in glory ? 0 for if the minis¬ 
tration of the condemnation is glory, much 
more doth the ministration of the righteous¬ 
ness abound in glory; 10 for also even that 
which hath been glorious, hath not been glori¬ 
ous—in this respect, because of the superior 
glory; 11 for if tnat which is being made use¬ 
less is through glory, much more that which 
is remaining is in glory. 

12 Having, then, such hope, we use much 
freedom of speech, 13 and are not as Moses, 
who was putting a vail upon his own face, 
for the sons of Israel not stedfastly to look to 
the end of that which is being made useless, 
14 but their minds were hardened, for unto 
this day the same vail at the reading of the 
Old Covenant doth remain unwithdrawn— 
which in Christ is being made useless— 
13 but till to-day, when Moses is read, a vail 
upon their heart doth lie, 10 and whenever 
they may turn unto the Lord, the vail is taken 
away. 17 And the Lord is the Spirit* and 
where the Spirit of the Lord is, there is liberty; 
18 and we all, with unvailed face, the glory of 
the Lord beholding in a mirror, to the same 
image are being transformed, from glory to 
glory, even as by tbe Spirit of tlie Lord. 

IV. 1 BECAUSE of this, having this minis¬ 
tration, according as we did receive kindness, 
we do not faint, * but did renounce for our¬ 
selves the hidden things of shame, not walk¬ 
ing in craftiness, nor deceitfully using the 
word of God, but by the manifestation of the 
truth recommending ourselves unto every 
conscience of men, before God; 3 and if also 
our good news is vailed, in those perishing it 
is vailed, 4 in whom the god of this age aid 
blind the minds of the unbelieving, that there 
doth not shine forth to them the enlightening 
of the good news of the glory of the Christ, 
who is the image of God; 8 for not ourselves 
do we preach, but Christ Jesus—Lord, and 
ourselves your servants because of Jesus; 

because it is God who said, Out of darkness 
light is to shine, who did shine in our hearts, 
for the enlightening of the knowledge of the 
glory of Goa in the face of JesuB Christ. 


7 Aud we have this treasure in earthen 
vessels, that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us ; 8 on every side 
being in tribulation, but not straitened* per¬ 
plexed, but not in despair; y persecuted, but 
not forsaken; cast down, but not destroyed; 
10 at all times the dying of the Lord Jesus 
bearing about in the body, that tbe life also 
of Jesus iu our body may be manifested, 11 for 
always are wc who are living delivered up to 
death because of Jesus, that tlie life also of 
Jesus may be manifested in our dyiug flesh, 
12 so that, the death iudecd in us doth Avork 
and the life in you. 

13 And having the same spirit of the faith, 
according to that which hath been written, ‘1 
believed, therefore I did speak;’ we also do 
believe, therefore also do we speak; 14 know¬ 
ing that He who did raise up the Lord Jesus, 
us also through Jesus shall raise up, and 
shall present Avith you, 15 for the all things 
are because of you, that the grace having 
been multiplied, because of the thanksgiving 
of the more, may abound to the glory of God; 
1,1 wherefore, we faint not, but if also our 
outward man doth decay, yet the inward is 
renewed day bv day; 17 for tbe momentary 
light matter of our tribulation, more and 
more exceedingly an age-duriug weight of 
glory doth work out for us— 18 we not looking 
to the things seen, but to the things not seen; 
for the tilings seen are temporary, but the 
things not seen are age-during. 

V. 1 FOR we have knowu that if our earthly 
house of the tabernacle may be thrown down, 
a building from God we nave, an house not 
made witu hands—age-during—in the hea¬ 
vens, 2 for also in this we groan, with our 
dwelling that is from heaven earnestly desir¬ 
ing to clothe ourselves, 3 if so be that, having 
clothed ourselves, we shall Dot be found 
naked, 4 for Ave also who are in the tabernacle 
do groan, being burdened, seeing we wish not 
to unclothe ourselves, but to clothe ourselves, 
that the mortal may be swallowed up of the 
life. 

5 And He who did work us to this self-same 
thing is God, who also did give to us the 
earnest of the Spirit; 6 having courage, then, 
at all times, and kDovring that being at home 
in the body, we are away from home from 
the Lord,— 7 for through faith we walk, not 
through sight— 8 we have courage, and are 
well pleased rather to be away from the 
home of the body, and to be at home with 
the Lord. 

0 Wherefore also we are ambitious, whether 
at home or away from home, to be well pleas¬ 
ing to him, 10 for all of us it behoveth to be 
manifested before the tribunal of the Christ, 
that each one may receive the things done 
through the body, in reference to the things 
that he did, whether good or evil; 11 having 
known, therefore, the fear of the Lord, we 
persuade men, and to God we are manifested, 
and I hope also in vour consciences to have 
been manifested* 13 for not again ourselves 
do we recommend to you, but we are giving 
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occasiou to you of glorifying in our behalf, 
that yc may have something in reference to 
those glorifying iu face and not in heart; 
13 for whether we were beside ourselves, it 
was to God; whether we be of sound mipd— 
it is to you, 14 for the love of the Christ doth 
constrain us, having judged thus: that if one 
for all died, then the whole died, 13 and for 
all he died, that those living, no more to 
themselves may live, but to him who died for 
them, and was raised again. 

10 So that we henceforth have known no 
one according to the flesh, aud even if we 
have known Christ according to the flesh, yet 
now we know him no more; 17 so that if any 
one is in Christ —he is a new creature; the 
old things did pass away, lo, become new 
have the all things. 19 And the all things are 
of God, who reconciled us to Himself through 
Jesus Christ, and did give to us the ministra¬ 
tion of the reconciliation, 10 how that God 
was in Christ—a world reconciling to Him¬ 
self, not reckoning to them their trespasses ; 
and having put in us the word of the recon¬ 
ciliation, *■ in behalf of Christ, then, we are 
ambassadors, as if God were calling through 
us, we beseech, in behalf of Christ, 4 Be ye 
reconciled to God; 1 21 for him who did not 
know sin, in our behalf He did make sin, 
that we may become the righteousness of God 
in him. 

VI. 1 AND working together also we call 
upon you that ye receive not in vain the gTace 
of God— 2 for He saith, 4 In an acceptable time 
I did hear thee, and in a day of salvation I 
did help thee, lo, now is a well-accepted 
time; lo, now, a day of salvation,’— 3 in nothing 
giving any cause of offence, that the minis¬ 
tration may be uot blamed, 4 but in every¬ 
thing recommending ourselves as God’s min- 
istrants; in much patience, in tribulations, 
in necessities, in distresses, a in stripes, in 
imprisonments^ in insurrections, in labours, 
in watchings, in fastings, °in pureness, in 
knowledge, in long-suffering, in kindness, iu 
the Holy Spirit, in love unfeigned, 7 in the 
word of truth, iu the power of God, through 
the armour of the righteousness, ou the right 
and on the left, 8 through glory and dishon¬ 
our, through evil report and good report, as 
leading astray, and true; 9 as uuknown, aud 
recognized ; as dying, and lo, we live; as 
chastened, and not put to death; 10 as sor¬ 
rowful, and always rejoicing; as poor, and 
making many rich; as having notniug, and 
possessing all things. 

11 Our mouth hath been open unto you, 0 
Corinthians, our heart hath been enlarged 1 
12 ye are not straitened in us. and ye are strait¬ 
ened in your own bowels, « and as a recom¬ 
pense of the same kind, (as to children I say 
ii,) be ye enlarged—also ye 1 

14 Become not yoked with otliere—unbeliev¬ 
ers, for what partaking is there to righteous¬ 
ness and lawlessness ? ■‘ 5 and what fellowship 
to li^ht with darkness? and what concord to 
Ohnst with Belial? or what part to a believer 
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with an unbeliever? lfl nud what agreement 
to the sanctuary of God with idols? for ye 
are a sanctuary of the living-God, according 
as God said— 4 1 will dwell iu them, aud will 
walk among them , and I will be their God, 
aud they shall be My people, 17 wherefore, 
come ye forth out of the midst of them, ana 
be separated, saith the Lord, and an unclean 
thing do not touch, and I—I will receive you, 
19 and I will be to you for a Father, and ye— 
ye shall be to Me for sons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty.’ 

VII. 1 HAVING, theD, these promises, be¬ 
loved, may we cleanse ourselves from every 
pollution of flesh and spirit, perfecting sanc¬ 
tification in the fear of God; 2 receive us; no 
one did we wrong • no one did we waste; no 
one did we defraud; a not to condemn you do 
I say it, for I have said before that in our 
hearts ye are to die with and to live with; 
4 great is my freedom of speech unto you, 
great my glory on your behalf; I have been 
tilled with the comfort, I overabound with 
the joy on all our tribulation, 0 for also we, 
having come to Macedonia, no relaxation 
hath our flesh had, but on every side we are 
in tribulation, without are fightings, within 
—fears; 0 but He who is comforting the cast- 
down—God—He did comfort us in the pre¬ 
sence of Titus; 7 and not only in his presence, 
but also in the comfort with which he wa 
comforted over you, declaring to us you 
longing desire, your lamentation, your zea 
for me, so that the more I did rejoice, 8 be 
cause even if I made you sorry in the letter 
1 do not repent—if even I did repent—for I 
erceive that the letter, even if for an hour, 
id make you sorry. 

°I uow do rejoice, not that ye were made 
sorry, bat that ye were made sorry to re¬ 
formation, for ye were made sorry toward 
God, that in nothing ye might receive damage 
from us; 10 for the sorrow toward God re¬ 
formation to salvation not to be repented of 
doth work, and the sorrow of the world doth 
work death, 11 for, lo, this same thing— your 
being made sorry toward God—how much 
diligence it doth work in you I but defence, 
but displeasure, but fear, but longing desire, 
but zeal, but revenge; in every thing ye 
did approve yourselves to be pure in the 
matter. 

12 If, then. I also wrote to you—not for his 
cause who aid wrong, nor for his cause who 
did suffer wrong, but for our diligence in 
your behalf being manifested uuto you before 
God— 13 because of this we have been com¬ 
forted in your comfort, and more abundantly 
the more did we rejoice iu the joy of Titus, 
that his spirit hath been refreshed from you 
all; 14 because if anything to him in your be¬ 
half I have boasted, I was not put to Bhame; 
but as all things in truth vie did speak to you, 
so also our boastingbefore Titus became truth, 
10 and bis tender affection is more abundantly 
toward you, remembering the obedience of 
you all, now with fear ana trembling ye did 
receive him; 19 1 rejoice, therefore, that in 
everything I have courage in you.

vm. 1. 2 CORINTH.—x. 7. 


Charity urged. 


VIII. 1 AND we make h.iown to you, 
brethren, the grace of God, that hath been 
given in the assemblies of Macedonia, -be¬ 
cause in much trial of tribulation the abun¬ 
dance of their joy, and their deep poverty, 
did abound to the riches of their liberality; 
3 because, according to their power, I testify, 
and above their power, they were willing of 
themselves, 4 with much entreaty calling on 
us to receive the favour and the fellowship of 
the ministration to the saints, 5 aud not ac¬ 
cording as we expected, but themselves they 
did give first to tne Lord, and to us, through 
the will of God, 6 so that we exhorted Titus, 
that, according as he did bSgiu before, so also 
he r ay finish to you also this favour, 7 but 
even as in every thing ye do abound, in faith, 
and word, and knowledge, and all diligence, 
and in j r our love to us, tnat also in this grace 
e may abound; 0 not according to command 
o I speak, but because of the diligence of 
others and of vour love proving the genuine¬ 
ness, ® for ye know the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that because of you he became 
oor—being rich, that ye by that poverty may 
ecome rich. 

10 And an opiuion in this do I give: for this 
to you expedient, who not only to do, but 
also to will, did begin before- a, year ago, 
11 and now also finish doing it, that even as 
there is the readiness of the will, so also the 
finishing, out of that which ye have, 12 for if 
the williug mind is present, according to that 
which any oue may have it is well-accepted, 
not according to that which he hath not; 
13 for uot that for others release, and ye pres¬ 
sured, do I speak , 14 but by equality, at tbe 
present time your abundance—Tor their want, 
that also their abundance may be for your 
want, that there may be equality, ‘-’according 
as it liath been written, ‘He who did gather 
much, had nothing over ; aud he who did 
gather little, bad no lack.’ 

,0 Aud thanks to God, who is putting the 
same diligeuce for you in the heart of Titus, 
17 because mdeed the exhortation he accepted, 
and being more diligeut, of his own accord 
he went forth unto you, 10 and we sent with 
him the brother, whose praise in the good 
news iti through all the assemblies, 10 aud not 
only so, but who was also appointed by 
vote by the assemblies, our fellow-traveller, 
with this favour that is ministered by us, 
uuto the glory of the same Lord, and your 
willing mind; 20 avoidiug this, lest auy one 
may blame us in this abundance that is 
miui 8 tercd by us, 21 providing right things, 
not only before the Xord, but also before 
men; 22 and we sent with them our brother, 
whom we proved in many things many times 
being diligent, and now much more diligeut, 
by the great confidence that is toward you, 
11 whether —about Titus —my partucr and 
towards you fellow-worker, whether —our 
brethren, apostles of assemblies — glory of 
Christ; 24 the shewing therefore of your 
love, aud of our boasting on your behalf, 
to them shew ye, even in the face of the as¬ 
semblies. 


IX. 1 FOR, indeed, concerning the minis¬ 
tration that is for the saints, it is superfluous 
for me to write to you, 2 for I have known 
vour readiness of mind, which in your behalf 

I boast of to Macedonians, that Achaia hath 
been prepared a year ago, and the zeal of you 
did stir up the more part, 3 aud I sent the 
brethren, that our boasting on your behalf 
may not be made vain in this respect; that, 
according as I said, ye may be ready, 4 lest if 
Macedonians may come with me, and find you 
unprepared, we—we may be put to shame 
{that we say not—ye) in this same confidence 
of boasting. 

5 Necessary, therefore, I thought it to exhort 
the brethren, that they may go before to you, 
.and may make up before your formerly an¬ 
nounced blessing, that this be ready, as a 
blessing, and not as covetousness. 6 Aud 
this : He who is sowing sparingly, sparingly 
also shall reap; and he who is sowing m bless¬ 
ings, ip blessings also shall reap ; 7 each one, 
according as he doth purpose in heart, not 
out of sorrow or out of necessity, for a cheer¬ 
ful giver doth God love, 8 and God is able all 
grjice to cause to abound to you, that in every 
thing always all sufficiency having, ye may 
abound to every good work, 9 (according as it 
hath been written, ‘ Hedispersed abroad, he 
gave to the poor, his righteous Dess doth re¬ 
main to the age,*) 10 and may He who is 
supplying seed to the sower, and bread for 
food, supply aud multiply your seed sown, 
and increase the fruits of your righteousness, 

II in every thing being enriched to all liber¬ 
ality, which doth work through us thauksgiv- 
ing to God, 13 because the ministration of this 
service not only is supplying the wauts of the 
saints, but is also abouuding through mauy 
thanksgivings to God, 13 through the proof of 
this ministration glorifying God for tne sub¬ 
jection of your confession to the good news of 
the Christ, and for the liberality of the fellow¬ 
ship to them and to all, 14 and by their sup- 

t ilicatiou in your behalf, longing after you 
>ecause of tbe exceeding grace of Gcd upon 
you; 15 thankB also to God for His unspeakable 
^iftl 

X. 1 AND I, Paul, myself, do call upon 
you—through the meekness aud gentleness 
of the Christ—who in presence, iudeed am 
humble among you, and being absent, have 
courage toward you, 2 aud I beseech you, that, 
being present, 1 may not have courage, with 
the confidence with which 1 reckon to be 
bold against certain reckoning us as walking 
according to the flesh; 3 for walking in the 
flesh, not according to the flesh do we war, 

4 for the weapons of our warfare are not 
fleshly, but powerful to God for bringing 
down of strongholds, 0 reasonings bringing 
down, and eveiyhigb thin 5 lifted up against the 
knowledge of God, and bringing into captivity 
every thought to the obedience of the Christ, 

6 anti being in readiness to avenge every dis¬ 
obedience, whenever your obedience may be 
fulfilled. 

7 The things in presence do ye see ? if any 
one hath trusted in himself to be Christa, 
129 
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this let him reckon again from himself, that 
according as he is Christ’B, so also we are 
Christ’s; 7 8 * for even if also anything more 
abundantly I shall boast concerning our au¬ 
thority, that the Lord gave us for building 
up, and not for casting you dowu, I shall not 
be ashamed; 0 that I may not seem as if I 
would terrify you through the letters, 10 ‘ be¬ 
cause the letters indeed — saitli one — are 
weighty and strong, and the bodily presence 
weak, and the speech despicable.’ 11 * 13 This 
one—let him reckon thus: that such as wc 
are in word, through letters, being absent, 
such also, being present, we are in deed. 

13 For we do not make bold to rank or to 
compare ourselves with certain of those com 
mending themselves, but they, among them¬ 
selves measuring themselves, and comparing 
themselves with themselves, are not wise, 
13 aud we in regard to the unmeasured things 
will not boast ourselves, but after the mea¬ 
sure of the line that the God of measure did 
appoint to us—to reach even unto you; 14 for 
not as not reaching to you do we stretch our¬ 
selves overmuch, lor even unto you did we 
come in the good news of the Christ, 15 not 
boasting of the things not measured, in other 
men's labours, and having hope—your faith 
increasing—in you to be enlarged, according 
to our Hue—into abundance, l “in the places 
beyond you to proclaim good news, not in 
another’s line in regard to the things made 
ready, to boast; 17 and he who is boasting- 
in the Lord let him boast; 10 for not he who 
is commending himself is approved, but he 
whom the Lord doth commend. 

XI. 1 0 THAT ye were bearing with me a 
little of the folly, but ye also do bear with me: 
3 for I am zealous for you with zeal of God, 
for I did betroth you to oue husband, a pure 
virgin, to present to Christ, 3 and I fear, lest, 
as the serpent did beguile Eve in his subtilty, 
so your minds may be corrupted from the 
simplicity that is in the Christ; 4 for if, in¬ 
deed, he who is coming doth preach another 
Jesus whom we did not preach, or another 
Spirit ye receive which ye did uot receive, 
or other good news which ye did not accept 
—well were ye bearing it, ® for I rcckou that 
I have been nothing behiud the very cliiefest 
apostles, a aud even if uulearued in word— 
yet not in knowledge, but in every thing 
we were made manifest in all things to 
you. 

7 The sin did I do—myself humbling that 

ye might be exalted, because freely the good 

news of God I did proclaim to you? 8 other 

assemblies I did rob, having taken wages, for 

your ministration; 0 and being present with 
you, and having been in want, I was charge¬ 
able to no one, for my lack did the brethren 
supply—having come from Macedonia—and 
in everything burdenless to you I did keep 
myself, and will keep. 

*°The truth of Christ is in me, because 
this boasting shall not be stopped in regard 
to me in the regions of Achaia; 11 wherefore? 
because I do not love you? God hath known ! 

13 and what I do, I also will do, that I may 
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cut off the occasion of those wishing an 
occasion, that in that which they boast they 
may be found according as* we also; u for 
those such are false apostles, deceitful work¬ 
ers, transforming themselves into apostles of 
Christ, 14 aud no wonder—for even the Ad¬ 
versary doth transform himself into a mes¬ 
senger of light; 15 no great thing, then, if also 
his miuistrants do transform themselves as 
ministrants of righteousness—whose end shall 
be according to their works. 

10 Again I say, may no one think me to be 
a fool; and if otherwise, even as a fool re¬ 
ceive me, that I also a little may boast. 
17 That which 1 speak, I speak not according 
to the Lord, but as in foolishness, in this the 
confidence of boasting; 18 siuce mauy boast 
according to the flesh, I also will boast: 19 for 
gladly do ye bear with the fools—being wise, 
2n for ye bear, if any one is bringing you under 
bondage, if any one doth devour, if any one 
doth take away, if any one doth exalt him¬ 
self, if any oue ou the face doth smite you; 
21 in reference to dishonour I speak, how that 
we were weak, and in whatever any one 
is bold—in foolishness I say it —1 also am 
bold. 

22 Hebrews are they? I also 1 Israelites are 
they? I also! seed of Abraham are they? I 
also! 23 ministrants of Christ are they?—as 
beside myself I speak—I more; iu labours 
more abundantly, iu stripes above measure, 
iu prisons more frequently, iu deaths man> 
times; 24 from Jews live times forty stripes 
save one I did receive; 25 thrice was I beaten 
with rods, once was I stoued, thrice was I 
shipwrecked, a night and a day in the deep 
I have passed ; 20 journeyings mauy times, 

1 >erils of rivers, perils of robbers, perils from 
tindred, perils from nations, perils in city, 
perils in wilderness, perils in sea, perils among 
false brethren ; 27 in laboriousness and pain¬ 
fulness, iu watchings mauy times, in hunger 
aud thirst, in fastings many times, iu cold 
aud uakedness ; 20 apart from the tilings with¬ 
out—the crowding upon me that is daily—the 
care of all the assemblies. 

•*9 Who is infirm, aud I am not infirm? who 
is stumbled, aud I am uot fired; 30 if to boast 
it behoveth me, of the things of my infirmity 
I will boast; 31 the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ—who is blessed to the ages 
—hath known that 1 do not lie !— 32 lu Damas¬ 
cus the ethnarch of Aretas the king was 
watching the city of the Damascenes, wishing 
to seize me, 33 aud through a window in a 
rope basket I was let dowu, through the wall, 
and tied out of his hands. 

XII. 1 TO boast, really, is not profitable for 
me, for I will come to visions and revelations 
of the Lord. 2 1 have known a man iu Christ, 
fourteen years ago—whether in the body I 
have Dot known, whether out of the body I 
have not known, God hath known—such au 
one being caught away unto the third heaven; 

3 and I have knowu such a man—whether iu 
tbc body, whether out of the body, I have 
have not known, God hath known ,— 4 that ho 
was caught away to the paradise, and heard 
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unutterable sayings, that it is not possible for 
man to speak. 

3 Of such an one I will boast, and of myself 
I will not boast, except in my infirmities, 
0 for if I may wish to boast, I shall not be a 
fool, for truth I will say; but I forbear, lest 
any one in regard to me may think anything 
above what he doth see me, or doth hear any¬ 
thing of me; 7 and that by the exceeding 
greatness of the revelations I might not be 
exalted overmuch, there was given to me a 
thorn in the flesh, a messenger of the Adver¬ 
sary, that he might bullet me, that I might 
not be exalted overmuch. 

8 Concerning this thing thrice the Lord did 
I call upon, that it might depart from me, 
U aud He said to me, ‘Sufficient for thee is 
My grace, for My power iu infirmity is per¬ 
fected;’ most gladly, therefore, will I rather 
boast in my infirmities, that the power of the 
Christ may rest on me : 10 wherefore I am well 
pleased in infirmities, in damages, in neces¬ 
sities, in persecutions, in distresses—for Christ; 
for whenever I am infirm, then 1 am power¬ 
ful ; 11 1 have become a fool—boasting; ye—ye 
did compel me; for I ought by you to have 
been commended, for in nothing was I behind 
the very chiefest apostles—even if I am no¬ 
thing. 12 The signs, indeed, of the apostle 
were wrought among you in all patience, in 
signs, and wonders, and mighty deeds, 13 for 
what is there in which ye were inferior to the 
rest of the assemblies, except that I myself 
was not a burden to you? forgive me this in¬ 
justice! 

14 Lo, a third time I am ready to come unto 
you, and I will not be a burden to you, for I 
seek not yours, but you, for the children 
ought not for the parents to lay up, but the 
parents for the children, 15 and 1 most gladly 
will spend and be entirely spent for yoursouls, 
even if, more abundantly loving you, less 1 
am loved. ltt And be it so, I—Idid not bur¬ 
den you, but being crafty, with guile I did 
take you; 17 any one of those whom I have 
sent unto you—by him did I take advantage 
of you? 18 1 entreated Titus, and did send with 
him the brother; did Titus take advantage of 
you? in the same spirit did we not walk?— 
did we not iu the same steps ? 

10 Again, think ye that to you we are making 
defence ? before God in ClIriBt <1« we speak ; 


and the all things, beloved, are for your up¬ 
building, 20 for I fear lest, having come, not 
such as I wish I may find you, and I—I may 
be found by you such as ye do not wish, lest 
there be strifes, envyings, wraths, revelries, 
evil-speakings, whisperings, puffings up, in¬ 
surrections. 21 lest again having come, my God 
may humble me in regard to you, and I may 
bewail many of those having sinned before, 
and not having reformed concerning the un- 
cleannesa, and whoredom, and lasciviousness, 
that they did practise. 

XIII. 1 THIS third time do I come unto yon; 
on the mouth of two witnesses or three shall 
every saying be established • 2 1 have said be¬ 
fore, ana I say it before, as being present, the 
second time, and being absent, now, do I write 
to those having sinned before, aud to all the 
rest, that if I come again, I will not spare, 
3 since a proof ye seek of the Christ speaking 
in me, who to you is not infirm, but is power¬ 
ful in you, 4 for even if he was crucified from 
infirmity, yet he doth live from the power of 
God; for we also are weak in him, but we shall 
live with him from the power of Cod toward 
you. 

fYour ownselves try ye, if ye are iu the 
faith; your ownselves prove ye; do ye not 
know your ownselves, that Jesus Christ is in 
you, if ye be not in some respect disapproved 
of? 6 and I hope that ye shall know that we 
—we are not disapproved of; 7 and I pray be¬ 
fore God that ye do no evil, not that we may 
appear approved, but that ye may do that 
which is right, and we may be as disapproved; 
8 for we are not able to do anything against 
the truth, but for the truth ; a for we rejoice 
when we may be infirm, and ye may be power¬ 
ful; and this also we pray for—your perfec¬ 
tion! i0 because of this, these things—being 
absent—I write, that being present, I may 
not treat any sharply, according to the autho¬ 
rity that the Lord did give me for building 
up, aud not for casting down. 

11 Henceforth, brethren, rejoice ; be made 
erfect, be comforted, be of the same mind, 
e at peace, and the God of the love and peace 
shall be with you; 12 salute one another m an 
holy kiss; 13 salute you do all the saints ; 14 the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love 
of God, and the fellowship of the Holy Spirit, 
is with you all I Amen. 
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CHAP. I. 1 PAUL, an apostle—not from men, 
nor through man, but through Jesus Christ, 
and God tlie Father, who did raise him out of 
the dead — 2 aud all the brethren with me, to 
the assemblies of Galatia: 3 Glace to you, and 

eace from God the Father, and our Lord 

esus Christ, 4 who did give himself for our 
sius, that he might deliver us out of the pre¬ 
sent evil age, according to the will of God even 
our Father, 6 to whom is the glory to the ages 
of the ages. Amen. 

0 I wonder that ye are so quickly removed 
from Him who did call you in the grace of 
Christ to another good news; 7 that is not 
another, except there be certain who are 
troubling you. and wishing to pervert the good 
news of the Christ; 8 but even if we or a mes¬ 
senger out of heaven may proclaim good news 
to yon different from what we did proclaim to 
you—anathema let him be ! 0 as we have said 
before, and now say again, If any one to you 
may proclaim good news different from what 
ye did receive—anathema let him be! 10 for 
now men do I persuade, or God ? or do I seek 
to please men? for if yet men I did please— 
Christ’s servaut I should not be. 

11 And I make known to you, brethren, the 
good uews that were proclaimed by me, that 
it is not according to man, 12 for neither did I 
from man receive it, nor was I taught it, but 
through a revelation of Jesus Christ, 13 for 
ye did hear of my behaviour once in Judaism, 
that exceedingly I was persecuting the as¬ 
sembly of God, and wasting it, 14 and I was 
advancing in Judaism above many equals 
in age in mine own race, being more abun¬ 
dantly zealous of my fathers’ deliverances, 
16 and when God was well pleased—having 
separated me from the womb of my mother, 
aud having called me through His grace— 
l 0 J;o reveal His Son in me, that I might pro¬ 
claim him good uews among the nations, 
immediately I conferred not with flesh and 
blood, 17 nor did I go up to Jerusalem unto 
those who were apostles before me, but I 
went away to Arabia, and again returned to 
Damascus, 18 then, after three years I went 
up to Jerusalem to enquire about Peter, and 
remained with him fifteen days, 19 aud other 
of the apostles I did not see, except James, 
the brother of the Lord. 

20 And the things that I write to you, Io, 
before God—I lie not; * 1 then I came to the 
regions of Syria and of Cilicia, “and was 
unknown by face to the assemblies of Judea, 
that are in Christ, 23 and only they were 
hearing, that ‘he who is persecuting us then, 
doth now proclaim good news—the faith 
that then he was wasting;’ and they were 
glorifying God in me. 
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II. 1 THEN, after fourteen years again I 
went up to Jerusalem with Barnabas, having 
takeu with me also Titus; a and I went up 
by revelation, and did submit to them the 
good news that I preach among the nations, 
and privately to those esteemed, lest in vain 
I might run or did ruu; 3 but uot even Titus, 
who is with me, being a Greek, was com¬ 
pelled to be circumcised —'* and that because 
of the false brethren brought in unawares, 
who did come in privily to spy out our liberty 
that we have in Christ Jesus, that us they 
might bring under bondage, 5 to whom not 
even for an hour we gave place by subjection, 
that the truth of the good uews might remain 
to you* 

0 And from those who were esteemed to 
be something—whatever they were then, it 
maketli no difference to me—the face of man 
God accepteth not,* for—to me those esteemed 
did add nothiug, 7 but, ou the contrary, hav¬ 
ing seen that I have been entrusted with the 
good news of the uucircumcision, as Peter 
with that of the circumcision, 0 for He who 
did work with Peter to the apostlesliip of 
the circumcisioD, did work also in me in re¬ 
gard to the nations, 9 and having known the 
grace that was given to me, James, and Ce¬ 
phas, aud John who were esteemed to be 
pillars, a right hand of fellowship they did 
give to me, and to Barnabas, that we to the 
nations, aud they to the circumcision may go, 
10 only, of the poor that we should be mind¬ 
ful, which also I was diligent — this very 
thiDg—to do. 

11 And when Peter came to Antioch, to the 
face I stood up against him. because he was 
blameworthy, 13 for before the coming of cer¬ 
tain from James, with the nations he was 
eating, and when they came, he was with¬ 
drawing aud separating himself, fearing those 
of the circumcision, 13 and dissemble with 
him also did the other Jews, so that also 
Barnabas was carried away by their dissimu¬ 
lation. 

14 But when I saw that they are not walk¬ 
ing uprightly to the truth of the good news, 

I said to Peter before all, 4 If thou, being a 
Jew, in the manner of the nations dost live, 
and not in the manner of the Jews, how the 
nations dost thou compel to Judaize? 15 we 
by nature Jews, and not sinners of the na¬ 
tions, 16 having known also that a man is not 
declared righteous by works of law, if uot 
through the faith of Jesus Christ, also we iu 
Christ Jesus did believe, that we might be de¬ 
clared righteous by the faith of Christ, and not 
by works of law, wherefore declared righteous 
by works of law shall be no flesh.' 

17 And if, seeking to be declared righteous 
in Christ, we ourselves also were found sin- 
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tiers, is then Christ a ministrant of sin? let 
it not be! i8 for if the things I threw down, 
these again 1 build up, a transgressor f set 
myself forth; 19 for I through law, did die, 
that to God I may live; - u with Christ I have 
been crucified, and live no more do I, and 
Christ doth live in me; and that which I now 
live in the flesh—in the faith I live of the Son 
of God, who did love me and did give himself 
for me; 21 1 do not make void the grace of God, 
for if righteousness be through law — then 
Christ died in vain. 

IIL 1 0 THOUGHTLESS Galatians, who 
did bewitch you, not to obey the truth—be¬ 
fore whose eyes Jesus Christ was described 
before among you crucified? - this only do I 
wish to learn from you—by works of law the 
Spirit did ye receive, or by the hearing of 
faith? 3 so thoughtless are ye! having begun 
in the Spirit, now in the flesh do ye end? 4 so 
many things did ye suffer in vain ! if, indeed, 
even iu vain. 

3 He, therefore, who is supplying to you 
the Spirit, and working mighty acts among 
you—by works of law or by the hearing of 
faith is it ? 6 according as Abraham did be¬ 
lieve God, and it was reckoned to him—to 
righteousness; 7 know ye, then, that those of 
faith—these are sous of Abraham, 8 and the 
Writing having foreseen that by faith God 
doth declare righteous the nations did pro¬ 
claim before the good news to Abraham— 
a 4 Blessed in thee shall be all the nations;' 
so that those of faith are blessed with the 
faithful Abraham, 10 for as many as are of 
works of law are under a curse, for it hath 
becu written, * Cursed is every oue who is not 
remaining in all things that have been writ¬ 
ten iu the Book of the Law—to do them,' 
11 and that in law no one is declared right- 
ous with God, is evident, because ‘Therighte¬ 
ous by faith shall live;’ w and the law is not 
by faith, but—‘ The man who did them shall 
live in them.' 

13 Christ did redeem us from the curse of 
the law, having become for us a curse, for 
it hath beeu written, 4 Cursed is every one 
who is hanging on a tree,' 14 that to the ua- 
tfpus the blessing of Abraham may come in 
Christ Jesus, that the promise of the Spirit 
we may receive through the faith. 18 Breth¬ 
ren, as a man I say it even of man a confirmed 
covenant no one doth make void or doth add 
to, 10 and to Abraham were the promises 
spoken, and to his seed ; He doth not eay, 
‘And to seeds,’ as of many, but as of one, 
‘And to tliy seed,’ which is Christ; 17 and 
this I say, A covenaut confirmed before by 
God to Christ, the law, that came four hun¬ 
dred and thirty years after, doth not set 
aside, to make void the promise, 18 for if by 
law be the inheritance, it is no more by pro¬ 
mise, but to Abraliam through promise did 
God grant it. 

is Why, then, the law? on account of the 
transgressions it was added, till the seed 
might come to which the promise hath been 
made, having been set in order through mes¬ 


sengers in the hand of a mediator—-° and the 
mediator is not of oue, and God is one— 25 the 
law, then, is against the promises of God?—let 
it not be! for if a law was given that was able 
to make alive, truly by law there would have 
been the righteousness, 22 but the Writing did 
shut up the whole under sin. that the promise 
by faith of Jesus Christ may be given to those 
believing. 

23 And before the coming of the faith, under 
law we were being kept, shut up to the faitli 
about to be revealed, 24 so that the law be¬ 
came our child-conductor—to Christ, that by 
faith we may be declared righteous, " s and the 
faith having come, no more under a child- 
conductor are we, 28 for ye are all sons of God 
through the faith in Christ Jesus, 27 for as 
many as to Christ were baptized did put on 
Christ; 28 there is not here Jew or Greek, 
there is not here servant nor freeman, there 
is not here male and female, for all ye arc one 
in Christ Jesus; 29 and if ye are of Christ 
then of Abraham ye are seed, and according 
to promise—heirs. 

IV. 1 AND I say, so long time as the heir 
is a babe, he differeth nothing from a ser¬ 
vant-being lord of all, -but is under tutors 
and stewards till the time .appointed of the 
father, 3 so also wc, when we were babes, un¬ 
der the elements of the world were in ser¬ 
vitude, 4 and when the fulness of time did 
come, God sent forth His Son, come of a wo¬ 
man, come under law, 6 that those under law 
he may redeem, that the adoption of sons wc 
may receive; c and because ye are sons, God 
did send forth the spirit of liis Sou into your 
hearts, crying, ‘Abba, Father!’ 7 so that thou 
art no more a servant, but a son, and if a son. 
also an heir of God through Christ. 

8 But then, indeed, not having known God, 
ye were in servitude to those not by nature 
gods, 9 and now, having known God—and 
rather bciDg known by God—how turn ye 
again unto the weak aud poor elements to 
which auew ye desire to be in servitude? 
10 days ye observe, and mouths, and times, 
and years ! 11 1 am afraid of you, lest in vain 
I did labour toward you. 

12 Become as I am —because I also am as ye 
brethren, I beseech you ; to me ye did no 
hurt, 13 and ye have known that through in¬ 
firmity of the flesh I did proclaim good news 
to you at the first, 14 and my trial that 
is in my flesh ye did not despise nor reject, 
but as a messenger of God ye did receive me— 
as Christ Jesus; 11 what then was your happi¬ 
ness? for I testify to you, that if possible, 
your eyes having plucked out, ye would have 
given to me; 16 so that your enemy have 1 be¬ 
come, beiug true to you? 17 they are zealous 
for you—yet not well, but they wish to shut 
us out, that for them ye may be zealous; 
19 audits good to be zealously regarded, iu 
what is good, at all times, and not only in my 
bein'* present with you - 19 my little children, 
of whom again I travail in birth, till Christ 
may be formed in you, 28 and I was wishing to 
be present with you now, and to change my 
voice, because I am in doubt about you. 
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21 Tell me, ye who are willing to be under 
law, the law do ve not hear? - J for it hath been 
written, that Abraham had two sons, one by 
the maid-servant, anti one by the free-womau, 
“ but he who is of the maid-servant, accord¬ 
ing to flesh hath been, and he who is of the 
free-woman, through the promise; 24 which 
things are allegorized, for these are the two 
covenants: one, iudeed, from mount Sinai, to 
servitude bringing forth, which is Hagar; 
23 for this Hagar is mount Sinai in Arabia, 
and doth correspond to the Jerusalem that 
now is, and is in servitude with her children, 
26 and the Jerusalem above is the free-womau, 
which is mother of us all, 27 for it hath beeu 
written, 1 Rejoice, 0 barren, who art not bear¬ 
ing ; break forth and cry, thou who art not 
travailing, because many are the children of 
the desolate—more thau of her having the 
husband.’ 

28 And we, brethren, as Isaac, are children 
of promise, 28 but as then he who was born 
according to the flesh did persecute him ac¬ 
cording to the spirit, so also now; 30 but what 
saith the Writing? ‘Cast forth the maid-ser¬ 
vant and her sou, for the son of the maid-ser¬ 
vant may not be heir with the son of the free- 
woman:’ 31 theu, bretlireu, we are not a maid¬ 
servant a children, but the free-woman’s. 

V. 1 IN the freedom, then, with which 
Christ did make you free—stand ye, and be 
not held fast again by a yoke of servitude ; -lo, 

I Paul do say to you, that if ye be circumcised, 
Christ shall profit you nothing ; 8 and I testify 
again to every man circumcised, that he is a 
debtor to do the whole law ; 4 ye were freed 
from the Christ, ve who in law aro declared 
righteous ; from the grace ye fell away; 5 for 
we by the Spirit, by faith, a hope of righteous¬ 
ness do wait for, 6 for in Christ Jesus neither 
circumcision availeth anything, nor uncircum- 
sion, but faith through love working. 

7 Ye were ruuning well: who did hinder 
you—not to obey the truth? 8 the obedience 
w not of him who is calling you] 8 a little 
leaven the whole lump doth leaven; 10 1 have 
confidence in regard to you in the Lord, that 
ye will be none otherwise minded; and he who 
is troubling you shall bear the judgment, who¬ 
ever he maybe. 11 And I, brethren, if circum¬ 
cision I yet preach, why yet am I persecuted? 
then hath the stumbling-block of the cross 
been done away ; 12 0 that even they would 
cut themselves off who are unsettling you . r 

13 For ye—to freedom ye were called, breth¬ 
ren, only not the freedom for an occasion to 
the flesh, but through the love serve ye one 
another, 54 for all the law in one word is ful¬ 
filled—in this : 4 Thou shalt love thy neigh¬ 
bour as thyself;* 10 and if one another ye do 
bite and devour, see—that ye may not by one 
another be consumed. 

16 And I say: In the Spirit walk ye, and 
the desire of the flesh ye may not complete; 
17 for the flesh doth desire contrary to the 
Spirit, and the Spirit contrary to the flesh, 
and these are opposed one to another, that 
the things that ye may will—these ye may 


not do; 18 and if by the Spirit ye are led, ye 
are not under law. 

19 And manifest also are th& works of the 
flesh, which are: Adultery, whoredom, un¬ 
cleanness, lasciviousness, 20 idolatry, witch¬ 
craft, hatred, strifes, emulations, wTaths, ri¬ 
valries, dissensions, sects, 21 envyinga, murders, 
drunkennesses, revellings, and such like, of 
which I tell you before, as I also said before, 
that those doing such things the reign of God 
shall not inherit. 

22 And the fruit of the Spirit is: Love, 
joy, peace, long-suffering, kindness, goodness, 
faith, 23 meekness, temperance: against such 
there is no law; 24 and those who are Christ’s, 
the flesh did crucify with the affections, and 
the desires; “if we may live in the Spirit, in 
the Spirit also we may walk: 20 let us not 
become vain-glorious—one another provoking, 
one another envying! 

VI. 1 BRETHREN, if a man also may be 
overtaken in any trespass, ye who are spirit¬ 
ual restore such a one in a spirit of meek¬ 
ness, considering thyself—lest thou also may 
be tempted; 2 of one another the burdens 
bear ye, and so fill up the law of the Christ, 
3 for if auy one doth think himself to be some¬ 
thing—being nothing—himself he doth de¬ 
ceive: 4 and his own work let each one prove, 
and then in regard to himself alone the glory¬ 
ing he shall have, and not in regard to the 
other, 6 for each one his own burden shall 
bear. 

c And let him who is instructed in the word 
share with him who is instructing—in all 
good things. 7 Be not led astray; God is not 
mocked; for what a man may sow—that also 
he shall reap, 8 because he who is sowing to 
his own flesh, of the flesh shall reap cor¬ 
ruption ; and he who is sowing to the Spirit, 
of the Spirit shall reap life age-during; 9 and 
in the doing good we may not be faint-hearted, 
for at the proper time we shall reap—not 
desponding; lu therefore, then, as we have 
opportunity, may we work the good to all, 
aud especially unto those of the household of 
the faith. 

11 Ye see in how large letters I have writ¬ 
ten to you with my own hand; 12 as many 
as are willing to make a good appearance in 
the flesh, these constrain you to be circum¬ 
cised—only that for the cross of the Christ 
they may not be persecuted, 13 for neither do 
those circumcised themselves keep the law, 
but they wish you to be circumcised, tliat in 
your flesh they may glory. 

14 And for me, let it not be—to glory, ex¬ 
cept in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
through which to me the world hath beeu 
crucified^ and I to the world; 10 for in Christ 
Jesus neither circumcision availeth anything, 
nor uncircumcision, but a new creation; 10 and 
as many as by this rule do walk—peace up¬ 
on them, and kindness, and on the Israel of 
God! 

17 Henceforth, let no one give me trouble, 
for I the scars of the Lord Jesus in my body 
do bear. 18 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ is with your spirit, brethren I Amen. 




EPISTLE TO THE EPHESIANS. 


CHAP. I. 1 PAUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
through the will of God, to the saints who 
are in Ephesus, and to the faithful iu Christ 
Jesus: 2 Grace to you, and peace from God 
our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ! 

3 Blessed is the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who did bless us in every 
spiritual blessing in the heaveuly places iu 
Christ, 4 according as He did choose us in him 
before the foundation of the world, for our 
being holy and unblemished before Him, in 
love, 5 haviug fore-ordained us to the adoption 
of Sons through Jesus Christ to Himself, ac¬ 
cording to the good pleasure of His will, Ho 
the praise of the glory of His grace, in which 
He did make us accepted in the beloved, 7 in 
whom we have the redemption through his 
blood, the remission of the trespasses, accord¬ 
ing to the riches of His grace, 8 in which He 
did abound toward us in all wisdom acid pru¬ 
dence, 3 having made known to us the secret 
of His will, according to His good pleasure, 
that He purposed in Himself, 1U in regard to 
the dispensation of the fulucss of the times, 
to briug into odc the whole in the Christ, 
both the thiugs in the heavens, and the things 
upon the earth—in him ; 11 in whom also we 
did obtain an inheritance, being fore-ordained 
according to the purpose of Him who the all 
things is working according to the counsel of 
His will, 12 for our beiug to the praise of His 
glory, even those who did first hope in the 
Christ, 13 iu whom ye also, having heard the 
word of the truth—the good news of your 
salvation—in whom also haviug believed, ye 
were sealed with the Holy Spirit of tbe pro¬ 
mise, 14 which is an earnest of our inheritance, 
to the redemption of the acquired possession, 
to tbe praise of His glory. 

15 Because of this I also, having heard of 
your faith in the Lord Jesus, and the love to 
ail the saints, 1G do not cease giving thanks for 
you, making mention of you in my prayers, 
17 that the God of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Father of the glory, may give to you a spirit 
of wisdom and revelation in the recognition 
of him, 18 the eyes of your understanding be¬ 
ing enlightened, for your knowing what is the 
hope of His calling, and what the riches of 
the glory of His inheritance in the saints, 
19 and what the exceeding greatness of His 
power to us who are believing, according to 
the working of the power of His might, 
2,3 which He wrought in the Christ, having 
raised him out of the dead, and did set him 
at His right hand in the heavenly places, 
21 far above all principality, and authority, 
and migilt, and lordship, and every name 
named, not only in this age, but also in the 
coming one; 22 and all things He did put 
under his feet, and did give him—head over 
all things to the assembly, which is his body, 


the fulness of Him who is filling the all in 
all, 

II. 1 ALSO you—being dead in the tres 
passes and the sins, 2 in which once ye did 
walk according to the age of this world, ac¬ 
cording to the ruler of the .authority of the 
air, of the spirit that is now working in the 
sons of disobedience, 3 among whom also we 
all did walk once in the desires of our flesh, 
doing the wishes of the Hesh and of the 
thoughts, aud were by nature children of 
wrath—as also the others, 4 and God, beiDg 
rich in kindness, because of His great love 
with which He loved us, 5 even being dead in 
the trespasses, did make us to live together 
with the Christ, (by grace ye are having been 
saved,) G and dicl raise us up together, aud 
did seat ws together in the heavenly places in 
Christ Jesus, 7 that He might show, in the 
ages that are coming, the exceeding riches of 
His grace in kindness toward us in Christ 
Jesus, 8 for by the grace ye are having been 
saved, through faith, and this not of you—of 
God the gift, 9 not of works, that no one may 
boast ; 10 for of Him we are workmanship, 
created iu Christ Jesus to good works, which 
God did before prepare, that in them we may 
walk. 

11 Wherefore, remember, that ye were once 
the nations in the flesh, who arc called Uii- 
circumcision by that called Circumcision iu 
the flesh made by bauds, J2 that yc were at 
that time apart from Christ, having been 
alieuated from the commonwealth of Israel, 
and strangers to the covenants of the promise, 
haviug no hope, aud without God, in the 
world ; 13 and now. in Christ Jesus, ye being 
once afar off became nigh iu the blood of the 
Christ, 14 for he is our peace, who did make 
both oue, aud the middle wall of the enclosure 
did break down, 15 the enmity in his Hash, 
the law of the commands iu ordinances hav¬ 
ing done away, that tbe two he might create 
in himself into one new man, making peace, 
ld and might reconcile both in one body to 
God through the cross, haviug slain the en¬ 
mity in it, 17 aud haviug come, he did pro • 
claim good news—peace to you—the far-off 
and the nigh, 18 because through him we have 
the access—we both—in one Spirit unto the 
Father. 

19 Then, therefore, ye are no more strangers 
and foreigners, but fellow-citizens of the 
saints, and of the household of God, 20 being 
built upon the foundation of the apostles and 
prophets, Jesus Christ himself beiug chief 
corner-stone, 21 in whom all the building fitly 
framed together doth increase to an holy 
sanctuary in the Lord, 22 in whom also ye are 
builded together, for a habitation of God in 
the Spirit. 
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III. 1 FOR this cause, I Paul, the prisoner 
of Christ Jesus for you the nations. 5 if, iu- 
deed, ye did hear of the dispensation of the 
grace of God that was given to me in regard 
to you, 3 that by revelation He made known 
to me the secret, according as I wrote before 
in few words — 4 in regard to which ye arc 
able, reading it, to understand my knowledge 
in tlie secret of the Christ, 5 which in other 
generations was not made known to the sons 
of men, as it was now revealed to His holy 
apostles and prophets in the Spirit— 6 that 
the nations be fellow-heirs, and of the same 
body, and partakers of His promise in the 
Christ, through the good news, 7 of which I 
became a ministrant, according to the gift of 
the grace of God that was given to me, ac¬ 
cording to the working of His power; Ho 
me—the less than the least of all the saints — 
was given this grace, among the nations to 
proclaim good news—the imtraceable riches 
of the Christ, “and to cause all to see what is 
the fellowship of the secret that hath been 
hid from the ages in God, who the all things 
did create by Jesus Christ, 10 that there might 
be made known now to the principalities and 
the authorities in the heavenly places^ through 
the assembly, the manifold wisdom of God, 
‘^cording to a purpose of the ages, which 
He made in Christ Jesus our Lord, 12 iu whom 
we have the freedom and the access in con¬ 
fidence through the faith of him, 13 wherefore, 
I ask you not to faint iu my tribulatious for 
you, which is your glory. 

14 For this cause I bow my knees unto the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 13 of whom 
the whole family iu the heavens and on earth 
is named, 1(3 that He may give to you, accord¬ 
ing to the riches of His glory, with might to 
be strengthened through His Spirit, in regard 
to the inuer mau, 17 that the Christ may dwell 
through the faith iu your hearts, in love 
having been rooted aud founded, 16 that yc 
may be in strength to comprehend, with all 
the saints, what is the breadth, aud length, 
aud depth, and height, 19 to know also the 
love of the Christ that is exceeding the 
knowledge, that ye may be filled—to all the 
fulness of God; 20 aud to Him who is able 
above all things to do exceeding abuudautly 
what we ask or thiuk, according to the power 
that is working in us, 21 to Him is the glory 
iu the assembly in Christ Jesus, to all the 
generations of the age of the ages. Amen. 

IV. 1 CALL upon you, then, do I—the 
prisoner in the Lord—to walk worthily of the 
calling with which ye were called, 3 with all 
lowliness aud meekness, with lonfr-sufi'eriug, 
forbearing one another in love, 3 being dili- 

eut to keep tho unity of the Spirit iu the 
ond of the peace ; 4 oue body aua one Spirit, 
according as also ye were called iu one hope 
of your calling : 5 one Loud, one faith, one 
baptism, 6 oue God and Father of all, wlio is 
over all, aud through all, and iu you all, 

7 and to each one of you was given the grace, 
according to the measure of the gift of Christ, 

* wherefore, he saitb, * Having gone up on high 
he lodcaptive captivity, and gave gifts to men,’ 


— 9 and that, he went up, what is it except 
that he also wont down first to t]\e lower parts 
of the earth? 10 he who went down is the same 
also who went up far above all the heavens, 
that He may fill all things— 11 and He gave 
some as apostles, aud some as prophets, and 
some as proclaimers of good news, and some 
as shepherds and teachers, 12 unto the per¬ 
fecting of the saints, for a work of ministra¬ 
tion, for a building lip of the body of the 
Christ, 13 till we may all come to the unity of 
the faith aud of the recognition of the Sou of 
God, to a perfect man, to a measure of stature 
of the fulness of the Christ, 14 that we may 
no more be babes, tossed and borne about by 
every wind of the teaching, in the sleight of 
men, in craftiness, unto the artifice of leading 
astray, 18 and, being true iu love, we may in* 
crease to Him in all things, who is the head 
—the Christ; 15 from whom the whole body, 
being titlyjoined together and united, through 
the supply of every joint, according to the 
working in the measure of each Bingle part, 
the increase of the body doth make for the 
building up of itself in love. 

17 This, then, I say, and I testify iu the Lord ; 
ye are no more to walk, as also the other 
nations walk, iu the vanity of their mind 
18 being darkened in the understanding, being 
alienated from the life of God, because of the 
iguorance that is in them, because of tlie 
hardness of their heart, 19 who, having ceased 
to feel, themselves did give up to the lascivi¬ 
ousness, for the working of all uncleauuess in 

S eediness; 20 and ye did not so learn the 
irist, 21 if so be ye did hear him, and in him 
were taught, as truth is in Jesus; 22 ye are to 
put off concerning the former behaviour the 
old mau, that is corrupt according to the 
desires of the deceit, 23 aud to be reuewed in 
the spirit of your miud, 24 and to put on the 
new man, which, according to God, was 
created in righteousness and kindness of the 
truth. 

28 Wherefore, nutting away the lying, speak 
truth each with liis neighbour, because we are 
members oue of another; 20 be angry aud do 
not sin; let not the sun go down upon your 
wrath, 27 ueither give place to the devil; 
28 whoso is stealing let him no more steal, but 
rather let him labour, working the thiug that 
is good with the hands, that he may have to 
impart to him having need. 

® Let no corrupt word out of your mouth 
o forth, but what is good unto the needful 
uilding up, that it may give grace to tlie 
bearers ; 30 aud make not sorrowful the Holy 
Spirit of God, in which ye were sealed to a 
day of redemption. 

31 Let all bitterness, and wrath, aud anger, 
aud clamour, and evil-speaking, Le put away 
from you, with all malice, 32 and become one 
to another kind, tender-hearted, forgiving 
one another, according as also God iu Christ 
did forgive you. 

V. 1 BECOME, then, followers of God, as 
children beloved, 5 and walk in love, as also 
the Christ did love us, and did givo himself 
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for us, an offering and a sacrifice to God for an 
odour of a sweet smell, 3 and whoredom, and 
all uncleanness, or covetousness, let it not 
even henamed among you, as becometh saints; 

* also filthiness, and foolish talking, or jesting, 
—the things not fit—but rather thanksgiving; 
B for this ye know, that every whoremonger, 
or unclean, or covetous person, who is an idol - 
ater ; hath no inheritance in the reign of the 
Christ and God. 

6 Let no one deceive you with vain words, 
for because of these things cometh the anger 
of God upon the sons of the disobedience, 

7 become not, then, partakers with them, 

H for ye were once darkness, and now light in 
the Lord; as children of light walk ye, 6 for 
the fruit of the Spirit is in all goodness, and 
righteousness, ana truth, 10 proving what is 
well-pleasing to the Lord, 11 and have no 
fellowship with the unfruitful works of the 
darkness and rather even convict, 12 for the 
things in secret done by them it is a shame 
even to speak of, 13 and all the things re¬ 
proved by the light are manifested, for every¬ 
thing that is manifested is light; 14 wherefore 
he saith, * Arouse thyself, thou who art sleep¬ 
ing, and arise out of the dead, aud the Christ 
shall shine upon thee.’ 

15 See, theu, how exactly ye waL, not as 
unwise, but as wise, 16 redeeming the time, 
because the days are evil; 17 because of this 
become not fools, but—understanding what is 
the will of the Lord, 18 and be not drunk with 
wine, in which is dissoluteness, but be filled 
in the Spirit, 10 speaking to yourselves in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, singing 
and making melody in your heart to the Lord, 
20 giving thanks always for all things in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, to the God 
aud Father: 21 subjecting yourselves to one 
another in the fear of Goa, 

22 The wives ! to your own husbands subject 

ourselves, as to the Lord, 23 because the hus 

and is head of the wife, as also the Christ is 
head of the assembly, and he is saviour of the 
body, 21 but even as the assembly is subject 
to Christ, so also are the wives to their own 
husbands in everything. 

25 The husbands! love your owu wives, as 
also the Christ did love the assembly, and did 
give himself for it, 2(5 that he might sanctify 
it, having cleansed it with the bathing of the 
water in the saying, 27 that he might present 
it to himself the assembly in glory, not 
having Bpot or wrinkle, or any of such things, 
but that it may be holy and unblemished; 
,JB so ought the husbands to love their owu 
wives as their own bodies: he who is loving 
his own wife—himself he doth love; 20 for no 
one ever his own flesh did hate, but doth uourish 
and cherish it, as also the Lord—the assembly, 
30 because members we are of his body, of his 
flesh, and of his bones; 31 ‘for this cause shall 
a man leave his father and mother, aud shall 
be joined to his wife, and they shall be—the 
two—for one flesh;’ 32 this secret is gTeat, and 
I speak in regard to Christ and to the assembly; 
58 but ye also, every one in particular—let each 
his own wife so lore as himself, and the wife— 
that she may reverence the husband. 


VI. 1 THE children ! obey your parents in 
the Lord, for this is righteous; -honour thy 
father and mother, 3 which is the first com¬ 
mand with a promise, ‘ That it may be well 
with thee, and thou mayest live a long time 
upon the land.’ 

4 And the fathers! provoke not your child¬ 
ren, but nourish them in the instruction and 
admonition of the Lord. 

“The servants ! obey the masters according 
to the flesh with fear and trembling, in the 
simplicity of your heart, as to the Christ; 
°not with eye-service as men-pleasers, but as 
servants of the Christ, doing the will of God 
out of soul, 7 with good-will serving, as to the 
Lord, and not to men, ^having known that 
whatever good thing each one may do, this he 
shall receive from the Lord, whether servant 
or freeman. 

9 And the masters! the Bame things do ye 
unto them, letting threatening alone, having 
known that also your Master is in the heavens, 
and acceptance of persons is not with him. 

10 As to the rest, my brethren, be strong in 
the Lord, and in the power of his might; 
11 put on the whole armour of God, for your 
being able to stand against the wiles of the 
devil, 12 because we have not the wrestling 
with blood and flesh, but with the principali¬ 
ties, with the authorities, with the world- 
rulers of the darkness of this age, with the 
spiritual thingB of the evil ip the heavenly 
places; 13 because of this take ye up the whole 
armour of God, that ye may be able to resist 
in the day of the evil, and all things having 
done—to stand. 

14 Stand, therefore, having your loins girt 
about in truth, and having put on the breast¬ 
plate of the righteousness, 13 and having the 
feet shod in the preparation of the good-news 
of the peace; 18 above all, having taken up 
the shield ef the faith, in which ye shall be 
able all the flery darts of the evil one to quench, 
17 and the helmet of the salvation receive, and 
the Bword of the Spirit, which is the Baying 
of God, 18 through all prayer and supplication 
praying at all times in the Spirit, and in re¬ 
gard to this Bame, watching m all persever¬ 
ance and supplication for all the saints— 
] 9 and in behalf of me, that to me may be given 
a word in the opening of my mouth, iu free¬ 
dom, to make known the secret of the good 
news, 20 for which I am an ambassador in a 
chain, that in it I may speak freely—as it be- 
hoveth me to speak. 

21 And that ye may know—ye also—the 
thiugs concerning me—what I do, all things 
make known to you shall Tychicus, the beloved 
brother and faithful ministrant in the Lord, 
22 whom I did send unto you for this very 
thing, that ye might know the things con¬ 
cerning us, and that he might comfort youi 
hearts. 

23 Peace to the brethren, aud love, with 
faith, from God the Father, aud the Lord 
Jesus ChriBt! 24 The grace with all those lov¬ 
ing our Lord Jesus Christ—undecayingly! 
Amen. 
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CHAP. I. 1 PAUL and Timotheus, servants 
of Jesus Christ, to all the saints in Christ Je- 
9 vis who are in Philippi, with overseers and 
ministrants; * Grace to you, and peace from 
God our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 X give thauks to my God upon all the re¬ 
membrance of you, 4 always, in every suppli¬ 
cation of mine for you all, with joy making 
the supplication, 5 for your contribution to 
the good news from the first day till now, 
5 haviug been confident of this very thing, 
that He who did begin iu you a good work, 
will perform it till a day of Jesus (Jurist. 7 ac¬ 
cording as it is righteous for me to think this 
in behalf of you all, because of my having you 
in the heart, both in my bonds, and in the de¬ 
fence and confirmation of the good news, all of 
you being fellow-partakers with me of grace. 

8 For God is my witness, how I long for you 
all iu the bowels of Jesus Christ, 8 and this I 
pray, that your love yet more and more may 
abound in full knowledge, and all judgment, 
10 for your proving the things that differ, that 
ye may lie pure and offenceless—to a day of 
Christ, 11 being filled with the fruit of righte¬ 
ousness, that is through Jesus Christ, to the 
glory and praise of God. 

12 And I wish you to know, brethren, that 
the things concerning me, rather to an ad¬ 
vancement of the good news have come, 19 so 
that my bonds have become manifest in Christ 
in the whole pr«torium, and to the other 
laces—all, 14 and the greater part of the 
reth on in the Lord, having confidence by my 
bonds, are more abundantly bold—fearlessly 
to speak the word. 

15 Certain, indeed, even through envy and 
contention, and certain also through good¬ 
will, do preach the Christ; 10 the one, indeed, 
of rivalry the Christ do proclaim, not purely, 
supposing to add affliction to my bonds, 17 and 
the other out of love, having known that for 
defence of the good news I am set: 18 what 
then? in eveiy way, whether in pretence or 
in truth, Christ is proclaimed—and in this I 
rejoice, yea, and shall rejoice. 

19 For I have known that this shall fall out 
to me for salvation, through your supplica¬ 
tion, and the supply of the Spirit of Christ 
Jesus, -° according to my earnest expectation 
and hope, that in nothing I shall be ashamed, 
and in all freedom, as always, also now Christ 
shall be magnified in my body, whether 
through life or through death, 21 for to me to 
live is Christ, and to die gain. 

22 And if to live in the flesh is to me a fruit 
of work, then what shall I choose? I know 
not; 23 for I am pressed by the two, having 
the desire to depart, and to be with Christ, 
for it is far better, 24 and to remain in the flesh 
is more necessary on your account, 25 aud of 
this beiDg persuaded, I have known that I 
shall remain and continue with you all, to 
your advancement and joy of the faith, 26 that 
your boasting may abound in Christ Jesus in 
me through my presence again unto you. 

27 Only worthily of the good news of the 
Christ conduct ye yourselves, that, whether 
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i having come aod seen you. whether being 
absont 1 may hear of the things concerning 
you, that ye stand fast in one spirit, with one 
soul, striving together for the faith of the 
good news, 28 and not terrified iu anything by 
those opposing, which to them indeed is a 
token of destruction, and to you of salvation, 
and that from God ; 29 because to you it was 
granted, on behalf of Christ, not only to be¬ 
lieve in him, but also on behalf of him to 
suffer; 30 the same conflict haring, such as ye 
saw in me, and now hear of in me. 

II. 1 IF, then, any exhortation is in ChrUt, 
if any comfort of love, if any fellowship of 
spirit, if any bowels and mercies, 9 fulfil yo 
my joy, that ye may mind the same tiling— 
having the same love—of one soul—minding 
the one thing, 8 nothing in rivalry or vain¬ 
glory, but in humility of mind one another 
counting more excellent than yourselves— 
4 each not to your own look ye, but each also 
to the things of others. 

5 For, let this miud be in you that is also it 
Christ Jesus, 6 who, being in the form ol 
God, thought it not robbery to be equal td 
God, 7 but did empty himself, the form of a 
servant haring taken, iu the likeness of men 
haring been made, 8 and in fashion having 
been found a9 a man, he humbled himself, 
haring become obedient unto death—death 
even of a cross, 8 wherefore, also, God did 
highly exalt him, and gave to him a nami 
that is above every name. 10 that in the name 
of Jesus every knee may bow—of heavenlies, 
and earthlies, and what are under the earth 
— 11 and every tongue may confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lora, to the glory of God the Father. 

12 So that, my beloved, as ye always obey, 
not as in my presence only, but now much 
more in my absence, with fear and trembling 
your own salvation work out, 13 for God it 
is who is working in you both to will and to 
work for His good pleasure. 

11 All things do-without murmurings and 
reasonings, : ®that ve may become blameleSB 
and harmless, children of God, unblemished 
in the midst of a generation crooked and per¬ 
verse, among whom ye do appear as lumin¬ 
aries in the world, Jfi the worn of life holding 
forth, for rejoicing to me in regard to a day of 
Christ, that not in vain did I run, nor in vain 
did I labour ; 17 but if also I am poured forth 
upon the sacrifice and service of your faith, 

I rejoice and joy with you all, 18 because of 
this do ye also rejoice aud joy with me. 

18 Ana I hope, in the Lord Jesus, Timotheus 
to sead quickly to you. that I also may be of 
good spirit, hariug known the things concern¬ 
ing you, 28 for I have no one like-minded, who 
sincerely for the things concerning you will 
care, 21 for the whole seek their own things, 
not the things of the Christ Jesus, 22 and the 
proof of him ye know, that as a child servet/i 
a father, witn me he did serve in regard to 
the good news ; ‘^him, indeed, therefore, 1 
hope to send, when I may see through the 
things concerning me—immediately; 24 and I 
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trust iu the Lord that I myself also shall 
quickly come. 

55 And I thought it necessary Epapliroditus 
—my brother, and fellow-workman, and fel¬ 
low-soldier, and your apostle and servant to 
my need—to send uuto you, - c seeing he was 
longing after you all, and in heaviness, be¬ 
cause ye heard that he ailed, -"for he also ailed 
nigh to death, but God did deal kindly with 
him, and not with him ouly, but also with me, 
that sorrow upon sorrow I might uot have. 

23 The more eagerly, therefore, I did send 
him, that having seeu him again ye may re¬ 
joice, and I may be the less sorrowfnl; re¬ 
ceive him, therefore, in the Lord, with all joy, 
and hold such in honoxir, 30 because on ac¬ 
count of the work of the Christ he drew near 
to death, having hazarded the life that he might 
rill up your deficiency of service uuto me. 

III. 1 AS to the rest, my brethren, rejoice 
iu the Lord ; the same thiugs to write to you 
to me indeed is not tiresome, and for you in¬ 
sure; 2 look to the doge, look to the evil- 
workers, look to the concision ; 3 for we are 
the circumcision, who by the Spirit arc serv¬ 
ing God, aud glorying iu Christ Jesus, and iu 
flesh having no trust, 4 though I also have 
cause of trust in flesh. 

If any other one doth think to have trust 
ill flesh, I more ; 5 circumcision on the eighth 
day! of the race of Israel! of the tribe of 
Benjamin! a Hebrew of Hebrews! according 
to law a Pharisee! 6 according to zeal perse¬ 
cuting the assembly ! according to righteous¬ 
ness that is in law becoming blameless! 

7 But what thiugs were to me gains, these 
I have counted, because of the Christ, loss; 
s yes, indeed, aud I count all things to be 
loss, because of the excellency of the know¬ 
ledge of Christ Jesus my Lord, because of 
whom of the all thiugs I suffered loss, aud 
do count them to be refuse, that Christ I may 
gain, and be found iu him, 9 not liaviug rnv 
righteousness, which is of law, but that which 
is through faith of Christ—the righteousuess 
that is of God by the faith, 10 to know him, 
and the power of his rising again, aud the 
fellowship of his sufferings, being conformed 
to his death, 11 if anyhow I may attain to the 
rising again of the dead. 

12 Not that I did already obtain, or have 
been already perfected; but I pursue, if also 
I may lay hold of that for which also I was 
laid hold of by the Christ Jesus; 13 brethren, 
I do not reckon myself to have laid hold; and 
one thing—the things behind indeed forget¬ 
ting, and to the thiugs before stretching forth 
— 14 to the mark I pursue for the prize of the 
high calling of Goa iu Christ Jesus. 

15 As many, therefore, as air perfect—Jet 
us think this, and if in anything ye think 
otherwise, this also Bhall God reveal to you, 
10 but to what we have come—by the same 
rule walk, the same thing think; 17 become 
followers together of me, brethren, and ob¬ 
serve those thus walking, according as ye 
have us—a pattern; 18 for many walk of whom 
many times 1 told you—and now also weeping 
tell—the euemies of the cross of the Christ! 
19 whose end is destruction, whose god is the 


belly, aud whose glory is iu their shame, who 
the things on earth arc minding. 

20 For our citizenship is in the hcaveDS, 
whence also a Saviour we await—the Lord 
Jesus Christ— 21 who shall transform the body 
of our humiliation to its becoming conformed 
to the body of his glory, according to the 
workiug of his power, even to subject to him¬ 
self the all things. 

IV. 1 SO then, my brethren, beloved aud 
longed for, my joy aud crown, so staud ye in 
the Lord, beloved’. 

2 Euodia I exhort, and Syutyche I exhort, to 
be of the same mind in the Lord ; 3 and I ask 
also thee, genuine yoke-fellow, be assisting 
those women who iu the good uews did strive 
along with me, with Clemeut also, and the 
others, my fellow-workers, whose names are 
in the book of life. 

4 Rejoice in the Lord always; again I will 
say, rejoice; 5 let vour forbearance be known 
to all men; the Lord is near: 6 for nothing 
be anxious, but iu everything by prayer, and 
by supplication, with thanksgiving, let vour 
requests be made known unto God; 7 and the 
peace of God, that is surpassing all under¬ 
standing, shall guard your hearts and your 
thoughts in Christ Jesus. 

8 As to the rest, brethren, as many things as 
are true, as many as are grave, as many as are 
righteous, as many as are pure, as many as are 
lovely, as many as are of good report, if any 
worthiness, and if any praise, these things 
think upon; 9 the things that also ye did learn, 
and receive, and hear, and saw in me, those do, 
and the God of the peace shall be with yon. 

10 And I rejoiced in the Lord greatly, that 
now at length ye flourished again iD canug for 
me, fdr which also ye were caring, and lacked 
opportunity- 11 not that in respect of want I 
say it, for I did learn in the things in which I 
am—to be content; 12 1 have known both to 
be abased, and I have known to abound; in 
everything and in all things I have been 
initiated, both to be full and to be hungry, 
both to abound aud to be iu want. 

13 For all things I have strength, in Christ's 
strengthening me ; 14 but ye did well, having 
communicated with my tribulation; 15 and ye 
have known, even yc Philippiaus, that iu the 
begiuuiDg of the good news when I went forth 
from Macedonia, no assembly did communicate 
with me in regard to giving and receiving 
except ye only; 10 because also in Thessalon- 
ica, both once aud again to my need ye sent; 
17 not that I seek after the gift, but 1 seek 
after tlie fruit that is overflowing to your 
account; 10 and I have all things, and abound ; 

1 am filled, having received from Epaphrodi* 
tus the things from you—an odour of a sweet 
smell—a sacrifice acceptable, well pleasing to 
God: 19 and my God shall supply all your 
ueed, according to His riches in glory iu Christ 
Jesus; 20 and to God, even our Father, w the 
glory—to the ages of the ages. Amen. 

21 Salute ye everv saint in Christ Jesus; 
there salute you thehretbren with me; 22 there 
salute you all the saints, aud specially those of 
Caesar’s house; 23 the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ is with you all. Amen. 
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EPISTLE TO THE COLOSSIANS. 


CHAP. I. 1 PAUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
through the will of God, and Timotheus the 
brother, 3 to the saints in Colossae, and to 
the faithful brethren in Christ: Grace to you, 
and peace from God our Father, and the Lord 
Jesus Christ! 

* We give thauks to the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, always praying for 
you, 4 having heard of your faith in Christ 
Jesus, and of the love that is to all the saints, 

5 because of the hope that is laid up for you in 
the heavens, which ye heard of before in the 
word of the truth of the good news, 6 which 
is present to you, as also in all the world, and 
is bearing fruit, as aho in you, from the day 
in which ye heard, and knew the grace of God 
in truth ; 7 as ye also learned from Epaphras, 
our beloved fellow-servant, who is for you a 
faithful ministrant of the Christ, 8 who also 
did declare to us your love in the Spirit. 

9 Because of this, we also, from the day in 
which we heard, do not cease praying for you, 
and asking tbat ye may be filled with the full 
knowledge of itis will in all wisdom and 
spiritual understanding, 10 to your walking 
worthily of the Lord to all pleasing, in every 
good work beiug fruitful, and increasing to the 
knowledge of God, 11 in all might being made 
mighty according to the power of bis glory, to 
all endurance and long-suffering with joy. 

J2 Giving thanks to the Father who did 
make us meet for the participation of the 
inheritance of the saints in the light, 13 who 
did rescue us out of the authority of the dark¬ 
ness, and did translate ue into the feign of 
the Son of His love, 14 in whom we have the 
redemption through his blood, the forgiveness 
of the sins, 16 who is the image of the invisible 
God, first-born of all creation, 1G because in 
him were the all things created, those in the 
heavens, and those upon the earth, those 
visible, and those invisible, whether thrones, 
whether lordships, whether principalities, 
whether authorities; all things through him, 
and for him, have been created, 17 and him- 
Belf is before all, and the all things in him 
have consisted. 

18 And himself is the head of the body—the 
assembly—who is a beginning, a first-born out 
of the dead, that he might become in all things 
—himself—first, 19 because in him it did please 
all the fulness to tabernacle, 20 and through 
him to reconcile the all things to himself— 
having made peace through tne blood of his 
cross—through him, whether the things upon 
the earth, whether the things in the heavens. 

21 Aud you—once being alienated, and ene¬ 
mies in the mind, in the evil works, yet now 
did he reconcile. 22 in the body of his flesh 
through the death, to present you holy, and 
unblemished, and unblameable before him¬ 
self, 23 if also ye remain in the faith, being 
founded and settled, and not moved away 
from the hope of the good news, which yc 
heard, which was preached in all the creation 
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that is under the heaven, of which I becamt 
—I Paul—a ministrant. 

24 1 now rejoice in my sufferings for you, 
and do fill up the things lacking of the tribu¬ 
lations of the Christ in my flesh for his body, 
which is the assembly, 23 of which I—l did 
become a ministrant according to the dispen¬ 
sation of God, that was given to me for you, 
to fulfil the word of God, 20 the secret that 
hath been hid from the ages and from the 
generations, blit now was mauifested to his 
saints, 27 to whom God did will to make 
known what is the riches of the glory of this 
secret among the nations—which is Christ iu 
you, the hope of the glory, 23 whom we pro¬ 
claim, warniug every man, and teaching 
every man, in all wisdom, that we may pre¬ 
sent every man perfect in Christ Jceus, 29 for 
which also I labour, striving according to his 
working tbat is working in me in power. 

II. 1 FOB I wish you to know how great a 
conflict I have for you and those in Laodicea, 
and as many as have not seen my face in the 
flesh, 2 that their hearts may be comforted, 
being united in love, aud to all riches of the 
full assurance of the understanding, to the 
full knowledge of the secret of the God and 
Father, and of the Christ, 8 in whom are all 
the treasures of the wisdom and the know¬ 
ledge hid, 4 and this I say, that no one may 
beguile you in enticing words, 5 for if even in 
the flesh I am absent—yet in the spirit I am 
with you, joying and beholding vour order, 
and tne etedfastness of your faitn in regard 
to Christ: 8 as, then, ye did receive Christ 
Jesus the Lord, in him walk ye, 7 beingrooted 
and built up in him, and confirmed in the 
faith, as ye were taught—abounding iu it in 
thanksgiving. 

8 See that no one shall be carrying you away 
as spoil through the philosophy aDd vain de¬ 
ceit, according to the deliverance of men, ac¬ 
cording to the rudiments of the world, and 
not according to Christ, B because in him doth 
tabernacle all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily. 10 and ye are in him made full, who 
is the head of all principality and authority, 
11 in whom also ye were circumcised with a 
circumcision not made with hands, in the 

utting off of the body of the sins of the 

esh in the circumcision of the Christ, 12 be¬ 
ing buried with him in the baptism, in which 
also ye rose with him through the faith of the 
working of God, who did raise him out of the 
dead. 

13 And you—beiug dead in the trespasses 
and the uncircumcision of your flesh—He 
made alive together with him, having for¬ 
given you all the trespasses, 14 having blotted 
out the handwriting iu the ordinances that is 
against us, that was contrary to us, aud he 
hath taken it out of the way, having nailed 
it to the cross; 15 having stripped the princi¬ 
palities aud the authorities, ne made a she\i 
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of them openly—having triumphed over them 
id it. 

lfi Let no ODe, then, judge you in eating or 
in drinking, or in respect of a feast, or of a 
new moon, or of sabbaths, 17 which are a sha¬ 
dow of the coming things, and the body is of 
the Christ; 18 let no one beguile you of your 
prize, delighting in humble-mindedness and 
in worship of the messengers, intruding into 
the things he hath not seen, being vainly 
uffed up by the mind of his flesh, 19 and not 
oldine the head, from which all the body— 
through the joints and bands gathering supply, 
and being knit together—may increase with 
the increase of God. 

20 If, then, ye did die with the Christ from 
the rudiments of the world, why, as living in 
the world, are ye subject to ordinances? 
21 —thou mayest not touch, nor taste, nor 
handle— 22 which are all for destruction with 
the using, after the commands and teachings 
of men, 23 which are, indeed, having a matter 
of wisdom in will-worship, and humble-mind- 
eduess, and neglecting of body—not in any 
honour, uuto a satisfying of the flesh. 

III. 1 IF, then, ye were raised with the 
Christ, the things above seek ye, where the 
Christ is, on the right hand of God seated, 
-the things above mind ye, uot the things.up¬ 
on the earth, 3 for ye did die, and your life 
hath been hid with the Christ in God; 4 when 
the Christ—our life—may be manifested, then 
also we with him shall be manifested in glory. 

5 Put to death, then, your members that are 
upon the earth—whoredom, imclcauncss, 
passion, evil desire, aud the covetousness, 
which is idolatry— l! because of which things 
cpmetb the anger of God upon the sons of the 
disobedience, 7 in which also ye—yc did walk 
once, when ye lived in them; 8 but now put 
oft', even ye, the whole—an^er, wrath, malice, 
evil-speaking, filthy talking—out of your 
mouth. 

9 Lie not one to another, having put off the 
old man with his practices, 10 ana liaving put 
on the new, which is renewed in regard to 
knowledge, after the image of Him who did 
create him; 11 where there is not Greek aud 
Jew, circumcisiouauduucircumcisiou, foreign¬ 
er, Scythian, servant, freeman--but the all 
aud in all— < -hrist. 

Put on, therefore, as choice ones of God, 
holy aud beloved, bowels of mercies, kindness, 
humble-miudeduess, meekness, long-sufferiu" 
1:1 forbeariug one another, aud forgiving each 
other, if any one with any one may have a 
quarrel, as also the Christ did forgive you— 
so also ve; * 4 aud above all these things, have 
loye, which is a bond of the perfection, 15 aud 
let the peaee of God rule in your hearts, to 
which also ye were called in oue body, and 
become thaukfuL 

lc Let the word of Christ dwell in you richly, 
in all wisdom, teaching and admonishing each 
other, in psalms, and hymns, aud spiritual 
songs, iu grace singing in your hearts to the 
Lord; 17 aud all, whatever yc may do in word 
or in work, do all things in the name of the 
Lord Jesus—giving thanks to the God aud 
Father, through him. 


18 The wives! be subject to your own bus- 
bands, as is fit in the Lord; 19 the husbands! 
love your wives, and be not bitter with them; 
20 the children! obey the parents in all things, 
for this is well-pleasing to the Lord; 21 tne 
fathers! vex not your children, lest they be 
discouraged. 

22 The servants ! obey in all things those who 
are masters according to the flesh, not in eye- 
service as men-pleasers, but in simplicity of 
heart, fearing God; 23 and all, whatever ye 
may do—out of soul work—as to the Lord, 
and not to men, 24 having known that from 
the Lord ye shall receive the recompense of 
the inheritance—for the Lord Christ ye serve; 
25 and he who is doing unrighteously shall re¬ 
ceive what he did unrighteously, aud there is 
no acceptauce of persons. 

IV. 1 THE masters ! that which is righteous 
aud equal to the servants give ye, having 
known that ye also have a Master in the 
heavens. 

2 Iu the prayer continue ye, watching in it 
in thanksgiving; Spraying at the same time 
also for us, that God may opeu to us a door 
for the word, to speak the secret of the Christ, 
because of which also I have been bound, 
4 that I may manifest it, as it bcliovcth me 
to speak; 5 in wisdom walk ye toward those 
without, the time forestalling; fi your word 
always in grace—w ith salt being seasoned—to 
know how it behoveth you to answer each oue. 

7 All the things concerning me make known 
to you shall Tycliicus—the beloved brother, 
and faithful ministrant, aud fellow-servautiu 
the Lord— 8 whom I did seud uuto you for this 
very thing, that lie might know the things con 
cerning volt, aud might comfort your hearts. 
9 with Onesimus the faithful and beloved 
brother, who is of you; all tilings to you shall 
they make known that are here. 

lf> Salute you doth Aristarchus, my fellow- 
captive, and Marcus, the nephew of Barnabas^ 
(concerning whom yc did receive commands— 
if he may come unto you receive him,) 11 and 
Jesus who is called Justus, who are of the 
circumcision: these only are fellow-workers 
for the reign of God who did become a com¬ 
fort to me. 

15 Salute you doth Epaphras, who is of you, 
a servant of Christ, always striving for you 
in the prayers, that ye may stand perfect and 
made full in all the will of God, 1:1 for I do 
testify to him, that he hath much zeal for 
you, and those in Laodicea, and those in 
Hicrapolis. 

14 Salute you doth Lukas, the beloved phy¬ 
sician, aud Demas; 15 salute ye those iu Lao- 
dicca—brethren, aud Nymphas, aud the as¬ 
sembly in bis house; ,6 aua when the epistle 
may be read w ith you, cause that also in the 
assembly of the Laodiceaus it may be read, 
and the epistle from Laodicea that ye also 
may read; 17 aud say to Archippus, ‘See to 
the ministration that thou didst receive in 
the Lord, that thou mayest fulfil it.’ 

18 The salutation by the hand of me, Paul; 
remember my bonds; the grace is with you, 
Amen. 
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FIRST EPISTLE TO THE THESSALONIANS 


CHAP. 1. 1 PAUL, and Silvanus, and Timo- 
fcheus, to the assembly of Thessalonians in 
God the Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ: 
Grace to you, and peace, from God our Father, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ! 

s We give thanks to God always for you 
all, making mention of you in our prayers, 
3 unceasingly remembering of you the work 
of the faith, and the labour of the love, and 
the endurance of the hope, of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, in the presence of our God and 
Father, 4 having known, brethren beloved, by 
God, your election, “because our good uews 
did not come to you in word only, but also 
in power, and in the Holy Spirit, and in 
much assurance, even as ye have known of 
what sort we became among you because of 
you, 6 and ye—ye did become imitators of us, 
and of the Lord, havin" received the word in 
much tribulation, with joy of the Holy Spirit, 
7 so that ye became patterns to all those 
believing in Macedonia and Achaia, 0 for from 
you hath sounded forth the word of the Lord, 
uot only in Macedonia and Achaia, but also 
in every place your faith toward God did go 
forth, so that we have no need to say any¬ 
thing, a for they themselves concerning us clo 
declare what entrance we had unto you, and 
how ye did turn unto God from the idols, to 
serve a living and true God, l(J and to wait for 
His Son from the heavens, whom He did raise 
out of the dead—Jesus, who is rescuing us 
from the anger that is coming. 

II. 1 FOR yourselves have known, brethren, 
our entrance in unto you, that it did not be¬ 
come vain, 3 but haviug both suffered before, 
and having been injuriously treated (as ye 
have known) in Phibppi, we were bold in our 
God to speak unto you the good news of God 
in much conflict, 3 for our exhortation is not 
ou t of deceit, nor out of uncleanness, nor in 
guile, 4 but as we have been approved by God 
to be entrusted with the good news, so we 
speak, not as pleasing men, but God, who is 
proving our hearts, * for at no time did we 
come with speech of llattery, (as ye have 
known,) nor in a pretext for covetousness, 
(God is witness !) u uor seekiug of men glory, 
neither from you nor from others, being able 
to be burdensome, as Christ’s apostles. 

7 But we became gentle in your midst, as a 
nurse may cherish her own children, 8 so being 
desirous of you, we are well-pleased to im- 
art to you not only the good news of God, 
ut also our own souls, because beloved ye 
have become to us, B for ye remember, breth¬ 
ren, our labour and travail, for, uight and 
day working not to be a burden upon any of 
you, we did preach to you the good news 
of God; ,u ye are witnesses—God also—how 
kindly and righteously, and blamelessly to 
you who believe we became, 11 even as yc have 


knowD, bow each one of you, as a father his 
own children, we are exhorting you, and com¬ 
forting, ancl testifying, 12 for your walking 
worthily of God, who is calling you to His 
own reign and glory. 

13 Because of this also, we—we do give 
I thanks to God continually, that, having re¬ 
ceived the word of hearing from us of God, 

1 ye accepted, not the word of man, but as it is 
truly, the word of God, who also doth work 
in you who believe; 14 for ye became imitators, 

I brethren, of the assemblies of God that are in 
t Judea in Christ Jesus, because such thiugs ye 
j suffered, even ye, from your own countrymen, 
as also they from the Jews, 13 who did both 
put to death the Lord Jesus and their own 
prophets, and did persecute us, and God they 
are not pleasing, and to all men are contrary, 
10 forbidding us to speak to the nations that 
they might be saved, to fill up their sins 
always, but the auger did come upon them— 
to the end ! 

17 And we, brethren, having been taken from 
you for the space of an hour—in presence, uot 
in heart—did hasten the more abundantly to 
see your face iu much desire, 18 wherefore we 
wished to come uuto you, (I indeed Paul,) 
both once and again, and the Adversary did 
hinder us; ^for what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? are uot even ye before 
our Lord Jesus Christ iu liis presence? for 
ye are our glory and joy. 

III. 1 WHEREFORE no longer forbearing, 
we thought "ood to be left iu Athens alone, 
3 and did sendTimotheus—our brother, and a 
ministrant of God, aud our fellow-workman 
in the good news of the Christ—to establish 
you, and to comfort you concerning your faith, 

3 that no one be moved in these tribulations, for 
yourselves have known that for this we are 
set, 4 for even when we were with you, we 
said to you beforehand, that we are about to 
suffer tribulation, as also it did come to pass, 
and yc have known it; 5 because of this also, 
I, no longer forbearing, did send to know your 
faith, lest he who is tempting did tempt you, 
and in vain might be our labour. 

6 And now Timotheus having come unto us 
from you, and having declared good news to 
us of your faith aud love, and that ye have a 
good remembrance of us always, desiring 
much to see us, as we also to see you, 7 because 
of this we were comforted, brethren, over you, 
in all our tribulation and necessity, through 
your faith, 8 hecause now we live, if ye may 
stand fast in the Lord; for what thanks are 
we able to recompense to God for you, for all 
the ioy with which we do joy because of you 
in the presence of our God? 10 night and day 
exceedingly beseeching, that we might see 
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your face, aud perfect the things lacking in 
your faith. 

11 And our God and Father himself, and 
our Lord Jesus Christ, direct our way unto 
you, 12 and you the Lord cause to increase 
and to abound in the love to one another, and 
to all, even as we also to you, 13 to the estab¬ 
lishing your hearts blameless in sanctification 
before our God aud Father, in the presence 
of our Lord Jesus Christ with all His saints. 

IV. 1 AS to the rest, then, brethren, we re- 
uest you, and call upon you in the Lord 
esus, as ye did receive from us how it be- 
hoveth you to walk and to please God, that 
ye may abound the more, 2 for ye have known 
what commands we gave you through the 
Lord Jesus, 3 for this is the will of God— 
your sanctification ; that ye abstain from the 
whoredom, 4 that each of you know his own 
vessel to possess in sanctification and honour, 
5 not in the affection of desire, as also the 
nations that were not knowing God, 6 that no 
one go beyond and defraud in the matter his 
brother, because an avenger is the Lord of all 
these, as also we spake before to you and 
testified, 7 for God end not call us on unclean- 
uess, but in sanctification; 0 he, therefore, who 
is despising—doth not despise man, but God, 
who also did give His Holy Spirit to us. 

a Aud concerning the brotherly love, ye have 
no need of my writing to you, for ye your¬ 
selves are God-taught to Jove one another, 
|° for ye do it also to all the brethren who are 
iu all Macedonia; and we call upon you, 
brethreu, to abound still more, 11 ana to study 
to be quiet, and to do your own business, and 
to work with your owu hands, as we did com¬ 
mand you, 12 that ye may walk becomingly 
uuto tnose without, and may have lack of 
nothing. 

13 And I do uot wish you to be iguoraut, 
brethren, concerning those who have fallen 
asleep, that ye may not sorrow, as also the 
rest who have not hope, 14 for if we believe 
that Jesus died aud rose again, so also God 
those asleep through Jesus he will bring with 
him, 15 for this to you we say in the word of 
the Lord, that we who are living—who do re¬ 
main over to the presence of the Lord—may 
uot precede those asleep. 16 because the Lord 
himself, in a shout, in the voice of a chief- 
messenger, aud iu the trump of God, shall 
come down from heaven, and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first, 17 then we who are liv¬ 
ing, who arc remaining over, together with 
them shall be caught away in clouds to meet 
the Lord in air, and so always with the Lord 


we shall be; 18 so, then, comfort yc one an¬ 
other in these words. 

V. l AND concerning the times and the 
seasons, brethren, ye nave no need of my 
writing to you, 2 for yourselves have known 
thoroughly that the day of the Lord as a thief 
iu the night doth so come, 3 for when they 
may say. Peace and surety, then sudden de¬ 
struction doth stand by them, as the travail 
doth her who is with child, aud they shall 
not escape; 4 aud ve, brethren, are not in 
darkness, that the day may catch you as a 
thief; 6 all ye are sons of light, and sons of 
day; we are not of night, nor of darkness, 
6 so, then, we may not sleep as also the others, 
but watch and be sober, 7 for those sleeping, 
by night do sleep, and those making them¬ 
selves drunk, by night are drunken, 8 and we, 
being of the day—let us be sober, putting on 
a breastplate of faith and love, and an helmet 
—a hope of salvation, y because God did not 
appoint us to anger, but to the acquiring of 
salvation through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
10 who did die for us, that whether we wake 
—whether we sleep—together with him we 
may live- 11 wherefore, comfort ye one an¬ 
other, and build yc up, one the one, as also 
ye do. 

12 And we ask you, brethren, to know those 
labouring amoug you, and leading you in 
the Lord, and admonishing you, 13 aud to es¬ 
teem them very abundantly in love, because 
of their work; be at peace among your¬ 
selves; 14 aDd we exhort you, brethreu, ad¬ 
monish the disorderly, comfort the feeble¬ 
minded, support the infirm, be patient unto 
all; 16 see no one evil for evil may render 
to any one, but always that which is good 
pursue ye, both to one another and to all; 

always rejoice ye; 17 continually pray ye; 
18 in every thing give thanks, for this is 
the will of God in Christ Jesus in regard to 
you. 

18 The Spirit queuch not; prophesyings 
despise not: 21 all things prove; that which 
is good hola fast: 22 from all appearance of 
evil abstain ye ; 23 and the God of the peace 
Himself sanctify you wholly, and may your 
whole spirit, ana soul, and body, be preserved 
unblameably in the presence of our Lord 
Jesus Christ; 24 stedfast is He who is calling 
you, who also will do it. 

28 Brethren, pray for us; 26 salute all the 
brethren in au holy kiss; 27 1 charge you by 
the Lord, that the letter be read to all the 
holy brethren; 28 the grace of our Lord Jesu* 
Christ is with youl Amen. 
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SECOND EPISTLE TO THE THESSALONL4NS 


CHAP. L 1 PAUL, and Silvauus, ami Timo- 
tlicus, to the assembly of Thessaloniaus in 
God our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ: 
-Grace to you, and peace, from God our 
Father, aud the Lord Jesus Christ! 

3 We oily lit to give thanks to God always 
for you, brethren, as it is meet, because in¬ 
crease greatly doth your faith, and abound 
doth the love of each one of you all, to one 
another* 4 so that we ourselves do glory in 
you in the assemblies of God, for your endur- 
auce and faith in all your persecutions and 
tribulations that ye bear; “a token of the 
righteous judgment of God, for your being 
counted worthy of the reign of God, for which 
also ye suffer, f> since it is a righteous thing 
with God to give back to those troubling you 

— trouble, 7 and to you who are troubled — 
rest with us in the revelation of the Lord 
Jesus from heaven, with messengers of his 
power, B iu Hamiug fire, giving vengeance to 
those not knowing God, and to those not 
obeying the good news of our Lord Jesus 
Christ; 0 w r lio shall suffer justice—destruc¬ 
tion age-during—from the face of the Lord, 
and from the glory of his streugth, 10 when 
He may come to be glorified in his saints, and 
to be wondered jxt in all those believing— 
because our testimony was believed among 
you—in that day; 11 for which also we do 
pray always for you, that our God may count 
you worthy of the callin'*, aud may fulfil all 
the good pleasure of goodness, aud the work 
of the faith in power, '-that the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ may be glorified in you, 
aud ye in him, according to the grace of our 
God aud Lord Jesus Christ. 

1L 1 AND we ask you, brethren, in regard 
to the presence of our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
of our gathering together uuto him, "that ye 
be not quickly shaken in mind, uor be troub¬ 
led, neither through spirit, ueither through 
word, neither through letters as through us, 
as that the day of the Christ hath arrived; 
:1 let not any one deceive you in any mauuer, 
because—if the falling away may uot come 
first, aud the man of the sin be revealed 
—the sou of the destruction, 4 who is opposing 
aud is l aisiug himself up above all called God 
or worshipped, so that he in the sauctuary of 
God as God hath sat down, shewing himself 
off tliat he is God —the day doth not come. 

r ' Do ye uot remember that, being yet with 
you, these thiugs I said to you? "’aud now, 
what is keeping dowu ye have known, for 
his being revealed in his own time, 7 for the 
secret of the lawlessness doth already work, 
only lie who is keeping down uow will hinder 

- till he may be out of the way, 8 and then 
shall be revealed the Lawless One, whom the 
Lord shall consume with the spirit of his 
mouth, and shall destroy with the manifesta¬ 
tion of his presence, 9 /urn, whose presence iB 
according to the working of the Adversary, 
in all power, and signs, and lying wonders, 
:u aud in all deceitf illness of the unrighteous¬ 
ness in those perishing, because the love of 


the truth they did not receive for their being 
saved, 11 and Decause of this shall God sena 
to them a working of delusion, for their be¬ 
lieving the lie, 12 that they may be iudged— 
all who did not believe the truth, out were 
well pleased in the unrighteousness. 

13 And we—we ought to give thauke to God 
always for you, brethren, beloved by the Lord, 
that God did choose you from the beginning to 
salvation, in sanctification of the Spirit, and 
belief of the truth, u to which He did call 
you through our good news, to the acquiring 
of the glory of our Lord Jesus Christ; 13 so, 
then, brethren, stand ye fast, and hold the de¬ 
liverances that ye were taught, whether 
through word, whether through our letter 
lfl and may our Lord Jesus Christ himself, and 
our God and Father, who did love us, and 
did give comfort age-during, and good hope in 
grace, 17 comfort your hearts, and establish 
you in every good word and work. 

III. 1 AS to the rest, pray ye, brethren, con¬ 
cerning us, that the word of the Lord may 
run and may be glorified., as also with you, 
- and that we may be delivered from the un¬ 
reasonable and evil men, for the faith is not 
of all; 3 and stedfast is the Lord, who shall 
establish you, aud shall guard you from the 
evils 4 and we have confidence in the Lord 
touching you, that the things that we com¬ 
mand you ye both do aud will do; 6 and the 
Lord direct your hearts to the love of God, 
and to the endurance of the Christ. 

6 And we command you, brethren, in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, to withdraw 
yourselves from every brotliei disorderly walk¬ 
ing, aud uot after the deliverance that ye re¬ 
ceived from us, 7 for yourselves have known 
how it behoveth you to imitate us, because we 
did uot act disorderly among you ; 8 uor for 
nought did we eat bread of any one, but in 
labour and in travail, night aud day working, 
uot to be chargeable to auy of you ; u not be¬ 
cause we have uot authority, out that our¬ 
selves a pattern we might give to you, to imi¬ 
tate us; for even when we were with you, 
this we did command you, that if any one is 
uot willing to work, Deither let him eat, 11 for 
we hear of certain walking among you disor¬ 
derly, nothing working, but over working, 
ia and such we command and exhort through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that with quietness 
working, their own bread they may eat; 13 and 
ye, brethren, may ye uot be weary doing well, 
14 and if auy oueao not obey our word through 
the letter, this one note ye, aud have no com¬ 
pany with him, that he may be ashamed, 
* 5 aod as an euemy couut him uot, but admon¬ 
ish ye him as a brother; ‘“and may the Lord 
of the peace Himself give to you the peace 
always in every way; the Lord is with you 
all! 

17 The salutation by the hand of me, Paul, 
which is a sign in every letter; thus I write; 
13 the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ is with 
you all! Amcu. 




FIRST EPISTLE TO TIMOTHY. 


CHAP. 1. ^ATJL, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
according to a command of God our Saviour, 
and of the Lord Jesus Christ our hope, 2 to 
Timotheus—genuine child in faith : Grace, 
kindness, peace, from God our Father, and 
Christ Jesus our Lord, 3 according as I did 
exhort thee to remain in Ephesus—I going on 
to Macedonia — that thou mightest charge 
certain not to teach any other thing, 4 nor to 
give heed to fables and endless genealogies, 
that cause questions rather than the building 
up of God that is in faith:—. 

® And the end of the charge is love out of a 
pure heart, and of a good conscience, and of 
faith unfeigned, 6 from which certain, having 
swerved, did turn aside to vain discourse, 
7 willing to be teachers of law, not understand¬ 
ing either the things they say, nor concerning 
what they asseverate, 8 and we have known 
that the law is good, if any one may use it 
lawfully; 9 having known this, that for a 
righteous man law is not set, but for lawless 
and insubordinate persona, ungodly and 
sinners, impious and profane, parricides and 
matricides, men-slayers, 10 whoremongers, so¬ 
domites, men-stealers, liars, perjured persons, 
and if there be any other thiug that to sound 
doctrine is adverse, 11 according to the good 
uews of the glory of the blessed God, with 
which I was entrusted. 

12 And I give thanks to him who enabled 
me —Christ Jesns our Lord—that he did 
reckon me stedfast, having put me to the 
ministration, 13 who before was speaking evil, 
and persecuting, and insulting, but I found 
kinduess, because, being ignorant, I did it in 
unbelief, 14 and exceedingly abound did the 
grace of our Lord, with faith and love that is 
in Christ Jesus: 15 stedfast is the word, and 
of all acceptation worthy, that Christ Jesus 
came to the world to save sinners—first of 
whom I am; 16 but because of this I found 
kindness, that in me first Jesus Christ might 
shew forth all long-suffering, for a pattern of 
those about to believe on him to life age-dur- 
ing: :7 and to the King of the ages, the in¬ 
corruptible, invisible, only wise God, is hon¬ 
our and glory — to the ages of the ages! 
Amen. 

18 This charge I commit to thee, child Timo¬ 
theus, according to the prophesies that went 
before upon thee, that thou mayest wav in 
them the good warfare, 19 having faith and a 
good conscience, which certain having thrust 
away, concerning the faith did make ship¬ 
wreck, of whom are Hymenaeus and Alex¬ 
ander, whom I did deliver to the Adversary, 
that they might be instructed not to speak 
evil. 

IT. 1 I EXHORT, then, first of all, there be 
made supplications, prayers, intercessions, 
thanksgivings, for all men: 2 for kings, and all 


who are in authority, that a cpiiet and peace¬ 
able life we may lead in all piety and gravity, 
3 for this is right and acceptable before God 
our Saviour, 4 who doth will all men to be 
saved, and to come to the full knowledge of 
the truth ; 5 for one h God, one also is mediator 
of God and of men, the man Christ Jesus, 

who did give himself a ransom for all—the 
testimony in its own times— 7 in regard to 
which I was set a preacher and apostle—truth 
I say in Christ, I do not lie—a teacher of na¬ 
tions, in faith and truth. 

8 I wish, therefore, that men pray in every 
place, lifting up kind hands, apart from anger 
and reasoning • 9 in like manner also the wo¬ 
men, in becoming apparel, with modesty and 
sobriety to adorn themselves, not in braidel 
hair, or gold, or pearls, or garments of great 
price, 10 but—which becometh women pro¬ 
fessing godly piety—through good works. 

11 Let a woman in quietness learn in all 
subjection, 12 and a woman I do not suffer t<j 
teach, nor to rule a husband, but to be it/ 
quietness, 13 for Adam was first formed, theii 
Eve, 14 and Adam was not deceived, but the 
woman, having been deceived, into transgres¬ 
sion came, 13 and she shall be saved through 
the child-bearing, if they remain in faith, and 
love, and sanctification, with sobriety. 

IIL 1 STEDFAST is the word: If any one 
the oversight doth long for, a right work he 
desireth ; 2 it behoveth, therefore, the over¬ 
seer to be blameless, of one wife a husband, 
vigilaut, sober, decent, a friend of strangers, 
apt to teach, 3 not given to wine, not a striker, 
not given to filthy lucre, but gentle, not con¬ 
tentious, not a lover of money, 4 his own 
house leading well, having children in sub¬ 
jection with all gravity, 8 (and if any one his 
own house how to lead liatn not known, how 
an assembly of God shall he take care off?] 

6 not a new convert, lest having been puffed 
up he may fall to a judgment of the devil; 

7 and it behoveth him also to have a good testi¬ 
mony from those without, that he may not 
fall into reproach and a snare of the devil. 

8 MiDistrants—in like manner grave, not 
double-tongued, not given to mnch wine, not 
given to filthy lucre, 9 having the secret of 
the faith in a pure couscience, 10 and let these 
also first be proved, then let them minister, 
being unblameable. 

11 Women—in like manner grave, not false 
accusers, vigilant, faithful in all things. 

12 Ministrauts—let them be of one wife hus¬ 
bands; the children leading well, and tbeir 
own houses, 13 for those who did minister 
well a good step to themselves do acquire, 
and much boldness in faith that is in Christ 
Jesus. 

14 These things I write to thee, hoping to 
come unto thee soon, 13 and if 1 delay, that 
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Instmictions to Timotheus.

Of widows and elders. 


fchou mayest know how it behoveth thee to 
conduct thyself in the house of God, which is 
an assembly of the living God—a pillar and 
foundation of the truth, ' 6 and, confessedly, 
great is the secret of piety—God was manifest¬ 
ed in flesh, declared righteous in spirit, seen 
by messengers, preached among nations, be¬ 
lieved ou in tho world, taken up in glory! 

IV. 1 AND the Spirit expressly speaketh, 
that in latter times shall certain fall away 
from the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits 
and teachings of demons, 2 in hypocrisy speak¬ 
ing lies, being seared in their own conscience, 
3 forbidding to marry—to abstain from meats 
that God created to be received with thanks¬ 
giving by those believing and acknowledging 
the truth, 4 because every creature of God is 
good, and nothing is to be rejected, with 
thanksgiving being received, 0 for it is sancti¬ 
fied through the word of God and interces¬ 
sion. 

6 These things placing before the brethren, 
thou shaltbe a good mimstrantof Jesus Christj 
being nourished by the words of the faith, ana 
of the good teaching, which thou didst follow 
after, 7 and the profane and old women’s fables 
reject thou, and exercise thyself unto piety, 
8 for the bodily exercise is unto little profit, 
and the piety is to all things profitable, a pro¬ 
mise having of the life that now is, and of 
that which is coming; 9 atedfast is the word, 
and of all acceptation worthy; 10 for for this 
we both labour and are reproached, because 
we hope on the living God, who is Saviour of 
all men—especially of those believing. 

' ll Charge these things, aud teach ; 12 let no 
one despise thy youth, but a pattern become 
thou of those believing in word, in behaviour, 
in love, in spirit, in faith, in purity; 13 till I 
come, give heed to the reading, to the exhorta¬ 
tion, to the teaching; 14 be not careless of the 
gift in thee, that was given thee through pro¬ 
phecy. with layiug on of the hands of the 
eldership; 13 of these things be careful; in 
these things be, that thy advancement may 
be mauifest in all things; 16 take heed to thy¬ 
self, and to the teaching; remain in them, for 
this thing doing, both thyself thou shalt save, 
and those hearing thee. 

V. 1 AN aged person thou mayest not re¬ 
buke, but be entreating as a father; younger 
persons as brethren; 2 aged women as mothers, 
younger ones as sisters— in all purity; 3 hon¬ 
our widows who are really -widows; 4 and if 
any widow have children or grandchildren, 
let them learn first to their own house to show 
piety, and to give back a recompense to the 
parents, for this is right and acceptable before 

“And she who is really a widow and deso¬ 
late, hath hoped upon God, and doth remain 
in the sujiplications and in the prayers night 
and day, * and she who is given to luxury, 
living—hath died; 7 and these things charge, 
that they may be blameless ; 8 and if any one 
for his own —and especially for those of the 
household—doth not provide, thefaithhe hath 
denied, and than an unbeliever he is worse. 

9 A widow—let her not be enrolled under 
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sixty years of age, having been a wife of one 
husband, 10 in good works being testified to : 
if she brought up children, if sire-entertained 
strangers, if saints’ feet she washed, if those 
in tribulation she relieved, if every good work 
she followed after; 11 and younger widows be 
refusing, for when they may revel against the 
Christ, they wish to marry, 12 having judg¬ 
ment, because the first faith they did cast 
away, 13 and at the same time also, they learn 
to be idle, going about the houses ; aud not 
only idle, out also tattlers and busybodies, 
speaking the things they ought not; 14 1 wish, 
therefore, younger ones to marry, to bear 
children, to be mistress of the house, to give 
no occasion to the opposer to .reviling; 13 for 
already certain did turn asido after the Ad¬ 
versary. 10 If any believing man or believing 
woman have widows, let them relieve them, 
and let cot the assembly be burdened, that 
those really widows it may relieve. 

17 The well-leading elders of double honour 
let them be counted worthy, especially those 
labouring in word and teaching, 18 for the 
Writing saith, ‘ An ox treading out thou shalt 
not muzzle,’ and ‘ Worthy is the workman of 
his reward.' 13 Against an elder an accusation 
receive not, except upon two or three wit¬ 
nesses. 20 Those sinning, reprove before all, 
that the others also may have fear; 21 1 testify 
fully, before God and tne Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the choice messengers, that these things 
thou mayest keep, without forejudging, doing 
nothing by partiality. 

22 Be layiug hands quickly oil no one, nor 
be having fellowship with Bins of others; ba 
keeping thyself pure; 23 no longer be drinking 
water, but a little wine be using, because of 
thy stomach and of thine often infirmities; 
24 of certain men the sins are manifest before¬ 
hand, leading before to judgment, and cer¬ 
tain also they follow after; 23 in like manner 
also the right works are manifest beforehand, 
and those that are otherwise are not able to 
be hid. 

VI. 1 AS many as are servants under a 
yoke, their own masters worthy of all honour 
let them reckon, that the name of God and 
the teaching may not be evil spoken of; 2 and 
those having believing masters, let them not 
slight them , because they are brethren, but 
ratner let them serve, because they are sted* 
fast and beloved, who of the benefit are par¬ 
taking. 

The*,e things be teaching and exhorting; 

3 if any one be teachiug otherwise, and do not 
consent to sound words—those of our Lord 
Jesus Christ—and to the teaching according 
to piety, 4 he is proud, knowing nothing, but 
doting about questious and word-striving, out 
of which doth come envy, strife, evil-speak 
ings, evil-surmisings, 5 wranglings of men 
wholly corrupted in mind, and destitute of 
the truth, supposing the piety to be gain; 
depart from suen; fl but it is great gain—the 
piety with contentment; 7 for nothing did 
we bring into the world— is manifest that 
we are able to carry nothing out; 8 but having 
food and raiment—with these we shall suffice 
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vi. 9.—2 TIMOTHY.—ii. 13. 


constancy £ perseverance. 


ourselves; 8 and those wishirfg to be rich, do 
fall into temptation and a snare, and many 
desires, foolish and hurtful, that sink men 
into ruin aud destruction, J0 for a root of all 
the evils is the love of money, which certain 
longing for did go astray from the faith, and 
themselves did pierce through with many 
sorrows; 11 and tliou, 0 man of God, these 
tilings llee, and pursue righteousness, piety, 
faith, love, endurance, meekness; 12 be striv¬ 
ing the good strife of the faith, be laying 
hold on the life age-duriug, to which also 
thou wast called, and didst profess the right 
profession before many witnesses. 

13 I charge thee, before God, who is making 
all things alive, and of Christ Jesus, who did 
testify before Pontius Pilate the right pro¬ 
fession, 14 that thou keep the command un¬ 
spotted, uublameable, tul the manifestation 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, 13 which in His own 
times He shall shew—the blessed and only 


potentate, the King of the kings and Lord ol 
the lords, 10 who only is having immortality, 
dwelling in light unapproachable, whom no 
one of men did see. nor is able to see, to whom 
is honour and might age-during! Amen. 

17 Those rich in the present age charge tliou 
not to be high minded, nor to hope in the un¬ 
certainty of riches, but in the living God, who 
is giving to us all things richly for enjoyment; 
— 18 to do good, to be rich in good works, to 
be ready to impart, willing to communicate, 
19 treasuring up to themselves a right founda¬ 
tion for the time to come, that they may lay 
hold on the life age-during. 

-° O Timotheus, the thing entrusted guard 
thou, avoiding the profane vain-words and 
opposition of the falsely-named knowledge, 
21 which certain professing—concerning the 
faith did swerve; the grace is with you. 
Amen. 


SECOND EPISTLE TO TIMOTHY. 


CHAP. I. l PAUL, an apostle of Jesus ChriBt, 
through the will of God. according to a pro¬ 
mise of life that is in Christ Jesus, 2 to Timo- 
theus, beloved child: Grace, kindness, peace, 
from God the Father, and Christ Jesus our 
Lord ! 

3 1 am thankful to God, whom I serve from 
progenitors in a pure conscience, that unceas- 
rngiy I have remembrauce concerning thee in 
my supplications night and day, 4 desiring 
greatly to Bee thee, beiug mindful of thy 
tears, that with joy I may be filled, 5 taking 
remembrauce of the unfeigned faitli that is 
in thee, that dwelt first in thy graudmother 
Lois, and thy mother Eunice, and 1 am per¬ 
suaded that also in thee. 

6 For which cause 1 remind thee to stir up 
the gift of God that is in thee through the 
putting on of my hands, 7 for God did not 
give us a spirit of fear, but of power, and of 
love, and of a sound mind; 0 therefore thou 
mayest not be ashamed of the testimony of 
our Lord, nor of me his prisoner, but do tliou 
suffer evil along with the good news accord¬ 
ing to the power of God, 8 who did save us, 
and did call with an holy calling, not accord¬ 
ing to our works, but according to His own 
purpose and grace, that was given to us iu 
Christ Jesus, before the times of the ages, 
10 and was made manifest now through the 
manifestation of our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
who indeed did abolish death, and did en¬ 
lighten life and immortality through the 
good news, 11 to which I was placed a preacher 
and an apostle, and a teacher of nations, ,2 for 
which cause also these things 1 suffer, but I 
am not ashamed, for 1 have known in whom 
I have believed, and have been persuaded 
that he is able that which 1 have committed 
to him to guard—to that day. 

13 The pattern hold thou of sound words, 
which from me thou didst hear, in faith 
and love that is in Christ Jesus; 14 the good 


thing committed guard thou through the 
Holy Spirit that is dwelling in us; 15 thou 
hast known this, that they did turn from me 
—all those in Asia, of whom are Phygellus 
and Hermogenes; 10 inay the Lord give kind¬ 
ness to the house of Onesiphorus, because 
many times he did refresh me, and of my 
chain was not ashamed, 17 but being in Rome, 
very diligently he sought me, and found; 
18 may the Lord give to him to find kindness 
from the Lord in that day; and how many 
things in Ephesus he did minister thou dost 
very well know. 

II. 1 THOU, therefore, my child, be strong 
in the grace that is in Christ Jesus, -and the 
things that thou didst hear from me through 
many witnesses, these tilings be committing 
to stedfast men, who shall be sufficient also 
others to teach; 3 thou, therefore, suffer evil 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ; 4 no one 
serving as a soldier did entangle himself with 
the affairs of life, that him who did enlist 
him he may please; 9 and if also anyone may 
strive, he is not crowned, except he may strive 
lawfully; 6 the labouring husbandman it be- 
hoveth first of the fruits to partake: 7 be con¬ 
sidering what things 1 say, for the Lord give 
to thee understanding in all things. 

, 8 Remember Jesus Christ, raised out of the 
dead, of the seed of David, according to my 

ood news, 8 in which I suffer evil—unto 

onds, as an evil-doer, but the word of God 
hath not been bound; 10 because of this all 
things do 1 endure, because of the choice ones, 
that they also salvation may obtain that is in 
Christ Jesus, with glory age-during. 11 Sted¬ 
fast is the word: For if we died together—we 
also shall live together; 12 if we do endure 
together—we shall also reign together; if we 
deny him , he also shall deny us; 13 if we are 
not stedfast, he remameth st« ifast; to deny 
himself he is not able.

14 These things remind them of, testifying 
fully before the Lord—not to strive about 
words to nothing profitable, but to the sub¬ 
version of those hearing; 15 be diligent to pre¬ 
sent thyself approved to God—a workman 
irreproachable, rightly dividing the word of 
the truth; 10 and the profane vain talkings 
staud aloof from, for to more impiety they 
will advance, 17 and their word as a gangrene 
will have pasture, of whom is Hymeuaeus and 
Philetus, 19 who concerning the truth did 
swerve, saying the rising again to have already 
been, and do overthrow the faith of some; 
19 sure, nevertheless, hath the foundation of 
God stood, having this seal, ‘ The Lord hath 
knowu those who are His,’ and ‘ Let him de¬ 
part from unrighteousness—every one who is 
naming the name of Christ.’ 

20 And in a great house there are not only 
vessels of gold and of silver, but also of wood 
and of earth, and some to honour, and some 
to dishonour: 21 if, then, anyone may cleanse 
himself from these, he shall be a vessel to 
honour, sanctified aud profitable to the mas¬ 
ter—to every good work having been prepared, 
- 2 and the youthful lusts flee thou, and pursue 
righteousness, faith, love, peace, with those 
calling upon the Lord out of a pure heart; 
u and the foolish and uninstructed questions 
be avoiding, having known that they beget 
strife, 24 and a servant of the Lord it beliovetli 
□ot to strive, but to be gentle unto all, apt to 
teach, patient under evil, ‘^in meekness in¬ 
structing those opposing—if perhaps God may 
give to them repentance to an acknowledging 
of the truth, and they may awake out of 
the devil’s snare, having been caught by him 
at his will. 

III. 1 AND this know thou, that in the last 
days there shall come perilous times, 2 for 
men shall be lovers of themselves, lovers of 
money, boasters, proud, evil-speakers, to pa¬ 
rents disobedieut, uuthaukful, unkind, 3 with¬ 
out natural affection, implacable, false accus¬ 
ers, iocontineut, fierce, not lovers of those 
who are goed, 4 traitors, heady, lofty, lovers 
of pleasure more thau lovers of God, e having 
a form of piety, and its power having denied; 
and from these be turning away, 6 for of 
these there are those coming into the houses 
and leading captive the silly women, laden 
with sins, led away with desires manifold, 
7 always learning, and never to a knowledge 
of truth able to come, 9 aud, even as Jannes 
and Jambres stood against Moses, so also 
these do stand against the truth, men cor¬ 
rupted in mind, disapproved concerning the 
faith; 9 but they shall not advance any fur¬ 
ther, for their folly shall be manifest to all, 
as theirs also did become, 

10 And thou—thou hast followed after my 
teaching, manner of life, purpose, faith, long- 
suffering, love, endurance, 11 the persecutions, 
the afflictions, that befel me in Antioch, in 
Iconium, in Lystra: what persecutions I en¬ 
dured, and out of all the Lord did deliver me, 
12 aud all also who will to live piously in Christ 
Jesus shall be persecuted, u and evil men and 
impostors shall advance to the worse, leading 
astray aud being led astray. 

14S 


14 And thou—be remaining in the thing* 
which thou didst learn and wast entrusted 
with, having known from wlip^n thou didst 
learn, 15 and because from a babe tho Holy 
Writings thou hast known, which are able to 
make tnee wise—to salvation, through faith 
that is in Christ Jesus; 1G every Writing is 
God-breathed, aud profitable for teaching, for 
conviction, for setting aright, for instruction 
that is iD righteousness, 17 that the man of 
God may be fitted—for every good work hav¬ 
ing been completed. 

IV. 1 1 DO fully testify, then, before God, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ, who is about to 
judge living and dead at bis manifestation and 
Ilia reign— 2 preach the word; be earnest in 
season, out ot seasou, convict, rebuke, exhort, 
iu all long suffering and teaching, 3 for there 
shall be a seasou when the sound teaching 
they will not suffer, but according to their 
own desires to themselves they shall heap up 
teachers—itching in the hearing, 4 and indeed, 
from the truth the hearing tney shall turn 
away, and to the fables they shall be turned 
aside. 

“And thou—watch in all things; suffer 
evil; do the work of one proclaiming good 
uews; of thv ministration make full assur¬ 
ance, u for I am already being poured out 
and the time of my release hath arrived: 7 th« 
good strife 1 have striven, the course I hav$ 
finished, the faith I have kept, 0 heDCefortk 
there is laid up for me the crown of the righte¬ 
ousness that the Lord—the Righteous Judge 
—shall give to me iu that day, aud not ouly 
to me, but also to all those loving his mani¬ 
festation. 

9 Be diligent to come unto me quickly, 10 for 
Demas forsook me, haviDg.loved the present 
age, and went on to Thessalonica, Crescens to 
Galatia, Titus to Dalmatia, 11 Lukas only is with 
me ; Markus having taken, bring with thyself, 
forlie is profitable to me for mi uistration; ^and 
Tychicus I sent to Ephesus; 13 the cloak that 1 
left in Troas with Carpus, coming, bring thou 
and the hooks—especially the parchments. 

14 Alexander the coppersmith did me much 
evil; may the Lord repay to him according to 
his works, J5 of whom also do thou beware, 
for greatly hath he stood agaiust our words; 
16 in my first defence no oue stood with me, 
but all forsook me, (may it not be reckoned 
to them!) 17 and the Lord stood by me, and 
did strengthen me, that through me the preach¬ 
ing might be fully assured, aud all the nations 
might near, and 1 was freed out of the mouth 
of a lion, 18 and the Lord shall free me from 
every evil work, and shall save 7ne —to his 
heavenly kingdom; to whom is the glory to 
the ages of the ages! Amen. 

19 Salute Prisca aud Aquilas, and Onesi- 
phorus’ household; 20 Erastus did remain in 
Corinth, and Trophimus I left in Miletus in¬ 
firm ; 21 be diligent to come before winter. . 

Salute thee doth Eubulus, and Pudens, and 
Linus aud Claudia, and all the brethren. 

22 The Lord Jesus Christ is with thy spirit 
the grace is with you I Amen. 



EPISTLE TO TITUS. 


CHAP. L 1 PAUL, a servant of God, aud an 
apostle of Jeaus Christ, according to the faith 
or the choice ones of God, and an acknowledg¬ 
ing of truth that is according to piety, 2 upon 
hope of life age-during, which God, who doth 
not lie, did promise before times of ages, 3 (and 
He manifested in proper times His word,) ill 
preaching, which I was entrusted with, ac¬ 
cording to a charge of God our Saviour, 4 to 
Titus—true child according to a common faith: 
Grace, kindness, peace, from God the Father, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ our Saviour ! 

* For this cause left I thee in Crete, that the 
things lacking thoumayest arrange, and may- 
est set down in every city elders, as I did ap¬ 
point to thee; 6 if any one is blameless, of one 
wife a husband, having childreu stedfast, not 
under accusation of riotous living or insubor¬ 
dinate— 7 for it behoveth the overseer to be 
blameless, as God’s steward, not self-pleased, 
uor irascible, not given to wine, not a striker, 
not given to filthy lucre; 8 but a lover of 
strangers, a lover of good men, sober-minded, 
righteous, kind, self-controlled. 9 holding— 
according to the teaching—to the stedfast 
word, that he may be able also to exhort in 
the sound teaching, and the gaiusayers to con¬ 
vict; 10 for there are manj'both iusubordiuate, 
vaiu-talkcrs, aud mind-deceivers—especially 
they of the circumcision — 11 whose mouth it 
behoveth to stop, who whole households do 
overturn, teaching what tilings it behoveth 
not, for filthy lucre’s sake. 

12 A certain one of them, a prophet of their 
own, said— 1 Cretaus ! always liars, evil beasts, 
lazy bellies!' 13 this testimouy is true; for 
which cause convict them sharply, that they 
may be souud iu the faith, 14 not giviug heed 
to Jewish fables and commands of men, turn¬ 
ing themselves away from the truth; 15 all 
things, indeed, are pure to the pure, and to 
the defiled and unstedfast is nothing pure, 
but of them, defiled are even the miml aud the 
conscience; 16 God they profess to know, and 
in the works they deny Him, beiug abomi¬ 
nable, and disobedient, and unto every good 
work disapproved. 

II. 1 ANT) thou—be speaking what doth be¬ 
come the sound teaching; * aged men to be 
temperate, grave, sober, sound in the faith, in 
the love, in the endurance; 3 aged women, in 
like manner, in deportment as doth become 
sacred persons, not false accusers, to much 
wine not enslaved, of good tilings teachers, 
4 that they may make the young women sober- 
minded, to be lovers of their husbands, lovers 
of their children, 5 sober, pure, keepers of their 
own houses, good, subject to their owa hus¬ 
bands, that the word of God may not be evil 
spoken of. 

6 The younger ineu, in like manner, be ex¬ 
horting to be sober-minded; 7 concerning all 
things thyself showing a pattern of good 
works; in the teaching uncorruptodness, 


gravity, incorruptibility. 8 discourse sound, 
irreprehensible, that lie who is of the contrary 
part may be ashamed, having nothing evil to 
say concerning you. 

9 Servants—to their own masters are to be 
subject, iu all things to be well-pleasing, uot 
gainsaying, 10 not purloining, but showing all 
good sterlfastness, that the teaching of God 
our Saviour they may adorn iu all things. 

11 For the saving grace of God was manifest¬ 
ed to all men, teaching us, that denying the 
impiety and the worldly desires, soberly and 
righteously and piously we may live in the 
present age, 13 waiting for the blessed hope 
and manifestation of the glory of our great 
God and Saviour Jesus Christ, 14 who did 
give himself for us, that he might ransom up 
from all lawlessness, and might purify to hin> 
self a peculiar people, zealous of goo(l works 
15 these things be speaking, and exhorting, 
and convicting, with all charge; let no ona 
despise thee! 

III. 1 REMIND them to be subject to prin¬ 
cipalities and authorities, to obey rule, unto 
every good work to be ready, 2 of no one to 
speak evil, not to be quarrelsome—gentle, 
showing all meekness to all men, 3 for we 
were once—also we—thoughtless, disobedient, 
led astray, serving desires aud pleasures mani¬ 
fold, in malice aud envy living, odious—hating 
one another; 4 and\yhen the kindness and the 
love to men of God ourSaviour did appear 
( 5 not by works that are in righteousness that 
we did but according to His kindness,) He 
did save us, through a bathing of regeneration, 
and a renewing of the Holy Spirit, c which He 
poured upon us richly, through Jesus Christ 
our Saviour, 7 that having been declared 
righteous by His grace, heirs we may become 
according to the hope of life age-duriug. 
8 Stedfast is the word; and concerning these 
things I counsel thee to affirm fully, that they 
may be thoughtful, to be leading in good 
works—who have believed God ; these are the 
good and profitable things to men, 9 and fool¬ 
ish questions, and genealogies, and conten¬ 
tions, and strivings about law, stand away 
from^for they are unprofitable and vain. 

10 A sectarian man, after a first and a second 
admonition be rejecting, 11 having known that 
lie hath bceu subverted who is such, and doth 
sin, beiug self-condemned. 

12 When I shall send Artemas unto thee, or 
Tychicus, be diligent to come unto me to Nico- 
polis, for there to winter I have determined. 
13 Zeuas the lawyer and Apollos bring dili¬ 
gently on their way, that nothing to them 
maybe lacking, 14 and let them learn—ours 
also—to be leading iu good works to the neces¬ 
sary uses, that they may not be uufruitful. 
15 Salute thee do all those with me; salute 
those loving us in faith; the grace is with 
you all! 
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EPISTLE TO THE HEBREWS. 


CHAF. I. many parts, aud many ways, 
Cod of old having spoken to the fathers in 
the prophets, 2 iu these last days did speak 
to us in a Son, whom He appointed heir of 
all things, through whom also He did make 
the ages; 3 who being the brightness of the 
glory, and the impress of His subsistence, 
bearing up also the all things by the saying 
of his might—through himself having made 
a cleansing of our sins, sat down at the right 
hand of the greatness in the highest, 4 having 
become so much better than the messengers, 
as he did inherit a more excellent name than 
they. 

3 For to which of the messengers said He 
ever, *My Son thou art—I to-day have be¬ 
gotten thee?’ and again, ‘I will be to him fon 
a father, and he shall be to Me for a son?’ 
fi aud when again He may bring in the first¬ 
born to the world, He saith, ‘And let them 
bow before him — all messengers of God;’ 
7 andunto the messengers, indeed, He saith. 

‘ Who is making His messengers spirits, and 
His ministers a flame of fire 8 and unto the 
Sou: ‘Thy throne, 0 God, is to the age of 
the age; a sceptre of righteousness is the 
sceptre of thy reign; u thou didst love righte¬ 
ousness, and didst hate lawlessness: because 
of this did He anoint thee—God, tny God— 
with oil of gladness above thy partners;’ 
10 and, ‘Thou, at the beginning, Lord, the 
earth didst found, and a work of thy hands 
are the heavens j 11 these shall perish, and 
Thou dost remaiu, aud all, as a garment, 
shall become old, 12 aud as a mantle Thou 
shall roll them together, and they shall be 
changed, and Thou art the same, and Thy 
years shall not fail.’ 

13 And unto which of the messengers said 
He ever, ‘ Sit at My right hand, till I may 
make thine enemies thy footstool?' 14 are they 
not all spirits of service—for ministration 
being sent forth because of those about to in¬ 
herit salvation? 

H. 1 BECAUSE of this it behoveth us more 
abundantly to take heed to the things heard, 
lest we may glide aside, 2 for if the word 
being spoken through messengers did become 
stedfast, and every transgression and disobe¬ 
dience did receive a just recompense, 3 how 
shall we escape, having neglected so great 
salvation? which a beginning receiving—to 
be spoken through the Lord—oy those having 
heard was confirmed to us, 4 God also bearing 
joint-witness both with signs and wonders, 
and manifold powers, and distributions of the 
Holy Spirit, according to His will. 

6 For.not to messengers did He subject the 
coming world, concerning which we speak, 
6 and one in a certain place did testify fully, 
saving, ‘What is man, that Thou art mind¬ 
ful of him, or a son of man, that Thou dost 
look after him ? 7 Thou didst make him some 
little less than messengers, with glory and 


honour Thou didst crowu him, and didst set 
him over the works of Thy hands, 8 all things 
Thou didst put iu subjection under his feet,’ 
for iu the subjecting to him the all things, 
nothing did He leave to him unsubjected, 
and now not yet do we see tlie all things 
subjected to him, 0 and him who was made 
some little less than messengers we see— 
Jesus—because of the suffering of the death, 
with glory and honour having been crowned, 
that by the grace of God for every one he 
might taste of death. 

10 For it was becoming to Him, because of 
whom are the all thiugs, and through whom 
are the all things, many sons to glory bring¬ 
ing, the author of their salvation through 
sufferings to make perfect, 11 for both he who 
is sanctifyiug and tnose sanctified are all of 
one, for which cause he is not ashamed to 
call them brethren, 12 saying, ‘I will declare 
Thy name to my brethren, in the midst of an 
assembly I will sing praise to Thee;’ and 
again, ‘I will be trusting on Him:’ 13 and 
again, ‘ Behold f and the children that God 
did give to me.’ 

14 Seeing, then, the children have partaken 
of flesh and blood, he himself also in like 
manner did take part of the same, that 
through death he might destroy him having 
the power of death—that is, the devil— 13 and 
might deliver those, whoever, with fear of 
death, throughout all their life, were sub¬ 
jects of bondage, 16 for, doubtless, of messen¬ 
gers it doth not lay hold, but of seed of 
Abraham it layeth hold, 17 wherefore it did 
behove him in all things to be made like to 
“the brethren, that he might become a kind 
and Btedfast chief-priest in the things with 
God, to make propitiation for the sins of the 
people, 18 for in that he suffered, himself being 
tempted, he is able to help those who are 
tempted. 

IH. 1 WHEREFORE, holy brethren, par¬ 
takers of a heavenly calling, consider the 
apostle and chief priest of our profession, 
Christ Jesus, 2 being stedfast to Him who did 
appoint him, as also Moses in all his house, 
3 for of more glory than Moses hath this one 
been counted worthy, inasmuch as more hon¬ 
our than the house hath he who doth build 
it, 4 for every house is builded by some one, 
and H e who the all things did build is God, 
5 and Moses indeed was stedfast in all his 
house, as an attendant, for a testimony of 
those thiugs that were to be spoken, 6 and 
Christ, as a Son over his house, whose house 
are we, if the boldness and the rejoicing of 
the hope unto the end we hold fast. 

7 Wherefore, (as the Holy Spirit saith, ‘To¬ 
day, if His voice ye may hear— 8 ye may not 
harden your hearts, as iu the provocation, in 
the day of the temptatiou in the wilderness, 
v in which tempt Me did your fathers, they 
did prove Me, and saw My works forty years; 
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10 wherefore I was grieved with that genera¬ 
tion, and said. Always do they go astray in 
heart, and these have not known My ways; 

11 so I sware in My anger, If they shall enter 
into My rest—!’) 

13 See, brethren, lest there shall be in any 
of you an evil heart of unbelief in the falling 
away from the living God, J3 but exhort ye 
one another every day, while the To day is 
called, that none of you may be hardened by 
the deceitfulness of the sin, 14 for partakers 
we have become of the Christ, if tne begin¬ 
ning of the confidence unto the end we may 
hold fast, 15 in its being said, ‘To-day, if his 
voice ye may hear, ye may not harden your 
hearts, as in the provocation/ ™ for certaiu 
having heard did provoke, but not all who 
did come out of Egypt through Moses ; 17 but 
with whom was He grieved forty years? was 
it not with those who did sin, whose carcases 
fell in the wilderness? 18 and to whom did He 
swear that they shall not enter into His rest, 
except to those who did not believe?—/ and 
we see that they were not able to enter in be¬ 
cause of unbelief. 

IV. 1 WE may fear, then, lest a promise 
being left of entering into His rest, any one of 
you may seem to have coinc short, 2 for we 
also are having good news proclaimed, even 
as they, but the word heard did not profit 

them, not being mixed with faith in those 
who heard, 3 for we do enter into the rest—we 
who did believe, as He said, / So I sware in 
My anger, If they shall enter into My rest—/ 
xnd yet the works were done from the 
foundation of the world, 4 for He spake iu a 
certaiu place coucerning the seventh day 
thus: * And God did rest in the seventh day 
from all His works;' 5 aud iu this place, again, 

' If they shall enter into My rest—; ’ / since 

then, it remaiueth for certain to enter into it, 
aud those who did first hear good news en¬ 
tered not in because of unbelief— 7 again He 
doth limit a certaiu day, ‘To-day,’ (iu David 
saying, after so long a time,) as it hath been 
said, ‘To-day, if His voice ye may hear ye 
may not harden your hearts, 8 for if Joshua 
had giveu them rest, He would not concern¬ 
ing auotherday have spoken after these things; 
9 there doth remain, then, a sabbatic rest to 
the people of God, 10 for lie who did enter iuto 
his rest, lie also rested from his works, as God 
from His own. 

11 May we be diligent, then, to enter into 
that rest, that no one in the same example of 
the unbelief may fall, 12 for the reckoning of 
God is living, and working, and sharp above 
every two-edged sword, and piercing unto the 
dividing asunder both of soul and spirit, of 
joints also aud marrow, aud a discerner of 
thoughts and intents of the heart; 13 and 
there is uot a created thing not manifest be¬ 
fore Him, but all things are naked and open 
to His eyes—with whom is our reckoning. 

14 Haviug, then, a great chief priest passed 
through the heavens—Jesus the Son of God— 
may we hold fast the profession, lfl for we 
have not a chief priest unable to sympathise 
with our infirmities, but one tempted in all 
things in like manner—apart from sin; lfl we 


may come near, then, with freedom, to the 
throne of the grace, that we may receive kind¬ 
ness, and find grace—for seasonable help. 

V. 1 FOR every chief priest—out of meD 
taken—in behalf of men is set in things per¬ 
taining to God, that he may oiler both gifts 
aud sacrifices for sins, 2 able to be gentle to 
those ignorant and going astray, since him¬ 
self also is compassed with infirmity; 3 and 
because of this infirmity he ought, as for the 
people, so also for himself to offer for sins; 

4 and no one to himself doth take the honour, 
but he who is called by God. as also Aaron : 

5 so also the Christ did not glorify himself to 
become chief priest, but He who spake unto 
him: ‘My Son thou art, I to-day have be¬

the blood of the calves and goats, with water, 
and scarlet wool, and hyssop, lie both the 
book itself and all the people did sprinkle, 
80 saying, 4 This is tbe blood of tlic covenant 
that God enjoined unto you/ 21 and both the 
tabernacle and all tbe vessels of the service 
with blood in like manner lie did sprinkle, 
■' and with blood almost all things are puri¬ 
fied according to the law, aud apart from 
blood-shedding forgiveness doth not come. 

2:) It is necessary, therefore, the pattern in¬ 
deed of the things in the heavens to be puri¬ 
fied with these, and the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrifices than these; 
84 for not into holy places made with hands 
did the Christ enter—figures of the true—but 
iuto the heaven itself, now to be manifested 
in the presence of God for us; 25 nor that he 
may many times offer himself, even as the 
ehief priest doth enter into the holy places 
every year with blood of others; 28 since it 
had behoved him many times to suffer from 
the foundation of the world, but now once, 
at the full end of the ages, for putting away 
of sin through his sacrifice, he hath been 
manifested; 27 aud as it is laid up to men 
once to die, and after this—judgment, 28 so 
also the Christ, once haviug been offered to 
bear the sins of many, a second time, apart 
from a sin-offering, shall appear, to those 
waiting for him—to salvation ! 

X. 1 FOR the law having a shadow of the 
coming good things—not the very image of 
the matters, every year, by the same sacri¬ 
fices that they offer continually, is never able 
to make perfect those coming near, 2 since, 
would they not have ceased to be offered, 
because of those serving having no more con¬ 
science of sins, having once been purified? 
3 but in those sacrifices is a remembrance of 
sins every year, 4 for it is impossible for blood 
of bulls and goats to take away sins. 

5 Wherefore, coming into the world, he 
i saith, 4 Sacrifice and offering Thou didst not 
will, and a body Thou didst prepare for me, 
c iu burnt-offerings, and concerning sin-offer¬ 
ings, Thou didst not delight, 7 then I said, 
Lo, I come, (iu a volume of the hook it hath 
beeu written concerning me,) to do, 0 God, 
Thy will;’ 8 saying above—‘Sacrifice, aud 
offeriug, and burnt-offerings, and concerning 
sin-offering Thou didst not will, nor delight 
in/—which according to the law are offered— 
9 then he said, 4 Lo, I come to do, 0 God, 
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Cautions against apostacy. x. 10.—HEBREWS.— XI. 19. Triumphs of faith. 


Thy will;’ he doth take away the first that 
the second he may establish; 10 in the which 
will we are having been sanctified through 
the offering of the body of Jesus Christ once, 
11 and every priest, indeed, hath stood daily 
serving, and the same sacrifices many times 
offering, that are never able to take away 
Bins, 

12 And He, for sin one sacrifice haying 
offered—to the end, did sit down on the right 
hand of God,— 13 as to the rest, expecting till 
He may place his enemies as his footstool, 
14 for by one offering he hath perfected to the 
end those sanctified j 10 and testify to us also 
doth the Holy Spirit, for after that He hath 
said before, 1G ‘This is the covenant that I 
will make with them after those days, saith 
the Lord, giving My laws on their hearts, 
and upon their minds I will write them,’ 
17 and 'their sins and their lawlessness I will 
remember no more;’ ,B and where forgiveness 
of these is, there is no more offering for sin. 

19 Having, therefore, brethren, boldness for 
the entrance into the holy places, in the 
blood of Jesus, 20 which way he did initiate 
for us—new and living, through the vail, 
that is, his flesh— 21 and a high priest over 
the house of God, 22 may we draw near with 
a true heart, in full assurance of faith, hav¬ 
ing the hearts sprinkled from an evil consci¬ 
ence, and having the body bathed with pure 
water; 23 may we hold fast the unwavering 
profession of the hope, (for faithful is He 
who did promise), 24 and may we consider one 
another to provoke to love and to good works, 
23 not forsaking the assembling of ourselves 
together, as a custom of certain is, but ex¬ 
horting, and so much the more as ye see the 
day coming nigh. 

26 For we—wilfully sinning after the receiv¬ 
ing the full knowledge of the truth—no more 
for sins doth there remain a sacrifice, 27 but 
a certain fearful looking for of judgment, and 
fiery zeal, about to devour the opposers; 
28 any one who did set at nought a law of 
Moses, apart from mercies, by two or three 
witnesses, doth die, 29 of how much sorer 
punishment shall he be counted worthy who 
the Son of God did trample ou, and the blood 
of the covenant did count a common thing, 
in which he was sauctified, and to the Spirit 
of the grace did despite? 30 for we have 
known Him who is saying, ‘ Vengeance it 
Mine, I will recompense, saith the Lord;’ 
and again, ‘The Lord shall judge His peo¬ 
ple;’— 31 fearful is the falling into the hands 
of a living God. 

32 And call to vour remembrance the former 
days, in which, having been enlightened, ye 
did endure much conflict of sufferings, M partly 
both witii reproaches and tribulations being 
made spectacles, and partly having become 
partners of those so living, 34 for also with 
my bonds ye sympathised, and the robbery 
of your goods with joy ye did receive, know¬ 
ing that ye have in yourselves a better sub¬ 
stance in the heavens, and an enduring one. 

33 Ye may not cast away, then, your bold¬ 
ness, which hath great recompense of reward, 
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M for of patience ye have need, that the will 
of God having done, ye may receive the pro¬ 
mise, 37 for yet a very very litHe' He who is 
coming will come, and will not tarry^; 38 and 
* the righteous by faith shall live,’ and ' if he 
may draw back, My soul hath no pleasure in 
him,’ 39 and we are not of those drawing back 
to destruction, but of those believing to a pre¬ 
serving of soul. 

XI. 1 AND faith is of things hoped for a 
confidence, of matters not seen a conviction, 
2 for in this were the elders testified of; 3 by 
faith we understand the ages to have been 
prepared by a saying of God, in regard to the 
things seen not having come out of < things 
appearing; 4 by faith a better sacrifice did 
Abel offer to God than Cain, through which 
lie was testified to be righteous, Goa testify¬ 
ing of his gifts, and through it, he being dead, 
doth yet speak. 

3 By faith Enoch was translated—not to see 
death, and was not found, because God did 
translate him; for before his translation he 
had been testified to—that he had pleased 
God well, c and apart from faith it is impos¬ 
sible to please well, for it behoveth him who 
is coming to God to believe that He is, and to 
those seeking Him He becometh a rewarder. 

7 By faith Noah, having been divinely warn¬ 
ed concerning the things not yet seen, having 
feared, did prepare an ark to the salvation of 
his house, through which he did condemn the 
world, and of the righteousness according to 
faith he became heir. 

8 By faith Abraham, being called, did obey, 
to go forth to the place that he was about to 
receive for an inheritance, and he went forth, 
not knowing whether he doth go; 9 by faith 
he did sojourn in the land of the promise as 
a strange country, in tabernacles having dwelt 
with Isaac and Jacob, fellow-heirs of the same 

I promise, 10 for he was looking for the city 
laving the foundations, whose artificer and 
constructor is God. 

11 By faith also Sarah herself did receive 
power to conceive seed, and she bare after 
the time of life, seeing she did judge Him 
faithful who did promise ; 12 wherefore, also 
from one were begotten—and that of one who 
had become dead—as the stars of the heaven 
in multitude, and as sand that is by the sea¬ 
shore—the innumerable. 

13 In faith died all these, not having re¬ 
ceived the promises, but from afar having 
seen them, and having been persuaded, and 
having saluted them, and having confessed 
that strangers and sojourners they are upou 
the earth, 14 for those saying such things make 
manifest that they seek a country; 15 and if, 
iudeed, they had been mindful of that from 
which they came forth, they might have had 
an opportunity to return, 1(1 but now they 
long for a better, that is, au heavenly, where¬ 
fore God is not ashamed of them, to be called 
their God, for He did prepare for them a city. 

17 By faith Abraham hath offered up Isaac, 
being tried, and the ouly begotten he did 
offer up who did receive the promises, 18 of 
whom it was said—* In Isaac shall a seed be 
called to thee iu reckoning that even out .of

the dead God is able to raise up, whence also 
in a figure he did receive him. 

20 By faith, concerning coming things, Isaac 
did bless .Jacob and Esau; 21 by faith Jacob 
dying—each of the sons of Joseph did bless, 
and did bow down upon the top of his staff; 
22 by faith, Joseph dymg, concerning the out¬ 
going of the sons of Israel did make mention, 
and concerning his bones did give command. 

23 By faith Moses, having been born, was 
hid three months by his parents, because they 
saw the child comely, and were not afraid of 
the decree of the king; 24 by faith Moses, 
having become great, did refuse to be called 
a son of the daughter of Pharaoh, 25 having 
chosen rather to be afflicted with the people 
of God, than to have sin’s pleasure for a sea¬ 
son, 2fi greater wealth having reckoned the re- 

i >roacli of the Christ than the treasures in 
Sgypt. for he did look to the recompense of 
reward; ,27 by faith he left Egypt behind, not 
having been afraid of the wrath of the king, 
for, as seeing the Invisible One—he endured ; 
28 by faith he hath kept the passover, and the 
sprinkling of the blood, that He who is des¬ 
troying the first-born might not touch them. 

29 By faith they did pass through the Red 
Sea as through dryland, which the Egyptians 
having received a trial of, were swallowed up; 
:,0 by faitli the walls of Jericho did fall, hav¬ 
ing been surrounded for seven days; 31 by 
faith Rahab the harlot did not perish with 
those who disbelieved, having received the 
spies with peace. 

32 And what shall I yet say? for the time 
will fail me recouuting about Gideon, Barak 
also, and Samson, and Jephtbah, David also, 
and Samuel, and the prophets, 33 who through 
faith did subdue kingdoms, wrought righte¬ 
ousness, obtained promises, stopped mouths 
of lions, 34 quenched the power of fire, escaped 
the mouth of the sword, were made powerful 
out of infirmities, became strong in battle, 
caused to give way camps of the aliens. 

35 Women received by a rising agaiu their 
dead, and others were tortured, not accepting 
the redemption, that a better rising agaiu they 
might receive, 36 and others of mockiugs and 
scourgings did receive trial, and yet of bonds 
and imprisonment; 37 they were stoned, they 
were sawn asunder, they were tried; iu the 
killing of the sword they died; they went 
about in sheepskins, in goatskins—beiug des¬ 
titute, afflicted, injuriously treated, 39 of whom 
the world was not worthy; in deserts wander¬ 
ing, and in mountains, aud in caves, and in 
the holes of the earth; 39 and these all, hav¬ 
ing beeu testified to through the faith, did not 
receive the promise, 40 God for us something 
better having provided, that apart from us 
they might not be made perfect. 

XII. 1 THEREFORE, we also having so 
great a cloud of witnesses set around us, every 
weight having put off, and the closely beset- 
tiug sin, through endurance may we run the 
contest that is set before us, 2 looking to the 
author and pcrfecter of faith—Jesus, who, 
over-against the joy set before him—did en¬ 
dure a cross, shame having despised, on the 
right hand also of the throne of God did sit 


down ; 3 for consider again him who endured 
such gainsaying from the sinners to himself, 
that ye may not be wearied in your souls— 
being faint. 

4 Not yet unto blood did ye resist—with the 
sin striving ; 5 and ye have forgotten the ex¬ 
hortation that doth speak fully with you as 
with sons, ‘ My son, be not despising chasten¬ 
ing of the Lord, nor be faint, being reproved 
by Him, 6 for whom the Lord doth love He 
doth chasten, and He scourgeth every son 
whom He receiveth 7 if chastening ye endure, 
as to sons God beareth Himself to you, for 
who is a son whom a father doth not chasten? 
e and if ye are apart from chastening, of which 
all have become partakers, then bastards are 
ye, and not sons. 

9 Then, indeed, fathers of our flesh we have 
had, chastising its, 'and we were reverencing 
theTTi: shall we not mueh rather be subject to 
the Father of the spirits, and live ? 10 for they, 
indeed, for a few days, according to what 
seemed good to them, were chastening, but 
He for profit, to be partakers of His separa¬ 
tion; 11 and all chasteuing for the present, 
indeed, doth not seem to be of joy, but of sor¬ 
row, yet afterward the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness to those exercised through it— 
it doth yield. 

12 Wherefore, the hanging-dowu hands and 
the loosened kuces set ye up; 13 aDd straight 
paths make for your feet, that that which is 
lame may not be turned aside, but rather be 
healed^ 14 peace pursue with all, and the 
separation, apart from which no one shall 
see the Lord, 15 looking diligently over lest 
any one be failing of the grace of God, lest any 
root of bitterness springing up may give 
trouble, and through this many may lie deiiled; 
l(i lest any one be a fornicator, or a profane 
person, as Esau, who iu exchange for one 
morsel of food did sell his birthright, 17 for ye 
know that also afterwards, wishing to inherit 
the blessing, he was disapproved of, for a 
place of reformation lie found not, though 
with tears having sought it. 

10 For ye came uot near to the mount touched 
and scorched with tire, and to blackness, aud 
darkness, and tempest, 19 and a sound of a 
trumpet, aud a voice of sayiDgs, which those 
having heard did entreat that a word might 
not be added to them, 20 for they were not 
bearing that which is commanded, 'And if 
a beast may touch the mountain, it shall be 
stoned, or with an arrow shot through,’ 21 and, 
(so terrible was the sight,) Moses said, * I am 
fearful exceedingly, and trembling,’ 

• 2 - But, ye came to Mouut Zion, and to a city 
of the living God, to the heavenly Jerusalem, 
and to myriads of messengers, 23 to the com¬ 
pany and assembly of the first-born in hea¬ 
ven enrolled, and to God the judge of all, and 
to spirits of righteous men made perfect, 24 and 
to a mediator of a new covenant—Jesus, and 
to blood of sprinkling, speaking better things 
than that of Abel! 

25 Sec, may ye not refuse him who is speak¬ 
ing, for if those did not escape who refused 
him who upon earth was divinely speaking- 
much less we who do turn away from him 
who speakelh from heaven, 2U whose voice the 
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Qraces and duties.

earth shook then, and now hath he promised, 
saying, ‘Yet once—I shake not only the earth, 
but also the heaven; ’ 27 and this—* Yet once’ 
—doth make evident the removal of the things 
Bhaken, as of things having been made, that 
the things not shaken may remain ; 23 where¬ 
fore, a kingdom that cannot be shaken receiv¬ 
ing, may we have grace, through which we 
may serve God well pleasingly, with reverence 
and religious fear; “for also our God is a con¬ 
suming fire. 

XIII. 1 LET brotherly love remain ; 2 of the 
hospitality be not forgetful, for through this 
unawares certain did entertain messengers; 
3 be mindful of those in bonds, as having keen 
bound with them, of those maltreated, as also 
yourselves being iu the body ; 4 honourable is 
the marriage iD all, and the bed undefiled, and 
whoremongers and adulterers God shall judge. 
6 Without covetousness the behaviour, being 
content with the things present, for He hath 
said, ‘ No, I will not leave, no, nor forsake 
thee,’ 6 so that we do boldly say, ‘The Lord 
is to me a helper, and I will not fear what 
man shall do to me.’ 

7 Be mindful of those leading you, who did 
speak to you the word of God, whose faith— 
considering the issue of the behaviour—be 
imitating, 8 Jesus Chriet yesterday and to-day 
the same, and to the ages; 9 with teachings 
manifold and strange he not carried about, 
for it is good that by grace the heart be con¬ 
firmed, not with meats, in which they who 
were occupied were not profited ; 10 we have 
an altar, of which to eat they have no autho¬ 
rity who the tabernable are serving, 11 for of 
those beasts whose blood is brought for sin in¬ 


to the holy places through the chief priest—of 
these the bodies are burned without the camp. 
12 Wherefore, also Jesus — that he might 
sanctify through his own blood the people— 
without the gate did suffer: 13 now, then, 
may we go forth unto him without the camp, 
his reproach bearing; 14 for we have not here 
an abiding city, hut the coming one we seek ; 
16 through him, then, we may offer up a sacri¬ 
fice of praise always to God, that is, the fruit 
of lips, giving thanks to His name ; 16 and of 
doing good, and of fellowship, be not forgetful, 
for with such sacrifices God is well-pleased. 

17 Be obedient to those leading you, and he 
subject, for these do watch for your souls, as 
about to give account, that with joy they may 
do this, and not sighing, for this is unpro¬ 
fitable to you. 18 Pray for us, for we trust 
that we have a good conscience, in all things 
willing to behave well, 19 and more abundantly 
do I call upon you to do this, that more quick¬ 
ly I may be restored to you. 

20 And the God of the peace, who did bring 
up out of the dead the great shepherd of the 
sheep—iu the blood of an age-during covenant 
—our Lord Jesus, 21 make you perfect in every 
good work to do His will, doing in you that 
which is well-pleasing before Him, through 
Jesus Christ, to whom is the glory—to the 
ages of the ages ! Amen. 

22 And I entreat you, brethren, suffer the 
word of the exhortation, for also through few 
words I have written to you. a Know ye that 
thebrotherTiinothcus is released, with whom, 
if lie may come more shortly, I will see you. 

24 Salute all those leading you, and all the 
saints; salute you do those from Italy: “the 
grace is with you all! Amen.

- PAUL, a prisoner of Christ Jesus, and Ti- 
motheus the brother, to Philemon our beloved 
and fellow-worker, 2 aud Apphia thebeloved, 
and Archippus our fellow-soldier, and the as¬ 
sembly in thy house: 3 Grace to you, and 

5 eace, from God our Father, and the Lord 
esus Christ! 

4 1 give thanks to my God, always making 
mention of thee in my prayers, 6 hearing of 
thy love and faith that thou hast unto the 
Lord Jesus and toward all the saints, 5 that 
the fellowship of thy faith may become work¬ 
ing in the full knowledge of every good 
thing that is in you toward Christ Jesus; 
7 for we have muen joy and comfort in thy 
love, because the bowels of the saiuts have 
been refreshed through thee, brother. 

8 Wherefore, having in Christ much bold¬ 
ness to command thee that which is fit— 3 be¬ 
cause of the love I rather entreat, being Buch 
an one as Paul the aged, and now also a pris¬ 
oner of Jesus Christ; 10 I entreat thee con¬ 
cerning my child—whom l did beget iu my 
bonds —Onesimus, 11 who ouce was to thee un¬ 
profitable, and now is profitable to me and to 
thee, )- whom 1 did send again, and thou him 
(that is, my own bowels) receive, 13 whom 1 
did wish to retain to myself, that iu thy be¬ 


half he might minister to me in the bonds of 
the good news, 14 and apart from thy mind 1 
willed to do nothing, that as of necessity thy 
good deed may not be, but of williugness, 
16 for perhaps because of this he did depart for 
an hour, that age-duxingly thou mayest have 
him, 10 no more as a servant, but above a ser¬ 
vant—a brother beloved, especially to me, 
and how much more to thee, both in the flesh 
and iu the Lord ! 

17 If, then, with me thou hast fellowship, 
receive him as me, 10 and if lie did hurt to thee, 
or doth owe anything, this to me he reckon¬ 
ing; 19 I, Paul did write with my hand, I— 
I will repay; that I may uot say that also 
thyself, besides, to me thou dost owe. 

20 Yes, brother, may I have profit of thee iu 
the Lord* refresh my bowels iu the Lord: 
21 having been confident iu thy obedience 1 
did write to thee, having known that also 
above what I may say thou wilt do ; a - and at 
the same time also prepare for me a lodging, 
for I hope that through your prayers I shall 
be granted to you. 

23 Salute thee doth Enapliras, (my fellow- 
captive in Christ Jesus,) ** Markus, Aristar¬ 
chus, Dcmas, Lukas, my fellow-workmen! 
u The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ w with 
your spirit Amen. 



EPISTLE OF JAMES. 


CHAP. I. 1 JAMES, of God and of the Lord ' 
jeans Christ a scrvaut, to the Twelve Tribes 
yho are in the dispersion: Hail! 

2 All joy count it, my brethren, when ye 
j]ay fall into temptations manifold; 3 know¬ 
ing that the proof of your faith doth work 
endurance, 4 and let the endurance have a per¬ 
fect work,_ that ye may be perfect and entire 
—in nothing lacking; "and if any of you do 
lack wisdom, let him ask from God, who is 
giving to all liberally, and not reproaching, 
and it shall be given to him; °aud let him 
ask in faith, nothing doubting, for he who is 
doubting hath been like a wave of the sea, 
driven by wind and tossed, 7 for let not that 
man suppose that he shall receive anything 
from the Lord— 8 a two-son led man is unstable 
in all his ways. 

9 And let the brother who is low rejoice in 
his exaltation, 10 and the rich in his becoming 
low, because as a flower of grass he shall pass 
away; 11 for the sun did rise’with the burning 
heat, and did wither the grass, and the flower 
of it fell, and the grace of its appearance did 
perish, so also the rich in his way shall fade 
away! 1 ‘- Happy the man who doth eudure 
temptation, because, becoming approved, he 
Bhall receive the crown of the life, which the 
Lord did promise to those loving Him. 

13 Let no onesay, being tempted—‘From God 
I am tempted, 1 for God is not tempted of evil, 
andHimself doth tempt no one, 14 and each one 
>8 tempted, by his own desires beiug led away 
vnd enticed, 15 afterward the desire having 
conceived, doth give birth to sin, and the sin 
having been perfected, doth bring forth death. 

16 Be not led astray, my brethren beloved ; 
17 every good giving, and every perfect gift is 
from above, coming down from the Father of 
the lights, with whom is no variation, or sha¬ 
dow of turning; ]0 having counselled, He did 
beget us with a word of truth, for our being a 
certain first-fruit of His creatures. 

19 So then, my brethren beloved, let every 
man be swift to bear, slow to speak, slow to 
anger, 29 for the wrath of a man the righteous¬ 
ness of God doth not work ; 21 wherefore hav¬ 
ing put aside all filthiness and superabundance 
of evil, in meekness be receiving the engrafted 
word, that is able to save your souls; 22 and 
become ye doers of the word, and not hearers 
only ; deceiving yourselves, 23 because, if any 
one is a hearer of the word and not a doer, 
this one hath been like to a man viewing hiB 
natural face in a mirror, 24 for he did view 
himself, and hath gone away, and immediately 
he did forget of what kind he was; 25 and he 
who did look into the perfect law—that of 
liberty, and did continue there, this one—not 
a forgetful hearer becoming, but a doer of 
work—this one shall be happy in his doing. 

25 If any one doth think to be religious 
among you, not bridling bis tongue, but de¬ 
ceiving his heart, of tlua one vain is the re¬ 


ligion ; 27 religion pure and undefiled with the 
God and Father is this, to look after orphans 
and widows in their tribulation—unspotted to 
keep himself from the world. 

II. *MY brethren, hold not, in respect of 
persons, the faith of the glory of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 2 for if there may come into your 
synagogue a mau with gold ring, in gay rai¬ 
ment, and there may come in also a poor 
man in vile raiment, 3 and ye may look upon 
him bearing the gay raiment, and may say to 
him, ‘Thou—sit tliou here well/ and to the 
poor man may say, * Thou—stand thou there, 
or, Sit thou here under my footstool,’— 4 ye 
did not judge fully in yourselves, and did be¬ 
come ill-reasoning judges. 

5 Hearkeu, my brethren beloved, did not 
God choose the poor of this world, rich in 
faith, and heirs of the reign that He promised 
to those loving Him? 6 and ye did dishonour 
the poor one; do not the rich oppress you 
and themselves draw you to judgment-seats! 

7 do they not themselves speak evil of the 
good name that was called upon you ? 

8 If, indeed, royal law ye complete, accord 
ing to the Writing, ‘ Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself/—ye do well; 9 and if ye 
accept persous, sin ye do work, being con¬ 
victed by the law as transgressors; 10 fot 
whoever the whole law shall keep, and shall 
stumble in one point, he hath become guilty 
of all; 11 for He who is saying, ‘Thou mayest 
not commit adultery/ said also, ‘Thou may. 
est do no murder;’ and if thou shalt not 
commit adultery, and shalt commit murder 
thou hast become a transgressor of law; 12 so 
speak ye and so do, as about by a law of li¬ 
berty to be judged, l3 for the judgment with 
out kindness is to him not having done kind¬ 
ness, and exult doth kindness over judgment. 

14 What is the profit, my brethren, if ‘ faitli 
any one may speak of having, and works he 
may not have? is that faith able to save him? 
15 and if a brother or sister may be naked, 
aud may be destitute of the daily food, 18 and 
auy one of you may say to them, ‘ Depart ye 
iu peace, be warmed, and be filled/ and may 
not give to them the things needful for the 
body, what is the prolit? 17 so also the faith, 
.if it may not have works, is dead by itself. 
18 But say may some ouc, Thou hast faith, 
aud I have works, shew me thy faith out of 
thy works, aud I will shew thee out of my 
works my faith: 19 thou—thou dost believe 
that God is one; thou dost well, and the de¬ 
mons believe, and they shudder! 

'-’ 0 Aud dost thou wish to know, 0 vain 
man, that the faith apart from the works is 
dead ? 21 Abraham our father—was not he de¬ 
clared righteous out of works, having brought 
up Isaac his son upon the altar? 22 dost thou 
see that the faith was working with his 
works, and out of the works the faith wan 
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perfected? 13 and fulfilled waa the Writing 
that ia saying, 'And Ahraham did believe 
God, and it was reckoned to him—to righte¬ 
ousness;' aud, ‘Friend of God' he was called. 

24 Ye see, then, that out of works is man 
declared righteous, aud not out of faith only; 
“and in like manner also Rahab the harlot 
—was she not out of works declared righte¬ 
ous, having received the messengers, and by 
another way having sent forth? 20 for as the 
body apart from the spirit is dead, so also the 
faith apart from the works is dead. 

III. J MANY teachers become not, my breth¬ 
ren, having known that greater judgment wc 
shall receive, 2 for we all make mauy stumbles; 
if any one in word doth not stumble, this one 
is a perfect man, able to bridle also the whole 
body; 3 lo, the bits we put into the mouths 
of the horses for their obeying us, and their 
whole body we turn about; 4 lo, also the 
ships, being so great, and by fierce winds 
being driven, are led about by a very small 
helm, whithersoever the impulse of the helms¬ 
man doth counsel, 3 so also the tonmie is a 
little member, and doth boast greatly; lo, a 
little fire how much wood it doth kindle! 
6 and the tongue is a fire, the world of the 
unrighteousness, so the tongue is set in our 
members, which is spotting our whole body, 
and is setting on fire the course of nature, 
and is set on fire by the gehenna. 

7 For every nature, both of beasts and of 
fowls, both of creeping things aud things of 
the sea, is subdued, and hath been subdued, 
by the human nature, 6 aud the tongue no 
one of men is able to subdue, it is an unruly 
evil, full of deadly poison, 9 with it we do 
bless the God and Father, and with it we do 
curse the men made according to the simili¬ 
tude of God; 10 out of the same mouth doth 
come forth blessing and cursing; it doth not 
need, my brethren, these things so to happen ; 
11 doth the fountain out of the same opening 
pour forth the sweet and the bitter? 12 is a 
fig-tree able, my brethren, olives to make ? or 
a vine figs? so no fountain salt and sweet 
water is able to make. 

l3 Whowwise aud intelligent among you? 
let him shew out of the good behaviour his 
works in meekness of wisdom, 14 and if bitter 
zeal ye have, and rivalry in your heart, glory 
not, nor lie against the trutn; 15 this wisdom 
is uot descending from above, but earthly, 
physical, demon-like, 16 for where zeal and 
rivalry are , there is insurrection and every 
evil matter; 17 and the wisdom from above, 
first, indeed, is pure, then peaceable, gentle, 
easily entreated, full of kindness and good 
fruits, unconteutious, and unhypocritical:— 
I" and the fruit of the righteousness in peace 
ia sown to those making peace. 

IV. 1 WHENCE are wars and fightings 
among you ? not thence—out of your passions, 
that are as soldiers in your members? 2 ye 
desire, and ye have not; ye murder, and are 
zealous, and are not able to attain; ye fight 
and war, and ye have not, because of your 
not asking; 3 ye ask, and ye receive not, 
because evilly ye ask, that in your plea¬ 


sures ye may spend it. 4 Adulterers and 
adulteresses! have ye not known that friend¬ 
ship of the world is enmity witlf God? who¬ 
ever, then, may counsel to be a friend of the 
world, an enemy of God he is set. 

5 Do ye think that emptily the Writing 
saith, ‘To envy earnestly desireth the spirit 
that did dwell in us/ 0 and greater grace he 
doth give, wherefore he saith, ‘God against 
proud ones doth set Himself up, and to lowly 
ones He doth give grace?' 7 be subject, then, 
to God; stand up against the devil, and he 
will flee from you; 8 draw nigh to God, and 
He will draw nigh to you; cleanse hands, ye 
sinners! and purify hearts, ye two-souled! 
B be exceeding afflicted, and mourn, aud weep, 
let your laughter to mourning be turned, and 
the joy to heaviness; 10 be made low before 
the Lord, and He shall exalt you. 

11 Speak not one against another, brethren ; 
ho who is speaking against a brother, and is 
judging his brother, doth speak against law, 
and doth judge law, and if law thou dost 
judge,thou art not a doer of law but a judge: 
12 one is the lawgiver, who is able to save and 
to destroy; thou—who art thou that dost 
judge the other? 

13 Go, now, ye who are Baying, * To-day and 
to-morrow we will go on to such a city, and 
will pass there one year, and traffic, and make 
gain;’ 14 who do not know the thing of the 
morrow; for what is your life? for it is a 
vapour that is appearing for a little, and then 
is vanishing; 15 instead of your saying, ‘If 
the Lord may will, we shall live, and do this 
or that;’ 10 and now ye glory in your pride; 
all such glorying is evil ; 17 to him, then, know¬ 
ing to do good, and not doing, sin it is to 
him. 

V. 1 GO, now, ye rich! weep, howling over 
your miseries that are coming upon you; 
2 your riches have rotted, and your garments 
have become moth-eaten ; 3 your gold and 
silver have rotted, aud the rust of them for a 
testimony shall be to you. aud shall eat your 
flesh as fire. Ye made treasure in the last 
days ! 4 lo, the reward of the workmen, of 
those who in-gathered your fields, which hath 
been fraudulently kept back by you—doth 
cry out, and the exclamations of those who 
did reap into the ears of the Lord of Sabaoth 
have entered ; 6 ye did live in luxury upon the 
earth, and were wanton ; ye did nourish your 
hearts, as in a day of slaughter ; 0 ye did con- 
demu—ye did murder the righteous one, he 
doth not resist you. 

7 Be patient, then, brethren, till the pres¬ 
ence of the Lord; lo, the husbandman doth 
expect the precious fruit of the earth, being 
patient for it, till he may receive rain—early 
and latter; 8 be patient, ye also; establish 
our hearts, because the presence of the Lord 
ath drawn nigh ; 9 murmar not against one an¬ 
other, brethren, that ye may not be condemn¬ 
ed; lo, the Judge before the door hath stood. 

10 An example take ye of the suffering of 
evil, my brethren, ana of the patience, the 
prophets who did eneak in the name of the 
Lord; 11 lo, wc call nappy those who are en¬ 
during • the endurance of Job ye heard of. 
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and the end of the Lord ye have seen, that 
very compassionate is the Lord, and pitying. 

12 And before all things, my brethren, do 
not swear, neither by the heaven, neither by 
the earth, neither by any other oath, and let 
your Yes be Yes, and the No, No; that under 
judgment ye may not fall. 

13 Doth any one suffer evil among you? let 
him pray; is any of good cheer? let him sing 
psalms; 14 is any infirm among you? let him 
call for the elders of the assembly, and let 
them pray over him, having anointed him with 
oil, in the name of the Lord, 15 and the prayer 
of the faith shall save the distressed one, aud 
the Lord shall raise him up, and if sins he 
may have committed, they shall be forgiven 
to him. 


16 Be confessing to one another the trespasses, 
and be praying for one another, that ye may 
be healed; very strong is a working suppli¬ 
cation of a righteous man; 17 Elijah was a 
man like affected as we, and with prayer he 
did pray—uot to rain, and it did not rain 
upon the land three years aud six months; 
18 and again he did pray, and the heaven 
did give rain, and the land did bring forth her 
fruit. 

19 Brethren, if any among you may go astray 
from the truth, aud any one may turn him 
back, 20 let him know that he who did turn 
back a sinner from the straying of his way 
shall save a soul from death, and shall cover 
a multitude of sins. 


FIRST EPISTLE OF PETER. 


CHAP. 1. 1 PETER, an apostle of Jesus 
Christ, to the choice sojourners of the dis¬ 
persion of Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia, 
and Bithynia, -according to a foreknow¬ 
ledge of God the Father, in sanctification of 
the Spirit, to obedience aud sprinkling of the 
blood of Jesus Christ: Grace to you and peace 
be multiplied! 

3 Blessed is the God aud Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who, according to the abundance 
of His kindness did beget us again to a liv¬ 
ing hope, through the rising agaiu of Jesus 
Christ out of the dead, 4 to an inheritance in¬ 
corruptible, and undefiled, aud unfadiug, re¬ 
served in the heavens for you, 5 who, in the 
power of God are being guarded, through 
faith, unto salvation, ready to be revealed iu 
the last time, c in which ye are glad, a little 
now, if it be necessary, being made to sorrow 
in manifold trials, 7 that the proof of your 
faith—much more precious thau of gold that 
is perishing, and through tire being approved 
—may be found to praise, and honour, and 
glory, in the revelation of Jesus Christ, 8 whom, 
not naving seen, ye love, in whom, now not 
seeing and believing, ye are glad with joy un¬ 
speakable and glorified, D receiving tlie end 
of your faith—salvation of souls: 10 concern¬ 
ing which salvation seek out and search out 
did prophets who concerning the grace toward 
you did prophecy, 11 searching in regard to 
what or what manner of time the Spirit of 
Christ that was in them was manifesting, 
testifying beforehand the sufferings of Christ 
and tne glory after these, 12 to whom it was 
revealed, that not to themselves, but to us 
they were ministering these, which now were 
told to you (through those who did proclaim 
good news to you,) in the Holy Spirit sent 
from heaven, to which things messengers do 
desire to bend looking. 

13 Wherefore having girded up the loins of 
your mind, being sober, hope perfectly upon 
the grace that is being brought to you in the 
revelation of Jesus Christ, 14 as obedient chil¬ 
dren, not fashioning yourselves to the former 
detires in your ignorance, 10 but according as 


He who did call you is holy, ye also, become 
holy in all behaviour, 18 because it hath been 
written, ‘ Become ye holy, because I am holy; 1 
17 and if on the Father ye do call, who with¬ 
out acceptance of persons is judging accord¬ 
ing to the work of each, iu fear the time of 
your sojourn pass ye, 18 having known that, 
not with corruptible things—silver or gold— 
were ye redeemed from your foolish behaviour 
delivered bv fathers, 19 but with precious 
blood, as oi a lamb unblemished and un¬ 
spotted—Christ's— 20 fore-known, indeed, be¬ 
fore the foundation of the world, aud mani¬ 
fested in the last times because of you, 21 who 
through him do believe iu God, who did raise 
out of the dead, and glory to him did give, so 
that your faith aud hope may be in God. 

2 - Your souls having puriffed in the obedi¬ 
ence of the truth through the Spirit to brother¬ 
ly love unfeigned, out of a pure heart one 
auotlier love ye earnestly, 23 being begotten 
again, uot out of seed corruptible, but incor¬ 
ruptible, through a word of God—living 
and remaining—to the age; 24 because all flesh 
is as grass, and all glory of man as flower of 
grass ; 25 wither did the grass, and the flower 
of it fell away, 26 aud the saying of the Lord 
doth remain—to the age; and this is the say¬ 
ing that was proclaimed good news to you. 

II. 1 HAVING put aside, then, all evil, 
and all guile, and hypocrisies, and euvyings, 
and all evil speakings, 2 as new-born babes 
the word’s pure milk desire ye, that in it ye 
may grow, 3 if so be ye did taste that the Lord 
is gracious, 4 to whom coming—a living stone— 
by men, indeed, having been disapproved of, 
but with God choice, precious, 3 and ye your¬ 
selves, as liviug stones, are built up, a spiritual 
house, a holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual 
sacrifices acceptable to God through Jesus 
Christ. 

6 Wherefore, also, it is contained in the 
Writing: ‘ Lo, 1 lay in Zion a chief corner¬ 
stone, choice, precious, and he who is believ. 
ing on him may not be put to shame;’ 7 to 
you, then, who are believing is the precious - 
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ness: and to the unbelieving, a stone that the 
builder* disapproved of, this one did become 
for the head of a comer, 8 and a stone of 
stumbling and a rock of offence — who are 
stumbling at the word, beiug unbelieving,— 
to which also they were set; 9 and ye are a 
choice race, a royal priesthood, a holy nation, 
a people acquired, that the excellences ye may 
shew forth of Him who out of darkness did 
call you to His wondrous light; 10 who were 
once not a people, and are now the people of 
God; who had not found kindness, and now 
have found kindness. 

11 Beloved, I call upon you , as strangers 
and sojourners, to keep from the fleshly de¬ 
sires, that war against the soul, 13 having 
your behaviour among the nations right, that 
in that which they speak against you as evil¬ 
doers, of the good works having beheld, they 
may glorify God in a day of inspection. 

lJ Be subject, then, to every human creation, 
because of the Lord, whether to a king, as 
the highest, 14 whether to governors, as to 
those sent through him, for punishment, in¬ 
deed, of evil doers, and a praise of those do¬ 
ing good; 15 because, so is the will of God, 
doing good, to put to silence the ignorance of 
the foolish men; 1G as free, and not having 
the freedom as the cloak of the evil, but as 
servants of God; 17 to all give ye honour : the 
brotherhood love ye; Goa fear ye; the king 
honour ye. 

18 The domestics! be subjecting yourselves 
in all fear to the masters, not ooly to the 
good and gentle, but also to the cross; 19 for 
this is gracious, if because of conscience to¬ 
ward God any one doth endure sorrows, suffer¬ 
ing unrighteously; 20 for what renown is it , if 
sinning and being buffeted, ye do endure it? 
but if, doing good and suffering for it , ve do 
endure, this is gracious with God, 21 for to 
this ye were called, because Christ also did 
suffer for you, leaving to you an example, 
that ye may follow his steps, 22 who did not 
commit sin, nor was guile found in his mouth, 
53 who being reviled—was not reviling again, 
suffering—was not threatening, and was com¬ 
mitting^himself to Him who is judging right¬ 
eously, 24 who our sins himself did bear in his 
body, upon the tree, that to the sins having 
died, to the righteousness we may live ; by 
whose stripes ye were healed* 29 for ye were 
as sheep going astray, but ye turned back now 
to the shepherd and overseer of your souls. 

III. ] IN like manner, the wives, be ye sub¬ 
ject to your own husbands, that even if certain 
are disobedient to the word, through the con¬ 
versation of the wives, without the word, they 
may be won, 2 having beheld your pure be¬ 
haviour in fear, 3 whose adorning—let it not 
be that which is outward, of plaiting of hair, 
and of putting around of things of gold, or 
of putting on of garments, 4 but—the hidden 
man o£ the heart, in the incorruptible thing 
of the meek and quiet spirit, which is, before 
God, of great price, 5 for thus once also the 
holy women who did hope on God, were a- 
dorning themselves, being subject to their 
own husbands, 6 as Sarah was obedient to 
Abraham, calbng him ‘sir’ of whom ye did 
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become daughters, doing good, and not fearing 
any terror. 

7 The husbands, in liko manner, dwelling 
with them. , according to knowledge, as to a 
weaker vessel—to the wife—imparting honour, 
as also being heirs together of the grace of 
life, that your prayers be not hindered. 

8 And finally, being all of one mind, having 
fellow-feeling, loving as brethren, compas¬ 
sionate, courteous, 9 not giving back evil for 
evil, or railing for railing, and on the con¬ 
trary, blessing, having known that to this ye 
were called, that a blessing ye may inbent; 
10 for *he who is willing to love life, and to 
see good days, let him guard his tongue from 
evil, aud his lips—not to speak guile; 11 let 
him turu aside from evil, and do good, let 
him seek peace aud pursue it; l2 because the 
eyes of the Lord are upon the righteous, and 
His ears—to their supplication, and the face 
of the Lord is upon those doing evil;’ l3aQ d 
who is he who will be doing you evil, if of 
Him who is good ye may become imitators? 
14 but if ye also should suffer because of 
righteousness, happy are ye! and of their 
fear be not afraid, nor be troubled, 16 and the 
Lord God sanctify in your hearts. 

And be ready always for defence to every 
one who is asking of you an account concern¬ 
ing the hope that is in you, with meekness 
and fear; 26 having a good conscience, that in 
that in which they speak against you as evil- 
doers, they may be ashamed who are traduc¬ 
ing your good behaviour in Christ; 17 for it it 
better doing good, if the will of God will it 
to suffer, than doing evil; 18 because alsi 
Christ once for sin did suffer—righteous foi 
unrighteous—that he might lead us to God, 
having been put to death indeed, in the flesh, 
and having been made alive in the spirit, :9 io 
which also to the spirits in prison having gone 
he did preach, 20 who sometime disbelieved, 
when once the long-suffering of God did wait 
in days of Noah—au ark being preparing—in 
which few, that is, eight souls, were saved 
through water; 21 also to which an antitype 
doth now save us—baptism, (not a putting 
away of the filth of flesh, but the question of 
a good conscience in regard to God,) through 
the rising again of Jesus Christ, M who is at 
the right hand of God, having gone on to 
heaven — messengers, and authorities, and 
powers, having been subjected to him. 

IV. 1 CHRIST, then, having suffered for 
us in the flesh, ye also with the same mind 
armyourselves, because he who did suffer in 
the flesh hath done with sin, 2 no more in the 
desires of men, but in the will of God, to live 
the rest of the time in the flesh ; 8 for sufficient 
to us is the past time of life the will of the 
nations to have wrought, having walked in 
lasciviousnesses, desires, excesses of wines, 
revelings, drinking-bouts, and unlawful idol¬ 
atries, 4 in which they think it strange—your 
not running with them to the same excess ol 
dissoluteness, speaking evil, 9 who shall give 
an account to Him who is ready to judge liv¬ 
ing and dead, 6 for for this also to dead men 
was good news proclaimed, that they may be 
judged, indeed, according to men in thu 
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flesh, and may live according to God in the 
spirit. 

7 And of all things the eud hath come nigh; 
be sober-minded, then, and watch unto the 
prayers, 8 and, before all things, to one an¬ 
other having the earnest love, because the 
love shall cover a multitude of sins; 9 hospi¬ 
table to one another, without murmuring; 
10 each, according as he received a gift, to one 
another ministering it, as good stewards of 
the manifold grace of God; Tl if any one doth 
speak—‘as oracles of God;* if any one doth 
minister—‘as of the ability which God doth 
supply;* that in all things God may be glori¬ 
fied through Jesus Christ, to whom is the 
glory and the power—to the ages of the ages. 
Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange at the fiery 
suffering among you that is coming to try 
you, as if a strauge thing were happening to 
you, 13 but, according as ye have fellowship 
with the sufferings of the Christ, rejoice ye. 
that also in the revelation of his glory ye 
may rejoice—exulting; 14 if ye be reproached 
in the name of Christ—happy are ye, because 
the Spirit of glory and of God upon you doth 
rest; in regard, indeed, to them, he is evil- 
Bpoken of, aud in regard to you, lie is glori¬ 
fied ; 15 for let none of you suffer as a mur¬ 
derer, or thief, or evil-doer, or as au inspector 
iuto other men’s matters; 1G aud if as a Chris¬ 
tian, let him not be ashamed; aud let him 
glorify God in this respect; 17 because it is 
the time of the beginuiug of the judgment 
from the house of God. and if first from us, 
what the end of those disobedient to the 
good news of God? 18 And if the righteous 
man is scarcely saved, the ungodly and sin¬ 
ner—where shall lie appear? 19 so that also 
those suffering according to the will of God, 
as to a stedfast' Creator, let them commit 
their own souls in good doing. 


V. 1 ELDERS who are among you, I ex¬ 
hort, who am a fellow-elder, and a witness of 
the sufferings of the Christ, and of the glory 
about to be revealed a partaker, 2 feed the 
flock of God that is among you, overseeing 
not constrainedly, but willingly, neither for 
filthy lucre, but of a ready mind, 3 neither 
as exercising lordship over the heritages, but 
patterns becoming of the flock, 4 aud at the 
manifestation of the chief Shepherd, ye shall 
receive the unfading crown of glory. 

5 In like manner, ye younger, be subject to 
elder*, aud all to oue another subjecting your¬ 
selves; with humble-miudeduess clothe your¬ 
selves, because God the proud doth resist, 
but to the humble He doth give grace; 6 be 
humbled, then, under the powerful hand of 
God, that you He may exalt in good time, 
7 all your care having cast upon Him, because 
He caretli for you. 

8 Be sober, vigilant, because your opponent 
the devil, as a roaring lion, doth walk about, 
seeking whom he may swallow up, 9 whom 
resist, stedfast in the faith, having known the 
same sufferings to your brotherhood in the 
world to be accomplished. 

10 And the God of all grace, who did call 
you to His age-duriug glory in Christ Jesus, 
having suffered a little, Himself make you 
perfect, establish, strengthen, settle you; 11 to 
Him is the glory, and the power—to the ages 
and the ages ! Ameu. 

12 Through Silvauus, to you the faithful 
brother, as I reckon, through few words 1 did 
write, exhorting aud testifying this to be tin 
true grace of God iu which ye have stood. 
13 Salute you doth the assembly in Babylon 
jointly elected, aud Markus my sou. 14 Salute 
ye one another in a kiss of love; peace to you 
all who are iu Christ Jesus 1 Amcu. 


SECOND EPISTLE OF PETER. 


CHAP. I. 1 SIMEON PETER, a servant aud 
an apostle of Jesus Christ, to those who did 
obtaiu a like precious faith with us in the 
righteousness of our God aud Saviour Jesus 
Christ; 2 Grace to you, aud peace be multi- 

S licd in the acknowledgment of God aud of 
esus our Lord! 

s As all things to us His divine power (the 
things pertaining unto life and piety) hath 
given, through the acknowledgment of him 
who did call us through glory aud worthiness, 
4 through which to us the mpst great and preci¬ 
ous promises have been given, that through 
these ye may become partakers of a divine 
mature, having escaped from the corruption 
iu the world in desires. 

* And this same also—all diligence having 
brought iu besides, superadd in your faith 
the worthiness, and,, in the worthiness the 
knowledge, fl andinthe knowledge the tem¬ 
perance, and iu the temperance the endur¬ 
ance, and in the endurance the piety, 7 and 


in the piety the brotherly kinducss, and in 
the brotherly kindness the love; 8 for these 
things being to you aud abounding, do make 
you neither inert nor uufniitful in regard to 
the acknowledging of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

9 for lie with wdiom these things arc not pre¬ 
sent is bliud, dim-sighted, having become 
.forgetful of the cleansing of his old sius; 

10 wherefore, the rather, brethren, be diligent 
to make stedfast your calling aud choice, for 
these things doing, ye may never stumble, 

11 for so, richly shall be superadded to you 
the eutrancc into the age-during reign of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

12 Wherefore, t will not lie careless always 
to remiud you concerning these things, though, 
having known them, and having been estab¬ 
lished in the present truth, 11 and I think 
right, so long as I am iu this tabernacle, to 
stir you up iu reminding you> 14 having known 
l that soon is the laying aside of my tabernacle 
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even as also our Lord Jesus Christ did shew 
to me, 1J andIwill be diligent that also at 
every time ye have, after my out-goiug, power 
to make to yourselves the remembrance of 
these things. 

16 For. skilfully devised fables not having 
followed out, we did make known to you the 
ower and presence of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
ut eye-witnesses having become of his ma- 

i 'esty— 17 for having received from God the 
Tatlier honour and glory, such a voice being 
borne to him by the excellent glory: ‘ This is 
My Sou—the beloved, in whom 1 was well 
pleased;’ 18 and this voice we -wc did hear, 
out of heaven borne, being with him in the 
holy mount. 19 And we have more firm the 

I irophetic word, to which we do well giving 
ieea, as to a lamp shining in a dark place, 
till day may dawn, and a morning star may 
arise—in your hearts; 20 this first knowing, 
that no prophecy of the Writing doth come 
of private exposition, - 1 for not by will of 
man did ever prophecy come, but by the 
Holy Spirit borue on holy men of God spake. 

II. 1 AND there did come also false pro¬ 
phets among the people, as also among you 
there shall be false teachers, who shall bring 
in besides destructive sects, and the Master 
who bought them denying, bringing to them¬ 
selves quick destruction, 8 and many shall 
follow out tlieir destructive ways, because of 
whom the way of the truth shall be evil 
spoken of, 3 aud in covetousness, with moulded 
words, of you they shall make merchandise, 
whose judgment of old is not idle, and their 
destruction doth uot slumber. 

4 For if God messengers who siuued did not 
spare, but with ohaius of thick gloom, having 
cast them down to Tartarus, did deliver them 
to judgment, having been reserved, 5 and the 
old world did uot spare, but the eighth per¬ 
son, Noah, of righteousness a preacher, did 
keep, a flood outbe world of the impious hav¬ 
ing brought, 6 aud the cities of Sodom aud 
Gomorrah having turned to ashes, with an 
overthrow did condemn, an example to those 
about to be impious liaviug set them; 7 and 
righteous Lot, worn down by the conduct iu 
lasciviousness of the impious. He did rescue, 
8 for iu seeing aud heariug, the righteous 
man, dwelling amoug them, day by day the 
righteous soul with unlawful works was har¬ 
assing. 

9 The Lord hath kuown to rescue pious oues 
out of temptation, aud unrighteous oues to a 
day of judgment, being punished, to keep, 
10 and chiefly those going behind the flesh iu 
desire of uncleanness, and lordship despising; 
presumptuous, self-complacent, dignities they 
are not afraid to speak evil of, 11 whereas mes* 
sengers, in strength and power being greater, 
do not bear against them before the Lord an 
evil speaking judgment; J "and these, as irra¬ 
tional natural beasts, made to be caught aud 
destroyed—in what things they are ignoraut 
of, speakin" evil—in their destruction shall 
be destroyed, 13 about to receive a reward of 
unrighteousness, pleasurescouutiug the luxury 
in the day, spots and blemishes, luxuriating 


in their deceits, feasting with you, 14 having 
eyes full of adultery, and umiblejtp cease from 
sin, enticing unstable souls, having an heart 
exercised iu covetousnesses, children of a 
curse, 13 having forsaken a right way, they 
did go astray, having followed iu the way of 
Balaam the son of Bosor, who a reward of un¬ 
righteousness did love, 10 and had a rebuke of 
his own iniquity—a dumb ass, in man’s voice 
having spoken, did forbid the madness of the 
prophet. 

17 These are wells without water, and clouds 
hv a tempest driven, to whom the thick gloom 
or the darkness to the age hath been kept; 
18 for oyerswellings of vanity speaking, they 
do entice iu desires of the flesh—lascivious¬ 
nesses, those who had truly escaped from those 
conducting, themselves in error, 19 liberty to 
them promising, themselves being servants of 
the corruption, for by whom any one hath 
been overcome, to this one also he hath been 
brought to servitude, for, if having escaped 
from the pollutions of the world, in the ac¬ 
knowledging of the Lord aud Saviour Jesus 
Christ, aud by theso again being entangled, 
they have been overcome, become to them 
hath the last things worse than the first, 
21 for it were better to them uot to have ac¬ 
knowledged tlie way of the righteousness, 
than having acknowledged it , to turn back 
from the holy command delivered to them, 
82 and happeued to them hath that of the true 
similitude; 1 A dog did turn back upou his 
owu vomit,’ and, 1 A sow having bathed herself 
—to rolling in mire.' 

III. 1 THIS, now, beloved, a second letter 
to you I write, iu both which I stir up your 
pure mind iu reminding you , 2 to be mindful 
of the sayings said before by the holy pro¬ 
phets, and of the command of us the apostles of 
the Lord and Saviour, 3 this first knowing, 
that there shall come iu the latter end of the 
days scoffers, accordiug to their owu desires 
going on, 4 and saying, 'Where is the promise 
of his presence? for since the fathers did fall 
asleep, all things so remain from the begin¬ 
ning of the creation ;\ 5 for this is unobserved 
by them willingly, that the heavens were of old, 
and the earth out of water aud through water 
standingtogetherby the wordof Goa, “through 
which the theu world, by water having beeu 
deluged, was destroyed; 7 aud the present 
heavens aud the earth, by the same word are 
treasured, for lire beiug kept to a day of judg¬ 
ment and destruction of the impious ineu. 

8 Aud this oue thing let not be uuobserved 
by you, beloved, that oue day with the Lord 
w as a thousand years, and a thousand years 
as oue day; "the Lord is uot slow iu regard 
to the promise, as certain count slowucss, but 
is lono;-suffering to us, not counselling auy to 
be lost but all to pass on to reformation, 
10 and it will come—the day of the Lord—as a 
thief in the night, iu which the heavens with 
a rushing noise will pass away, and the eler 
ments with burning heat he dissolved, and 
earth aud the works in it shall be burnt up. 

11 All these, theu, being dissolved, what 
kind of persons doth it behove you to be in 
holy behaviours and pious acts ? 13 waiting for 
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Exhortations to avoid sin , 

and hasting to the presence of the day of God, 
by which the heavens, being on lire, shall be 
dissolved, and the elements with burning 
heat shall melt; 13 and for new heavens and 
a new earth according to His promise we do 
wait, in which righteousness cloth dwell; 
14 wherefore, beloved, these things waiting 
for, be diligent, spotless and uublameable, 
by Him to be found in peace, 15 and the long- 
suffering of our Lord count ye salvation, ac¬ 
cording as also our beloved brother Paul— 
according to the wisdom given to him—did 
write to you, 10 as also in all the Epistles, 


and the love of worldly things, 

speaking in them concerning these things, 
among which things are certain hard to be 
understood, which the untaught and unstable 
do wTest, as also the other 'Writings, unto 
their own destruction. 

17 Ye, then, beloved, knowing before, take 
heed, lest, together with the error of the im¬ 
pious being led away, ve may fall from your 
own stedfastness, 18 and increase ye in grace, 
and in the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ ; to him is the glory both now, 
and to the day of the age ! Amen. 


FIRST EPISTLE OF JOHN. 


CHAP. I. 1 THAT which was from the be¬ 
ginning, that which we have heard, that 
which we have seen with our eyes, that 
which we did behold, and our hands did 
handle, concerning the Word of the Life— 
2 and the Life was manifested, and we have 
seen, and do testify, and declare to you the 
Life, the age-during, which was with the 
Father, and was manifested to us — 3 that 
which we have seen and heard declare we to 
you, that ye also may have fellowship with 
us, and our fellowship is with the Father, and 
with His Sou Jesus Christ; 4 and these things 
we write to you, that your joy may be full. 

5 And this is the message that we have 
heard from Him, and announce to you, that 
God is light, and darkness in Him is not at 
all; 6 if we may say— 4 we have fellowship 
with Him,' and iu the darkness may walk— 
\yc lie, and do not the truth; 7 and if iu the 
light we may walk, as He is iu the light—we 
have fellowship one with another, aud the 
blood of Jesus Christ His Sou doth cleanse 
us from every sin ; 8 if we may say—* we have 
not am,’ ourselves we lead astray, aud the 
truth is not in us; y if we may confess our 
sins, stedfast He is aud righteous that He 
may forgive us the sms, aud may cleanse us 
from every unrighteousness; 10 if we may say 
— 4 we have not sinned,’ a liar we make Him, 
and His word is not iu us. 

II. 1 MY little children, these things I 
write to you, that ye may not sin: aud if 
any one may sin, an advocate we have with 
the Father, Jesus Christ, a righteous oue, 
2 aud he—he is a propitiation for our sins, 
and not for ours only, Dut also for the whole 
world, 3 aud iu this we know that we have 
known him, if his commands we may keep: 
4 he who is saying, ‘I have known him,’ auu 
his command is not keepiug, a liar lie is, and 
iu him the truth is not; 5 aud whoever may 
keep his word, truly iu him the love of God 
hath been perfected; in this we know that 
in him we are. c He who is saying in him he 
doth remaiu, ought according as he walked 
also himself so to walk, 

7 Brethren, a new command 1 write not to 
you, but an old command, that ye had from 
the beginning—the old command is the word 


that ye heard from the beginning ; 0 again, a 
new command I write to you, which thing is 
true in him and in you, because the darkuess 
doth pass away, and the true light doth now 
shine; 9 he who is sayiug, in the light he is, 
and his brother is hatiug, in the darkness he 
is till now; lu he who is loving his brother, in 
the light he doth remain, and a stumbling- 
block in him there is not; 11 aud he who is 
hating his brother, in the darkness he is, and 
in the darkness he doth walk, and he hath 
nob known whither he doth go, because the 
darkness did blind his eyes. 

18 1 write to you, little children, because 
the sins have been forgiven you through his 
name ; 13 I write to you, fathers, because ye 
have known him who is from the beginning; 
I write to you. young men, because ye have 
overcome the eviL 

I write to you, little youths, because ye 
have known the Father: 14 I did write to you, 
fathers, because ye have known him who is 
from the beginning; I did write to you, young 
men, because ye arc strong, and the word of 
God iu you doth remain, aud ye have over¬ 
come the eviL 

15 Love not ye the world, nor the tilings iu 
the world; if any one doth love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in him, 10 because 
all that is in the world—the desire of the 
flesh, aud the desire of the eyes, and the 
ostentation of the life—is not of the Father, 
but of the world, 17 and the world doth pass 
away, aud the desire of it, and he who is doing 
the will of God, he doth remain—to the age. 

10 Little youths, it is the last hour; and even 
as ye heard that the antichrist doth come, 
even now antichrists have become many—' 
whence we know that it is the last hour; 
19 out of us they went forth, but they were not 
of us, for if they had beeu of us, they would 
have remained with us; but—that they might 
be manifested that they are not all of us. 

LV Aud ye have an anointing from the Holy 
Oue, aud have known all things; 21 1 did not 
wnte to you because ye have not known the 
truth, but because ye have known it, and be¬ 
cause no lie is of the truth. “Who is the 
liar, except he who is denying that Jesus is 
the Christ? this one is the antichrist who is 
denying the Father and the Son; 23 every odc 
1G3 
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Christian love enforced. 


Evidence of the new birth. 

who is denying the Son, neither hath he the 
Father, [he who is confessing the Sou hath 
the Father also.] 

24 Ye, then, that which ye heard from the 
beginning, in you let it remain; if in you may 
remain that which from the beginning ve did 
hear, ye also in the Son and in the Father 
shall remain, 20 and this is the promise that 
He did promise us—the life the age-during. 

w These things I did write to you conceru- 
ing those leading you astray; * 7 and you, the 
anoiuting that ye did receive from him, in you 
it doth remain, and ye have no need that any 
one may teach you, but as the same anointing 
doth teach you concerning all, and is true, 
and is not a lie, and even as was taught you, 
ye shall remain in him. 

3 And now, little children, remain in him, 
that when he may be manifested, we may 
have boldness, and may not be ashamed be¬ 
fore him, in Ins presence; 3 if ye know that 
he is righteous, know ye that every one doing 
the righteousness, of him hath been begotten. 

III. 1 SEE ye what love the Father hath 
given to us, that children of God we may he 
called; because of this the world d.oth not 
know us, because it did not know Him; 2 be- 
loved, now, children of God are we, and it 
was not yet manifested wliat we shall be, and 
we have kuowu that if he may be manifested, 
like him we shall be, because we shall see 
him as he is; 3 and every one who is having 
this hope on him, doth purify himself, even 
as he is pure. 

4 Every one who is doing the sin, the law¬ 
lessness also he doth do, and the sin is the 
lawlessness, 5 and ye have known that he was 
manifested that our sins he may take away, 
and sin is not in him; 6 every one who is re¬ 
maining in him doth not sin; every one who is 
sinning, hath Dot seen him, nor known him. 

7 Little children, let no one lead you astray; 
he who is doing the righteousness is righteous, 
even as he is righteous, 8 he who is doiug the 
Bin, of the devil he is, because from the be¬ 
ginning the devil doth sin ; for this was the 
Son of God manifested, that he may break up 
the works of the devil; 9 every oue who hatn 
been begotten of God, siu he doth not, because 
his seed iu him doth remain, and he is not able 
to sin, liecause of God lie hath been begotten. 

19 In this manifest are the children of God, 
and the children of the devil; every one who 
is not doing righteousness, is uot of God, and 
lie who is not loving his brother, 11 because 
this is the message that ye did hear from the 
beginning, that we may love one another, 
"not as Cain—of the evil one he was, and he 
did slay his brother, and wherefore did he 
slay him ? because his works were evil, and 
those of his brother righteous. 

13 Do not wonder, my brethren, if the world 
doth hate you : 14 wc—we have known that 
we have passed out of the death to the life, 
because we love the brethren; he who is not 
loving the brother doth remain iu the death. 
15 Every one who is hating his brother—a 
man-killer lie is, and ye have known that no 
man-killer hath life age-during iu him re- | 
maining, lfl in this wc have known the love, | 
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because he for us his life did lay down, and 
we ought for the brethren the, lives to lay 
down ; 17 and whoever may have the goods of 
the world, and may view his brother having 
ueed, and may shut up his bowels from him— 
how doth the love of God remaiu iu him? 

18 My little children, may we not love in 
word uor iu tongue, but in word and iu truth ! 
10 and iu this wc know that of the truth we 
are, and before Him we shall assure our 
hearts, because if our heart may condemn 
—because greater is God than our heart, and 
He doth know all things. 

21 Beloved, if our heart may not condemn 
us, we have boldness toward God, - J and 
whatever we may ask, we receive from Him, 
because His commands we keep, and the 
things pleasing before Him we do, 23 and this 
is His command, that we may believe in the 
name of His Son Jesus Christ, and may love 
one another, even as He did give command to 
us, -* and he who is keeping His commands, 
in Him he doth remaiu, and He in him; aud 
io this we know that He doth remain in ue, 
from the Spirit that He gave us. 

IV. BELOVED, every spirit believe not, 
but prove the spirits, if of God they are, be¬ 
cause many false prophets have gone forth to 
the world; 2 in this know ye the Spirit of 
God; every spirit that doth confess Jesus 
Christ in the flesh liaviug come, of God it is, 
3 and every spirit that doth uot confess Jesus 
Christ in the flesh having come, of God it is 
not; and this is that of the antichrist, which 
ye heard that it doth come, and now in the 
world it is already. 

4 Ye—of God ye are, little children, and ye 
have overcome them; because greater is He 
who is in you, than he who is in the world. 
5 They—of the world they are; because of 
this from the world they sneak, and the world 
doth hear them; 6 we—of God we are; he who 
is knowing God doth hear us; he who is not of 
God, doth not hear us; from this we kuow the 
spirit of the truth, and the spirit of the error. 

7 Beloved, may we love one another, because 
the love is of God, and every one who is lov¬ 
ing, of God he hath been begotten, and doth 
know God; 8 he who is not loving did not 
know God, because God is love. 9 In this 
was manifested the love of God in us, because 
His Son—the only begotten—hath God sent 
to the world, that we may live through him ; 
19 in this is the love, not that we loved God, 
but that He did love us, and did send His Son 
a propitiation for our sins. 

" Beloved, if thus God did love us, we also 
ought one another to love; 12 God no one hath 
ever seen; if we may love oue another, God 
in us doth remain, and His love is having 
been perfected iu us; 13 in this we kuow that 
in Him we do remaiu, and He iu us, because 
of His Spirit He hath given us. 

14 And we—we have Been aud do testify, 
that the Father bath sent the Son—Saviour 
of the world; 15 whoever may confess that 
Jesus is the Son of God, God iu him doth re¬ 
maiu, and lie in God; 10 and we—wc have 
known and believed the love, that God hath 
in us; God is love, and he who is remaining 
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in the love, in God he doth remain, and God 
in him. 

17 In this made, perfect hath been the love 
with us, that boldness we may have in the 
day of the judgment, because even as He is, 
we—we also are in this world; 18 fear is not 
in the love, but the perfect love doth cast out 
the fear, because the fear hath punishment, 
and be who is fearing hath not been made per¬ 
fect in the love; 19 we—we love him, because 
He—He first loved us; 20 if any one may say 
— 1 1 love God,’ and his brother he may hate, 
a liar he is; for he who is not loving his 
brother whom he hath seen, God—whom lie 
hath not seen—how is he able to love ? 21 and 
this the command we have from Him, that 
he who is loving God, may also love his 
brother. 

V. 1 EVERY one who is believing that 
Jesus is the Christ, of God. he hath been be¬ 
gotten, and every one who is loving Him who 
did beget, doth love also him who is begotten 
of Him : 2 in this we know that we love the 
children of God, when we may love God, and 
His commands may keep; 3 for this is the 
love of God, that His commands we may keep, 
and His commands are not burdensome; 4 be¬ 
cause every one who is begotten of God doth 
overcome the world, and this is the victory 
that did overcome the world—our faith; 5 who 
is lie who is overcoming the world, if not he 
who is believing tliat Jesus is the Son of God? 

c This one is he who did come through 
water and blood—Jesus the Christ, not in the 
water only, but in tlie water and the blood; 
and the Spirit it is that is testifying, because 
the Spirit is the truth, 7 because three are who 
are testifying [iu the heaven, the Father, the 
Word, and the Holy Spirit, and these—the 
three—are one; 8 and three are who are tes¬ 
tifying in the earth], the Spirit, and the 
water, and the blood, and the three are into 
the one. 


9 If the testimony of men we receive, the 
testimony of God is greater, because this is 
the testimony of God that He hath testified 
concerning His Son. 10 He who is believing 
iu the Son of God, hath the testimony in him¬ 
self; he who is not believing God, a liar bath 
made Him, because lie hath not believed in 
the testimony that God hath testified con¬ 
cerning His Son ; 11 and this is the testimony, 
that life age-during did God give to us, and 
this—the life—is in His Son ; 12 he who is 
having the Son, hath the life; he who is not 
having the Son of God—tlie life he hath 
not. 

13 These things I did write to you who are 
believing in the name of the Sou of God, that 
ye may know that life ye have age-during, 
and that ye may believe in the name of tlie 
Son of God. i4 And this is the boldness that 
we have toward Him, that if anything we may 
ask according to his will, He doth hear us, 
13 and if we have known that He doth hear 
us, whatever we may ask, we have known 
that wc have the requests that we have re¬ 
quested from Him. 

10 If any one may see his brother sinDiug a 
sin not unto death, he shall ask, and He shall 
give to him life to those sinning not unto 
death ; there is sin to death, not concerning 
it do I speak that he may beseech ; 17 all un¬ 
righteousness is sin, and there is sin not unto 
death. 18 We have known that every one who 
hath been begotten of God doth not sin, but 
he who was begotten of God doth keep him¬ 
self, and the evil one doth not touch him ; 
19 we have known that of God we are, and the 
whole world in the evil doth lie; and we 
have known that the Son of God is come, and 
hath given us a mind, that we may know Him 
who is true, and we are in Him who is true, 
in His Son Jesus Christ; this one is the true 
God and the life age-during! 21 Little children, 
guard yourselves from the idols ! Amen. 


SECOND EPISTLE OF JOHN. 


1 THE Elder to the choice Kyria, and to her 

children, whom I love in truth, and not I 
only, but also all those having known the 

truth, 2 because of the truth that is remaiuing 
in us, and with us shall be to the age, 3 there, 
shall be with you grace, kinduess, peace, 
from God the Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Son of the Father, in truth 
and love. 

4 I rejoiced exceedingly that I have found 
of thy children walking in truth, even as a 
command we did receive from the Father; 

5 and now I beseech thee, Kyria, not as writing 

to thee a new command, but which we had 

from the bednning, that we may love one 

another, 6 and this js the love, that we may 

walk according to His commands; this is the 

command, even as ye did hear from the begin¬ 

ning, that in it ye may walk, 7 because many 

leading astray did enter iuto the world, who 


are not confessing Jesus Christ coming in 
flesh; this one is he who is leading astray, 
and the antichrist. 

8 See to yourselves that ye may not lose 
tlie things that we wrought, but a full re¬ 
ward may receive; 9 every oue who is trans- 
gressiug, and is uot remaiuing in the teaching 
of the Christ, hath not God; he who is re¬ 
maining in the teaching of the Christ, this 
one hath both the Father aud the Son; 10 if 
any one doth come unto you, aud this teaching 
doth not bear, receive him not into the house, 
and say not to him 4 Hail 1’ 11 for he who is 
saying to him 4 Hail/ hath fellowship with 
his evil works. 

12 Many things having to write to you. I Hid 
not intend through paper and ink, but 1 hope 
to come unto you, and speak mouth to mouth, 
that our joy may be full; 13 salute thee do the 
children of thy choice sister. Amen. 
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THIRD EPISTLE OF JOHN. 


'THE Elder to Gaius the beloved, whom I 
love iu truth ! - beloved, concerning all things 
I desire thee to prosper, nud to be in health, 
even ns thy soul doth prosper, 3 for I rejoiced 
exceedingly, brethren coming and testifying 
of the truth in thee, even as thou in truth 
dost walk ; 4 greater than these things I have 
no joy. that 1 may hear of my children in 
truth walking. 

5 Beloved, faithfully dost thou do whatever 
thou mayest work to the brethren and to the 
strangers, 15 who did testify of thy love before 
an assembly, whom thou wilt do well, having 
sent forward worthily of God, J because for 
Hi* name they went forth, nothing receiving 
from the nations ; 8 we, then, ought to receive 
such, that fellow-workers we may become to 
the truth. 

9 1 did write to the assembly, but he who is 
loving the first place among them—Diotrephes 


—doth not receive us ; 10 because of this, if 1 
may come, I will cause him to remember hia 
works that lie doth, with evil words prating 
against us; and not content with these, 
neither doth he himself receive the brethren, 
and those intending he doth forbid, and out 
of the assembly he doth cast. 

11 Beloved, be not thou following that which 
is evil, but that which is good ; lie who is do¬ 
ing good, of God he is, and he who is doin^ 
evil hath not seen God ; 12 to Demetrius testi¬ 
mony hath been given by all, and by the truth 
itself, and we also—we do testify, and ye have 
known that our testimony is true. 

13 Many things I had to write, but I do not 
wish through ink and pen to write to thee. 
14 and I hope straightway to see thee, and 
mouth to mouth we shall speak ; 10 Peace to 
thee ! salute thee do the friends ; be saluting 
the friends by name. 


EPISTLE 

I JUDAS, of Jesus Christ a servant, and 
brother of James, to those sanctified in God 
the Father, and in Jesus Christ kept—called, 
-kindness to you, and peace, and love, be 
multiplied! 

3 Beloved, all diligence using to _ write to 
you concerning the common salvation, I had 
necessity to write to you, exhorting to agonize 
for the faith once delivered to the saints, 
4 for there did come in unobserved certain 
men, long ago having been written before¬ 
hand to this judgment, impious, the gTace of 
our God perverting to lasciviousness, and our 
only Master, God, and Lord—Jesus Christ— 
denying, 3 and to remind you I intend, you 
knowing once this, that the Lord, a people 
out of the land of Egypt having saved, again 
those who did not believe did destroy ; 6 mes¬ 
sengers also, those who did not keep their 
own principality, hut did leave their proper 
dwelling, to a judgment of a great day, in 
bonds everlasting, under darkness He hath 
kept, 7 as Sodom and Gomorrah, and the 
cities around them, in like manner to these, 
having given themselves to whoredom, and 
gone after other flesh, have been set before— 
an example, of fire age-during, justice suffering. 

8 In like manner, nevertheless, those dream- 
era also the flesh indeed do defile, and lord¬ 
ship they put away, and dignities they speak 
evil of, 9 yet Michael, the chief messenger, 
when, with the devil contending, he was dis¬ 
puting about the body of Moses, did not dare 
to bring up an evil-speaking judgment, but 
said, ‘The Lord rebuke thee!' 10 and these, 
as many things indeed as they have not 
known, they speak evil of; and as many 
things as naturally {as the irrational beasts) 
they understand, in these thev are corrupted; 

II wo to theml because in the way of Cain 
they did go on, and to the deceit of Balaam 
for reward they did rush, and in the gainsay - 
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mg of Korah they did perish. 

12 These are in your love-feasts craggy rocks ; 
feasting together with you, without fear shep¬ 
herding themselves; clouds without water, 
by winds carried about: trees autumnal, with¬ 
out fruit, twice dead, rooted up; 11 wild waves 
of a sea, foaming out their own shames; starr 
going astray, to whom the gloom of the dark 
ness to the age hath been kept. 

11 And prophesy also to these did the seventh 
from Adam—Enoch—saying, ‘Lo, the Lord 
did come in His saintly myriads, 15 to do judg¬ 
ment against all, and to convict all then 
impious ones, concerning all their works ol 
impietv that they did impiously, and concern¬ 
ing all the stiff things that speak against 
Him did impious sinners.’ 

16 These are murmurers, repiners; accord 
ing to their desires walking, and their mouth 
doth speak great swellings, giving admiration 
to persons for the sake of profit; 17 and ye, 
beloved, remember ve the sayings spoken 
before by the apostles of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: ,8 that they said to you, that in the 
last time there shall be scoffers, after their 
own desires of impieties going on, 19 these arc 
those setting themselves apart, natural men, 
the Spirit Dot having. 

20 And ye, beloved, on your most holy faith 
building yourselves up, in the Holy Spirit 
praying, 21 yourselves in the love of God keep 
ye, waiting for the kindness of our Lord 
Jesus Clmst—to life age-during; 22 and to 
some be kind, judging thoroughly, 23 and some 
in fear save ye, out of the fire snatching, hating 
even the coat from the flesh spotted. 

24 And to Him who is able to guard you not 
stumbling, and to set you in the presence of 
His glory unblemished, in gladness, 25 to the 
only wise God our Saviour, is glory and great¬ 
ness. power and authority, both now and tc 
all the ages! Amen. 



A REVELATION OF JESUS CHRIST. 


CHAP. I. 1 A REVELATION of Jesus Christ, 
that God gave to him, to shew to his servants 
what things it behovcth to come to pass 
quickly; and he did signify it, having sent 
tlirough his messenger to his servant John, 
2 who did testify the word of God, and the 
testimony of Jesus Christ, as many things 
also as he did see. 3 Happy is he who is 
reading, and those hearing, the words of the 
prophecy, and keeping the things written in 
it—for the time is nigh! 

4 John to the seven assemblies that are in 
Asia: Grace to you, and peace, from Him 
who is, and who was, and who is comiug, 
and from the Seven Spirits that are before 
His throne, 5 and from Jesus Christ, the faith¬ 
ful witness, the first-born out of the dead, 
aud the ruler of the kings of the earth; to 
him who did love us, and did bathe us from 
our sids in his blood, 6 * * * aud did make us kings 
and priests to his God aud Father, to him 
is the glory and the power to the ages of the 
ages! Amen. 

7 Lo, he doth come with the clouds, aud see 
him shall every eye, even those who did uiercc 
him, and wail because of him shall all the 
tribes of the laud. Yes! Amen ! 

8 ‘ I am the Alpha and the Omega, begin¬ 
ning and end, saith the Lord, who is, and who 
was, and who is comiug—the Almighty.’ 

5 I, John, who also am your brother, and 

fellow-partner in the tribulatiou, aud in the 

reign aud endurance, of Jesus Christ, was in 

the isle that is called Patmos, because of the 

word of God, and because of the testimony of 

Jesus Christ; 10 1 was in the Spirit on the 
Lord’s-day, aud l heard behind, me a great 

voice, as of a trumpet, saying, 11 ‘ I am the 
Alpha and the Omega, the First and the 
Last;' aud, ‘What thou dost see, write in a 
scroll, and send to the seven assemblies that 
are in Asia; to Ephesus, aud to Smyrna, and 
to Pergamos, and to Thyatira, and to Sardis, 
aud to Philadelphia, and to Laodicea.’ 

12 And I did turn to see the voice that did 
speak with me, and having turned, I saw 
seven goldeu lamp-stands, 13 and in the midst 
of the seven lamp-stands, one like to a sou of 

man, clothed to the foot, and girt round at 

the breast with a golden girdle, 14 and his 

head and hairs white, as if white wool—as 
suow, and his eyes as a flame of lire; 15 and 
his feet like to Hue brass, as in a furnace hav¬ 
ing been Hred, and bis voice as a sound of 

many waters, 16 17 and having in his right hand 
seven stars, and out of his mouth a sharp two* 
edged sword is proceeding, and his counte¬ 
nance is as the sun shining iu its might. 

17 And when I saw him, I did fall at his 
feet as dead, and he placed his right hand up¬ 
on me, saying to me, ‘Benot afraid; I am the 
First and the Last, 18 and he who is living, 

and L did become dead, and, lo, I am living to 


the ages of the ages. Amen I and I have the 
keys of the hades and of the death. 

12 ‘Write the things that thou hast seen, 
and the tilings that are. and the things that 
are about to come after these things; 70 the 
secret of the seven stars that thou hast seen 
upon my right hand, aud the seven golden 
lamp-stands: the seven stars arc messengers 
of the seven assemblies, aud the sevcu lamp- 
stands that thou hast seen are seven assem¬ 
blies. 

II. l ‘TO tlie messenger of the Ephesian 
! assembly write: These things saitli he who 
is holding the seven stars in his right hand, 
who is walking in the midst of the sevcu 
lamp-stands—the golden: 2 1 have knowu thy 
works, aud thy labour, and thy endurance, 
and that thou art uot able to bear evil ones, 
and that thou bast tried those saying them¬ 
selves to be apostles and arc not, and hast 
found them liars, 3 aud thou didst bear, ami 
hast endurance, and because of my name 
hast toiled, and bast not been weary. 

4 ‘ But L have against thee: That thy lirst 
love thou didst leave! “remember, then, 
whence thou hast fallen, and reform, and the 
lirst works do; and if not, 1 come to thee 
quickly, and will remove thy lamp-stand 
from its place—if thou mayest not reform ; 
‘‘but this thou hast, that thou dost hate tile 
works of the Nicolai tans, that I also hate. 

7 He who is having ail car—let him hear what 
the Spirit saitli to the assemblies: To him 
who is overcoming—1 will give to him to eat 
of the tree of the life that is in the midst of 
the paradise of GocL 

8 ‘And to the messenger of the assembly 
of the Smyrneans write: These things saitli 
the First and the Last, who did become dead 
aud did live; iJ I have known thy works, aud 
tribulatiou, and poverty—yet thou art rich— 
aud the evil-speaking of those saying them¬ 
selves to be Jews, aud are uot, but are a 
synagogue of the Adversary. 

10 ‘Be uot afraid of the things that thou 
art about to sutler; lo, the devil is about to 
cast of you to prison, that ye may be tried, 
and ye shall have tribulation ten days; be¬ 
come thou faithful uuto death, aud L will 
■£ive to thee the crown of the life. 11 12 He who 
is having au ear — let him hear what the 
Spirit saitli to the assemblies: He who is 
overcoming may not be injured of the secoud 
death. 

12 ‘ And to the messenger of the assembly in 
Pergamos write : These things saith he who 
is having the sharp two-edged sword: 13 [ 
have known thy works, aud where thou dost 
dwell—where the throne of the Adversary id 
—aud thou dost hold fast my uamc, and thou 
didst not deny my faith, even in the days iu 
which Antipas teas my faithful witness, wlui

was put to death beside you, where the Ad¬ 
versary doth dwell. 

14 ‘But 1 have against thee a few things: 
That thou hast there those holding the teach¬ 
ing of Balaam, who did teach Balak to east 
a stumbling-block before the sons of Israel, 
to eat idol-sacrilices, and to commit whore¬ 
dom ; ir, so hast thou, even thou, those hold¬ 
ing the teaching of the Nieolaitaus—which 
thing I hate. 

10 1 Reform ! and if not, I come to thee 
quickly, and will fight ajiaiust them with the 
sword of my mouth. '- 7 He who is having an 
ear—let him hear what the Spirit saith to 
the assemblies: To him who is overcoming, 
I will give to him to eat from the hidden 
manna, aud will give to him a white stone, 
and upon the stone a new name written, that 
no one knew except him who is receiving it. 

10 ‘ And to the messenger of the assembly of 
Thyatira write: These things saitli the Son 
of God, who is having his eyes as a dame of 
fire, aud his feet like to fine brass; 19 I have 
known thy works, and love, aud ministra¬ 
tion, and faith, aud thy endurance, and thy 
works—and the last arc more than the first 

20 ‘But I have against thee a few things: 
That thou dost suffer the woman Jezebel, 
who is calling herself a prophetess, to teach, 
and to lead astray, my servants to commit 
whoredom, and idol-sacrifices to eat; 21 aud I 
did give to her a time that she might reform 
from her whoredom, aud she did not reform; 
22 lo, I will cast her into a couch, and those 
committing adultery with her into great tri¬ 
bulation—if they may not repent of their 
works, 23 and her children I will kill in death, 
and know shall all the assemblies that 1 am 
he who is searching reius aud hearts; and I 
will give to you—to each—according to your 
works. 

24 ‘And to you I say, and to the rest who 
are in Thyatira, as mauy as have uot this 
teaching, and who did uot kuow the depths 
of the Adversary, as they say ; I will not put 
upon you other burden ; 25 but that which ye 
have—hold ye, till I may come; 2K and he who 
is overcoming, aud who is keeping auto the 
end my works, I will give to him authority 
over the nations, 27 aud lie shall rule them 
with a rod of irou—as the vessels of the pot¬ 
ter they shall be broken—as 1 also have re¬ 
ceived from my Father; 28 and 1 will give to 
him the morning star, 29 He who is having 
an ear—let him hear what the Spirit saith to 
the assemblies. 

Ill. ll AND to the messenger of the as¬ 
sembly in Sardis write: These things saith 
he who is having the Seven Spirits of God, 
ana the seven stars: I have known thy works, 
and that thou hast the name that thou dost 
live, aud thou art dead; 2 become watchiug, 
and strengthen the rest of the things that 
are about to die, for I have uot found thy 
works fulfilled before God. 

3 * Remember, then, how thou hast received, 
and heard, aud be keeping, and reform: if, 
then, thou mayest not watch. I will come upon 
thee as a thief, and thou mavest uot know 
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what hour I will come upon thee. 4 Thou 
hast a few names even in Sardis who did not 
defile their garments, and they shall walk 
with me in white, because they are worthy. 
5 He who is overcoming—this one—shall be 
arrayed in white garments, and I will not 
blot out his name from the scroll of the life, 
and I will confess his name before my Father, 
and before His messengers. 6 He who is hav¬ 
ing an car—let him hear what the Spirit saith 
to the assemblies. 

7 * And to the messenger of the assembly in 
Philadelphia write: These things saith he who 
is holy, he who is true, he who is having the 
key of David, he who is opening and no one 
doth shut, and he shutteth and no one doth 
open ! 8 1 have known thy works ; lo, I have 
set before thee a door—opened, and no one is 
able to shut it, because thou hast a little 
ower, and didst keep my word, and didst not 
env my name ; 9 lo, 1 make of the synagogue 
of tne Adversary those saying themselves to 
be Jews, aud are not, but do lie; lo, I will 
make them that they may come and bow be¬ 
fore thy feet, and may know that I loved thee. 

10 * Because thou didst keep the word of my 
endurance, I also will keep thee from the hour 
of the trial that is about to come upon all the 
world, to try those dwelling upon the earth. 
11 Lo, 1 come quickly, be holding fast that 
which thou hast, that no one may receive thy 
crown. 12 He who is overcoming—I will make 
him a pillar in the sanctuary of my God, and 
without he may not go any more, and I will 
write upon him the name of my God, and the 
name of the city of my God, the new Jeru¬ 
salem, that doth come down out of the heaven 
from my God—also my new name. 13 He who 
is having an ear—let him hear what the Spirit 
saith to the assemblies. 

And to the messenger of the assembly 
of the Laodiceaus write: These things saith 
the Amen, the witness—the faithful and true 
—the chief of tbe creation of God ; 15 1 have 
known thy works, that neither cold art thou 
nor hot; 1 would thou w r ert cold or hot. 

10 So—because thou art lukewarm, and neither 
cold nor hot, I am about to vomit thee out of 
my mouth ; 17 because thou sayest—I am rich, 
aud have grown rich, aud have need of no¬ 
thing, aud hast not known that thou art the 
wretched, aud miserable, and poor, and blind, 
and naked, 10 1 counsel tbee to buy from me 
gold fired by fire that thou mayest be rich, 
and white garments that thou mayest be 
arrayed, and the shame of thy nakedness may 
uot be manifest, and with eye-salve anoint 
thine eyes, that thou mayest see. 

l9 *As many as I love, I do convict and 
chasten; be zealous, then, and reform; 20 lo, 

I have stood at the door, aud I knock ; if any 
oue may hear my voice, and may opeu the 
door, I will come in unto him, and will sup 
with him, and he with me. 21 He who is over¬ 
coming—1 will give to him to sit with me iii 
my throne, os I also did overcome and did sit 
down with my Father in His throne. 22 He 
who is having an ear—let .him hear what the 
Spirit saith to the assemblies/

Vision of the throne. 

IV. 1 AFTER these things I saw, and lo, a 
door opened in the heaven, and the first voice 
that I heard is as of a trumpet speaking with 
me, saying, ‘Come up hither, and I will shew 
thee what it hahoveth to come to pass after 
these things;’ 2 and immediately I was in the 
Spirit, and lo, a throne was set in the heaven, 
and upon the throne is one sitting, 3 and He 
who is sitting was in si^ht like a stone, jasper 
and sardine: and a rainbow was round the 
throne in sight like an emerald. 

4 And around the throne are thrones twenty 
and four, and upon the thrones I saw the twenty 
and four elders sitting, clothed in white gar¬ 
ments, and they had upon their heads crowDS 
of gold; 6 and out of the throne proceed do 
lightnings, and thunders, and voices; and 
seven lamps of fire are burning before the 
throne, which are the seven spirits of God, 
6 and before the throne is a sea of glass like to 
crystal, and in the midst of the throne, and 
round the throne, are four living creatures, 
full of eyes before and behind; 7 and the first 
living creature is like a lion, and the second 
living creature is like a calf, and the third 
living creature hath the face as a man, and 
the fourth living creature is like an eagle fly¬ 
ing. 

6 And the four living creatures, each by itself 
severally, had six wings, around and within 
arc .full of eyes, and rest they have not day 
and night, saying, ‘Holy, holy, holy, Lord God 
Almighty, who was, and who is, and who is 
coming;’ ‘’and when the living creatures do 
give glory, and honour, and thanks, to Him 
who is sitting upon the throne, who is living 
to the ages of the ages, 10 fall down do the 
twenty and four elders before Him who is sit¬ 
ting upon the throne, aud bow before Him 
who is liviug to the a^es of the ages, aud they 
cast their crowns before the throue, saying, 
11 ‘Worthy art Thou, O Lord, to receive the 
glory, and the honour, and the power, because 
Thou—Thou didst create the all things, and 
because of Thy will are they, aud they were 
created.’ 

V. ] AND I saw upon the right hand of 
Him who is sitting upon the throne a scroll, 
written within and on the back, sealed with 
seven seals; 2 and I saw a strong messenger 
crying with a great voice, ‘ Who is worthy to 
open the scroll aud to loose the seals of it?’ 
3 aud no oue was able in the heaven, uur upou 
the earth, nor under the earth, to op>en the 
scroll, uor to behold it. 

4 And I was weeping much, because no one 
was found worthy to open and to read the 
scroll, nor to behold it, 5 aud one of the elders 
saith to me, ‘ Weej) not; lo, overcome did the 
Liou, who is of the tribe of Judah, the root of 
David, to open the scroll, and to loose the seven 
seals of it; u and I saw, and lo, in the midst 
of the throne, aud of the four living creatures, 
and iu the midst of the elders, a Lamb hath 
stood as it had been slain, having seven horns 
and seven eyes, which are the seven Spirits of 
God, which are sent to all the earth, * and he 
came and took the scroll out of the right hand 
of Him who is sitting upon the throne., 


Opening of the seals. 

a And when he took the scroll, the four liv¬ 
ing creatures aud the twenty-four elders fell 
before the Lamb, having each one harps and 
golden vials full of perfumes, which arc the 
prayers of the saints, 9 and they sing a new 
song, saying, ‘Worthy art thou to take the 
scroll, and to open the seals of it, because 
thou wast Blaiu, and didst redeem us to God in 
thy blood, out of every tribe, and tongue, 
and people, and nation, 10 and didst make us 
to our God kings and priests, and we shall 
reign upon the earth.’ 

11 And I saw, aud I heard the voice of many 
messengers round the throne, aud the living 
creatures, and the elders—and the number of 
them was myriads of myriads, and thousands 
of thousands— 12 saying with a great voice, 
4 Worthy is the Lamb that was slain to re¬ 
ceive the power, and riches, and wisdom, and 
strength, and honour, and glory, aud bless¬ 
ing!’ 13 and every creature that is in the hea¬ 
ven, and in the earth, and under the earth, 
and the things that are upon the sea, and the 
all things in them, heard 1 saying, ‘To Him 
who is sitting upon the throue, and to tlie 
Lamb, is the blessing, and the honour, and 
the glory, and the might—to the ages of the 
ages!’ 14 and the four living creatures said, 

‘ Amen ! ’ and the twenty-four elders fell down 
and they bow before Him who is living to the 
ages of the ages. 

VI. 1 AND I saw when the Lamb opened 
one of the seals, and I heard one of the four 
living creatures saying, as it were a voice of 
thunder, ‘Come and Dehold!’ -aud 1 saw, 
aud lo, a white horse, and lie who is sittiug 
upon it is having a bow, and there was 
given to him a crown, and lie went forth 
overcoming, and that he inav overcome. 

3 And when lie opened the second seal, 1 
heard the second living creature saying, * Come 
and behold!' 4 and there went forth another 
horse—red, and to him who ia sitting upon 
it, there was given to him to take the peace 
from the land, aud that one another they 
may slay, and there was given to him a great 
sword. 

5 And when he opeued the third seal, 1 
heard the third living creature saying, ‘Come 
and behold!' and I saw, and lo, a black 
horse, and he who is sitting upon it is having 
a balance iu his hand, 6 and I heard a voice 
in the midst of the four living creatures say¬ 
ing, ‘ A measure of wheat for a denary, and 
three measures of barley for a denary,’ and 
1 The oil and the wiue thou mayest uot in¬ 
jure.’ 

7 And when he opened the fourth seal, I 
heard the voice of the fourth livimj creature 
saying, ‘Come and behold!’ 0 aud I saw, and 
lo, a pale horse, and he who is sitting upon 
him—his name is Death, and Hades doth 
follow with him, aud there was given to them 
authority to kill, (over the fourth part of tho 
land,) with sword, and with hunger, and with 
death, and by the beasts of the laud.

9 Ami when he opened the fifth seal, I saw 
under the altar the souls of those slain be¬ 
cause of the word of God, and because of the 
testimony that they held, 1M and they were 
crying with a great voico, saying, ‘Till when, 
0 Master, the Holy and the True, dost Thou 
not judge and take vengeance of our blood 
from those dwelling upon the land?’ 11 and 
there was given to each one white robes, and 
it was said to them that they may rest them¬ 
selves yet a little time, till may be fulfilled 
also their fellow servants and their brethren, 
who arc about to be killed—even as they. 

And I saw when he opened the sixth 
seal, aud lo, a great earthquake came, and 
the sun became black as sackcloth of hair, 
and the moon became as blood, 13 and the 
stars of the heaven fell to the earth—as a 
tig-tree doth cast her winter figs, by a great 
wind being shaken— 14 aud heaven departed 
as a scroll rolled lip, and every mountain and 
island—out of their places they were moved; 
15 and the kings of the earth, and the great 
men, aud the rich, and the chiefs of thou¬ 
sands, and the mighty, and every servant, 
and every freeman, hid themselves in the 
clens, and in the rocks of the mountains, 
16 aud they say to the mountains and to the 
rocks, 4 Fall upon us, and hide us from the 
face of Him who is sitting upon the throne, 
and from the anger of the Lamb,’ 17 because 
come did the great day of His anger, aud who 
is able to staud ? 

JVII. 1 AND after these things I saw four 
messengers, standing upon the four corners 
of the land, holding the four winds of the 
laud, that the wiutl may uot blow upon the 
land, nor upon the sea, nor upon auy tree; 
8 and I saw another messenger going up from 
the rising of the sun, having a seal of the 
living God, and he did cry with a great voice 
to the four messeugers, to whom it was given 
to injure the land and the sea, saying, 3 ‘Do 
not injure the land, nor the sea, nor the trees, 
till we may seal the servauts of our God upon 
tbeir foreheads.’ 

4 And I heard the number of those sealed, 
(144 thousands were sealed out of all the tribes 
of the sous of Israel): 5 of the tribe of Judah 
12 thousand were sealed; of the tribe of Reu¬ 
ben 12 thousand were sealed; of the tribe of 
Gad 12 thousand were sealed; 6 of the tribe 
of Asher 12 thousand were sealed; of the 
tribe of Naphtali 12 thousand were sealed; 
of the tribe of Manasseh 12 thousaud were 
sealed; 7 of the tribe of Simeon 12 thousand 
were sealed; of the tribe of Levi 12 thousand 
were sealed; of the tribe of Issachar 12 thou¬ 
sand were sealed; 8 of the tribe of Zebulun 
12 thousand were sealed; of the tribe of Jo¬ 
seph 12 thousand were sealed; of the tribe of 
Benjamin 12 thousand were sealed. 

9 After these things I saw, and lo, a great 
multitude, which to number no one was able, 
out of all nations, and tribes, and peoples, and 
tongues, standing before the throne, and be¬ 
fore the Lamb, arrayed in white robes, and 
palms in their hands, 10 and crying with a 


great voice, saying, ‘ The salvation is to Him 
who is sitting upon the throne—to our God, 
and to the Lamb ! } 

11 Aud all the messengers stood around tho 
throne, and the elders and the four.living crea¬ 
tures, and they fell upon their face, and bowed 
before God, ‘-saying, ‘Amen! tho blessing, 
and the glory, and the wisdom, and the 
thanksgiving, and the honour, and the power, 
and the strength, are to our God—to the ages 
of the ages! Amen !’ 

13 And answer did one of the elders, saying 
to me, ‘These, who have been arrayed with 
the white robes—who are they, ana whence 
came they?' 14 and I have said to him, ‘Sir, 
thou hast knownand he said to me, * These 
are those who are coming out of the great tri¬ 
bulation, and they did wash their robes, and 
they made their robes white in the blood of 
the Lamb; 10 because of this are they before 
the throne of God, and they do service to Him 
day and night in His sanctuary, and He who 
is sitting upon the throne shall tabernacle 
over them; 40 they shall not hunger any more, 
nor may the sun fall upon them, nor any heat, 
17 because the Lamb that is in the midst of 
the throne shall feed them, and shall lead 
them unto living fountains of waters, and 
wipe away shall God every tear from their 
eyes.' 

VIII. ‘AND when be openeth the seventh 
seal, there came silence in the heaven about 
half-an-hour, 2 and I saw the seven messen¬ 
gers who before God have stood, and thero 
were given to them seven trumpets, 3 and 
another messenger did come, and he stood at 
the altar, liaviug a golden censer, and ther< 
was given to him milch perfume, that he maj 
give it to the prayers of all the saints upon 
the golden altar that is before the throne, 4 and 
go up did the smoke of the perfumes to tho 
prayers of the saints out of the hand of tho 
messenger, before God: 5 and the messenger 
took the censer, and did fill it out of the fire of 
the altar, and did cast it to the earth, and 
there came voices, and thunders, and light¬ 
nings, and an earthquake. 

6 And the seven messengers who are having 
the seven trumpets did prepare themselves 
that they may sound ; 7 and the first messen¬ 
ger did sound, and there came hail and fire, 
mingled with blood, and it was cast to the 
land, and the third of the trees was burnt up, 
and all the green grass was burnt up. 

8 And the second messenger did sound, and 
as it were a great mountain with fire burning 
was cast into the sea, and the third of the sea 
became blood, 9 and die did the third of the 
creatures that are in the sea, those having life, 
and the third of the ships were destroyed 

10 And the third messenger did sound, and 
thero fell out of the heaven a great star, burn¬ 
ing as a lamp, and it did fall upon the third, 
of the rivers, and upon the fountains of waters, 
“and the name of the star is called Wormwood, 
and the third of the waters doth become worm¬ 
wood, and many of the men did die of the 
waters, because they were made bitter.

12 And the fourth messenger did sound, and 
smitten was the third of the sun, and the 
third of the moon, and the third of the stars, 
that darkened may be the third of them, and 
that the day may not shine—the third of it, 
and the night in like mauner. 

13 And I saw, and I heard one messenger, dy¬ 
ing in the mid-heaven, saying with a great 
voice, ‘Wo, wo, wo, to those dwelling upon the 
land from the rest of the voices of the trum¬ 
pet of the three messengers who are about to 
sound.’ 

IX. 1 AND the fifth messenger did sound, 
and I saw a star out of the heaveu having 
fallen to the earth, and there was given to it 
the key of the pit of the abyss, 2 and he did 
open the pit of the abyss, and there came up 
a smoke out of the pit as smoke of a great 
furnace, and darkened was the sun and the 
air, from the smoke of the pit. 

3 And out of the smoke came forth locusts 
to the earth, and there was civen to them 
authority, as scorpions of the earth have 
authority, 4 and it was said to them that they 
may not injure the grass of the earth, nor 
any green thing, nor any tree, but—the men 
only who have not the seal of God upon their 
foreheads, 6 and it was given to them that 
they may not kill them, but that they may be 
tormented five months, and their torment is 
as the torment of a scorpion, when it may 
strike a man; G and in those days shall 
men seek the death, and they shall not find 
it, and they shall desire to die, and the death 
shall flee from them. 

7 And the likenesses of the locusts are like 
to horses made ready to battle, and upon 
*iheir heads as crowns like gold, and their 
aces as faces of men, 8 and they had hair as 
lair of women, and their teeth were as those 
of lions, °and they had breastplates as breast¬ 
plates of iron, and the uoise of their wings is 
as the noise of chariots of many horses run¬ 
ning to battle; 1(1 and they have tails like to 
scorpions, and stiugs were in their tails ; aud 
their authority is to injure men five months ; 
11 and they have over them a king—the mes¬ 
senger of the abyss—a name is to him in 
Hebrew, Abaddon, and in the Greek he hatha 
name, Apoliyon. 12 The first wo did go forth, 
lo, there come yet two woes after these things. 

13 And the sixth messenger did sound, and 
l heard a voice out of the four horns of the 
altar of gold that is before God, 14 saying to 
the sixth messeuger who had the trumpet, 
‘ Loose the four messengers who are bound at 
the great river Euphrates;' 15 and loosed were 
the four messengers, who have beeu made 
ready for the hour, aud day, and month, aud 
year, that they may kill the third of meu; 
1(4 and the number of the forces of the horse¬ 
men is two myriads of myriads, and l heard 
the number of them. 

17 And thus I saw the horses in the vision, 
and those sittiug upon them, having breast¬ 
plates of fire, and jacinth, and brimstone; 
aud the heads of the horses are as heads of 
Lions, and out of their mouths proceedeth 
tire, and smoke, and brimstone; JS by these 


three were the third of men killed, from the 
fire, and from the smoke, and from the brim¬ 
stone, that is proceeding out of their mouth, 
w for their authorities are in their mouth, and 
in their tails, for their tails are. like serpents, 
having heads, and with them they do injure ; 

20 and the rest of men, who were not killed in 
these plagues, neither did reform from the 
works of their hands, that they may not bow 
before the demons, and idols, those of gold, 
and those of silver, and those of brass, and 
those of stone, and those of wood, that are 
neither able to see, nor to hear, nor to walk, 

21 yea they did not reform from their murders, 
nor from their sorceries, nor from their whore¬ 
doms, nor from their thefts. 

X 1 AND I saw another strong messenger 
coming down out of the heaven, arrayed with 
a cloud, and a rainbow upou the head, aud 
his face os the sun, and lus feet as pillars of 
fire, - and he had in his hand a little scroll 
opened, and he did place his right foot upou 
the sea, and the left upon the land, 3 and he 
cried with a gTeat voice, as a lion doth roar, 
aud when he cried, speak out did the seven 
thuuders their voices; 4 and when the seven 
thunders spake theii* voices, I was about to 
write, and i heard a voice out of the heaven 
saying to me, ‘Seal the things that the seven 
thunders spake,’ and, ‘Thou mayest not write 
these things.* 

5 And the messenger whom I saw standing 
upon the sea, and upon the laud, did lift up 
lus hand to the heaven, 6 and did swear in 
Him who doth live to the a"es of the ages, 
who did create the heaven and the things iu 
it, and the land and the things in it, and tho 
sea aud the tilings in it—that time shall not 
be yet, 7 blit in the days of the voice of the 
seventh messenger, when he may be about to 
sound, and the secret of God may be finished, 
as He did declare to His own servants, to the 
prophets. 

B And the voice that I heard out of the 
heaven is again speaking with me, and say¬ 
ing, ‘ Go, take the little scroll that is open in 
the hand of the messenger who hath been 
standing upon the sea, and upon the land:' 
u aud I went away unto the messenger, saying 
to him, ‘Give me the little scroll;’ aud he 
saith to me, ‘Take, aud eat it lip, and it shall 
make thy belly bitter, but iu thy mouth it 
shall be sweet—as honey.’ 

10 And 1 took the little scroll out of the 
hand of the messeuger, aud did eat it up, and 
it was iu my mouth as honey—sweet, aud 
when I did eat it—my belly was made bitter; 
11 and he saith to me, ‘It bclioveth thee again 
to prophesy about peoples, aud nations, and 
tongues, and kings—many.’ 

XI. 1 AND there was given to me a reed 
like to a rod, and the messeuger stood, say¬ 
ing, ‘ Rise, and measure the sanctuary of God, 
and the altar, aud those worshipping in it; 
2 and the court that is without the sanctuary 
leave out, and thou mayest not measure it, 
because it was given to the nations, and the 
holy city they shall tread down forty-two

months; 3 and l will give to My two witnesses, 
ami they shall prophesy days, a thousand, 
two hundred, sixty, arrayed with sackcloth ; 
4 these are the two olive trees , and the two 
lamp-stands that before the God of the earth 
do staud; 3 and if any one may will to injure 
them, lire dotli proceed out of their mouth, 
and doth devour their enemies, and if auv 
one may will to iujure them, thus it behoveth 
(dm to be killed. 0 These have authority to 
shut the heaven, that it may not rain rain in 
the days of their prophecy, and authority 
they have over the waters to turn them to 
blood, and to smite the land with every plague, 
as often as they may will. 

7 ‘ And when they may finish their testi¬ 
mony, the beast that is coming up out of the 
abyss shall make war with them, and over¬ 
come them, and kill them, 8 and their dead 
bodies are upon the broad-place of the great 
city (that is called spiritually Sodom, aud 
Egypt, where also our Lord was crucified,) 
a aucl they shall behold—they of the peoples, 
and tribes, aud tongues, aud nations—their 
dead bodies three days and a half, and their 
dead bodies they shall not suffer to be put 
iuto tombs, 10 aud those dwelling upon the 
laud shall rejoice over them, and shall make 
merry, aud gifts they shall send to one an¬ 
other, because these—the two prophets—did 
torment those dwelling upon the land,' 

11 And after the three days and a half, a 
spirit of life from God did enter into them, 
and they stood upou their feet, and great fear 
fell upou those beholdiug them, 12 and they 
heard a great voice out of the heaven saying 
to them, ‘Come up hither;’ and they weut 
up to the heaven in the cloud, aud their ene¬ 
mies beheld them; 1J andiu that hour came 
a great earthquake, and the teuth of the city 
did fall, aud killed iu the earthquake were 
names of meu—seven thousands, aud the rest 
became affrighted, and they gave glory to the 
God of the heaveu. 14 The second wo did go 
forth, lo, the third wo doth come quickly. 

13 And the seventh messenger did sound, 
aud there came great voices in the heaven, 
saying, ‘The kingdoms of the world did be¬ 
come those of our Lord and of His Christ, 
and he shall reign to the ages of the ages!’ 

16 aud the tweutv and four elders, who before 
God are sittiug upon their thrones, did fall 
upon their faces, and did bow before God, 

17 saying, ‘We give thanks to Thee, 0 Lord 
God, the Almighty, who art, aud who wast, 
and who art coming, because Thou hast 
taken Thy great power and didst reigu; 

18 and the nations were angry, and Thine 
anger did come, and the time of the dead, to 
be judged, and to give the reward to Thy 
servants, to the prophets, aud to the saiuts, 
aud to those fearing Thy name, to the small 
aud to the great, and to destroy those who 
are destroying the land.’ 

19 And opened was the sanctuary of God in 
the heaven, and there was Been the ark of 
His coveuant in His sanctuary, aud there did 
come lightnings, and voices, and thunders, 
and an earthquake, and great hail, 
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XII. 1 AND a great sign was seen in the 
heaveu, a woman arrayed with Jhe sun, and 
the moou uuder her feet, and upon her head 
a crown of twelve Btars, 2 and being with 
child she doth cry out, travailing and pained 
to bring forth. 

8 And there was seen another sign in the 
heaven, and, lo. a great red dragon, having 
seven heads ana ten horns, and upon his head 
seven diadems, 4 and his tail doth draw the 
third of the stars of the heaven, aud he did 
cast them to the earth ; and the dragon did 
stand before the woman who is about to 
bring forth, that when she may bring forth, 
her child he may dovour; 5 and she brought 
forth a male child, who is about to rule all 
the nations with a rod of iron, and caught 
away was her child unto God and His throne, 
8 and the woman did flee to the wilderness, 
where she hath a place made ready from God, 
that there they may nourish her—days a 
thousand, two hundred, sixty. 

7 And there came war in the heaveu; Michael 
and his messengers did war against the dragon, 
aud the dragon did war, and his messengers. 
8 and they did not prevail, nor was their place 
found any more in the heaven; B and the 
great dragon was cast forth—the old serpent, 
who is called ‘Devil,’ and ‘the Adversary,’ 
who is leading astray the whole world—he 
was cast forth to the earth, and his messen¬ 
gers were cast forth with him. 

10 And I heard a great voice saying in the 
heaven, ‘Now did come the salvation, aud 
the power, aud the reign, of our God, and the 
authority of His Christ, because cast down 
was the accuser of our brethren, who is 
accusing them before our God day and night; 
11 and they did overcome him because of the 
blood of the Lamb, and because of the word 
of their testimony, and they did not lovo 
their life—unto death; 12 because of this be 
glad, ye heavens, and those iu them who do 
tabernacle; wo to those inhabiting the laud 
and the sea, because the Devil did go down 
unto you, having great wrath, having known 
that he hath little time.’ 

13 And when the dragon saw that he was 
cast forth to the earth, he pursued the woman 
who did briug forth the male, 14 and there 
were given to the woman two wings of the 
great eagle, that she may fly to the wilderness, 
to her place, where she is nourished a time, 
aud times, and half a time, from the face of 
the serpeut; 15 aud the serpeut did cast forth 
after the woman, out of his mouth, water as a 
river, that he may cause her to be carried 
away by the river, 10 and the land did help the 
woman, and the land did open its inouth aud 
did swallow up the river, that the dragon did 
cast forth out of his mouth; 17 and the dragon 
was angry against the woman, and went away 
to make M r ar with the rest of her seed, those 
keeping the commands of God, and having the 
testimony of Jesus Christ. 

XIII. 1 AND I stood upon the sand of the 
sea, and 1 saw out of the sea a beast coming 
up, having seven heads and ten horns, and

to war with it?’ 

5 And there was given to it a mouth speak¬ 
ing great things, and evil-speakings, aud there 
was given to it authority to make war forty- 
two months, c and it did opeu its mouth for 
evil-speaking toward God, to speak evil of 
His name, and of His tabernacle, aud of those 
who in the heaven tabernacle, 7 and there 
was given to it to make war with the saints, 
and to overcome them, and there was given to 
it authority over every tribe, and tongue, and 
nation. 

8 And bow before it shall all who are dwell¬ 
ing upon the land, whose names have not been 
written in the scroll of the life of the Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the world; a if 
any one hath an ear—let him hear: 10 if any 
one a captivity doth gather, into captivity lie 
doth go away ; if any one by sword doth kill, 
it behoveth him by sword to be killed ; here 
is the endurance aud the faith of tlic saints. 

11 Aud I saw auothcr beast coming uii out 
of the laud, aud it had two horns, like a lamb, 
and it was speaking as a dragon, aud all the 
authority of the first beast doth it do before 
it, audit maketh the land and those dwelling 
in it that they shall bow before the first beast, 
whose deadly stroke was healed, 13 aud it doth 
great signs, that fire also it may make to come 
down from the heaven to the earth before meu, 
14 aud it leadeth astray those dwelling on the 
land, because of the signs that were given it 
to do before the beast, saying to those dwelling 
upon the laud to make an image to the beast 
that hath the stroke of the 9word and did live, 
15 and there was given to it to give a spirit to 
the image of the beast, that also the image of 
the beast may speak, and that it may cause as 
many as shall bow before the image of the 
beast, that they may be killed. 

16 Aud it maketh all, the small, aud the

did revel, so much torment aud sorrow give 
to her, because iu her heart she saith, I sit a 
queeu, and a widow 1 am not, and sorrow 1 
shall not see; 8 because of this, iu one day, 
shall come her plagues, death, and sorrow, 
aud famine; aud iu tire she shall be utterly 
burned, because strong is the Lord God who 
is judging her; !> aud weep over her, aud 
smite themselves for her, shall the kings of 
the earth, who with her did commit whore¬ 
dom aud did revel, when they may see the 
smoke of her burning, 10 from afar haviug 
stood because of the fear of her torment, 
saying, Wo, wo, the great city! Babylon, the 
strong city! because iu one hour did come 
thy judgment. 

11 ‘And the merchants of the earth shall 
weep and sorrow over her, because their lad¬ 
ing no one doth buy any more; 12 lading of 
gold, aud silver, and precious stone, aud 
pearl, aud flue liuen, aud purple, and silk, 
and scarlet, aud all thyue wood, and every 
vessel of ivory, aud every vessel of most pre¬ 
cious wood, aud brass, and iron, aud marble, 
13 aud cinnamon, aud odours, aud ointment, 
and frankincense, and wine, and oil, aud flue 
tlour, and wheat, and cattle, aud sheep, aud 
of horses, aud of chariots, aud of bodies aud 
souls of mem 

14 ‘And the fruits of the desire of thy soul 
did go away from thee, and all tilings—the 
dainty aud the blight—did go away from 
thee, aud uo more at all mayest thou And 
them. J£, Tlie merchants of these things, who 
were made rich by her, far off shall stand 
because of the fear of her tormeut, weeping, 
and sorrowing, 16 and saying, Wo, wo, the 
great city, that was arrayed with flue linen, 
aud purple, aud scarlet, aud gilded in gold, 
and precious stone, aud pearls—because iu one 
hour so much riches were made waste! 

17 4 And every shipmaster, aud all the com¬ 
pany upon the ships, aud sailors, aud as many 
as work the sea, far off stood, 18 aud were ery- 
ing, seeiug the smoke of her burning, saying. 
What city is like to the great city? 18 and 
they did cast dust upou their heads, and were 
crying out, weepiug and sorrowing, sayiDg, 
Wo, wo, the great city! in which were made 
rich all having ships iu the sea, out of her 
costliness—foriuonehour was she made waste. 

20 * Be glad over her, 0 heaven, and ye holy 
apostles and prophets, because God did judge 
your judgment of ber!’ 

21 Aud one strong messenger did take up a 
stone as a great millstone, and did cast it to 
tire sea, saying, ‘Thus with violence shall 
Babylon be cast, the great city, and may not 
be found auy more at all; ' L ' 1 and voice of 
harpers, aud musicians, and pipers, and trum¬ 
peters, may not be heard at all ill thee any 
more; and auy artizan of any art may uot be 
found, at all in thee any more; and uoise of a 
millstone may uot be heard at all iu thee any 
more; 23 aud light of a lamp may not shine at 
all in thee auy more; and voice of bridegroom 
aud of bride may not be heard at all in thee 
any more; because thy merchants were the 
great oues of the earth, because iu thy sorcery 
were all the uatious led astray, 24 and in her 
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blood of prophets aud of saints was found, and 
of all those who have been slain on the earth.* 

XIX. *AND after these things I heard a 
great voice of a great multitude in the hea¬ 
ven, saying, ‘Alleluia! the salvation, and the 
glorv, and the honour, and the power, w to 
the Lord our God; 2 because true and righte¬ 
ous ore His judgmeuts, because He did judge 
the great whore who did corrupt the earth in 
her whoredom, and He did avenge the blood 
of His servants at her hand;' 3 and a second 
time they said, ‘Alleluia;* and her smoke 
doth come up—to the ages of the ages! 4 And 
fall down did the elders—the twenty and 
four—and the four living creatures, ana they 
did bow before God who is sitting upon the 
throne, saying, ‘Amen, Alleluia.* 

5 Aud a voice out of the throne did come 
forth, saying, ‘Praise our God, all ye His 
servants, ana those fearing Him, both the 
small and the great 6 and I heard os the 
voice of a great multitude, and as the voice 
of many waters, and as the voice of mighty 
thnnderings, saying, ‘Alleluia! because reign 
did the Lord God—the Almighty! 7 may we 
rejoice and exult, and give the glory to 
Him, because come did the marriage of the 
Lamb, and his wife did make herself ready; 
and there was given to her that she may be 
arrayed with fine linen, pure and shining, for 
the line linen is the righteous acts of the saints.* 

a And lie saith to me, ‘Write: Happy are 
they who to the supper of the marriage of 
the Lamb have been called;* and lie saith 
to me, ‘These are the true words of God;* 
111 and I fell before his feet, to bow before 
him, aud lie saith to me, ‘See—not! fellow- 
servant of thee am I, and of tliy brethren, 
those having the testimony of Jesus; bow be¬ 
fore God, for the testimony of Jesus is the 
spirit of the prophecy.’ 

11 And I saw the heaven having been open¬ 
ed, and lo, a white horse, aud he who is sit¬ 
ting upon it is called Faithful and True, and 
iu righteousness doth he judge and war, 42 and 
his eyes are as a flame of fire, and upon his 
head are many diadems—having a name writ¬ 
ten that no one hath known, except himself, 
13 and he is arrayed with a garment covered 
with blood, and his name is called, The 
Word of God. 

14 And the armies in the heaven were fol¬ 
lowing him upon white horses, clothed in 
fine lineu—white and pure: 15 and out of his 
mouth doth proceed a sliarp sword, that 
with it he may smite the nations, and he 
shall rule them with a rod of iron, and he 
doth tread the press of the wine of the wrath 
aud the anger of God the Almighty, lu and 
lie hath upon the garment and upon his thigh 
the name written, ‘King of kings, and Lord 
of lords.’ 

17 And I saw one messenger standing in the 
sun, aud he cried, a great voice, saying to all 
the birds that are flying in mid-heaven, ‘ Come 
and be gathered together to the supper of the 
great God, iB that ye may eat flesh of kings, 
and flesh of chiefs of thousands, and flesh of 
strong men, and flesh of horses, and of those 


sitting on them, aud the flesh of all—freemen 
and servants—both small and great.* 

ls And I saw the beast, aud the kings of the 
earth, and their armies, having been gathered 
together to make war with him who is sitting 
upon the horse, and with his army; 20 and 
the beast was taken, aud with him the false 
prophet who did the signs before him, in 
whieh he led astray those who did receive the 
mark of the beast, and those who did bow be¬ 
fore his image; living they were cast—the two 
—to the lake of the fire, that is burning with 
brimstone , 21 and the rest were ‘killed with 
the sword of him who is sitting on the horse, 
which ftword is proceeding out of his mouth, 
and all the birds were filled out of their flesh. 

XX. 1 AND I saw a messenger coming down 
out of the heaven, having the key of the 
abyss, and a great chain over his hand, 2 and 
he laid hold on the dragon, the old serpent, 
who is Devil and Adversary, and did bind 
him a thousand years, 3 and he cast him to 
the abyss, and aid shut him up. and put a 
seal upon him, that he may not lead astray 
the nations any more, till the thousand years 
may be finished; and after these it behoveth 
him to be loosed a little time. 

4 And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, 
and judgment was given to them, and the 
souls of those who nave been beheaded be¬ 
cause of the testimony of Jesus, and because 
of the word of God, and who did not bow be 
fore the beast, nor his image, and did not re 
ceive the mark upon their forehead and upon 
their hand, and they did live and reign with 
Christ the thousand years; 5 and the rest of 
the dead did not live again till the thousand 
years mav be finished ; this i3 the first rising 
again. 0 Happy and holy is he who is having 
part in the first rising again ; over these the 
second death hath not authority, but they 
shall be priests of God and of the Christ, 
and shall reign with him a thousand years. 

7 And when the thousand years may be 
finished, the Adversary shall De loosed out 
of his prison, 6 and he shall go forth to lead 
the nations astray, that are in the four corners 
of the earth—Gog and Magog—to gather them 
together to war, of whom the number is as 
the sand of the sea; 0 and they did go up over 
the breadth of the land, and did surround the 
camp of the saints, and the beloved city, and 
there came down fire from God out of the 
heaven, and devoured them; 10 and the Devil, 
who is leading them astray, was cast into the 
lake of fire and brimstone, where are the 
beast and the false prophet, and they shall 
be tormented day and night—to the ages of 
the ages, 

11 And I saw a great white throue, and Him 
who is sitting upon it, from whose face the 
earth and the heaven did flee away, and place 
was not found for them; 13 and I saw the dead, 
small andgreat,standingbeforeGod,ciud scrolls 
were opened, and another scroll was opened, 
which is that of the life, ancl the dead were 
judged out of the things written in the scrolls 
—according to their works ; 13 and the sea did 
give up those dead in it, aud the death, and 
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New Jei'usatem 


the liades did give up the dead in them, and 
they were judged, each one according to their 
works; 14 and the death and the hades were 
cast to the lake of the tire—this is the second 
death ; 15 and if any one was not found written 
in the scroll of the life, he was cast to the lake 
of the tire. 

XXL 1 AND I saw a new heaven and a 
new earth, for the first heaven and the first 
earth did pass away, and the sea is not any 
more; 2 and I, John, saw the holy city—new 
Jerusalem—coming down from God out of 
the heaven, made ready as a bride adorned 
for her husband; 3 and I heard a great voice 
out of the heaven, saying, ‘Lo, the tabernacle 
of God tV» with men, and He will tabernacle 
with them, and they shall be His peoples, 
and God Himself shall be with them—their 
God, 4 and God shall wipe away every tear 
from their eyes, and the death shall not be 
anymore, nor sorrow, nor crying, nor shall 
there be any more pain, because the first 
things did go away.’ 

"And He who is sitting upon the throne 
said, * Lo, new I make all things; and He 
saith to me, 4 Write, because these words are 
true and stedfast;’ 6 and He said to me, ‘It 
hath been done! I am the Alpha and the 
Omega, the Beginning and the End; I, to him 
who is thirsting, will give of the fountain of 
the water of the life freely; 7 he who is over¬ 
coming shall inherit all things, and 1 will be 
to him—a God, and he shall be to me—the 
son, “and to fearful, and uustedfast, and 
abominable, and murderers, and wliore- 
mougers, and sorcerers, and idolaters, and 
all the liars, their part is in the lake that is 
burning with fire and brimstone, which is a 
second death.’ 

9 And there came unto me one of the seven 
messengers, who have the seven vials that 
are full of the seven last plagues, and he 
spake with me, saying, ‘ Come, 1 will shew 
thee the bride of the Lamb—the wife,' 10 and 
he carried me away in the Spirit to a moun¬ 
tain great and high, and did shew to me the 
great city, the holy Jerusalem, coming down 
out of the heaven from God, 11 having the 
glory of God, and her light is like a stone 
moat precious, as a jasper stone clear as 
crystal, 12 having also a wall great and high, 
having twelve gates, and at tne gates twelve 
messengers, ana names written thereon, which 
are those of the twelve tribes of the sons of 
Israel, 13 at the east three gates, at the north 
three gates, at the south three gates, at the 
west three gates; 14 and the wall of the city 
had twelve foundations, and in them names 
of the twelve apostles of the Lamb. 

u And he who is speaking with me had a 
golden reed, that he may measure the city, 
and its gates, and its wall; 16 and the city 
licth square, and the length of it is as great 
as the breadth; and he did measure the city 
with the reed—furlongs twelve thousand; 
the length, and the breadth, and the height, 
of it are equal; 17 and he measured its wall. 


an hundred forty-four cubits, the measure of 
a man, that is, of the messenger; 18 and the 
building of its wall was jasper, and the city 
is pure gold—like to pure glass; 19 aud the 
foundations of the wall of the city with every 
precious stone have been adorned; the first 
foundation jasper; the second, sapphire; the 
third, chalcedony; the fourth, emerald; *-°the 
fifth, sardonyx; the sixth, sardius; the 
seventh, chrysolite; the eighth, beryl; the 
ninth, topaz; the tenth, chrysoprasus; the 
eleventh, iacinth; the twelfth, amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates are twelve pearls, 
each several one of the gates was of one pearl; 
and the broad-place of the city is pure gold— 
as transparent glass. 

22 And a sanctuary I did not see in ifc, for 
the Lord God, the Almighty, is its sanctuary, 
and the Lamb, 23 and the city hath no ncecl 
of the sun, nor of the moon, that they may 
shine in it* for the glory of God did lighten 
it, and the lamp of it is the Lamb; 24 and the 
nations of the saved in its light shall walk, 
and the kings of the earth do bring their 
glory and honour into it, 23 and its gates shall 
not at all be shut by day, for night shall not 
be there; 26 and they shall bring the glory 
and the honour of the nations into it; 27 ana 
there may not at all enter into it any thing 
defiling and doing abomination, and a lie. but 
—those written in the scroll of the life of the 
Lamb. 

XXII. 1 AND he shewed me a pure river 
of water of life, bright as crystal, going forth 
out of the throne of God and of the Lamb: 
2 in the midst of its broad place, and of the 
river on this side and on that, is a tree of life, 
yielding twelve fruits, in each several month 
rendering its fruits, and the leaves of the tree 
are for the service of the nations; 3 and any 
curse there shall not be any more, and the 
throne of God and of the Lamb shall be in it, 
and His servants shall serve Him, 4 and they 
shall see His face, aod His name is upoD their 
foreheads, "and night shall not be there, aud 
they have no need of a lamp and light of a 
sun, because the Lord God doth give them 
light, and they shall reigu—to the ages of the 
ages. 

8 And he said to me, 4 These words are sted- 
fast and true, and the Lord God of the holy 
prophets did send His messenger to shew to 
His servants the things that it belioveth to 
come quickly: 7 Lo, I come quickly; happy is 
he who is keeping the words of the prophecy 
of this scroll.’ 

8 And L John, am he who is seeing these 
things ana hearing, and when I heard and be¬ 
held, I fell down to bow before the feet of the 
messenger who is shewing me these things; 
0 and he saith to me ‘See—not; for fellow- 
servant of thee am 1, and of thy brethren the 
prophets, and of those keeping the words of 
this scroll; before God bow. 

10 And he saith to me, 1 Thou mayest not 
seal the words of the prophecy of this scroll, 
because the time is nigh; 14 lie who is unrighte- 
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oils—let him be unrighteous still, and he who 
is filthy—let him be filthy still, and he who is 
ri-hteous— let him be declared righteous stilL 
and lie who is sanctified—let him be sanctified 
still: 13 And lo, I come quickly, and my re¬ 
ward is with me, to render to each as his 
work shall be; 13 1 am the Alpha and the 
Omega—the Beginning and End—the First 
and the Last. 

14 ‘Happy are those doing His commands 
that the authority shall be theirs unto the 
tree of the life, and by the gates they may 
enter into the city; 16 and without are the 
dogs, aud the sorcerers, and the whoremongers, 
and the murderers, and the idolaters, and 
every one who is loving and is doing a He. 

lfl * I, Jesus did send my messenger to testify 
to you these things concerning the assem¬ 
blies ; 1 am the root and the offspring of David, 


the bright and morniug star ! 17 Aud the 

Spirit and the Bride say, Come; and lie 
who is hearing—let him say,'Como; and he 
who is thirsting—let him come ; and lie who 
is willing—let him take the water of lift 
freely. 

,H 4 For I testify to every one hearing the 
words of the prophecy of this scroll, if any 
one may add unto these, God shall add to 
him the plagues that have been written in 
this scroll, 19 and if any ono may take away 
from the words of the scroll of this prophecy. 
God shall take away his part from the scroll 
of the life, and out of the holy city T and the 
things that have been written in this scroll 
20 he eaith—who is testifying these things— 
‘Yes, I come quickly V Amen I Yes, be com¬ 
ing, Lord Jesus I 

ai The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ w with 
you all Amen.
